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TRANSACTIONS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COUNCIL. 

From  July  1,  1916,  to  June  30,  1917. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Council  for  the  new  fiscal  year 
was  held  at  Hotel  Waldo,  Clarksburg,  on  July  12th,  all  of  the  members 
being  present.  A  conference  was  held  with  representatives  of  a  number 
of  railroad  companies  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  our  regulations  gov- 
erning railroad  and  street-car  sanitation.  The  rules  were  read  seriatim 
and  in  their  amended  form  are  as  follows: 

RULES    GOVERNING    RAILROAD    AND    STREET    CAR    SANITATION. 

Coaches. 

No.  1.  All  railroad  coaches  used  by  passengers  shall  be  provided  with 
toilet  facilities,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  clean  and  sanitary 
condition.  The  fioors  of  all  toilets  shall  be  of  impervious  material  and 
shall  be  washed  with  an  approved  disinfectant  solution  at  the  end  of 
every  run.  The  seat,  hopper  and  woodwork  of  these  toilets  shall  be 
cleaned  and  washed  with  a  disinfectant  solution  at  the  end  of  every  24 
hours.  EJvery  closet  shall  be  provided  with  proper  ventilation  sufficient 
to  maintain  purity  of  the  atmosphere. 

Dusting  and  Cleaning. 

No.  2.  No  railroad  coach  or  street  car  shall  be  swept  or  dusted  while 
occupied  by  passengers.  All  railroad  coaches  and  street  cars  shall  at  all 
times  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.  N^essary  cleaning 
may  be  done  with  a  hand  brush  and  dustpan  if  no  dust  is  raised  thereby. 

Special  Cleaning  and  Disinfection. 

No.  3.  All  coaches  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned,  dusted,  sunned  and 
aired  at  least  once  each  month.  Cleaning  shall  include  the  removal  from 
the  car  of  everything  moveable,  thoroughly  wiping  down  all  wood  work, 
scrubbing  the  floors,  dusting  the  carpets  and  seats,  and  fumigating  the 
interior  of  the  car  with  formaldehyde  gas  once  in  three  months.

Expectoration. 

No.  4.  Spitting  upon  the  floor,  walls,  steps,  stairways,  sides  of  plat- 
form, or  stations  of  any  railroad,  steam,  electric  or  street  car,  steam  boat 
or  ferry  boat,  or  elevator  car  is  hereby  prohibited;  and  the  conductors, 
brakemen,  porters  and  employees  in  authority  shall  call  the  attention 
of  passengers  to  any  violation  of  this  rule,  and  any  of  such  offliClals  who 
fail  to  do  so  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  punished  as  provided  by  law. 

Agency  Stations. 

No,  5.  Waiting  rooms,  offices  and  other  portions  of  such  railroad  sta- 
tions shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.  Sweep- 
ing shall  not  be  done  in  the  presence  of  wkiting  passengers  except  in 
stations  which  are  open  continuously.  In  these  stations  sweeping  shall 
be  done  only  after  sprinkling  the  floor  with  water  or  throwing  on  it  damp 
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8aw(lu8t  or  other  absorbent  material  to  prevent  dust.  Wood  work  shall 
be  wiped  down  with  a  damp  cloth,  and  dry  dusting  with  feathers  or  dry 
cloths  shall  not  be  practiced.  All  agency  stations  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  at  least  once  each  week,  and  all  other  stations  are  to  be  kept 
in  a  sanitary  condition  at  all  times.

Closets  Required. 

No.  6.  Every  company  or  person  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State 
shall  provide  and  keep  for  the  accommodation  of  travelers  suitable  closets 
at  all  agency  stations.  Where  water  and  sewerage  are  available,  there 
shall  be  water  closets  which  shall  be  connected  with  the  public  sewerage. 
The  closets  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

N.  B. — Any  person,  or  persons,  iirm,  ct  corporation  who  violate  any 
of  the  above  regulations  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as  provided 
by  law. 

The  representatives  of  the  different  railroad  companies  expressed  their 
entire  satisfaction  with  the  rules  as  amended,  and  promised  cooperation 
in  their  enforcement. 

The  secretary  announced  that  he  had  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Alton 
A.  Cook  of  Massachusetts  as  laboratory  chemist,  stating  that  Mr.  Cook 
had  also  experience  as  a  bacteriologist.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Cook 
was  confirmed  and  his  salary  was  fixed  at  |1,500.00  per  annum. 

The  secretary  reported  that  seven  persons  in  Wood  county  had  been 
recently  bitten  by  a  rabid  dog,  and  that  he  had  authorized  Dr.  Davidson 
to  secure  the  services  of  Dr.  L.  O.  Rose  to  prepare  and  administer  anti- 
rabic  serum.  Dr.  Davidson  made  a  detailed  report  of  the  services  rendered 
by  Dr.  Rose  and  an  assistant,  the  bill  for  which  was  |2^73.00.  Dr.  David- 
son was  directed  to  collect  what  he  could  from  the  patients  who  were 
willing  to  pay,  and  to  secure  from  the  Wood  county  court  as  much  of 
the  remainder  as  pcssible,  the  Council  to  be  responsible  for  the  remainder 
of   the  'bill. 

Fifty  applicants  appeared  for  examination  with  the  result  as  shown  on 
a  later  page.

The  Public  Health  Council  convened  as  a  school  of  instruction  at  9:30 
A.  M.  in  the  assembly  room  of  Hotel  Kanawha.  In  addition  to  all  of  the 
members  of  the  council,  the  following  local  health  officers  were  present:

After  a  short  address  by  President  Golden,  a  t)aper  was  read  by  Dr.  C. 
R.  Weirich,  head  of  the  department  of  Preventable  Diseases,  entitled  "The 
Health  Officer  and  His  Relation  to  the  Municipal  Government."  After 
a  general  discussion  of  this  paper,  Dr.  Harold  B.  Wood,  assistant  health 
commissioner,  presented  a  paper  entitled  "Practical  Public  Health  Work," 
which  was  followed  by  very  free  discussion.  Mr.  Mayo  Tolman,  head 
of  the  department  of  sanitary  engineering,  then  read  a  paper  entitled 
"Safe  Water  Supplies  At  Low  Cost."  He  exhibited  a  machine  of  his  own 
invention  for  the  emergency  chlorination  of  water  in  municipal  water 
plants.  Mr.  E.  S.  Tisdale,  assistant  sanitary  engineer,  followed  with  a 
brief  paper  on  the  value  of  the  chemical  examination  of  water. 

After  an  intermission  Dr.  McMullen  gave  a  lecture  on  "Trachoma  As  a 
Public  Health  Problem,"  with  stereoptlcon  demonstration.  Dr.  Jepson 
then  presented  a  paper  on  "The  Value  of  Morbidity  and  Vital  Statistics." 
After  discussion  of  this  paper  Dr.  O.  L.  Aultz,  health  officer  of  Kanawha 
county,  read  a  paper  on  "Anterior  Poliomyelitis."  Dr.  Fulton  of  the 
Maryland  board  then  gave  a  very  interesting  address  on  public  health 
work.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Stevens  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Surgeon 
McMullen  and  Secretary  Fulton  for  their  very  entertaining  and  valuable 
addresses.    School  of  instruction  adjourned. 

At  8  P.  M.  the  Public  Health  Council  convened  for  the  examination  of 
the  grades  of  those  who  were  recently  examined  for  licensure.  The  re- 
sults show  that  the  following  were  successful  in  making  the  required 
grade  of  80  per  cent:  Geo.

A  lengthy  report  was  presented  by  the  committee  on  laboratory,  from 
which  the  following  is  extracted: 

"1.  There  was  evidence  of  insufficient  care  in  the  laboratory.  For 
instance,  |700  worth  of  platinum  was  not  under  even  an  ordinary  lock. 

2.  A  number  of  articles  previously  purchased  had  never  been  used 
at  all. 

3.  Confusion  and  a  lack  of  order  were  striking.  This  was  in  part,  no 
doubt,  due  to  lack  of  sufficient  space. 

4.  W^e  found  an  appreciable  amount  of  material  and  apparatus  in- 
cluded on  our  bills  and  presumably  paid  for  by  us,  which  were  entirely 
for  the  use  of  the  University. 
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5.  The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  was  inexpress- 
ably  bad." 

The  committee  also  reported  that  it  "found  all  the  men  connected  with 
the  laboratory  much  interested  in  it,  each  one  apparently  doing  all  he 
could  to  promote  its  success.  The  following  facts  seem  worthy  of  the 
notice  of  the  council:  1.  Bacteriological  work  constitutes  by  far  the 
bulk  of  the  laboratory  work,  and  most  of  the  execution  of  this  is  done 
by  Mr.  Bonar.  2.  Mr.  Bonar  has  done  his  work  well,  and  he  is  also  fairly 
well  qualified  to  do  chemical  work.  3.  He  does  not  claim  to  be  particu- 
larly competent  to  carry  the  entire  responsibility  for  all  the  work  which 
is  done  in  the  laboratory,  and  not  being  a  physician,  he  could  not  fully 
satisfy  the  physicians  of  the  state  in  their  demands  made  on  the  labora- 
tory. 4.  Mr.  Oudshoorn's  work  has  been  largely  for  the  office  of  the  Tax 
Commissioner,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  appendix-  of  the  itemized  state- 
ments by  Mr.  Oudshoorn.  An  appreciable  amount  of  his  time  has  also 
been  utilized  for  teaching  purposes  by  the  University.  During  the  regular 
terms  he  spent  every  Saturday  forenoon  in  teaching,  which,  together  with 
the  necessary  preparation  before  and  cleaning  up  after  his  lectures, 
amounted  tO'  not  less  than  one  whole  day  in  the  week  given  to  the  Uni- 
versity.   During  the  summer  term  he  taught  three  days  in  the  week. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  report  which  was  sent  to  the 
Commissioner  April  14th  by  the  laboratory  committee: 

The  undersigned  believe  that  the  following  ideas  are  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  State  Department  of  Health,  in  the  matter  of  its  hygienic  labora- 
tory: 

1.  The  personnel  of  the  laboratory  should  be  entirely  employed  and 
controlled  by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  should  be  wholly 
separate  from  the  State  University  or  any  of  its  departments. 

2.  For  the  present,  the  laboratory  is  to  remain  in  Morgantown,  and 
in  consideration  of  suitable  and  sufficient  quarters,  heat,  light,  water  and 
general  janitor  service  furnished  by  the  University,  in  its  new  medical 
department,  the  University  should  be  given  the  privilege  of  using  the 
laboratory  equipments  for  teaching  its  students,  but  only  insofar  as  this 
will  not  interfere  in  the  least  with  the  work  of  the  State  Department 
of  Health.  The  liberty  should  also  be  given  to  the  University  to  list  any 
of  the  laboratory  employees  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  on  its 
teaching  force,  provided  the  same  is  agreeable  to  these  employees,  and 
provided  that  such  listing  shall  in  no  way  imply  or  require  duties  to  be 
performed,  which  would,  in  any  way.  encroach  upon  their  time  or  duties 
belonging  to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

3.  The  personnel  of  the  laboratory  should  consist  as  follows:  At  the 
head  of  the  laboratory  there  should  be  a  physician  with  special  training 
in  all  the  phases  of  public  health  laboratory  work,  whose  opinion  can  be 
considered  authoritative  in  the  chemical  analysis  of  water,  food  and  drugs, 
as  well  as  in  bacteriology  and  pathology.  To  such  a  man  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  should  not  hesitate  to  pay  a  salary  of  $2,500.00  a  year, 
if  one  can  not  be  engaged  at  a  smaller  salary.  Under  him,  as  assistant, 
there  should  be  a  young  man,  able  to  do  all  the  routine  work  of  a  public 
health  laboratory,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  much  above  $1,500.00.  Mr. 
Bonar,  who  has  been  employed  in  the  hygienic  laboratory  for  some  time, 
can  fill  the  position  of  such  an  assistant  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner. 
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In  addition  to    Ibis    technical  skill,  there  should   be  added   a  half-time 
stenographer  and    a  half-time  general  utility  man.

President  Trotter  of  the  University  and  Dr.  Simpson,  dean  of  the  med- 
ical school,  were  heard  in  connection  with  the  laboratory  report.  The 
Council  then  took  a  recess. 


Office  of  the  Commissioner,  July  26th,  1916. 

The  Council  reconvened  in  executive  session.  The  laboratory  report  was 
on  motion  received  and  approved,  the  recommendations  to  be  put  into 
operation  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Dr.  John  N.  Simpson  was  chosen  as  director  of  the  laboratory  on  a 
salary  of  $25.00  per  month.  Martin  L.  Bonar  was  chosen  as  bacteriologist 
and  A.  A.  Cook  as  laboratory  chemist,  each  to  receive  a  salary  of  1125.00 
per  month.  The  director  was  authorized  to  employ  a  stenographer  at  a 
salary  not  to  exceed  |50.00  per  month. 

Report  of  the  committee  on  the  tuberculosis  sanitarium  was  read.  The 
sanitarium  was  visited  on  April  15th,  by  Drs.  Robins  and  Famsworth  of 
the  committee.  The  committee  reported  that  "all  the  new  buildings  have 
been  completed  and  are  now  occupied,  making  the  total  capacity  of  a 
hundred  and  twenty  patients.  Only  101  were  present,  a  number  having 
recently  gone  home  on  a  visit.  The  actual  capacity  for  patients,  however, 
is  only  about  110,  as  about  one-half  of  one  building  is  used  for  the  housing 
of  nurses.  This  makes  the  impression  that  a  nurses*  home  is  needed, 
but  this  is  hardly  the  case,  for  all  the  nurses  are  tuberculous,  and  hence 
need  the  same  sort  of  housing  that  the  patients  do,  so  that  a  more  sub- 
stantial home  for  nurses  is  scarcely  necessary." 

"An  infirmary  of  some  thirty  or  forty  beds  with  an  operating  room  is 
certainly  badly  needed.  So  far  as  we  can  see,  everything  is  being  done 
that  can  be  expected,  and  Dr.  Clovis  is  to  be  commended  for  his  work. 
During  the  sumnier  very  few  drugs  were  given,  but  during  the  winter 
months  there  has  been  considerable  medication,  mostly  sedatives  for 
cough  and  throat  remedies.  The  cold  weather  has  probably  made  this 
necessary.  The  work  of  attending  patients  is  divided  between  Dr.  Clovis 
and  his  assistant.  Dr.  Hinzman.  Another  assistant  has  been  asked  for 
at  a  salary  of  |60.00  per  month  which  will  scarcely  secure  a  worthy 
man.    The  committee  does  not  believe  that  a  third  physician  is  needed."

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged. 

Dr.  Clovis,  superintendent,  having  reported  that  he  receives  very  few 
cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  incipient  stage,  it  was  resolved  that  the  phy- 
sicians of  the  state  be  urged  to  send  their  tuberculosis  cases  to  the  sani- 
tarium as  early  as  possible. 

Brief  resumes  of  the  work  of  the  health  department  for  the  past  year 
representing  work  done  by  Drs.  Weirich  and  Wood,  and  Engineer  Tolman, 
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as  well  as  that  done  by  the  Commlssicner,  were  read.  On  motion  of  Dr. 
Stevens  the  work  of  the  different  departments  was  commended. 

The  Commissioner  reported  that  the  work  of  the  department  had  in- 
creased so  rapidly  that  he  found  It  necessary  to  have  an  assistant,  and 
Harold  B.  Wood,  M.  D.,  Dr.  P.  H.,  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
was  selected  and  began  work  April  14th.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Pyle,  Dr. 
Wood  was  confirmed  as  assistant  health  commissioner.  The  salary  of 
Mr.  Tolman  for  the  present  was  fixed  at  12200.00  per  annum. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Minnesota  board  of  health,  suggesting 
the  establishment  of  reciprocal  relation  on  terms  named  in  the  commu- 
nication. It  was  resolved  to  accept  the  terms  and  enter  into  reciprocity 
arrangements  Wfth  Minnesota. 

The  secretary  reported  that  reciprocity  certificates  had  been  granted 
to  the  following  persons  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council:

The  questions  for  the  next  examinations  were  then  selected.  Parkers- 
burg  was  selected  as  the  place  for  the  next  examination,  the  date  being 
Tuesday,  Nov.  15th. 


Parkersburg,  W.  Va.,  Nov.  15th,  1916. 

The  Public  Health  Council  met  in  Hotel  Chancellor  to  hold  an  exami- 
nation of  applicants  for  licensure.  Fourteen  applicants  were  present. 
After  the  examination  an  executive  session  was  held.  At  the  suggestion 
of  Dr.  Jepson,  the  standard  birth  and  death  certificates  was  adopted.  The 
Council  also  expressed  itself  as  favorable  to  the  enactment  of  the  Model 
law  for  the  registration  of  birth  and  death  certificates,  and  the  secretary 
was  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  the  law  to  each  member.  The  Council 
also  expressed  itself  as  favoring  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  one 
year  of  college  work  in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology,  in  addition  to  a 
high  school  education,  prior  to  matriculation  in  a  medical  college. 

On  motion  of  the  secretary.  Dr.  Golden  was  authorized  to  represent  the 
Council  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Medical  Boards  and  also 
the  Council  on  Medical  Education  to  be  held  in  Chicago  In  February,  1917. 


Parkersburg,  W.  Va,,  Nov.  28th,  1917. 
The  Public  Health  Council  convened  in  the  assembly  room  of  Hotel 
Chancellor  at  9  A.  M.,  Nov.  28th,  as  a  school  of  instructions  for  health 
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officers.  All  the  members  of  the  Council  were  present  except  Dr.  Stevens. 
The  following  health  officers  and  visitors  were  present:

Dr.  F.  F.  Farnsworth  then  read 
a  paper,  "Relations  of  Local  Health  Officers  With  the  State  Health  De- 
partment" The  last  paper  was  one  by  President  Golden,  entitled  "Our 
Medical  Law — Its  EJvolution  and  Present  Needs."  All  the  papers  read 
were  freely  discussed.    The  school  of  instruction  adjourned. 


Nov.  29,  1916.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Pyle  a  legislative  committee  composed  of  Drs.  Golden, 
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Farnsworth  and  Jepson  was  appointed  with  authority  to  make  all  changes 
in  the  Model  Law  by  them  deemed  necessary,  and  to  prepare  all  other 
medical  and  public  health  legislation,  and  make  every  effort  to  have  it 
enacted  by  the  next  legislature.  The  committee  was  also  authorized  to 
visit  the  capitol  during  the  session  of  the  legislature  in  the  interest  of 
public  health  and  medical  legislation. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  appropriating  |300  annually  to  aid  In  the  sup- 
port of  the  Trachoma  hospital  at  Welch,  W.  Va. 


Morgantown,  W.  Va.,  January  11,  1917. 
The  Public  Health  Council  was  convened  in  special  session  at  Hotel 
Madeira  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  and 
later  visit  the  tuberculosis  sanitarium  at  Terra  Alta,  W.  Va.  Present: 
Drs.  Golden,  Robins,  Pyle,  Farnsworth  and  Jepson.  Dr.  Golden  made  a 
full  statement  as  to  the  outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis  that  began  in 
Elkins  on  December  15th,  and  stated  that  to  date  about  50  cases  have 
occurred,  with  nine  deaths.  After  a  full  discussion  the  following  resolu- 
tion was,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Jepson,  adopted: 

RESOLVED:— That  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  be  quarantined  for  six 
weeks  from  the  inception  of  the  disease,  and  where  death  occurs,  the 
house  shall  be  quarantined  for  two  weeks  after  the  death. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Robins  it  was  resolved  that  we  advise  that  the  Elkins 
school  be  opened  to  the  senfor  class  on  the  16th  Inst,  and  to  the  other 
classes  on  the  23rd,  unless  conditions  arise  in  the  meantime  to  render  a 
later  opening  of  the  schools,  advisable,  which  point  is  to  be  determined 
by  Dr.  Golden.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  poliomyelitis  in  several 
cities  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  it  was  resolved  that  the  president 
of  the  Council  be  authorized  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  health  officers  at 
such  time  and  place  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

The  Commissioner  was  instructed  to  notify  the  health  officers  that  the 
authority  to  impose  inter-city  quarantine  resides  only  in  the  office  of  the 
health  commissioner,  and  that  they  cannot  legally  impose  quarantine 
without  conferring  with  him. 

Dr.  Jepson  was  excused  to  meet  an  engagement  at  Fairmont  occasioned 
by  the  existence  of  poliomyelitis  in  that  city.  The  other  members  pro- 
ceeded to  the  medical  building  of  the  University  and  in  company  with 
Dr.  Simpson,  director,  Mr.  Cook,  chemist,  and  Mr.  Bonar,  bacteriologist, 
proceeded  to  investigate  the  hygienic  laboratory.  While  the  laboratory 
was  found  in  fairly  good  condition,  there  were  certain  defects  that  need 
correction,  and  Dr.  Simpson  was  directed  to  adjust  the  matter.  Notifi- 
cation being  received  from  Mr.  Bonar  that  he  would  not  be  available  for 
next  year,  a  committee  was  appointed  and  empowered  to  employ  a  medical 
man  as  pathologist  and  bacteriologist,  and  competent  chemist,  the  former 
to  be  chief  of  the  laboratory."  The  meeting  then  adjourned,  Drs.  Farns- 
worth and  Pyle  to  visit  the  sanitarium  at  Terra  Alta  the  next  day.

profitable  one.    A  recess  was  then  taken. 


May  10,  1917. 

The  Public  Health  Council  met  in  executive  session  at  9:00  A.  M.,  all 
the  members  being  present  except  Dr.  Davidson,  Dr.  W.  T.  Henshaw,  the 
new  member  meeting  with  the  Council  for  the  first  time.  Dr.  Farnsworth, 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  laboratory,  reported  that  the  committee 
had  employed  Dr.  L#ederer  as  director  of  the  laboratory,  and  chief  bacteri- 
ologist and  pathologist,  at  a  salary  of  |2700  per  year,  his  duties  to  begin 
Sept.  1st.  The  report  was  ordered  received  and  filed  and  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Lederer  was  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  tuberculosis  sanitarium  was  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Pyle,  chairman,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Public  Health  Council. 

GENTiJi:MEN:  We,  the  committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  state  sani' 
tarlum  at  Terra  Alta,  arrived  at  the  institution  on  the  morning  of  January 
12th,  and  proceeded  to  inspect  the  building  and  surroundings.  We  found 
everything  in  good  conditions  and  desire  to  commend  Dr.  Clovis,  the 
superintendent,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  takes  care  of  the 
institution  in  its  present  crowded  condition.  We  recommend  the  erec- 
tion of  an  administration  building,  and  also  and  especially  we  recommend 
the  immediate  construction  of  a  hospital  of  sufficient  capacity  to  take  care 
of   emergency   cases.

The  report  was  ordered  recorded  on  the  minutes  and  a  copy  to  be  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Control.  Dr.  Golden,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  legis- 
lation, presented  his  report  under  the  title  "The  Evolution  of  Medical 
Legislation  in  West  Virginia."  It  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  Department.  The  Commissioner  was  directed 
to  formulate  a  rule  for  the  control  of  the  bottled  water  industry  as  ad- 
vised by  chief  engineer,  Mr.  Tolman. 

With  a  vie^'  to  avoiding  future  possible  misunderstandings,  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  offered  by  Dr.  Farnsworth  were  unanimously  adopted: 

1.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  will  be  the  chief  executive  of  his  own 
office.  He  may  select  and  equip  such  offices  as  he  may  desire,  and  may 
employ  such  assistants  as  he  may  deem  necessary  as  the  law  provides. 

2.  It  is  assumed  that  the  Commissioner  will  keep  expenditures  well 
within  the  available  appropriation,  and  the  Council  will  not  interfere  with 
the  management  of  his  office  and  staff  unless  its  expenses  so  far  exceed 
the  available  funds  that  other  parts  of  the  health  work  are  in  danger  of 
teing  curtailed. 


/ 
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3.  Medical  direction  of  the  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium , at  Terra  Alta  and 
of  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  at  Morgantown  shall  be  entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  Council,  which  shall  employ  such  assistants  and  fix  their 
pay  as  they  may  think  best. 

4.  All  meetings   of  the  Council  shall  be  called  by  the  Commissioner 
upon  orders  of  the  president,  or  on  the  written  request  of  any  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  and  the  president  or  any  member  shall  have  authority 
in  cases  deemed  by  him  sufficiently  urgent  to  take  charge  of  any  epidemic 
occurring  in  his   locality,  or  to  attend  to  other  calls  for  help,  but  such 
aid  shall  cnly  be  temporary  until  the  State  Health  Department  can  take 
charge  of  the  situation,  or  in  cases  where  the  work  can  be  done  more 
cheaply  and  quickly.     The  Commissioner  may  designate  each  member  as 
a  local  health  ofBcer  to  temporarily  meet  emergency  conditions. 

The  commissioner  was  directed  to  appoint  each  member  of  the  Council 
as  an  emergency  sanitary  officer  with  authority  to  aid  in  the  control  of 
local  outbreaks  of  disease  in  cases  of  emergency  until  action  can  be  had 
by  the  state  health  commissioner. 

The  following  resolutions  offered  by  Dr.  Farnsworth  were  adopted: 

RESOLVED:— That  as  this  is  the  last  meeting  of  the  Public  Health 
Council  for  the  year  and  the  last  time  we  shall  meet  under  the  leadership 

*  of  President  William  W.  Golden,  we  desire  to  express  to  him  our  high 

appreciation  of  his  work  as  a  man  and  a  physician.     In  tne  years  that 

>  we  have  been  associated  with  him  we  have  learned  to  love  and  trust  him. 

We  have  found  that  he  has  measured  up  to  every  requirement  of  the  ele- 
vated position  he  has  held.'  We  believe  that  he  has  done  more  than  any 
other  one  man  in  the  state  to  elevate  the  standard  of  medical  education 
and  promote  the  interest  of  public  health,  and  he  has  ever  been  ready 
to  do  his  duty  to  the  profession  and  has  stood  "four-square  to  every  wind 
that  blows."    Our  best  wishes  go  with  nim  everywhere. 

RESOLVED: — That  it  is  with  regret  that  we  realize  that  this  is  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Council  in  which  Dr.  J.  E.  Robins  will 
be  associated  with  us.  Dr.  Robins  has  been  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  for  many  years,  has  served  as  its  president  and  has  been  one 
of  the  prime  movers  in  every  step  of  advancement  in  the  medical  pro- 
fession. The  years  that  he  has  been  with  us  have  gone,  and  with  them 
many  happy  associations,  and  his  absence  from  future  meetings  will 
leave  a  shadow  over  us,-  but  we  may  at  least  give  him  this  tangible  evi- 
dence of  our  confidence  in  him  as  a  man,  and  our  appreciation  of  him  as 
a  physician  and  a  health  official. 

RESOLVED: — That  it  is  with  regret  that  we  learn  that  the  present 
condition  of  the  health  of  our  colleague.  Dr.  W.  J.  Davidson,  will  not 
permit  him  to  meet  with  us  at  this  time;  and  since  his  term  of  service 
ends  with  this  meeting,  we  take  this  method  of  expressing  our  admiration 
for  him  as  a  man  and  a  state  health  official.  In  future  meetings  we  shall 
miss  the  wisdom  of  his  counsel,  and  the  happy  association  of  his  sunny 
disposition.

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  have  the  above  resolutions  engrossed, 
signed  hy  the  members  of  the  Council  and  forwarded  to  the  retiring 
members.    The  resolutions  were  also  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

The  following  regulations  in  relation  to  food  products  were  adopted: 

1.  So  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  •  manufacture,  sell  or  offer  or 
expose  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  or  deliver  to  another  any 
drink  or  food  or  food  product  containing  any  preservative  of  any  kind 
or  nature;    except    natural  preservatives,   salt,    smoke,   potable   distilled 
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liquors,  cider  or  distilled  Yinegar,  saltpeter,  and  condiments,  and  except 
sodium  benzoate  which  shall  be  permitted  in  quantities  of  not  more  than 
one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  (O.V/c),  and  except  sulphur,  which  may  be  used 
only  in  food  containing  aldehydes  and  sugars  to  the  extent  of  three 
hundred  and  fifty  milligrames  (350  mgms.),  of  which  not  more  than 
seventy  milligrames  (70  mgms.)  shall  be  in  the  free  state,  per  kilograms 
of  product. 

2.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  offer  or 
expose  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  or  deliver  or  ofiTer  to 
deliver  to  another,  any  drink  or  food  product  w^hich  is  artificially  colored 
by  any  mineral  coloring  material,  or  colored  by  any  analine  or  coal  tar 
dye  except  the  following:

3.  Every  food  or  drink  which  is  artificially  colored  or  preserved  must 
distinctly  and  conspicuously  be  labeled  with  the  word  "Imitation'*  or  the 
words  "imitation  color"  or  "artificially  colored"  or  "artificially  preserved 

with   (or  by)  ."  stating  the  name  of  the  preservative  and  its 

composition,  as  the  case  may  be. 

4.  No  person,  firm  cr  corporation  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  offer  for 
sale,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  or  deliver  or  offer  to  deliver  to 
another  any^  oleomargarine  which  has  been  colored  by  any  vegetable,  min- 
eral, analine  or  other  coloring  substance. 

5.  The  use  cf  saccharin,  or  benzoyl  sulphimid,  in  any  food  or  confec- 
tionary or  drink,  is  prohibited  except  in  medicines  and  in  food  specifically 
intended  for  the  use  if  diabetic  patients. 

The  resolutions  recently  adopted  by  the  conference  of  state  health 
boards  in  relation  to  possible  duties  which  our  State  Health  Department 
may  be  called  upon  to  perform  as  a  result  of  the  war.  were  read  to  the 
Council  by  the  commissioner,  and  his  action  in  promising  the  aid  of  the 
State  Health  department  was  approved. 

As  to  the  reporting  of  communicable  diseases  and  births  and  deaths, 
it  was  resolved  that  physicians  residing  in  towns  and  cities  having  a 
health  officer  shall  report  to  him  all  cases  occurring  within  the  town  and 
to  the  county  health  officer  all  cases  occurring  outside  the  corporate  limits. 
In  towns  having  no  health  officers,  all  reports  shall  be  made  to  the  county 
health  officer.

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THE  EVOLUTION   OF  MEDICAL   LEGISLATION   IN   WEST  VIRGINIA. 

By  William  W.  Golden,  M.  D.,  F.  A.  C.  S.,  President  Public  Health  Council. 

Preliminary  Remarks. 

In  an  address  entitled  "Our  Public  Health  Law— A  Brief  History  of  Its 
Genesis  and  Its  Important  Provisions/'  I  took  occasion  to  point  out  to 
you  that  in  a  broad  sense  medical  legislation  is  a  part  of  public  health 
legislation.  Medical  men  fully  understand  this.  They  understand  that 
laws  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  are  as  much  in  the  interest  of 
public  health  as  are  those  which  are  enacted  in  the  interest  of  safe  water 
or  prcper  disposal  of  sewage.  Incompetent  medical  practitioners,  no 
matter  what  their  conventional  or  legal  designation  may  be,  are  a  menace 
to  the  community  in  more  than  one  way.  Improper  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment are  injurious  to  public  health  for  the  obvious  reason  that  they 
endanger  the  life  and  health  of  individuals  constituting  the  public.  But 
in  addition,  inccmpetence  in  the  profession  of  the  healing  art  means 
failure  to  detect  fdci  or  sources  of  communicable  diseases  with  consequent 
disaster  to  the  community  in  life,  health  and  business.  In  the  lay  mind, 
however,  medical  laws  are  not  distinctly  associated  with  public  health. 
The  people  generally  look  upon  medical  legislation  as  a  matter  mainly, 
if  not  altogether,  in  the  inter.est  cf  the  members  of  the  medical  profession, 
viewing  It  at  times  even  ia  the  light  of  clajss  legislation.  It  is  quite  im- 
portant that  the  people's  mind  should  be  freed  from  such  a  misconception. 
As  leaders  in  matters  of  public  health,  it  behooves  us  to  do  what  we  can 
to  enlighten  the  public  on  this  subject.  Since  I  became  officially  identified 
with  the  public  health  afTalrs  of  this  State  1  have  emitted  no  opportunity 
to  make  this  matter  clear  to  the  public.  Some  of  you  perhaps  may  recol- 
lect an  address  which  I  delivered  some  time  ago  in  this  city  on  an  occasion 
similar  to  this  with  title,  "Typhoid  Fever  and  Illegal  Practioners  versus 
the  State  of  West  Virginia."  This  title  I  selected  not  merely  because  it 
covered  the  two  subjects  which  I  discussed  in  that  address,  but  also  for 
the  special  purpose  of  associating  the  two  conditions  as  of  equal  public 
health  importance.  On  many  other  occasions  I  have  pressed  the  same  view 
to  the  front.  Educational  efPorts  of  this  kind.  I  have  no  doubt,  have  in 
the  past  contributed  much  towards  the  progress  that  medical  legislation 
has  made  in  this  State,  and  it  must  be  continued  until  the  laws  regulating 
the  practice  of  medicine  in  West  Virginia  will  be  equal  to  those  of  any 
of  our  progressive  neighboring  States,  which  at  present  they  are  not. 
West  Virginia  has  an  advantage  .over  many  States  in  the  fact  that  the 
administration  of  the  laws  governing  medical  licensure  Is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Public  Health  Council.  This  in  itself  stamps  these  laws  as  distinctly 
in  the  interest  of  public  health.  There  was  a  time  when  1  shared  the 
view  of  some  who  believe  that  medical  licensure  should  be  taken  from  the 
Public  Health  Council  (or  Board  of  Health)  and  placed  in  a  special  body 
of  medical  examiners,  as  is  the  case  in  some  States.  I  adopted  that  view 
when  I  first  became  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  because  I 
noticed  that  at  the  official  meetings  the  time  was  almost  entirely  given  up 
to  the  matters  of  licensure.  It  occurred  to  me  then  that  if  there  were  a 
special  medical  examining  board  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
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would  have  to  utilize  their  meetings  in  the  interest  of  public  hygiene  and 
sanitation.  However,  with  the  enactment  of  our  recent  substantial  public 
health  laws  and  the  granting  of  an  increased  appropriation  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  of  the  Public  Health  Council  have  shown 
themselves  more  than  willing  to  give  their  time  to  matters  of  public 
hygiene  and  sanitation.  In  fact,  their  eagerness  and  enthusiasm  in  this 
phase  of  their  duties  have  been  so  great  of  late  that  it  looked  as  if  medical 
licensure  was  doomed  to  a  place  of  very  small  importance  in  their  esti- 
mation. This,  howover,  was  only  apparently  so,  as  at  recent  meetings  the 
Council  has  devoted  very  much  time  to  a  consideration  of  our  needs  in 
medical  legislation  abcut  which  I  hope  to  tell  you  later.  In  view  of  this 
experience  I  am  satisfied  that  the  administration  of  the  laws  of  medical 
licensure  can  well  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Public  Health  Council,  thus 
helping  our  citizens  to  gain  and  maintain  the  view  that  medical  legisla- 
tion is  part  and  parcel  of  our  public  health  code;  that  it  is  simply  one 
phase  of  public  health  affairs;  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  in 
general  and  not  of  any  class  of  it.  There  is  another  important  reason 
why  it  is  best  that  the  administration  of  the  medical  laws  should  remain 
with  the  Public  Health  Council.  I  shall  not  dwell  much  upon  this  reason, 
for  a  hint  to  the  wise  should  be  enough.  Just  so  soon  as  a  special  medical 
examining  board  is  created,  such  boards  will  multiply  with  the  number  of 
irregular  sects,  leading  to  the  usual  dire  consequences. 

The  Law  of  1881. 

It  is  claimed  that  West  Virginia  was  the  first  State  in  the  Union  to 
enact  a  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the 
first  law  for  this  purpose  in  our  State  was  enacted  with  the  law  creating 
a  State  Board  of  Health  on  March  8,  ISSI,  and  went  into  effect  90  days 
thereafter.  Under  this  law  persons  permitted  to  practice  medicine  were 
required  .to  obtain  a  certificate  from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  which 
was  granted  on  either  of  the  following  conditions:  1.  Graduation  from 
a  reputable  medical  college.  2.  Ten  years  of  continuous  practice  in  this 
State  prior  to  the  enactment  of  that  law.  3.  An  examination  by  members 
of  the  Board  for  the  Congressional  district  in  which  the  applicant  desired 
to  practice.  Some  amendments  to  this  law  were  passed  the  following 
year,  but  my  understanding  is  that  the  law  remained  substantially  the 
same  for  upwards  of  twenty  years.  The  credit  for  the  passage  of  this 
act  belongs  to  the  late  Dr.  J.  E.  Reeves,  who  seems  to  have  placed  medical 
West  Virginia  on  the  map  of  this  country  in  more  than  one  way.  In  a 
personal  communication  our  highly  esteemed  contemporary.  Dr.  L.  D. 
Wilson  of  Wheeling,  writes  me  as  follows:  ''The  original  act  was  passed 
almost  entirely  through  the  efforts  and  influence  of  Dr.  Reeves  of  this 
city,  and  was  drawn  up  by  the  late  James  H.  Ferguson  of  Charleston.  Of 
this  I  am  personally  cognizant."  Historians  should  accept  Dr.  Wilson's 
testimony  on  this  point  as  final.  It  is  evident  that  the  requirements 
were  not  very  high,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  any  one  with  a 
smattering  knowledge  of  medicine  of  that  day  could  obtain  a  State  license, 
although  it  is  a  matter  5f  common  knowledge  that  some  of  the  ablest  men 
of  the  profession  of  the  State  have  taken    up  their  practice  during  that 
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period.    However,   it  was  a  very  much  needed  beginning  and  proved  a 
substantial  starting-point  for  all  subsequent  medical  legislation. 

The  Law  of  1895. 

In  the  early  nineties  the  profession  all  over  the  United  States  became 
aroused  to  the  peril  of  the  low  grade  commercial  medical  schools  which 
were  multiplying  with  great  rapidity  and  became  opprobricusly  known  as 
diplcma  mills.  Some  of  our  large  cities  could  still  boast  of  one  or  more 
schools  of  a  hlgb  character.  But  for  every  one  such  there  were  many 
schools  founded  as  a  rule  by  men  with  scrdld  motives  and  maintained 
wholly  in  the  interest  of  advertising  the  members  of  their  faculties  to 
the  ignorant  public.  The  product  which  these  diploma  mills  ground  out 
became  a  serious  menace  to  the  people  of  this  country  and  was  covering 
the  medical  profession  with  disgrace.  How  tc  remedy  this  evil  became  a 
ftuming  question  in  those  days  with  the  true  leaders  of  our  profession.  All 
ideas  to  accomplish  this  by  national  legislation  proved  to  be  impracticable 
because  of  our  form  of  government.  It  became  evident  that  each  state 
woiild  have  to  act  for  itself  in  this  matter  through  its  police  power;  and 
so  one  State  after  another  amended  her  medical  laws  so  as  to  require  a 
State  examination  as  a  condition  to  the  granting  of  license  to  practice. 
In  some  states  this  condition  was  in  addition  to  graduation  from  a  repu- 
table medical  schocl,  while  in  others  it  was  the  sole  requirement.  I  am 
under  the  impression  that  New  York  State  was  the  first  one  to  enact  thisy 
protective  legislation.  The  State  of  West  Virginia  was  among  the  very 
early  ones  to  fall  into  line;  and  in  1895  our  medical  law  was  amended 
so  as  to  require  an  examination  by  the  whole  Board  of  Health  as  the  sole 
requirement  to  practice.  Graduation  from  a  medical  school  was  not  re- 
quired. The  subjects  on  which  the  applicants  were  to  be  examined  were 
specified  in  the  law  and  practically  coveral  all  the  branches  of  medicine. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  the  State  Medical  Society  was  responsible 
for  the  enactment  of  this  amendment.  This,  however,  is  merely  a  formal 
and  general  statement.  As  is  usual  with  the  work  of  such  organizations, 
achievement  is  traceable  to  some  one  or  few  persons.  I  am  not  sure 
whether  I  can  state  positively  who  all  are  to  be  credited  with  this  improve- 
ment in  the  medical  law,  but  I  know  that  the  late  Dr.  Daniel  Mayer  of 
Charleston,  president  of  the  State  Medical  Society  at  that  time,  had  much 
to  do  with  it. 

The  Law  of  1907. 

For  awhile  this  amended  law  seemed  to  be  a  satisfactory  improvement 
in  the  desired  direction.  Soon,  however,  the  permission  of  undergradu- 
ates to  take  the  examination  proved  very  objectionable  for  two  main  rea- 
sons.  1.  While  there  always  have  been  men  of  much  ability  and  high 
ideals  on  the  StaFe  Board  of  Health,  because  of  politics  the  majority  of 
them  were  not  always  thus  equipped  for  their  duties.  As  a  result,  many 
undergraduate's  passed  the  Board's  examinations  largely  through  the  cram- . 
ming  of  compenfls.  While  some  cf  these  licentiates  have  since  justly  at- 
tained high  standing  in  the  profession,  others  remained  without  further 
self-improvement  and  swelled  the  number  of  our  poorly  equipped  physi- 
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cians  to  a  very  marked  degree.  As  the  neighboring  States  improved  their 
medical  laws  and  raised  their  requirements,  our  State  became  a  veritable 
dumping-ground  for  the  flunks  of  other  States,  except  when  in  spite  of 
politics  fortune  favored  the  Board  with  a  majority  of  members  of  superior 
attainments  and  ideals.  Thus,  for  instance,  in  the  year  1906  the  Board 
rejected  no  less  than  42  per  cent  of  all  applicants,  most  of  whom  were 
undergraduates.  2.  As  stated,  the  turning  out  cf  so  many  incompetent 
physicians  by  the  medical  diploma  mills  led  many  States  to  attach  little 
importance  to  the  value  of  medical  diplomas  and  instituted  the  require- 
ment of  a  State  examination.  It  soon  became  evident  that,  while  such  a 
requirement  was  proper,  in  fact  under  the  circumstances  unavoidable,  as 
far  as  recent  graduates  were  concerned,  it  was  quite  a  hardship  on  the 
older  practitioner  when  on  account  of  ill  health  new  family  ties,  cr  other 
reasons,  he  was  compelled  to  take  up  his  residence  and  practice  in  another 
State.  After  much  agitation  and  study  it  was  found  that  the  only  pra<5 
tical  way  of  relieving  this  hardship  was  by  a  systematic  exchange  of 
courtesies  between  States  to  recognize  one  another's  license  in  lieu  of  an 
examination.  That  is  to  say,  registration  by  reciprocity.  It  is  quite 
obvious  that  no  State  would  recognize  the  license  of  another  unless  the 
legal  requirements  were  at  least  as  high  as  her  own.  The  fact  that  West 
Virginia  did  not  require  graduation  from  a  medical  school  as  a  condition 
of  eligibility  to  take  the  examination  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  soon 
became  conspicuous  and  made  it  impossible  for  her  practitioners  to  be 
permitted  to  practice  in  other  States  on  the  basis  of  reciprocity.  Because 
of  these  two  reasons  the  need  of  further  amending  our  law  became  sorely 
felt  ^  the  profession  of  the  State.  It  naturally  became  a  frequent  topic 
for  discussion  at  the  meetings  of  the  ^!ate  Medical  Association.  The 
Medical  Association  made  several  efforts  with  the  Legislature  before  it 
finally  succeeded.  My  personal  knowledge  of,  as  well  as  participation  in 
these  efforts,  began  with  the  year  1903,  while  I  was  serving  as  Secretary 
of  the  Association.  In  that  year  the  matter  was  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  W.  S. 
Keever,  of  Parkersburg,  as  chairman  of  the  Medical  Association's  commit- 
tee  on  public  policy  and  legislation.  In  his  report  at  that  year's  meeting, 
which  was  held  at  Charleston,  he  attributed  the  failure  of  his  committee's 
efforts  to  opposition  from  the  State  Board  of  Health.  This  I  found  to  be 
correct.  For  years  there  existed  between  the  State  Medical  Society  and 
the  State  Board  of  Health  a  spirit  of  unfriendliness  and  even  antagonism, 
which  at  times  amounted  to  mutual  contempt  On  the  part  of  the  Med- 
ical Association  this  feeling  was  engendered  by  a  belief  that  the  appoint- 
ments on  the  Board  were  made  solely  on  political  grounds.  It  was  said 
among  Its  mefnbers  that  the  qualifications  of  the  appointees  Were  judged 
by  the  services  they  rendered  to  the  dominant  party  in  the  preceding  elec- 
tion and  not  by  their  scientific  and  professional  attainments,  and  In  this 
way  they  explained  the  frequency  among  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
men  who  served  as  chairman  of  political  county  committees.  The  fact 
that  notwithstanding  this  method  of  appointment  the  Board  often  did 
have  men  who  were  unquestionably  competent  to  discharge  their  duties 
as  members  of  it  was  not  given  much  consideration.  The  members  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  naturally  resented  this  opinion  and  were  able 
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to  retort  in  kind  by  pointing  out  that  not  Infrequently  the  affairs  of  the 
Association  were   not  free  from  objectionable  political  methods  and  un- 
worthy personal   motives.    This  will  in  a  measure  explain  why  it  was 
that  the  Association's  bill  of  1903  contained  a  provision  which  virtually 
placed  the  appointments  en  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  hands  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  why    this  bill,  therefore,  was  particularly  obnoxious  to  the 
members  of  the  Board,  and  why  the  meeting  of  1903  was  made  memorable 
by  the  bitter  denunciation  in  which  the  members  of  the  Association  freely 
indulged  against  the  members  of  the  Board.     It  became  evident  to  me 
that.  If  we  were  to  succeed  in  amending  the  medical  law,  the  two  crgan- 
izations  must  be  brought  together  in  co-operation.    To  this  end  I  labored 
with  the  result  that  in  the  fall  of  1904  a  special  meeting  of  the  officers 
of  the  Association  was  held  at  Parkersburg,  at  which  was  present  by 
invitation  a  delegate  from  the  State  Board  of  Health.    A  bill  was  drawn 
up  prcvidlng  for  the  requirement  of  a  diploma  from  a  reputable  medical 
school  as  well  as  an  examination  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  a  con- 
dition for  licensure,  and  for  the  establishment  of  reciprocity  with  other 
States.    The  former  clause  to  take  the  power  of  appointment  away  from 
the  Governor  was  not  inserted.    The  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1905,  but  failed  to  pass.    This  failure  was  due  to  opposition  from 
two  sources.    First,  from  the  osteopaths,  who  at  that  time  were  clamoring 
for  legal  recognition.     Second,  from  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  this  State,  who  somehow  erroneously  got  the  Impression 
that  this  bill  contained  something  which  was  inimical  to  their  interests. 
I  was  never  able  to  learn  just  what  that  was  and  how  it  came  about.    It 
was  evidently  based  upon  misrepresentation,  and  I  suspect  was  fabricated 
by  some  one  for  a  purpose.    In  the  fall  of  190C,  profiting  by  the  experience 
of  the  past,  we  again  held  a  special  meeting  at  Parkersburg,  to  which  1 
invited  delegates  from  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association,  as  well  as 
from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Eclectic  and  Homeopathic  State 
Medical  Societies.     With  the  exception  of  the  Homeopathic,  all  these  or- 
ganizations were  represented  at  our  meeting.    The  bill  of  two  years  before 
was  again  adopted  and.  all  the  delegates  present  promised  the  support  of 
their  respective  organizations,  which  we  received  in  due  time.    As  its  pres' 
ident  at  that  time.  I  succeeded  in  getting  from  the  Association  ample  lati- 
tude for  the  exercise  of  my  judgment  and  efforts  in  the  matter,  as  well  as 
all  necessary  pecuniary  aid.    I  appointed  Dr.  J.  E.  Robins,  then,  as  now,  a 
worthy  member  of  the  Board,  chairman  of  the  lobbying  committee,  and 
the  bill  was  once  more  introduced  in  the  Legislature  at  its  session  of 
1907.    After  a  troublesome  experience  with  the  osteopaths,  who  by  very 
peculiar  methods  succeeded  in  getting  on  favorable  terms  with  many  of 
cur  legislators,  our  bill  passed,  but  not  until  we  permitted  a  new  irregular 
sect  to  be  inflicted  upon  the  State.     Incidentally  a  rather  important  sec- 
tion of  the  old  law  was  smuggled  out.     I  could  write  a  very  important 
chapter  about  this  and  our  general  experience  with  the  osteopaths  at  that 
time  and  since,  but  will  let  It  wait  for  another  occasion. 
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The  Laws  of  1915  and   1917. 

The  medical  law  as  amended  in  1907,  therefore,  required  from  one 
wishing  to  practice  medicine  in  this  State  that  he  must  be  a  graduate 
of  a  reputable  medical  school  and  pass  a  written  examination  before  the 
Public  Health  Council.  These  requirements  were  very  good  as  far  as 
they  went.  They  were  fundamental.  They  have  enabled  us  to  enter 
Into  reciprocal  relations  with  about  one-half  of  the  States  of  the  Union. 
However,  they  have  gradually  become  inadequate.  The  demand  for  bet- 
ter physicians  has  been  steadily  growing  all  over  the  country,  so  that 
the  standard  of  requirements  in  many  States  has  become  higher.  This 
has  been  accomplished  in  three  ways.  1.  By  refusing  to  recognize  medi- 
cal schools  of  low  rank.  2.  By  requiring  a  preliminary  educatlcn  of  a 
standard  high  school  or  Its  equivalent,  and  at  least  one  year's  work  in 
chemistry,  physics  and  biology  of  a  college  grade.  3.  By  making  all* the 
requirements  a  matter  of  law  and  not  a  matter  of  mere  regulations  of  the 
Examining  Board.  The  necessity  for  further  amending  cur  medical  law 
has  been  very  clear  to  many  of  us  for  some  time.  But  owing  to  the 
crying  need  of  improvement  in  our  laws  pertaining  to  public  hygiene  and 
sanitation,  we  directed  nearly  all  our  energy  with  the  last  two  legislatures 
to  this  purpose.  In  the  meantime  the  Public  Health  Council  did  what 
it  could  to  remedy  the  deficiency  in  the  medical  law  by  certain  regula- 
tions. For  some  of  these  regulations  the  power  cf  the  Council  under  the 
law  is  quite  clear.  For  instance,  ever  since  July.  1913,  the  Public  Health 
Council  has  refused  to  recognize  diplomas  from  medical  schools  designated 
by  the  American  Medical  Association  as  belong  to  Class  C.  The  law 
says  that  the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  medical  school 
so  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Council,  which  clearly  gives  the  Coun- 
cil the  power  to  discriminate.  This  is  not  clearly  the  case  with  a  certain 
other  regulation  of  the  Council.  I  refer  to  the  regulation  requiring  a 
preliminary  education  cf  a  high  school  or  its  equivalent.  These  two 
regulations  have  rendered  great  service.  First,  by  reducing  the  number 
of  licentiates,  and,  second,  by  furnishing  the  State  with  physicians  of 
better  education  and  training.  As  to  numbers:  Among  the  people  there 
are  some  who  believe  that  it  is  of  benefit  to  have  a  larger  number  of 
physicians  than  is  really  necessary,  on  the  assumption  that  the  benefit 
of  competition  in  general  life  applies  to  the  practice  of  medicine.  But 
we  as  medical  men  know  better  than  this.  We  know  that  overcrowding  of 
the  profession  has  led  to  great  harm  both  to  the  people  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  profession.  Overcrowdiqg  means  poverty,  and  with  that  go 
many  unfortunate  things.  It  is  the  overcrowding  of  the  profession  in 
this  State  which  has  caused  many  members  of  it  in  the  past  to  fall  out 
of  touch  with  the  progress  of  medicine;  and,  therefore,  many  of  them 
were  not  as  useful  as  they  might  have  been,  and  seme  of  them  became 
downright  incompetent.  It  takes  money  with  which  to  buy  books  and 
appliances  and  enable  one  to  revise  his  mental  equipment  by  a  post- 
graduate course  of  study  every  now  and  then.  It  is  the  overcrowding  of 
the  profession  and  the  consequent  meager  rewards  of  its  practice  that 
have  placed  a  stigma  upon  us  in  this  State  in  recent  years  by  driving  two 
of  our  members,  through  the  gateway  of  politics,  into  the  penitentiary

of  our  own  State,  and  two  others  Into  the  penitentiaries  of  other  States. 
It  is  the  overcrQ^v^ding  of  the-  profession  and  the  supposedly  consequent 
beneficent  conipetition  which  are  responsible  for  the  court  of  fee-split- 
ting that  is  spreading  in  our  own  State,  as  well  as  in  many  other  States. 
By  slowing  somewhat  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession.  I  believe,  the  Council  has  rendered  a  substantial  service  to 
our  people.  As  to  the  quality  of  our  licentiates:  There  has  been  a  strik- 
ing improvement  in  this  respect.  About  six  years  ago,  when  I  first  Joined 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  many  of  the  examination  papers  were  so  bad 
in  their  English,  as  well  as  in  technical  knowledge,  that  one  felt  it  a 
punishment  to  have  to  read  them.  The  average  Janitor  or  orderly  about 
a  hospital  or  medical  school  could  have  done  no  worse  at  our  examina- 
tions than  did  some  of  our  applicants.  A  large  number  of  this  class,  of 
course,  failed,  but  I  fear  that  many  slipped  through.  It  is  quite  different 
now.  Nearly  all  of  the  examination  papers  can  lay  claim  to  fair  English 
and  the  technical  deficiencies  are  comparatively  small  in  numb^.  Thus 
the  number  of  failures  in  1915  was  only  6Vj  per  cent.  Contrast  this  with 
the  42  per  cent  of  1-906.  In  addition  to  these  two  regulations  we  have 
instituted  a  practical  examination  and  have  used  it  with  much  satisfac' 
tion  for  the  last  two  years. 

As  you  see,  we  have  fared  quite  well  under  the  law  of  1907,  but  this 
cnly  because  the  members  of  the  Councfl  have  dared  to  interpret  and 
apply  the  law  in  a  manner  to  harmonize  with  the  spirit  of  ffie  time  and 
the  needs  of  our  people.  We  believed  that  the  people  of  West  Virginia, 
although  largely  of  rural  character,  were  entitled  to  competent  medical 
services  as  much  so  as  the  people  of  large  cities.  The  idea  that  any  sort 
of  a  doctor  is  gocd  enough  for  West  Virginia  has  not  been  entertained. 
The  plea  of  the  poor  man's  boy  has  not  had  much  if  any  force  witli  the 
Council  when  it  meant  to  turn  loose  an  incompetent  physician.*  But 
other  States  have  found  it  unsafe  to  leave  such  important  matters  to  the 
discretion  of  the  examining  boards.  You  can  never  fell  what  may  liappen 
to  the  personnel  of  such  a  board.  In  our  own  State  we  have  had  good 
boards  and  we  have  had  indifferent  boards,  and  history  is  very  likely 
to  repeat  itself.  During  the  period  of  my  connection  with  the  Board 
there  were  men  on  it  of  the  very  highest  attainments  and  fdeals,  but  for 
a  time  at  least  they  were  outweighed  by  men  with  low  standards,  either 
on  account  of  small  attainments,  or  on  account  of  indifference  to  ideals. 
While  I  can  recall  with  pleasure  the  association  with  fellow-members  who 
would  have  been  an  ornament  in  professional  circles  anywhere  in  the 
country,  I  regret  to  state  that  nonsuch  pleasure  has  been  vouchsaieS  to 
me  of  all  the  members.  For  these  reasons  efforts  are  being  made  in  many 
States  to  have  all  the  requirements  for  the  practice  of  medicine  written 
into  the  law.  A  number  of  States  have  had  it  this  way  for  some  time. 
Recently  our  neighboring  State  of  Virginia  did  so.  as  well  as  California, 
Tennessee.  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  etc.  There  is  no 
question  in  my  mind  that  all  other  States  will  soon  adopt  the  same  view 
and  will  refuse  to  reciprocate  with  any  State  whose  requirements  are 
all,  or  in  part,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  ever-changing  members  of 
politically  constituted  examining  boards.     These  were  the  considerations 
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which  led  me  to  persuade  the  Public  Health  Council  to  become  .sponsor  for 
the  pre-medical  education  bill  which  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature, 
exactly  as  drawn  up  by  Dr.  F.  F.  Famsworth  and  myself  and  has  since 
become  a  law,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Slnsel  and  Dr.  H.  R. 
Werner,  respectively  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  on  Medicine  and  Sani- 
tation in  the  Senate  and  House.  This  law  provides  that  after  the  year 
1920  all  applicants  to  practice  medicine  in  this  State  will  have  to  present 
evidence  of  a  high  school  education  or  lis  equivalent  and  one  year's 
courses  in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology  of  a  college  grade.  I  wish  to 
call  your  attention  particularly  to  the  additional  provision  of  this  law  that 
the  evidence  of  this  preliminary  education  must  be  passed  upon  by  oui 
State  department  of  education  and  not  by  the  Public  Health  Council. 
This,  I  believe.  Is  a  it  ought  to  be.  These  requirements  are  not  quite  as 
far  advanced  as  they  are  in  some  States,  where  on  the  side  of  preliminary 
education  two  years  of  college  work  in  addition  to  high  school  are  re- 
quired, |Lnd  on  the  side  of  medical  education  a  hospital  year  in  addition 
to  four  years  of  medical  school.  In  the  course  of  time  these  requirements 
will  become  general,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  will  not  lag  behind 
very  long.  In  the  meantime,  however,  for  the  next  four  years  the  degree 
of  preparedness  of  our  medical  licentiates  will  continue  to  be  determined 
altogether  by  the  Council.  It  is,  therefore,  to  be  hoped  that  the  appointive 
power  will  exercise  particular  caution  at  this  time  to  select  the  Attest  for 
membership  on  the  Council. 

I  will  merely  mention  here  the  amendment  of  1915,  which  gave  a  legal 
definition,  and  an  excellent  one,  to  the  term,  practice  of  medicine.  That 
amendment  was  passed  as  part  of  the  law  which  reorganized  and  changed 
our  board  of  health  into  a  State  department  of  health.  But  as  I  have 
already  dwelt  upon  this  in  my  address,  "Our  Public  Health  Law — A  Brief 
History  of  Its  Genesis  and  Its  Important  Provisions,"  I  shall  stop  with 
this  reference. 

The  evil  of  seuret  fee-splitting  has  invaded  our  State  many  years  ago, 
but  of  late  years  it  has  assumed  considerable  proportions.  An  inquiry 
into  this  matter  has  convinced  me  on  the  one  hand  that  this  evil'  has  not 
yet  reached  the  extent  that  it  has  in  several  nearby  States,  but,  on  the 
ether,  that  it  was  threatening  to  become  infinitely  worse,  if  not  checked. 
Educational  methods  have  been  tried  and  failed  to  such  an  extent  that 
from  the  platforms  of  some  of  our  medical  societies  men  have  ventured 
to  argue  in  favor  of  fee-spUting.  A  few  years  ago  our  State  Board  of 
Health  passed  a  resolution  declaring  this  practice  as  dishonorable  con- 
duct within  the  meaning  of  the  law  and  threatened  to  revoke  the  license 
of  anyone  found  guilty  of  it.  This,  too,  failed  to  have  any  deterring 
efPect.  Drs.  J.  R.  Hunter,  J.  E.  Cannaday  and  myself,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  first-named,  agreed  to  try  legislation  as  a  remedy.  In  consequence 
a  law  prohibiting  this  practice  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature.  The 
draft  of  this  law  was  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Harry  Irons,  a  prominent  attorney 
of  Huntington,  and  was  put  Into  its  final  form  by  the  able  jurist,  the 
Hon.  W.  B.  Kittle,  Judge  of  the  19th  Circuit,  to  both  of  whom  thanks 
are  hereby  extended. 

I  presume  that  this,  sketch  of  medical  legislation  will  be  grossly  de- 
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ficient  without  st&ting  the  fact  that  In  same  respects  our  State  has  be- 
come verily  ultra-progressive,  if  you  will  permit  such  a  characterization 
of  the  law  passed  by  our  last  Legislature  creating  the  new  profession 
of  chiropody  and  placing  it  under  regulation  of  the  Public  Health  Council. 
And  in  this  connection  we  should  congratulate  the  people  of  the  State 
that  they  have  been  spared  the  affliction  of  the  chiropractor. 

Passing  for  a  moment  from  medical  legislation  to  the  broader  subject 
of  public  health,  it  is  with  extreme  regret  that  we  have  to  chronicle  the 
defeat  at  the  last  Legislature  of  the  vital  statistics  bill.    This  bill  was 
virtually   the  well  known  model  law  on  this  subject  which   has  proven 
successful    wherever   it  has   been  adopted,  and   the   number   of   States 
which  have  adopted  it  is  large.    The  bill  was  introduced  in  both  Houses. 
It  passed   the  Senate.    In  the  House  on  the  second  reading  on  a  test 
vote  it  mustered  up  a  strength  of  67  against  13.    I  was  in  Charleston 
at  that  time  looking  in  on  the  Legislature  and  when  I  saw  what  happened 
on  the  second  reading,  I  left  for  home  and  jubilantly  reported  over  the 
State   the  certain  passage  of  the  bill,   soon  to  learn  that  it  had   been 
overwhelmingly  defeated  on  the  third   reading.    Just   why   this   radical 
change  in  the  attitude  of  the  House  towards  this  bill  I  have  not  been 
able  to  learn,  except  perhaps  that  between  the  time  of  the  second  and 
third  reading  some  members  of  the  department  of  health  had  incurred 
the  displeasure  of  certain  members  of  the  House  on  account  of  an  effort 
to  oppose  the  passage  of  the  chiropractor  bill.    This  was  very  unfortunate, 
as  the  need  of  reliable  vital  statistics  in  our  State  is  sorely  pressing. 
That  a  civilized  commonwealth  should  go  on  without  an  accurate  account- 
ing of  its  vital  assets  is  remarkable;  that  thousands  of  our  citizens  should 
be  indifferent  to  the  fact  that  they  can  not  officially  prove  the  dates  of 
their  birth  is  puzzling;  and  that  the  legal  profession  of  the  State  should 
not  have  shown  their  interest  in  the  passage  of  a  bill  which  would  have 
gone  a  long  ways  towards  simplifying  many  a  legal  procedure,  and  what 
is  more  important,  would  have  added  a  substantial  safeguard  against  the 
concealment  of  crime  is  not  merely  remarkable  and  puzzling  but  truly 
provoking.     On  behalf  of  the  Public   Health  Council   I   wish  to  extend 
thanks  to  all  those  who  tried  to  help  the  passage  of  this  bill,  and  particu- 
larly to  the  United  States  Census  Bureau  which  has  gone  to  the  trouble 
to  write  a  letter  to  every  member  of  the  Legislature  explaining  the  desir- 
ability of  the  vital  statistics  bill  and  urging  its  passage. 

However,  as  I  look  back  and  recall  our  very  meagre  medical  legisla- 
tion prior  to   1907,  and   particularly  when   I    recall  the  merely  nominal 
public  health  code  as  it  existed  prior  to  1913,  and  when  along  with  all 
these  I  recall  the  fact  that  up  to  the  last  named  year  the  total  appropria- 
tion of  money  for  all  the  functions  of  our  State  Board  of  Health  did  not 
exceed  $2,500, — I  rejoice  in  the  progress  that  we  have  made  and  rejoice 
in  the  fact  that  a  kind  Providence  has  favored  me  with  the  good  fortune 
to  have  a  share  in  the  promotion  of  it.    We  have  set  the  pace.     It  is  up 
to  our  successors  to  maintain  it,  and,  if  possible,  surpass  it. 
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REPORT   OF   COMMISSIONER    OF    HEALTH. 

S.  L.  Jepson,  a.  M.,  Sc.  D.,  M.  D. 

At  the  close  of  another  fiscal  year  we  meet  with  the  old  embarrassment 
of  not  being  able  to  give  definite  information  as  to  the  value  to  the 
State  of  the  State  Health  department.  Has  the  dei>artment  justified  its 
existence  and  the  appropriation  made  for  its  maintenance  by  the  state 
legislature?  In  short,  has  it  paid?  Those  of  us  who  are  on  the  inside, 
and  who  positively  know  of  outbreaks  of  disease  whose  origin  has  been 
traced,  remedies  applied  and  the  outbreaks  checked  or  ended,  who  know 
of  numerous  water  supplies  previously  unsafe  that  have  by  our  efforts 
been  rendered  entirely  safe,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many  nuisances  that 
have  been  abated  and  municipal  sanitary  conditions  Improved  by  the 
State  department  in  co-operation  with  local  health  authorities,  have  no 
hesitation  in  claiming  that  disease  has  been  lessened,  lives  have  been 
saved,  and  living  has  been  rendered  more  comfortable  by  the  efforts  of 
this  department. 

That  we  are  unable  to  demonstrate  the  truth  of  f..is  statement  is  due 
to  the  very,  imperfect  reports  of  diseases  and  deaths  that  come  to  us. 
To  obviate  this  defect  we  made  a  very  determined  effort  to  induce  the 
legislature  of  1917  to  enact  what  is  known  as  the  model  registration  bill, 
a  bill  that  originated  in  the  United  States  census  bureau,  and  which  has 
been  enacted  and  in  successful  operation  in  quite  a  number  of  the  states. 
This  bill  received  favorable  consideration  in  the  senate  but  failed  of 
passage  in  the  house  of  delegates.  With  an  effective  law  the  registra- 
tion of  vital  statistics  would  soon  greatly  improve,  and  the  department 
would  be  able  to  show  the  benefits  derived  from  its  labors.  In  addition 
to  this,  we  w^ould  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  on  demand  copies  of  birth 
and  death  records  for  which  we  have  numerous  requests,  but  with  which 
we  generally  find  ourselves  unable  to  comply.  Such  records  are  needed 
for  many  purposes  which  need  not  here  be  detailed,  but  which  will  occur 
to  any  intelligent  man,  and  especially  to  attorneys,  who  so  often  find  it 
necessary  to  make  use  of  such  records  in  the  trial  of  legal  cases.  The 
war  has  caused  a  demand  for  correct  records  of  the  births  of  those  who 
have  been  called  to  the  military  service,  and  not  a  few  heart  breaks 
have  been  caused'by  the  inability  of  parents  to  show,  by  an  oflBcial  record, 
that  a  son  drafted  into  the  country's  service  was  not  within  the  age 
limit  fixed  by  law.  This  is  only  one  of  the  very  many  instances  in  which 
vital  statistics  are  of  value.  As  every  lawyer  and  every  physician  knows, 
they  are  the  very  basis  of  sanitary  science,  and  we  shall  ask  the  next 
legislature  again  to  carefully  consider  the  model  vital  statistics  law 
or  some  modification  of  it. 

Reports  of  Births,  Diseases  and  Deaths. 

In  the  absence  of  a  proper  law  on  this  subject  the  department,  and 
especially  Dr.  H.  B.  Wood,  the  assistant  commissioner,  has  put  forth 
very  earnest  efforts  to  secure  better  reports  of  births,  deaths  and  dis- 
eases.   The  reports  of  sickness  for  former  years  have  been  so  very  im- 
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perfect  that  to  make  comparison  will  seem  to  Indicate  a  marked  increase 
of  sickness,  which  is  not  true  in  all  cases.  The  figures  that  follow  rather 
indicate  that  by  our  persistent  urging  a  number  of  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine, by  no  means  all,  are  trying  to  comply  with  the  law  as  they  have 
not  heretofore  done. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  Reported  in  1915  and  1916.

During  the  past  year  a  very  widespread  epidemic  of  measles  spread 
over  not  only  this  but  a  number  of  other  states.  This  is  perhaps  the 
most  infectious  of  all  diseases,  and  from  its  general  mildness  one  of 
the  most  diflicult  to  control.  Many  cases  are  never  seen  by  a  physician 
and  have  never  been  reported  to  any  health  official.  Such  cases  are 
the  ones  most  liable  to  spread  the  disease,  since  little  or  no  effort  is 
'  made  to  prevent  contact  of  the  sick  with  the  well.  There  was  also  more 
diphtheria  in  the  state  than  during  the  previous  year,  as  there  was  of 
whooping  cough.  Like  measles,  whooping  cough  is  very  fatal  to  infants 
and«  very  young  children,  and  we  constantly  make  efforts  to  educate 
parents  to  isolate  children  with  these  diseases,  prAenting  contact  with 
well  children. 

A  notable  decrease  occurred  in  the  number  of  smallpox  cases  reported. 
This  marks  the  closing  of  a  wide  spread  outbreak  of  this  disease  that  has 
afflicted  this  and  other  states  since  1913.  In  three  years  or  less  prior 
to  1916  over  7000  cases  were  reported  in  this  state.  The  type  of  the  disease 
has  been  for  years  exceedingly  mild,  some  cases  escaping  diagnosis  until 
well  advanced  in  convalescence  and  many  others  being  diagnosed  as 
chickenpox.  This  accounts  for  the  many  local  outbreaks  and  the  general 
spread  of  the  disease.  The  imperfect  recordis  of  this  office  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  mortality  has  been  but  less  than  one  per  cent.  The  mildness 
of  smallpox  in  recent  years  has  operated  to  prevent  vaccination  and 
hence  the  general  prevalence  of  the  disease.  Like  other  epidemics,  this 
one  has  shown  but  exceedingly  few  cases  among  persons  who  were  ever 
vaccinated,  and  has  thus  emphasized  the  great  value  of  this  preventive 
measure.  Many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  needlessly  wasted  be- 
cause of  the  neglect  to  take  advantage  of  this  means  of  preventing  small- 
pox. 

Winter  Epidemic  of  Infantile  Paralysis. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  1915  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (in- 
fanfile  paralysis)  reported,  whereas  in  1916  there  were  83  cases.  A 
widespread  epidemic  of  this  disease  occurred  in  New  York  city  and 
the  near-by  states  during  the  summer  of  1916,  and  while  most  of  our 
cases  were  probably  due  to  imported  infection,  so  many  of  the  cases  oc- 
curred in  isolated  and  sometimes  strictly  rural  districts,  that  a  number 
of  these  must  have  been  of  the  so-called  sporadic  type.  The  83  cases 
were  distributed  in  32  counties,  there  being  14  counties  in  which  but  one 
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case  occurred.  In  only  one  or  two  instances  did  a  secondary  case  occur 
in  the  same  family  or  neighborhood.  In  Randolph  county  quite  an  epi- 
demic occurred,  one  case  occurring  on  each  of  the  following  dates,  viz: 
August  29th,  September  30th.  October  9th,  and  November  25th  and  during 
December  GO  cases,  with  a  number  in  January,  1917.  In  Taylor  county 
one  case  occurred  December  tst,  five  from  December  29th  to  31st,  and 
in  and  near  Grafton  and  Fairmont  (Marion  county)  occurred  quite  a 
number  of  cases.  A  full  account  of  these  outbreaks  will  be  found  in  Dr. 
Weirich's  report  in  this  volume. 

Dairy  and   Food   Inspection. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the  Inspection  of  dairies  as  is 
detailed  In  the  report  of  Dr.  Wood.  We  have  endeavored  also  to  enlist 
the  interest  of  the  county  health  officers  in  this  work.  Great  need  exists 
for  education  along  the  lines  of  improvement  in  the  production  and 
marketing  of  milk,  and  especially  In  the  physical  improvement  of  dairies. 
Not  all  producers  of  milk  are  willing  to  make  the  improvements  we 
suggest,  but  as  a  rule  the  intelligent  farmer  or  dairyman  shows  a  willing- 
ness to  progress  as  information  reaches  him  as  to  what  are  really  the 
'most  important  needs  to  insure  a  pure  milk  supply. 

During  the  past  yBir  not  a  little  work  has  been  done  by  Dr.  Wood  In 
the  inspection  of  provision  stores,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  impure  or 
spoiled  goods  has  been  condemned.  We  need  greater  authority  in  order 
to  secure  the  destruction  of  such  food  products  when  found,  as  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  law  confers  the  right  to  destroy  damaged  and  unwholesome 
goods  when  found  on  sale.  To  condemn,  with  no  authority  to  destroy, 
will  effect  but  little,  and  this  only  with  the  strictly  conscientious  dealer. 

Work  of  Engineering  Division. 

The  work  of  our  engineering  department  has  been  most  valuable  in 
many  directions,  and  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  this  division  in 
another  part  of  this  volume.  We  call  special  attention  to  the  Improve- 
ments in  water  supplies.  It  is  always  advisable,  wh^re  at  all  practicable, 
and  especially  in  the  case  of  cities  which  so  often  are  compelled  to 
depend  upon  a  polluted  stream  for  their  water  supply,  that  a  filtration 
plant  be  erected.  In  some  cases,  however,  lack  of  funds  renders  this 
impossible;  while  In  other  communities  the  water  supply,  generally  safe, 
is  liable  only  at  times  to  pollution.  In  such  cases  chlorination  is  a  cheap 
and  effective  safeguard.  Our  engineering  department  has,  therefore,  as 
will  be  seen  from  its  report,  sought  to  encourage  the  institution  of 
chlorinating  plants  where  needed,  and  in  this  way  has  succeeded  In  many 
cases  in  rendering  a  polluted  water  safe  with  a. consequent  noticable  im- 
provement, in  the  health  tone  of  many  communities. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fine  work  of  this  division  after  the 
Cabin  Creek  flood  of  August.  1916.  Information  as  to  this  flood  reached 
me  at  6  o'clock  A.  M.  of  August  lOth.  Chief  Engineer  Tolman  being  out 
of  the  city.  Assistant  Tisdale  was  called  by  me  from  his  bed  and  took  the 
7   A.   M.    car   for   the   stricken    district    Assistant   Wardle   and    myself 
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following  later.  ^  Mr.  Tolman,  in  Pittsburg,  at  once  grasped  the  serious- 
ness of  the  situation  and  started  immediately  for  Cabin  Creek,  first  send- 
ing a  telegraphic  order  for  a  stock  of  typhoid  preventive  vaccine,  since 
he  knew  that  typhoid  fever  had  prevailed  to  some  extent  in  the  flooded 
district.  I  personally  went  over  a  part  of  the  district  on  the  11th,  walking 
twelve  miles  in  an  effort  to  learn  the  points  where  aid  was  most  urgently 
needed.  It  may  be  justly  claimed  that  a  typhoid  outbreak  was  prevented 
by  the  most  unusual  and  arduous  work  of  our  Engineering  Division,  the 
account  cf  which  may  be  read  with  interest. 

Attention  Is  also  called  to  a  work  of  the  greatest  importance  done  by 
the  engineering  division  of  the  health  department,  namely,  a  complete 
sanitary  survey  of  the  capital  city  of  Charleston.  This  work  occupies  too 
much  space  to  be  included  in  this  publication,  but  it  has  been  printed 
and  issued  as  a  separate  document,  and  we  feel  quite  sure  that  it  can 
be  read  with  interest  and  profit  by  those  in  authority  in  any  of  our  cities, 
if  they  care  to  learn  the  sanitary  defects  common  to  most  large  communi- 
ties, and  how  best  to  remedy  these  defects. 

School   Sanitation. 

Since  the  adoption  of  our  regulations  as  to  schocl  sanitation,  many 
complaints  have  reached  us  as  to  the  very  bad  condition  of  school  build- 
ings and  grounds,  the  proper  location  of  schocl  houses,  their  proper  heat- 
ing, ventilation  and  furnishing  and  even  the  physical  condition  of  teachers 
and  pupils.  As  an  example  of  the  kfnd  of  school  buildings  in  which 
children  are  sometimes  housed.  I  quote  from  the  report  of  an  investigation 
made  by  my  direction  by  Dr.  Weirich  of  our  department. 

"The  Building  at in  Ohio  County  is  absolutely  unfit  for  school 

purposes,  being  both  dangerous  and  insanitary,  and  a  menace  tc  the  health 
of  the  pupils.  It  contains,  in  addition  to  a  number  of  adjustable  desks, 
eleven  old  desks,  and  fifteen  pupils  must  find  accommodations  on  benches. 
The  flooring  is  practically  worn  out  and  is  full  of  openings,  the  roof  leaks 
badly,  the  outside  toilets  are  inadequate,  open  and  with  no  vaults,  and  no 
provision  for  boys'  urinal.  The  well  water  is  in  grave  danger,  as  there 
is  no  protection  against  surface  pollution." 

The  school  trustees  were  directed  to  discontinue  the  use  of  this  building, 
but  a  lawyer  was  employed  and  a  compromise  effected  by  which  some  re- 
pairs were  made  to  a  house  which  should  have  been  torn  down. 

Here  are  other  complaints  that  have  reached  us: 

"The  school  house  at leak^,  in  short  the  rain  just  pours  in. 

The  house  has  been  condemned  by  carpenters.  I  have  taken  my  children 
away  and  sent  them  to  another  school." 

"Our  school  room  has  a  large  window  pane  out  and  the  trustees  have 
put  a  piece  of  dirty  cloth  in  it.  The  stove  has  no  grate  In  it,  the  weather 
is  cold  (October)  and  the  children  have  to  wear  their  wraps  to  keep  warm." 

• 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  complaints  that  reach  us,  and  while 
perhaps  evidence  at  times  of  a  shortage  of  funds,  they  are  more  frequently 
proof  of  a  want  of  intelligent  foresight  in  providing  for  future  necessities. 
While  we  attempt  in  all  cases  to  improve  the  situation,  we  sometimes  fail

because  we  find  that  no  money  is  in  the  treasury  with  which  to  make 
necessary  changes,  and  in  some  cases  the  court  has  been  appealed  to  with 
the  result  that  our  efforts  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  have  been  de- 
feated. Complaints  such  as  those  here  given  have  entailed  a  voluminous 
correspondence,  but  we  believe  some  advance  in  school  sanitation  has  been 
made,  and  school  trustees  are  slowly  learning  that  some  approach  toward 
proper  sanitary  regulations  in  the  erection  and  management  of  school 
buildings  must  be  shown. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  refer  to  the  law  of  the  state  requiring 
"that  the  board  of  education  of  each  Independent  school  district  in  this 
state  shall,  and  other  boards  of  education  may,  within  ninety  days  from 
the  passage  hereof,  appoint  one  or  more  legally  qualified  practicing  physi- 
cians in  said  school  district  to  be  known  as  medical  inspectors  of  schools, 
etc."  Although  this  law  was  enacted  in  1911.  a  number  of  independent 
districts  have  not  yet  complied  with  it.  The  following  letter  was  sent  to 
the  different  school  districts  of  the  state. 

To  the  School  Districts: 

The  Public  Health  Council  notes  with  pleasure  the  increasing  interest 
manifested  by  the  educators  of  the  State  in  the  physical  welfare  of  the 
children  under  their  care.  The  Health  Commissioner  has  frequent  requests 
from  teachers  for  the  Health  Bulletins  issued  by  the  Council  and  letters 
suggesting  improvements  in  school  sanitation,  clearly  indicating  that  they 
are  not  only  interested  in  the  mental  but  also  in  the  physical  development 
of  school  children. 

Our  attention  having  been  called  to  the  very  great  benefit  that  has  re- 
sulted to  the  physical  condition  of  the  pupils  of  those  schools  employing 
medical  Inspectors,  who  detect  and  urge  the  correction  of  physical  defects, 
and  who  not  unfrequently  diagnose  cases  of  Infectious  disease  in  its  in- 
cipiency  and  thus  limit  its  spread,  we  desire  to  urge  the  employment  of 
inspectors  in  every  school  district  of  the  ^tate.  We  believe  that  if  this 
advice  is  followed  much  ill  health  will  be  corrected  and  prevented,  and 
thus  the  cost  of  the  inspector's  services  will  be  saved  to  the  communities. 

Until  all  the  school  districts  are  supplied  with  inspectors,  teachers  are 
urged  to  examine  carefully  the  pupils  at  the  opening  of  every  term  with 
the  purpose  of  discovering  physical  defects,  and  that  every  morning 
care  be  taken  to  exclude  children  giving  any  evidence  of  having  fever, 
sore  throat  or  other  signs  of  acute  illness.  In  this  way  outbreaks  of  diph- 
theria, scarlet  fever  or  other  disease  may  be  prevented. 

We  have  recently  been  gathering  the  facts  as  to  compliance  with  the 
state  law  requiring  the  appointment  of  medical  inspectors,  and  shall  try 
to  secure  such  appointments  in  all  the  districts  as  soon  as  possible. 

During  the  year  we  have  prepared  and  sent  to  the  schools  of  the  state 
placards  containing  the  early  ^mptoms  and  means  of  prevention  and 
control  of  scarlet  fever,  measles,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough.  These 
are  to  be  posted  in  the  school  rooms  for  the  instruction  especially  of  teach- 
ers, in  hope  that  they  may  be  able  to  detect  commencing  disease  and  by 
excluding  the  pupil  may  be  able  to  prevent  further  infection. 

• 

Railroad  Sanitation. 

Oiir  attention  has  occasionally  been  called  to  sanitary  defects  on  railroad 
property  and  trains.  One  of  the  most  common  of  these  is  the  insanitary 
condition  of  the  toilets  at  the  smaller  stations.     Another  is  the  habit  of 
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spitting  in  cars,   and  a  third  is  the  return  of  uncleaned  milk  cans.    We 
have  also  had   complaint  of  the  sweeping  of  cars  while  occupied  by  pas- 
sengers.   The  spitting  habit  has  been  almost  abandoned,  but  we  have  had 
occasion  to  call  tlie  attention  of  conductors  to  a  violation  of  the  law  on 
this  point.     The  practice  of  returning  to  dairies  uncleaned  milk  cans  has 
been  a  very  common  one.    Generally  these  cans  contain  a  small  quantity 
of  milk,  and  they  often  stand  on  station  platforms  for  hours,  even  in  the 
warmest  weather.     The  result  need  not  be  pictured,  but  it  is  quite  certain 
that  this  is  one  cause  of  the  early  souring  of  milk  of  which  housewives 
often  complain.     We  have  found  it  necessary  to  seek  the  aid  of  railway 
companies  in  remedying  this  evil.    At  least  one  company — the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio — issued  instructions  to  its  agents  not  "to  accept  from  consignees 
empty  milk  cans  to  be  returned  to  shippers  unless  said  cans  have  been 
thoroughly  sterilized  and  cleaned  by  the  consignees  before  returning  to  the 
railway  company."    The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  has  also  shown  an  active 
interest  in  this  matter.    We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  railroad  companies 
have  always  shown  a  willingness  to  co-operate  with  the  health  department 
in  measures  suggested  for  the  improvement  of  sanitary  conditions.    The 
sanitation  of  local  stations  and  their  toilets,  however,  is  under  the  care 
of  the  station  agent  and  should  receive  the  constant  attention  of  the  local 
n^hh  authority  In  order  to  relieve  the  bad  condition  that  too  frequently 
ezista 

The  Hygienic  Laboratory. 

This  institution,  which  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  State  Health 
department,  is  doing  an  excellent  work,  and  is  now  equipped  with  both 
men  and  apparatus  to  do  much  more  and  even  better  work  than  in  the 
past.  The  report  in  this  volume  shows  what  has  been  done  during  the 
past  fiscal  year.  We  have  lost  from  our  laboratory  force  the  former  direc- 
tor, Dr.  John  N.  Simpson,  and  Mr.  M.  L.  Bonar,  cur  bacteriologist.  Arthur 
Lederer,  chemical  engineer,  M.  D.,  C.  P.  H.,  now  occupies  the  position  of 
director  and  bacteriologist.  He  is  widely  known  as  a  bacteriologist  of  first 
rank  and  can  be  depended  on  to  make  thoroughly  reliable  examinations 
and  do  the  work  promptly.  A.  A.  Cook  B.  S.,  continues  as  chemist.  We 
have  found  his  work  to  be  entirely  reliable.  Physicians  are  therefore 
urged  to  make  more  free  use  of  this  institution  than  they  have  heretofore 
done.  By  doing  so  they  can  often  gain  aid  in  making  correct  diagnoses, 
and  by  taking  proper  precautions  may  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases. 

The  location  of  the  laboratory  at  Morgantown  is  rather  unfortunate  on 
account  of  its  inaccessibility  and  the  time  lost  in  sending  specimens.  The 
connection  with  the  University  has,  however,  brought  some  advantages,  but 
it  seems  a  Jbetter  arrangement  to  have  the  laboratory  in  closer  connection 
with  the  administrative  office  of  the  health  department,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  an  arrangement  may  be  effected  during  the  coming  lear  whereby  the 
laboratory  may  be  located  in  the  capital  city  of  Charleston,  which  is  much 
nearer  the  center  of  the  state  and  with  far  better  railroad  connections 
than  has  Morgantown.  If  this  is  accomplished  a  larger  number  of  people 
can  be  served  and  the  desired  results  can.  be  more  speedily  reached. 
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Publicity  Work. 

Believing  that  the  education  of  the  people  is  the  leading  factor  in  ad- 
vancing the  cause  of  sanitary  science,  the  department  is  constantly  making 
efforts  to  comply  with  the  health  law  which  provides  that  the  commis- 
sioner shall  "promulgate  information  to  the  general  public  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  public  health."  During  the  past  year  lectures  have  been 
given  on  various  health  topics  by  the  commissioner  and  three  of  his  assist- 
ants. A  number  of  county  teachers'  institutes  have  thus  been  reached,  as 
also  civic  clubs,  meetings  of  farmers,  and  the  general  public.  Several 
thousand  persons  have  thus  had  the  gospel  of  health  and  good  sanitation 
preached  to  them.  The  quarterly  health  bulletin  goes  to  a  mailing  list  of 
ten  thousand.  Many  on  this  list  are  teachers,  many  members  of  farmers* 
clubs  and  ladies'  civic  clubs,  in  addition  to  all  the  physicians  and  all  the 
newspapers  of  the  state.  We  have  also  made  frequent  use  of  the  newspap- 
ers for  spreading  information  deemed  valuable,  and  in  emergencies  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Associated  Press  has  been  made  use  of  to  send  out  information 
that  seemed  urgent.  The  department  is  always  ready,  when  more  impor- 
tant duties  permit,  to  have  one  of  its  representatives  respond  to  invita- 
tions to  address  health  meetings  or  aid  in  any  way  possible  in  advancing 
the  cause  of  improved  sanitation  throughout  the  state. 

We  have  recently  purchased  a  number  of  moving  picture  films  which 
will  be  made  use  of  as  opportunity  offers.  All  of  these  illustrate  some 
phase  of  health  work  or  the  necessity  for  it,  and  teach  valuable  health 
lessons.  The  department  i&  gradually  accumulating  a  health  exhibit  con- 
sisting of  models,  posters,  mottoes,  pictures  illustrative  of  good  and  bad 
sanitary  conditions,  etc.  This  has  in  the  past  year  been  shown  at  a  number 
of  county  fairs  and  public  health  meetings.  Many  valuable  features  have 
been  added  recently,  and  others  will  be  secured  as  funds  are  available.  We 
hope  in  time  to  send  this  exhibit  on  a  tour  through  the  state,  accompanied 
by  one  of  our  force  as  a  lecturer. 

The  Trachoma  Hospital. 

The  Trachoma  hospital  at  Welch,  established,  with  some  financial  aid 
from  this  department,  by  the  U.  S.  public  health  service,  Surgeon  John 
*  McMullen  in  charge,  has  continued  in  successful  operation  during  the  past 
year.  It  has  done  a  very  valuable  work  in  the  operation  for  and  cure  of 
trachoma  cases.  Unfortunately  many  sufferers  are  residing  at  such  a  dis- 
tance from  the  hospital  and  are  in  such  reduced  financial  circumstances 
that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  reach  the  hospital  and  secure  its  benefits. 
To  overcome  in  a  measure  this  trouble.  Dr.  McMullen  has  held  a  clinic  at 
Williamson  and  expects  to  do  so  at  other  places  tc  which  those  afflicted 
will  be  urged  to  come  for  treatment.  Visits  have  also  been  made  to 
other  parts  of  the  state  and  public  lectures  given  by  Dr.  McMullen  and 
his  assistant.  Dr.  Paul  D.  Mossman,  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  patients 
to  come  to  the  hospital  for  treatment.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30th,  1917,  relief  was  afforded  sufferers  as  detailed  in  another  part  of  this 
report.  The  State  and  this  Department  of  Health  are  certainly  greatly  in- 
debted to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  and  its  representatives,  Surgeon 
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John  McMuUen  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Paul  Mossman,  for  the  very  valuable 

work  done  for  our  suffering  people. 

The  state  is  under  obligations  for  the  Very  valuable  services  thus  ren- 
dered by  the  XJ.  S.  public  health  service  for  which  the  health  department 
pays  a  comparatively  insignificant  amount.    It  should  be  generally  under- 
stood that  the  patients  are  treated  absolutely  without  pay  at  the  Welch 
hospital  and  -wherever  clinics  are  held.    These  patients  should,  therefore, 
be  encouraged  by  all  who  come  in  contact  with  them  to  seek  relief  at  the 
hospital,  where  they  are  sure  to  be  benefited  and  may  be  enabled  again  to 
resume  their  active  duties  In  life. 

Nuisances. 

« 

The  subject  of  nuisances  never  ceases  to  attract  attention,  and  much  of 
our  time  is  taken  in  correspondence  rendered  necessary  by  complaints  that 
reach  us  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  While  sanitarians  have  ceased  to 
look  upon  the  ordinary  nuisances  as  so  serious  a  menace  to  health  as  in 
former  years,  yet  they  are  the  indirect  cause  of  ill  health  in  many 
cases  and  certainly  tend  to  reduce  the  joy  of  living,  and  hence 
should  net  be  permitted  to  exist.  But  in  the  great  majority  of  cases 
nuisances  can  and  should  be  abated  by  the  action  of  local  health  author- 
ities, municipal  and  county.  These  officials  have  the  same  power  as  that 
possessed  by  the  State  health  department,  and  they  should  exhaust  their 
efforts  before  permitting  complaints  concerning  comparatively  trifling  mat- 
ters to  be  reported  to  this  department. 

•;t«4.'  Public  Health-Day  and  Clean-up  Week. 

This  department,  while  recognizing  the  value  cf  constant  efforts  for  the 
bettering  of  sanitary  conditions,  believes  that  a  special  effort  is  needed  at 
times  to  get  the  people  into  a  fixed  habit  of  cleaning  their  premises.  Hence 
the  annual  Public  Health  Day  was  inaugurated  in  1914,  and  we  believe 
the  results  have  justified  our  expectations.  At  our  suggestion  His  Excel- 
lency, Governor  Cornwell,  early  in  April,  1917,  issued  a  proclamation,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

Proclamation: 

By  the  Governor  of  West  Virginia. 
The  State  Department  of  Health  has  named  Monday,  April  16th, 
as  Public  Health  Day,  the  beginning  of  what  they  term  Clean-Up 
Week.  I  believe  this  to  be  a  wise  act.  one  which  should  have  the 
earnest  support  of  every  good  citizen.  In  years  past  the  question 
of  public  health  was  not  regarded  as  a  proper  function  of  the  State 
or  Nation,  but  as  Governmental  activities  have  multiplied  every 
civilized  country  and  State  have  given  more  attention  to  it  and 
made  more  earnest  efforts  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of 
their  people.  In  this  State,  especially  in  the  industrial  sections,  it 
is  of  pressing  importance.  The  frequency  of  diseases  of  a  serious 
nature  arising  from  unsanitary  conditions  which  take  a  horrible 
toll  of  human  lives  unnecessarily,  and  cost,  in  the  aggregate,  huge 
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sums  of  money,  emphasizes  the  importance  of  taking  every  pos- 
sible step  to  obtain  better  sanitary  conditions  and  to  instill  into 
the  minds  of  the  people  the  importance  of  making  conditions  in 
and  around  their  homes  as  sanitary  as  possible.  It  is  well  under- 
stood by  every  intelligent  layman  that  a  very  large  percentage  of 
disease  is  preventable.  Hence  the  importance  of  a  Public  Health 
Day  and  a  Clean-Up  Week,  when  all  the  people  niay  unite  in  a 
harmonious  effort  for  better  sanitary  conditions. 

Therefore  I,  John  J.  Cornwell,  Governor  of  the  State  of  West 
Virginia,  do  hereby  designate  and  set  apart  Monday,  April  Six- 
teenth, of  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventeen,  as  Public 
Health  Day. 

I  respectfully  urge  the  newspapers  of  the  State  to  call  attention 
to  the  importance  of  the  work  of  that  day  and  the  following  week, 
and  the  teachers  of  the  Public  Schools  to  make  the  question  of 
Public  Health  a  subject  of  discussion  for  one  afternoon.  We  can 
assume  that  every  physician  will  co-operate  in  creating  a  public 
interest  in  the  work  and  that  all  good  citis^ns  will  unite  in  the 
worthy  effort  of  the  public  health  officials  to  bring  about  better 
sanitary  conditions  in  the  State.

April  16th  was  named  as  Public  Health  Day,  and  the  week  following  as 
a  clean-up  week,  and  in  many  communities  special  efforts  were  inaugurated 
by  civic  clubs  and  other  organizations  to  bring  about  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  condition  of  communities.  The  smaller  towns  imitate  the  larger, 
hence  the  importance  of  our  cities  inaugurating  sanitary  work  suggested 
by  this  department  from  time  to  time.  Experience  in  every  state  has 
demonstrated  that  the  weak  place  in  sanitary  administration  is  the  muni- 
cipality. And  this  is  due  to  two  causes,  viz:  The  local  health  officer  is 
not  a  whole-time  official  and  he  is  very  inadequately  paid.  Hence  his  ef- 
forts need  to  be  supplemented  by  lay  organizations,  and  the  most  effective 
are  those  that  are  composed  chiefly  of  women  who  are  so  often  active  in 
efforts  for  civic  betterment.  It  is  a  question  worthy  of  consideration 
whether  or  not  it  would  be  best  for  all  smaller  cities  and  towns  to  choose 
live,  enterprising  women  for  their  health  officers  instead  of  physicians  who 
too  often  hesitate  to  enforce  the  law  lest  they  give  offense  and  thereby 
lose  patronage.  Nor  need  we  be  greatly  surprised  at  this,  since  they  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  but  $50.00  to  $100.00  or  $200.00  per  annum.    No  one,  how- 
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ever,  should  accept  an  cffice  unless  he  is  willing  to  perform  its  duties  to 
the  best  of  his  ability. 

Unlicensed  Physicians. 

There  has  been  a  large  correspondence  caused  by  the  fact  that  there  are 
still  a  number  of  physicians  in  practice  in  the  state  who  have  never  secured 
a  license.     Some  of  these  have  tried  to  pass  an  examination  and  failed. 
Some  have  made  no  effort  to  secure  a  license.    Others  have  been  brought 
into  the  state  by  contract  or  hospital  physfcians  who  in  some  cases,  as  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe,  have  given  them  employment,  knowing  that  they 
had  no  legal  right  to  practice.     Notwithstanding  this  fact,  practitioners 
frequently  apply  to  this  department  to  protect  them  from  this  illegal  com- 
petition, which  we  always  make  efforts  to  do,  although  it  is  rather  dis- 
couraging when  we  know  some  of  our  own  licensed  physicians  are  guilty 
of  doing  violence  to  the  spirit  of  the  law  by  encouraging  its  violation. 
Still,  we  believe  that  the  state  has  fewer  quacks  and  fraudulent  practi- 
tioners of  various  kinds  than  any  state  in  the  country.    If  we  would  have 
this  very  desirable  condition  continue,  every  practitioner  who  has  received 
a  license  should  be  careful  himself  strictly  to  observe  the  law,  and  in  every 
way  possible  discourage  its  violation  by  others. 

Conferences  of  Healtli  Officers. 

The  law  provides  for  an  annual  conference  of  health  officers  with  the 
members  cf  the  Public  Health  Council.  Two  of  these  so-called  ''schools  of 
Instruction"  have  been  held  annually,  one  to  accommodate  the  health  offi- 
cers in  the  northern  and  the  other  those  in  the  southern  section  of  the 
state.  Good  programs  have  been  prepared  and  generally  one  or  more  of 
the  local  health  officers  have  been  put  on  the  program.  In  the  hope  of 
inducing  a  fuller  attendance,  speakers  have  on  several  occasions  been 
brought  from  other  states.  And  yet  as  a  rule  the  attendance  has  been  dis- 
appointing.  Not  more  than  fifty  have  been  present  at  any  meeting,  and 
generally  the  number  does  not  exceed  thirty,  this  notwithstanding  the  fact  ' 
that  the  law  provides  that  the  expenses  of  attending  these  conferences  shall 
be  paid  by  the  municipality  or  county  represented.  However,  that  the  re- 
sult of  these  meetii»gs  has  been  good  is  unmistakeable.  A  growing  interest 
in  sanitation  is  manifest,  and  public  health  work  is  becoming  more  and 
more  a  matter  demanding  serious  attention. 

Recommendations. 

In  concluding  this  brief  report,  t  desire  to  make  sqme  suggestions  which 
I  believe  to  be  In  the  interest  of  the  public  health.  A  number  of  these 
were  presented  in  the  last  annual  report,  but  I  believe  them  to  be  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  be  repeated  here  in  the  hope  that  'they  make  an  im- 
pression upon  the'  members  of  our  next  Legislature. 

1.  The  department  should  have  authority  to  examine  all  contemplated 
water  supplies  and  sewerage  systems,  and  to  negative  any  proposed  plan 
for  the  construction  of  either  sewerage  or  water  supply  plants  when  deemed 
by  It  necessary  for  the  protection  cf  the  public  health.    To  this  end  a  law 
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should  be  enacted  requiring  that  all  plans  for  a  water  supply  or  for  a  sew- 
erage system  for  any  municipality  or  for  any  state,  county  or  municipal 
building  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  State  health  department. 

2.  The  department  should  also  be  given  the  authority,  by  an  amend- 
ment to  the  health  law,  to  compel  the  laying  of  a  sewer  or  to  change  the 
location  of  a  sewer  already  constructed,  when  found  to  be  necessary  for 
the  health  and  comfort  of  a  neighborhood.  For  want  of  such  authority 
we  have  been  hindered  from  abating  a  number  of  grave  nuisances  during 
the  past  years. 

3.  In  order  to  secure  an  approximation  to  correct  reports  of  vital  sta- 
tistics, the  very  basis  of  all  sanitation,  a  new  registration  law  is  necessary, 
and  the  passage  of  what  is  known  as  *'The  Model  Law"  Is  urged.  This 
law  has  the  approval  of  the  United  States  census  bureau,  it  is  now  in 
force  in  a  number  of  states,  and  Is  found  to  give  excellent  results.  This 
law  successfully  passed  the  Senate  at  its  last  session,  but  failed  of  passage 
in  the  House  of  Delegates.  * 

4.  Ophthalmia  neonatorum  is  an  eye  disease  of  new-born  infants  that 
causes  twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  blindness  of  children  and  entails  a  very 
large  expense  on'the  state.  This  can  be  prevented  by  the  application  to 
the  eyes  of  babies  immediately  after  birth  of  a  disinfectant  solution.  It 
is  urged  that  a  law  be  enacted  compelling  the  use  of  such  a  solution  by 
all  persons  who  are  engaged  in  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 

5.  The  pure  food  laws  needs  modification,  granting  to  the  department 
authority  to  condemn  and  destroy  foods  and  drugs  that  are  found  to  be 
misbranded,  adulterated  or  spoiled. 

G.  We  still  feel  the  urgent  necessity  of  branch  laboratories  at  convenient 
points  in  the  state.  These  are  already  provided  for  by  law,  but  to  secure 
the  aid  of  the  State  health  department  it  is  necessary  for  municipal  or 
county  Boards  of  Health  to  make  provision  to  share  in  the  expense  of  con- 
ducting them. 

7.  Better  results  will  be  secured  and  politics  be  permanently  eliminated 
from  the  State  health  department  if  it  be  provided  by  law  that  at  no  time 
shall  more  than  three  of  the  six  members  of  the  Public  Health  Council 
(the  commissioner  being  an  ex -officio  member)  be  from  one  political  party, 
and  that  the  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years,  one  member  retiring  each 
year,  instead  of  one-half  of  the  membership,  as  at  present. 

8.  A  law  should  be  enacted  requiring  that  all  women  who  purpose  en- 
gaging in  the  practice  of  midwifery  shall  be  examined,  since  many  lives 
of  infants  and  some  of  mothers  also  are  now  sacrificed  because  of  the 
gross  ignorance  of  wonaen  calling  themselves  midwives. 

The  following  suggestions  are  made  for  the  consideration  of  municipal- 
ities or  counties  desirous  of  promoting  the  interests  of  public  health: 

.  (a)  Since  the  open  privy  is  generally  regarded  by  sanitarians  as  the 
greatest  menace  to*  public  health,  wherever  an  adequate  sewerage  system 
exists  privies  should  be  entirely  abandoned.  In  other  cases  a  modern  sani- 
tary, fly-proof  privy  should  be  required. 

(b)  An  ordinance  should  be  adopted  requiring  the  pasteurizing  of  all 
milk  that  is  marketed  at  a  distance  from  the  place  of  production. 

(c)  Every   large  community  should  have  at  least  one  public  health 
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nurse,  and  in  the  larger  cities  a  tuberculosis  nurse  also  should  be  em- 
ployed. Such  nurse  Is  regarded  by  sanitarians  as  the  most  important 
single  agency,  except  the  sanitarium,  in  the  control  of  tuberculosis. 

(d)  The  appointment  of  a  medical  inspector  of  schools  in  every  school 
district,  or  in  a  £:roup  of  the  smaller  districts,  is  urged  as  a  health  measure 
of  the  very  greatest  importance,  and  in  the  more  populous  districts  a 
school  nurse   should  also  be  employed.

I  have  the  honcr  of  submitting  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Division  of  Preventable  Diseases  from  July  1,  1916.  to  May  1, 
1917: 

The  year's  work  in  this  division  has  been  varied,  and  includes  visits  to 
county  medical  societies,  the  Investigation  of  county  records  and  various 
reported  nuisances,  the  formulating  of  standard  circulars  of  information  on 
the  care  and  prevention  of  the  common  contagious  diseases  for  use  in  the 
family,  copies  of  which  are  attached  to  this  report,  visits  to  the  schools  in 
Fairmont,  Morgantcwn  and  Wellsburg.  and  the  rural  schools  of  Hancock 
county,  and  assistance  rendered  to  the  local  health  authorities  in  the  con- 
trol of  the  winter  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  at  Elkins.  Grafton  and  Fair- 
mont, and  a  lesser  outbreak  of  the  same  disease  at  Morgantown — by  direc- 
tion of  the  Health  Ccmmlssioner.  A  Health  Conference  at  Washington  was 
also  attended  and  reported  by  the  director  of  this  division,  followed  by 
further  investigation  and  study  of  poliomyelitis  in  New  York  City  during 
the  months  of  August  and  September,  1916. 

A  number  of  pujilic  health  talks  have  been  given  during  the  year.  Dur- 
ing tuberculosis  week,  lantern  slide  talks  were  given  in  Wellsburg  at  the 
Presbyterian  church,  the  colored  M.  E.  church,  the  Knights  of  the  Macca- 
bees lodge  and  the  public  schools,  with  a  Sunday  address  in  the  M.  E. 
church.  Upon  request  an  address  was  prepared  and  given  before  the  State 
convention  of  undertakers  and  embalmers  held  in  Wellsburg  in  July,  1916. 
Talks  on  general  public  health  matters  were  given  before  the  three  parent- 
teachers'  associations  of  Wellsburg,  at  a  public  meeting  in  Berkeley  Springs 
and  before  the  teachers'  association  of  Morgan  county.  A  paper  on  polio- 
myelitis was  prepared  and  read  before  the  Medical  Societies  of  Brooke, 
Marion,  Lewis,  Monongalia,  and  the  Grant-Hampshire-Hardy-Mineral 
society.  The  dairies  of  Monongalia  county  were  visited  in  company  with 
Dr.  Core,  a  veterinarian,  and  copies  of  the  State  rules  and  regulations  for 
dairies  were  distributed. 

A  proposed  school-site  in  the  Richland  school  district  in  Ohio  county 
was  investigated  upon  the  receipt  of  the  following  letter,  dated  February 
6,  1917: 
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Dr.  C.  R.  Weirich, 
Wellsburg,  W.  Va. 
Mt  Dbab  Doctob.' 

Richland  school  district  in  Ohio  county  has  selected  a  site  to  establish 
a  central  school.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  seems  to  think  it  comes 
within  the  prohibitive  rule  of  the  State  board  of  health  on  account  of  a 
stable  or  bam  that  is  across  the  creek,  near  to  the  site.  I  would  like  very 
much  to  have  you  come  down  and  look  over  the  situation,  and  either  ap- 
prove or  disapprove  of  the  site  under  this  rule  of  the  State  board. 

Will  you  please  write  Prof.  J.  E.  Evans  of  Warwood  and  advise  him 
what  afternoon  it  win  suit  your  convenience  to  go  out  and  look  at  the 
site?    I  am  told  that  the  place'  can  be  reached  in  a  machine.

Mr  Dear  Mb.  McKee: 

I  have  Investigated  the  McCulloch  and  Ridgley  sites  for  the  proposed 
central  school  in  Richland  School  District  of  Ohio  county,  and  beg  to  report 
as  follows:  The  McCulloch  site  is  ideal  as  to  drainage  and  location,  pro- 
riding  the  building  is  placed  well  up  toward  the  hill ;  but  in  order  to  comply 
with  section  12  of  the  public  health  rules  and  regulations,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  remove  a  barn  which  is  located  across  a  creek  and  not  more  than 
250  feet  from  the  proposed  site  of  the  building. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Ridgley  site,  because  of  lack  of  proper  drainage 
and  the  closeness  of  a  blacksmith  shop,  will  not  meet  the  requirements 
of  said  section  12  of  the  health  rules  and  regulations.  Therefore,  if  the 
bam  above  mentioned  be  removed  from  its  present  location  near  the  MC" 
CuUoch  site,  this  site  would  then  be  a  suitable  location  for  a  building  to 
be  used  for  school  purposes.

The  enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  petition  In  my  hands  sent  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  by  him  sent  to  me  for  reply.  I  have  since  received 
a  letter  from  Mr,  J.  H.  Lazear,  county  superintendent  of  schools,  whose 
home  is  in  Fulton.  Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Will  you  kindly  investigate  the 
matter  at  your  earliest  convenience,  compare  the  situation  with  ttte  require- 
ments of  our  regulations  governing  school  sanitation,  and  if  you  deem  it 
advisable,  issue  an  order  for  the  correction  of  the  conditions  you  And  exist- 
ing, sending  a  copy  of  it  to  Mr.  Lazear  and' one  to  me.  The  order,  I  pre- 
sume, should  be  directed  to  the  board  of  education  of  the  district.  I  advise 
that  you  confer  with  the  local  health  officer,  Dr.  Walden,  before  taking 
action.

Dear  Sir; 

Acting  upon  a  complaint  received  by  the  State  health  department  from 
the  citizens  of  Warwood,  asking  the  Department  to  investigate  conditions 
existing  in  the  basement  of  the  Christian  church,  now  in  use  as  a  school 
room,  I  visited  the  said  school  in  Warwood  on  November  3,  1916,  and  find 
that  the  petitioners  have  some  ground  for  their  complaint;  but  I  also 
found,  upon  inquiry,  that  it  is  apparently  impossible  for  the  school  board 
to  find  any  more  suitable  quarters;  therefore  I  beg  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  rules  and  regulations .  of  the  State  health  department,  a  marked 
copy  of  which  I  am  sending  you,  and  request  that  the  following  sections 
of  the  same  be  complied  with  at  once: 

1 — Sec.  16:  Regarding  the  height  and  placing  of  desks. 

2 — Sec.  18:  A  urinal  trough  should  be  provided,  the  toilets  kept  in  a 
more  sanitary  condition,  and  be  better  lighted  and  ventilated. 

3 — Sec.  19:  The  part  regarding  the  Jacketing  of  stoves  should  be 
attended  to.  and  a  thermometer  provided. 

4 — Sec.  20 :   Better  artificial  lighting  should  be  provided  for  In  the  room. 

5 — I  find  also  that  the  room  is  situated  about  three  feet  under  ground, 
and  suggest  that  a  roof -conduit  be  built,  so  a#  to  prevent  dampness  in  the 
walls  caused  by 'the  seepage  of  water  around  the  foundation. 

6 — I  also  noticed  that  there  is  no  provision  for  cloak  rooms,  and  suggest 
that  you  comply  with  Sec.  15.

Dear  Doctor: 

The  section.  No.  29,  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  health  de- 
partment, regarding  vaccination,  cannot  be  enforced,  as  it  is  inconsistent 
with  the  law,  section  3,  chapter  11.  Acts  of  1915. 

While  in  Morgantown  in  September.  1916,  I  wrote  for  an  opinion  of  the 
attorney  general,  on  this  matter,  and  the  opinion  given  by  Assistant  Lilly 
on  this  matter  is  as  follows:  "There  being  no  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  this 
state.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  regulation  under  consideration  cannot 
be  enforced,  and  that  a  health  officer  cannot  require  the  compulsory  vacci- 
nation or  the  presentation  of  vaccination  certificates  of  pupils,  teacher, 
and  janftcr  in  this  state.'*

After  an  examination  of  the  vital  statistics  record  in  various  counties 

of  the  state,  the  following  circular  letter  was  sent  to  each  physician  who 
had  been  found  as  not  reporting  births  and  deaths: 

Dear  Doctors 

In  examining  the  records  regarding  the  reporting  of  births  and  deaths 

by  the  physicians  of county.  I  found  that  you  had  failed 

to  report  any  deaths  (births). 

It  may  be  possible  that  you  have  had  no  deaths  (births)  to  report;  but 
if  you  have.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  law  which  requires  all 
physicians  to  report  all  births  and  deaths  to  the  county  clerk  within  thirty 
(30)  days. 

It  is  very  necessary.  Doctor,  that  the  State  health  department  should 
have  a  more  accurate  record  of  the  vital  statistics  in  the  state;  and  in 
crder  to  have  such  a  record,  it  is  necessary  to  have  your  co-operation. 

The  State  department  of  health  proposes  to  examine,  from  time  to  time, 
the  records  in  each  county;  and  so.  Doctor,  please  see  that  these  reports 
are  made  promptly  hereafter,  and  avoid  the  necessity  for  any  unpleasant- 
ness which  might  arise  from  a  continued  neglect  in  this  matter.

Rabies. 

The  findings  in  two  investigations  of  rabies  outbreaks  are  contained 
in  the  two  following  letters  to  the  health  commissioner: 

Dr.  S.  L.  Jepson» 
Commissioner  of  Health, 
Charleston,  W.  Va, 
Dear  Doctob; 

According  to  your  instructions  by  telegram,  I  visited  Mannlngton  on 
December  20th,  and  conferred  with  Dr.  Ice  and  Dr.  Moore  in  regard  to 
the  cases  of  hydrophobia  in  that  city,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows:  On 
November  16,  between  the  town  of  Downs  and  the  city  of  Mannlngton,  a 
dog  suffering  from  rabies  attacked  six  persons  and  several  dogs  of  that 
community,  three  of  the  persons  being  adults  and  three  children.  All 
dogs  which  had  been  bitten  were  destroyed,  with  the  exception  of  one 
which  was  only  slightly  scratched  upon  the  nose.  The  fact  that  this  one 
dog  was  not  killed  was  the  reason  for  the  call  upon  the  State  Health  De- 
partment. I  found  that  Dr.  Ice  had  treated  with  serum  all  but  one  of  the 
persons  bitten,  and  the  other  person  had  taken  treatment  at  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
and  at  the  time  of  my  visit  all  of  these  persons  were  well. 

I  Interviewed  Mr.  Graham,  the  postmaster  at  Downs  (Broomfleld),  and 
he  informed  me  that  Dr.  L.  N.  Yost,  county  health  officer  of  Marlon  county, 
and  Sheriff  Conway  had  held  a  meeting  on  Sunday,  November  18th,  and 
ordered  all  dogs  and  cats  to  be  locked  up  for  a  period  of  14  days,  posting 
a  written  notice  to  that  effect  In  the  postofflce.  Mr.  Graham  said  that 
the  citizens  carried  out  the^  order,  and  did  all  they  could  to  prevent  a 
spread  of  rabies.  I  also  went  by  auto  to  the  home  of  Mr.  Huff,  the  owner 
of  the  dog  which  was  supposed  to  have  been  bitten. and  not  killed,  and 
found  the  animal  chained  and  locked  inside  a  building,  where  It  had  been 
kept  for  28  days.  I  left  orders  for  him  to  keep  the  dog  chained  at  all 
times  for  a  period  of  three  months,  unless  it  was  under  his  personal  ob- 
servance, and  to  have  the  dog  shot  at  the  least  sign  of  sickness.  Mr.  Huff 
has  promised  to  comply  with  the  orders.  I  could  see  no  reason  for  killing 
the  dog  at  this  time. 

I  saw  Dr.  Yost  at  Fairmont,  and  visited  the  Mannlngton  schools  with 
Prof.  Ward.

Dear  Doctor; 

As  instructed  by  you  on  December  23d,  I  visited  Belleville  and  report 
the  following  conditions  existing  at  that  time:  On  or  about  November 
28th,  a  dog  in  the  lower  end  of  Harris  district  became  sick  and  showed 
signs  of  having  rabies.  It  bit  one  adult  person  and  two  boys,  named 
Frank  Wegal,  C.  F.  Smith  and  Lon  Smith.  This  dog  was  killed.  On  De- 
cembed  2nd  a  dog  belonging  to  Perry  Shaffer,  who  lives  on  a  farm,  showed 
signs  of  having  rabies  and  bit  several  other  animals  belonging  to  Mr. 
Shaffer — another  dog,  two  cats,  a  pig  and  a  heifer.  The  dog  then  made 
a  circuit,  taking  in  several  farms,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  other  stock 
was  bitten.  It  later  returned  to  Mr.  Shaffer's  farm  and  was  killed.  The 
head  of  this  dog  was  sent  at  once  to  the  state  hygienic  laboratory,  but 
the  examination  gave  negative  results.  The  other  dogs  and  cats  on  the 
Shaffer  farm  were  killed.  On  December  18th  the  heifer  died  from  a  disease 
which  was  pronounced  by  veterinarians  to  be  rabies,  and  Mr.  Shaffer's  own 
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description  of  the  symptoms  of  the  disease  seems  to  leave  no  room  for 
doabt  as  to  tbe  diagnosis. 

I  conferred  with  Dr.  Judy,  and  ordered  that  a  strict  quarantine  be  kept 
on  all  dosB  and  cats  for  a  period  of  14  days  from  December  27  th.  I  had 
three  typewritten  notices  posted  and  visited  the  schools  at  Belleville,  Pine- 
growe  and  Humphrey,  explaining  to  the  children  the  rules  of  the  quaran- 
tine, and  the  need  for  a  strict  observance  of  the  same.  I  also  visited  Dr. 
Crcoks,  the  county  health  officer  of  Wood  county,  and  Dr.  Davidson,  mem- 
ber of  the  Public  Health  Council,  at  Parkersburg,  explaining  the  object 
of  my  visit  and  the  orders  to  be  enforced.

While  at  Elkins  in  January  a  letter  was  received  from  Dr.  Judy  at 
Belleville,  stating  that  some  persons  in  the  community  were  not  observing 
the  quarantine  as  carefully  as  they  should,  and  also  calling  to  my  attention 
the  extreme  carelessness  with  which  a  case  of  diphtheria  had  been  handled. 
Being  at  this  time  fully  occupied  with  the  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  at 
Elkins.  I  referred  Dr.  Judy  to  the  commissioner  of  health  for  instructions 
in  handling  these  matters. 

Poliomyelitis. 

By  direction  of  the  health  commissioner  on  August  17th  and  18th  I  at- 
tended a  National  Health  Conference  at  Washington,  D.  C,  called  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  poliomyelitis  now  prevailing  extensively  in  New  York 
City  and  other  points  in  the  east.  Since  the  results  of  that  conference 
have  been  published  it  is  not  necessary  to  report  fully  here.  It  was  a 
most  interesting  meeting,  and  the  discussions  developed  the  fact  that  there 
yet  remains  much  to  be  learned  about  this  dread  disease,  and  especially 
as  to  its  modes  of  travel. 

Reported  cases  of  poliomyelitis  at  a  camp  on  the  Cheat  river,  near 
Morgantown  and  in  Fairmont,  were  investigated  in  September,  1916,  and 
the  necessary  steps  taken  to  prevent  a  spread  of  the  disease  from  possible 
contact  with  these  cases.  The  results  of  these  investigations  are  here 
given:

Deae  Doctor: 

Acting  under  your  instructions,  I  arrived  at  Morgantown  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 3d.  where  I  met  Drs.  McLane  and  Kelley,  health  officers,  taking 
auto  at  cnce  for  the  Wade  camp  on  Cheat  river.  The  situation  as  pre- 
sented was  this:  A  daughter  of  Dr.  Wade,  aged  7,  became  ill  at  the 
camp  about  the  22nd  of  August,  with  symptoms  of  fever,  headache,  pains 
in  the  legs,  etc.  On  the  27th  the  child  had  a  fall,  and  on  the  29th  was 
brought  to  the  home  of  Dr.  Wade  at  Morgantown.  where  a  consultation 
was  held,  and  later  Dr.  Price  of  Pittsburg  was  called,  who  diagnosed  the 
case  as  infantile  paralysis.  In  the  meantime  the  Boy  Scouts,  to  the  num- 
ber of  45  were  encamped  on  Dr.  Wade's  property  on  the  Cheat.  On  Sat- 
urday, September  2nd,  the  diagnosis  having  been  made  public,  many  of 
the  parents  of  these  boys  came  out  and  took  their  boys  home,  leaving, 
at  tbe  time  of  my  visit  only  21  of  the  45  still  in  camp.  I  decided. 
In  view  of  this  fact,  and  with  the  advice  of  several  other  persons,  to  break 
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up  the  camp,  this  being  done  on  Monday,  September  4th.  The  boys  were 
brought  home  to  Morgantown  and  placed  under  daily  observation  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks.  I  personally  disinfected  all  wearing  apparel,  bedding, 
cots,  etc.,  gave  the  boys  a  change  of  clothing  and  sent  them  home.  The 
daughter  of  Dr.  Wade  is  improving.  The  other  two  girls  in  name  family 
have  symptoms  of  fever  and  headache,  but  no  further  symptoms  of  polio- 
myelitis. 

While  on  Cheat  river  I  investigated  conditions  at  all  camps  and  hotels, 
and  took  a  list  of  all  persons  visiting  tlie  camps  or  hotels  within  the  last 
four  weeks.  I  found  that  on  August  16th  a  lady  with  two  children,  who 
had  been  visiting  at  another  camp,  and  who  had  been  traveling  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  other  places,  also  visited  this  camp  of  Dr.  Wade.  I  am  now 
making  every  endeavor  to  trace  the  whereabouts  of  this  woman  and  chil- 
dren. 

Today,  September  6th,  in  company  with  Dr.  McLane,  will  visit  Wana, 
W.  Va..  following  instructions  sent  by  you  to  Dr.  McLane  to  follow  up  a 
complaint  coming  from  that  place.  On  Wednesday  evening,  by  invitation 
from  Dr.  Yost.  I  will  talk  to  the  Medical  Society  of  Fairmont  on  my  recent 
investigations  of  poliomyelitis  in  New  York.

In  connection  with  this  Morgantown  case  letters  were  sent  to  Health 
Officers  Burns  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and  Goshorn  of  Scottdale,  Pa.,  giving  the 
names  cf  all  campers  on  or  near  Cheat  river  during  the  month  of  August, 
and  asking  that  all  of  these  persons  be  visited  and  inquiries  made  as  to 
whether  any  children  had  been  among  the  visitors  to  such  camps.  These 
inquiries  were  made  at  once,  but  no  valuable  informaticn  was  obtained. 
On  September  11th.  in  company  with  Superintendent  Jones  of  the  Muni- 
cipal hospital  at  Pittsburg,  I  personally  visited  a  number  of  young  men 
who  had  been  camping  on  Cheat  river  during  the  month  of  August,  in  hope 
of  finding  some  clue  to  the  Wade  child's  sickness,  but  with  no  result  as 
none  cf  these  campers  had  been  in  any  known  way  associated  with  any 
case  of  poliomyelitis.  Information  was  later  received  from  Scottdale  which 
excluded  the  woman  and  children  who  had  visited  the  Wade  camp  as 
possible  carriers  of  the  disease. 

I  was  asked  to  visit  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  Fairmont  on  September 
11th  in  company  with  Dr.  Boyer.  a  three-year-old  girl  whose  left  leg  was 
paralyzed.  A  suspected  case  was  investigated  at  Weirton  on  September 
19th,  but  it  did  not  prove  to  be  a  case  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  winter  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  in  Elkins  and  vicinity,  which 
created  so  much  interest  in  that  it  was  the  only  recorded  winter  outbreak 
of  the  disease  ever  occurring  in  this  country,  was  reported  in  full  to  the 
health  commissioner,  the  text  of  that  report  follows: 

REPORT  OF  WINTER   EPIDEMIC  OF   POLIOMYELITIS. 

In  Elkins,  W.  Va.,  and  Vicinity. 

The  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  Elkins,  Grafton,  and 
Fairmont,  West  Virginia,  during  the  months  of  I>ecember,  1916,  and  Jan- 
uary and  February,  1917,  aroused  much  interest  among  public  health  au- 
thorities, as  this  was  the  first  winter  epidemic  of  this  disease  to  occur  in 
the  United  States.    Representatives  from  the  U.  S.  public  health  service. 
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assisted  by  state  and  city  health  authorities,  made  a  thorough  study  of 
the  cases  at  Clkins,  as  well  as  a  complete  survey  cf  sanitary  conditions 
in  the  city,  and  a  census  and  full  investigation  of  all  suspicious  cases  of 
sickness.  A  careful  tabulation  of  all  cases  was  kept,  extending  over  a 
period  of  six  weeks. 

The  theories  which  have  long  been  held  by  many  investigators,  that 
this  disease  becomes  epidemic  only  during  summer  months,  and  that  the 
infection  is  spread  by  biting  insects  and  flies,  or  carried  by  rats,  roaches 
and  bedbugs,  was  found  tc  be  without  foundation  in  this  epidemic. 

The  following  information  was  obtained  by  questions  asked  in  each 
home  where  an  investigation  was  made: 

(1)  The  observed  presence  or  absence  of  rats,  mice,  flies,  roaches  and 
bedbugs. 

(2)  The  source  of  supply  of  milk,  meat  and  produce. 

(3)  The  manner  of  garbage  collection,  and  kind  of  receptacle  used, 
whether  open  or  closed.  The  method  of  sewage  disposal,  and  whether 
outside  or  inside  toilets  were  used. 

(4)  All  visits  away  from  home  of  the  patient  or  family  fcr  a  period  of 
from  30  to  60  days  preceding  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

(5)  All  visits  to  the  home  of  the  patient  by  outsiders,  and  the  names 
of  all  such  visitors. 

(6)  The  occupation  of  the  wage-earner  in  the  family  of  the  patient. 

(7)  Schools,  churches  and  public  gatherings  attended  by  patient  cr 
members  of  patient's  family,  and  the  dates  of  attendance  at  such  places. 

The  information  obtained  during  these  Investigations  eliminated  food 
supplies,  animals,  insects,  garbage  and  sewage  as  important  sources  of 
infection.  The  social  conditions  existing  in  the  homes  investigated  were, 
with  three  exceptions,  of  the  best.  It  was,  therefore,  concluded  that  the 
human  carrier  was  the  agent  of  infection  in  this  epidemic,  and  that  the 
disease  was  spread  by  contact;  for  when  the  congregating  and  mingling 
of  children  was  prohibited,  restrictions  placed  upon  travel  so  as  to  exclude 
all  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  a  strict  quarantine  established 
by  the  city  health  authorities,  a  gradual  but  notable  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  cases  reported  was  observed. 

None  cf  the  foregoing  statements  are  intended  to  convey  the  idea  that 
flies  and  general  unsanitary  conditions  are  not  potential  factors  iii  the 
spread  of  disease  and  menaces  to  the  public  health,  for  it  has  been  proven 
that  flies  are  carriers  of  disease  germs,  and  unsanitary  premises  are  breed- 
ing places  for  flies;  therefore,  the  destruction  of  flies  and  a  general  clean 
up  of  all  unsanitary  places  are  always  essential  factors  in  the  control  and 
prevention  cf  disease. 

The  investigations  made  during  this  epidemic  show  that  while  the  dis- 
ease visited  almost  the  entire  area  of  the  city  of  Elkins  at  the  same  time, 
as  to  case  incidence,  still  it  was  apparent,  from  a  careful  study  of  onsets 
and  histories,  that  there  were  three  public  assemblies  which  may  have 
acted  as  distinct  feci  of  infection:  Namely,  a  home  talent  play  given  during 
the  latter  part  of  November,  a  public  school  entertainment  in  December, 
and  meetings  fcr  practicing  for  a  Sunday  School  play  which  was  to  have 
been  given  during  the  Christmas  holidays.     In  the  attendance  at  these 
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gatherings  a  large  proportion  of  the  families  of  Elkins  were  represented, 
and  with  few  exceptions  all  the  cases  were  open  to  Infection  from  contact 
at  these  centers,  either  directly  or  through  members  of  their  families  and 
their  playmates. 

A  few  animals  were  found  which  were  apparently  aftected  by  a  paralysis, 
three  paralyzed  chickens  being  found  on  the  premises  of  one  quarantined 
home. 

It  was  impossible  to  trace  a  direct  infection  from  outside  sources,  yet 
it  was  found  that  in  a  number  of  instances  the  wage-earner  in  the  family 
of  the  patient  was  closely  connected  with  railroad  traffic.  In  no  instance 
was  a  case  of  infection  traceable  from  Elkins  to  Grafton,  but  a  fairly  clear 
history  of  outside  contact  with  the  Eastern  center  of  infection  was  found 
among  the  first  cases  occurring  at  Grafton,  and  the  first  case  in  Fairmont 
was  clearly  traceable  to  infection  from  Grafton. 

During  the  survey  and  census  of  the  city  of  Elkins,  several  cases  were 
found,  both  paralytic  and  non-paralytic,  which  were  counted  in  the  general 
totals,  but  which  had  not  been  reported  as  poliomyelitis  to  Dr.  Daniels,  the 
city  health  officer,  because  they  had  not  been  recognized  as  such  until  the 
quarantinable  period  had  passed.  In  justice  to  the  city  health  officials  of 
Elkins,  it  is  here  stated  that  a  strict  quarantine  was  established  and  en- 
forced over  all  reported  cases. 

The  total  population  of  Elkins  is  6240,  classified  as  follows:  males,  3,073; 
females,  3,167;  colored,  251;  foreign,  138.  Of  the  total  number,  2,433  are 
under  twenty  years  ^f  age. 

Figuring  as  to  the  number  of  susceptible  persons,  it  was  found  that 
with  the  74  cases  used  as  a  basis  of  computation,  98.8  per  cent,  of  the 
residents  were  non-susceptible  to  the  disease  under  the  conditions  of 
the  epidemic.  This  shows  a  favorable  comparison  with  other  infected 
districts. 

Eleven  deaths  were  attributed  to  poliomyelitis  during  this  epidemic, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  about  15  per  cent;  or  more  properly,  28  per  cent, 
taking  the  39  paralytic  cases  only  as  a  basis,  siace  non-paralytic  cases 
are  not  usually  reported.  All  deaths  were  of  persons  under  12  years  of 
age. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  paralytic  cases  in  Elkins  by  ages  and  sexes, 
28,  or  72  per  cent,  were  under  5  years  of  age,  9  were  between  5  and  9 
years,  and  2  were  over  10.  Of  these  cases,  19  were  males  and  20  were 
females.    Of  the  eleven  fatal  cases,  seven  were  under  3  years  of  age. 

Of  the  non-paralytic  cases,  21.  or  62  per  cent  were  under  the  age  of  5 
years;  22  were  males  and  14  per  females.  All  of  the  preceding  figures 
refer  to  the  Elkins  epidemic. 

The  first  case  in  Randolph  county  recorded  by  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment, occurred  at  Horton  on  August  17th,  1910.  The  first  -case  in  Elkins 
was  on  August  29th.  the  second  on  September  9th,  and  the  third  on 
October  10th.  The  disease  became  epidemic  about  December  10th,  last- 
ing until  January  15th,  but  the  basis  for  the  statistics  given  in  this  re- 
port includes  all  cases  from  the  first  on  August  29th,  and  gives  a  total 
of  39  paralytic  cases  and  35  non-paralytic. 
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The  Grafton  epidemic  covered  the  period  between  December  30th  and 
February  IStb.  There  were  22  paralytic  and  6  non-paralytic  cases,  with 
6  deaths.  The  first  case  at  Fairmont  was  on  January  6th,  the  total 
number  of  paralytic  cases  being  16,  with  3  deaths.    In  arriving  at  these 

totals,  a  few  fatal  cases  were  added  whose  histories  taken  after  death, 

justified  this  action,  but  which  had  not  been  reported  as  deaths  from 

poliomyelitis. 

All  cases  were  classed  as  paralytic  which  were  frankly  paralyzed  or 
fatal,  or  which  showed  a  definite  loss  of  the  reflexes  or  a  definite  weak- 
ness, covering  a  period  of  at  least  ten  days  after  the  patient's  fever  had 
subsided.  Contact  was  not  considered  in  computing  the  non-paralytic 
cases,  unless  a  definite  paralytic  case  was  found  in  the  same  house;  in 
such  case  it  was  taken  into  consideration  together  with  a  history  of 
onset  similar  to  poliomyelitis,  showing  definite  meningeal  symptoms,  or 
a  transient  weakness  out  of  proportion  to  the  febrile  disturbance.  All 
such  cases  with  a  typical  course  were  recorded  as  non-paralytic  polio- 
myelitis. The  relatively  small  number  of  non-paralytic  cases  recorded 
for  FViirmont  and  Grafton  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of 
our  time  was  spent  in  Elkins,  the  original  focus,  and  more  of  the  rela- 
tively obscure  cases — both  paralytic  and  non-paralytic — were  thus  dis- 
covered there.  The  figures  for  Elkins  may  be  regarded  as  a  maximum 
consistent  with  accuracy.  In  some  cities  only  about  11  of  the  74  cases 
would  have  been  reported. 

Spinal  puncture  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  was  resorted  in  only  one  case. 
Several  necropsies  were  performed  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Leake  of  the  U.  8.  public 
health  service,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  portions  of  the  spinal  cord, 
lung,  liver,  kidney,  and  lymph-nodes  of  the  mesentery.  The  spinal  cord 
portions  were  to  be  used  in  a  test  on  a  monkey  in  the  hygienic  laboratory 
at  Washington,  and  parlysis  was  produced  by  this  test. 

In  all  of  the  necropsies  a  pneumonic  condition  was  found,  which  was 
no  doubt  misleading  to  the  attending  physicians,  and  led  to  the  diagnosis 
being  made  as  pneumonia  in  several  of  the  fatal  cases  whose  histories 
denoted,  poliomyelitis.  One  necropsy  was  performed  by  Dr.  Weirich 
upon  a  three  year  old  child  at  Qrafton,  from  which  a  diagnosis  of  tuber- 
cular meningitis  was  made,  this  diagnosis  being  proven  histologically.  A 
portion  of  the  spinal  cord  of  a  42  days  old  child  who  died  at  Elkins  was 
sent  to  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  at  Washington,  and  the  case  was  proven 
to  be  one  of  poliomyelitis. 

Winter  and  Temperatures. 

The  United  States  Weather  Bureau  records  made  at  Elkins  for  the 
months  of  December,  1916,  and  January,  1917,  showed  that  the  weather 
was  mostly  cloudy,  with  a  temperature  range  as  fellows: 

Maximum.  Minimum.  Mean.

January    40.0°  21.1°  32.6° 
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The  highest  temperature  recorded  for  December  was  on  the  Sth,  being 
70**,  and  the  lowest,  on  the  16th,  was  l"". 

For  January  70  was  again  recorded  as  the  highest,  on  the  3lBt,  the 
lowest  being  3  on  January  12th.  The  weather  observations  for  Grafton 
and  Fairmont  were  essentially  the  same  as  at  Elkins,  with  not  quite 
so  great  a  range  of  difference  between  the  maximum  and  the  minimum 
temperatures.

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To  conclude.  It  has  not  yet  been  proven  how  long  a  person  afflicted  with 
\h\i  disease  may  be  a  source  of  infection  to  others.  Among  the  cases 
observed  and  studied  during  the  West  Virginia  epidemic,  not  one  was 
found  which  showed  a  possible  source  of  infection  after  15  days  from 
date  of  onset,  if  secondary  cases  may  be  taken  as  proof  of  the  length 
of  time  for  infection. 

We  have  no  definite  information  as  to  how  the  presence  of  the  in- 
fectious agent  may  be  detected,  but  it  has  been  proven  by  tests  made  upon 
monkeys  that  the  washings  from  the  nose  and  throat  of  a  patient  will 
produce  paralysis  when  injected  into  the  meninges  of  the  brain.  As  it  is 
impossible  to  make  these  tests  in  all  cases,  the  best  protective  measure 
for  tii%  control  of  poliomyelitis  aside  from  hospitalization,  is  a  strict 
quarantine  of  all  members  of  the  family  of  the  patient,  without  exception, 
fcr  a  period  of  21  days  from  date  of  onset  In  case  of  death  of  patient, 
or  removal  to  a  hospital,  a  quarantine  of  14  days  should  be  maintained 
over  the  house,  and  family.  There  is  not  as  yet  any  scientific  ground  for 
maintaining  a  longer  period  of  quarantine,  and  an  arbitrary  quarantine 
for  six  or  eight  weeks  has  a  tendency  to  cause  an  evasion  of  the  rules 
regarding  the  reporting  of  suspicious  cases  of  sickness,  for  fear  of  the 
inconvenience  incident  to  such  a  long  period. 

All  mingling  and  congregating  of  children  should  be  prohibited  when 
poliomyelitis  is  known  to  exist  in  a  community,  and  travel  from  that 
community  should  be  so  restricted  as  to  exclude  all  persons  under  IG 
years  of  age.  A  strict  observance  of  the  rules  of  restriction  on  travel 
during  an  epidemic  is  essential  to  its  control,  and  no  certificate  for  inter- 
state travel  should  be  issued  by  a  physician  employed  for  this  duty, 
to  any  person  who  has  not  first  procured  a  health  certificate  from  the 
local  health  officer. 

Quarantine  and  travel  restrictions  should  be  in9tituted  whenever  three 
or  more  cases  exist  in  a  given  locality. 

The  rule  requiring  that  all  cases,  known  or  suspected,  be  promptly 
reported  by  both  physicians  and  laymen,  should  be  strictly  enforced. 
Under  such  conditions,  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  should  quickly  sub- 
side; for,  as  in  epidemics  of  scarlet  fever,  measles,  and  small-pox,  the 
control  of  contact  with  the  human  carrier  means  the  control  of  thty 
spread  of  the  disease. 

While  in  Elkins  at  the  time  of  the  poliomyelitis  epidemic,  I  was  called 
upon  to  Investigate  several  suspicious  cases  of  sickness  in  outlying  dis- 
tricts. Among  these  was  a  case  at  Burton,  Wetzel  county,  visited  on 
February  20;  one  at  Evenwood,  Randolph  county,  on  February  27,  and 
one  at  Harding.  Randolph  county,  on  February  29.  A  number  of  country 
trips  were  made  in  the  vicinity  of  Elkins. 

Medical  societies  and  public  meetings  in  Elkin%  and  Fairmont  were 
addressed,  and  every  physician  of  Elkins,  Grafton.  Fairmont,  and  Morgan- 
town  was  visited  personally  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  the  co-opera- 
tion of  each  one  in  the  interest  of  public  health  work,  and  to  assist  them 
in  diagnosing  any  suspicious  cases.  A  special  effort  was  made  to  arouse 
the  public  interest  in  need  for  proper  after  care  and  treatment  of  per- 
sons afflicted   by  this   dread  disease,  and  to  show  the  good  that  may 
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be  accompllBhed  by  this  care  and  treatment.  The  asBistance  of  all  pub- 
lic officials  in  the  Infected  districts  was  asked  for,  and  was  most  freely 
and  heartily  given. 

Nulaancea. 

On  March  19,  1917,  I  investigated  conditions  existing  at  the  plant  of 
the  Wheeling  Bronze  Casting  company,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  on  complaint 
from  a  Mr.  Bell,  whose  home  is  quite  near  this  plant,  and  who  claimed 
that  the  plant  as  now  in  operation  is  a  menace  to  the  health  of  his  fam- 
ily and  that  of  his  neighbors.  After  investigation,  I  asked  Prosecuting 
Attorney  McKee  to  bring  action  against  this  company  as  soon  as  it  was 
possible  to  do  so,  meanwhile  asking  for  a  temporary  injunction  against 
the  operation  of  the  plant,  as  the  gas  fumes  from  the  smelting  depart- 
ment are  undoubtedly  a  menace  to  the  health  of  all  persons  living  near 
said  plant.  A  second  visit  was  made  to  Attorney  McKee  on  May  2, 
1917,  and  he  reported  that  the  case  would  be  tried  on  May  9,  1917. 

Inspection  and  Miscellaneoua. 

During  the  fall  of  1916,  all  the  dairies  of  Brooke  county  were  visited 
and  inspected  in  company  with  Dr.  J.  B.  Walkinshaw,  county  and  city 
health  officer.  State  Rules  and  Regulations  concerning  dairies  were  left 
at  each  one,  and  the  proprietors  requested  to  observe  the  same.  Many 
samples  of  water  have  been  collected  and  sent  to  the  State  Hygienic 
'    Laboratory  for  analysis. 

Active  steps  were  taken  in  many  towns  visited  by  the  director  of  this 
division  to  have  made  and  enforced  rules  prohibiting  the  display  upon 
sidewalks  of  any  meat,  fruit  or  other  edible  merchandise,  unless  securely 
covered  from  dust  and  .flies.  Morgantown  and  Wellsburg  have  made  and 
are  enforcing  such  rules,  and  at  Keyser  I  found  that  such  a  rule  had 
been  in  force  there  for  six  years  through  the  efforts  of  the  mayor  of  that 
city.  I  consider  this  an  Important  and  necessary  measure,  and  one 
which  should  be  enforced  in  every  city  and  town  in  the  state,  as  it  is 
surely  one  of  the  great  factors  in  the  control  of  various  diseases. 
.  Copy  for  circulars  of  information  on  the  care  and  prevention  of  the 
various  contagious  diseases  was  prepared  by  the  director  of  the  division 
of  preventable  diseases,  to  be  distributed  by  the  State  health  department 
in  the  homes  of  persons  living  in  districts  where  any  such  disease  is 
.    prevalent. 

(For  want  of  space  these  circulars  are  omitted  but  will  appear  in  the 
Quarterly  Bulletin. — Health  Commissioner.) 

Referring  once  more  to  our  recent  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis,  I 
would  like  to  say  tl^fit  I  think  it  necessary  to  formulate  some  scheme 
whereby  state  aid  for  after  treatment  may  be  furnished  to  persons  who 
have  been  left  paralyzed  by  this  disease.  Many  such  persons  can  not 
obtain  the  necessary  expert  advice,  but  might  be  restored  to  a  great 
degree  of  usefulness  by  receiving  such  advice  and  the  proper  treatment. 
I  now  have  in  my  possession  a  number  of  letters  from  persons  asking 
my  advice  as  to  the  after  care  and  treatment  of  this  disease.

Tlieae  people  look  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  assistance  in 
this  matter.     AWliat  are  we  going  to  do  for  their  relief? 

On  May  28th,  1917,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Beaumont,  city  health  officer 

of  New  Cumberland,  W.  Va.,  I  investigated  a  case  of  smallpox,  a  female 

VB^  65  years,   who  was  suffering  from   a  discrete  case   contracted   in 

Bridgeport,    Ohio.    All   children   of   the   vicinity   were   vaccinated,   also 

adults,  and  a  strict  quarantine  was  established.    No  new  cases  developed, 

showing  the  efficacy  of  vaccination  in  this  instance. 

On  June  6th  I  inspected  a  school  at  Valley  Orove  in  the  Liberty  Dis- 
trict, Ohio  county,  which  was  reported  as  being  unfit  for  use  for  school 
purposes.    The  following  letters  are  self-explanatory.

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Liberty  District  Board  of  Education,  June

"That  the  board  of  education  of  Liberty  district,  Ohio  county.  West 
Virginia,  requests  the  State  department  of  health  to  inspect  the  school 
buildings  of  the  district  and  send  the  board  a  report  of  their  inspection 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  conveniently  done." 

ITie  board  of  education  thinks  that  the  building  at  Valley  Grove  is  not 
lit  for  school  purposes  and  desires  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  health.

Tcur  letter  to  the  State  health  Commissioner  asking  for  an  inspection 
of  the  Valley  drove  and  other  schools  in  your  district  was  forwarded  to 
me  with  instructions  to  act  for  the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  I 
beg  to  report  as  follows:  The  building  at  Valley  Grove  is  absolutely  unfit 
for  school  purposes,  being  both  dangerous  and  unsanitary,  and  a  menace 
to  the  health  of  the  pupils  attending.  In  only  one  point  does  the  building 
comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  health  department,  viz.,  , 
there  are  in  the  building  39  new  adjustable  desks.  But  there  are  also  11  old 
desks,  while  15  pupils  must  find  accommodations  on  benches.  The  flooring 
is  practically  worn  out  and  is  full  of  openings,  the  roof  is  in  bad  condi- 
tion, and  the  heating  system  consists  of  two  frost-killer  stoves. 

The  otttfilde  toilets  are  inadequate,  and  no  provision  has  been  made  for 
nrinal  in  boys'  toilet;  both  toilets  are  open,  with  no  properly  built  vault. 

The  well  for  drinking  water  should  have  a  cement  base,  as  there  is  at 
present  grave  danger  of  surface  pollution. 

In  view  of  the  present  existing  conditions  you  are  hereby  ordered  not  to 
open  said  Valley  Orove  school  house  the  coming  term  for  school  purposes. 

Will  arrancre    to  inspect  all  other  school  houses  in  your  district  on 
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Wednesday,  June  ISth.    Please  tell  me  In  writing,  as  goon  as  possible,  where 
to  meet  you.

On  June  7th  I  started  on  a  tour  of  inspection  cf  dairies  in  the  Mounds- 
ville.  Sistersville  and  Middleburne  districts,  but  found  the  country  roads 
in  such  condition  that  it  was  impossible  to  visit  the  rural  plants  at  that 
time.  While  in  New  Martinsville  I  went  with  Dr.  Fankhauser,  county  health 
officer,  to  inspect  a  creamery  run  by  a  Mr.  Vandemir.  This  plant  is 
equipped  for  pasteurizing  milk  and  making  butter,  and  the  handling  of 
all  products  was  done  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  manner,  all  construction 
being  of  the  latest  type.  The  washing  of  the  cans  was  done  by  machinery 
and  under  steam.  All  the  employees  wore  clean  clothes  and  looked  healthy. 
The  milk  used  is  received  mostly  from  Ohio,  and  some  from  nearby  farm- 
ers. Mr.  Vandemir  was  given  a  supply  of  dairy  rules  and  regulations  for 
distribution.  He  said  he  was  paying  strict  attention  to  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  dairies.  The  milk  cans  used  were  clean  and  of  the  latest 
pattern. 

I  next  called  upon  Dr.  John  A.  Greer,  city  health  officer  of  Sistersville, 
and  found  that  his  appointment  notice  had  not  been  sent  in  to  the  State 
Department  of  Health.  I  saw  Mr.  Reitz,  city  clerk,  and  instructed  him 
to  send  notice  of  Dr.  Greer's  appointment  to  the  State  health  board  for 
confirmation. 

Next  called  on  Dr.  Reppard,  county  health  officer,  at  Middleburne,  but 
finding  him  out  of  town  arranged  to  make  a  survey  of  Tyler  county  at  a 
later  date. 

Martins  Ferry,  Ohio,  opposite  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  was  visited  on  June 
23rd  to  inquire  as  to  the  disease  (poliomyelitis)  existing  in  that  city,  and 
to  confer  with  Dr.  F.  G.  Boudreau,  State  epidemiologist  of  Ohio.  Dr. 
Boudreau  had  gone,  but  I  ascertained  from  the  city  health  officer  that  all 
cases  were  under  strict- quarantine,  children  confined  to  their  own  prem- 
ises, and  none  allowed  to  attend  moving  picture  shows,  etc.  Held  con- 
ference the  same  day  with  Dr.  Etzler,  health  officer  of  Wheeling. 

On  June  26th  I  started  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  dairies  and  visits  to 
county  and  city  health  officers  in  Marshall,  Tyler,  Wood  and  Pleasants 
counties.  While  in  Marshall  county  I  visited  the  county  jail  in  company 
with  Dr.  Earle,  and  found  excellent  sanitary  conditions  prevailing  there. 
All  prisoners  were  forced  to  keep  their  own  cells  clean,  while  the  "trus- 
ties" looked  after  the  corridors.  Dr.  Earle  also  went  with  me  to  visit  the 
dairies  of  the  county,  which  were  scored  according  to  the  scorecard  pre- 
pared by  the  State  health  department,  and  suggestions  for  improvements 
were  made  to  owners.  A  general  tendency  was  noticed  toward  better  sani- 
tary surroundings  of  barns  and  cleaner  handling  of  milk.  The  scorecards 
with  names  of  owners  of  all  dairies  inspected  were  forwarded  to  the  State 
health  department's  office  at  Charleston.  Several  slaughter  houses  were 
also  visited  and  notices  given  to  the  owners  to  place  surroundings  in 
sanitary  condition  immediately.  I  also  visited  barber  shops,  ice  cream 
plants  and  parlors,  and  distributed  copies  of  the  state  rules  and  regula- 
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tions  goyemiBg  such  places  of  business.  I  held  an  interview  with  the 
editor  ot  The  Echo,  and  gave  him  data  for  an  item  concerning  the  object 
of  my  Tlslt 

June  27th  and  28th  were  spent  at  Middlebourne  and  in  other  parts  of 
Tyler  county,  stopping  at  the  following  villages  to  call  upon  the  physicians 
in  company  with  Dr.  Reppard,  posting  placards  of  the  State  health  de- 
partment concerning  typhoid  fever  and  tuberculosis,  and  distributing  rules 
concerning  dairies  and  the  control  of  contagious  diseases.  Fifty-two 
farms  were  also  visited.

On  June  28th  I  also  called  upon  the  doctors  and  the  city  health  officer 
of  St  Marys.  Visited  all  confectionaries,  barber  shops,  etc.,  and  distrib- 
uted rules  and  regulations.  The  physicians  of  Williamstown  were  visited 
on  the  same  day. 

June  29th  was  spent  in  Parkersburg,  where  I  called  upon  Dr.  Crooks, 
county  health  officer,  and  Dr.  Richardson,  city  health  officer.  Dairies  were 
inspected  and  scorecards  sent  to  Charleston.  The  National  ice  cream  and 
milk  plant  was  visited,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Imperial  ice  cream 
and  milk  plant  took  time  from  his  work  to  show  us  the  entire  plant.  This 
plant  is  thoroughly  up-to-date,  every  modern  sanitary  appliance  being 
used  to  Insure  clean  pasteurized  milk  and  ice  cream.  The  milk  supply 
comes  mostly  from  Ohio,  and  the  dairies  are  inspected  by  representatives 
of  the  company.  Dr.  Rose,  the  city  bacteriologist,  has  made  every  effort 
to  co-operate  with  the  health  officer  in  creating  an  active  demand  from 
the  citizens  of  the  city  for  clean  and  bacteriological ly  safe  milk.  The 
mayor  and  other  city  authorities  are  bringing  to  justice  the  dairymen  who 
do  not  come  up  to  the  standard.  Some  prosecutions  have  been  started, 
the  dairymen  fined  and  notice  given  that  if  certain  requirements  are  not 
met,  their  licenses  will  be  taken  away.  Much  praise  is  due  the  mayor 
and  Drs.  Crooks,  Richardson  and  Rose  for  their  work  done  on  behalf  of 
the  babies  and  children  of  Parkersburg. 

On  July  6th  I  investigated  a  school  site  in  the  Triadelphia  district,  Ohio 
county.    The  following  letters  explain  the  object  of  this  investigation:

Messrs.  Charles  B.  Rice  and  D.  M.  Thornburg,  residents  of  Elm  Grave, 
W.  Va.,  called  upon  me  this  morning  in  connection  with  the  proposed  site 
for  a  High  School  in  the  Triadelphia  district,  which  is  located  near  the 
Greenwood  and  Mt.  Calvary  cemeteries  in  Ohio  county,  W.  Va. 

Judge  Hervey,  in  a  recent  decision  on  this  matter,  rules  that  the  State 
department  of  health  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  purchase  of  this  prop- 
erty by  the  school  board  of  that  district.    As  the  use  of  this  site  for  school 
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purpofles  will  be  in  direct  violation  of  Section  No.  1  of  the  State  health 
rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  sites  and  the  erection  of  school  build- 
ings, the  above  named  gentlemen  from  Elm  Grove  request  the  commis- 
sioner of  health  to  enjoin  the  board  of  education  of  Triadelphia  district 
from  purchasing  this  site  and  its  use  for  the  erection  of  a  high  school 
building.  For  further  information  address  Judge  Nesbit  or  Mr.  Joseph 
Handlan  of  Wheeling,  W.  Va. 

9.  M.  Baird,  president  of  said  board  of  education,  secured  a  stay  of  30 
days,  in  order  to  carry  the  matter  to  the  supreme  court,  as  Judge  Hervey 
had  ruled  that  the  president  of  the  board  must  sign  orders  on  the  sheriff 
in  payment  for  this  property,  hence  the  urgent  necessity  for  immediate 
action  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  its  rules 
and  regulations.

In  company  with  Judge  Nesbit  I  appeared  before  the  Public  Health 
Council  and  the  commissioner  of  health  on  July  10th  and  presented  your 
case  to  them.  These  gentlemen  decided  that  they  would  lay  Judge  Hervey's 
decision  before  Attorney  General  England  for  an  opinion,  and  if,  upon 
examination,  he  finds  that  the  State  department  of  health  can  make  a 
test  case  of  this  decision  relative  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State 
health  department  with  a  reasonable  chance  for  a  favorable  decision,  the 
health  commissioner  will  be  directed  to  proceed  at  once  to  enjoin  the  board 
of  education  of  Triadelphia  district  from  locating  the  school  which  is 
under  discussion  on  the  Clarke  site. 
A  telegram  will  be  sent  to  Judge  Nesbit  relative  to  their  decision.

In 
company  with  Dr.  Nolte  I  also  visited  the  city  health  officers  of  Martins 
Ferry  and  Bridgeport,  Ohio.  I  also  investigated,  in  company  with  Dr. 
Walkinshaw,  city  health  officer  of  Wellsburg,  a  case  at  Beech  Bottom, 
which  was  thought  to  be  smallpox,  but  which  proved  to  be  a  severe  case 
of  measles.

Dr.  C.  R.  Welrich,  of  Wellsburg,  was  th^  director  of  the  diylsion  of  com- 
municable diseases  during  the  entire  fiscal  year,  maintaining  his  head- 
quarters at  Wellsburg.    His  report  forms  a  separate  section  of  this  depart- 
mental report.     Besides  the  work  done  by  Dr.  Weirich,  certain  lines  of 
work  were  taken  up  by  the  assistant  commissioner. 

The  outstanding  improvements  adopted  during  the  year  are  the  fol- 
lowing: 

L  A  system  of  weekly  reports  by  city  and  county  health  officers  was 
inaugurated,  the  reports  being  filed  and  tabulated  by  the  Assistant  Com- 
missioner. 

2.  New  morbidity  report  cards  were  designed  and  adopted. 

3.  Monthly  reporting  to  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  was 
inaugurated  September  19,  1916. 

4.  Weekly  reports  were  commenced  from  the  State  hygienic  laboratory 
of  all  cases  showing  positive  results  in  the  examinations  for  typhoid  fever, 
diphtheria  and  tuberculosis,  the  reports  showing  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  patient  and  physician. 

A  check  list  is  kept  over  all  county  health  officers.  During  1916  the 
county  health  officers  were  submitting  only  monthly  reports.  They  sub- 
mitted from  one  to  twelve  monthly  reports  each  as  follows:

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The  purpose  of  collecting  reports  of  the  presence  of  communicable  dis- 
ease is  to  learn  where  danger  exists  that  it  may  be  averted,  and  to  discover 
▼hat  communities   are  afflicted,  so  that  they  may  receive  needed  help 
to  check  further  spread  of  the  infections.     For  this  purpose  it  is  abso- 
lutely essential  that  the  department  knows  where  infectious  diseases  exist 
when  they  exist.     For    this   purpose  it   must  receive  accurate  reports 
promptly,  and  all  health  officers  are,  therefore,  required  to  submit  weekly 
reports  of  the  cases  of  disease  which  are  brought  to  their  notice.    Cases 
of  certain  diseases,  as  poliomyelitis  and  epidemic  cerebrospinal  meningitis, 
must  be  reported  immediately  to  the  department.    Those  health  offl'cers 
who  were  most  prompt  in  submitting  weekly  reports  were  as  follows:

MARTINSBURG,  TYPHOID   FEVER   INVESTIGATION. 

October  3-7,  1916. 

At  the  request  of  the. county  health  officer  an  investigation  was  made 
by  Dr.  H.  B.  Wood,  October  3  to  7,  twenty-six  cases  of  typhoid  fever  had 
appeared.  Each  family  was  visited,  as  were  ten  dairies  farms,  the  ice 
cream  parlors,  the  waterworks  and  city  spring.  In  the  investigation  very 
material  assistance  was  rendered  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Henshaw,  county  health 
officer. 

The  outbreak  was  due  to  typhoid  carriers  and  milk  bottle  infection. 

The  outset  of  the  26  cases  of  typhoid  fever  was  as  follows: 

July  8th,  one  case;  July  12th,  one  case;  August  1st,  four  cases;  August 
9th,  two  cases;  August  13th,  three  cases;, August  15th,  two  cases;  August 
26th,  two  cases;  August  28.  one  case;  August  30th,  one  case;  September 
4th,  two  cases;  September  10th,  two  cases;  September  24th,  two  cases; 
September  27th,  one  case;  September  28th,  two  cases;  September  30th, 
one  case. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  did  not  represent  any  explosive  outbreak 
as  due  to  a  single  distributing  agent  nor  did  it  represent  water-carriage. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  springs  and  is  treated  *by  calcium 
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hypochlorite  in  amounts  of  0,53  parts  available  chlorine  per  million.  *  The 
water  supply  is  considered  safe,  moreover,  the  outbreak  had  more  the 
appearance  of  being  the  result  of  one  or  mor^  typhoid  carriers  or  too 
much  bottle  infection.  The  involved  families  were  obtaining  their  milk 
from  eight  different  dairymen,  and  five  had  their  own  cows.  The  dairies 
were,  however,  visited,  arid  at  one  was  found  a  man  who  was  taken  ill 
with  typhoid  August  11th,  and  left  his  bed  September  12th,  to  go  back  to 
the  dairy;  his  only  customer  who  contracted  typhoid  was  taken  sick  Sep- 
tember 3rd.  However,  the  dairyman  was  ordered  away  from  his  dairy, 
pending  the  results  shown  by  three  fecal  examinations.  There  was  some 
Indication  that  some  of  the  persons  were  infected  by  milk  bottles  which 
had  become  contaminated  In  other  households.  Except  for  the  washing 
of  the  bottles  by  the  milkmen  no  precautions  had  been  taken  to  prevent 
this  transmission.  Many  of  the  patients  had  been  eating  ice  cream,  four 
exclusively  at  cue  store.  Of  three  girls  who  worked  at  this  Ice  cream 
parlor,  one  had  typhoid  in  1910  and  one  In  1915.  The  latter  was  requested 
to  submit  to  an  examination,  pending  which  she  was  temporarily  sus- 
pended from  work.  The  examination  was  never  obtained.  Two  of  the 
cases  were  secondaries  In  Infected  families  following  in  fourteen  days. 

Spotting  the  cases  on  a  map  showed  an  Irregular  distribution  of  cases. 
None  were  located  near  certain  springs  along  Tuscarora  creek,  which  had 
previously  been  condemned. 

Recommendations:  Placard  every  house  harboring  a  typhoid  patient. 
Placard,  also,  with  a  milk  card  reading:  "Notice  to  milkman.  A  case  of 
communicable  disease  exists  In  this  house.  Bottles  of  milk  are  not  per- 
mitted to  be  left  here.  The  householder  may  place  outside  a  pitcher  into 
which  milk  may  be  poured.  This  card  shall  not  be  removed  except  by  the 
health  officer."  Dairymen  were  asked  to  more  thoroughly  cleanse  their 
bottles.  One  man  was  excluded  from  a  dairy  farm  and  a  sales  girl  from 
an  ice  cream  salcon.  Vaccination  was  urged  for  all  members  of  the  Infected 
familties.    Mayer  E.  W.  Lelter'had  the  milk  placards  printed  Immediately. 

The  result  of  the  work  was  as  follows: 

August — Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  15  ca^es. 

September — Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  10  cases. 

Investigation  made  October  3-7. 

October — Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  5  cases. 

November — Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  6  cases. 

December — Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  none. 

January — ^Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  none. 

February — Reported  cases  of  typhoid,  none. 

The  following  year  there  was  but  one  case  of  typhoid  reported  from  Mar- 
tlnsburg  for  the  entire  summer. 

Penmar — Typhoid   Fever. 

Penmar,  a  small  coal  mine  town  on  the  Elk  river,  consisted  of  twelve 
families,  eight  of  which  were  found  in  response  to  an  anonymT)us  tele- 
phone request  on  July  14,  1916.  to  be  infected  with  typhoid  fever.  Ten  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  with  one  death  had  occurred.  The  attending  physicians 
had  not  reported  any  of  the  cases.    The  first  case  appeared  in  February, 
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the  Becond  as  a  contact  in  the  same  family  in  March.  The  discharges  of 
the  patients  were  thrown  upon  the  ground* untreated.  All  six  involved 
families  obtained  their  water  from  a  spring  at  the  water's  edge  of  Elk 
river,  and  which  is  overflowed  by  high  water. 

Cloride  of  lime  in  solution  was  supplied  each  family  for  use  In  steril- 
izing typhoid  discharges.  Each  family  received  special  instructions.  The 
infected  spring  was  sterilized  with  chloride  of  lime  and  condemned.  A 
typhoid  poster  was  conspicuously  displayed. 

The  outbreak  was  abated  at  once. 

White  Sulphur — Typhoid   Fever. 

A  typhoid  outbreak  occurred  in  May  In  an  apartment  house  near  the 
'  mouth  of  Dry  Run.  The  investigation  made  May  15  showed  the  presence 
of  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  which,  however,  had  no  possible  connection 
with  the  hotels.  The  origin  of  the  first  case  in  February  could  not  be 
determined.  One  contact  and  four  others  occurred.  A  dug  well,  receiving 
surface  waste  from  the  first  family  involved,  was  incriminated  and  ordered 
closed.  The  typhoid  outbreak  subsided  at  once,  no  other  cases  appearing 
during  the  year. 

Marion  County — Trachoma  Inve.stigatlon. 

The  foreign  miners  and  their  families  at  Grant  Town  and  Barrackville 
were  examined  August  20  for  trachoma.  Among  7i5  adults  and  54  chil- 
dren examined,  3  cases  of  trachoma  were  found.  At  Monongah  74  adults 
and  77  children  were  examined,  with  the  finding  of  3  cases  of  trachoma 
and  5  suspicious  cases.  A  total  of  6  cases  were  found  among  281  persons 
examined  in  Marion  county.  Cases  of  trachoma  had  not  previously  been 
reported  from  the  vicinity. 

Trachoma  CI  info. 

A  trachoma  clinic  was  held  at  Williamson  October  30  to  September  1, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  United  States  public  health  service.  Forty-three 
persons  came  to  the  clinic,  of  whom  twenty  were  found  to  have  trachoma. 
Dr.  John  McMullen,  surgeon  U.  S.  P.  H.  S.,  in  charge  of  the  clinic,,  made 
nine  grattage  and  three  entropion  operations.  Dr.  McMullen  examined 
201  school  children  in  the  Williamson  schools,  discovering  16  cases  of 
trachoma.  Previous  to  the  clinic  a  large  poster  advertising  it  was  sent 
to  every  poetofllce  in  the  county. 

Camp  Cornwell — Streptococcic  Sore  Throat. 

At  the  request  of  Lieutenant  C.  C.  Rusmissel,  Medical  Reserve  Corps, 
an  investigation  was  made  of  the  second  regiment  N.  G.,  W.  Va.,  at  Camp 
Cornwell,  encamped  on  the  Fairmont  fair  grounds.  May  25.  For  some 
weeks  since  the  beginning  of  the  camp  a  highly  contagious,  infectious  sore 
throat  had  been  attacking  the  troops,  beginning  with  soreness  and  cough- 
ing. The  infection  gave  moderate  fever,  faucial  hyperemia,  engorged  ton- 
sils, bronchial  rales  and  spitting  of  blood,  with  occasionally  a  tendency 
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to  collapse.  A  few  cases  of  peritonsillar  abscesses  appeared.  There  were 
uyward  of  one  or  two  hundred  cases.  When  a  company  became  involred 
the  infection  traveled  very  rapidly  down  the  line.  At  the  time  of  the  In- 
Yestigation.  cultures  were  obtained  from  seven  throats  and  forwarded  to 
the  State  Hygienic  laboratory.  The  findings  were  short-chained  strep- 
tococci in  four  cases,  stapfaylocci  in  two,  and  no  pathogenic  organisms  in 
one.  The  laboratory  work  was  done  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Bonar,  state  bacteriolo- 
gist 

RECIPROCAL  NOTIFICATION. 

When  cases  of  reportable  diseases  are  imported  into  West  Virginia  the 
State  department  of  health  notifies  the  local  health  officer  of  their  point 
of  origin  that  proper  action  may  be  taken  to  check  the  infection  at  the 
focus.  When  cases  of  reportable  disease  leave  the  state  the  department 
notifies,  if  possible,  the  health  officer  at  the  destination  or  the  state  health 
authority.     This   department  welcomes   corresponding  notillcation   from 

m 

other  states.  The  Maryland  State  department  of  health  sent  a  notice  of  a 
glass  worker  with  trachoma  as  having  left  Lonaconing  for  West  Virginia. 
The  man  was  discovered  in  a  glass  house  at  Fairmont  and  two  other  un- 
known contact  cases  were  found.  An  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  Wetzel 
county  was  traced  to  a  typhoid  carrier  who  had  left  for  Marion,  Indiana. 
The  Indiana  State  board  of  health  was  notified  in  order  that  a  control 
could  be  established  over  this  woman. 

PUBLIC   HEALTH    EDUCATION. 

A  health  exhibit  designed  and  made  by  the  assistant  commissioner,  sup- 
plemented with  some  purchased  Infant  welfare  placards,  was  displayed 
at  PhilippI,  the  county  fairs  of  Ritchie,  Wood,  Marion.  Pleasants  and 
Kanawha  counties,  at  the  Chautauqua  at  Tunnelton  and  Terra  Alta,  and 
at  the  Middlebourne  Home  Coming.  The  total  counted  attendance  was 
9500  persons.  i 

Posters  on  consumption  and  on  typhoid  fever  were  designed,  printed 
and  mailed  to  the  postofflces  of  small  villages  and  to  rural  stores;  2190 
posters  on  consumption  and  2214  on  typhoid  fever  were  distributed.  These 
were  printed  to  be  displayed  permanently. 

Pamphlets  on  "What  You  Should  Know  About  Tuberculosis,"  prepared 
by  the  American  Medical  Association,  were  ordered  by  the  commissioner, 
and  are  mailed  to  every  person  reported  as  having  tuberculosis. 

Addresses  were  delivered  before  ten  county  medical  societies,  four 
schools  with  an  attendance  of  420,  to  1187  teachers  at  four  teachers'  insti- 
tutes and  to  nine  public  audiences,  at  which  there  were  by  actual  count 
905  persons  present 

Newspaper  publicity  received  much  attention.

NUISANCES   INVESTIGATED. 

Nuisances  usually  have  no  direct  bearing  upon  health.  Local  nuisances 
are,  therefore,  of  local  concern  and  for  local  solution.  A  state  health  de- 
partment should  not  be  expected  to  take  action  against  local  nuisances,  but 
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only  when  these  offenses  become  widespread  and  affect  other  communities 
than  those  in  which  they  are  committed  or  permitted  to  exist.  Accepting 
this  standard  for  action  materially  reduces  the  work  of  a  department  in 
very  minor  problems. 

The  nuisances  investigated  directly  by  this  office  follow:  Offensive 
slaughter  house  near  the  railroad  station  at  Boone,  condemned  and  closed ; 
rubbish  pile  on  public  road  at  Chelyan,  removed  on  order;  dead  cow  lying 
by  spring  at  Kanawha  City,  removed  and  buried  by  the  railroad  company; 
well  water  polluted  with  barn  drainage  being  sold  as  pure  spring  water, 
well  closed;  alleged  damage  arising  from  swimming  pool  in  a  public  park, 
complaint  unfounded.  Very  many  more  have  been  reached  by  correspond 
ence  with  local  health  officials. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  DISEASES. 

Factory  inspection  usually  combines  two  distinct  activities  which  should 
be  separated.*  These  phases  of  factory  life,  which  become  problems  for 
state  supervision,  may  be  regarded  as  belonging  either  under  public  health 
supervision  or  labor  inspection.  The  public  health  supervision  of  a  fac- 
tory concerns  itself  with  those  factors  which  affect  the  health  of  the  em- 
ployees, and  which  rightfully  belong  under  the  domain  of  the  State  health 
department.  The  phase  of  factory  work  which  pertains  to  labor  questions, 
as  the  efficiency  of  labor,  has  but  remote  connection  with  health  and  belongs 
under  the  control  of  a  state  labor  commissioner,  as  occurs  in  West  Vir- 
ginia. These  conditions  which  affect  the  efficiency  of  the  workmen  in- 
clude the  number  of  hours  of  work,  lighting  and  ventilating  facilities, 
provisions  to  prevent  accidents  and  to  avoid  risks,  the  age  and  sex  of  the 
employees,  toilet  and  washing  facilities,  and  similar  factors  which  tend 
to  make  the  man  and  his  Job  harmonize  to  the  greatest  advantage.  These 
are  labor  problems.  But  the  questions  of  the  causes  and  prevention  of 
occupational  diseases  and  industrial  poisonings  are  distinctly  medical 
problems,  for  medical  solution  by  the  State  health  department.  The  labor 
department,  which  should  deal  alone  with  economic  problems,  and  the 
health  department,  which  should  not  go  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  preser- 
vation of  health,  must  co-operate  in  factory  work.  Improvements  which 
increase  health  in  the  workman  increase  his  efficiency,  and  the  improved 
guarded  machines  have  a  double  effect  of  increasing  production  and  safe- 
guarding health. 

The  factory  investigations  included  inspections  of  the  methods  of  work 
and  the  dangers  from  exposure  to  poisons,  dusts,  excessive  heat  and  some 
exposed  machinery  in  5  glass  bottle  works,  2  opaque  glass  shade  factories, 
2  stained  glass  factories,  1  glass  egg  factory,  1  lamp  chimney  factory,  3 
mechanical  and  2  hand-blown  window  glass  works,  1  chemical  factory,  1 
zinc  works,  2  tanneries,  1  wood  creosotlng  plant,  1  axe  factory,  1  shovel 
factory,  5  potteries,  2  foundries  and  3  machine  shops — a  total  of  33  fac- 
tories. The  most  modern  equipment  was  found  at  the  RoUin  Chemical 
company,  where  a  hospital  with  a  trained  nurse  on  constant  duty  is  main- 
tained and  where  modern  washing  facilities  and  toilets  are  kept  for  the 
employees,  those  for  the  white  men  being  separate  from  the  colored.  The 
men  working  exposed  to  dust  were  found  wearing  respirators.    Every  pre- 
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cantion  is  taken  to  guard  the  employees.    At  the  plant  of  the  Hazel-Atlas 
Glass  company  the  illustrated  bulletins  of  the  National  Safety  Council  are 
posted  to  teach  the  employees  how  to  guard  against  accidents  and  diseases. 
In  other  factories  men  were  found  mixing  red  lead  with  other  glass- 
making  ingredients  in  open  wooden  vats,  working  without  respirators  and 
exposed  to  the  constant  danger  of  lead  poisoning.     In  some  places  the 
men  volitionally  tied  handkerchiefs  over  their  noses,  but  their  upper  lips 
and  noses  were  seen  to  be  covered  with  powdered  poisons,  showing  how 
ineffectual  were  the  handkerchiefs.     The  manager  of  one  glass  factory 
was  found  mixing  powdered  arsenic,  used  as  a  pigment  for  glass,  taking 
absolutely  no  precaution  to  prevent  poisoning.     Cases  of  lead  poisoning 
were  found.    The  enforced  use  of  respiratprs  was  recommended.    In  hand- 
blown  window  glass  and  bottle  works  the  chief  danger  is  the  transmis- 
sion of  diseases  by  the  iron  "pipes."    Two  or  three  men  blow  upon  the 
same  pipe,  placing  in  their  lips  the  end  of  the  iron  pipe  upon  the  other 
end  of  which  is  blown  the  window  glass  cylinder,  the  bottle  or  lamp 
chimney.      At  one  lamp    chimney    factory    one    blower    admitted  that 
he  knew  his  "gathering  boy"  had  syphiUis  and  that  he  knew  of  the  danger 
of  contracting  it  from  blowing  upon  the  same  pipe.    A  practical  method 
to  overcome  the  placing  in  the  various  mouths  the  same  pipe  could  not  be 
suggested.     Frequent  medical  examinations   of  the  employees  was   sug- 
gested.   A  large  number  of  emery  wheels  and  buffers  were  found  to  be 
effectively  protected  by  exhaust  hoods,  showing  the  excellent  work  being 
done  by  the  department  of  the  State  factory  inspector.     But  there  still 
remain  many  exposed  wheels  and  hoods  which  need  enclosing  in  exhaust 
hoods  to  guard  the  workmen  from  the  dangers  of  metallic  dusts.    In  the 
shovel  works  eight  men  were  found  dipping  shovels  into  laquer  in  open 
vats,  but  none  complained  of  the  effect  of  the  fumes  upon  their  health. 
The  great  danger  in  this  plant  was  the  exposure  to  the  flying  particles 
of  red  hot  metal  and  flux  which  come  from  the  steam  hammers  in  the 
welding  room.     Nearly  every  workman  showed  many  scars  on  his  face 
and  arms  besides  burnt  holes  in  his  clothing,  burned  by  the  flying  par- 
ticles.   Metal  shields  would  practically  and  efficiently  prevent  this  dam- 
age.   Unless  provided,  some  man  will  lose  his  eyesight  because  of  the 
disregard  of  the  employer.    The  shields  were  recommended. 

SANITARY  SURVEY  OF  PENNSBORO. 

August  9-11,  1916. 

A  brief  sanitary  survey  of  Pennsboro  was  made,  from  August  9th  to 
11th.  1916.  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  certain  data.  Pennsboro,  Ritchie 
county,  with  a  population  in  1910  of  930,  is  located  in  an  agricultural  and 
oil  region.  It  contains  the  usual  assortment  of  stores  and  a  few  small 
industrial  plants.  No  investigation  was  made  of  these.  CSvery  residence 
of  the  city  was  visited  except  a  few  which  are  a  great  distance  from  the 
€dge  cf  the  town.  The  survey  was  made  by  Dr.  H.  B.  Wood.  The  prin- 
<:ipal  points  brought  out  in  the  survey  are  as  follows:

The  birth  and  death  rates  are  founded  upon  the  statistics  obtained  by 
the  survey  and  represent  the  most  complete  ratios  which  can  be  obtained 
for  Pennsboro.  The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  two  deep 
wells  in  the  center  of  the  town  and  in  the  banks  cf  Bundle  run.  Up 
stream  were  seventeen  privies  which  were  overhanging  the  stream.  The 
run  is  said  to  dry  up  during  the  fall  season.  There  is  thus  danger  of 
sewage  percolating  through  the  broken  shale  sandstone  to  the  water 
supply.  The  sewering  of  this  part  of  town  as  the  first  municipal  improve- 
ment was  urged.  At  the  time  of  making  this  report  Pennsboro  is  install- 
ing a  complete  sewerage  system  and  street  paving. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  THE  STATE   INSTITUTION   FOR  BLIND 

AND   DEAF. 

The  State  institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  at  Romney  was  visited 
May  19th.  The  institution  was  found  to  be  clean,  well  kept,  and  the  sick 
children  given  proper  attention.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  in  the 
infirmary,  completely  isolated  and  producing  no  secondary  cases. 

The  rapid  increase  In  the  attendance  at  the  school,  stated  to  be  40  per 
cent  in  two  years,  has  produced  a  crowded  condition  which  calls  for  relief. 
In  the  third  floor  dormitory  the  beds  were  only  eighteen  inches  apart, 
there  were  no  chairs,  and  the  girls  were  obliged  to  place  their  clothing  on 
the  floor  beneath  the  beds.  In  this  room  were  33  beds.  There  was  a  need 
of  chairs,  lockers  and  mirrors  for  this  room.  The  girls'  coat  hall  gave 
only  half  the  space  needed.  The  dormitory  for  the  deaf  boys  is  provided 
with  chairs,  even  the  large  dormitory  holding  35  beds.     The  boys*  room 
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on  tlie  third  floor  has  30  beds  and  31  iron  lockers  for  holding  clothing. 
The  dormitories  were,  at  the  time,  in  need  cf  40  chairs  and  75  more  iron 
lockers.  The  bath  rooms  were  clean  and  rery  satisfactory,  being  modern 
in  construction,  with  tile  floors.  The  tile-floored,  modern  kitchen  was  in 
good,  clean  condition,  being  provided  with  five  steam  cookers,  new  ice  box 
and  an  iron  wash  trough.  The  food  was  well  kept.  The  dining  room  was 
clean  and  satisfactory,  the  tables  being  white  enamel.  The  installation 
of  the  modem  improvements  were  said  to  have  been  done  by  the  then 
superintendent,  Mr.  De  Berry. 

The  water  supply  is  a  spring  three  miles  up  in  the  mountains,  the  water 
being  piped  to  the  institute.  There  is  also  a  186-foot  drilled  well  in  the 
engine  room  which  is  used  for  the  engine  and  the  heating  system.  The 
sewerage  leads  to  the  creek.  The  bakery  and  dairy  were  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  cows  were  stated  not  to  have  been  tuberculin  tested.  Testing 
by  the  state  of  all  cows  was  recommended  as  being  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  the  children.  There  were  fourteen  head  in  the  herd,  and  one 
tuberculous  cow  could  easily  Infect  many  of  the  children  in  the  school. 

mVESTIGATION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

By  KUrold  B.  Wood,   M.  D.,  Assistant  Commissioner. 

For  the  purpose  of  creating  a  stimulus  in  the  local  sections  to  arouse 
the  various  communities  to  appreciate  the  need  of  activity  to  insure  a* 
pure  food  supply  and  to  acquaint  these  communities  with  their  local  con- 
ditions certain  activities  were  introduced.  These  included  inspections  of 
the  stores  selling  foods  in  thirty-one  cities  and  towns  and  dairy  farm  in- 
spection in  ten  counties. 

The  Inspection  of  food  supplies  was  not  attempted  in  any  systematic 
manner.  This  was  not  possible  owing  to  the  limited  time  permitted  for 
it.  Only  sutflcient  inspections  were  made  to  be  used  as  an  indication  of 
the  probable  conditions  to  be  found  throughout  the  state  and  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  their  correction.  Wherever  inspections  were  made  the  inspec- 
tor impressed  the  proprietor  with  the  need  of  his  maintaining  a  standard 
to  the  height  of  his  ability  as  a  reputation  for  selling  only  pure  foods  is 
a  valuable  asset,  and  the  delivering  even  accidentally,  of  spoiled  foods  to  a 
customer  becomes  an  expulsive  liability  which  may  not  be  forgiven.  Store- 
keepers were  given  needed  Instruction  and  orders.  Most  stores  were  well 
kept  but  in  one  market  there  was  alongside  the  ice  box  and  less  than  ten 
feet  from  the  chopping  block  an  open,  exposed,  used  and  unflushed  filthy 
toilet,  covered  with  flies. 

The  restaurants  and  food  stands  at  six  county  fairs  were  inspected. 
Many  were  found  to  be  selling  foods  exposed  to  dust,  flies  and  public 
handling.  Hamburg  steak  preserved  with  large  amounts  of  sodium  sul- 
phite and  artificial  lemonade  made  of  tartaric  acid  in  strong  solution  were 
commonly  found.  Several  cases  were  known  of  the  artificial  lemonade 
having  produced  poisoning  or  other  illness.  At  Parkersburg  and  Fair- 
mont all  the  butchers  in  the  city  were  visited  at  fair  time  and  warned 
against  selling  ground  meat  preserved  with  sulphite  compounds.

In  Yiew  of  the  conditions  found,  the  following  recommendations  were 
submitted,  and  are  applicable  to  every  city  in  the  state: 

Recommendations. 

The  quarterly  or  semi-annual  inspection  of  grocery  stores  at  irregular 
intervals,  without  announcement 

The  placing  of  the  stores  upon  a  score  card  basis,  the  proprietor  being 
furnished  with  a. copy  of  the  score  card  and  a  written  list  of  improve- 
ments ordered. 

The  licensing  of  all  grocery  stores  with  only  a  nominal  fee,  a  prerequi- 
site for  license  being  the  presentation  of  physician's  certificates  showing 
all  employees  to  be  free  of  tuberculosis  and  syphilis. 

A  city  ordinance  requiring  the  enclosing,  within  paper  bags  at  the 
bakery,  of  all  pies  offered  for  sale.     Bags  of  waxed  paper  are  recommended. 

A  city  ordinance  prohibiting  the  sale  or  offering  for  sale  of  any  foods 
which  are  to  be  eaten  uncooked  and  which  have  been  stored  outside  of 
any  store  in  the  city,  or  stored  within  twelve  inches  of  the  flooring  of 
any  store. 

A  city  ordinance  prohibiting  the  sale  by  groceries  of  any  liquid  or  sub- 
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stance  containing  over  2  per  cent  of  alcohol,  or  containing  morphine, 
heroin  or  cocaine. 

The  legal  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  sausage,  bologna  or  other  meat  which 
has  been  dipped  into  or  wet  by  any  solution  to  preserve  or  color  it. 

Food*  Sped  mens  Submitted*  to  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  for  Analysis. 

Zanzarine,  "a  mixture  of  uncertified  analine  color  and  sodium  chloride/' 
as  stated  on  the  label  of  the  Preservative  Manufacturing  company;  a  dye 
used  for  imparting  to  sausage  a  deceptive  red  coloration  to  overcome  the 
slight  browning  effect  which  boiling  causes  in  meats. 

Specimen  collected  April  14th,  1917,  at  Charleston.  Analysis  made  by 
Mr.  A.  A.  Cook,  state  chemist,  showed  the  chief  constituent  of  the  dye 
to  be  chrysoidine  yellow  mixed  with  an  appreciable  quantity  of  naphthol 
yellow  and  a  small  quantity  of  another  coal-tar  dye  not  identified.  Both 
dyes  are  non-permitted  coloring  matters  under  the  Federal  pure  food  law. 
A  qualitative  test  of  bologna  which  has  been  colored  by  zanzarine  showed 
the  dye  to  be  concentrated  in  the  skin  and  in  the  meat  directly  in  contact 
with  it.  The  meat  of  sausage  dipped  in  the  dye  is,  therefore,  contami- 
nated by  a  coal-tar  stain  which  is  not  sanctioned  by  the  government. 

"Sage  mixture"  for  use  in  preparation  of  sausage:  Microscopical  ex- 
amination showed  it  to  be  composed  of  powered  sage  leaves  and  white 
pepper. 

DAIRY  FARM   ISPECTIONS. 

Investigations  were  made  of  57  dairy  farms  In  ten  counties,  the  farms 
being  scored  on  a  specially  devised,  simple  but  practical  score  card  and 
the  dairymen  given  advice  when  needed.

The  dairy  farms  of  Marshall  and  Wood  counties  were  inspected  and 
scored  by  Dr.  C  R.  Weirich,  and  relatively  were  given  slightly  higher 
scores  than  were  the  other  farms,  those  scored  by  me.  The  variations  in 
my  scores  can  be  explained  by  local  infiuences.  The  dairies  around  Mor- 
gantown  score  much  higher  than  the  others  as  a  result  of  the  work  of 
John  L.  Core,  V.  M.  D.,  dairy  inspector  for  Monogalia  county,  who  has 
accomplished  a  thorough  cleaning  of  the  dairy  barns  and  a  screening  of  all 
milk  houses,  the  building  of  several  milk  houses  and  other  improvements. 
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INVESTIOATION  OF  THE  CHARLESTON  TYPHOID  FEVEB 

OUTBREAK. 

By  Harold  B.  Wood,  M.  D.,  Assistant  State  Health  Commissioner. 

An  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever,  exceptionally  mild  in  rirulence,  involved 
Charleston  between  April  20tb  and  June  18th,  1917.  There  were  163  known 
eases  of  typhoid  fever  with  one  death.*    The  infection  was  water-borne. 

Charleston,  W.  Va.,  a  city  with  an  estimated  population  of  31,960,  sit- 
uated at  the  junction  of  the  Elk  river  with  the  Kanawha,  derives  its  water 
supply  from  the  Elk  river.  The  intake  is  at  the  waterworks  upon  the 
eastern, side  of  the  Elk  river  at  the  upper  border  of  the  city.  The  per- 
centage cf  homes  connected  with  the  municipal  water  supply  is  high,  as 
is  that  of  the  houses  having  sewer  connections.  A  survey  made  by  the 
sanitary  engineering  division  of  the  West  Virginia  State  department  of 
health  in  1917  showed  the  presence  of  only  189  wells  and  1332  yard  privies, 
the  unsewered  houses  being  principally  in  the  outlying  districts  and  in  a 
few  congested  negro  sections.  These  wells  and  privies  were  located  and 
mapped  by  Mr.  Mayo  Tolman,  chief  engineer. 

The  municipal  water  supply  is  furnished  by  a  private  corporaticn,  the 
West  Virginia  Water  and  Electric  company.  The  waterworks  is  equipped 
with  a  mechanical  filtration  plant  and  a  chlorine  gas  chlorinator  was  in- 
stalled in  March,  1917.  The  management  was  instructed  to  use  aluminum 
salphate  and  lime  as  coagulants.  The  clorinator  is  of  dry  feed  delivery 
and  of  satisfactory  design.  The  water  supply  is  the  Elk  river,  the  intake 
being  located  at  the  pump  house  within  the  city  limits  and  about  1100 
feet  above  the  nearest  sewer  outfall. 

The  Elk  river  is  notably  polluted.  Its  watershed  is  approximately  1900 
square  miles.  The  population,  although  small  for  the  acreage,  is  distrib- 
uted almost  wholly  along  the  Elk  river  and  its  branches,  and  discharges 
all  wastes  into  the  river  or  upon  its  banks.  Typhoid  fever  is  always  pres- 
ent in  the  Elk  watershed.  Seven  physicians  report  having  treated  during 
the  first  five  months  of  the  year  patients  with  typhoid  fever  who  were 
living  along  the  Elk  river,  and  all  of  whom  had  been  drinking  raw  river 
water  from  the  Elk.  The  outbreak  of  typhoid  at  Clendenin,  twenty  miles 
np  the  Elk  river,  occurred  in  January  and  February,  with  return  cases 
in  May.  Twenty-seven  cases  were  reported  from  Gassaway.  ninety-one 
miles  upstream,  during  the  first  five  months  of  the  year.  A  total  of  forty- 
seven  cases  of  typhoid  were  reported  as  occurring  in  the  Elk  watershed 
this  year  previous  to  the  Charleston  outbreak,  the  patients  being  con- 
sumers of  raw  EHk  water  and  emptying  their  discharges  into  the  same 
river.  There  is,  therefore,  even  during  the  spring  months,  constant  con- 
tamination of  the  Elk  river. 

The  typhoid  outbreak  appeared  as  three  waves,  the  first  being  May  1, 
1917.  There  was  a  known  total  of  163  cases,  of  which  153  were  reported 
up  to  June  26th.  Although  no  special  attempt  was  made  to  ferret  out 
imreported  cases,  20  unreported  cases  were  found  while  searching  for  the 
reported  cases.     The  residence  of  nearly  every  known  case  was  visited

There  were  135  families  involved  in  the  outbreak.  Since  there  are  8158 
domestic  gas  meters  in  use  in  the  city,  and  presumably  about  that  many 
families,  about  1.6  per  cent  of  the  families  were  involved. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  city  comes  from  1213  cows  on  148  dairy  farms 
producing  1724  gallons  of  milk  daily.  The  135  typhoid  families  received 
their  milk  from  Just  50  different  sources,  exclusive  of  the  17  families  using 
wholly  condensed  milk,  the  8  having  their  own  cow,  the  12  patients  who 
used  no  milk  whatever  and  the  11  who  were  unable  to  give  the  source 
of  their  supply.  Of  the  96  typhoid  persons  who  obtained  their  milk  from 
dairies,  not  over  six  obtained  their  supply  from  any  one  dairy.  This  elim- 
inates the  milk  from  the  list  of  possible  causes  of  the  outbreak. 

The  ice  in  Charleston  is  entirely  manufactured  and  comes  from  two 
plants  situated  within  the  city.  The  ice  is  frozen  from  distilled  Elk  river 
water  and  is  safe.  The  ice  companies  have  daily  city  outputs  of  21  and  55 
tons,  respectively,  the  family  consumption  being  during  May  about  15 
and  40  tons.  Of  the  patients  giving  the  data  about  ice  supply,  26  patron- 
ized the  smaller  ice  company  and  50  the  larger.  Search  failed  to  reveal 
any  typhoid  carriers  among  the  delivery  men  who  recently  had  had  typhoid 
fever.  The  ice  did  not  cause  the  typhoid  outbreak,  since  the  ratio  of  cus- 
tomers of  the  two  companies  about  equals  the  ratio  of  their  general  output. 

Other  food  supplies  can  be  ruled  cut  as  the  possible  source,  as  there 
was  no  source  or  store  which  was  in  common  or  prominent  usage. 

Fly  season  had  not  commenced  when  the  outbreak  prevailed,  June  18th 
being  the  apparent  beginning  of  fly  season  this  year.  Only  four  of  the 
typhoid  cases  lived  in  unsewered  houses. 

Personal  contact  was  a  possible  source  in  only  six  cases. 

Importation  occurred  once,  in  a  boy  who  was  sent  while  ill  from  Posey 
tc  the  Davis  Child's  Shelter. 

The  water  Is  the  only  remaining  possible  source  of  the  typhoid  epidemic. 
The  outbreak  was  due  to  the  high  water  and  backward  flow  of  the  Elk 
river  forcing  the  city's  sewage  into  the  intake  and  the  delivery  to  the 
people  cf  insufllciently-treated  water. 
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Government  gausinss  are  made  of  the  Kanawha  river  at  the  south  side 
bridge  at  Charleston  and  also  of  the  Elk  river  at  Clay,  50  miles  up  stream 
from  Charleston,  and  of  the  Kanawha  river  at  Kanawha  Falls,  36  miles 
up  stream.    When  high  water  from  a  storm  appears  at  either  of  these  up- 
river  points  the  crest  appears  at  Charleston  at  about  8  and  12  hours  later, 
respectively.    Four  miles  below  the  city  is  Lock  No.  6  in  the  Kanawha 
river,  where  is  located  a  dam  with  a  Canoiane  wicket  gate.    When  the 
dam  is  raised  it  backs  the  water  several  miles  up  the  Elk  river,  according 
to  the  government  engineers,  and  causes  an  upward  drift  of  floating  ob- 
jects and  sewage,  according  to  the  testimony  of  numerous  observers.  This 
gate  having  been  down  for  a  few  months,  was  raised  April  20th.    Twelve 
days  later  the  cutbreak  of  typhoid  fever  commenced.     This  would  not 
have  occurred  if  some  provision  had  been  made  whereby  the  water  com- 
pany could  anticipate  and  expect  an  upward  flow  of  the  city  sewage  to 
their  intake. 

Late  in  April  heavy  rains  prevailed  over  the  Elk  and  Kanawha  water- 
sheds, and  again  in  the  second  week  of  May.  These  rains  each  caused 
a  two-foot  rise  in  the  river  and  an  added  burden  upon  the  fllters  and  in- 
creased contamination  by  sewage.  The  result  was  the  appearance  of  two 
renewed  outbreaks  in  the  typhoid  fever.  During  the  three  rains  the  pre- 
cipitation at  Charleston  was  2.38  inches  on  May  27th,  1.10  inches  May 
28th  and  .70  inches  May  29th.  Heavy  rains  prevailed  over  the  water- 
8hed$  on  May  26th  and  27th,  with  resulting  enormous  increases  in  the 
gauge  readings,  from  2.2  feet  increased  to  15.7  at  Clay  on  the  Elk,  and 
from  2.6  to  a  gauge  reading^of  10  feet  at  Kanawha  Falls.  As  an  offset 
the  gate  at  Lock  No.  6  was  lowered  May  27th  while  under  a  head  of  3.6 
feet.  This  had  the  tendency  to  increase  the  current  at  the  waterworks 
and  tc  more  completely  drain  the  city  sewage  away,  although  the  river 
up  stream  kept  rising.  This  lowering  of  the  dam  was  a  factor  in  reducing 
the  typhoid  fever.  Upon  June  9th  the  gate  was  closed,  increasing  the 
gauge  readings  from  4.G  to  7.1,  with  a  corresponding  upward  flow  in  the 
sewage  in  the  Elk  river. 

The  investigation  proved  that  Charleston  is  supplied  with  the  Elk  river 
water  with  an  added  pollution,  during  high  water,  by  the  city's  own 
sewage.  Although  equipped  with  a  mechanical  filter  and  a  chlorinator,  the 
public  water  as  suppplied  has  been  a  menace  and  has  been  the  direct  dis- 
tributing agency  cf  the  typhoid  infection.  This  statement  is  borne  out 
by  the  facts  elicited. 

The  investigation  by  the  State  department  of  health  was  begun  May 
14.  Up  to  this  time  only  7  cases  of  typhoid  had  been  reported;  two  on 
May  1,  one  on  May  8,  one  on  the  9th,  two  on  the  11th,  and  one  on  the 
14th.  Suspecting  a  beginning  infection  of  possible  sericus  consequences. 
Dr.  H.  B.  Wood  began  an  investigation  on  May  14,  The  homes  of  five 
cases  were  visited  and  the  water  was  found  and  reported  to  be  the  only 
probable  cause  of  transmission.  Soon  after  this  the  Commissioner  cf 
Health  gave  this  opinion  publicity,  with  the  advice  to  the  people  to  boil 
the  drinking  water  and  to  get  immunized  as  a  further  safeguard.  From 
May  15  to  31st  Dr.  Wood  was  away  on  a  tour  cf  investigation  through  the 
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northern  sections  of  the  state.  The  next  day  the  local  situation  was  again 
taken  up  with  the  city  health  officer.  Dr.  R.  T.  Davis.  Personal  visits  to 
the  homes  of  the  typhoid  patients  was  soon  commenced.  The  water  pump- 
ing station  was  visited  on  June  r4th. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Freeman,  epidemiologist,  U.  S.  public  health  service,  arrived 
June  17  to  go  over  the  situation,  and  Prof.  Earl  B.  Phelps,  U.  S.  public 
health  service,  made  an  investigation  June  26.  The  work  of  both  Dr. 
Freeman  and  Prof.  Phelps  was  exacting,  careful,  conclusive  >ind  valuable. 

After  completing  his  investigation  Prof.  E.  B.  Phelps  reported  to  the 
surgeon  general:  "As  originally  constructed,  these  filters  were  provided 
with  rate  controlling  devices  and  loss  of  head  gauges.  At  the  time  of  in- 
spection both  of  these  essential  devices  were  out  of  order,  and  it  was  stated 
that  they  had  not  been  in  use  during  the  Incumbency  of  the  present  super- 
intendent, some  seven  years."  The  filters  are  designed  conservatively 
for  about  6.5  million  gallons.  "As  this  plan  has  been  operated  in  the  past, 
it  is  incapable  of  producing  a  safe  domestic  water  supply."  The  disuse 
of  the  loss-of-head  gauges  makes  it  impossible  to  operate  the  filters  either 
efficiently  or  economically.*'  During  the  periods  of  high  rate  of  pumping 
(during  May,  1917)  the  actual  rate  of  application  of  chlorine  ranges  from 
0.11  to  0.15  parts  per  million  for  periods  from  ten  minutes  to  four  hours." 

Frof.  Phelps  recommended 

The  installation  of  individual  and  sanitary  rate.controlling  apparatus 
and  loss-of-head  gauges;  the  feeding  of  coagulent  in  proportion  to  the 
volume  of  water  passing  through  the  system. 

The  recommendations  of  Dr.  Freeman  follow: 

1.  The  employment  of  a  competent  bacteriologist  who  will  make  daily 
bacterial  counts  of  the  water  and  who  will  have  entire  charge  of  the 
operation  of  the  plant. 

2.  The  continuous  application  of  coagulants  and  a  dose  of  chlorine  ap- 
proximately 0.5  parts  per  million. 

8.  Recommendations  to  the  city  to  fiy-proof  all  privies,  to  cause  an 
Immediate  removal  of  all  accumulations  of  manure  and  to  institute  a 
general  clean-up  of  the  community.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  second  annual  report  of  the 
Division  of  Sanitary  Ehigineering  of  the  West  Virginia  State  Department 
of  Health.  This  report  covers  the  year  from  July  1,  1916,  to  July  1, 
1917. 

General  Statement:  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  division  were  pointed 
out  in  the  first  annual  report  and  it  does  not  appear  necessary  to  redefine 
them  at  this  time.  The  first  report  also  clearly  indicates  the  type  of 
investigation  made  by  this  department — consequently  it  has  been  thought 
unnecessary  in  this  second  Beport  to  go  to  great  detail  over  each  investi- 
gation. The  report  is  very  brief  and  constitutes  merely  a  summary  of 
the  work  of  the  division.  Detailed  reports  of  all  of  the  investigations 
are  in  our  ofllce  files  and  can  be  referred  to  by  any  one  desiring  more 
complete  information  than  here  presented. 

The  work  of  this  ofQce  soon  grew  beyond  the  capacity  of  one  man  and 
it  was  necessary  to  add  two  assistant  engineers  to  the  staff.  Mr.  Ellis 
S.  Tisdale  and  Mr.  Andrew  N.  Wardle,  both  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  in  the  sanitary  engineering  course,  were  appointed 
to  the  above  positions  and  are  still  with  the  Division  rendering  valuable 
and  loyal  aid  to  the  state. 

Field  Investigation  and  Reports:  While  a  large  and  valuable  portion 
of  the  work  has  been  carried  on  from  the  office,  it  is  probably  true  that 
the  field  investigations  and  reports  are  productive  of  more  lasting  good. 
Table  No.  1  shows  the  towns  at  which  field  work  was  undertaken  and 
the  character  of  this  work.  The  table  is  followed  by  brief  summaries 
of  these  investisations  showing  the  dates  upon  which  the  studies  were 
made  and  tbe  name  of  the  engineer  doing  the  work.

CABIN  CREEK  FLOOD. 

In  commenting  upon  the  field  work,  it  Is  probable  that  the  greatest 
good  the  Division  has  accomplished  through  its  efforts  was  after  the  Cabin 
Creek  flood. 

On  the  morning  of  August  9,  1916,  Cabin  Creek,  Coal  River,  Paint  Creek 
and  Mud  River  districts  of  West  Virginia,  an  area  of  seme  400  square 
miles,  were  visited  with  a  disastrous  flood.  Newspaper  reports  stated  that 
the  flood  was  caused  by  a  cloud-burst,  but  investigation  showed  that  the 
storm  was  an  exceedingly  heavy  downpour  of  several  hours'  duration.  It 
traveled  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  the  center  passing  through  Griffiths- 
ville  en  Mud  river.  Horse  Creek  and  Nelson  on  Coal  river,  and  Kayford 
on  Cabin  creek.  The  greatest  damage  was  wrought  at  Kayford,  where, 
from  the  best  data  available,  it  appears  that  the  storm  lasted  from  4 :  30  a. 
m.  to  9  a.  m.  There  are  no  rain  gauges  in  the  flood  district,  and  all  esti- 
mates of  the  rainfall  are  probably  much  in  error.  The  most  accurate  rec- 
ord of  which  I  could  learn  was  that  obtained  by  a  retired  mine  flre  boss 
at  Kayford,  who  stated  that  5.82  inches  fell  during  the  storm.  His  meas- 
urement was  made  in  an  ice  cream  can. 

The  flood  reached  a  much  greater  depth  on  Coal  river  than  on  Cabin 
creek.  At  Seth,  on  the  former  stream,  54  feet  2  inches  were  read  on  a 
privately  maintained  gauge,  while  the  greatest  depth  encountered  on 
Cabin  creek  was  about  thirty-two  feet  The  damage,  however,  was  far 
greater  on  the  latter  stream^  as  it  was  closely  built  up  with  mining  towns. 
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whereas  on  Coal  river  there  are  but  comparatively  few  mines  opened,  and 
the  narrow  river  bottoms  are  given  over  to  small  farms. 

It  is  estimated  that  seventy-one  lives  were  lost  in  the  flood  and  that 
over  nine  hundred  houses  were  entirely  wrecked,  with  a  total,  property 
damage  in  excess  of  $2,000,000.  The  Chesapeake  ft  Ohio  railroad  had  the 
greater  portion  of  Its  roadbed  for  eighteen  miles  obliterated.  Not  a  single 
railroad  bridge  in  the  entire  distance  was  left  in  position.  At  only  two 
points  was  it  possible  to  tell  where  the  county  road  had  been  previous  to 
the  flood. 

On  the  morning  of  the  flood  Dr.  Jepson  sent  one  of  the  assistant  engi- 
neers up  Cabin  creek  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  disaster.  The  writer 
was  in  Pittsburgh  at  the  time,  but  realizing  the  grave  danger  of  serious 
outbreaks  of  typhoid,  due  to  contamination  of  wells  which  constituted 
the  only  source  of  drinking  water  for  a  population  of  over  10,000  in  the 
flood  area,  he  returned  to  Charleston  immediately,  after  first  having  tele- 
graphed to  Baltimore  for  a  large  supply  of  anti-typhoid  vaccine.  All  the 
chloride  of  lime  in  Charleston  and  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  and  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  was  .obtained  by  telegraph  and  an  order  placed  for  several  hun- 
dred pounds  in  addition.  A  local  chemical  manufacturing  company  was 
instructed  to  hold  several  carloads  of  agricultural  lime  ready  for  imme- 
diate shipment;  also  instructions  were  telegraphed  to  the  state  printer 
to  have  several  hundred  posters  18  by  24  inches  struck  ofT  with  the  state- 
ment, "This  Well  Probably  Safe  for  Drinking." 

As  there  were  a  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  on  Cabin  creek  and 
Coal  river  previous  to  the  flood,  the  chance  that  the  wells,  a  great  majority 
of  which  were  flooded  by  the  sudden  rise  of  water,  had'  become  danger- 
ously contaminated,  was  the  chief  problem  that  faced  the  division  of  san- 
itary engineering. 

To  lessen  this  danger  as  far  as  possible,  the  writer,  with  his  two  assist- 
ant engineers.  Mr.  Ellis  S.  Tisdale  and  Mr.  Andrew  N.  Wardle,  both  grad- 
uates of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  entered  the  district 
prepared  to  disinfect  all  wells  that  had  not  been  fllled  with  mud  and 
silt  and  to  administer  the  anti-typhoid  vaccine  to  all  who  would  take  it. 
As  the  roads  were  washed  away  and  the  valley  strewn  with  wreckage,  it 
was  impossible  to  get  even  a  pack  animal  through,  and  we  were  obliged 
to  carry  all  our  provisions,  blankets,  vaccine  and  chloride  of  lime  on  our 
backs. 

The  writer  deemed  it  wise  to  make  a  hurried  trip  through  the  entire 
valley,  disinfecting  at  least  one  well  in  each  community,  that  safe  water 
might  be  obtained  at  all  points  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  then  after  this 
establish  headquarters  at  some  central  point,  and  from  this  place  to  direct 
the  disinfection  of  the  other  wells  as  fast  as  they  could  be  cleaned.  The 
first  day  some  thirty  wells,  scattered  over  a  distance  of  ten  miles,  were 
each  treated  with  from  a  quarter  to  half  a  pound  of  chloride  of  lime. 
As  each  well  was  treated  it  was  posted  with  a  sign,  "This  Well  Probably 
Safe  for  Drinking." 

The  co-operation  of  the  hospiUl  corps  of  the  West  Virginia  national 
guard,  which  had  been  ordered  into  the  flood  district,  and  of  the  local 
mine  doctors  in  the  giving  of  the  anti-typhoid  vaccine,  was  solicited  and 
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obtained.     A   campaign  of  publicity  to  overcome  tlie  prejudice  that  the 
miners  entertain  toward  ail  forms  of  vaccine  was  inaugurated  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  one  of  the  doctors.    Small  beys  were  paid  25  cents  apiece  to 
carry  posters  up  and  down  the  valley  stating  that  the  anti-typhoid  treat- 
ment would  be  given  free  at  certain  places  at  certain  times.    Other  posters 
had  skulls  and  cross-bones  with  "Beware  of  Typhoid.    Be  Vaccinated  Be- 
fore It  Is  Too  Late.'*     At  each  town  visited  some  small  bey  who  looked 
brave  would  be  singled  out  and  given  the  treatment.    Then  he  was  told 
to  Iplly  his  chums  about  being  cowards,  with  the  result  that  some  fifteen 
or  twenty  small    boys  would  take  the  treatment.    These  would  be  divided 
up  In  squads  of  four  and  sent  marching  through  the  tcwn  with  their  left 
sleeve  rolled  up.  calling  out.  "It  doesn't  hurt  to  get  vaccinated."    The  re- 
salts  of  this  system  of  advertising  surpassed  our  best  expectations.    One 
doctor  vaccinated  over  400  the  first  afternoon.    We  slowly  waked  up  the 
interest  of  the  people  to  such  an  extent  that  the  usual  salutaticn  in  pass- 
ing the  time  of  day  when  two  friends  met  was,  "Been  vaccinated  yet, 
Bilir'  "Yep,  took  it  half  an  hour  ago.  Don't  see  why  I  ever  swore  I'd  never 
take  it.    Didn't  bother  me  as  much  as  a  pin  scratch." 

Each  doctor  in  the  flood  district  was  visited  in  person  by  one  of  the 
engineers  and  given  the  amount  cf  typhoid  vaccine  that  he  felt  he  could 
probably  use.  Nearly  every  doctor  told  us  that  he  wouldn't  need  many 
treatments,  as  the  miners  could  not  be  made  to  take  it;  yet  before  two 
days  were  up  nearly  all  had  sent  messengers  to  our  headquarters  in  the 
ruined  T.  M.  C.  A.  buildtng  at  Eskdale,  asking  for  more.  The  final  re- 
turns giving  the  name,  address,  etc.,  of  each  person  vaccinated  have  never 
been  received  from  the  doctors,  but  the  writer  has  returns  en  his  desk 
showing  that  at  least  4,467  civilians  were  vaccinated.  It  is  estimated  that 
^0  per  cent  of  this  number  took  the  full  three  doses,  and  that  the  total 
number  of  those  receiving  one  dose  passed  the  5,000  mark. 

So  far  as  we  could  learn  there  were  no  infected  arms,  which  is  remark- 
able when  it  is  considered  that  some  of  the  doctcrs  would  vaccinate  as 
many  as  ten  people  without  resteriUzing  the  needle.  Whenever  possible 
we  attempted  to  prevent  such  practice  and  supplied  the  doctors  with  grain 
alcohol  that  they  might  at  least  rinse  the  needles. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  engineers  took  charge  of  the  disposal  of 
the  bodies  cf  dead  animals,  as  mules,  dogs,  hogs,  etc.,  which  were  found 
in  numbers  in  the  piles  of  debris.  As  fast  as  the  railroad  was  rebuilt 
into  the  district,  lime  was  shipped  in  for  use  in  sweetening  the  ground 
about  the  houses,  many  of  which  had  two  or  three  feet  of  mud  on  the 
floors.    Lime  was  also  freely  used  about  the  privies. 

The  results  obtained  from  the  wholesale  anti-typhcid  vaccination  on 
Cabin  creek.  Coal  river  and  Mud  river  should  prove  of  great  interest  to 
health  officers  throughout  the  entire  country,  as.  so  far  as  the  writer  is 
aware,  it  is  the  largest  number  of  civilians  ever  vaccinated  at  one  time. 
Larger  numbers  have  received  the  treatment  in  the  army  and  in  large 
labor  camps,  but  in  these  places  living  conditions  are  highly  specialized, 
the  food,  water,  housing  conditions  and  health  being  cavefully  looked  after 
at  all  times,  whereas  in  the  work  done  in  the  flood  district  of  West  Vir- 
ginia we  now  have  an  opportunity  to  study  the  effectiveness  of  the  treat- 
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ment  under  ordinary  living  conditions  in  all  stations  of  life,  from  the  mine 
superintendent  to  the  most  illiterate  miner  and  his  family. 

The  work  of  the  division  of  sanitary  engineering  should  prove  of  great 
value.  The  West  Virginia  miner  is  nomadic  In  his  habits,  as  he  seldom 
lives  more  than  a  few  months  at  one  place.  The  flood  has  caused  a  gen- 
eral exodus  of  miners  from  the  creek,  60  per  cent  having  left,  and  unless 
every  precaution  against  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  had  been  taken,  the  dis- 
ease would  probably  have  been  carried  to  all  parts  of  West  Virginia,  and 
to  Ohio  and  Kentucky  as  well. 

Six  months  after  the  flood  the  district  was  again  visited  by  the  division 
and  the  doctors  questioned  about  the  prevalence  of  typhoid.  They,  with- 
out exception,  stated  that  the  disease  had  been  practically  eliminated,  and 
that  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions  the  few  cases  that  had  occurred  were 
imported.  This  is  a  truly  remarkable  record,  when  one  considers  that 
a  disaster  of  this  sort  usually  means  an  increase  In  the  typhoid  morbidity 
rate. 


Wellsburg,  Brooke  County. 

In  point  of  its  far-reaching  effect  a  peculiar  coincidence  of  tastes  and 
odors  in  the  city  drinking  water  of  Wellsburg  with  the  installation  of  a 
chlorinating  plant  for  disinfecting  the  supply  was  one  of  the  most  serious 
things  with  which  the  Division  has  had  to  contend. 

In  June  and  July,  1916.  the  town  of  Wellsburg  experienced  a  small  out- 
break of  typhoid  fever,  which  was  investigated  by  Dr.  Weirich,  the  depart- 
ment's epidemiologist,  and  attributed  to  the  public  drinking  water  supply. 
A  further  investigation  by  this  division  revealed  that  one  of  the  four 
wells  in  the  bed  of  the  river  had  settled  unevenly  and  that  a  connection 
to  the  suction  main  was  cracked,  permitting  river  water  to  pass  directly 
into  the  city  mains.  A  conference  was  held  with  the  water  committee, 
which  directed  that  a  chlorinating  plant  be  installed,  which  was  done  by 
this  Division.  Almost  immediately  after  the  apparatus  had  been  put 
into  operation  marked  tastes  and  odors  were  noticeable  in  the  city  supply. 
These  were,  of  course,  attributed  to  the  chlorinating  apparatus,  and  the 
water  officials  removed  the  plant  and  sent  it  back  to  New  York.  The 
tastes  and  odors,  however,  persisted  for  a  long  time  aftey  they  had  dis- 
continued chlorinating,  and  they  have  appeared  at  frequent  intervals  since 
then.  The  city  of  Wheeling  used  these  tastes  and  odors  as  an  excuse 
for  not  installing  a  chlorinating  apparatus  for  their  drinking  water  sup- 
ply. 1  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  situation  and  found  that  the 
occurrence  of  these  chlorine  tastes  coincided  with  the  operation  of  a 
paper  mill  located  above  the  pump  house.  This  paper  mill  bleaches  at 
varying  intervals  and  discharges  the  bleach  liquor  into  a  brook  that 
empties  into  the  river  directly  opposite  the  city  waterworks  intake.  The 
Federal  government  has  recently  constructed  a  dam  across  the  Ohio  river 
Just  below  Wellsburg,  which,  combined  with  an  up-stream  wind,  causes 
the  water  in  the  fiver  to  remain  at  a  standstill  for  a  good  many  hours, 
with  the  result  that  large  quantities  of  this  bleach  liquor  is  pumped  into 
the  city  main  through  the  broken  suction  line.

Rural  Sanitationp  Berkeley  County. 

In  November  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  made  a  resurvey 
of  sanitary  conditions  in  Berkeley  County,  West  Virginia,  the  first  county 
in  this  country  in  which  rural  sanitation  on  a  large  scale  was  attempted 
by  the  Service.  An  excellent  opportunity  was  thus  afforded  the  Division 
to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  latest  and  most  approved  methods 
of  doing  this  work,  and  both  the  assistant  engineers  spent  several  days 
with  Dr.  L.  L.  Lumsden  and  Dr.  J.  Sharp  gaining  knowledge  of  inestim- 
able value  to  the  Department. 

Rural  Sanitation. 

Accurate  statistics  from  the  registration  area  of  the  United  States  show 
that  typhoid  fever  is  more  prevalent  among  rural  populations  than  It  is  in 
the  urban  districts,  but  on  account  of  the  greater  cost  of  field  work  in 
the  former  communities  when  balanced  against  the  benefits  gained,  the- 
diviaion  of  sanitary  engineering  has  largely  confined  its  attention  to  the 
cities.  When,  however,  Mr.  Verd  Peterson,  the  county  agricultural  agent 
of  Jackson  county,  offered  to  aid  us  in  reaching  the  better  class  of  rural 
population,  we  were  only  too  glad  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity, 
and  Mr.  Tisdale  spent  two  weeks  traveling  through  the  country  on  horse 
back  giving  talks  and  lectures  to  farmers'  clubs.  The  talks  laid  special 
stress  on  typhoid  prevention  through  the  improving  and  protecting  of  the 
water  supplies,  the  proper  conBtnictlon  of  the  privy  and  the  deatmetlon  ot 
the  house  fly.  It  is  felt  that  kreat  good  was  aocompUfllied  and  oertalnlj 
the  division  now  has  a  better  idea  of  the  needs  of  the  rural  districts  than 
ever  before. 

Wiiliamson,  Mingo  County. 

The  attention  of  this  office  was  called  to  the  high  typhoid  rate  in  Wil- 
liamson, and  a  very  careful  study  of  the  outbreak  was  made  by  Mr.  Wardle. 
He  found  that  the  only  article  of  food  or  drink  used  in  common  by  all  the 
cases  was  the  water  supply.  A  detailed-  investigation  of  the  public  supply 
revealed  that  the  water  was  being  filtered  through  gravity  filters  without 
allowing  any  period  for  coagulation  and  sedimentation.  Further  study 
devtioped  that  the  dosage  with  hypochlorite  of  lime  to  eliminate  disease- 
producing  bacteria  was  uncertain.  At  the  time  of  his  visit  they  had  been 
witliont  this  chemical  for  five  days,  and  it  was  admitted  that  at  other 
times  a  check  valve  in  the  line  had  been  known  to  stick  and  prevent  any 
chemical  reaching  the  water.  The  situation  was  explained  to  the  mayor, 
and  he  was  urged  to  adopt  the  more  satisfactory  liquid  chlorine  treatment 
Despite  the  fact  that  the  change  was  promised,  no  action  has  been  taken 
and  to  our  knowledge  the  present  hypochlorite  plant  has  been  out  of  oper- 
ation on  several  occasions  since  our  investigation. 

Williamstown,  Wood  County. 

An  investigation  of  several  complaints  from  Williamstown  developed 
that  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  in  repairing  a  bridge  over  a  small 
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stream,  had  put  in  a  ccncrete  invert  at  such  an  elevation  that  a  proper 
^rade  could  not  be  given  the  stream.  This  had  resulted  in  converting 
many  acres  of  what  had  formerly  been  rich  bottom  land  into  a  mosquito- 
breeding  marsh.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
officials,  with  the  result  that  the  invert  is  to  be  lowered.  The  town  will 
then  be  required  to  regrade  the  bed  of  the  stream. 

West  Union,  Doddridge  County. 

In  the  summer  of  1915  the  town  cf  West  Union  suffered  from  a  rather 
severe  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  that  investigation  clearly  demonstrated 
was  attributable  to  the  city  water.  The  town  had  for  a  long  time  desired 
a  new  source  of  supply,  this  desire  being  largely  stimulated  by  the  high 
turbidity  of  Middle  Island  Creek.  It  took  the  epidemic,  however,  to  bring 
the  town  to  a  full  realization  of  the  dangerous  character  of  the  water. 

In  July  this  division  undertook  to  make  a  detailed  study  of  the  various 
possibilities  for  obtaining  a  new  or  better  supply.  The  character  and 
quantity  of  the  underground  waters  were  investigated,  as  ^as  the  pos- 
sibility of  filtration.  The  town,  however,  was  without  funds,  and  as  yet 
no  action  has  been  taken. 

Wheeling,  Ohio  County. 

Wheeling  has  one  of  the  most  notoriously  bad  water  supplies  of  the 
country.  Since  1881  deaths  from  typhoid  alone  have  represented  a 
less  in  vital  capital  of  more  than  $5,000,000,  and  this  loss  is  still  going 
on  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  15,000  a  year.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the 
Board  of  Control  and  the  Mayor  that  Wheeling  was  sacrificing  an  average 
of  more  than  fifteen  lives  a  year  when  an  immediate  outlay  of  |1,500  and 
a  daily  operating  cost  of  $8.00,  or  two  cents  per  capita  in  the  form  of  a 
liquid  chlorinating  apparatus,  would  safeguard  these  lives.  The  $1,500 
was  appropriated,  but  Just  about  that  time  the  tastes  and  odors  in  the 
Wellsburg  water  supply  that  were  then  attributed  to  the  chlorinating 
plant,  began  to  develop  and  the  Board  of  Control  seized  upon  it  as  an 
excuse  to  drop  the  project  of  chlorinating  the  city  drinking  water.  One 
of  the  Wheeling  newspapers  published  an  editorial  about  the  Board  of 
Control  making  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  system  before  spending 
the  people's  money.  Not  only  was  no  complete  investigation  made  but 
not  a  single  letter  of  inquiry  was  written.  The  result  is  that  the 
needless  wastage  of  human  life  through  the  agency  of  water-borne  dis- 
ease is  still  continuing  in  that  city  .  Recent  court  decisions  throughout 
the  country  have  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Control  of  Wheeling  could  probably  be  held  liable  for  these  lives. 

ISIorgantown,  Monongalia  County. 

There  had  been  some  little  agitation  over  the  character  of  the  city 
water  supply,  and  the  Division  was  requested  to  make  a  study  of  the 
posiaibility  of  utilizing  a  mountain  stream.  A  brief  survey  revealed  that 
not  only  was  the  plan  wholly  infeasible  but  that,  through  similar  agi- 
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tation,  the  water  ccmpany  had  already  been  caused  to  sink  a  great  deal 
of  money  in  just  such  a  project  that  had  proved  a  flat  failure  though  no 
faalt  of  theirs.  The  study  was  extended  to  the  present  fllter  plant, 
juid  the  local  manager  was  urged  to  install  a  chlorinating  apparatus,  which 
recommendation  was  immediately  adopted.  The  chemist  of  the  State 
Health  Department,  Mr.  Alton  A.  Cook,  has  aided  the  water  company 
greatly  by  making  a  detailed  study  cf  the  yarying  character  of  the 
river  water  and  of  the  minimum  chemicals  needed  to  effect  proper 
coagulation. 

East  Bank,  Kanawha  County. 

The  town  of  Eastbank  came  to  us  for  aid  in  the  securing  of  a  water 
^pply  for  the  town.  The  source  is  an  abandoned  mine,  across  the 
mouth  of  which  a  dam  has  been  built.  This  office  prepared  the  necessary 
drawings  for  the  dam  and  gave  detailed  advice  as  to  the  earliest  method 
of  erection. 

Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  System. 

The  division  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  sources  of  the  drinking 
water  furnished  passengers  on  the  Norfolk  and  Western  railway  and  of  the 
drinking  water  supplies  furnished  the  employes  at  the  different  shops 
and  yards.  The  railroad  is  deserving  of  great  praise  for  the  manner 
Jn  which  she  protects  her  workmen  from  water-borne  disease. 

Summersvllle,  Nicholas  County. 

This  division  made  a  very  careful  Investigation  for  a  water  supply  for 
Summersville,  the  county  seat  of  Nicholas  county.  Complete  plans  and 
cost  data  were  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  city  officials  but  no  action 
has  been  taken.  Plans  were  also  prepared  for  a  sewerage  system  but 
no  cost  estimates  were  made  in  this  case. 

The  county  court  of  Nicholas  county  has,  for  a  number  of  years,  had 
a  difficult  problem  on  its  hands  in  the  form  of  disposing  of  the  sewage 
from  the  court  house  and  Jail.  This  division  undertook  to  solve  their 
problem  and  to  this  end  prepared  plans  and  estimates  for  an  Imhoff  Tank. 
Hie  plans  were  accepted  and  the  work  of  construction  was  carried  on 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  division  of  sanitary  engineering. 
From  the  latest  advice  the  tank  is  giving  satisfaction  and  there  have  been 
no  further  complaints. 

Charleston,  Kanawha  County. 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  single  piece  of  work  undertaken  was  that 
of  a  complete  sanitary  survey  of  Charleston.  The  fleld  investigations 
extended  over  more  than  three  months  and  the  preparation  of  the  report 
required  nearly  four  months  additional.  This  was  largely  due  to  the 
fiu;t  that  the  survey  was  not  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  other  work 
of  the  Division,  as  it  had  not  been  undertaken  as  an  activity  of  the 
fitate  health  department  but  purely  from  the  Interest  of  the  director. 
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who  was  a  member  of  the  Charleston  survey  commission.  It  can  safely 
be  said  that,  considering  its  scope,  this  survey  has  been  one  of  the  least 
costly  of  which  we  have  knowledge.  On  account  of  the  size  of  this  report, 
comprising  as  it  does  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  printed  pages,  it 
has  been  thought  wise  to  print  it  as  a  separate  document. 

Educational. 

I  think  it  can  be  said  that  without  doubt  education  must  be  at  the 
bottom  of  all  health  work.  Recognizing  this,  the  division  has  lost  no  op- 
portunity  to  do  health  educational  work  in  the  form  of  talks,  lectures  and 
health  exhibits.  In  the  latter  connection  the  Director  outlined  a 
number  of  models,  mahy  of  them  mechanical,  to  illustrate  certain  healtb 
factors.  These  models  are  under  construction  at  the  present  time.  In 
addition  fourteen  motion  films  on  health  subjects  were  selected  by  the 
Director  and  are  now  available  for  exhibition  purposes  about  the  state. 

« 

More  stress  will  be  placed  upon  the  educational  phase  of  our  work  eacb 
year. 

Office  Work. 

While  field  investigations  undoubtedly  make  the  best  showing  in  a 
report,  they  are  by  no  means  the  only  work  of  the  division  or  even  the 
most  important.  A  large  part  of  all  the  business  is  transacted  from  the 
office  by  correspondence.  All  the  field  surveys  must  be  reported  upon  and 
the  necessary  sketches  and  drawings  for  illustrative  purposes  be  prepared 
In  the  office. 

The  division  aids  towns  with  their  problems,  this  necessitating  many 
engineering  plans  and  drawings.  It  has  also  undertaken  the  certification, 
of  all  railroad  water  supplies  as  required  by  the  United  States  public 
health  service.  The  division  also  interprets  and  sends  out  the  results 
of  analyses  of  all  the  public  water  supplies  In  the  state  as  required  by 
Rule  19  of  the  regulations  of  the  West  Virginia  Public  Service  Com- 
mission.  Somewhat  recently  the  State  school  department  has  been  sub- 
mitting the  plans  of  proposed  new  schools  to  our  office  for  examination,, 
that  improper  ventilating  or  toilet  facilities  may  not  be  installed. 

The  preparation  of  reports,  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made, 
is  an  important  piece  of  work  in  that  it  makes  available  to  our  suc- 
cessors, in  usable  form,  all  the  information  and  data  which  we  have 
gathered. 

Summary  of  Work. 

More  than  200  field  investigations  have  been  made  in  the  past  year 
and  reports  prepared  on  them.  Fifteen  new  chlorinating  plants  for  dis- 
infecting drinking  water  supplies  were  installed.  Some  fifteen  or  eighteen 
lectures  and  talks  on  health  subjects  have  been  made  by  members  of  the  di- 
vision of  sanitary  engineering.  Forty  sources  of  drinking  water  used  on  the 
railroad  passenger  coaches  have  been  examined  and,  where  the  analyses 
and   field   surveys   permitted,   United    States   treasury    certificates   were

Inaed.  A  complete  health  survey  of  the  capitol  city  of  the  state  has 
heen  made  and  a  report  written.  Health  exhibits  have  been  held  and 
models  for  further  exhibits  have  been  designed  and  are  being  built  at 
the  present  time. 

The  value  of  the  work  of  the  division  of  sanitary  engineering  cannot 
be  measured  In  terms  of  dollars  and  cents.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  safer  water  supplies  made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  this  departs 
nent  have  meant  the  sparing  of  a  number  of  lives  that  otherwise  would 
have  been  snulTed  out  by  some  water-borne  disease  as  typhoid  fever.  Is 
there  a  single  home  in  the  state  that  would  not  gladly  give  the  whole 
health  appropriation  to  Insure  the  lives  of  their  loved  ones?

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  report  of  the  State 
Hygienic  Laboratory,  covering  the  period  June  1,  1916,  to  June  1,  1917. 
At  present  writing  the  personnel  of  the  Laboratory,  with  the  exception 
of  our  chemist,  Mr.  Alton  A.  Cook,  is  not  the  same  as  it  was  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  fiscal  year.  For  that  reasbn  I  have  had  to  rely.  In 
making  up  the  report  of  the  bacteriological  department,  chiefly  upon 
auch  records  as  are  available  in  our  office.  These  records  are  available 
In  the  form  of  tabulations  of  the  bacterial  work  done  each  month  and 
were  prepared  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Bonar,  who  was  bacteriologist  during  that 
year.  As  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge  from  the  records,  the  work  of  the 
State  hygienic  laboratory  has  been  carried  on  in  a  similar  manner  to 
that  of  previous  years.  The  new  medical  building  in  which  the  hygienic 
laboratory  is  located,  offers  much  better  working  facilities  than  the 
department  has  had  previously.  The  laboratory  moved  into  its  new 
quarters  during  September,  1916,  and  a  few  months  elapsed  before  the 
food  and  drug  laboratory  was  in  a  position  to  undertake  efficient  work 
•on  account  of  lack  of  proper  equipment. 

The  following  Table  1  is  self-explanatory  and  will  at  once  furnish  in- 
formation on  the  growth  of  the  work  undertaken  for  the  beneflt  of  the 
-State  in  the  past  three  years.

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An  analyslB  of  tbese  figures  demonstrates  at  once  the  growtli  of  tHe 
Laboratory  within   a  comparatively  short  space  of  time.    The  increase 
Is  largely  in  the  bacterial  examinations  of  waters  which  has  developed 
into  a  very  potent  factor  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  State.    The 
total  number  of  samples  examined  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was  over  100 
per  cent  higher  than  the  number  of  samples  examined  in  the  preceding 
year.   The   increase   of  the   medical   diagnostic   work   was   steady   and 
marked,  but  less  spectacular.    The  number  of  medical  diagnostic  exami* 
nations  will  be  increased  considerably  by  greater  publicity  fypaong  the 
physicians  of  the  State  and  by  an  improved  system  of  distribution  of 
diagnostic  outfits.    The  number  of  chemical   examinations  was   almost 
equal  to  the  number  examined  in  the  previous  two  years  together  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  during  several  months  after  the  Laboratory 
moved  into  the  new  medical  building,  very  little  work  could  be  carried 
on.   At  present,  there  is  no  organized  food  and  drug  inspection  force  in 
the  State  to  collect  suspicious  samples.    Not  until  such  a  field  organiza- 
tion is  established  will  it  be  possible  to  make  our  food  and  drug  work 
what  it  ought  to  be.

The  2927  waters  examined  bacteriologically  include  those  examined  for 
the  State  Sanitary  Engineering  Division  and  those  sent  in  by  private 
parties.  The  procedure  followed  in  the  examination  was  that  recom- 
mended by  the  American  Public  Health  Association.  The  samples  were 
plated  out  on  plain  agar  and  incubated  for  48  hours  at  37 "^  Centigrade. 
Lactose  broth  fermentation  tubes  were  inoculated  with  one  1  c.  c.  and

two  10  c.  c.  portions  of  the  water  and  the  percentage  of  gas  formed  was 
recorded  after  incubation  at  blood  temperature  for  two  days.  Since  It 
is  essential  to  have  a  local  knowledge  of  the  supplies  before  an  intelligent 
interpretation  of  the  bacterial  results  can  be  made,  and  since  such  data 
pertaining  to  the  public  water  supplies  is  in  the  offices  of  the  State  Sani- 
tary Engineer,  such  results  have  been  forwarded  to  that  office  for  inter- 
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pretation.  For  the  examination  of  private  water  supplies  the  Laboratory 
demands  that  samples  must  be  collected  in  the  special  containers  provided 
for  that  purpose  and  that  shipment  must  be  made  on  ice.  The  results, 
obtained  from  uniced  samples  especially  when  several  days  on  the  road, 
do  not  give  true  information  concerning  the  quality  of  the  supply. 
PHnted  directions  and  data  blanks  accompany  each  container.  These 
data  sheets  must  be  carefully  filled  out,  and  the  information  contained 
therein*  serves  as  a  substitute  fcr  a  local  inspection.  In  certain  cases  a 
sketch  of  the  surroundings  is  often  helpful  in  reaching  the  decision 
whether  or  not  there  is  a  possibility  of  fecal  pollution. 

As  far  as  the  medical  diagnostic  work  is  concerned,  it  is  significant 
fact  that  the  number  of  sputum  examinations  is  comparatively  high. 
Physicians  evidently  send  in  sputa  for  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli 
because  returns  are  less  urgent.  A  delay  of  one  or  several  days  on  such 
specimens  counts  for  little.  A  physician  can  wait  fcr  a  report  on  a  sputum 
examination  when  he  could  not  afford  to  wait  in  the  case  ot  diphtheria. 
Unfortunately  the  laboratory  is  not  easily  accessible  by  railroad  for  cer- 
tain sections  of  the  State,  and  as  a  ccnsequence.  the  value  of  the  diagnostic 
work  is  impaired.  The  same  holds  true  for  Widal  examinations  of 
blood  and  for  all  other  examinations  in  which  the  treatment  waits  upon 
diagnosis. 

Everything  is  being  done  to  overcome  this  difficulty.  Repcrts  are  made 
promptly  the  day  on  which  the  specimens  arrive.  Two  things  already  in- 
dicated, remain  to  be  done:  First,  legitimate  advertising  of  the  laboratory 
service  to  the  medical  profession  and.  Second,  an  Improved  distribution 
system  cf  diagnostic  outfits. — It  would  be  desirable  to  establish  branch 
laboratories  for  medical  diagnostic  work  at  two  or  three  places  in  the 
SUte. 

Our  food  and  drug  division  requires  the  co-operation  and  support  of 
a  field  force  tc  make  it  of  greater  value.  We  have  the  essential  food 
laws,  but  not  the  machinery  to  make  them  effective.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  an  increased  appropriation  in  the  near  future  will  permit  the  full 
development  of  this  essential  part  of  State  service. 

The  following  list  of  county  health  officers  and  distributing  stations 
for  outfits  it  partly  revised.  The  county  health  officers  as  a  rule  keep 
supplies  on  hand  for  free  distribution  to  the  physicians  in  their  counties. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  number  of  stations  during  the  coming  year 
will  be  still  larger  and  that,  therefore,  the  service  will  be  brought  still 
closer  to  the  door  cf  the  medical  profession  of  the  State.

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VITAL  STATISTICS  REPORT 
January  1  to  December  31,  1916

Deyelopments  in  the  work  of  the  registration  of  births*  and  deaths 
during  the  year  constitute: 

1.  The  adoption  of  the  United  States  Standard  certificates  for  births 
and  deaths.  The  blank  certificates  were  first  distributed  in  Decem- 
ber, 1916. 

2.  The  adoption  of  the  International  classification  for  recording  the 
causes  of  death. 

3.  Obtaining  from  one-half  of  the  counties  monthly  reports  of  the 
reported  births  and  deaths,  by  the  receipt  of  the  original  certificates. 
These  certificates  are  counted,  checked,  numbered  and  filed  in  the  office, 
to  be  card-indexed  later. 

4.  A  very  marked  improvement   in   the  character  and   completeness 

of  the  reports  of  births  and  deaths. 

The  model  law  for  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths  was  intro- 
duced in  the  legislature,  was  passed  by  the  Senate,  but  failed  of  passage 
in  the  House. 

The  estimated  population  for  West  Virginia  for  1916  is  1,387,038. 

The  death  rate  is  unknown. 

Reported  deaths  in  1916  totaled  9,167. 

The  birth  rate  is  unknown. 

Reported  births  in  1916  totaled  26,781. 

The  death  rate  of  West  Virginia  or  of  any  section  of  West  '^rglnia, 
except  of  Wheeling,  is  unknown  and  cannot  be  computed  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy.  The  registration  of  deaths  in  West  Virginia  is. so 
notoriously  inaccurate  and  incomplete,  except  in  Wheeling,  that  any 
estimation  of  a  death  rate  would  be  merely  a  guess.  Death  and  birth 
rates  are,  therefore,  omitted  from  any  vital  statistics  reports  of  West 
Virginia  until  the  passage  of  a  satisfactory  law  makes  the  computar 
tion  of  death  rates  possible. 

Wheeling  has  been  included  in  the  list  of  registration  cities  for  deaths 
for  a  number  of  years. 

Parkersburg  has  a  satisfactory  registration  law  and  is  obtaining 
nearly  complete  registration  of  deaths.  Charleston  requires  the  issu- 
ance of  burial  permits.  The  Department  has  been  unable  to  learn  of 
the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  a  satisfactory  vital  statistics  law  in 
any  other  city  of  the  state. 

West  Virginia  is  laboring  and  suffering  under  an  antiquated  system 
of  defective  registration  laws.  The  law  (Sec.  5383,  chap.  150,  C6de  of 
W.  Va.)  provides  that  births  and  deaths  shall  be  reported  within  thirty 
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days  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  this  duty  devolving  upon  physi- 
cians, midwives,  undertalcers  and  county  assessors.  Each  person 
making  a  report  of  a  birth  or  death  is  legally  entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court  is  required  to  record  the  re- 
ported  births  and  deaths,  even  If  reported  in  duplicate,  and  to  submit 
a  report  on  births  and  deaths  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  on  or 
before  September  1st.  The  county  clerks  who  submitted  their  reports 
on  time  were  of  the  following  counties:  Boone,  Fayette,  Gilmer,  Grant, 
Greenbrier,  Hancock,  Harrison,  Jefferson,  Kanawha,  Lewis,  Lcgan,  Mc- 
Dowell, Marion,  Mason,  Mercer,  Morgan,  Pendleton.  Randolph,  Ritchie, 
Summers,  Tucker.  Tyler,  Upshur.  Wayne,  Webster  and  Wirt  counties. 

No  reports  of  births  and  deaths  were  received  from  Berkeley,  Poca- 
hontas or  Wood  counties,  and  no  reports  of  the  marriages  were  received 
from  Logan  and  Pocahontas  counties,  and  no  report  of  the  ages  of  mar- 
ried persons  in  Doddridge  county  was  received  in  time  to  include  in  this 
report. 

Marriage  records  are  kept  by  the  clerks  of  the  county  **courts  who 
receive  reports,  grant  licenses  for  a  fee  of  $1.00,  and  who  are  required 
to  submit  a  copy  of  the  records  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  on 
or  before  March  1st.  In  1917  this  legal  requirement  of  reporting  on 
time  by  the  county  clerks  was  followed  by  the  clerks  of  Cabell.  Clay. 
Fayette.  Hardy,  Jackson,  Kanawha,  Marion,  Mercer,  Mineral,  Nicholas, 
Ohio,  Pendleton,  Randolph.  Ritchie,  Summers,  Taylor,  Tucker  .and 
Wayne  counties. 

Divorce  records  are  not  reported  nor  available  to  the  department 

Transportation  permits  are  issued  only  by  the  State  board  of  em- 
balmers,  but  used  permits  are  returned  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail- 
road to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  deaths  registration  was  checked  in  five  localities  by  comparing 
recent  burials,  as  shown  by  cemetery  headstones,  with  county  records. 
Of  those  searched  only  46  per  cent  had  been  recorded.  In  another  town 
of  40  burials,  only  17  hadH>een  registered.  There  is  ample  proof  of  the 
very  great  incompleteness  of  the  death  registration  in  West  Virginia. 
It  is  fallacious  to  suppose  that  with  the  present  laws  complete  registra- 
tion can  be  obtained.  The  first  essential  for  obtaining  reliable  and  com- 
plete records  of  death  is  the  requirement  of*  burial  permits.  They  are 
not  required  at  present  in  West  Virginia,  one  of  the  few  backward  states 
In  the  entire  Union  in  this  particular. 

A  further  check  was  obtained  upon  the  inaccuracy  of  the  death  reg- 
istration by  sending  return  postal  cards  to  all  of  the  269  undertakers 
listed  in  the  state  directory.  Burial  permits  are.  unfortunately,  not 
required  by  law  in  West  Virginia.  Many  interments  are  known  to  be 
made  in  home-made  coffins.  In  many  other  instances  the  families  pur- 
chase caskets  from  country  stores  which  are  supplied  by  the  manufac- 
turers. The  proportion  of  the  actual  burials  attended  by  undertakers 
cannot  accurately  be  estimated.  Of  the  269  undertakers  interviewed, 
5  reported  going  out  of  business.    The  other  replies  were  as  follows:

These  tabulations  are  shown,  not  only  to  indicate  the  advance  which 
was  gained  during  the  past  year,  but  to  reveal  the  distribution  of  respon- 
sibility of  the  recording  and  the  utter  absurdity  of  imagining  that  records 
can  have  much  value  when  made  upon  hearsay  rather  than  upon  evidence. 
Thirty  per  cent  of  the  birth  records  of  1916  were  made  by  persons  who 
were  not  present  at  the  event  and,  therefore,  cannot  swear  to  the  facts 
in  the  case;  also,  53  per  cent  of  the  death  certificates  of  1916  were  signed 
and  registered  by  persons  who  have  neither  the  training  nor  the  ability 
to  declare  the  actual  cause  of  death.  For  this  reason  very  little  value 
is  placed  upon  the  tabulations  herewith  presented.  In  1915  there  were 
found  248  duplications  and  5  triplications  among  the  9443  death  records, 
the  diagnosis  of  the  undertaker  and  assessor  usually  being  at  great  vari- 
ance from  that  of  the  attending  physician.    It  is  evident  that  the  citizens 
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of  West  Virsinia  are  not  getting  the  legal  protection  they  need.  It  is  Im- 
peratlve  for  the  state  legislature  to  pass  the  Model  registering  law.  Many 
requests  are  received  for  certified  copies  of  birth  or  death  records  to* 
be'^nsed  for  legal  purposes,  to  claim  legacies,  to  obtain  insurance  or  to 
prove  parentage,  yet,  on  account  of  the  defective  registration,  but  few 
requests  can  be  granted.

During  1915  no  records  were  received  from  Marshall,  Monroe  or  Upshur 
counties.  For  1916  no  reports  were  submitted  by  Berkeley,  Pocahontas, 
Roane  or  Wood  counties. 

During  1915  phsrsicians  reported  59  per  cent  of  the  reported  births. 
During  1916  physicians  reported  70  per  cent  of  the  reported  births. 
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This  shows  material  advance  in  the  registration  of  births. 

Birth  reports  "which  are  recorded  by  assessors  have  little  value,  as  they 
are  mere  hearsay  reports  and  are  not  statements  which  are  made  by  wit- 
nesses who  could  swear  to  the  facts.  During  1916  there  were  8125  such 
hearsay  reports  made  by  the  assessors,  yet  the  present  law  requires  and 
Bupporta  such  valueless  reporting,  and  over  eight  thousand  children  were 
deprived  of  their  birthright. 

Stillbirths. 

Among  the  births  were  reported  781  stillbirths,  or  one  stillbirth  to  34.2 
births.    With  the  death  reports  were  included  the  reports  of  264  stillbirths,, 
equaling  2.8  per  cent  of  the  deaths.     In  the  summaries  stillbirths  are 
included  in  the  birth  statistics,  but  are  excluded  from  the  death  statistics.

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  the  ratio  of  infant  deaths  to  births,  or 
the  number  of  babies  which  die  during  their  first  year,  is  unknown  and 
cannot  be  estimated  owing  to  the  very  incompleteness  of  the  birth  and 
death  registration.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  Is  believed  to  be  very 
high. 

The  oldest  person  who  died  was  reported  from  Ansted,  Fayette  county, 
it  being  generally  believed  that  he  was  116  years  of  age.

Number  189  is  the  number  in  the  International  classification  of  th» 
causes  of  death  under  which  are  grouped  all  unknown  or  ill-defined  causes- 
and  includes  those  deaths  in  which  mere  symptoms,  as  fever,  convulsions- 
(adult)  and  heart  failure,  are  given,  and  includes  also  the  many  impos- 
sible peculiar  conditions  which  are  assigned  by  the  ignorant  as  physical 
or  medical  conditions.

This  tabulation  indicates  need  for  improvement.  It  indicates  that  the 
causes  of  death  as  recorded  by  undertakers  are  very  largely  the  statements 
of  the  family  according  to  their  remembrance  and  understanding  of  the 
explanations  of  the  physicians.  The  assessors'  statements,  being  gathered 
several  weeks  or  months  after  death,  by  which  time  the  family  has  en- 
tirely forgotten  the  opinions  of  the  physician,  are  even  of  less  value.  These 
statements  are  merely  wild  guesses  and  make  the  records  utterly  valueless. 
These  records  are  also  hearsay  reports,  and  when  they  are  duplications 
of  the  same  death  as  reported  by  physicians,  they  are  frequently  at  great 
variance  as  to  name,  date  and  cause  of  death,  yet  the  present  state  law- 
requires  and  encourages  this  kind  of  reporting,  placing  the  assessors'  re- 
port  on  the  same  legal  footing  as  the  physicians'.  No  diagnosis  of  a  cause 
of  death  is  of  any  value  unless  made  and  declared  by  a  person  who  is 
legally  qualified  to  practice  medicine  and  has  the  necessary  education  and 
training  to  determine  the  cause  of  death.  In  other  words,  the  present 
state  registration  law  is  utterly  unreliable  and  its  results  of  little,  if  any,, 
value. 

Tuberculosis. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  the  second  greatest  cause  of  death,  causing^ 
726  deaths,  or  9.2  per  cent  of  the  recorded  deaths  having  defined,  classi* 
fiable  causes.  Although  dust  offers  especial  inducement  for  the 
development  of  tuberculosis,  it  is  usually  conceded  that  coal  miners  are 
not  prone  to  develop  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  available  records 
bear  out  this  theory  in  West  Virginia.  In  the  principal  coal  mine  coun- 
ties, Fayette,  Harrison,  McDowell,  Marion  and  Raleigh,  with  a  total  of 
45,466  coal  miners  in  1916,  or  over  one-half  the  entire  population  of  coal 
miners  in  the  State  (totaling  80,058),  there  were  reported  169  deaths  from 
tuberculosis.  Of  these  57  were  males  and  112  females.  Of  the  men  only 
5  were  recorded  as  being  coal  miners,  and  in  18  instances  the  occupation 
was  not  stated.  Investigation  in  the  field  show  that  miners'  wives,  and  not 
coal  miners,  are  dying  of  tuberculosis,  an  indication  that  in  mining  camps 
tuberculosis  is  more  of  a  sociologic  than  an  industrial  problem. 
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The  death  reports  are  too  incomplete  to  indicate  racial  susceptibility  In 
West  Virginia.  Of  128  males,  94  were  white  and  34  colored.  Among  the 
340  classified  females  310  were  white  and  30  colored.  Among  the  white 
males  51  occupations  are  represented,  the  leading  classes  being  farmers, 
59  deaths;  occupations  not  recorded,  45;  laborers,  25;  miners,  14;  chil- 
dren,  11;  metal  grinders,  10;  mill  workers,  6.  Since  the  census  of  the 
occupations  is  not  aTailable  and  figures  without  rates  are  misleading,  an 
occnpatioiial  list  of  the  tuberculosis  fatalities  is  of  little  value. 

Marriages. 

During  the  calendar  year  1916,  16,268  marriages,  or  32,536  persons  mar-  ^ 
ried,  were  reported  to  the  State  division  of  vital  statistics.    This  repre- 
sents an  annual  marriage  of  23.4  persons  married  per  one  thousand  gross 
estimated  population.

Divorces  are  not  reported  to  the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  state 
thereby  being  deprived  of  valuable  records  which  represent  a  certain  phase 
of  social  life.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  COMMISSIONER 


Great  delay  has  been  occasioned  in  the  publication  of  our  annual  report  by 
the  loss  of  several  of  our  office  force  occasioned  by  the  war.  Therefore  the  report 
is  necessarily  abbreviated  in  our  haste  to  have  it  appear  as  soon  as  possible. 


DISEASES  REPORTED 

In  Dr.  Wood's  report  may  be  seen  a  list  of  the  principal  diseases  reported  to 
this  department  during  the  past  year  as  compared  with  the  year  1916.    His 
summai^'  does  not  indicate  that  we  are  receiving  any  fuller  reports  from  physicians 
than  in  former  years.    Several  physicians  have  been  fined  during  the  year  for 
violating  the  law  requiring  these  reports.   This  is  always  an  unplessant  duty  for 
the  department  officials,  and  unless  a  good  part  of  one  man's  time  be  spent  in  the 
field  engaged  in  this  Special  duty,  not  a  great  deal  can  be  accomplished.    Since 
the  war  has  considerably  reduced  our  office  force,  never  equal  to  the  duties  of  the 
department,  not  much  improvement  can  be  hoped  for  until  the  war  has  ended  and 
our  appropriation  increased  so  that  additional  necessary  aid  can  be  secured. 
The  comments  of  Dr.  Wood  can  be  read  with  interest.    The  vital  statistics 
of  the  state  have  never  been  reported  with  suflicient  fullness  and  accuracy  to 
make  them  of  great  value.   We  fear  that  they  are  this  year  even  more  imperfect 
than  ever,  since  the  county  clerks  have  been  led  into  an  error  by  a  former  em- 
ployee of  the  department  who  notified  them  that  it  w^ould  not  longer  be  necessary 
to  send  complete  records  at  the  end  of  each  year.    This,  however,  is  still  a  legal 
requirement  although  we  are  making  an  effort  to  secure  the  original  birth  and 
death  certificates,  and  expect  to  receive  weekly  morbibity  reports  when  practi- 
tioners come  to  learn  the  value  of  such  reports.    As  an  example  we  may  refer 
to  a  quite  extensive  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  from  which  we  had  no  report  what- 
e\er  until  a  hundred  cases  and  a  number  of  deaths  had  occurred.    This  fault 
was  largely  due  to  the  health  officer's  neglect  to  make  us  acquainted  with  the 
facts.  We  made  an  earnest  effort  for  his  removal  and  are  glad  to  report  that  the 
desired  result  was  reached.    Soon  after  the  information  reached  us  the  epidemic 
was  brought  to  an  end  by  correcting  the  water  supply  which  was  ascertained  to 
be  the  cause  of  the  outbreak.    This  should  be  a  lesson  to  all  physicians  and 
health  officers  as  to  the  value  of  prompt  morbidity  reports. 

POLIOMYELTIS 

After  the  winter  epidemic  of  1916  and  1917  that  occurred  chiefly  in  Elkins, 
but  extended  also  to  Grafton  and  Fairmont,  it  was  predicted  that  the  disease 
would  again  appear  in  the  summer  of  1917,  and  efforts  were  made  to  secure  from 
the  legislature  an  increased  appropriation  to  meet  the  expected  emergency.  But 
fi\'e  thousand  dollars,  however,  was  added  to  the  appropriation  of  the  former 
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two  years.  The  emergency  arrived  as  predicted,  and  during  the  year  1917,  polio- 
myelitis cases  were  reported  to  this  department  as  follo^-s  by  counties,  many 
cases  no  doubt  remaining  unreported  because  undiagnosed. 

Marion  58.  Randolph  50.  Taylor  30,  Wood  22,  Harrison  21,  Braxton  14,  Tucker

Barbour  2,  Berkeley  2,  Calhoun  2,  Hampshire  2,  Hardy  2,  Monongalia  2,  Monroe 
2,  Wetzel  2,  Fayette  1,  Greenbrier  1,  Lincoln  1,  Logan  1,  Mingo  1,  Pendleton  1, 
Raleigh  1,  Roane  1.  Total  332.  From  eighteen  counties  no  report  of  any  case 
of  the  disease  was  received.  Of  101  cases  reported  with  full  data,  75  of  the  patients 
were  imder  6  years  of  age.   The  oldest  was  29  and  the  youngest  4  months  old. 

The  means  suggested  for  the  control  of  the  disease  were  strict  isolation  of  the 
patient,  disinfection  of  body  discharges,  and  of  everything  used  for  or  by  the 
patient,  confinement  to  home  of  all  children  in  infected  families,  quarantine  for 
three  weeks  after  the  inception  of  the  disease  and  two  weeks  after  a  funeral  which 
must  be  private,  restriction  of  railroad  and  trolley  line  travel  to  those  over  16 
years  of  age.  The  railroad  companies  were  always  willing  to  follow  thg  directions 
of  the  state  health  department,  and  as  far  as  able  to  control  travel  in  the  interest 
of  the  public  health. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Marion  county  had  the  largest  number  of  cases,  many 
of  them  being  in  the  summer  and  at  and  near  Monongah,  one  of  the  great  centers 
of  the  coal  mining  industry,  with  a  very  large  foreign  population.  It  became 
necessary  for  the  commissioner  to  make  several  visits  to  this  region  during  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease.  The  Consolidation  Coal  Company  very  generously 
fitted  up  an  emergency  hospital  which  was  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Noe  of 
New  York.  At  one  of  the  commissioner's  visits  an  entire  day  was  spent  in  getting 
all  of  the  patients  of  the  community  into  the  hospital.  This  was  not  done  without 
the  greatest  difficulty.  Since  many  of  the  mothers  could  not  understand  English, 
it  was  necessary  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  Polish  and  Italian  priests  whose 
services  were  freely  rendered  and  were  most  valuable.  But  for  the  willing  aid 
of  the  coal  company  the  disease  would  have  been  much  more  difficult  of  control. 
At  no  other  point  were  such  excellent  facilities  ailorded  for  its  treatment  and 
management. 

Thb  epidemic  left  very  many  cripples,  and  efforts  were  made  especially  by  the 
Marion  county  physicians  to  which  this  department  gave  its  influence,  to  secure 
expert  treatment  for  the  unfortunate  ones.  An  appeal  was  made  to  the  legislature 
for  a  special  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  but  all  eilorts  failed,  presumably 
because  it  was  thought  that  the  State  Hospital  at  Fairmont  could  be  utilized  for 
this  purpose.  Many  state  legislatures,  however,  have  been  very  liberal  in  appro- 
priations of  money  for  the  skilled  care  of  children  crippled  by  this  dread  disease, 
since  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  proper  treatment  continued  for  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  often  so  mitigates  the  unfortunate  results  of  the  disease  that  its 
victims  are  so  greatly  bettered  in  physical  condition  that  they  are  in  no  danger 
of  being  a  burden  on  the  state  or  community. 

DIVISION  OF  SANITARY  ENGINEERING 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  this  division  of  our  work.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  three  well  equipped  engineers,  all  greatly  interested  in  their 
work,  and  the  report  shows  that  a  large  amount  of  very  interesting  work  has  been 
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done.  The  delay  in  the  printing  of  this  report  occasioned  by  war  conditions  which 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  four  men  from  the  state  hcahh  department,  enable  us 
to  say  here  that  the  legislature  of  1919  has  enacted  an  amendment  to  the  health 
law  which  we  give  below,  which  will  probably  add  greatly  to  their  woik.  The  fol- 
lowing new  provision  of  the  law  we  regard  as  wise  and  as  bound  to  result  in  the 
bettering  of  local  sanitary  conditions  and  the  prevention  of  disease. 

"Said  public  health  council  shall  consult  with  and  advise  the  authorities  of, 
cities  and  towns,  and  persons  having,  or  about  to  have,  systems  of  water  supply 
drainage  or  sewerage  as  to  the  most  appropriate  source  of  water  supply,  and  the 
best  method  of  assuring  its  purity  or  as  to  the  best  method  of  disposing  of  their 
drsdnage  or  sewage  with  reference  to  the  existing  and  future  needs  of  other  cities, 
towns  or  persons  which  may  be  affected  thereby.    It  shall  also  consult  with  and 
advise  persons  engaged  or  intending  to  engage  in  any  manufacturing  or  other 
business  whose  drainage  or  sewage  may  tend  to  pollute  any  inland  water  as  to 
the  best  method  of  preventing  such  pollution,  and  it  may  conduct  experiments 
to  determine  the  best  meUiods  of  the  purfication  or  disposal  of  drainage  or  sew- 
ages. No  person  shall  be  required  to  bear  the  expense  of  such  consultation,  advice 
or  ei^erinients.     Cities,  towns  and  persons  shall  submit  to  said  public  health 
council  for  its  advice  their  proposed  system  of  water  supply  or  of  the  disposal  of 
drainage  or  sewage.    In  this  section  the  term  'drainage'  means  rainfall,  surface 
and  siimsoil  water  only,  and  'sewage'  means  domestic  and  manufacturing  filth 
and  refuse.    No  city,  town  or  village,  and  no  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall 
establish  any  system  of  drainage,  sewerage,  or  water  supply  system  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  state  health  commissioner;  and  any 
municipality,  person,  firm  or  corporation  which  shall  violate  the  requirements  of 
this  secion  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  convirtion  thseof 
filled  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars." 

HYGIENIC  LABORATORY 

This  institution  has  been  located,  since  its  organization,  at  Morgantown  in 
connection  with  the  State  University.  While  such  association  has  some  advant- 
ages both  for  the  University  and  the  laboratory,  the  location  was  found  to  be  so 
distant  from  the  center  of  population  as  to  render  speedy  expressage  and  mail 
deiveries  impossible.  It  was  therefore  determined  by  the  Public  Health  Council 
to  remove  the  laboratory  to  Charleston  where  are  established  the  headquarters 
of  the  state  health  department.  Suitable  rooms  were  secured  in  July  1918,  and 
these  have  been  fully  equipped  with  all  apparatus  necessary  for  the  work  of  a  state 
institution  of  this  kind,  and  a  competent  bacteriologist  and  also  a  chemist  have 
been  secured.  The  profession  of  the  state  can  be  assured  that  all  necessary  work 
needed  can  now  be  done  at  this  laboratory,  and  physicians  are  urged  to  make 
more  free  use  of  the  facilities  afforded  than  they  have  thus  far  done.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  recently  made  for  Wasserman  examinations  which  will  be  made 
for  any  physician  for  a  moderate  fee. 

Branch  Laboratories 

The  law  gives  to  the  Public  Health  Council  the  right  to  appropriate  a  limited 
amount  of  money  to  aid  a  combination  of  counties  to  maintain  a  laboratory  which 
would  be  used  almost  entirely  for  emergency  work,  such  as  the  diagnosis  of 
diphtheria,  meningitis,  typhoid  fever,  etc.  Such  examinations  can  be  made  at 
small  cost  and  almost  all  of  our  larger  cities  should  have  a  physician  competent 
to  make  such  investigations.  Thus  far,  however,  although  considerable  effort  has 
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been  made,  we  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  sufficiently  interesting  any  number  of 
adjoining  counties  to  secure  a  combined  effort  that  would  justify  the  Council  in 
making  an  appropriation  that  the  law  provides. 

TRACHOMA  HOSPITAL 

For  several  years  past  this  institution,  organized  by  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  under  the  direction  of  Surgeon  John  McMullen,  has  been  doing 
excellent  work  at  Welch.  A  report  of  the  last  year's  work  will  be  found  on  £mother 
page.  We  regret  to  announce  that  recently  the  patronage  had  so  largely 
diminished  as  to  make  it  appear  to  the  United  States  authorities  scarcely  necessary' 
to  continue  it  in  operation  longer.  It  has,  therefore,  been  abandoned  for  the 
present.  We  desire  here  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  valuable  work  done 
andhopethatal)?itioi  may  b3  y3'  fDin:in3irerthe  csnterof  population  of  those 
who  are  the  unfortunate  victims  of  trachoma,  when  the  hospital  may  again  b*» 
opened. 

SCHOOL  SANITATION 

We  continue  to  receive  reports  as  to  school  houses  improperly  located  and  in 
bad  sanitary  condition.  As  samples  of  the  complaints  received,  wc  quote  the 
following: 

"Our  school  building  violates  every  provision  of  the  health  department  as  to 
nearness  to  bams,  pig  styes,  noise-makmg  industry,  stagnant  water,  etc.  There 
is  one  room  under  which  the  ground  is  frequently  overflowed  and  the  teacher 
developed  Symptoms  of  tuberculosis." 

**This  school  house  is  an  old  ramshackle  building.  The  floor  is  so  badly  worn 
that  it  is  impossible  to  keep  it  clean.  The  insanitary  privies  join  directly  on  to 
the  building  at  the  back,  and  the  odor  from  them  at  times  is  almost  intolerable. 
The  building  is  open  to  the  weather  through  cracks  in  the  boards,  and  many 
window  panes  are  gone.  It  is  not  a  fit  place  for  the  lower  animals  and  certainly 
not  for  young  school  children." 


A  lady  writes  of  a  private  school  building: 


*The  bath  and  toilet  rooms  are  filthy  and  reek  with  odors.  In  one  room 
noxious,  ill-smelling,  headache-producing  gases  rise  up  to  about  four  feet  above 
the  floor,  and  as  the  principal  refused  to  make  any  improvement  I  withdrew  my 
son  from  the  school." 

In  all  such  cases  as  this,  we  endeavor  to  have  an  investigation  by  the  local 
health  officer,  and  if  the  complaints  are  justified,  efforts  arc  made  to  bring  about 
the  necessar>'  improvement,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  these  have  been  successful. 
W'e  also  occasionally  receive  complaints  of  a  teacher  who  is  suspected  to  have 
tuberculosis.    Here  is  our  reply  to  one  such  complaint: 

'T  suggest  that  it  first  be  ascertained  by  a  careful  physical  examination  by  a 
competent  physician,  and  also  by  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the  sputum 
of  the  teacher  referred  to,  whether  or  not  this  teacher  really  has  tuberculosis.  If 
it  is  learned  that  the  disease  is  present  he  should  be  waitedf  upon  by  the  trustees 
who  employed  him  and  informed  that  our  rule  No.  27  has  been  violated,  and  that 
he  must  retire  from  his  position.  If  he  claims  he  has  a  year's  contract  and  declines 
to  resign,  you  had  better  pay  him  a  year's  salary  than  to  have  him  continue  to 
teach." 
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MEDICAL  SCHOOL  INSPECTION 

Although  the  law  does  not  make  it  the  duty  of  the  state  health  department 
lo  supervise  the  medical  inspection  of  schools,  yet  we  have  so  fully  recognized 
the  ver>'  great  value  of  this  work  that  we  have  corresponded  with  the  boards  of 
education  of  all  independent  school  districts  whose  legal  duty  it  is  to  employ 
school  inspectors,  and  were  surprised  to  learn  that  about  one-third  of  such  dis- 
tricts have  been  and  still  are  persistently  violating  the  law.  The  old  excuse  for 
such  \iolation  is  the  alleged  scarcity  of  money.  The  value  of  careful  medical 
inspection  of  children  can  scarcely  be  over-estimated.  Many  physical  defects 
are  thus  detected  and  may  be  remedied  if  properly  attended  to  by  skillful  physi- 
cians. The  life  insurance  companies  realize  the  very  great  value  of  frequent 
physical  examination  of  insured  persons  nearly  all  of  whom  are  adults,  and  are 
adopting  plans  whereby  annual  examinations  may  fce  secured.  How  much  more 
important  to  detect  the  physical  defects  in  children  when  they  may  be  so  much 
more  readily  corrected.  Every  school,  however  small,  should  make  provision 
for  the  annual  examination  of  its  pupils  by  intelligent  physicians.  Our  judg- 
ment is  that  this  w^ork  should  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Health 
Department.  We  feel  quite  confident  that  all  the  money  expended  for  this  purpose 
will  be  more  than  repaid  by  the  improved  health  and  earning  capacity  secured  to 
pupils  by  early,  careful  medical  attention  to  defects  which  would  otherwise  escape 
noiice  or  he  permitted  to  go  too  long  unremedied. 

DAIRIES 

During  the  year  we  have  endeavored  to  secure  an  improvement  in  dairies,  but 
^ith  our  limited  office  force  we  can  not  hope  to  accomplish  much  in  this  direction. 
This  burden  of  dair>'  inspection  should  fall  upon  the  county  and  municipal  health 
officers,  but  as  these  officials  generally  receive  a  ver>'  inadequate  salary,  not  much 
extra  work  can  reasonably  be  expected  from  them.  Dr.  Wood  prepared  a  dairy 
score  card  and  during  the  year  inspected  a  number  of  dairies  and  endeavored  to 
interest  some  of  the  health  officers  in  the  work.  Not  a  great  deal,  however,  has 
been  accomplished  in  this  direction.  To  a  number  of  dair>'men  w^hose  premises 
were  found  quite  defective,  the  following  notice  was  sent: 

**The  conditions  of  your  dairy,  as  recently  scored  and  reported  to  this  depprt- 
ment,  is  shown  to  be  very  much  below  the  standard  at  which  you  should  aiir . 
Unless  marked  improvement  is  shown  in  your  dairy  at  the  next  inspection,  it  may 
be  necessary  for  us  to  make  public  the  result  of  these  inspections." 


In  this  connection  we  again  refer  to  a  custom  all  too  common,  of  returning  milk 
cans  that  have  been  shipped  by  rail  without  completely  emptying  the  milk  and 
cleansing  the  cans.  This  is  bound  to  result  in  evil  that  may  prove  very  serious- 
We  have  endeavored  to  remove  this  condition  of  things,  and  the  railroad  com. 
panies  are  joining  us  in  our  efforts,  one  of  them  issuing  the  following  order: 

'This  law  requires  that  eveiy  person,  firm  or  corporations  receiving  milk, 
cream  or  ice  cream,  which  is  delivered  in  cans,  bottles  or  other  receptacles,  shall 
thoroughly  cleanse  and  sterilize  such  receptacles  with  hot  water  or  steam,  or  both, 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  contents  are  removed,  AND  BEFORE  THE 
SAID  RECiEPTACLES  ARE  RETURNED  TO  THE  SHIPPERS  OR  PER- 
SONS FROM  WHOM  THE  SAME  WERE  RECEIVED.  The  faiure  to  sterilize 
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and  cleanse  such  receptacles  in  the  manner  specified,  AND  BEFORE  THE 
SAME  ARE  RETURNED  TO  THE  PERSONS  FROM  WHOM  RECEIVED 
is  a  violation  of  this  law,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $5.00  for  each  bottle,  can  or  other 
receptacle  furnished  or  used,  which  has  not  been  cleansed  or  sterilized  as  above 
provided. 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  that  these  requirements  will  be  strictly 
enforced." 

RAILROAD  SANITATION 

During  the  year  a  number  of  complaints  have  reached  the  department,  especially 
as  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  toilets  at  railroad  stations,  and  we  have 
personally  noted  on  one  railroad  line  that  even  the  toilets  on  the  coaches  have 
been  disgracefully  filthy.  Efforts  by  correspondence  with  the  officials  have  been 
made  to  concct  this  evil,  but  we  fear  not  with  great  success.  Conductors  and 
station  masters  do  not  ssem  to  be  sufficiently  alive  to  the  magnitude  of  this  evil, 
and  one  or  two  with  whom  we  have  discussed  the  matter  seem  not  to  have  been 
informed  by  the  road  officials  as  to  the  state  health  department's  regulations  or 
their  duty  to  bring  about  better  conditions. 

NUISANCES 

We  still  have  to  respond  to  may  letters  received  from  various  parts  of  the  state 
complaining  of  nuisances  of  various  kinds,  some  of  the  most  trivial  character. 
A  number  of  writers  say  that  "this  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  local 
health  officer  but  he  does  nothing."  The  local  health  officer  is  the  proper  authority 
to  remedy  such  evils  as  those  referred  to,  unless  they  are  of  such  serious  character 
that  state  intervention  becomes  necessary,  and  in  such  cases  it  generally  becomes 
our  duty  to  secure  the  intervention  of  the  court  before  a  nuisance  can  be  abated. 
So  it  is  almost  never  necessary  to  go  higher  than  the  county  board  of  health,  one 
of  whose  members  is  the  prosecuting  attorney,  in  order  to  have  proper  action  taken 
to  abate  nuisances.  It  is  necessary,  however,  for  local  health  authorities  to 
assume  greater  responsibility,  since  in  matters  of  this  kind  they  have  the  same 
authority  as  has  the  state  health  department. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SANITARIA 

The  State  now  has  two  institutions  for  the  care  of  those  sick  with  tuberculosis, 
one  (located  at  Terra  Alta)  for  the  white  patients  and  one  for  the  colored  at 
Denmar,  Pocahontas  county.  The  law  provides  that  the  Public  Health  Council 
"shall  have  advisory  control"  of  the  former,  which  the  Attorney  General  has 
decided  is  no  control  at  all,  but  we  can  advise  the  Board  of  Control  as  to  its  man- 
agement if  we  care  to  do  so.  We  have  had  a  committee  of  our  Council  make 
several  visits  to  the  Terra  Alta  sanitarium  and  reports  with  suggestions  as  to 
improvements  have  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Control.  It  has  not  come  to  our 
knowledge,  however,  that  any  of  these  suggestions  have  produced  results,  hence 
the  Council,  since  receiving  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  deneral,  has  resolved 
to  dispense  with  its  visiting  committee.  We  do,  however,  receive  stated  reports 
as  to  the  number  of  patients  dying  at  this  institution  and  dismissed  from  it,  and 
to  each  of  the  latter  is  sent  a  pamphlet  on  "What  You  Should  Know  About 
Tuberculosis",  which  contains  much  valuable  information  as  the  proper  mode  of 
living  to  improve  the  patients  health  and  protect  others  from  infection. 
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CONFERENCE  OF  HEALTH  OFFICERS 

For  several  years  past  the  Public  Health  Council  has  held  semi-annually  what 
the  law  teims  "schools  of  instruction  for  health  officers"  but  which  we  prefer  to 
call  confercEce  of  health  officers.   Every  health  officer  in  the  state  is  required  by 
law  to  attend  at  least  one  conference  annually.    At  these  conferences  various 
questions  are  discussed  in  which  such  officers  should  be  interested.   Unfortunately 
many  health  ollicers  never  attend  these  meetings,  notwithstanding  all  their  neces- 
sary expenses  are  paid  by  the  various  municipalities  or  counties  represented. 
Particulars  as  to  these  meetings  in  the  last  fiscal  year  may  be  found  in  the  minutes 
of  the  Council  on  following  pages.   After  unusual  effort  and  some  intimation  that 
discbai^  from  office  might  result  if  health  officers  persisted  in  neglecting  their 
legal  duty,  the  conference  held  in  Huntington  in  April  1918  was  attended  by  sixty- 
three  persons,  constituting  the  largest  and  most  interesting  of  all  our  meetings. 
We  are  quite  sure  that  all  who  were  present  went  home  satisfied  with  the  day's 
experience,  and  received  some  stimulus  for  the  better  performance  of  their  official 
duties.    So  long  as  health  officers  are  appointed  for  political  reasons  and  receive 
extremely  meager  salaries,  not  much  advance  in  local  sanitation  can  be  expected. 
We  fully  endorse  the  sentiments  here  expressed  by  a  recent  writer: 

"Regardless  of  the  sources  of  authority,  whether  federal,  state,  or  local— ^ap- 
pointments of  health  executives  must  depend  wholly  on  professional  qualifications 
and  tenure  of  office  be  based  on  efficiency.  Political  considerations  should  have 
no  part  in  the  making  of  public  servants  of  this  character. 

Furthermore,  such  servants  should  be  prohibited  by  law  from  engaging  in  other 
than  their  official  duties.  If  these  duties,  and  funds  available,  m  a  particular 
health  unit  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  services  of  an  all-time  man,  two  or 
more  units  should  be  authorized,  and  m  fact  compelled  by  state  law  to  unite  in 
the  employment  of  such  a  man. 

By  such  provision,  public  health  administration  will  become  more  attractive 
as  a  career,  and  physicians  will  be  justified  in  taking  special  courses  in  preventive 
medicine.  Moreover,  universities  will  be  compelled  to  perfect  such  courses,  and 
public  health  will  become  more  and  more  a  paying  investment." 

HEALTH  BULLETIN 

The  quarterly  health  bulletin  issued  by  this  department  is  becoming  increasingly 
popular  if  we  may  judge  from  the  many  requests  to  be  put  on  the  mailing  list 
that  come  to  us.  We  now  print  10,500  copies  and  almost  all  back  issues  are  ex- 
hausted. We  are  glad  to  know  that  it  is  used  quite  extensively  in  the  schools, 
and  teachers  often  send  for  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  to  supply  an  entire  class. 
This  is  an  indication  that  the  study  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  is  becoming  much 
more  common  than  formerly,  and  .^hool  children  are  learning  that  it  is  more 
economical  to  keep  well  by  avoiding  the  causes  of  disease  than  to  purchase  health 
after  sickness  has  once  implanted  itself.  The  basis  of  all  advances  in  sanitation 
must  ever  be  the  education  of  the  people  in  the  principles  of  health  preservation, 
and  if  these  principles  are  implanted  in  the  minds  of  the  young  we  may  hope  that 
the  coming  generation  of  adults  may  be  willing  to  have  our  legislature  vote  an 
apropriation  for  the  state  health  department  of  considerable  more  than  2  cents 
per  capita,  the  total  amount  with  which  we  have  had  to  work  for  the  past  year  or 
two. 
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UNLICENSED  PHYSICIANS 

We  believe  that  this  state  has  as  few  illegal  practitioners  as  any  state,  but  we 
do  have  a  number.  Some  of  these  are  men  who  persist  in  efforts  to  practice  after 
having  failed  to  successfully  pass  an  examination.  A  few  have  never  attended 
any  medical  college.  Fewer  still  are  so-called  cancer  curers.  and  several  are 
drugless  healers  of  several  sorts.  We  have  made  active  efTorts  to  suppress  the 
practice  of  these  persons,  several  of  whom  are  women.  It  is  not  always  easy  to 
secure  the  interested  cooperation  of  the  prosecuting  attorneys  and  grand  juries 
seem  generally  to  possess  a  large  amount  of  sympathy  for  this  kind  of  criminals. 
We  have  had  difficulty  also  in  securing  the  interest  of  local  medical  men  even  to 
the  extent  of  aiding  in  supplying  witnesses.  The  result  has  in  most  cases  prose- 
cuted been  failure  to  secure  an  indictment  or  failure  to  convict  after  indictment. 
Juries  seem  to  regard  all  such  prosecutions  as  resulting  from  the  jealousy  of  physi- 
cians, and  all  intelligent  medical  practitioners  recognize  the  proneness  of  many 
fairly  intelligent  persons  to  run  after  medical  imposters  of  all  sorts,  if  only  they 
freely  advertise  their  so-called  cures.  Owing  to  this  disposition  on  the  part  of 
many  people,  and  the  difTiculty  of  conviction,  we  sometimes  feel  that  it  may  be  as 
well  to  give  free  license  to  these  ignorant  imposters  and  let  the  people  learn  from 
sad  experience  the  folly  of  their  course.  Even  our  legislatures,  at  almost  every 
session,  have  been  passing  joint  resolutions  authorizing  or  directing  the  Public 
Health  Council  to  issue  licenses  to  unqualified  men — ^in  one  case  to  a  man  who 
had  never  attended  a  medical  institution.  Under  such  circumstances  why  waste 
time  and  money  in  instituting  prosecutions.  The  sole  purpose  of  a  state  health 
department  is  to  conserve  the  lives  and  health  of  the  people,  and  one  very  im- 
portant means  of  accomplishing  this  desirable  end  is  to  furnish  the  people  with 
skilled  medical  attendants  only.  Legislatures  and  juries,  therefore,  should  en- 
deavor to  cooperate  with  the  state  health  department  in  efTorts  to  have  the 
requirements  of  the  law  as  to    medical  education  complied  with. 

HEALTH  IS  PURCHASABLE 

It  is  a  motto  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Health  that  "within  certain  limits 
health  is  purchasable/'  and  the  great  Pasteur  has  said,  "It  is  within  the  power  of 
man  to  do  without  all  infectious  diseases".  In  our  January  bulletin  we  presented 
figures  from  the  experience  of  the  Toronto,  Canada,  Board  of  Health  demon- 
strating that  just  as  money  expended  for  health  purposes  was  increased,  so  the 
infectious  diseases  decreased  in  number.  Someone  has  said  that  any  nation  can, 
when  impelled  by  a  motive  sufficiently  strong,  secure  money  in  any  amount  which 
may  be  required.  "It  becomes  our  duty,  therefore,  to  appeal  to  our  Legislatures 
in  such  a  way  as  to  cause  them  to  see  that  disease  is  a  foe  always  threatening, 
always  alert,  always  ready  to  find  our  weaknesses  and  take  advantage  of  them, 
a  foe,  however,  against  whose  attack  our  measures  can  be  made  efficient." 

Typhoid  fever  is  one  the  preventable  diseases  with  which  this  state  is  too 
commonly  affiicted.  If  all  the  knowledge  that  we  possess  as  to  its  method  of 
spread  and  methods  of  control  could  be  made  effective,  this  disease  could  in  a 
few  years  be  made  to  disappear.  The  statistics  of  thirty-five  registration  cities  of 
the  United  States  with  a  population  of  20,000,000  shows  that  the  deaths  from 
typhoid  fever,  which  gave  for  the  years  1907-11,  an  average  of  19.7  per  hundred 
thousand,  were  reduced  in  1912-17  to  6.7  per  hundred  thousand.  Thus  were 
saved,  by  the  active  efTorts  of  health  departments,  2,600  lives  and  1,500,000  days 
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of  sickness  and  economic  loss.  This  experience  should  certainly  impress  legislators 
and  municipal  councils  wilh  the  importance  of  making  liberal  appropriation  for 
public  health  purposes.  The  American  Public  Health  Association,  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  October  1918,  passed  a  resolution  urging  all  health  authorities  to  strive 
for  an  appropriation  of  25  cents  per  capita  to  be  expended  for  public  health 
purposes.  Thus  far  the  appropriation  for  the  state  health  department  in  West 
Virginia  has  barely  exceeded  2  cents  per  capita.  May  we  not  hope  that  the 
Legislature  of  "West  Virginia  will  see  the  importance  of  making  somewhat  more 
liberal  appropriations  than  have  thus  far  been  secured  for  public  health  purposes.

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TRANSACTIONS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COUNCIL 

From  July  Ist,  1917  to  June  30th,  1918 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Council  for  the  new  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1st,  1917,  convened  in  the  Junior  High  School  building,  Charleston.  W.  Va. 
at  8  A.  M.,  July  10th  for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for  licensure  to 
practice  medicine.   The  members  of  the  Council  were  as  follo^'s: 

1st  District—Dr.  J.  L.  Pyle,  Chester.  W.  Va. 

2nd  District—Dr.  W.  T.  Henshaw,  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.

6th  District — Dr.  V.  T.  Churchman,  Charleston.

Thirty-eight  candidates  appeared  for  examination.  All  the  members  of  the 
Council  were  pre33nt  and  assisted  in  the  examination,  the  practical  examination 
being  conducted  at  the  McMillan  Hospital. 

At  8  p.  M.  July  11th  the  Council  assembled  in  executive  session  at  the  office 
of  the  Department  in  the  Masonic  Building,  all  the  members  being  present.  On 
motion  of  Dr.  Jepson,  Dr.  Churchman  was  chosen  as  President  pro  tem.  Nomina- 
tions for  president  being  called  for.  Dr.  Famsworth  was  placed  in  nomination  by 
Dr.  Pyle.  No  other  nominationsi  being  made,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Qark,  Dr. 
Famsworth  was  elected  to  the  presidency  by  acclamation. 

A  letter  was  read  from  former  President  Golden  who  had  represented  the 
Council  at  the  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Medical  Examining  Boards  who 
stated  that  a  committee  composed  of  himself  and  Secretary  Bierring  of  the  Federa- 
tion had  visited  President  Prilchett  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  and  had  secured 
from  him  a  promise  that  that  body  would  make  an  investigation  of  all  irregular 
medical  schools  and  the  character  of  practice  done  by  their  graduates. 

Dr.  Famsworth  reported  that  some  dissatisfaction  had  been  caused  at  the 
University  by  the  appointment  of  a  new  Director  of  the  Laboratory.  The  question 
of  removing  the  laboratory  to  Charleston  was  discussed,  but  no  definite  action 
was  taken.  Dr.  Arthur  Lederer,  the  new  liboratory-  director,  appeared  and  set 
forth  his  aims  and  purposes.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Pyle  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted. 

Resolved: — ^That  three  standing  committees  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
namely,  1.  A  visiting  and  inspectmg  committee  for  the  tuberculosis  sanitarium 
at  Terra  Alta.  2.  A  managing  committee  for  the  State  Hygienic  Laboratorj' 
at  Morgantown.  3.  A  committee  on  reciprocity.  These  committees  shall 
consist  of  the  President  and  one  or  more  members  of  the  Council,  and  they  shall 
act  for  the  term  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  or  changed  by  the  Council. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  C.  R.  Weirich  as  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pre- 
ventable Diseases  was  was  received  and  accepted,  the  doctor  having  been  com- 
missioned in  the  Medical  Officers  Reser\'e  Corps  of  the  Army. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Churchman  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved: — ^That  hereafter  twelve  questions  be  presented  to  applicants  on 
each  subject,  any  ten  of  which  may  be  answered. 
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The  following  assignment  of  subjects  for  the  coining  year  was  made: 

Dr.Pyle — Anatomy  and  Embr>'olog\%  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. 

Dr.  Gaynor — Chemistry  and  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

Dr.  Famsworth — ^Physiology  and  Histolog>%  Materia  Medica  and  Terapeutics. 

Dr.  Henshaw — ^Bacteriologj'  and  Hygiene. 

Dr.  Qark — Surger\%  Practice  and  Pediatrics. 

Dr.  Churchman — Special  Medicine. 

Mr.  Mayo  Tolman  was  reappointed  to  th6  position  of  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Sanitary  Engineering,  and  Dr.  Harold  B.  Wood  was  appointed  as 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Preventable  Diseases  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

The  executive  session  adjourned  to  meet  July  2^1th. 

Charleston,  \V.  Va.,  July  21,  1917. 
The  Council  met  in  executive  session  at  9  a.  m.    All  the  members  present  except 
Dr.  Clark,  from  whom  an  excuse  was  received.   President  Famsworlh  announced 
the  appointment  of  the  follo\iing  committees: 

Committee  on  Reciprocity — The  President  and  Secretary. 
Committee  on  Laboratory — Dr.  Pyle,  Chairman.Dr.  Gaynor  and  the  President. 
Committee  on  Sanitarium — Dr.  Henshaw,  Chairman, Dr.  Churchman  and  the 

President.

That  when  any  health  officers  fails  to  investigate  any  infectious  disease  or 
insanitar>'  condition  reported  to  him,  or  fails  to  report  promptly  the  results  of 
his  iavestigation  to  the  State  Health  Department,  immediate  steps  shall  be  taken 
by  the  State  Health  Department  to  secure  the  removal  of  such  Health  Officer 
from  his  office. 

Adjourned. 
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Clarksburg,  W.  Va.,  November  22,  1917. 

The  Public  Health  Council  met  on  the  21st  of  November  for  the  examination 
of  applicants  for  licensure,  all  the  members  being  present  except  Dr.  Qark.  Six- 
teen regular  physicians  appeared  for  the  examination,  one  osteopath  and  one 
chiropodist. 

On  November  22nd  the  Council  met  in  .executive  session. 

Dr.  Pyle,  from  the  committee  on  laboratory,  presented  the  following  report 
which  was  read  and  ordered  recorded  in  the  minutes: 

Report  of  Laboratory  Gonunlttee 

November  15, 1917. 

To  The  Public  Health  Council: 

We,  the  undersigned  committee  appointed  as  the  Standing  Laboratory  Com- 
mittee be^  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

We  visited  the  State  Hvgienic  Laboratory  at  Morgantown  on  August  31st  and 
September  1st,  1917.  We  spent  some  time  in  inspecting  and  investigatinfl  its 
workings,  and  found  the  laboratory  in  ver^  good  snape.  Dr.  Lederer  is  taking 
hold  like  an  old  hand,  and  shows  every  evidence  of  being  the  valuable  man  we 
anticipated. 

Our  chemist,  Mr.  Cook,  is  doing  all  in  his  power  to  do  the  work  satisfactorily, 
and  is  working  early  and  late  to  complete  all  work  on  time. 

Our  investigations  prove : 
1    That  the  laboratory  is  doing  more  work  than  at  any  previous  time  in  its  history. 

2.  That  the  work  is  as  good  and  reliable  as  it  is  possible  to  do  with  the  present 
room,  equipment  and  force. 

3.  That  it  is  at  present  impossible  for  the  laboratory  to  undertake  work  of  a 
medico-legal  type,  or  try  to  do  work  distinctly  of  a  toxocological  nature,  as 
our  equipment  and  force  of  help  are  inadequate. 

4  That  the  present  requirement  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  having  all 
water  companies,  etc.,  send  samples  for  examination  each  month  is  too  n^d, 
and  that  in  our  opinion,  if  a  water  sample  is  examined  for  several  consecutive 
months,  and  found  to  be  safe,  it  should  be  pronounced  safe  and  only  periodic 
examinations  required  thereafter  unless  some  suspicious  circumstances  occur. 

5  That  the  location  at  Morgantown  is  not  a  favorable  one  for  the  receiving  of 
samples  of  water,  etc.,  as  it  takes  too  long  for  express  to  reach  it,  and  many 
samples  become  worthless  as  a  test  before  reaching  the  laboratory.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  some  steps  be  taken  to  remove  the  laboratory  to 
Clarksburg  or  some  other  favorable  location.  This  we  recommend  because 
of  the  above  named  reasons  and  because  of  the  apparent  dissatisfaction  at  the 
University. 

To  make  tne  work  effective,  and  to  insure  prompt  reports  on  all  analyses,  we 
authorized  Dr.  Lederer  to  have  necessary  water  and  gas  as  well  as  electricity  con- 
nections made,  and  to  purchase  some  tables  needed  in  the  pathological  laboratory. 
We  also  allowed  him  two  student  helpers  for  a  part  of  each  day,  these  to  be  us^ 
in  the  cleaning  and  rough  work  necessary  to  facilitate  reports.  Our  committee 
feels  that  we  should  not  spend  money  for  equipment  which  can  not  be  moved; 
but  believe  that  the  necessary  help  and  material  to  do  the  work  properly  should 
be  furnished. 
We  make  the  following  as  an  estimate  of  the  yearly  outlay:

Mr.  Cook,  salary 1,500 

Two  half-time  helpers 900 

One  half-time  stenographer. 360 

Current  expenses 600 

Total $6,060

Clarksburg,  W.  Va.,  December  5, 1917.

a  conference  of  health  officers.   All  the  members  were  present  except  Dr.  Qark.

The  foUowing  resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Churchman  was  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  the  Commissioner  of  Health  notify  the  different  county 
courts  and  the  Health  Officer  of  each  county  and  municipality  that  owing  to  the 
law  providing  for  a  school  of  instruction  requiring  the  attendance  of  every  county 
and  municipal  health  officer  at  least  once  a  year  at  these  meetings,  a  record  shall 
be  kept  and  should  any  county  or  municipal  health  officer  absent  himself  from 
two  meetings  in  succession,  he  shall  be  removed  from  office  and  a  successor  be 
nominated  By  the  county  court  or  municipality. 

Dr.  Churchman  also  offered  the  foUowing  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas:  There  has  been  considerable  dissatisfaction  with  the  location  of 
the  Stale  Hygienic  Laboratory  at  Morgantown  on  account  of  its  inaccessibility, 
and  its  long  distance  from  the  offices  of  the  State  Department  of  Health,  therefore 
be  it 
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Resolved:  That  the  laboratory  committee  and  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
are  hereby  authorized  to  secure  suitable  rooms  in  Charleston,  and  that  the  labora- 
tory be  removed  to  that  city  as  soon  as  convenient. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Jepson  it  was  resolved  that  hereafter  osteopathic  applicants 
for  licensure  shall  not  be  examined  in  surger\'. 

The  President  announced  the  resignation  of  Mr.  A.  A.  Cook,  laboratory  chemist 
and  he  and  Dr.  Henshaw  were  appointed  to  visit  Morgantown  with  authority 
to  take  such  action  in  filling  the  vacancy  as  may  be  necessary. 

Dr.  Henshaw  suggested  that  a  sanilar>'  survey  of  one  of  our  counties  be  made, 
and  he  and  Dr.  Jepson  were  given  power  to  act  in  the  matter,  the  president  being 
ex-officio  a  member  of  the  committee. 

Adjourned.

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The  Public  Health  Couicil  met  in  executive  session  at  Hotel  Frederick,  Hunt- 
ing, 10  A.  M.,  April  25th,  all  the  members  being  present.  Dr.  £.  H.  Thompson,  of 
Bluefield,  appointed  in  place  of  Dr.  Clark  resigned,  ^-as  present  for  the  first  time. 

The  salary  of  the  laboraton*  chemist  was  increased  to  $1,200  per  annum  from 
May  1st. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Henshaw,  the  Commissioner  was  authorized  to  employ  a 
special  attorney  to  prosecute  a  case  at  New  Martinsville  against  a  chiropractor, 
the  prosecuting  attorney  declining  to  enter  suit. 

The  secretar>'  made  a  report  of  the  Elkins  typhoid  outbreak  and  the  neglect 
of  the  city  health  officer  to  report  the  cases.  On  consultation  ^ith  the  attorney 
general,  the  opinion  was  given  that  since  municipal  councils  and  not  the  Public 
Health  Council  appoint  local  health  officers,  this  council  has  no  authority  to  re- 
move such  ofTicials,  but  it  has  the  authority  to  remove  county  health  officials. 

The  following  resolution  presented  by  Dr.  P\*le  was  adopted: 

Resolved:  That  no  reciprocity  regulations  be  maintained  ^ilh  anv  State 
Examining  Hoard  which  recognizes  graduates  from  any  medical  school  below  the 
grade  of  B  of  the  American  Meidcal  Association. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Henshaw  it  was 

Resolved  :  That  the  verereal  diseases,  syphilis,  gonorrhoea  and  chancroids  be 
hereafter  included  in  the  list  of  reportable  diseases. 

It  was  resolved  to  make  a  sanitar>'  survey  of  the  county  of  Braxton  as  early  as 

possible,  and  that  an  opening  health  meeting  be  fixed  for  Sutton.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF  PREVENTABLE  DISEASES 

H.  B.  Wood,  M.  D.,  Dr.  P.H..  Director.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  work  of  the  department  from  July  1st,  1917, 
to  February  14th,  1918,  the  date  of  my  resignation  to  accept  a  position  with  the 
New  York  State  Board  of  Health. 

This,  the  second  year  of  the  existence  of  the  division,  began  with  an  outlook  of 
much  needed  work  for  the  detection  and  the  detention  of  the  numerous  cases  of 
conununicable  disease  in  the  state.  An  enormous  amount  of  work  needs  to  be 
done  in  West  Virginia  before  any  of  the  communicable  diseases  can  be  brought 
under  effective  control.  Sporadic  outbreaks  may  be  checked,  but  the  high  mor- 
bidity and  mortality  of  preventable  disease  will  not  be  reduced  until  a  public 
realization  of  the  need  of  effective  public  health  work  and  the  cooperation  of  the 
physicians  and  the  public  becomes  more  general  and  supportive.  This  implies, 
as  a  means  to  the  end  that  suffering  may  be  lessened  and  lives  saved,  that  the 
present  laws  for  the  reporting  and  control  of  infectious  persons  must  be  more 
effectually  enforced,  that  they  cannot  be  completely  enforced  until  the  general 
public  is  ready  to  have  its  unnecessary  disease  and  loss  of  life  decreased,  and 
that  the  present  laws  need  supporting  by  other  laws  to  make  them  more  effective. 
It  means  that  physicians  must  promptly  report  all  cases  of  communicable  disease, 
that  their  patients  should  realize  the  necessaity  of  this  reporting,  and  should 
demand  that  it  be  done  for  their  protection.  It  means  that  the  state  needs  and 
must  have  eflicient  health  officers  who  have  the  time  and  the  inclination  to  do 
effective  work.  It  means  that  the  health  officers  should  receive  sufficient  re- 
muneration to  make  this  course  of  action  possible.  It  means  that  these  health 
officers  should  be  selected  according  to  ability  and  not  by  political  favoritism. 

The  needs  of  the  state  in  its  control  of  communicable  disease  are  definite  and 
immediate.  These  may  be  grouped  into  a  greater  force  for  field  work,  more 
educational  work,  and  more  definite  results  obtained  by  specific  laws  for  protecting 
the  public. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  needs  sufficient  appropriation  to  permit  it  to 
have  a  greater  force  of  active  workers  in  the  field.  The  division  of  contagious 
diseases  needs  to  be  separated  in  its  work  from  all  branches  of  public  health  work 
not  directly  corelated  with  it,  but  working  with  the  other  divisions  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  its  duties  and  activities  need  to  be  more  definitely  established  that 
it  shall  perform  all  the  work  belonging  to  such  a  division. 

The  state  needs  to  be  divided  into  sanitary  districts,  each  to  be  in  charge  of  a 
whole-time  health  officer  who  is  capable  of  performing  all  work  likely  to  be  given 
him,  including  epidemiological  and  sanitary  engineering  investigations  and 
educational  work.  These  sanitary  supervisors  should  be  appointed  after  competi- 
tive civil  service  examination.  Such  an  arrangement  was  provided  for  in  the 
health  law  as  originally  presented,  but  the  legislature  of  1915  was  not  prepared  for 
such  progressive  legislation. 

For  the  effective  control  of  tuberculosis,  county  sanatoria,  to  be  built  and 
maintained  by  a  county,  or  conjointly  by  counties,  is  recommended  for  West 
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Virgmia,  with  a  provision  that  such  buildings  may  legally  be  used  for  treating 
other  diseases  should  the  State  Department  of  Health  so  advise. 

The  people  of  the  state  deserve  and  need  the  protection  ofTered  by  a  law  re- 
quiring vaccination  against  smallpox  of  all  school  children  of  the  state  in  order 
to  be  admitted  to  school. 

The  mothers  and  sisters,  as  well  as  the  men  and  boys,  deserve  and  need  the 
protection  which  will  utimately  result  from  a  state  law  requiring  the  reporting  of 
all  cases  of  venereal  disease. 

The  department  should  have  legal  authority  to  condemn  and  destroy  milk 
and  other  foods  which  it  has  reason  to  believe  are  contaminated  with  the  bacteria 
of  communicable  disease. 

Dr.  C.  R.  Weirich,  of  Wellsburg,  the  efficient  director  of  the  division  of  pre- 
ventable diseases  from  its  establishment,  resigned  June  30, 1917,  to  enter  the  service 
of  his  country  in  the  world  war  for  universal  freedom  and  democracy.  Lieutenant 
Weirich,  M.  R.  C,  was  ordered  to  Fort  Oglethori)e  in  August.

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DISEASES  REPORTED  IN  1917  BY  COUNTIES 
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DISEASES  REPORTED  GIVING  SEX  AND  COLOR.  WITH  MINIMUM 

AND  MAXIMUM  AGES 
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DIPHTHERIA 

The  8&4  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  during  1917  indicates  a  reduction  of  24 
per  cent  from  the  previous  year.  This  undoubtedly  means  a  decreased  incidence, 
since  we  are  getting  more  accurate  reports  than  formerly.  The  highest  disease 
incidence  in  any  individual  locality,  and  probably  the  highest  ever  recorded  for 
any  town  or  village,  was  in  Peru,  Hardy  county,  in  which  village  with  a  population 
of  79  in  1910,  and  with  little  if  any  subsequent  increase,  there  were  reported  75 
cases  of  diphtheria.  Mineral  county  had  the  greatest  county  outbreak,  99  cases 
being  recorded,  47  cases  occurring  in  September.  Charleston  had  a  serious  out- 
break with  24  cases  in  October,  17  in  November  and  10  in  December.  Other  city 
outbreaks  of  considerable  proportions  were  in  Beckley  with  13  cases  in  October, 
Paikersbui^  with  21  cases  in  December,  and  Wheeling. 

The  report  cards  ask  if  antitoxin  was  given,  and  when.  Answers  were  given 
on  only  46  reports.  The  attending  physician  claimed  to  have  given  antitoxin 
within  twenty-four  hours  in  15  cases,  on  the  second  day  in  23,  on  the  third  in  4, 
sixth  in  one,  seventh  in  two,  and  on  the  sixteenth  day  in  one.  One  child  receiving 
antitoxin  the  first  day  had  laryngeal  diphtheria  and  died. 

The  youngest  person  having  diphtheria  was  9  months  of  age,  the  oldest  58  years. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

The  year  was  ushered  in  by  the  well  known  winter  outbreak  which  began  at 
Elkins  and  spread  to  Grafton,  Fairmont  and  Qarksburg.  This  outbreak  was 
repoited  in  the  1917  report  of  the  department  by  Dr.  C.  R.  Weirich,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  control  of  the  outbreak.  The  infection  remained  quiescent  until 
the  warm  days  of  July  when  a  return  as  a  transmission  occurred  in  northern 
Braxton,  in  Gilmer,  Marion,  Jackson,  Ohio  and  Tucker  counties,  all  localities  in 
direct  railroad  connection  with  the  parent  infected  localities.  From  Bumsville 
the  infection  radiated  into  the  rural  sections,  and  into  Upshur  county.  With 
scarcely  an  exception  each  subsequent  appearance  of  a  case  was  in  a  locality  in 
direct  and  short  railroad  communication  with  previously  infected  towns. 

The  method  of  control  which  was  adopted  consisted  of  numerous  requests  being 
sent  to  physicians  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  the  disease  and  to  carefully  isolate  all 
persons  having  suspicious  symptoms.  In  numerous  instances  contacts  were 
traced  and  quarantined.  One  rural  school  was  closed,  at  Glenwood,  one  of  the 
children  having  become  infected. 

On  the  reports  giving  the  data,  71  were  recorded  as  males  and  30  as  females. 
All  were  white.  The  youngest  was  4  months  and  the  oldest  29  years  old. 

SMALL  POX 

Smallpox  occurred  as  an  increase  of  66  per  cent  over  the  previous  year,  413 
cases  being  reported  during  1917.

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In  137  instances  the  status  of  the  patient  in  relation  to  previous  vaccination 
was  established :

The  boy  vaccinated  seventeen  days  previous  to  the  appearance  of  the  rash  of 
smallpox  was  vaccinated  six  days  after  exposure,  too  late  for  protection  to  be 
obtained.  The  other  two  patients  claimed  to  have  been  vaccinated  and  had  scars 
which  indicated  infected  arms.  They  may  actually  not  have  had  successful  vac- 
cinations but  merely  infected  sores. 

Nearly  one  third  of  the  persons  were  children  of  school  age  and  would  have 
been  saved  from  the  disease  if  vaccination  had  been  required  of  all  school  children. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  five  principal  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  along 
the  valleys  of  the  Little  Kanawha,  Kanawha,  upper  Guyandotte,  upper  Monon- 
gahela  and  upper  Ohio  rivers.  The  Wood  county  outbreak  began  among  rivermen 
in  Newport  and,  extending  up  the  tributaries  of  the  Little  Kanawha,  involved 
numerous  rural  sections  of  Wirt,  Calhoun  and  Roane  counties,  finally  reaching 
Clendenin.  The  Kanawha  valley  epidemic  made  its  appearance  in  Marmet  and 
was  traced  to  cases  that  had  occurred  in  the  Charleston  General  Hospital,  to 
which  were  also  traced  outbreaks  in  three  other  separate  localities,  Charleston, 
Blair  and  South  Charleston.  The  disease  was  no  doubt  brought  to  the  hospital 
by  a  visitor.  The  Marmet  infection  had  made  widespread  exposures  before  any- 
thing was  known  of  its  existence,  and  ultimately  involved  twenty-two  towns  in 
Kanawha  and  Fayette  counties,  with  140  cases  before  January  first.  The  Logan 
county  outbreak  originated  in  Huntington  wiiich  was  supposed  to  have  received 
its  infection  from  Kentucky.  Twelve  coal  mine  towns  in  Logan  county  were 
involved  in  the  outbreak.  A  later  outbreak  at  Blair,  on  Coal  River,  was  traced  to 
Charleston  infection.  The  Monongahela  valley  outbreak  was  in  Shinnston,  Eln- 
terprise  and  neighboring  coal  mine  towns.  In  the  upper  Ohio  basin  the  Marshall 
county  outbreak  was  found  to  have  originated  in  Akron,  Ohio,  and  the  Wlieeling 
infection  may  have  come  across  the  river. 

The  smallpox  outbreaks  were  controlled  or  checked  by  vaccination.  The 
example,  set  long  ago  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Henshaw,  county  health  officer  of  Berkeley 
cunty,  of  enforcing,  by  petition,  Section  21,  Chapter  150  of  the  Code,  was  followed 
by  Kanawha,  Logan  and  Marshall  counties.  Huntington  and  Parkersburg  also 
passed  city  ordinances  requiring  the  vaccination  of  school  children. 

TYPHOID  FEVER 

There  were  more  cases  of  tj^phoid  fever  reported  than  during  1916.  There  were 
two  distinct  large  outbreaks  which  markedly  swelled  the  typhoid  morbidity  4ate: 
Charleston  with  194  cases  in  six  months,  and  Princeton  with  105  cases  in  two 
months.  Aside  from  these  figures  there  is  evidence  that  typhoid  fever  is  becoming 
more  completely  reported,  but  many  sections  and  some  whole  counties  submit  no 
reports  of  any  diseases  whatever.  1 1  is  impossible  to  estimate  a  typhoid  morbidity 
or  mortality  rate  for  any  section  or  for  any  city,  except  for  Wheeling  and  Parkers- 
bur^.  The  individual  results  obtained  where  water  supplies  have  been  improved 
show  that  typhoid  fever  has  been  reduced  or  obliterated  thereby.    There  has 
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been  an  awakening  in  relation  to  the  proper  handling  of  typhoid  patients,  the 
disinfection  of  the  body  discharges  of  typhoid  patients,  the  better  control  of  the 
milk  supplies,  and  the  immunization  of  those  exposed  or  apt  to  become  exposed 
to  typhoid  infection.  Much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  along  these 
lines,  all  of  which  undoubtedly  has  reduced  typhoid  infection  and  saved  lives. 

The  large  outbreaks  of  t^^phoid  fever  during  1917  resulted  in  reports  as  follows: 
Charleston,  194  cases;  Princeton,  105;  Dunbar,  30;  Dakota  Mines,  13;  Wilcoe, 
13;  Page,  13;  Elm  Grove,  31;  and  Pierce.  14  cases.  Typhoid  fever  has  been 
an  epedemic  at  Wheeling  for  many  years.  During  1917  there  were  reported  207 
cases.  The  ivater  supply  of  Wheeling  is  notoriously  bad,  being  the  raw  Ohio 
Rhrer  with  the  sewage  of  Pittsburg  and  all  the  towns  below  added. 

Some  few  of  the  cities  of  the  state  have  been  submitting  weekly  reports  to  the 
department.  The  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  for  thoses  cities  are  herewith 
given  by  months.  Since  cases  are  incompletely  reported,  and  since,  at  the  w-riting 
of  this  report,  only  Wheeling,  Parkersburg  and  Charleston  require  burial  permits, 
it  is  impossible  to  estimate  mortality  rates.  In  some  instances  the  reporting  by 
the  city  health  officer  was  not  regular,  and  morbidity  rates  therefore  cannot  be 
given.  Other  large  cities  of  the  state  are  omitted  from  the  table  because  they 
did  not  make  reports  to  the  department.

Complete  reports  w^ere  not  received  from  Huntington  physicians.  The  present 
population  of  Williamson  cannot  be  computed.  Rates  are  therefore  not  given 
for  these  cities. 

Of  eleven  outbreaks  investigated,  five  were  due  to  polluted  water  suppUes,  five 
were  chiefly  transmitted  by  contact,  and  one  apparently  originated  with  a  typhoid 
carrier. 

SURVEY  OF  DISEASES  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


A  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  over  two  thousand  school  teachers  as  a  survey 
of  school  sanitary  conditions.  Only  twenty-five  replies  were  received.  In  these 
25  schools  in  different  sections  of  the  state  there  were  enrolled  4,006  children  in 
143  class  rooms.  During  December  there  were  absent  from  school  with  chicken- 
pox  23  children,  diphtheria  4,  measles  none,  mumps  none,  scarlet  fever  none, 
whooping  cough  7  and  smallpox  26.

EPIDEMIOLOGIC  FIELD  NOTES 

Charleston — ^Typhoid  Fever. — A  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  found  in  the 
family  of  the  man  who  was  pumping  water  from  a  deep  well,  bottling  and  selling  it. 
The  well  also  received  barn  drainage.  Examination  showed  colon  bacilli  in  all 
samples  examined .    The  well  was  closed . 

Burnsville — Poliomyelitis.  Nine  cases  appeared  in  and  near  the  village. 
Five  cases  were  examined  and  closely  quarantined,  with  no  further  development 
of  cases  except  two  cases  a  few  miles  south-west  of  the  village.  The  local  health 
officer  had  closed  the  churches  and  picture  houses. 

Dakota  Mines — ^Typhoid  Fever.  An  outbreak  occurred  in  the  cabins  of 
the  coal  miners,  fourteen  cases  appearing  in  quick  succession.  The  county  health 
officer  had  suspected  a  road-side  spring  which  was  situated  far  down  hill  from  a 
cabin  having  one  of  the  early  cases.  Investigation  showed  the  infection  to  have 
been  imported  by  an  Italian  woman  who  conducted  a  boarding  house  and  who 
cooked  meals  during  the  first  week  of  her  illness.  The  outbreak  was  of  pure  contact 
infection.  Wire  netting  was  fastened  over  the  pumps  to  prevent  contamination 
by  fingers,  one  well  was  chlorinated  and  universal  immunization  was  recommended 
to  and  was  done  by  the  coal  company.    No  later  cases  developed. 

Dunbar — ^Typhoid  Fever.  This  growing  village  was  supplied  with  Kanawha 
river  water  treated  with  bleach,  but  dosed  improperly.  Thirty  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  occurred  between  May  18  and  July  31 .   There  was  one  death.   Nine  families 
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had  their  own  cow,  the  others  obtaining  milk  from  twelve  sources.  Flies  swarmed 
in  most  of  the  houses,  but  the  distribution  of  the  cases  did  not  indicate  fly  trans- 
mission. In  the  houses  in  which  the  flies  were  most  numerous  there  were  no 
secondary  cases.  In  four  other  families  there  were  six  secondary  cases.  The 
cases  were  widely  distributed.  A  liquid  chlorine  plant  was  recommended,  was 
installed,  and  no  more  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred.  Only  6  of  the  30  cases 
ifc^ere  among  children. 

Princeton — ^Tsrphoid  Fever.    An  extensive  outbreak  began  in  East  Princeton, 
apparently  from  a  carrier,  but  no  definite  connection  with  the  early  cases  could 
be  determined  unless  the  pump  or  a  well  was  infected  by  soiled  fingers.    The 
disease  spread  by  direct  contact  among  members  of  the  Holy  Roller  sect,  and 
was  later  carried  by  contact  to  other  sections  of  the  city.   Beginning  July  29  there 
were  12  cases  in  July,  64  in  August,  38  in  September  and  3  in  October,  a  total  of 
117  cases  in  four  months.    The  milk,  ice  cream,  other  foods  and  public  water 
supply  were  shown  not  to  have  anything  to  do  with  transmitting  the  infection. 
The  involved  sections  were  closely  localized.    The  cases  appeared  in  waves  with 
incubation  periods  of  approximately  fifteen  days,  and  not  explosively  as  from  a 
single  infection  or  gradually  as  from  constant  pollution  of  a  water  supply.    Im- 
munization was  urged;    the  screening  and  placarding  of  infected  houses  was 
ecommended  and  done;  privies  were  limed;  excreta  were  sterilized.    One  man 
whose  child  had  typhoid  was  delivering  ice  from  a  wagon.    He  was  kept  off  the 
wagon  for  a  while.    No  cases  appeared  along  his  route. 

Wilcce — ^Typhoid  Fever.  Between  April  first  and  August  first  thirteen 
cases  had  appeared.  The  disease  was  water-borne,  except  for  two  secondary' 
contacts.  The  water  supply  is  derived  from  two  sources.  An  electric  pump  at 
the  river  pumps  raw  water  from  Tug  river  to  a  reservoir  to  be  used  at  the  coke 
ovens.  The  drinking  water  comes  from  a  300-foot  well  sunk  in  the  bank  of  the 
river,  is  pumped  through  the  same  pump  and  through  about  150  feet  of  the  same 
main  which  carries  the  polluted  river  water.  Before  filling  the  drinking  water 
tank  the  well  water  is  pumped  through  the  pipes  to  flush  them  of  all  polluted  river 
water.  This  is  not  a  safe  method.  The  persons,  however,  who  developed  typhoid 
fex'er  had  been  drinking  the  river  water  at  the  coke  ovens,  five  giving  a  distinct 
history  of  doing  so.  Two  cases  were  secondary  contact  cases  in  families  already 
infected.  A  prohibition  of  this  custom,  with  an  effective  posted  notice,  and 
immunization  was  reconunended.  Dr.  W.  L.  Wetherby,  company  surgeon,  had 
already  adopted  these  measures.    Separate  pumps  were  advised. 

Spencer — ^Typhoid  Fever.  The  investigation  revealed  that  the  first  person 
of  Spencer  to  contract  r>Tjhoid  fever,  while  picking  berries  drank  from  a  well  of 
a  farm  two  miles  from  Spencer  where,  a  few  months  previously,  there  had  been 
two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  into  which  well  the  family  privy  directly  drains 
as  surface  wash.  The  woman  who  acted  as  nurse  for  the  first  case  contracted  the 
disease  and  died.  Her  voluntary  nurse  infected  her  own  child,  and  her  niece  later 
became  ill.  All  were  very  poor  people;  none  had  been  immunized.  The  city 
water  of  Spencer  was  not  involved  nor  endangered,  such  assurances  being  given 
the  person  requesting  the  investigation.  Directions  were  given  the  families  in- 
volved and  there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease  reported. 

Pftge — ^Typhoid  Fever.  An  investigation  was  made  November  6th  to  account 
for  the  regular  and  frequent  appearance  of  typhoid  fever  in  Page,  a  coal  town. 
Three  cases  had  been  reported  during  July,  3  in  August,  4  in  September  and  3  in 
October.   Three  of  the  thirteen  were  secondary  cases  from  others  in  the  same 
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families.  One  of  the  women  lived  at  a  boarding  house  a  week  while  sick,  previous 
to  going  to  bed,  and  with  two  others  apparently  was  infected  by  a  carrier  at  the 
boarding  house,  one  case  had  an  onset  the  same  as  the  first  mentioned  person  and 
the  other  followed  seventeen  days  later.  It  is  probable  that,  with  an  interval  of 
only  seventeen  days  between  onsets,  there  was  a  common  source  for  both  cases. 

Wheeling — ^Typhoid  Fever.  An  investigation  was  commenced  to  deter- 
mine the  economic  effect  of  the  endemic  typhoid  fever  upon  Wheeling,  but  was 
interrupted  before  being  completed.  Only  one  day  could  be  given  to  the  investi- 
gation, but  during  that  time  the  homes  of  42  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  visited 
and  data  were  obtained  from  22  families.  The  average  cost  to  the  person  was 
$58  per  case  of  typhoid  fever.  This  included  the  cost  of  medical  attendance, 
medicine,  nursing,  hospitalization,  and  loss  of  wages;  only  five  of  these  patients 
were  wage  earners,  nearly  all  being  children.  The  only  other  expense  which  should 
be  considered  is  the  difference  in  cost  of  food,  which  would  be  an  actual  saving, 
but  very  difficult  to  determine.

This  cost  should  be  balanced  wth  the  capitalized  cost  of  a  safe  water  supply. 

Elm  Grove — ^Typhoid  Fever.  Because  the  bacteriological  analysis  of  the 
city  water  supply  showed  unsatisfactory  conditions,  and  investigtion  was  made 
November  14th,  although  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  had  been  reported  from  that 
district.  The  county  health  ofTicer,  who  lives  at  Elm  Grove,  stated  much  typhoid 
had  existed  there  during  the  summer,  but  he  made  no  investigation  and  did  not 
report  the  cases  he  attended  personally.  The  investiagtion  uncovered  the  follow- 
ing number  of  cases  of  typhoid  in  families  using  the  municipal  water;  July  2 
cases,  August  12,  September  12,  October  7  and  November  8  ca.ses.  The  greatest 
incidence  was  in  the  weeks  ending  September  8th  and  15th,  five  cases  being 
reported  for  each  week.  Elm  Grove  receives  its  water  from  Wheeling  creek  at 
Patterson,  a  near-by  suburb.  The  waterworks  were  found  to  be  equipped  with  a 
mechanical  filter.  The  log  records  at  the  plant  showed  that  no  coagulants  were 
used  between  July  22  and  August  6,  18  and  22,  27  and  30,  September  1  to  6, 
18  to  22,  27  to  30,  October  1  to  18  and  November  4  to  December  1  (verification 
by  later  visit).  The  operative  at  the  plant  said  coagulants  were  for  overcoming 
muddiness  and  when  the  water  was  clear  no  coagulants  were  used;  when  used 
the  amounts  varied  between  .28  and  11.9  grains  per  gallon  or  .04  and  1.5  pounds 
per  1,000  gallons.  One  of  the  physicians  interviewed  stated  that  he  attended  a 
typhoid  patient,  with  onset  August  19,  living  on  Barnett  creek,  three  miles  above 
the  intake  of  the  water  supply,  that  the  family  privy  overhung  the  stream  and 
received  the  typhoid  dejecta,  although  part  of  the  time  the  family  had  a  trained 
nurse.  This  physician  is  the  town's  health  officer  and  he  neither  reported  this 
case  to  anyone  nor  made  any  effort  to  see  if  it  might  endanger  the  drinking  water. 
The  necessary  action  needed  for  the  city  was  an  improvement  of  the  water  supply; 
the  epidemiologist  wrote  to  the  West  Virginia  Traction  and  Electric  Company

adviang  the  mmimum  dosage  for  clear  water  to  be  .5  grains  per  gallon  or  .07 
pounds  per  1,000  gallons.  An  inspection  made  December  9th  showed  this  minimum 
to  be  followed  and  no  cases  of  t^'phoid  were  reported  to  have  occurred  during  the 
three  weeks  folloiK'ing  its  adoption.  The  three  weeks  previous  gave  five  known 
cases. 

Kanawha  Valley — Smallpox.    The  first  investigation  of  the  outbreak  was 
made  November  2,  the  next  day  after  the  attention  of  the  director  was  first  called 
to  the  situation  by  a  man,  with  small pox»  who  was  seen  in  a  doctor's  office.  Then 
at  Marmct  it  -was  found  that  one  case  of  smallpox  was  in  quarantine,  that  seven 
members  of  two  families  had  had  smallpox  in  October,  and  that  another  family 
living  up  Lens  Branch  had  had  five  cases,  beginning  in  July.    None  of  these  had 
been  reported  to  the  department.    A  local  physician  had  seen  these  mild  cases 
but  had  made  no  vaccinations  nor  instituted  quarantine.   One  family  was  advised 
by  the  county  smallpox  physician  to  remain  at  home.    Many  exposures  resulted 
locally.   After  a  trip  to  Wheeling  the  work  against  the  outbreak  was  taken  up  on 
November  9  and  continued  nearly  daily  until  the  28th.    On  the  ninth  at  Marmet 
fi\'e  houses  were  visited  and  two  cases  found  and  quarantined.    November  10th 
a  general  quarantine  was  placed  by  the  State  Health  Commissioner  over  Marmet 
November  11th  permits  to  travel  were  issued  to  62  persons  at  Marmet,  they 
having  been  vaccinated.    Not  one  of  them  developed  smallpox.    November  15, 
in  Maiden  143  children  were  examined  in  school;  at  Marmct  14  were  vaccinated; 
at  Chelyan  several  houses  were  searched,  finding  but  six  cases  of  varicella, 
November  16,  visiting  with  the  county  health  officer,  inspected  a  case  and  vac- 
cinated five;   in  Oakland  saw  two  cases  and   vaccinated  five,  and  in  Longacre 
vaccinated  42.   November  17,  at  Berlin  eight  cases  were  found,  at  Quarrier  three, 
and  ten  persons  vaccinated.    The  store  at  Quarrier  was  closed  after  business 
hours  and  the  coal  manager  was  consulted.    Leewood  and  Eskdale  were  visited. 
November  18,  the  wholsesale  business  houses  of  Charleston  agreed  to  require 
vaccination  of  their  traveling  salesmen.   November  20,  vaccinated  76  at  Chelyan 
and  searched  Mandley.    November  21,  tracked  down  rumors  of  cases  at  Witchers 
and  found  chickenpox;    also  vaccinated  26  at  Marmet.    November  22,  visited 
seven  cases.    November  21,  tracked  exposures  at  Clendenin,  quarantined  two 
families  and  vaccinated  30  persons  who  were  exposed.    November  26,  visited 
St.  Albans  and  South  Charleston,  vaccinating  five  exposures.    November  27,  at 
Ward,  saw  three  cases  under  quarantine  and  vaccinated  55.   The  local  physician. 
Dr.  Flannagan,  with  two  nurses  were  vaccinating  everybody  at  the  camp.   During 
these  trips  a  petition  was  circulated  and  was  anxiously  signed  to  demand  com- 
pulsory vaccination.    Upon  presentation  to  the  County  Court  it  was  at  once 
adopted  making  vaccination  compulsory  for  school  children  and  others  in  Kana- 
wha county,  in  accordance  with  Section  21,  Chapter  150  of  the  Code.   The  work 
of  Dr.  H.  C.  Scaggs,  county  health  officer  of  Fayette,  is  especially  commendable 
in  his  efforts  to  control  the  outbreak.    Several  thousand  persons  in  the  two 
counties  were  vaccinated  thereby  checking  the  outbreak.  Through  the  cooperation 
of  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Laidley,  Superintendent  of  Charleston  schools  and  with  the  assist- 
ance of  local  physicians,  all  the  school  children  of  the  city  were  vaccinated,  the 
school  board  furnishing  the  vaccine. 

Pierce— Typhoid  Fever.  A  trip  was  made  to  Pierce,  Tucker  county,  at  the 
request  of  Dr.  H.  R.  Werner,  city  health  officer  of  Thomas.  Piercfi  is  a  coal  town 
located  on  Sand  River  one  mile  above  its  mouth  whichHs  on  the  Blackwater  river, 
two  miles  above  Thomas.    It  contains  108  residences.    There  were  14  cases  of 
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typhoid  fever  with  one  death  in  eleven  houses,  and  mostly  occupied  by  foreigners. 
At  oie  house  the  Italian  housekeeper  nursed  two  men  with  t>'phoid  fever  arid 
milked  three  cows,  furnishing  milk  to  eleven  families.  The  dairy  was  at  once 
closed.  Six  men  were  immunized  against  typhoid.  A  carrier  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  distributing  agent.  To  combat  the  outbreak,  the  Buxton  and  Land- 
street  Coal  Company  was  advised  to  established  a  local  hospital  and  to  move  all 
patients  into  it.  Immediate  action  was  taken  and  the  advice  followed.  Sanitan' 
privies  had  been  used.  They  were  plentifully  sprinkled  with  lime.  They  were 
located  along  the  banks  of  Sand  river,  which  was  then  frozen  over,  all  were  full 
and  overflowing.  A  cleaning  of  them  was  commenced  at  once.  The  water  for 
Thomas  was  pumped  from  the  Blackwater  river  and  supplied  to  consumers 
untreated.  Owing  to  the  danger  of  a  future  waterb-ome  outbreak  of  typhoid,  a 
telegram  was  sent  to  the  engineering  division  of  the  state  health  department 
asking  that  an  emergency  chlorinating  apparatus  be  installed.  Within  three  days 
itwasinser\'ice. 

Berkeley  Springs — Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.  Owing  to  some  local 
disturbance  and  the  indefinite  reporting  of  diphtheria  in  a  family,  the  trip  to 
Thomas  was  continued  to  include  Berkeley  Springs.  The  family  reported  as 
being  diphtheritic  was  found  to  have  six  cases  of  typical  scarlet  fever.  This  had 
not  been  reported.  Three  other  unreported  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  located. 
Physicians  were  consulted  and  the  County  Court  addressed  upon  important  local 
health  questions.  The  silica  and  sand  works  were  visited  to  note  any  influence 
they  could  have  upon  inducing  tuberculosis.  The  influence  exerted  at  the  pul- 
verizing mill  was  considered  to  be  very  great,  since  the  men  work  in  and  constantly 
inhale  the  dust  of  the  powdered  sand. 

Ix>gan  County — Smallpox.  An  extensive  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  the  valley 
of  the  Guyandotte  river  was  reported  and  an  investigation  made  upon  request 
from  a  local  coal  company.  The  investigation  was  made  Januar>'  11  to  13,  1918. 
Numerous  unreported  cases  were  found.  At  Amherstdalc  three  cases  with  onsets 
in  December  were  seen,  in  Logan  five  cases.  Shamrock  five  cases,  Cora  one.  Gay 
one  and  at  Loma  one  case.  None  of  the  persons  who  had  smallpox  had  ever  been 
vaccinated.  Thirty-four  persons  were  vaccinated  by  the  epidemiologist  and  many 
by  local  physicians.    Posters  on  smallpox  were  posted  in  the  railroad  stations. 

Gibbstown — Smallpox.  By  direction  of  Governor  Comwell,  to  whom  a 
complaint  had  come,  an  investigation  was  condusted  in  northern  Mason  county. 
At  Gibbstown  a  local  physician  previously  had  seen  some  cases  which  he  diagnosed 
as  chickenpox  and  did  not  vaccinate  anybody  nor  isolate  or  quarantine  any  of 
the  persons  involved.  Nine  cases  of  mild  but  distinct  smallpox  were  found  and 
seventeen  persons  were  vaccinated.   There  were  no  later  cases  reported. 

Edgington — Smallpox.  The  Home  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  a  convent  in 
Edgington,  maintains  a  large  modern  laundry  doing  public  work.  The  girls  of  the 
convent  do  the  laundry  work.  There  are  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  children  and 
many  sisters.  An  explosive  appearance  of  smallpox  among  the  laundry  workers 
excited  the  neighborhood,  resulting  in  a  request  for  assistance.  The  first  persons 
to  develop  smallpox  began  showing  symptoms  January  14,  1918.  Within  eight 
days,  up  to  and  including  the  day  of  the  investigation,  48  cases  of  smallpox 
developed.  There  were  nine  sisters  who  developed  the  disease.  Not  one  person 
who  had  smallpox  had  ever  been  vaccinated.  The  investigation  revealed  the  fact 
that  about  Christmas  time  a  little  girl  was  admitted  to  the  convent,  having  pus- 
tules on  her  hands  but  her  condition  was  not  suspected  nor  recognized,  although 
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she  told  a  sister  her  little  brother  at  home  had  had  the  same  kind  of  spots  on  him. 
The  entire  outbreak  came  from  this  one  exposure.  The  ages  of  the  persons  in- 
fected ranged  from  eight  to  t^-enty-seven.  Three  daN-s  before  the  investigation 
was  made  the  disease  was  recognized,  and  all  others  in  the  convent  were  vaccinated 
up  to  the  previous  night,  excepting  seventeen  who  were  omitted  because  of  short- 
age of  vaccine.  These  were  vaccinated  by  the  epidemiologist.  Owing  to  the 
supposed  isolation  of  the  persons  of  the  convent  it  had  not  previously  been  deemed 
necessary  to  require  vaccination,  but  the  authorities  agreed  to  vaccinate  all  future 
applicants  on  admission.  The  soiled  clothing  brought  into  the  laundry  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  introduction  of  the  infection,  else  the  girls  who  handled 
the  clothing  would  have  been  the  first  to  become  infected.  This  was  not  the  case. 
Not  half  the  girls  who  handled  soiled  clothing  and  none  of  the  drivers  had  small- 
pox. The  laundered  clothing  did  not  carry  the  disease  from  the  laundry  to  the 
homes  of  the  patrons.  The  operation  of  the  plant  was  suspended  two  weeks. 
None  of  those  vaccinated  contracted  smallpox,  and  no  outside  cases  occurred.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  DIVISION  OF  SANITARY  ENGINEERING 

Dr.  S,  L.  Jepsok, 

State  Health  Commissioner, 
Charleston,  West  Virginia. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Division  of 
Sanitary''  Engineering  of  the  West  Virginia  Slate  Department  of  Health.  This 
report  co\'ers  the  fiscal  year  from  July  1st,  1917,  to  July  1st.  1918. 

The  creation  of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering,  its  duties,  powers  and 
organization  were  all  discussed  in  some  detail  in  the  first  annual  report,  and  I  do 
not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  comment  upon  them  again  at  this  time  other  than 
to  note  that  owing  to  the  pressure  of  work,  the  Division  has  found  it  impossible 
to  assume,  as  yet,  some  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  the  act  of  legislature 
creating  it.  For  example,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  take  up  the  problems  of 
the  disposal  of  trade  wastes,  the  sanitation  of  mines,  or  dairying  methods.  For 
the  first  two  years  our  work  was  largely  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  municipal 
u-aler  supplies;  more  recently  we  have  been  turning  our  attention  to  general 
sanitation,  and  now  rural  sanitation  occupies  the  field. 

It  should  be  recognized  that  the  greater  portion  of  morbidity  in  the  city  origi- 
nates in  the  country.  We  commonly  think  of  the  cities  as  unhealful  places  in 
which  to  live,  and  speak  of  getting  back  to  the  fresh  country  air,  pure  water,  fresh 
milk,  and  fine  vegetables,  yet  experience  the  nation  over  has  shown  that  because 
perhaps  of  the  poorer  heating  facilities  in  the  country  homes  the  windows  are 
kept  closed  and  tuberculosis  is  rampant;  the  "pure"  water  is  polluted  by  the 
insanitary  privy;  the  milk  is  handled  by  the  same  antiquated  methods  used  by 
our  grandfathers,  and  commonly  is  contaminated  with  stable  manure  and  other 
filth,  and  the  lack  of  ice  means  that  its  bacterial  count  mounts  to  such  figures  that 
diarrheal  diseases  in  infants  are  by  no  means  uncommon  on  the  very  farms  where 
good  milk  should  be  had. 

Considerable  work  has  already  been  done  in  rural  sanitation.  A  complete  and 
careful  survey  was  made  of  the  entire  county  of  Braxton.  This  survey  is  com- 
mented upon  at  greater  length  elsewhere  in  this  report.    Selected  communities 
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have  been  surveyed  and  given  a  rating  based  on  the  general  sanitary  tone  of  the 
community.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  our  plan  to  devote  much  of  our  time 
to  the  sanitation  of  mining  camps.  Here,  too  commonly,  are  the  same  factors 
retarding  sanitation  that  are  found  in  the  rural  districts  but  with  the  congestion 
encountered  in  the  city.  It  is  the  belief  of  this  office  that  careful  sanitary  surveys 
of  mining  camps  should  be  productive  of  a  great  saving  in  life  and  health,  provided 
the  recommendations  offered  are  acted  upon. 

The  big  industries  the  country  over  have  found  that  money  spent  in  improving 
the  living  conditions  of  their  labor,  in  securing  better  sanitary  conditions  in  the 
districts  in  which  they  operate,  has  been  money  well  invested,  and  that  its  cost 
has  been  paid  back  several  fold  in  the  fewer  hours  of  lost  labor  due  to  illness.  One 
large  paper  company  in  West  Virginia  found  that  typhoid  fever  probably  cost 
them  well  in  excess  of  $10,000  a  year,  presenting  a  return  on  an  investment  of 
more  than  $200,000.  In  other  words,  that  company  could  have  spent  $150,000 
to  eliminate  typhoid  fever  among  its  workers  and  have  reahzed  a  handsome  profit 
from  the  investment.  It  is  going  to  be  our  effort  to  impress  these  facts  upon  the 
coal  operators,  for  the  coal  mining  camp  commonly  represents  the  most  insanitary 
conditions  to  be  encountered  in  West  Virginia. 

PROTECTION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES  —CHLORINATING  PLANTS 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  new  installations  of  chlorinating  plants  have 
been  effected.  The  ten  installations  which  have  been  made  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Division  are  briefly  commented  upon  below.  It 
is  notable  that  the  emergency  equipment  owned  by  the  Division  was 
called  into  service  three  times  to  protect  communities  threatened  with  or  already 
experincing  typhoid  fever.  Two  of  the  installations  mentioned  below  were  in 
connection  with  mining  camp  supplies.  At  last  we  feel  that  the  employees  of  labor 
in  some  of  the  mines  at  least  are  waking  up  to  the  importance  of  mine  sanitation. 

GASSAWAY 

In  the  month  of  July  1917,  Gassaway,  a  town  of  1500  inhabiatants  on  the  Coal 
&  Coke  Railroad  ninety  miles  from  Charleston,  suffered  from  a  severe  epidemic  of 
typhoid  fever.  An  emergency  chlorinating  plant  was  installed  at  the  pump  station 
in  spite  of  the  antagonism  of  the  manager  of  the  water  company.  Treatment  of 
the  water  with  chlorine  rendered  the  city  water  safe,  and  had  it  not  been  for  a 
prolongation  of  the  outbreak  by  secondary  contact  cases,  typhoid  would  have 
immediately  subsided.  The  effect  of  the  installation  of  this  emergency  chlorinat- 
ing plant  belonging  to  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  was,  that  a  permanent 
machine  was  purchased  by  the  water  company  and  it  is  now  giving  good  satisfac- 
tion and  is  the  only  protection  of  the  community  against  water-borne  typhoid. 

LEWISBURG 

After  an  investigation  of  the  water  supply  at  Lewisburg,  the  hypochlorite  treat- 
ment there  was  declared  by  this  Division  unsatisfactory.  This  led  to  the  purchase 
by  that  city  of  a  liquid  chlorine  apparatus  and  the  installation  of  this  machine  was 
made  during  the  late  fall  of  1917.  Weekly  reports  regarding  its  operation,  which 
£Td  received  at  this  office,  show  that  it  is  working  satisfactory. 
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PETERSBURG 

After  considerable  urging  from  this  department,  Petersburg  decided  to  protect 
her  citizens  against  "water-bome  typhoid  fever,  and  during  November  1917  an 
iostaUation  of  one  of  the  smaller  tjrpes  of  chlorine  apparatus  was  made  at  this  city. 
Duiing  the  year  just  passed  it  has  been  continuously  in  service  with  but  one  inter- 
niplion.  Information  by  letter  from  this  Division  enabled  the  town  authorities 
at  this  time  to  again  put  the  machine  in  running  operation. 

HUNTINGTON 

During  February  1918,  Huntington  experienced  difiiculties  in  chlorination  and 
our  emergency  apparatus  was  again  called  into  service  for  a  time.  It  was  necessary 
to  rig  up  a  temporary  device  until  the  emergency  machine  reached  Huntington » 
but  by  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  water  company,  it  was  possible  to  supply 
filter^  and  treated  water  to  Huntington  with  practically  no  interruption. 

BARBOURSVILLE 

Barboursville,  which  is  now  served  by  a  private  water  company,  was  during  1917 
without  water  for  many  months,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  town  to  operate  the  water 
plant  When  improvements  were  made  and  a  new  private  company  took  charge, 
this  Division  strongly  advised  the  purchase  of  a  chlorinating  plant  as  a  safeguard 
on  the  supply.  Hitherto  unfiltered,  untreated  water  from  the  Guyandotte  river 
was  pumped  to  the  town.  The  installation  of  a  chlorinating  apparatus  was  made 
during  December  1917,  and  since  that  time  the  monthly  tests  have  shown  the 
water  to  be  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 

THOMAS 

Another  emeigency  call  for  the  chlorinating  plant  came  in  January  1918  when 
Dr.  H.  B.  Wood,  former  State  Epidemiologist,  telegraphed  that  the  town  of 
Thomas  was  in  danger  of  a  typhoid  outbreak  from  their  unprotected  water  supply.. 
A  serious  epidemic  of  fever  had  occurred  in  a  town  a  short  distance  above  Thomas- 
on  the  same  stream  from  which  this  town  derived  her  water  supply.  An  immedi- 
ate response  was  made  by  this  Department,  and  the  emergency  chlorinator  put 
into  service  on  January  6th  to  protect  the  people  of  the  town.  This  emergency 
outfit  hrs  since  been  removed  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  authorities  in  charge 
of  the  town's  affairs  are  so  short  sighted  in  regard  to  public  health  that  no  perman^ 
ent  installation  has  yet  been  made. 

WHEELING 

On  February  8th,  a  long  conference  was  held  with  the  city  engineer  of  Wheeling, 
and  the  question  of  housing  the  new  chlorinating  equipment  which  was  to  be 
installed  at  the  reservoir  was  discussed  in  detail.  It  was  fmally  decided  to  build 
a  new  brick  house  directly  over  the  point  where  the  discharge  lines  from  the  pump 
station  entered  the  reservoir.  This  house  has  been  built  to  protect  the  three 
new  dry  feed  chlorinators  which  Wheeling  recently  purchased  in  order  to  chlorin- 
ate her  water  supply. 
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BLACK  BETSEY  AND  NORTON 

The  two  mining  communities  which  have  adopted  chlorination  of  their  water 
supplies  are  Black  Betsey  where  the  Black  Betsey  Consolidated  Coal  Company 
operates,  and  Norton,  a  new  town  recently  built  by  the  West  Virginia  Coal  &.  Coke 
Company  near  Elkins.  Black  Betsey  had  experienced  quite  an  outbreak  of 
typhoid  fever,  and  through  the  efforts  of  their  doctor  an  engineer  from  this  Divi- 
sion was  called  into  consultation  at  the  mines,  the  result  being  that  a  machine 
was  finally  installed.  Both  machines  are  doing  satisfactory  work,  keeping  the 
water  for  the  mines  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 

FAIRMONT 

Possibly  the  most  important  installation  was  made  at  Fairmont  where  a 
chlorinating  apparatus  of  unsatisfactory  design  had  failed  completely.  Fairmont 
has  recently  suffered  from  two  typhoid  outbreaks,  the  initial  one  being  due  to  the 
infected  water  supply,  while  the  second  developed  during  the  summer  season  in 
the  poorer  section  of  the  city  and  was  due  to  flies,  insanitary  conditions  and  con- 
tact. It  is  questionable  whether  the  second  outbreak  would  have  occurred  had 
not  the  initial  infection  crept  in  through  the  water  supply.  An  emergency  equip- 
ment for  chlorinating  was  first  arranged  for  and  later  a  permanent  installation 
was  made.  Analysis  of  the  city  water  before  and  after  its  installation  showed  the 
chlorinator  to  be  doing  its  work  well. 

OPERATION  OF  CHLORINATING  PLANTS— REPORT  SYSTEM 

During  the  early  spring  months  of  1918  two  serious  typhoid  epidemics  occurred 
in  the  state  which  were  probably  directly  attributable  to  the  failure  of  chlorinating 
plants  to  operate  continuously.  This  failure  was  due  not  to  defects  in  the  ap- 
paratus but  almost  wholly  to  the  lax  attention  of  the  authorities  in  charge,  the 
supply  of  chlorine  gas  being  allowed  to  become  exhausted  in  one  case. 

It  was  therefore  deemed  wise  to  design  some  sort  of  control  over  the  operation 
of  these  chlorinating  plants,  and  a  postcard  system  of  reporting  weekly  to  the 
Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  was  commenced.  In  this  report  data  are  given 
concerning  the  daily  operation  of  the  plant,  gallons  of  water  pumped,  amount  of 
chlorine  used,  conditions  of  river,  and  any  difficulties  encountered.  Hopes  for  the 
success  of  such  a  system  of  reporting  were  based  entirely  upon  the  fact  that  the 
engineers  of  this  Division  had  made  personal  investigations  at  the  various  pump 
stations  and  become  acquainted  with  the  men  in  charge  of  the  water  plants.  Our 
department  had  no  absolute  authority  to  demand  reports  of  this  nature  and  it 
has  been  highly  gratifying  to  note  the  degree  of  cooperation  secured. 

We  are  now  receiving  weekly  at  our  offices  reports  from  over  thirty  chlorinating 
plants  located  in  different  parts  of  West  Virginia.  We  know  how  much  chlorine 
is  being  used  at  each  point  daily  and  are  able  to  give  advice  to  the  engineers  in 
charge  from  time  to  time  as  the  conditions  of  the  river,  serving  as  the  source  of 
supply,  change.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  a  water' supply  which  is  being 
safeguarded  by  chlorination,  shall  be  continuously  treated  and  any  interniption, 
even  though  it  be  for  only  a  few  hours,  may  be  sufficient  to  spread  throughout  the 
town  which  is  served  by  that  supply,  an  infected  water  capable  of  causing  typhoid 
fever  or  other  intestinal  diseases.   We  hope  by  the  system  now  adopted  that  the 
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annual  spring  crop  of  typhoid  epidemics  in  West  Virginia  which  are  water  borne, 
may  be  substantially  reduced . 

TYPHOID  FEVER 

Many  of  the  typhoid  outbreaks  occurring  over  the  state  have  linked  up  with 
^ater  supplies  in  the  communities  in  question,  and  at  times,  due  to  the  absence 
from  the  health  department  of  an  epidemiologist,  it  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  the 
Div'sion  of  Sanitary  Engineering  to  make  complete  investigations.  Three  of  the 
■six  epidem"cs  have  been  in  mining  camps  while  the  other  three,  which  have  been 
by  far  the  most  serious,  have  been  due  to  public  water  supplies  which,  through 
ne^ect  of  the  authorities  in  charge,  became  infected  and  led  to  wide  spread  out- 
breaks of  the  fever. 

The  epidemic  at  Loma,  Logan  County,  occurred  during  August  1917.  Investi- 
gation proved  that  at  this  new  mining  camp  men  had  been  rushed  into  partially 
-completed  houses  where  toilet  facilities  were  inadequate  and  no  protection  existed 
at  the  open  deep  well.  Soon  after  mining  operations  commenced  a  heavy  rain 
■occurred  and  infected  material  was  washed  into  the  one  well  which  was  in  com- 
mon use  by  the  entire  camp.  The  result,  ten  days  or  two  weeks  later,  was  a  bad 
outbreak  of  fever.  Swarms  of  flies  developed  amid  the  extremely  insanitary'  con- 
ditions and  were  without  doubt  a  medium  for  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  authorities  in  charge  became  alarmed  at  the  rapid  increase  of  fever  and 
cooperated  with  our  Division  to  the  best  of  their  ability  in  putting  control  measures 
into  effect.  The  camp  was  thoroughly  cleaned,  privies  made  fly  tight,  wells  con- 
creted, and  a  great  majority  of  the  miners  in  camp  took  the  anti-typhoid  serum. 
The  measures  proved  effective. 

At  about  this  same  time  a  few  cases  of  fever  developed  in  Boone  County.  In- 
vestigation laid  the  blame  on  the  open  wells  about  the  mining  camp.  The  super- 
intendent at  Ramage  is  a  great  believer  in  good  sanitation  and  the  camp  presents 
a  good  appearance.  He  was  only  too  glad  to  accept  our  suggestions  and  when  the 
open  wells  showed  contamination,  they  were  condemned  and  drilled  wells  sub- 
stituted. No  more  fever  has  been  reported  from  Ramage  sin^  these  improve- 
ments were  effected. 

The  third  mining  community  where  the  water  supply,  open  dug  wells,  was 
found  at  fault  was  Ivaton  in  Lincoln  County.  The  outbreak  was  not  serious  and 
control  measures  were  taken  by  inoculating  many  of  the  miners  and  closing  up 
the  wells  which,  on  bacteriological  examination,  showed  up  unsafe. 

Th«  Gassaway  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  illustrates  two  features  of  our  work 
in  West  Virginia,  and  it  is  thought  that  they  are  worthy  of  some  comment.  First, 
our  emergency  chlorinating  plant  served  well  at  this  point,  the  installation  of  the 
equipment  being  made  before  the  investigation  as  to  the  cause  of  the  outbreak 
was  completed,  because  the  water  supply  was  under  strong  suspicion.  It  was 
only  a  matter  of  a  few  hours  to  make  the  water  safe  in  this  case. 

The  more  important  feature  is,  that  our  Division  had  repeatedly  warned  the 
water  company  that  the  supply  was  unsafe  and  that  typhoid  fever  would  un- 
doubtedly develop  in  the  near  future.  Under  our  present  inadequate  law,  we 
had  no  power  to  act  to  prevent  an  outbreak.  We  were  obliged  to  wait  until  fever 
actually  occurred  before  any  defmite  action  could  be  taken. 

A  study  of  the  typhoid  situation  as  it  existed  in  July,  when  the  town  was  visited 
by  an  engineer  of  this  Division  in  order  to  ascertain  the  quality  of  water  being 
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supplied  to  the  Coal  ic  Coke  Railroad  at  this  point,  brought  out  the  following 
facts: 

First,  that  between  the  months  of  January  and  July  1917,  forty-two  cases  of 
fever  had  developed  in  Gassaway,  a  town  of  less  than  1 500  people.  Since  January 
when  quite  a  number  of  cases  occurred,  there  were  four  or  five  cases  developing 
each  month.  In  July  the  outbreak  again  became  more  pronounced,  so  that  the 
engineer  who  visited  the  town  on  other  work  felt  justified  in  taking  matters  into 
his  own  hands  to  put  a  stop  to  the  epidemic  A  careful  epidemiological  study 
was  made  and  each  patient  as  well  as  all  the  doctors  in  the  town  visited,  as  soon 
as  the  emergency  chlorinating  plant  was  put  into  operation  at  the  pump  station 
in  order  to  purify  the  water.  The  study  showed  that  no  common  article  of  food  such 
as  milk,  icecream,  green  vegetables  or  pastry  was  used  by  the  patients  previous 
to  coming  down  ill  with  the  fever,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  city  water  was  used 
by  all  for  drinking  purposes.  ^Ml  the  evidence  clearly  pointed  to  the  city  water 
supply  as  the  agent  of  infection.  Water  from  many  of  the  drilled  wells  about  the 
town  was  examined  and  these  proved  to  be  safe  for  drinking  purix)ses.  With 
the  continuation  of  chlorine  treatment,  typhoid  ceased  to  develop  except  in  the 
case  of  one  family  where  the  entire  household  (6  members)  came  down  with  fever 
due  to  contact  infection. 

Gassaway,  with  the  town  of  Sutton  six  miles  above  pouring  its  sewage  into  Elk 
river,  aftords  a  typical  example  of  the  thing  which  the  Engineering  Division  is 
fighting  to  its  utmost,  the  drinking  of  a  raw  surface  water  supp'y  with  no  safe- 
guard to  eliminate  the  water-borne  typhoid  germs.  This  Division  hopes  to  sec 
Gassaway  free  from  typhoid  in  the  future,  for  it  has  now  made  a  permanent 
chlorinating  plant  installation.  Since  its  inception  as  a  town,  it  has  been  known 
as  a  typical  typhoid  hotbed  by  all  the  people  of  the  country  round  about. 

ELKINS  TYPHOID  EPIDEMIC 

One  of  the  worst  epidemics  of  typhoid  fever  which  West  Virginia  has  experienced 
for  some  time  occurred  during  March  1918.  The  discovery  that  typhoid  fever 
was  raging  in  Elkins  was  made  by  accident  while  a  typhoid  outbreak  at  Gassaway 
was  being  investigated,  but  one  case  having  been  reported  to  the  State 
health  department.  It  was  reported  to  the  sanitary  engineer  at  Gassaway  by 
a  conductor  on  the  Coal  &  Coke  Railroad  that  over  one  hundred  cases  of  fever 
existed  at  Elkins.  Knowing  that  a  chlorinating  plant  instituted  some  time  before, 
should  be  in  operation  in  Elkins  but  fearing  some  interruption  had  occurred,  this 
town  was  immediately  visited  and  a  complete  investigation  started.  A  trip  to 
the  pump  station  revealed  the  fact  that  for  three  months  the  chlorinating  plant 
had  not  been  in  operation  on  account  of  a  lack  of  supply  of  gas.  Unfortunately  for 
the  townspeople,  this  could  not  have  happened  at  a  worse  time,  for  during  Feb- 
ruary melting  ice  and  heavy  rains  had  brought  high  water  in  the  Tygart  Valley 
River  from  which  the  water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived.  The  chlorinating  plant 
was  started  in  operation  on  the  day  of  the  arrival  of  the  engineer  and  a  high  rate 
of  dosing  adopted  in  an  attempt  to  clear  any  infection  from  the  water  system. 
Since  this  outbreak  of  fever  is  a  typical  water-borne  epidemic  from  which  so  many 
communities  in  West  Virginia  suffer,  and  since  it  was  absolutely  preventable,  a 
few  of  the  more  important  features  will  be  discussed. 

The  town  of  Elkins  had  been  very  lax  in  regard  to  sending  in  the  monthly  l^ale^ 
samples  to  the  State  Hygienic  Laboratory  for  analysis,  although  the  Division  of 
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Sanitary  engineering  had  many  times  requested  them  to  comply  with  this  law 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission.    An  attitude  of  indifference  on  the  part  of  the 
town  prevailed.     The  chlorinating  plant,  which  was  installed  three  years  ago 
through  the  efforts  of  this  Division,  was  looked  upon  by  the  ones  in  charge  of  the 
health  of  the  lo'wnspeople  as  of  not  much  account  and  consequently,  when  it 
stopped  on  account  of  lack  of  gas,  no  great  efforts  were  made  to  supply  the  chlorine. 
Untreated  water  -was  pumped  into  the  city  mains  for  over  three  months.    The 
epidemic  occurred  in  the  spring  time,a  period  of  the  year  when  water-borne  typhoid 
epidemics  flourish,  for  at  that  time  all  of  the  accumulated  filth  on  the  watershed 
is  swept  down  the  rivers  in  the  spring  freshets.    Considerable  fever  had  been 
present  on  the  watershed  of  the  Tygart  Valley  river  at  Valley  Head,  a  number  of 
miles  above  Klkins.    The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  maintain  a 
weather  bureau  at  Elkins  so  that  rainfall  data  and  melting  periods  on  the  water- 
shed were  obtainable.    The  periods  of  high  water  precede  the  outbreak  almost 
exactly  by  two  or  three  weeks,  the  incubation  per  od  for  typhoid  fever. 

At  the  time  of  this  three-day  investigation  when  the  fever  was  still  developing, 
over  fifty  homes  were  visited  and  epidemiological  data  obtained  by  our  Division. 
Notes  were  taken  of  water  and  milk  supplies,  the  use  of  green  vegetables,  food, 
pastries,  etc.,  and  previous  periods  of  absence  from  home  of  the  patients.  All  the 
doctors  were  interviewed  and  data  gathered  from  the  city  and  private  hospitals 
which  were  filled  with  typhoid  patients.  A  summary  showed  approxinrately 
eighty  people  sick  with  typhoid  fever,  the  cases  being  about  equally  distributed 
among  males  and  females.  Over  one-half  the  cases  were  children  ranging  from 
eleven  to  eighteen  years  of  age.  However,  adults  did  not  escape  for  three  school 
teachers,  ten  grown  men  and  some  of  the  college  girls  were  taken  seriously  ill. 

An  examination  of  the  data  collected  showed  twenty-seven  different  milk 
supplies  and  in  two  cases  no  milk  was  ever  used.   No  common  article  of  food  wa& 
found,  and  being  early  in  the  spring  flies  could  be  disregarded  as  a  cause  of  in- 
fection. The  public  water  supply,  which  was  almost  universally  used  for  drinking 
purposes,  was  the  common  factor  and  to  it  alone  could  the  typhoid  fever  be  attri- 
buted. Many  deaths  occurred  as  a  result  of  this  outbreak  in  Elkins,  and  thousands 
of  dollars  were  expended,  all  this  in  addition  to  the  suffering  and  sorrow  which 
^rcre  caused.    Such    epidemics  as  these  are  entirely   preventable  if   commun- 
ties  will  see  that  sufficient  funds  are  available  to  properly    safeguard  the 
public  health  of  their  citizens  and  put  men  in  charge  who  will  conscientiously 
guard  the  public  health. 

FAIRMONT  TYPHOID  OUTBREAK 

The  city  of  Fairmont  suffered  greatly  from  typhoid  fever  during  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1918.  Since  the  water  supply  was  primarily  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,, 
it  seems  wise  to  comment  briefly  on  the  water  supply  conditions  as  they  affected 
the  public  health  of  the  people  in  the  city.  During  April  Fairmont  was  visited 
by  an  engineer  of  this  Division  in  order  that  a  complete  investigation  might  be 
made  of  the  water  supply.  A  study  brought  out  the  facts  that  the  filters,  located 
near  the  large  reservoir  and  which  were  supposed  to  be  treating  the  water,  had 
long  since  failed,  in  fact,  this  installation  of  upward  and  downward  filtration 
through  large  sand  filters  had  been  a  failure  from  the  start.  In  addition  to  the 
fact  that  all  water  was  being  by-passed  the  filters,  from  the  large  storage  reservoir 
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directly  to  the  mains  of  the  town,  a  visit  to  the  pump  station  showed  that  the 
chlorinating  plant  was  no  longer  working.  The  last  safeguard  over  pumping  raw 
water  to  the  city  had,  therefore,  been  removed,  and  except  for  a  short  period  of 
storage  in  the  large  reservoir  on  the  hill,  Fairmont,  a  city  of  over  20,000  people 
where  many  war  industries  were  working  at  top  speed,  was  receiving  for  drinking 
purposes  a  raw,  unfiltered,  untreated  water. 

During  the  spring  the  city  of  Grafton  with  over  10,000  people  suffered  from  a 
severe  typhoid  outbreak,  and  it  was  no  wonder  when  the  records  of  the  City  Health 
Commissioner  of  Fairmont  were  examined  that  many  cases  of  typhoid  were 
occurring  in  all  parts  of  the  city  of  Fairmont.  The  records  showed  ten  cases  in 
February,  nine  cases  in  March  and  five  cases  in  April.  Reporting  is  incomplete 
and  probably  many  more  additional  cases  actually  occurred.  Action  was  taken 
with  the  City  Water  Commissioner  at  this  time  to  provide  for  temporary  treat- 
ment of  the  water  by  an  emergency  chlorinating  equipment  and  a  new  permanent 
machine  was  ordered.  A  complete  report  of  the  investigation  of  the  water  supply 
with  definite  recommendations  for  immediate  action  was  sent  to  the  Water  Com- 
missioner during  June  by  our  Division.  On  account  of  unavoidable  delays  the 
permanent  installation  of  chlorinating  plant  was  not  made  until  the  latter  part 
of  June,  at  which  time  an  engineer  from  this  Division  again  visited  the  city  to  help 
in  the  installation.  During  July  an  expert  consulting  engineer,  recommended  by 
the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  in  their  report  giving  suggestions  for  remedial 
action,  was  called  to  Fairmont  to  make  specific  plans  for  a  modern  up-to-date 
purification  system. 

It  was  at  the  time  when  the  engineer  from  this  department  was  in  Fairmont 
attending  to  details  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  new  chlorinating  plant  that 
his  attention  was  again  called  to  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  in  the  city.  A  complete 
list  of  ail  cases  of  fever  reported  since  the  previous  February  was  obtained  from 
the  City  Health  Commissioner  and  the  cases  spotted  upon  a  map  of  the  city.  In 
this  way  an  interesting  light  was  thrown  on  the  typhoid  which  had  occurred  during 
the  months  of  June  and  July.  Over  seventy  cases  were  found,  and  although  a 
few  occurred  in  different  parts  of  the  city  showing  that  some  blame  might  still  be 
attached  to  the  water  supply,  probably  90  percent  of  the  cases  were  located  in 
one  of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  city  where  insanitary  conditions  existed,  the 
people  were  ignorant,  and  good  opportunity  was  offered  for  the  disease  to  spread 
by  contact  and  flies,  once  it  had  been  established.  The  disease  was  alarmingly 
prevalent  in  this  poorer  section  of  the  city.  It  is  probably  true  that  nothing  of  this 
sort  would  have  occurred  without  the  initial  infection  having  been  brought  in 
by  water  supply. 

Improvements  are  generally  effected  after  epidemics  of  sickness  have  at  last 
awakened  the  community  in  question  to  their  right  senses  in  regard  to  matters 
of  public  health,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  recommendations  and  plans  for 
a  modern  water  purification  plant,  adequate  to  serve  the  needs  of  Fairmont  and 
now  being  prepared  by  an  eminent  consulting  engineer,  will  be  adopted  and  the 
system  built  immediately. 

RURAL  HEALTH  SURVEYS 

Effective  cooperation  in  rural  sanitation  work  has  been  carried  on  with  the 
Agricultural  Extension  Department  at  Morgantown,  Mr.  N.  T.  Frame,  State 
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Agricultural  Agent,  in  carrying  out  community  development  work,  enlisted  our 
aid  in  making  the  health  sun-eys  in  a  number  of  rural  communities.  By  means 
of  this  survey  the  community  in  question  is  given  a  certain  health  rating,  depend- 
ing upon  an  average  in  all  homes  of  the  excellence  of  the  water  supply,  proper 
disposal  of  body  and  house  wastes,  home  conditions,  etc.  After  this  rating  is  made 
the  community  is  later  visited,  stereopticon  lectures  given  and  interest  awakened 
in  the  ways  by  which  a  better  and  higher  health  rating  for  the  community  may 
be  attained. 

During  November  1917  a  rurrl  survey  wrs  n-ade  of  Saltwell,  Harrison  County, 
and  at  G^ange^'ille,  Marion  County.  A  few  months  later  follow-up  stereopticon 
lectures  were  gwen  at  both  points  to  stimulate  the  people  in  their  endeavors 
have  better  to  home  sanitation.  In  the  spring  of  1918,  Martha,  Cabell  County, 
was  visited  and  a  talk  given  before  the  Women's  Club,  on  "Rural  Sanitation." 

BRAXTON  COUNTY  SANITARY  SURVEY 

The  Public  Health  Council,  at  their  meeting  in  Huntington  on  April  24th,  1918, 
decided  that  a  complete  sanitary  survey  should  be  made  of  a  typically  rural  county 
and  Braxton  County  was  selected  for  this  purpose.  Nearly  all  of  Braxton  County 
lies  within  the  watershed  of  the  Elk  River  from  which  the  water  supply  of  the 
Qty  of  Charleston  is  obtained.  With  the  extraordinary  development  of  this 
city  in  the  last  two  years  it  was  thought  that  some  consideration  should  be  given 
to  conditions  which  exist  on  the  watershed  of  the  Elk  River,  and  the  sanitary 
survey  will  serve  as  a  beginning  for  a  study  of  the  entire  watershed.  The  county 
is  situated  in  the  heart  of  West  Virginia,  contains  over  600  square  miles  and 
approximately  8,000  homes.  In  addition  to  Sutton,  the  county  seat  with  a  popu- 
lation of  about  1,500  people,  there  are  two  other  towns  in  the  county,  Burnsville 
and  Gassaway,  of  about  the  same  size.  Some  coal  mining  and  lumber  operations 
are  carried  on,  but  for  the  most  part  the  county  is  dependent  upon  farming. 
T>'phoid  fever  is  unusually  prevalent  throughout  the  rural  districts  of  this  state 
and  takes  a  toll  of  over  $2,000,000  from  West  Virginia  annually.  Braxton  county 
contributes  more  than  her  share  to  this  amazirg  figure. 

Realizing  that  any  such  undertaking  as  a  sanitar>^  survey  depends  for  its  success 
on  the  cooperation  given  by  the  people  of  the  county,  the  first  step  in  undertaking 
the  study  was  to  widely  advertise  it  and  secure  a  public  meeting  at  the  county 
seat,  Sutton.    Both  county  and  municipal  authorities  gave  their  hearty  support. 

Plans  were  made  ahead  and  a  moving  picture  theatre  secured  so  that  a  strong 
appeal  might  be  made  to  both  young  and  old  by  showing  the  moving  picture 
films  of  this  department  which,  along  with  their  interesting  plot  or  love  story, 
carr>'  the  essential  principles  of  public  health  relating  particularly  to  typhoid 
fever,  tuberculosis  and  infant  mortality. 

Dr.  S.  L.  Jepson,  State  Health  Commissioner,  although  extremely  busy  with 
the  prosecution  of  illegal  practitioners  of  medicine  in  various  parts  of  the  state, 
niade  the  trip  to  Sutton  and  spoke  at  both  the  afternoon  and  evening  meetings 
which  were  held  in  the  Elk  Theatre  at  Sutton  on  May  18th,  1918.  It  was  not 
possible  to  accommodate  the  crowds  which  gathered  in  the  evening.  Dr.  Jepson 
spoke  especially  of  the  undue  prevalence  of  typhoid  on  the  farms,  telling  vividly 
the  dangers  connected  with  the  old  fashioned  well  and  surface  privy.  As  the 
moving  pictures  were  shown,  the  Health  Commissioner  also  made  many  helpful

remarks  in  explanation,  in  order  to  drive  home  the  most  important  features. 
The  special  emphasis  being  laid  on  infant  mortality  work  all  over  our  nation  this 
year  was  also  described,  and  it  was  urged  upon  the  town  authorities  that  they 
join  the  movement  for  baby  welfare.  Mr.  E.  S.  Tisdale,  Assistant  State  Sanitary 
Engineer,  gave  a  short  talk,  explaining  the  purpose  and  ways  of  canying  on  the 
sanitary  survey  which  was  to  be  made  during  June,  July  and  August,  and  asked 
that  the  fullest  cooperation  possible  be  given  that  the  greatest  benefits  might  be 
secured. 

In  addition  to  the  distribution  of  leaflets  advertising  the  meetings  to  all  the 
homes  in  town,  advertising  was  done  by  a  boy  with  a  megaphone  carried  about 
town  on  a  horse  and  wagon.  He  shouted  the  ne^'s  of  the  health  meeting  to  every- 
one as  the  wagon  drove  through  the  principal  streets.  Before  the  evening  meeting 
the  Sutton  brass  band  assembled  at  the  doors  of  the  Elk  Theatre  and  played  a 
number  of  patriotic  selections.  These  means  of  advertising  were  certainly  effect- 
ive, for  the  theatre  was  filled  to  overflowing,  and  400  people  were  on  hand  to  listen 
to  the  talks  and  follow  the  moving  picture  exhibition  which  lasted  till  10:30  p.  m. 

This  opening  meeting  in  Sutton  was  followed  by  organization  and  training  of 
men  who  should  carry  on  the  sur\'ey  throughout  Braxton  county. 

This  county  is  fortunate  in  having  a  progressive,  vigorous  young  man  as  county 
agricultural  agent,  and  Mr.  Tisdale,  who  took  charge  of  the  work  of  organization, 
easily  secfUred  his  interest  in  this  movement  to  better  health  conditions  among  the 
farmers  of  the  county.  Labor  was  very  scarce  on  the  farms,  for  the  majority  of 
men  had  left  to  serve  in  the  army.  If  this  sanitary  survey  has  stimulated  the 
people  of  the  county  to  better  sanitary  conditions  so  that  typhoid  fever  may  be 
lessened,  thereby  keeping  the  laborers  well,  the  valuable  work  of  the  county  agent 
has  been  increased,  for  he  has  greatly  assisted  our  department  in  starting  the 
sur\^ey.  The  work  has  been  carried  on  by  six  men  who  worked  in  different  a.ssigned 
districts,  and  as  many  means  as  possible  were  employed  to  reach  and  interest 
the  people.  Personal  visits  have  been  made  to  each  home  and  the  question  of 
water  supply,  body  wastes  disposal,  typhoid  fever  and  general  sanitation  dis- 
cussed with  the  farmer.  The  score  card,  now  in  us^  by  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  has  been  adopted  with  slight  modifications  in  order  to  gather 
information  bearing  on  this  question.  Each  farmer  received  a  personal  talk  on 
typhoid  fever  and  its  causation.  Four  of  the  men  were  trained  school  teachers 
with  large  experience,  and  in  addition  to  being  familiar  with  the  county,  they 
had  tact  and  judgment  and  an  interest  in  bettering  conditions  in  their  county 
which  doubtless  made  them  more  valuable  than  investigators  from  the  outside. 
Two  of  the  men  had  been  provided  with  stereoplicon  lanterns  and  the  most  up-to- 
date  Lmtern  slides  pertaining  to  rural  sanitation  now  being  used  by  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service.  These  men,  in  addition  to  their  personal  visits, 
held  one  or  two  meetings  a  week  in  the  rural  community  centers,  these  gatherings 
being  advertised  a  week  or  more  ahead  so  that  a  good  attendance  was  assured. 
At  the  meeting  held  in  Flatwoods  High  School  on  the  evening  of  June  7th  at  which 
Mr.  Tisdale  gave  a  stereopticon  lecture,  over  200  people  from  the  surrounding 
country  were  present.  -v . 

Literature  consisting  of  pamphlets  issued  by  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service  on  the  following  subjects,  *'Good  Water  on  the  Farm,"  "A  Sanitary  Privy 
System  for  Unsewered  Towns  and  Villages,"  **Safe  Disposal  of  Human  Excrement 
at  Unsewered  Homes,"  and  *Typhoid  Fever  end  its  Causation  and  Prevention," 
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have  been  distributed  to  the  homes  in  the  county  after  an  interest  had  been 
aroused  in  better  sanitation.  This  sanitary  survey  might  be  said  to  be  an  edu- 
cational movement  among  the  typically  rural  people  bringing  to  them  the  prin- 
ciples of  public  health . 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Health  Officers*  Convention  in  Massachusetts, 
public  health  education  was  one  of  the  chief  themes,  being  recognized  as  the 
fundamental  principle  underlying  modern  health  work.  The  following  remarks 
of  one  of  the  principal  speakers  shows  the  trend  of  all  health  work. 

*The  health  administration  may  be  clothed  legally  with  imperial  powers,  but 
he  can  go  no  farther  in  his  work  than  he  receives  the  support  of  the  community. 
Essential  activities  of  boards  of  health  include  what  is  perhaps  most  important 
of  all,  an  educational  function,  whereby  to  teach  the  people  in  plain,  unmistakable 
terms  the  value  of  health  work,  to  show  them  how  they  may  avoid  in^'ection  and 
protect  themselves  against  it;  to  indicate  how  strong,  vigorous,  efficient  and 
healthful  individuals  and  communities  may  be  built  up  and  msintained." 

The  complete  data  collected  in  this  sanitary  survey  are  now  on  file  in  the  offices 
of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  and  it  is  planned  to  issue  a  special  bulletin 
giving  the  fmdings  as  they  relate  to  the  conditions  of  water  supply,  body  wastes 
disposal,  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  rural  homes,  and  also  especially  in 
the  school  houses  of  Braxton  county. 

CHARLESTON  SANITARY  SURVEY 

The  tabulation  of  field  work  at  the  end  of  this  report  does  not  give  any  reference 
to  the  considerable  amount  of  work  done  in  Charleston  in  connection  with  a  sani- 
tary sur\'cy  which  was  made  of  that  city.  This  survey  wps  completed  in  1917 
and  was  printed  early  in  the  spring  of  1918.  It  undoubtedly  represents  the  most 
careful  piece  of  work  yet  undertaken  by  the  Division  of  Sanitary'  Engineering. 
The  studies  on  which  the  report  is  based  covered  nearly  a  year  of  investigations. 
The  report,  copies  of  which  can  still  be  obtained  from  the  State  Department  of 
Health,  covers  the  following  subjects  as  taken  from  the  list  of  chapter  headings; 
Charleston  Survey  Commission;  Letter  of  Transmissal;  List  of  Illustrations; 
List  of  Maps  and  Charts;  List  of  Tables;  Foreword;  Introduction;  Life  and 
Death;  Infant  Mortality;  Communicable  Diseases;  Typhoid;  Tuberculosis; 
Venereal  Diseases;  Food  Supply;  Milk  Supply-General  Report;  Milk  Supply- 
Special  Report;  Water  Supply;  Wells  and  Privies;  Sewerage  System;  Garbage 
Collection  and  Disposal;  Streets  and  Street  Cleaning;  Housing;  Miscellaneous 
Health  Problems;  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools;  Dental  Inspection  of  Schools; 
Nuisances;  Dumps;  Elimination  of  Flies;  Disposal  of  Manure;  Public  Comfort 
Stations;  Health  Department,  Board  of  Health,  Commissioner,  Laboratory, 
Milk  Inspector,  Sanitary  Inspector,  Public  Health  Nurse  and  Health  Budget. 

In  the  chapters  on  Life  and  Death,  Infant  Mortality,  Communicable  Diseases, 
Typhoid,  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease,  an  effort  has  been  made  to  show  the 
almost  utter  lack  of  knowledge  that  we  have  in  Charleston  of  these  subjects. 
No  accurate  information  is  available  as  no  effort  has  been  made  to  force  compliance 
with  what  few  health  laws  the  city  has  available.  The  birth  and  death  records 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Health  Commissioner  show  an  increasing  death  rate  and 
a  dechning  birth  rate  which  commonly  represents  extremely  insanitary  conditions. 
The  investigation  showed  that  there  is  an  utter  disregard  for  infant  life  and  that

no  concerted  effort  has  been  made  to  prevent  the  heavy  toll  of  baby  lives  un- 
necessarily exacted  every  year. 

The  chapter  on  communicable  diseases  indicates  the  haphazard  and  half-hearted 
methods  adopted  by  the  Health  Department  in  this  branch  of  public  health  work. 
Charleston  is  shown  to  have  an  abnormally  high  typhoid  rate,  and  if  these  figures 
were  increased  by  those  of  the  epidemic  of  the  sumn-er  of  1917  and  the  outbreak 
early  in  the  summer  of  1918,  the  figures  would  reach  an  astounding  total.  Tuber- 
culosis and  venereal  disecse  are  both  unduly  prevalent  and  a  more  concerted 
effort  should  be  made  to  lessen  the  figures  from  these  diseases. 

The  chapter  on  food  supplies  shoi^s  the  almost  utter  lack  of  care  taken  to 
procure  safe  food  products  for  Charleston.  The  insanitary  conditions  in  many 
of  the  shughter  houses  and  food-handling  shops  are  commented  upon  at  some 
length.  There  are  two  chapters  on  milk  supply,  the  fust  is  a  general  report 
embracing  experience  encountered  the  country  over,  while  the  second  report 
constitutes  a  careful  study  of  the  character  of  Charleston's  milk  supply,  its  pro- 
duction and  its  distribution,  together  with  a  proposed  solution  for  the  problem. 
Charleston's  milk  supply  is  shown  to  he  for  most  part  unfit  for  humcn  con- 
sumption. 

The  chapter  on  the  w-ater  supply  is  far  too  lenient  with  the  water  company. 
Investigations  of  the  epidemics  of  1917  and  1918  developed  conditions  that 
should  not  be  tolerated  for  a  minute.  This  chapter  should  te  entirely  revised 
in  the  light  of  later  experience. 

The  chapter  on  wells  and  privies  shows  that  in  1917  Charleston  was  tolerating 
more  than  thirteen  hundred  insanitary  privies  and  many  of  these  in  districts 
where  sewers  were  readily  available.  The  danger  to  the  many  wells  that  are  still 
permitted  to  exist  within  the  city  is  shown  and  recom.mendations  w-ere  made  that 
as  fast  as  possible  the  water  and  sewer  lines  be  extended  and  the  insanitary'  privy 
and  the  unsafe  well  abandoned.  The  sewerage  system  of  the  city  was  investigated 
and  the  disregard  for  the  future  needs  for  Charleston  commented  upon.  The 
disastrous  policy  of  permitting  sewers  to  be  laid  without  detriled  plans  was  clearly 
demonstrated. 

The  utter  lack  of  a  proper  garbage-collection  system  was  commented  upon  in 
the  chapter  on  garbage  disposal.  The  ridiculous  design  of  the  present  crematory 
is  shown  and  recommendations  were  made  that  it  he  abandoned  at  once  and  that 
feeding  to  hogs  be  resorted  to. 

The  conditions  of  Charleston's  streets  and  the  cost  of  bad  roads  was  discussed 
briefly  in  the  chapter  on  streets  and  street  cleaning. 

Under  the  chapter  on  housing  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  subject  was  worthy 
of  a  special  report,  but  some  of  the  conditions  existing  in  the  city  were  indicated 
that  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  might  be  fully  appreciated. 

Medical  inspection  of  schools,  nuisances,  control  of  dumps,  elimination  of  flies 
and  disposal  of  manure  w^ere  all  discussed  briefly  under  the  head  of  miscellaneous- 
health  problems.  The  need  of  public  confort  stations  and  the  type  of  their  con- 
struction was  taken  up  briefly  in  a  chapter  on  this  subject.  At  the  present  time 
the  only  public  comfort  station  in  Charleston  appears  to  be  back  of  the  bulletin 
boards  in  the  rear  of  the  Burlew  theatre. 

The  final  two  chapters  discuss  in  some  detail  the  reorganization  of  the  Health 
Department  to  meet  the  needs  of  Charleston  and  give  a  discussion  of  the  appro- 
priation needed  to  properly  conduct  the  work. 
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MISCa&LLANEOUS  WORK— WEST  UNION 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  installation  of  a  mechanical  filtration  plant  at 
West  Union,  a  plane  table  survey  was  made  of  the  grounds  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
pomp  station.  This  survey  was  later  enlarged  by  pantograph  in  the  offices  of  the 
Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering. 

CMARLESTON— KANAWHA  COUNTY 

Discharge  Measurements — ^Elk  River 

In  connection  with  the  question  of  Charleston's  water  supply  system  there  has 
been  considerable  discussion  by  local  engineers  as  to  the  quantity  of  water  dis- 
charged from  Elk  River  and  the  possible  inadequacy  of  that  source  of  supply  in 
the  futare  at  times  of  low  water.  During  the  first  three  weeks  of  December  1917, 
tlie  water  level  on  Elk  River  was  estimated  to  be  the  lowest  in  years  and  this 
Division  considered  it  to  be  a  splendid  opportunity  for  flow  measurements.  A 
ga^ng  station  was  chosen  about  a  quarter  mile  above  Elk  Twomile  and  a  short 

distance  below  the  site  of  the  old  lock  and  dam. 
The  first  ga^ngs  were  made  on  December  15th.  Five  to  six  inches  of  ice  covered 

the  river.  The  width  of  the  gaging  section  was  190  feet  with  sixteen  gaging  points, 

thirteen  spaced  at  ten  foot  intervals  but  the  three  outer,  in  shallow  water,  two  at 

twenty  feet  and  the  third  at  fifteen  feet  respectively. 
A  Price  velocity  meter  with  graduated  rod  and  electric  buzzer  attachment  was 

used.  The  results  of  the  gaging  are  ^en  in  table  form  below: 

December  15th,  1917 — Qear  and  cold. 

Width  gaging  section , 190  ft. 

Average  depth  of  water 3.5  ft. 

Max.  depth 7.0  ft. 

Mean  velocity 0.464  Itsec. 

Area  cross-section 665  sq.  ft. 

Discharge 309.5  sec.  ft. 

or  200,000,000  g.  p.  24  hrs. 

The  above  results  were  so  much  in  excess  of  the  estimates  of  local  engineers  that 
it  was  decided  to  repeat  the  work  the  following  week,  weather  conditions  having 
remained  favorable.  Accordingly  a  new  set  of  measurements  were  taken,  the 
same  station  and  gaging  points  being  used,  the  only  differences  being  a  slight 
lowering  of  water  level  in  the  river  and  an  approaching  thaw.  The  two  sets  of 
results  agree  very  closely  as  will  be  seen  below: 

December  22nd,  1917 — Qear,  warm,  thaw. 

Width  gaging  section 190  ft. 

Average  depth  of  water 3.36  ft. 

Max.  depth 6.6ft. 

Mean  velocity 454  1  fsec. 

Area  cross-section 638  sq.  ft.

or  188,000,000  g.  p.  24  hrs. 
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Charleston's  present  daily  water  demand  is  from  six  to  ten  millions  of  gallons  of 
water  per  day,  much  in  excess  of  its  actual  needs.  Much  water  is  wasted  by  care- 
lessness of  the  consumers,  and  more  probably  by  leakage  in  the  company  lines. 
Even  with  several  times  this  demand,  however,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  quantity 
of  flow  in  Elk  will  in  all  probability  always  be  sufficient.  The  problem  is  to  prevent 
the  ratio  of  pollution  from  becoming  such  as  to  place  an  unfair  burden  on  any 
plant  which  must  purify  this  water  for  drinking  purposes. 

ELK  RIVER SEWER  OUTLETS 

On  numerous  occasions,  while  discussing  Charleston's  present  and  future  water 
supply,  there  have  been  expressed  the  most  diversified  opinions  as  to  the  behavior 
of  ihe  sewage  flow  from  the  municipal  outlets  into  Elk  River.  The  factors  of 
wind,  stream  velocity,  stream  currents,  temperatures  of  river  and  sewage,  etc., 
of  course  play  their  usual  part,  but  the  variables  in  this  particular  case  are  greatly 
increased  by  the  entrance  of  the  Great  Kanawha  River  into  the  problem.  The 
variations,  and  combinations  of  variations,  in  stage  and  discharge  of  these  two 
streams  can  give  rise  to  a  hundred  and  one  different  and  distinct  conditions.  It  is 
a  problem  which  can  not  be  solved  on  paper  at  the  office;  it  must  be  studied  in 
field  as  each  opportunity  presents  itself. 

With  the  abnormally  low  water  conditions  of  Elk  River  and  to  a  somewhat 
lesser  degree  of  Kanawha  River,  last  December  a  little  preliminary  study  was 
given  to  this  question.    Observations  were  taken  at  four  outlets  on  Elk  River 
ranging  in  location  from  one-half  mUe  to  one  mile  above  the  junction  of  Elk  with 
the  Kanawha.  The  day  was  warm  and  fair  with  a  light  breeze  blowing  from  the 
northwest  across  and  down  the  stream.  Three  of  the  points  of  observation  were 
sewer  outlets,  24,  36  and  48  inch,  with  roughly  estimated  dischai^es  of  ten, 
twelve,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  gallons  per  minute  respectively.   The  fourth 
observation  point  was  the  mouth  of  a  small  stream  known  as  Magazine  Branch 
which  carries  the  wastes  from  a  well  populated  and  poorer  section  of  the  city. 
Round,  long  necked,  quart  whiskey  bottles  were  used  as  floats.  These  were  flUed 
with  ballast  until  the  tip  of  the  cork  just  protruded  above  the  water  surface.   At 
the  twenty-four  inch  sewer  outlet  the  major  portion  of  the  waste  was  soapy  water 
from  a  nearby  laundry  and  the  path  of  this  waste  downstream  could  be  easily 
traced.    Three  of  the  observation  stations  were  on  the  west  bank  so  that  the 
tendency  of  the  wind  would  be  to  carry  floats  into  midstream  but  no  such  effect 
was  noted.    At  each  station  very  similar  results  were  obtained.    The  tendency 
of  the  floats  and  sewage  was  to  hug  close  to  the  shore  with  very  little  down-stream 
motion.    Several  bottles  floated  back  into  shore,  against  wind  direction,  and 
grounded.    One  float  reached  a  maximum  distance  of  sixty  feet  from  shore  Qess 
than  one-third  distance  across  the  stream)  and  there  attained  a  down-stream 
velocity  of  twenty  feet  per  minute.   One-third  of  the  floats  beached  on  the  shore 
before  traveling  150  feet.    Those  continuing  their  course  for  a  greater  distance 
averaged  to  keep  from  twenty  to  thirty  feet  from  shore  with  velocities  between 
ten  and  thirty  feet  per  minute. 

The  results  of  this  preliminary  study  showed  that  at  low  stages  on  both  rivers, 
there  is  a  tendency  for  the  sewage  to  stagnate  near  the  sewer  outlets  and  then  flow 
slowly  down  stream  keeping  close  in  shore. 

It  is  known  that  at  low  or  normal  stages  in  Elk  River  and  with  flood  waters  on 
-he  Great  Kanawha,  the  flow  of  waters  is  up  the  Elk  from  its  mouth  and  the  heavy 
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sewage-laden  ^waters  are  carried  to  the  intake  of  Charleston's  water  supply. 
Tlus  preliininary  study  of  sewage  flow  in  Elk  River  represents  but  one  condition, 
namely,  low  iwater  stages.  Similar  experiments  and  studies  should  be  made  for 
the  many  variable  conditions  occuring  on  the  two  rivers  in  order  that  definite 
inionnation  may  be  obtained  relative  to  the  extent  of  pollution  which  may  be 
possible  in  the  Klk  River  at  the  point  when  the  water  supply  for  the  city  of 
Charleston  is  obtained. 

WHEELING— OHIO  COUNTY 

Address  before  Woman's  Club  and  other  Wheeling  Civic  Organizations  by 
Mayo  Tolman,  Director  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering,  November  30th,  1917. 

Explanation:  Wheeling  long  presented  a  seemingly  most  stolid  indifference 
to  her  most  dangerous  and  disgraceful  water  supply.  In  an  endeavor  to  arouse  her 
from  blind  self-satisfaction,  this  Division  sent  an  engineer  to  Wheeling  who  made 
a  careful  and  detailed  study  of  the  cost  to  that  city  in  actual  dollars  and  cents  of 
its  filihy  water  supply  and  consequent  high  typhoid  rate.  The  study  included 
the  death  records;  fire  losses;  investments  by  schools,  hospitals,  hotels,  ofldce 
buildings,  and  private  residences  and  dwellings  in  individual  filters,  large  and 
small,  and  the  annual  expenditures  for  the  several  bottled  water  supplies.  The 
results  of  this  study  were  truly  amazing,  and  although  Mr.  Tolman's  paper  does 
not  include  all  the  data  obtained,  the  following  excerpts  will  give  the  salient  points 
of  the  investigation : 

WHEELING'S  WATER  SUPPLY 

Talk  Before  Wheeling's  Woman's  Club  Novemer  30,  1917 

I  would  like  to  point  out  briefly  and  without  mincing  words  what  impure, 
typhoid-laden  water  has  meant  to  Wheeling. 

First  then  let  us  consider  the  life  wastage  due  to  typhoid  fever,  an  entirely 
preventable  disease,  and  at  this  point  I  would  like  to  state  that  not  only  is  typhoid 
a  preventable  disease  but  a  filth  disease  as  well.  It  is  more  preeminently  a  filth 
disease  than  smallpox  or  leprosy  in  that  it  can  be  contracted  only  by  getting 
human  excrement  into  the  mouth. 

I  have  used  the  availabe  figures  from  1884,  for  by  that  time  the  efficacy  of  water 
purification  as  a  preventive  of  disease  had  been  proven  and  Wheeling  could  have 
availed  herself  of  the  information  had  she  so  desired. 

Since  1884  there  have  been  1,089  deaths  among  the  residents  of  Wheeling  from 
typhoid  fever  alone.  This  figure,  bear  in  mind,  does  not  include  non-resident 
cases  such  as  those  brought  into  the  hospitals  from  out  in  the  country.  In  other 
words,  for  the  past  33  years  33  human  lives  a  year  have  been  sacrificied  to  Wheel- 
ing's indifference.  I  believe  I  might  truthfully  say  to  politics  in  Wheeling  for 
politics  undoubtedly  has  been  the  largest  factor  in  preventing  the  installation  of 
a  modem  water  supply.  A  thousand  and  eighty-nine  lives,  enough  human  beings 
to  make  a  prosperous,  happy  village. 

In  modem  cities  with  pure  water  supplies  the  typhoid  death  rate,  and  by  this 
I  mean  the  ratio  of  deaths  from  that  disease  to  the  total  population  of  the  city, 
should  not  exceed  16  or  18  per  100,000.   Wheeling  has  averaged  for  the  last  33 
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years  a  death  rate  of  90  per  100»000,  and  this  rate,  for  one  whole  period  of  10  years, 
averaged  165  per  100,000. 

If  a  community  is  robbed  of  thousands  of  dollars  or  if  a  factory  with  all  its 
machinery  is  destroyed  by  fire,  we  say  that  the  loss  has  been  a  certain  amount. 
Men  by  their  labor  or  brains  are  producers  in  exactly  the  same  sense  that  capital 
or  machinery  is  a  producer,  and  therefore  a  human  life  must  be  considered  to  have 
value.  Every  life  lost  from  any  disease  means  a  certain  amount  of  productive 
capital  withdrawn  from  the  city.  Confining  our  attention,  however,  to  typhoid, 
it  has  been  found  that  each  death  from  this  disease  means  an  average  loss  of  ^,600, 
which  figure  takes  into  consideration  the  fact  that  many  of  the  deaths  are  among 
young  child'-en  or  old  people  beyond  the  productive  age.  Based  on  this  figure. 
Wheeling  has  wasted  four  millions  of  dollars  in  vital  capital  in  the  last  33  years. 
To  this  sum  must  be  added  a  figure  to  cover  the  lost  wages,  nursing,  doctor's 
bills,  etc.,  of  those  who  have  had  typhoid  fever  but  recovered.  For  every  typhoid 
death  there  occurs  from  twelve  to  fifteen  cases  of  the  disease.  Taking  the  smaller 
figure,  which  I  am  sure  must  be  low  when  we  consider  the  skill  in  treating  typhoid 
that  Wheeling  doctors  must  have  acquired  by  this  time,  and  allowing  but  $100 
per  case  to  cover  doctors'  bills  and  all  other  expenses,  we  find  that  a  million  and  a 
third  dollars  have  been  wasted  in  this  form  making  a  total  of  five  and  a  quarter 
millions,  a  sum  equal  to  one  twelfth  the  entire  valuation  of  Wheeling  including 
real  estate,  buildings  and  personal  property.  If  we  were  to  take  into  consideration 
that  for  every  death  from  typhoid  saved  by  the  introduction  of  a  pure  water 
supply,  from  one  to  four  deaths  from  all  other  causes  as  pneumonia,  scarlet  fever, 
whooping  cough,  etc.,  are  also  prevented,  we  can  readily  see  that  the  lost  capital 
due  to  Wheeling's  impure  drinking  water  reaches  an  enormous  total  far  beyond 
our  conception. 

Another  way  in  which  this  same  water  supply  has  caused  a  serious  loss  in  avail- 
able capital  is  through  the  tying  up  of  more  than  $83,000  in  private  fillers.  Also 
your  city  is  spending  more  than  $27,000  a  year  for  bottled  waters.  Both  of  these 
means  of  protecting  life  are  available  only  to  the  well-to-do.  The  poor  must 
either  spend  their  pittance  in  fuel  to  boil  their  water  or  they  must  chance  the 
typhoid  germs. 

Your  annual  fire  loss,  as  determined  from  an  average  for  the  last  18  years  is 
$78,000  a  year.  Compare  this  with  your  average  annual  typhoid  loss  of  $158,000. 
Your  city  each  year  is  losing  by  typhoid  more  than  twice  what  she  loses  by  the 
combined  destruction  by  all  the  fires  within  the  corporate  limits.  Wheeling  spends 
a  certain  amount  of  money  each  year  to  prevent  loss  by  fire.  Is  there  any  reason 
why  a  larger  sum  should  not  be  spent  to  prevent  the  greater  loss  by  impure  waterf 
If  the  introduction  of  a  pure  water  supply  would  reduce  Wheeling's  average 
typhoid  rate  one  half,  the  city  would  be  justified  in  spending  a  million  and  a  third 
dollars  and  yet  your  city  officials,  in  the  past,  have  hestitated  to  spend  the  $1,300, 
one  one-thousandth  of  that  sum,  that,  if  put  into  a  liquid  chlorinating  apparatus, 
would  probably  largely  eliminate  water-borne  typhoid. 

At  last,  however,  through  the  good  efforts  of  your  very  efficient  city  manager, 
the  end  for  which  our  department  has  been  fighting  for  the  past  two  years,  has 
been  attained.  A  chlorinating  plant  has  been  ordered  and  is  to  be  installed  at 
once.  Do  not,  however,  let  it  enter  your  minds  for  a  single  minute  that  chlorina- 
tion  is  a  substitute  for  filtration,  for  it  most  distinctly  is  not.  The  water  supply 
of  Wheeling  will  be  just  as  muddy  and  just  as  unappetizing  as  it  ever  was,  in  fact.

the  very  bacteria  -will  still  be  present  although  dead  we  hope.    Chlorination  is 
ody  an  expedient  until  filtration  can  be  adopted. 

While  ikus  properly  ends  what  I  have  to  say  about  impure  water  and  its  cos) 
to  Wheehng,  perliaps  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  a  few  words  to  show  how  sorely 
tiied  has  been  the  patience  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  in  its  efforts  of 
the  past  two  years.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Control  early 
in  1916  that  an  expenditure  of  $1,300  to  $1,500  for  a  chlorinating  plant  for  dis- 
infecting the  drinking  water  supply  would  each  year  save  some  lives  and  much 
sickness  and  w^ould  serve  as  an  expedient  until  a  filtration  system  could  be  in- 
stalled. After  several  months  of  letter  writing  the  council  appropriated  $1,500 
to  purchase  and  install  a  chlorinating  plant. 

About  that  time  my  department  placed  a  similiar  plant  in  operation  at  Wells- 
burg  and  almost  immediately  chlorine  tastes  and  odors  were  noticeable.    The 
Wheeling  council  sieze  upon  this  as  an  excuse  not  to  act  in  the  care  of  their  city 
and  one  of  your  newspapers  came  out  with  an  editorial  about  "investiagating 
before  adopting  chlorine  treatment."    No  investigation  was  ever  made,  for  if  it 
had  been  your  officials  would  have  found  tibat  the  chlorinating  plant  at  Wellsburg 
had  been  taken  out  and  shipped  back  to  New  York  but  that  the  tastes  and  odors 
had  continued  in  the  water  just  the  same.   They  would  also  have  found  that  the 
Wellsburg  Water  Board  now  attributes  the  trouble  to  the  new  government  dam 
backing  the  spent  chlorine  bleach  liquor  from  a  nearby  paper  mill  up  over  the 
water  works  intake.    The  Water  Board  authorized  my  department  to  reinstall 
the  plant.    These  facts  were  placed  before  your  city  but  no  action  resulted  and 
the  money  was  allowed  to  revert  to  the  treasury.    We  did  our  best  to  have  the 
money  used. 

On  one  occasion  1  took  up  the  question  of  chlorine  treatment  with  one  of  your 
city  officials  and  was  assured  that  something  would  be  done.  1  returned  to 
Wheeling  a  few  weeks  later  and  again  called  upon  the  same  official.  He  stated: 
^*\Ve  have  decided  not  to  do  anything  about  the  chlorinating  plant  for  the  present 
as  we  are  getting  along  very  nicely."  I  immediately  looked  up  the  typhoid  figures 
and  found  that  in  the  twenty  days  that  had  elapsed  between  my  visits  eleven 
cases  of  typhoid  had  developed,  and  that  in  the  two  preceeding  months  76  citizens 
of  your  city  had  been  reported  as  ill  with  the  fever.  My  only  thought  was;  if 
that  is  your  definition  of  "getting  along  nicely^' then  Heaven  help  Wheeling  if 
anything  should  go  wrong. 

At  still  another  time  it  was  stated  that  a  chlorinating  plant  would  not  be  in- 
stalled unless  it  was  guaranteed  that  the  chlorine  would  eliminate  the  typhoid 
and  not  cause  tastes  and  odors  in  the  water.  Wheeling  was  safe  on  that  score  for 
nobody  was  going  to  guarantee  what  the  chlorine  would  do,  for  there  was  no 
parallel  case  on  which  to  base  such  a  guarantee.  Wheeling  is  the  only  city  of  its 
size  of  which  I  have  knowledge,  that  uses  such  disgracefully  filthy  water,  and  until 
the  recent  action  of  council  she  stood  alone  in  her  indifference  to  human  life. 

It  has  been  beyond  my  conception  how  any  city  with  as  bad  a  water  supply 
could  afi^ord  not  to  at  least  try  chlorination  as  an  experiment,  particularily  when 
the  small  cost  of  the  apparatus  was  considered,  and  also  when  it  was  borne  in 
mind  that  even  if  it  should  be  a  flat  failure  on  raw  water,  as  encountered  in  this 
city,  the  apparatus  would  still  be  available  for  use  with  whatever  form  of  filtration 
should  finally  be  adopted.  I  have  been  informed  on  a  number  of  occasions  that 
Wheeling  was  so  near  bankrupt  that  it  would  be  hard  to  raise  $1,500  for  any 
purpose.   I  was  not  surprised.    I  can  not  see  how  any  city  can  expect  to  be  other 
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than  bankrupt  when  she  needlessly  wastes  her  most  valuable  asset,  human  lives. 

I  am  truly  sorry  to  have  to  speak  as  I  have,  and  I  hope  that  if  I  have  injured 
any  one's  feelings  I  will  be  pardoned  upon  the  realization  that  the  only  reason  I 
have  done  so  is  to  bring  before  you,  as  strongly  as  possible,  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  when  the  women  of  a  community  are  aroused 
to  action  there  is  nothing  that  they  can  not  accomplish,  and  I  know  that  your 
present  interest  prophesies  better  things  for  Wheeling  and  means  that  the  end 
of  this  needless  wastage  of  life  is  already  in  sight. 

MORGANTOWN— HEALTH  EXHIBIT 

The  nucleus  of  a  new  health  exhibit  consisting  of  both  stationary  and  mechanical 
models,  which  had  been  designed  in  the  offices  of  this  Division  was  shown  at 
Farmer's  Week,  January  7-10  at  Morgantown,  and  during  that  time  a  sanitary 
engineer  was  in  constant  attendance  with  the  exhibit  explaining  the  features  of 
rural  sanitation  depicted  by  the  models  of  safe  and  unsafe  wells,  good  and  bad 
farms  and  those  showing  various  methods  of  sewage  disposal.  Opportunity  was 
offered  to  meet  and  discuss  features  of  sanitation  with  many  of  the  county  agri- 
cultural agents  who  are  effective  workers  to  better  farm  conditions. 

FLOOD  SANITATION— CHARLESTON 

The  Elk  River  experienced  a  very  rapid  rise  on  March  14th,  1918  with  the 
result  that  parts  of  the  city  of  Charleston,  especially  along  the  West  Side  of  the 
city  and  Magazine  Hollow  were  badly  flooded.  In  some  places  the  water  was 
fifteen  and  twenty  feet  deep  in  the  streets.  The  parts  of  the  city  most  badly 
inundated  depended  upon  wells  for  their  water  supply,  and  it  was  deemed  essential 
that  proper  care  should  be  given  to  the  disinfection  of  these  when  the  waters 
subsided.  A  reconnaissance  of  the  situation  was  made  in  a  canoe  and  the  flooded 
sections  visited.  The  city  water  plant  was  also  put  out  of  commission  by  the 
flood  waters  and  much  time  and  attention  were  given  to  the  question  of  proper 
treatment  of  the  water  supply  to  insure  a  safe  water  for  Charleston.  From  the 
results  of  the  v  sit  to  the  flooded  sections,  recommendations  for  remedial  action 
were  made  to  the  City  Health  Commissioner. 

HINTON— PRESSURE  FILTERS 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  the  pressure  filter  installation  for  the  Hinton  Water 
and  Light  Company  was  not  entirely  satisfactory,  an  engineer  from  this  Division 
visited  Hinton  to  look  over  the  equipment  which  had  been  installed.  The  devices- 
for  introducing  the  chemicals  into  the  water  in  order  that  proper  purification 
might  be  effected  were  not  satisfactory  and  the  water  company  was  advised  by 
our  Division  to  withhold  their  last  payment  until  the  installation  was  made  satis- 
factory. Later  a  conference  was  held  between  an  engineer  from  this  Division  and 
a  representative  of  the  filtration  company  and  equipment  meeting  our  re- 
uirments  was  installed. 
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KANAWHA  FALLS  SGHOOLHOUSE  SANITATION 

A  stiikiag  example  of  the  need  of  better  schoolhouse  sanitation  was  afforded 
by  the  visit  of  an  engineer  to  Kanawha  Fails  to  investigate  conditions,  complaints 
of  which  had  been  sent  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schoo!s.  This  school  house 
in  which  thirty  or  more  pupils  met,  was  an  old  ramshackle  building.   The  floor 
was  so  badly  worn  that  it  was  impossible  to  keep  it  clean,  the  insanitary  privies 
joined  directly  onto  the  building  at  the  back,  and  the  odor  from  them  at  times 
was  almost  intolerable.    The  building  was  open  to  the  weather  through  cracks 
in  the  boards  in  places  and  many  of  the  window  panes  were  gone.    It  was  no  fit 
place  for  animals  to  stay  and  certainly  not  for  young  school  children.   Our  Divi- 
sion recommended  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  that  the  building  be  condemned. 

SWIMMING  POOL  SANITATION 

During  the  past  year  work  has  been  commenced  on  examination  of  the  swim- 
ming pools  in  public  buildings  and  Y.  M.  C.  A*s.  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 
Charleston  and  Parkersburg  have  now  been  investigated.  A  new  refiltration 
system  has  been  installed  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  Charleston  and  the  authorities 
in  chaige  requested  our  cooperation  in  keeping  the  pool  in  good  condition.  Both 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  of  the  pool  water  were  made  and  the  result 
of  the  carrying  out  of  suggestions  from  this  Division  was  that  progressive  im- 
provement was  shown  in  the  quality  of  the  water.  It  was  deemed  wise  to  use  a 
small  amount  of  h3rpochlorite  of  lime  two  or  three  times  a  week  in  conjunction 
with  the  filtration  process.  This  assured  a  safe  water  at  all  times. 

Investigation  of  the  pool  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  Parkersburg  showed  it  to  be 
kept  in  excellent  condition.  Qty  water  is  used  here  and  the  pool  refilled  each 
day.  In  this  way  a  water  of  good  quality  is  assured  but  considerable  waste  of 
water  results.  It  was  suggested  to  the  authorities  that  the  installation  of  a 
refiltration  system  be  considered. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Until  the  recommendations  made  in  the  1915-1916  report  can  be  adopted,  it 
seems  inadvisable  to  offer  further  suggestions  for  the  Division.  One  of  the  most 
important  things  is  to  secure  state  supervision  of  water  supplies  and  sewerage 
systems.  The  necessity  for  this  is  commented  upon  of  some  length  on  page  290 
et  sequa  of  the  report  already  mentioned.  I  still  feel  that  it  is  of  great  importance 
to  divide  the  state  into  sanitary  districts  and  nothing  that  has  occurred  since  the 
above  mentioned  report  was  ^Titten  has  caused  me  to  modify  the  districting 
suggested  in  that  report.  No  better  illustration  of  the  necessity  for  this  can  be 
offered  than  the  experience  of  typhoid  at  Elkins.  Here  a  severe  epidemic  of  the 
disease  was  in  full  swing  and  yet  our  Charleston  office  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
fact  untU  one  of  our  engineers  happened  to  overhear  some  passing  comment  on 
the  subject. 

We  are  continually  encountering  just  such  conditions  where  epidemics  have 
reached  serious  proportions  without  the  main  office  having  the  slightest  inkling 
that  anything  out  of  the  ordinary  is  happening.  Again  we  have  frequently  en- 
countered water  supplies  that  have  been  installed  without  adequate  engineering 
knowledge  or  without  the  slightest  thought  to  its  sanitary  quality.    Even  if  we 
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could  not  have  a  law  requiring  the  submitting  of  plans  and  specifications  to  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  a  district  engineer  would  probably  learn  of  these 
projects  in  ample  time  to  prevent  any  foolish  steps  being  taken.  This  statement 
applies  with  even  greater  force  to  sewers  that  as  designed  can  ne%'er  be  anything 
but  a  menace  to  public  comfort  and  safety. 

One  recommendation,  however,  I  do  deem  essential,  and  that  b  that  all  bottled 
water  supplies  sold  in  West  Virginia  shall  be  required  to  have  a  license  before  they 
can  be  put  upon  the  market.  The  license  should  be  based  on  the  sanitary  analysis 
of  the  water  and  this  analysis  should  be  made  at  some  reputable  laboratory  within 
the  state  of  West  Virginia.  I  could  numerate  a  number  of  bottled  waters  that 
are  far  from  being  safe  and  yet  we  have  no  way  of  controlling  them.  In  mind 
at  the  present  writing  is  one  supply  that  comes  from  a  spring  in  a  barn  cellar, 
yet  this  water  is  bottled  and  has  a  big  sale  on  account  of  its  delightful  taste.  A 
certificate  backed  by  an  analysis  would  obivate  the  danger  from  such  supplies. 

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

The  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  appears  to  gain  ground  steadily  in  con- 
fidence of  the  public.   I  think  the  citizens  of  West  Virginia  have  come  to  recognize 
in  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering,  an  organization  devised  to  give  them  a 
maximum  of  genuine  conscientious  service.

INTRODUCTION. 

The  fourteenthL  biennial  report  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Labor  of  West 
Virginia,  constituting  the  work  for  the  years  1917-18,  with  statistics  of 
manufacturers  for  the  years  ending  January  31,  1916,  and  January  31, 
1917,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Samuel  B.  Montgomery,  of  Kingwood,  Preston  County,  was  appointed 
Commissioner  of  Labor  by  Governor  Henry  D.  Hatfield  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  beginning  March  1,  1917,  and  ending  February  28,  1921,  this  being 
the  first  biennial  report  compiled  and  submitted  by  the  present  Commis- 
sioner. The  personnel  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor,  as  provided  by  law  and 
through  appropriations  by  the  Legislature,  consists  of  two  State  factory 
inspectors,  a  chief  clerk  and  one  stenographer.  The  Commissioner,  upon 
assuming  the  duties  of  the  office,  appointed  Mr.  R.  E.  Mumaugh,  of 
Parkersburg,  and  Mr.  Alo.izo  Prince,  of  Follansbee,  as  factory  inspectors; 
Howard  S.  Jarrett,  of  Charleston,  was  appointed  chief  clerk,  and  Miss 
Nelle  C.  Schaeffer,  of  Kingwood,  stenographer.  There  have  been  no 
changes  in  the  office  since  the  inception  of  the  work  of  the  bureau  by 
the  Commissioner. 

Factory  inspection. 

The  work  of  inspection  has  necessitated  the  continuous  services  of  the 
two  factory  inspectors  since  the  development  of  West  Virginia  as  an 
industrial  State  has  taken  on  such  a  rapid  stride  and  a  permanent  atti- 
tude. The  phenomenal  growth  in  the  number  of  industrial  plants  in  the 
State  should  be  the  source  of  pride,  for  there  is  locating  within  the 
borders  of  this  commonwealth  manufacturers  employing  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  our  people.  There  is  also  being  located  within  the  State, 
not  in  any  one  particular  locality,  but  over  the  State  as  a  whole,  manu- 
facturing industries  whose  volume  of  business  increases  with  such 
rapidity  that  our  factory  inspectors,  who  are  only  able  to  cover  their 
territory  once  each  year,  can  hardly  recognize  some  of  the  plants  as 
being  the  ones  which  they  had  inspected  on  their  previous  rounds.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  metal  working  and  glass  plant^.  As  an  instance 
of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  glass  industry  it  was  found  in  compiling  our 
statistics  of  manufacturers  we  were  astonished  to  find  that  this  industry 
enjoyed  its  banner  year  in  1916.  Forty-three  plants  manufacturing  win- 
dow glass,  bottles,  lamp  chimneys  and  table  glassware  reported  capital 
invested  of  $8,701,985.47;  the  value  of  these  plants'  production  for  the 
same  year  amounted  to  $16,574,984.32,  with  9,249  employees  receiving  in 
wages  for  the  year  $6,172,203.47.  ^  The  year  1917  showed  a  larger  number 
reporting,  but  the  value  of  production  was  not  as  great  as  for  the  year 
previous.  Fifty-six  glass  industries  reported  for  the  year  1917,  showing 
an  invesement  of  $10,911,849.77,  with  a  value  of  production  of 
^(14,925,914.08.    They  further  showed  that  there  were  11,356  persons  em- 
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ployed  in  the  number  of  plants  reporting  and  that  there  were  $8,884,573.27 
paid  in  wages.  This  one  industry  alone  shows  the  magnitude  of  West  Vir- 
ginia as  a  growing  industrial  state.  The  two  factory  inspectors  visited  and 
inspected  849  plants  employing  67,300  people  for  the  year  1917.  Not  quite 
so  many  plants  were  inspected  in  the  year  1918,  as  the  report  was  closed  on 
November  15,  leaving  a  month  and  a  half  in  the  year  which  is  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  next  report,  and  also  for  about  six  weeks  the  inspectors 
were  prevented  from  continuing  their  work  by  the  Influenza  epidemic. 
In  1918  the  plants  inspected  employed  over  80,000  people.  As  an  instance 
of  the  varied  details  with  which  the  inspectors  must  be  familiar,  there 
were  two  hundred  and  fifty  orders  issued  by  them  during  their  inspec- 
tions in  1917,  relating  to  sanitation.  The  present  year  shows  a  hundred 
and  twenty- two  sanitation  orders  issued,  indicating  that  a  compliance 
with  orders  is  not  neglected.  During  the  two  years  the  Inspectors  found 
one  hundred  and  fourteen  children  working  without  the  proper  permits 
and  ordered  them  dismissed  from  the  factories  until  they  could  comply 
with  the  C&lld  Labor  Law  and  secure  permits  from  the  proper  authorities 
empowered  to  issue  same. 

With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  industries  it  is  plain  to  be  seen 
that  our  inspection  force  is  inadequate.  There  are  points  where  the  in- 
spectors do  not  have  time  to  cover,  and  which  should  receive  the  me 
inspection  as  the  mills  and  factories  on  the  main  lines  of  our  railroads. 
All  are  familiar  with  the  lumber  industry  of  the  state,  and  the  immense 
saw  mills  located  on  our  mountain  sides  with  an  apparently  unending 
supply  of  timber  over  the  vast  aera  above.  The  inadequancy  of  the  in- 
spection force  prevents  a  visit  to  these  localities  and  the  -plants  are  there- 
fore neglected.  As  plants  are  visited  and  orders  Issued,  the  inspectors 
are  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  their  orders  have  been  carried  out,  and  often 
a  year  elapses  before  inspections  of  the  plants  where  the  orders  were 
issued  are  again  made.  Thus  they  are  unable  to  follow  up  and  see  that 
their  instructions  are  complied  with  at  once,  without  neglecting  some  of 
the  territory  assigned  them.  The  manufacturers  have  shown  a  most 
hearty  inclination  to  cooperate  with  the  Bureau,  and  in  very  few  instances 
do  the  orders  issued  by  the  inspectors  fail  to  be  carried  out  in  their 

■ 

entirety. 

While  we  have  a  state  law  which  provides  that  seats  shall  be  placed 
for  female  employees  in  every  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mercantile  and 
other  establishments  in  this  state  wherein  women  are  employed,  our  in- 
spection force  can  only  see  that  this  law  is  carried  out  in  the  factories 
and  workshops,  as  their  inspections  do  not  reach  the  mercantile  establish- 
ments where  a  vast  majority  of  women  workers  are  employed.  Violations 
of  the  Child  Labor  Law  are  neither  detected,  for  such  violations  often 
occur  in  mercantile  establishments,  without  the  knowledge  of  any  fficial 
%yno8e  duties  are  to  see  that  certain  laws  are  obeyed.  While  these  and 
laws  of  minor  importance  are  among  the  labor  laws  of  the  state,  and  their 
enforcement  in  charge  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  there  should  be  at 
least  four  inspectors,  one  of  which  should  be  a  woman,  the  latter  to  look 
after  mercantile  establishments  and  especially  those  factories  in  which 
women  are  employed. 
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Since  April  6,  1917,  the  time  of  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into 
the  great  war,  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  addition  of  employees 
in  the  factories.  The  Government  seeing  the  great  possibilities  of  the 
state  as  a  manufacturing  center,  and  aware  of  its  great  coal  and  gas 
resources,  took  advantage  of  conditions  and  established  within  the  state 
numerous  plants  for  the  production  of  war  material.  This  necessarily 
added  additional  burdens  to  the  inspection  force  and  to  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  as  well.  A  number  of  these  Government  plants  have  been  erected 
for  permanency,  and  they  will  naturally  come  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bureau  in  times  of  peace  as  well  as  war,  for  hundreds  of  our  citizens 
will  comprise  the  army  of  employees.  A  number  of  privately  owned  plants 
were  converted  into  war  plants  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 
Additions  have  been  made,  and  the  number  of  employees  increased,  all 
adding  to  the  ordinary  task  of  inspection,  but  the  Bureau  has  endeavored 
to  cope  with  this  situation  commensurate  with  the  inspection  force. 

The  Bureau  here  desires  to  record  its  appreciation  f  the  employees  of 
f^tories,  of  the  cooperation  that  has  been  extended  to 'it  by  employers 
and  employees  of  the  manufacturing  establishments,  and  this  has  been 
especially  true  of  the  two  great  organizations  in  this  state  that  represent 
capital  and  labor. 

On  September  30-October  1, 1918,  a  conference  of  state  labor  officials  was 
held  in  Washington  under  the  auspices  of  the  War  Labor  Policies  Board, 
and  the  two  factory  inspectors  represented  West  Virginia  at  this  con- 
ference. The  result  of  this  gathering  was  the  adoption  of  a  policy  whereby 
all  the  labor  standards  which  had  been  established  by  law,  should  be 
maintained  as  far  as  practical  during  the  war. 

Manufacturing    Statistics. 

While  under  the  heading  of  factory  inspection  we  dwelt  upon  one  of  the 
state's  great  industries,  yet  there  a^e  others  which  must  not  be  overlooked, 
particularly  the  great  iron  and  steel  industry,  lumber  products,  chemical 
manufacturing  establishments  and  potteries.  Your  attention  is  directed 
to  the  statistics  shown  in  another  part  of  this  report.  The  capital  in- 
vested in  buildings,  grounds  and  machinery  is  indicative  of  the  fact  that 
the  industries'  are  being  established  for  permanency.  You  will  note  that 
the  large  growth  in  the  number  of  establishments  are  those  which  require 
great  heating  facilities  through  coal  or  gas,  and  we  can  here  assure  the 
future  establishment  of  industries  of  this  character  by  the  knowledge 
that  the  surface  of  our  great  coal  output  has  barely  been  scratched,  and 
the  gas  industry  is  in  its  infancy.  West  Virginia  is  no  longer  a  country 
overlooked,  for  not  a  few  manufacturers  are  profiting  by  the  knowledge 
of  our  resources,  and  either  moving  into  the  state  from  other  states  where 
necessities  are  only  obtainable  under  difficulties  and  far  from  the  source 
of  these  requisites,  or  else  they  are  adopting  our  state  as  the  place  to 
enter  the  industrial  world.  To  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  in  the 
industrial  life  of  the  state,  shipping  facilities  by  railroad  and  waterways 
are  bending  every  energy  to  meet  the  demands. 
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As  new  industries  are  established  and  others  are  moving  in,  the  citizen- 
ship is  naturally  on  the  increase  as  well.  Skilled,  as  well  as  unskilled 
mechanics,  are  becoming  residents  of  this  state  with  great  rapidity.  Men 
of  families  are  establishing  their  permanent  residence  in  our  cities  and 
towns,  and  are  becoming  a  welcome  asset  to  our  industries  population. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  the  Bureau  of  Labor  was  called  upon  to 
furnish  a  census  of  industries  available  for  the  manufacture  of  muni- 
tions and  other  war  material.  Through  various  sources,  and  especially 
with  the  assistance  of  the  secretaries  of  the  commerce  bodies  of  the  State, 
a  report  in  detail  was  submitted  which  showed  that  there  were  337  plants 
that  could  be  put  on  a  war  basis  in  a  very  short  space  of  time  and  these 
337  plants  showed  a  total  number  of  employees  ^of  53.801.  Many  of  these 
industries  became  war  working  plants  in  whole  or  in  part  and  in  many 
instances  articles  were  manufactured  which  were  used  as  a  part  of  the 
construction  of  some  necessary  product,  the  manufacture  of  which  did 
not  necessarily  interfere  with  the  regular  output  of  the  establishment. 

Women   in   Industry. 

Each  year  shows  an  increase  of  the  number  of  women  entering  in- 
dustrial life  in  our  State,  but  this  has  been  only  in  comparison  with  the  num- 
ber -cf  men  employed.  The  factory  inspectors'  reports  do  not  show  that  there 
has  been  any  astonishing  growth  in  the  number  of  women  employed  in  these 
industries  as  a  result  of  the  war.  In  1917,  in  the  849  plants  inspected, 
there  was  a  total  of  8,1*99  female  employees;  in  1918,  with  83  less  inspec- 
tions, there  was  found  nearly  9,000  female  employees.  Women  have  released 
the  man-power  of  our  State  in  the  mercantile  establishments  and  offices 
to  a  greater  extent  than  in  the  factories  and  workshops.  Manufacturies 
employing  women  will  increase  along  with  others  to  be  established  and 
it  will  surely  become  necessary  to  enact  certain  legislation,  as  has  every 
State  where  women  compose  a  great  part  of  the  industrial  throng,  for 
the  protection  of  women  in  industry.  .  It  is  evident  that  these  conditions 
will  have  to  be  met  and  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  women 
workers  will  devolve  upon  the  labor  department.  It  would  not  be  amiss 
to  consider  legislation  along  these  important  lines  at  an  early  date. 

Child    Labor. 

The  problem  of  child  labor  is  one  which  has  been  given  much  thought 
and  attention  by  the  bureau  during  the  last  biennial  period.  During  the 
year  1917  the  inspectors  discovered  children  in  thirty-one  factories  work- 
ing without  the  necessary  permits  and  were  ordered  to  secure  the  said 
permits  before  they  could  continue  work.  In  September,  1917,  the 
Federal  Child  Labor  Law  became  effective  (which  has  since  been  declared 
unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States).  The  Com- 
missioner of  Labor  was  designated  by  the  Child  Labor  Division  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor  as  the  authority  in  West  Virginia  to 
enforce  this  law,  his  jurisdiction  covering  the  entire  State.  Eighty-three 
lactorieB  were  found  employing  children  in  violation  of  the  law  and 
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these  children  were  immediately  instructed  to  secure  permits  before  they 
could  continue  working.  Not  all  of  these  violations  last  noted  were  of  the 
Federal  law.  These  figures  do  not  indicate  that  children  had  to  leave 
school  to  any  great  extent  on  account  of  the  war.  Again  we  are  positive 
that  our  lack  of  inspection  force  has  prevented  the  detection  of  viola^ 
tions  in  many  cases  of  our  child  labor  law.  The  child  labor  law  of  the 
State  refers  to  factories,  mills,  workshops  and  manufacturing  establish- 
ments, yet  there  should  be  included  in  this  law  mercantile  establishments 
and  street  trades.  Regardless  of  where  a  child  works  he  is  absenting 
himself  from  school,  which  is  one  of  the  most  vital  conditions  with 
which  the  future  must  deal.  There  are  numerous  plants  where  a  child's 
health  may  be  impaired,  either  through  long  and  excessive  hours  of  labor, 
by  contact  with  the  products  of' the  plant  or  by  night  work,  and  in  sug- 
gesting new  legislation  along  these  lines  I  consider  it  well  to  mention 
these  things  in  connection  with  the  urgent  need  of  a  revision  of  our 
present  child  labor  law. 

*  Construction  of  Buildings. 

I 
The  Bureau  of  Labor  receives  many  inquiries  about  regulations  con- 
cerning the  construction  of  bi^ildings  to  be  used  as  factories  for  the 
manufacture  of  some  product.  These  inquiries  particularly  request  in- 
formation and  instructions  as  to  sanitation  and  boiler  regulations.  In 
the  absence  of  laws  pertaining  to  construction  work  and  boiler  regula- 
tions the  bureau  can  only  supply  a  limited  amount  of  information,  urging 
that  due  regard  be  given  to  the  elimination  of  all  hazards.  There  is  a 
tendency  on  the  part  of  all  construction  engineers  to  comply  with  any 
regulations  the  State  might  adopt.  Boiler  regulations  and  inspections, 
are  invited  rather  than  being  opposed.  The  same  applie^  to  the  operation 
of  hoisting  machinery.  While  our  factory  inspectors,  in  their  issuance 
of  orders,  demand  that  fire  escapes  be  placed  on  buildings  where  work- 
men are  above  the  second  story,  they  do  so  under  the  law  which  provides 
for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  employees  and  we  regret  to  say  that  these 
orders  have  met  with  some  opposition,  particularly  by  owners  of  build- 
inss  who  rent  them  for  manufacturing  purposes.  Occupational  diseases 
must  be  watched,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  that  West  Virginia  has  not  been 
a  great  sufferer  as  has  some  of  the  Eastern  States.  Sanitation  and  sani- 
tary conditions  are  the  best  safeguards  that  can  be  thrown  about  a 
factory  where  any  disease  might  arise  from  a  workman's  occupation. 

Free  Employment  Bureau. 

The  appropriation  by  the^ast  Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Free  Employment  Bureau  has  been  and  is  being  used  in  an  advantageous 
manner.  During  1917  labor  agents  from  other  States  infested  West  Vir- 
ginia and  induced  large  numbers  of  workmen,  especially  about  the  coal 
mines,  to  leave  the  State  and  take  up  work  in  their  particular  section. 
We  have  instances  where  these  labor  agents  have  paid  fares  for  whole 
families  to  travel  many  hundred  miles,  so  desperate  were  they  in  their 
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efforts  to  secure  the  largest  possible  number  of  workmen.  An  opinion 
relating  to  labor  agencies  was  asked  of  the  Attorney  General  and  he 
submitted  the  following: 

Charleston,  W.  Va.,  June  28,  1911. 
Hon.  Samuel  B.  Montgomery, 

Commissioner  of  Labor,  Charleston,  W.  Va. 
Dear  Sir:  I  have  your  letter  of  the  27th  instant.  In  which  you  state 
that  it  has  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  that  men  are  being 
employed  within  this  State  to  Induce  laborers,  especially  miners,  to  be 
transported  out  of  the  State  for  employment  in  another  State.  Tou  de- 
sire an  opinion  from  this  office  as  to  whether  or  not,  in  case  a  person  takes 
out  a  license  in  one  county  to  conduct  the  business  of  a  labor  agency  and 
sends  agents  into  another  county  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  laborers  to 
leave  the  State,  he  would  be  required  to  take  out  a  license  in  each  county 
in  which  such  agents  operate. 

Section  2,  Chapter  32,  Code  1916,  provides  that  no  person  without  a 
State  license  therefor  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  a  labor  agency. 
Section  109  of  the  same  chapter  extends  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the 
term  "labor  agency"  by  providing  as  follows: 

"Any  person  or  corporation  who  hires  or  contracts  with  labo^ 
ers,  male  or  female,  to  be  employed  by  persons  other  than  him- 
self, and  to  be  transported  out  of  the  State  for  employment  in 
another  State,  shall  be  deemed  a  labor  agency  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  clause." 
It  seems  reasonably  clear  to  me  that  in  view  of  the  clause  above  quoted 
the  Legislature  intended  that  in  whatever  county  a  person  or  corporation 
hired  or  contracted  with  laborers  to  be  employed  by  persons  other  than 
himself  and  to  be  transported  out  of  the  State  for  employment  in  another 
State,  such  person  would  be  considered  as  conducting  a  labor  agency 
whether  a  regular  office  were  maintained  there  or  not.    The  fact  that  an 
office  is  maintained,  clerical  work  and  correspondence  done  in  one  county 
and  a  license  tax  paid  therein  does  not  render  same  any  more  a  labor 
agency  than  the  operation  of  agents  sent  from  such  office  to  another 
county  where  an|Office  is  not  maintained  when  such  agents  contract  with 
or  hire  laborers  in  the  manner  above  set  forth. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  where  a  person  who  has  taken  out  a 
license  in  one  county  to  conduct  the  business  of  a  labor  agency  for  the 
purpose  of  inducing  laborers  to  leave  the  State,  such  person  or  agents 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  license  tax  in  each  county  in  which  such 
laborers  are  contracted  with  or  hired.

Two  men  were  employed  by  the  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  stopping  the 
activities  of  these  labor  agents  unless  they  complied  with  the  statutes 
pertaining  thereto.  The  men  who  were  induced  to  leave  the  State  and 
did  take  up  work  in  other  States  later  returned  to  West  Virginia  and 
stated  that  conditions  were  far  better  within  this  State  than  the  places 
where  they  had  been  sent.  These  retuminf  workmen,  giving  their  ex- 
periences to  their  brother  workmen,  proved  to  be  the  best  method  of 
stopping  the  activities  cf  these  labor  agents.  There  is  a  great  shifting  of 
labor  which  was  expected  at  the  close  of  the  war,  but  the  bureau  is 
endeavoring  to  hold  men  in  the  State  to  meet  local  demands,  for  we  feel 
and  endeavor  to  convince  these  workmen  that  conditions  in  West  Virginia 
are  as  good  as  may  be  found  in  other  localities  throughout  the  country. 
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The  bureau  has  one  man  on  the  road  now  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  needs  of  the  various  industries  and  at  the  same  time  using  his 
best  ability  to  supply  these  demands.  Employment  matters  have  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  at  the  very  forefront.  Our  efforts  have  been  to  re- 
place the  boys  who  have  been  called  to  the  front.  Our  efforts  in  the 
future  will  be  to  find  employment  for  our  boys  when  they  return  to 
civilian  life.  This  bureau  should  be  maintained  regardless  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  United  States  jE^mployment  Service  in  a  number  of  the 
cities  in  the  State.  We  have  co-operated  with  this  service,  which  has 
been  an  advantage  to  both. 

Our  entire  efforts  will  be  devoted  during  the  coming  months  to  place 
the  returning  soldiers  in  positions  and  especially  will  our  inspection  force 
be  in  a  position  to  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  Industries  which  they  visit 
A  record  will  be  made  of  just  what  each  factory  will  require  to  fill  its 
full  quota  of  workmen  and  this  information  will  be  valuable  to  us  in 
placing  the  boys  in  good  positions.  To  continue  this  work  it  will  be 
necessary  that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands 
upon  the  employment  bureau.

United  States  Public  Service  Reserve. 

* 

Early  in  January,  1918,  I  was  appointed  Federal  State  Director  of 
the  United  States  Public  Service  Reserve.  The  duties  devolving  upon 
the  Federal  State  Director  were  various  and  required  considerable  time, 
yet  the  result  of  this  work  proved  that  the  hours  spent  were  not  in 
vain  for  it  was  through  this  reserve  that  the  great  army  of  shipbuilders 
was  mobilized  for  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  the  great  confiict. 
Immediately  upon  assuming  the  duties  of  director  it  became  necessary 
to  name  about  400  enrollment  agents  from  every  county  in  the  State  and 
to  supply  them  with  instructions  and  enrollment  cards,  and  as  often  as 
once  a  week  during  the  great  drive  for  mechanics  a  circular  letter  urging 
them  to  lend  every  energy  in  accomplishing  the  great  feat  of  sending 
along  with  the  soldiers,  mechanics  and  laborers  to  build  the  ships  that 
our  boys  were  to  be  transported  from  our  shores,  with  plenty  of  munitions 
and  provisions.  It  can  truly  be  recorded  that  West  Virginia  did  her  part, 
for  hundreds  of  our  skilled  and  unskilled  mechanics  not  only  went  into 
shipyards,  but  patriotically  served  in  other  capacities.  Later  when  the 
demand  for  workmen  at  these  shipyards  was  apparently  met  the  reserve 
was  used  to  secure  labor  for  the  essential  war  industries.  From  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  to  the  signing  of  the  armistice  on  November  11,  1918, 
the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  was  busily  engaged  in  the  work  of  carry- 
out  the  directions  from  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Labor,  United 
States  Public  Service  Reserve. 

In  addition  to  holding  the  above  office  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
the  .War  Department,  through  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  Navy  De- 
partment, through  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  designated  the  Commis- 
sioner as  the  official  inspector  for  West  Virginia  of  all  plants  which  the 
Government  had  erected  either  under  Army  or  Navy  supervision  in  West 
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Virginia  and  the  Commissioner  was  further  empowered  with  authority 
to  see  that  all  contracts  made  by  either  of  the  departments  were  strictly 
adhered  to  and  to  see  that  there  was  no  infringement  on  the  labor  laws. 
This  service  was  gratuitous  and  in  addition  it  was  a  pleasure  to  take 
an  active  part  in  the  Liberty  Loans  and  War  Savings  drives.  Red  Cross, 
the  Y.  M  C.  A.  and  other  great  achievements. 

Conclusion. 

The  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  being  connected  with  the 
bureau  and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  being  ex-officio  Commissioner  of 
Weights  and  Measures  the  work  necessary  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
department  received  the  required  attention. 

From  the  foregoing  outline  of  the  work  of  this  department  there  is  a 
wide  diversity  of  duties  which  we  have  endeavored  to  perform  with  Jus- 
tice and  impartiality  and  what  success  we  have  been  able  to  attain  has 
been  due  not  only  to  our  own  efforts,  but  also  to  the  measure  of  co- 
operation which  we  have  received  from  other  public  officials,  employers, 
employees  and  the  general  public. 

To  R.  E.  Mumaugh  and  Alonzo  Prince,  factory  inspectors;  Howard  S. 
Jarrett,  chief  clerk,  and  Nelle  C.  Schaeffer,  stenographer,  I  desire  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  the  services  intrusted  to  them.

Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  46  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith 
to  you  the  report  of  this  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30th,  1917,  together  with  our  findings  in  a  number  of  cases  pre- 
sented to  this  department  for  consideration;  also  the  briefs  of 
attorneys  and  findings  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  West 
Virginia  in  cases  wherein  appeal  was  taken  to  said  court  under 
Section  43  of  the  Compensation  Act.  These  cases  are  submitted 
with  the  view  of  showing  the  attitude  of  the  Commissioner  and  of 
the  said  Court  on  the  various  questions  arising  in  claims  for  com- 
pensation under  said  Act. 

In  submitting  my  recommendations  for  changes  in  the  Compen- 
sation Act,  I  wish  to  explain  briefly  my  reasons  therefor.  In  the 
administration  of  the  workmen's  compensation  fund,  various  ques- 
tions have  arisen  from  time  to  time  indicating  the  necessity  of  these 
changes  in  order  to  eliminate  some  of  the  present  inconsistencies, 
and  to  add  thereto  some  few  new  features,  which  in  my  opinion 
will  aid  in  a  more  satisfactory  administration — both  to  employer 
and  employee. 

Before  taking  up  in  detail  the  various  recommendations,  I  wish 
to  particularly  urge  the  repeal  of  Section  54  of  the  Compensation 
Act,  and  the  providing  for  an  exclusive  state  compensation  fund, 
as  was  the  case  prior  to  the  amendments  of  1915. 
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RECOMMENDA  TIONS. 

1.  Section  9. — ^Thatlhe  State,  County  and  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions be  considered  employers  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and 
that  provision  be  made  for  the  payment  of  premiums  and  other 
expenses  in  connection  with  such  elections. 

That  compensation  be  payable  only  to  employees  injured  within 
this  state,  except  as  set  out  in  said  Section. 

That  the  principal  contractor  be  considered  the  employer  of  any 
employees  of  a  sub-contractor. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Act  should  be  broad  enough  to 
cover  State,  County  and  Municipal  employees,  elective  officers, 
however,  excluded. 

Compensation  should  be  restricted  to  employees  injured 
within  this  State,  for  the  reason  that  the  industries  of  this 
State  should  not  be  compelled  to  pay  the  liability  of  indus- 
tries in  other  states,  and  further  it  is  impracticable  to  obtain 
proper  evidence  of  injuries  outside  the  state,  thereby  causing 
a  possible  hardship  upon  the  injured  employee,  or  upon  the 
compensation  fund. 

The  principal  contractor  should  be  considered  the  employer 
of  employees  of  his  sub-contractors,  for  the  reason  that  in  a 
majority  of  cases  such  sub-contractors  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  election  to  cover  their  employees,  and  as  a  rule  such  sub- 
contractors are  irresponsible;  one  of  their  injured  employees 
is  without  redress. 

2.  Section  18. — That  this  section  be  amended  so  as  to  provide 
more  definitely  and  in  a  more  detailed  manner  the  method  of 
assessing  premium  rates,  both  "flat"  and  "merit"  rates,  and  the 
manner  of  liquidating  any  deficit  in  a  schedule,  and  for  creating  a 
proper  Surplus  in  each  schedule  and  providing  that  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  each  schedule  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
on  the  books  of  the  Commissioner  and  that  each  schedule  shall 
carry  its  own  risk. 

The  "merit"  system  of  rating  as  put  in  effect  in  the  coal 
schedule  July  1st,  1916,  having  met  with  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  subscribers  forming  this  schedule,  the  same 
method  has  been  applied  to  a  number  of  other  schedules 
having  a  considerable  difference  in  the  degree  of  hazard  of 
the  subscribers  forming  the  same.  The  present  Aqt,  how- 
ever, is  not  specific  enough  in  its  provisions,  and  should  be 
made  more  definite  and  explicit  as  per  my  recommendations. 

3.  Section  19. — The  changes  recommenden  in  this  Section  are 
simply  to  make  same  conform  to  the  p;ovision  in  Section  24  with 
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reference  to  the  employer  paying  the  total  premium,  and  the  em- 
ployees no  part  of  same. 

4.  Section  20. — That  changes  be  made  in  the  method  of  handling 
money  received  to  the  credit  of  the  fund. 

The  present  Act  provides  that  all  moneys  to  be  credited  to 
the  Fund  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  and  that  the 
Treasurer  shall  issue  his  receipt  in  duplicate,  the  original  to 
be  delivered  to  the  person  paying  same  and  the  duplicate  to 
the  Commissioner.  However,  as  it  is  necessary  for  all  moneys 
to  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Auditor,  to  enable  him  to 
keep  proper  and  accurate  accounts  of  same,  and  as  a  matter 
of  fact  most  checks  for  premium  and  deposits  are  mailed  direct 
to  the  Commissioner,  the  Commissioner  has  found  it  necessary 
to  make  blank  certificates  of  deposit,  the  reverse  side  of  which 
shows  the  name  and  address  of  the  subscriber  whose  money  is 
included  in  said  certificate  and  the  amount  paid  by  each, 
which  together  with  the  checks  he  transmits  to  the  Treasurer, 
who  endorses  the  checks  and  sends  them,  together  with  the 
blank  certificate,  to  the  Auditor.  The  Auditor  deposits  the 
checks  in  a  state  depository,  receives  back  the  properly  exe- 
cuted certificate,  which  he  endorses,  enters  on  his  books  and 
transmits  to  the  Treasurer,  who  then  issues  his  receipts  in 
triplicate,  the  original  going  to  the  person  making  payment, 
the  duplicate  to  the  Auditor  and  the  triplicate  to  the  Com- 
missioner. All  of  the  above  is  necessary  for  the  proper  account- 
ing of  the  money,  but  which  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
delays  the  receipting  of  same  to  the  subscriber  and  the  proper 
credits  being  given  on  the  books  of  the  Commissioner. 

The  Act  should  be  amended  so  as  to  require  payment  direct 
to  the  Commissioner,  who  shall  transmit  to  the  Auditor  cer- 
tificates of  deposit  covering  same,  the  Auditor  to  properly 
enter  same  on  his  books  and  deliver  to  the  Treasurer,  who 
should  immediately  issue  his  receipts  as  above  explained. 

Provision  should  also  be  made  for  detailing  a  special  person 
or  persons  in  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer's  offices,  or  to  work 
together,  in  handling  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  neces- 
sary accounting  and  mailing  of  receipts  used  in  handling  the 
compensation  fund. 

5.  Section  22. — That  this  Section  be  amended  to  conform   to 
the  provisions  of  Section  24. 

6.  Section  24. — That  the  employers  should  pay  all  premiums 
and  the  employees  no  part  of  same. 

I  believe  that  the  cost  of  the  workmen's  compensation  should 
be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  production,  and  charged 
to  the  cost  of  production,  with  the  result  that  the  consumer 
ultimately  pays  this  charge,  therefore  I  see  no  good  reason 
for  charging  any  part  of  same  to  the  employee.    From  actual 
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experience  in  the  administration  of  the  Fund,  I  find  that  the 
charging  a  percentage  of  the  premium  to  the  employee  has 
not  had  the  effect  contemplated  when  the  original  Act  of  1913 
was  passed,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  would  be  more  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned  if  the  employers  paid  the  full  amount 
of  the  prescribed  premium. 

7.  Section  24. — ^That  the  minimum  premium  to  be  paid  by  any 
employer  for  any  month  be  changed  to  fifty  cents,  instead  of  one 
dollar,  as  it  is  at  present. 

8.  Section  24. — ^That  the  employer's  election  to  pay  premiums 
into  the  Fund  should  automatically  terminate  upon  his  failure  to 
pay  premiums,  or  make  payroll  reports  or  keep  up  deposit,  when 
requested,  within  the  time  specified. 

Under  the  present  Act  the  employer's  election  terminates  if 
he  fails  to  pay  premiums  for  two»  successive  months,  but  when 
this  occurs  there  may  be  nearly  three  months  accrued  premiums 
due,  with  only  two  month's  deposit  to  pay  same,  which 
leaves  sujch  employer's  employees  not  entitled  to  benefits  for 
a  period  of  at  least  twenty-five  days,  with  their  rights  to  sue 
questionable  during  said  period.  Some  trouble  has  also  been 
caused  the  Department  by  failure  of  employers  to  make  pay- 
roll reports,  although  they  make  payments  to  cover  premiums. 
The  payroll  reports  are  just  as  essential  as  the  premiums  for 
it  is  impossible  to  keep  proper  accounts  or  know  the  standing 
of  a  subscriber  unless  his  payroll  reports  are  received  promptly. 
The  Department  has  also  had  some  trouble  in  getting  sub- 
scribers to  keep  up  their  two  months  deposit  and  there  appears 
to  be  no  penalty  for  their  failure  in  this  respect. 

9.  Section  25. — That  this  Section  be  amended  so  as  to  cover 
"personal  injury  by  accident"  instead  of  "injuries,"  as  provided 
in  the  present  Act.  The  word  "injury"  being  too  broad  in  its 
scope,  and  may  be  interpreted  to  cover  many  injuries  not  con- 
templated in  the  framing  of  a  workmen's  compensation  law. 

10.  Section  26.— That  this  Section  be  amended  to  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  24. 

11.  Section  27. — ^That  the  provisions  of  this  Section  be  amended 
so  as  to  take  care  of  certain  conditions  found  necessary  from  ex- 
perience in  administering  the  fund. 

The  present  Act  provides  for  a  maximum  of  $150.00  to  be 
expended  for  medical,  surgical  and  hospital  treatment  in  any 
one  case,  but  to  relieve  what  would  otherwise  be  permanent 
disabilities,  the  Commissioner  may  spend  for  secondary 
treatment  a  sum  in  excess  of  $150.00,  but  not  to  exceed  $300.00. 
I  find  that  the  limit  of  $150.00  is  sufficient  in  the  great  majority 
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of  cases  and  that  the  additional  $150.00  has  enabled  us  ta 
relieve  and  make  useful  citizens  of  employees  who  would 
otherwise  be  possible  cripples  for  life  and  placed  upon  the 
pension  rolls  of  the  Department.  However,  some  employees 
are  so  severely  injured,  burned,  multiple  fractures,  etc.,  that 
the  maximum  of  $150.00  is  insufficient  and  the  cases  cannot 
be  considered  as  covered  by  the  $300.00  maximum.  I  am, 
therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  payment  of  an  additional  $150.00,  making  the  total  pay- 
ment for  medical,  surgical,  hospital  and  artificial  appliances- 
not  to  exceed  $450.00. 

12.  Section  27. — That  in  addition  to  the  payment  for  medical,, 
surgical  and  hospital  treatment,  provision  be  made  for  the.  pay- 
ment of  artificial  appliances  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner 
may  reasonably  be  required. 

13.  Section  28. — That  the  Commissioner  be  empowered  to  re- 
quire employers  to  install,  use  or  adopt  such  protective  or  safety 
appliances  as  in  his  opinion  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
employees. 

14.  Section  31. — That  the  weekly  maximum  and  minimum,  in 
permanently  injured  cases,  be  made  the  same  as  in  temporary  disa- 
bility, I.  e.:  $10.00  and  $5.00  respectively,  instead  of  $8.00  and 
$4.00  as  it  is  in  the  present  act. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  permanently  injured  person 
should  receive  at  least  as  much,  if  not  more  than  a  person 
temporarily  disabled. 

That  this  Section  be  amended  permitting  the  Commissioner  to 
pay  to  the  dependents  of  an  employee  any  compensation  that  may 
have  accrued  from  the  date  of  injury  to  the  date  of  death. 

That  percentage  awards  in  permanent  disability  cases  be  com- 
puted on  a  scale  from  five  per  centum  to  one  hundred  per  centum. 

15.  Section  33. — That  compensation  be  payable  under  this 
section  in  case  the  accidental  personal  injury  causes  death  within 
the  period  of  one  year  from  date  of  injury,  instead  of  twenty-six 
weeks,  as  provided  in  the  present  law. 

In  a  number  of  instances,  especially  in  cases  of  injury  to  the 
spine,  the  injured  employee  has  lived  more  than  twenty-six 
weeks  after  the  date  of  injury  and  died  within  a  short  time 
thereafter,  leaving  his  dependents  in  worse  shape  financially 
by  reason  of  his  prolonged  illness  than  if  he  had  died  within  the 
said  twenty-six  weeks. 
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That  paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  be  amended  to  provide  pay- 
ment to  a  wholly  dependent  father  or  mother  of  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  average  monthly  support  actually  received  from  the  em- 
ployee during  the  twelve  months  preceding  his  death,  to  continue 
for  the  remainder  of  the  period  between  the  date  of  death  and  six 
years  after  the  date  of  injury,  or  until  the  death  of  such  dependent, 
if  such  occurs  prior  to  the  end  of  said  six  year  period.  Payments  to 
be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  $20.00  per  month. 

That  provision  be  made  for  the  partially  dependent  father  or 
mother  of  an  unmarried  employee  under  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
on  a  basis  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  average  weekly  wage  of  the  em- 
ployee, not  to  exceed  a  maximum  of  six  dollars  per  week,  to  continue 
lintil  the  employee  would  have  been  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

That  compensation  be  awarded  to  all  children  under  the  age  of 
£fteen  years  until  they  reach  said  age. 

That  in  defining  ''dependents"  there  be  included  *'an  invalid 
brother  or  sister  wholly  dependent  for  his  or  her  support  upon  the 
earnings  of  the  employee  at  the  time  of  the  injury  causing  death." 

16  Section  37  —That  the  last  clause  of  this  Section  as  it  is  at 
present  be  eliminated,  for  the  reason  that  awards  should  in  my 
opinion  be  made  on  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  employee 
in  the  industry  or  business  in  which  he  is  engaged  at  the  time  of 
injury 

17  Section  39. — ^That  provision  be  made  in  this  Section  whereby 
the  Commissioner  may  in  his  discretion  accept  an  application  filed 
by  an  injured  employee  after  six  months  from  the  date  of  his  in- 
jury, where  it  is  shown  that  such  failure  is  due  to  the  employer's 
failure  to  report  such  injury;  also  that  Consular  Officers  be  per- 
mitted to  represent  non-resident  aliens,  but  not  permitted  to  make 
application  for  compensation  in  behalf  of  non-resident  aliens. 

In  a  number  of  instances,  injured  employees  have  been 
denied  compensation  on  application  filed  after  six  months 
from  the  date  of  their  injury,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  em- 
ployer refused  or  neglected  to  make  report  of  such  injury; 
which  is  an  injustice  to  the  employee,  and  provision  should 
be  made  to  remedy  this  defect. 

The  recommendation  with  reference  to  Consular  Officers 
not  being  permitted  to  make  application  ih  behalf  of  non- 
resident aliens  is  made  on  account  of  such  officers  having  in 
the  past,  and  do  at  the  present  time,  file  an  application  in 
behalf  of  a  non-resident  alien,  without  being  so  requested  by 
such  alien  and  without  knowing  such  dependent  actually 
exists.     I  am  of  the  opinion  that  all  applications  should  be 
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made  by  bona  fide  dependents,  duly  subscribed  and  sworn  to, 
whether  they  be  resident  or  non-resident. 

18.  Section  42. — ^That  this  Section  be  amended  to  include  a 
provision  prohibiting  assignments  of  claims.  This,  I  believe,. would 
^ord  better  protection  to  the  injured  employees  and  particularly 
to  the  dependents  of  injured  employees. 

19.  Section  43. — ^That  this  Section  be  amended  so  as  to  give  the 
right  of  appeal  on  questions  of  law  only.  That  the  findings  of  fact 
made  by  the  Commissioner  acting  within  his  power,  shall  in  the 
absence  of  fraud,  be  conclusive. 

20.  Section  51. — That  this  Section  be  amended  to  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  20. 

21.  Section  52. — That  there  be  added  to  this  Section  the  pro- 
vision, "'for  whom  a  rule  of  liability  or  method  of  compensation  has 
been  or  may  be  established  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States." 

22.  Section  54. — That  this  section  be  repealed,  making  the  com- 
pensation fund  an  exclusive  State  Fund.

PREFACE. 


During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1917,  two  tho\i8and  six  hundred  and  forty-four 
(2,644)  employers,  with  about  175,000  employees,  full  time  basis,  paid  into  the 
State  Fund  $1,762,237.00  in  premiums  on  total  wages  of  $125,220,219.52,  the 
average  premium  rate  having  been  $1.41  per  himdred  dollars  of  wages. 

There  were  reported  to  the  State  Fund  22,632  personal  injuries,  of  which  469 
were  fatal,  15  permanent  total,  372  permanent  partial  and  21,776  temporary 
disabilities. 

The  awards,  present^  value  basis,  made  during  the  year  out  of  the  State  Fund 
aggregated  $1,319,143.84,  being  $1.05  per  himdred  dollars  of  wages,  and  75  per- 
cent of  the  premium  income,  distributed  as  follows: 

Medical  Expense $117,170.29 

Funeral  Expense 22,948.60 

Temporary  Disabilities 246,552.00 

Permanent  Partial  Injuries. 225,473.05 

Permanent  Total  Injuries 39,200.00 

Beneficiaries  in  Fatal  Injuries 667,800.00 

On  June  30,  1917,  the  Fund  shows,  for  the  first  time,  a  surplus  over  liabilities, 
in  addition  to  the  catastrophe  reserve  provided  for  in  the  amendments  to  the  Act» 
1915,  the  surplus  being  $149,907.91,  the  Reserve  for  Catastrophes  $164,676.10, 
the  Reserve  for  Losses  $2,324,589.75,  and  a  Reserve  for  Future  Administrative 
Expense  of  $25,123.31. 

The  Investments  were  increased  during  the  year  $706,500.00,  the  total  invested 
funds  on  June  30, 1917,  being  $2,034,000.00,  leaving  $749,152.99  cash  in  the  hands 
of  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Administrative  Expense  dioring  the  year  was  $80,732.41,  being  4.58  per- 
oentumof  the  premium  income,  without  deduction  for  payments  into  the  Fund  of 
$5,777.30  by  employers  carrying  their  own  risk,  for  their  proportion  of  the  ad- 
ministrative expense,  which,  if  deducted,  would  leave  the  net  expense  $74,955.11, 
or  4.25  per-centum  of  the  premium  income,  showing  an  extraordinary  record  of 
low  cost  of  admmistration. 

An  improved  record  was  also  shown  during  the  year  as  to  catastrophes,  there 
having  been  but  two,  both  in  Glass  A-1  (Coal  Mining),  the  estimated  cost  of 
which  was  $21,906.46,  or  three  cents  per  hundred  dollars  of  wages  reported  in 
this  class,  as  compared  with  64  cents  in  1914,  37  cents  in  1915,  and  10  cents  in 
1916. 

The  deficit  in  Class  A-1  (Coal  Mining),  which  on  Jime  30, 1916,  was  $601,149.68, 
was  reduced  to  $361,383.77.  The  premiums  paid  by  employers  in  this  class 
amounted  to  $1,273,880.14,  the  average  premium  rate  having  been  $1.96  per 
hundred  dollars  on  wages  of  $64,954,738.05,  while  the  losses  were  $914,792.88,  or 
$lw41  per  hundred  dollars  of  wages,  and  72  percent  of  the  premium  income.  The 
premium  rates  in  this  class  ranged  from  $1.00  to  $4.00  per  himdred  dollars  of 
wages,  on  the  records  of  the  individual  employers  for  the  twelve  months  ended 
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March  31st,  1916,  in  accordance  with  the  merit  rating  provision  of  section  18  of 
the  Act. 

On  Jime  30,  1917,  twenty-three  classes,  other  than  A-1  (Coal  Mining)  showed 
indebtedness  to  the  Fund  aggregating  $53,151.79,  while  seventy-nine  classes 
-showed  credit  balances  aggregating  1329,988.99.  Adjustments  in  the  basic  rates, 
:and  extension  of  merit  rates  to  all  classes  except  in  Schedules  L  (Contractors)  and 
M  (Explosives),  beginning  July  1st,  1917,  together  with  interest  adjustments 
made  annually  between  cli^sses,  will  result  in  more  equitable  balances  and  rates 
not  only  as  to  classes  but  as  to  individual  employers. 

Twenty-five  employers,  nearly  11,000  employees,  full  time  basis,  cairied  their 
•own  risk,  the  wages  of  their  employees  being  $9,737,677.87,  paying  into  the  Fund 
'$5,777.30  as  their  proportion  of  the  administrative  expense,  being  5  percentum  of 
the  premium  they  would  have  paid  into  the  State  Fund,  at  majiual  rates,  of 
$115,546.00.  There  were  759  personal  injuries  reported  by  these  employers,  of 
which  19  were  fatal,  1  permanent  total,  11  permanent  partial  and  728  temporary 
•disabilities.  The  awards,  present  value  basis,  were  $40,881.46,  being  for  medical 
expense  $1,742.50,  funeral  expense  $547.42,  temporary  disabilities  $8,708.06, 
permanent  partial  injuries  $6,809.55,  permanent  total  injuries  $8,233.89,  and 
l>eneficiarie8  in  fatal  injuries  $14,840.05.

Two  thousand  six  himdred  and  forty-four  (2,644)  employers  paid  premiums 
into  the  Fund  during  the  year  ended  Jime  30,  1917,  of  which  number  2,348  were 
in  good  standing  at  the  close  of  the  year;  296  having  been  suspended  for  failure 
to  pay  premiums  for  two  successive  months  and  having  failed  to  make  re-election, 
AS  provided  ia  section  24  of  the  Act,  retired  from  business,  absorbed  by  other  em- 
ployers, or  made  election  to  carry  their  own  risk  imder  section  54  of  the  Act. 

Two  employers  who  were  carrying  their  own  risk  during  the  year  were  merged 
into  other  companies,  leaviag  23  employers  carrying  their  own  insurance  at  the 
•close  of  the  year,  and  reporting  a  total  of  10,754  employees,  full  time  basis. 

During  the  four  years  ended  June  30,  1917,  pensions  were  awarded  in  per- 
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manent  and  fatal  injuries  to  3,807  persons,  of  which  676  have  been  paid  in  full  or 
retired  from  the  pension  roll  by  death,  marriage,  or  suspension  of  benefits,  leaving 
at  the  close  of  the  year  3,131  pensioners,  distributed  as  to  class  of  beneficiaries  as 
follows:

DECISIONS 


(daim  IM-38,  Guaeppe  Zippo.) 

(Fatal.) 

Fatally  ii^ured  January  8th,  at  6 :55  A.  M.  Employed  by  Kefauver  &  McLaren, 
General  Contractors,  Orleans  Cross  Roads,  W.  Va.  Employed  as  Drill  Runner. 
Was  on  his  way  to  work,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  Post  Office  at 
Orieans  Cross  Roads,  whens  truck  by  B.  &  O.  fast  freight,  while  walking  on  track. 

Question,  whether  or  not  the  injur>'  was  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting 
from  his  employment. 


"  A  man  is  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Act  when  on  his  way  from , 
his  home  to  the  works  *  *  *  *  Generally  speaking,  the  factory  gate 
or  yard  indicates  the  boundary.  Sometimes  there  may  be  a  sort  of  ex- 
crescence, but  I  am  not  prepared  to  hold  that  an  accident  which  occurred 
in  a  field  some  quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  and  separated  from  the  premises 
where  the  man  is  to  work  by  land  over  which  he  has  no  right  of  access^ 
can  be  deemed  to  have  arisen  in  the  course  of  his  employment.*' 

Gilmour  vs.  Dorman,  Long  &  Co.  Ltd.,  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  279. 

This  injury  did  not  arise  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment* 
in  as  much  as  the  deceased  had  not  arrived  at  the  place  where  he  was  to  oom" 
menoe  work,  and  the  injury  was  sustained  before  the  time  when  the  work  was  to 
commence.  The  going  to  and  from  hb  work  was  not  a  risk  of  the  employment, 
the  deceased  was  not  employed  by  a  railway  company,  but  by  contractors,  and 
was  in  fact  trespassing  on  the  property  of  the  B.  &  O.  railroad  company  at  the 
time  of  the  injiuy,  and  scxne  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  work.  In  this  case 
the  employers  were  contractors  and  the  deceased  was  employed  by  them  on 
their  work.  They  had  no  control  over  the  railroad  on  which  the  man  was  killed, 
and  it  was  not  necessary  that  the  deceased  use  the  railroad  in  order  to  get  to 
the  place  of  his  work.  It  was  no  part  of  his  employment  that  he  should  go  to  work 
any  particular  way,  but  while  he  was  going  to  his  work,  and  before  the  hour  at 
which  his  woric  was  to  commence  he  met  with  his  death.  It  is  plain  that  he  had 
not  gotten  to  his  work,  he  was  going  to  it,  and  he  was  not  yet  in  the  locaUty  where 
his  woik  was  to  be  done.  ' 

"A  railway  company  allowed  the  workmen  of  a  firm  who  had  con- 
tracted to  do  some  work  for  them  to  pass  along  a  path  beside  the  line. 
The  path  was  separated  from  the  main  line  by  several  lines  of  metals. 
One  foggy  morning,  seven  minutes  before  the  time  for  commencement 
of  work,  a  workman  was  run  over  on  the  main  line  about  150  yards  from 
the  place  of  his  work." 

Held,  that  the  accident  did  not  arise  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his 
employment. 

Holness  vs.  Mackay  &  Davis,  I.  W.  C.  C.  13. 

Per  Lord  Shaw.  "In  this  case  there  was  a  circuitous  public  road,  and 
there  was  a  short  cut  from  one  part  of  that  public  road  to  another.  It 
was  optional  to  the  workman  to  take  the  short  cut  or  not  to  take  it.  Only 
when  the  point  was  reached  where  the  short  cut  was  at  an  end  and  the 
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workman  had  gone  either  by  it  or  by  the  circuitous  public  road,  and  not 
until  then,  did  he  reach  the  place  which  was  the  place  of  his  employment. 
There  was  do  contract  or  obligation,  direct  or  indirect,  on  his  part,  that 
he  should  use  the  short  cut  *  *  *  *  He  might  reach  the  place  of 
his  employment  in  any  manner  he  liked.  It  was  not  arising  out  of  his 
employment,  and  not  in  the  course  of  his  employment  that  he  met  with 
his  accident." 

Appeal  dismissed. 

Walters  vs.  Staveley  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  Ltd.,  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  303. 

From  the  facts  and  evidence  submitted  in  this  case  it  appears  that  this  injury 
was  not  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment  of  deceased, 
therefore  the  dependents,  if  any,  are  not  entitled  to  compensation  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  West  Virginia. 

In  addition  to  the  above  fmdings,  we  find  no  proof  that  any  one  was  dependent, 
at  the  time  of  the  injiuy,  for  his  or  her  support  upon  the  earnings  of  the  deceased 
employee.

BRIEF  FOR  APPELLANT. 


Statement  of  Case.  * 

Zippi,  the  deceased,  was  .engaged  in  the  construction  work  which  Kefauver 
and  McLaran,  Contractors,  are  carrying  on  for  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  at  Orleans  Cross  Roads,  W.  Va.  On  the  morning  of  January  8th,  1914, 
Zippi  was  walking  on  a  path  about  four  feet  wide  by  the  side  of  the  tracks  of  the 
above  railroad  company,  which  path  was  continuously,  used  by  hundreds  of 
men  going  to  and  from  the  work,  and  it  was  the  only  reasonable  means  of  access 
to  the  construction  work.  At  about  the  hour  of  6.50  A.  M.  (a  few  minutes  before 
the  usual  hour  of  starting  actual  work  which  was  7  A.  M.)  on  the  above  men- 
tioned date,  Zippi  was  struck  and  killed  by  a  fast  freight  train  of  the  above  men- 
tioned railroad  company,  which  was  running  west  on  the  west-bound  track; 
at  the  same  time  there  was  a  train  going  east  on  the  east-bound  track.  The 
place  where  Zippi  was  killed  was  on  the  alignment  of  the  construction  work, 
although  probably  five  or  six  hundred  yards  from  where  he  was  going  to  be  en- 
gaged in  working  and  Zippi  was  walking  towards  that  spot  at  the  moment  he 
was  struck. 
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Argument. 

The  appeal  in  this  case  brings  up  for  review  a  determination  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  denying  compensation  upon  a  claim  presented  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  by  C.  De  Constantin,  Acting  Royal  Consul  of 
Italy  and  official  representative  of  Pazienza  Calabrese,  mother  and  only  de^ 
pendent  upon  the  deceased,  Giuseppe  Zippi,  upon  her  behalf,  on  the  ground  that 
Zippi's  death  did  not  occur  by  a  risk  incident  to  his  employment. 

The  question  now  to  be  decided  is  whether  this  case  does  not  come  within 
Sec.  25  of  that  Act,  which  states  that  compensation  shall  be  given  to  the  injured 
or  dependents  of  all  who  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  State  in  the  course 
of  and  resulting  from  their  erhployment.  We  submit  that  it  does;  and  that  the 
learned  Public  Service  Commission  was  in  error  in  ruling  contra. 


General  Rules  for  the  Construction  of  Worknien*8  Compensation  Statute. 

In  England  it  has  been  held  that  the  workmen's  compensation  statute  must 
receive  a  liberal  and  not  a  strict  or  technical,  interpretation.  Powel  v.  Main 
Ck)lliery  Co.  (1900)  A.  C.  366. 

In  the  cited  case.  Lord  Chancellor  Halsbury,  among  other  things,  said: 

"Extremely  refmed  notions  as  applicable  to  the  administration  of  this 
act,  creating  some  hypothetical  standard  by  which  the  judge  is  obliged 
to  act,  would  not,  in  my  mind,  be  likely  to  conduce  to  the  clear  adminis- 
tration of  the  law." 

In  Northwestern  Iron  Co.  v.  Industrial  Commission  143  N.  W.  271,  the  Su" 
preme  Court  of  Wisconsin  held  that  the  words  and  phrases  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  statute  of  that  state  must  be  construed  in  accordance  with  the 
remedial  spirit  of  the  statute  and  to  further  the  purpose  of  the  legislation  in 
enacting  it  Some  parts  of  the  statute  are  intended  to  be  imderstood  and  acted 
upon  by  workmen,  and  a  technical  construction  of  such  terms  would  clearly 
be  foreign  to  the  purpose  of  the  law. 

In  construing  the  workmen's  compensation  statute  of  Massachusetts,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  that  state  declared  that  it  should  be  interpreted  broadly  in 
harmony  with  its  main  aim  of  providing  support  for  those  dependent  upon  the 
deceased  employee.    Coakley  v.  Coakley,  102  N.  E.  930. 

In  Milwaukee  v.  Miller  144  N.  W.  188,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  said  •. 

"A  law,  however  much  needed  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  welfare, 
and  however  wisely  framed,  may  be  so  unsatisfactory  by  the  spirit  of  it 
not  sufliciently  pervading  its  administration,  as  to  largely  defeat  its  pur- 
pose and  create  danger  of  its  abrogation  and  a  return  to  the  distressing 
situations  which  give  rise  to  the  effort  for  relief.  Any  such  result  in  the 
particular  instance  would  be  such  a  public  calamity  that  everyone  in 
authority  having  to  do  with  determining  the  precise  scope  of  the  law,  in 
letter  and  spirit,  and  applying  it,  should  be  alert,  at  all  times  to  the  im- 
portance of  not  affording  any  reason  to  attempt  such  result  and  of  making 
the  wisdom  embodied  in  the  legislation  so  significant  that  no  considerate 
person  will  indulge  the  thought  of  even  a  partial  step  toward  the  old 
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system,  characterized  by  incalculable  waste,  to  the  detriment  of  every 
consumer  of  the  products  of  human  energy;  by  distressing  unequal  dis- 
tribution of  misfortunes  incident  to  necessary  industrial  pursuits,  par- 
ticularly misfortunes  to  employes  by  personal  injury  losses;  by  a  lower- 
ing tendency  of  moral  standards  in  the  making  and  enforcing  claims 
for  such  losses,  and  by  perversion  of  human  perceptions  of  individual 
responsibility  in  such  cases.  The  law  is  a  long  step  towards  an  ideal 
system  requiring  every  consumer  of  any  product  of  human  industry,  as  di- 
rectly as  practicable,  to  pay  his  ratable  proportion  of  the  fair  money 
cost  of  those  things  which  he  necessarily,  or  reasonably,  destroys  in  con- 
serving his  life  and  welfare — personal  injury  losses,  not  intentionally 
incurred — flosses  whether  through  the  fault  of  the  employer  or  employee, 
or  without  fault  of  either,  being  considered  as  legitimately  an  element 
of  such  fair  money  cost  as  expenditures  for  raw  material,  for  machinery 
or  wages." 


Accident  Resulting  From  and  in  the  Course  of  the  Employment. 

Zippi  was  on  a  path  which  hundreds  of  the  men  in  this  employment  use  daily 

in  going  to  and  from  the  work  and  from  all  that  api>ears  it  was  the  only  reasonable 

•  mode  of  access  to  the  actual  work.    At  the  time  the  deceased  was  struck  there 

still  remained  a  few  minutes  before  the  usual  hour  for  starting  work.    He  was, 

however,  at  a  point  which  was  on  the  ground  plan  of  the  construction  work. 

Grenerally  speaking  an  accident  happens  in  the  course  of  a  workman's  employ- 
ment if  it  occurs  while  he  is  doing  what  a  man  so  employed  may  reasonably  do 
within  a  time  diuing  which  he  is  employed,  and  at  a  place  where  he  may  reason- 
ably be  at  that  time.  There  can  be  no  question  that  there  must  be  a  difference 
between  a  man's  work  and  his  employment.  Of  course  he  was  obviously  em- 
ployed before  he  got  to  the  place  where  he  had  to  do  his  work.  The  employment 
of  a  workman  is  not  limited  to  the  moment  when  he  reaches  the  place  where 
he  is  to  begin  his  work  and  to  the  moment  when  he  ceases  that  work,  and  it  is 
clear  that  a  man  may  be  in  the  course  of  his  employment  before  he  has  actually 
begun  to  work.  It  is  a  question  of  fact  up  to  what  point  of  time  the  employment 
began  or  can  be  said  to  continue  after  the  workman  has  ceased  working.  While 
the  workman  is  leaving  the  place  where  he  is  employed  it  would  seem  that  for  the 
purpose  of  this  act  his  employment  would  still  continue,  but  though  his  em- 
ployment may  continue  for  a  length  of  time  after  he  has  actually  ceased  work, 
yet  there  must  come  a  time  when  he  can  no  longer  be  said  to  be  engaged  in  his 
employment  in  such  a  way  that  an  accident  happening  to  him  can  be  said  to 
have  arisen  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment.  There  must  be  a  line 
beyond  which  the  liability  of  the  employer  cannot  continue  and  the  question 
whether  that  line  is  to  be  drawn  in  each  case  is  a  question  of  fact.  Smith  v. 
Normanton  Colliery  Co.  5  W.  C.  C.  14. 

The  Sole  Proposition  Is,  Therefore,  Did  the  Accident  Result  from  the 
Employment  and  Arise  in  the  Course  of  the  Employment. 

In  Walters  v.  Stavely  Coal  &,  Iron  Co..  Ltd.  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  303,  the  Court  said: 
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"Other  cases  are  only  iiseful  as  illustrations  of  the  way  in  which  these 
words  are  applied,  and  nothing  I  think  of  is  more  fruitless  than  to  attempt 
to  ai^e  by  analogy  by  one  set  of  facts  to  another  set  of  facts.  I  would 
venture,  however,  to  say  one  philosophical  thing,  which  is,  that  analogies 
in  matters  of  fact  nearly  always  fail  and  I  think  it  a  dangerous  thing  in 
the  support  of  law  to  conjure  out  of  analogies  a  principle  or  a  proposition 
arising  upon  judicial  dicta,  which  are  in  no  respect  in  conflict,  or  to  be 
cited  as  in  conflict,  with  the  clear  propxositions  and  text  of  a  modem 
statute." 

In  Holeness  v.  Mackey  &  Da\is  1  W.  C.  C.  13,  the  deceased  man,  Holeness, 
was  a  ganger  employed  on  the  work  by  the  appellants  and  the  gang  of  which  he 
was  in  charge  was  engaged  in  blasting  a  siding  at  a  place  on  the  South  side  of 
the  main  line  at  a  distance  of  about  800  yards  from  the  Cardiff  end  of  the  tunnel 
just  outside  Newport  station.  The  deceased  lived  at  Newport  and  on  the  morning 
of  November  12,  1898,  he  was  walking  from  his  home  to  his  work  along  the  main 
line  when  he  was  killed  by  an  express  train  at  a  spot  about  150  yards  from  where 
his  work  was.  The  time  of  the  accident  was  6.53  A.  M.  and  the  weather  was 
foggy.  The  work  upon  which  the  deceased  was  engaged  at  the  siding  was  to 
commence  at  7  A.  M.  In  order  to  get  to  his  work,  deceased  had  to  go  upon  the 
line  and  pass  along  to  his  work.  The  sole  question  was  whether  this  action 
arose  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  emplo>Tnent  of  the  deceased.  It  is  not  con- 
tended that  in  every  case  where  a  workman  was  injured  on  his  way  to  work  the 
Act  applies.    Each  case  depended  on  its  circim^ stances. 

Romer,  L.  J.,  in  his  dissent  said : 

"The  place  where  the  man's  work  had  to  be  done  was  surrounded 
by  railway  lines  and  was  difficult  of  access.  He  was  bound  to  cross  rail- 
way lines  and  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  have  a  license  to  cross  them 
through  the  contractor.  This  license  was  given  by  implication  and  at 
the  time  of  the  accident  the  workman  was  acting  under  the  license.  It 
was  held  that  the  man's  employment  commences  when  he  began  to  act 
imdcr  the  license  and  crossed  the  line.  The  C.  C.  Judge  did  not  think  he 
was  bound  to  say  that  the  man  was  not  in  the  course  of  his  employment 
until  his  work  had  actually  begun.  In  his  opinion  this  was  like  the  case  of 
a  man  who  was  employed  in  a  particular  part  of  a  factory  and  who  had  to 
go  through  the  rest  of  the  factory  to  get  to  his  work.  If,  while  he  was  going 
to  his  work  he  met  with  an  accident  that  he  would  be  in  the  course  of  his 
empIo>nnent.  It  was  said  that  that  was  difTerent  from  this  case  because 
the  factory  all  belonged  to  .the  master,  but  this  case  seemed  to  me  to  be 
analogous  for  the  contractor  had  some  power  over  the  line  to  be  crossed 
and  the  case  did  not  seem  analogous  to  the  case  of  a  workman  who  was 
injured  while  going  along  a  public  highway." 

A  workman  engaged  as  a  laborer  on  the  public  roads  was  required  to  go  for 
his  pay  to  the  tramway  tube  situated  on  the  public  road  some  distance  away. 
The  workman  was  paid  for  the  time  occupied  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the 
pay  place.  He  returned  to  his  work  after  receiving  his  wages  at  the  tube  and 
mounted  a  tramcar,  but  fmding  that  it  did  not  travel  to  the  place  where  his  work 
was  situated,  he  got  off  and  was  struck  by  a  passing  car  and  injured.  The  acci- 
dent was  on  the  street  and  he  was  struck  down  on  his  way  back  to  work.    Held 
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that  the  injury  was  one  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment. 
Ndson  V.  Belfast  Corp.  1  B.  W.  C.  C.  158. 

A  collier  in  order  to  reach  his  work  had  to  pass  through  an  iron  gate  on  the 
employer's  premises  one  hundred  yards  from  the  lamp  room,  the  place  where  he 
would  first  go.  In  passing  through,  the  gate  suddenly  closed  and  caught  and 
injured  him.  It  was  held  that  he  was  injured  by  an  accident  arising  out  of  and  in 
the  course  of  his  employment;  Hoskins  v.  Lancaster  26  L.  T.  Rep.  612.  It  was 
contended  in  this  case  that  as  the  gate  was  more  than  100  yards  from  the  lamp 
room  it  was  outside  of  the  reasonable  margin  of  space  within  which  the  work- 
man going  to  his  employment  was  entitled  to  protection  of  the  compensation 
statute.   This  contention,  however,  was  of  no  avail. 

In  Bryant  v.  Fissell,  86  Atl.  458  (N.  J.),  the  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  employed  as  a  carpenter  by  the  defendant,  at  its  shop  in  Paterson.  About 
11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  he  left  the  shop  to  go  to  the  toilet  provided  by  the 
defendant  for  the  general  public  in  the  railroad  station  on  Market  Street,  and 
which  was  the  only  toilet  provided  by  it  for  its  workmen  in  the  shop  in  which 
the  decedent  was  employed.  To  get  to  it  the  men  were  obliged  to  cross  the 
defendant's  tracks  at  Market  Street,  which  were  protected  by  gates,  operated  by 
a  man  at  the  crossing.  Upon  this  occasion  the  gates  were  up,  indicating  to  the 
traveling  public  that  the  tracks  were  clear  of  immediate  danger.  The  deceased, 
while  in  the  act  of  crossing  the  tracks,  was  struck  by  a  passing  automobile  and 
thrown  upon  the  west-bound  track,  upon  which  at  that  moment  a  train  was 
leaving  Market  Street  Station.  This  train  struck  him  and  he  died  as  the  result 
of  the  injuries  he  received.  The  court  found  as  a  fact  that  the  accident  arose 
out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment. 

The  fact  that  Zippi  was  struck  by  a  train  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  instead  of 
by  some  material  over  which  Kefauver  and  McLaran  had  control,  of  itself  would 
not  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  take  the  case  out  of  the  operation  of  the  Act  as  in 
Challis  V.  London,  etc.  R.  R.  Co.  93  L.  T.  Rep.  330,  a  locomotive  engineer  was 
injured,  while  on  duty,  by  a  stone  thrown  by  a  boy  from  a  bridge  under  which 
the  engine  was  passing  at  the  time.  It  was  held  that  the  accident  arose  out  of 
and  in  the  course  of  his  employment. 

We  submit  as  the  results  of  the  above  authorities  and  the  argument  based 
upon  them,  that  under  the  interpretation  and  construction  that  should  be  given 
to  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  that  Zippi  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was 
within  that  reasonable  time  which  should  be  allowed  an  employee  going  to  and 
from  work  and  was  in  the  employment  of  the  contracting  company.  The  Act  is 
a  part  of  a  world  movement  in  aid  of  the  laboring  class  and  should  be  applied 
upon  correspondingly  broad  though  entirely  legal  principles,  and  therefore,  in 
conclusion,  we  submit  that  the  decision  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  should 
be  reversed  and  that  compensation  should  be  allowed  the  dependent  in  this  case 
on  the  ground  that  Zippi,  the  deceased,  was  killed  by  accident,  the  risk  of  which 
was  incident  to  his  employment.

Statement  of 


Gioseppe  Zippi,  age  tveatV'-oDe  years»  male  Italian,  single,  an  employee  of 
Kcfauver  &,  McLaren,  General  Ccntractois,  of  Baltimore,  Md.«  engaged  in 
ooatiact  work  for  the  Baltimore  &,  Ohio  Railroad  Company  at  Orleans  Cross 
Roads,  W.  Va.,  was  fatally  injured  on  January  Sth,  1914,  while  walking  on  the 
track  of  the  Baltimore  A  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  on  his  way  to  work  as  a  **  Drill 
runner'*  for  the  above  named  onploN-er,  by  being  struck  by  a  railroad  locomotive 
of  said  Railroad  Company.  Exact  location  of  place  of  accident  is  given  by  em- 
ployer as  *' Rockwell's  Run,"  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  Post  OfRc^  at 
Orleans  Cross  Roads,  W.  Va.  The  only  witness  to  the  accident  being  one  William 
Snyder,  wlio  in  his  afiMavit  states  he  was  walking  behind  the  deceased  when  he 
was  struck  by  B.  A  O.  engine  and  killed,  and  that  they  were  ** going  to  work.** 


Pfcaentation  of  Claim  to  the  Conuniaaion,  and  Their  Findiiigs. 


Formal  application  for  compensation  on  account  of  the  death  of  Giuseppe 
Zippi  was  fil«i  April  9, 1914,  by  C  De  Constantin,  Acting  Royal  Consul  of  Italy, 
on  behalf  of  Calabresa  Parienza,  mother,  and  Angdo  and  Vincenzo  Zippi,  brothers 
of  the  deceased. 

The  case  was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  on  January*  18th 
by  the  receipt  of  a  report  from  Dr.  G.  Qyde  Shuler,  the  Company's  ph>*sician. 
On  January  31,  1914,  a  letter  was  receh^  fn»n  Kefauver  A  McLaien,  the  em- 
ployer, submitting  an  undertaker's  bill  in  the  amount  of  $40.00,  which  bill  was 
presented  to  the  Commission  for  payment,  and  payment  refused  on  the  ground 
that  the  injury  was  not  received  in  the  course  of  employment. 

Certificate  of  employer,  reporting  the  accident  was  received  under  date  of 
March  24,  1914,  ^9/ioch  was  certified  to  by  W.  J.  Marshall,  Auditor  and  Pay- 
master for  Kefauver  A  McLaren,  without  affidavit,  on  March  21,  1914,  seventy- 
two  days  after  the  ii^ury  causing  death. 
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The  application  of  C.  De  Constantin,  the  Appellant  was  presented  to  the  Com- 
mission for  action  on  April  28th  and  compensation  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the 
injury  causing  death  was  not  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the 
employee's  employment,  as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation Act. 

"Section  25.  The  commission  shall  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compen* 
sation  Fund  to  such  employees  (within  the  meaning  of  this  act)  of  em" 
ployers  as  have  paid  into  said  fund  the  premiums  for  the jnonth  in  which 
the  injury  occurs  applicable  to  the  classes  to  which  they  belong,  as  shall 
have  received  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from 
their  employment,  or  to  the  dependents,  if  any,  of  such  employees  in 
case  death  has  ensued  according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made." 

The  injury  to  Giuseppe  Zippi  on  January  8,  1914  which,  resulting  in  his  death, 
was  not  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment,  that  of 
"Dhll  runner"  in  as  much  as  he  had  not  arrived  at  the  place  where  he  was  to 
commence  work,  and  said  injury  was  received  before  the  time  when  his  work 
was  to  commence.  The  railroad  tracks  on  which  the  deceased  was  walking  at 
the  time  of  the  injury  were  not  under  the  control  of  his  employers,  and  he  was  in 
fact  trespassing  on  the  property  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  at 
the  time  of  the  injury,  some  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  his  place  of  employ- 
ment. It  was  not  necessary  that  the  deceased  use  the  railroad  in  order  to  get  to 
his  place  of  employment,  and  it  was  not  part  of  his  employment  that  he  travel 
any  particular  route  to  reach  his  work,  and  the  employer  provided  no  method  of 
transportation  to  or  from  work.  It  is  evident  that  he  had  not  gotten  to  his  work, 
he  was  going  to  it,  and  he  was  not  yet  in  the  locality  where  his  work  was  to  be 
done. 


"In  one  sense,  it  may  be  said  to  be  a  part  of  his  duty  to  get  to  such  place, 
but  if  his  method  of  traveling  is  not  controlled  by  the  employer,  if  he  is 
a  free  agent,  it  is  thought  this  qualified  duty  is  not  sufficient  to  raise,  at 
the  time,  the  relation  of  employer  and  workman." 

Ruegg  on  Employer's  Liability,  Page  377. 

The  deceased  was  not  employed  by  the  railroad  company,  moreover  he  had  no 
right  to  go  on  their  property,  and  his  employers  could  not  confer  upon  him  any 
right  to  go  along  the  tracks  of  the  B.  &  0.  Railroad  Company,  they  were  under 
no  obligation  to  the  man  to  look  after  the  running  of  trains  or  to  give  any  warn- 
ing or  in  any  way  take  care  of  the  man  while  walking  on  said  tracks.  Another 
route  existed  by  which  he  had  access  to  his  work. 

"A  man  is  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Act  when  on  his  way  from 
his  home  to  his  work  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  Generally  speaking,  the  factory  gate 
or  yard  indicates  the  boundary.  Sometimes  there  may  be  a  sort  of  ex- 
crescence, but  I  am  not  prepared  to  hold  that  an  accident  which  occurred 
in  a  field  some  quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  and  separated  from  the  premises 
where  the  man  is  to  work  by  land  over  which  he  has  no  right  of  access, 
can  be  deemed  to  have  arisen  in  the  course  of  his  employment." 

Gilmour  vs.  Dorman,  Long  &  Co.,  Ltd.  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  279. 

"A  railway  company  allowed  the  workmen  of  a  firm  who  had  contracted 
to  do  some  work  for  them  to  pass  along  a  path  beside  the  line.   The  path 
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was  separated  from  the  main  line  by  several  lines  of  metals.  One  foggy 
morning,  several  minutes  before  the  time  for  commencement  of  work,  a- 
workman  was  run  over  on  the  main  line  about  150  yards  from  the  place- 
of  his  work." 

HELD  (Roner,  L.  J.  Dissenting)  that  the  accident  did  not  arise  out  of 
and  the  course  of  his  employment. 

Holeness  vs.  Mackay  &  Davis.  1  W.  C.  C.  13. 

"A  miner  proceeding  to  his  work  along  a  footpath  prepared  by  the  em- 
ployers for  the  workmen's  convenience,  slipped  on  some  steps  at  a  point 
about  a  mile  away  from  the  place  of  employment.  There  was  evidence- 
that  the  employers  knew  the  steps  were  not  safe." 

Held,  that  the  accident  did  not  arise  in  the  course  of  the  employment. 

Walters  vs.  Staveley  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  Ltd.  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  303. 

In  the  case  just  cited  Lord  Lorebum  says:  "The  test  of  in  the  course  of"  is,, 
it  is  submitted,  whether  the  man  at  the  time  was  doing  what  it  was  contemplated 
at  the  time  the  contract  of  service  was  made  that  he  should  do:  whether  he 
was  at  a  place  he  was  entitled  to  be,  and  doing  something  contemplated  in  his- 
contract  as  part  of  his  work,  or  as  anciUary  to  his  work. 

In  applying  this  Act  one  has  to  look  at  the  words  of  the  Act  itself,  and  see  if 
the  injury  falls  within  the  meaning  of  the  words  of  the  Act.  Did  it  arise  in  the 
course  of  the  employment,  and  did  it  arise  resulting  from  the  employment?* 
In  this  case  the  deceased  was  merely  going  to  his  work,  he  was  not  employed  to- 
be  on  the  tracks  of  the  B.  &  0.  Railroad  Company,  and  there  is  nothing  in  con- 
nection with  the  employment  as  "Drill  runner"  that  would  imply  that  part  of  his- 
duties  were  to  consist  of  walking  along  a  railroad  track. 

In  the  case  of  Walters  vs.  Staveley  just  cited.  Lord  Shaw  says:  "In this  case- 
there  was  a  circuitous  public  road,  and  there  was  a  short  cut  from  one  part  of  that 
public  road  to  another.  It  was  optional  to  the  workman  to  take  the  short  cut,, 
or  not  to  take  it.  Only  when  the  point  was  reached  where  the  short  cut  was  at 
an  end,  and  the  workman  had  gone  either  by  it  or  by  the  circuitous  public  road,, 
and  not  till  then,  did  he  reach  the  place  which  was  the  place  of  his  employment. 
There  was  no  contract  or  obligation,  direct  or  indirect,  on  his  part,  that  he  should 
use  the  short  cut  *  *  ♦  *  he  might  reach  the  place  of  his  employment  in 
any  manner  he  liked.  It  was  not  arising  out  of  his  employment,  and  not  in  the 
course  of  his  employment  that  he  met  with  this  accident. 

My  Lords,  I  fear  to  make  any  general  proposition  in  these  cases  when  I  see  the 
use  that  is  made  by  ingenious  and  able  counsel  of  propositions  laid  down  by  this- 
or  any  other  court.  I  would  venture,  however,  to  say  one  philosophical  thing,, 
which  is  that  analogies  in  matters  of  fact  nearly  always  fail,  and  I  think  it  a 
dangerous  thing  in  the  sphere  of  law  to  conjure  out  of  analogies  a  principle  or 
proposition  arising  upon  judicial  dicta  which  are  in  any  respect  in  conflict,  or  to- 
be  cited  as  in  conflict  with  the  clear  propositions  and  text  of  a  modem  statute." 

The  fact  that  a  number  of  other  workmen  used  this  path  or  track  on  their 
way  to  and  from  work  would  in  no  way  give  the  deceased  a  particular  license  to- 
increase  the  risk  of  being  injured. 

In  Caton  vs.  Summerlee  &  M.  I.  &  S.  Co.  39  Scotch  L.  R.  762,  it  was  held  that 
the  injury  did  not  arise  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  of  a  laborer 
who  at  the  conclusion  of  his  day's  work,  was  knocked  down  and  killed  by  a 
passing  engine  230  yards  from  where  he  had  been  working,  while  walking  along  a 
private  railway  track  belonging  to  the  employer,  which  many  of  the  men  em- 
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ployed  at  the  same  place  were  in  the  habit  of  using  in  going  to  and  from  their 
work.   The  Court  there  said: 

"The  deceased  at  the  time  of  the  accident  had  ceased  his  work,  had 
left  the  place  where  he  did  it,  and  was  on  his  way  home.  He  had  at  the 
time  no  duty  to  fuliiil  to  his  master,  and  his  master  had  no  duty  to  fulfill 
towards  him.  The  relation  of  master  and  servant  had  ended  for  the  day, 
he  having  fulfilled  his  work  and  left  the  place  where  his  work  was  being 
done." 

'The  same  principle  applies  in  the  present  case,  the  difference  being  that  the 
deceased  21ippi  was  onr  his  way  to,  instead  of  from  his  work.  His  walking  on  the 
track  was  an  added  risk  which  he  had  no  right  to  take. 

"A  man  who,  instead  of  walking  along  the  public  road,  which  is  the 
natural  way  to  go,  chooses  to  take  a  shortcut  for  himself  along  a  railway 
line  where  the  path  is  so  near  to  the  rails  that  he  is  liable  to  be  knocked 
down  by  a  passing  engine  does  increase  the  risks,  and  that  if  something 
happens  to  him  in  that  position  the  accident  is  not  one  which  arises  out  of 
his  employment." 

McLaren  et  al.  vs.  Caledcniao  Railway  Company,  5  B.  W.  C.  C.  492. 

While  occasional  exceptions  are  noted  as  in  the  ca^e  of  most  rules,  it  is 
laid  down  by  the  authorities  as  a  general  rule  that  accidents  which  befall 
an  employee  while  going  to  or  from  his  work  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  in 
the  course  of,  or  arising  out  of  his  employment.

Construction  of  Statute. 


"Where  the  words  of  the  statute  are  not  ambiguous,  but  have  a  clear 
and  defmite  meaning,  it  is  not  within  province  of  the  courts  to  go  further 
by  extending  its  provisions  so  as  to  include  persons  who  are  clearly  ex- 
cluded by  the  statute  itself." 

Waldron  vs.  Taylor,  52  W.  Va.  284. 

The  words  of  Section  25  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  this  state  are 
not  ambiguous,  and  have  a  clear  and  defmite  meaning  as  to  whom  the  Commission 
shall  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  deceased  Giuseppe  Zippi  met  with  his  death 
by  accident,  but  it  is  the  contention  of  the  Conunission  that  the  injury  received, 
from  which  death  ensued,  was  not  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from 
his  employment  as  "drill  runner"  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
25  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law,  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  West 
Virginia,  passed  February  21,  1013,  and  effective  May  22, 1913. 

In  the  recent  case  of  In  Re  Employer's  Liability  Assurance  Corporation,  102 
N.  E.  697  is  a  very  clear  discussion  of  what  is  an  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the 
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course  of  employment  within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 
The  Court  said: 

"In  order  that  compensation  may  be  due,  the  injury  must  both  arose 
out  of  and  also  be  received  in  the  course  of  the  employment.  Neither  alone 
is  enough.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  an  injury  is  received  in  the  'course 
of  the  employment  when  it  comes  while  the  workman  is  doing  the  duty 
which  he  is  employed  to  perform.  It  arises  'out  of  the  employment  when 
there  is  apparent  to  the  rational  mind  upon  consideration  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances a  casual  connection  between  the  conditions  under  which  the 
work  is  required  to  be  performed  and  the  resulting  injury.  Under  this 
test,  if  the  injury  can  be  seen  to  have  followed  as  a  natural  incident  of  the 
work  and  to  have  been  contemplated  by  a  reasonable  person  familiar  with 
the  whole  situation  as  a  result  of  the  exposure  occasioned  by  the  nature 
of  the  employment,  then  it  arises '  out  of '  the  employment.  But  it  excludes 
an  injury  which  cannot  fairly  be  traced  to  the  employment  as  a  contribu- 
ting proximate  cause  and  which  comes  from  a  hazard  to  which  workmen 
would  have  been  equally  exposed  apart  from  the  employment.  The 
causative  danger  must  be  peculiar  to  the  work  and  not  common  to  the 
neighborhood.  It  must  be  incidental  to  the  character  of  the  business  and 
not  independent  of  the  relation  of  master  and  servant. 

It  is  apparent  that  Giuseppe  Zippi  in  going  from  his  home  to  the  place  of  hi^ 
employment  was  subject  to  the  danger  of  being  run  over  by  the  railroad  train,  a 
danger  which  was  common  to  the  neighborhood,  and  common  to  any  person  who 
used  the  railroad  tracks  as  a  pedestrian.  In  the  case  of  Graham  vs.  Barr,  W.  C. 
Scl.  &S,  Rep.  202  decided  in  1913,  a  workman  employed  underground  in  a  coal 
mine,  on  finishing  his  day's  work,  returned  to  the  siuiace  and  was  proceeding 
home  by  a  track  along  the  side  of  a  private  branch  railway  line,  the  property 
of  his  employers,  when  he  was  knocked  down  and  killed  by  an  engine  at  a 
point  400  yards  distant  from  the  mouth  of  the  pit.  Held:  The  injury  did  not 
arise  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  this  claim  for  compensation  out  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Fund  was  properly  refused  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission. In  the  light  of  the  modern  cases  it  is  clearly  settled  that  such  an  injury 
as  shown  by  the  facts  in  this  case  does  not  arise  out  of  or  in  the  course  of  the 
employment.

POFFENBARGER,  Judge. 

1.  The  jurisdiction  to  review  acts  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  respect- 
ing the  administration  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  conferred  upon  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  by  Sec.  43  of  Chap.  10,  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  is  original, 
not  appellate. 

2.  An  injury  incurred  by  a  workman,  in  the  course  of  his  travel  to  his  place 
of  work  and  not  on  the  premises  of  the  employer,  does  not  give  right  to  participa- 
tion in  such  fund,  unless  the  place  of  injury  was  brought  within  the  scope  of 
employment  by  an  express  or  implied  requirement  in  the  contract  of  employ- 
ment, of  its  use  by  the  servant  in  going  to  and  returning  from  his  work. 

POFFENBARGER,  JudgC. 

The  rejection  of  the  claim  to  right  of  participation  in  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Fund,  made  on  behalf  of  the  dependents  of  Guiseppe  Zippi,  by  the 
Acting  Royal  Consul  of  Italy,  is  the  occasion  of  this  first  application  to  this  court 
for  the  exercise  of  its  supervisory  powers  over  the  Public  Service  Commission* 
respecting  its  administration  of  that  fund.  This  proceeding  is  authorized  by  a 
statute  different  from  the  one  under  which  United  Fuel  Gas  Company  v.  Public 
Service  Commission, — ^W.  Va. ,  8)  S.  E.  531,  was  instituted,  but  the  con- 
stitutional provisions  referred  to  in  the  opinion  in  that  case,  render  it  impossible 
to  treat  this  one  as  an  ordinary  appeal  or  bring  it  within  the  appellate  jurisdiction 
of  this  court.  What  the  statute.  Sec.  43  of  Chap.  10  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  de^ 
nominates  an  appeal  must,  if  possible,  be  regarded  as  a  right  given  to  a  claimant 
to  participation  in  the  fund  in  question,  to  apply  to  this  court  for  the  exercise  of 
its  original  jurisdiction.  Any  other  construction  would  render  the  provision 
unconstitutional.  The  Commission  itself  is  not  a  court.  It  is  only  an  adminis- 
trative board,  possessing  quasi-judicial  and  legislative  power.  United  Fuel  Ga» 
Company  v.  Public  Service  Commission,  cited.  Its  powers,  in  the  administration 
of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  are  not  substantially  different  from  it» 
powers  over  other  matters  within  its  control;  and  the  principles  upon  which  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  court  over  its  acts,  by  original  process,  was  sustained  in  the 
case  just  cited,  determine  the  jurisdictional  question  now  presented. 

Only  the  claimant  to  participation  in  such  fund  can  apply  to  this  court  for  sucb 
relief,  and  he  is  permitted  to  do  so  only  in  those  instances  in  which  the  Commission, 
by  its  final  action,  has  denied  to  him  such  right,  upon  some  ground  going  to  the 
basis  of  his  claim,  such  as  self-infliction  of  the  injury,  of  which  he  complains,  or 
incurrence  of  the  injury  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  his  employment.  As 
the  Commission  itself  and  the  fund  are  creatures  of  the  legislative  will,  it  was 
competent  for  the  legislature  to  deprive  the  Commission  of  all  discretionary  power, 
respecting  the  right  of  participation,  and  make  it  a  purely  legal  question.  In  other 
words,  it  could  make  it  mandatory  upon  the  Commission  to  allow  participation, 
if  the  injury  arose  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment  and  was  not  self  in- 
flicted, and  deny  to  the  Commission  the  right  to  determine  what  constitutes  self- 
inflicted  injury  or  an  injury  incurred  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  employment, 
and  whether  the  claimant  is  a  dependent  of  the  injured  person,  by  making  all 
such  questions,  arising  upon  the  facts  disclosed,  questions  of  law  for  determination 
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by  this  court,  in  the  exercise  of  its  supervisory  power  over  officers  and  inferior 
tribunals.  In  this  matter,  jurisdiction  has  been  conferred  upon  this  court  to 
order  allowance  of  such  claims,  as  it  would  in  the  cases  of  formal  applications  for 
writs  of  mandamus.  As  to  this  question,  the  legislature  conferred  only  ministerial 
power  upon  the  Commission. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  the  injury  by  which  Zippi's  death  was  the 
occasion,  did  not  arise  out  of  his  employment  nor  was  it  incmred  in  the  course 
thereof.  He  was  an  employee  of  Kefauver  &  McLaren,  contractors*  engaged  in 
construction  work  on  some  portion  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad.  Just 
what  the  relation  of  this  work  to  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  was  is  not  shown, 
but  Zippi  was  not  killed  on  the  construction  work.  His  death  occurred  on  the 
main  line  and  it  is  supposed  to  have  resulted  from  his  having  stepped  in  front  of 
one  train,  in  an  effort  to  escape  another.  The  inspector's  report  and  other  evi- 
dence are  to  the  effect  that  he  was  walking  on  the  main  double  track,  in  going  to 
his  woxk,  A  statement  of  the  case  prepared  by  a  claim  clerk  says  his  only  way 
of  access  to  his  work  was  by  way  of  the  main  line,  but  this  statement  is  not  sus- 
tained by  evidence.  The  inspector's  report  does  not  show  it,  nor  is  there  any 
other  evidence  bearing  on  the  question.  In. the  brief  filed  for  the  petitioner,  it  is 
said  Zippi  was  killed  only  a  few  minutes  before  the  usual  hour  for  the  commence- 
ment of  actual  work,  seven  o'clock  A.  M.  the  accident  having  occurred  at  6.55 
A.  M.;  but  no  evidence  shows  at  what  time  he  would  have  commenced  his  woric. 

If  it  has  been  shown  that  the  decedent,  approaching  his  place  of  work  by  the 
only  means  of  access  thereto,  was  almost  within  the  reach  of  it  at  the  time  of  his 
injury,  some  of  the  authorities  relied  upon  might  justify  the  allowance  of  the 
claim;  for  the  employment  is  not  limited  to  the  exact  moment  of  arrival  at  the 
place  of  actual  work,  nor  to  the  moment  to  retirement  therefrom.  It  includes  a 
reasonable  amount  of  time  before  and  after  actual  work.  Gane  v.  Norton  Hill 
Colliery  Company,  2  B.  W.  C.  C.  42;  McKee  v.  Great  Northern  Railroad  Co., 
1  B.  W.  C.  C.  165;  Bradbury's  Workmen's  Compensation,  pp.  404  to  407.  A 
reasonable  time  after  the  tennination  of  actual  work  is  allowed.    If  a  workman  is 

• 

injured  on  the  premises  of  the  employer  and  while  leaving  his  place  of  actual 
work  by  the  usual  course  of  travel,  the  injury  is  deemed  to  have  arisen  out  of  the 
employment.  Kinney  v.  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Emp.  Rel.  Ass'n,  35  W.  Va.  385. 
Since  injury  after  termination  of  actual  work,  while  on  the  premises  of  the  em- 
ployer and  in  pursuit  of  the  usual  way  of  leaving  the  same,  is  held  to  be  within  the 
course  of  employment  and  to  have  arisen  out  of  the  same,  it  seems  clear  that  an 
injury  to  a  workman  while  coming  to  his  place  of  work  on  the  premises  of  the  em- 
ployer and  by  the  only  way  of  access,  or  the  one  contemplated  by  the  contract 
of  employment,  must  also  be  regarded  as  having  been  incurred  in  the  course  of 
the  employment  and  to  have  arisen  out  of  the  same.  If,  in  such  case,  injury  does 
not  occur  on  the  premises  but  in  close  proximity  to  the  place  of  work  and  on  a  road 
or  other  way  intended  and  contemplated  by  the  contract  as  being  the  exclusive 
means  of  access  to  the  place  of  work,  the  same  principle  would  apply  and  govern. 
If  the  place  at  which  the  injury  occurred  is  brought  within  the  contract  of  em- 
ployment, by  the  requirement  of  its  use  by  the  employee,  so  that  he  has  no  dis- 
cretion or  choice  as  to  his  mode  or  manner  of  coming  to  work,  such  place  and  its 
use  seem  logically  to  become  elements  or  factors  in  the  employment  and  the 
injury  thus  arises  out  of  the  employment  and  is  incurred  in  the  course  thereof. 
But,  on  the  contrary,  if  the  employee,  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  has  gone  beyond 
the  premises  of  the  employer,  or  has  not  reached  them,  and  has  chosen  his  own 
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place  or  mode  of  travel,  the  injury  does  not  arise  out  of  his  employment  nor  is  it 
within  the  scope  thereof. 

As  the  evidence  adduced  in  support  of  the  claim  did  not,  for  the  reasons  already 
stated,  bring  it  within  the  principles  here  referred  to,  the  Conmiission  properly 
rejected  the  claim,  and  the  prayer  for  an  order,  requiring  allowance  thereof  can- 
not be  granted.

(Fatal.) 

Catando  Greeco,  Italian,  aged  about  45,  employed  by  the  PhiUips  Sheet  &, 
Tin  Plate  Co.,  Weirton,  W.  Va.,  died  April  20th,  1914,  after  an  operation  at  the 
Ohio  Valley  Hospital,  Steubenville,  Ohio. 

The  Royal  Consul  of  Italy  makes  application  for  compensation  in  behalf  of  the 
dependents,  on  account  of  injury  while  in  the  course  of  employment  on  the  10th 
day  of  April,  1914,  which. injury  resulted  in  death  on  April  20,  1914. 

The  employer  under  date  April  23rd  submits  report  on  Form  13  and  accom- 
panies same  with  letter  of  explanation,  stating  that  no  injury  was  reported  to  the 
foreman,  and  that  they  were  not  aware  the  deceased  had  been  hurt  in  any  manner 
until  the  22nd  of  April,  when  the  matter  was  brought  to  their  attention,  and 
after  an  investigation  they  found  one  man  who  knew  anything  about  an  injury, 
one  Lone  Marino  who  was  working  with  the  deceased.  He  states  that  the  de- 
ceased after  carrying  a  pole  threw  his  hands  back  to  his  hips  as  though  he  had 
injured  himself.  The  brother-in-law  of  the  deceased,  Joe  Lamazza,  states  that 
the  deceased  on  coming  home  from  work  on  Friday,  April  10th,  complained  about 
lifting  too  hard,  but  went  back  to  work  the  following  day.  The  deceased  did  not 
consult  a  doctor  until  April  14th,  and  was  operated  on  on  April  16th.  He  died 
April  20th,  and  the  post-mortem  examination  showed  that  death  was  due  to 
dilation  of  the  heart. 

» 

"  In  cases  under  this  Act,  in  the  same  way  as  in  cases  under  any  other 
Act,  or  at  common  law,  the  plaintiff  must  prove  his  case;  and  although 
he  may  establish  a  state  of  facts  which  leads  one  to  think  that  the  version 
of  what  took  place  is  quite  possible,  he  must  do  something  more  than 
show  a  state  of  facts  which  is  consistent  either  with  one  view  or  with 
another  \iew.  Propositions  must  be  proved  in  a  court  of  law  by  proof  of 
evidence,  and  that  is  not  satified  by  surmise,  conjecture  or  guess. 

"The  burden  of  proof  that  a  workman  who  collapsed  while  at  work 
as  a  result  of  heart  failure  rests  upon  the  claimant  to  show  that  the  attack 
was  the  direct  cause  of  the  exertion  and  not  due  to  natural  causes.  The 
County  Court  Judge  found  that  death  was  caused  by  over  exertion  in. 
his  work,  but  the  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  there  was  no  evidence  to 
justify  the  finding  as  there  was  nothing  to  connect  the  disease  with  the 
work." 

Hawkins  vs.  Powell's  Tillery  Coal  Co.  4-B.  W.  C.  C.  178. 

In  the  case  of  Barnabas  vs.  Versham  Colliery  Company,  3  B.  W.  C.  C. 
216  it  was  held: 

"that  as  the  evidence  as  to  the  cause  of  death  was  equally  consistent 
with  an  accident  and  with  no  accident,  the  applicant  had  not  discharged 
the  onus  of  proof  that  was  upon  them." 
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In  the  Inspector's  report  on  this  case,  he  states:  **I  tried  in  every  possible 
manner  in  this  investigation  to  get  some  evidence  to  show  that  deceased  had 
injured  himself  while  employed  at  the  above  plant,  but  failed.** 

Tlie  Chief  Medical  Examiner  advises  that  a  man  with  strangulated  hernia, 
going  for  four  days  after  the  said  hernia  had  become  strangulated,  before  receiving 
the  attention  of  a  physician,  was  actually  responsible  for  his  own  death;  as  a 
strangulated  hernia  of  this  long  standing  would  in  itself  cause  death;  however, 
the  repcHl  of  Dr.  L.  A.  Whitaker  under  date  of  May  6th,  states  that  the  inmiediate 
cause  of  death  was  dilatation  of  the  right  side  of  the  heart. 

To  my  mind  it  is  not  sufficiently  proven  by  the  applicant  that  the  death  of 
.Catando  Greeco  was  caused  by  an  injury  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting 
from  his  employment,  and  that  said  cause  is  a  matter  of  surmise,  conjecture  or 
guess,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  claimant  has  not  sufficiently 
proven  his  case  to  warrant  the  payment  of  compensation  under  Sections  25  and 
33  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.

APPELLANT'S  BRIEF. 


History  of  the  Case. 

Cataldo  Greco,  an  Italian  subject,  married,  and  an  employee  of  the  Phillips 
Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company  of  Weirton,  W.  Va.,  was  injured  on  April  10,  1914, 
while  assisting  in  lifting  a  Jim-Pole  for  the  above  named  employer.  The  injury 
was  in  the  nature  of  a  rupture  which  became  incarcerated  and  later  strangulated. 
Greco,  apparently  thinking  it  but  a  trivial  matter  did  not  summon  a  physician 
until  April  14,  1914;  the  trouble  being  diagnosed  as  incarcerated  inguinal  hernia, 
the  attending  physician  advised  his  removal  to  the  City  Hospital  of  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  to  which  institution  he  was  removed.  Operation  became  imperative  on 
account  of  strangulation  of  bowel  taking  place.  He  was  operated  on  the  follow- 
ing day,  and  on  April  20,  1914,  he  died  in  the  City  HospiJtal  of  Steubenville, 
Ohio,  as  a  result  of  the  operation. 

Presentation  of  Claim  to  the  Commission  and  Their  Findings. 

Formal  application  for  compensation  on  account  of  the  death  of  Cataldo  Greco 
was  filed  August  4,  1914  by  Chev.  Gaetano  Poccardi,  Royal  Consul  of  Italy  on 
behalf  of  Bettina  Lamazza,  widow  and  only  dependent  upon  the  deceased  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  Commission  on  September  16,  1914,  denied  com- 
pensation for  an  award  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  sufficiently  proven  that  the 
death  of  the  said  Cataldo  Greco  was  caused  by  an  injury  received  in  the  course  of 
and  resulting  from  his  employment  in  accordance  with  Section  25  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act.  A  petition  for  an  appeal  was  presented  by  your  Hon- 
orable Court,  which  appeal  was  granted  on  November  19,  1914. 

Evidence. 

In  the  report  of  the  employer  as  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  the 
following  facts  appear: 

In  answer  to  Question  17: 

"What  was  he  doing  when  injured?" 

Was  helping  to  carry  a  large  piece  of  pipe  from  one  part  of  mill  yard  to  machine 
-shop  and  strained  himself. 

Question  19: 

"What  was  the  cause  of  the  accident?" 

Apparently  due  to  a  strain  as  near  as  we  can  ascertain,  although  there  were 
seven  other  men  helping  carr>'  pipe. 
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Dr.  L.  A.  Whitaker,  the  attending  physician,  made  the  following  affidavit: 

"To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

"This  is  to  certify  that  the  undersigned  was  the  attending  physician  of 
Cataldo  Greco,  deceased  and  that  he  attended  him  at  the  time  of  his 
injury  which  was  directly  the  cause  of  his  death.  He  was  injured  during 
course  of  his  employment  by  the  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Co.  At  the 
tipie  of  his  injmy  I  understood  through  an  interpreter  that  he  had  been 
ruptured  previously,  but  the  same  interpreter  informs  me  now  that  I  was 
mistaken.  This  could  easily  be  so,  as  the  interpreter  was  not  very  pro- 
ficient in  his  understanding  of  the  English  language. 

"While  at  work  lifting  a  Jim-Pole,  the  said  Cataldo  Greco,  was  rup- 
tured. This  rupture  became  incarcerated,  and  later  strangulated.  This 
accident  occurred  on  Friday,  April  10th,  and  thinking  it  but  a  trivial 
matter  he  did  not  summon  a  physician  until  the  following  Tuesday.  The 
trouble  being  diagnosed  as  incarcerated  inguinal  hernia,  the  attending 
physician  advised  his  removal  to  the  hospital  which  was  accompli^ed 
the  following  day.  Operation  became  imperative  on  account  of  strangu- 
lation of  bowel  taking  place^  He  was  operated  on  the  following  day. 
He  died  five  days  later.  A  post-mortem  showed  that  he  had  a  dilated 
right  ventrical.  While  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  dilated  heart  was 
the  immediate  cause  of  death,  yet  for  the  real  cause  we  must  go  back  to  the 
injury  which  produced  the  rupture  which  necessitated  the  operation,  which 
in  turn  hastened  his  death  from  cardiac  dilatation." 

Giuseppe  Lamazza,  Jim  Frank  and  Leonardo  Marino,  fellow-countrymen  of 
•Greco,  have  made  the  following  affidavit,  the  original  of  which  is  attached  and 
jxiade  a  part  of  this  brief.

"Before  the  undersigned  authority  a  Notary  Public  within  and  for  the 
county  and  state  aforesaid  this  day  personally  came  Joe  Lamazza,  Jim 
Frank  and  Leonardo  Marino  who  after  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn 
according  to  law  deposes  and  says  as  follows: 

"That  they  were  all  personally  acquainted  with  Cataldo  Greco  who 
worked  in  the  mill  of  the  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company  in  Weirton, 
Hancock  County,  West  Virginia,  during  the  first  part  of  April,  1914, 
and  had  known  him  for  several  years,  and  that  the  said  Joe  Lamazza  and 
Jim  Frank  saw  him  on  an  average  of  three  or  four  times  a  week  for  some 
time  prior  to  the  time  he  died  in  the  hospital  in  Steubenville,  Ohio,  and 
that  the  said  Leonardo  Marino  worked  with  him  for  some  time  before  his 
death.  That  during  the  entire  time  that  they  knew  him  he  was  a  good 
steady  worker  always  in  a  healthy  condition  and  never  complained  of 
having  any  trouble  or  sickness  of  any  kind.  That  if  he  had  been  ruptured 
their  acquaintance  with  him  was  so  intimate  that  they  would  certainly 
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have  known  it  and  that  they  never  knew  of  him  being  ruptured  or  phys- 
ically unsound  in  any  respect.

That  they  were  personally  present  at  the  time  that  Cataldo  Greco  was 
injured  while  at  work  for  the  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company  in  Weir- 
ton,  West  Virginia  and  that  the  injury  occurred  in  the  following  manner: 

That  the  above  named  deponents  along  with  said  Cataldo  Greco  and 
others  were  at  work  lifting  a  certain  "Jim  Pole"  which  was  of  great  weight, 
that  they  were  in  close  quarters  and  said  "Jim  Pole"  was  very  hard  to 
handle.  That  owing  to  the  close  quarters  one  of  the  men  at  work  was 
forced  to  move  away  and  in  consequence  of  his  moving  the  bulk  of  the 
weight  of  the  said  "Jim  Pole"  was  thrown  upon  the  said  Cataldo  Greco 
and  he  was  forced  to  support  it.  That  immediately  after  the  said  weight 
was  thrown  upon  him  he  began  to  complain  of  feeling  badly  in  the  region 
of  his  stomach  and  that  he  never  came  back  to  work  after  that  day. 

And  the  said  Leonardo  Marino  further  says  that  about  four  or  five  days 
later  he  was  taken  to  a  hospital  in  Steubenville,  Ohio,  where  he  was  ope^ 
rated  upon  knd  died.

The  above  facts  represent  all  the  evidence  which  we  have  been  able  to  procure 
and  from  the  same  it  would  seem  to  clearly  appear  that  the  deceased  Catalda 
Greco  suffered  an  injury  while  assisting  in  lifting  the  aforementioned  "Jim  Pole*' 
and  that  his  death  was  caused  by  the  injury  sustained. 
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Argument. 

Upon  the  question  which  is  now  presented  before  your  Honorable  Court, 
namely:  Was  Cataldo  Greco  injured  while  assisting  in  lifting  the  Jim  Pole  on 
April  10,  1914,  at  which  time  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Phillips  Sheet  Sc  Tin 
Plate  Company? 

The  direct  evidence  already  produced  would  seem  to  permit  you  of  finding  only 
in  favor  of  the  Appellant.  For  the  fellow-workmen  of  the  deceased  have  testified 
that  the  "Jim  Pole"  was  very  heavy  and  very  hard  to  handle.  That  owing  to  the 
close  quarters  one  of  the  men  was  forced  to  move  away  and  in  consequence  of  the 
same  the  bulk  of  the  weight  was  thrown  on  Greco  and  he  was  forced  to  support  it. 
This  strain  unquestionably  produced  the  hernia,  an  operation  for  which  a  few 
days  later  resulted  in  Greco's  death.  This  condition  is  further  borne  out  by  the 
statement  that  after  the  said  weight  was  thrown  upon  him,  Greco  at  once  began, 
to  complain  of  feeling  badly  in  the  region  of  his  stomach,  and  by  the  additional 
testimony  of  some  fellow  countrymen  who  knew  the  deceased  for  several  years 
and  who  also  would  see  him  many  times  a  week  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  stat- 
ing that  Greco  was  always  in  a  healthy  condition  and  never  complained  of  having 
any  trouble  or  any  sickness  of  any  kind. 

But,  if  your  Honorable  Court  should  be  disposed  to  find  that  sufficient  direct 
evidence  has  not  been  produced  to  prove  the  injury  to  Greco  by  lifting  the 
"Jim  Pole"  on  April  10,  1914,  we  then  submit  that  the  fact  of  the  death  of  the 
deceased  was  prima  facie  evidence  of  injury  and  that  it  lies  within  your  power  to 
draw  inferences  as  to  the  cause  of  death.  In  Bender  vs.  Owners  of  Steamships, 
etc.  (1909)  2  K.  B.  41,  it  was  held  that  a  court  may  draw  an  inference  from  proved 
facts  where  there  may  be  no  direct  evidence  of  the  cause  of  death. 

In  Mitchell  vs.  Glamorgan,  23  T.  L.  R.  588  the  facts  were  that  the  deceased 
man  went  to  his  work  at  a  quarter  to  six  and  at  that  time  was  uninjured.  He 
returned  home  next  morning  between  half  past  5  and  6  o'clock  with  his  hand 
injured.  The  appHcant,  his  widow,  proved  that  he  came  straight  to  her  bed- 
room in  his  working  clothes  with  the  first  finger  of  his  left  hand  crushed  and  the 
second  broken.  He  had  not  washed  his  hand.  There  was  a  piece  of  rag  around 
it.  A  poultice  was  applied  and  the  man  continued  at  his  work  for  some  days  when 
blood  poisoning  set  in  and  he  died.  In  giving  judgment  Sir  Gorell  Barnes  P. 
speaks  thus:  If  the  known  facts  are  equally  consistent  with  either  alternative, 
the  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  succeed  because  no  one  can  reasonably  draw  an 
inference  in  his  favor,  but  where  the  known  facts  are  not  equally  consistent  the 
case  is  totally  different  because  one  must  bring  in  one's  knowledge  of  what  hap- 
pens in  ordinary  life.  Applying  that  here  the  workman  was  engaged  in  work 
at  which  accidents  do  happen  and  the  probability  therefore  is  that  the  accident 
happened  at  the  time  when  he  was  so  engaged  rather  than  at  the  time  when  in 
his  ordinary  course  of  life  such  accidents  do  not  happen. 

If  an  inference  favorable  to  the  applicant  can  only  be  arrived  at  by  a  guess,  the 
apphcant  fails.  The  same  thing  happens  where  two  or  more  inferences  equally 
consistent  with  the  facts  arise  from  them.  Where  the  probability  of  one  inference 
which  the  facts  are  capable  of  supporting  is  clearly  more  probable  than  another, 
it  is  open  to  the  arbitrator  to  adopt  this  inference.  This  inference  then  becomes  a 
finding  of  fact. 

Qover,  Qayton  &  Co.  vs.  Hughes,  3  B.  W.  C.  C.  275,  seems  to  cover  the  case 
in  question.    In  Scales  vs.  West  Norfolk  Farmers  Manure  &  Chemical  Co.  6 
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B.  W.  C.  C.  188,  a  workman  wearing  truss  sufficient  to  keep  an  existing  hernia  up 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  was  employed  to  attend  to  a  furnace.  His  duties 
involved  the  heavy  work  of  raking,  poking  and  coaling  the  lire.  He  went  home 
to  dinner  as  usual  and  appeared  to  be  quite  well  but  shortly  after  he  returned  to 
work  he  was  found  in  great  pain.  He  died  soon  afterwards  and  medical  evidence 
showed  that  the  death  was  due  to  strangulated  hernia.  The  county  court  judge 
drew  the  inference  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  and  arose  out  of  the  employ- 
ment. The  evidence  was  that  he  left  home  quite  well  in  the  morning  returning 
home  for  his  dinner  when  he  was  well  and  in  excellent  spirits.  He  returned  to  his 
work  at  2  o'clock  and  the  mate  working  at  the  next  furnace  helped  him  stoke  up 
the  fire  which  had  been  dampened  down  for  the  dinner  interval  and  then  went 
off  to  attend  to  his  own  furnace.  He  came  back  soon  afterwards  and  found  him 
in  great  pain  and  agony.  He  died  soon  afterwards  from  strangulated  hernia,  but 
how  the  hernia  came  down  so  as  to  strangulate  there  is  no  evidence,  nor  is  there 
any  evidence  of  any  specially  heavy  work  done  by  the  deceased  man  that  day  to 
account  for  it.  The  court  held  that  there  was  evidence  justifying  the  judge  in 
holding  that  the  accident  arose  out  of  the  employment.  It  may  well  be  that  an 
act  which  involves  considerable  strain  may  be  done  many  times  without  producing 
bad  results,  and  yet  the  next  time  may  end  in  an  accident  and  because  the  man 
had  used  in  safety  many  times  the  heavy  raking  iron,  does  not  lessen  the  risk  of 
strain  which  he  derived  from  the  hernia  and  was  incidental  to  his  employment. 

We,  therefore,  submit  that  if  your  Honorable  Court  must  resort  to  the  drawing 
of  inferences  as  to  the  cause  of  death,  that  you  should  fmd  that  Greco's  death 
was  caused  by  an  injury,  resulting  in  hernia  which  he  received  while  assisting  to 
lift  a  "Jim  Pole"  for  the  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company  on  April  10,  1914. 
for  such  inference  is  more  clearly  capable  of  being  supported  than  any  other. 

Should  your  Honorable  Court  fmd  either  from  the  direct  evidence  or  from 
inferences  that  Cataldo  Greco  was  injured  while  assisting  in  lifting  the  "Jim 
Pole,"  as  above  described,  then  it  cannot  be  disputed  that  the  injury  was  received 
in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment. 

In  Fenton  vs.  J.  Thoriey  &  Company,  Ltd.,  1903,  A.  C.  443,  5  W.  C.  C.  1.  an 
injury  by  accident  is  defined  as: 

A  physiological  injury  caused  by  an  unlooked  for  mishap  or  an  untoward  event 
which  is  not  expected  or  designed  is  an  injury  by  accident. 
'  The  facts  in  that  case  as  stated  by  Lord  MacNaghten  were  as  follows: 

Fenton,  the  appellant,  was  a  workman  in  the  employment  of  the  respondents, 
who  manufacture  for  sale  an  article-  called  Thoriey 's  Food  for  Cattle.  He  was 
employed  to  look  after  one  of  the  machines  used  in  preparing  the  food.  It  seems 
to  have  been  a  sort  of  combination  of  kettle  and  press.  The  actual  operation  per- 
formed by  this  machine  takes  about  six  or  eight  minutes.  At  the  end  of  that  time 
the  workman  in  charge  moves  a  lever  and  then  turns  a  wheel  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  the  lid  and  removing  the  contents,  which  come  out,  or  ought  to  come  out, 
dried  and  pressed  into  separate  layers  or  cakes.  On  December  3,  1901,  Fenton 
was  at  work  at  his  machine.  He  had  got  through  the  operation  on  that  day  a 
good  many  times  without  hitch  or  difficulty;  but  about  9  p.  m.,  or  a  little  later, 
when  the  time  came  for  opening  the  vessel,  the  wheel  would  not  turn.  He  then 
called  a  fellow-workman  to  his  assistance,  and  the  two  men  together  set  to  work 
to  move  the  wheel.  Suddenly  Fenton  felt  something  which  he  described  as  a 
"tear"  in  his  "inside,"  and  it  was  found  that  he  was  ruptured.  Fenton  was  a 
man  of  ordinary  health  and  strength.    There  was  no  evidence  of  any  shp,  or 
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wrench,  or  sudden  jerk.  It  may  be  taken  that  the  injury  occurred  while  the  man 
was  engaged  in  his  ordinary  work,  and  in  doing  or  trying  to  do  the  very  thing 
which  he  meant  to  accomplish.  There  is  evidence  that  the  wheel  was  short  of 
one  spoke  or  handle,  which  may  have  made  it  more  difficult  to  grasp  than  usual, 
and  it  was  discovered  afterwards  that  there  was  a  leak  in  the  kettle  which  let 
moisture  into  the  vessel  below,  glueing  its  contents  together,  and  so  causing  the 
lid  to  stick. 

Lord  MacNaghton  making  a  few  observations,  before  examining  the  English 
Act  stated: 

If  a  man,  in  lifting  a  weight  or  trying  to  move  something  not  easily  moved, 
were  to  strain  a  muscle,  or  rick  his  back,  or  rupture  himself,  the  mishap  in  ordi- 
nary parlance  would  be  described  as  an- accident.  Anybody  would  say  that  the 
man  met  with  an  accident  in  lifting  a  weight,  or  trying  to  move  something  too 
heavy  for  him.  One  other  remark  I  should  like  to  make.  It  does  seem  to  me 
extraordinary  that  anybody  should  suppose  that,  when  the  advantage  of  insur- 
ance against  accident  at  their  employers'  expense  w^as  being  conferred  on  work- 
men. Parliament  could  have  intended  to  exclude  from  the  benefit  of  the  Act  some 
injuries  ordinarily  described  as  accidents  which  beyond  all  others  merit  favour- 
able consideration  in  the  interest  of  workmen  and  en:ploycrs  alike.  A  man 
injures  himself  by  doing  some  stupid  thing,  and  it  is  called  an  accident,  knd 
he  gets  the  benefit  of  the  insurance.  It  may  even  be  his  own  fault,  and  yet  com- 
pensation is  not  to  b^  disallowed  unless  the  injury  is  attributable  to  **  serious  and 
wilful  misconduct"  on  his  part.  A  man  injures  himself  suddenly  and  unex- 
pectedly by  throwing  all  his  might  and  all  his  strength  and  all  his  energy  into  his 
work  and  by  doing  his  very  best  and  utmost  for  his  employer,  not  sparing  himself 
or  taking  thought  of  what  may  come  upon  him,  and  then  he  is  to  be  told  that  his 
case  is  outside  the  Act  because  he  exerted  himself  deliberately,  and  there  was  an 
entire  lack  of  the  fortuitous  element.  I  cannot  think  that  that  is  right.  I  do 
think  that  if  such  were  held  to  be  the  true  construction  of  the  Act,  the  result 
would  not  be  for  the  good  of  the  men  nor  for  the  good  of  the  employers  either  in 
the  long  run.  Certainly  it  would  not  conduce  to  honesty  or  thoroughness  in 
work.  It  would  lead  men  to  shirk  and  hang  back,  and  try  to  shift  a  burden  which 
might  possibly  prove  too  heavy  for  them  on  to  the  shoulders  of  their  comrades. 
Now  I  turn  to  the  Act.  The  title  of  the  Act  is  "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Law  with 
Respect  to  Compensation  to  Workmen  for  Accidental  Injuries  Suffered  in  the 
Course  of  their  Employment." 

Lord  MacNaghton  upon  taking  up  the  English  Act  states: 

The  first  section  of  the  Act,  sub-sec.  (1),  declares  that  "if  in  any  employm  ent 
to  which  this  Act  applies  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the 
course  of  the  employment  is  caused  to  a  workman"  his  employers  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  compensation.    Now,  the  expression  "injury  by  accident"  seems  to  me 
to  be  a  compound  expression.  The  words  "by  accident"  are,  I  think,  introduced 
parenthetically  as  it  were  to  qualify  the  word  "  injury,"  confming  it  to  a  certai  n 
class  of  injuries,  and  excluding  other  classes,  as  for  instance,  injuries  by  disease 
or  injuries  self-inflicted  by  design.    Then  comes  the  question,  do  the  words 
** arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment"  qualify  the  word  "acci- 
dent" or  the  word  "injury"  or  the  compound  expression  "injur>'  by  accident?'* 
I  rather  think  the  latter  view  is  the  correct  one.    If  it  were  a  question  whether 
the  qualifying  words  apply  to  "injury"  or  to  "accident,"  there  would.  I  think 
be  some  difficulty  in  arriving  at  a  conclusion.    I  find  in  sec.  4  the  expression 
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*  Accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment."  In  sec.  9  I  find 
the  words,  "personal  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  femployment." 
while  in  sec.  1,  su]>sec  2  (b),  the  qualifying  words  seem  to  be  applied  to  the 
compound  expression  "  injury  to  a  workman  by  accident."  The  truth  is  that  in 
the  Act,  which  does  not  seem  to  have  had  the  benefit  of  careful  revision,  "  acci- 
dent" and  "injury,"  that  is  injury  by  accident,  appear  to  be  used  as  convertible 
terms;  for  instance,  in  sec.  2,  "notice  of  the  accident"  has  to  be  given,  and  that 
notice  is  referred  to  immediately  afterwards  as  "notice  in  respect  of  an  injury 
under  the  Act."  I  come,  therefore,  to  the  conclusion  that  the  expression  "acci- 
dent" is  used  in  the  popular  and  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  as  denoting  an 
unlooked-for  mishap  or  an  untoward  event  which  is  not  expected  or  designed. 

Sec.  25  of  the  West  Virginia  Compensation  Act  provides: 

The  Commission  shall  disburse  the  workmen's  compensation  fund  to  such 
employees  (within  the  meaning  of  this  Act)  of  employers  as  have  paid  into  said 
fund  the  premium  for  the  month  in  which  the  injury  occurs  applicable  to  the 
classes  to  which  they  belong,  as  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  State 
in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment,  or  to  the  dependents, 
of  any,  of  such  employees  in  case  death  has  ensued  according  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  made. 

The  Act  in  question  does  not  have  the  additional  proviso  which  is  inserted  in 
the  English  Act,  of  injury  by  accident,  but  as  was  stated  by  Lord  MacNaghton 
the  words  "accident"  and  "injury"  in  the  English  Act  appear  to  be  used  as 
convertible  terms. 

Can  the  accident  to  Greco  be  regarded  as  an  injury  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Acf* 

Certainly  it  was  an  untoward  event.  It  was  not  desired;  it  was  unexpected 
in  what  seems  to  us  the  relevant  sense,  namely,  that  a  sensible  man  who  knew 
the  nature  of  the  work,  inasmuch  as  there  were  several  other  men  assisting  to 
carry  "Jim  Pole,"  would  not  have  expected  it.  This,  in  our  opinion,  establishes 
an  injury  by  accident  caused  to  the  workman.  An  accident  or  an  injury  arises 
out  of  and  results  from  the  employment  when  the  required  exertion  producing 
the  injury  is  too  great  for  the  man  undertaking  the  work.  That  the  injury,  if 
it  was  an  injury,  was  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the  man's 
employment  cannot  be  disputed,  for  Greco  was  doing  what  he  was  ordered  to 
do  by  his  employer,  during  regular  working  hours  and  upon  the  premises  of  his 
employer. 

Conclusion. 

Therefore,  we  respectfully  submit  that  the  evidence  proves  conclusively  an 
injury  resulting  in  his  death  to  Cataldo  Greco,  which  was  received  in  the  course 
of  and  resulting  from  his  employment  with  the  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Com- 
pany of  Weirton,  West  Virginia,  on  April  10,  1914,  and  request  your  Honorable 
Court  so  to  find  and  with  the  additional  request  that  the  finding  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  be  over-ruled  and  that  benefits  from  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Fund  be  allowed  under  this  claim,  together  with  whatever  other 
rights  the  appellant  is  legally  entitled.

Brief  for  Public  Service  Commission. 

Cataldo  Greco,  alias  Sam  Gelrbrak,  was  operated  upon  for  inguinal  strangulated 
hernia  on  April  16,  1914,  at  a  hospital  in  Steubenville,  Ohio.  Four  days  later 
(April  20, 1914)  he  died  of  dilatation  of  the  right  side  of  the  heart.  He  had  worked 
for  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company  of  Weirton,  West  Virginia,  and  was 
supposed  to  have  received  an  injury  on  April  10,  1914  while,  with  seven  other 
Italians,  he  was  carrying  iron  pipe  called  the  "  jim  pole"  at  the  plant.  He  con- 
tinued work  that  day  and  the  following  day.  On  the  14th  of  the  month  he  called 
in  Dr.  Whitaker  who  diagnosed  his  case  and  sent  him  to  the  hospital  at  Steuben- 
ville where  he  was  operated  upon  for  strangulated  hernia  on  the  16th  of  the 
month.   On  the  20th  he  died  from  dilatation  of  the  heart. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  compensation  out 
of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  and  after  due  investigation  and  considera- 
tion the  Commission  denied  compensation  on  August  27,  1914,  on  the  ground 
that  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  Commission  that  the  injury 
claimed  arose  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment.  The  evidence  pre- 
sented to  the  Commission  and  sought  for  by  it  did  not  show  whether  the  hernia 
was  old  or  new. 

Evidence. 

The  evidence  before  the  Commission  and  on  which  it  acted  is  admittedly 
meager  and  unsatisfactory  and  the  Commission  was  clearly  right  in  refusing  to 
burden  its  trust  fund  with  compensation  to  the  claimant. 

The  court's  attention  is  directed  especially  to  the  fact  that  the  claimant  through 
his  attorneys  has  been  attempting  to  remedy  this  unsatisfactory  evidence,  and 
bolster  up  the  case  since  it  was  decided  by  the  Commission  and  since  the  appeal 
to  this  court.  On  November  10, 1914,  this  appeal  was  granted  and  on  November 
18th  all  of  the  original  papers  together  with  the  order  of  the  Commission  was 
filed  with  the  Qerk  of  this  Court:  and  yet  the  claimant  has  caused  to  be  taken 
the  affidavits  of  three  Italians  on  December  29,  1914,  and  of  three  more  Italians 
on  January  2,  1915,  bearing  on  the  question  at  issue,  and  desired  this  court  to 
consider  the  same  and  set  aside  the  order  and  findings  of  the  Commission  made 
on  August  27, 1914.  The  Conmiission  has  never  seen  these  affidavits;  at  the  time 
they  were  taken  the  case  was  not  pending  before  the  Commission,  but  had  passed 
out  of  its  hands  upon  this  appeal.  It  would  be  anamolous  to  reverse  an  order  of 
the  Commission  by  considering  ex  parte  affidavits  which  were  not  in  existence  at 
the  time  the  case  was  tried  before  the  Commission.  The  same  objection  and 
criticism  is  made  to  the  "to  whom  it  may  concern"  statement  made  by  Dr, 
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Whitaker  dated  September  26»  1914,  one  month  after  the  Commission  had  de- 
cided the  case. 

Appellant's  brief  is  predicated  on  the  showing  made  by  these  affidavits. 

Leaving  out  this  "after  discovered  evidence"  and  considering  the  record  and 
evidence  before  the  Commission  when  it  entered  the  judgment  or  order  com- 
plained of  the  court  will  have  no  difficulty  in  affirming  the  finding  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

From  an  inspection  of  the  evidence  before  the  Commission  it  will  be  perceived 
that  the  employer  never  knew  of  the  alleged  injury  until  the  22nd  day  of  April 
or  two  days  after  the  death  of  the  patient  from  the  operation  in  the  hospital. 
The  foreman  in  actual  charge  of  the  workmen  at  the  time  of  the  claimed  injury 
had  no  knowledge  of  it.  No  complaint  was  ever  made;  or  no  intimation  that 
an  injury  had  been  received.  The  supposed  injured  man  continued  work  that 
day  and  the  next.  When  did  the  strangulation  occur  and  from  what  cause? 
Dr.  McCollough  states  that  it  could  not  have  occurred  on  the  10th  because  if 
it  had  death  would  have  ensued  before  the  14th,  at  which  time  Dr.  Whitaker 
was  called  in.  It  is  not  shown  that  Greco  had  no  rupture  before  that  date.  It  is 
not  attempted  to  be  shown  whether  the  rupture  was  old  or  new  or  when  the 
strangulatioh  took  place.  Dr.  Whitaker  understood  from  the  interpreter  at  the 
time  he  attended  the  patient  that  he  already  was  afflicted  with  hernia.  After 
the  death  of  the  patient  the  interpreter  claimed  that  the  doctor  had  misimder- 
stood  his  interpretation;  and  yet  it  is  significant  that  the  claimed  mistake  of  the 
interpretation  as  to  the  prior  hernia  led  the  doctor  to  a  correct  diagnosis.  Greco 
could  not  speak  English  and  hence  the  written  statements  made  to  the  Com- 
mission by  the  doctor  and  by  the  employers  as  to  when  or  how  the  injury  oc- 
curred, if  any  injury  did  occur,  were  necessarily  hearsay.  The  only  person  who 
was  supposed  to  know  anything  about  the  claimed  injury  from  carrying  the  iron 
pipe  was  one  Loney  Marino  whose  affidavit  was  not  taken.  Louis  Buchwald, 
the  inspector  who  went  to  Weirton  to  investigate  the  claim,  talked  with  Loney 
Marino  who  then  informed  him  that  Greco  after  helping  to  carry  the  pipe  to 
the  machine  shop  threw  his  hands  back  to  his  hips  as  though  he  had  injured  him- 
self. Mr.  Buchwald  states:  "I  tried  in  every  possible  manner  in  this  investiga- 
tion to  get  some  evidence  to  show  that  deceased  had  injured  himself  while  em- 
ployed at  the  above  plant,  but  failed.*'  Mr  Buchwald  was  not  only  representing 
the  Commission,  but  also  the  claimant;  he  was  making  every  effort  to  obtain  evi- 
dence to  support  the  claim,  not  to  defeat  it,  and  his  investigation  on  the  grounds 
a  short  time  afterwards  is  entitled  to  peculiar  weight.  It  may  be  observed  that 
the  Commission  also  represents  the  claimant  as  much  as  it  does  those  who  con- 
tribute to  make  up  the  fund,  and  has  always  been  very  liberal  in  making  its 
awards  and  in  the  settlement  of  claims;  and  it  is  submitted  that  its  conclusions 
after  weighing  evidence  is  entitled  to  peculiar  weight  and  should  not  be  lightly 
set  aside.  The  findings  of  the  Compensation  upon  questions  of  fact  should  be 
given  as  much  weight  as  the  verdict  of  a  jury  in  a  law  case.  In  this  modem 
method  of  adjusting  claims  for  injuries  between  the  employer  and  employed  the 
administrative  body  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  Act  really  is  a  sub- 
stitute for  court  and  jury;  and  the  statute  expressly  provides  in  Section  44  that 

"The  Commission  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  usual  common  law  or 
statutory  rules  of  evidence,  or  by  any  technical  or  formal  rules  of  pro- 
cedure, other  than  herein  provided,  but  may  make  the  investigation  in 
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such  manner  as  in  its  judgment  is  best  calculated  to  ascertain  the  sub- 
stantial rights  of  the  parties  and  to  carry  out  justly  and  liberally  the 
spirit  of  this  Act." 

In  the  recent  case  of  Bryant  vs.  Fissell,  86  Atl.  458,  the  court  held  that  when 
an  award  by  the  Common  Pleas  Court,  under  the  New  Jersey  Compensation 
Act,  is  removed  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  Certiorari,  "the  Supreme  Court  accepts 
the  finding  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  upon  the  facts  if  there  be  any  legal  evi- 
dence to  warrant  them." 

The  burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  claimant  to  produce  evidence  from  which  the 
conclusions  can  be  legitimately  drawn  that  the  injury  was  received  in  the  course 
of  employment.  This  is  a  general  rule  laid  down  in  all  compensation  cases.  It 
is  a  horn-book  principle.  But  in  this  case  the  Commission  itself  has  tried  to  find 
evidence  and  failed. 

In  the  case  of  Howe  vs.  Femhill  Colliers  W.  C.  Rep.  408,  decided  in  1912,  a 
collier  died  from  acute  blood  poisoning  caused  by  septic  infection  getting  into  a 
superficial  abrasion  of  the  section  just  below  his  knee-cap.  That  was  stated  to 
be  a  frequent  cause  of  blood  poisoning  in  colliers,  abrasion  being  occasioned  by 
kneeling  on  the  coal  dust  while  working  in  a  narrow  seam  of  coal.  It  was  held 
that  the  burden  had  not  been  sustained  by  the  applicant  and  he  was  refused 
compensation. 

Qaims  arising  from  hernia  have  given  more  trouble  to  the  administration  of 
worionen's  compensation  laws  than  any  other  classes  of  claims,  and  have  brought 
about  a  careful  study  and  investigation  from  a  medical  and  administrative 
standpoint  which  have  crystalized  into  several  and  reasonable  rules  in  granting 
compensation  in  such  cases.  A  few  instances  from  the  findings  of  the  Commissions 
of  our  sister  states  may  be  perUnent. 

''California.  Accidental  injury — ^Hernia — Compensation  limited.  (In- 
dustrial Accident  Board.)  Vincent  Mifeud,  applicant,  vs.  Palace  Hotel 
Company  and  State  Compensation  Insurance  Fund,  defendants. 

"Unless  an  employer  has  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  a  hernia  prior 
to  the  happening  of  an  accident,  disability  awards  for  hernia,  claimed  to 
result  from  accident,  will  be  made  only  when  the  traumatic  origin  of  the 
hernia  is  clearly  established,  and  any  award  will  be  limited  to  cover  the 
cost  of  operation  to  cure  the  hernia  and  for  the  disability  consequent  upon 
such  operation,  except  for  such  disability  as  may  have  existed  prior  to  the 
offer  on  the  part  of  the  employer  or  insurance  carrier  to  provide  for  such 
operation. 

"This  was  a  claim  for  compensation  on  account  of  a  hernia.  The  facts 
are  stated  in  the  opinion.  Compensation  was  denied  for  want  to  proof 
of  accidental  injury." 

"California.  (Industrial  Accident  Commission.)  Gustav  .lost,  em- 
ployee; General  Electric  Company,  employer.    (November  25,  1914.) 

"Employee  on  April  24,  1914,  helped  to  lift  a  heavy  motor  from  a 
bench  where  he  was  working  upon  it  down  to  a  frame  resting  on  the  floor. 
He  worked  the  balance  of  the  day  and  the  next  day,  although  feeling  some 
dizziness  and  inconvenience.  The  next  week  he  sought  relief  by  the  use 
of  a  truss  but  this  proved  ineffective,  and  he  quit  work  on  May  9.  Upon 
being  operated  upon  it  was  found  that  a  hernial  sac  had  long  since  devel- 
oped, and  had  been  filled  with  fat,  and  it  only  remained  for  an  extraordinary 
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strain  to  create  a  hernia.  Held,  that  the  hemia  existed  prior  to.the  injury 
complained,  and  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  employer  and  the  industry  to 
tax  the  cost  of  treatment  of  this  employee  to  the  employei .  Application 
for  compensation  denied." 

'*  California.  Hernia-Proof,  burden  of.  (Industrial  Accident  Com- 
mission.) Harold  W.  Toney,  employee;  Thomas  H.  Williams,  employer; 
Pacific  Coast  Casualty  Company,  insurer.    (September  18, 1914.) 

"The  employee  claimed  that  while  undertaking  to  move  a  pipe  in  a 
drainage  sewer  a  left  inguinal  hemia  was  caused.  An  operation  was 
performed,  and  the  issue  involved  is  as  to  whether  the  hemia  was  a  result 
of  the  accident.  The  presumption  is  against  hemia  being  caused  by 
accident,  and  the  burden  of  proof  rests  strongly  upon  the  applicant  to 
show  positively  that  the  hernia  is  a  result  of,  instead  of  being  coincident 
with  the  accident.  Ruled,  that  in  this  case  the  physical  defect  was  prob- 
ably at  least  nine-tenths  constitutional,  and  not  such  as  should  be  charged 
against  the  industry.    Application  denied.*' 

"  Massachusetts.  Course  of  employment.  (Industrial  Accident  Board.) 
Andrew  Johnson,  employee,  George  W.  McCa*\iley,  employer;  Employers' 
Liability  Assurance  Corporation,  insurer. 

"The  question  was  whether  the  employee  was  injured  in  the  course  of 
his  employment.  The  applicant  testified  regarding  the  development  of 
a  rupture,  charging  it  to  his  heavy  lifting  in  his  employment.  After  the 
testimony  of  witnesses,  there  is  given  the  following  from  Dr.  L.  R.  G. 
Grandon,  who  was  asked  to  give  his  impartial  examination;  *The  hernia 
could  have  been  caused  by  his  work.  But  every  hernia  is  related  to  and 
is  caused  by  strain,  and  if  the  board  authorizes  compensation  for  this 
hemia,  it  must  require  some  employer  hereafter  to  pay  for  every  hemia 
that  arises  in  any  employee.  Hemia,  to  be  caused  by  some  specific  acci- 
dent, can  only  follow  a  physical  effort  of  tremendous  and  unusual  violence. ' 
The  committee  finds,  upon  all  the  evidence,  that  the  employee  did  not 
receive  a  personal  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employ- 
ment, which  caused  a  condition  of  hernia  and  incapacitated  him  for  work, 
the  evidence  failing  to  show  that  the  hemia  for  which  he  was  operated 
upon  was  caused  by  reason  of  any  strain  or  injurv'  due  to  his  employment." 

In  modern  medical  jurispmdence  it  has  become  a  serious  question  whether 

hemia  is  a  disease  or  caused  by  accident  and  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  attach 

to  this  brief  a  discussion  of  that  question  prepared  by  Mr.  Albert  E.  Meder 

which  may  be  of  some  assistance  to  the  court. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  the  finding  of  the  Commission  should  be  aflirmed.

POCCARDI  vs.  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION,  Kanawha  County. 

Order  Requiring  Payment  of  Qaim. 

POFFENBARGER,  Judge. 

1 .  Under  its  supervisory  power  over  the  Public  Service  Commission,  respecting 
its  administration  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  this  court  takes  cogni- 
zance of  questions  of  law  only. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  conflict  in  the  evidence  adduced  to  show  a  claimant's 
right  to  participation  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  the  Commission 
is  regarded,  in  this  court,  as  a  demurrant  to  the  evidence,  and,  if  the  evidence 
-would  sustain  a  verdict  of  a  jury  in  favor  of  the  claimant,  the  claim  is  regarded 
as  sufficiently  proved. 

3.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Commission,  under  such  circimistances,  to  give  the 
•claimant  the  benefit  of  inferences  arising  in  his  favor  from  the  facts  proved,  in 
the  absence  of  direct  evidence. 

4.  A  fupture  caused  by  a  strain  while  at  work  is  an  accident  or  untoward 
event,  arising  in  the  course  of  employment,  and  compensable  under  the  W^ork- 
men's  Compensation  Act. 

5.  Proof  of  apparent  previous  good  health,  a  heavy  and  unusual  lift  in  the 
course  of  work,  discovery  of  rupture  on  the  second  day  thereafter,  death  from 
suigical  operation  for  relief  thereof  and  opinion  of  the  operating  surgeon  that 
the  rupture  was  caused  by  the  lifting,  is  sufficient  to  establish  accidental  injury 
in  the  course  of  employment,  within  the  meaning  of  said  act. 

POFFENBARGER,  Judge. 

Gaetano  Poccardi,  Royal  Consul  of  Italy,  on  behalf  of  the  widow  of  Cataldo 
Greco,  an  Italian  subject,  and  his  sole  dependent,  complains  of  an  order  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  rejecting  her  claim  against  the  W^orkmen's  Com- 
pensation Fund. 

Though  a  surgical  operation  for  strangulated  hernia  precipitated  Greco's 
death,  the  legally  proximate  cause  thereof  was  the  hernia.  But,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commission,  the  hernia  did  not  result  from  accidental  injury. 

Just  before  his  death,  Greco  was  an  employee  of  the  Phillips  Sheet  and  Tin 
Plate  Company  at  Weirton,  W.  Va.  On  the  10th  day  of  April,  1914,  he  and  some 
of  his  fellow  workmen  lifted  a  heavy  iron  pipe  called  a  "Jim  Pole."  He  worked 
the  next  day,  but  illness  required  him  to  go  to  bed  on  Sunday,  the  second  day 
after  the  exertion  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  where  he  remained  until 
April  14,  1914,  without  attention  from  a  physician.  On  that  day.  Dr.  L.  A. 
Whi taker  was  called.  Finding  his  condition  serious,  the  doctor  had  him  removed 
to  a  hospital  on  the  15th,  performed  the  operation  on  the  16th  and  the  patient 
died  on  the  20th.  A  post  mortem  examination,  made  on  the  day  of  the  death, 
revealed  dilatation  of  the  right  ventricle  of  the  heart  as  the  immediate  cause  of 
death,  the  wound  showing  no  imfavorable  indications.  Weakness  of  the  heart 
had  been  observed  while  he  was  on  the  operating  table. 

Loney  Marino,  a  fellow-workman,  says  Greco,  after  carrying  the  "Jim  Pole" 
to  the  machine  shop,  had  thrown  his  hands  back  to  his  hips  as  though  he  had 
jnjured  himself.   The  man  who  had  chaige  of  the  men  engaged  in  the  removal 
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of  the  pipe  and  the  labor  boss  at  the  plant  say  neither  of  them  heard  any  com* 
plaint  of  injury.  A  verified  certificate  of  the  chief  clerk  of  the  company  for  which 
Greco  had  worked  says  he  "strained  himself"  in  carrying  the  pipe  and  "first 
complained  of  his  injury  in  machine  shop."  It  further  says  "to  the  best  of" 
affiant's  "knowledge,"  the  injury  causing  death  was  sustained  in  the  course  of 
the  deceased's  employment.  A  report  of  the  attending  physician  says  the  hernia 
and  strangulation  were  "brought  on  by  lifting  "  jim  pole"  in  mill,  over  working." 
'  He  further  reports  specifically  that  the  disabili(y  was  due  to  the  accident  previ- 
ously mentioned  by  him,  and  that  Greco  had  not  been  maimed  or  crippled  by 
previous  injury.   • 

After  the  daun  had  been  rejected,  the  applicant  filed  a  letter  from  Dr.  Whit- 
taker,  directed  generally  to  whom  it  may  concern,  saying  Greco  had  been  injured 
in  the  course  of  his  employment.  He  further  said  that,  at  the  time  of  his  investi- 
gation,  he  had  understood  him  to  say,  through  an  interpreter,  that  he  had  been 
ruptured  previously,  but  was  now  assured  by  the  interpreter  that  he  had  mis- 
understood him.  This  seems  to  have  been  considered  aS  upon  an  application  ix> 
re-open  or  re-hear  the  case.  The  Commission  was  notified  that  several  persons* 
who  had  known  the  decedent  were  ready  to  testify  to  his  previous  good  health. 
A  joint  affidavit  of  these  persons  to  the  fact  and  also  one  made  by  three  other 
persons  to  the  effect  that  he  had  complained  of  abdominal  discomfort  imme- 
diately after  the  lifting  of  the  pipe  seem  to  have  been  taken,  but,  if  so,  they  were 
not  filed  with  the  Commission  at  any  time,  nor  in  this  court.  What  purport  to* 
be  copies  of  such  affidavits  appear  only  in  the  brief  of  counsel  for  the  petitioner. 
If  such  affidavits  exist  it  is  not  perceived  how  they  can  be  considered  here,  they 
never  having  been  filed  in  the  proceeding  in  any  manner  or  at  any  stage  thereof. 

Meager  development  of  the  merits  of  the  case  before  the  Commission  justifies,, 
in  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  court,  refusal  of  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner.  No  doubt  the  operating  surgeon  could  have  determined  whether  the 
rupture  was  an  old  one  or  the  result  of  disease,  or  a  fresh  woimd  occasioned  by  a 
strain.  As  to  the  appearance  of  the  wound,  no  inquiry  seems  to  have  been  pro- 
poimded  to  him,  wherefore  the  evidence  lacks  detail  and  particularly  which 
no  doubt  could  have  been  supplied.  One  or  more  of  the  members  of  the  court 
entertain  the  view  that  the  evidence  is  defective  in  form  and  character,  justifying 
rejection,  on  the  groimd  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  applicant  to  develop  the 
facts.  A  further  suggestion  is  that  the  finding  of  the  Commission  is  of  equaf 
dignity  with  the  verdict  of  a  jury  and  cannot  be  disturbed  unless  plainly  wrong. 

The  action  of  the  Commission  is  final  and  irreviewable  except  as  to  matters 
" going  to  the  basis  of  the  claimant's  right."  Code,  ch.  15  P  sec.  43,  Serial  sec. 
699.  As  to  such  matters,  its  function  is  administrative,  only  quasi-judicial,  and 
the  supervisory  power  of  this  court  over  its  action  respecting  the  right  of  the 
claimant  is  under  its  original  jurisdiction  by  mandamus.    De  Constantin  vs. 

Pub.  Ser.  Com., W.  Va. ;  83  S.  E.  88.    In  this  respect,  our  statute  ac^ 

cords  with  the  English  compensation  act  and  those  of  several  of  the  states^ 
limiting  the  power  of  review  to  questions  of  law,  Gane  vs.  Colliery  Co.,  2  B.  W» 
C.  C.  42;  Turner  vs.  Bell  and  Sons,  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  63;  Moss  &  Co.  vs.  Akers, 
4  B.  W.  C.  C.  294;  Illinois  Act,  sec.  19;  Iowa  Act,  sec.  34;  Massachusetts  Act^ 
pt.  3,  sees.  10  and  11;  Michigan  Act,  pt.  3,  sees.  11,  12  and  13;  Minnesota  Act, 
sees.  22  and  30;  Bradbury's  Work,  Com.  ch.  16,  pp.  892  et  seq. 

Under  the  English  act,  the  court  regard  the  employer,  whose  place,  under  our 
statute,  the  Commission  takes,  as  a  demurrant  to  the  evidence,  when  the  issue 
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is  one  of  mere  sufficiency  thereof.  If  the  evidence  adduced  or  the  facts  found  or 
disclosed,  are  uncontradicted  and  would  sustain  a  verdict  of  a  jury  in  favor  of 
the  claimant,  there  is  liability  as  a  matter  of  law  and  legal  duty  to  pay  the  claim 
arises.  Mitchell  .vs.  Glamoiigan  Coal  Co.  9  W.  C.  C.  16;  Wright  vs.  Kerrigan, 
4  B.  W.  C.  C.  432;  Owners  of  Steamship  vs.  Rice,  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  298.  What  rule 
would  govern  in  a  case  of  conflicting  evidence,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say,  $ince  the 
evidence  adduced  here  is  free  from  conflict.  All  of  it  points  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, and  the  only  question  is  the  weight  to  which  inferences  arising  from  the 
facts  are  entitled. 

The  written  opinion  adopted  by  the  Commission  rests  largely  upon  the  sound 
legal  proposition  that  evidence  giving  rise  to  inferences  consistent  with  the 
theory  of  liabihty  and  incon^tent  therewith,  in  equal  degree,  is  insufficient. 
An  illustration  of  such  evidence  is  found  in  Hawkins  vs.  Coal  Co.,  4  B.  W.  C.  C. 
178.  A  workman,  whose  heart  was  shown  to  have  been  in  bad  condition,  col- 
lapsed, while  at  work,  and  died  of  angina  pectoria.  The  court  held  the  two 
facts,  collapse  while  at  work  and  disease  of  the  heart,  rendered  the  cause  of 
death  uncertain,  the  inferences  arising  being  equally  consistent  with  the  theory 
of  death  from  accident  and  death  from  disease.  A  collier  having  highly  diseased 
arteries,  threatening  apoplexy  at  any  time  and  under  any  conditions,  was  at- 
tacked with  apoplexy  while  at  work,  and  died.  Here  likewise  the  court  held 
the  evidence  insufficient.  Barnabas  vs.  Colliery  Co.,  3  B.  W.  C.  C.  216.  There 
were  like  holdings  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  had  undergone  two  successive  surgical 
operations,  amputation  of  a  finger  injured  while  at  work  and  another  for  a  dis- 
eased tooth,  and  died  from  the  effect  of  the  anaesthetics,  Charles  vs.  Walker, 
Limited,  2  B.  W.  C.  C.  5;  and  a  sailor  found  dead  in  the  water  in  the  morning, 
after  having  gone  on  deck,  late  at  night,  to  get  fresh  air.  Davis  vs.  Plymouth 
Colliery,  3  B.  W.  C.  C.  514.  In  each  of  these  cases,  directly  contradictory  in- 
ferences arose  from  facts  proven. 

In  the  absence  of  such  contradiction,  however,  the  probability  arising  from 
the  facts  disclosed  governs  and  concludes.  A  night  workman  who  had  gone  go 
his  work,  a  mile  or  more  distant,  in  the  evening,  sound  and  well,  came  back  in 
the  morning,  at  the  usual  hour,  in  his  working  clothes  and  with  a  finger  crushed 
and  bleeding,  unwashed  and  wrapped  in  a  rag.  Continuing  his  work,  blood  poison- 
ing set  in  and  he  died.  The  county  judge  held  his  widow  had  not  proved  a  case, 
and  said  the  accident  might  have  occurred  in  the  walk  from  the  colliery.  But 
the  appallate  court,  reversing,  said  "The  workman  was  engaged  in  work  at 
which  accidents  do  happen,  and  the  probability,  therefore,  is  that  the  accident 
happened  at  the  time  when  he  was  so  engaged,  rather  than  at  a  time  when,  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  life,  such  accidents  do  not  happen.  There  is  nothing  to 
suggest  here  that  the  accident  happened  on  the  way  home."  Mitchell  vs.  Coal 
Co.  cited.  A  man  whose  duty  it  was  to  lift  cofTins  went  to  work  apparently  well 
and,  on  returning,  complained  of  having  been  hurt  and  had  marks  on  his  side 
and  chest  and  a  swollen  leg.  He  died  about  a  week  later  of  pneumonia  super- 
induced by  the  injury.  There  was  no  proof  as  to  how  he  was  injured  except  a 
statement  to  his  physician  that  he  had  "met  with  an  accident  by  moving  a 
coffin."  The  court,  in  dismissing  the  appeal  said :  "  So  far,  we  have  at  any  rate, 
the  fact  that  one  coffin  went  out,  and  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  deceased  to 
assist  in  removing  it,  and  the  doctor's  evidence  is  consistent  with  the  fact  that 
something  like  a  coffin  fell  upon  him.  •  ♦  *  ♦  This  man,  whose  employ- 
ment was  lifting  coffins,  went  out  well,  and  came  home,  as  we  have  heard,  with 
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marks  and  injuries  upon  him.  In  these  circumstances,  it  strikes  me  the  inference 
drawn  in  the  Glamorgan  case  may  be  drawn  here.  In  that  case  the  man's  finger 
might  have  been  crushed  in  many  ways."   Wright  vs.  Kerrigan  cited. 

This  principle  applies  as  well  to  the  ascertainment  of  the  times  and  causes  of 
internal  injuries,  such  as  ruptures.  Here,  as  in  many  other  instances  in  the 
administration  of  the  laws,  the  right  is  not  susceptible  of  complete  and  certain 
demonstration,  and  probability,  which,  ex  vi  termini,  is  evidence,  must  take  its 
place  as.  inconclusive,  but,  nevertheless  dependable,  proof.  In  one  of  the  most 
notable  English  cases  decided  apparently  by  the  House  of  Lords,  the  decision  of 
the  county  judge,  denying  right  of  compensation  for  a  rupture,  affumed  by  the 
Court  of  Appeal  was  reversed  and  the  case  remanded  for  ascertainment  of  the 
amount  of  compensation.  Fenton  vs.  Thorley  A  Co.,  5  W.  C.  C.  1.  In  that 
case  Lord  Lindley  said:  *'The  personal  injury  was  the  rupture;  the  cause  of  it 
was  the  unintended  and  unexpected  resistance  of  the  wheel  to  the  force  applied 
to  it.  *  *  *  *  The  proximate  cause  may  be  an  internal  strain."  In  Ful- 
ford  vs.  Coal  and  Ballast  Co.,  1  B.  W.  C.  C.  222,  compensation  for  injury  by 
rupture  was  awarded  to  a  man  who  had  a  previously  existing  rupture,  on  the 
theory  that  it  had  been  so  increased  by  a  strain  as  to  incapacitate  him.  The  court 
said:  **I  think,  regarding  the  case  solely  from  the  medical  aspect,  the  injury 
could  not  have  been  an  untoward  event  not  expected.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
man  had  worked  in  the  chalk  quarry  for  six  months  and  had  dug  out  lumps  of 
chalk  quite  as  large  as  the  one  in  question  without  injury,  notwithstanding  the 
strain  he  was  suffering  from,  and,  as  far  as  he  or  any  one  without  medical  or 
suiigical  knowledge  was  concerned,  the  injury  was  occasioned  by  means  of  a  mis- 
hap or  untoward  event  not  expected  or  designed."  In  Scales  vs.  West  Norfolk, 
etc.  Co.,  Work  Com.  Rep.  165,  it  appeared  the  deceased  had  been  ruptured  three 
or  four  years  before  the  strangulation  caused  his  death,  but  the  court  held  a 
strain  or  dver-exertion  in  the  course  of  employment  was  the  proximate  cause 
of  death  and  an  accident  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  Brown  vs.  Kemp,  Id. 
595,  was  a  similar  case  and,  in  it,  compensation  was  awarded. 

Responding  to  medical  criticism  of  the  theory  of  rupture  by  strain  or  exertion, 
the  Washington  Industrial  Insurance  Commission  has  adopted  rules  requiring 
proof,  in  cases  of  claims  predicated  on  hernia,  (1)  that  its  origin  was  recent,  (2) 
that  it  was  accompanied  by  pain,  (3)  that  it  was  immediately  proceded  by  ac- 
cidental strain  in  hazardous  employment,  and  (4)  that  it  did  not  previously 
exist.  Similar  rules  have  been  adopted  by  the  Commission.  Notwithstanding 
the  criticism  calling  forth  these  rules,  they  impliedly  admit  possibility  and  proba- 
bility of  rupture  from  a  strain,  when  the  strain  and  the  rupture  are  in  close  rela- 
tion. So  does  an  article  by  the  attorney  for  the  Michigan  compensation  board, 
published  in  The  National  Compensation  Journal,  brought  to  our  attention 
by  the  brief  for  the  Commission.  Both  the  rules  and  the  thesis  admit  the  Eng- 
lish proposition  that  an  internal  injury  resulting  from  a  strain  while  at  work  is 
an  accident  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  and  their  limitations  or  restrictions 
upon  proof  of  the  fact  have  not  been  judicially  approved. 

Under  the  decisions  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  the  circumstances 
stated,  if  sufficiently  proved,  make  out  a  prima  facie  case  of  right  to  participa- 
tion. Greco  had  worked  for  his  employer  more  than  two  months.  There  is  no 
proof  of  any  antecedent  infirmity  of  any  kind  on  his  part.  In  his  employment, 
he  was  subject  to  unusual  ph>'sical  exertion  on  Friday.  He  took  to  his  bed  on 
Sunday  and  his  ailment  proved  to  be  hernia.    The  sui^eon  who  operated  upon 
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him  and  saw  the  rupture,  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  exertion,  but  was 
informed  as  to  that  fact.  If  a  competent  physician  and  surgeon,  he  was  likely 
able  to  tell,  from  his  inspection,  wliether  the  rupture  was  of  recent  origin.  Hav- 
ing inspected  it  and  knowing  from  others  what  the  patient  had  previously  done, 
he  gave  it,  as  his  opinion,  that  the  injury  had  resulted  from  strain  in  lifting  the 
pipe.  Support  of  his  conclusion  is  found  in  the  known  facts,  previous  ability  to 
work,  the  exertion  and  the  rupture.  Failure  of  the  injury  to  cause  serious  dis- 
comfort, until  the  second  day  after  its  occurrence,  dees  not  negative  tlie  infer- 
ence arising  from  these  facts.  "Sometimes  there  is  complete  absence  of  pain  and 
tenderness  in  the  hernia  itself."  Ency.  Britanica.  The  article  brought  to  our 
attention  in  the  brief  says  traumatic  hernia  completely  developes  immediately 
or  in  a  day  or  two  after  the  blow.  Common  sense  suggests  that  a  rupture  from  a 
strain  might  develop  more  slowly  than  one  caused  by  a  blow. 

The  case  has  been  very  poorly  developed.  No  effort  by  the  applicant  strictly 
to  prove  the  claim  was  made,  until  after  its  rejection.  He  relied  upon  the  result 
of  the  Commission's  investigation  and  apparently  was  not  advised  of  the  sup- 
posed insufficiency  of  the  evidence,  before  the  finding  and  announcement  of  the 
result.  Then,  although  an  informal  re-hearing  seems  to  have  been  allowed,  no 
new  evidence  of  consequence  was  filed.  The  suggestion  here  of  additional  proof 
is  utterly  futile.    However,  the  facts  disclosed  by  the  record  establish  the  claim. 

Accordingly  an  order  will  be  entered,  requiring  the  Commission  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  the  indemnity  and  cause  it  to  be  paid. 


(Claim  210-66.    John  Cucia.) 

(Fatal.) 

The  above  claim  was  this  day  presented  to  me  for  consideration,  application 
for  compensation  being  filed  by  the  Royal  Italian  Consul  at  Philadelphia,  in 
behalf  of  RafTaele  Cucia  and  Anna  Luigia  Pirisi,  father  and  mother  respectively 
of  the  deceased  employee  John  Cucia,  claim  being  made  as  partial  dependents. 
Application  is  also  filed  by  the  Imperial  &  Royal  Austro-Hungarian  Acting  Vice- 
Consul,  as  legal  representative  of  the  absent  dependents  of  John  Cucia. 

With  reference  to  the  latter  application,  no  evidence  has  been  submitted  estab- 
lishing dependency,  as  the  deceased  was  evidently  not  a  resident  of  Austro- 
Hungary. 

The  Royal  Italian  Consul  submits  a  number  of  affidavits  purporting  to  prove 
dependency  of  the  father  and  mother  of  the  deceased,  and  also  submits  a  number 
of  money  order  receipts  dated  1911  and  1912,  but  nothing  for  the  twelve  months 
prior  to  the  death  of  the  employee,  John  Cucia.  Affidavit  No.  1,  of  date  June 
21,  1914,  made  by  four  persons,  residents  of  the  Province  of  Sassari  states  that 
the  deceased  during  the  time  he  was  in  America  provided  to  the  support  of  his 
family  with  an  average  of  1,500  lire  yearly,  this  affidavit,  however,  is  not  made 
by  the  alleged  dependents,  nor  is  there  any  evidence  submitted  other  than  the 
statement.  Affidavit  of  Faedda  Francesco,  dated  18th  of  January,  1915,  states 
that  the  deceased  would  have  sent  125  lire  montly  for  the  support  of  his  parents, 
that  the  father  wrote  to  his  son  saying  that  for  his  support  and  that  of  his  wife 
he  would  have  used  ninety  lire,  and  that  he  would  take  care  of  his  children  with 
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his  own  work,  the  remainant  he  would  have  saved  for  and  on  account  of  his  son. 

The  affidavit  of  the  father  dated  November  8, 1914,  states  that  his  son  used  to 
send  an  average  of  125  lire  per  month,  that  of  such  amount  90  tire  were  used  each 
month  for  the  exclusive  support  of  the  family,  and  balance  remained  at  his  dis- 
position, but  he  does  not  state  that  said  amount  was  necessary  for  his  support, 
but  in  an  additional  affidavit  states  that  he  used  to  provide  to  the  needs  of  the 
family  with  his  work. 

"WTiileit  may  be  that  the  deceased  sent  money  to  his  parents  during  the  twelve 
months  prior  to  his  death,  there  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  show  that  he  did, 
except  the  statements  of  witnesses,  and  the  statement  of  the  claimant  himself. 

The  deceased  son  was  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and  consequently  not  legally 
bound  to  support  his  parents,  and  the  fact  that  he  did  send  sums  of  money  to  his 
parents,  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  said  parents  were  dependent  on  said 
contributions  for  their  support,  there  being  no  evidence  that  they  were  so  de- 
pendent. 

"The  mere  fact  that  a  father  receives  money  from  his  son  and  spends 
it,  is  not  alone  sufficient  to  establish  a  claim  under  the  Compensation  Act." 

Main  Colliery  Co.  vs.  Davies  2  W.  C.  C.  108. 

"Deriving  benefit  from  earnings  is  not  necessarily  being  dependent  upon 
them.    It  was  not  sufficient  to  show  merely  that  the  claimants  derived 
some  pecuniary  advantage  from  the  deceased,  it  was  necessarj-  to  show 
that  they  had  to  rely  on  him  for  some  of  the  necessaries  of  life." 
Simmons  vs.  White  Brothers,  1  W.  C.  C.  89. 
In  as  much  as  the  West  Virginia  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  does  not  pre- 
sume any  person  dependent  until  dependency  is  proven,  dependency  is  a  question 
of  fact,  and  not  one  of  law,  and  from  the  evidence  submitted  in  this  claim,  I 
find  that  the  claimants  have  not  proven  dependency  for  support  upon  the  earn- 
ings of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  provided  in  Section  33,  paragraph 
(f)  of  said  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.    Compensation  is  therefore  refused.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 

The  petition  of  Gaetano  Poccardi,  Royal  Consul  of  Italy,  respectfully  shows 
to  the  Court  as  follows: 

Gaetano  Poccardi,  Royal  Consul  of  Italy  and  official  representative  of  RafTaele 
Cucca,  father  and  Anna  Luigia  Pirisi,  mother  seeks  in  this  action  to  recover 
benefits  from  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  for  the  death  of  Giovanni  Cucca. 
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Giovanni  Cucca,  deceased,  was  killed  on  April  28, 1914  by  reason  of  an  accident 
in  the  mines  of  the  New  River  &.  Pocahontas  Consolidated  Collieries  Co.  at 
Eccles,  West  Virginia. 

From  information  and  belief,  this  Company  was  insured  and  receiving  the 
benefit  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  together  with  Giovanni  Cucca,  the 
employee. 

Form  No.  10  of  formal  application  for  compensation  was  presented  to  the 
Public  Service  Commission  within  proper  time,  namely  July  28, 1914,  and  therein 
it  appeared  that  the  parents  are  RafTaele  Cucca,  father,  and  Anna  Luigia  Pirisi, 
mother,  who  stated  that  they  are  partially  dependent  on  deceased,  and  accord- 
ing to  official  documents  and  other  evidence  which  is  on  file  with  the  Commis- 
•sioner  swear  that  they  were  receiving  the  sum  of  1,500  lire  annually  from  the 
deceased  on  an  average  of  125  lire  per  month.  Besides  these  amounts  the  father 
only  had  the  earnings  derived  from  his  daily  work. 

Your  petitioner  presented  affidavit  on  November  8,  1914,  in  which  the  de- 
ponent, RafTaele  Cucca,  swore  that  during  the  last  12  months  preceding  the 
accident  his  son  Giovanni  Cucca  used  to  send  him  an  average  of  not  less  than  125 
lire  per  month  and  of  such  amount  90  lire  were  used  each  month  for  the  exclusive 
-support  of  the  family  (meaning  the  father  and  mother)  and  the  balance  remained 
at  their  disposition.  A  further  affidavit  of  January  18,  1915  made  by  a  certain 
Faedda  Francesco  who  frequently  aided  the  father  in  reference  to  the  corres- 
pondence with  his  son  swears  that  he  had  read  the  letters  of  the  deceased  addressed 
to  the  father  in  which  the  son  stated  that  he  would  send  125  lire  per  month  for 
the  support  of  his  parents,  which  sum  at  times  exceeded  that  amount  and  that 
RalTade  Cucca  wrote  to  his  son  saying  that  for  his  support  and  that  of  his  wife 
lie  would  use  90  lire  and  that  he  would  take  care  of  the  rest  of  his  children  with 
his  own  work  and  the  remainder  he  would  save  for  and  on  account  of  his  son. 
The  son  replied  to  the  communication  of  his  father  authorizing  him  to  spend 
-even  more. 

Further  your  petitioner  has  presented  transmission  receipts  showing  amounts 
remitted  by  the  deceased  to  his  father  during  the  past  several  years  which  are  as 
follows: 

Transmission  receipt  dated  January  2,  1913  for  250  lire. 

Transmission  receipt  dated  December  29,  1911  showing  that  the  sum  of  100 
lire  was  deposited  with  the  bank  of  Cesario,  Girardi  &  Co.  of  New  York  by 
Oiovanni  Cucca  for  transmission  to  his  father. 

Receipt  dated  April  4, 1914,  showing  that  the  same  bank  had  received  the  sum 
of  200  lire  from  Giovanni  Cucca  for  transmission  through  postal  telegraph  to  the 
father. 

Receipt  dated  August  5,  1912,  showing  that  the  same  bank  had  received  150 
lire  from  Giovanni  Cucca  for  transmission  to  his  father  through  telegraph  money 
order. 

Your  petitioner  was  advised  on  July  12,  1915,  that  no  compensation  was 
awarded  in  the  claim  arising  out  of  the  death  of  Giovanni  Cucca  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  not  proven  that  the  father  was  being  supported  by  his  son  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  seeks  the  right  which  is  provided  by  Section  43  of 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  law  in  effect  May  22,  1913,  as  amended  and  re- 
pealed by  the  Act  in  effect  May  21,  1915,  which  provides  for  an  appeal  upon  a 
denial  of  compensation  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  same,  to  your 
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Honorable  Court  on  the  ground  that  from  the  evidence  before  the  Commissioner 
the  dependency  of  the  father,  in  question  is  sufficiently  made  out. 

Your  petitioner  respectfully  prays  tha't  an  appeal  be  granted  out  of  and  under 
the  seal  of  this  court  in  order  that  the  case  shall  be  tried  by  said  court  to  the  end 
that  said  case  may  be  reviewed  and  determined  by  this  court  as  provided  by  law 
and  that  your  petitioner  may  have  such  other  further  relief  and  remedy  in  the 
premises  as  to  this  court  may  seem  proper.

STATE  COMPENSATION  COMMISSIONER.  )  No.  3031. 

John  Cucca  or  Cucia,  an  Italian,  was  killed  by  the  explosion  in  the  Eccles  Coal 
mine  in  Raleigh  County,  April  28, 1914.  He  was  22  years  old .  His  father,  RafTaele 
Cucca,  and  his  mother,  Anna  Lungia  Pirisi,  through  Gaetano  Poccardi,  Consul 
of  Italy,  made  claim  for  compensation  as  partial  dependents  of  the  deceased^ 
which  was  refused  by  the  Commissioner  on  July  12,  1915,  on  the  ground  that 
dependency,  neither  total  nor  partial,  had  been  proven. 

There  are  three  affidavits;  first  a  joint  affidavit  of  four  persons  to  the  effect 
that  while  deceased  was  in  America  he  sent  to  his  family  in  Italy  an  average  of 
1,500  lire  yearly,  and  that  the  family  had  no  other  means  beside^  the  earnings 
derived  from  the  daily  work  of  the  father,  Raffaele  Cucca.  Next,  the  affidavit 
of  the  father,  that  the  deceased  sent  him  an  average  of  125  lire  a  month  during 
the  year  preceding  the  death,  and  that  90  lire  was  used  by  the  family  (meaning' 
himself  and  wife)  and  the  remainder  placed  to  the  disposition  of  deceased  (pre- 
sumably to  his  credit).  The  other  affidavit,  that  of  Faedda  Francesco  is  to  the 
effect  that  he  assisted  in  the  correspondence  between  father  and  son,  and  that  the 
son  agreed  that  the  father  should  have  90  lire  or  even  more  for  the  support  of  the 
father  and  mother,  and  the  father  stated  that  he  would  take  care  of  the  children 
with  his  own  work,  and  that  the  son  during  the  year  preceding  his  death  never 
sent  less  than  125  lire  per  month. 

This  is  the  evidence  on  which  is  predicated  the  claim  of  dependency.  Re- 
ceipts for  moneys  sent  to  Giovanni  Cucca,  and  to  Cicita  Raselli  (said  to  be  grand- 
mother) for  years  prior  to  the  12  months  period  before  the  death  are  filed  as  an 
evidence  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  sending  money  home.  These  receipts  were 
found  among  the  papers  of  the  deceased,  but  no  receipts  for  moneys  sent  within  a 
year  preceding  the  death  were  found  among  his  papers.  This  is  significant. 
Neither  are  any  of  the  letters  that  passed  between  father  and  son,  at  any  time, 
in  evidence.  But  even  if  we  conclude  that  an  average  of  125  lire  per  month  was- 
sent  to  the  father  in  the  year  preceding  the  death,  and  that  90  lire  was  used  by 
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the  father  for  his  own  support  and  the  support  of  his  wife,  under  an  agreement 
between  father  and  son,  Uie  fact  of  dependency  is  not  shown. 

Is  it  shown  that  the  claimants  were  dependent  upon  the  deceased  for  the 
necessities  of  life?  The  claimant's  trade  or  calling  is  not  shown,  whether  car- 
penter, glassblower,  shipbuilder  or  farmer.  There  is  no  intimation  of  the  amount 
of  his  daily  wage,  nor  how  much  thereof  is  required  to  support  his  family.  The 
membership  of  his  "  family"  is  not  shown,  nor  their  ages,  sex,  nor  earning  capacity. 

Dependency  is  a  question  of  fact  and  not  of  law. 

Bradbury's  Workmen's  Compensation  2nd  ed.  P.  583; 
Simmons  vs.  White  Bros.  1  W.  C.  C.  89. 
Dawbam  W.  C.  Appeals  1910-1912,  88. 

In  England  the  case  of  New  Mockton  Collieries,  Ltd.  vs.  Keeling,  (6  Negligence 
&,  Compensation  cases  anno.  240)  finally  settled  the  controversy  as  to  whether 
dependency  was  a  question  of  fact  or  of  law  under  the  English  Act — ^making  it  a 
question  of  fact. 

In  the  states  many  of  the  various  acts  not  including  that  of  West  Virginia 
conclusively  presume  that  certain  persons,  such  as  widows  or  minor  children, 
are  dependents.  Dependency  of  claimants  not  included  m  this  statutory  class, 
is  universally  held  to  be  a  question  of  fact.  In  this  state  no  one  is  conclusively 
presumed  to  be  dependent.  See  Sec.  33  paragraph  (3)  Chap.  10,  Acts  1913. 
'  In  the  case  of  re  James  (Mass.)  4  N.  &  C.  C.  Anno.  p.  552  a  decision  that 
certain  minor  children  were  dependents,  was  held  to  involve  no  ruling  of  law,  and 
would  not  be  interfered  with  on  appeal. 
4  N.  &  C.  C.  Anno,  page  552. 

The  fact  that  a  son  has  sent  money  to  the  father  under  an  agreement  does  not 
make  the  father  a  dependent  upon  the  son  for  necessities  of  life.  This  is  well 
settled.  It  is  not  sufficient  for  an  applicant  under  the  West  Virginia  law,  where 
no  person  is  conclusively  deemed  to  be  dependent,  to  state,  **I  am  a  dependent." 
The  facts  which  constitute  his  dependency  must  be  shown,  such  as  his  age,  earn- 
ings, property,  income,  occupation,  station  in  life  and  the  demands  upon  him, 
so  that  the  conmussioner  may  decide  the  question  of  fact.  It  is  only  from  such 
facts  that  the  coihmissioner  could  determine  if  the  applicant  was  dependent 
upon  the  deceased  for  the  ordinary  necessities  of  life,  having  due  regard  to  his 
class  and  position,  and  not  one  who  merdy  derived  a  benefit  from  the  earnings,  f^ 

It  is  submitted  that  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  on  a  question  pf  fact  is 
entitled  to  peculiar  weight  like  that  of  finding  a  fact  by  a  jury,  and  should  not  be 
set  aside,  without  cogent  reasons;  that  in  this  case  dependency  has  not  been 
proven,  and  the  finding  of  the  commissioner  should  be  sustained.

Syllabus. 

1.  By  paragraph  3,  section  33,  chapter  10,  Acts  of  1913,  to  entitle  one  to 
participate  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  he  must  have  been  at  the  time 
of  the  injury  causing  death  a  dependent  in  whole  or  in  part  for  his  or  her  support 
upon  the  (samings  of  the  deceased  employee. 

2.  Section  43,  of  said  act,  does  not,  as  does  the  English  statute,  and  some  of 
the  statutes  of  the  other  states,  make  the  findings  of  the  court  or  conmiissioner 
on  the  question  of  dependency  conclusive,  and  on  appeal  to  this  court  the  findings 
of  the  commissioner  may  be  reviewed  on  the  evidence  before  him. 

3.  The  question  of  dependency  in  England  and  in  this  country,  under  Work- 
men's Compensation  Laws,  is  one  of  fact  and  not  of  law,  to  be  determined  by 
the  evidence  in  each  particular  case;  but  where  the  evidence  is  all  certified  and 
there  is  no  conflict,  a  question  of  law,  and  not  of  fact,  may  be  thus  presented. 

4.  While  under  our  statute  the  finding  of  the  commissioner  is  not  conclusive, 
it  should  be  treated  as  the  finding  of  a  judge,  or  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  and  should 
not  as  a  general  rule  be  set  aside  if  there  is  evidence  to  support  it. 

5.  The  word  "dependent,"  in  our  act,  as  in  the  British  act,  and  the  acts  of 
other  states,  means  dependent  for  the  ordinary  necessaries  of  life,  for  one  of.  his 
class  and  social  station  in  life,  taking  into  account  the  financial  and  social  posi- 
tion of  the  recipient.  The  extent  or  degree  of  the  dependency  is  not  important. 
If  dependency  existed  at  all  right  to  participate  in  the  fund  is  established. 

6.  And  the  question  in  such  cases  is  not  whether  the  claimant  could  have 
maintained  himself  and  family  with  the  bare  necessaries  of  life  without  the 
assistance  of  the  earnings  of  the  injured  or  deceased  employee,  but  whether  he 
was  actually  dependent  upon  such  earnings  for  his  support  and  maintenance. 
Miller,  Judge: 

Upon  an  appeal  from  the  final  action  of  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner, 
denying  to  the  claimants,  RafTaele  Cucca  and  Anna  Luigia  Pirisi,  respectively 
the  father  and  mother  of  Giovanni  Cucca,  deceased,  right  of  participation  in 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  as  persons  partially  dependent  on  his  con- 
tribution for  their  support. 

Qaimants  are  citizens  and  residents  of  the  Kingdom  of  Italy;  their  son» 
Giovanni  Cucca,  a  subject  of  that  Kingdom,  was  killed  in  a  coal  mine  of  the  New 
River  Collieries  Company,  at  Eccles,  West  Virginia,  in  April,  1914. 

The  Commissioner  found  as  a  fact  that  the  claimants  had  not  proven  them- 
selves to  be  such  dependents  within  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation Act,  as  entitled  them  to  participate  in  said  fund,  and  denied  them  relief 
on  this  ground  alone. 

Paragraph  (3)  of  section  33,  chapter  10,  Acts  of  1913,  the  statute  then  in  force, 
defines  "dependent,"  as  used  in  said  act,  to  mean  "a  widow,  invalid  widower, 
child  under  the  age  at  which  he  or  she  may  be  lawfully  employed  in  any  industry, 
invalid  child  over  such  age,  father,  mother,  grandfather  or  grandmother,  who  at 
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the  time  of  the  injury  causing  death  is  dependent  in  whole  or  in  part  for  his  or  her 
support  upon  the  earnings  of  the  employee." 

Claimants  are,  therefore,  of  the  class  or  classes  of  persons  entitled  to  participate 
in  said  fund  if  in  fact  dependents.  The  evidence  of  dependency  presented  by 
them  consisted  of  very  brief  affidavits,  one  by  the  father,  of  November  8,  1914, 
supplemented  by  another  explanatory  of  the  first,  of  January  18,  1915;  one  of 
January  18,  1915,  by  a  neighbor  and  frequent  visitor  in  the  father's  home,  and 
who  had  assisted  him  in  his  correspondence  with  his  son  in  the  United  States; 
another  of  June  21, 1914,  by  four  witnesses,  and  four  certain  so  called  transmission 
receipts,  showing  remittances  by  deceased  to  his  father  in  Italy,  as  follows: 
One  of  December  29, 1911,  for  100  lire;  one  of  April  4,  1912,  for  200  lire;  one  of 
August  5,  1912,  for  150  lire;  and  one  of  January  2,  1913,  for  250  lire.  There  is 
also  filed  another  receipt  of  November  21,  1912,  showing  transmission  to  de- 
cedent's grandmother,  not  a  claimant,  of  20  lire. 

The  subtsance  of  the  affidavits  of  the  father  is  that  deceased  was  in  the  habit 
of  sending  him  on  an  average  of  1,500  lire  annually,  or  an  average  of  125  lire  per 
month,  of  which  he  used  90  lire  in  the  exclusive  support  of  the  family,  "family" 
being  expl£uned  in  hb  supplemental  affidavit  to  mean  himself  and  his  wife,  de- 
ceased's mother,  though  he  sent  that  amount  for  the  family,  for,  he  says,  he  used 
to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  family  with  his  work;  the  balance  of  the  money 
to  remain  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  son.  The  affidavit  of  the  friend  and 
neighbor  is  to  the  effect  that  he  assisted  the  father  in  correspondence  with  the 
son  and  read  a  letter  from  the  latter  in  which,  as  his  testimony  is  translated,  the 
son  "stated  that  he  would  have  sent  125  lire  monthly  for  the  support  of  his 
parents,"  and  that  the  father  answered  saying  "that  for  his  support  and  that  of 
his  wife  he  would  have  used  ninety  lire,  and  that  he  would  take  care  of  his  children 
with  his  own  work,  the  remainant  he  would  have  saved  for  and  on  account  of  his 
son,"  that  the  son  "replied  to  the  disposition  of  his  father  authorized  him  to  spend 
even  more."  The  affidavit  of  the  four  persons  is  that  during  the  time  the  son  was 
in  America  he  "provided  to  the  support  of  his  family  with  an  average  of  about 
1,500  lire  yearly,  and  that  the  said  family  has  no  other  means  besides  the  earnings 
deriving  from  the  daily  work  of  the  father,  RafTaele  Cucca."  How  these  witnesses 
were  qualified  to  testify  to  these  facts  does  not  appear. 

There  is  no  evidence  as  to  what  estate  claimants  possessed,  not  as  to  the  amount 
of  the  father's  earnings;  nor  is  there  any  sworn  testimony  as  to  his  age,  or  the 
character  of  his  employment,  nor  as  to  his  social  station,  except  what  may  be 
inferred  from  the  other  facts  shown;  nor  is  there  any  evidence  as  to  the  earning 
capacity  or  earnings  in  fact  of  the  other  members  of  the  family;  nor  as  to  how 
much  of  these  earnings  was  actually  used  or  actually  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the  family;  the  only  evidence  submitted  on  these  questions  being  the  certificate 
of  the  mayor  of  the  home  town  in  Italy  showing  that  the  other  members  of  the 
family  consisted  of  two  brothers  and  two  sisters,  and  stating  that  this  family  is 
"  in  poor  economical  conditions." 

Does  this  evidence,  as  a  matter  of  law,  conclusively  establish  the  fact  of  de- 
pendency? It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  actual  remit- 
tances by  deceased  to  claimants  within  one  year  of  his  death;  the  correspondence 
referred  to  by  one  of  the  witnesses  between  father  and  son  is  not  produced,  or 
accounted  for.  Whether  deceased  actually  sent  any  money  to  claimants  within 
the  year  preceding  his  death  is  left  to  be  inferred  from  the  general  statement  that 
deceased  was  in  the  habit  of  sending  his  father  about  1,500  lire  yearly,  a  fact  which 
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no  doubt  could  and  should  have  been  shown  by  positive  evidence,  if  the  fact  was 
as  we  are  asked  to  infer.  So  far  as  appears  there  was  no  legal  obligation  on  de- 
ceased to  contribute  to  the  support  of  his  father's  family.  For  aught  that  appears 
he  may  have  ceased  to  do  so  for  at  least  a  year  prior  to  his  death.  Our  statute 
giving  right  to  dependents  to  participate  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund 
is  limited  to  one  of  the  class  enumerated,  "who  at  the  time  of  the  injury 
causing  death  is  dependent  in  whole  or  in  part  for  his  or  her  support  upon  the 
earnings  of  the  employee."  On  this  evidence  the  Commissioner  might,  perhaps, 
have  found  differently,  but  was  he  bound  to  do  so,  and  can  we  properly  say  he 
erred  in  his  conclusions?  We  do  not  think  we  should  say  so.  He  was  not  satis- 
fied with  the  proof  of  dependency.  He  has  the  power  at  any  time  to  change  his 
prior  rulings  on  a  better  showing.  Section  40,  chapter  10,  Acts  1913.  Section  43, 
chapter  10,  Acts  1913,  does  not  as  does  the  English  statute,  and  the  statute  of 
Massachusetts,  and  perhaps  the  statute  of  other  states,  make  the  findings  of 
fact  by  the  Commissioner  conclusive.  Herrick's  Case,  217  Mass.  Ill;  Powers  vs. 
Hotel  Bond  Co.,  89  Conn.  143;  1  Honnold  on  Workmen's  Compensation,  p. 
823,  section  242  and  cases  cited;  In  Re  Janes  (Mass.)  4  N.  C.  C.  A.  552.  Our 
statute  says:  "The  supreme  court,  on  such  appeals,  shall  determine  the  right  of 
the  claimant  and  certify  its  decision  to  the  commission,  and,  if  it  detennines  the 
right  in  his  favor,  the  commission  shall  fix  his  compensation  within  the  limits  and 
under  the  rules  prescribed  in  this  act."  This  statute  no  doubt  gives  us  right  to 
review  the  findings  of  the  Commissioner  on  the  evidence  presented  to  him. 
And  it  seems  to  be  now  settled  law  in  England,  under  the  English  act,  and  in  the 
states  of  this  country  having  workmen's  compensation  laws,  tliat  the  question  of 
total  or  partial  dependency  is  one  of  fact  and  not  of  law;  that  there  is  no  pre- 
sumption of  law  as  to  the  fact  of  dependency  respecting  any  claimant.  At  one 
time  the  decisions  left  this  question  in  doubt.  1  Honnold  on  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation p.  224,  section  70,  and  notes;  1  Bradbury's  Workmen's  Compensation, 
p.  583;  Dawbam's  Workmen's  Compensation  Appeals,  1910-1912,  38.  The 
English  cases  of  Davies  vs.  Main  Colliery  Co.,  (1899),  1  W.  C.  C.  92;  Main 
Colliery  Co.  vs.  Davies  (1900)  2  W.  C.  C.  108;  and  Hodgson  vs.  Owners  of  West 
Stanley  Colliery,  (1910)  3  B.  W.  C.  C.  260,  decisions  of  the  House  of  Lords  on 
appeal,  finally  settled  the  question  in  England.  But  there,  as  here,  when  the 
evidence  is  all  certified  and  there  is  no  conflict  it  may  be  presented  as  a  question 
of  law  whether  there  was  any  evidence  on  which  the  findings  of  the  conmiissioner 
or  court  could  have  been  made.  In  Re  Herrick,  4  N.  C.  C.  A.  554,  point  2  of  the 
syllabus. 

While  under  our  statute  the  findings  of  the  commissioner  are  not  conclusive 
on  the  fact  found,  we  think  his  finding  should  be  treated  substantially  as  the 
findings  of  a  judge,  or  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  and  should  not  be  set  aside  if  there 
is  evidence  which  will  support  it.  It  was  so  held  in  Massachusetts,  not  as  to  a 
question  of  dependency,  but  as  to  whether  or  not  the  person  for  whose  death 
compensation  was  sought  was  in  the  employ  of  the  insured  at  the  time  of  the 
injury.  Pigeon  vs.  Employer's  Liability  Assurance  Corp.,  Ltd.,  (Mass.)  4  N.  C. 
C.  A.  516;  Poccardi  vs.  Public  Service  Commission,  75  W.  Va.  542. 

On  the  evidence  in  this  case  can  it  be  said  as  a  matter  of  law  that  at  the  time 
of  his  death  claimants  were  dependents  in  whole  or  in  part  for  their  support 
upon  the  earnings  of  deceased?  The  Commissioner  found  the  evidence  insuf* 
ficient  to  support  thiB  claim.  Some  decisions  say  the  dependency  does  not  neces- 
sarily mean  absolute  dependency  for  the  necessities  of  life,  but  that  it  is  suffi- 
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cient  that  the  contiihtitioiis  of  the  workman  are  looked  to  for  support  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  dependents'  accustomed  mode  of  living.  Glass  on  Workmen's 
Compensatifxi  Law,  248,  and  decisions  cited.  In  the  leading  cases  of  Simmons 
vs.  White  Brothers,  1  Workmen's  Compensation  Cases,  89,  it  was  decided  that 
"dependent,"  in  the  British  act,  "means  dependent  for  the  ordinary  necessaries 
of  life  for  a  person  of  that  dass  and  position  in  life,  taking  into  account  the  finan^ 
dal  and  social  position  of  the  recipient,"  and  that  "deriving  benefit  from  earn- 
ings is  not  necessarily  being  dependent  upon  them."  The  same  rule  was  an- 
nounced in  Main  Colliery  Co.  (Limited)  vs.  Davies,  supra,  where  it  was  said: 
"The  extent  to  which  such  dependency  existed  was  not  a  matter  for  their  Lord* 
ships  to  consider.  The  learned  County  Court  Judge  might  have  been  right  or 
wrong  as  to  the  exact  degree  to  which  that  state  of  things  existed;  but  if  it  existed 
at  all  the  appeal  must  be  dismissed."  In  that  case  the  wages  of  the  deceased,  a 
boy,  and  a  member  of  the  family,  was  the  matter  in  question,  and  it  was  shown 
that  he  contributed  his  wages  to  his  father,  the  head  of  the  family,  and  that 
the  father  actually  depended  in  part  on  these  wages  to  support  the  family. 

The  question  in  these  cases  is  not  whetheir  by  skimping,  the  claimant  could 
have  maintained  himself  or  his  family  with  the  bare  necessaries  of  life,  or  have 
maintained  himself  without  the  assistance  of  the  earnings  of  the  injured  or  de- 
ceased employee,  but  whether  he  was  actually  dependent  on  such  earnings  at 
the  time  of  the  injuries  for  his  reasonable  support  and  maintenance.  Elliott 
on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  (7th  ed.)  268,  and  cases  cited;  Boyd  on 
Workmen's  Compensation,  p.  1077,  section  496.  And  it  was  held  in  Powers  vs. 
Hotel  Bond  Co.,  supra,  that  partial  dependency  may  exist  though  the  contri- 
butions made  by  the  workman  were  at  irregular  intervals  and  in  irregular  amounts, 
and  though  the  dependent  have  other  means  of  support.  But  under  the  statute  of 
Rhode  Island  it  was  decided  that  a  father  who  was  able  out  of  his  wages  to  support 
himself  and  wife,  and  save  three  or  four  dollars  per  week,  is  not  a  dependent  upon 
the  son.  Dazy  vs.  Apponaug  Company,  (1914)  36  R.  I.  81,  4  N.  C.  C  A.  594. 
The  court  in  that  case  said:  "The  test  of  dependency  is  not  whether  the  peti- 
tioner, by  reducing  his  expenses  below  a  standard  suitable  to  his  condition  in  life, 
could  secure  a  subsistence  for  his  family  without  the  contributions  of  the  de- 
ceased son,  but  whether  duch  contributions  were  needed  to  provide  the  family 
with  the  ordinary  necessaries  of  life  suitable  for  persons  in  their  class  and  posi- 
tion. *  •  *  •  The  expression  'dependent'  must  be  held  to  mean  dependent 
for  the  ordinary  necessaries  of  life  for  a  person  of  his  class  and  position,  and 
does  not  cover  the  reception  of  benefits  which  might  be  devoted  to  the  estab- 
lishment or  increase  of  some  fimd  which  he  might  desire  to  lay  aside."  The 
fact  that  a  son  has  sent  money  out  of  his  earnings  to  his  father  is  not  conclusive 
of  the  question  of  dependency.  Mathew,  L.  J.,  in  Howells  vs.  Vivian  &  Sons, 
4  W.  C.  C.  106, 109,  says:  "I  agree  that  it  is  not  decisive  of  the  question  of  de- 
pendency that  the  deceased  workman  did  contribute  to  the  family  fund,  or,  on 
the  other  hand,  that  the  father  could  support  the  family  without  that  contri- 
bution«" 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  order  of  the  State  Com- 
pensation Commissioner  was  on  a  former  day  properly  affirmed. 
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Claim  No.  327-6,  Bernard  Zubritsky. 

(Fatal.) 

The  above  claim  was  this  day  presented  to  the  Commissioner  for  consideration^ 
and  upon  examination  of  the  evidence,  submitted  he  fmds: 

The  said  Bernard  Zubritsky  was  on  August  25th,  1914,  in  the  employ  of  the 
Mack  Manufacturing  Company,  at  New  Cumberland,  West  Virginia,  employed 
as  a  general  laborer,  said  employer  on  said  date  being  a  subscriber  to  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Fund  in  good  standing. 

That  on  said  date  the  said  employee  while  underneath  a  railroad  car  of  the 
P.  C.  C.  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  on  a  railroad  siding  at  the  Crescent 
Brick  Works,  a  plant  of  said  employer,  unloading  coal  from  said  car,  was  fatally 
injured  by  reason  of  said  railroad  company  switching  in  some  cars  on  said  switch^ 
which  cars  struck  the  one  which  the  said  employee  was  underneath. 

Application  for  compensation  has  been  filed  by  J.  S.  D.  Mercer,  Administrator 
of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  in  behalf  of  Franseshka  Ivaniovna  Zubritsky, 
mother  of  the  deceased  employee,  who  is  a  native  of  and  residing  in  Russia.  The 
said  J.  S.  D.  Mercer,  Sheriff  of  Hancock  County,  West  Virginia,  having  been 
appointed  by  the  County  Court  of  Hancock  County,  administrator  of  the  estate 
of  Bemat  Gubkicki,  under  date  September  8th,  1914.  There  is,  however,  nothing 
in  the  evidence  to  show  that  Bemat  Gibkicki,  and  the  deceased  Bernard  Zub- 
ritsky, is  one  and  the  same  person.    • 

It  also  appears  from  the  evidence  that  one  Joseph  Yakimchak,of  Toronto, 
Ohio,  holds  a  Power  of  Attorney  from  Francesca  Zubritsky,  mother  of  Bernard 
Zubritsky. 

Section  39  of  the  Compensation  Act  provides  that  to  entitle  any  employee  or 
dependent  of  a  deceased  employee  to  compensation  under  said  Act,  application 
therefore  must  be  made  in  due  form  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of 
injury  or  death,  as  the  case  may  be.  No  person  shall  be  excluded  as  a  dependent 
by  reason  of  being  a  non-resident  alien,  and  non-resident  aliens  may  be  officially 
represented  by  the  consular  officers  of  the  country  of  which  such  aliens  may  be 
citizens  or  subjects. 

Application  for  compensation  in  this  case  has  not  been  filed  by  any  dependent 
of  the  deceased  employee,  or  by  any  person  properly  authorized  to  make  such  a 
application.  Said  application  having  been  filed  by  J.  S.  D.  Mercer,  as  Administra- 
tor of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  employee;  the  said  Joseph  Yakimchik,  who  holds 
a  power  of  attorney  from  the  mother  of  deceased,  has  made  no  application  neither 
has  he  joined  with  said  Administrator  in  his  application. 

As  an  "estate"  is  not  dependent  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  as  the 
said  Administrator  is  representing  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  we  do  not  consider 
that  an  application  for  compensation  in  behalf  of  a  dependent  of  the  said  Bernard 
Zubritsky  has  been  made  in  due  form  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  The  said 
J.  S.  D.  Mercer  not  having  been  requested  to  make  such  application  by  any  de- 
pendent of  the  deceased;  the  Consular  representative  of  Russia  not  having  made 
application,  nor  Joseph  Yakimchak,  holding  a  Power  of  Attorney  having  made 
application. 

Section  25  of  the  Act  provides  that  injury  shall  have  been  received  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment.  There  seems  to  be  no  question  as 
to  the  deceased's  injury  being  received  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  but  we 
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are  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  not  "resulting  from"  his  employment,  but  rather 
resulting  from  an  injury  inflicted  by  the  P.  C.  C.  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company, 
for  whom  the  deceased  was  not  an  employee.  The  employer,  the  Mack  Manu- 
facturing Company  having  no  control  over  the  agency  causing  the  injury,  and 
said  injury  not  being  a  risk  incident  to  the  employment  with  the  Mack  Manu- 
facturing Company,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  injury  causing  death  was  not 
received  both  "in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from*'  the  deceased's  employment 

It  further  appears  in  the  evidence  that  the  said  J.  S.  D.  Mercer,  Administrator, 
efTected  a  settlement  with  the  said  P.  C.  C.  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Co.,  received 
in  settlement  the  sum  of  $1,250.00,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  to 
compensation  was  thereby  waived.  In  the  case  of  McGarvey  vs.  Independent 
Oil  &  Grease  Co.,  5  N.  C.  C.  A.  803,  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin,  Marshall,*  J., 
said  "It  is  conceded,  as  the  fact  is,  in  case  of  an  employee  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  being  injured  by  the  actionable  neghgence  of  a  third  person,  a 
statutory  remedy  accrues  to  him  for  compensation,  against  his  employer,  and 
a  common  law  remedy  against  such  third  person,  though  he  cannot  have  but  one 
satisfaction.  If  he  elects  to  pursue  the  latter  he  waives  the  statutory  right. 
«  *  *  •  The  making  of  a  claim  against  a  third  party  for  damages  by  reason 
of  an  accident  *  *  •  •  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  claim  for  com- 
pensation against  the  employer." 

In  view  of  the  evidence  and  the  facts  in  this  case,  the  Commissioner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  no  disbursement  should  be  made  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Fund,  as  compensation,  on  th^  groimd  that  application  therefor  was  not  made  in 
due  form  by  the  dependent  of  the  deceased,  nor  by  any  person  properly  authorized 
to  do  so;  that  the  injury  was  not  received  both  "in  the  course  of  and  resulting 
from"  the  employment,  and  that  in  as  much  as  a  settlement  was  effected  by 
the  Administrator  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  with  the  third  party  causing  the 
injury,  no  compensation  should  be  awarded  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Fund.    Compensation  is  therefore  refused.

Statement  of  Facts. 

No  exception  is  taken  to  the  brevity  of  the  " Statement  (OF  FACTS"  found  in 
the  reply  brief  filed  on  behalf  of  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner,  but  the 
Statement  of  Facts  in  the  brief  filed  on  behalf  of  the  Petitioners  is  much  more 
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complete.  No  exception  betng  taken  to  the  Petitioners'  Statement  of  Facts, 
in  the  brief  filed  on  behalf  of  the  Compensation  Commissioner,  it  must  be  a  cor- 
rect and  accurate  statement  of  the  facts  of  this  case. 

QuestioiiB  InTolved. 

Under  this  head  it  is  of  some  interest  to  note  that  the  Attorney  General  and 
his  able  assistant,  at  the  very  outset,  abandon  the  untenable  position  of  the 
State  Compensation  Commissioner  that  Zubritsky's  death  '*was  not  resulting 
from  his  employment  with  the  Mack  Manufacturing  Company."  This  narrows 
the  issue  before  the  Court  to  the  issue  as  stated  on  page  4  of  the  brief  filed  on 
behalf  of  the  petitioners.  In  a  few  words  it  will  be  clearly  shown  that  there  is  no 
merit  in  the  contention  of  the  counsel  for  the  Compensation  Commissioner  that 
no  one  but  the  Administrator  is  petitioning  for  a  review  of  the  findings  of  the 
Commissioner. 

It  is  not  contended  by  the  petitioners  that  the  Administrator  of  Zubritsky's 
estate  has  any  right  to  compensation,  nor  that  the  compensation  awarded  to 
the  dependent  mother  must,  or  even  should,  be  paid  to  the  Administrator  of 
her  son.  But,  if,  on  the  facts  of  the  whole  case,  it  appears  to  be  to  the  best  interest 
of  the  dependent  so  to  do,  the  compensation  may,  and  should  be,  paid  to  the 
Administrator,  not  as  a  part  of  the  estate  of  the  decedent,  but  "for  the  benefit  of 
all  the  dependents."  The  full  force  of  all  that  is  said  in  regard  to  paying  com- 
pensation to  dependents  free  from  all  costs  and  chaiges  is  recognized  by  the  coun- 
sel for  the  petitioners:  the  Compensation  act  dearly  intends  this  protection  of 
their  rights. 

In  this  case  it  would  no  doubt  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  dependent  mother 
that  the  compensation  awarded  her  should  be  paid  to  the  consular  representative 
of  Russia  accredited  to  this  State.  The  name  and  address  of  this  official  are 
not  known  to  counsel  petitioner,  but  no  doubt  the  office  of  the  Compensation 
Commissioner  has  this  information,  and  counsel  request  that  any  award  made 
may  be  so  paid,  if  it  appear  to  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  mother  to  do  so;  if 
not  to  her  best  interest  to  do  so,  then  the  Commissioner  will,  no  doubt,  ascertain 
what  best  serves  the  mother's  interest  and  will  act  accordingly. 

As  to  the  limits  of  the  power  of  attorney.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  West  Vir- 
ginia are  all  the  authority  the  Administrator  needs  to  authorize  him  to  recover 
and  collect  the  moneys  due  the  estate  of  the  decedent.  The  power  of  attorney 
from  the  mother  is  utterly  ineffectual  to  add  to  or  take  from  that  authority; 
and  this  is  true  whether  the  power  of  attorney  be  given  to  the  person  who  is  the 
Administrator  or  to  a  third  person.  The  power  of  attorney  from  the  mother  to 
Yakmichak,  then,  gave  him  none  of  the  powers  or  authority  of  the  Administra- 
tor; it  merely  made  Yakmichak  the  attorney-in-fact  of  the  mother.  It  contains 
this  sentence:  "You  may  act  for  me  (the  mother)  in  every  manner  just  as  though 
I,  myself,  were  personally  present,"  and  again  this  paragraph: 

"  If  there  is  any  payment  to  be  made  to  any  one  on  account  of  said  death,  you 
can  accept  the  same  and  receipt  for  it  in  my  name  the  same  as  though  I  were 
personally  present.  If  you  ascertain  that  you  cannot  bring  action  in  one  place 
or  Court,  you  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  maintain  action  in  any 
other  Court  in  which  you  may  see  fit.  You  may  maintain  such  action  or  actions 
in  the  same  manner  as  I,  myself,  could  do." 

If  this  conferred  any  power  at  all  it  certainly  was  power  to  act  for  and  on  be- 
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half  of,  and  in  the  name  of  the  mother.  Certain  it  is  that  it  gave  no  power  to 
interfere  with  the  functions  of  the  Administrator.  These  remarks  sufficiently 
answer  all  that  is  said  in  the  brief  filed  on  behalf  of  the  Compensation  Commis- 
sioner in  regard  to  the  power  of  attorney. 

We  now  come  to  the  point  attempted  to  be  made  because  the  mother  did  not 
personally  sign,  and  make  oath  to,  the  application  for  compensation.  This 
application  is  made  on  a  form  printed  and  funiished  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, the  predecessor  of  the  Compensation  Commissioner,  as  required  by 
Section  17,  Chapter  15-P  of  the  Code.  In  plain  words,  at  the  top  of  this  form,  we 
find  these  instructions  plainly  printed: 

"AppUcations  for  awards  in  all  cases  of  injury  resulting  in  death  must  be 
made  by  the  executor  or  administrator  or  beneficiary  of  the  decedent,  or 
by  the  attending  physician  or  undertaker  where  there  is  no  beneficiary,  not 
less  than  one  week  nor  more  than  six  months  after  the  death  of  the  injured  em- 
ployee." The  apptication  further  states,  in  the  printed  portion  thereof,  that  it 
is  for  "the  payment  of  money  out  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  for 
compensation  on  account  of  death  of  (Bernard  Zubritsky)  and  for  money  to  pay 
for  medical  and  funeral  services  incurred  in  connection  with  the  injury  and 
death  of  deceased,  etc.*'  And  again,  we  find,  as  part  of  the  printed  portion  of  this 
form  the  following:  "This  appUcation  is  made  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the  fol- 
lowing named  persons  who  were  also  dependent  on  deceased  for  support,"  and 
following  is  the  name  of  the  mother,  Franceshka  Ivaniovna  Zubriska,  filled  in 
with  pen  and  ink. 

Hence,  we  say  again,  the  appUcation  having  been  made  on  the  form  provided 
by  the  PubUc  Service  Commission  and  in  accordance  with  the  directions  printed 
thereon,  the  Compensation  Commissioner  is  estopped  from  refusing  the  award 
on  the  ground  that  the  mother  did  not  apply  in  person. 

And  why  may  not  the  Administrator  make  appUcation  for  an  award  with 
which  to  pay  for  funeral  and  medical  services?  And  pecuUarly  appUcable  to  this 
case  is  the  question  first  asked,  the  Administrator  being  by  the  general  law  re- 
quired to  pay  for  funeral  and  medical  services  as  a  prefenred  debt  against  the 
estate  of  his  decedent.  And  as  the  Administrator  may  undoubtedly  so  apply, 
why  can  he  not  make  appUcation  on  behalf  of  any  dependent? 

"Rule  8  adopted,  promulgated  and  published  by  the  Commission"  is  cited. 
We  see  no  objection  to  the  rule,  per  se,  but  when  the  Commissioner  receives  an 
appUcation  made  by  the  Administrator  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  depeiident 
mother,  places  this  application  in  his  files,  and  makes  no  objection  to  its  form 
until  long  after  the  six  months  within  which  the  terms  of  the  act  permit  an  appU- 
cation for  compensation  to  be  filed,  wiU  he  not  be  held  to  have  waived  any  pro- 
vision in  this  rule  that  would  invaUdate  the  appUcation  on  a  question  of  mere 
form?  The  Compensation  Commissioner  is  an  administrative  officer,  only,  not 
a  Court   DeConstantin  vs.  PubUc  Service  Commission,  75  W.  Va.  33. 

RuUng  Case  Law  pp.  1027  and  1028. 

Counsel  for  the  Commissioner  have  cited  Kyle  vs.  McGintys,  4  Butterworth's 
Comp.  Cos.  389.   Let  us  read  the  syllabus  of  this  case: 

"The  father  of  a  workman  kiUed  by  accident  commenced  an  action  for  damages 
against  his  son's  employer,  and  on  the  failure  of  this  action  asked  for  compensa- 
tion to  be  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  The  Sheriff  dismissed  the  action 
as  laid,  but  reserved  it  as  a  proceeding  for  assessing  compensation.  The  mother 
and  sisters  thereupon  also  claimed  compensation  in  the  proceedings  by  the 
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father,  as  dependents.  They  had  made  no  claim  previously,  and  much  more  than 
six  months  had  passed  since  the  death. 

Held  that  the  right  given  under  B.  1  (4)  of  the  Act  was  a  personal  privilege 
to  the  one  who  brought  the  action,  and  that  the  six  months  for  claim  having 
expired,  the  mother  and  sisters  were  not  entitled  to  compensation." 

Have  counsel  cited,  in  this  case,  a  precedent  for  the  doctrine  attempted  to  be 
sustained  by  it?  The  case  does  not  hold  that  the  father  could  not  have  filed  a 
claim  on  behalf  of  himself,  the  mother  and  sisters. 

And  again  Bradbury's  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  p.  584  is  cited  for  the 
proposition  that  the  right  of  the  dependent  is  independent  of  the  deceased  and 
cannot  be  affected  by  any  act  of  the  deceased  prior  to  his  death,  and  that  his 
estate  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

The  first  case  cited  by  Bradbury  is  Howell  vs.  Bradford  &  Co.  In  this  case 
"A  workman  was  injured  by  accident.  He  gave  notice  of  injury,  asking  his 
employers  to  treat  it  as  a  notice  under  the  Employers'  Liability  and  Workmen's 
Compensation  Acts.  His  employers  settled  with  him  for  a  lump  sum,  obtaining 
a  receipt  releasing  them  from  all  liability  under  the  Employers' Liability  Act  and 
at  common  law.  The  workman  died,  and  his  dependents  claimed  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1906,  subject  to  the  deduction  of  the  sum  paid 
under  the  settlement.  The  County  Court  Judge  found  as  a  fact  that  there  was 
no  bona  fide  settlement,  and  made  all  award  in  favor  of  the  dependents. 

Held,  that  the  right  of  the  dependents  was  independent  of,  and  not  derived 
from,  that  of  the  deceased,  and  that  they  were  therefore  entitled  to  recover. 

The  next  case  of  Cripps  vs.  Aetna  Life  Ins.  Co.,  as  digested  by  Bradbury, 
simply  holds  that  the  right  of  a  widow  to  compensation  is  separate  from  the  right 
of  her  husband  and  a  release  signed  by  him  before  he  died  does  not  deprive  her 
of  her  claim  to  compensation. 

The  case  of  Nichols  vs.  London  Guarantee  &.  Accident  Company  is  to  the  sole 
effect  that  compensation  paid  to  the  employee  cannot  be  deducted,  after  his 
death,  from  compensation  due  to  his  widow. 

We  approve  these  cases,  but  we  see  no  analogy  between  them  and  the  case  at 
bar,  unless  they  be  taken  as  precedents  for  the  proposition  that  the  payment  of 
funeral  and  medical  expenses  shall  not  prejudice  the  claim  of  the  mother  to 
compensation. 

This  brings  us  to  what  counsel  for  the  Compensation  Commissioner  have  to 
say  about  the  payment  of  funeral  expenses.  It  is  true  that  paragraph  (a)  Sec- 
tion 33,  Chapter  15  P  provides  for  the  payment  of  medical  and  funeral  expenses 
"If  there  be  no  dependents."    But  Section  29  of  Chapter  15  P  reads: 

"  In  case  death  ensues  from  the  injury  within  the  period  of  twenty-six  weeks, 
reasonable  funeral  expense,  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  dollars,  may  be  paid  from 
the  fund,  payment  to  be  made  to  the  persons  who  have  furnished  the  service 
and  supplies,  or  to  the  persons  who  have  advanced  payment  for  same,  as  the 
Commissioner  may  deem  proper,  in  addition  to  such  award  as  may  be  made 
to  the  employees*  dependents." 

Where  is  the  authority  of  the  Commissioner  to  pay  funeral  expenses,  where 
there  are  dependents,  except  as  an  addition  to  the  compensation  awarded? 
And  the  two  sections  of  the  Act  just  referred  to  dispose  of  the  alleged  precedents 
of  the  rulings  of  the  Commissioner  in  cases  arising  from  the  explosions  at  Eccles, 
Layland,  and  elsewhere. 

And  finally  we  are  come  to  what  counsel  for  the  Compensation  Commissioner 
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have  to  say  about  "Double  Compensation."  The  term  itself  begs  the  very 
question  at  issue.  If  counsel  had  in  mind  the  doctrine  against  a  double  recovery 
for  the  same  wrong  we  can  make  no  better  answer  than  to  refer  to  the  very  able 
monograph  of  Ernest  Angell  of  the  Qeveland  bar,  found  in  the  April,  1915,  issue 
of  the  Ohio  Law  Reporter,  several  copies  of  which  were  filed  with  the  brief  of 
petitioners. 

"Double  Compensation"  is  impossible  in  this  case.  The  law  governing  neg- 
ligent acts  resulting  in  damage  fixed  the  liability  of  the  Railway  Company  for  the 
killing  of  Zubritsky;  Section  25,  Chapter  15  P  of  the  Code  creates  and  fixes  the 
right  to  compensation  from  the  workmen's  Compensation  Fund. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  West  Virginia  is  not,  as  we  imderstand 
it,  a  remedial  statute  in  the  sense  in  which  that  term  is  judicially  used.  It  is  a 
remedial  statute  in  a  social  sense,  and  there  is  some  force,  from  a  socialogical 
standpoint,  to  the  argument  of  counsel  for  the  Compensation  Commissioner  ^as 
to  the  social  evils  sought  to  be  remedied  by  the  enactment  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act.  But,  all  of  these  social  considerations  wholly  and  entirely 
fail  to  make  of  the  Act,  as  we  understand  it,  a  remedial  statute,  as  that  term  is 
judicially  used  and  defined. 

34  Cyc.  1201. 

The  ingenious  argument  of  the  counsel  for  the  Compensation  Commissioner, 
made  in  the  effort  to  establish  the  relation  of  joint  tort  feasors  between  the 
P.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  Ry.  Company  and  the  Mack  Manufacturing  Company  is  not 
convincing  upon  the  facts  in  this  case.  The  conduct  of  the  employees  of  the 
Railway  Company  was  grossly  negligent,  but  where  the  Mack  Manufacturing 
Company  was  at  fault  is  difficult  to  see.  The  custom  of  the  Railway  Company 
in  placing  the  cars  loaded  with  coal,  and  the  manner  in  which  these  cars  were 
always  unloaded,  emphasize  the  negligence  of  the  Railway  Company:  its  prompt 
payment  of  damage  shows  whom  it  considered  negligent.  But  what  did  the  Mack 
Manufacturing  Company  do  jointly  with  the  Railway  Company  that  caused  this 
injury? 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Washington,  in  the  case  of  Peet  vs.  Mills,  76  Wash. 
437,  stands  alone  in  its  holding  that  the  Compensation  Act  abolishes  rights  of 
action  against  tort  feasors.  The  more  advanced  doctrine  would  seem  to  be  in 
favor  of  preserving  these  rights  of  action  and  subrogating  the  Compensation 
Commissioner  to  them  upon  the  payment  of  compensation.  There  can  be  no 
reason  of  public  or  social  justice,  or  of  public  policy,  for  relieving  tort  feasors  who 
are  strangers  to  both  employer  and  employee  of  liability  for  their  negligent  acts. 
But  the  Washington  Act  contains  a  provision  abolishing  "any  and  all  rights  of 
action  whatsoever  against  any  person  whomsoever."  No  such  provision  can  be 
found  in  the  West  Virginia  Act. 

Section  22,  Chapter  15  P,  provides: 

"Any  employer  subject  to  this  act  who  shall  elect  to  pay  into  the  workmen's 
compensation  fund  the  premiums  provided  by  this  act,  shall  not  be  liable  to  re- 
spond in  damages  at  common  law  or  by  statute  for  the  injury  or  death  of  any  em- 
ployee, etc." 

What  is  there  in  this  to  destroy  the  liability  of  a  tort  feasor?  The  Mack  Manu- 
facturing Company,  which  paid  the  premiums  required  of  it,  is  not  objecting  to 
the  award  sought  by  the  mother.  Then,  why  deny  it  on  any  ground  of  alleged 
equity? 

If  other  States  have  found  it  necessary  to  enact  by  their  legislatures  amend- 
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ments  to  their  Compensation  laws  subrogating  the  Compensation  Fund  to  rights 
of  action  against  tort  feasors,  why  is  West  Virginia  different  from  them?  If  this 
case  calls  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  .to  a  part  of  the  law  that  may  be  amended 
in  the  interest  of  the  better  administration  of  the  law,  well  and  good.  But  let 
this  Court  administer  the  law  we  have  and  leave  the  amending  of  that  law  to  the 
law-making  power.  If  there  are  no  more  convincing  reasons  to  be  urged  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  award  than  can  be  found  in  the  opposing  bnef,  and  counsel  have  been 
able  to  discern  none,  the  Court  wlU  order  compensation  to  be  awarded  to  the 
mother.

MEMORANDA. 


.  The  pendency  of  this  suit  and  the  questions  involved  having  been  brought  to 
our  attention  on  this,  the  last  day  on  which  a  brief  can  be  filed,  we  have  not  had 
sufficient  time  or  opportunity  to  prepare  a  brief,  but  hope  that  this  memoranda 
may  be  of  some  service  to  the  court  in  its  deliberations. 

Statement. 

Zubritsky  was  in  the  employ  of  Mack  Manufacturing  Company  which  operated 
a  brick  plant  in  Hancock  County  and  owned  as  a  part  of  the  plant  a  side  track 
from  the  P.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  Co.  on  which  its  coal  and  other  material  was 
brought  from  the  railroad  to  the  plant.  Zubritsky  was  under  a  coal  car  on  the 
side  track  unloading  it  (by  gravitation)  when  the  servants  of  the  R.  R.  Co. 
shipped  cars  on  the  side  track  striking  the  coal  car  and  killing  him  while  there- 
under. J.  S.  D.  Mercer,  the  plaintiff,  qualified  as  his  administrator,  asserted  and 
collected  damages  from  the  R.  R.  Co.  for  $1,250.00;  and  also  applied  to  the 
Compensation  Commission  to  obtain  compensation,  which  was  refused  on  three 
grounds;  1st,  Injury  did  not  arise  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment;  2nd, 
The  Administrator  has  no  right  to  collect  compensation,  and  3rd,  That  having 
collected  claim  for  the  death  against  the  R.  R.  Co.  the  compensation  fund  was 
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relieved  because  double  compensation  for  one  injury  was  not  intended  to  be  given 
under  the  spirit  of  the  compensation  act. 

Questions  Involyed. 

Only  two  of  the  grounds  asserted  for  refusal  will  be  conunented  upon. 

The  admiaistrator  had  no  right  to  apply  for  or  receive  compensation,  and  the 
commission  properly  refused  to  make  an  award  to  him. 

A  personal  representative  has  no  interest  in  or  right  to  the  fund  belonging  to  a 
dependent  under  the  compensation  act;  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased and  consequently  it  can  have  no  control  whatever  over  it.  It  is  alleged 
that  the  mother  (claimed  to  be  a  dependent)  and  the  administrator  have  made 
an  application  for  compensation.  This  is  an  error  in  statement.  The  mother  has 
made  no  appUcation.  She  has  given  no  authority  to  the  administrator  to  make 
application  for  her.  On  the  contrary  she  has  executed  a  power  of  attorney  to 
Joseph  Yakimchakof  the  State  of  Ohio  to  act  for  her  only,  in  the  collection  of 
any  money  which  may  be  due  the  estate.  A  claim  for  compensation  on  account 
of  dependenct  is  a  personal  claim  and  can  be  asserted  only  by  her. 

A  claim  for  death  benefits  is  a  personal  one  to  be  exercised  within  six  months 
and  cannot  be  made  except  by  the  dependent. 

Kyle  vs.  McGintys,  4  Butterworth's  Compensation  Cases,  389. 

The  right  of  the  dependent  to  compensation  is  independent  of  the  deceased  and 
cannot  be  affected  by  any  act  of  the  deceased  prior  to  his  death.  His  estate 
has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

Bradbury's  Workmen'is  Compensation,  584  (2nd  Ed.)  Qting. 
Howell  vs.  Bradford,  4  B.  W.  C.  C,  203. 

Cripps  vs.  Aetna  Life  Insurance  Co.,  (Mass.  Accident  Board  Appeal 
Pending.) 
Jobson  vs.  Cary  &  Sons,  4  B.  W.  C.  C,  284. 

The  payment  of  such  compensation  to  an  administrator  would  subject  the 
benefit  to  administration  by  him,  and  to  the  expense  thereof,  to  his  commission, 
attorney's  fees,  charges  for  making  and  recording  settlement  and  the  like,  and 
it  would  be  subject  to  the  creditors  of  the  estate,  and  would  follow  the  law  of 
descent  and  distribution.  The  statute  clearly  prohibits  the  commission  from 
paying  compensation  to  an  administrator. 

Sec.  42  reads: 

''Benefits  before  payment  shall  be  exempt  from  all  claims  of  creditors  and 
from  any  attachment  or  execution  and  shall  be  paid  only  to  or  for  the  use  of  such 
employees  or  their  dependents  as  hereinbefore  provided." 

And  Sec.  34  directs: 

"The  benefits,  in  case  of  death,  shall  be  paid  to  such  one  or  more  dependents 
of  the  decedent,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  commission,  who  may  apportion 
the  benefits  among  the  dependents  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  just  and 
equitable.** 

The  heirs  and  distributees  of  the  deceased  may  not  be  entitled  to  one  penny 

of  the  compensation,  dependency  being  the  sole  factor  which  governs,  and  the 

dependent,  when  once  his  right  is  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commission 

£  8  entitled  to  take  the  compensation  as  against  any  heir  or  distributee  who  is  not 
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dependent,  free  from  the  claim  of  any  creditor  and  free  from  the  intervention  of 
an  administrator;  it  is  the  dependent's  personal  claim,  brought  into  existence 
by  the  law  for  his  special  and  sole  benefit  and  support  to  relieve  his  dependency 
and  to  prevent  him  from  being  thrown  upon  public  or  private  charity;  it  is  paid 
periodically  under  the  statute  and  ceases  upon  his  becoming  independent  (in 
the  case  of  widow  upon  remarriage),  and  it  ceases  upcm  his  death.  To  pay  these 
periodical  installments  to  an  administrator  would  prevent  the  settlement  of  the 
administration  accounts  for  many  years  in  some  cases,  and  prevent  the  com- 
pensation commissioner  from  being  and  keeping  in  close  touch  and  communica- 
tion with  the  beneficiary,  and  from  observing  the  happenings  of  the  contin- 
gencies mentioned  in  the  statute  which  would  automatically  stop  pajrments. 

If  an  administrator  should  take  the  compensation  it  is  very  questionable  if 
he  would  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  therefor.  His  bondsmen  would  not 
be  held  liable  for  moneys  which  were  improperly  paid  to  him  and  which  were  no 
part  of  the  estate.  The  sureties  guaranteed  only  the  proper  administration  and 
settlement  of  the  affairs  of  the  estate.  It  is  clearly  intended  by  the  act  that  the 
commission,  now  the  commissioner,  should  see  that  the  dependents  are  protected 
in  the  payment  to  them  of  the  awards.  In  this  case  he  has  decided,  and  we  think 
properly  so,  that  an  administrator  is  not  the  proper  person  to  be  paid  this  com- 
pensation, and  his  discretion  in  that  regard  should  not  be  interfered  with  by  the 
court. 

Under  Section  8  of  the  compensation  act  the  conunission  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  adopt  reasonable  and  proper  rules  to  govern  its  procedure,  and  to 
adopt  the  forms  of  application  of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  or  com- 
pensation; and  under  Section  39,  to  entitle  the  dependent  to  compensation  the 
application  therefor  must  be  made  in  due  form.  The  rules  of  procedure  and  the 
form  adopted  by  the  commission  does  not  authorize  an  administrator  or  stranger 
or  friend  to  make  the  application.  It  is  required  that  the  application  be  made 
by  the  dei>endent  and  sworn  to  by  him  or  her.  Rule  8  adopted,  promulgated  and 
published  by  the  conrmiission  is: 

*'In  case  the  injury  causes  death  within  a  period  of  twenty-six  weeks 
from  the  date  of  injury,  formal  application  for  compensation  must  be 
mads  on  Form  10,  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of  death  of 
the  employee,  such  appUcation  shall  be  made  by  the  dependent  (within 
the  meaning  of  the  act)  of  the  deceased,  or  by  the  guardian  of  minor 
dependents.  In  case  the  dependents  are  non-resident  aliens,  such  de- 
pendents may  be  officially  represented  by  the  consular  officers  of  the 
country  of  which  such  aliens  may  be  citizens  or  subjects,  and  such  ap- 
plication to  be  made  on  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  commissioner.  AH 
applications  for  compensation  in  fatal  cases  to  be  duly  sworn  to  before  a 
Nctaiy  Public  or  other  officer  duly  qualified  to  administer  oaths." 

It  is  submitted  tnat  this  is  a  reasonable  and  proper  rule  authorized  and  directed 
by  the  very  term  of  the  statute,  and  was  designed  among  other  things  to  prevent 
spurious,  fraudulent,  unauthorized  and  illegal  claimants,  and  to  facilitate  the 
expressed  intent  of  the  act  that  the  benefits  and  compensation  should  be  paid 
directly  and  speedily  to  those  entitled  thereto. 

Funeral  Expenses. 

It  is  claimed  that  because  the  commissioner  paid  to  the  undeitakers  funeral 
expenses  that  he  is  estopped  from  refusing  compensation  to  a  dependent.    Funera 
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and  medical  expenses  are  directed  to  be  paid  whether  there  is  a  dependent  or  not' 
or  whether  or  not  an  application  for  compensation  by  a  dependent  is  made  or 
rejected.  See  paragraph  (a)  Sec.  33.  This  is  an  expense  from  which  the  fund 
cannot  escape.  But  the  person  to  whom  this  expense  was  paid  must  make  the 
application  to  be  reimbursed.  The  payment  of  funeral  and  medical  expenses 
is  wholly  divorced  from  the  claims  of  dependents;  and  there  is  no  meht  in  the 
argument  that  because  such  expenses  have  been  paid  (which  must  be  paid  in  any 
event)  the  commissioner  is  bound  to  determine  that  there  ar3  dependents  and 
to  allow  them  compensation.  In  the  recent  mine  explosion  at  Eccles,  Layland 
and  elsewhere,  where  great  numbers  of  miners  were  killed  many  of  them  were 
found  to  have  no  dependents,  although  in  most  cases  dependency  was  claimed, 
and  yet  the  funeral  expenses  of  all  those  killed  were  paid  out  of  the  fund  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto  upon  proper  application  and  vouchers  filed. 

Double  Compensation. 

In  construing  a  remedial  statute,  the  former  law,  the  conditions  that  existed 
under  it,  and  the  evil  sought  to  be  remedied  are  always  considered.  In  the 
great  industrial  development  in  this  state  in  recent  years  endless  litigation  has 
arisen  in  negligence  cases  in  which  damages  were  asked  for  personal  injuries  or 
for  injuries  that  caused  death;  a  large  percentage  of  these  cases  were  appealed  to 
this  court  were  of  that  character,  and  the  lower  courts  were  full  of  them,  where 
long  trials  by  jury  resulted,  the  time  of  the  courts  was  laigely  consumed  in  these 
trials  to  the  exclusion  of  other  business,  the  expense  to  the  litigants  was  enormous, 
and  after  great  delay  when  the  litigation  was  ended,  the  woriunan,  if  finally 
successful,  received  but  a  pittance  after  paying  attorney's  fees,  and  costs  and  loss 
of  time,  after  he  and  dependents  had  gone  through  privation  on  account  of  partial 
or  total  disability  as  a  wage  earner;  on  the  other  hand  the  employer  or  defendant 
was  put  to  great  cost  and  loss  of  time,  often  subjected  to  vexatious  suits  in  which 
there  was  no  semblance  of  merit,  and  instituted  with  the  hope  and  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  any  sum  by  compromise  (a  type  of  lawyers  called  "Ambulance 
Chasers'*  rapidly  developed) ;  the  elements  to  be  considered  in  making  up  damages 
were  not  often  fully  grasped  by  the  jury,  and  verdicts  were  rendered  unsatisfactory 
to  the  litigants,  the  friendly  relations  between  capital  and  labor  were  being 
estranged.  A  general  public  demand  began  for  a  remedy  of  this  condition,  and 
has  resulted  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  law.  A  wise  interpretation  and 
administration  of  this  law  will  undoubtedly  remedy  the  evils  sought  to  be  cured. 
All  damage  claims  and  suits  for  injuries  and  fataUties  to  workmen  are  sought  to 
be  avoided  by  our  act,  and  a  clear,  sure  and  expeditious  method  inaugurated 
.'n  their  stead,  based  upon  the  earning  capacity  of  the  workman.  All  are  designed 
to  be  treated  alike  by  this  law,  and  it  is  inequitable  that  one  injured  workman  or 
his  dependent  should  be  virtue  of  this  law  receive  double  compensation  for  an 
accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment  because  a  stranger 
to  the  employment  contributed  in  some  way  to  the  accident;  while  another 
workman  similariy  situated  doing  the  same  work  and  in  the  same  employment 
and  receiving  an  injury  just  as  damaging,  just  as  fatal,  should  receive  only  one 
compensation  because  the  element  of  outside  agency  did  not  contribute  to  the 
accident.  If  the  negligent  handUng  of  the  cars  which  caused  the  accident  in  this 
case  had  been  done  by  the  Mack  Manufacturing  Company,  the  employer,  in- 
stead of  being  handled  fcr  it  by  the  railroad  company,  only  one  compensation 
would  have  been  paid,  although  the  result  of  the  accident  would  have  been  the 
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8ame»  and  the  resultant  damage  the  same.  Moreover,  it  is  apparent  from  this 
accident  that  the  employer  did  not  provide  a  safe  place  for  the  employee  to 
work,  the  side  track  belonged  to  the  employer  and  he  should  have  so  protected 
the  car  under  which  the  employee  was  at  work  sc  as  to  make  impossible  that 
shifting  cars  could  strike.  The  place  he  furnished  for  the  workman  was  danger- 
ous, and  while  he  had  control  of  the  track  and  could  have  made  it  safe  he  neg- 
lected to  do  so,  and  that  his  negligence  contributed  to  the  accident.  He  was  a 
joint  tort  feasor  with  the  railroad  company  and  both  would  have  been  liable  at 
the  election  of  the  employee,  before  the  compensation  act  which  now  protects 
the  employer  against  suit.  The  rule  against  double  satisfaction  for  a  single  tort 
would  have  applied.  "Satisfaction  for  an  injury  operates  to  discharge  all  who 
are  liable  therefor,  whether  joint  and  several,  or  several.'*  The  compensation 
act  was  not  designed  to  change  and  does  not  change  this  well  establi^ed  prin- 
ciple of  law.  But  now  the  employer  is  protected  from  damages  for  an  injuiy, 
received  by  his  workman,  unless  unintentionally  inflicted,  by  being  covered  by 
the  compensation  act  thus  transferring  the  result  of  his  negligence  to  the  fund. 
The  compensation  fund  takes  his  liability,  steps  in  his  shoes,  should  receive  the 
same  protection,  and  be  subrogated  to  his  rights.  If  the  injury  has  been  paid  for, 
the  fund  should  not  pay  for  it  again.  We  think  this  is  the  proper  construction 
to  be  put  upon  the  compensation  act.  The  title  to  the  act  is  "  to  provide  a  method 
of  compensation  for  employees  that  may  be  injured  or  the  dependents  of  those 
killed  in  the  course  of  their  employment,  from  said  fund  to  be  raised  and  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  as  herein  set  forth;  and  to  define  and  fix 
the  rights  of  the  employees  and  employers." 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Washington  has  held  that  since  the  passage  of  its  com- 
pensation act  the  injured  employee  cannot  maintain  suit  for  damages,  against  a 
third  person,  but  must  look  to  the  fund;  but  that  act  is  much  more  explicit  than 
ours  in  declaring  the  public  pohcy  in  abolishing  all  damage  suits  for  personal 
injuries;  and  that  all  rights  of  actions  again^  every  person  are  abolish  by  the 
statute. 

Peet  vs.  Mills,  76  Wash.  437. 

When  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey  decided  in  the  case  of  Newark  Paving 
Co.  vs.  Klotz  that  compensation  could  be  claimed  by  a  workman  against  the 
employer  for  an  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment,  and 
also  against  a  stranger  who  contributed  to  the  injury  thus  receiving  double  com* 
pensation,  under  the  act  of  1911,  the  legislature  of  that  state  at  its  next  session 
in  1913,  promptly  changed  the  law  so  as  to  meet  that  decision  and  provide  clearly 
against  this  double  compensaition. 

In  all  the  compensation  laws  there  is  the  underlying  principle  that  the  amount 
of  compensation  should  be  uniform  for  all  workmen  howsoever  injured,  and 
within  a  maximum  and  minimum  limit  by  specified  schedules  of  compensation 
fixed  in  the  laws  and  graded  on  a  basis  of  a  certain  percentage  of  the  loss  or  im- 
pairment of  the  injured  workman's  average  weekly  wage. 

These  laws  are  all  of  modem  origin  (except  the  German  Act  of  18S4)  and  are 
now  in  transition.  They  are  designed  to  avoid  the  evils  of  damage  suits  inter- 
minable litigation,  and  that  all  workmen  should  be  paid  alike  based  upon  the 
seriousness  of  the  injury  and  the  earning  capacity.  Such  is  the  apparent  and  ex- 
pressed public  poUcy  and  it  should  be  aided  and  carried  out  by  the  decisions  of 
the  courts. 
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It  is  significant  that  in  twenty  of  the  American  compensation  acts  including 
that  cf  Canada,  and  also  in  the  English  Act,  there  are  express  provisions  that  if 
damages  are  received  for  an  injury  from  any  other  source  than  that  of  the  em- 
ployer or  the  fund,  then  the  employer  or  fund  is  relieved  to  that  extent,  and  vice 
versa. 

We  believe  that  this  crystalization  of  principle  should  be  recognized  in  con- 
struing our  own  act.

Mason,  Judge. 

1.  Where  the  statute  does  not  prescribe  the  form  of  application  to  be  used  by 
a  dependent  applying  for  compensation  from  the  workmen's  compensation  fund, 
but  does  require  the  public  service  commission  to  adopt  "the  forms  of  applica- 
tion for  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  of  compensation  therefrom,'* 
and  such  forms  are  adopted  by  the  commission,  and  a  person  claiming  to  be  en- 
titled to  compensation  out  of  such  fund  makes  application  on  one  of  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  commission,  and  the  form  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  commission  should  not  reject  the  claim  for  any  defect  in  the 
application  not  effecting  the  merits  of  the  claim,  after  the  time  has  expired  when, 
a  new  application  can  be  made. 

2.  A  car  containing  coal  belonging  to  a  brick  company  was  placed  by  a  rail- 
road company  on  a  track  of  the  brick  company,  and  a  man  was  employed  by  the 
brick  company  to  unload  the  coal,  and  while  doing  so,  was  under  the  car  in  dis- 
charge of  his  duty,  the  car  was  struck  by  another  car  of  the  railroad  company, 
and  the  car  under  which  the  employee  was  at  work  was  run  over  the  employee 
and  he  was  thereby  injured  to  such  extent  that  he  died  of  the  injuries.  Held,. 
that  the  injuries  so  sustained  were  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulted  from 
said  employment. 

3.  Where  a  workman  is  killed  by  an  accident  arising  in  the  course  of  and 
resulting  from  his  employment,  and  a  tort-feasor  other  than  his  employer  is 
responsible  therefor,  the  right  to  compensation  from  the  workmen's  compensation 
fund  by  a  dependent  of  the  deceased  is  not  lost  by  a  recovery  of  damage  against 
the  tort-feasor,  by  the  personal  representative  of  the  deceased. 

Mason,  Judge. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  was  established  by  Chapter  10  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Legislature  of  1913.  Section  19  of  that  chapter  provides:  "The  com- 
mission  shall  establish  a  workmen's  compensation  fund  from  the  premium  paid 
thereto  by  employers  and  employees  as  herein  provided,  for  the  benefit  of  em- 
ployees of  Employers  that  have  paid  the  premiums  applicable  to  the  classes  to 
which  they  belong  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  dependents  of  such  employees,  and 
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shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  with  respect  to  the  collection,  maintenance  and 
disbursement  of  said  fund,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act."  Under 
this  act  the  fund  was  to  be  administered  by  the  Public  Service  Commission.  By 
Section  25  it  is  provided  that,  "The  commission  shall  disburse  the  worknen's 
compensation  fund  to  such  employees  (within  the  meaning  of  this  act)  of  em- 
ployers who  have  paid  into  said  fund  the  premiums  for  the  month  in  which  the 
injury  occurs  applicable  to  the  classes  to  which  they  belong,  as  shall  have  re- 
ceived injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment, 
or  to  the  dependents,  if  any,  of  such  employees  in  case  death  has  ensued,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made." 

By  Section  43  it  is  provided  that  "  in  case  the  final  action  of  said  commission 
denies  the  right  of  the  claimant  to  participate  at  all  in  the  fund,  on  the  ground 
that  the  injury  was  self-inflicted,  or  on  the  ground  that  the  accident  did  not 
arise  in  the  course  of  employment,  or  upon  any  other  ground  going  to  the  basis  of 
the  claimant's  right,  then  the  claimant  may,  within  sixty  days  after  notice  of 
the  final  action  of  the  commission,  apply  for  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of 
appeals." 

Application  for  payment  of  this  fund  must  be  made  in  "due  form"  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  the  injury  or  death.  Section  39.  Section  8  provides: 
"The  commission  shall  adopt  reasonable  and  proper  rules  to  govern  its  procedure, 
regulate  and  provide  for  the  kind  and  character  of  notices,  and  the  service  thereof, 
in  case  of  accident  and  injury  to  employees,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  proofs 
and  evidence,  and  the  method  of  taking  and  furnishing  the  same,  to  establish 
the  rights  to  benefits  or  compensation  from  the  fund  hereinafter  provided  for, 
the  forms  of  application  of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  or  com- 
pensation therefrom,  the  method  of  making  investigations,  physical  examinations, 
and  inspections,  and  prescribing  the  time  within  which  adjudications  and  awards 
shall  be  made." 

Section  23  of  the  act  provides:  "Any  employer  subject  to  this  act  who  shall 
•elect  to  pay  into  the  workmen's  compensation  fund  the  premiums  provided  by 
this  act,  shall  not  be  liable  to  respond  in  damages  at  common  law  or  by  statute  for 
the  injury  or  death  of  any  employee,  however  occurring,  after  such  election  and 
during  any  period  in  which  such  employer  shall  not  be  in  default  in  the  payment 
of  such  premiums;  provided,  the  injured  employee  has  remained  in  his  service 
with  notice  that  his  employer  has  elected  to  pay  into  the  workmen's  compensa- 
tion fund  the  premiums  provided  by  this  act.  The  continuation  in  the  service  of 
such  employer  with  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  a  waiver  by  the  employee  of  his 
right  of  action  aforesaid." 

The  Mack  Manufactiuing  Company  operated  a  brick  plant  in  Hancock  County, 
West  Virginia,  and  was  subject  to  the  workmen's  compensation  act,  and  had  paid 
the  premiums  prescribed  by  that  act.  Bernard  Zubritsky,  deceased,  was  an 
employee  of  said  brick  company.  "While  in  the  employ  of  said  company,  Zub- 
ritsky was  killed  under  the  following  circumstances:  He  was  employed  by  the 
brick  company  to  transfer  coal  from  railroad  cars  to  carts  by  which  the  coal 
was  distributed  about  the  plant  of  the  brick  company.  The  railroad  cars  were 
placed  on  the  side-track  of  the  Mack  Manufacturing  Company  by  the  P.  C.  C.  & 
St.  L.  Ry.  Co.  In  making  a  flying  switch  of  a  number  of  cars,  these  cars  were 
thrown  against  the  car  which  Zubritsky  was  engaged  in  unloading  while  he  was 
under  the  car,  thus  fatally  injuring  him  through  the  negligent  act  'of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  railway  company. 
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The  mother  of  the  deceased  was  the  only  dependent.  She  was  a  widow  living 
in  Russia. 

The  appellant  here,  J.  S.  D.  Mercer,  was  appointed  administrator  of  Zubritsky, 
and  brought  suit  against  the  railway  company  to  recover  damages  for  the  wrong- 
ful killing  of  the  deceased.  That  suit  was  compromised  by  the  payment  of 
$1,250,  to  the  administrator  by  the  railway  company.  A  few  days  after  the  suit 
was  compromised,  the  administrator  filed  his  petition  with  the  public  service 
commission  for  compensation  out  of  the  workmen's  compensation  fund. 

The  rule  adopted  by  the  commission  and  then  in  force  providing  how  the  appli- 
cation shall  be  made  by  the  claimant,  is  as  follows:  "Rule  11.  To  obtain  awards 
in  cases  of  injury  resulting  in  death  within  a  period  of  ninety  days  after  the  date 
of  such  injury  (see  Section  33),  application  must  be  made  by  the  executor,  ad- 
ministrator or  dependent  .of  the  deceased,  or  by  the  attending  physician  or 
undertaker  where  there  is  no  dependent,  within  six  months  after  the  death  of  the 
injured  employee." 

The  accident  occurred  August  23, 1914,  and  this  application  was  filed  November 
12,  1914,  while  the  act  of  1913  was  in  force.  This  act  was  amended  by  Chapter 
9  of  the  acts  of  1915.  By  the  act  as  amended  the  office  of  State  Compensation 
Commissioner  was  created,  who  succeeded  to  the  jurisdiction,  rights  power,  and 
duties  in  respect  to  the  payment  of  compensation  out  of  the  workmen's  com- 
pensation fund  on  demands  theretofore  made  upon  the  public  service  commis- 
sion, and  was  given  jurisdiction  of  all  applications  for  compensation  from  said 
fund  pending  before  the  public  service  commission. 

August  2,  1915,  compensation  in  this  case  was  refused  by  the  commissioner. 
Compensation  Commissioner  Ott,  in  rejecting  the  claim,  says:  "In  view  of  the 
evidence  and  facts  in  this  case,  the  Commissioner  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  dis 
bursement  should  be  made  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  as  com- 
pensation, on  the  ground  that  application  therefor  was  not  made  in  due  form  by 
the  dependent  of  the  deceased,  nor  by  any  person  authorized  to  do  so;  that  the 
injury  was  not  received  both  *in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from*  the  employ- 
ment, and  that  in  as  much  as  a  settlement  was  effected  by  the  Administrator  of 
the  estate  of  the  deceased,  with  the  third  party  causing  the  injury,  no  compen- 
sation should  be  awarded  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund." 

From  this  ruhng  and  judgment  the  appellants  have  appealed  to  this  court. 
Joseph  Yakmichak,  who  holds  a  power  of  attorney  from  the  mother  of  the  de- 
cedent, joins  in  the  appeal. 

First:  Was  the  application  made  by  a  person  authorized  to  do  so?  As  we  have 
seen,  application  for  compensation  must  be  made  in  "due  form."  It  was  the 
duty  of  the  public  service  commission  under  the  act  of  1913  to  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  with  respect  to  the  application  to  be  made  by  the  employee  or  de- 
pendent. Such  rules  were  made.  The  rule  in  cases  of  injury  resulting  in  death 
requires  the  application  to  be  made  by  the  executor,  administrator,  or  dependent 
of  the  deceased.  This  is  Rule  1 1  prepared  by  the  public  service  commission  and 
is  the  rule  in  force  at  the  time  the  apphcation  was  made.  Rule  10  referred  to  it 
in  the  brief  of  the  attorney  general  was  prepared  long  afterwards  by  the  state 
compensation  commissioner  under  the  act  of  1915.  A  blank  form  was  prepared 
by  the  public  service  commission  to  be  used  by  applicants.  This  form  states 
that  the  applications  must  be  made  in  such  cass  by  the  executor,  administrator, 
or  dependent.  The  application  was  made  on  one  of  the  forms  furnished  by  the 
commission.   No  objection  was  made  to  the  form  of  the  application  at  the  time  so 
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far  as  appears.  The  application  states  the  name  of  the  mother  as  the  dependent 
and  gives  all  the  infoimation  necessary  to  enable  the  commission  to  make  an 
order  for  her  use.  It  is  true  that  the  estate  of  the  deceased  is  not  entitled  to  this 
fund.  The  application  does  not  ask  that  it  be  paid  to  the  administrator  as  a  part 
of  the  estate,  but  clearly  shows  that  it  is  to  be  paid  to  the  mother.  We  hold  that 
the  application  was  sufficient.  It  would  be  unjust  to  permit  the  commission  to 
reject  the  application  prepared  on  a  form  prescribed  by  it,  and  especially  in  this 
case  when  it  would  be  too  late  for  a  new  application.  The  procedure  under  this 
statute  is  intended  to  be  untechnical  in  form:  "Such  commission  shall  not  be 
bound  by  the  usual  common  law  or  statutorj'  rules  of  evidence,  or  by  any  tech- 
nical or  formal  rules  of  procedure,  other  than  herein  provided,  but  may  make  the 
investigation  in  such  manner  as  in  its  judgment  is  best  calculated  to  ascertain 
the  substantial  rights  of  the  parties  and  to  carry  cut  justly  and  liberally  the 
spirit  of  this  act."    Section  44,  act  of  1913. 

Second:  Was  the  injury  received  "in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the 
employment"  of  the  deceased?  It  is  conceded  that  the  decedent  was  in  the 
employ  of  the  brick  company  at  the  time  of  the  injury.  The  evidence  is  clear  and 
not  contradicted  that  he  was  performing  the  duties  required  of  him  by  his  em- 
ployer when  injured.  It  was  his  duty  to  go  under  the  car  loaded  with  coal  and 
remove  the  coal,  and  while  there  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  the  car  was 
struck  by  a  car  being  switched  from  the  track  of  the  railroad  company  by  the 
railroad  company's  employees,  and  the  car  that  he  was  unloading  ran  over  him 
and  killed  him.  It  would  seem  very  plain,  indeed  beyond  controversy,  that  under 
these  circumstances  the  injury  resulted  from  the  employment  in  which  the  de- 
ceased was  then  engaged.  He  was  at  the  place  performing  the  duties  required 
of  him,  and  in  the  manner  required,  and  was  killed  by  the  car  upon  which  he 
was  required  to  work.  The  fact  that  the  car  was  cast  upon  him  by  the  wrongful 
act  of  the  railroad  company  does  not  make  the  accident  any  less  the  result  of  his 
employment  than  if  the  accident  had  been  caused  by  the  car  falling  upon  him 
through  some  defect  in  the  car.  We  think  that  the  commissioner  erred  in  holding 
that  the  injury  was  not  received  "in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the  em- 
ployment" of  the  deceased. 

Third:  The  commissioner  held  that  "in  as  much  as  a  settlement  was  effected 
by  the  Administrator  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased,  with  the  third  party  causing 
the  injury,  no  compensation  should  be  awarded  from  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Fund.'  This  is  an  important  question.  The  commissioner  cites 
McGarvey  vs.  Independent  Oil  &  Grease  Co.,  156  Wis.  590,  as  authority  for  his 
ruling.  This  case  does  not  sustain  the  commissioner.  That  was  a  proceeding 
under  the  statute  of  Wisconsin,  which  provides:  "The  making  of  a  lawful  claim 
against  an  employer  for  compensation  under  this  act  for  the  injury  or  death  cf 
his  employee  shall  operate  as  an  assignment  of  any  cause  of  action  in  t6rt  which  the 
employee  or  his  personal  representative  may  have  against  any  other  party  for 
such  injury  or  death;  and  such  employer  may  enforce  in  his  own  name  the 
liability  of  such  other  party."  .  Section  2394  25.  The  compensation  acts  of  a 
number  of  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  and  of  Canada  provide,  in  sub- 
stance, that  where  an  employee  has  been  injured  by  the  negligence  of  a  third 
person  under  such  circumstances  as  to  render  him  legally  Uable,  and  compen- 
sation for  the  injury  has  been  paid  by  the  employer,  he  is  subrogated  to  the 
employee's  rights  against  such  third  person  and  may  bring  action  against  the 
latter  for  damages.    The  court,  in  McGarvey  vs.  Independent  Oil  &  Grease  Co.r 
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Sapfm,  in  ooostnung  the  WBCOosin  act,  said:  "It  is  conceded,  as  the  fact  iSi 
that,  in  the  case  of  an  anplo>'ee,  in  the  course  of  his'anpk>yment,  being  injured 
by  the  actionable  negligenoe  of  a  third  person*  a  statutoo'  remedy  accrues  to 
him  for  compensation,  against  his  employer  and  a  common  law  remedy  against 
such  third  person,  though  he  cannot  have  but  one  satisfaction.  If  he  dects  to 
pursue  the  latter  remedy  he  waives  the  statutor>'  ri^t,  and  if  he  elects  to  puisue 
the  former,  the  employer  by  succession, — ipse  fa<rto  et  eo  inatantlft — becomes 
the  owner  of  the  right  against  the  wrongdoer  and  may  enforce  the  sams  in  his 
own  right.** 

The  case  of  Peet  vs.  Mills,  76  Wash.  437.  holds  that  under  the  statute  of  that 
state  abolishing  the  doctrines  of  negligence  as  a  ground  for  the  reco\'ery  of  damages 
against  employers  is  broad  enough  to  onbrace  prov^ions  abolishing  aU  ri^ts  to 
civil  actiobs  for  such  injuries,  whether  against  employers  or  third  persons.  Hiat 
decision  ws  based  upon  a  construction  of  the  Washington  statute. 

The  statute  of  this  state  does  not  in  terms  release  the  tort  feasor  or  assign  the 
right  of  action,  when  compensation  is  paid  out  of  the  workmen's  compensation 
fund. 

It  is  insisted  that  our  statute  should  not  be  so  construed  as  to  permit  the 
recovery  of  double  damages  for  a  single  wrong.  The  English  statute  pro\*ides 
against  double  recoveries  by  allowing  the  empk>yee  to  proceed  against  both  the 
employer  and  the  other  person  Uable,  but  prohibits  recovery  of  both  damages 
and  compensation.  By  statute  in  some  of  the  American  States  the  same  result 
is  accomplished  by  subrogating  the  employer  to  the  rights  cf  the  emplo>*ee 
against  the  tort-feasor.  The  West  Virginia  statute  deals  solely  with  the  em- 
ployer and  the  employee  and  makes  no  reference  whatever  to  third  parties.  It 
simply  creates  a  fund  to  which  the  employee  may  apply  for  compensation  for 
injuries  sustained  by  him  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  emplo>inent, 
and  any  employer  subject  to  the  act,  who  shall  elect  to  pay  into  this  fund  the 
premiums  provided  by  the  act,  is  not  liable  to  respond  in  damages  at  common  law 
or  statute  for  the  injury  or  death  of  any  employee  howcN^er  occurring,  after  such 
election  and  during  any  period  in  which  the  employer  is  not  in  default  in  the 
payment  of  such  premiums,  provided,  the  injured  emplo>'ee  has  remained  in  the 
service  with  notice  that  the  employer  has  elected  to  pay  into  the  fund  the  re- 
quired premiums.  This  act  does  not  release  an  employer  from  liability  for  dam- 
ages on  account  of  injury  to  or  death  of  an  employee  caused  by  the  deliberate 
intention  to  produce  such  death. 

There  is  nothing  in  our  statute  which  would  prohibit  an  employee  who  has 
received  damages  from  a  third  person,  from  receiving  from  this  fund  the  amount- 
provided  by  law  by  way  of  compensation  for  damages  arising  out  of  the  same  act. 
W^e  must  therefore  rely  upon  principles  of  common  law  for  the  solution  of  the 
question  involved.  It  is  conceded  that  the  representative  of  the  deceased  re- 
ceived $1,250  as  damages  from  the  railroad  company.  It  is  claimed  by  the  com- 
pensation cormnissioner  that  the  employer  was  Uable  for  damages  for  not  having 
given  the  deceased  a  safe  place  in  which  to  work,  and  that  therefore  the  recovery 
and  payment  of  damages  by  one  tort-feasor  released  the  other.  But  dees  it 
follow  that  because  the  bhck  company  would  be  released  at  common  law  under 
these  circumstances  that  no  resort  may  be  made  under  our  statute  for  further 
compensation  out  of  this  fund  by  one  who  is  a  dependent?  We  think  not.  The 
money  recovered  from  the  railroad  company  or  from  the  brick  company  would  be 
distributed  to  the  parties  in  the  proportions  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  the 
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distribution  of  personal  estate  left  by  a  person  dying  intestate,  while  sums  re- 
ceived from  the  compensation  fund  would  be  paid  to  one  or  more  dependents  of 
the  deceased.  The  amount  which  may  be  received  for  wrongful  act  causing  death 
of  another  is  fixed  by  law  at  such  sum  as  a  jury  may  deem  fair  and  just,  not  ex- 
ceeding $10,000.00.  The  amount  of  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  injured 
person  at  the  time  is  made  the  basis  upon  which  to  compute  the  benefits.  By 
the  workmen's  compensation  act  it  was  intended  to  create  a  fund  to  which  an 
injured  employee  or  his  dependents  in  case  of  death  can  apply  for  compensation, 
instead  of  being  compelled  to  collect  the  same  by  law.  It  partakes  laiigely  of 
the  nature  of  pension.  These  considerations  show  conclusively  that  the  right 
to  compensation  out  of  this  fimd  under  the  statute  and  the  right  to  recover 
damages  of  a  tort-feasor  are  of  such  radical  different  character  that  the  rules  of 
law  invoked  by  the  Honorable  Commissioner  are  not  applicable.  The  fact  that 
the  Administrator  recovered  from  the  railroad  company  does  not  operate  to 
prevent  the  mother  of  the  deceased  from  receiving  compensation  from  this  fund 
as  a  dependent.  Newark  Paving  Co.  vs.  Hattie  Klotz,  Admr'x,  85  N.  J.  Law,  432. 
We  set  aside  the  order  of  the  commissioner  refusing  to  allow  compensation  to 
Franciska  Zubritsky,  mother  of  Bernard  Zubritsky,  deceased,  and  direct  him  to 
ascertain  the  amount  and  pay  the  same  according  to  law. 


Claim  559-12,  John  Culurden. 

(Fatal.) 


The  above  claim  was  this  day  presented  to  the  Commissioner  for  final  action 
on  application  for  compensation  fded  by  S.  G.  Canoutas,  of  Boston,  Mass., 
Attorney,  in  behalf  of  the  widow  of  the  deceased.  Said  application  having  been 
filed  in  this  office  October  26,  1915,  fourteen  days  after  the  expiration  of  six 
months  from  and  after  the  date  of  death. 

The  record  in  this  case  shows  that  John  Culurden,  age  35  years,  Greek,  was 
fatally  injured  April  12,  1915,  while  in  the  employ  of  the  Superior  Pocahontas 
Coal  Company,  Davy,  West  Virginia,  by  coming  in  contact  with  a  live  wire. 

Under  date  August  3rd,  S.  D.  Canoutas,  Attorney,  wrote  the  Public  Service 
Commission  requesting  blanks  upon  which  to  make  claim  for  compensation  in 
behalf  of  the  widow  and  minor  child  of  John  Koulouridis.  Proper  blank  form 
for  such  purpose  was  mailed  to  said  Canoutas  under  date  August  10th,  with  the 
instructions  that  said  application  must  be  filed  with  the  State  Compensation  Com- 
missioner on  or  before  October  12,  1915,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  39  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Azt.  Receipts  of  said  form  and 
information  was  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Canoutas  under  date  September  17, 1915, 
in  which  letter  he  states: 

"  If  it  were  not  for  the  European  war  the  said  application  would  easily 
arrive  there  and  be  returned  in  time.  But  owning  to  the  said  war  and  the 
crippUng  of  our  mail  service  with  Europe,  there  is  some  uncertainty  as 
to  its  getting  there  and  coming  back  within  the  time  specified  by  your 
law.  Therefore  on  behalf  of  my  client  I  beg  to  notify  you  that  in  case 
the  said  application  does  not  reach  here  in  time  or  is  lost  entirely  on  ac- 
count of  the  war,  I  wish  to  reserve  all  my  client's  rights  under  the  Com- 
pensation Act    *    *    *    *." 
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To  which  the  Commissioner  replied  under  date  September  22,  1915,  again 
calling  attention  to  Section  39  of  the  Act,  and  stating  "if  said  application  is  lost 
and  docs  not  reach  this  office  on  or  before  October  12,  1915,  your  client  will  not 
be  entitled  to  compensation  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund." 

On  October  26,  1915,  we  received  from  Mr.  Canoutas,  a  typewritten  applica- 
tion for  compensation  signed  by  Qeanthy  Culurides  in  behalf  of  herself  and 
daughter. 

As  the  injury  causing  the  death  of  said  employee  was  received  April  12,  1915, 
it  would  necessarily  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  of  1913. 

Section  39  of  which  Act,  provides: 

"To  entitle  any  employee  or  dependent  of  a  deceased  employee  to  com- 
pensation under  this  act  the  application  therefor  must  be  made  in  due 
form  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of  injury  or  death  as  the 
case  may  be.  No  person  shall  be  excluded  as  a  dependent  by  reason  of 
being  a  non-resident  alien,  and  non-resident  aliens  may  be  officially  rep- 
resented by  the  consular  officers  of  the  country  of  which  such  aliens  may 
be  citizens  or  subjects." 

Section  8  of  said  Act,  provides: 

"The  commission  shall  adopt  reasonable  and  proper  rules  to  govern  it, 
procedure,  regulate  and  provide  for  the  kind  and  character  of  notices,, 
and  the  service  thereof,  in  cases  of  accident  and  injury  to  employees, 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  proofs  and  evidence,  and  the  method  of  tak- 
ing and  furnishing  the  same,  to  establish  the  rights  to  benefits  or  com- 
pensation from  the  fund  hereinafter  provided  for,  the  forms  of  applica- 
tion of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  or  compensation  there- 
from *  *  *  *  and  prescribe  the  time  within  which  adjudica- 
tions and  awards  shall  be  made." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Section  8,  the  Public  Service 
Commission  formulated  Rules  of  Procedure,  which  Rules  were  duly  adopted 
September  1,  1913,  and  included  the  following: 

Rule  3. — ^Forms  Prescribed.  Printed  forms  of  all  notices,  applications  proofs, 
certificates,  etc.,  necessary  for  perfecting  of  any  claim  before  the  Commission 
will  be  furnished  free  of  charge.   Such  forms  must  be  used  in  all  cases. 

Rule  11. — Apphcation — ^Death.  To  obtain  awards  in  cases  of  injury 
resulting  in  death  within  a  period  of  ninety  days  after  the  d^te  of  such 
injury  (See  Section  33)  application  must  be  made  by  the  executor,  ad- 
ministrator or  dependent  of  the  deceased,  or  by  the  attending  physician 
or  undertaker  where  there  is  no  dependent,  within  six  months  after 
the  death  of  the  injured  employee. 

Said  Rules  having  been  regularly  adopted  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
and  duly  published  as  such. 

From  the  evidence  submitted  in  this  case,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  applica- 
tion for  compensation  on  account  of  the  death  of  John  Culurden,  which  occurred 
April  12,  1915,  has  not  been  filed  in  due  form  within  six  months  from  and  after 
the  date  of  death  of  said  employee,  in  accordance  with  Section  39  of  the  Act, 
and  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  PubUc  Service  Commission^adopted  September 
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1,  1913.  Furthermore  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act  or  the  Rules  of  the  Commission 
authorizing  the  filing  of  an  application  for  compensation  by  an  Attomey-at-Law. 
Application  in  this  case  should  have  been  filed  direct  by  the  dependent,  or  through 
the  Consular  representative  of  Greece,  or  by  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the 
deceased.  We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  dependent  of  the  above  named 
employee  had  no  rights  to  reserve  under  the  Compensation  Act,  having  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  thereof,  and  having  failed  to  abide  by  the  Rules  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission.    Compensation  is  therefore  denied.

Brief  for  Appellant. 


Under  the  interpretation  put  by  this  court  upon  the  constitutional  provisions 
regarding  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  this  court  in  the  case  of  De  Constantin, 
Consul  on  behalf  of  the  dependents  of  Guiseppe  Zippi,  deceased  vs.  Public  Service 
Commission  (75  W.  Va.  32),  it  must  be  understood  that  this  so  called  appeal 
from  the  order  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Commissioner  is  in  reality  an 
■application  or  petition  to  this  court  to  exercise  its  original  jurisdiction  in  deter- 
mining whether  or  not  to  order  an  allowance  of  the  claim  in  question,  after  the 
manner  of  action  in  case  of  an  application  for  a  mandamus  from  this  court  to  any 
ministerial  officer  or  board  whose  acts  are  subject  to  the  supervisory  powers  of 
this  court.  Consequently,  now  for  the  first  time  are  the  questions  of  law  raised 
in  this  case  before  a  tribunal  competent  to  pass  upon  them.  The  acts  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Commissioner  to  all  practical  intents  and  purposes 
have  been  and  are  ministerial.  It  would,  therefore,  follow  that  this  court  will 
pass  upon  all  questions  of  law  involved  in  this  case,  and  will  not  be  limited  to  the 
•one  and  single  point  which  the  Compensation  Commissioner  as  appears  from 
the  final  order  entered  by  him,  deemed  conclusive  of  this  case.  It  is,  however, 
believed  that  the  point  raised  by  the  Commissioner  in  the  final  order  happens 
to  be  the  only  point  in  this  case  about  which  this  court  can  have  any  doubt. 

The  record  in  this  case  sufficiently  establishes  the  facts  that  John  Culurdcn,  a  - 
Greek,  was  instantly  killed  on  April  12,  1915,  by  coming  in  contact  with  a  live 
wire  in  the  mines  of  the  Superior  Pocahontas  Coal  Company,  at  Davy,  West 
Virginia;  that  the  accident  resulting  in  immediate  death,  happened  while  de- 
cedent was  engaged  in  the  regular  duties  of  his  employment;  that  the  Superior 
Pocahontas  Coal  Company  had  complied  in  all  respects  with  the  statute  so  as  to 
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make  the  o(Mn|MUiy  and  its  onployees  subjects  to  and  beneficiaries  of  the  State 
IVorkmen's  Compensation  law;  that  the  death  of  decedent  was  not  caused  by 
self4nflicted  injury,  wilful  misconduct  or  intoxication  of  decedent.  The  record 
shows  clearly  all  of  the  above  facts,  and  that  the  Compensation  Commissioner 
recognized  the  existence  of  the  facts  when  he  ordered  paid  and  there  was  paid  the 
«ntire  funeral  expenses  of  the  decedent,  amounting  to  Sixty-seven  dollars  and 
ninety  cents  ($67.90)  to  and  upon  the  application  of  the  Superior  Pocahontas 
Coal  Company,  the  employer. 

The  foregoing  being  established,  we  now  come  to  the  main  points: 

First:  >Miether  the  claimant,  Qeanthe  Culurides,  is  the  widow  of  John 
Culurden. 

Second:  Whether,  if  the  widow,  she  had  been  supported  by  him  during  the 
twelve  months  next  preceding  the  death. 

Third:  ^liether,  all  other  statutory  requirements  entitling  her  to  coihpen- 
'sation  having  been  satisfied,  application  therefor  has  been  made  in  due  form  within 
six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of  death.  In  passing,  it  may  be  observed  that 
the  last  point  is  the  only  one  referred  to  by  the  Commissioner  in  his  final  order, 
and  apparently  the  only  one  considered  by  him  in  aniving  at  his  decision. 

As  to  the  first  point,  I  think  it  will  be  sufficient  to  show  that  John  Culurden 
really  enjoyed  the  name  of  Coulouhdes,  by  calling  the  court's  attention  to  the 
application  dated  April  20,  1915,  eight  da>'s  after  the  death,  and  filed  with  the 
Commission  April  24,  1915,  made  by  the  brother.  This  application  is  on  a 
regular  blank,  it  is  sworn  to,  and  the  applicant  says  he  is  a  brother  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  then  the  afiOant  signs  himself  Geoiige  Coulouhdes.  Greek  names  are 
so  jaw-breaking  the  coal  company  failed  to  get  the  real  name,  and  invented  the 
name  Culurden,  and  reported  the  death  under  that  name.  But  the  brother's 
application  on  behalf  of  the  wife  shows  the  deceased  to  have  been  John  Coulou- 
rides,  and  that  the  widow's  name  was  Qeanthe.  The  formal  application  signed 
by  the  claimant  and  filed  with  the  Commissioner  on  October  26,  1915,  which  is 
also  under  oath,  shows  that  she,  Qeanthe  Coulouiides,  was  the  wife  of  John 
Coulouhdes,  only  the  Bhtish  Vice  Consul  at  Canea,  Crete,  spelled  the  name 
Culuhdes.  For  the  purpose  of  an  investigation  under  this  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  it  is  submitted  that  the  identity  of  Qeanthe,  the  claimant  in  this 
case,  as  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  John  Culurden,  is  sufiiciently  well  established. 

In  regard  to  the  second  point,  as  to  the  support  of  the  widow  by  the  deceased, 
it  is  established  bv  the  affidavit  of  both  the  wife  and  the  brother  in  the  two 
applications  of  record  last  above  referred  to  and  is  not  denied  or  attempted  to 
be  denied.  And  it  is  doubtful  if  anybody  else  in  the  world  except  the  widow^ 
and  the  brother  would  have  such  knowledge  on  this  particular  point  as  would 
qualify  them  to  testify  in  regard  to  it. 

Upon  the  third  point,  as  to  whether  application  for  compensation  in  due  form 
has  been  made  within  six  months  after  date,  it  ^ill  be  instructive  to  consider  the 
«xact  language  of  our  act,  to  compare  it  with  the  language  of  the  English  Act, 
upon  which  practically  all  the  American  Acts  are  based,  and  to  see  what  con- 
struction the  English  courts  have  put  on  the  similar  language  in  their  own  statute. 

Now,  the  exact  language  of  Section  39,  of  our  Act  is: 

"To  entitle  any  employee  or  dependent  of  a  deceased  employee  to  com- 
pensation under  this  act,  the  application  therefor  must  be  made  in  due 
form  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of  injur>'  or  death,  as  the 
case  may  be.    No  person  shall  be  excluded  as  a  dependent  by  reason  of 
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being  a  non-resident  alien,  and  non-resident  aliens  may  be  officially  rep- 
resented by  the  consular  officers  of  the  country  of  which  such  aliens  may 
be  citizens  or  subjects." 

And  the  exact  language  of  the  English  Act  on  the  same  subject  is: 

"Proceedings  for  the  recovery  under  this  act  of  compensation  for  an 
injury  shall  not  be  maintainable  unless  the  notice  of  the  accident  was 
given  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  happening  thereof  and  before  the 
workman  has  voluntarily  left  the  employment  in  which  he  was  injured, 
and  unless  the  claim  for  compensation  with  respect  to  such  accident  has 
been  made  within  six  months  from  the  occurrence  of  the  accident  causing 
the  injury,  or  in  case  of  death,  within  six  months  of  the  time  of  the  death." 

There  are  certain  provisos  in  the  English  statute  which  are  not  quoted  for  the 
reason  that  there  are  no  similar  provisos  in  our  own  statute,  and  they  have  no 
bearing  upon  the  case  under  our  law.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  English  Act 
provides  for  giving  "notice  of  the  accident'*  and  making  within  six  months 
"claim  for  compensation"  and  the  West  Virginia  act  provides  that,  "applica- 
tion therefor  must  be  made  in  due  form  within  six  month."  (The  words  "there- 
for" referring  to  the  word  "compensation"  earlier  in  the  same  sentence.)  Now, 
there  is  absolutely  nothing  in  either  the  English  or  West  Virginia  act  that  re- 
quires that  the  "notice  of  the  accident,"  "claim  for  compensation"  or  "applica- 
tion therefor"  (meaning  compensation)  shall  be  signed  by  the  injured  person  or 
by  the  dependent  in  case  of  death.  Under  the  English  act  the  employer  is  liable 
to  pay  the  compensation  directly  to  the  injured  employee  or  his  dependent  and 
the  "notice  of  the  accident"  and  "claim  for  compensation"  is  to  be  made  direct 
to  the  employer,  while  under  our  act  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  as 
administrator  of  the  fund  provided  for  that  purpose  disburses  the  compensa- 
tion, and  the  "application  therefor"  is  made  to  him.  But  this  difference  of 
procedure  in  furnishing  relief  to  injured  employees  has  no  bearing  whatever  upon 
the  essential  remedial  nature  of  each  of  the  statutes.  And  while  it  is  the  purpose 
of  both  these  laws  to  protect  in  the  one  case  the  employer,  and  in  the  other  the 
fund  as  administered  by  the  Commissioner,  by  furnishing  to  each  necessary  and 
proper  information  within  a  proper  time  as  determined  by  the  statute,  it  is  not 
the  purpose  of  either  act  to  go  further  than  this  or  to  permit  any  technical  irregu- 
larity to  come  between  the  benefits  provided  by  the  act  and  the  legitimate  ob- 
jects of  its  bounty.  That  this  is  the  view  of  the  English  courts  all  the  decided 
cases  demonstrate. 

In  the  case  of  Taylor  vs.  Nicholson  &  Son  (1915)  Workmen's  Compensation 
and  Insurance  Report  page  42,  it  is  laid  down  in  discussing  the  inability  of  the 
injured  person  to  give  notice. 

"  It  is  not  as  if  the  notice  of  the  accident  had  to  be  signed  by  him.  Cer- 
tainly I  should  be  the  last  person  to  say  that  the  notice  in  writing  under 
the  act  need  be  signed  by  the  workman.  A  notice  by  the  solicitor  is 
perfectly  good,  and  it  may  also  be  given  by  the  wife  or  any  other  relative." 

It  is  submitted  that  making  a  claim  for  compensation  is  in  reality  nothing  more 
or  less  than  giving  a  notice  of  the  claim  for  compensation.  In  Webster  vs.  Cohen 
Brothers  6  Butterworth's  Workmen's  Compensation  Cases,  at  page  97,  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  uses  this  language:    ^ 


Wobkmen's  Compensation  Fund  IZ^ 

"But  the  workman  has  six  months  in  which  to  determine  whether  he 
will  follow  up  his  notice  of  the  accident  with  a  notice  of  the  claim  for 
compensation.* 


t> 


Under  the  English  act  the  claim  for  compensation  is  merely  a  notice — just  as 
much  and  no  less  of  a  notice  than  the  notice  of  the  accident.  They  are  notices 
for  the  reason  that  they  are  required  by  the  act  for  the  express  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing  information — ^that  is  what  the  function  of  a  notice  is.  And  that  is  pre- 
cisely what  the  function  of  the  "application"  for  compensation  under  our  own 
statute  is.  And  there  is  no  more  reason,  in  construing  our  own  remedial  statute, 
to  hold  that  the  application  may  not  be  signed  by  some  person  other  than  claim- 
ant, than  there  was  for  the  English  Judge  to  hold  the  same  way  in  regard  to  the 
notice  of  the  accident.   He  held  as  shown  above,  that 

"A  notice  by  the  solicitor  is  perfectly  good  and  it  may  also  be  given  by 
the  wife  or  any  other  relative." 

Therefore,  if  this  court  should  hold  that  the  application  in  due  form  must  be 
in  writing,  as  the  English  courts  have  held  that  the  notice  of  the  accident  must 
be  in  writing  why  should  not  the  application  given  by  the  American  lawyer  be 
perfectly  good  under  our  statute  just  as  much  as  "a  notice  by  the  soUcitor  is 
perfectly  good"  under  the  English  act?  But  the  Enghsh  courts  go  further  and 
say  that  the  claim  for  compensation  need  not  be  in  writing.  In  Lowe  vs.  M.  Myers 
&  Son  2  K.  B.  (1906)  page  265,  in  construing  the  first  English  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  of  1897,  it  is  said: 

"  Of  course  if  it  was  necessary  that  the  claim  should  have  been  in  writing 
different  considerations  might  arise.  But  the  act  does  not  say  that, 
nor  that  any  particular  formalities  should  be  adopted,  and  in  my  opinion 
it  is  not  necessary  that  the  claim  should  be  in  writing,  or  attended  by  any 
formalities,  provided  that  it  is  a  claim  made  under  the  act."  • 

Ought  not  this  court  to  construe  our  own  law  in  the  same  spirit  that  the  Eng- 
lish Courts  do  theirs?  And  if  our  courts  should  hold  that  the  difference  in  our 
law  requiring  the  administration  of  a  great  fund  by  one  man  among  hundreds  of 
claimants,  instead  of  the  payment  of  compensation  direct  from  the  employer  to 
the  employee,  requires  a  different  construction,  for  practical  reasons  growing  out 
of  the  different  provisions  for  the  disbursement  of  compensation  in  the  two  laws, 
and  should,  as  I  think  very  properly,  hold  that  application  for  compensation 
must  be  in  writing  and  must  contain  information  for  the  Commissioner  adequate 
to  the  proper  performance  of  his  duties — should  not  our  courts  stop  just  here  and 
hold  to  the  principle  of  construction  enunciated  by  Collins  M.  R.  in  the  case  last 
above  cited  on  page  271,  in  the  following  language: 

"That  clearly  shows  that  in  construing  this  act  we  are  as  far  as  possible 
to  deal  with  it  simply  and  to  avoid  all  reference  to  what  Lord  Halsbury 
calls 'Technology.'" 

Practically  the  same  principles  are  laid  down  in  the  following  cases  and  in  the 
following  language: 

Bist  vs.  London  &  South  Western  RS.  R'y  Co.  9  W.  C.  C.  page  22. 
"It  is  quite  true  that  this  act  is  a  remedial  act  and  like  all  such  actfl» 
should  be  construed  beneficially." 
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Adams  vs.  Shaddock  (1915)  2  K.  B.  at  p.  865. 

"We  have  been  told  by  the  House  of  Lords  to  give  the  terms  used  in  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  1897,  their  practical  popular  meaning  and 
not  to  put  a  technical  construction  on  them." 

In  this  case  now  before  the  court  the  facts  are  that  John  and  Gecrge  Coulou- 
rides,  brothers,  came  to  this  country  to  work  in  the  mines,  and  John  left  his  wife, 
Qeanthe  and  an  infant,  now  five  years  old,  in  Crete,  now  a  part  of  Greek  terri- 
tory. They  could  not  speak  or  read  English.  They  were  employed  by  the  same 
•company.  On  April  12,  1915,  John  is  instantly  killed.  George  hears  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  law.  He  desires  to  do  all  he  can  to  help  the  sister- 
in-4aw  and  child  in  Greece.  He  obtains  a  blank  form  of  apphcaticn  from  the 
Commissioner's  office  and  fills  it  out  and  makes  oath  to  it  eight  days  after  his 
brother's  death,  and  it  is  filed  with  the  Compensation  Commission  twelve  days 
after  the  death.  Now  it  *.s  subm'tted  that  within  twelve  days  the  Compensation 
Commissioner  has  been  put  in  possession  of  all  the  information  that  was  obtain- 
able in  regard  to  the  subject  matter  involved  in  this  case  by  the  decedent's  own 
brother,  and  this  information  is  under  oath  and  is  distinctly  stated  in  this  applica- 
tion that  it  is  made  on  behalf  of  the  wife,  Qeanthe  Coulourides,  and  the  infant 
child,  four  years  old.  Now,  this  was  on  the  regular  blank  supplied  by  the  Com- 
missioner himself.  Two  months  passes  and  George,  the  brother,  gets  nothing 
defmite  from  the  Commissioner,  and  he  consults  by  letter  with  a  Greek  lawyer  in 
Boston  and  finally  goes  to  Boston  especiaUy  for  the  purpose  of  doing  what  is 
necessary  to  obtain  for  his  sister-in-law  the  benefits  provided  by  our  law.  Then, 
and  well  within  the  six  months  period,  the  lawyer  employed  writes  to  the  Com- 
pensation Commissioner,  explaining  the  uncertainty  of  the  mails  in  that  period 
of  the  war,  when  all  the  waters  of  the  Mediterranean  around  Crete  were  infested 
with  submarines.  That  lawyer  in  his  letter  again  gives  the  Commissicner  on 
behalf  of  his  client  every  bit  of  information  that  is  contained  on  the  regular 
blanks  when  properly  filled  out.  The  statute  does  net  say  the  application  must 
be  signed  by  the  dependent.  Under  any  liberal  construction  of  it,  can  it  be  held 
that  what  this  woman  could  have  done  by  herself,  sh^  could  not  do  by  her  agent, 
or  her  attorney  or  relative.  Lord  Kennear  uses  the  following  language  irt  Fraser 
vs.  Great  North  of  Scotland  Railway  Company,  38  Scottish  Law  Reporter,  page 
€53. 

*'A11  that  the  statute  requires  is  that  a  claim  shall  be  made,  and  th 
document  which  is  said  not  to  be  a  sufficient  claim,  sets  out  perfectly 
clearly  and  distinctly  everything  which  can  enter  as  an  element  into  the 
composition  of  a  claim  under  the  statute  *  *  ♦  *  It  is  not  the  less 
a  good  claim  because  it  happens  to  be  in  one  of  the  forms  contained  in 
the  schedule  to  the  Sheriff  Court  Act  of  1876." 

It  is  submitted  that  this  is  the  test,  that  no  better  test  can  be  laid  down.    Did 
not  both  the  brother's  application  and  the  lawyer's  letter  set  out: 

"Perfectly  clearly  and  distinctly  everything  which  can. enter  as  an 
element  into  the  composition  of" 
this  claim  under  the  statute?  This  alien  woman,  under  the  exact  language  of  the 
statute,  had  an  inchoate  right,  immediately  upon  her  husband's  death,  to  cer- 
tain benefits,  conditioned,  it  is  true,  upon  the  fulfillment  of  certain  conditions 
precedent.    It  was  a  physical  impossibiUty  to  perform  them  as  a  result  of  an 
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unprecedented  condition  of  war.  What  sort  of  a  construction  would  it  be  to  put 
upon  this  statute  to  say  that  bcause  she  did  not  sign  the  application  she  shall 
lose  all  right  to  compensation.  Why,  the  statute  itself  doesn't  say  the  dependent 
must  sign  it.  And  we  have  seen  how  in  England  a  solicitor  or  relative  can  give 
the  written  "notice  of  the  accident,"  and  that  the  "claim  for  compensation" 
does  not  even  have  to  be  in  writing. 

While  Section  8  of  our  act  gives  the  Ck)mmissioner  the  right  to  "adopt  reason- 
able and  proper  rules  tc  govern  its  procedure  ♦  *  «  ♦  regulate  and  pro- 
vide for  *  *  *  ♦  forms  of  application  of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to 
benefits  of  compensation,  etc.  ♦  *  *  */*  it  is  submitted  that  such  con- 
struction must  be  put  upon  this  section  as  will  harmonize  it  with  the  entire  act 
of  which  it  is  a  part;  that  by  this  section  no  powers  are  granted  the  Commission 
to  do  any  act  or  enact  any  rule  subversive  of  or  in  conflict  with  the  spirit  and 
provisions  of  the  law  as  a  whole;  that  this  section  does  not  permit  the  Com- 
mission (now  the  Commissioner)  by  an  arbitrary  rule  to  substitute  departmental 
red-tape  for  a  living,  remedial  beneficient  law,  affecting  sc  large  a  proportion  of 
cur  population,  and  a  law  which  from  its  very  character  is  and  should  be  broadly 
and  liberally  construed  in  favor  of  the  objects  of  its  bounty  everywhere.  Is  this 
law  to  be  emasculated  by  the  Commissioner's  rules  under  Section  8,  that  the 
employer  must  report  on  a  green  slip;  the  examining  physician  on  a  pink  slip, 
the  witnesses  on  a  white  slip;  and  that  each  slip  must  have  such  and  such  a  for- 
mula of  words;  that  the  same  material  in  the  typewritten  form  cannot  be  con- 
sidered, while  it  would  be  A  No.  1,  when  written  on  the  printed  pink  blank 
furnished  by  the  Commissioner. 

The  statute  provides  that  these  blanks  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  as  an 
aid  and  help  to  anyone  in  need  cf  them,  but  it  does  not  mean  that  the  natural 
beneficiary  shall  be  slaves  to  the  blanks  and  fail  of  their  natural  rights  because 
for  war  or  any  other  reason  they  are  not  available.  The  rule  of  the  Commissioner 
is  that  the  application  must  be  signed  by  the  applicant.  There  isn't  a  word  in  the 
law  itself  that  says  so;  the  English  courts  all  hold  that  the  claim  for  compensa- 
tion does  not  have  to  be  signed  by  the  claimant;  there  is  no  adjudicated  case  in 
this  country  on  this  point;  the  books  contain  the  forms  of  notices  and  application 
adopted  by  the  different  tribunals  in  the  different  states,  but  nowhere  in  these 
United  States  has  it  yet  been  adjudged  that  the  forms  thus  provided  must  be 
used — that  nothing  else  will  do.  This  Section  8  of  our  law  was  taken  bodily  from 
the  Ohio  Workmen's  Compensation  law,  even  the  number  of  the  Section  is  the 
same  (See  Sec.  8,  Acts  1911  of  Ohio  Compensation  Act;  it  can  be  found  on  page 
1439,  Vol.  2.  Bradbur>'*s  Workmen's  Compensation  Law.)  The  Industrial 
Commission  cf  Ohio,  in  commenting  upon  its  own  rules  made  pursuant  tc  this 
Section  8,  of  the  Ohio  law,  says: 

"However,  it  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  enforce  the 
foregoing  and  other  rules  relative  tc  the  time  of  filing  notices,  applica- 
tions, etc.,  where  it  is.  apparent  that  to  enforce  the  same  would  result  in 
injustice.  In  fact  our  rules  of  procedure  specifically  provide  that  such 
rules  shall  not  be  literally  and  strictly  enforced  unless  the  rules  cleariy 
indicate  that  no  injustice  will  be  done.'* 

See  foot  note  page  912,  Vol.  9,  Negligence  and  Compensation  Cases 
Annotated. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  under  any  liberal  construction  of  this  act. 
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applying  the  test  of  what  really  constitutes  the  important  and  essential  elements 
of  an  application  for  compensation,  and  application  in  due  form  has  been  filed  in 
this  case  within  the  six  months  limited  in  the  statute. 

It  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  advance  any  argument  upon  the  point  that  the 
.granting  of  certain  powers  to  the  consul  of  a  country  to  represent  its  citizens  in 
certain  cases,  is  merely  an  aiHrmative  act  of  legislation,  doing  what  it  is  designed 
to  do,  but  having  no  bearing  whatever,  by  implication  or  otherwise,  upon  the 
rights  and  powers  of  the  citizen  himself  to  represent  himself  or  be  represented  by 
■agents  or  attorneys  in  any  legitimate  sphere  of  action. 

I  beg  to  submit  as  an  appendix  to  this  brief  and  as  a  part  of  it  the  written  argu- 
ment which  I  filed  with  Uie  State  Compensation  Commissioner  phor  to  his  pass- 
ing upon  the  case  which  is  set  out  in  the  following  pages:

Dear  Sir: 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  case  of  Qeanthe  Culurden  (Qeanthe 
Koulouridis),  your  No.  559-12.  With  your  permission  I  wish  to  submit  reasons 
^hy  this  case  should  be  re-opened,  and  the  compensation,  provided  by  the 
statute  for  widows,  paid  to  this  woman. 

First:  That  you  have  the  power  to  re-open  this  case  and  take  any  action  and 
make  any  changes  in  former  findings  or  orders  that  may,  in  your  opinion,  be 
justified,  is  settled  beyond  doubt  by  the  language  of  Section  40  of  the  Act  itself. 
This  section  is  as  follows: 

"The  power  and  jurisdiction  of  the  commissioner  over  each  case  shall 
be  continuing,  and  he  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  modifications 
or  change  wiUi  respect  to  former  findings  or  orders  with  respect  thereto,  as, 
in  his  opinion,  may  be  justified." 

Second:  While  the  office  of  State  Compensation  Commissioner  is  primarily 
an  administrative  office,  there  are,  nevertheless,  many  duties  devolving  upon  the 
Commissioner  that  are  judicial  or  quasi-judicial  in  their  nature  and  character. 
All  cases  involving  the  exercise  of  judicial  duties  should  be  treated  as  equitable 
rather  than  legal;  the  spirit  rather  than  the  letter  should  govern;  mere  tech- 
nicalities should  not  out-weigh  the  real  spirit  of  the  act,  justly  and  liberally  con- 
strued. All  courts  that  have  passed  on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  acts  at 
all,  hold  these  acts  to  be  remeaial  in  their  nature  and  subject  to  a  construction 
broad  and  equitable  rather  than  strictly  legal  and  technical.  In  Goulds*  Case 
216  Mass.  at  482,  construing-  the  Massachusetts  Workmen's  Compensation  Act 
which  is  modeled  largely  on  the  earlier  English  Act  and  which  is  m  many  ways 
very  similar  to  our  own,  it  is  held: 

"Giving  due  weight  to  the. phraseology  of  equity  procedure  employed 
in  this  section,  to  the  beneficent  purpose  of  the  act,  which  can  be  enforced 
better  through  the  relief  affordea  by  equity,  and  to  the  character  of  the 
proceeding  itself  and  the  parties  thereto,  it  follows  that,  in  the  main, 
causes  under  the  act  in  court  should  be  treated  as  equitable  rather  than 
legal  in  nature,  procedure  and  final  disposition." 

But  stronger  than  anything  that  can  be  written  of  the  act  by  any  court  is  the 
.act  itself,  wnerein  Section  44  it  is  laid  down,  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  law  in 
•question,  that  the  Commissioner  "may  make  the  investigation  in  such  manner  as 
in  his  judgment  is  best  calculated  to  ascertain  the  substantial  rights  of  the 
parties  and  to  carry  out  lustly  and  liberally  the  spirit  of  this  act." 

Third:  It  is  conceded  that  under  Section  39,  of  this  act:  "To  entitle  any 
■employee  or  dependent  of  a  deceased  employee  to  compensation  under  this  act 
the  application  therefor  must  be  made  in  due  form  within  six  months  from  and 
.after  the  date  of  injury  or  death,  as  the  case  may  be  *    *    *    *."     It  is  con- 
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ceded  that  a  compliance  with  this  section  is  a  condition  precedent  to  any  right 
on  the  part  of  the  widow  and  child  of  the  deceased  in  this  case.  In  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  very  large  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  great 
responsibility  upon  the  Commissioner  to  so  maintain  it  that  it  may  be  ever  ready 
and  ever  adequate  to  answer  any  and  all  legitimate  demands  that  may  be  made 
upon  it,  even  though  imexpected  catastrophes  may  come,  it  is  highly  important 
and  right  that  there  should  be  such  a  provision  in  the  law  that  the  Commissioner 
may  know  with  some  precision  the  maximum  of  demands  up  to  any  ^ven  time. 
But  regardless  of  whether  the  law  on  this  point  is  right  or  not,  it  is  the  law. 
And  though  Qeanthe  Culurden  (Qeanthe  Koulourdis)  was  guilty  of  no  laches, 
and  in  view  of  the  great  distance  to  the  Island  of  Crete  in  the  eastern  Mediter- 
ranean and  the  war  and  consequent  interference  with  the  mails  in  that  sea. 
was  in  no  sense  to  blame  for  not  having  an  application  signed  by  her  in  proper 
person  filed  before  the  Commissioner  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  the 
-death  of  her  husband,  she  is  still  bound  by  the  law  just  as  any  other  person. 
But  conceding  all  this,  it  is  confidentiy  maintained  that  Section  39  of  the  Act  has 
been  absolutely  complied  with,  if  the  Commissioner  is  to  be  governed  in  any 
degree  by  the  spirit  of  this  act  or  even  the  letter  of  it  as  laid  down  in  Section  44, 
wherein  by  the  very  letter  of  the  law  he  "shall  not  be  bound  *  *  *  *"  by 
any  technical  or  formal  rules  of  procedure,  other  t bar  heiein  provided,  but 
may  make  the  investigation  in  such  manner  as  in  his  judgment  is  best  calculated 
to  ascertain  the  substantial  rights  of  the  parties  and  to  carry  out  justiy  and 
liberally  the  spirit  of  this  act."  When  Qeanthe  Culurden  (Koulourdis)  through 
her  attorney.  Seraphim  G.  Canoutas,  sent  the  following  letter,  dated  August 
3,  1915,  to  the  Pufclic  Service  Commission,  which  letter  was  received  and  filed 
by  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  on  August  18,  1915,  all  the  essential 
information  was  formally  presented  to  the  said  Commissioner  that  could  have 
been  furnished  him  if  there  had  been  time  for  the  regular  form  to  have  been  sent 
across  the  ocean,  filled  out  and  sent  back  across  the  ocean,  and  actually  delivered 
to  him  as  was  done  in  this  case  nine  days  too  late  to  come  within  the  statute. 

The  letter  referred  to  is  as  foUo'ws:

I  have  a  claim  for  compensation  in  behalf  of  my  client,  Cleanthe  Koulourdis 
.and  her  minor  child,  both  of  the  island  of  Crete,  Greece,  for  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band, John  Koulourdis,  April  12,  1915,  while  employed  by  the  Superior  Poca- 
hontas Coal  Company,  of  Davy,  West  Vir^nia. 

I  understand  that  a  Compensation  Act  has  been  enacted  in  your  State  pro- 
viding compensation  for  injuries  or  death  to  the  employees  in  the  course  of  their 
•employment.  If  my  information  is  correct  I  shall  thank  you  ver>'  much,  if  you 
will  kindly  let  me  know  with  what  insurance  company  the  above  firm  is  insured 
and  where  I  must  file  my  claim  for  compensation. 

I  also  would  like  to  have  blanks  for  claims  and  other  necessary  information. 
Thanking  you  in  advance  for  the  courtesy  of  an  early  reply,  1  remain. 

Yours  very  respectfully,

And  now,  looking  to  the  substances  and  not  the  shadow,  what  more  could  the 
•Commissioner  want  or  need  to  enable  him  to  properly  administer  the  fund  and 
carry  out  wisely  the  provisions  of  the  act  than  is  contained  in  this  letter?  In  this 
letter  there  is  substantially  the  same  material  called  for  in  the  blank  form  pre- 
pared by  the  Commissioner  and  furnished  free.  This  form,  however,  is  not  a 
part  of  the  act  itself,  but  could  be  changed  at  any  time  by  the  Clommissioner 
•under  the  power  in  relation  thereto,  given  him  by  Sections  8,  and  17  of  the  act. 
For  the  sake  of  uniformity  and  convenience  it  is  altogether  desirable  that  the 
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blanks  should  be  filled  out  when  possible  and  used,  but  it  is  submitted  that  if 
substantially  the  same  information  and  all  that  is  really  material  is  furnished  in 
some  other  form,  that  then  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  act  is  complied 
with. 

In  support  of  this  contention  I  submit  the  following  case,  wherein  sufficiency 
of  notice  required  by  a  statute  as  a  condition  precedent  to  a  right  to  sue  at  laWr 
is  passed  upon  by  a  court  of  law,  according  to  technical  legal  principles. 
There  being  no  question  of  equity,  of  substantial  rights  of  the  parties,  or  a 
liberal  construction  of  the  spirit  of  the  act.  There  was  a  court  of  law  passing, 
on  a  purely  legal  question,  here  is  an  administrative  officer,  vested  with  certain 
judicial  powers,  and  by  the  language  of  the  act  itself  vested  with  broad  powers- 
that  he  may,  untrammelled  by  technicalities,  'ascertain  substantial  rights*  and 
*  cany  out  justly  and  liberally  the  spirit  of  this  act.*  The  case  referred  to  is  Joseph 
Meniz  vs.  Quissett  Mill,  216  Mass.  552.  The  Employer's  Liability  Act  of  Mass.r 
St.  1909,  C.  514.  Sec.  132,  is  as  follows: 

*No  action  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  injury  or  death  under  the 
provisions  of  the  five  preceding  sections  shall  be  maintained  unless  notice 
of  the  time,  place  ancl  cause  of  the  injury  is  ^ven  to  the  employer  within 
sixty  days,  and  the  action  is  commenced  within  one  year  after  the  accident 
which  causes  the  injury  or  death.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  person  injured  or  by  a  person  in  his  behalf.     ♦    *    *    *• 

The  only  question  in  the  case  was  as  to  whether  the  notice  provided  by  the 
above  section  had  been  given,  whether  a  letter  written  by  an  attorney  at  law  was- 
a  compliance  with  this  statute.  The  letter  is  set  out  in  full  in  the  opinion  which 
follows: 

"The  only  question  raised  in  this  case  is  the  sufficiency  of  the  notice^ 
giving  of  whicn  was  a  condition  precedent  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
plaintiff's  action.  Within  the  statutory  time  a  communication  from  a  duly 
authorized  attorney  in  fact  of  the  plaintiff  was  sent  to  the  defendant,  as- 
foUows:

Joseph  Meniz  has  retained  us  in  the  matter  of  his  case  against  your 
company  for  injuries  sustained  through  the  negligent  starting  of  an  engine 
while  said  Memz  was  engaged  in  cleaning  the  fly  wheel  and  was  in  a  posi- 
tion  within  said  wheel  doing  said  work  on  the  twelfth  day  of  June  in  your 
mill  in  the  City  of  New  Bedford. 

We  should  be  glad  to  take  this  matter  up  with  you  at  your  earliest 
convenience.

*This  communication  was  addressed  to  the  defendant.  It  sets  out  with  pre- 
cision the  time  and  place  of  the  accident  and  with  reasonable  sufficiency  of  detail, 
its  cause.  At  least  m  this  respect  it  is  sufficient  to  warrant  a  finding  of  good  faith 
and  that  the  defendant  was  not  misled.  It  is  not  signed  by  the  plaintiflF.  But 
the  requirement  of  St.  1909  C.  515,  Sec.  132  is  that  it  shall  be  *  signed  by  the 
person  injured  or  by  a  person  in  his  behalf.*  It  sufficiently  appears  on  the  face 
of  the  communication  that  this  notice  was  given  by  the  attorney  of  the  plaintiff 
in  behalf  of  the  plaintiff. 

*The  communication  is  couched  in  the  form  of  a  letter  rather  than  a  notice. 
It  frequently  has  been  held  that  notices  required  by  statutes  of  this  sort  are  not 
to  be  construed  with  technical  strictness.  They  are  sufficient  if  enough  appears- 
from  their  terms  to  show  that  they  are  intended  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  a  right 
of  action  as  a  basis  of  a  claim  in  liehalf  of  the  person  injured. 
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*  There  is  a  plain  distinctioa  belip^'cen  a  stalutor>*  notice  and  a  letter  initiating 
negotiations  for  the  settlement  of  a  claim.  This 'distinction  has  been  made  by 
the  Legislature  in  requiring  the  notice.  It  must  be  enforced  by  the  courts. 
Applying  this  principle  to  the  case  at  bar,  the  notice,  although  near  the  line  was  a 
sufficient  compliance  with  the  law.  It  contained  all  the  essentials  of  a  notice  as 
specified  in  the  statute.  The  time,  place  and  cause  of  the  injur\'  wTie  set  out 
adequately.  The  fullness  of  information  contained  in  the  communication,  cover- 
ing m  detail  eN*er>'  requirement  of  a  statutory-  notice^  coupled  with  the  circum- 
stances that  it  was  given  by  an  attomev  at  law  and  directed  to  the  defendant, 
aie  enough  to  distinguish  this  case  from  Crebstein  x-s.  Stone  &  Wilson  Engineering 
Company,  209  Mass.  196  and  McNan^ara  vs.  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  216  Mass., 
506.  The  communication  in  neither  of  these  cases  conveyed  any  information  as 
to  the  cause  of  the  injurx*  and  in  the  Grebstein  case  there  was  also  no  reference 
to  time.  Not  being  notices  either  in  form  or  substances,  but  being  con\Tntional 
letters  demanding  the  settlement  of  a  claim,  they  could  not  be  neld  with  any 
proper  regard  for  its  requirements  a  compliance  with  the  statute.  The  only 
defect  in  the  conununication  at  bar  was  a  failure  to  state  that  it  was  gK'en  as 
and  for  a  statutory  notice.  This  omission  is  not  enough  to  be  fatal  to  its  eliiciency 
as  a  notice,  when  it  is  sufficient  in  all  other  respects.  A  reasonable  person  natu- 
rally would  infer  that  it  was  intended  as  a  notice.* 

The  question  raised  in  the  above  case  is  more  neariy  analogous  to  that  raised 
here  than  that  of  any  other  case  I  could  find.  In  that  case  a  court  of  law\  proverb- 
ially considered  technical  and  cold-blooded,  says  that  *  notices  reouired  by  statutes 
of  this  sort  are  not  to  be  construed  wnth  technical  strictness.  Tney  are  sufficient 
if  enough  appears  from  their  terms  to  show  that  they  are  intended  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fixing  a  right  of  action  as  a  basis  of  a  claim  in  behalf  of  the  person  in- 
jured. '  If  a  court  of  law%  construing  a  question  of  law,  holds  that  letter  of  Walsh 
as  a  compliance  with  the  Mass.  statute,  a  fortiori  ought  the  State  Compensation 
Commissioner,  construing  our  statute  according  to  equitable  principles,  and  by 
the  very  language  of  the  statute  untrammeled  by  *  technical  or  formal  rules  of 
procedure'  to  hold  that  the  letter  from  Canoutas  is  a  compHance  with  our  own 
statute. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  inchoate  rights,  with  which  the  deceased*s 
widow  was  vested  immediately  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  should  not, 
under  the  cireumstances  of  this  case,  be  held  to  have  lapsed  and  died,  but  that 
the  statute  in  regard  to  filing  of  appHcation  has  been  substantially  complied  with, 
and  that  the  widow,  under  the  spirit  of  this  act,  is  now  entitled  to  participate  in 
the  benefits  of  the  fund  created  in  part,  along  with  thousands  of  others,  from  the 
wages  of  the  man,  who  in  his  life  sent  her  money  and  help.**

Statement. 

John  Coulourides,  alias  John  Culurden,  an  alien  Greek,  was  killed  by  a  live 
wire  in  the  mine  of  the  Superior  Pocahontas  Coal  Company  at  Dav>'  in  McDowell 
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•County,  West  Virginia,  on  April  12,  1915,  while  an  employee  of  that  company 
then  covered  by  the  Workmen's  Compensation  law.  Cleantlie  Coulourides 
•claiming  to  be  his  widow  and  dependent,  made  an  application  for  compensation 
for  herself  and  daughter  with  the  Compensation  Commissioner  on  October  26, 
1915.  This  application  was  not  considered  because  it  was  received  and  filed  by 
the  Commissioner  after  it  had  been  barred  by  the  statute  which  requires  that 
■such  applications  must  be  made  within  six  months  after  the  death.  Hence,  the 
-questions  of  dependency,  whether  applicant  was  the  widow,  whether  she  had 
been  supported  by  the  deceased  for  twelve  months  prior  to  his  death,  and  other 
like  matters  going  to  the  merits  of  the  application  were  not  investigated,  con- 
-sidered  or  passed  upon. 

The  only  question  presented  to  the  court  on  this  appeal  is:  Did  the  Commis- 
-sioner  properly  refuse  to  consider  and  act  upon  said  application? 

The  Law.

Acts  of  1913,  Chapter  10,  Section  39: 
[31"  To  entitle  any  employee  or  dependent  of  a  deceased  employee  to  compen- 
•sation  under  this  act  the  application  therefor  must  be  made  in  due  form  within 
-six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  injury  or  death  as  the  case  may  be.  No 
person  shall  be  excluded  as  a  dependent  by  reason  of  being  a  non-resident  alien 
:and  non-resident  aliens  may  be  officially  represented  by  the  consular  officers 
•of  the  country  of  which  such  aliens  may  be  citizens  or  subjects." 

Sec.  39. 

Sec.  8.  "The  Commission  shall  adopt  ♦  *  ♦  *  the  forms  of  applica- 
tion of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  or  compensation.*' 

Sec.  17.  "The  Commission  shall  prepare  and  furnish  free  of  cost  blank  forms 
♦  ♦  *  *  of  applications  for  benefits  or  compensation  from  the  Workmen's 
■Compensation  Fund  *  *  *  ♦  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  employers  to 
•constantly  keep  on  hands  a  sufficient  supply  of  such  blanks."

4.  Knowledge  by  the  commission  that  a  claim  for  compensation  may  exist 
does  not  avoid  the  necessity  of  application  therefor  within  the  time  fixed  by  the 
act.

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Argument. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  West  Virginia  Compensation  Law  creates 
a  fund  collected  from  the  employers  and  employees  and  paid  out  under  State 
regulation.  The  administrator  of  this  fund  representing  both  the  employers 
and  employees,  standing  impartially  between  them,  is  governed  by  the  compact, 
the  terms  of  the  statute.  Not  only  the  individual  employer  and  employee  who 
is  injured,  but  all  the  contributors  to  the  fund  are  interested  in  a  proper  adminis- 
tration thereof.  Compensation  cannot  be  paid  unless 
f  1.  There  is  an  application; 
T  2.    An  application  in  due  form; 

F  3.  The  application  must  be  made  within  six  months  after  the  injury  or  death. 
^  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  not  a  ruling  of  the  Commission,  but  is 
the  very  direction  and  term  of  the  statute.  Unless  these  requirements  are  com- 
plied with  the  Commissioner  is  directed  not  to  pay  compensation,  if  he  did  so  he 
would  violate  the  law,  his  oath  of  office,  engender  a  feeling  of  insecurity  and  dis- 
satisfaction among  the  contributors  of  the  fund  and  subject  himself  to  just 
criticism  and  censure.  The  employers  and  employees  when  they  pay  in  their 
contributions  do  so  under  the  statutory  guarantee  that  the  fund  will  not  be  dis- 
sipated, but  will  be  administered  without  partiality  or  favoritism  to  any  one, 
and  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  statute,  which  is  the  terms  of  the  contract  by 
which  they  pay,  and  on  which  they  rely  when  they  elect  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  the  compensation  law  and  be  governed  by  it. 

There  are  various  strong  reasons  which  could  be  given  why  the  application 
should  be  made  and  filed,  and  in  due  form,  within  a  fixed  time.  The  obligations 
on  the  fund  should  be  known  and  fixed  for  acturial  purposes,  rates  are  required 
to  be  fixed  at  specific  times  based  upon  the  liabilities  against  and  the  claims 
distributed  from  the  fund;  investigations  should  be  made  while  the  claims 
are  fresh  and  before  the  witnesses  are  gone  and  evidence  lost;  dependency,  always 
a  question  of  fact,  should  be  stated  with  certainty  and  under  oath  to  form  a 
basis  of  investigation;  but  the  reasons  which  actuated  this  statutory  requirement 
do  not  concern  us.  The  statute  is  a  sufficient  reason  in  itself.  The  Legislature 
in  its  wisdom  has  passed  a  plain  law,  specific  in  its  terms,  certain  and  definite  in 
its  meaning,  and  it  is  idle  to  speculate  on  the  reasons  therefor. 

"There  is  no  safer  or  better  settled  canon  of  interpretation  that  when 
language  is  clear  and  unambiguous  it  must  be  held  what  it  plainly  ex- 
presses." 

Lewis  Sutherland  Statutory  Construction.  Sec.  367. 

"Where  a  statute  is  plain,  certain  and  unambiguous  so  that  no  doubt 

arises  from  its  own  terms  as  to  its  scope,  meaning,  a  bare  reading  suffices;  then 
the  reasons  therefor  and  interpretation  thereof  are  needless." 

The  Commissioner  sits  as  a  quasi  court  to  decide  upon  the  justness  of  applica- 
tions for  compensation  and  the  filing  of  the  application  in  the  entr>'  of  the  claim- 
ant unto  that  court;  the  limitation  for  such  claims  is  six  months  from  the  time 
they  accrue,  just  as  limitations  on  a  note  or  account.  Since  the  time  of  Richard 
I,  King  of  England,  statutes  of  limitations  have  been  enacted,  regarded  with 
little  favor  at  first,  numerous  expedients  invented  to  avoid  them,  but  now 
considered  as  beneficial  and  resting  on  sound  public  policy.  As  early  as  the 
case  of  Fisher  vs.  Harden  in  1  Paine  (U.  S.)  page  55,  the  court  declared  such 
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statutes  to  be  "among  the  most  beneficial  to  be  found  on  our  books."    "They 
rest  upon  sound  policy,  and  tend  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  society." 

(McClung  vs.  Silliman,  3  Peters,  270.) 

They  are  so  construed  as  to  effectuate  the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  al- 
though in  individual  cases  they  may  produce  hardship.  They  are  not  to  be 
evaded,  except  by  the  methods  provided  therein.  There  is  nothing  in  our 
compensation  act  to  stop  the  running  of  this  six  months  time  in  which. appHca- 
tions  shall  be  made  in  due  form;  sickness,  absence,  insecurity  of  mails,  public 
calamity,  ignorance  or  other  adventitious  circumstances  would  not  excuse  one  of 
our  own  citizens  from  the  running  of  the  time,  and  the  non-resident  alien  is 
surely  not  in  a  superior  vantage  than  the  people  of  our  own  State. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  English  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  1906, 
Sec.  2  is  quite  different  from  our  Act  of  1913,  in  that  the  running  of  the  limitation 
in  the  English  Act  is  stopped  by  mistake,  absence  or  other  reasonable  cause.  It 
reads: 

"Proceedings  for  the  recovery  under  this  act  of  compensation  for  an 
injury  shall  not  be  maintainable  unless  notice  of  the  accident  has  been 
given  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  happening  thereof.  *  *  *  ♦ 
And  unless  the  claim  for  compensation  with  respect  to  such  accident  has 
been  made  within  six  months  from  the  occurrence  of  the  accident  causing 
the  injury;  provided  always  that  *  *  *  *  (b)  the  failure  to  make  a 
claim  within  the  period  above  specified  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  the  main- 
tenance of  such  proceedings  if  it  is  found  that  the  failure  was  occasioned 
by  mistake,  absence  from  the  Kingdom,  or  other  reasonable  cause." 

The  English  courts  have  frequently  been  called  upon  to  decide  what  wa 
"reasonable  cause"  under  this  act.  With  this  provision  of  the  Anglish  Act  and 
the  litigation  arising  therefrom  before  it  our  legislature  fixed  a  straight  limitation 
not  to  be  avoided  by  absence  from  the  country,  imperfect  mails,  pestilence,  war, 
or  "other  reasonable  cause."  If  a  non-resident  alien  dependent  was  to  have  been 
given  more  time  the  legislature  would  have  increased  the  limitation  to  possibly 
12  months  for  these  causes.    But  it  did  not. 

This  same  Section  (39),  dealing  with  the  time  in  which  applications >muFt  be 
filed,  provides  that  "no  person  shall  be  excluded  as  a  dependent  by  reason  of 
being  a  non-resident  alien,  and  non-resident  aliens  may  be  officially  represented 
by  the  consular  officers  of  the  country  of  which  such  aliens  may  be  citizens  or 
subjects."  Thus  the  legislature  seemed  to  recognize  that  the  disadvantage  of 
non-resident  alienship  might  be  overcome  by  resident  official  representation  thus 
in  a  measure  saving  time  and  obviating  distance.  Instead  of  taking  this  con- 
venient sure  and  speedy  method,  a  lawyer  in  Boston  was  employed  to  represent 
this  claimant. 

But  it  seems  to  be  conceded  that  this  plain  provision  of  the  statute  requiring 
the  making  of  an  application  in  due  form  within  six  months  after  the  death  should 
be  complied  with,  and  the  court  is  asked  tc  decide  that  a  letter  written  by  the 
attorney  and  received  by  the  commission  on  August  5,  1915,  is  an  appLcation  in 
due  form.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  letter  was  not  regarded  as  an  application 
by  the  writer  thereof  and  it  was  not  considered  or  relied  upon  as  such  until  after 
the  commissioner  had  refused  the  claim;  on  the  contrary,  "the  European  war 
and  the  crippling  of  our  mail  with  Europe"  was  relied  upon  to  avoid  the  filing  o 
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the  application  in  due  time.  It  will  be  further  observed;  the  death  of  Coulourides 
occurred  on  April  12,  1915,  and  this  attorney  first  wrote  to  the  Commissioner  on 
August  1 3,  1915,  for  forms  and  to  know  where  he  must  file  his  claim,  nearly  four 
months  after  the  death.  The  distance,  the  war,  the  crippling  of  the  mail  service 
should  have  been  considered  before  the  expiration  of  four  months  of  the  six 
months  limitation.  The  excuse  given  for  not  filing  the  application  sooner,  only 
accentuates  the  negligent  loss  of  time.  It  may  be  well  to  here  quote  that  letter 
in  full. 

**  Boston,  Mass.,  August  the  3d,  1915. 
Public  Service  G)mmission, 
Industrial  Accident  Board, 
Charleston,  W.  Va. 
Gentlemen: 

I  have  a  claim  for  compensation  in  behalf  of  my  client,  Geanthe  Kculourides 
and  her  minor  child,  both  of  the  island  of  Crete,  Greece,  for  the  death  of  her 
husband,  John  Koulouridis,  April  the  12th,  1915,  while  employed  by  the  Superior 
Pocahontas  Coal  Company,  of  Davy,  W.  Va. 

I  understand  that  a  Compensation  Act  has  been  enacted  in  your  State  pro- 
viding compensation  for  injuries  or  death  to  the  employees  in  the  course  of 
their  employment.  If  my  information  is  correct  I  shall  thank  you  very  much, 
if  you  will  kindly  let  me  know  with  what  Insurance  Company  the  above  firm  is 
insured  and  where  I  must  file  my  claim  for  compensation. 

I  also  would  like  to  have  blanks  for  claims  and  any  other  necessary  information.. 
Thanking  you  in  advance,  for  the  courtesy  of  an  early  reply,  I  remain.

This  letter  states  that  he  has, 

1.  A  claim  for  compensation  for  a  client; 

2.  That  he  is  informed  that  West  Virginia  has  a  compensaticn  act; 

3.  Asks  what  insurance  company  insured  the  Superior  Pocahontas  Coal  Com- 
pany where  the  husband  of  client  was  killed  April  12,  1915; 

4.  Asks  where  he  must  file  his  claim; 

5.  Asks  for  blanks  and  information. 

This  letter  does  not  have  any  of  the  ear  marks  of  an  application  for  the  payment 
of  compensation,  it  is  a  request  for  information  with  the  evident  intention  of 
ultimately  making  an  application.  The  words,  "Where  must  I  file  my  claim  for 
compensation,"  excludes  the  idea  or  contention  that  the  claim  or  application  is 
then  filed. 

Sec.  39  requires  the  application  to  be  in  "due  form."  It  is  contended  that  no 
form  is  necessary;  that  the  words  "due  form"  have  no  significance;  that  any 
person,  attorney,  friend,  relative  or  stranger  may  make  the  application  for  the 
alleged  dependent,  because  Sec.  39  does  net  say  otherwise.  Following  this 
reasoning  to  its  logical  conclusion,  it  could  be  as  well  contended  that  no  written 
application  is  necessary  because  the  act  does  not  in  terms  require  a  written 
application,  and  that  "due  form"  in  such  cases  where  no  written  application  is 
made  would  be  surplusage,  unless  perhaps  it  referred  to  the  attitude  in  which  the 
applicant,  or  the  applicant's  messenger,  stood,  talked  or  knelt  while  making  it. 
The  kind  of  application,  who  shall  make  it,  the  verification,  in  short,  the  "due 
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from"  is  directed  to  be  adopted  by  the  Commission  in  Sec.  8  of  the  Act  which  says: 
"The  Commission  shall  adopt  *  *  *  *  the  forms  of  application 
of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  or  compensation  therefrom, 

the  method  of  making  investigations,  physical  examinations  and  inspections,  and 
prescribe  the  time  in  which  adjudications  and  awards  shall  be  made." 

The  "due  form"  is  that  adopted  by  the  Commission  as  empowered  and  di- 
rected by  the  statute.  These  two  sections  should  be  read  in  pari  materia.  Surely 
the  legislature  had  the  power  to  direct  the  Commission  to  formulate  the  appli- 
cation, the  due  form,  the  necessary  requirements  to  be  shown  therein.  Instead 
of  prescribing  the  form,  the  legislature  delegated  that  power  to  the  Commission 
and  directed  that  the  Commission  shall  perform  that  duty.  This  is  not  an  un- 
reasonable legislative  delegation  of  power,  and  is  often  done;  nor  is  it  claimed 
that  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Commission  thereunder  is  unreasonable,  harsh, 
unnecessary  or  unlawful.  On  the  contrary  it  is  admitted  that  the  form  is  reasonr 
able  and  proper  and  contains  necessary  data  on  which  to  base  compensation  and 
should  be  used;  but  if  distance  or  uncertainty  of  mails  intervene  then  the  appli- 
cant may  or  may  not  use  this  form  according  to  his  own  desire.  In  other  words, 
if  it  does  not  suit  the  applicant  he  can  dispense  with  the  appUcation  as  adopted 
by  the  Commission  imder  the  direction  of  the  statute. 

In  obedience  to  this  statutory  mandate  that  they  shall  adopt  forms  of 
application,  the  Commission  has  adopted  and  furnishes  free  of  charge  (as  di- 
rected in  Sec.  17)  such  form,  which  is  required  to  be  signed  by  the  applicant, 
under  oath,  showing  whole  or  partial  dependency,  the  relationship,  the  weekly 
wage  of  the  deceased,  the  weekly  amount  contributed  to  support  of  applicant 
by  deceased,  the  amoimt  contributed  during  12  months  prior  to  death,  income  of 
applicant  from  other  sources  (all  necessary  under  the  Act),  the  witnesses  to  the 
accident,  whether  self  inflicted  or  the  result  of  wilful  misconduct  or  violation  of 
rules,  or  the  result  of  intoxication;  how  the  accident  occurred,  if  in  course  of 
employment,  date  thereof,  age  and  occupation  of  deceased,  etc. 

These  are  reasonable  and  proper  requirements  and  are  necessary  for  the  intel- 
ligent administration  of  the  fund.  That  these  statements  should  be  sworn  to  in 
order  to  eliminate  spurious  claimants  and  put  the  applicant  upon  truthful  and 
careful  statements,  under  penalty  of  false  swearing,  is  demonstrated  in  this 
particular  case,  as  another  Greek  claiming  to  be  a  brother  and  a  dependent  sought 
to  have  compensation  awarded  to  himself,  and  filed  an  application  for  that 
purpose. 

The  case  of  Meniz  vs.  Quissett  Mill  216  Mass.  552  is  cited  as  authority  for  this 
court  to  held  that  the  letter  from  Attorney  Canoutas  stating  that  he  has  a  claim 
for  compensation  for  a  client  is  a  sufficient  application  under  our  statute.  The 
relevency  of  that  case  is  net  perceived.  The  Massachusetts  employer's  liability 
act  required  that  notice  of  the  injury  must  be  given  to  the  employer  within  60 
days  after  the  injury,  and  suit  begun  within  one  year  after  the  injury  or  death. 
"  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  person  injured,  or  by  a  person 
in  his  behalf.''  Attorneys  had  given  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  cause  of  the 
injury  to  the  employer  by  a  letter  which  was  signed  by  them  and  not  by  the 
injured  person;  and  the  court  very  properly  held  that  as  the  statute  Sec.  132 
required  that  the  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  injured  or  by  a  person  in 
his  behalf,  "it  sufilciently  appears  on  the  face  of  the  communication  that  this 
notice  was  given  by  the  attorney  of  the  plaintiff  in  behalf  of  the  plaintiff." 

It  is  urged  that  a  liberal  construction  should  be  given  to  the  act  being  remedial 
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in  its  nature  as  would  nullify  the  requirement  of  an  application  within  six  months; 
that  the  Commission  "shall  not  be  bound  by  any  technical  or  formal  rules  of 
procedure  other  than  herein  provided."  (The  statute  fixes  the  limitation  itself 
and  not  the  Conunission)  and  carry  out  liberally  the  spirit  of  the  act.  This  is 
true,  but  the  G)mmissioner  is  not  authorized  to  set  aside  and  annul  a  plain  pro- 
vision of  the  very  act  itself. 

In  effect  the  Commissioner  and  this  court  is  asked  to  ignore  the  six  months- 
provision,  on  the  grounds  that  the  applicant  is  a  widow,  hves  at  a  great  distance^ 
and  that  mails  are  uncertain  because  of  a  foreign  war.  To  illustrate:  Had  the 
applicant  lived  at  Parkersbuig,  and  employed  a  lawyer  there  who  wrote  to  the 
Commission  stating  that  the  claim  had  been  placed  in  his  hands,  asking  for 
forms  and  where  and  how  he  should  file  his  application,  and  then  not  make  the 
application  until  the  six  months  had  expired,  neither  the  Commissioner  nor 
this  court  would  consider  the  claim  for  a  moment.  The  only  difference  in  the 
two  cases  is  that  of  alienage,  a  greater  distance,  and  uncertainty  of  the  mails 
occasioned  by  a  foreign  war.  Hence  it  is  upon  the  injection  of  these  latter  grounds 
that  the  court  is  asked  to  set  aside  the  statute. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  comments  of  the  Industrial  Commission  of  Ohio  upon 
the  rules  adopted  by  it  under  Sec.  8  of  the  compensation  act  of  that  state  with 
reference  to  the  filing  of  appUcations  for  compensation,  notices  and  the  like. 
It  will  be  observed  upon  reading  the  rules  adopted  they  do  not  modify  the  re- 
quirement of  the  law  that  applications  for  compensation  shall  be  made.  There 
appears  to  be  no  limit  of  time  for  filing  applications  under  the  Ohio  law;  that 
is  left  to  be  fixed  by  the  Commission  under  its  rules  of  procedure  authorized  by 
said  Sec.  8.  These  rules  were  Nos.  4  and  7  and  required  preliminary  application 
within  one  week  from  receiving  injury  showing  time,  place  and  nature  of  injury, 
and  following  by  supplemental  application  for  award  within  3  months  from  time 
of  injury.  After  saying  that  the  rules  promulgated  by  it  should  "not  be  hterally 
and  strictly  enforced  unless  the  rules  clearly  indicate  that  no  injustice  would  be 
done,*'  the  Industrial  Conunission  in  dismissing  the  case  because  proceedings 
were  not  begun  in  time  prescribed  by  its  rule,  further  said : 

"The  fact  that  the  preliminary  application  of  the  claimant  was  filed 
nearly  six  months  after  the  injury,  should  of  itself  suggest  to  the  Com- 
mission the  advisability  of  requiring  full  and  complete  proof  of  the  injury 
and  the  resulting  disabifity." 

The  six  months'  limitation  with  us  is  a  rule  of  law,  and  not  a  rule  established  by 
the  Commission. 

Application  for  compensation  must  be  filed  within  time.  The  New  Jersey  Act 
of  1913  bars  a  claim  "unless  within  one  year  after  the  accident  one  of  the  parties 
shall  have  filed  a  petition  for  adjudication  of  compensation. 

"The  plaintifT  was  injured  May  9,  1913.  His  petition  was  presented 
to  the  Judge  of  court  on  May  8,  1914  and  the  Judge  ordered  it  filed  with 
the  Qerk  of  the  court.  It  was  not  actually  filed  until  May  13th.  The 
statute  (P.  L.  1913  pp.  302,  314)  bars  the  plaintifTs  claim  'unless  within 
one  year  after  the  accident  one  of  the  parties  shall  have  filed  a  petition 
for  adjudication  of  compensation.'  It  is  now  urged  by  the  plaintiff  that 
the  presentation  to  the  Judge  was  equivalent  to  the  filing.  It  is  enough 
to  say  that  the  Judge  and  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiff  did  not  so  treat 
it.   The  Judge  made  an  order  that  it  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court. 
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and  the  attorney  complied  with  the  order  five  days  later.    The  plain- 
tifFs  right  to  compensation  is  therefore  barred  by  express  statutory  enact- 
ment.  The  judgment  of  the  plaintiff  must  be  set  aside  with  costs." 
Hendrickson  vs.  Public  Service  R.  R.  Co.,  94  Atl.  Reptr.  402,  (1915). 

In  this  connection  see  Dane  County  vs.  Industrial  Commission  of  Wisconsin, 
9  N.  C.  C.  Cases  p.  906,  note. 

Where  a  workman's  eye  was  injured  and  compensation  paid  by  the  employer 
until  the  workman  returned  to  work  believing  the  eye  to  be  cured,  and  more 
than  six  months  elapsed  after  the  last  payment  of  compensation,  the  eye  formed 
cataract,  caused  by  the  injury,  with  consequent  loss  of  sight,  when  an  applica- 
tion for  compensation  was  then  filed,  it  was  held  that  the  six  months'  limitation 
had  expired,  and  the  applicant  not  entitled  to  compensation. 

State  vs.  Ocean  Short  R.  R.  Co.  2  Col.  Ind.  Ace.  Comm.  (1915). 

Ignorance  of  the  law  is  not  excuse  for  making  claim  for  compensation 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Act. 

Judd  vs.  Metropolitan  Asylum  Board,  5  Butterworth's  Compensation 
Cases,  420; 

Roles  vs.  Pascall  &  Sons,  4  Butterworth's  Compensation  Cases,  148. 

In  the  latter  case  above  quoted  Judge  Cozens-Hardy  said: 

"In  my  opinion  we  should  be  in  fact  really  repealing  the  period  of 
limitation,  namely,  six  months,  which  is  distinctly  imposed  by  the  act 
if  we  were  to  say  that  any  person  could  escape  from  that  and  bring  his 
claim  any  time  afterwards,  if  he  could  prove  that  he  had  never  heard  of 
the  existence  of  the  act,  or  did  not  know  anything  about  its  contents." 

An  agent  of  an  insurance  company  which  had  insured  the  employer 
attempted  to  settle  with  the  injured  employee,  who,  upon  advice  of  a 
lawyer  would  not  settle,  but  claimed  damages.  He  afterwards  employed 
the  lawyer  who  did  not  file  his  claim  until  six  months  had  elapsed  which 
the  act  gave  for  making  a  cl^im,  after  the  date  of  the  injury.  The  claim 
was  disallowed  by  the  court  as  not  having  been  presented  in  time.  It 
will  be  observed  that  both  employer,  employee  and  the  insurance  com- 
pany were  fully  aware  of  the  existence  and  nature  of  the  injury.

Under  the  English  Compensation  Act  a  claim  for  an  injury  is  a  personal 
one  to  be  exercised  within  six  months  and  cannot  be  made  except  by  the 
dependent. 

Kyle  vs.  McGinty's,  4  Butterworth's  Ck)mpensation  Cases,  389. 

The  court  should  not  render  nugator>'  this  mandator^'  requirement  of  the  statu  tCi 
and  the  procedure  thereunder  authorized  and  directed  by  the  legislature,  by 
holding  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  and  request  for  blanks  is  an  application  in  due 
form  for  compensation;  or  by  holding  that  ignorance  of  the  la>\\  or  want  of 
prompt  procedure  thereunder,  coupled  with  foreign  residence,  great  distance. 
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and  uncertainty  of  the  mails  occasioned  by  any  cause  would  be  grounds  for  so 
''liberally  construing"  the  statute  as  to  completely  emasculate  it. 
It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  law  should  be  upheld.

CULURIDES  VS.  OTT,  COMPENSATION  COMMISSIONER. 

Kanawha  County  Order  of  Commissioner  Vacated. 

Lynch,  Judge.  Proceeding  Remanded. 

Syllabus. 

Under  Chapter  15-P,  Code,  requiring  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner 
in  administering  the  workmen's  compensation  fund  to  ascertain  the  substantial 
rights  of  the  claimants  in  such  manner  as  will  "carry  out  justly  and  liberally  the 
spirit  of  the  act"  unrestricted  by  technical  and  formal  rules  of  procedure,  an 
application  by  the  brother  of  a  miner,  who  died  from  an  injury  not  self-inflicted 
or  resulting  from  wilful  misconduct  or  disobediene  of  the  rules  of  an  employer 
entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  act,  but  inflicted  in  the  course  of  the  employment, 
made  out  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the  commissioner,  except  as  to  the  signature 
of  the  claimant,  and  filed  in  due  time — supplemented  by  information  furnished 
by  an  attorney  of  the  claimant  and  a  like  application  duly  signed  by  her,  she 
being  a  dependent  and  resident  on  the  Island  of  Crete,  and  filed  with  the  com- 
missioner, though  by  reason  of  the  foreign  residence  twelve  days  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  limitation  fixed  by  the  statute,  and  information  ascertained  by  inves- 
tigation conducted  by  agents  of  the  commissioner — the  data  so  furnished  showing 
a  meritorious  claim  to  compensation,  together  constitute  a  valid  application 
therefor,  warranting  payment  out  of  such  fund. 

Lynch,  Judge. 

The  claim  of  Cleanthe  Gulurides  and  her  infant  son  four  years  old,  resident  in 
the  Isle  of  Crete,  against  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  now  administered 
by  the  Hon.  Lee  Ott,  state  compensation  commissioner,  was  disallowed  and 
refused  by  him,  solely  because  an  application  therefor  made  out  in  due  form  and 
signed  by  the  claimant  in  person  was  not  filed  within  the  six  months'  limitation 
period  prescribed  by  Sec.  39,  Chap.  9,  acts  1913.  John  Culurides  was  killed  in- 
stantly by  contact  with  a  highly  charged  electric  wire  operated  in  the  mines 
wherein  he  was  employed  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  He  and  his  brother,  George, 
were  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Superior  Pocahontas  Coal  Company  at  its 
colliery  located  at  Davy  in  McDowell  County.  The  wife  and  son  of  the  decedent 
remained  on  the  Island  of  Crete.  Both  were  dependent  upon  him  for  maintenance 
and  support.  The  coal  company  had  qualified  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of 
the  act,  and  thereby  secured  itself  against  actions  for  injuries  infiicted  upon  its 
employees  in  the  course  of  their  employment. 

The  accident  occurred  April  12,  1915.   The  act  of  1913,  constituting  the  public 
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service  commission,  and  appointing  it  as  administrator  of  the  fund  to  be  raised 
thereunder  to  compensate  persons  injured  in  industrial  operations,  was  then 
in  force  and  effect;  the  act  of  1915,  superseding  it  and  substituting  the  state 
compensation  commissioner  as  such  administrator,  not  taking  effect  until  some 
time  thereafter.  Within  twelve  days  after  the  date  of  the  accident  resulting  in 
death,  George  Culurides,  a  brother  of  the  decedent,  having  in  some  manner 
not  disclosed  procured  one  of  the  blank  forms  prescribed  by  the  public  service 
commission  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  information  required  to  enable  the 
administrator  of  the  fund  to  determine  the  legality  of  the  claim  of  right  to  par- 
ticipation therein,  executed  the  foim  on  behalf  of  the  dependents  and  filed  it 
with  the  compensation  commissioner.  This  application,  when  completed,  con- 
tained all  the  data  indicated  by  the  commission,  and  conformed  to  all  require- 
ments deemed  by  it  essential  in  support  of  a  claim,  except  that  it  was  signed  by 
Geox^e  Culurides  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  claimants  and  not  by  them  in  propiia 
persona.  This  application  the  administrator  of  the  fund  refused  to  consider' 
though  filed  with  him  in  ample  time,  because  of  the  absence  of  the  personal  sig 
natures  of  the  claimants;  and  he  so  notified  the  Superior  Pocahontas  Coal  Com- 
pany or  some  of  its  officials. 

After  some  delay,  by  the  commissioner  deemed  unreasonable,  George  Culuride 
engaged  the  services  of  a  Boston  attorney  of  the  same  nationality,  named  Conoutas 
to  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  widow  and  son  in  securing  the  claim.  Thereupon 
the  attorney,  by  letter,  advised  the  commissioner  of  the  employment,  and  from 
him  requested  such  information  as  would  enable  the  attorney  properly  to  present 
the  claim  and  secure  its  allowance.  From  some  source,  preslunably  from  the 
commissioner  himself,  the  attorney  obtained  another  blank  application,  which 
he  or  someone  for  the  claimants  prepared  in  due  form  and  obtaijied  the  signature 
of  the  widow  thereto,  the  infant  being  of  such  immature  years  that  he  could  not 
in  person  execute  it.  As  it  was  necessary,  under  the  ruling  of  the  commissioner, 
to  forward  the  application  to  the  Island  of  Crete  for  the  signature  of  the  widow 
before  he  would  consider  or  allow  it,  the  filing  thereof  was  delayed  until  twelve 
days  after  the  termination  of  the  six  months'  period.  Whether  this  delay  wa& 
fatal,  in  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  is  the  question  presented  by  this  record. 

The  acts  of  1913  and  1915  did  require  the  claim  to  be  presented  in  due  form  with- 
in six  months  from  the  date  of  the  death.  But  they  do  not  expressly  require  the 
application  to  be  written  or  signed  by  the  claimant.  There  is  no  provision  of 
that  character  in  either  statute.  Both  acts  empower  the  administrator  to  pre- 
scribe "the  forms  of  application  of  those  claiming  to  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  compensation."  But,  conceding  this  provision  ample  to  require  the  claimant 
personally  to  sign  the  appUcation,  other  expression  of  both  statutes  unmistakably 
evince  an  intention  to  preclude  a  strict  construction  in  avoidance  of  the  purpose 
of  these  enactments.  They  are  to  be  construed  and  enforced  untrameled  by 
technicalities  or  restrictions  except  such  as  are  provided  in  the  acts  themselves. 
For,  according  to  Section  44  of  both  acts,  the  administrator  of  the  fimd  "shall 
not  be  boimd  by  the  usual  common-law  or  statutory  rules  of  evidence,  or  by  any 
technical  or  formal  rules  of  procedure  other  than  herein  provided,  but  may  make 
investigations  in  such  manner  as  in  its  judgment  is  best  calculated  to  sustain  the 
substantial  rights  of  the  parties  and  to  carry  out  justly  and  liberally  the  spirit  of 
this  act." 

From  what  has  been  said  and  that  efforts  that  have  been  made  by  the  friends 
of  the  claimants  acting  for  and  on  their  behalf,  it  is  obvious  that  both  the  public 
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service  commission  and  the  state  compensation  conmiissioner,  as  authorized  by 
the  respective  acts,  were  advised  fully  of  the  death  of  John  Culurides;  that  he 
died  inunediately  as  the  result  of  an  injury  inflicted  while  engaged  in  duties  as 
signed  to  him  by  his  employer;  that  the  claimants  were  his  widow  and  infant 
and  and  dependents  on  him  for  maintenance  and  support,  and,  as  such,  were 
persistently  pressing  their  rights  to  participation  in  the  fund  by  reason  of  the 
death  of  the  husband  and  father. 

That  George  Culurides  was  acting  for  and  on  their  behalf  clearly  appears  from 
the  application  which  he  presented.  He  did  not  presume  to  represent  himself 
in  the  matter,  as  seems  to  be  intimated  by  counsel  for  the  commissioner.  The 
only  basis  for  this  contention  is  the  unerased  printed  statement  on  the  prescribed 
form  used  by  him  that  he  was  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  de- 
pendents. The  failure  to  correct  the  form  of  application  by  striking  out  the  mis- 
leading statement  resulted  from  the  inadvertence  of  the  scrivener  who  filled  the 
blanks,  as  reasonably  may  be  inferred  or  surmised.  Evidently,  George  Culurides 
could  not  do  more  Uian  furnish  the  information  necessary  to  the  consummation 
of  the  application.  He  could  neither  speak  nor  write  any  language  other  than 
his  native  tongue.  It  is  obvious  he  was  not  and  did  not  pretend  to  be  a  claimant 
of  the  fund  as  a  dependent  of  his  deceased  brother.  His  sole  purpose,  apparently, 
was  to  put  in  motion  the  proceedings  which  would  eventually  result  in  an  award 
from  the  compensation  fimd  of  such  part  thereof  as  the  widow  and  infant  son 
were  entitled  to  as  the  actual  dependents  of  the  husband  and  father.  Besides, 
in  every  important  particular  except  as  to  signatures,  the  appUcation  on  its 
face  clearly  furnished  all  the  data  necessary  to  pass  upon  the  justness  of  the 
claim  and  the  persons  entitled  thereto.  If  signed  in  their  own  handwriting,  it 
would  not  have  been  more  explicit. 

The  data  so  given  was  supported  and  supplemented  further  by  the  attorney 
employed  by  George  Culurides  to  assist  the  claimant.  The  facts  so  furnished, 
when  considered  in  connection  with  and  as  a  part  of  the  later  application  duly 
signed  by  the  beneficiaries  and  presented  to  and  filed  by  the  commissioner,  al- 
though twelve  days  late,  show  a  reasonable  and  persistent  effort  to  assert  and 
press  the  claim  to  participation  in  the  fund  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  claimants 
within  the  six  months'  period.  Besides,  upon  their  own  initiative,  the  conunission 
and  the  compensation  conmiissioner,  acting  under  the  respective  statutes,  and 
by  and  through  their  agents  and  representatives,  as  shown  by  their  reports, 
which  constitute  a  part  of  the  record,  verified  each  and  every  statement  conr 
tained  in  the  two  applications  and  the  communication  of  the  legal  representative 
of  the  claimants. 

In  these  circumstances,  to  refuse  to  allow  the  claim  of  the  dependents  ignores 
the  liberality  which  the  statute  requires  to  effectuate  its  purpose.  Its  provisions 
indicate  that  all  that  is  deemed  necessary  is  that  a  claim  shall  be  made;  and  if 
the  form  which  the  commissioner  held  insufficient  states  with  distinctness  and 
particularity  everything  which  can  enter  as  an  element  into  the  composition  of 
the  daim  under  the  statute,  it  is  no  less  good  because  it  does  not  happen  to  be 
signed  by  the  claimants  in  person.  Flesher  vs.  Railway  Co.  38  Scot.  Law  Rep. 
653.  The  Industrial  Commission  of  Ohio  declined  to  construe  strictly  its  own 
rules  and  regulations  relating  to  applications  for  compensation,  where  otherwise 
injustice  would  result.   9  Com.  Cas.  Ann.  912  (Note). 

Whenever  an  application  for  compensation,  based  on  an  apparently  meritorious 
daim,  seems  sufficient  and  regular,  and  indicates  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
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-claimant  or  those  acting  for  and  on  his  behalf  to  assert  such  claim  and  demand 
contribution  out  of  the  fund  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  as  in  this  case,  it  ought  not 
to  be  defeated  by  a  strict  adherence  to  rules  of  procedure  not  expressed  in  the 
statute,  although  formulated  pursuant  to  its  authorization.  Certainly,  such 
defeasance  should  not  be  permitted  under  a  statute  which  in  terms  requires  a 
construction  according  to  equitable  principles  free  and  untrammeled  by  formal 
and  technical  rules  of  procedure.  Of  course,  where  no  attempt  is  made  to  prepare 
and  file  an  application  w^ithin  the  required  six  months,  the  claim  cannot  be  al- 
lowed. Of  that  no  doubt  can  arise.  The  statute  is  imperative  in  that  respect. 
However,  as  manifestly  appears,  the  claim  here  was  pressed  persistently  during 
the  whole  of  that  p>eriod;  and  the  various  efforts  exerted,  considered  together, 
•constitute,  as  we  think,  a  sufficient  compliance  with  all  reasonable  requirements 
in  contemplation  of  the  workmen's  compensation  acts  to  justify  and  compel  the 
allowance  of  the  claim  of  the  widow  and  son  as  dependents  of  the  decedent. 
And,  as  nothing  remains  to  be  done  except  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  allowed,  our 
order  will  vacate  the  order  of  the  compensation  commissioner  and  remand  the 
proceeding,  with  direction  to  ascertain  the  amount  to  which  they  may  be  entitled 
And  to  provide  for  its  payment  in  the  manner  required  by  law. 


Claim  No.  575-7,  George  Archibald. 

(Fatal.) 

.July  8th,  1915. 
The  above  claim,  together  with  the  evidence  on  file,  was  this  day  duly  pre- 
sented to  the  Commissioner  for  consideration,  and  upon  an  examination  of  the 
evidence  submitted  it  appears  that  George  Archibald,  of  Glenwood,  West  Vir- 
ginia, was  en  April  28th,  1915,  employed  by  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company  of 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  in  the  capacity  of  a  plumber.  He  was  on  said  date  em- 
ployed in  the  High  School  building  in  said  city  of  Wheeling,  and  on  the  morning 
of  April  28th  while  so  employed,  he  drank  from  a  bottle  in  said  building  which 
contained  "Lapodolith"  the  drinking  of  which  resulted  in  his  death  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  same  day.  The  said  bottle  containing  this  liquid  was  not  the  property 
of  Mr.  Archibald's  employer,  but  was  brought  into  said  building  by  an  employee 
of  Fetzer  &  Winger  Company  who  also  had  a  contract  in  said  building.  Said 
liquid  to  be  used  on  the  work  of  said  Fetzer  &  Winger  Company.  Mr.  Bowman, 
an  employee  of  Fetzer  &  Winger  Company,  used  the  contents  of  said  bottle  on 
the  Saturday  and  Monday  prior  to  the  28th  of  April,  and  after  using  same  placed 
the  bottle  in  the  corner  gf  the  gallery  in  said  building,  which  is  located  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  building.  He  set  the  bottle  in  a  bucket,  stood  a  broom  up  in  it, 
and  placed  a  ** Poison"  sign  on  it.  Mr.  Archibald's  office  or  work  shop  was  lo- 
cated in  the  lower  end  of  the  building,  and  had  therein  a  water  bottle  for  his  use, 
yet  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  at  about  11  o'clock  in  the  morning  on 
April  28th  he  went  to  the  balcony  on  the  third  floor  of  the  building,  and  drank 
from  the  bottle  which  Mr.  Bowman  placed  in  the  bucket,  and  labled  "poison" 
although  he  had  his  own  water  bottle  in  his  work  shop.  It  nowhere  appears  in 
the  evidence  that  the  Schcfield-Cowl  Company,  Mr.  Archibald's  employer,  had 
anything  whatever  to  do  with  said  bottle,  or  were  in  any  way  responsible  for  its 
being  in  said  building. 
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The  deceased  was  on  April  28th  in  the  employ  of  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company, 
and  to  entitle  the  dependents  of  the  deceased  to  compensation  from  the  Work- 
men's Ck)mpensation  Fund,  it  would  be  necessary  that  they  prove  conclusively 
that  the  employee's  death  was  the  result  of  an  injury  received  in  this  state  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  his  said  employment  with  the  Schofield-Cowl  Com- 
pany. The  placing  of  this  bottle  of  Lapodolith  in  the  School  building  by  an 
employee  of  the  Fetzer  &  Winger  Company,  under  their  instructions,  could  in 
no  way  be  considered  a  risk  incident  to  Mr.  Archibald's  employment  as  a  plumber 
by  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company,  consequently  the  death  of  Mr.  Archibald  could 
not  be  considered  as  having  resulted  from  an  injury  received  in  the  course  of 
and  resulting  from  his  employment  as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act. 

"In  order  that  compensation  may  be  due,  the  injury  ^ust  both  arise 
out  of  and  also  be  received  in  the  course  of  the  employment.  Neither 
alone  is  enough.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  an  injury  is  received  in  the 
'course  of*  the  employment  when  it  comes  while  the  workman  is  doing  the 
duty  which  he  is  employed  to  perform.  It  arises  *out  of*  the  employment 
when  there  is  apparent  to  the  rational  mind  upon  consideraticn  of  all  the 
circumstances  a  casual  connection  between  the  conditions  under  which 
the  work  is  required  to  be  performed  and  the  resulting  injury.  Under 
this  test,  if  the  injury  can  be  seen  to  have  followed  as  a  natural  incident 
of  the  work  and  to  have  been  contemplated  by  a  reasonable  person  fam- 
iliar with  the  whole  situation  as  a  result  of  the  exposure  occasioned  by 
the  nature  of  the  employment,  then  it  arises  *out  of  the  employment. 
But  it  excludes  an  injury  which  cannot  fairly  be  traced  to  the  employment 
as  a  contributing  proximate  cause  and  which  comes  from  a  hazard  to  which 
the  workman  would  have  been  equally  exposed  apart  from  the  employ- 
ment. The  causative  danger  must  be  peculiar  to  the  work  and  not  com- 
mon to  the  neighborhood.  It  must  be  incidental  to  the  character  of  the 
business  and  not  independent  of  the  relation  of  master  and  servant. 

In  Re  Employer's  Liability  Assurance  Corporation,  102  N.  E.  697. 

Mr.  Archibald's  employment  as  a  plumber  was  not  such  as  would  expose  him 
to  the  risk  of  drinking  poison;  the  causative  danger  was  not  peculiar  to  his 
employment,  but  was  common  to  the  neighborhood,  that  is,  he  was  no  more 
exposed  to  this  danger  than  any  other  person  in  or  about  the  building  who  may 
be  employed  as  carpenters,  electricians  or  any  other  line  of  employment.  The 
cause  of  the  injury  was  in  no  way  under  the  control  of  his  employer,  it  was  no 
part  of  his  contract  of  service  that  the  employer  was  to  furnish  water  in  bottles, 
this  method  having  been  adopted  by  the  employees  for  their  own  convenience,, 
and  it  would  not  be  contemplated  by  a  reasonable  person  that  this  injuiy  resulted 
as  a  natural  incident  to  his  employment  as  a  plumber  for  the  Schofield-Cowl 
Company. 

"It  is  not  enough  for  the  applicant  to  say,  *The  accident  would  not 
have  happened  if  I  had  not  been  engaged  in  that  employment,  or  if  I 
had  not  been  in  that  particular  place. '  He  must  go  further,  and  must  say^ 
*The  accident  arose  because  of  something  I  was  doing  in  the  course  of  my 
employment,  or  because  I  was  exposed  by  the  nature  of  my  employment 
to  some  peculiar  danger."    Unless  something  of  that  kind  is  established^ 
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the  applicant  must  fail,  because  the  accident  is  not  one  arising  out  of  the 
employment. 
Amys  vs.  Barton  5  B.  W.  C.  C.  117. 

After  carefully  reviewing  the  evidence  in  this  case,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
Geoiige  Archibald's  death  was  not  the  result  of  an  injury  received  **  resulting  from 
his  employment*'  as  a  plumber  with  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company;  that  cause 
of  his  death,  the  bottle  of  Lapodolith,  was  in  no  way  under  the  control  of  his 
employer,  that  the  drinking  from  the  bottle  was  an  act  of  his  own  volition,  and 
not  a  risk  incident  to  his  employment,  consequently  compensation  is  refused 
dependents  of  the  said  George  Archibald,  on  the  ground  that  death  was  not  the 
result  of  an  injury  received  both  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employ- 
ment, as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.

Brief  of  Appellant. 

George  A.  Archibald,  the  husband  and  father  of  the  petitioners,  was  a  plumber 
by  occupation  and  having  his  residence  at  Glenwood,  near  ^lieeling,  Ohio 
County,  West  Virginia. 

Mr.  Archibald  was  employed  as  a  plumber  by  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company, 
of  Wheeling,  W.  Va.  The  Schofield-Cowl  Company  had  elected  to  pay  into  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  the  premiums  provided  by  the  Act. 

On  April  28th,  1915,  and  for  about  six  months  prior  to  that  time,  George  Archi- 
bald had  been  engaged  in  installing  plumbing  in  the  new  High  School  Building 
in  the  City  of  Wheeling.  On  the  morning  of  April  28,  1915,  he  was  directed  by 
Mr.  Cowl,  of  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company,  to  go  to  the  new  High  School  Build- 
ing and  work  upon  the  grills.  In  fixing  the  grills,  Mr.  Archibald  would  of  necessity 
be  compelled  to  visit  every  room  in  the  building. 

On  the  day  the  injuries  were  received  and  prior  to  the  time  of  the  accident, 
Mr.  Archibald,  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  had  been  over  the  entire  build- 
ing two  or  three  times.  The  evidence  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  said  Commissioner 
shows  that  the  drinking  water  furnished  by  the  City  of  Wheeling  in  the  High 
School  Building  was  unfit  for  use,  and  that  it  was  the  practice  and  custom  of 
all  of  the  employees  working  in  the  building  to  bring  water  into  the  building 
from  a  nearby  well,  the  commonly  known  water  bottles  being  used  generally  for 
receptacles.    Mr.  Archibald  had  a  water  bottle  in  the  low^er  end  of  the  building. 

From  the  evidence,  it  is  shown  that  about  11  o'clock  in  the  morning  on  April 
28,  1915,  and  during  his  regular  working  hours,  Mr.  Archibald  went  to  the  bal- 
cony of  the  third  floor  of  the  building  to  work  and  while  there  drank  from  what  he 
supposed  to  be  a  common  water  bottle.  The  contents  of  the  bottle,  which  Mr. 
Archibald  mistook  for  drinking  water,  was  a  deadly  poison  known  as  lapodolith. 
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On  this  bottle  was  no  labd,  or  mark,  indicating  that  its  contents  was  poisonous. 
Shortly  after  drinking  from  the  bottle,  Mr.  Archibald  became  ill  and  died  on  the 
evening  of  April  28, 1915,  from  the  effects  of  drinking  said  poison. 

The  Fetzer-Winger  Company  had*  a  contract  for  installing  the  concrete  work 
in  the  High  School  Building.  It  appears  that  on  Saturday,  April  24th,  1915, 
the  employee  of  this  company  went  to  the  office  of  F.  F.  Faris,  Architect  for  the 
construction  of  said  High  School  building,  and  there  got  the  bottle  of  lapodolith. 
This  was  to  be  used  as  a  concrete  hardener,  (lapodolith  being  colorless  and  having 
the  appearance  of  water).  The  evidence  shows  that  two  or  three  coats  of  lapodo- 
lith  had  been  used  prior  to  April  28th,  1915,  on  the  cement  work  on  said  High 
School  Building. 

One  of  the  employees  of  the  Fetzer-Winger  Company  testified  that  he  had  placed 
a  poison  sign  in  the  bucket  in  which  the  bottle  was  contained,  but  there  was  no 
evidence  to  show  that  any  poison  sign  or  label  was  on  or  near  the  bottle  of  lapo- 
*dolith  at  the  time  Mr.  Archibald  drank  from  it. 

The  appellants  respectively  represent  that  application  for  compensation  has 
been  made  to  said  State  Compensation  Commissioner,  as  provided  in  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  and  that  the  defendant  did  on  the  8th  day  of  July, 
1915,  dismiss  the  application  and  deny  the  right  of  the  appellants  to  participate 
in  any  manner  in  the  Compensation  Fund,  upon  the  alleged  ground  that  the 
death  of  George  Archibald  was  not  the  result  of  any  injury  received  "resulting 
from  his  employment"  as  a  plumber  with  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company,  and 
•compensation  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  death  was  not  the  result  of  an 
injury  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment,  as  provided 
in  Section  25  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

Sec.[25  of  Chap.  15-P  (Acts  of  1913)  is  as  follows: 

**The  Conunission  shall  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  to 
such  employees  (within  the  meaning  of  this  Act)  of  employers  as  have  paid 
into  said  fund  the  premiums  for  the  month  in  which  the  injury  occurs,  ap- 
plicable to  the  classes  to  which  they  belong,  as  shall  have  received  Injuries, 
in  this  State  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment,  or  to 
the  dependents,  if  any,  of  such  employees  in  case  death  has  resulted, 
according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made." 

This  is  an  api)eal  taken  in  accordance  with  Sec.  43,  Acts  1913,  Chap.  15-P., 
before  the  Amendment  of  1915,  providing  that  the  claimant  may  apply  for  an 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals. 

1^  In  the  case  of  Kennerson  vs.  Thames  Tow  Boat  Co.  (Conn.)  June,  1915,  as 
reported  in  94  Atl.  372. 

Syl.  1.  "A  Compensation  Commissioner  is  an  Executive  Officer,  en- 
gaged in  administrative  duties,  and  on  appeal  from  his  duties,  the  Supreme 
Court  cannot  re-try  the  facts  but  merely  inquire  into  the  facts  to  determine 
whether  the  fmding  and  award  was  unauthorized  in  law,  irregular,  or  in- 
formal, or  based  upon  a  misconception  of  the  law,  or  of  the  powers  or  duty 
of  the  administrative  tribunal,  or  so  unreasonable  as  to  justify  judicial 
interference." 

Syl.  2.  "Where  the  employers  and  employees  accept  provisions  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act — that  act  is  a  part  of  the  contract  and 
compensation  is  not  dependent  upon  the  employer's  fault." 
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Id  94  Atl.  372. 

"The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  in  view  of  its  remedial  character, 
should  be  broadly  and  liberally  construed  to  effectuate  its  purposes." 

Appeal  of  Hotel  Bond  Co.  (Conn.)  93  Atl.  345  in  Sadowski  vs.  Thomas- 
Furnace  Co..  (Wis.)  146  N.  W.  770. 

Sec.  25  of  the  said  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  provides  that  a  Commission 
shall  disburse  to  said  employees  "as  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  State  in 
the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment." 

DID  GEORGE  ARCHIPALD  RECEIVE  THE  INJURIES  CAUSING  HIS 
DEATH  IN  THE  COURSE  OF  AND  RESULTING  FROM  HIS  EMPLOY- 
MENT? 

The  word  "injur>'"  is  defined  by  the  Century  Dictionar>'  as  "harm  inflicted"" 
or  "suffered,"  "mischief,"  "damages."  "hurt."  It  is  defined  by  Judge  Shelton 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  in  re  Burns  105  N.  E.  601,  "In  common, 
speech  the  work  *  injury'  as  applied  to  a  personal  injury  to  a  human  being,  in- 
cludes whatever  lesion  or  change  on  any  part  of  the  system  that  produces  harm 
or  pain  or  a  lessened  facility  of  the  natural  use  of  any  bodily  activity  or  capa- 
bUity." 

In  the  case  of  Industrial  Commission  of  Ohio,  et  al.,  vs.  David  Brown,  in  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Ohio,  as  reported  in  Ohio  Law  Bulletin  September  8,  1915 
Vol.  LX,  Chap.  36,  page  57,  Judge  Jones  speaking  of  the  word  "injury"  says: 

"There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  word  is  broad  enough  in  its 
usual  and  accepted  meaning  to  cover  not  only  an  injury  by  accident  but  al- 
so an  injury  caused  by  and  occupational  disease  such  as  lead  poisoning." 

The  difRculties  in  considering  this  question  arise  largely  from  the  form  of  the 
English  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  which  was  to  a  large  extent  used  as  a 
guide  in  forming  the  legislation  of  the  several  states  in  this  country,  including  the 
State  of  West  Virginia.  Under  the  English  law  the  claimant  must  have  suffered 
an  "injury  by  accident."  A  number  of  our  States  have  adopted  the  English  Act 
as  a  basis  of  their  Compensation  Laws,  and  have  carried  into  the  terms  of  the' 
Acts  words  requiring  the  injury  to  be  accidental. 

In  Johnson  vs.  Accident  Co.  1(J4  N.  E.  735  (217  Mass.  388)  the  Syl.  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Personal  injury  within  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  includes  any 
injury  or  disease,  as  lead  poisoning  arising  out  of  or  in  the  course  of 
the  employment,  causing  incapacity  for  work  and  thereby  impairing  the 
ability  for  earning  wages." 

(See  also  in  Re  Henle  104  N.  E.  336  and  117  Mass.  223;  case  involving 
loss  of  vision  caused  by  coal  tar  gases.) 

Can  there  be  any  question  that  if  the  word  "injury"  includes  all  "accidental"^ 
injuries,  and  also  includes  injury  from  lead  poisoning,  that  poison  taken  under 
the  circumstances  such  as  the  instant  case  is  not  included  in  the  word  "injuries?" 
In  the  case  of  lead  poisoning  the  time  is  fixed  as  the  time  he  became  sick  from  such 
disease  and  unable  to  work.  Injury  in  lead  poisoning  cases  being  to  that  extent 
uncertain.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  there  need  be 
no  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  employer  to  entitle  the  injured  workman  to- 
compensation. 
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In  the  case  of  Bryant  vs.  Fissell,  reported  in  86  Atl.  460,  the  G)urt  said: 

"We  conclude  therefore  that  an  accident  arising  in  the  course  of  em- 
ployment, if  it  occurs  while  the  employee  is  doing  what  a  man  so  employed 
may  reasonably  do  within  the  time  during  which  He  is  employed  and  is  in 
a  place  where  he  may  reasonably  be  during  that  time.' 


tt 


In  the  above  caFe  it  was  contended  that  there  should  be  no  recovery  because 
of  the  bar  of  metal  which  kiUed  Bryant  was  caused  to  fall  by  the  workman  of  an 
independent  contractor  doing  work  on  the  same  buUding;  but  the  Court  said, 
in  this  connection : 

"We  think  there  is  no  merit  in  this  contention.  *  *  *  *  We  conclude, 
however,  that  an  accident  arising  'out  of  employment'  when  it  was  something, 
the  risk  of  which  might  have  been  contemplated  by  a  reasonable  person  when 
entering  into  the  employment,  as  incidental  to  it." 

In  the  case  of  Vennen  vs.  Newdells  Lumber  G)mpany,  decided  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Wisconsin,  October  26, 1915,  and  reported  in  the  Advanced  Sheet  of  the 
N.  W.  Reporter,  Vol.  154,  No.  5,  November  19,  1915,  it  was  held  and  shown  by, 

Syl.  1.  "Under  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  declaring  a  liability 
for  the  compensation,  provided  for  in  lieu  of  other  liability  shall  exist 
against  an  employer  for  any  personal  injury  accidentally  suffered  by  an 
employee  when  the  employee  is  performing  his  services  growing  out  of  and 
incidental  to  his  employment.  The  right  to  compensation  for  the  death 
of  an  employee  resulting  from  typhoid  fever  caused  by  the  furnishing 
of  polluted  water  falls  within  the  Act,  the  disease  being  included  as  in- 
cidental to  the  employment." 

Syl.  2.    "Where  an  employee  contracts  typhoid  fever  by  reason  of 
impure  drinking  water  furnished  by  the  master,  his  death  from  the  dis- 
ease was  accidental,  making  the  employer  Uable  for  the  injuries  proxi- 
mately caused  by  the  accident.    The  term  accident  being  used  in  its  , 
popular  significance,  as  including  injuries  produced  by  negligence.** 

In  Re  Zalveskie  vs.  Erie  R.  Co.,  88  Atl.  (New  Jersey  Supreme  Court  Nov.  1913). 

Syl.  "Where  defendant's  employee,  during  the  hours  of  his  work* 
found  it  necessary  to  resort  to  a  toilet  upon  defendant's  premises,  which 
was  so  located  as  to  make  it  necessary  for  him  to  cross  the  defendant's 
railroad  track  to  reach  it,  in  doing  so  he  was  struck  by  an  automobile 
at  the  public  crossing,  and  thrown  by  it  upon  the  tracks,  where  he  was 
subsequently  struck  by  one  of  the  defendant's  trains,  receiving  injuries 
from  which  he  died,  it  was  held  that  the  accident  arose  out  of  and  in  the 
course  of  the  employment  of  the  deceased." 

In  the  case  of  Keenan  vs.  Flemington  Coal  Co.,  40  Scot.  L.  Rep.  144,  also 
reported  in  Annotated  Cases  1913  C.  page  24, 

"A  workman  left  his  work  to  fetch  a  drink  of  water.  He  was  killed  by 
accident  while  returning.  It  was  held  that  the  accident  arose  in  the 
course  of  his  employment." 

In  the  case  of  Qem  vs.  Chalmers  Motor  Co.  144  N.  W.  (Mich.)  848,  also 
Annotated  Cases  1914  B.  page  502, 
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'*A  workman  employed  in  the  construction  of  a  builduig,  yr$s  injured 
while  descending  from  the  roof  of  the  building  to  partake  of  lunch  served 
at  a  certain  hour  each  day  by  his  employer.  In  coming  to  lunch,  it  was 
not  necessary  to  leave  the  employer's  premises.  It  was  held  that  the 
injury  arose  in  the  course  of  employment." 

"Where  a  factory  girl  was  injured  by  her  hair  being  caught  in  ma- 
chinery while  she  was  combing  it  preparatory  to  going  home  at  neon,  and 
after  ^e  had  quit  work  at  her  machine,  held,  the  accident  arose  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  her  employment  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act." 

Terlecki  vs.  Straus  89  Atl.  1023  (N.  J.  Supreme). 

Industrial  G>mmission  of  Ohio  Case  No.  3483  published  in  Departmental 
Reports  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  page  1195,  shows  Miller,  the  workman,  engaged  in 
the  work  he  was  employed  to  perform,  was  bitten  by  a  dog  and  it  was  held  that 
he  was  injured  in  the  course  of  his  employment  and  entitled  to  compensation  for 
resulting  disability. 

In  regards  to  claim  of  Thomas  Mack,  No.  37914,  Vol.  1 ,  No.  7,  page  120  Bulletin 
of  Industrial  G>mmission  of  Ohio,  Mack  suspended  work  about  one  minute 
before  time  to  quit  for  lunch,  and  proceeded  to  a  locker  on  the  premises  of  the 
employer,  a  fellow  employee  roUed  up  a  pair  of  overalls,  and  in  a  spirit  of  fun, 
threw  them  at  Mack  striking  him  in  the  face.  Injuring  his  eye,  held,  iigury  was 
sustained  in  the  course  of  his  employment. 

The  workman,  under  G>mpensation  Act,  loses  his  right  to  compensation  by 
nothing  short  of  his  "willful  misconduct  or  intoxication"  being  the  cause  of  the 
accident. 

The  Gxnpensaticn  Acts  of  this  country  and  foreign  countries  are  largely  due 
to  the  introduction  of  new  methods  of  industry,  or  modem  agencies,  especially 
steam  and  electricity,  causing  great  changes  in  the  mode  of  operation. 

Workmen  are  now  frequently  employed  in  laige  masses,  so  that  personal  super- 
vision is  no  longer  possible.  It  is  difficult  to  prove  fault.  In  over  one  half  of 
the  cases  of  personal  injuries,  it  was  impossible  to  prove  fault  on  the  part  of  any 
one. 

The  Compensation  Act  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia  marked  the  commence 
ment  of  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  its  jurisprudence  in  relation  to  personal  in- 
juries. "In  other  words,  the  conunon  law  system  of  liability  for  fault  no  longer 
subserves  enlightened  policy,  and  under  modem  industrial  conditions,  should 
regard  the  fact  of  injury  and  not  the  question  of  fault,"  as  being  test  of  em- 
ployee's right  to  compensation. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  owing  to  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  this  case, 
to  the  Uberal  constmction  of  Compensation  Acts  by  the  Courts,  that  appellants 
are  entiUed  to  compensation  and  that  the  Commissioner  erred  in  lus  finding.

Statement. 

On  April  28,  1915,  Geoiige  Archibald  was  in  the  employment  of  Schofield- 
Cowl  Company  as  a  plumber  in  the  high  school  building  in  Wheeling  then  under 
construction.  His  workshop  was  in  the  lower  end  of  the  building.  The  woik- 
men  including  Archibald,  rather  than  drink  the  water  furnished  in  the  building 
by  the  city  water  works,  used  water  from  a  well  on  the  premises  usually  taking 
the  water  therefrom  in  bottles.  This  was  for  their  own  convenience  and  upon 
their  own  volition.  On  that  day  Archibald  went  to  the  balcony  of  the  third 
floor  and  drank  from  a  bottle  there  found  in  a  bucket  on  which  a  sign  "poison" 
hsLd  been  placed.  This  bottle  contained  a  liquid  named  lapodolith,  which  was 
used  in  concrete  work,  and  was  put  there  by  workmen  of  an  independent  con- 
tractor in  no  way  connected  with  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company.  From  the  effect 
of  this  poison  Archibald  died,  and  claim  is  made  for  contribution  from  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Fund. 

There  is  one  question  only  presented  by  this  record: 

Was  the  drinking  of  the  lapodolith  by  Archibald  *'an  injury  received  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment?" 

Points  and  Authorities. 

The  injury  did  not  "arise  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment.** 
Fitzgerald  vs.  Clark,  1  B.  W.  C.  C.  197; 
Moore  vs.  Manchester  Lines,  3  B.  W.  C.  C.  527; 
Bradbury's  Workmen's  Compensation  (Sec.  Ed.)  398; 
McNicol  vs.  Patterson  Wild  Col.,  102  N.  E.  Kept.  697; 
DeConstantine  vs.  Public  Service  Commission,  83  S.  E.  Rept.  88. 

Argument. 

As  above  stated,  the  only  question  for  consideration  raised  by  the  record  and 
evidence  is  whether  or  hot  the  injury  to  Archibald  was  received  in  the  course  of 
and  resulting  from  his  employment. 

Brief  of  Counsel  for  the  claimant  devotes  considerable  space  in  making  a  dis- 
tinction between  "an  injury  by  accident"  and  an  "injmy."  There  is  no  ques- 
tion that  our  compensation  act  has  enlarged  upon  the  British  Act  which  required 
that  the  injury  should  be  by  accident.  Our  state  leaves  out  the  element  of  accir 
dent  of  the  qualification  of  accident,  and  if  an  injury  occurs  to  a  workman  "in 
the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment,"  he  or  his  dependent  is  en- 
titled to  compensation. 

Two  cases  are  cited  by  claimant's  counsel  from  the  reports  and  bulletins  of 
the  Industrial  Conmiission  of  Ohio,  where  a  workman  was  bitten  by  a  dog  while 
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engaged  in  his  woric  and  the  other  where  just  before  quitting  woric  at  lunch  time 
one  workman  in  the  spirit  of  fun  threw  his  overalls  at  a  fellow-workman,  thereby 
injuring  his  eye.  They  were  both  compensated  as  having  received  injuries 
"in  the  course  of  employment/'  These  cases  have  no  application  to  the  West 
Virginia  law,  because  there  is  an  important  and  controlling  distinction  between  the 
Ohio  and  the  West  Viiginia  G)mpensation  Acts  in  that  psgrticular.  The  Ohio 
Act  reads: 

''Every  employe  mentioned  in  sub-division  one  of  Section  14  hereof 
who  is  injured,  and  the  dependents  of  such  as  are  killed  in  the  courae 
of  emplosmient,  iKdieresoever  such  injury  has  occurred,  provided  the 
same  was  not  self-inflicted,  on  or  after  January  1, 1914,  shall  be  paid  such 
compensation  out  of  the  State  Insurance  Fund  for  the  loss  sustained  on 
account  of  such  injury  or  death  as  is  provided,  etc." 

Section  25,  Act  1913. 

The  West  Viiginia  Act  reads: 

"The  Conunissioner  shall  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund 
to  the  employees  *  *  *  *^  and  which  employees  shall  have  received 
injuries  in  this  State  in  the  courae  of  and  resulting  from  their  em* 
ployment  or  to  the  dependents,  if  any,  etc." 

Section  25,  Act  1915. 

This  was  the  same  language  as  used  in  the  Act  of  1913,  except  that  the  Public 
Service  Commission  disbursed  the  money  under  that  act  and  the  word  "Ghu- 
mission"  has  been  changed  to  "  Conunissioner"  in  the  new  act. 

The  meaning  of  "arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment"  is  now  well 
settled  by  a  long  line  of  opinions.  This  language  is  used  in  the  British  Compen- 
sation Act  and  no  doubt  was  taken  from  it  and  had  received  judicial  construction 
by  the  courts  of  that  country  before  adopted  and  incorporated  into  our  law. 
Our  Legislature  thus  adopted  and  approved  the  meaning  given  thereto  by  the 
English  courts. 

"The  words  'out  of*  and  *in  the  course  of  employment,'  are  used  con- 
junctively, not  disjunctively;  and  upon  ordinary  principles  of  construction 
are  not  to  be  read  as  meaning 'out  of,'  that  is  to  say,  'in  the  course  of.' 
The  former  words  must  mean  something  dllTerent  from  the  latter  words. 
The  workman  must  satisfy  both  the  one  and  the  other.  The  words  'out 
of  point,  I  think,  to  the  origin  or  cause  of  the  accident;  the  words  'in  the 
course  of  to  the  time,  place,  and  circumstances  under  which  the  accident 
takes  place.  The  former  words  are  descriptive  of  the  character  or  quality. 
The  latter  words  relate  to  the  circumstances  under  which  an  accident  of 
that  character  or  quality  takes  place.  The  character  or  quality  of  the 
accident  as  conveyed  by  the  words  'out  of  involves,  I  think,  the  idea  that 
the  accident  is  in  some  sense  due  to  the  employment.  It  must  be  an 
accident  resulting  from  a  risk  reasonably  incident  to  the  em- 
ployment." 

Fitzgerald  vs.  Clark,  1  B.  W.  C.  C.  197. 

The  words  out  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment  "excludes  an  injury 
which  cannot  fairly  be  traced  to  the  employment  as  a  contributing  proximate 
cause  and  which  comes  from  a  hazard  to  which  the  workman  would  have  been 
equally  exposed  apart  from  the  employment.    The  Causative  danger  must  be 
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peculiar  to  the  work  and  not  common  to  the  neighborhood.  It  must  be  incidental 
to  the  character  of  the  business  and  not  independent  of  the  relation  of  master  and 
servant." 

McNicol  vs.  Patterson  Wild  Co.,  102  N.  E.  Rept.  697. 

The  phrase  "arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment"  has  a  double 
meaning.  Or  more  properly  speaking  there  are  two  conditions  attached  to  it. 
The  accident  must  "arise  out  of"  the  employment,  as  weU  as  "in  the  course  of" 
the  employment.  Thus  where  a  workman  during  the  course  of  the  employment 
does^  something  entirely  foreign  to  the  woxk  which  he  is  employed  to  do  (playing 
a  practical  joke,  for  example)  whereby  he  is  injured  this  accident  could  be  said 
to  have  occurred  "during  the  course  of"  the  employment,  but  it  could  not  be  said 
to  "arise  out  of"  the  employment,  because  the  workman  was  not  doing  anything 
which  he  was  employed  to  do  when  the  accident  happened. 

Bradbury's  Workmen's  Compensation  (Sec.  Ed,)  page  398. 

An  injury  arising  "out  of"  the  employment  is  when  it  is  something  the  risk 
of  which  is  contemplated  by  a  reasonable  person  when  entering  the  employment 
as  incidental  to  it.  This  distinction  is  well  drawn  in  the  earlier  English  cases  as 
well  as  in  those  of  recent  times.  For  instance,  where  a  fu^eman  left  the  steam- 
ship for  shore  to  obtain  necessary  supplies  and  in  returning  to  the  boat  fell  from 
the  ladder  reaching  from  the  dock  to  the  boat,  that  being  the  only  means  of 
access;  where  injury  received  from  lightning  on  a  high  and  unusually  exposed 
scaffold;  where  a  boy  threw  a  stone  from  the  top  of  a  bridge  at  a  passing  locomo- 
tive and  injured  the  engineman;  where  a  cashier  travelling  with  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  satisfy  the  payroll  was  attacked.  In  these  cases  the  injuries  arose  out 
of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  because  these  risks  were  incidental  to, 
and  were  reasonably  contemplated  at  the  time  of  entering  into  the  employment. 
On  the  other  hand,  where  one  workman,  in  anger,  threw  a  piece  of  iron  at  another 
workman  in  the  same  service;  where  an  injury  occurred  by  reason  of  fright 
occasioned  by  an  insect  flying  into  the  room;  an  injury  received  from  an  assault 
of  an  employee  by  a  stranger;  and  by  an  assault  from  a  sober  fellow-workman* 
it  was  held  that  the  injury  did  not  arise  out  of  the  employment.  A  very  recent 
case  decided  November  10,  1915,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York  held  that 
where  an  employee  went  to  a  toilet  room  and  there  felt  something  strike  on  her 
shoulder  whereupon  she  k)oked  through  an  aperture  into  the  next  room  and 
another  employee  thrust  scissors  through  the  aperture  and  into  the  claimant's 
eye  destroying  the  sight,  the  injury  did  not  arise  out  of  the  employment,  not 
being  reasonably  incidental  to  it,  nor  a  peril  in  the  service,  although  it  did  arise 
in  the  course  of  the  claimant's  employment,  since  her  presence  in  the  toilet  was 
reasonably  incidental  to  and  within  the  scope  of  her  employment. 

DeFiUippis  vs.  Falkenberg,  155  N.  Y.  Supp.  761. 

The  case  of  Bryant  vs.  Bissell,  86  Atl.  Rep.  458,  cited  by  claimant  accentuates 
the  requirement  that  the  injury  must  be  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the 
employment.  Bryant  was  a  journeyman  carpenter  and  employed  as  such  in  the 
lower  part  of  a  building,  a  piece  of  iron  fell  on  him  from  the  upper  part  of  the 
building,  the  control  of  which  was  under  another  contractor.  The  Court  held  that 
the  risk  of  being  thus  hurt  was  incidental  to  the  employment  of  a  carpenter  and 
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could  be  reasonably  expected  both  by  the  employer  and  employee  at  the  time  of 
employment. 

The  cases  of  lead  and  copper  poisoning  referred  to  in  claimant's  brief  have 
no  application  to  this  case.  Lead  and  copper  poisoning  are  occupational  diseases, 
the  contraction  of  which  may  be  reasonably  expected  from  the  employment. 
They  are  incidents  of  the  employment.  The  poisoning  comes  from  the  inhaling 
of  the  filings,  dust  and  fumes  from  the  metal  and  is  not  fnmi  some  outside  in- 
dependent agency.  It  is  a  danger  of  the  employment  as  much  so  as  the  fall  of 
slate  in  a  coal  mine. 

Judge  Poffenbarger  in  the  case  of  DeG)nstantine  vs.  Public  Service  G)Dunis* 
8ion»  83  S.  E.  Rept.  88  discusses  the  principle  involved  in  this  case.  The  claimant 
in  that  case  was  employed  on  construction  work  on  some  part  of  the  B.  &  0.  Rail- 
road and  in  returning  to  his  work  was  killed  on  the  main  track  by  getting  out  of 
the  way  of  one  train  and  stepping  before  another  train  going  in  an  opposite 
direction.  It  did  not  appear  that  this  was  the  only  way  by  which  he  could  get  to 
this  work.   Judge  Poffenbarger  says: 

"If  the  place  at  which  the  injury  occurred  is  brought  within  the  con* 
tract  of  the  employment  by  the  requirement  of  its  use  by  the  employee, 
so  that  he  has  no  discretion  or  choice  as  to  his  mode  or  manner  of  coming 
to  work,  such  place  and  its  use  seems  logically  to  become  elements  or 
factors  in  the  employment,  and  the  injury  thus  arises  out  of  the  employ- 
ment and  incurred  in  the  course  thereof.  But  on  the  contrary,  if  the  em- 
ployee, at  the  time  of  the  injury  has  gone  beyond  the  premises  of  the 
employer,  or  has  not  reached  them,  and  has  chosen  his  own  place  or  mode 
of  travel,  the  injury  does  not  arise  out  of  his  employment,  nor  is  it  within 
the  scope  thereof." 

The  employer  of  Archibold  had  no  knowledge  or  control  of  the  lapidohth. 
It  was  a  risk  which  neither  employer  or  employee  could  have  contemplated  at 
the  time  of  the  employment  and  was  surely  not  incidental  to  the  business  of  a 
plumber  or  to  his  employment.  The  Compensation  Fund  was  not  designed  to 
meet  every  accident  or  injury.  Its  scope  in  that  regard  is  well  defined;  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  and  the  Courts  to  protect 
its  integrity  and  to  preserve  it  against  unlawful  claims,  otherwise  it  will  be  de- 
stroyed, the  Act  fail  of  its  purpose,  become  burdensome,  and  be  repealed. 

If  the  claimant  in  this  case  has  a  right  to  recover  it  is  against  the  independent 
agency  which  caused  the  injury.  * 

Neese  vs.  Northern  Pacific  R.  Co.  211  Fed.  254;  127  C.  C.  A.  622. 
It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  decision  of  the  State  Compensation  Com- 
missioner should  be  aiiirmed.

WORKMEN'S     COMPENSATION     COM- 
SIONER. 

POFFENBARGER*  Judge. 

1.  Acts  of  ministration  by  a  servant  unto  himself,  such  as  quenching  his 
thirst,  relieving  his  hunger,  protecting  himself  from  excessive  cold  and  numer- 
ous others  readily  conceivable,  performances  of  which,  while  at  work,  are  reason- 
ably necesssary  to  his  health  and  comfort,  are  incidents  of  his  employment  and 
acts  of  service  therein,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Comi)ensation  Act, 
though,  in  a  sense,  they  are  personal  to  himself  and  only  remotely  and  indirectly 
conducive  to  the  object  of  the  employment;  and  an  accidental  injury  sustained 
in  the  performance  of  such  an  act  is  compensable  under  said  statute,  as  one  it^ 
curred  in  the  course  of  the  employment  and  resulting  therefrom. 

2.  Death  of  a  servant  by  poison,  occasioned  by  his  drinking  from  a  bottle, 
a  poisonous  fluid  having  the  appearance  of  water,  under  the  impression  that  it 
was  drinking  water,  while  at  work  on  premises  on  which  the  workmen  supplied 
themselves  with  drinking  water  from  a  neighboring  well,  by  means  of  buckets 
and  bottles,  on  account  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  city  water  furnished 
in  the  building  by  means  of  pipes,  is  an  injury  which  arose  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  and  resulted  therefrom,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensatton  Act. 

3.  Mere  negligence  or  carelessness  of  an  employee,  causing  his  death  or  injury, 
does  not  preclude  right  of  compensation  under  said  statute. 

POFFENBARGBR,  JudgC. 

George  Archibald,  a  husband  and  the  father  of  three  children,  while  working 
ais  a  plumber  for  the  Schofield-Cowl  Company,  at  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  died  in  con- 
sequence of  accidental  poisoning.  That  the  accident  occurred  in  the  course  of 
his  employment  seems  not  to  be  controverted,  but  that  the  injury  arose  out  of 
the  employment,  or  resulted  from  it,  in  the  legal  sense  of  the  terms,  is  denied,  and 
compensation  to  the  widow  was  refused,  upon  the  theory  that  it  did  not. 

The  poisoning  was  not  an  occupational  disease,  such  as  lead-poison.  Archibald 
drank  a  poisonous  fluid  conunercially  known  as  lapodolith  and  used  for  hardeur 
ing  concrete,  believing  it  to  be  drinking  water.  His  employers  were  installing 
the  plumbing  in  the  Wheeling  High  School  building.  The  Fetzer-Winger  Com- 
pany were  doing  the  concrete  work  in  the  same  building.  All  of  the  employees 
supplied  themselves  with  drinking  water  from  a  neighboring  well,  by  means  €i 
buckets  and  bottles,  the  city  water  piped  into  the  building,  being  unsatisfactory 
or  less  desirable  than  the  well  water.  Bottles  of  different  sizes  and  kinds  were 
used.  Having  occasion  to  be  on  the  third  floor  of  the  buUding,  in  the  course  of 
his  work,  and  becoming  thirsty,  Archibald  discovered  what  he  took  to  be  a  large 
bottle  of  water  in  a  bucket  and  drank  from  it,  thinking  it  had  been  brought  up 
and  left  there  by  some  other  workman.  It  proved  to  be  the  lapodoUth  with 
which  a  servant  of  the  Fetzer-Winger  Company  had  been  treating  the  concrete 
floors.  Having  made  one  or  more  application  of  it,  this  servant  had  set  the 
bottle  in  a  bucket  he  had  used  in  applying  the  fluid  and  left  it  there  until  he 
should  need  it  for  another  application.  On  the  bucket,  he  set  a  broom  and  placed 
a  card  bearing  the  word  "poison."  At  Archibald's  shop  or  work  bench  in  another 
part  of  the  building,  he  had  a  water  bottle  of  his  own.   Why  he  did  not  notice 
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the  warning  on  the  card  is  not  definitely  shown.  The  fluid  was  clear  and  looked 
like  water  and  knowledge  of  the  common  use  of  such  bottles  by  the  workmen 
no  doubt  induced  the  hasty  and  thoughtless  act. 

Right  of  compensation  under  the  statute  does  not  depend  upon  ne^igence  or 
fault  of  the  employer  and  is  not  precluded  by  mere  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  employee,  causing  the  injury.  It  gives  compensation  for  injuries  received 
"in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from"  the  employment.  It  specifically  denies 
compensation  for  injuries  self-inflicted  or  occasioned  by  the  wilful  misconduct 
of  the  employee,  his  disobedience  of  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  em- 
ployer and  approved  by  the  G)mpensation  Commissioner,  or  his  intoxication. 
Its  provisions  are  based  upon  the  principles  of  the  English  Compensation  Act 
which  has  been  construed  as  giving  compensation  for  accidental  injuries,  though 
occasioned  by  negligence  of  the  injured  party.  In  his  disposition  of  the  appUca* 
tion,  the  C(»nmissioner  does  not  depart  from  this  construction,  nor  does  he  deny 
right  of  participation,  on  the  ground  of  Archibald's  negligence  or  carelessness. 
The  specification  of  certain  grounds  of  exclusion  impliedly  limits  and  confines  it 
to  them,  and  relieves  from  other  circumstances  which  might  be  deemed  sufficient 
to  exclude,  in  the  absence  of  an  expression  of  contrary  legislative  intent.  Ex- 
clusion on  certain  grounds  argues  intent  not  to  exclude  on  others.  Espressio 
unius  est  excluslo  alterlus. 

As  Archibald's  negligence  or  carelessness  is  immaterial,  and  the  injury  was 
incurred  manifestly  in  the  course  of  his  emplo>'ment,  it  remains  only  to  deter- 
mine whether  it  resulted  from  the  employment.  To  give  right  of  compensation, 
an  injury  must  result  from,  or  arise  out  of,  the  employment.  The  two  phrases, 
"in  the  course  of  employment"  and  "resulting  from  employment"  are  not 
synonymous.  The  former  relates  to  the  time,  place,  and  circumstances  of  the 
injury  and  the  latter,  to  its  origin.  Fitzgerald  vs.  Qark,  1  B.  W.  C.  C,  197; 
McNicoFs  Case,  215  Mass.,  497.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  the  accident  would  not 
have  happened,  if  the  servant  had  not  been  engaged  in  the  work  at  the  time, 
or  had  not  been  in  that  place.  It  must  appear  that  it  resulted  from  something 
he  was  doing  in  the  course  of  his  work  or  from  some  pecuHar  danger  to  which 
the  work  exposed  him.    Amys  vs.  Barton,  5  B.  W.  C.  C,  117. 

Instances  of  injuries  deemed  not  to  have  arisen  out  of  the  employment,  al- 
though sustained  in  the  course  thereof,  are  found  in  the  reported  cases.  An 
injury  intentionally  inflicted  upon  one  workman  by  another,  by  a  blow  from  a 
piece  of  iron  thrown  in  anger,  or  by  an  assault  and  battery,  is  of  that  kind.  Such 
also  is  the  character  of  an  injury  resulting  from  an  assault  upon  a  workman,  by 
a  stranger,  and  of  one  sustained  in  the  course  cf  recreation  or  diversion  at  the 
place  of  work.  In  some  of  these  cases,  an  agency  wholly  independent  of  the 
work,  foreign  to  it  and  unanticipated,  intervenes,  or  there  is  a  turning  aside 
from  the  employment,  for  the  time  being,  to  engage  in  a  transaction  on  the  work- 
man's own  account  and  for  his  own  purposes.  It  is  quite  easy  to  perceive  that 
violence  of  a  fellow-workman  or  a  stranger  arises,  not  out  of  the  work,  but  out  of 
the  vicious  or  irritable  disposition  of  the  assailant  and  that  play  or  diversion,  on 
the  premises,  is  a  step  outside  of  the  employment  and  a  thing  done  for  the  em- 
ployee himself  and  not  for  the  employer.  In  none  of  these  instances,  is  the 
occasion  of  the  injury  an  incident  of  the  work. 

If  there  is  an  incidental  or  casual  connection  between  the  employment  and 
the  accident,  the  injury  is  deemed  to  have  arisen  out  of  the  former,  even  when 
the  connection  is  somewhat  remote,  and  when  the  direct  and  immediate  agency 
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of  injury  is  foreign.  Murder  of  a  paymaster,  incident  to  his  robbery,  is  an  acci- 
dent, arising  out  of  the  employment,  Nisbet  vs.  Payne  and  Burn,  2  K.  B.  (1910) 
689,  because  the  habitual  carrying  of  large  sums  of  money,  in  the  course  of  the 
employment  and  as  an  act  of  service  therein,  is  an  exposure  to  the  risk  of  an  at- 
tadL  by  robbers.  An  injury  to  a  railroad  engine-driver,  occasioned  by  a  stone 
thrown  from  a  bridge  by  a  boy,  while  the  engine  was  passing  under  it,  was  held  to 
be  an  accident  arising  out  of  the  employment,  Chalis  vs.  Lond<Mi  &  S.  W.  Ry.  Co., 
2  K.  B.  (1905),  154,  because  such  a  danger  is  a  matter  of  conunon  knovdedge  and 
is  accordin^y  deemed  to  have  been  within  the  ccntemplation  of  both  master  and 
servant.  In  each  of  these  cases,  the  independent  criminal  agency  of  injury  was 
held  to  be  inunaterial,  because  the  danger  of  injury  by  such  means  was  an  inci- 
dent of  the  performance  of  the  work,  as  well  as  of  the  time  and  place  oi  per- 
fwrnance. 

Such  acts  as  are  necessar>'  to  the  life,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  servant, 
^idiile  at  work,  thou^  strictly  personal  to  himself  and  not  acts  of  service,  are 
incidental  to  the  service,  and  injur\'  sustained  in  the  performance  thereof,  is 
deemed  to  have  arisen  out  of  the  employment.  A  man  must  breathe  and  occa- 
sionally drink  water,  while  at  work.  In  these  and  other  conceivable  instances,  he 
ministers  unto  himself,  but,  in  a  remote  sense,  these  acts  contribute  to  the  further- 
ance of  the  work,  Vennen  vs.  New  Dells  Lumber  Co.,  (Wis.)  154,  N.  W.  640; 
Zabriskie  vs.  Erie  R.  Co.,  (N.  J.)  88  Atl.  824.  That  such  acts  wiU  be  done  in  the 
courre  of  employment  is  necessarily  contemplated,  and  they  are  inevitable  in- 
cidents. Such  dangers  as  attend  them,  therefore,  are  incident  dangers.  At  the 
same  time,  injuries  occasioned  by  them  are  accidents  resulting  from  the  em- 
ployment. 

Here,  the  unfit,  unsatisfactory-  or  undesirable  water  supply  in  the  building 
was  one  of  the  generally  recognized  conditions  of  the  place  of  service.  In  con- 
sequence thereof,  all  of  the  workmen  supplied  themselves  frtmi  the  well  by  means 
of  buckets  and  bottles  which  were  left  at  their  respective  places  of  work,  and,  as 
may  well  be  supposed,  in  view  of  the  spirit  of  comradeship  usually  prevalent 
among  men  working  together,  it  was  not  unusual  for  a  thirsty  workman  to  take  a 
drink,  by  tacit  permission,  from  any  bucket  or  bottle  that  happened  to  be  con- 
venient. Among  the  bottles  in  the  building,  there  was  one  that  contained  a 
deadly  poison  having  the  appearance  of  water.  Its  presence  there  was  an  in- 
cident of  the  prosecution  of  the  work.  It  was  a  substance  used  therein,  and  not 
a  thing  left  on  the  premises  by  a  stranger,  meddler  or  miscreant.  In  the  per- 
formance of  an  act  attendant  upon  and  incident  to  all  sorts  of  employment, 
Archibald,  by  mistake,  drank  this  fluid  for  water.  That  his  death  was  thus 
accidentally  occasioned,  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  is  admitted,  and,  in 
our  opinion,  the  fatal  accident  arose  out  of  his  employment. 

The  case  is  analogous  to  several  found  in  the  reports.  A  wool-sorter  became 
infected  through  a  bacillus  in  the  wool  he  was  assorting  and  died  of  anthrax.  It 
was  held  the  accident  had  occurred  in  the  course  of  his  employment  and  arisen 
out  of  it.  Brinton  vs.  Turvey,  App.  Cas.  (1905),  230.  Through  an  accident,  a 
workman  in  a  coal  mine  was  compelled  to  stand  in  cold  water  until  he  became 
thoroughly  chilled,  and,  in  consequence,  took  pneumonia  and  died.  The  injury 
was  held  to  be  legally  attributable  to  accident  in  the  course  of  employment  and 
arising  out  of  it.  Ailoa  Coal  Co.  vs.  Drylie,  4  N.  C.  C.  A.  899.  Death  of  a  ser- 
vant from  typhoid  fever  contracted  from  infected  water  furnished  by  the  master^ 
was  held  to  be  an  accidental  injury  within  the  meaning  of  the  compensation  act. 
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Vennen  vs.  New  Dells  Lumber  Co.,  (Wis.),  154  N.  W.  640.  A  workman  was 
injured  while  descending  frcm  the  roof  of  a  building,  for  lunch,  and  it  was  held 
the  injury  had  arisen  in  the  course  of  employment.  Qem  vs.  Chalmers  Motw 
Car  Co.,  (Mich.),  144,  N.  W.  S48.  A  ship's  engineer  in  an  intensely  cold  place 
rigged  up  a  temporary  stove  to  warm  his  cabin,  and  was  asphyxiated.  Thou^ 
he  was  tlius  ministering  unto  himself,  the  accident  was  compensable.  Edmunds 
vs.  S.  S.  Peterson,  5  B.  W.  C.  C,  157.  The  following  cases  involving  personal, 
incidental  service,  are  to  the  same  effect,  Morris  vs.  Lambeth  Borough  Council, 
8  W.  C.  C,  1 ;  Leach  vs.  Oakley,  Street  A  Co.,  4  B.  W.  C.  C.  91.  If  the  quench- 
ing of  a  workman's  thirst,  while  at  work,  is  an  act  within  his  employment,  then 
undoubtedly  an  injurious  mistake  in  the  performance  of  the  act,  is  the  same  in 
its  legal  nature  and  character  as  a  misstep  in  the  performance  cf  any  other  duty, 
resulting  in  injury.  A  fall  from  a  scaflold,  an  accidental  cutting  or  mashing  of  a 
hand  or  foot  sustained  in  the  course  of  work,  though  negligent,  would  be  a  com- 
pensable accident.  The  drinking  of  water,  in  the  course  of  service,  is  obviously 
a  necessary  mcident  of  the  work,  and,  as  is  disclosed  by  the  facts  in  this  and 
other  cases,  is  attended  by  some  danger.  Such  attendant  danger  as  is  conunonly 
known  was  within  the  contemplation  of  the  parties.  Hence  Archibald's  fatal 
mistake  in  the  incident  of  his  service  was  legally  the  same  as  any  injurious  misn 
take  he  might  have  made  in  any  act  of  direct  service.  The  only  perceptible 
diilerence  Ues  in  the  fact  that  the  drinking  of  water  was  a  remote,  incidental  or 
indirect,  not  a  direct,  act  of  service  to  the  master,  and  authorities  cited  treat  this 
as  immaterial. 

Our  conclusion  is  that  the  widow  is  entitled  to  compensation  and  payment 
thereof  will  be  ordered. 


Claim  666-19,  Clyde  F.  Gooding. 

The  above  claim  was  this  day  presented  to  the  Commissioner  for  consideration, 
and  after  an  examination  of  the  evidence  submitted,  he  finds  that  the  deceased 
employee,  Qyde  F.  Gooding,  did  not  receive  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course 
of  and  resulting  from  his  employment,  consequently  no  compensation  is  award- 
able  to  the  claimant,  Daisy  Gooding,  her  application  is  accordingly  rejected. 

Section  25  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  provides:  "The  Com- 
missioner shaU  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  to  the  em- 
ployees of  such  employers  as  have  paid  into  said  fund  the  premium  for 
the  month  in  which  the  injury  occurs,  or  who  have  on  deposit  in  said 
fund,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  an  amount  sufficient  to  guarantee  the 
payment  of  said  premiums,  and  which  employees  shall  have  received 
injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  emr 
ployment,  or  to  the  dependents,  if  any,  of  such  employees  in  case  death 
has  ensued  according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made    *    *    *    *.*' 

Form  13,  Certificate  of  Employer  received  July  31st,  reporting  this  injury, 
gives  the  location  of  the  place  of  the  accident  as  2nd  Left  Webster  Heading, 
Henry,  Grant  County,  West  Virginia,  but  upon  investigation  it  was  found  that 
the  injury  was  received  in  Garrett  County,  Maryland,  and  this  fact  is  undis- 
puted by  the  claimant  or  by  her  attorney.    The  blue  print  submitted  showing 
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deaily  tint  the  nqivy  vas  received  some  four  hmidred  fert  outside  the  Sl%te  of 
West  Vnynia.  As  Section  25  of  the  Act  provides  that  distNUsemeot  shall  he 
made  to  employees  iigared  In  tfils  state,  to  the  dependeots  of  sudi  emplcyaes» 
an  award  of  oonqxnsation  to  the  daimant  in  this  case  woold  be  In  direct  oon« 
ffict  with  the  provisions  of  the  AcL 

The  £Kt  thttt  the  employer  deducted  a  proportion  of  the  prescribed  premium 
from  the  cnqikiyees  wages  for  wwk  done  outside  the  state,  wtniid  not  bring  such 
employee  within  the  Act,  such  employer  having  no  right  or  authority  to  make 
deducticns  from  an  employee's  wages  for  work  performed  outside  the  State  of 
West  Miginia;  neither  docs  the  reporting  of  this  accident  by  a  West  Virginia 
Mine  Inspector,  bring  it  within  the  purview  of  the  AcU 

Taking  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  as  a  whole,  there  seems  to  be  no 
question  but  that  it  is  intended  to  ccver  employees  injured  in  this  state  only» 
and  qwcificaDy  so  states  in  said  Section  25.   This  Court  having  h^: 


**  Where  the  words  of  the  statute  arc  net  ambiguous*  but  have  a  clear  and 
d^nite  meaning,  it  b  not  within  the  province  of  the  courts  to  go  further 
by  extending  its  provisions  so  as  to  include  persons  who  nre  Hearty  ex«> 
eluded  by  the  statute  itself/' 

Wakkon  vs.  Tajlor,  52  W.  Va.  2Si. 

The  intention  of  the  Legislature  is  e\ident  in  the  xiirioiis  sections  of  the  Act; 
Section  9  providing  that  "All  persons,  firms,  associations  and  ccrpor.itions 
regularly  employing  other  persons  for  profit,  or  for  tho  prrpose  of  carding  on  any 
form  of  industry  or  business  in  this  stat^  '^t  a^uul  emp(- yment  exn^pted)  are 
employers  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  mci  suhjeci  to  Us  provisions.  All 
person?  in  the  service  of  onployers  as  herein  cv  !..ied,  and  inuihivcd  by  them  for 
the  purpose  cf  carrymg  on  the  industry  of  bus  riess  in  whirb  they  are  engaged 
(casual  employmeDt  excepted),  are  emplo^TCF  «>ilhin  the  iueanu\g  of  this  act, 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  hcrecl    •    *    *    */* 

It  further  provides  that  any  onployer  whose  anployment  in  this  state  is 
not  to  be  regular  or  continuous,  he  must  (urnish  a  statement  under  oath  showing 
the  probaMe  length  cf  time  such  onployment  will  continue  in  this  state. 

Section  52  of  the  Act  provides  that  in  case  an  employer  is  engaged  in  intrar 
state  and  also  in  inter-state  or  foreign  conunerce,  and  elects  to  pay  premiums 
into  the  fund,  such  premiums  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  the  pay-roll  €d  the  em- 
ployees who  accept,  for  work  done  in  this  state  only.  I  am  therefore  of  the 
opinion  that  our  Compensation  Law  has  no  extra  territorial  force. 

*'Where  words  of  the  statute  are  clear  they  must  be  strictly  followed 
even  if  the  construction  causes  apparently  unnecessary  inconvenience. 
Where  the  purpose  of  Congress  is  dear,  the  courts  must  yield  to  such 
piupose  and  assume  that  all  contending  considerations  were  taken  into 
aocoimt  by  Congress.'* 
Amoican  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Birch,  224  U.  S.  547.

Statement  of  the  Caae. 

This  matter  comes  to  this  Court  upon  appeal  by  Daisy  Gooding  from  a  final 
order  entered  by  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  on  November  4,  1915, 
denying  compensation  for  herself  as  widow  and  for  her  infant  child,  as  the  sur- 
viving beneficiaries  of  Qyde  F.  Gooding,  who  was  killed  on  July  28,  1915,  while 
in  the  course  of  his  employment  by  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company  in  its  Henry 
Mine  at  the  Village  of  Henry,  Grant  County,  West  Virginia. 

The  contentions  of  appellant  may  be  summed  up  by  her  charge  that  the  Com- 
pensation Commissioner's  final  order  is  unwarranted  by  the  facts  and  imjustified 
by  the  law.  With  a  purpose  of  presenting  this  contention,  we  will  discuss,  first 
The  Facts,  and  second.  The  Law. 

The  Facts. 

This  record  contains  a  ver^*^  full  detailed  statement  of  the  undisputed  facts 
and  circumstances  surrounding  the  death  of  Clyde  F.  Gooding,  presented  in  form 
of  an  affidavit  by  B.  W.  McQure,  Superintendent  of  the  Henry  Mine,  accom- 
panied by  a  blue  print  copy  of  the  map  of  that  mine,  which  was  fded  before  the 
Commissioner  in  support  of  appellant's  application.  These  facts  are  summarized 
in  her  petition  to  this  Court  for  appeal.  It  would  seem  unnecessary  to  repeat 
them  in  full;  but  a  brief  summary  thereof  will  clearly  present  the  point  in  this 
case. 

The  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company  is  a  corporation  conducting  a  shaft  coal 
mining  plant  at  Henry,  Grant  County,  West  Virginia,  of  which  the  shaft,  tipple, 
machinery  and  equipment  of  every  character  are  all  in  the  State  of  West  Vir- 
ginia; the  office  and  plant  management  and  all  business  affairs  of  this  plant  are 
all  conducted  in  West  Virginia;  and  the  only  possible  means  of  entrance  or  exit 
for  men,  animals  and  appliances,  and  the  exit  for  coal  product,  are  exclusively 
within  this  State.  However,  the  actual  mining  operations  in  the  coal  stratum, 
deep  down  beneath  the  surface,  radiate  from  the  foot  of  the  shaft  in  every  direc- 
tion, and  extend  across  the  State  boundary  line  between  West  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  and  into  the  State  of  Maryland.  No  opening  whatsoever  to  thesur. 
face  exists  in  Maryland.  Electric  power  is  used  for  lighting  this  mine;  for  cutting 
coal;  and  for  haulage;  and  this  power  is  generated  in  West  Virginia,  conducted 
into  the  mine  by  way  of  the  shaft,  and  distributed  throughout  the  mine  by  means 
of  the  customary  system  of  wiring,  extending  of  course  into  the  mine  headings 
and  workings  on  the  Maryland  side  of  the  State  line. 

Qyde  F.  Gooding  was  employed  by  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company  at,  in 
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and  about  this  mine,  in  various  capacities,  such  as  loading  coal  into  mine  cars, 
running  electric  locomotives  as  motorman,  assisting  as  brakeman  or  trip-rider 
on  electric  locomotive  trains  of  mine  cars,  loaded  and  empty;  running  electric 
coal  cutting  or  mining  machines,  and  driving  mules.  His  various  duties  from  time 
to  time  recfuiied  his  passage  from  one  part  of  the  mine  to  another,  and  to  and  fro 
across  the  state  line  between  West  Virginia  and  Maryland.  Other  employees  of 
this  G>mpany  at  this  mine  performed  duties  similar  to  those  of  Gooding,  and  like- 
wise in  such  performance  necessarily  passed  back  and  forth  in  the  mine  across  the 
State  line.  Gooding  was  killed  on  July  28, 1915,  by  contact  with  a  highly  charged 
electric  wire,  while  across  the  State  line  in  Maryland,  he  having  been  on  that 
day  engaged  in  serving  the  Coal  G>mpany  as  brakeman  with  an  electric  locomotive 
engaged  in  hauling  loaded  mine  cars  from  mine  rooms  and  distributing  empty 
mine  cars  to  such  room,  in  the  State  of  Mipryland.  But  such  mine  cars,  empty 
and  loaded,  and  the  electric  locomotive,  came  from  and  passed  to  the  tipple  in 
West  Viiginia,  upon  which  tipple  the  coal  is  loaded  in  railroad  cars  and  shipped 
to  market.  Gooding  entered  this  mine  in  West  Virginia  and  passed  over  into 
Maryland  to  perform  his  duties;  he  would  have  returned  to  West  Virginia  at  the 
end  of  his  day's  work.   This  is  necessarily  true. 

The  West  Virginia  Department  of  Mines  took  cognizance  of  this  accident  and 
investigated  the  same;  recognizing  thereby  that  the  part  of  this  Henry  Mine 
woridng  which  is  in  Maryland  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Mines  of  West  Virginia. 

The  Davis  Coal  &,  Coke  Company  in  all  respects  had  complied  with  the  West 
Viiginia  Compensation  law,  and  had  made  its  proper  contributions  to  the  fund 
maintained  under  that  law,  and  Gooding  had  paid  his  required  portion  of  those 
contributions. 

A  certified  copy  of  the  marriage  record  showing  that  applicant,  Daisy  Gooding, 
was  lawfully  married  to  Clyde  F.  Gooding,  is  in  this  record.  The  record  shows 
by  the  applicant's  affidavit  that  Gooding  was  survived  by  this  widow  and  one 
infant  dependent  child. 

The  record  further  shows  that  the  Compensation  Commissioner  took  no  final 
action  on  this  claim,  by  entry  of  formal  order  therein,  until  November  4,  1915, 
though  the  application  had  been  pending  before  him  since  August  7, 1915.  Such 
final  action  was  a  refusal  of  compensation,  wholly  and  solely  upon  the  ground 
that  the  injury  to  Gooding  causing  his  death,  was  not  received  in  the  State  of 
West  Virginia;  based  upon  the  provision  of  Section  25  of  the  Compensation  Law. 

The  question  therefore  arises  whether  under  our  Compensation  Law  compen- 
sation can  be  lawfully  denied  merely  because  the  employe  received  his  injury 
outside  the  State  of  West  Viiginia;  his  presence  at  the  point  of  injury  being  a 
mere  incident  of  his  regular  lawful  employment  by  an  employer  who  is  carrying 
on  a  lawful  business  or  industry  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia  and  who  fully  com- 
plied with  the  West  Virginia  Compensation  Law. 

The  Law  of  the  Case. 

So  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  we  lack  precedent  from  any  Court  for  guidance 
in  this  case.  The  question  presented  seems  to  be  one  of  first  impression  calling 
for  an  interpretation  of  our  voluminous,  much  amended  though  recent,  compen- 
sation statute,  creating  an  entirely  new  administrative  system  and  creating  a 
radically  different  new  legal  status  for  employers  and  employees  of  labor  in  this 
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State  in  every  form  of  productive  industry  except  agriculture  and  domestic 
pursuits. 

We  contend  that  the  Compensation  Commissioner  placed  far  too  narrow  con- 
struction upon  this  Compensation  law;  singled  out  one  separate  clause  of  the 
statute  and  gave  it  absolutely  controlling  force  in  reaching  his  conclusion,  thereby 
ignoring  other  just  as  important  provisions  of  the  statute;  destroyed  the  har- 
mony in  the  language  of  the  statute  which  the  law  requires  shall  be  preserved; 
ignored  entirely  the  spirit  of  the  statute;  defeated  in  a  large  measure  the  bene- 
ficial ends  to  be  accomplished  by  the  statute;  and  deprived  this  employe  and 
his  employer  of  the  equal  protection  of  the  law,  by  placing  a  construction  upon 
the  statute  violative  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution. 

Upon  the  error  committed  by  the  Commissioner  in  this  case  in  refusing  com- 
pensation, we  submit  that  the  following  special  points  arise  upon  a  broad  com- 
prehensive analysis  of  our  Compensation  statute: 

(1)  "Employers,"  within  the  terms  of  the  West  Vii^inia  Compensation  Law, 
are  not  merely  those  who  conduct  their  business  or  industry  ezclusiyely  within 
the  State  of  West  Virginia;  but  all  that  is  required  is  that  they  carry  on  an  in- 
dustry or  business  in  this  State.    See  Section  9,  Chapter  9,  Acts  1915. 

(2)  "Employees,"  within  the  terms  of  the  Statute  are  those  who  serve  em- 
ployers, under  employment  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  industry  or  busi- 
ness in  which  those  employers  are  en^^ed — ^not  for  the  purpose  exclusively 
of  carrying  on  the  industry  or  business  in  this  State.    Sec.  9,  Chap.  9,  Acts  1915. 

(3)  "Employers"  excepted  from  the  application  of  the  statute  are  of  two  dis- 
tinct classes,  viz: 

(a)  Those  who  employ  others  in  domestic  service; 

(b)  Those  who  employ  others  in  agriculture  service. 

All  other  "Employers"  who  conduct  a  form  of  industry  or  business  in  this 
State,  even  though  they  conduct  it  in  part  or  conduct  a  like  industry  outside  the 
State,  are  within  the  application  of  the  statute,  though  some  of  their  employees 
may  be  excluded.    Sec.  9,  Chap.  9,  Acts  1915. 

(4)  "Employees"  excepted  from  the  application  of  the  statute  are  of  several 
distinct  classes,  viz: 

(a)  Persons  prohibited  by  law  from  being  employed; 

(b)  Travelling  salesmen; 

(c)  Persons  who  are  employed  whoUy  without  this  state; 

(d)  Members  of  a  firm; 

(e)  Ofiicers  of  an  association  or  corporation,  including  managers,  super- 
intendents, etc. 

All  other  "employees"  who  regularly  serve  others  (not  of  the  two  above  ex- 
cluded classes  of  employers)  in  conducting  industries  in  this  state  for  profit,  no 
matter  where  they  "serve,"  so  long  as  not  "wholly  without  this  State;"  are 
within  the  application  of  the  statute.    Sec.  9,  Chap.  9,  Acts  1915. 

(5)  There  is  no  method  authorized  by  statute  of  apportioning  the  wages  of  an 
employee  on  the  basis  of  the  portion  earned  in  this  State  and  the  portion  earned 
outside  of  this  State  in  arriving  at  the  amount  of  premium  to  be  paid  by  an  em- 
ployer; such  provision  having  been  omitted  by  the  re-enactment  of  Section 
18,  Chap.  10,  Acts  1913;  hence  there  is  no  legal  justification  for  such  an  appor- 

ionment. 
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(6)  The  Woikmen's  Compensation  Fund  is  constituted  of  premiums  (and 
otW  funds)  contributed  in  part  by  employers  (not  of  the  two  excluded  classes) 
who  conduct  industries  in  this  state,  and  in  part  by  their  employees,  who  are  not 
(a)  illegally  employed;  (b)  not  travelling  salesmen;  (c)  not  employed  wholly 
without  the  State;  (d)  not  members  of  the  employing  firm,  ^tc.  Thus  the  fund 
may  be  and  is  legally  constituted,  in  part,  of  contribution  from  wages  earned  in 
part  within  and  in  part  without  this  State — Sec.  19,  Chap.  9,  Acts  1915. 

(7)  The  "benefits"  from  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  this  fund  flow  (a) 
to  employees  themselves  (other  than  those  illegally  employed,  or  employed 

'  wholly  without  the  state  or  members  of  the  firm,  etc.);  (b)  to  dependents  of 
such  employees  in  the  event  of  death  from  injury — ^provided  the  employers  have 
paid  the  premiums  applicable  to  the  classes  to  which  they  belong.  It  is  iv>t  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  derivation  of  "benefits"  that  the  premiums  be  derived 
from  wages  earned  wholly  within  this  state.  Sec.  19,  Chap.  1,  Acts  First  Special 
Session,  1915. 

(8)  The  benefits  to  the  employers,  from  this  statute,  flow  only  to  such  em- 
ployers who  elect  to  pay  their  lawful,  proper  premiums  into  the  Fund  and  who 
are  not  in  default  in  payment  when  an  employee  is  injured;  and  such  benefit  to 
employers  is  exemption  from  liability  in  damages  by  suit.  Sec.  22,  Chap.  9,  Acts 
1915. 

(9)  The  amount  of  the  premium  to  be  paid,  by  the  electing  employer,  into 
the  fund,  is  a  percentage  prescribed  by  the  Conunissioner,  of  the  employer's  pay 
roQ,  "and  shall  be  the  prescribed  percentage  of  the  total  earnings  of  aU  em- 
ployees subject  to  this  act"  for  the  preceding  month;  and  of  this  premium  90 
per  cent  shall  be  contributed  by  the  employer,  and  10  per  cent  at  the  employer's 
option  may  be  deducted  and  contributed  by  the  employer  from  "the  pay  of  the 
employees  (excepting  persons  casually  employed)  for  each  month."  Hence  the 
basis  of  the  premium  is  the  total  payroll  of  all  employees  (excepting  any  casual 
employees,  and  servants  prolubited  by  law  from  being  employed,  any  travelling 
salesman,  any  servants  employed  wholly  without  the  state,  any  members  of  the 
firm,  etc.)  and  such  premiums  must  necessarily  in  some  cases  be  derived  from  and 
based  upon  wages  that  may  be  earned  in  part  without  the  State  of  West  Vir- 
ginia.   Sec.  24,  Chap.  9,  Acts  1915. 

(10  The  disbursements  out  of  the  compensation  fund,  shaU  be  by  the  Com- 
missioner "to  the  employees  of  such  employers  as  have  paid  into  said  Fund  the 
premiums  for  the  month  in  which  the  injury  occurs"  or  who  have  the  required 
guarantee  deposit,  "and  which  employees  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this 
State  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment,  or  to  the  dependents, 
if  any,  of  such  employees  in  case  death  has  ensued,"  etc.  Construed  literally 
and  without  reference  to  other  provisions  of  this  same  statute,  an  injured  em- 
ployee, or  his  dependents  if  he  is  killed,  are  denied  compensation  if  the  injury 
did  not  occur  in  West  Virginia,  even  though  full  proper  premiums  have  been  paid 
by  his  employer.  This  is  the  Conmiissioner's  construction.  Sec.  25,  Chap.  1, 
Acts  First  Special  Session  1915. 

(11)  The  penalty  upon  employers  who  shall  not  "elect  to  pay  the  premiums 
provided  for  and  prescribed,  or  who  shall  be  in  default  in  payment  is  that  they 
shall  be  liable  to  their  employees  "within  the  meaning  of  this  act,"  (that  is,  to 
all  oi  their  employees  except  the  excluded  classes)  for  damages  for  personal 
injuries  or  death  through  ne^gence,  etc.,  and  be  deprived  of  the  defenses  of  the 
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fellow  servant  rule,  assumption  of  risk,  or  contributory  negligence  of  the  em- 
ploye, etc.    Sec.  26,  Chap.  10,  Acts  1913,  unamended. 

(12)  This  entire  statute  must  not  be  given  a  narrow,  strict  construction,  but 
a  liberal  interpretation  both  as  to  letter  and  spirit,  because  the  Conmiissioner  is 
not  bound  by  strict  rules  of  evidence  or  by  technical  or  fcrmal  rules  of  procedure, 
but  may  make  his  investigations  in  such  manner  as  is  best  calculated  to  "ascer- 
tain the  substantial  rights  of  the  parties  and  to  carry  out  justly  and  liberally  the 
spirit  of  this  act."    Sec.  44,  Chap.  9,  Acts  1915. 

By  the  strict  narrow  construction  given  to  our  Compensation  law  by  the  Com- 
missioner in  this  case,  we  submit  that  he  has  ignored  or  misapplied  well  settled 
rules  for  interpretation  of  statutes;  and  thereupon  we  state  the  following  proposi- 
tions of  law  which  should  have  guided  the  Commissioner:

Argument. 

The  Commissioner  of  Compensation  has  assuredly  given  a  strict  and  narrow 
application  to  our  Compensation  Law  in  this  case.  Me  has  clearly  singled  out  one 
clause  and  given  it  absolutely  controlling  force  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  reason- 
able interpretation  of  other  provisions,  and  in  violation  of  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  the  act  as  a  whole.  We  think  there  can  be  little  doubt  in  anyone's  mind  as  to 
what  the  real  purpose  of  this  statute  is  and  the  motive  for  its  enactment.  The 
growing  tendency  has  been  to  attempt  to  relieve  the  commimity  at  large  from  the 
burdens  of  maintaining  those  who  are  injured  or  maimed,  or  the  dependents  of 
those  who  may  be  killed,  in  our  mines,  shops,  mills  and  factories,  and  by  some 
device  attempt  at  least  to  shift  those  financial  burdens  directly  to  those  indus- 
tries.   The  Courts  say  this  can  be  done;  and  this  tendency  involves  an  admis- 
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sion  that  the  common  and  statutory  law  applicable  to  negligence  cases  more 
frequently  relieved  from  responsibility  the  industries  in  which  the  injuries  oc- 
curred than  fastened  such  responsibihty  upon  them.  And  it  is  recognized  that 
the  fruits  of  recovery  of  damages  for  injuries  or  deaths  were  not  only  uncertain 
but  most  often  inadequate  and  sorely  diminished  in  the  process  of  recovery. 
Hence  the  old  system  has  been  substantially  destroyed  and  a  new  one  established, 
to  the  end  that  recompense  may  be  sure  and  certain,  reasonably  adequate,  speedy 
and  easy  to  obtain.  This  new  system  is  our  Workmen's  Compensation  Statute, 
passed  in  1913,  amended  in  part  by  the  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1915 
and  in  part  by  the  first  extraordinary  session  of  1915. 

The  provisions  to  which  we  have  hereinbefore  called  special  attention  are 
Sections  9, 18,  22,  24,  25,  26  and  44.  Section  9  as  origmally  enacted  was  slightly 
modified  in  1915;  and  as  so  modified,  was  in  force  when  Gooding  was  killed  in 
July,  1915.  By  its  provisions  the  terms  "employers"  and  "employees,"  "within 
the  meaning  of  the  statute,"  are  defined  and  definitely  limited.  To  be  an  "em- 
ployer" one  must  use  the  services  of  others  for  profit  or  in  carrying  on  any  form 
of  industry  in  West  Virginia.  Qearly  the  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Company  was 
within  that  definition;  and  no  language  is  used  which  would  exclude  it  because 
its  industry  at  the  Henry  Mine  was  in  part  conducted  in  Maryland.  Though  its 
"industry"  is  conducted  in  part  outside  the  State,  beyond  question  it  carries  on 
a  form  of  "business"  at  Henry,  entirely  within  the  State,  and  Gooding  was 
employed  in  furtherance  of  that  West  Virginia  "  business."  To  be  an  "  employee  " 
one's  services  must  be  devoted  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  industry  or  business  in 
which  the  employer  is  engaged.  Again,  we  find  no  language  which  would  exclude 
one  whose  services  are  rendered  in  part  without  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 
Certain  sorts  of  employees  are  expressly  excluded,  however.  One  such  class 
consists  of  "employees  who  are  employed  wholly  without  this  state.  Qearly 
all  employees  not  expressly  excluded  are  included.  Gooding  belonged  to 
no  excluded  class.  Hence  he,  an  employee  who  rendered  services  in  part  within 
and  part  without  the  state,  falls  within  the  definition  of  terms  of  the  act.  He 
was  therefore  an  employee,  and  the  Daxis  Coal  &  Coke  Company  was  his  "em- 
ployer," within  the  meaning  of  the  act  and  subject  to  its  provisions."  WTiat 
statutory  consequences  follow  from  that  relation?  Under  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 18  of  the  original  act,  if  it  had  remained  in  force  in  July,  1915,  for  the  purpose 
of  contributions  to  State  Compensation  Fund,  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company 
might  have  been  required  to  separate  Gooding's  wages  into  two  parts;  ascertain- 
ing the  part  he  earned  within  the  State  from  the  part  he  earned  without  the  State, 
and  the  contribution  on  Gooding's  accoimt  would  have  been  made  upon  the  basis 
of  the  wages  earned  actually  within  this  State  (if  that  could  have  been  done  with 
any  degree  of  accuracy,  which  is  extremely  doubtful).  However,  no  such  appor- 
tionment should  have  been  required  in  Gooding's  case,  because  under  that 
original  section  18,  Gooding's  employment  would  have  been  deemed  to  be  wholly 
within  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  because  the  Henry  Mine  tipple  and  only 
mine  entrance,  "  in  and  about  which  he  worked,"  are  wholly  within  the  State  of 
West  Virginia.  Hence  the  provision  of  former  section  18,  of  the  Act  as  to  appor- 
tioning wages  earned  within  and  without  the  state  would  not  have  applied  to  one 
special  class  of  employees,  to-wit:  those  miners  who  were  employed  partly  out- 
side this  state,  and  their  entire  earnings  would  have  been  embraced  then  as  now 
in  the  premium  basis.  But  in  revising  Section  18  of  the  original  act,  both  of  the 
fore^oin^  proYislons  are  wholly  omitted;  and  consequently  Gooding's   status 
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was  simply  a  mine  employee,  not  wholly  employed  without  the  state,  and  no 
apportionment  of  his  wages  could  be  made  to  arrive  at  the  premium  basis  of  his 
employer.  Still  he  remained  an  '*  employee,"  kad  the  Davis  Goal  &  Coke  Com- 
pany remained  his  "employer,"  "within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  subject  to 
its  provisions." 

We  find  the  next  consequences  of  this  relation  of  employer  and  employee,  as 
to  the  Company  and  Gooding,  in  Section  19,  which  was  slightly  amended  by  the 
Regular  Session  of  1915,  and  slightly  re-amended  by  the  first  Extra  Session  of 
1915.   By  its  provisions,  the  Compensation  Fund  is  created  and  the  purposes  of 
the  fund  are  declared.    It  is  created  of  moneys  paid  thereto  as  "premiums" 
and  other  funds  by  way  of  advance  premiums  for  guarantee  purposes)  by  "em- 
ployers and  employees  as  herein  provided."    Reading  this  provision  with  Sec- 
tion 9,  it  clearly  means  that  this  fund  is  constituted  of  contributions  based  upon 
wages  earned  by  employees  who  are  not  employed  wholly  without  the  state;  who 
are  not  forbidden  by  law  to  be  employed;  who  are  not  traveling  salesmen; 
not  domestic  or  farm  laborers;  not  members  of  a  firm  nor  officers,  etc.,  of  a  cor- 
poration.  Clearly,  then,  Gooding's  status  made  him  and  his  employers  contribu- 
tors to  this  Fund.   The  record  shows  they  actually  did  contribute  upon  the  full 
amount  of  Gooding's  wages,  and  there  was  no  legal  excuse  for  refusal  to  do  so 
because  the  above  cited  provisions  of  Section  18  for  apportioning  wages  had  been 
repealed  by  the  Legislature  of  1915,  even  if  those  provisions  authorized  appor- 
tionment.   The  purposes  of  the  creation  of  this  fund  are  likewise  declared  by 
Section  19;  they  are  three  in  number  (a)  "for  the  benefit  of  employees  of  em- 
ployers that  have  paid  the  premiums  applicable"  to  them;  (b)  "for  the  benefit 
of  dependents  of  such  employees;"   (c)  "for  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  ad- 
ministration of  the  act."    Gearly,  then,  we  submit,  being  within  the  statutory 
"employer"  and  "employee"  class  as  fixed  by  section  9,  and  clearly  within  the 
premium  contributing  class  as  fixed  by  the  language  of  section  19  creating  the 
Fund,  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  Gooding's  employer,  and  the  appallant, 
Gooding's  dependent  widow  and  bs^y  had  a  clear  statutory  right  to  expect  that 
these  dependents  would  derive  these  "benefits"  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent 
provided  by  the  statute. 

We  find  the  next  consequence  of  this  relation  of  employer  and  employee  as  to 
the  Company  and  Gooding  in  section  22  as  finally  amended  by  the  Regular 
Session  of  1915.  It  declares  that  an  employer  subject  to  this  act  (which  must 
mean  an  employer  who  comes  within  the  definition  of  that  term  in  section  9) 
who  shall  elect  to  pay  into  the  Fund  the  premiums  provided  by  the  act  (which 
must  mean  premiums  based  upon  wages  earned  by  employees  as  that  term  "em- 
ployees** is  defined  and  limited  in  section  9)  shall  not  be  liable  in  damages  at 
common  law  or  by  statute  for  the  injury  or  death  of  an  employee,  however 
occurring,  after  such  election  and  during  any  period  in  which  the  employer  shall 
not  be  in  default  in  his  payments.  This  is  a  positive,  clean  cut  benefit  to  the 
employer  and  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  positive  deprivation  of  ordinary  right  of 
action  at  law,  under  the  old  system,  to  employees  for  the  recovery  of  damages 
on  the  theory  of  negligence.  Applying  it  concretely  to  Gooding,  and  laying  aside 
the  fact  that  he  was  killed  in  Maryland,  on  the  facts  of  the  record  there  is  no 
statute  or  common  law  right  of  action  for  his  death.  Upon  the  fact  however, 
that  he  was  killed  in  Maryland  we  are  not  unmindful,  in  considering  the  accident 
alone  that  a  right  of  action  might  exist  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  providing  juris- 
diction of  the  defendant  in  that  state  might  be  obtained;  or  such  right  of   action 
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might  be  maintainable  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  in  which  the  law  of  Mary- 
land applicable  to  such  cases  would  be  appUed  provided,  however,  the  State  of 
Maryland  in  its  wisdom  has  not  also  destroyed  common  law  or  statutory  rights  of 
action  for  negligent  deaths  and  substituted  a  system  similar  to  ours.  But  in- 
asmuch as  it  is  recognized  that  a  "compensation  system"  is  far  more  beneficial, 
speedy  and  advantageous  then  a  recourse  to  the  uncertain,  dilatory  common  law 
action  for  damages,  it  is  prop>er  and  right  to  assume  that  the  dependents  of  this 
dead  man  would  much  prefer  to  adopt  (as  they  have)  the  course  of  obtaining  com- 
pensation from  the  Compensation- Fund,  than  to  fall  back  upon  any  uncertain, 
unsatisfactory  remedy,  that  might  be  obtained  through  a  common  law  action, 
either  in  the  Court  of  Maryland  or  in  the  Court  of  West  Virginia.  We  submit, 
by  reading  sections  9,  19,  and  22  together,  the  conclusioiji  is  amply  justified  that, 
in  return  for  the  exemption  from  liability  from  common  law  action  given  to  the 
employer,  and  by  virtue  of  the  premiiun  paid,  the  employee  or  his  dependents 
are  given  the  more  desirable  compensation  from  the  Fund  by  way  of  insurance; 
and  that  it  is  clearly  intended  this  compensatory  remedy  shall  extend  to  all 
employees  who  are  not  specifically  excluded  from  the  definition  given  in  section 
9;  and  therefore  this  Compensation  would  be  available  to  the  dependents  of 
Gooding,  because  Gooding  was  not  employed  "wholly  without  this  state." 

We  find  the  next  consequence  of  this  relation  of  employer  and  employee  as  to 
the  Coal  Company  and  Gooding  expressed  in  section  24  of  the  act,  which  stands 
now  as  finally  amended  by  the  Regular  Session  of  1915.  This  section  lays  down 
the  certain  rule  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  "premium  of  liability"  to  be  con- 
tributed by  the  employer  and  the  employee  into  the  Fund.  It  declares  that  this 
premium  shall  be  such  percentage  of  the  payroll  of  the  employer  as  may  have 
been  determined  by  the  Commissioner.  It  declares  that  this  premium  shall  be 
contributed  in  the  proportion  of  90%  by  the  employer  and  10%  by  the  employee; 
and  it  declares  absolutely  and  without  exception  that  the  basis  of  ascertaining 
the  premium  to  be  paid  is  "the  total  earnings  of  all  employees  subject  to  the 
act  for  the  preceding  month."  A  further  proviso  seems  to  leave  it  to  the  option 
of  the  employer  whether  he  will  deduct  the  10  per  cent  from  tjie  employee's 
earnings  or  whether  he  will  pay  it  himself;  but  this  proviso  is  not  material,  as 
the  record  shows  in  this  case  that  this  10  per  cent  was  actually  deducted  from 
Gooding's  wages.  But  reading  this  section  along  with  sections  9,  19  and  22,  the 
conclusion  is  certain  that  the  total  payroll,  made  up  of  earnings  of  aU  employees, 
except  the  specifically  excluded  classes,  including  unlEiuestionably  the  total  earn- 
ings of  employees  who  earn  part  of  their  wages  within  and  part  of  their  wages 
without  this  state,  Is  the  basis  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  premiums  to  be 
paid.  Looking  now,  in  this  connection,  to  section  26,  which  has  not  been  amended, 
we  find  that  "all  employers  subject  to  this  act,  who  shall  not  elect  to  contribute 
to  the  fund,  or  who  are  in  default  in  their  payments,  are  penalized  by  being  de- 
prived of  their  "conunon  law  defense"  and  rendered  defenseless  against  damage 
claims  based  upon  the  employer's  negligence.  We  submit,  therefore,  it  is  abso- 
lutely required  by  this  statute,  in  order  for  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company  to 
have  obtained  exemption  from  liability  to  any  of  its  employees  in  common  law 
actions  for  injuries  or  deaths  of  any  employees,  it  was  obliged  to  pay  a  premium 
upon  every  employee  (not  expressly  excepted),  including  not  only  those  em- 
ployees who  performed  all  their  services  in  West  Virginia,  but  also  uj)on  Gooding, 
who  earned  a  part  of  his  wages  across  the  state  line  in  Maryland  and  the  other 
part  of  his  wages  within  the  State  of  West  Virginia;  and  it  had  no  right  under 
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the  law  to  aq^Mvtion  those  wages.  We  meaa  to  say  the  condusioa  is  certain  that 
if  any  emi^oyer,  who  has  elected  to  com|^  with  our  Compensation  Law,  faik  in 
the  sHghtfst  instance  in  any  month  to  indude  all  the  wages  of  all  its  employees 
(except  the  e3q>ressty  excluded  classes)  in  making  up  its  payroD  basis  for  ascer- 
taining its  premium  contribution,  then  if  any  accident  occurs  in  its  mine  during 
such  month  that  em^oyer  loses  the  exemptioo'trom  Court  actions  specified  by 
section  22  of  the  act,  and  becomes  liable  to  be  prosecuted  in  Court  under  the 
terms  of  section  26  of  the  act.  Therdore,  if  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  this  man 
Gooding  had  earned  part  of  his  wages  last  June  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  which 
dearly  he  did  do,  the  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Company  had  not  carried  his  Maryland 
eamingt  into  its  payroll  and  into  its  pranium  contribution  upon  such  payrolL 
for  that  month  of  June,  then  every  izuured  emi^yee  d  that  Company  whose 
injury  occurred  in  the  month  of  June,  could  have  maintained  and  may  still  main- 
tain a  ri^t  of  action  in  court  against  that  Company  for  such  injury.  As  a  result 
of  this  state  of  the  law,  the  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Company  and  every  other 
,  employer  in  the  State  of  West  Viiginia  who  has  dected  to  abide  by  this  act,  has 
heen  coeroed,  literally  we  might  say,  into  contributing  to  the  compeusation 
fund  upon  the  basis  of  wages  which  have  not  been  earned  in  the  State  of  West 
Viiginia.  It  is  not  mere  ^leculation  which  tells  us  that  there  are  certainly  numer- 
ous employers  of  lalxx-  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia  who  employ  men  who  earn 
part  of  their  wages  beyond  our  state  lines.  The  industries  conducted  on  our 
westorn  border  on  the  Ohio  River;  along  our  northern  border  lines  with  the  State 
cf  Pennsylvania;  aloog  our  eastern  border  lines  with  the  States  of  Maryland  and 
^^rginia,  and  along  our  ^uthem  lines  with  Virginia  and  Kentucky  embrace  many 
businesses^  in  the  conduct  of  which,  some  empbyees  every  day  earn  part  of  their 
wages  outside  of  the  border  lines  of  this  State.  The  enforced  contributions  to  the 
Compensation  Fund  by  the  employers  of  those  employees  must  necessarily  amount 
to  a  handsome  sum  each  month,  and  there  is  now  no  legal  method  of  apportioning 
ihdr  wages,  but  the  contributions  must  be  made  upon  a  basis  which  indudes 
their  entire  earnings,  or  their  employers  derive  absolutdy  no  benefit  what- 
soever by  way  of  exemption  from  liability  in  court  actions  at  the  suit  of  any  of 
their  injured  employees.   It  is  a  perilous  thing  how  to  omit  an  employe. 

Having  seen  by  the  forgoing  how  this  Compensation  Fund  is  constituted  and 
the  purposes  for  which  it  is  constituted  and  the  benefits  and  immunities  intended 
to  flow  and  flowing  from  its  creation,  we  look  next  to  the  system,  provided  by  the 
statute  for  the  disbursement  of  the  Fund  in  order  to  give  the  employees  the 
finflnrinl  benefits  which  it  is  intended  they  shaU  derive  from  the  Fund.  This 
system  and  the  amounts  i»escirbed,  and  the  rules  to  govern  the  disbursements 
are  contained  in  Section  25  of  the  act,  as  finally  amended  by.the  First  Extraor- 
dinary Sessnon  of  1915;  section  27,  section  28,  section  29,  section  30,  and  section 
31,  all  as  amended  by  the  Regular  Session  of  1915;  section  32  as  originally  enacted 
in  1913;  secticm  33,  section  34,  and  section  35,  all  as  amended  by  the  Regular 
Session  of  1915;  section  36  as  originally  enacted  in  1913;  and  pecticms  37,  38, 
39,  40,  and  41,  as  amended  by  the  R^ular  Session  of  1915.  This  system  of 
disbursement  of  the  benefits  is  hedged  about  by  numerous  salutary  rules  and 
r^ulations,  and  it  is  obvious  that  there  are  instances  specially  named  in  which 
no  financial  benefits  shall  be  paid.  For  instance,  under  section  28  no  disbursement 
shall  be  made  for  a  sdf-inflicted  injury,  which  of  course  could  not  reasonably  be 
"in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  employment;"  no  disbursement  can  be 
made  for  an  ii^nry  resulting  from  willful  misconduct  ac  for  willful  disobedience 
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of  the  prescribed  operating  rules  of  the  employer,  or  from  the  intoxication  of  the 
employee,  because,  we  submit,  no  one  will  seriously  question  the  conclusion  that 
if  disbursement  were  to  be  authorized  for  injuries  so  resulting,  such  requirements 
would  render  this  legislation  clearly  in  violation  of  both  Federal  and  our  State 
Constitutions.  By  section  30  no  disbursement  shall  be  rhade  except  for  "first 
aid"  in  the  event  that  disability  does  not  continue  one  week,  and  if  the  injury 
continues  longer  than  one  week  the  first  week  shall  be  excluded  from  the  period 
of  disbursement.  All  will  agree,  we  think,  that  this  is  a  salutory  provision  fully 
justified  and  legally  enforceable  for  the  discouragement  of  imaginary  claims  or 
malingerers.  By  section  36  an  abandoned  widow  or  widower  is  excluded  from 
receiving  disbursements,  providing  the  abandonment  continued  for  twelve 
months  next  preceding  the  injury,  and  the  widow  or  widower,  was  not  supported 
by  the  injured  employee  during  such  time;  nor  to  a  widow  or  widower  who  was 
living  separate  and  apart  from  the  injured  employee  for  twelve  months  unsup- 
ported by  the  employee.  Clearly  the  exclusions  are  justified  because  such  widow 
or  widower  is  not  a  "dependent,"  and  therefcre  equitably  should  have  no  claim 
upon  the  Fund.  By  section  39  of  the  act  a  reasonable  period  of  limitation  is 
fixed  for  the  filing  of  the  application  fcr  the  disbursement,  and  a  reasonable 
limitation  is  provided  for  the  filing  of  proofs  of  dependency.  We  think  no  one 
will  question  the  justice  and  right  of  reasonable  limitations  or  regard  them  as 
legally  unwarranted  by  a  legislative  act. 

But  section  25  of  the  act,  by  its  letter,  does  exclude,  seemingly,  another  class 
of  employees  or  their  dependents  from  risoeiving  disbursements  from  the  Fund, 
even  though  the  injuries  are  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the 
employment;  and  it  is  with  this  seeming  exception  or  exclusion  that  we  are 
vitally  concerned.  This  section  25  has  been  twice  amended  since  its  original 
enactment,  the  last  amendment  being  by  the  First  Extraordinary  Session  of 
1915;  and  as  then  enacted  and  amended  was  a  part  of  the  statute  when  Gooding 
was  killed  in  July,  1915.  This  section  as  it  stands,  declares  that  disbursements 
from  the  Fund  shall  be  to  employees  of  such  employers  as  have  paid  the  premiums 
for  the  month  in  which  the  injury  occurs,  or  who  have  paid  the  required  guarantee 
deposit,  and  to  such  employees  as  "shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  state  in 
the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment,  or  to  the  dependents,  if  any 
*  *  *  *  in  case  death  ensued,"  etc  A  literal  appUcation  and  enforcement 
of  the  letter  of  this  provision,  as  made  by  the  Commissioner  in  this  case,  has 
excluded  the  appellant  from  receiving  disbursements.  As  we  have  heretofore 
shown,  both  the  Coal  Company  and  Gooding  aro  clearly  within  the  statutory 
definitions  of  employers  and  employees;  we  have  clearly  shown  that  there  could 
have  been  no  lawfijl  apportionment  of  Gooding's  wages  on  the  basis  of  the  portion 
earned  without  and  the  portion  earned  within  this  State;  we  have  shown  that 
the  fund  was  created  fcr  the  benefit  of  the  employees  or  their  dependents,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  definition  of  employees  contained  in  section  9  of  the  act; 
we  have  shown  that  an  employer,  within  the  definition  of  section  9  of  the  act, 
who  has  contributed  the  premium,  is  exempt  from  conunon  law  liabihty;  we 
have  shown  that  the  premiums  must  be  upon  the  total  payroll  of  the  employer, 
which  payroll  must  be  made  up  of  the  total  earnings  of  all  employees,  even  if 
some  of  the  employees  earn  part  of  their  wages  within  and  part  without  the 
state.  The  record  shows  in  this  case  that  there  has  been  a  full  recognition  and 
compliance  by  both  the  employer  and  Gooding  of  the  above  mentioned  statutory 
requirements  as  to  payments  made.    Notwithstanding  this,  simply  because 
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Gooding  happened  to  be  killed  a  few  feet  beyond  the  state  line,  all  these  pay- 
ments made  in  strict  conformity  with  the  law  are  regarded  by  the  G)mmissioner 
as  giving  no  benefit  to  Gooding's  dependents.  During  the  period  of  his  em- 
ployment the  Davis  Goal  and  Goke  Company  has  been  exempt  from  liability  at 
common  law,  and  Gooding  has  felt  that  he  had  reasonable  protection  for  himself 
and  his  little  family  in  the  event  that  the  hazards  of  his  employment  did  result 
in  his  injury  or  death.  We  feel  that,  literally,  hundreds  of  other  employees  who 
serve  industries  of  our  state  are  exactly  in  the  position  of  this  man  Gooding,  and 
his  dependents,  and  that  grave  injustice  has  resulted  in  this  case,  and  may  result 
in  numerous  other  like  cases  if  the  Commissioner's  ruling  is  adhered  to;  and  that 
the  Compensation  Fund  has  been  enriched  by  thousands  of  dollars  of  contributions 
which  will  not  go  to  these  parties  to  whom  the  law  intended  they  should  go,  but 
shall  be  devoted  entirety  to  different  objects  and  purposes.  Notice  right  here, 
that  this  seeming  denial  of  Compensation  for  an  injury  received  outside  this  state 
stood  in  section  25  as  originally  enacted  m  1913.  Even  when  the  provision  for 
apportioning  wages  and  the  provision  that  the  location  of  a  mine  tipple  or 
principal  mine  entrance  determined  a  miner's  "place  of  employment*'  stood  in 
the  statute,  still  a  miner  could  not,  seemingly,  according  to  section  25,  have 
obtained  compensation  if  injured  without  the  State  of  West  Virginia.  Nor  could 
any  other  employee,  so  injured,  have  obtained  compensation.  It  seems  that  the 
only  purpose  then  of  the  provision  of  original  section  18  fixing  a  miner's  place  of 
employment  as  in  the  state  wherein  the  tipple  or  entrance  was  located,  was  to 
deny  to  a  mine  ownar  the  right  to  apportion  his  employee's  wages  as  earned  in 
part  within  and  in  part  without  this  state.  All  other  employers  were  obliged  to 
apportion  such  wages.  We  submit  therefore  that  these  omissions  from  section 
18,  by  the  1915  revision,  do  not  affect  the  point  at  issue  one  way  or  the  other. 
The  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Company  could  not  have  apportioned  Gooding's 
wages  because  its  tipple  is  in  West  Virginia.  It  would  have  been  obliged  to  pay 
on  the  basis  of  his  whole  wages — and  still  Gooding  could  have  received  no  com- 
pensation for  an  injury  received  in  Maryland,  if  section  25  is  to  be  construed  as 
the  Commissioner  applies  it. 

By  the  rules  of  interpretation  and  construction  of  statutes  hereinbefore  cited 
we  submit  that  the  Commissioner  by  his  ruling  in  this  case,  has  failed  to  recognize; 
that  the  voice  of  society,  speaking  through  our  Legislature,  calls  for  the  greatest 
possible  relief  from  the  burden  upon  the  public  at  large  of  supporting  dependents 
of  laborers  who  may  lose  their  lives  in  the  productive  industries  by  which  cur 
great  state  thrives;  and  demands  that  this  burden  shall  be  carried  directiy  by 
these  industries.  We  submit  that  the  Commissioner  has  failed  to  recognize  the 
true  intention  and  spirit  of  this  law,  and  has  adhered  to  the  strict  letter  of  one 
isolated  clause  of  the  statute  and  ignored  the  very  fundamental  principles  and 
rules  upon  which  the  whole  system  cf  compensation  is  created.  We  submit 
that,  in  construing  the  clause  of  section  25,  the  Commissioner  should  have  elimi- 
nated instead  of  created  the  conflict  and  repugnancy  which  seems  to  exist  be- 
tween that  special  clause  and  the  provisions  of  sections  9, 19  and  24.  We  submit 
that  by  the  Commissioner's  construction  and  appUcation  of  this  statute  in  this 
case  he  has  given  an  effect  which  works  the  grossest  injustice  to  hundreds  of 
confiding  employees  who  are  obliged  to  earn  their  bread  by  service  rendered  to 
employers  incidentally  in  part  beyond  our  border  lines.  It  might  be  aigued  that 
the  construction  given  to  this  statute  by  the  Commissioner  in  this  case  is  per- 
missible within  the  express  terms  of  the  act,  because  other  contributing  employees 
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other  than  those  who  render  part  of  their  services  outside  of  the  state,  are  ex- 
cluded by  other  provisions  cited.  But  as  to  those  other  excluded  employees  we 
submit  their  exclusion  works  no  injustice  to  them,  and  is  neither  inequitable  nor 
unfair.  However,  we  earnestly  submit,  by  excluding  an  employee  who  renders 
part  of  his  service  beyond  the  border  of  this  state  and  happens  to  be  injured 
while  he  is  beyond  the  border  incidentally  and  clearly  as  part  of  his  employment 
in  and  about  a  West  Virginia  industry,  injustice  of  a  serious  kind  is  dealt  to  such 
employee,  and  he  is  dealt  with  most  unfairly  and  inequitably.  Therefore,  we 
submit  this  whole  statutory  system  admits  of  a  permissible  construction  which 
will  avoid  this  Injustice  and  unfairness  not  only  in  thiis  particular  case  but  in 
hundreds  of  other  cases,  and  that  such  permissible  construction  will  do  no  violence 
whatsoever  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Legislature.  It  is  permissible  as  our 
courts  all  recognize,  to  refer  statutory  language  to  its  proper  connection,  and 
even  at  times  to  transi>ose  statutory  language  in  order  to  avoid  injustice,  and  to 
bring  about  harmony  and  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  of  the  legislature.  To  avoid 
the  unjust  results  we  complain  of,  and  to  bring  about  the  harmony  we  contend 
for,  the  language  of  section  25,  we  submit,  should  be  read:  "The  commissioner 
shall  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  to  the  employees  *  *  ♦  ♦ 
which  employees  shall  have  received  injuries  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from 
their  employment  in  this  State,  or  to  the  dependents,  if  any,  of  such  employees," 
etc.  Such  reading  will  simply  give  the  financial  benefits  of  the  statute  to  the  em- 
ployees who  are  not  excluded  by  the  express  language  of  section  9  of  the  act, 
and  will  apply  the  insurance  fund,  which  is  created  by  the  provisions  of  section 
19  and  section  24  of  the  act,  by  way  of  recompense  for  injuries  received  in  con- 
ducting West  Virginia  industries,  which  promote  the  general  welfare  of  our 
State,  and  will  prevent  the  piling  up  of  a  huge  sum  of  money  derived  from  per- 
sons, who  are  altogether  likely  never  to  profit  thereby,  for  the  benefit  of  other 
persons. 

We  have  likewise  heretofore  suggested,  and  we  rely  upon  the  point,  that  the 
arbitrary  construction  given  to  this  statute  by  the  commissioner  declining  the 
Gooding  application  would  render  this  statute  in  part  at  least  violative  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Federal  Ck)nstitution,  which  declares:  "That  no 
state  shall  deny  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the 
laws."  As  we  understand  this  West  Virginia  Compensation  Fund  it  is  a  common 
insurance  fund  for  the  equal  protection  and  benefit  of  all  lawful  contributors 
thereto  who  may  be  injured  in  the  course  of  their  employment.  Perhaps  the  em- 
ployer, the  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Company,  has  received  the  same  protection  and 
benefits  from  the  contributions  on  Gooding's  account,  even  though  his  dependents 
are  denied  velief,  and  perhaps  that  Company  could  not  complain.  But  we  sub- 
mit, there  has  been  a  plain  discrimination  against  Gooding  in  the  denial  to  his 
dependents  of  compensation,  simply  because  he  was  injured  outside  of  this  State. 
If  section  25  is  to  be  read  and  applied  literally  without  regarding  the  general 
context  and  purpose  of  the  statute,  then  Gooding  and  all  other  employees  of 
this  State's  industries  who  may  happen  to  be  injured  or  killed  beyond  the  State's 
borders  while  pursuing  their  lawful  employment  in  the  service  of  West  Virginia 
industry,  are  set  apart  in  a  separate,  special  class  different  from  all  other  em- 
ployees who  may  not  be  obliged  to  pass  incidentally  out  of  this  State,  and  all  of 
whom  have  contributed  and  do  contribute  to  the  establishment  of  the  Compen- 
sation Fund.  We  submit  there  is  no  legal  justification  for  this  special  classifica- 
tion and  this  obvious  discrimination  in  dealing  out  the  benefits  of  the  law.    So 
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long  as  Gooding  labored  within  the  state  or  so  long  as  other  employees  similarly 
situated  labor  within  the  State's  borders,  and  are  exposed  to  injuries  and  receive 
injuries,  all  such  employees  stand  on  an  equal  basis  of  right  to  receive  the  benefits 
of  the  Fund;  but  just  as  soon  as  one  of  such  employees  passes  beyond  the  State 
line  in  his  employment,  which  he  may  do  thoughtlessly  or  accidentally,  and 
which  we  all  know  he  may  do  legally  at  any  time,  he  is  beyond  the  pale  and  falls 
into  an  excluded  class;  and  if  he  receives  an  injury  or  is  killed  wholly  and  solely 
in  the  course  of  and  as  a  result  of  his  employment  he  will  get  no  compensation 
from  our  fund.  We  submit  this  is  a  denial  of  equal  protection  within  the  sense 
and  letter  of  the  Foiuteenth  Amendment.  We  submit,  therefore,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  so  construe  this  statute,  if  it  is  reasonably  practicable  to  do  so, 
to  eliminate  such  special  classification  of  employees,  and  to  give  to  all  the  em- 
ployees who  may  be  incidentally  outside  the  state  in  their  employment,  full,  Uke 
and  equal  benefit,  as  a  result  of  their  contributions  to  the  Fund,  as  is  received  by 
employees  who  are  not  obliged  to  pass  out  of  the  State  in  the  course  of  their 
employment.  Courts  are  always  inclined,  and  instances  may  be  cited  in  which 
they  struggled  to  maintain  the  constitutionality  of  statutes  or  portions  of  statutes. 
In  this  instance  we  think  the  court  should  have  no  trouble  in  construing  this 
statute  in  respect  to  the  disbursements  of  compensation  so  as  to  avoid  any  im- 
putation that  it  is  discrimatory  against  a  portion  of  the  protected  class  and 
denies  to  that  portion  of  the  class  the  equal  protection  of  the  law. 

We  have  therefore  called  special  attention  to  section  44  of  our  Compensation 
Act  which  was  originally  enacted  in  1913,  and  which  stands  today  after  slight 
revision  in  1915,  as  originally  enacted.  This  section  is  plainly  declaratory  of 
the  broad  generous  spirit,  purpose  and  motive  of  the  Legislature  in  passing  this 
statute.  It  indicates  in  unmistakable  terms  that  it  is  the  Commissioner's  duty 
to  give  this  statute  a  just  and  liberal  interpretation.  It  declares  that  he  shall  not 
be  bound  by  usual  common  law  and  statutory  rules  of  evidence,  or  technical, 
formal  rules  of  procedure  other  than  the  liberal  rules  for  hearings  and  procedure 
prescribed  by  the  statute;  but  shall  make  his  investigations  in  such  a  manner  as 
in  his  judgment  is  best  calculated  to  ascertain  the  substantial  rights  of  the  parties 
to  the  end  and  for  the  purpose  that  the  spirit  of  the  statute  shall  be  jusUy  and 
liberally  carried  out.  It  is  rather  unusual  to  find  a  provision  of  this  sort  in  statu- 
tory enactments.  Under  the  ordinary  rules  of  application  and  construction  there 
is  room  for  believing  that  many  of  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  because  they  are 
in  derogation  of  the  common  law,  should  be  strictly  construed.  But  here  we  have 
an  expression  in  unmistakable  terms  by  the  Legislature,  and  legislation  is  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  an  expression  of  the  voice  of  society,  declaring  that  this  whole 
statute  must  be  given  a  generous,  just  and  liberal  application  accordmg  to  its 
spirit. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted,  therefore,  the  ruling  of  the  Commissioner  in  this 
case  is  violative  of  the  true  intent  and  spirit  of  our  Compensation  law,  and  that 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  43  of  the  Act,  providing  for  an 
appeal  of  the  character  we  are  now  prosecuting,  it  is  the  province  of  this  Court 
to  determine  the  application  of  this  claimant  in  her  favor;  thereby  reversing  the 
erroneous  final  action  of  the  Commissioner.  We  submit  an  order  should  be  here 
entered  requiring  the  Commissioner  to  grant  Compensation  in  this  case  and 
fix  the  payments  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  this  statute.

StAtement* 

On  July  28, 1915,  Gyde  F.  Gooding  was  killed  by  a  live  wire  in  the  heading  of 
Henry  mine  of  the  Davis  Coal  &,  Coke  Qnnpany  at  a  point  therein  about  four 
hundred  feet  across  the  border  line  in  Maryland.  The  mine  entrance  was  in 
Grant  County  of  this  State.  The  employer  was  a  subscriber  to  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Fund,  and  had  paid  premiimis  therein  for  the  month  in  which  the 
accident  occurred  including  in  its  pay  roll  on  which  the  premium  was  based  the 
entire  wage  paid  to  Gooding  for  his  work  in  this  state  and  in  Maryland.  His 
widow  was  denied  contribution  from  the  fund,  because  the  injury  and  death  was 
not  in  West  Virginia.  From  this  denial  by  the  Conunis^ioner  this  appeal  or  pro- 
ceeding is  taken. 

Points  and  Authorities.

Argument. 

The  only  question  presented  by  this  record  is  whether  or  not  our  Workmen's 
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G>inpeii8ation  Act  covers  an  injury  to  an  employee  received  outside  of  the  state. 
That  is,  whether  our  law  has  an  extra  territorial  effect. 

Hiis  injury  occurred  on  July  28, 1915,  and  the  amendments  to  the  Act  of  1915 
were  then  in  force.  Under  the  Act  of  1913  the  contention  of  the  claimant  would 
have  been  good,  because  that  Act  expressly  provided  that  "A  mine  worker  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  wholly  employed  in  the  state  in  which  the  tipple  or  principal 
mine  entrance  of  the  mine  in  or  about  which  he  worics  is  situate."  Latter  part 
Sec  18,  Acts  1913.  This  section  fixed  a  classification  of  industries  and  the  maxi- 
mum premium  rate  of  $1.00  based  upon  gross  annual  payroll  which  payroll 
included  only  wages  for  services  performed  in  this  state,  except  a  mine  woiker^s 
pay  should  all  go  into  the  pay  roll  if  the  tipple  or  principal  mine  entrance  was  in 
this  state.  Under  the  amendment  of  1915  this  provision  that  the  tipple  or  main 
mine  entrance  should  control  the  entire  wage  of  the  miner  in  making  up  the  pay- 
roll was  repealed.  That  section  was  amended  and  re-enacted. 

"The  amendment  operates  to  repeal  all  of  the  section  amended  and 
and  not  embraced  in  the  amended  form.  The  portions  of  the  amended 
section  which  are  merely  copied  without  change  are  not  to  be  considered 
as  repealed  and  again  enacted,  but  to  have  been  the  law  all  along." 

Sec.  Ed.  Lewis's  Sutherland  Statutory  Construction,  Sec.  237,  page  442. 

The  change  in  this  law  was  occasioned  by  conditions  existing  in  the  N.  &  W. 
region  where  many  mine  openings  are  in  this  state  and  the  tipple  near  the  N.  &,  W. 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  main  coal  diggings  extend  into  Kentucky.  The 
reason  of  the  change  is  clear  and  the  action  of  the  Legislature  is  controlling. 
Sec.  25  in  the  new  and  old  Act  as  to  where  (in  what  state)  the  injury  must  occur, 
are  identically  the  same.  The  provisions  of  the  old  law  in  Sec.  18,  above  quoted, 
made  an  exception  in  favor  of  the  mine  worker,  the  only  exception  where  the 
injury  occurred  out  of  the  state.  Hence,  since  this  repeal  the  mine  worker  is  on 
the  same  footing  with  other  employees  working  partly  in  and  partly  out  of  the 
state. 

The  exact  line  between  the  states  on  the  surface  is  ascertained  by  measurement. 
It  is  an  imaginary  line  extending  Ivam  the  surface  to  the  center  of  the  earth,  and 
the  coal  company  knows  where  this  line  passed  in  its  mine.  The  map  and  surveys 
clearly  show  this.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  coal  company  to  segregate  its  payroll 
and  report  as  a  part  thereof  only  the  wage  paid  for  labor  performed  in  this  state. 
The  fact  that  the  coal  company  did  not  do  so  in  this  instance,  but  included  in  its 
payroll  as  reported  to  the  Commissioner  all  the  work  done  by  Gooding,  whether 
in  this  state  or  not,  would  not  bind  the  state.  It  was  a  mistake  or  inadvertance 
upon  the  part  of  the  coal  company.  The  law  did  not  require  it  do  to  so.  It  is 
impossible  for  the  Qmimissioner  to  know  where  each  workman  performs  his 
labor.  The  workman  might  be  laboring  in  California  and  his  wages  included  in 
the  payroll  reported  to  the  Commission  and  he  would  accept  the  payment  of  the 
rate  based  on  that  payroll,  but  surely  the  fund  would  not  be  bound  by  an  injury 
occurring  in  California  by  reason  of  a  mistake  or  inadvertance  of  the  employer 
in  thus  reporting  his  payroll.  It  is  natural  for  this  company  to  insist  upon  pay- 
ment for  this  injury  from  this  fund,  in  that  way  receiving  aJ)solution  for  its  mis- 
take, and  protection  (in  part  at  least)  from  a  suit  in  Maryland  where  a  right  of 
action  has  accrued.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  commendable  in  the  Commissionei 
to  protect  the  other  contributors  to  this  fund  and  who  would  suffer  from  a  devia- 
tion from  a  plain  statute.  The  language  of  Sec.  25  is  not  ambiguous  and  will  not 
admit  of  warped  construction. 
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"The  Commissioner  shall  disburse  the  workmen's  compensation  fund 
to  the  employees  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  which  employees  shall  have  received 
injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employ- 
ment" 

"There  is  no  safer  or  better  settled  canon  of  interpretation  than  that 
when  language  is  clear  and  unambiguous  it  must  be  held  to  mean  what  it 
plainly  expresses." 

Lewis'  Sutherland  Statutory  Gonstniction  Sec.  367. 

Sec.  9  of  the  Act  emphasizes  the  language  of  Sec.  25  when  it  declares  that: 

"AU  persons,  firms,  associations  and  corporations  regularly  employing 
others  for  profit,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of  industry 
or  business  in  this  state,  are  employers  within  the  meaning  of  this  act 
and  subject  to  its  provisions." 

This  same  section  defines  employees  as  "all  persons  in  the  service  of  em- 
ployers as  herein  defined  and  employed  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
the  industry  or  business  in  which  they  are  engaged,"  (that  is,  any  form  of  industry 
or  business  in  this  state);  then  follows  the  exceptions,  those  casually  employed, 
travelling  salesmen,  etc. 

And  Sec.  52  directs  that  where  any  employer  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  ]S 
also  engaged  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  and  where  his  employees  woric 
partly  in  and  partly  out  of  the  state,  the  employer  and  employee  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commission,  elect  to  be  covered  for  "work  done  in  this  state 
only."  Hence,  where  a  lumber  dealer  in  this  state  extended  his  log  road  over 
into  Virginia  and  was  there  injured,  compensation  was  refused,  no  election  having 
been  made;  also  where  an  employee  working  on  a  dredge  boat  in  the  Kanawha 
River  was  hurt  while  the  boat  was  dredging  in  Kentucky  waters  compensation 
was  refused,  it  being  clear  that  the  accident  occurred  in  Kentucky  jurisdiction. 
If  the  compensation  act  is  construed  to  cover  employees  partly  in  and  partly  out 
of  the  state  the  employee  of  a  construction  company  employed  to  do  work  in 
this  state  and  afterwards  sent  to  work  on  a  building  in  Ohio  would  be  protected 
for  injury  in  that  state.  It  is  clear  that  an  employee  working  both  in  and  out 
of  the  state,  if  injured  in  this  state  woidd  be  compensated,  but  only  on  the  basis 
of  the  payroll  "for  work  done  in  this  state  only."  The  original  act  of  1913  read 
with  the  amendments  of  1915  accentuates  the  conclusion  that  extra  territorial 
effect  was  not  to  be  given;  the  aboUshment  of  the  provision  that  a  mine  worker 
was  to  be  considered  as  working  in  the  state  when  the  tipple  and  main  mine 
opening  was  in  the  state  is  especially  significant  in  this  particular  case.  Travelling 
salesmen  are  not  covered  by  the  latter  act,  they  were  by  the  former.  The  reason 
of  the  change  is  plain,  many  travelled  into  other  states  and  their  work  in  the  state 
compared  with  work  outside  was  often  insignificant,  and  vice  versa.  Salesmen 
from  Bloch  Bros.,  Wheeling,  go  into  all  of  the  adjoining  states  and  to  the  far 
east  and  west.  Their  work  is  done  largely  beyond  the  borders  of  West  Virginia. 
Salesmen  from  Lewi»-Hubbard  and  Company,  Charleston,  travel  into  Kentucky, 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Ohio,  and  so  with  many  other  employers  in  the 
state.  The  apportionment  of  their  time  and  labor  was  difiicidt  and  unsatisfactory 
and  caused  confusion  and  many  complaints,  not  only  from  the  salesmen  who  were 
required  to  keep  track  of  the  work  and  time  in  and  out  of  the  state,  but  also  from 
their  employers,  if  they  were  to  be  covered  by  the  act  for  injuries  received  out 
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of  the  state  as  working  partly  in  and  partly  out  of  the  state,  why  were  they 
omitted?  The  practical  operation  of  the  law  requires  inspectors  to  make  personal 
investigation  of  alleged  injuries  and  report  to  the  Commission,  a  necessary  pre- 
caution to  protect  the  fund  against  spurious  claims,  and  numerous  inspectors 
were  and  are  appointed  in  various  and  convenient  places  throughout  the  state. 
It  is  impractical  and  expensive  for  them  to  go  to  other  or  distant  states  for  this 
purpose.  The  Legislature  of  1915  had  this  condition  before  it  and  was  not  pre- 
sumed to  do  an  impractical  thing.  The  familiar  rule  where  all  parts  of  the  statute 
must  be  read  together  to  arrive  at  the  true  intent  when  applied  to  this  act  accen- 
tuates the  conclusion  that  "injuries  received  in  this  state  and  arising  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  the  employment"  alone  are  to  be  covered.  There  is  no  language 
expressed  or  implied  in  any  of  the  other  sections  which  is  repugnant  to  or  in  con- 
flict with  Sec.  25.  It  cannot  be  found  in  Sections  9,  22,  24,  44  or  in  any  other 
section.  They  can  aU  stand  together  without  destroying  the  plain  laoiguage 
and  intent  of  any. 

Moreover  another  principle  is  applicable  in  making  the  construction  of  these 
various  sections,  and  the  entire  act,  that  is: 

Laws  have  no  extra  territorial  effect. 
Bank  of  Augusta  vs.  Earle,  13  Pet.  519; 
Story  on  Conflict  of  Laws,  Sec.  18; 
Stevens  vs.  Brown,  20  W.  Va.  450. 

All  laws  are  only  co-extensive  with  the  political  jurisdiction  of  the  authority 
making  them.  If  the  laws  of  the  state  are  designed  in  any  way  to  affect  the 
rights  or  liabiUties  of  its  citizens  growing  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  it  must 
clearly  and  unequivocally  appear  in  the  language  of  the  law  and  not  be  left  to 
inference  and  construction. 

Precedents. 

This  case  is  not  without  strong  precedents.  A  citizen  and  resident  of  Massa- 
chusetts was  employed  by  a  corporation  of  that  state  and  doing  business  therein 
and  which  had  elected  to  take  the  benefits  of  the  workmen's  compensation  act 
of  that  state.  He  was  working  principally  in  Massachusetts,  but  at  times  inci- 
dentaUy  across  the  border  into  New  York  where  he  was  injured.  The  employer 
had  paid  the  premiums  for  the  workman  covering  all  his  work  in  and  out  of  the 
state.  The  fact  seemed  to  be  "on  all  four's'*  with  the  facts  in  the  case  at  bar. 
The  two  acts  are  very  similar  in  their  main  features.  Evidently  the  West  Vir- 
ginia Act  was  taken  very  largely,  if  not  almost  entirely,  from  the  Massachusetts 
Act.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts,  a  very  strong  court  of  exceptional 
ability  and  high  standing,  unanimously  held  that  injuries  out  of  the  state  were 
not  covered  and  the  employee  was  denied  compensation.  That  unless  a  statute, 
by  plain  and  unmistakable  terms  so  directed,  it  could  not  be  construed  to  give  this 
most  imusual  effect. 

Gould's  Case,  215  Mass  480. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Massachusetts  Act  does  not  designate  where  (in  what 
state)  the  injury  shall  occur.    It  is  silent  as  to  the  place.    It  says  (art.  2,  Sec.  1) : 

"If  any  employee    ♦    *    ♦    ♦    receive  a  personal  injury  arising  out 
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of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  he  shall  be  paid  compensation 
by  the  association  as  hereinafter  provided,  if  his  employer  is  a  subscriber 
at  the  time  of  the  injury." 

Our  statute.  Section  25,  as  above  stated,  reads: 

"The  Commissioner  shall  disburse  the  fund  *  *  •  *  to  employees 
which  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and 
resulting  from  their  employment  *  •  ♦  ♦  according  to  the  provi- 
sions hereinafter  made." 

Under  Sec.  16  of  the  Massachusetts  Act  notice  of  the  injury  must  be  given  within 
six  months  in  writing,  "and  state  in  ordinary  language  the  time,  place  and 
cause  of  the  injury."    (No  limitation  as  to  place). 

(b)  of  Sec.  12  of  Chap.  813,  Acts  1913,  of  the  Mass.  Act,  the  phrase  "place  of 
employment"  shall  mean  and  include  every  place  whether  indoors  or  out  or  under- 
ground and  the  premises  appurtenant  thereto  entered,  in  or  upon  which  any  em- 
ployee goes  or  remains,  either  temporarily  or  regularly  in  the  course  of  his  em- 
ployment. 

Uniler  (a)  of  the  same  section  "employment"  shall  mean  and  include  any 
trade,  occupation  or  branch  of  industry,  any  particular  method  or  process, 
therein,  and  the  service  of  any  particular  employer;  but  shall  not  include  private 
domestic  service  or  services  as  a  farm  laborer."  (No  limitation  as  to  in  or  out 
of  state.) 

An  "employee"  under  part  5  Sec.  2,  "shall  include  every  person  in  the  service 
of  another  imder  any  contract  of  hire,  express  or  implied,  oral  or  written,  except 
masters  of  and  seamen  on  vessds  engaged  in  interstate  or  foreign  conmierce,  and 
except  one  whose  employment  is  but  casual,  or  is  not  in  the  usual  course  of  trade, 
business  or  profession  or  occupa^on  of  his  employer."  (No  exemption  or  limi- 
tation of  those  working  partly  in  or  out  of  the  state.) 

Part  4  Sec.  6  "Any  employer  in  the  commonwealth  may  become  a  subscriber." 
(No  limitation  as  to  the  place  of  his  business  or  where  located.) 

"Employees"  under  the  W.  Va.  Act  are  "all  persons,  firms,  associations  and 
corporations  regularly  employing  other  persons  for  profit,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  any  form  of  industry  or  business  in  this  State,  (casual  employment 
excepted).    Sec.  9. 

These  citations  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  there  are  no  terms 
used  in  the  Mass.  statute  which  expressly  militate  against  covering  injuries  re- 
ceived out  of  that  commonwealth,  while  there  are  express  terms  used  in  our  statute 
which  limit  the  operation  of  the  law  to  injuries  received  in  the  State. 

The  provision  iji  the  Mass.  Act  taking  from  employers  the  right  to  the  so-called 
common  law  defenses,  unless  subscribers  to  the  fund  (similar  to  ours)  is  cited  by 
the  Mass.  Supreme  Court  as  one  of  the  reasons  for  holding  that  injuries  out  of  the 
State  are  not  covered.  Claimant  and  the  coal  company  say  the  opposite.  Chief 
Justice  Rugg  of  the  Mass.  Court  in  discussing  this  point  says:  "Part  1  of  the  act 
whiph  is  entitled  'modification  of  remedies'  and  which  abolishes  common  law 
rights  of  action  and  defenses  for  subscribers  and  their  employees  who  do  not 
claim  such  rights  in  writing,  can  relate  only  to  the  injuries  received  in  the  com- 
monwealth. The  correlative  provisions  which  follow  and  which  are  substitu- 
tional in  their  nature  for  the  common  law  remedies  and  defenses,  naturally 
would  be  expected  to  cover  the  same  field,  in  the  absence  of  clear  words  indica- 
ting a  larger  scope. 
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It  will  be  observed  furtber  tbat  tbe  employer  of  Gould  had  paid  the  premiums 
insuring  him  against  injuries  received  in  the  course  of  his  employment  whether  in 
or  without  the  commonwealth.  The  court  disposed  of  this  by  saying: 

"This  factor  is  not  of  much  significance  because  the  obligation  of  the 
policy  does  not  refer  to  anything  occurring  outside  the  state  and  provides 
only  for  performance  of  the  requirements  and  payment  of  the  compensa- 
tion designated  in  the  act." 

The  Mass.  Act,  as  well  as  our  act,  exempts  the  benefits  paid  thereunder  from 
tbe  debts  of  the  employee,  and  this  is  cited  as  an  additional  reason  for  the  courts 
conclusion.  "Great  difficulty  might  arise  in  establishing  such  an  exemption  else- 
where."   (P.  486,  Gould's  case.) 

It  ^  further  pointed  out  that  the  English  Workmen's  CompensaUon  Act  had 
no  effect  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  except  as  to  certain  classes  of  seamen  included 
in  the  Act,  and  a  long  line  of  decisions  by  the  English  Courts  had  so  held.  That 
question  was  settled  in  England.  Also  Uiat  various  other  countries  had  enacted 
compensation  laws  in  several  of  which  definite  and  careful  provisions  were  made 
respecting  accidents  out  of  their  territory,  and  on  the  hi^  seas.  All  this  was 
known  to  the  framers  of  the  law.  The  general  principles  of  the  common  law  that 
laws  have  no  extra  territorial  effect  were  also  known  to  them.  (That  is  the 
theory.)  That  statutes  in  derogation  of  the  common  law  must  be  strictly  con- 
strued.  And  in  the  language  of  Judge  Rugg,  President  of  the  Cotirt, 

"It  is  a  violent  assumption,  under  these  circumstances  that  the  legis- 
lature intended  its  similar  law  to  apply  to  injuries  received  in  foreign 
jurisdictions  without  express  words  to  that  effect." 

As  hereinbefore  pointed  out,  there  is  no  essential  difference  between  our  act 
and  the  Mass.  Act.  Evidently  the  Mass.  Act  was  before  our  legislatiu^  and  used 
as  its  model.  This  court  decision  was  before  the  amendment  of  1915  of  our  act 
and  hence  has  peculiar  weight.  No  doubt  the  English  and  German  laws  and  com- 
pensation acts  of  other  states  were  also  considered  by  our  legislature. 

And  in  the  face  of  all  these  considerations,  with  the  well  settled  rules  of  law 
before  it,  our  legislature  has  not  left  its  act  to  uncertainty  in  this  regard  and  has 
used  no  plain,  unmistakable  and  definite  terms  giving  an  extra  territorial  effect; 
on  the  contrary  has  done  the  opposite,  and  said  as  plainly  as  language  could  make 
it,  that  the  fund  shall  be  paid  to  employees  *  ♦  •  *  which  employees 
shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  Uieir 
employment." 

Kentucky  is  the  only  state  which  has  the  same  language  as  ours  in  this  regard. 
Except  in  Michigan  in  Sec.  1  where  the  common  law  defenses  are  abolished  as 
to  injuries  received  in  the  State. 

In  the  Minnesota  Compensation  act  there  are  no  words  limiting  the  operation 
thereof  to  injuries  occurring  in  the  state.  The  usual  definition  of  employer  and 
employee  is  given  (Sec.  34),  and  regulates  the  compensaUon  to  be  paid  and  to 
whom  (Sec.  13).  An  employee  was  employed  to  do  railroad  construction  work 
in  1913  in  Minnesota  for  no  definite  time  or  place;  he  worked  in  northern  Minne- 
sota and  then  went  across  the  line  iiito  Wisconsin  where  he  did  the  same  work  and 
was  injured  4  days  after  getting  into  Wisconsin.  That  state  also  had  a  workmen's 
compensation  law  and  the  employer  had  elected  to  come  under  its  provisions  at 
the  time  of  the  injury.   The  Minnesota  court  held  that  the  Wisconsin  law  would 
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govern.  It  was  argued  that  the  parties  Uved  in  Minnesota,  that  the  contract  of 
service  was  made  there  and  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  parties  were  governed 
by  Minnesota  law.  The  court  said  such  claim  for  injuries  "is  determined  by  the 
law  of  the  place  where  the  injury  is  inflicted  without  regard  to  the  law  of  the 
forum,  or  the  place  where  the  contract  was  made/*  citing  numerous  authorities. 

Johnson  vs.  Nelson,  150  N.  W.  Rept.  620  (1915). 

As  was  said  in  the  Gould  case,  "If  employees  and  employers  from  different 
states  carry  their  domiciliary  personal  injury  law  with  them  into  other  jurisdic- 
tions, confusion  would  ensue  in  the  administration  of  the  law,  and  at  least  the 
appearance  of  inequality  among  those  working  under  similar  conditions.*' 

In  the  case  of  Reynolds  vs.  Day,  140  Pa.  Rept.  681. 

A  Washington  employee  sued  his  employer  in  the  courts  of  that  state  for  an 
injury  received  by  the  employee  in  the  State  of  Idaho  and  defense  was  made  that 
such  actions  were  then  repugnant  to  the  pubUc  policy  of  the  State  of  Washington 
because  it  had  enacted  a  workmen's  compensation  law  practically  abolishing  such 
suits  in  that  State.  There  was  no  compensation  act  in  Idaho  at  the  time  of  the 
injury.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Washington  upheld  the  conmion  law  suit,  holding 
that  the  law  of  Idaho  where  the  injury  occurred  would  control  and  be  enforced 
by  the  Washington  courts  by  comity. 

Reynolds  vs.  Day,  140  Pa.  Rept.  681. 

These  two  last  cited  cases  do  not  in  terms  hold  that  the  compensation  acts  of 
Minnesota  and  Washington  did  not  follow  the  injured  employees  to  other  juris- 
dictions to  compensate  them  for  injuries  received  therein  arising  out  of  and  in  the 
course  of  their  employment,  but  that  is  the  practical  holding.  It  is  the  logical 
result.  It  is  significant  that  no  attempt  was  made  to  recover  for  these  foreign 
injuries,  under  the  compensation  law  where  employer  and  employee  lived  and 
where  the  employment  was  entered  into. '  It  seemed  to  be  tacitly  agreed  that  the 
law  of  the  place  of  the  injury  governed,  and  that  the  compensation  laws  did  not 
operate  beyond  the  limits  of  the  respective  states. 

Attention  of  the  court  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  Maryland  had  at  the  time  of 
this  accident,  and  now  has,  a  workmen's  compensation  law.  Maryland  Acts 
1912,  Chap.  837.  It  provides  that  employers  and  employees  may  enter  into  a 
contract  for  the  payment  of  compensation  according  to  schedule  set  out  in  Sec. 
5  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  rights  or  habilities  for  accidents  or  injury  arising 
out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment.    Sec.  3. 

The  contract  is  optional,  and  there  are  no  penalties  if  either  party  fails  or  re- 
fuses to  make  the  contract.  It  does  not  appear  if  the  Davis  Coal  and  Coke  Com- 
pany and  Gooding  took  the  benefit  of  this  Maryland  act.  If  so,  compensation 
would  be  due  in  Maryland;  if  not,  the  laws  of  that  state  provide  remedies.  It  is 
conceded  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  coal  company  to  have  the  West  Virginia 
fund  to  which  it  contributes  a  modicum,  "pay  this  claim  thereby  relieving  it  from 
responding  in  damages  at  common  law  or  by  statute  for  the  injury  or  death  of  any 
employee,  however  occurring." 

There  is  a  sahent  difference  between  the  acts  of  Maryland,  New  Jersey  and  some 
other  states,  and  that  of  West  Virginia,  for  in  the  former,  contractural  relations 
arise  imder  their  acts  between  the  employer  and  employee,  while  in  the  latter  the 
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employee  has  no  option  when  the  employer  elects  and  pays  his  premium  and  posts 
notices  that  he  has  done  so,  except  to  quit  the  employment. 

Ohio  statute  Sec.  25  is  same  as  our  Sec.  25  except  instead  of  using  the  words 
"injuries  received  in  this  State"  as  used  in  our  statute,  it  says  "wheresoever  such 
injuries  have  occurred." 

"The  state  liability  board  of  awards  shall  disburse  the  state  insurance 
fund  to  such  employees  of  employers  as  have  paid  into  said  fund  the 
premium  applicable  to  the  classes  to  which  they  belong,  who  have  been 
injured  in  the  course  of  their  employment,  whersoever  such  injuries  have 
occurred,  and  which  have  not  been  purposely  self-inflicted,  or  to  their 
dependents  in  case  death  has  ensued," 

The  Michigan  Industrial  Accident  Board  in  its  r^ort  of  1913  in  the  case  of 
Keyes  Da\is  Company  vs.  ADerdyce  refused  compensation  for  an  injury  occurring 
across  the  border  line  to  an  employee  saying: 

"  It  is  a  general  rule  of  law  that  every  statute  is  confined  in  its  operations 
to  persons,  property  and  rights  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
legislature  which  enacted  it;  and  when  a  citizen  of  the  state  leaves  it  and 
goes  into  another  state  he  is  left  to  the  protection  of  the  laws  of  the  latter 
state." 

The  Michigan  Industrial  Commi^f  ion  makes  the  same  holding,  but  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  first  section  of  the  Michigan  Act  which  takes  away  the  so-called 
common  law  defenses  from  the  employer  in  case  of  suit  if  he  does  not  elect  to  come 
under  the  compensation  law^,  states  that  the  injury  for  which  such  suit  is  brought 
must  occur  in  the  state. 

14th  Amendment,  United  States. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  equality  clause  of  the  14th  amendment  to  the  United 
States  Constituticn  would  be  violated  unless  our  act  is  construed  to  cover  injuries 
received  out  of  the  state.  "No  state  shall  deny  any  person  within  its  Jurisdic- 
tion the  equal  protection  of  the  laws."    14th  Amendment. 

"When  any  person  leaves  the  state  he  is  no  longer  "within  its  jurisdiction," 
and  is  no  longer  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  laws  of  that  state.  He  has  the 
protection  of  the  laws  of  the  state  into  which  he  goes.  Our  compensation  law 
efTects  all  alike  and  equally  as  Icng  as  they  are  within  our  state.  If  our  citizens 
could  convey  the  West  Virginia  laws  and  West  Virginia  sovereignty  in  their 
pockets  to  other  jurisdiction  then  there  would  be  an  unequal  protection  as  be- 
beween  them  and  those  employing  labor  or  laboring  in  that  other  jurisdiction. 
It  would  be  rather  anomalous  and  unequal  if  two  persons  working  side  by  side 
at  the  same  employment  and  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  any  other  state,  one  of 
whom  would  receive  compensation  for  an  injury  however  occurring  and  the  other 
could  only  receive  compensation  for  an  injury  resulting  from  some  fault  or  negli- 
gence of  his  employer.  The  unequal  clause  prohibits  that  very  condition.  Should 
a  state  be  allowed  to  extend  the  operation  of  its  laws  into  other  state  thus  govern- 
ing rights  and  remedies  therein  and  controlling  persons  and  businesses  in  a  manner 
different  from  the  laws  of  the  other  states,  much  confusion  and  inequality  would 
arise  and  the  14th  amendment  be  a  dead  letter. 
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Supposed  Pasrment  to  the  Fund. 

It  is  stated  that  hundreds  of  other  employees  working  a  portion  of  their  time 
in  and  a  portion  of  their  time  out  of  the  state  have  paid  into  the  fund  an  enormous 
sum  of  money,  that  thereby  "It  has  been  enriched  by  thousands  of  dollars  of 
contributors,  which  will  not  go  to  those  parties  to  whom  it  is  intended  to  go,  but 
shall  be  devoted  entirely  to  different  objects  and  purposes."  This  is  an  imaginary 
assumption  reaching  into  the  realm  of  fancy  and  has  no  basis  of  fact  whatever  on 
the  record  of  this  case.  Counsel  must  have  presumed  that  other  employers  made 
the  same  mistake  or  neglect  that  his  client  made.  The  fact  is  different.  Those 
employers  contributing  to  the  fund  and  including  these  in  the  coal  schedules 
segregate  the  wages  to  their  employees  partly  out  of  the  f  tate,  and  carrying  into 
their  payroll  for  the  purpose  of  paying  premiums  to  the  fund,  only  that  wage 
paid  for  services  in  this  state.  This  is  done  every  day.  Commissioner  has  always 
so  instructed.  The  ruling  of  the  department  has  always  been  that  only  injuries 
received  in  the  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment  would 
be  compensated,  and  that  the  payroll  of  each  employer  should  include  only  wages 
paid  for  services  in  this  state.  The  provisions  of  the  act  of  1913  telling  how  to 
separate  the  wage  in  this  state  from  that  out  of  the  state  was  surplusage,  tan- 
tologous.  It  was  then  and  is  now  a  mere  mathematical  calculation,  and  being  so 
was  left  out  of  the  re-enactment  of  1913  as  unnecessar>'. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  plain  language  of  the  statute  should  be 
controlling  and  that  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  should  be  affirmed.

Syllabus. 


1.  Where  a  coal  company  of  this  state,  with  principal  offices  and  tipple  and 
main  entrance  and  the  principal  part  of  its  mine  located  in  this  state,  has  qualified 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  this  state,  as  amended 
by  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1915,  by  paying  the  premiums  of  liability  and 
by  giving  notice  to  miners  employed  in  its  mine,  etc.,  as  required  by  said  act, 
the  widow  of  a  miner  residing  in  this  state  and  so  employed  therein,  unless  em- 
ployed whoUy  without  the  state,  and  whose  injuries  resulting  in  his  death  were 
sustained  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment,  while  temporarily 
at  work  in  that  part  of  the  mine  located  in  an  adjoining  state,  is  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  fund  created  by  said  act,  notwithstand- 
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ing  the  language  of  section  twenty-five  thereof,  authorizing  disbursements  of 
such  fund  to  employees  who  "shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  state." 

2.  The  relation  of  employer  and  employee,  under  said  act,  being  voluntary 
and  not  compulsory,  is  contractual,  the  statute  becoming  an  integral  part  of  the 
contract,  and  limiting  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  employer  and  employee,  binding 
upon  the  parties,  and  enforceable  in  other  jurisdictions,  unless  opposed  to  public 
policy  thereof,  and  as  all  other  foreign  contracts  are  enforceable  therein. 
Miller,  Judge: 

Petitioner^  widow,  complains  of  the  order  of  defendant  denying  her  right  of 
participation  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  on  account  of  the  death  of 
her  husband,  Qyde  F.  Gooding,  a  miner,  killed  by  coming  in  contact  with  a 
trolley  wire,  while  employed  in  the  mine  of  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company. 

The  record  shows  that  the  tipple  and  main  works  of  the  Davis  Coal  &.  Coke 
Company  are  located  in  Grant  County,  West  Virginia,  where  deceased  resided 
and  w^as  employed  to  work  as  a  miner,  but  that  at  the  instant  of  his  death  he  was 
operating  a  motor  in  a  part  of  the  mine  which  laid  in  Maryland,  and  at  a  point 
about  four  hundred  feet  from  the  dividing  line  between  the  two  states. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  a  West  Virginia  corpora- 
tion with  tipple  and  works  and  main  oflices  so  located  in  West  Virginia,  is  of  the 
class  of  "persons,  firms,  associations  and  corporations  regularly  employing  other 
persons  for  profit,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of  industr>'  or  busi- 
ness in  this  state,"  as  provided  by  section  9,  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,  as  amended  by  Chapter  9,  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  1915,  entitled  to  the 
benefits  and  protection  of  said  act,  and  that  deceased  w^as  at  the  time  of  his 
injury  and  death  in  the  service  of  said  company  and  employed  by  it  "for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on"  its  "industry  or  business,"  within  the  provisions  of  said 
act,  and  not  of  the  excepted  class,  those  "who  are  employed  wholly  without  this 
state,"  as  provided  by  said  section. 

It  is  conceded  also  that  the  Davis  Coal  &  Coke  Company  had  fully  complied 
with  all  the  requirements  of  the  said  chapter,  and  the  rules  of  the  Commissioner 
promulgated  in  relation  thereto,  for  the  month  preceding  the  injuries  and  death 
of  decedent,  and  had  paid  into  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund,  established 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  "the  premiums  of  liability"  prescribed  thereby, 
being  the  "prescribed  percentage  of  the  total  earnings  of  all  employes  subject 
to  this  act  for  such  preceding  month,"  including  the  earnings  of  said  decedent, 
as  required  by  Section  twenty-four  of  said  act,  and  that  ten  per  cent  thereof  was 
deducted  from  the  pay  of  said  employees  including  that  of  decedent,  as  like- 
wise provided  in  said  section,  and  had  in  all  other  respects  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements of  said  act. 

That  the  petitioner,  the  widow  of  deceased,  is  one  of  the  beneficiaries  or  de- 
pendents of  deceased,  entitle  to  share  in  the  distribution  of  said  compensation 
fund,  is  conceded,  unless  denied  that  right  by  some  other  provision  of  the  law. 
The  reasons  assigned  by  the  defendant  for  rejecting  her  claim  are,  first,  that  by 
Section  twenty-five  of  said  act  he  is  authorized  to  disburse  said  Workmen's 
Compensation  Fund  only  to  employees,  or  their  dependents,  who  "shall  have 
received  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employ- 
ment;" second,  that  this  act  can  have  no  extra  territorial  force  or  effect,  and  as 
the  deceased  sustained  his  injuries,  resulting  in  his  death,  within  the  boundary 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  petitioner  is  not  entitled  to  participate  in  said  fund, 
wherefore  her  claim  was  denied. 
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It  is  contended  on  behalf  of  the  petitioner  that  this  construction  of  Section 
twenty-five  of  the  statute  is  too  narrow,  and  is  not  in  harmony  with  other  pro- 
visions of  the  act,  or  with  the  humanitarian  objects  and  purposes  thereof  to  re- 
lieve classes  of  employers  and  employees  falling  within  its  provision^.  It  is  con- 
ceded by  the  Attorney  General,  arguendo,  that  under  the  original  act  of  1913^ 
there  could  have  been  no  doubt  of  petitioner's  right  to  participate  in  the  fund^ 
because  by  Section  eighteen,  it  was  specifically  provided  that  "A  mine  worker 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  wholly  employed  in  the  state  in  which  the  tipple  of  principal 
mine  entrance  of  the  mine  in  or  about  which  he  works  is  situate;"  but  that  the 
omission  of  this  provision  in  the  amendment  of  1915  evidenced  an  intention  on 
the  part  of  the  legislature  to  deny  to  an  employee,  though  not  wholly  employed 
but  injured  outside  of  the  state,  all  relief  or  benefits  of  the  fund  to  which  he  and 
his  employer  contributed  and  are  required  to  contribute,  not  upon  a  proportion 
of  his  wages,  but  upon  the  whole  an:ount  of  the  wages  earned  by  hinr. 

Considering  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  statute,  already  indicated,  and  all 
the  terms  and  provisions  thereof,  we  think  the  Commissioner  has  given  too  nar- 
row a  construction  to  Section  twenty-five  of  the  act.  True,  this  section  does  ap- 
parently limit  the  right  to  such  persons  "as  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this 
state,"  and  true  it  is  that  the  amendment  of  section  eighteen,  in  1915,  defining  a 
mine  worker,  was  wholly  omitted;  but  it  is  also  true  that  the  provision  of  section 
9,  of  the  act  of  1913,  admitting  employees  to  the  benefits  of  the  fund  unless- 
"  employed  wholly  without  this  state,"  remains  in  this  section,  as  amended  in 
1915.  Besides  by  the  amendment  of  said  section  eighteen  there  was  omitted 
that  other  provision  of  the  original  act,  authorizing  the  employer,  where  an  em- 
ployee was  employed  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  state,  to  apportion 
the  pay  of  such  employee  earned  within  and  without  the  state  in  ascertaining  the 
percentage  of  wages  to  be  paid  into  the  compensation  fund.  By  the  amend- 
ment, omitting  this  provision,  an  employer  can  not  now,  on  penalty  of 
losing  the  entire  benefit  of  the  act,  deduct  any  proportion  of  the  wages 
of  an  employee  earned  without  the  state. 

The  question  is  presented,  what  did  the  legislature  intend  by  these  amend- 
ments? Was  it  intended  to  deprive  both  employer  and  employee  of  the  protec- 
tion provided  by  the  act  when  the  injuries  of  the  employee  should  occur  just 
across  the  line  in  another  state,  and  where,  as  in  this  case,  the  tipple  and  prin- 
cipal works  are  all  located  within  this  state?  We  can  not  think  so.  So  construed 
the  statute  would  impose  unequal  burdens  upon  and  give  unequal  protection  to- 
mine  owner  and  miner  from  whom  premiums  are  exacted.  They  would  both  be 
liable  for  benefits  not  received.  We  think  it  quite  clear  that  the  amendments 
must  have  had  some  other  purpose.  We  can  see  that  employers  and  Commis- 
sioner may  have  found  it  difficult  under  the  original  act  to  apportion  the  wages- 
so  as  to  determine  the  proper  amount  of  premiums  to  be  paid,  and  that  though 
"tipple  or  principal  mine  entrance"  was  located  in  this  state,  it  may  have  been 
difficult  to  determine  whether  the  act  applied  when  the  mine  itself,  where  the 
miners  were  employed,  was  wholly  outside  the  state,  and  where  the  employers- 
and  employees  also  resided  outside  the  state.  Such  we  understand  to  be  the  actual 
mine  conditions  existing  in  some  parts  of  the  state.  If  so,  these  furnished  ample 
justification  for  the  amendments,  and  we  ought  not  for  this  reason  give  the 
statute  as  amended  a  construction  which  would  be  out  of  harmony  with  other 
provisions  of  the  act,  and  will  work  gross  injustice  to  those  required  to  contribute 
to  the  compensation  fund. 
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That  the  legislature  had  the  power  to  extend  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  the 
act  to  employers  and  employees  outside  the  state  is  well  settled.  Mulhall  vs. 
Fallon.  176  Mass.  266, 79  Am.  St.  Rep.  309;  in  re  Gould,  215  Mass.  430, 102  N.  E. 
693;  1  Bradbury's  Work.  Comp.  42.  And,  while  there  is  some  conflict,  it  is  held 
by  high  authority,  and  we  think  by  the  weight  of  authority,  that  when  right  of 
action  for  injuries  or  death  by  wrongful  act  is  given  by  the  state  where  the  in- 
juries are  sustained,  such  right  may  be  enforced  in  another  state,  unless  the  law 
conferring  the  right  is  opposed  to  some  public  policy'  of  the  state  of  the  forum. 
American  Radiator  Co.  vs.  Roggs,  (N.  J.)  7  N.  C.  C.  A.  144,  and  note  148,  and 
cases. 

The  other  reason  of  the  Conunissioner,  for  rejecting  petitioner's  claim,  based 
on  the  general  principle  that  a  statute  can  be  given  no  extra  territorial  effect, 
and  is  binding  on  neither  employee  or  employer,  we  think  should  not  be  aflirmed. 
It  is  true  that  the  courts  of  some  of  the  states,  notably  Massachuset^,  in  the 
early  history  of  Workmen's  Compensation  Statutes,  took  this  view,  all  of  these 
decisions  being  controlled  largely  by  the  particular  statutes  involved.  These 
cases  are  all  collated  and  reviewed  in  elaborate  notes  to  In  re  Gould,  (Mass.) 
4  N.  C.  C.  A.  60,  and,  American  Radiator  Co.  vs.  Roggs,  7  N.  C.  C.  A.  144,  et 
seq.,  and  most  of  which  are  also  reviewed  and  criticized  by  Mr.  Bradbury,  1 
Bradbury's  Work.  Comp.  (2nd  ed.)  34,  et  seq.  Up  to  the  time  Mr.  Bradbury 
wrote  his  second  edition,  the  cases  relied  on  as  supporting  the  conclusion  of  the 
Commissioner,  and  cited  in  the  text,  were  in  re  Gould,  supra;  Keyes  Davis  Co. 
vs.  Allerdyce,  Michigan  Industrial  Accident  Board,  April,  1913;  Ruling  of  Wis- 
consin Industrial  Commission,  the  question  not  in  actual  litigation;  and  the 
English  cases  of  Hicks  vs.  Maxton,  (1907),  1  B.  W.  C.  C.  150;  Tomalin  vs.  S. 
Pearson  &  Son,  (1909),  2  B.  W.  C.  C  1;  and  Schwarts  vs.  India-rubber,  etc.  Co., 
(1912),  3  B.  W.  C.  C.  390.  The  cases  taking  the  opposition  view  were  Deeny 
vs.  Wright  &Cobb  Lighterage  Co.,  36  N.  J.  L.  J.  121;  in  re  Edward  Schmidt, 
Qaim  No.  6,  Ohio  State  Lia,  Bd.  Awl.,  July  10,  1912;  Op.  Atty.  Gen'l..  Mch., 
1914. 

Of  the  leading  case  relied  on  by  the  Attorney  General,  in  re  Gould,  supra,  Mr. 
Bradbury,  receding  from  the  views  expressed  by  him  in  the  first  edition  of  his 
work,  at  page  50,  of  the  second  edition  cited,  says:  "The  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
of  Massachusetts  certainly  stands  very  high.  Its  decision  will  have  very  great 
weight,"  but  says  he,  "the  author  cannot  help  expressing  a  feeling  of  regret  that 
its  decision  in  Gould  vs.  Sturtevant  (supra),  was  not  the  other  way."  And  in  a 
note  this  writer  further  says:  "  In  spite  of  this  justification  of  the  views  formerly 
expressed  it  is  asserted  without  hesitation  by  the  author  that  he  believes  he  gave 
too  broad  an  application  to  the  decisions  under  the  British  Compensation  Act. 
He  believes  that  the  opinion  expressed  by  Mr.  Justice  Martin  in  Deeny  vs.  Wright 
&,  Cobb  Lighterage  Co.  (vide,  supra,  page  39  (is  more  in  conformity  with  the  spirit 
and  necessities  of  the  development  of  the  Compensation  principle  in  the  American 
states.  This  is  especially  true  as  to  elective  laws,  and,  to  prevent  difficulty,  the 
same  principle  should  be  incorporated  in  every  compulsor>^  statute.  That  there 
is  ample  justification  for  such  a  course  both  on  legal  grounds  and  considerations 
of  expediency  the  author  has  endeavored  to  show  in  the  text."  And  at  page  56, 
the  same  author,  in  his  text,  sajrs:  "Therefore,  partially  receding  from  the  posi- 
tion taken  in  the  first  edition  of  this  work,  although  that  position  has  been  sus- 
tained by  eminent  authority,  it  is  believed  that  the  doctrine  which  must  be  estab- 
lished finally  will  be,  in  effect,  that  the  law  of  the  place  where  a  contract  of  em- 
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ployment  is  made  will  govern  the  right  and  liabilities  of  employees  and  em- 
ployers to  claim  and  to  pay  compensation." 

A  distinction  has  been  noted  in  some  of  the  authorities  between  cases  arising 
under  compulsorj'  statutes  and  those  controlled  by  statutes,  as  in  New  Jersey 
and  we  think  in  this  state,  which  are  optional.  Where  the  statute  compels  sub- 
mission by  the  employer  and  employee,  there  is  no  contract,  as  a  general  rule, 
enforceable  outside  of  the  state.  But  where,  as  in  New  Jersey,  and  in  this  state, 
the  statute  makes  acceptance  optional,  and  the  parties  freely  enter  into  the 
contract  of  employment  with  reference  to  the  statute,  the  statute  should  be  read 
into  the  contract  as  an  integral  part  thereof,  binding  the  parties,  and  enforceable 
in  any  jurisdiction  the  same  as  any  other  contract.  Such  is  the  holding,  and  we 
think  the  correct  holding  with  reference  to  Workmen's  Compensation  statutes 
generally,  of  the  New  Jersey  cases  of  Deeny  vs.  Wright  &  Cobb  Lighterage  Co., 
and  American  Radiator  Co.  vs.  Roggs,  supra,  as  well  as  the  case  of  Sexton  vs. 
Newark  District  Telegraph  Co.,  3  N.  C.  C.  A.  569,  578. 

The  pivots  question  then  is,  does  a  contract  of  employment,  with  reference  to 
our  statute,  amount  to  a  contract  between  employer  and  employee  to  be  bound' 
by  the  provisions  of  the  act,  when  the  employee  is  not  employed  wholly  without 
the  state?  Section  22  of  the  act  provides,  that  when  the  employer  has  complied 
with  the  act,  and  has  given  notice  as  required,  the  continuation  in  the  service  of 
such  employer  with  such  notice,  shall  be  deemed  a  waiver  by  the  employee,  and 
by  the  parents  of  any  minor  employe,  of  right  of  action  against  the  employer 
protected  by  the  act.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  Workmen's  Compensation  laws, 
right  of  action  for  injuries  and  death  given  by  statute,  English  and  American, 
was  treated  as  ex  delicte,  and  not  as  arising  out  of  contract.  But  employment 
under  these  new  Compensation  acts,  "when  elective  and  not  compulsory,  and 
voluntarily  entered  into,  are  treated  as  contracts  of  employment  to  be  inter- 
preted and  enforced  as  all  other  contracts,  and  as  binding  upon  the  parties  for 
injuries  or  death  sustained  in  any  place  to  which  such  contracts  of  employment 
extend  the  rights  of  the  parties.  1  Bradbury's  Work.  Comp.,  44,  ct  seq.  The 
author  here  reviews  among  cases,  the  case  of  Schweitzer  vs.  Hamburg  American 
Mine,  (N.  Y.)  149  App.  Div.  900,  134  Supp.  812,  and  the  New  Jersey  and  other 
cases  cited  herein. 

It  is  true,  as  ai^ed  by  the  Attorney  General,  that  the  Massachusetts  statute, 
construed  in  re  Gould,  supra,  contained  no  limitation  as  to  time  or  place  of 
employment,  or  injuries  sustained,  and  it  is  argued  froin  this  that  that  statute 
was  stronger  against  his  position  than  ours,  which  by  section  twenty-five  limits 
the  benefits  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  to  those  sustaining  injuries 
in  this  state.  But  as  we  have  construed  the  statute  as  a  whole  and  with  reference 
to  all  its  parts,  including  the  defmition  of  who  is  an  employee  within  the  meaning 
of  the  statute,  to  include  those  employees  whose  employment  is  not  wholly  with- 
out the  state,  the  statute  becomes  an  express  recognition  of  the  right  of  em- 
ployees, who  and  whose  employer?  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  Comj)cnsation 
Fund  upon  the  basis  of  the  entire  wages  paid  the  employes,  we  think  our  statute 
is  stronger  in  favor  of  the  right  of  such  employees,  to  participate  in  the  fund, 
than  if  it  was  silent  as  to  time  and  place  of  employment  or  of  injuries  sustained. 

As  the  questions  considered  herein  are  so  fully  covered  by  the  authorities  cited, 
it  becomes  unnecessary  to  extend  this  opinion  into  a  further  review  of  the  decided 
cases.  And  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  we  turn  our  decision  upon  the  proper  con- 
struction of  our  own  statute,  and  upon  the  theory  of  a  contract,  express  or  im- 
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plied,  brrvtem  employrr  and  cinplo>Te,  acrepting  the  provisions  of  the  statute; 
and  as  eartewting  its  benefits  and  liabilities  to  pefscns  so  related  and  to  «m- 
pftnyees  or  their  dependents  injuied  as  the  decedent  was  in  this  case. 

For  these  reasons  we  are  of  opinicai  to  revefse  the  order  of  the  Compensation 
CmnmgAkMiei^  and  to  direct  that  this  decision  be  certified  to  him  as  provided  by 
sectioa  fort3Mhree  of  the  Workman's  Gompoisation  Act.  for  further  action  by 
him  in  the  premises  as  required  thereby.

The  above  daim  having  this  day  been  presented  to  me  for  action  upon  the 
application  of  Mrs.  Mont  Fougjhty,  ^idow  of  the  deceased,  for  compensation  on 
account  of  the  death  of  her  husband,  Mont  Fou^ty,  March  6,  I916»  the  de- 
ceased being  an  emi^x-ee  of  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company,  of  Parkersbur]^ 
West  Mr^nia,  I  find,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  evidence  submitted  that 
the  said  Mont  Fou^ty's  death  was  due  to  an  explosion  of  nitro-glycerine^  which 
explosion  occurred  near  Louisa,  LawTence  County,  Kentucky,  and  not  within  the 
State  of  West  Virginia,  therefore  no  disbursement  can  be  made  from  the  Work- 
men's Compensatiim  Fund  of  this  State  on  account  of  said  death,  for  the  fol- 
lowing reascns: 

First:  The  ii^ury  was  not  received  in  this  State  in  the  course  of  and  resulting 
from  the  employmaiit  with  an  employer  r^ulariy  emplo>ing  ether  persons  for 
prc^t,  or  for  the  puipose  of  carrying  on  any  fomi  of  industry  or  business  in  the 
State  of  West  Virginia. 

Second:  An  employer  engaged  in  the  business  of  shooting  oil  ^"ells  in  thd  State 
ci  Kentucky,  is  not  an  emplo>'er  r^ularly  employing  other  perscms  for  profit* 
or  for  the  puipose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of  industry  or  business  in  the  State 
of  West  Virginia,  ronsequenth%  an  employee  of  such  emp]o>*er  wculd  net  be 
entitled  to  compensation  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  of  this 
State. 

Third:  We  do  not  consider  our  Act  extia-territorial  in  its  effect.  The  rela- 
ti(N)  of  employer  and  employee  under  our  Act  not  being  contractual.  The  election 
of  the  employ'er,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  employee  not  being  voluntar>';  their 
actions  being  constrained  by  a  penalty  in  one  case,  and  by  necessity  in  the  other. 

Fourth:  It  would  be  discrimination,  and  manifestly  unfair  to  grant  com- 
pensation to  enployees  of  one  class  of  employers,  and  deny  it  to  others. 

Fifth:  Tlie  requirement  that  premium  be  paid  on  the  total  earnings  of  all 
employees  subject  to  the  Act,  does  not  require  the  payment  of  premium  on  the 
earnings  of  employees  outside  the  state,  as  they  are  not  employees  subject  to  the 
Act. 

Section  25  of  the  Amended  Compensation  Act  provides  "The  Commissioner 
shall  disburse  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  to  the  employees  of  such 
employers  as  have  paid  into  said  fund  the  premiums  for  the  month  in  which 
the  injury  occurs  •  ♦  ♦  ♦  and  which  employees  shall  have  received  injuries 
in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their  employment,  or  to  the  de- 
pendents, if  any,  of  such  employees  in  case  death  has  ensued  according  to  the 
piovisions  hereinafter  made    ♦    •    •    V* 
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Section24of  the  Act  provides:  "The  premium  shall  be  paid  monthly  •  *  ♦ 
and  shall  be  the  prescribed  percentage  of  the  total  earnings  of  all  employees 
subject  to  this  Act.**  An  employee  to  be  subject  to  the  Act,  must  be  an  em- 
ployee of  an  employer  regularly  employing  other  persons  for  profit,  or  for  the 
carrying  on  of  any  form  of  industry  or  business  in  this  state,  as  provided  in 
Section  9  of  the  Act  defining  employers  and  employees.  The  employer  of  the  de- 
ceased was  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  March  6,  1916,  engaged  in  the  business  of 
shootjng  oil  weUs  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the  deceased  being  employed  on  such 
work.  The  shooting  of  oil  wells  outside  this  state  cannot  be  considered  as 
employing  other  persons  for  profit,  or  the  carrying  on  of  any  industry  or  business 
in  this  state,  such  work  having  no  connection  with  work  in  West  Virginia,  but 
consisted  of  carrying  on  an  industry  or  business  in  the  State  of  Kentucky;  West 
Virginia  having  no  interest  or  control  over  such  work,  and  in  no  way  deriving  any 
profit  therefrom,  Kentucky  being  the  state  wholly  interested,  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  any  rights  which  the  defendants  of  the  deceased  would  have,  would  be 
in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  not  in  this  stat&.  Ccnsequently  an  employer 
engaged  in  such  work  is  not  required,  and  should  not  pay  premiums  on  the 
wages  of  an  employee  employed  on  such  work.  The  employer.  The  Southern 
Torpedo  Company,  at  the  time  of  instructing  the  deceased  to  do  the  work  at 
which  he  was  injured  knew  full  well  that  the  location  of  the  work  was  not  in  the 
State  of  West  Virginia,  likewise  the  deceased  employee  was  well  aware  of  the 
location  of  such  work  as  the  evidence  shows  that  he  had  been  shooting  wells  for 
seven  or  eight  years,  and  in  fart  had  shct  most  of  the  oil  wells  in  that  portion 
of  Kentucky.  The  question  of  boundary  line  could  not  enter  into  this  case,  as 
the  evidence  shows  the  work  was  being  done  at  a  point  in  Lawrence  County, 
Kentucky  from  one  to  two  miles  from  West  Virginia,  and  that  the  deceased  dur- 
ing the  stay  there  boarded  in  Louisa,  Kentucky,  so  there  could  be  no  question  as 
to  his  knowing  in  which  state  he  was  working.  The  Rules  of  Practice  and  Pro- 
cedure, and  General  Instructions  to  Employers  and  Employees  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  adopted  by  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner,  and 
effective  as  of  July  1,  1915,  as  authorized  in  Section  8  of  the  Act,  provides  "A 
sworn  statement  (Form  36)  of  the  wages  of  all  persons  employed  in  the  State  of 
West  Virginia  ♦  ♦  *  *  must  be  filed  with  the  Commissioner  by  each  em- 
ployer whose  election  has  been  accepted  by  the  Commissioner,  on  or  before  the 
25th  of  each  month  ♦  *  *  *."  This  same  Rule  being  printed  on  the  back 
of  said  Form  36  above  referred  to.  Every  employer  known  to  have  employees 
outside  the  state  is  specifically  instructed  not  to  report  the  earnings  of  such 
employee,  not  to  pay  premiums  on  same. 

The  Supreme  Courts  in  a  number  of  states  wherein  a  compensation  law  is  in 
force,  have  held  that  their  compensation  law  is  extra-territorial  on  the  ground 
that  the  relation  of  employer  and  employee,  under  their  respective  Acts,  being 
voluntary  and  not  compulsory,  is  contractual.  We  are  of  the  opinion,  however, 
that  the  relation  of  employer  and  employee  under  our  Act  is  not  contractual. 
The  election  of  the  employer,  and  the  acceptance  by  the  employee  not  being 
voluntary.  The  employer  being  obliged  to  make  election  to  pay  premiums  into 
the  fund  under  Section  24,  or  to  carry  his  own  risk  under  Section  54  of  the  Act, 
or  be  liable  for  damages  suffered  by  reason  of  personal  injuries  sustained  by  his 
employees,  and  be  deprived  of  his  common  law  and  statutory  defenses.  The 
employee,  after  notice  given  that  his  employer  has  elected  to  take  the  benefit 
of  the  Compensation  Act,  is  obliged  to  accept  its  provisions,  or  terminate  his 
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employment  with  such  employer,  and  as  nearly  all  of  the  employers  in  the  state 
are  covered  by  the  Act,  the  employee  out  of  necessity,  in  order  to  earn  a  liveUhood 
is  compelled  to  accept  the  provisions  of  said  Act.  Section  23  of  the  Act  provides 
**No  employer  or  employee  shall  exempt  himself  from  the  burden  or  waive  the 
benefits  of  this  Act  by  any  contract,  agreement,  rule  or  regulation,  and  such  con- 
tract, agreement,  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  pro  tanto  void." 

Section  9  of  the  Act  provides  that  "All  persons,  firms,  associations  and  cor- 
porations regularly  employing  other  persons  for  profits,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  any  form  of  industry  or  business  in  this  state  (casual  employment 
excepted)  are  employers  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  and  subject  to  its  pro- 
visions, and  all  employees  in  the  service  of  such  employers  are  employees  within 
the  Act  and  subject  to  its  provisions,  with  a  few  exceptions  noted  therein,  and 
Section  11  of  the  original  Act  of  1913  provided  that  within  thirty  days  from  the 
organization  of  the  Commission  every  employer  subject  to  the  Act  should  notify 
the  Commission  of  such  fact.  Section  18  of  the  amended  Act  gives  a  list  of  in- 
dustries that  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  subject  to  the  Act,  and  includes  in  said 
list  "Match  factories,  powder  mills,  fireworks .  factories,  and  works  in  which 
articles  of  an  explosive  nature  are  mixed  or  "manufactured."  The  employer 
of  the  deceased  being  classified  and  carried  under  Schedule  M.  Explosives,  we 
are  unable  to  find  any  provision  in  the  Act  wherein  an  employer  or  an  employee 
has  any  option,  without  a  penalty,  as  to  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
consequently  we  are  unable  to  determine  wherein  such  acceptance  can  be  deemed 
**  voluntary"  and  the  statute  considered  as  an  integral  part  of  a  contract  of  em- 
ployment. In  the  case  of  Antonio  de  Francesco  vs.  Piney  Mining  Company,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  West  Virginia  says:  "  As  an  employer  of  labor,  it  was  bound  to 
place  itself  under  the  protection  of  the  law  (The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act) 
or  lose  the  benefit  of  the  defenses  to  which  reference  has  been  made."  Any  law 
which  an  employer  or  employee  is  bound  or  in  any  way  compelled  to  accept, 
such  acceptance  surely  cannot  be  deemed  voluntar>^ 

Section  52  of  the  Act  provides  that  in  case  an  employer  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  is  engaged  in  intra-state  and  inter-state  work,  this  Act  shall  apply  to 
him,  only  to  the  extent  that  his  mutual  connection  with  work  in  this  state  is 
clearly  separable  and  distinguishable  from  his  inter-state  work,  and  in  such  case 
such  employer  and  any  of  his  employees  thus  engaged  in  both  intra-state  and 
inter-state  work,  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  elect  to  pay  into 
the  fund  the  premiimns  provided  by  the  Act  on  account  of  work  done  in  this  state 
only  •  ♦  ♦  ♦  Payments  of  premiums  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  the  payroll 
of  the  employers  who  accept  as  aforesaid,  for  work  done  in  this  state  only. 

It  would  be  discrimination,  and  manifestly  unfair  to  grant  compensation  to  an 
employee  of  an  intra-state  employer,  if  injured  outside  this  state,  and  refuse  com- 
pensation to  an  employee  of  an  employer  engaged  in  both  intra-state  and  inter- 
state work,  if  injured  outside  this  state.  All  employees  of  employers  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  our  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  should  have  equal  rights  and 
privileges. 

In  the  case  before  me,  if  said  employer  had  been  paying  premium  on  the  wages 
of  the  deceased  for  work  done  outside  this  state,  such  premium  should  be  refunded, 
as  Section  53  of  Act  provides  "  If  any  employer  shall  be  adjudicated  to  be  outside 
the  lawful  scope  of  this  Act,  the  Act  shall  not  apply  to  him  or  his  employee;  or 
if  any  employee  shall  be  adjudicated  to  be  outside  the  lawful  scope  of  this  Act, 
because  of  remoteness  of  his  work  from  the  hazard  of  his  employers  work    *    ♦    * 
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an  accounting  in  accordance  with  the  justice  of  the  case  shall  be  had  of  moneys 
received." 

The  requirements  in  Section  24  that  premium  be  paid  on  the  total  earnings  of 
all  employees  subject  to  the  Act,  does  not  require  the  payment  of  premium  on  the 
earnings  of  employees  outside  the  state,  as  they  are  not  employees  subject  to  the 
Act,  the  intention  of  this  provision  being  to  prevent  employers  paying  premium 
on  the  earnings  of  employees  engaged  in  the  more  hazardous  occupations,  and 
eliminating  the  less  hazardous.  We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  payment 
of  premium  by  an  employer,  on  the  earnings  of  an  employee  not  subject  to  the 
Act,  would  not  bring  soch  employee  within  the  purview  of  the  Act  so  as  to  en- 
title him,  or  his  dependents  to  compensation. 

For  the  reasons  above  assigned,  compensation  is  refused  Mrs.  Mont  Foughty 
on  account  of  the  death  of  her  husband,  Mont  Foughty,  March  26,  1916.

Memoranda  by  Attorney  General  in  Behalf  of  Compensation 

Commissioner. 

For  findings  of  facts  see  order  of  the  Compensation  Commissioner  of  July  15, 1916. 

Laws  of  a  state  have  no  extra  territorial  eiTect,  and  cannot  control  rights  or 
remedies  which  arise  in  another  state  or  country.  This  is  basic  and  universally 
accepted  and  needs  no  citation  of  authority.  Workmen's  Compensation  laws  are 
no  exception  to  this,  but  they  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  benefits  out  of  the 
fund,  wherever  occurring.  Unless  it  is  clear,  plain  and  explicit  that  compensation 
shall  be  paid  for  injuries  occurring  out  of  the  state,  no  compensation  will  follow. 
See  Gould  vs.  Sturtevant,  215  Mass.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Massachusetts 
statute  under  which  the  Gould  case  was  decided  was  entirely  silent  as  to  where 
the  injury  might  occur,  whether  in  or  out  of  the  state.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
California  Compensation  Act  in  construing  which  the  Supreme  Court  of  that 
State  held  in  the  most  recent  case  on  the  point  in  question,  that  injuries  received 
out  of  the  state  were  excluded  because  there  was  no  express  provision  that  the 
Act  should  incfude  such  injuries.  See  North  Alaska  Salmon  Company  vs.  Pills- 
bury,  et  al..  Members  of  Industrial  Accident  Commission,  decided  December  14, 
1916,  wherein  the  cases  are  reviewed. 

To  the  same  effect:

Schwartz  vs.  India  Rubber  Works  Co.,  5  B.  W.  C.  C.  390. 
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Generally,  Laws  can  have  no  extra  territorial  effect: 

Bank  of  Augusta  vs.  Earle,  13  Peters  519. 
Stevens  vs.  Brown,  20  W.  Va.  450. 
Story,  Conflict  of  Laws,  Section  18. 

A  careful  reading  and  analysis  of  the  West  Virginia  Compensation  Act  will 
peremptorily  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  not  intended  to  cover  injuries 
occurring  out  of  the  state.  Instead  of  being  silent  as  to  such  accidents,  and 
are  the  acts  of  California  and  Massachusetts,  above  referred  to,  the  whole  bill 
negatives  and  exdudes  such  injuries. 

Section  25: 

"The  Conmiissioner  shall  disburse  the  Workman's  Compensation  Fund 
to  the  employees  of  such  employers  as  have  paid  into  said  fund  the  prem- 
iums for  the  month  in  which  the  injury  occurs  •  *  *  ♦  and  which 
employees  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of 
and  resulting  from  their  employment." 

There  is  nothing  ambiguous  about  this  section;  it  does  not  admit  of  ulterior 
construction.  Only  ambiguous  statutes  call  for  court  construction.  The  courts 
follow  the  plain  everyday  simple  meaning  of  the  language  found  in  a  statute. 

Section  9  defines  employers: 

"All  persons,  firms,  associations  and  corporations  regularly  employing 
other  persons  for  profit,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  industry 
or  business  in  this  state  (casual  employment  excepted)  are  employers 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  subject  to  its  provisions." 

Section  9  also  defined  employees: 

"All  persons  in  the  service  of  employers  as  herein  defined,  and  em- 
ployed by  them  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  industry  or  business  in 
which  they  are  engaged  (casual  employment  excepted)  are  employees 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  subject  to  its  provisions. 

There  is  no  language,  expressed  or  from  which  implication  can  be  made,  any- 
where in  the  Act  which  would  modify,  or  militate  against  the  plain  unequivocal 
language  in  section  25  that  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  employees  "who  shall 
have  received  injuries  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  their 
employment." 

Kentucky  has  a  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  which  is  very  similar  to  ours. 
A  somewhat  similar  case  arose  in  Minnesota  in  the  year  1913.  The  Compensation 
Act  of  that  state  had  no  words  limiting  the  operation  thereof  to  injuries  occurring 
in  the  state.  In  this  respect  it  is  dissimilar  from  the  West  Virginia  Act  as  above 
set  out.  The  Minnesota  statute  contains  the  usual  definition  of  employer  and 
employee  (Section  34),  and  regulates  the  compensation  to  be  paid  and  to  whom 
(Section  13).  A  workman  was  employed  to  do  railroad  construction*  work  in 
Minnesota  for  no  definite  time  or  place;  he  worked  in  northern  Minnesota  for 
sometime  and  then  crossed  the  border  into  Wisconsin  where  he  did  the  same 
work  for  the  same  employer  and  was  injured  four  days  after  getting  into  Wis- 
consin. The  latter  state  also  had  a  Workman's  Compensation  Law.  Qaim  was 
made  under  the  Minnesota  Act  and  was  litigated.  The  Minnesota  Court  held 
that  Wisconsin  Law  would  govern.  It  was  argued  and  insisted  upon  that  the 
contract  of  service  was  made  in  Minnesota  and  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the

parties  were  governed  by  Minnesota  Law.  The  court  held  that  such  claim  for 
injuries  "is  determined  by  the  law  of  the  place  where  the  injury  is  inflicted  with- 
out regard  to  the  law  of  the  forum,  or  the  place  where  the  contract  was 
made.**  Numerous  distinguished  authorities  are  cited,  from  an  inspection  of 
which  it  will  appear  that  the  decision  of  the  Minnesota  court  is  almost  impreg- 
nable. 

Johnson  vs.  Nelson,  150  N.  W.  Rept.  620  (1915). 

The  wages  paid  to  employees  for  any  service  rendered  out  of  the  state  form 
no  part  of  the  total  payroll  on  which  premiums  are  paid  to  the  fund  by  the  em- 
ployer. 

The  employers  are  specifically  instructed  not  to  include  such  wages,  nor  pay 
premiums  on  the  same.  See  printed  rule  and  instruction  on  back  of  form  36  filed 
with  the  papers.  If  any  premiums  were  paid  to  the  fund  based  on  Foughty's 
Kentucky  wages  (and  I  do  not  fmd  that  it  so  appears)  it  was  against  the  printed 
instructions  and  rules  of  the  Commissioner. 

This  case  should  be  distinguished  frcm  the  Gooding  case  recently  decided  by 
this  court.  The  facts  are  very  different.  In  the  Gooding  case,  the  entrance  to 
the  mine  was  in  West  Virginia,  where  the  employees  daily  entered  and  emerged. 
Gooding  was  operating  a  motor  in  the  mine  in  its  various  parts  and  happened 
at  the  time  of  his  death  to  be  under  and  beyond  the  dividing  line  between  the 
states  about  400  feet  on  the  Maryland  side.  He  could  not  know  in  which  state 
he  happened  to  be  at  any  time  when  so  working.  It  was  not  practicable  to  keep 
an  account  of  his  time  and  consequent  wages  apportioned  to  the  states;  and  for 
all  practicable  intents  and  purposes,  it  was  a  West  Viiiginia  employment  and 
wage. 

The  business  of  shooting  oil  wells  is  not  localized  and  not  confmed  within 
state  borders,  like  the  mining  of  coal.  It  may  be  carried  on  in  Kentucky,  Okla- 
homa, Texas  or  California;  in  short,  wherever  the  wells  may  be.  It  is  net  strictly 
an  inter-state  business;  it  is  more  of  an  intra-state  nature.  Foughty  had  shot 
most  of  the  wells  in  Lawrence  County,  Kentucky,  had  boarded  there  for  com- 
paratively long  periods,  was  on  top  of  the  ground  when  killed  and  knew  in  what 
state  he  was  operating. 

It  is  most  respectfully  submitted  that  our  compensation  act  is  not  only  com- 
pulsory to  the  employer,  but  also  to  the  employee.  If  he  does  not  come  under 
its  provisions  he  is  liable  for  personal  injuries  to  his  employee  and  cannot  inter- 
pose the  defense  of  the  fellow  servant  rule;  the  assumption  of  risk;  contributory 
negligence;  or  that  the  injury  was  caused  by  the  negligence  of  some  one  whose 
duties  are  prescribed  by  law.  About  the  only  question  left  open  to  try  is  the 
amount  of  damages  to  be  assessed  by  the  jury.  It  is  common  knowledge  (and 
especially  well  known  to  the  employer)  that  juries  are  not  modest  in  assessing 
damages  in  personal  injury  cases.  The  practical  result  of  the  statute  is  to  com- 
pel the  employers  of  the  state  to  either  accept  its  provision,  or  get  out  of  business. 
It  has  had  this  result.  The  Act  of  1913,  Section  11  required  every  employer  sub- 
ject to  the  Act  to  notify  the  Commissioner  of  such  fact  within  thirty  days  after 
the  organization  of  the  Commission.  After  the  employer  has  been  covered  by  the 
Act  and  he  has  posted  the  notices  advising  his  employees  of  such  fact,  the  only 
•option  the  employer  has  is  to  quit  work.    Is  this  not  compulsory? 

But  whether  the  statute  is  determined  to  be  compulsory  or  voluntary,  it  is 
reasonably  clear  that  the  terms  of  the  statute  enter  into  the  relations  between  the 
employer  and  employee,  wherever  there  is  employment,  except  casual  employ- 
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ment,  and  the  other  exceptions  set  out  in  Section  9.  If  the  employer  does  not 
contribute  to  the  fund  his  common  law  defenses  are  taken  from  him;  if  he  does 
contribute,  the  terms  of  the  statute  enter  into  the  relationship.  No  employer, 
whether  a  contributor  or  not,  is  allowed  to  meke  ?.ny  contract  or  agreement  with 
the  employee  to  relieve  himself  from  the  burden  or  waiving  the  benefits  cf  the 
Act.    (Latter  part  of  Sec.  23.) 

It  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  wherever  an  employee  enters  into  the  em- 
ployment of  an  employer,  covered  by  the  Act,  that  employee  agrees  that  he  will 
receive  compensation  only  for  injuries  received  in  this  state  in  the  course  of 
and  arising  out  of  his  employment. 

Our  act  was  not  designed  to  apply  to  the  building  up  of  the  industries  or  develop- 
ing the  natural  resources  of  other  states. 

We  respectfully  suhmit  that  the  fmding  of  the  Commissioner  should  be  sus- 
tained.

Memoranda  by  S.  B.  Avis,  Special  Counsel  for  the  Compensation  Com- 
missioner, to  Be  Read  in  Connection  with  the  Memoranda  of  the 

Attorney  General. 

Mont  Foughty,  the  deceased,  was  killed  on  March  6, 1916,  in  Lawrence  Cc.unty, 
Kentucky,  by  an  ejcplosion  at  or  near  a  magazine  owned  and  used  by  the  Southern 
Torpedo  Company,  a  corporation  of  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  for  the  storage 
of  nitro-glycerine, — ^presumably  while  loading  nitro-glycerine  upon  a  wagon. 
There  were  no  witnesses  to  the  accident. 

The  deceased  was  employed  by  said  corporation  as  an  "oil  and  gas  well  shooter." 
There  is  no  evidence  whatever  to  show  where  the  deceased  was  employed,  when 
the  deceased  was  employed,  or  where  he  was  to  follow  his  occupation. 

The  Southern  Torpedo  Company  was  engaged  (1)  in  the  industry  of  manu- 
facturing nitro* glycerine,  and  (2)  in  the  business  of  shooting  oil  and  gas  wells; 
and  was  a  subscriber  to  the  W^orkmen's  Compensation  Fund  under  Schedule  (t) 
of  Section  18  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  which  schedule  is  as  follows: 

"Match  factories,  powder  mills,  fire-works  factories,  and  works  in 
which  articles  of  an  explosive  nature  are  mixed  or  manufactured.*' 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  no  schedule  of  said  Act  which  pertains  to  the 
pursuit  of  shooting  oil  and  gas  wells.  There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to 
show  that  the  deceased  was  ever  at  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  or  that  he  was 
ever  engaged  in  the  mixing  or  manufacture  of  explosives  or  nitro-glycerine.    On 
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the  contrary,  the  record  discloses  that  his  heme  was  at  Branchland,  Lincoln 
G)unty,  West  Virginia,  and  that  his  occupation  or  pursuit  was  that  of  shooting 
oil  and  gas  wells — ^without  sho>\ing  where  this  occupation  was  to  be  followed. 
Neither  the  record  nor  the  evidence  show  that  he  ever  shot  any  wells  in  West 
Viilginia.  The  proof  shows  that  his  work  was  wholly  without  the  state. 
The  court  has  before  it  merely  the  evidence  that  the  deceased  was  killed  in 
Lawrence  County,  Kentucky,  and  that  for  years  he  had  been  engaged  in  shooting 
oil  and  gas  wells  in  that  portion  of  Kentucky  for  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company, 
and  while  in  Kentucky  boarded  with  one  Frank  Pigg,  at  Louisa. 
The  Compensation  Commissioner  held: 

(1)  "The  injury  was  not  received  in  this  state  in  the  course  of  and 
resulting  from  the  employment  with  an  employer  regularly  employing 
other  person?  for  profit,  or  for  the  piurpose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of 
industry  or  business  in  the  state  of  West  Virginia." 

(2)  '*An  employer  engaged  in  the  business  of  shooting  oil  wells  in  the 
state  of  Kentucky,  is  not  an  employer  regularly  employing  other  persons 
for  profit,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of  industr>'  or  busi- 
ness in  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  consequently  an  employee  of  such  em- 
ployer would  not  be  entitled  to  compensation  from  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Fund  of  this  state." 

The  complainants,  in  their  assignments  of  error  to  the  ruling  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, objected  to  the  holdings  above  set  forth. 

The  first  question  that  presents  itself  for  consideration  is  whether  the  deceased 
was  such  an  employee  as  is  mentioned  in  the  Workman's  Compensation  Act. 
In  defining  the  word  "employee**  embraced  by  said  Act,  Section  9  of  said  Act 
provides: 

"All  persons  in  the  service  of  employers  as  herein  defined,  and  em- 
ployed by  them  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  industry  or  business 
in  which  they  are  engaged  (casual  employment  excepted),  are  employees 

within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof; 

*    *    *    *  ** 

In  defining  the  word  "employers,"  said  Section  9  provides: 

"All  persons,  firms,  associations  and  corporations  regularly  employing 
other  persons  for  profit,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of 
industry  or  business  in  this  state,  (casual  employment  excepted),  are 
employers  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  subject  to  its  provisions." 

We  believe  that  the  words  "in  this  state"  qualify  the  language  preceding 
those  words  in  said  Section  9,  and  that  therefore  an  employee  as  defined  in  said 
Section  means  one  who  is  employed  within  the  state.  Clearly  the  language 
just  quoted  from  Section  9  did  not  mean  to  include  every  person,  firm,  association 
and  corporation  employing  other  persons  for  profit  in  this  state,  because  if  the 
language  were  to  be  given  this  broad  meaning  it  wculd  include  a  non-resident 
employer  as  well  as  a  resident  employei,  and  would  include  the  employees,  re- 
spectively, of  a  lawyer,  physician,  etc.  That  this  language  was  not  meant  to 
include  a  foreign  corporation  employer  is  shown  by  the  last  paragraph  of  said 
Section  9,  which  prohibits  such  foreign  corporation  employers  from  receiving  the 
benefits  of  the  Workman's  Compensation  Act  until  it  had  furnished  the  Cora- 
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pensation  Commissioner  with  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  State  showing 
that  it  had  compUed  with  all  the  requirements  necessary  to  enable  it  to  legally 
do  business  in  this  State. 

It  is  therefore  our  contention  that  if  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company,  a  cor- 
poration, was  doing  business  in  the  state  of  Kentucky,  it  did  so  by  comity  and 
under  the  laws  of  that  state,  and  it  and  its  employees,  in  doing  business  in  the 
state  of  Kentucky,  were  subject  to  and  controlled  by  the  laws  thereof.  That  said 
corporation  did  business  in  the  state  of  Kentucky  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  it 
owned  and  operated  a  nitro-glycerine  magazine  in  that  state.  It  and  its  em- 
ployees, as  to  their  respective  obligations  and  duties,  were  controlled  by  the 
laws  of  Kentucky.  The  state  of  Kentucky  has  a  Workmen's  Compensation  law 
somewhat  similar  to  that  of  West  Virginia,  but  it  only  applied  to  employers, 
"employing  six  or  more  persons."  As  far  as  we  can  ascertain  from  an  examina- 
tion of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  Kentucky,  it  makes  no  distinction 
between  a  resident  and  a  non-resident  employer,  and  would  not  apply  to  any  em- 
ployer engaged  in  the  business  of  shooting  oil  and  gas  wells  within  the  state  of 
Kentucky.  Therefore,  if  an  accident  occurred  to  an  employee  of  an  employer 
engaged  in  the  business  of  shooting  oil  and  gas  wells  within  the  borders  of  the 
state  of  Kentucky,  a  claim  of  damages  for  such  accident  should  be  determined 
by  the  laws  of  that  state. 

'^  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  was  engaged  in  an  in- 
dustrial pursuit — i.  e.,  a  productive  activity,  and  also  a  mere  business  or 
pursuit,  namely,  (1)  The  manufacture  of  nitro-glycerine;  (2)  The  shooting  of 
oil  and  gas  wells.  The  manufacture  of  nitro-glycerine  is  an  industrial  pursuit 
because  it  is  a  productive  activity.  The  shooting  of  oil  and  gas  wells  is  not  an 
industrial  pursuit  because  it  is  not  a  productive  activity — being  a  mere  pur- 
suit, or  occupation — and  is  not  a  part  of  the  business  of  manufacturing  articles 
of  an  explosive  nature,  as  is  mentioned  in  schedule  (t)  of  the  Workman's  Com- 
pensation Act. 

In  L.  &  N.  R.  Co.  vs.  Fulghan,  91  Ala.  555,  it  is  said: 

"  'Industrial'  is  defined  by -Worcester  as  'relating  to  manufacturers,  or 
to  the  product  of  industry  or  labor.  *  " 

Funk  &  Wagnall's  New  Standard  Dictionary  defines  the  noun  "industrial" 
as  "one  employed  in  industrial  manufactures  as  distinguished  from  agricultural 
or  mechanical  pursuits."  The  same  authority  defines  "industry"  in  its  broad 
sense  as  "the  quality  or  habit  of  attention  to  any  useful  or  productive  pursuit, 
work  or  task."  The  same  authority,  however,  says  that  the  use  of  the  word 
"industry"  in  political  economy  (and  we  respectfully  submit,  as  used  in  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act),  refers  to  "productive  manufactures  and  arts." 
In  other  words,  it  means  productive  activity — such  as  the  "oil  industry," 
the  "coal  industry,"  the  "nitro-glycerine  industry,"  etc.,  and  mechanical  and 
manufacturing  activities  as  distinguished  from  other  activities  such  as  agricultural 
and  other  mere  pursuits  or  occupations. 

The  Kentucky  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  apparently  only  applies  to  in- 
dustrial pursuits  or  productive  activities.  It  is  conceded  that,  if  the  deceased  had 
been  employed  within  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  and  was  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  nitro-glycerine  for  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  within  the  state 
of  West  Virginia,  and  while  so  engaged  had  been  killed,  his  dependents  would 
be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund. 

As  stated  before,  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  paid  premiums  into  the 
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Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  under  Schedule  (t)  of  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation Act,  for  the  manufacture  of  nitro-glycerine.  The  shooting  of  oil  and  gas 
.wells  should  come  under  an  entirely  dilTerent  classification.  Our  position  is  that 
an  employer,  if  engaged  in  different  industrial  enterprises  or  In  different 
businesses,  should  pay  a  separate  premium  on  each  Industrial  enterprise  and 
business.  To  illustrate,  if  he  were  engaged  in  the  operation  of  a  coal  mine  in 
one  part  of  the  state  and  in  the  manufacture  of  nitro-gh  cerine  in  another  part  of 
the  state,  that  his  payments  of  the  premium  applicable  to  the  operation  of  the 
coal  mine  did  not  protect  him  or  his  employees  in  the  operation  of  a  nitro-glycer- 
ine plant  in  another  part  of  the  state.  We  take  this  position  because  of  the 
language  of  Section  19  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  which  provides: 

"The  Commissioner  shall  establish  a  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund 
from  premiums  and  other  funds  paid  thereto  by  employers  and  employees 
as  herein  provided,  for  the  benefit  of  employees  of  employers  that  have 
paid  the  premium  applicable  to  the  classes  to  ^hich  they  belong 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  dependents  of  such  employees,  and  shall  adopt 
rules  and  regulations  with  respect  to  the  collection,  maintenance  and 
disbursement  of  said  fund,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this- 
act." 

This  language  clearly  means  that  an  employer  who  is  operating  several  separate 
and  distinct  industries  or  several  separate  and  distinct  businesses  or  one  industry 
and  one  business  must  pay  the  premium  applicable  to  each  separate  and  distinct 
industry  and  business,  i.  e.,  that  he  cannot  pay  one  premium  which  will  cover 
both  the  manufacture  of  nitro-glycerine  in  one  part  of  the  state  and  the  shooting 
of  oil  and  gas  wells  in  some  other  state,  or  in  another  part  of  this  state. 

At  this  point  we  desire  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  court  to  the  fact  that  the 
Southern  Torpedo  Company,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
Compensation  Commissioner  was  not  required  to  pay  any  premium  on  the 
wages  of  any  employee  for  any  work  done  by  such  employee  without  the  state. 

As  will  appear  from  the  Compensation  Commissioner's  decision  in  this  case, 
Form  36  (which  is  a  part  of  the  record  here),  had  printed  thereon  a  notice  to  the 
effect  that  employers  were  only  required  to  pay  premiums  on  wages  of  employees 
within  the  state  of  West  Virginia.  The  payment  of  premiums  on  wages  of  em- 
ployees performing  work  without  the  state  of  West  Virginia  by  an  employer  con- 
trary to  such  rule,  and  the  receipt  thereof  by  the  Compensation  Commissioner  in 
the  belief  that  the  premium  so  paid  was  based  upon  the  wages  of  an  employee 
performing  work  within  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  would  not  entitle  such  em- 
ployee in  case  of  accident,  or  his  dependents  in  case  of  such  employee's  death,  to- 
participate  in  such  fund. 

Counsel  for  complainants  insist  that  under  the  principles  laid  down  in  the 
case  of  Gooding  vs.  Ott  the  dependents  of  Mont  Foughty,  deceased,  are  entitled 
to  participate  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund.  We  think  that  the  facts- 
in  that  case  are  clearly  distinguishable  from  the  facts  in  this  case.  We  further 
think  that  this  honorable  court  was  clearly  in  error  in  holding  as  follows: 

"The  relation  of  employer  and  employee  under  said  Act,  being  volun- 
tary and  not  compulsory,  is  contractual,  the  statute  becoming  an  integral 
part  of  the  contract,  and  limiting  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  employer  and 
employee,  binding  upon  the  parties  and  enforceable  in  other  jurisdictions,, 
unless  opposed  to  the  public  policy  thereof,  and  as  all  other  foreign  con- 
tracts enforceable  therein." 
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We  contend  that  our  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  is  not  voluntary,  but  is 
compulsory,  and  we  further  contend  that  it  is  not  contractual.  This  honorable 
court  in  arriving  at  this  decision  seemed  largely  to  rely  upon  the  New  Jersey 
Authorities.  An  examination  of  the  New  Jersey  Workmen's  Compensation  Act 
will  show  that  its  provisions  are  entirely  different  from  our  Act.  Under  the 
New  Jersey  Act,  either  the  employer  or  the  employee  can  reject  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  by  a  notice  in  writing.  There  is  a  further  provision  of  the  Act 
their  election  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  upon  sixty  days'  notice  in 
writing  prior  to  any  accident.  Under  the  New  Jersey  Act  the  right  of  election  is 
given  to  both  employer  and  employee,  and  the  Act  itself  declares  that  it  shall 
constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  of  employment.  Under  the  West  Vir- 
ginia Act  the  employer  has  the  sole  right  of  election  and  it  seems  to  us  that 
his  right  of  election  is  compulsory  because  if  he  does  not  elect  to  come  under 
its  provisions  he  is  liable  for  peisonal  injuries  to  his  employee  and  is  denied  cer- 
tain pre-existing  defenses.  The  employee  has  no  right  of  election  whatever,  nor 
any  right  to  terminate  the  election  of  his  employer.  If  he  continues  to  work  for 
his  employer,  he  is  bound  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  nolens  volens. 

Where  the  New  Jersey  Act  provides  that  it  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  con- 
tract of  employment.  Section  23  of  our  Act  expressly  prohibits  certain  con- 
tracts and  agreements  in  relation  thereto,  in  the  following  language: 

"No  employer  or  employee  shall  exempt  himself  from  the  burden  or 
waive  the  benefits  of  this  Act  by  any  contract,  agreement,  rule,  or  regula- 
tion, and  any  such  contract,  agreement,  rule,  or  regulation  shall  be  pro- 
tanto  void." 

Under  our  Act  the  employee  is  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the  employer.  The 
employer  has  the  right  to  dect  (1)  whether  he  will  come  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  at  all;  (2)  whether  he  will  individually  and  directly  compensate  his 
injured  employee  and  the  dependents  of  his  fatally  injured  employee;  (3)  he 
can  discontinue  the  payment  of  premiihns  at  will;  (4)  he  can  become  delinquent 
in  the  payment  of  his  premiums;  (5)  in  case  of  delinquency,  he  can  only  be  re- 
instated upon  certain  terms  and  conditions;  (6)  if  he  elects  to  come  under  the 
provisions  of  said  Act  he  is  given  the  arbitrary  power  to  deduct,  or  hold  back 
and  pay  into  the  fund  ten  per  cent  of  the  wages  of  his  employee.  In  none  of  these 
instances  has  the  employee  any  election  or  choice  whatever,  except  to  stop  work 
for  his  employer.  Our  Act  is  certainly  compulsory  as  to  the  employee,  and,  we 
believe,  as  to  the  employer.  How  can  our  Act  be  contractual  and  an  integral 
part*  of  the  contract  of  employment  between  the  employer  and  the  employee, 
when  the  employee  is  given  no  election  choice  or  alternative  except  to  quit  work; 
and  where  there  is  no  provision  in  the  Act  that  the  employee  can  enforce 
t^  law  a^inst  the  employer.  The  employee  cannot  compel  the  employer 
after  he  has  once  elected  lo  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  to  continue 
paying  the  premiums.  He  cannot  prevent  delinquency  on  the  part  of  his  employer 
in  the  payment  of  piemiimis.  He  cannot  prevent  the  employer  from  terminating 
his  election.  He  cannot,  in  case  of  delinquency,  compel  the  delinquent  employer 
to  rennstate  himself.  And  he  is  not  entitled  to  receive  any  benefits  while  his 
employer  is  delinquent  or  imder  suspension,  or  to  prevent  suspension.  "Com- 
pulsion" is  not  limited  to  force  or  duress,  but  compulsion  can  be  exercised  through 
the  process  of  the  courts,  or  throu^  laws  acting  directly  on  the  party.   It  is 
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compulsory  when  the  consent  of  one  party  is  enforced  by  statutory  pro- 
visions. 

In  People  vs.  Courtney,  94  N.  Y.  490,  493,  it  is  held  that  "compulsion,"  as 
used  in  the  G>nptitution  of  New  York,  Section  6,  which  declares  that  no  person 
shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself  "means 
merely  compulsion  exerrised  through  the  process  of  the  courts,  or  through  laws 
acting  directly  on  the  party    *    *    *    *." 

In  Burbank  vs.  Slinkard,  53  Ind.  493,  495,  it  is  held  that  threat  of  legal  process 
is  "compulsion." 

In  Wood  vs.  aty  of  SeatUc,  23  Wash.  1  (52  L.  R.  A.  369),  it  is  held  that  "com- 
pulsory arbitration"  is  that  which  takes  place  when  the  consent  of  one  party 
is  enforced  by  statutory  provision. 

By  virtue  of  these  authorities  we  are  impelled  to  insist  that  the  West  Virginia 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  is  compulsory. 

As  to  the  relation  of  employer  and  employee  under  cur  Act  being  contractual, 
and  the  Act  becoming  an  int^ral  part  of  the  contract,  we  vigortusly  deny.  The 
word  "contract"  means  and  impUes  the  voluntary  mutual  agreement  of  the 
parties.    See  O'Brien  vs.  Young,  95  N.  Y.  428,  435. 

Under  our  Act  there  certainly  is  no  voluntary  mutual  agreement  between  the 
employer  and  the  employee  as  to  its  effect.  There  is  no  mutuality  between  the 
employer  and  the  employee  except  an  enforced  mutuality  through  the  Act  acting 
directly  on  the  employee.  There  is  no  voluntary  consent  on  the  part  of  the 
employee  except  such  as  is  enforced  by  the  provision  of  the  Act.  The  right  to 
compensation  does  not  arise  from  any  contract  between  the  employer  and  the 
employee,  but  from  the  law  itself.  The  law  simply  operates  upon  the  status 
(employer  and  employee)  and  affixes  certain  rights  and  obUgations  to  that  status. 
Suppose  that  a  contract  of  employment  had  existed  between  an  employer  and 
an  employee  prior  to  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  becoming  a  law.  It 
would  not  be  seriously  contended  that  after  the  passage  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act,  and  notwithstanding  the  pre-existing  contract,  where  an  em- 
ployer had  elected  to  come  under,  and  had  complied  with,  its  provisions,  the 
employee  would  not  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Fund.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  contract  of  employment  had  been  entered  into 
while  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  1913  was  in  force,  and  that  Act  had 
constituted  an  integral  part  of  the  contract  of  employment,  the  legislature  could 
not  have  amended  the  Act  in  1915  so  as  to  have  impaired  the  obligations  of  the 
contract  made  under  the  Act  of  1913,  nor  could  such  Act  of  1915  have  in  any  way 
affected  any  right  accrued  while  the  Act  of  1913  was  in  force.  Again,  contracts 
of  employment  have  been  made  all  over  the  state  while  the  present  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  was  in  force,  and  effect.  Can  it  be  seriously  contended  that 
on  that  accoimt  the  legislature  at  its  next  session  cannot  amend,  alter,  or  abolish 
the  present  Workmen's  Compensation  Act?  If  the  Act  is  not  an  integral  part  of 
the  contract  of  employment,  then  the  legislature  can  undoubtedly  amend,  alter* 
or  abolish  the  present  Act.  But  if  the  present  Act  is  an  integral  part  of  the  con- 
tract of  employment,  the  legislature  cannot  amend,  alter,  or  abolish  it  because 
it  is  inhibited  from  passing  any  law  impairing  the  obligations  of  contracts,  or 
from  passing  any  law  which  would  destroy  or  tend  to  destroy  a  vested  right. 
The  Workmen's  Compensation  law  is  not  a  part  of  the  contract  of  employment 
between  employer  and  employee.    If  so,  it  could  not  be  amended  or  abolished 
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without  impairing  the  obligation.    See  Mascn  vs.  Haile,  25  U.  S.  (12  Wheat.) 
370,  379. 

We  beg  to  quote  from  North  Alaska  Salmon  G).  vs.  Pillsbury,  et  al.,  (Cal.) 
162  Pac.  93,  where  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  California  on  re-hearing 
t«versed  its  former  decision  in  which  it  held  that  the  California  Commission  had 
jurisdiction  to  allow  compensation  for  injuries  received  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
state  of  California,  as  follows: 

"The  case  is  before  us  on  re-hearing.  Our  former  decision  upholding 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission,  was  based  on  the  theory  that  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  law  entered  into  and  became  a  part  of  the 
contract  of  employment,  and  that  where  such  contract  was  made  in 
this  state,  the  statute  fixed  the  rights  of  the  parties  with  respect  to 
any  injiuy  arising  out  of  the  employment,  wherever  such  injury  might 
occur.  Upon  further  study  we  are  satisfied  that  this  view  is  not 
tenable.  The  Uability  of  the  employer  to  pay  compensation  arises  from 
the  law  itself,  rather  than  from  any  agreement  of  the  parties.  The  law 
operates  upon  a  status,  i.  e.,  that  of  the  employer  and  employee,  and 
affixes  certain  rights  and  cbUgations  to  that  status.  True,  the  relation 
of  employer  and  employee  has  its  inception  in  a  contract,  but  once  the 
relation  is  created,  its  incidents  depend  not  upon  the  agreement 
of  the  parties,  but  upon  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Our  decisions 
upholding  the  validity  of  this  legislation  have  emphasized  and  found 
support  in  the  proposition. that  the  statute  is  one  regulating  obligations 
attaching  to  the  status  of  employer  and  employee.  (Western  Indemnity 
Co.  vs.  Pillsbury,  170  Pac.  686,  699;  Western  Metal  Co.  vs.  Pillsbury, 
156  Pac.  591.)  If  the  right  to  compensation  rested  upon  contract, 
it  would  seem  to  follow  that  such  right  would  exist  only  in  cases  of 
employment  under  agreements  made  after  the  passage  of  the 
statute.  But  it  has  never  been  supposed  that  any  such  limitation  could 
be  upheld.  There  is  a  manifest  difference  between  compulsory  act,  like 
ours,  and  elective  acts,  hke  the  Roseberry  Act  of  1911,  and  various  statutes 
in  other  states,  under  which  the  compensation  provisions  are  dependent 
upon  election  or  consent  of  the  employer  AND  EMPLOYEE.  It 
may  well  be  said  that  the  rights  declared  by  an  elective  statute  have  their 
origin  and  sanction  in  the  agreement  of  the  parties  to  be  bound  by  the 
statute.  Under  a  compulsory  statute,  however,  the  correlative  rights 
and  obligations  are  not  founded  upon  contract.  Nor  do  they  correspond 
with  the  legal  conception  of  a  tort,  since  a  liability  is  imposed  without 
regard  to  the  element  of  wrong-doing  on  the  part  of  the  person  charged. 
The  obligation  is  to  be  defined  as  a  statutory  one,  attached  by  law 
to  a  given  status.**    (Black-faced  type  ours.) 

W^e  respectfully  schcit  a  careful  reading  of  the  opinion  in  this  case,  as  it  is  the 
latest  decision  on  the  subject  that  we  have  been  able  to  find,  and  also  a  careful 
reading  of  the  case  cited  therein,  namely,  Alabama  G.  S.  R.  Co.  vs.  Carroll,  97 
Ala.  126. 

In  Alabama  G.  S.  R.  Co.  vs.  Carroll,  supra,  where  the  plaintiff,  a  resident  of 
Alabama,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  defendant  Railroad  Company,  an 
Alabama  corporation,  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of  a  brakeman  on  its  freight  train 
between  Birmingham,  Alabama,  and  Meridian,  Mississippi,  and  who  was  injured

in  Mississippi,  sued  in  the  courts  of  Alabama,  in  which  suit  he  claimed  that  the 
Employer's  Liability  Act  of  Alabama  became  a  part  of  his  contract  of  employ- 
ment, in  discussing  this  phase  of  the  case  the  court  said: 

"Another  consideration — that  referred  to  above — ^is  insisted,  entitles 
this  plaintifT  to  recover  here  under  the  Employer's  Liability  Act  for  an 
injury  inflicted  beyond  the  territorial  operation  of  that  act.  This  is 
daimed  upon  the  fact  that  at  the  time  plaintiff  was  iojured  he  was  in 
the  discharge  of  duties  which  rested  on  him  by  the  terms  of  a  contract 
between  him  and  defendant  which  had  been  entered  into  in  Alabama, 
and,  hence  was  an  Alabama  contract,  in  connection  with  the  facts  that 
plaintiff  was  and  is  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  the  defendant  is  an  Alabama 
corporation.  These  latter  facts — of  citizenship  and  domicile  respectively 
of  plaintifT  and  defendant — are  of  no  importance  in  this  connection,  it 
seems  to  us,  further  than  this;  they  may  tend  to  show  that  the  contract 
was  made  here,  which  is  not  controverted,  and  if  the  plaintiff  has  a  cause 
of  action  at  all  he,  by  reason  of  them,  may  prosecute  it  in  our  courts. 
They  have  no  bearing  on  the  primary  question  of  existence  of  a  cause  of 
action,  and  as  that  is  the  guestion  before  us,  we  need  not  further  advert 
to  the  fact  of  plaintiffs  citizenship,  or  defendant's  domicile. 

The  contract  was  that  plaintiff  should  serve  the  defendant  in  the  capacity 
of  a  brakeman  on  its  freight  train  between  Birmingham,  Alabama,  and 
Meridian,  Mississippi,  anct  should  receive  as  compensation  a  stipulated 
sum  for  each  trip  from  Birmingham  to  Meridian  and  return.  The  theory 
is  that  the  Employer's  Liability  Act  became  a  part  of  this  contract; 
that  the  duties  and  liabilities  which  it  prescribes  became  contractual 
duties  and  liabilities,  or  duties  and  liabihties  springing  out  of  the  con- 
tract, and  that  these  duties  attended  upon  the  execution  whenever  its 
performance  was  required  in  Mississippi  as  well  as  in  Alabama — and 
that  the  liability  prescribed  for  a  failure  to  perform  any  of  such  duties 
attached  upon  such  failure  and  consequent  injury  wherever  it  occurred, 
and  was  enforceable  here  because  imposed  by  an  Alabama  contract  not- 
withstanding the  remission  of  duty  and  the  resulting  injury  occurred 
in  Mississippi,  under  whose  laws  no  liability  was  incurred  by  such  remis- 
sion. The  argument  is  that  a  contract  for  service  is  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  application  of  the  statute,  and  that  'as  soon  as  the  contract  is 
made  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties,  under  the  Employer's 
Liability  Act,  became  vested  and  fixed'  so  that  'no  subsequent  repeal  of 
the  law  could  deprive  the  injured  party  of  his  rights  nor  dischai}^  the 
mast^  from  his  liabilities,'  &c.,  &c.  If  this  argument  is  sound,  and  it  is 
sound  if  the  duties  and  liabilities  prescribed  by  the  act  can  be  said  to 
be  contractual  duties  and  obligations  at  all,  it  would  lead  to  conclusions 
the  possibility  of  which  has  not  hitherto  been  suggested  by  any  court  or 
law  writer,  and  which,  to  say  the  least,  would  be  astounding  to  the  pro- 
fession. For  instance:  If  the  act  of  1885  becomes  a  part  of  every  con- 
tract of  service  entered  into  since  its  passage,  just  'as  if  such  law  were 
in  so  many  words  expressly  included  in  the  contract  as  a  part  thereof,' 
as  counsel  insist  it  did,  so  as  to  make  the  liability  of  the  master  to  pay 
damages  from  injuries  to  a  fellow-servant  of  negligent  employee,  a  con- 
tractual obligation,  no  reason  can  be  conceived  why  the  law  existing  in 
this  regard  prior  to  the  passage  of  that  act  did  not  become  in  like  manner 
a  part  of  every  contract  of  service  then  entered  into,  so  that  every  such 
contract  would  be  deemed  to  contain  stipulations  for  the  non-liability 
of  the  master  for  injuries  flowing  from  the  negligence  of  a  fellow-servant» 
and  confining  the  injured  servant's  right  to  damage  to  a  claim  against  his 
negligent  fellow-servant — the  former,  in  other  words,  agreeing  to  look 
alone  to  the  latter.  There  were  many  thousands  of  such  contract  existing 
in  this  country  and  England  at  the  time  when  statutes  similar  to  section 
2590  of  our  Code  were  enacted,  there  were  indeed  many  thousands  of 
such  contracts  existing  in  Alabama  when  that  section  became  the  law  of 
this  state.  Each  of  these  contracts,  if  the  position  of  plaintiff  as  to  our 
statute  being  embodied  into  the  terms  of  his  contract  so  that  its  duties 
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were  contractual  duties,  and  its  liabilities  contractual  obligations  to 
pay  money  can  be  maintained,  involved  the  assurances  of  oraanic  pro- 
visions. State  and  Federal,  of  the  continued  non-liability  of  the  master 
for  the  n^flligence  of  his  servants,  notwithstanding  the  passage  of  such 
statutes.  Yet  these  statutes  were  passed,  and  they  have  been  applied 
to  servants  under  pre-existing  contract  as  fully  as  to  servants  under 
subsecnient  contracts,  and  there  has  never  been  a  suggestion  even  in  bry 
part  of  the  common  law  world  that  they  were  not  rightly  so  applied,  u 
plaintiffs  contention  is  well  taken,  many  a  judgment  has  gone  on  the 
rolls  in  this  State,  and  throughout  the  country,  and  has  b^n  satisfied, 
which  palpably  overrode  vested  rights  without  the  least  suspicion  on 
the  part  of  court  or  counsel  that  one  of  the  most  familiar  ordmances  of 
the  fundamental  law  was  being  violated.  Nay  more,  another  result  not 
heretofore  at  all  contemplated  would  ensue.  Contracts  for  service  partly 
in  Alabama  might  be  now  entered  into  in  adjoining  states  where  the 
common-law  rule  still  obtains,  as  in  Mississippi,  for  instance,  where  the 
servant  has  no  right  to  recover  for  the  negligence  of  his  fellow,  and  the 
assumption  of  this  risk  under  the  law  becoming,  according  to  the  aigu- 
ment  of  counsel,  a  contractual  obligation  to  bear  it,  such  contracts  would 
be  good  in  Alabama  and  as  to  servants  entering  into  them,  our  statute 
would  have  no  operation  even  upon  negligence  and  resulting  injury  within 
its  terms  occumng  wholly  in  Alabama.  And  on  the  other  hand,  if  this 
defendant  is  under  a  contractual  obligation  to  pay  the  plaintiff  the  damages 
sustained  by  him  because  of  the  injury  inflicted  in  Mississippi,  the  con- 
tract could  be  of  course  enforced  in  Mississippi  and  damages  there  awarded 
by  its  courts,  notwithstanding  the  law  of  that  State  proviaes  that  there  can 
be  no  recovery  under  any  circumstances  whatever  oy  one  servant  for  the 
negligence  of  his  fellow  employee.  We  do  not  suppose  that  such  a  proposi- 
tion ever  has  been  or  ever  will  be  made  in  the  courts  of  Mississippi.  Yet 
that  it  should  be  made  and  sustained  is  the  natural  and  necessary  sequence 
of  the  position  advanced  in  this  case.  These  considerations  demonstrate 
the  infurmity  of  plaintiffs  position  in  this  connection,  and  serve  to  show 
the  necessity  ana  propriety  of  the  conclusion  we  propose  to  announce  on 
this  part  of  the  case.  That  conclusion  is,  that  the  duties  and  habilities 
incident  to  the  relation  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant  which 
are  involved  in  this  case,  are  not  imposed  by  and  do  not  rest  in  or  spring 
from  the  contract  between  the  parties.  The  only  office  of  the  contract 
under  section  2590  of  the  Code,  is  the  establishment  of  a  relation  between 
them,  that  of  master  and  servant;  and  it  is  upon  that  relation,  that  iur 
cident  or  consequence  of  the  contract,  and  not  upon  the  rights  of  the 
parties  under  the  contract,  that  our  statute  operates.  The  law  is  not 
concerned  with  the  contractual  stipulations,  except  in  so  far  as  to  deter- 
mine from  them  that  the  relation  upon  which  it  is  to  operate  exists.  Find- 
ing this  relation  the  statute  imposes  certain  duties  and  liabilities  on  the 
parties  to  it  wholly  regardless  of  the  stipulations  of  the  contract,  as  to 
the  rights  of  the  parties  under  it,  and,  it  may  be,  in  the  teeth  of  such 
stipulations.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  statute  and  must  be  the  Umit  of  its 
operation  to  govern  persons  standing  in  the  relation  of  master  and  ser- 
vants to  each  other  in  respect  of  their  conduct  in  certain  particulars 
within  the  State  of  Alabama.  Mississippi  has  the  same  right  to  estab- 
lish governmental  rules  for  such  persons  within  her  borders  as  Alabama; 
and  she  has  established  rules  which  are  different  from  those  of  our  law. 
And  the  conduct  of  such  persons  toward  each  other  is,  when  its  legaUty 
is  brou^t  in  ouestion,  to  be  adjudged  by  the  rules  of  the  one  or  the  other 
States  as  it  fans  territorially  withm  the  one  or  the  other.  The  doctrine 
is  like  ^at  which  prevails  in  respect  of  other  relations,  as  that  of  man  and 
wife.  Marriage  is  a  contract.  The  entering  into  tlfis  contract  raises  up 
certain  duties  and  imposes  certain  liabiUties  in  all  civilized  countries. 
What  these  duties  and  liabilities  are  at  the  place  of  the  contract  are  deter- 
minable by  the  law  of  that  place;  but  when  the  parties  go  into  other  juris- 
dictions, the  relation  created  by  the  contract  under  the  laws  of  the  place 
of  its  execution  will  be  recognized,  but  the  personal  duties,  obligations  and 
liabilities  incident  to  the  rdation  are  such  as  exist  under  the  law  of  the 
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jurisdiction  in  which  an  act  is  done  or  omitted  as  to  the  legality,  effect 
or  consequence  of  which  the  question  arises.  It  might  as  well  be  said 
where  there  is  a  marriage  in  Alabama  and  the  parties  remove  to  Mississippi, 
and  the  wife  there  maEes  a  contract  which  is  void  in  Mississippi  but  valid 
imder  our  statute,  and  subsequentljr  they  return  to  Alabama,  that  our 
courts  will  enforce  that  contract,  or  if  such  husband  while  in  Mississippi 
does  an  act  which  is  innocuous  and  lawful  in  that  State,  but  which  if  done 
here  would  entail  liability  upon  him,  and  the  parties  afterwards  return 
here,  that  the  liability  imposed  by  our  laws  could  be  enforced  here,  be- 
cause the  parties  entered  mto  the  contract  here,  as  Uiat  master  is  liable 
here  for  conduct  towards  his  servant  which  was  proper,  or  at  least  involved 
no  liability,  where  it  took  place,  simply  because  the  contract  which  created 
the  relation  was  entered  into  in  this  State.  The  whole  argument  is  at 
fault.  The  only  true  doctrine  is  that  each  sovereignty,  state  or  nation, 
has  the  exclusive  power  to  fuially  determine  and  declare  what  acts  or 
omission  in  the  conduct  of  one  to  another,  whether  they  be  strangers  or 
sustain  relations  to  each  other  which  the  law  recognizes,  as  parent  and 
child,  husband  and  wife,  master  and  servant,  and  the  like,  shall  impose  a 
liability  in  damajges  for  the  consequent  injury,  and  the  courts  of  no  other 
sovereignty  can  impute  a  damnifying  quality  to  an  act  or  omission  which 
afforded  no  cause  of  action  where  it  transpired." 

See  also  Dormidy  vs.  Sharon  Boiler  Works,  127  Fed.  485  (Pa.),  where  Alabama 
G.  S.  R.  Co.  vs.  Carroll,  supra  is  cited,  and  relied  upon. 

Counsel  for  complainants,  in  their  brief,  rely  upon  Post  v.  Burger  and  Gohlke 
216  N.  Y.  544.  The  New  York  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  is  entirely  diflerent 
from  that  of  West  Virginia,  and,  besides,  expressly  provides  that  an  employee 
shall  receive  compensation  for  an  injury  received  in  the  "course  of  his  employ- 
ment away  from  the  plant  of  his  employer." 

They  also  rely  upon  Kennerson  v.  Thames  Tow  Boat  Co.,  94  Atl.  Rep.  373, 
(Conn.).  An  examination  of  the  Connecticut  Workmen's  Compensation  Law, 
upon  which  this  decision  is  based  wiU  disclose  that  it  is  elective,  and  not  com- 
pulsory, in  that  both  the  employer  and  the  employee  must  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  before  it  shall  apply  to  them,  and  both  the  employer  and  the 
employee  are  given  the  privilege  to  withdraw  their  respective  acceptances  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

They  also  rely  upon  Deeny  v.  Wright  and  Cobb  Lighterage  Co.  36  N.  J.  L.  J. 
121,  and  Ronsaville  v.  Central  Railway  Co.,  94  Atl.  Rep.  392.  Both  of  these 
cases  were  decided  under  the  New  Jersey  Workmen's  Compensation  Law.  We 
have  already  hereinbefore  pointed  out  that  the  New  Jersey  law  is  elective  in  that 
the  privilege  of  election  and  withdrawal,  respectively,  are  given  to  both  the 
employer  and  the  employee:  and  that  where  the  Act  provides  that  it  shall 
constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  of  employment.

MnxER,  Judge. 

Syllabus. 

1.  An  employee  employed  by  any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation, 
in  carrying  on  any  form  of  industry  or  business  in  this  state,  and  who  is  not  em- 
ployed wholly  without  the  state,  is  an  employee  protected  by  the  provisions  of 
our  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  though  his  injuries  or  death  be  sustained  while 
performing  some  of  his  duties  in  an  adjoining  state. 

2.  The  principles  enunciajbed  in  Gooding  v.  Ott,  State  Compensation  Com- 
missioner,   W.  Va. ,  87  S.  E.  862,  re-affirmed. 

3.  Where  the  facts  concerning  a  claim  for  compensation,  arising  under  said 
act,  are  not  sufficiently  developed  by  evidence  presented  by  the  claimant  to,  or 
upon  inspection  of  evidence  procured  by,  the  compensation  conunissioner,  to 
enable  him  or  the  court  to  arrive  at  the  real  merits  of  the  claim,  an  order  may  be 
entered  here  requiring  the  conunissioner  to  permit  claimant  to  present  or  to  hini- 
self  obtain  additional  evidence,  if  any,,  properly  to  present  the  case,  and  if  the 
claim  be  thereby  sustained  to  ascertain  and  pay  the  compensation  to  which  the 
claimant  may  be  entitled. 

Miller,  Judge: 

Qaimant  is  the  widow  of  Mont  Foughty,  an  oil  well  shooter,  employee  of  the 
Southern  Torpedo  Company,  a  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  "manu- 
facturing nitro-glycerine  and  shooting  oil  and  gas  wells,"  with  factory  and  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  in  this  state.  Prior  to  the  death  of  Foughty  said  company 
had  applied  for  and  was  duly  qualified  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
of  this  state,  covering  its  said  business. 

The  record  shows  that  Foughty  resided  in  Lincoln  County,  this  state,  and  was 
employed  by,  and  had  been  in  the  service  of  said  company,  in  shooting  oil  wells 
for  several  years  prior  to  March  6,  1916,  when  he  was  killed  by  an  explosion  of 
nitro-glycerine  while  engaged  in  shooting  or  preparing  to  shoot  an  oil  well  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  just  across  the  West  Virginia  line  two  or  three  miles. 

The  commissioner  denied  claimant  participation  in  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation fund  upon  several  grounds;  First,  that  the  injuries  of  deceased  were  not 
sustained  in  West  Viiginia,  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  but  in  Kentucky; 
Second,  that  the  torpedo  company,  employer,  in  shooting  oil  and  gas  weUs  in 
Kentucky,  was  not  an  employer  regularly  employing  other  person  for  profits,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  form  of  industry  in  this  state,  wherefore 
claimant  is  not  entitled  to  participate  in  said  compensation  fund;  Third,  as  he 
construes  it»  our  law  is  compulsory,  not  elective,  or  voluntary,  nor  a  part  of  the 
contract  of  employment,  and  has  no  extra  territorial  effect  to  cover  injuries  oc- 
curring without  the  state.  Other  reasons  argumentative  in  character  and  based 
on  the  commissioner's  construction  of  the  statute  are  also  given. 

On  the  first  ground  assigned  by  the  commissioner  there  is  apparently  no  evi- 
dence in  the  record  showing  whether  deceased  was  employed  to  shoot  oil  and 
gas  welb  in  West  Virginia,  or  whether  in  fact  he  had  ever  done  any  shooting  of 
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wells  in  this  state.  If,  as  may  be  the  fact,  he  was  employed  to  shoot  oil  wells  in 
this  state,  though  his  duties  may  have  also  extended  to  shooting  wells  in  Ken- 
tucky, we  think  for  reasons  given  in  Gooding  vs.  Ott,  State  Compensation  G)m- 

missioner, W.  Va. ,  87  S.  E.  862,  both  employer  and  employee 

were  covered  by  the  statute. 

The  commissioner  and  his  counsel,  regarding  the  Gooding  case  distinguishable 
from  this,  are,  nevertheless,  disposed  to  question  the  correctness  of  that  decision, 
and  have  presented  authorities  and  arguments  which  they  regard  s&  supporting 
their  views  of  the  statute,  most,  if  not  all,  of  which  were  considered  by  us  in  the 
Gooding  case.  We  commend  the  efforts  of  counsel,  and  can  but  speak  in  praise 
of  the  painstaking  care  of  the  honorable  compensation  commissioner  in  his 
efforts  to  conserve  and  properiy  administer  the  compensation  fund.  However, 
after  carefully  going  over  and  reconsidering  our  holdings  in  the  Gooding  case, 
in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  commissioner  in  this  case,  and  the  authorities 
cited  by  counsel,  we  are  disposed,  as  then,  to  hold  that  the  statute  covers  all 
cases  fairly  falling  within  the  principles  of  that  case.  The  conmiissioner  and 
counsel  call  attention  to  several  sections  of  the  statute,  which  are  thought  to  have 
been  disregarded  in  the  Gooding  case;  but  they  were  all  considered  in  that  case 
and  we  do  not  think  any  of  them  materially  effect  our  holdings  in  that  case. 

Respecting  the  second  ground  on  which  the  commissioner  rejected  the  claim, 
though  it  does  appear  that  the  torpedo  company  was  engaged  in  manufacturing 
nitro-glycerine  in  this  state,  it  does  not  appear  whether  it  carried  on  the  business 
of  shooting  oil  wells  in  West  Virginia.  It  does  appear  that  it  maintained  a  maga- 
zine for  storing  nitro-glycerine  in  Kentucky.  Of  course,  if  it  was  not  engaged  in 
shooting  oil  wells  in  this  state,  or  deceased  was  not  employed  here,  but  entirely 
in  Kentucky,  the  latter  would  not  be  an  employee  within  the  definition  of  our 
statute,  and  with  resi)ect  to  that  part  of  the  business  of  the  employer,  neither 
employer  nor  employee  would  be  covered  by  the  compensation  fund. 

The  third  ground  for  rejecting  the  claim,  that  our  statute  is  compulsory  and 
not  elective  or  voluntary,  and  has  no  extra  territorial  effect,  is  answered  by  the 
Gooding  case.  The  principal  ground  for  challenging  that  decision  is  based  upon 
the  proposition  that  our  statute  is  compulsory,  and  not,  as  we  held  in  the  Gooding 
case,  elective.  If  counsel  are  in  error  in  this  proposition  contentions  are  conceded 
to  be  groundless.  We  have  considered  the  decisions  cited  from  other  states. 
Most  if  not  all  of  those  relied  upon  involved  statutes  dissimilar  to  ours,  and  are 
clearly  distinguishable.  We  cannot  recede  from  our  former  construction  of  the 
statute.    By  its  very  terms  the  statute  must  be  given  a  liberal  construction. 

The  Torpedo  Company  applied  for  protection  in  "manufacturing  nitro- 
glycerine and  shooting  oil  and  gas  wells."  Both  branches  of  its  business  we  think 
are  covered  by  the  statute.  The  first  is  conceded  to  be  covered  by  classification 
(t),  and  we  think  the  second  branch  "shooting  oil  and  gas  wells"  is  fairly  covered 
by  classification  (a)  of  Section  18,  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  9,  Acts  of  1915.  The  torpedo  company's  application  shews 
at  all  events  that  its  application  was  to  cover  both  branches  of  its  business,  and 
may  it  not  be  assumed  that  it  qualified  and  paid  the  premiums  into  the  com- 
pensation fund  as  assessed  by  the  commissioner  therefor. 

As  already  indicated,  the  facts  have  not  been  sufficiently  developed  before  the 
commissioner,  either  by  evidence  presented  to  him  by  the  claimant,  or  by  any 
inspection  or  investigation  by  the  commissioner,  so  far  as  the  record  shows,  to 
enable  us  to  determine  the  real  merits  of  the  claim.  We  are,  therefore,  of  opinion 
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to  enter  an  order  requiring  the  commissioner  to  permit  claimant  to  present  or 
obtain  additional  evidence,  if  any,  to  properly  develop  the  case,  and  if  it  be  found 
that  the  deceased  was  employed  by  the  torpedo  company  to  shoot  oil  and  gas 
wells  in  West  Virginia,  though  he  sustained  the  injury  resulting  in  his  death  while 
temporarily  pursuing  his  employment  across  the  line  in  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
to  ascertain  the  compensation  to  which  she  would  be  entitled  and  pay  the  same. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Mrs.  Mont 
Foughty,  in  her  own  behalf  and  in  behalf 
of  her  minor  children,  for  compensation  for 
the  death  of  Mont  Foughty,  in  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Fund  of  the  State  of 
West  Virginia.

This  day  personally  appeared  before  me  the  undersigned  authority,  J.  E. 
Hines,  who  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  upon  oath,  deposes  and  says  as  follows: 

That  his  name  is  J.  E.  Hines;  residence,  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia;  that  he 
is  the  President  and  Greneral  Manager  of  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company, 
which  is  a  corporation,  organized  and  existing  and  doing  business  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  that  said  corporation  was  chartered  on 
July  30, 1909,  that  its  principal  office  is  in  the  City  of  Parkersburg,  Wood  County, 
West  Virginia,  and  has  been  ever  since  the  date  of  the  charter  of  said  corporation; 
that  said  J.  E.  Hines  has  charge  of  the  office  of  said  corporation,  and  its  books  of 
account,  correspondence,  records,  and  files  of  any  and  all  kinds  pertaining  to  the 
business  of  said  corporation;  that  said  J.  E.  Hines  is  the  officer  of  said  corporation 
who  employs  all  of  its  servants  and  employees  required  by  said  corporation  in  its 
business,  that  he  has  the  superintendence  of  the  work  which  is  done  by  said  ser- 
vants and  employees,  and  has  had  it  since  the  beginning  of  the  business  of  said 
company;  that  on  July  30,  1909,  deceased,  Mont  Foughty,  entered  into  a  con- 
tract of  employment  with  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  at  said  City  of  Parkers- 
burg, West  Virginia,  at  the  principal  office  of  said  corporation;  that  he  was  em- 
ployed by  J.  E.  Hines  on  behalf  and  for  said  Southern  Torpedo  Company;  that 
he  was  actually  employed  by  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  to  shoot  oil  and 
gas  wells  in  West  Virginia,  and  to  manufacture  nitro-glycerine  to  be  used  in  the 
shooting  of  oil  and  gas  wells  in  West  Virginia;  that  his  contract  of  employment 
was  not  in  writing,  but  was  an  oral  employment  only,  except  that  his  name  was 
carried  upon  the  books  of  said  Southern  Torpedo  Company  from  July  30,  1909 
until  March  6,  1916,  which  was  the  date  of  the  death  of  Mont  Foughty;  and 
that  he  was  paid  a  monthly  salary  of  one.  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  which  was 
paid  to  him  at  the  end  of  every  month,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  the  work 
which  he  did  within  that  month,  and  vouchers  and  checks  for  the  payment  of  the 
salary  were  made  at  the  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia  office,  and  payable  at  West 
Virginia  banks;  that  the  contract  of  employment  being  oral  only  did  not  expressly 
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specify  the  place  or  places  in  which  Mont  Foughty  was  to  work,  but  the  company 
being  a  West  Virginia  corporation,  and  doing  nearly  all  of  its  work  in  West  Vir- 
ginia, desired  this  employment  to  be  in  West  Virginia,  and  in  no  other  State 
except  occasionally  or  temporarily;  that  Mont  Foughty  was  actually  employed 
by  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  to  shoot  oil  and  gas  wells  in  West  Virginia, 
and  did  shoot  numerous  oil  and  gas  wells  in  West  Virginia  during  the  time  of  his 
said  employment  by  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company;  that  he  shot  during  said 
time  at  least  three  hundred  and  eight  (308)  oil  and  gas  wells  in  the  State  of  West 
Virginia,  in  Wayne,  Lincoln,  Logan,  Putnam,  Kanawha  and  Cabell  Counties. 
That  all  of  said  wells  were  shot  by  said  Mont  Foughty  from  July  30,  1909  to 
March  6,  1916,  that  ahiong  other  wells  shot  by  Mont  Foughty  in  the  month  of 
January  1915,  Mont  Foughty  shot  five  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  February  1915, 
six  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  March  1915,  five  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  April 

1915,  eight  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  Mlay  1915,  nine  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in 
June  1915,  six  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  July  1915,  nine  wells  in  West  Virginia, 
in  August  1915,  four  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  September  1915,  ten  wells  in  West 
Virginia,  in  October  1915,  two  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  November  1915,  six 
wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  December  1915,  five  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  January 

1916,  six  wells  in  West  Virginia,  in  February  1916,  five  welb  in  West  Virginia, 
and  of  course  prior  to  the  above  dates  has  shot  all  of  the  other  wells  in  West 
Virginia  which  go  to  make  the  aggregate*number  of  three  hundred  and  eight  (308) 
wells.  That  Mont  Foughty  was  not  employed  in  Kentucky  at  all  that  his  con- 
tract of  employment  was  made  in  West  Virginia,  and  had  no  reference  what- 
ever to  work  in  Kentucky,  but  that  during  the  term  of  his  employment  afore- 
said, in  the  course  of  the  business  of  the  Southern  T6rpedo  Company,  it  became 
necessary  for  them  by  reason  of  contracts  made  with  various  parties  to  shoot 
some  oil  and  gas  wells  in  the  State  of  Ohio  d^d  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
Mont  Foughty  was  sent  temporarily  on  different  occasions  to  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky and  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  shoot  oil  and  gas  wells  for  the  Southern  Torpedo 
Company,  and  wab  only  sent  there  temporarily  and  incident  to  his  employment  to 
shoot  oil  and  gas  wells  in  West  Vii^inia,  and  was  never  employed  to  shoot  wells 
in  Kentucky,  except  incident  to  the  prosecution  of  the  business  of  the  company 
in  West  Virginia.  That  Mont  Foughty,  prior  to  March  6, 1916,  had  not  been  in 
Kentucky  since  February  24,  1916,  that  he  haid  been  in  Kentucky  on  the  24th 
of  February  1916,  to  shoot  an  oil  and  gas  well  near  Louisa,  Kentucky,  for  the 
Ohio  Fuel  Oil  Company,  and  on  the  25th  of  February  1916,  Foughty  returned  to 
his  home,  which  was  then  at  Bratichland  in  Lincoln  County,  West  Virginia, 
where  he  had  resided  for  several  years  prior  to  his  death,  and  on  the  25th  of  Feb- 
ruary 1916,  shot  an  oil  and  gas  well  for  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  near 
Branchland,  being  a  well  of  the  Interval  Gas  &  Oil  Company;  and  then  between 
the  25th  of  February  1916  and  the  time  of  his  death,  Mont  Foughty  shot  no  wells 
neither  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia  or  in  the  State  of  Kentucky.  But  on  Satur- 
day night,  the  4th  of  March  1916,  this  affiant  directed  Mont  Foughty  to  go  from 
Branchland,  West  Virginia,  to  Louisa,  Kentucky,  to  shoot  a  well  near  Louisa, 
Kentucky.  That  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  had  a  little  box  for  storing 
a  small  quantity  of  nitro-glycerine  and  other  explosives  about  three  miles  from 
Louisa,  Kentucky^  which  box  was  not  a  magazine  but  only  a  temporary  arrange- 
ment made  by  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  to  store  occasionally  a  quantity 
of  nitro-glycerine,  but  was  not  permanently  maintained  and  had  nitro-glycerine 
in  it  only  a  part  of  the  time;  that  Mont  Foughty  whenever  he  had  to  shoot  wells 
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in  Kentucky,  drove  across  country  in  a  nitro-giycerine  wagon  from  the  permanent 
magazine,  which  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  had  at  Branchland,  and  carried 
about  enough  nitro-glycerine  with  him  to  shoot  two  or  three  wells,  that  when  he 
reached  the  box  in  Kentucky,  after  shooting  wells,  he  would  sometimes  leave 
enough  in  the  box  to  shoot  one  or  two  two  wells  only.    That  Mont  Foughty 
left  Branchland  on  the  4th  day  of  March  1916,  and  went  to  Louisa  and  arrived 
there  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th  of  March  1916,  got  a  team  of  horses  at  the  livery 
stable  at  Louisa,  drove  out  to  the  place  where  the  box  was  as  aforesaid,  and 
presumably  was  moving  the  explosives  in  some  manner  and  was  blown  up  and 
killed  on  the  6th  day  of  March  1916.  That  he  was  at  that  time  in  the  employment 
of  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company,  that  the  following  is  a  true  and  correct  and 
accurate  statement  to  the  best  of  affiant's  knowledge  and  belief  of  the  number  of 
wells  shot  by  Mont  Foughty  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  diuing  all  of  the  years  of 
employment  by  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company,  that  is  to  say:  fifty  (50)  oil 
and  gas  wells  were  shot  by  Mont  Foughty  in  Uie  State  of  Kentucky,  that  he 
was  only  in  Kentucky  an  average  of  one  day  to  each  well  shot  by  him,  which  would 
amount  to  fifty  (50)  days  in  seven  years,  and  at  such  times  he  would  only  stay 
in  Kentucky  long  enough  to  shoot  the  wells;  that  Mont  Foughty  was  a  citizen  of 
West  Virginia  during  all  of  the  time  that  he  was  employed  by  the  Southern 
Torpedo  Company,  and  was  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  that  he  was 
sent  to  Kentucky  to  shoot  oil  and  gas  wells  as  a  temporary  matter  by  the  Southern 
Torpedo  Company,  not  as  a  permanent  occupation  in  that  State.   That  affiant 
gives  the  following  statement  beginning  with  January  1915  and  continuing  to 
March  6,  1916  of  the  number  of  wells  shot  by  Mont  Foughty  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky:  January  1915,  none;  February  1915,  none;  March  1915,  two  wells 
in  Kentucky  and  five  in  West  Virginia;  April  1915,  ei^ht  wells  in  West  Virginia 
and  none  in  Kentucky;  May  1915,  nine  wells  in  West  Virginia  and  one  in  Ken- 
tucky;  June  1915,  six  wells  in  West  Virginia  and  one  in  Kentucky;  July  1915, 
nine  wells  in  West  Virginia  and  one  in  Kentucky;  August  1915,  four  wells  in 
West  Virginia  and  one  in  Kentucky;  September  1915,  ten  wells  in  West  Virginia 
and  one  in  Kentucky;   October  1915,  two  wells  in  West  Virginia  and  one  in 
Kentucky,  one  in  Ohio;  November  1915,  six  in  West  Virginia  and  two  in  Ken- 
tucky; December  1915,  five  wells  in  West  Virginia  and  two  in  Kentucky;  Janu- 
ary, 1916  on  the  5th  shot  a  well  in  West  Virginia,  on  the  6th  shot  a  well  in  Ken- 
tucky, on  the  13th  shot  two  wells  in  West  Virginia,  on  the  20th  shot  a  well  in 
West  Virginia  and  on  the  27th  shot  a  well  in  West  Virginia;  on  the  29th  shot  a 
well  in  Kentucky;  February  1916,  on  the  3rd,  shot  a  well  for  the  Columbia  Gas 
A  Electric  Company  at  Branchland,  West  Virginia;  on  the  9th  shot  a  well  for  the 
Interval  Gas  &  Oil  Company  near  Branchland;  on  the  15th  shot  a  well  for  the 
Huntington  Development  and  Gas  Company  at  Branchland,  West  Vii^ginia, 
on  the  16th  shot  a  well  for  the  Interval  Gas  &  Oil  Company  at  Branchland,  West 
Viiiginia;  on  the  24th  shot  a  well  for  the  Ohio  Fuel  Company  at  Louisa,  Ken- 
tucky, and  on  the  next  day,  the  25tb,  shot  a  well  at  Branchland  for  the  Interval 
Gas  &  Oil  Company,  but  in  shooting  all  of  these  wells  he  was  acting  as  an  em- 
ployee and  agent  of  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company.    Deceased  was  only  em- 
ployed in  any  other  state  than  West  Virginia  and  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  which  was 
for  four  days  at  different  intervals  during  the  seven  years  of  his  employment. 
That  when  Mont  Foughty  was  killed  in  Kentucky,  he  was  there  temporarily 
pursuing  his  employment  to  shoot  oil  and  gas  wells  in  West  Virginia,  that  he  had 
been  sent  to  Kentucky  temporarily  to  shoot  a  well  for  the  Big  Blaine  Oil  &  Gas 
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G)mpany  under  a  contract  which  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company  had  made 
with  J.  E.  Thompson,  who  was  the  general  manager  of  said  Big  Blaine  Oil  &, 
Gas  Company,  and  who  is  a  citizen  of  West  Virginia,  and  who  was  living  at  said 
time  at  Huntington,  that  the  contract  was  made  in  the  State  of  West  Viiiginia, 
and  that  Foughty  had  only  left  his  home  in  Branchland,  West  Virginia,  on  the 
Saturday  before  the  Monday  that  he  was  killed;  that  the  work  in  Kentucky  in 
which  the  deceased  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  injury  was  incidental  to  and  con- 
nected with  his  employment  to  shoot  oil  and  gas  wells  in  West  Virginia,  and 
that  Foughty  was  only  temporarily  pursuing  said  employment,  across  the  line 
in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

Affiant  avers  that  aU  of  the  aforesaid  statements  are  true  and  correct  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  and  that  he  has  actual  knowledge  of  all  of  the 
aforesaid  matters  and  things  and  of  all  of  the  papers  and  correspondence  and  books 
of  account  of  the  Southern  Torpedo  Company,  and  avers  further  that  the  Souths 
em  Torpedo  Company  made  its  application  for  compensation  to  Hon.  Lee  Ott, 
State  Compensation  Commissioner,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and  has 
duly  and  legally  up  to  the  time  and  including  the  date  of  the  death  of  Mont 
Foughty  complied  with  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  paid  all  of  the 
premiums  required  by  law,  including  the  salary  which  was  due  Mont  Foughty, 
that  he  was  on  the  payroll  actually  at  the  time  of  his  death  as  an  employee  of  said 
company  as  he  had  been  since  July  30,  1909.  That  Mont  Foughty  was  a  citizen 
and  resident  of  West  Virginia,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  residing  at  Branch- 
land,  West  Vii^nia,  and  left  wholly  dependent  upon  him  for  support  a  widow, 
who  is  the  applicant  in  this  cause,  and  several  minor  children,  as  set  out  in  the 
application  filed  herein  by  Mrs.  Mont  Foughty,  and  that  Mrs.  Mont  Foughty  is 
now  residing  near  Branchland,  West  Viiiginia,  with  her  children;  that  Mont 
Foughty  also  during  the  term  of  his  employment  for  the  Southern  Torpedo 
Company  manufactured  nitro-glycerine  at  the  plant  of  the  Southern  Torpedo 
Company  in  West  Viiginia,  that  during  the  seven  years  aforesaid  Mont  Foughty 
was  paid  a  monthly  salary  not  contingent  on  the  amount  of  work  that  he  did.

(Claim  No.  272-54,  Frank  Locale.) 

Employer,  The  Consolidation  Coal  Company,  Chiefton,  West  Viiiginia,  re- 
ports on  August  17th,  '*  supposed  date  of  injury  June  29th,  1914,  at  8  o'clock 
A.  M.,  claim  made  by  the  widow  after  his  death  that  he  was  struck  in  side  of 
abdomen  by  lever  breaking  while  he  was  putting  mine  car  on  track."  Date  of 
death,  July  5th. 

Qaimant  on  Form  10  gives  date  of  injury  June  28th.  "  Iiyury  to  abdomen  by 
falling  on  end  of  wooden  rail  when  lifting  car."   Date  of  death,  July  4th. 
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Dr.  H.  S.  Keister,  attending  physician,  in  report  on  Form  7,  states  that  in  his 
opinion,  deceased  was  not  injured  hut  that  death  was  due  to  exhaustion  brought 
on  by  acute  catarrhal  dysentery.  That  nothing  was  said  of  an  injury  until  after 
he  had  informed  the  family  that  deceased  was  going  to  die.  They  immediately 
asked  if  they  would  get  paid  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund.  That  he 
told  them  the  Commission  would  not  pay  for  sickness,  that  they  paid  for  injuries 
only.   The  following  day  the  family  claimed  that  the  deceased  was  injured. 

The  evidence  shows  that  deceased  worked  June  29th  getting  out  five  cars  of 
coal,  and  on  June  30th,  six  cars  of  coal. 

The  report  of  Inspector  in  this  case  shows  that  the  claimant  tried  to  bribe  the 
doctor  to  state  that  death  was  du.e  to  injury  instead  of  disease,  by  putting  $10.00 
in  the  doctor's  pocket.  The  statement  of  Dr.  Keister  on  back  of  Form  7  and  his 
affidavit  of  September  21st,  shows  that  the  death  of  deceased  was  due  to  ex- 
haustion brought  on  by  acute  catarrhal  dysentery. 

Letter  from  the  employer  submitting  Form  13  states  that  same  was  made  on 
request  of  the  widow  of  deceased.   That  they  knew  nothing  of  such  injury. 

W.  B.  Mallemee,  the  company's  foreman,  makes  affidavit  that  he  had  no 
knowledge  of  an  anjury  to  Frank  Locale  and  had  never  heard  of  an  injury  until 
after  the  death  of  said  employee. 

There  is  no  proof  that  the  deceased  and  the  claimant  were  married  as  there  is 
no  certificate  of  marriage  on  ffie.  She  stating  to  the  Inspector  that  she  did  not 
know  when  she  was  married. 

Section  25  of  the  Act  provides  that  to  entitle  an  employee  or  the  dependents  of 
a  fatally  iigured  employee,  said  employee  shall  have  received  injuries  in  this  state 
in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment.  There  is  no  evidence  sub- 
mitted in  this  case  to  show  that  the  deceased  Frank  Locale  was  injured  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment  as  a  miner  in  the  employ  of  the 
Consolidation  Coal  Company  at  Chiefton,  W.  Va.,  but  as  there  is  evidence  on  ffie 
to  the  effect  that  the  deceased's  death  was  due  to  disease,  that  of  acute  catarrhal 
dysentery,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the  claimant  Serafini  Locale 
is  not  entitled  to  compensation  on  account  of  the  death  of  Frank  Locale,  July 
5th,  1914,  and  her  application  is  accordingly  rejected.

(Claim  No.  267-14,  Madora  Mazzo.) 

(Fatal.) 

The  claimant  in  this  case,  Dominico  Mazza,  through  the  consular  representa- 
tive of  the  Kingdom  of  Italy,  Chev.  Gaetanc  Pocardi,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
makes  application  for  compensation  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  of 
this  State,  for  himself  as  a  partial  dependent^  and  for  his  wife,  the  mother  of  the 
deceased,  as  a  wholly  dependent. 
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From  the  evidence  submitted  it  appears  that  the  father,  Dominico  Mazza,  is 
an  elementary  teacher,  earning  a  salary  of  1200  lire  per  year,  and  that  the  said 
mother  of  the  deceased  has  been  confined  in  an  insane  hospital  at  Teramo  for 
more  than  ten  years  past.  There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  show  that  the  de- 
ceased employee  ever  contributed  to  the  support  of  his  mother  or  father,  other 
than  the  statements  in  Form  41. 

As  to  the  mother,  it  does  not  show  in  the  evidence  that  she  was  divorced  or 
abandoned  by  her  husband,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  and  as  it  does  show  that 
said  husband  was  earning  1200  lire  per  year  in  the  capacity  of  elementary 
teacher,  she  would  naturally  be  presumed  to  be  dependent  upon  her  said  husband, 
but  as  she  was  confmed  in  an  insane  hospital  for  more  than  ten  years  and  as 
there  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  show  that  she  was  being  supported  while 
there  by  either  the  husband  or  the  son,  she  would  not  be  considered  dependent 
for  support  upon  the  earnings  of  said  deceased  son  at  the  time  of  the  injury  causing 
his  death. 

"On  a  claim  for  compensation  for  the  death  of  the  applicant's  son  it 
was  shown  that  for  the  previous  18  years  she  had  spent  much  of  her  time 
in  prison;  that  during  the  four  years  preceding  the  son'S  death  she  was  at 
liberty  only  ten  months,  in  the  course  of  which  she  occasionally  earned 
a  little  by  her  own  efforts,  but  was  otherwise  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
son;  that  at  the  date  of  his  death  she  was  confined  in  an  inebriate  re- 
formatory. It  was  held  that  she  was  not  at  the  date  of  his  death  either 
wholly  or  partly  dependent  pn  his  earnings." 

Trainer  vs.  Robert  Addic  &  Sons  Collieries,  Ltd.    6  N.  C.  C.  A.  269. 

As  to  the  father,  there  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  other  than  his  statements 
to  the  effect  that  the  deceased  contributed  to  his  support,  or  sent  him  money  for 
any  purpose,  but  states  that  he  was  earning  1200  lire  per  year  as  a  teacher,  and 
does  not  state  that  contributions  from  his  son  were  necessary  for  his  support. 

"The  mere  fact  that  a  father  receives  money  from  his  son  and  spends 
it,  is  not  alone  sufficient  to  establish  a  claim  under  the  Compensation  Act.'^ 

The  Main  Colliery  Co.  vs.  Davies,  2  W.  C.  C.  108. 

"Deriving  benefit  from  earnings  is  not  necessarily  being  dependent 
upon  them.  It  was  not  sufficient  to  show  merely  that  the  claimants  de- 
rived some  pecuniary  advantage  from  the  deceased,  it  was  necessary  to 
show  that  they  had  had  to  rely  on  him  for  some  of  the  necessaries  of  life.** 

Simmons  vs.  White  Brothers,  1  W.  C.  C.  89. 

From  the  evidence  submitted  in  the  case  at  hand  it  is  not  proven  that  either 
the  father  or  the  mother  of  the  deceased  ever  received  any  contribution  from 
the  deceased  son  for  their  support,  or  for  any  other  purpose — ^the  mother  being 
an  inmate  of  an  insane  hospital  was  not  dependent  for  support  upon  the  earnings 
of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  the  injury  causing  death,  and  the  father  earning  1200 
lire  per  year  as  a  teacher,  with  no  one  but  himself  to  support,  we  do  not  consider  a 
dependent  for  support  upon  the  earnings  of  the  deceased  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act.

C3aim  No.  96/^5^  Bernard  FinzcU. 

The  above  daim  was  this  day  presented  to  the  Commissioner  for  consideration 
of  the  Implication  of  Lawrence  B.  Finzdl  as  a  partial  dependent  of  the  deceased* 
and  after  a  special  investigation  and  examination  of  the  evidence  submitted  he 
finds  that  the  deceased  was  14  years,  two  months  and  22  days  of  age;  that  the 
said  Lawrence  B.Finzell,  the  father  of  the  deceased  and  claimant  in  this  case, 
lived  with  his  family  in  a  company  house  within  the  Nuttalburg  Sub-School 
District;  that  a  free  school  was  in  session  in  said  sub-school  district  February  7th, 
1916,  the  date  on  which  the  deceased  was  injured,  and  that  the  deceased  was  not 
enrolled  and  did  not  attend  school  in  said  sub-school  district,  and  as  Section  25, 
Chapter  IS-H,  Barnes  Code  of  West  Vuqginia  provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person,  operator,  agent  or  mine  foreman  to  emply  or  permit  any  boy 
between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years  to  work  in  or  about  a  coal  mine  at  any  time 
in  which  a  free  school  is  in  session  in  the  school  district  in  which  said  boy  resides, 
and  as  a  free  school  was  in  session  in  the  district  in  which  the  deceased  Bernard 
Finzell  resided  on  February  7th,  1916,  the  said  Bernard  Finzell  '^^as  not  an  em- 
ployee within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  he  being  a 
person  prohibited  by  law  from  being  employed  as  provided  in  Section  9  of  said 
Act  as  follows:  "*  *  *  *  provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  em- 
ployers of  employees  in  domestic  or  agricultural  service,  persons  prohibited  by 
law  from  being  employed  ♦  ♦  ♦  *;"  consequentiy,  the  dependents,  if  any, 
of  such  employee,  would  not  be  entitied  to  compensation  on  account  of  the  death 
of  said  employee. 

The  Commissioner  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  masmuch  as  the  deceased  was 
undd:  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  he  was  dependent  on  his  father,  rather  than  the 
father  dependent  upon  the  son.  However,  inasmuch  as  we  consider  that  the 
deceased  was  not  an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  the  question  of 
dependency  will  not  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Compensation  refused  the  applicant,  LawTence  B.  Finzell,  on  the  grounds  that 
the  deceased  Bernard  Finzell  was  a  person  prohibited  by  law  from  being  employed, 
therefore  not  an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act.

Death    of   Bernard    Finzell, 

Deceased. 


To  THE  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  West  Virginia: 
Your  petitioner,  Lawrence  B.  FinzeU,  respectfully  showeth  that  he  is  aggrieved 
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by  the  final  decisioit  of  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  rendered  on  the 
8th  day  of  January,  1917,  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  petitioner  for  com- 
pensation from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  for  the  death  of  his  son, 
Bernard  Finzell,  deceased,  rejecting  said  application  and  refusing  compensation 
thereon. 

Your  petitioner  further  showeth  that  the  said  State  Compensation  Commis- 
sioner erred  to  the  prejudice  of  your  petitioner  in  said  decision  rejecting  your 
petitioner's  claim  for  compensation  for  the  death  of  Bernard  Finzell  as  afore- 
said, and  refusing  compensation  thereon.  Your  petitioner  asks  that  said  decision 
be  reviewed  and  corrected  by  this  Honorable  Court. 

Statement  of  Facts. 

Lawrence  B.  Finzell  and  his  son,  Bernard  Finzell,  were  employed  by  the  Aileen 
Coal  Company  in  the  mines  of  said  Company  at  Kenneys  Creek,  Fayette  County, 
West  Virginia.  They  worked  chiefly  at  mining  coal,  but  performed  some  day 
labor  for  the  Company.  Their  combined  earnings  from  mining  coal  amounted 
to  about  Eight  ($8.00)  Dollars  per  day;  the  father  mined  about  sixty  per  cent 
of  the  total,  and  the  son  about  forty  per  cent.  When  they  worked  by  the  day, 
Lawrence  B.  Finzell  was  paid  $2.50  per  day,  and  Bernard  Finzell  $2.00  per  day. 
Father  and  son  mined  coal  on  the  same  check,  and  their  earnings  were  paid  to 
the  father;  their  combined  earnings  when  employed  by  the  day  were  paid  to  the 
father;  the  son's  name  did  not  appear  on  the  payroll  of  the  Company. 

Lawrence  B.  Finzell  had  a  wife  and  four  children  besides  Bernard  Finzell, 
deceased.  All  of  his  children,  except  the  said  Bernard  Finzell,  were,  and  are, 
dependent  upon  him  for  support,  and  none  of  them  contribute  to  the  support  of 
themselves  or  the  family.  Lawrence  B.  Finzell  has  no  property  of  any  kind,  and 
no  income,  except  the  proceeds  of  his  labor.  Bernard  Finzell  was  his  sole  assistant 
in  the  support  of  his  family,  contributing  the  whole  of  his  earnings  to  the  support 
of  his  father  and  his  father's  family,  the  father  using  their  combined  earnings  to 
support  the  family  and  giving  Bernard  Finzell  small  sums  weekly  for  his  own  use. 
Lawrence  B.  Finzell  was  not  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  Bernard  Finzell  earning 
enough  to  support  himself  and  his  family. 

On  the  7th  day  of  February,  1916,  Uie  said  Bernard  Finzell  was  kiUed,  and 
Lawrence  B.  Finzell  was  injured,  by  falling  slate  in  the  mines  of  the  Aileen  Coal 
Company.  Bernard  Finzell  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  his  fifteenth  year, 
having  been  bom  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1901.  There  was  a  free  school 
in  session  in  the  school  district  in  which  Bernard  Finzell  resided  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

The  State  Compensation  Commissioner  rejected  Lawrence  B.  Finzell's  claim 
for  compensation  from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  for  the  death  of  his 
son,  Bernard  Finzell,  and  refused  compensation  therefor,  on  the  ground  that  the 
said  Bernard  FinzeU  was  not  an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  he  being  a  person  prohibited  by  law  from  being  employed. 

Assi^ment  of  Error. 

Your  petitioner  respectfully  submits  that  the  State  Compensation  Commis- 
sioner erred  in  rejecting  his  application  for  compensation  from  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Fund  for  the  death  of  Bernard  Finzell  and  refusing  compensation 
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therefor  on  the  ground  that  the  said  Bernard  Finzell  was  not  an  employee  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  he  being  a  person  prohibited 
by  law  from  being  employed.  Bernard  Finzell,  deceased,  was  an  employed  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  was  not  a  person  prohibited 
by  law  from  being  employed,  and  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  erred 
in  holding  the  contrary. 

Petitioner  assigns  said  final  act  and  decision  of  the  State  Compensation  Com- 
missioner as  error  and  prays  that  the  same  may  be  corrected  and  that  justice 
may  be  done  to  him  in  the  premises.

Claim  No.  981-15,  G.  J.  Bra^ft. 

(Non-Fatal.) 

The  above  claim  was  this  day  presented  to  the  commission  for  consideration, 
and  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  evidence  submitted,  he  finds: 

First:  That  said  claimant  was  not  injured  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from 
his  employment  as  an  employee  of  the  Winding  Gulf  Colliery  Company. 

The  claimant  states  in  his  affidavit  that  at  ^e  time  the  trouble  started  at  the 
poling  place,  he  was  working  as  assistant  postmaster  at  Winding  Gulf  post- 
office,  and  that  the  mines  of  said  company  were  not  in  operation  on  the  date  of 
his  injury. 

Second:  That  said  claimant  was  a  regularly  appointed  Deputy  SheriiT  of 
Raleigh  County,  and  that  at  the  time  of  his  injury  he  was  holding  prisoners  at 
the  request  of  W.  M.  Robinson,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  said  prisoners  having  been 
engaged  in  a  fight  over  the  ballots  at  the  poling  place  for  said  district,  and  such 
fight  being  in  no  way  connected  with  the  industry  or  business  of  the  Winding  Gulf 
Colliery  Company.  His  appointment  as  Deputy  Sheriff  being  as  of  date  July  6» 
1914. 

Section  11  of  Chapter  7,  Barnes  Code  of  West  Virginia  with  reference  to  th« 
appointment  of  Deputies,  provides: 

"But  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  officers  of  this  state 
to  appoint  any  deputy  or  deputies  to  act  as,  or  perform  any  duties  in  the 
capacity  of  guards  or  watchmen  for  any  private  individual,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, nor  shall  the  above  named  officers  be  authorized  to  appoint  any 
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person  or  persons  as  deputy  or  deputies  to  act  for  or  to  represent  in  any 
capacity,  as  officers  of  the  law,  any  individual,  person,  firm  or  corpora* 
tion/' 

Section  9  of  the  amended  workmen's  compensation  act  provides: 

•*♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  employers  of  employees 
in  domestic  or  agricultural  service,  persons  prohibited  by  law  from  being 
employed,    ♦    ♦    ♦    ♦." 

Therefore  said  claimant  being  a  regularly  appointed  Deputy  Sheriff  of  Raleigh 
County,  was  prohibited  from  being  employed  by  said  company  in  the  capacity 
of  gasord  or  watchman,  as  set  out  in  said  Section  11,  Chapter  7  above  cited,  con- 
sequently was  a  person  prohibited  by  law  from  being  employed  and  not  deemed 
an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  the  workmen's  compensation  act,  as  provided 
in  said  Section  9  thereof. 

Compensation  is  therefore  refused,  likewise  paymen'  of  all  medical,  surreal 
and  hospital  bills  in  connection  with  said  injury  is  refused.

Your  petitioner,  C.  J.  Bragg,  would  respectfully  show  unto  your  Honors  that 
he  is  aggrieved  by  the  final  action  of  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  taken 
on  December  5,  1916,  denying  unto  your  petitioner  the  right  to  receive  com- 
pensation from  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  for  injuries  received  by 
your  petitioner  on  June  7, 1916. 

Your  petitioner  would  briefly  show  unto  your  Honors  that  on  the  said  7th  day 
of  June,  1916,  and  for  about  two  years  prior  thereto,  he  was  and  had  been  em- 
ployed by  Winding  Gulf  CoUiery  Company,  a  corporation,  employing  a  great 
number  of  workmen  and  then  engaged  in  mining  and  shipping  coal  and  owning, 
maintaining  and  renting  a  laiige  number  of  houses  to  its  employees  engaged  in 
its  said  work  at  Winding  Gulf  in  Raleigh  County,  West  Virginia,  and  that  his 
duties  under  such  employment  were  to  look  after  and  rent  the  houses  of  the  said 
Company,  overlook  and  protect  its  property  and  preserve  law  and  order  therein 
and  thereon. 

That  the  said  Winding  Gulf  Colliery  Company  had  regularly  paid  into  said 
Workmen's  Compensation  Fund  the  premiiuns  required  by  law  for  the  month  in 
which  the  said  injury  to  your  petitioner  occurred;  that  on  said  7th  day  of  June, 
1916,  while  in  the  dischaige  of  the  duties  of  his  employment  and  while  temporarily 
guarding  on  said  Company's  property  some  prisoners  who  had  violated  the  peace, 
your  petitioner  was  greatly  injured  by  gun  shot  wounds  in  his  back,  head,  legs. 
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and  arms*  inflicted  on  him  by  parties  unknown  to  him  at  that  time,  who  were 
attempting  to  take  from  the  custody  of  your  petitioner  the  prisoners  aforesaid. 

That  application  to  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  for  compensation 
under  Chapter  Nine  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  West  Viiginia  for  the  year 
1915  was  made  by  your  petitioner,  and  the  injury  to  your  petitioner  duly  proven 
within  six  months  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  injury  aforesaid. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  prays  that  an  appeal  be  granted  him  from  the  said 
final  action  of  the  State  Compensation  Commissioner  and  that  such  finding  of  said 
Conunissioner  be  reversed  and  your  petitioner  awarded  compensation  for  the 
injuries  received  by  him  as  provided  by  law.

W^allace  D.  Amick,  employed  as  Company  Physician  under  contract,  with  the 
Glen  Alum  Coal  Company,  Glen  Alum,  W.  Va.,  was  on  August  14th,  1914» 
riding  on  gasoline  car  with  the  assistant  paymaster  of  the  company,  and  was 
shot  and  killed  by  assassins  who  robbed  the  paymaster. 

Application  for  compensation  filed  by  the  widow,  but  as  the  deceased  was  not  a 
regular  employee  of  the  company,  not  on  their  payrdl  and  no  premiums  paid 
on  his  earnings,  compensation  was  refused.

Claim  318-31,  F.  D.  Johnson.) 

(Fatal.) 

F..  D.  Johnson  employed  by  the  Glen  Alum  Coal  Company,  of  Glen  Alum, 
W.  Va.,  in  the  capacity  of  bookkeeper  and  assistant  paymaster,  while  riding  on 
gasoline  car  with  two  other  men,  carrying  U.  S.  Mail  containing  money  for  em- 
ployers' payroll,  were  fired  on  from  ambush  and  all  three  killed,  and  the  mon^y 
stolen.  Injury  occurred  August  14th,  1914,  about  two  miles  from  Glen  Alum 
station,  on  Briar  Mountain  Branch,  and  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  the 
ofiloe  cd  the  employer. 

Compensation  awarded  the  wife  and  two  children,  as  the  injury  was  considered 
as  incidental  to  the  employment  as  assistant  paymaster,  and  was  received  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment.

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GlAim  333-32,  K.  Yoaef . 

(Non-Fatal.) 

K.  Yosef  employed  by  the  American  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Company  at  Chester, 
W.  Va.,  as  a  "picJder."  On  September  17th,  while  handling  8(Hne  Xjoog^  he  al- 
lowed them  to  stip  into  an  acid  solution,  and  attempted  to  reach  them,  bmning 
his  right  arm  and  left  arm  and  hand.  Compensation  was  refused  on  the  grounds 
that  the  employee  knew  of  the  injurious  nature  of  the  acid,  and  the  reaching  of 
his  arm  into  same,  amounted  to  serious  and  wilful  misconduct.

Rocco  Monti,  employed  by  Greenbrier  Cheat  &,  Elk  River  Railway  Co.,  as  a 
section  hand.  On  September  3rd,  1914  he  left  his  work  without  notice  and  went 
to  Casp,  W.  Va.,  and  on  his  way  back  he  jumped  on  the  foot-board  of  an  engine 
backing  in  on  a  switch.  The  engine  derailed  and  in  some  manner  the  deceased's 
foot  was  caught  in  a  frog  of  a  switch,  pulling  his  foot  off  and  throwing  him  to  the 
ground  with  such  force  that  he  died  within  a  few  minutes. 

Application  for  compensation  made  by  the  Royal  Italian  Consul  on  behalf  of 
the  father  of  the  deceased,  a  non-resident  alien. 

Compensation  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  injury  was  not  received  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment.

Claim  345-13,  Jacob  Buczek. 

(Fatal.) 

Jacob  Buczek  employed  by  Branch  Coal  <&  Coke  Company,  at  Elverton,  W. 

On  September  10th,  1914,  as  he  was  returning  from  work, 
riding  a  truck  down  an  incline,  when  about  half  way  down  said  incline  he  was 
fired  upon  by  an  unknown  party,  the  shot  striking  him  in  the  head,  killing  him 
instantly. 

Application  for  compensation  was  filed  by  the  widow,  for  herself  and  child. 
Compensation  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  injury  was  not  received  in  the 
course  of  and  resulting  from  the  employment  as  track-layer.

Claim  351-44,  David  Cochran.

David  Cochran  employed  loading  coal  by  the  Campbell's  Creek  QMisolidated 
Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  at  Dana,  W.  Va.,  on  September  16th,  1914,  was  pulling  down 
some  coal  after  a  shot,  the  coal  fell  in  some  water  which  splashed  into  his  eyes, 
causing  ulceration  of  the  eyes.

Claim  352-31,  Joe  Herjeka. 

Joe  Herjeka,  employed  by  the  Consolidation  Coal  Company,  Fairmont,  W.  Va., 
as  a  coal  miner,  on  September  17th,  1914,  was  firing  a  shot,  the  shot  failed  to  go 
ofT,  and  he  bored  the  tamping  out,  putting  in  another  stick  of  Monobel  and  fired  it. 
The  last  stick  went  of!  and  as  he  entered  the  place  the  first  charge  exploded, 
blowing  off  his  right  hand,  injuring  his  eye,  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  sight 
thereof. 

Compensation  was  awarded  for  156  weeks,  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  week,  and 
paid  until  May  31st,  1914.  On  June  17th,  1915,  a  lump  sum  settlement  was  made, 
allowing  the  claimant  double  compensation,  that  is,  the  balance  due  on  original 
award,  and  full  payment  for  156  weeks  at  $4.00  per  week,  paying  him  $558.98 
for  the  loss  of  the  hand,  and  $558.98  for  the  loss  of  an  eye. 


Claim  354-73,  Odie  Hardman. 

(Non-Fatal,) 

Odie  Hardman  employed  by  the  Hope  Natural  Gas  Company,  as  a  roustabout, 
on  August  10th,  while  unloading  ten  inch  casing  from  a  railroad  car,  strained 
himself,  which  resulted  in  the  displacement  of  his  right  kidney. 

Compensation  allowed  for  12  4-7  weeks  in  addition  to  medical  bills.

W.  T.  Patton,  employed  as  a  lineman  by  the  Appalachian  Power  Company, 
Bluefield,  W.  Va.,  while  putting  up  cross  arms  which  had  been  treated  with 
caii>olineum,  some  of  the  preparation  got  on  his  face  and  in  his  eyes,  causing  an 
abscess  on  the  face  and  poisoning  the  eye.

Claim  363-7,  C.  S.  Jones. 

(Fatal.) 

C.  S.  Jones  employed  by  the  Phillips  Sheet  &  Tin  Plate  Co.,  Clarksburg,  W. 
Va.,  on  September  28th,  1914,  while  cleaning  counter  shaft,  fell,  striking  his  head 
on  cast  steel  annealing  bottom,  fracturing  his  skull,  which  resulted  in  his  death 
within  an  hour. 

Application  for  compensation  made  by  the  widow  for  herself  and  three  children; 
two  children  of  the  deceased,  and  one  a  child  by  a  former  marriage. 

Compensation  allowed  to  the  widow  and  the  two  children  of  the  deceased,  and 
refused  the  step  child,  as  step-children  are  not  dependents  within  the  Act.

Claim  375-18,  Joe  Hartl^. 

Joe  Hartley  employed  by  Powhatan  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  Powhatan,  W. 
Va.,  as  a  coal  miner,  on  October  10th,  1914,  was  digging  a  hole  in  rock  and  struck 
a  charge  of  powder  that  had  been  previously  put  in  the  hole,  but  that  had  failed 
to  go  ofT,  the  powder  exploded  and  said  employee  received  a  wound  of  the  left 
eye  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  sight  thereof. 

Compensation  in  the  amount  of  $4.00  per  week  for  156  weeks  allowed. 


Claim  386-16,  David  Hogan. 

David  Hogan,  employed  as  carpenter,  by  the  T.  A.  Gillespie  Co.,  Bens  Run, 
W.  Va.,  on  October  21,  1914,  injured  while  escaping  from  a  burning  boarding 
house. 

Compensation  refused,  injury  not  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  .from 
employment. 
July  4,  1915. 
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Claim  397-8,  Allen  Lewis. 

(Non-Fatal.) 

Allen  Lewis,  employed  by  the  Hutchinson  Coal  G>mpany  of  Fairmont,  W.  Va., 
as  a  miner,  was  wearing  a  shoe  which  rubbed  a  bunion,  which  he  claims  became 
infected  on  November  1st,  1914,  by  being  poisoned  by  bank  water  in  the  mines. 
Compensation  was  refused  on  the  groimd  that  the  infection  was  not  the 
result  of  an  injury  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  his  employment.

Claim  403-5,  Samuel  H.  Riley. 

(Fatal.) 

Samuel  H.  Riley,  employed  by  Harrison  &  Company,  Railroad  Contractors 
at  Paw  Paw,  W.  Va.,  on  November  7th,  1914,  was  struck  on  the  head  by  a  flying 
piece  of  rock  from  a  blast,  fracturing  his  skull.  He  later  developed  pneumonia 
and  died  November  14th,  1914,  at  the  Allegheny  Hospital,  Ciunberland,  Md. 

Compensation  awarded  widow  and  three  children.

Claim  429-22,  Ersle  McGlure. 

(Fatal.) 

Ersle  McQure  employed  by  Thacker  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  Thacker  Mines*

Application  for  compensation  was  made  by  the  mother  of  the  deceased.  The 
evidence  submitted  shows  that  the  applicant  has  a  husband  on  whom  she  is  de- 
pendent for  support,  and  as  "sisters**  are  not  dependents  within  our  Act,  the 
application  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  applicant  was  not  dependent 
for  support  upon  the  earnings  of  the  deceased  employee.

S.  A.  Toy,  bookkeeper  and  secretary  of  the  Booth-Bowen  Coal  &  Coke  Com- 
pany, of  Freeman,  W.  Va.,  was  injured  while  on  an  errand  for  the  Company,  on 
November  9,  1914,  injury  consisting  of  contusion  of  forehead,  laceration  of  left 
knee  and  severe  sprain  of  left  wrist. 

Compensation  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  an  officer  of  a  corporation  is 
not  deemed  an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  Section  9  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act.

Claim  422-19,  £.  H.  Ballard. 

(Non-Fatal.) 

E.  H.  Ballard  employed  by  the  McAlpin  Coal  Company,  of  McAlpin,  W.  Va.» 
as  a  carpenter,  on  November  26th,  1914,  was  helping  to  fix  a  cow's  head  that  had 
been  dehorned  in  the  morning,  the  cow  threw  up  her  head  and  caught  his  finger 
between  her  head  and  a  pencil  point  which  he  was  carrying  in  his  vest  pocket, 
running  the  pencil  point  into  the  bone  in  his  thumb.

Graver  C.  Ayers,  employed  by  the  Hope  Natural  Gas  Company,  of  Pittsbuig, 
Pa.,  d^  a  laborer  on  February  3rd,  1915,  quit  work  about  4  P.  M.,  and  started 
for  his  home.  On  the  way  home  he  used  a  boat  for  crosung  a  creek,  and  while 
crossing  the  boat  upset,  and  the  employee  was  drowned. 

Application  of  widow  for  compensation,  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  the  in- 
jury was  not  received  in  the  course  of  and  resulting  fiom  the  employment.

Lawful    Emplojrmeiit — Goastitutionality    of    Act — ^Postin^    Notice    to 

Employees. 

Where  the  word  "mine"  contained  in  prior  acts  (Acts  of  1887,  Chap.  11,  Acts 
of  1891,  Chap.  15;  Acts  of  1905,  Chap.  75)  wasomitted  from  the  later  acts  (Acts 
of  1911,  Chap.  GO;  Acts  of  1913,  Chap.  IS^h)  as  one  of  the  places  where  minors 
of  the  prohibited  ages  are  not' permitted  to  be  employed,  a  mine  is  not  covered  by 
any  of  the  other  places  enumerated  in  the  act,  and  cannot  be  restored  by  judicial 
construction. 

The  statute  (Acts  of  1911,  Chap.  60;  Code  1913,  Chap.  IS-h)  prohibiting  the 
employm^t  of  a  minor  under  fourteen  years  of  age  impliedly  permits  the  em- 
ployment of  minors  over  that  age,  and,  their  employment  being  lawful  the  com- 
pensation act  (Acts  of  1913,  Chap.  10;  Code  1913,  Chap.  15-p),  properly  construed 
comprehends  them  in  the  definition  of  employees  protected  and  bound  by  the 
provisions  of  said  act. 

The  workmen's  compensation  act  (Acts  of  1913,  Chap.  10;  Code  1913,  Chap. 
15-p),  establishing  the  workmen's  compensation  fund  by  the  levying  of  premiums 
upon  employers  and  employees,  being  a  police  regulation,  is  not  invalid  as  viola- 
tive of  the  due  process  clauses,  or  the  equal  protective  clause,  of  the  State  and 
Federal  constitutions. 

In  an  action  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  plaintiff,  where  an  infant  over 
fourteen  years  of  age,  but  under  sixteen,  was  employed  in  defendant's  coal  mine, 
the  evidence  showed  a  compliance  by  defendant  with  the  provisions  of  the  work- 
men's compensation  act  (Acts  of  1913,  Chap.  10;  Code  1913,  Chap.  15-p)  re- 
-specting  the  posting  of  notices  of  its  election  to  come  under  said  act. 

Judgment  for  defendant  awarding  a  new  trial  after  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  in 
Circuit  Court,  McDowell  County,  here  afiirmed  in  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals, 
IVest  Virginia.

Employers  not  Estof^ped  from  Recovering  in  an  Action  at  Law  Against 
Third  Parties  Whose  Negligence  Caused  Injury. 

In  a  case  where  it  was  proved  that  the  employer  had  complied  with  the  act  of 
the  legislature  known  as  the  workmen's  compensation  act  (Code  1913,  Chap. 
15-P,  Sections  657-711)  and  the  employee  had  applied  for  and  received  compen- 
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sation  on  account  of  his  injury  from  a  fund  provided  by  that  act,  such  employee 
is  not  thereby  estopped  to  recover  in  an  action  at  law  against  third  parties  whose 
negligence  caused  the  injury  from  which  he  seeks  redress. 

Judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Roane  County,  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  here 
affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  West  Virginia.

Necesaity  of  Notice  to  Employees  that  Employer  Has  Made  Election  to 

Pay  Into  the  Fund. 

Under  workmen's  compensation  act  (Acts  1913,  Chap.  10)  an  employer  must 
not  only  have  paid  the  premiums  provided  thereby,  but  the  injured  employee 
must  have  had  actual  notice  that  his  employer  had  elected  to  pay  into  the  work- 
men's compensation  fund  the  premiums  provided  by  said  act;  but  typewritten  or 
printed  notices  thereof,  when  duly  posted  in  conspicious  places  about  his  place  or 
places  of  business,  as  required  by  said  act,  will  constitute  sufficient  notice  to  all 
his  employees  that  he  has  made  such  election. 

Judgment  for  plaintiff  in  Circuit  Court,  Cabell  County,  here  affirmed  in  Su- 
preme Court  ol  Appeals,  West  Virginia.

Notice  of  Insured— 0>mpUance  with  Statute— Action  for  Negligence — 

Defenses  Abolished. 

In  a  case  where  an  action  is  brought  based  on  the  employer's  common  law  lia- 
bility for  negligence,  and  the  complaint  alleges  that  the  employer  was  a  subscriber 
under  the  state  workmen's  compensation  act  but  that  he  had  not  complied  with 
the  law  by  posting  notices  in  conspicuous  places  as  therein  required,  and  that 
the  plaintiff  was  without  notice  personaUy  or  otherwise  of  the  election  of  the 
defendant  to  come  under  the  benefits  of  the  act,  such  complaint  is  not  demurrable, 
as  it  sufficiently  alleges  the  non-compliance  with  the  act  to  give  jurisdiction  to 
the  courts  under  the  common  law. 

In  such  a  case,  ^ere  the  statute  has  not  l)een  complied  with  and  a  suit  is 
brou^t  against  the  employer  under  the  common  law,  it  is  necessary  to  show 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  employer  or  his  agents,  the  eifect  of  the  act  being 
merely  to  deny  to  him  the  benefit  of  the  common  law  defenses  o(  contributory 
ne^igence,  n^igence  of  fellow  servants,  and  assumption  of  risk,  which  last 
merely  forbids  the  application  of  a  principle  of  waiver  based  on  the  servant's 
continuance  in  service  with  knowledge  of  an  act  of  negligence  rendering  his 
service  dangerous. 

Judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Moigan  County  for  the  defendant  sus- 
taining the  demurrer  to  the  petition  at  conunon  law  here  reversed  by  the  Si»* 
preme  Court  of  Appeals,  West  Virginia.

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Idle  Employee  Entitled  to  Maintain  Action  at  Common  Law  Notwith-

Where  an  employee  of  a  coal  mining  company  on  a  day  when  he  is  not  working, 
because  he  got  up  late  and  did  not  get  his  breakfast  in  time  to  get  to  the  mine 
opening  by  7  o'clock,  is  injured  while  he  is  walking  past  a. tipple  near  the  right 
of  way  of  a  raihnoad  track  by  being  struck  by  a  large  piece  of  ^ate  and  slag  which 
is  thrown  from  the  top  of  a  car  which  is  being  loaded,  hitting  him  in  the  head  and 
fracturing  his  skull,  he  is  entitled  to  maintain  an  action  at  common  law,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  employer  has  accepted  the  workmen's  compen- 
sation act  and  is  an  employer  within  the  meaning  thereof,  the  term  employee  as 
used  in  the  act  meaning  one  who  is  injured  in  the  course  of  and  as  the  result  of 
his  employment  and  one  who  under  the  conunon  law  principles  of  master  and 
servant  could  have  maintained  an  action  against  his  employer.

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 


To  His  Excellency,  John  J.  Cornwell, 
Governor  of  West  Virginia: 

Sir: 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  Section  46  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  this  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30th,  1918,  including  a  statement  of  disbursements  from  the  fund 
on  account  of  employees  injured,  also  the  cost  of  administration, 
and  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  fund,  receipts, 
disbursements  and  investments. 

I  have  also  a  number  of  recommendations  to  make  with  reference 
to  amendments  to  the  workmen's  compensation  act.  I  have  re- 
considered some  of  the  changes  recommended  in  my  last  report  to 
you  as  not  being  practical  at  this  time,  and  have  added  some  few 
others  to  meet  existing  conditions.  I  give  you  herewith  a  brief 
synopsis  of  the  amendments  recommended,  and  a  short  explanatory 
note  with  reference  to  each  section  to  which  an  amendment  is 
recommended. 


Recommendations 

First — Section  2.  That  the  appropriation  from  the  workmen's 
compensation  fund  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  expenses  neces- 
sary in  the  administration  of  the  act,  be  increased  to  one  hundred 
and  forty  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  volume  of  business  being  done  in  this  department  at  this  time 
is  practically  five  times  as  great  as  it  was  five  years  ago,  increasing 
proportionately  each  year,  the  cost  of  labor  and  material  has  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  the  present  appropriation  is  quite 
inadequate  for  the  proper  administration  of  the  act,  as  it  is  not 
possible  to  secure  efficient  help,  nor  to  extend  the  work  of  the 
department  necessary  for  the  successful  and  satisfactory  carrying 
on  of  the  work. 

Second — Section  9.  Providing  for  the  coverage  of  employees 
of  the  State,  County  and  Municipal  corporations,  also  providing  a 
method  for  the  payment  of  prescribed  premiums  and  other  expense 
in  connection  with  same. 

That  the  act  be  made  applicable  only  to  employees  injured  within 
this  state,  except  as  provided  in  said  amendment. 

That  for  the  purposes  of  the  act,  the  principal  contractor  be 
considered  the  employer  of  any  employees  of  a  sub-contractor. 

In  covering  employees  of  the  State,  County  or  Municipal  cor- 
porations, elective  officers  should  be  excluded. 

With  reference  to  making  our  act  not  extra-territorial,  we  feel  it 
is  an  injustice  to  the  industries  of  this  state,  to  require  them  to  pay 
for  losses  which  should  be  chargeable  to  the  industries  of  the  state 
in  which  they  are  incurred,  furthermore,  if  compensation  be  payable 
to  injured  employees  regardless  as  to  where  the  injury  is  received, 
makes  it  in  the  majority  of  cases  practically  impossible  to  obtain 
proper  evidence  or  make  investigations  to  insure  the  employee  to 
proper  compensation,  likewise  to  protect  the  compensation  fund 
from  fraudulent  claims. 

Sub-contractors  in  may  instances  are  irresponsible,  while  others 
refuse  to  elect  to  cover  their  employees  under  the  act,  thereby  work- 
ing a  hardship  upon  their  employees  in  case  of  injury,  and  in  order 
to  place  the  liability  upon  a  responsible  employer,  the  above  amend- 
ment is  recommended. 

Owing  to  existing  conditions  in  some  parts  of  the  state,  it  is 
recommended  that  for  the  purposes  of  the  act,  a  mine  shall  be 
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adjudicated  within  the  state,  when  the  main  opening,  drift,  shaft 
or  slope  is  located  wholly  within  the  state. 

Third — Section  18.  Providing  definitely  a  method  of  determin- 
ing rates  applicable  to  the  various  industries  of  the  state.  The 
method  recommended  has  been  in  force  practically  for  the  past  two 
years  and  is  working  very  satisfactorily.  The  wording  of  this 
section  in  the  act  at  present  is  somewhat  vague,  and  should  be  set 
out  more  definitely. 

Fourth — Section  20.  Owing  to  the  delay  incident  the  present 
method  of  handling  the  monies  of  the  fund,  it  is  recommended  that 
this  section  be  amended  so  as  to  insure  against  the  unnecessary 
delay  incident  to  the  present  method  of  handling  the  monies  of  the 
fund.  Inasmuch  as  the  compensation  fund  is  a  separate  and  distinct 
fund  and  so  kept  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer, 
provision  should  also  be  made  that  it  be  likewise  kept  as  a  separate 
and  distinct  fund  by  the  state  depositories  wherein  any  of  the  monies 
of  the  compensation  fund  be  deposited. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  commissioner  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  have  authority  to  invest  the  surplus, 
reserve  or  other  monies  of  the  fund,  and  that  the  state  auditor  be 
required  to  give  additional  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  custodian  of  the  invest- 
ment bonds  belonging  to  the  fund. 

Fifth — Section  21.  That  the  State  Treasurer  be  required  to  give 
an  additional  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  as  custodian  of  the  workmen's  com- 
pensation fund. 

Sixth — Section  24.  It  is  recommended  that  this  section  be 
amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  employer  pay  the  total  prescribed 
premium,  and  not  be  authorized  to  deduct  any  part  thereof  from 
his  employees.  The  cost  of  workmen's  compensation  should  be 
considered  as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  production,  and  so  charged  to  the 
cost  of  production.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  an  amendment 
would  meet  with  the  approval  of  employer  and  employee. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  minnimum  premium  to  be  paid 
by  the  employer  for  any  month  be  reduced  from  one  dollar,  to  fifty 
cents,  to  enable  some  employers  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  their  merit 
rate,  which  they  are  unable  to  do  at  present. 
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From  our  experience  in  the  administration  of  the  act,  we  find  it 
necessary  to  recommend  that  failure  upon  the  part  of  any  employer 
to  make  his  monthly  payroll  report  and  pay  his  prescribed  premium 
on  or  before  the  25th  of  each  month  for  the  preceding  month  shall 
automatically  terminate  his  election,  also  to  provide  that  failure  to 
keep  on  deposit  the  amount  required  by  the  act  shall  also  terminate 
his  election.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  keep  accurately  the  accounts 
of  the  various  employers  unless  provision  be  made  that  they  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  act.  The  provisions  of  the  present  act 
are  not  such  as  will  compel  compliance  with  its  provisions  by  the 
employer. 

Seventh — Section  27.  This  section  as  it  is  in  the  present  act 
is  subject  to  misinterpretation,  or  rather  subject  to  various  inter- 
pretations, and  should  be  amended  so  as  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of 
injured  employees  in  a  manner  equitable  to  the  employer,  employee 
and  the  person  or  persons  rendering  the  necessary  medical,  surgical 
or  hospital  treatment.  It  is  also  recommended  that  maximum  sum 
payable  to  medical,  surgical  or  hospital  treatment  in  any  one  case, 
be  increased,  and  the  commissioner  be  given  authority  under  certain 
conditions  to  make  payments  in  excess  of  the  maximum  when  in  his 
opinion  such  an  expenditure  would  be  justifiable. 

Eighth — Section  28.  That  the  commissioner  be  given  authority 
to  require  employers  to  adopt  rules  for  the  protection  and  safety  of 
their  employees,  and  to  require  such  employers  to  install,  use  or 
adopt  such  protective  or  safety  devices  or  appliances  as  in  his  opinion 
may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  employees. 

Ninth — Section  31.  It  is  recommended  that  the  weekly  com- 
pensation payable  under  this  section  be  changed  from  a  maximum 
of  ten  dollars  to  a  maximum  of  twelve  dollars,  and  the  minimum  to 
be  five  dollars  per  week  in  all  cases.  That  awards  for  permanent 
disability  be  computed  on  a  scale  of  from  five  per  centum  to  one 
hundred  per  centum,  allowing  four  weeks  compensation  for  each  per 
cent  of  disability  determined  from  five  to  eighty-five  per  centum. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  compensation  awarded  under  this 
section  and  as  may  have  accrued  to  the  date  of  death  of  the  injured 
employee  may  be  paid  to  the  dependents  of  such  employee. 

Tenth — Section  33.  That  compensation  be  payable  under  this 
section  in  case  the  injury  causes  death  within  the  period  of  one  year 
from  the  date  of  injury,  instead  of  twenty-six  weeks  as  is  provided  in 
the  present  law. 
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That  a  distinction  be  made  with  reference  to  awards  to  parents 
dependent  for  thier  support  upon  the  earnings  of  children  under  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  that  is  with  reference  to  parents  wholly, 
or  partially  dependent.  That  compensation  be  awardable  to  all 
children  of  a  deceased  employee,  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and 
that  in  defining  ''dependents,  there  be  included"  an  invalid  brother 
or  sister  wholly  dependent  for  his  or  her  support  upon  the  earnings 
of  the  employee  at  the  time  of  the  injury  causing  death. 

Eleventh — Section  37.  That  the  last  clause  of  this  section  as  it 
is  written  at  present,  be  eliminated,  as  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  average  weekly  wage  of  an  injured  employee  be  determined  on 
the  basis  of  his  average  weekly  earnings  in  the  industry  or  business 
in  which  he  is  employed  at  the  time  of  injury. 

Twelfth — Section  39.  That  provision  be  made  in  this  section 
whereby  the  commissioner  may  in  his  discretion  accept  an  applica- 
tion filed  by  an  injured  employee  after  six  months  from  the  date  of 
his  injury,  where  it  is  shown  that  such  failure  is  due  to  the  employers 
failure  to  report  such  injury;  also  that  Consular  Officers  be  per- 
mitted to  represent  non-resident  alien  dependents,  but  that  they 
not  be  permitted  to  amake  application  for  compensation  in  behalf 
of  such  non-resident  alien  dependents. 

Thirteenth — Section  42.  That  the  assignment  of  compensation 
be  prohibited,  as  from  our  experience  it  is  to  the  detriment  of  injured 
employees,  and  particularly  to  their  dependents. 

Fourteenth — Section  43.  That  the  findings  of  fact  made  by 
the  commissioner  acting  within  his  power,  shall  in  the  absence  of 
fraud  be  conclusive,  and  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  have 
power  only  to  review  questions  of  law  involved  in  any  final  action 
or  determination  of  the  commissioner. 

Fifteenth — Section  54.  That  this  Section  be  repealed,  making 
the  fund  an  exclusively  State  controlled  fund. 

That  other  Sections  where  necessary  proper  changes  be  made  that 
they  may  not  conflict  with  the  act  as  a  whole.

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During  the  year  ended  June  30, 1918,  three  thousand  and  seventy-six  (3,076) 
employers,  Ydih  180,834  employees,  full  time  basis,  paid  premiunrs  into  the  State 
Fund  on  total  wages  of  $186,155,363.97,  the  average  premium  rate  being  $1.42 
per  hundred  dollars  of  wages,  the  earned  premium  being  $2,635,673.13. 

There  were  reported  to  the  State  Fund  23,557  personal  injuries,  of  which  531 
ivere  fatal,  10  permanent  total,  296  permanent  partial  and  22,720  temporary 
"disabilities. 

The  estimated  cost  of  accidents,  present  value  basis,  during  the  year  to  the 
"State  Fund  aggregated  $2,232,138.62,  being  $1.20  per  hundred  dollars  of  wages, 
:and  85  percent  of  the  premium  income,  distributed  as  follows: 

Medical  Expense $    168,293.40 

Funeral  Expense 33,878.83 

Temporary  Disabilities 376,572.38 

Permanent  Partial  Injuries 276,102.01 

Permanent  total  Injuries 68,992.00 

Fatal  Injuries 1,308,300.00 

The  Fund  shows  a  surplus  of  $165,649.95,  in  addition  to  a  Reserve  for  Losses 
of  $3,921,076.77,  a  Catastrophe  Reserve  of  $234,484.09,  and  Reserve  for  Future 
Administrative  Expense  of  $59,804.61,  the  total  Surplus  and  Reserve  being 
■$4,381,015.42. 

The  investments  were  increased  during  the  year  $1,762,750.00,  the  total  invest- 
ments being  $3,796,750.00,  leaving  $794,335.25  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Treasurer. 

The  Administrative  Expense  during  the  year  was  $78,960.54,  being  three  per 

•centum  of  the  premium  income,  without  deduction  for  payments  into  the  fund 

of  $8,255.44  by  employers  carrying  their  own  risk,  for  their  proportion  of  the 

Administrative  Expense,  which,  if  deducted,  would  leave  the  net  expense  $70,- 

705.10,  or  2.68  percentum  of  the  premium  inconre. 

There  were  two  catastrophes  during  the  year,  both  in  Clrss  A-1  (Corl  NTir.ir^), 
the  estimated  cost  being  $48,825.00  or  four  cents  per  hundred  dollars  of  wage^ 
reported  in  this  class,  as  compared  with  the  rc\  ised  cost  of  79  cents  in  1914,  46 
-cents  in  1915,  12  cents  in  1916,  and  4  cents  in  1917. 

The  deficit  in  Clrss  A-1  (Coal  Mining)  which  on  June  30th,  1915,  was  $794,- 
976.97  has  been  reduced  to  $141,959.57.  The  premiums  paid  by  employers  in 
this  class  during  the  year  amounted  to  $2,008,598.16,  the  nverpge  premium  rate 
having  been  $1.84  per  hundred  dollars  on  wr.^cs  of  $1C8,92C,49?.11,  while  the 
losses  were  $1,660,455.65,  or  $1.52  per  hundred  dollars  of  wp^cs.  and  83  per  cent 
of  the  premium  income.  The  premium  rates  in  this  class  ror^ cc'  from  5>1.C0  to 
$4.00  per  hundred  dollars  of  wages,  on  the  records  of  the  indi\  idvj  1  enr  r  IcyeiF  for 
the  twelve  months  ended  March  31st,  1917,  in  accordance  with  the  merit  ratir^ 
provision  of  Section  18  of  the  Act. 

Twenty-nine  classes,  other  than  A-1  (Coal  Mining)  shoi^cd  irdei  tecrcEF  to  the 
fund  aggregating  $79,166.44,  while  seventy-three  classes  shoved  credit  I  ikrces 
.ag£regating  $365,074.75.      Adjustments    in  merit  rftes  n  t  c'c  July  1st,  191 
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together  with  interest  adjustments  annually  between  classes,  should  result  in 
improved  balances  and  equitable  rates  as  to  classes  and  individual  employers. 
Merit  rates  were  applied  during  the  past  year  to  employers  in  all  classes  except 
schedules  L  and  M. 

Twenty-five  employers,  11,727  employees,  full  time  basis,  carried  their  own 
risk,  the  wages  of  their  employees  being  $13,243,302.22,  paying  into  the  fund 
$8,255.44  as  their  proportion  of  the  administrative  expense,  being  5  percentum  of 
the  premium  they  would  have  paid  into  the  State  Fund,  at  manual  rates,  of 
$163,867.58.

STATE  BANKING  LAWS 


CHAPTER  1. 

GENERAL  BANKING  STATUTE. 

§  1.  Laws  applicable. — ^Banks  of  issue  or  of  discount  and  de- 
posit, whether  heretofore  formed  under  the  laws  in  force  at  the 
time  of  their  formation,  or  hereafter  formed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, and  of  chapters  fifty-two  and  fifty-three  of  the  vode,  so  far 
as  the  same  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  follow- 
ing sections  of  this  chapter.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  2.  Capital  Stock. — The  capital  stock  of  every  banking  institu- 
tion formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be  less 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Said  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  such  shares  be  deemed  personal  property 
and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  association  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  association.  (Acts 
1919,  c.  60.) 

§  3.  Powers  of  banks;  necessity  of  incorporation;  holding  of 
real  estate. — Every  such  bank  may  exercise,  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  all  such  incidental  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  banking,  by  discounting  promissory  notes,  nego- 
tiating drafts,  bills  of  exchange,  and  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness, receiving  deposits,  buying  and  selling  exchange,  bank  notes, 
bullion  or  coin,  and  by  loaning  money  on  personal  or  other  secur- 
ity. Any  banking  institution  may  accept  for  payment  at  a  future 
date  drafts  drawn  upon  it  by  its  customers,  and  to  issue  letters  of 
credit  authorizing  the  holders  thereof  to  draw  drafts  upon  it  or  its 
correspondents,  at  sight  or  on  time,  not  exceeding  one  year.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  individual  or  association  of  individuals 
doing  business  in  this  state  to  use  in  connection  with  such  busi- 
ness the  term  '*bank,"  '* banker,"  ''banking  company,''  or  "trust 
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company,"  or  receive  deposits,  or  sell  foreign  exchange,  until  they 
■hall  have  taken  out  a  charter  and  complied  with  the  statutes 
governing  banks  and  trust  companies.  Hereafter  no  charter  shall 
be  issued  to  any  bank  to  do  business  in  this  state  until  the  applica- 
tion therefor  has  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  commissioner 
of  banking ;  and  no  real  estate  shall  be  carried  upon  the  books 
of  any  bank  at  a  value  greater  than  the  assessed  value  as  shown 
1^  the  land  books  of  the  county  wherein  such  real  estate  is 
assessed.  No  bank  shall  hold  or  convey  real  estate  except  for  the 
following  purposes: 

(1)  Such  as  shall  be  necessary  for  its  immediate  accommoda- 
tion in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

(2)  Such  as  shall  be  mortgaged  to  it  in  good  faith  by  way  of 
■eeurity  for  debts  contracted. 

(3)  Such  as  shall  be  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  pre- 
viously contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings. 

(4)  Such  as  it  shall  purchase  at  sales  under  judgments,  de- 
crees, deeds  of  trust  or  mortgages,  held  by  the  association,  or  shall 
purchase  to  secure  debts  due  to  it,  which  it  shall  dispose  of  at  the 
earliest  practicable  date.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  confined  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  and  every  offense.  (Acts 
1919,  c.  60.) 

§  4.  Increase  or  reduction  of  stock. — ^Any  banking  company 
keretofore  formed  or  which  may  be  hereafter  formed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  at  any  general,  adjourned  or  special 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  thereof,  may  by  resolution  make  such 
increase  or  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  thereof  as  may  be  de- 
cided upon  by  said  stockholders,  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  such 
company  being  represented  at  such  meeting  by  the  holders  there- 
of, and  such  holders  being  present  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  and 
voting  for  such  increase  or  reduction ;  provided,  that  no  increase 
or  reduction  shall  conflict  with  the  limitations  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion seventy-seven  in  this  chapter,  and  that  a  notice  over  the 
signature  of  the  president  of  said  banking  company,  of  the  inten- 
tion to  offer  such  resolution,  shall  be  sent  through  the  United 
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States  mail  to  each  stockholder  ten  days  previous  to  such  meet- 
ing; or  that  notice  of  such  intention  be  given  by  advertisement 
published  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  some  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  this  state ;  or  for  ten  days  in  some 
daily  paper  of  like  circulation  printed  in  this  state.  When  such 
increase  or  reduction  shall  have  been  made  by  any  banking  com- 
pany, the  president  thereof,  shall,  under  his  signature  and  the 
seal  of  such  bank,  certify  the  resolution  increasing  or  reducing 
the  capital  stock,  to  the  secretary  of  state;  and  the  secretary  of 
state,  under  his  hand  and  the  great  seal  of  the  state,  shall  issue 
to  such  bank  a  certificate  reciting  such  resolution  and  declaring 
such  increase  or  reduction  to  be  authorized  by  law,  and  such 
certificate  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  increase  or  re- 
duction and  of  the  authority  to  make  the  same  in  all  courts  of 
law.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  5.  PajTment  of  stock. — ^At  least  fifty  per  centum  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  every  banking  institution,  organized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  in  before  it  shall  be  author- 
ized to  transact  any  business,  except  such  business  as  is  incidental 
and  necessarily  preliminary  to  its  organization.  And  the  remain- 
ing fifty  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  paid  in  full 
within  the  next  succeeding  ten  months  in  monthly  installments 
of  at  least  ten  per  centum  of  the  remaining  fifty  per  centum  of 
said  capital  stock.  And  in  no  case  shall  a  bank  or  banking  in- 
stitution commence  public  business  until  it  shall  have  received 
the  certificate  of  authority  from  the  commissioner  of  banking, 
as  provided  in  section  29  of  this  chapter.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  6.  Personal  liability  of  stockholders. — The  stockholders  of 
every  bank  heretofore  organized  or  that  may  hereafter  be  organ- 
ized, under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  personally 
liable  to  the  creditors  thereof  over  and  above  the  amount  of 
stock  held  by  them  respectively  to  an  amount  equal  to  their 
respective  shares  so  held  for  all  liabilities  accruing  while  they  are 
such  stockholders.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  7.  Directors;  examining  committee. — ^For  every  bank  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  direct- 
ors who  shall  have  power  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  all  things 
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that  are  proper  to  be  done  by  the  bank.  Every  director  must 
own  in  his  own  right  at  least  five  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  bank  of  which  he  is  a  director,  and  before  entering  on 
his  duties  as  such  director  he  shall  take  an  oath  that  he  will,  so 
far  as  the  duty  devolves  upon  him,  diligently  and  honestly  ad- 
minister the  affairs  of  the  bank,  and  that  he  will  not  knowingly 
and  willingly  permit  to  be  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  this  state  relative  to  banking,  and  that  the  stock  stand- 
ing in  his  name  upon  the  books  of  the  bank  is  not  hypothecated 
in  any  way  to  or  pledged  as  security  for  loans  obtained  from  or 
debts  owing  to  the  bank  in  which  he  is  a  director,  and  that  the 
five  shares  necessary  to  qualify  a  stockholder  as  director  shall 
not  be  in  anywise  hypothecated,  which  oath,  subscribed  by  him- 
self and  certified  by  the  officer  before  whom  it  was  taken,  shall 
be  filed  and  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner 
of  banking.  Should  a  director  at  any  time  after  his  qualification 
as  such,  sell  or  dispose  of,  or  in  any  way  or  manner  hypothecate 
or  pledge  as  security  for  loans  obtained  or  debts  owing,  the  said 
five  shares,  or  any  part  thereof,  necessary  for  his  qualification, 
then  his  office  as  director  shall  immediately  become  vacant, 
and  the  remaining  directors  shall  declare  his  office  vacant  and 
proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy  forthwith.  The  stockholders  of  each 
bank  shall  annually  appoint  an  examining  committee,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  tp  examine  the  condition  of  the  bank  at  least  once 
every  six  months.  The  examining  committee  shall  report  to 
the  board  of  directors  giving  in  detail  all  items  included  in  the 
assets  of  the  bank,  which  they  have  reason  to  believe  are  not  of 
the  value  at  "which  they  appear  on  the  books  and  records  of  the 
bank,  and  giving  the  value  of  each  of  such  items  as  in  their 
judgment  they  may  have  determined.  The  board  shall  cause 
said  report  to  be  recorded  in  the  minute  books  of  the  bank,  and' 
a  duly  authenticated  copy  thereof  transmitted  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking.  Should  the  stockholders  fail  to  appoint  such 
committee,  or  should  such  committee  fail  to  promptly  make  its 
report,  then  the  commissioner  of  banking  shall  have  the  power, 
at  his  option,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  make  such  examination, 
and  report.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  8.  Loans  by  bank  on  or  purchase  of  its  own  stock. — No  bank 
shall  make  any  loan  or  discount  on  the  security  of  the  shares  of 
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its  own  capital  stock  nor  be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such 
shares,  unless  such  security  or  purchase  shall  be  necessary  to 
prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith; 
and  all  stock  purchased  or  acquired  in  such  manner  shall,  within 
six  months  from  the  time  of  purchase,  be  sold  or  disposed  of  at 
public  or  private  sale.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  9.  Limit  on  loans;  amortizartion  of  securities. — The  total 
liabilities  to  any  bank  or  trust  company  of  any  person,  or  of  any 
company,  corporation  or  firm,  for  money  borrowed,  including  the 
liabilities  of  the  company  or  firm,  the  liabilities  of  the  several 
members  thereof,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  twenty  per  centum  of 
the  capital  stock,  plus  the  surplus  fund  and  undivided  profits. 
But  the  discount  of  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in  good  faith  against 
actually  existing  values,  and  the  discount  of  commercial  or  busi- 
ness paper  actually  owned  by  the  person  negotiating  the  same, 
shall  not  be  considered  as  money  borrowed.  The  corporation 
mentioned  in  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean  municipal 
corporations,  districts  or  counties.  The  stocks,  bonds  and  other 
interest-bearing  securities  purchased  by  a  bank  shall  be  entered 
on  its  books  at  the  actual  cost  thereof,  and  for  the  purpose  of  cal- 
culating the  undivided  profits  applicable  to  the  payment  of  divi- 
dends, such  stocks  and  securities  shall  not  be  estimated  at  a  valua- 
tion exceeding  their  present  cost  as  determined  by  amortization, 
that  is,  by  deducting  from  the  cost  of  any  such  stock  or  security 
purchased  for  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  amount  payable  thereon  at 
maturity,  and  charging  to  profit  and  loss,  a  sufficient  sum  to  bring 
it  to  par  at  maturity,  or  adding  to  the  cost  of  any  such  stock 
or  security  purchased  at  less  than  the  amount  payable  thereon  at 
maturity,  and  crediting  to  profit  and  loss,  a  sufficient  sum  to 
bring  it  to  par  at  maturity;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  a  bank  from  carrying  such  stocks,  bonds  and  other 
interest-bearing  corporate  securities  on  its  books  at  their  market 
value.  No  officer,  director,  clerk  or  other  employee  of  any  bank 
shall  borrow,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  bank  with  which  he 
is  connected,  any  sum  of  money  without  the  written  approval  of 
a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  or  discount  committee  thereof 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  bank  or  embodied  in  a  resolution  adopted 
by  a  majority  vote  of  such  board  exclusive  of  the  director  to  whom 
the  loan  is  made.    If  an  officer,  director,  clerk  or  other  employee 
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of  any  bank  shall  own  or  control  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  any 
other  corporation  a  loan  to  that  corporation  shall  be  considered 
for  the  purpose  of  this  sub-division  as  a  loan  to  such  officer, 
director,  clerk  or  other  employee.    (Acts  1919,  c.  60.) 

§  10.  Bank  dividends. — The  directors  of  any  bank  may  an- 
nually, semi-annually  or  quarterly,  declare  dividends,  but  such 
bank  shall,  before  the  declaration  of  any  dividend,  carry  one- 
tenth  part  of  the  net  profit  accrued  to  its  surplus  fund  until  the 
same  shall  amount  to  twenty  per  centum  of  its  capital  stock. 
No  dividend  shall  be  declared  except  from  earnings  remaining^ 
after  deducting  all  losses,  all  sums  due  for  expenses,  and  all 
over-due  debts  upon  which  no  interest  has  been  paid  for  a  period 
of  six  months,  unless  the  same  are  well  secured  and  in  process 
of  collection.  Any  director  voting  for  any  dividend  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
provided  in  section  four  of  this  chapter.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  11.  Impairment  of  bank  capital. — No  bank,  or  any  of  the 
officers  or  directors  thereof,  shall  during  the  time  it  shall  con- 
tinue its  banking  operations,  withdraw,  or  permit  to  be  with- 
drawn, either  in  the  form  of  dividends  or  otherwise,  any  portion 
of  its  capital  stock.  Whenever  the  capital  stock  of  a  bank  has 
become  impaired,  by  losses  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  directors  to  restore  the  same  within  three  months 
by  an  assessment  pro  rata  on  the  stockholders,  on  the  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  held  by  each.  But  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  prevent  the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  bank,  as 
provided  in  section  four  of  this  chapter.     (Code  of  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  12.  Failure  to  pay  back  assessment  or  cure  impairment  of 
capital. — ^If  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  of  a  bank  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  after  three  months  notice,  to  pay  the  assess- 
ment as  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section  or  in  section  five 
of  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to 
cause  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  stockholder 
or  stockholders  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  after  thirty  days' 
notice  shall  have  been  given  by  posting  such  notice  of  sale  in 
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the  ofSce  of  the  bank,  and  by  publishing  such  notice  in  a  news- 
paper of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  bank  is  located,  or  in  a 
newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  to  liquidate  the  deficiency^ 
and  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  if  any,  shall  b  paid 
to  the  delinquent  stockholder  or  stockholders.  A  failure  by  the 
board  of  directors  to  make  the  assessment  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion eleven  to  cure  an  impairment  of  capital  stock,  or  failure  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  make  the  members 
of  the  board  of  directors  subject  to  the  penalties  proscribed  in 
section  twenty-seven  of  this  chapter.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  13.  List  of  bank  stockholders. — The  president  and  the  cashier 
of  every  bank  or  association  shall  cause  to  be  kept  at  all  times 
a  full  and  correct  list  of  the  names  and  residences  of  all  the  stock- 
holders in  the  bank  or  association,  and  the  number  of  shares  held 
by  each,  in  the  oflSce  where  its  business  is  transacted.  Such  list 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  all  the  stockholders  and 
creditors  of  the  bank  or  association  and  the  oflScers  authorized 
to  assess  taxes  under  state  authority,  during  business  hours  of 
each  day  in  which  business  may  be  legally  transacted.  A  copy 
of  such  list  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  of  each  year,  verified  by 
the  oath  of  such  president  and  cashier,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
commissioner  of  banking.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  13a  Deposits  by  trustees  or  in  name  of  another. — When  any 
deposit  shall  be  made  by  any  person  describing  himself  in  making 
such  deposit  as  trustee  for  another  and  no  other  or  further  notice 
of  the  existence  and  terms  of  a  legal  and  valid  trust  than  such 
description  shall  have  been  given  in  writing  to  the  bank;  in  the 
event  of  the  death  of  the  person  so  described  as  trustee,  such  de- 
posit or  any  part  thereof,  together  with  the  dividends  or  interest 
thereon,  may  be  paid  to  the  person  for  whom  the  deposit  was  thus 
stated  to  have  been  made.  When  a  deposit  shall  have  been  made 
by  any  person  in  the  name  of  such  depositor  and  another  person 
and  in  form  to  be  paid  to  either,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  such 
deposit  thereupon  and  any  additions  thereto  made,  by  either  of 
such  persons,  upon  the  making  thereof,  shall  become  the  property 
of  such  persons  as  joint  tenants,  and  the  same,  together  with  all 
interest  thereon,  shall  be  held  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  persons 
so  named,  and  may  be  paid  to  either  during  the  life-time  of  both. 
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or  to  the  survivor  after  the  death  of  one  of  them;  and  such  pay- 
ment and  the  receipt  or  the  acquittance  of  the  one  to  whom  such, 
payment  is  made,  shall  be  a  valid  and  sufficient  release  and  dis- 
chat-^e  to  said  bank,  for  all  payments  made  on  account  of  such 
deposit  prior  to  the  receipt  by  said  bank  of  notice  in  writing  signed 
by  any  one  of  such  joint  tenants,  not  to  pay  such  deposit  in  ae- 
eordance  with  the  terms  thereof.    (Acts  1919,  c.  60.)

§  13b  Circulation  of  false  statement. — Any  person  who  shall 
willfullv  and  maliciouslv  make,  circulate  or  transmit  to  another  or 
others,  any  false  statement,  rumor  or  suggestion,  written,  printed 
or  by  word  of  mouth,  which  is  directly  or  by  inference  derogatory 
to  the  financial  condition  or  affects  the  solvency  or  financial 
standing  of  any  bank,  savings  bank,  banking  institution  or  trust 
<»ompany  doing  business  in  this  state,  or  who  shall  counsel,  aid, 
procure  or  induce  another  to  start,  transmit,  or  circulate  any  such 
^statement  or  rumor,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  (Acts  1919^ 
c.  60.) 

§  13c  Forged  or  raised  check ;  nonpayment  of  check. — Xo  bank 
which  has  paid  and  charged  to  the  account  of  a  depositor  any 
money  on  a  forged  or  raised  check  issued  in  the  name  of  said 
depositor  shall  be  liable  to  said  depositor  for  the  amoimt  paid 
thereon  unless  either  (1)  within  one  year  from  notice  to  said 
depositor  that  the  vouchers  representing  payments  charged  to 
the  account  of  said  depositor  for  the  period  during  which  such 
payment  was  made  are  ready  for  delivery,  or  (2)  in  case  no  such 
notice  has  been  given,  within  one  year  after  the  return  to  said 
depositor  of  the  voucher  representing  such  payment,  said  de- 
positor shall  notify  the  bank  that  the  check  so  paid  is  forged  or 
raised.  The  notice  referred  to  may  be  given  by  mail  to  said 
depositor  at  his  last  known  address  with  postage  prepaid.  No 
bank  shall  be  liable  to  a  depositor  because  of  the  non-payment 
through  mistake  or  error  and  without  malice  of  a  check  which 
-should  have  been  paid  unless  the  depositor  shall  allege  and  prove

actual  damage  by  reason  of  such  non-payment  and  in  such  event 
the  liability  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  damage  so  proved. 
(Acts  1919,  c.  60.) 

§  13d  Transaction  of  business  on  Saturday  afternoon. — Nothing 
in  any  law  of  this  state  shall  in  any  manner  whatsoever  aflfect 
the  validity  of,  or  render  void  or  voidable,  the  payment,  certifica- 
tion or  acceptance  of  a  check  or  other  negotiable  instrument  or 
any  other  transaction  by  a  bank  in  this  state  because  done  or  per- 
formed on  any  Saturday  between  twelve  o'clock  noon  and  mid- 
night; provided,  such  payment,  certification,  acceptance,  or  other 
transaction  would  be  valid  if  done  or  performed  before  twelve 
o'clock  noon  on  such  Saturday;  provided,  further,  that  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  compel  any  bank  in  this  state,  which 
by  law  or  custom  is  entitled  to  close  at  twelve  o'clock  noon  on 
any  Saturday,  to  keep  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  or  to 
perform  any  of  the  acts  or  transactions  aforesaid,  on  any  Satur- 
day after  such  hour  except  at  its  own  option.  (Acts  1919,  c.  60.) 

. .  §  13e  Membership  in  federal  reserve  bank. — The  words ' '  federal 
reserve  act,"  as  herein  used,  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  to  include 
the  act  of  congress  of  the  United  States  approved  December 
twenty-three,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  as  here- 
tofore and  hereafter  amended.  The  words  '*  federal  reserve 
board"  shall  be  held  to  mean  the  federal  reserve  board  created 
and  described  in  the  federal  reserve  act.  The  words  "federal 
reserve  bank"  shall  be  held  to  mean  the  federal  reserve  banks 
created  and  organized  under  the  authority  of  the  federal  reserve 
act.  The  words  ** member  bank"  shall  be  held  to  mean  any 
national  bank,  state  bank  or  banking  and  trust  company  which 
has  become  or  which  becomes  a  member  of  one  of  the  federal 
reserve  banks  created  by  the  federal  reserve  act.  Any  bank  or 
trust  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  shall 
have  the  power  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  and  become  a 
member  of  a  federal  reserve  bank.  Any  bank  or  trust  company 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  which  is,  or  which  be- 
comes, a  member  of  a  federal  reserve  bank  is  vested  with  all 
powers  conferred  upon  member  banks  of  the  federal  reserve 
banks  by  the  terms  of  the  federal  reserve  act  as  fully  and  com- 
pletely as  if  such    powers    were    specifically    enumerated    and 
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described  herein,  and  all  such  powers  shall  be  exercised  subject  to 
all  restrictions  and  limitations  imposed  by  the  federal  reserve  act, 
or  by  regulations  of  the  federal  reserve  board  made  pursuant 
thereto.  The  right,  however,  is  expressly  reserved  to  revoke  or  to 
amend  the  powers  therein  conferred.  A  compliance  on  the  part  of 
any  such  bank  or  trust  company  with  the  reserve  requirements  of 
the  federal  reserve  act  shall  be  held  to  be  a  full  compliance  with 
those  provisions  of  the  laws  of  this  state  which  require  banks  or 
trust  companies  to  maintain  cash  balances  in  their  vaults  or  with 
other  banks,  and  no  such  bank  or  trust  company  shall  be  required 
to  carry  or  maintain  reserve  other  than  such  as  is  required  under 
the  terms  of  the  federal  reserve  act.  Any  such  bank  or  trust 
company  shall  continue  to  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  ex- 
aminations required  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  except  that  the  fed- 
eral reserve  board  shall  have  the  right,  if  it  deems  necessary,  to 
make  examinations ;  and  the  authorities  of  this  state  having  super- 
vision over  such  bank  or  trust  company  may  disclose  to  the  federal 
reserve  board,  or  to  examiners  duly  appointed  by  it,  all  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  affairs  of  any  bank  or  trust  company 
which  has  become,  or  desires  to  become,  a  member  of  a  federal 
reserve  bank.    (Acts  1919,  c.  60. 


§  13f  Powers  of  notary  public  interested  in  bank. — ^It  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  notary  public  who  is  a  stockholder,  director,  officer 
or  employee  of  a  bank  or  other  corporation  to  take  the  acknowl- 
edgement of  any  party  to  any  written  instrument  executed  to  or 
by  such  corporation,  or  to  administer  an  oath  to  any  other  stock- 
holder, director,  officer,  employee  or  agent  of  such  corporation,  or 
to  protest  for  non-acceptance  or  non-payment  bills  of  exchange, 
drafts,  checks,  notes  and  other  negotiable  instruments  which  may 
be  owned  or  held  for  collection  by  such  corporation ;  provided,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  notary  public  to  take  the  acknowledge- 
ment of  an  instrument  by  or  to  a  bank  or  other  corporation  of 
which  he  is  a  stockholder,  director,  officer,  or  employe,  where 
such  notary  is  a  party  to  such  instrument,  either  individually  or  as 
a  representative  of  such  corporation,  or  to  protest  any  negotiable 
instrument  owned  or  held  for  collection  by  such  corporation, 
where  such  notary  is  individually  a  party  to  such  instrument. 
(Acts  1919,  c.  60.) 
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§  14.  What  is  "bank"  or  ''bankiiig  company."— The  words 
''^bank"  or  ** banking  company"  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  and 
•construed  to  include  any  bank,  banker,  banking  company  or  trust 
company.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  16.  Reserve  fund  of  banks. — ^AU  banks  operating  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  at  all  times  maintain  on  hand 
as  a  reserve  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  an  amount 
•equal  to  at  least  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  of  all  its 
deposits  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on  demand ;  and  when- 
ever said  reserve  of  any  such  bank  shall  fall  below  said  per 
■centum  of  such  deposits  it  shall  not  increase  its  liabilities  by 
making  any  new  loans  until  the  required  proportion  between 
the  aggregate  amount  of  such  deposits  and  its  reserve  fund  shall 
be  restored;  provided,  that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money  on  hand, 
three  fifths  of  said  fifteen  per  centum  may  consist  of  balances 
payable  on  demand  due  from  any  national  or  state  bank  doing 
business  in  this  state,  or  any  solvent  banking  institutions  outside 
of  this  state,  that  may  be  approved  by  the  supervisor  in  said 
•state.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.)

§  16.  Overdrafts. — The  total  amount  of  overdrafts  in  any  bank- 
ing institution  shall  at  no  time  exceed  five  per  centum  of  the 
total  amount  of  the  deposits.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  17.  Voluntary  liquidation  of  banking  company. — ^No  bank  or 
other  institution  subject  to  examination  by  the  commissioner  of 
banking  shall  go  into  voluntary  liquidation  or  change  to  a 
national  banking  association  without  first  giving  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking  thirty  days'  notice  of  its  intention  to  do  so; 
and  any  person,  officer  or  stockholder  of  any  bank  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 
(Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  18.  Bonds  and  oaths  of  bank  ofKcers. — ^The  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  require  the  cashier,  and  other  accounting  officers  of  the 
bank,  to  take  an  oath  and  execute  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge 
•of  their  duties,  the  penalty  of  such  bonds  to  be  commensurate 
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with  the  responsibility  attached  to  the  position.     (Code  1916^ 
e.  54.) 

§  19.  Oommissioner  of  banking ;  scope  of  powers. — The  commis- 
sioner of  banking  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  control,  as  herein- 
after provided,  over  all  banks  chartered  by  and  operated  in 
this  state,  and  all  other  institutions  mentioned  in  this  act.  (Code 
1916,  c.  54.) 

§  20.  Same:  appointment;  assistants. — ^On  or  before  the  first 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible,  and  every  four  years  thereafter  the  gov- 
ernor of  this  state  shall  designate  and  appoint  some  competent 
person  commissioner  of  banking,  who  is  a  citizen  of  this  state, 
and  who  shall  be  experienced  and  skilled  in  the  science  of  book- 
keeping and  banking,  and  who  shall  have  had  at  least  two  years'* 
experience  as  a  cashier  or  an  assistant  cashier  of  a  bank,  or  shall 
have  served  at  least  two  years  as  assistant  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing, bank  examiner  or  as  an  accounting  ofiScer  of  the  state,  and 
who  is  neither  directly  nor  indirectly  interested  in  any  bank  or 
corporation  subject  to  his  supervision,  who  shall  examine  into 
and  report,  as  hereinafter  provided,  upon  the  affairs  of  all  banks 
and  other  institutions  specified  in  this  act,  doing  business  in  this 
state,  except  those  that  are  organized  and  carrying  on  business 
under  the  banking  acts  of  the  national  government.  The  com- 
missioner of  banking  may  designate  and  appoint  three  assistant 
commissioners  of  banking,  who  shall  have  the  same  qualifications 
as  the  commissioner  and  who  shall  assist  the  commissioner  of 
banking,  and  under  his  directions  and  authority  may  perform 
any  or  all  of  the  duties,  and  exercise  any  or  all  of  the  powers 
by  this  act  required  of,  or  vested  in,  the  commissioner  of  banking, 
and  who  may  be  removed  by  the  commissioner  of  banking.  The 
assistant  commissioners  of  banking  shall  take  the  oath  as  is  here- 
inafter required  of  the  commissioner  of  banking.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  21.  Same:  term;  oath. — The  commissioner  of  banking  shall 
hold  his  oflSce  for  a  term  of  four  years  unless  sooner  removed  by- 
the  governor,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified, 
and  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  he  shall  take- 
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and  subscribe,  before  some  person  competent  to  administer  the 
same,  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  and  to  faith- 
fully and  honestly  examine  into  the  affairs  of  all  banks  and 
other  institutions  subject  to  supervision  under  this  chapter,  in- 
corporated by  and  doing  business  in  this  state,  and  to  perform 
all  of  the  duties  prescribed  for  such  services  under  this  act ;  and 
said  oath  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  22.  Same:  office;  records. — Said  commissioner  of  banking 
shall  maintain  an  oflSce  in  the  state  capitol.  In  such  office  he 
shall  prepare  and  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  all  the  banks  and  other  institutions  subject  to  his  super- 
vision, as  may  appear  in  his  reports.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.)

§  23.  Examination  of  banks. — ^At  least  twice  in  every  year  the 
commissioner  of  banking,  either  in  person  or  by  competent  assist- 
ant, shall  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  books  and  affairs 
of  every  association  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding  section  of 
this  act.  He  shall  carefully  examine  all  notes  and  mortgages  and 
all  other  assets  of  the  concern,  and  shall  ascertain  the  full  amount 
of  its  liabilities.  He  shall  see  that  the  books  are  kept  properly 
posted  and  balanced,  and  that  complete  trial  balances  are  struck 
at  regular  intervals.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking  that  any  institution  which  by  law  is  required 
to  obtain  from  him  a  certificate,  or  permit,  to  begin  business,  does 
not  keep  its  books  and  accounts  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  him 
readily  to  ascertain  its  true  condition,  he  may  issue  an  order  re- 
quiring such  institution,  or  the  officers  thereof  or  any  of  them, 
to  open  and  keep  such  books  or  accounts  as  he  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, determine  and  prescribe  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  ac- 
curate and  convenient  records  of  the  transactions  and  accounts 
of  such  institution ;  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  said 
institution.  Every  bank  shall  preserve  all  its  records  of  final  en- 
try, including  cards  used  under  the  card  system  and  deposit 
tickets,  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  years  from  the  date  of  making 
the  same  or  from  the  date  of  the  last  entry  thereon.  Each  official 
communication  directed  by  the  commissioner  of  banking  or  one 
of  his  assistants  to  a  bank  or  to  any  officer  thereof,  relating  to  an 
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examination  or  investigation  conducted  by  the  banking  depart- 
ment or  containing  suggestions  or  recommendations  as  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  business  of  the  bank,  shall  be  submitted,  by  the  officer 
receiving  it,  to  the  board  of  directors  at  the  next  meeting  of  such 
board,  and  duly  noted  in  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  such 
board.  It  at  any  time  he  shall  find  one  of  these  institutions  in  an 
insolvent  condition,  he  shall  deal  with  it  according  to  the  man- 
ner prescribed  in  section  eighty-one-a  (7)  of  this  act.  (Acts  1919, 
c.  60.) 

§  24.  Same :  duties  of  bank  officials. — For  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing said  examinations,  as  above  required,  the  officers  of  said 
banks,  and  other  institutions,  shall,  upon  his  demand,  furnish  and 
give  full  access  to  said  commissioner  for  such  examination,  all 
the  books,  papers,  notes,  bills  and  other  evidences  of  debts  due 
said  bank  or  other  institution,  and  shall  disclose  fully  and  truly 
all  the  institution's  indebtedness  and  liability,  and  shall  furnish 
him  with  all  necessary  clerical  aid  and  assistance.  And  said 
commissioner  shall  have  a  right  to  administer  to  and  examine 
under  oath  any  and  all  of  said  bank  officers  touching  any  matter 
or  things  pertaining  to  said  examination,  and  the  affairs  and  con- 
ditions of  said  institution.  Any  officer  failing  or  refusing  to 
furnish  said  commissioner  with  any  such  papers  or  information, 
or  who  shall  fail  to  do  or  perform  any  of  the  other  duties  or  re- 
quirements of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court,  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less 
than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  commissioner  to  report  at  once  to  the  prosecuting 
attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  situated,  any  such 
violation  on  the  part  of  any  such  bank  officer.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  26.  Same:  correction  of  irregularities  or  bad  conditions. — ^If 

upon  making  his  examination  of  any  bank,  or  other  institution, 
the  commissioner  should  discover  that  the  banking  laws  of  the 
state  are  not  being  fully  observed,  or  that  any  irregularities  are 
being  practiced,  he  shall  at  once  call  the  attention  of  the  officers 
and  directors  of  the  bank  or  other  institution  to  the  fact  and 
demand  that  the  same  be  promptly  corrected ;  it  shall  also  be  his 
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duty  to  demand  a  sworn  statement  from  the  officers  of  said  bank 
or  other  institutions,  covering  all  the  points  of  controversy,  to 
be  mailed  to  him  at  his  office  once  every  thirty  days  (not  for 
publication  but  for  his  own  information  and  guidance),  until  he 
is  satisfied  that  the  irregularities  have  been  corrected;  said  ex- 
amination^  to  be  paid  for  by  the  bank  or  other  institution  the 
same  as  regular  examinations.  The  said  commissioner  shall  also 
have  authority  to  call  for  special  reports  and  make  special  examin- 
ations of  any  bank  or  other  institution  which  he  may  have  good 
reason  for  believing  is  not  properly  conducted.  If  any  examina- 
tion made  by  the  commissioner,  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, discloses  assets  the  validity  of  'v^hich,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  commissioner,  is  quiestionable,  or  shall  disclose  over-due 
assets,  the  commissioner  shall  order  that  such  questionable  assets 
be  charged  off  the  books  of  the  bank  as  part  of  the  assets  thereof 
within  a  period  of  three  months  from  the  giving  of  notice  by  the 
commissioner  to  such  bank,  and  legal  proceedings  for  the  collec- 
tion of  such  over-due  assets  be  forthwith  instituted.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  26.  Insolvent  banking  institution;  control  by  commissioner; 
liquidation ;  receiver ;  suits. — If  any  such  institution  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  to  make  special  reports  to 
the  commissioner,  as  he  may  demand,  or  shall  fail,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  sec- 
tion, or  if  at  any  time  the  commissioner  shall  find  a  bank  or  other 
institution  subject  to  his  supervision  in  an  insolvent  condition, 
or  if  such  institution  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  correct  any  irreg- 
ularities or  violation  of  this  act  which  he  may  call  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  president,  cashier  or  board  of  directors,  he  shall  have 
authority  to  take  charge  of  such  institution  and  shall  report  at 
once  such  insolvency,  irregularity,  or  violation  to  the  governor, 
and  shall  have  the  power,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  to 
appoint  a  competent  person  as  receiver  of  such  institution ;  such 
receiver,  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  banking, 
shall  take  possession  of  the  books,  moneys,  records  and  assets 
of  every  description  of  such  institution,  and  coUect  all  debts, 
dues  and  claims  belonging  to  it,  and  upon  the  order  of  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  the  commissioner  of  banking,  may 
sell  or  compound  all  bad  or  doubtful  debts,  and  on  like  orders 
may  sell  all  its  real  and  personal  property  on  such  terms  as  the 
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court  or  commissioner  of  banking  may  direct,  and  if  necessary 
to  pay  its  debts,  the  commissioner  of  banking  may  enforce  the 
individual  liabilities  of  its  stockholders.  A  suit  for  such  purpose 
may  be  instituted  against  resident  stockholders,  either  in  the 
name  of  such  receiver  or  the  commissioner  of  banking,  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  its  banking  house  or  office 
is  located,  and  as  to  non-resident  stockholders  the  suit  may  be 
brought  in  any  county  of  any  state  where  such  stockholder  re- 
sides or  where  service  of  process  may  be  had  on  such  stockhold- 
ers; provided,  however,  that  before  any  such  receiver  shall  take 
charge  of  any  moneys  or  assets  of  any  such  institution  he  shall 
give  bond  in  such  penalty,  as  the  governor  shall  prescribe,  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  receiver  and  the  paying 
over  as  required  by  law  or  directed  by  order  of  court,  or  the  com- 
missioner of  banking,  of  all  moneys  and  assets  which  shall  come 
into  his  hands  as  such  receiver ;  such  bond  shall  be  made  payable 
to  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  banking,  and  suits  or  actions  thereon  may  be 
brought  by  any  person  injured  by  reason  of  any  breach  of  its 
condition,  but  all  suits  and  actions  against  such  receiver  shall  be 
brought  in  the  state  and  county  where  the  banking  house  is 
located.  The  commissioner  of  banking  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
bank  is  situated  to  appoint  a  receiver  for  any  bank  for  any  of 
the  causes  specified  in  this  or  in  the  next  preceding  section,  but 
no  receiver  shall  be  appointed  by  any  such  court  unless  the  com- 
missioner of  banking  neglects,  fails  or  refuses  to  act.  All  ex- 
penses on  account  of  any  receivership  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
assets  of  such  association  before  distribution  of  the  proceeds 
thereof  by  and  on  order  of  the  commissioner  of  banking;  and 
such  receiver  may,  upon  the  order  of  the  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing, make  a  ratable  dividend  of  the  money  in  his  hands  on  all 
such  claims  as  may  have  been  proved  to  his  satisfaction  or  ad- 
judicated in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  assets  of  such  association  are  paid  to  the  receiver, 
he  shall  on  like  order,  make  further  dividends  on  all  claims  pre- 
viously proved  or  adjudicated,  and  the  remainder  of  the  proceeds, 
if  any,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  shareholders  of  such  association, 
or  the  legal  representatives,  in  proportion  to  the  stock  by  them 
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respectively  held.     This  section  of  this  act  shall  have  a  retro- 
active effect.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  27.  Receiving  deposits  during  insolvency. — ^No  bank  shall 
accept  or  receive  on  deposit,  with  or  without  interest,  any  money, 
bank  bills  or  notes,  or  United  States  treasury  notes,  gold  or  sil- 
ver certificates,  or  currency,  or  other  notes,  bills,  checks  or  drafts, 
when  such  bank  is  insolvent,  and  any  officer,  director,  cashier, 
manager,  member  employee  or  stockholder  of  any  bank,  who 
shall  knowingly  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  be  acces- 
sory to  or  permit  or  connive  at  the  receiving  or  accepting  on 
deposit  of  any  such  deposits,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  in  a 
sum  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
sixty  days  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. For  the  purpose  of  this  section  only,  a  bank  shall 
be  deemed  insolvent  when  the  available  solvent  assets,  under  its 
control  and  not  hypothecated,  are  not  of  sufficient  value  to  pay 
off  and  discharge  all  of  its  liabilities,  except  that  for  capital 
stock.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  28.  Reports  by  banks  to  commissioner. — Every  bank  oper- 
ating under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  make  to  the  com- 
missioner of  banking  not  less  than  four  reports  each  year,  cor- 
responding as  to  time  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  calls  made  by 
the  comptroller  of  the  currency  on  the  national  banks,  according 
to  the  form  that  may  be  prescribed  by  him,  verified  by  the  oath 
or  affirmation  of  the  president  or  cashier  of  said  bank,  and  at- 
tested by  the  signatures  of  at  least  three  of  the  directors.  Each 
report  shall  exhibit  in  detail,  and  under  appropriate  heads,  the 
resources  and  liabilities  of  the  bank  at  the  close  of  business  on 
any  past  day  by  him  specified,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
aforesaid  commissioner  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  a 
request  or  requisition  therefor  from  him;  and  in  the  same  form 
in  which  it  is  made  to  the  commissioner,  shall  be  published  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  place  where  the  bank  is  situated 
or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  in  the  place,  then  in  one  published 
nearest  thereto  in  the  same  county,  at  the  expense  of  the  bank. 
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and  such  proof  of  publication  shall  be  furnished  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  said  commissioner.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  29.  Bank  beginning  business;  certificate  of  aathoritj;  receiv- 
ing deposits  before  certificate  issued. — When  any  bank  authorized 
by  this  chapter  desires  to  begin  business,  it  must  notify  the  com- 
missioner of  banking,  who  shall  at  his  earliest  convenience  make 
a  personal  examination  of  its  affairs,  and  shall  ascertain  whether 
fifty  per  centum  of  its  capital  stock  has,  in  good  faith,  been 
actually  paid  in,  and  whether  all  the  other  provisions  required 
to  be  complied  with,  before  commencing  the  business  of  bank- 
ing, have  been  carfully  observed.  Having  satisfied  himself  that 
all  the  conditions  precedent  have  in  good  faith  been  complied 
with,  the  said  commissioner  shall  then  issue  to  such  bank,  under 
his  hand  and  official  seal,  a  certificate  of  authority  reciting  that 
such  examination  has  been  made  and  that  the  bank  is  authorized 
to  commence  business;  which  certificate  shall  be  conspicuously 
displayed  in  the  principal  business  room  of  the  bank.  But  the 
commissioner  may  withhold  from  any  association  his  certificate 
authorizing  the  commencement  of  business  whenever  he  has 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  stockholders  have  formed  the  same 
for  any  other  than  the  legitimate  objects  contemplated  in  this 
act.  The  president,  cashier  and  directors,  of  any  bank  that  shall 
receive  deposits  before  the  certificate  of  authority  contemplated 
in  this  section  has  been  issued,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  im- 
prisoned in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more 
than  six  months.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.)

§  30.  Collection  of  unpaid  bank  capital. — All  banks  which  have 
not  collected  the  full  amount  of  their  capital  stock  shall  collect 
the  same  as  provided  in  section  five  of  this  chapter;  and  on  re- 
ceipt of  each  installment  the  president  or  cashier  of  such  bank 
shall  transmit  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  a  statement  of  the 
fact,  verified  by  his  oath  and  attested  by  the  signature  of  at 
least  three  of  the  directors.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  31.  Compensation  and  fees  of  conunissioner  and  assistants. — 

For  making  such  examination  and  for  preparing  and  preserving 
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all  records  and  reports  contemplated  in  this  act,  the  said  com- 
missioner shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  salary,  and  necessary  expenses  out  of  the  state  treas- 
ury, by  proper  warrant  drawn  by  the  auditor  upon  the  treasurer, 
and  the  first  assistant  commissioner  of  banking  shall  receive 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars  and  other  assistant  commissioners 
shall  receive  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  salary  and 
necessary  expenses,  payable  upon  like  warrants.  There  shall  be 
paid  by  each  of  said  banks  or  other  institutions  examined,  to  the 
state,  as  follows:  If  the  total  assets  are  less  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  fifteen  dollars;  if  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  and  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  twenty  dollars;  if  two  himdred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  and  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  twenty-five 
dollars;  if  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  less  than  one  mil- 
lion dollars,  thirty  dollars;  if  one  million  dollars,  or  over,  thirty- 
five  dollars;  and  said  commissioner  of  banking  shall  collect  all 
such  fees  and  pay  the  same  into  the  state  treasury;  provided, 
that  building  and  loan  associations  when  the  total  assets  are  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  are  to  pay  ten  dollars,  if  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  or  over,  twenty  dollars.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  32.  Annual  report  of  commissioner. — On  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December,  the  said  commissioner  shall  make  out,  and 
submit  to  the  governor,  a  careful  and  complete  report,  of  all 
work  done  by  his  department,  showing  the  total  resources  and 
liabilities  of  all  the  banks  subject  to  his  supervision,  the  increase 
or  decrease  for  the  year  in  such  resources  and  liabilities,  care- 
fully noting  any  failures  that  may  have  occurred,  stating  the 
cause  thereof,  and  making  such  remarks,  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations as  he  may  deem  pertinent ;  which  report  the  governor 
shall  bind  with  his  message  and  documents  and  lay  before  the 
legislature.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  33.  Same:  verification. — The  report  provided  for  in  the  next 
preceding  section  of  this  act  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of 
said  commissioner,  who  shall  swear  that  in  making  the  examina- 
tion and  inspection  of  each  of  the  banks  and  other  institutions 
provided  for  in  this  act,  he  has  personally  and  carefuly  in- 
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spected  the  books^  papers  and  affairs  of  said  banks,  and  other 
institutions,  and  that  in  no  ease  has  he  received  or  agreed  to 
receive  directly  or  indirectly  any  reward,  gift,  or  promise  thereof, 
from  any  bank  officer  or  individual  other  than  that  specified  in 
this  act.  (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  34.  Institutions  subject  to  act. — It  is  further  expressly  pro- 
vided that  all  savings  banks,  co-operative  banking  associations, 
and  all  trust,  title  insurance,  guaranty,  surety  and  indemnity 
companies  doing  a  banking  business,  and  all  other  companies 
similar  in  character,  whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  law,  so  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  them,  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  said  commissioner  shall  semi-annually,  or  oftener  if 
necessary,  make  a  thorough  examination  of  their  books,  papers, 
and  affairs,  and  see  that  the  laws  under  which  they  are  oper- 
ating are  being  carefully  observed.  And  in  case  he  finds  that 
such  institutions  are  being  improperly  conducted  he  shall  pro- 
ceed against  them  after  the  manner  specified  in  section  twenty- 
six  of  this  act.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  35.  Bonds  of  state  depositories. — Whenever  a  bank  or  bank- 
ing institution  in  this  state  applies  to  the  board  of  public  works 
to  be  made  a  depository  of  state  funds,  the  bond  of  such  bank  or 
banking  institution  which  is  submitted  to  the  board  of  public 
works  to  secure  the  state  funds  which  may  be  deposited,  and 
which  is  submitted  in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  chapter  sev- 
enteen of  the  code,  shall  first  be  submitted  by  said  bank  or  bank- 
ing institution  to  the  commissioner  of  banking,  who  shall  there- 
upon investigate  the  sufficiency  of  the  security  thereon,  and  en- 
dorse his  opinion  as  to  such  sufficiency  thereon  and  transmit 
the  same  to  the  board  of  public  works.  If  such  bond  be  accepted 
and  approved  by  the  board  of  public  works,  and  said  bank  or 
banking  institution  made  a  state  depository,  as  set  out  in  said 
section  one  of  chapter  seventeen  of  the  code,  the  secretary  of 
state,  when  such  bond  is  recorded,  shall  thereupon  make  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  said  bond  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  com- 
missioner of  banking.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner 
of  banking  to  carefully  preserve  said  certified  copy,  and  at  in- 
tervals of  six  months  report  in  writing  to  the  governor  the  suf- 
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ficiency  or  insufficiency  of  the  security  thereon.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  36.  Embezzlement  or  fraud  by  bank  officers  or  employees. — 

Every  president,  director,  cashier,  teller,  clerk  or  agent  of  any 
institution  mentioned  in  this  act  who  embezzles,  abstracts  or 
wilfully  misapplies  any  of  the  money,  funds  or  credits  of  the 
institution,  or  who,  without  authority  from  the  directors,  issues 
or  puts  in  circulation  any  of  the  notes  of  any  bank  or  other 
institution,  or  who,  without  such  authority,  issues  or  puts  forth 
any  certificates  of  deposits,  draws  any  order  or  bill  of  exchange, 
makes  any  acceptance,  assigns  any  note,  bond,  draft,  bill  of  ex- 
change, mortgage,  judgment  or  decree;  or  who  makes  any  false 
entry  in  any  book,  report,  or  statement  of  the  institution,  with 
intent,  in  either  case,  to  injure  or  defraud  the  institution  or  any 
other  company,  body  politic  or  corporate,  or  any  individual  per- 
son, or  to  deceive  any  officer  of  any  bank  or  other  institution 
or  any  agent  appointed  to  examine  the  affairs  of  such  bank  or 
other  institution,  and  every  person  who  with  like  intent,  in  any 
way  aids  or  abets  any  officer,  clerk  or  agent  in  the  violation  of 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  ten  years.    (Acts  1917,  c.  11.) 

§  37.  Certifying  check  falsely. — Any  officer,  «gent  or  clerk  of 
any  bank  mentioned  in  this  act  who  shall  wilfully  certify  any 
check  drawn  upon  such  bank,  unless  the  person,  firm  or  company 
drawing  the  same  has  on  deposit  with  the  bank  at  the  time  such 
check  is  certified,  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  amount  cer- 
tified in  such  check,  or  shall  certify  such  check  before  the  amount 
thereof  shall  have  been  regularly  entered  to  the  credit  of  the 
person,  firm  or  company  drawing  the  same,  upon  the  books 
or  deposit  slips  of  the  bank,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  38.  Issue  of  certificate  of  deposit  to  borrow  money. — It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  bank,  banking  company  or  trust  company, 
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doing  business  in  this  state,  to  issue  a  certificate  of  deposit  for 
the  purpose  of  borrowing  money.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  39.  Cteneral  penalty  under  act. — Any  violation  of  this  act  for 
which  a  penalty  is  not  herein  elsewhere  specially  provided,  shall 
be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  any  person  convicted  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
one  month  nor  more  than  six  months.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
coming  within  the  purview  of  this  act  and  inconsistent  therewith 
are  hereby  repealed.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  40.  Payment  of  deposits  to  minors. — Whenever  any  minor 
shall  make  or  have  credit  for  a  deposit  in  any  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany in  his  or  her  name,  such  bank  or  trust  company  may  pay 
such  money  on  the  check  or  order  of  such  depositor  the  same  as 
in  cases  of  depositors  of  legal  age,  and  such  payment  shall  be  in 
all  respects  valid,  except  when  such  bank  or  trust  company  has 
been  specifically  directed  to  do  otherwise,  in  writing,  by  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  41.  Assessment  of  stock  and  realty  of  banks. — The  shares  of 
stock  in  a  bank,  trust  company  or  national  banking  association, 
shall  be  assessed  at  their  true  and  actual  value,  according  to  the 
rules  prescribed  in  section  12,  chapter  29,  Code,  to  the  several 
holders  of  such  stock  in  the  county,  district  and  town  where  such 
bank,  company  or  association  is  located,  and  not  elsewhere, 
whether  such  holders  reside  there  or  not.  The  holder  of  shares 
of  stock  in  any  bank,  trust  company  or  national  banking  associa- 
tion may  have  deducted  from  the  value  of  such  stock  the  amount 
due  another  or  others  as  principal  debtor  as  provided  by  section 
67,  chapter  29,  Code,  by  filing  with  the  bank  a  list  of  the 
indebtedness  which  he  desires  deducted,  properly  sworn  to,  prior 
to  the  time  such  bank  is  required  by  law  to  make  its  return  to 
the  assessor,  which  list  of  indebtedness  shall  be  filed  by  the  bank 
with  the  assessor  along  with  its  return.  The  real  and  actual 
value  of  such  shares  shall  be  ascertained  according  to  the  best 
information  which  the  assessor  may  be  able  to  obtain,  whether 
from  any  return  made  by  such  bank,  company  or  association  to 
any  officer  of  the  state  or  the  United  States,  from  actual  sales  of 
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the  stock,  from  answers  to  questions  by  the  assessor,  as  herein- 
after provided,  or  from  other  trustworthy  sources,  the  cashier, 
secretary    or   principal    accounting  officer  of  every  such  bank> 
company  or  association  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  correct  list  of 
the  names  and  residences  of  all  the  shareholders  therein,  and 
the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  which  list  shall  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  assessors  of  the  county,  and  of  the  state  tax 
commissioner  or  assistants;  and  such  cashier,  secretary  or  officer 
shall  answer  under  oath  such  questions  as  the  assessor  may  ask 
him  concerning  the  matter  shown  by  said  list,  and  concerning 
the  value  of  said  shares,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
for  failure  to  do  so,  which  are  imposed  by  law  upon  individuals 
failing  to  answer   questions  which  the  assessor  is  authorized  to 
ask.    The  taxes  so  assessed  upon  the  shares  of  any  such  bank, 
company  or  association  shall  be   paid   by  the  cashier,  secretary 
or  proper    accounting  officer  thereof,  and  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time,  as  other  taxes  are  required  to  be  paid  in 
such  county,  district  and  town.    In  default  of  such  payment  such 
cashier,  secretary  or  accounting  officer  as  well  as  such  bank,  com- 
pany or  association  shall  be  liable  for  such  taxes,  and  in  addition, 
for  a  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  thereof.    Any  taxes  so  paid 
upon  any  such  share  may,  with  interest  thereon,  be  recovered 
from  the  owners  thereof  by  the  bank,  company,  association  or 
officer  paying  them,  or  may  be  deducted  from  the  dividends 
accruing  on  such  shares.     The  real  estate  of  any  such  bank, 
company  or  association  shall  be  assessed  as  in  other  cases,  and 
a  proportionate  share  of  such  assessed  value  shall  be  deducted 
in  ascertaining  the  market  value  of  the  shares.    The  return  shall 
be  made  as  of  the  first  day  of  the  assessment  year.     (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  42.  Savings  banks  and  other  institutions  subject  to  chapter. 

— ^It  is  further  expressly  provided  that  all  savings  banks,  co- 
operative banking  associations  and  trust  companies  engaged  in  a 
general  banking  business  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  any  trust  company  to  do  business  in  this  state  with 
capital  of  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  paid  up  and 
unimpaired.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 
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CHAPTEB  2. 

SAVINGS  BANKS. 

§  1.  Incorporation. — Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than 
thirteen,  citizens  of  this  State,  whose  responsibility  and  fitness 
for  the  proposed  trust  shall  be  certified  by  the  judge  or  judges 
of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  where  the  proposed  savings 
bank  is  to  be  located,  may  associate  themselves  together  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  savings  bank,  without  being  a  joint 
stock  company.  At  least  three-fourths  of  their  number  shall 
reside  in  the  county  where  the  proposed  bank  is  to  be  located. 
(Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  2.  Same:  agreement  of  incorporation. — Such  persons  shall 
sign  an  agreement  to  the  following  effect:  '*The  undersigned 
agree  to  become  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  (here  insert  the 
name)  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  savings  bank,  under  an 

act  of  the  legislature,  passed  on  the  day  of  ,  one 

thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  entitled  'An  act 
for  the  incorporation  of  savings  banks;'  which  corporation  shall 

keep  its  office,  or  principal  place  of  business,  at  ,  in  the 

county  of ,  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia.    And  each 

member  of  said  association  whose  name  is  hereunto  subscribed, 
agrees  that  he  will  accept  the  responsibilities  and  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  a  trustee  of  the  said  corporation,  if  the 
same  shall  be  authorized  to  transact  business,  and  he  shall  be 
named  a  trustee  therein.  In  testimony  whereof  we  have  here- 
unto subscribed  our  names,  and  specified  our  respective  places 
of  residences,  post-office  address  and  occupation.''  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  3.  Same:  acknowledgement  of  agreement;  charter. — This 
agreement  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  several  incorporators, 
and  the  said  agreement  with  said  acknowledgment,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  secretary  of  state,  who,  upon  being  satisfied 
of  the  responsibility,  good  character  and  general  fitness  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  appertaining  to  such  a  trust,  of  the  per- 
sons named  in  said  agreement,  shall  issue  to  the  said  corporators 
his  certificate,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  follow- 
ing effect:     ''I,  A.  B.,  secretary  of  state,  of  the  State  of  West 
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Virginia,  hereby  certify  that  an  agreement,  duly  acknowledged, 
has  been  this  day  delivered  to  me,  which  agreement  is  in  the 
words  and  figures  following:  (here  insert  it.)  Wherefore,  the 
corporators  named  in  the  said  agreement,  and  who  have  signed 
the  same,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be,  from  this  date  until  the day  of ,  a  cor- 
poration by  the  name  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  said 
agreement.  Given  under  my  hand  and  the  great  seal  of  the  said 
State,  at ,  this day  of .''  (Code  of  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  4.  Becordation  of  charter. — ^Upon  the  filing  for  recordation^ 
of  such  certificate,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
of  the  county,  in  which  the  said  savings  bank  is  to  be  located, 
the  persons  named  therein,  and  their  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  and  for  the  purposes  therein 
specified,  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  the  said 
certificate.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  6.  Trustees. — As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  certificate  of 
incorporation  shall  have  been  filed  for  record,  the  corporators 
named  in  such  certificate,  with  such  others  as  they  may  elect  to 
associate  with  them  in  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in 
which  said  bank  is  located,  shall  select  from  their  number  fifteen 
trustees,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  trustees,  and  said  board 
shall  have  power  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  all  things  that  are 
proper  to  be  done  by  the  corporation.  Within  three  months  after 
this  act  takes  effect,  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  circuit  court 
of  the  county  in  which  any  savings  bank,  incorporated  under 
the  act  of  which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  is  located,  shall  select 
a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  from  the  trustees  heretofore  appointed 
or  elected  for  such  bank,  which  selection  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  order  book  of  the  court,  and  such  fifteen  trustees,  so  selected 
by  such  judge  or  judges,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  trustees 
with  power  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  all  things  that  are  proper 
to  be  done  by  the  corporation.    (Code  of  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  6.  Officers  and  employees;  by-laws  and  regulations. — The 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president 
and  vice-president,  and  appoint  such  committee  as  they  shall 
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see  fit,  and  from  their  number  or  otherwise  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  such  clerks,  agents  or  employees  of  the  corporation  as 
in  their  judgment  shall  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  cor- 
poration *s  business,  and  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  may  think  proper  for  the  general  conduct  of  the  business 
of  the  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.    (Acts  1917,  c.  56.) 

§  7.  Filling  vacancies  in  tmstees;  quonun. — ^All  vacancies  in 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  filled  by  ballot  of  the  board,  at  a 
regular  meeting,  and  soon  as  practicable  after  such  vacancy  shall 
occur,  and  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  trustees  shall  be  necessary  for  the  election  of  any  trus- 
tee, and  the  election  of  a  trustee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  savings  bank  is  located.  A  majority  of  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, and  may  transact  any  business  and  exercise  all  rights  and 
powers  which  such  board  can  lawfully  transact  or  exercise.  Any 
act  heretofore  done  by  or  under  authority  of  a  majority  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  any  bank  incorporated  under  said  act,  en- 
titled **An  act  for  the  incorporation  of  savings  banks,"  which 
would  be  valid  if  done  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  whole 
board,  shall  be  valid  and  binding.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  8.  Begular  meetings  of  trustees. — ^Regular  meetings  of  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  as  often  as  once  in  every  three 
months  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports  of  its  officers  and 
committees,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business.  (Code 
1916,  c.  54.) 

§  9.  Same :  failure  of  trustee  to  attend. — ^Any  trustee  omitting 
to  attend  the  regular  meetings  of  the  board  for  six  months  in 
succession  may  thereupon,  at  the  election  and  discretion  of  the 
said  board,  be  considered  to  have  vacated  his  place,  and  a  suc- 
cessor may  be  elected.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  10.  Removal  of  trustees. — The  judge,  or  judges,  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  savings  bank  is  located, 
may  at  any  time,  for  due  cause,  remove  any  trustees  or  member  of 
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the  corporation,  after  due  notice  to  such  person  and  affording  him 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  11.  Bonds  and  salaries  of  officers  and  employees. — The  trus- 
tees may  require  security  from  the  officers,  clerks  and  agents  of 
the  corporation,  and  fix  the  salaries  of  such  officers,  clerks  and 
agents.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  12.  Compensation  of  trustees;  liability  for  losses. — No  trus- 
tee shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services  as  trustee, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  nor  shall  he  be  liable  for  any  loss, 
except  such  as  may  happen  from  his  negligence,  willful  or  cor- 
rupt misconduct.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  any  such 
savings  bank  to  receive  such  reasonable  compensation,  when 
acting  as  officers  or  agents  of  the  corporation,  as  the  majority 
of  the  trustees  of  the  corporation  shall  by  resolution  prescribe 
for  specified  duties  to  be  performed,  such  resolutions  being  ap- 
proved by  the  judge,  or  judges,  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county 
in  which  the  said  savings  bank  is  located;  but  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  to  pay  such  trustees,  as  such,  for  their  attendance  at 
meetings  of  the  board.    (Acts  1917,  c.  56.) 

§  13.  Officers  not  to  borrow  for  themselves  or  others. — No  trus- 
tee, officer,  clerk,  or  servant  thereof,  shall  directly  or  indirectly, 
for  himself  or  as  the  agent  or  partner  of  others,  borrow  any  of 
the  funds  or  deposits  of  the  corporation;  or  become  an  endorser 
or  surety  for  any  moneys  loaned  by  such  corporation.  (Code 
1916,  c.  54.) 

§  14.  Deposits  and  dividends. — Such  savings  banks  may  re- 
tjeive  on  deposit  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  that  may  be  offered  for 
that  purpose,  and  invest  the  same  and  declare  credits  and  divi- 
dends thereon,  as  hereinafter  authorized  and  not  otherwise.  (Code 
1916,  c.  54.) 

§  16.  B^fulations  concerning  deposits. — The  sum  or  sums  so  de- 
posited, together  with  any  dividend  credited  thereon,  shall  be 
repaid  to  such  depositors  respectively,  or  their  legal  representa- 
tives, after  demand  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  and  after 
mich  previous  notice  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  board  of 
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trustees  shall  prescribe;  which  regulations  shall  be  printed  in 
the  pass  books  or  other  evidence  of  deposit  furnished  by  the 
corporation,  and  shall  be  evidence  of  the  contract:  Provided, 
That  every  such  corporation  may  limit  the  aggregate  amount 
which  any  one  person  may  deposit,  may  refuse  to  receive  a  de- 
posit, and  may  at  any  time  return  a  deposit.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  16.  Payments  of  deposits  to  minon  or  married  women. — ^The 
board  of  trustees  of  every  such  corporation  shall  have  full  power, 
at  their  discretion,  to  pay  on  application  to  any  minor  or  mar- 
ried women,  whether  the  deposit  was  made  by  the  woman  before 
or  after  marriage,  such  money,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  he  or 
she  may  have  deposited  to  his  or  her  credit,  or  any  interest  or 
dividend  accruing  thereon,  without  the  assent  of  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  minor,  or  the  husband  of  such  married  woman, 
as  the  case  may  be.  And  whenever  it  shall  become  apparent  to 
the  trustees  or  officers  of  any  such  corporation  that  it  would  be 
unwise  or  injurious  to  the  interests  of  a  minor  to  pay  upon  his- 
or  her  application  any  money  standing  to  his  or  her  credit,  the 
board  of  trustees  may  demand  a  written  order  to  make  such  pay- 
ment from  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor;  and  in  the 
event  of  the  minor  having  neither  parent  nor  guardian,  may 
require  an  order  from  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which 
such  minor  shall  reside,  before  making  such  payment.  (Code 
1916,  c.  54.) 

§  17.  Investment  of  deposits. — The  trustees  of  any  such  savings 
bank  shall  invest  the  deposits  of  the  bank  and  the  income  derived 
therefrom  only  as  follows : 

1.  In  the  first  mortgage  or  deeds  of  trust  on  real  estate  situ- 
ate in  this  state,  or  in  states  continguous  thereto,  such  real  estate- 
in  another  state  not  being  situated  at  a  distance  exceeding  fifty 
miles  from  such  bank,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  sixty  per  cent 
of  the  valuation  of  such  real  estate;  and  no  loan  on  real  estate 
security  shall  be  made  except  upon  the  report  of  not  less  than 
two  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  who  shall  certify  to  the 
value  of  the  premises  to  be  encumbered,  according  to  their  best 
judgment,  and  such  report  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  with  the 
records  of  the  corporation. 
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2.  In  bonds  or  securities  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  state, 
or  of  any  county,  magisterial  district,  independent  school  dis- 
trict, or  other  school  district,  city,  town  or  village  in  this  state, 
or  in  any  bonds  for  which  the  faith  of  the  United  States  is 
pledged ;  or  in  the  notes  of  any  citizen  of  this  state,  with  a  pledge 
of  any  of  the  aforesaid  securities  at  no  more  than  eighty  per  cent 
of  the  market  value  and  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof. 

3.  In  the  notes  of  any  citizen  of  this  state  with  a  pledge  as 
collateral  of  the  stock  of  any  bank  or  banking  association  in- 
corporated under  the  authority  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States  at  no  more  than  eighty  percent  of  the  market  value  and 
not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof;  provided,  that  such  cor- 
poration shall  not  hold  as  security  for  loans  more  than  one- 
quarter  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  one  bank,  or  banking  asso- 
ciation. Savings  banks  may  deposit  not  to  exceed  twenty  per 
cent  of  their  deposits,  on  call,  in  such  bank  or  banking  associa- 
tions, and  may  receive  interest  for  the  same. 

4.  In  loans  upon  personal  notes  of  the  depositors  of  the  cor- 
poration, but  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  his  deposit  to  a  deposi- 
tor; and  in  such  cases  the  deposit  and  book  of  the  depositor 
shall  be  held  by  the  corporation  as  collateral  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  loan. 

5.  If  such  deposit  and  income  cannot  be  conveniently  invested, 
not  exceeding  one-third  part  thereof  may  be  invested  in  bonds 
or  other  personal  securities,  payable  at  a  time  not  exceeding  one 
year,  with  at  least  two  sureties,  if  the  principal  and  sureties  are 
all  citizens  of  this  state  and  resident  therein. 

G.  Fifteen  i)cr  cent  of  the  deposits  of  any  such  corporation, 
but  liot  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  may  be  in- 
vested in  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  site  and  the  erection  or 
preparation  of  a  suitable  building  for  the  convenient  transaction 
of  its  business;  and  from  portions  of  which,  not  required  for  its 
own  use,  a  revenue  may  be  derived. 

7.  Any  such  corporation  may  take  real  estate,  stocks,  bonds 
and  securities  in  payment  in  whole  or  in  part  of  any  debt  bona 
fide  owing  to  it,  or  may  purchase  the  same  if  deemed  necessary 
to  secure  or  obtain  payment  of  any  such  debt  in  whole  or  in 
part;  and  may  manage,  use  and  dispose  of  what  has  been  taken 
or  purchased  as  a  natural  person  might  do;  but  all  taxes,  fore* 
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closure  expenses  and  costs  of  maintenance  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  income  of  the  bank. 

8.  That  farm  loan  bonds  issued  by  federal  land  banks  or  joint 
stock  land  banks,  under  an  act  of  Congrress  approved  July  sev- 
enteenth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  entitled,  ''An  act 
to  provide  capital  for  agricultural  development,  to  create  standard 
forms  of  investment  based  upon  farm  mortgage,  to  equalize  rates 
of  interest  upon  farm  loans,  to  furnish  a  market  for  United 
States  bonds,  to  create  government  depositories  and  financial 
agents  for  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes,"  shall  be 
a  lawful  investment  for  savings  bank  deposits,  for  all  fiduciary 
and  trust  funds,  for  the  funds  of  insurance  companies  and  sav- 
ings and  loan  associations,  and  for  the  workmen's  compensation 
fund.  Said  farm  loan  bonds  shall  be  accepted  as  security  for 
all  public  deposits  on  the  same  terms  as  any  bonds  for  which 
the  faith  of  the  United  States  is  pledged.  (Acts  1917,  c.  56; 
2nd  Ex.  Sess.,  c.  11.) 

§  18.  Time  for  such  investment;  reserve  fund. — Investments 
shall  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable,  except  that  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  current  expenses  and  payments  in  excess  of  receipts, 
there  may  be  kept  an  available  fund  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  amount  of  deposits,  and  such  fund  may  be  invested 
only  in  such  loans  as  are  provided  for  in  subdivisions  two,  three, 
four,  five  and  seven  of  section  seventeen.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  19.  Deposit  of  deposits  in  other  banks. — The  excess  of  cur- 
rent receipts  over  the  payments  may  be  deposited  to  the  credit 
of  the  corporation  in  such  banks  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
trustees;  and  moneys  so  deposited  shall  be  withdrawn  only  on 
the  checks  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  countersigned  by  such 
other  officer  as  the  trustees  may  designate.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  20  Powers  as  to  real  estate. — The  real  estate  which  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  such  corporation  to  purchase,  hold  and  convey, 
shall  be  only  such  as  is  hereinbefore  provided.     (Code  1916,  54.) 

§  21.  Loans. — All  applications  for  loans  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing through  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  who  shall  keep  a 
record   thereof,   showing  the   date,  name   of  applicant,   amount 
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asked  for  and  the  security  offered,  and  he  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  presented  to  the  investment  committee  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  in  all  cases  of  loans  upon  real  estate,  the  borrower  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  all  expenses  attending  the  examination  of  title 
and  securing  the  money  loaned.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  22.  Oertificates  of  deposit ;  interest  or  dividends ;  pass  books. 

— No  savings  bank  organized  under  this  act,  shall  make  or  issue 
any  certificate  of  deposit,  or  pay  any  interest  on  a  deposit,  ex- 
cept semi-annual  dividends,  nor  pay  any  interest  or  deposit,  or 
portion  of  a  deposit  or  check,  drawn  upon  itself  by  any  depositor, 
unless  the  passbook  of  the  depositor  be  produced  and  proper 
entry  be  made  therein  at  the  time  of  the  transaction;  provided, 
however,  that  when  any  passbook  issued  by  any  such  savings 
bank  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  the  person  in  whose  name  such 
book  was  issued,  or  his  legal  representatives,  may  make  written 
application  to  the  bank  which  issued  such  passbook  for  payment 
of  the  amount  of  the  deposit  represented  by  said  book,  or  for 
the  issuance  of  a  duplicate  book  therefor,  and  shall  give  public 
notice  of  such  application  by  advertising  the  same  at  least  once 
a  week  for  three  weeks  successively  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  the  city,  town  or  village  in  which  such  bank  is  located;  or  if 
no  newspaper  be  published  in  said  city,  town  or  village,  in  a 
newspaper  having  a  circulation  in  said  city,  town  or  village. 
If  said  book  shall  not  be  presented  to  said  bank  within  three 
mouths  after  the  date  of  the  first  advertisement,  as  aforesaid, 
said  bank  shall,  upon  proof  that  there  has  been  given  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  pay  the  amount  due  on  said  book  or  issue  a 
duplicate  therefor,  and  upon  such  payment  or  delivery  of  a  new 
book  all  liability  of  the  bank  on  account  of  the  original  book 
shall  terminate.  Notwithstanding  anything  hereinbefore  con- 
tained, any  such  bank  may,  in  any  case,  at  its  treasurer's  discre- 
tion, pav  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  the  amount  due  on 
a  lopt  or  destroyed  book  issned  by  the  bank,  or  issue  a  duplicate 
therefor  to  sneh  owner,  taking  from  the  owner  of  the  lost  or 
de^'troved  book  such  seenntv  or  indemnity  to  the  bank,  as  the 
trePs^T'pr  mav  deem  sufficient,  a?rainst  loss,  damages,  exnenses 
and  costs  in  anywise  arisine  to  the  bank  from  or  by  reason  of 
such  payment  or  issuance  of  such  duplicate,  and  waiving  the 
publication  of  such  notice.     (Acts  1917,  c.  56.) 
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§  23.  Guaranty  fund. — ^Every  such  savings  bank  shall,  at  the 
time  of  making  each  semi-annual  dividend,  reserve  as  a  guaranty 
fund  from  the  net  profits  which  have  accumulated  during  the 
six  months  then  next  preceding,  not  less  than  one-eighth  nor 
more  than  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of 
deposits,  until  such  fund  amounts  to  five  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
amount  of  deposits;  which  fund  shall  be  thereafter  maintained 
and  held  to  meet  losses  in  its  business  from  depreciation  of  its 
securities  or  otherwise.     (Code  1916,  o.  54.) 

§  24.  Division  of  profits;  dividends. — The  income  or  profits  of 
every  such  savings  bank,  after  a  deduction  of  all  reasonable  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  management  thereof  and  the  guaranty 
fund,  shall  be  divided  among  its  depositors  or  their  legal  repre- 
sentatives, at  times  fixed  by  its  by-laws,  in  the  following  man- 
ner: Ordinary  dividends  shall  be  made  every  six  months  and 
shall  not  exceed  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  all  sums  which 
have  been  on  deposit  for  six  months  preceding,  or  one  and  one- 
fourth  per  cent,  on  all  sums  which  have  been  on  deposit  for  three 
months  preceding;  and  no  ordinary  dividend  shall  be  declared 
or  paid  except  as  above  provided,  nor  upon  a  deposit  of  less  than 
three  months  standing;  and  any  such  savings  bank  may,  by  its 
by-laws,  provide  that  no  dividends  shall  be  declared  or  paid  on 
a  less  sum  than  three  dollars,  or  on  the  fractional  part  of  a 
dollar.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

>;  25.  Same:  when  dividends  not  declared. — If  at  the  time  pro- 
vided by  the  by-laws  for  making  ordinary  dividends,  the  net 
profits  for  the  six  months  preceding,  over  and  above  the  sum  to 
be  added  to  the  guaranty  fund,  do  not  amount  to  one  per  cent,  of 
the  deposits,  no  dividends  of  the  profits  shall  be  declared  or  paid. 
(Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  26.  Same:  tri-ennial  dividends. — Once  in  every  term  of  three 
years,  if  the  net  profits  accumulated  over  and  above  said  guaranty 
fund  and  dividends,  amounts  to  one  per  cent,  of  the  deposits  which 
have  remained  in  such  savings  bank  for  one  year  then  next  pre- 
ceding, such  net  profits  shall  be  divided  among  the  depositors 
whose  deposits  have  remained  therein  for  one  year  at  least  then 
next  preceding,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  dividends  which

have  been  declared  on  their  deposits  during  the  three  years  then 
next  preceding.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  27.  Same:  how  dividends  declared. — No  dividend  shall  be 
declared  or  paid  until  the  trustees  cause  an  examination  to  be 
made  and  find  that  the  amount  thereof  has  actually  accrued, 
and  no  dividend  or  interest  shall  be  paid  unless  authorized  by 
an  aye  and  no  vote  of  the  trustees,  recorded  in  their  minutes, 
after  such  examination.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  28.  Examination  of  bank  by  tnutees. — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  trustees  of  every  such  savings  bank,  by  a  committee  of  not 
less  than  three  of  their  number,  in  the  months  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year,  to  thoroughly  examine  the  books,  vouchers 
and  assets  of  such  savings  bank,  and  to  make  a  statement  of 
its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  to  publish  the  same  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which  such  bank  is  located, 
at  least  twice  within  ten  days  from  the  completion  of  such  state- 
ment; which  said  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  making  such  examination.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 

§  29.  Examination  of  bank  by  circuit  court. — The  circuit 
court  of  the  county  in  which  any  such  savings  bank  is  located, 
may,  at  any  time,  on  the  application  under  oath,  of  any  five  or 
more  officers,  trustees  or  depositors,  of  any  such  corporation, 
and  such  depositors,  representing  deposits  aggregating  at  least 
two  thousand  dollars,  setting  forth  their  interests,  and  the  reasons 
for  making  such  examination,  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient  by 
said  court,  appoint  two  or  more  persons  to  examine  into  the 
investments  thereof,  and  its  affairs  and  business  generally.  The 
books,  papers  and  business  of  such  corporation  shall  be  open  and 
subject  to  the  examination  of  such  persons,  and  the  trustees, 
officers  and  clerks  thereof  or  any  other  person  may  be  examined 
on  oath  by  such  persons;  and  the  said  court  may  confer  such 
other  powers  on  the  persons  so  appointed  as  they  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  more  thorough  and  perfect  examination  of 
the  affairs  and  business  of  such  corporation ;  the  said  persons  so 
appointed  shall  report  the  result  of  their  investigation  to  the  said 
court,  who,  if  satisfied  thereby,  that  any  trustee,  officer  or  ser-

vant  of  such  corporation  has  been  guilty  of  any  fraud  or  miscon- 
duct, may  remove  such  person  or  per9ons,  and  make  further 
order  and  take  such  further  measures  for  securing  the  funds,  and 
property  of  such  corporation,  as  the  said  court  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. The  costs  and  fees  attending  such  proceedings  shall 
be  within  the  discretion  of  the  said  court,  and  may  be  adjudged 
either  against  the  petitioners  or  the  funds  of  such  corporations 
as  the  court  may  determine.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  30.  Unlawful  inveetments. — ^Any  trustee,  ofScer  or  agent,  of 
any  such  corporation  who  shall  authorize  or  make  an  investment 
in  any  securities  not  named  in  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  im- 
prisoned not  less  than  one  year.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  31.  Special  meetings  of  trustees;  notice. — Every  such  corpo- 
ration may,  at  any  time,  hold  special  meetings  of  its  trustees ;  and 
its  treasurer  shall  also  give  notice  of  such  special  meetings  upon 
the  requisition  in  writing  of  the  president  or  any  three  trustees. 
Notice  of  all  meetingse  shall  be  given  by  mailing  to  each  trustee 
a  written  or  printed  notice  of  such  meeting  at  least  a  day  before 
the  meeting.     (Acts  1917,  c.  56.) 

§  32.  Withdrawal  of  members  or  removal  from  state. — Any 

member  of  any  such  corporation  may,  at  an  annual  meeting,  with- 
draw from  the  corporation,  if  he  has  filed  with  the  treasurer 
a  written  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  three  months  at  least, 
before  such  meeting.  And  n(J  person  shall  continue  to  be  a 
member  after  removing  from  the  state.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  33.  Publication  of  list  of  unclaimed  deposits — The  board  of 
trustees  of  every  such  corporation  shall,  in  the  month  of  January 
of  each  year,  or  at  the  time  of  publishing  the  first  semi-annual 
statement  of  such  corporation  each  year,  cause  to  be  published 
at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  newspaper  or  newspapers,  a 
complete  list  of  the  unclaimed  deposits,  on  which  at  least  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  shall  then  be  due,  and  which  shall  have  been 
deposited  by  persons  who  have  not  within  ten  years  then  next 
preceding,  made  a  deposit  or  received  credit  for  a  dividend  or 
•  received  a  payment  from  such  corporation.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 
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§  34.  Payment  of  orders  after  death  of  drawer.— Every  such 
savings  bank  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  any  order 
drawn  upon  it  by  any  person  who  has  funds  on  deposit  to  meet 
the  same,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  such  drawer  in  the  in- 
terval of  time  between  signing  such  order  and  its  presentation 
for  payment,  when  said  presentation  shall  be  made  within  thirty 
days  after  the  date  of  such  order ;  and  at  any  subsequent  period, 
provided,  the  depository  has  not  received  actual  notice  of  the 
death  of  the  drawer.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  35.  Deposits  in  trust. — When  a  deposit  is  made  in  any  such 
corporation  by  any  one  in  trust  for  another,  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  person  for  whom  it  is  made  shall  be  disclosed,  and 
it  shall  be  credited  to  the  depositor  as  trustee  for  such  person; 
and  if  no  other  notice  of  the  existence  and  terms  of  a  trust  has 
been  given  in  writing  to  the  corporation,  in  the  event  of  the  death 
of  the  trustee,  the  deposit,  with  the  interest  thereon,  may  be  paid 
to  the  person  for  whom  such  deposit  was  made,  or  to  his  legal 
representatives.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.)

§  36.  Dissolution  or  expiration. — The  trustees  of  any  such  cor- 
poration may  at  any  time,  in  any  annual  meeting,  or  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose,  resolve  to  discontinue  the  business  of  the 
corporation,  a  majority  of  all  the  trustees  being  present  and  vot- 
ing in  favor  of  such  discontinuance;  and  may  divide  among  the 
depositors,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  interests  therein, 
the  property  and  assets  that  may  remain  after  paying  all  debts 
and  liabilities  of  the  corporation.  Public  notice  of  such  resolu- 
tion shall  be  immediately  given  by  advertisement  in  some  news- 
paper or  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  where 
such  savings  bank  is  located,  once  a  week  for  six  successive  weeks 
at  least,  before  any  dividend  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  made;  and  the  said  resolution  shall  be  forthwith  cer- 
tified by  the  president  under  his  hand  and  the  common  seal  of 
the  corporation,  to  the  secretary  of  state,  who  shall  preserve  the 
same  in  his  office,  and  deliver  a  copy  to  the  clerk  of  the  house 
of  delegates,  to  be  printed  and  bound  with  the  acts  of  the  leg- 
islature.   (Acts  1917,  c.  56.) 
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§  37.  Same:  corporate  acts  thereafter;  distribution  of  assets. — 
When  any  such  corporation  shall  expire  or  be  dissolved,  its 
property  and  assets  shall,  under  the  order  and  direction  of  the 
board  of  trustees  then  in  office,  or  of  the  receiver  or  receivers 
appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  savings  bank  is  located,  be  subject  to  the  payment 
of  the  liabilities  of  the  corporation  and  the  expenses  of  winding 
up  its  affairs;  and  the  surplus,  if  any  then  remaining,  to  distri- 
bution among  the  depositors  according  to  their  respective  in- 
terests. And  suits  may  be  brought,  continued  or  defended,  the 
property,  real  or  personal,  of  the  corporation  be  conveyed  or 
transferred,  under  the  common  seal  or  otherwise,  and  all  law- 
ful acts  be  done,  in  the  corporate  name,  in  like  manner  and  with 
like  effect,  as  before  such  dissolution  or  expiration;  but  so  far 
only  as  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  for  collecting  the  debts  and 
claims  due  to  the  corporation,  converting  its  property  and  assets 
into  money,  prosecuting  and  protecting  its  rights,  enforcing  its 
liabilities,  and  paying  over  and  distributing  its  property  and 
assets,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  to  those  entitled  thereto.  (Code 
1916,  c.  54.) 

§  38.  Reports  to  legislature. — Every  corporation  subject  to  this 
act  shall  exhibit  its  books,  papers  and  property  to  such  agents 
or  committees  as  the  legislature  may  from  time  to  time  appoint 
to  examine  the  same;  and  when  required  by  the  legislature  shall 
report  thereto  a  full,  fair  and  detailed  exhibit  of  its  property, 
liabilities  and  conditions  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  president, 
treasurer  or  principal  bookkeeper.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  39,  Statutes  applicable. — Savings  banks  incorporated  under 
this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  fifty-second,  fifty- 
thi^d.  fifty-fourth  and  fifty-fifth  chapters  of  the  Code,  so  far  as 
the  same  are  applicable.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.)

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CHAPTER  3. 

TRUST  AND  SURETY  COMPANIES. 

§  1.  Powers. — Every  company  which  may  have  been  hitherto 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  as  a  trust  company  shall  have  the  power  and  right: 

(1)  To  buy,  hold,  sell  and  guarantee  bonds,  stocks,  loans  and 
evidences  of  indebtedness,  whether  of  persons,  or  corporations, 
and  make,  execute  and  perfect  such  and  so  many  contracts,  agree- 
ments, and  other  instruments  as  may  be  required  therefor. 

(2)  To  engage  in  a  general  banking  business,  and  exercise, 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  all  such  incidental  powers  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  business  of  banking,  by  discounting 
promissory  notes,  negotiating  drafts,  bills  of  exchange  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness,  receiving  deposits  and  allowing  in- 
terest on  same  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  directors  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  buying  and  selling  exchange,  bank  note,  bullion  or  coin, 
and  by  loaning  money  on  personal  or  other  security.  Such  com- 
pany and  its  stockholders  shall,  as  to  such  business  of  banking, 
be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  code, 
and  all  the  laws  which  may  have  heretofore  been  and  which  may 
hereafter  be,  enacted  relating  to  banks  of  issue  and  circulation 
and  of  discount  and  deposit  as  far  as  the  sums  are  applicable,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  powers  hereby  granted  to  such  com- 
pany. But  nothing  in  said  chapters  shall  limit  the  maximum 
amount  of  paid  up  capital  which  a  trust  company,  doing  a  bank- 
ing business,  may  desire. 

(3)  To  receive  upon  deposit,  for  safe  keeping,  jewelry,  plate, 
stocks,  bonds,  and  valuable  property  of  every  description,  upon 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

(4)  To  act  as  trustee,  assignee,  receiver  (general  or  special), 
guardain,  executor,  administrator,  special  commissioner,  com- 
mittee or  curator  and  to  take,  accept  and  execute,  trusts  of  every 
description  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  this  state  or 
of  the  United  States,  and  to  receive  deposits  of  money  and  other 
personal  property,  and  issue  its  obligations  therefor,  to  invest  its 
funds  in  and  to  purchase  real  and  personal  securities  and  to 
loan  money  on  real  and  personal  securities. 
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(5)  To  act  as  agent  for  the  purpose  of  issuing,  registering 
or  countersigning,  purchasing  or  selling,  the  certificates  of  stocks, 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  any  corporation,  association,  county 
school  district,  magisterial  district  or  municipality,  state  or  pub- 
lic authority,  and  to  receive  or  manage  any  sinking  fund  thereof, 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

(6)  To  purchase  and  sell  or  take  charge  of,  and  receive  the 
rents,  issues  and  profits  of,  any  real  estate  for  other  persons, 
firms  or  corporations. 

(7)  For  the  purpose  of  indemnifying  and  saving  harmless 
any  company  for  making  any  loans,  or  associations,  such  com- 
pany is  authorized  to  receive  and  hold  on  deposit  and  in  trust, 
as  security  estates,  real  and  personal,  including  the  notes,  bonds 
and  obligations  of  states,  counties  or  municipal  corporations, 
individuals,  firms  or  corporations,  and  the  same  to  purchase, 
collect  and  adjust,  settle  and  dispose  of,  in  case  of  default  upon 
any  note  or  obligation  for  which  such  property  has  been  re- 
ceived as  indemnity,  or  as  collateral  security,  without  proceed- 
ing at  law  or  in  equity,  and  for  such  price  and  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  obtained,  or  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  such 
company  and  those  persons  making  such  deposit  or  creating  such 
trust.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  2.  Court  investigation. — Whenever  any  court  shall  appoint 
any  such  company  trustee,  receiver,  executor,  administrator, 
guardian,  special  commissioner,  curator  or  committee,  or  to  exe- 
cute any  trust  authorized  by  this  act,  the  said  court  may,  in  its 
discretion,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  interested,  inves- 
tigate the  affairs  and  management  of  the  company  so  appointed. 
(Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  3.  Oath  as  fldnciary. — ^Whenever  any  court  or  clerk  thereof 
shall  appoint  any  such  company  trustee  or  receiver,  assignee, 
guardian,  executor,  administrator,  special  commissioner,  curator 
or  committee,  or  to  execute  any  trust,  the  president,  vice-presi- 
dent, secretary,  or  treasurer  of  such  company  shall,  either  in  per- 
son before  such  court  or  clerk,  or  before  any  officer  authorized  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation,  take  the  oath  or  make  the 
affirmation  required  by  law  to  be  made  by  any  such  fiduciary. 
(Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 
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§  4.  Trust  funds. — Every  such  company  shall  keep  all  trust 
funds  and  investments  separate  and  apart  from  the  assets  of  the 
company,  and  all  investments  made  by  the  said  company  as 
fiduciary  shall  be  so  designated  that  the  trust  to  which  such  in- 
vestments shall  belong  shall  be  clearly  shown;  and  such  funds 
shall  be  held  for  the  uses  designated  and  shall  not  be  liable  for 
any  other  obligation  of  said  company.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  6.  Liability  of  capital. — Whenever  any  such  company,  hav- 
ing complied  with  the  requirements  of  section  six  hereof,  shall 
become  trustee,  assignee,  receiver,  guardian,  executor,  adminis- 
trator, special  commissioner,  curator  or  committee,  or  shall  be  di- 
rected by  the  order  or  decree  of  any  court  to  execute  any  trust 
whatever,  the  capital  of  such  company  shall  be  taken  and  consid- 
ered as  the  sole  security  required  by  law  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  its  duties  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  absolutely  liable  in  case  of 
any  default  whatever;  provided,  that  where  the  liability  under 
such  appointment  as  trustee,  assignee,  receivei*,  guardian,  exe- 
cutor, adminis.trator,  special  commissioner,  curator  or  committee, 
or  under  the  execution  of  any  trust  by  order  or  decree  of  any 
court,  shall  be  equal  to  or  exceed  the  capital  and  surplus  of  any 
such  company,  the  court  making  such  appointment,  or  order  or 
decree,  shall  require  additional  security.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  6.  Filing  certificate  with  secretary  of  state. — No  company 
incorporated  under  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven 
and  eight  of  this  chapter,  shall  exercise  any  such  power  or  right 
as  is  mentioned  in  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth 
and  seventh  clauses  of  section  one  of  this  chapter  until  there  has 
been  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  a  duly  authenticated  certi- 
ficate showing  the  capital  of  such  company  to  be  at  least  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  paid  up  and  unimpaired,  and  such 
duly  authenticated  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  sercretary 
of  state  in  the  month  of  January  of  every  year  thereafter.  If 
any  company  shall  exercise  or  attempt  to  exercise  any  such 
power  or  right  as  is  mentioned  in  section  one  hereof,  or  shall  en- 
deavor to  take  the  benefit  of  section  five  hereof,  without  in  any 
such  case  having  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  section 
as  to  the  filing  of  a  certificate,  it  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
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than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  any  such  case,  whether  or  not 
there  be  a  prosecution  for  such  misdemeanor,  the  auditor,  upon  be- 
ing satisfied  of  the  facts,  shall  publish  by  at  least  two  insertions  in 
a  paper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which  there  was 
such  attempt,  an  advertisement  of  the  fact  that  such  company  is 
not  entitled  to  exercise  the  powers  and  rights  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion one,  or  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  section 
five,  as  the  case  may  be.    (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  7.  What  companies  may  become  sureties. — No  company 
which  may  be  engaged  in  the  banking  business,  by  receiving 
money  on  deposit  subject  to  check,  or  which  may  act  as  trustee 
or  fiduciary,  shall  be  accepted  as  surety  on  any  bond  or  under- 
taking required  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state,  or  shall  be- 
come surety  or  guarantor  for  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty  in  any  position,  or  for  the 
performance  of  any  contract,  except  as  provided  in  section  one 
of  this  chapter.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 


§  8.  Examination  by  banking  commissioner. — All  companies 
operating  under  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven  and 
eight  of  this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  an  examination  by  the 
commissioner  of  banking,  as  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  West  Virginia.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  9.  Powers  of  surety  and  guaranty  companies. — Every  com- 
pany which  may  have  been  heretofore  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  for  the  purpose  of 
insuring  owners  of  and  other  persons  interested  in  real  estate 
against  loss  by  reason  of  defective  titles,  liens  and  encumbrances 
or  for  the  purpose  of  guaranteeing  the  fidelity  of  any  person  hold- 
ing a  position  of  public  or  private  trust,  or  for  guaranteeing  the 
performance  of  any  contract,  or  for  insurance  of  any  kind,  other 
than  upon  the  life  of  any  person,  or  against  loss  by  fire,  shall 
have  the  power  and  right: 

(1)  To  make  insurance  of  every  kind  pertaining  to,  or  con- 
nected with,  titles  to  real  estate,  and  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  section  three  of  chapter  fifty-two  of  the  code  of  this 
state,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  acts 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  or  any  other  provisions  of 
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such  code,  to  buy,  sell  and  guarantee  bonds,  stocks,  loans,  and 
evidences  of  indebtedness,  whether  of  persons  or  corporations, 
and  make,  execute  and  perfect  such  and  so  many  contracts, 
agreements,  and  other  instruments  as  may  be  required  therefor. 

(2)  To  examine  titles  to  real  property  and  chattels  real, 
to  procure  and  furnish  information  in  relation  thereto,  and  to 
make  and  guarantee  the  correctness  of  searches  for  all  instru- 
ments, liens  or  charges  affecting  real  or  personal  property. 

(3)  To  act  as  agent  for  the  purpose  of  issuing,  registering  or 
countersigning,  purchasing  or  selling,  the  certificates  of  stock, 
bonds,  or  other  obligations  of  any  corporation,  association,  county, 
school  district,  magisterial  district  or  municipality,  state  or  pub- 
lic authority,  and  to  receive  or  manage  any  sinking  fund  thereof, 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

(4)  To  make  insurance  for  the  fidelity  of  persons  holding 
positions  of  responsibility  and  trust. 

(5)  To  become  sole  surety  in  any  case  where  by  law  one  or 
more  sureties  may  be  required  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any 
trust,  office,  duty,  action  or  engagement. 

(6)  To  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise  and  receive  and  hold 
money  and  all  such  pieces  of  real  property  as  may  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  the  subject  of  iiny  insurance  or  security  for 
any  loan  made  by  said  company  under  the  powers  conferred  by 
its  certificate  of  incorporation  and  to  convey  and  dispose  of  the 
same  in  any  manner  which  it  may  deem  proper. 

(7)  To  act  as  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any 
contract  entered  into  with  any  person,  firm  or  municipality,  or 
other  corporation,  or  with  any  state  or  government  or  public 
authority,  by  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations. 

(8)  To  become  sole  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  any  national,  state,  county  or  municipal  officer,  or 
employee,  and  to  execute  such  bonds  or  recognizances  as  may  be 
required  by  law  in  such  cases. 

(9)  To  become  surety  upon  any  writ  of  error,  supersedeas 
or  aopeal,  or  in  anv  proceedings  instituted  in  any  court  of  this 
state  or  of  the  United  States  held  within  this  state,  in  which 
seciT^'tv  mav  be  required. 

nO)  To  become  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
dutiAq  of  anv  clerk,  officer  or  employee  of  any  corporation,  firm 
or  in'lividual . 
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(11)  To  issue  policies  of  insurance  against  loss  from  any 
<;ause,  other  than  by  the  death  of  any  person  or  by  fire. 

(12)  For  the  purpose  of  indemnifying  and  saving  harmless 
any  company  executing  any  bond  or  policy  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  such  company  is  authorized  to  receive  and 
hold  on  deposit  and  in  trust  as  security,  estates,  real  and  personal, 
including  the  notes,  bonds  and  obligations  of  states,  counties 
or  municipal  corporations,  individuals,  firms,  or  corporations,  and 
the  same  to  purchase,  collect  and  adjust,  settle  and  dispose  of, 
in  case  of  default  upon,  or  loss  under,  such  bond  or  policy  for 
which  such  projierty  has  been  received  as  indemnity,  or  as  collat- 
eral security,  without  proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity,  and  for  such 
price  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  such 
company  and  those  persons  making  such  deposits  or  creating  such 
trusts. 

(13)  To  become  surety  for  the  payment  of  all  damages  that 
may  be  assessed  and  directed  to  be  paid  for  lands  or  property 
taken  in  the  building  of  any  railway,  or  for  the  purpose  of  any 
railway,  or  for  the  opening  of  streets  or  roads,  or  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever  where  land  or  other  property  is  authorized  by 
law  to  be  taken. 

(14)  To  stipulate,  provide  for  and  take  indemnity  from  per- 
sons, firms  or  corporations  for  whom  such  company  shall  so 
become  surety,  and  enforce  any  bond,  contract  agreement,  pledge, 
or  other  security,  made  or  given  for  that  purpose.  (Acts  1919, 
c.  80.) 

§  10.  Examination  of  surety  company  by  court  or  boards ;  bond 
required. — Whenever  any  company,  wherever  incorporated,  is 
offered  as  surety  to  any  court,  or  the  clerk  thereof,  or  to  any 
board  upon  which  is  devolved  by  law  the  duty  of  approving  such 
bond,  the  said  court,  or  boar'l,  nmv  at  its  discretion,  upon  the 
application  of  any  person  interested,  appoint  a  suitable  person 
to  investigate  the  affairs  and  manasrement  of  the  company  so 
offered,  who  shall  report  to  such  court  or  board  the  manner  in 
which  the  investments  of  such  company  a»*e  made  and  the  security 
offered  to  those  by  or  for  whom  its  engagements  are  held;  and 
the  expenses  of  such  invosti«'ation  sV»nll  be  rlpfraye^l  bv  the  arnili- 
caTit,  unless  the  investieration  shall  show  the  last  semi-annual 
statement  of  the  company,  as  provided  for  in  section  twelve  of 
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this  chapter,  to  be  false  and  misleading,  in  which  case  the  ex- 
penses of  such  investigation  shall  be  borne  by  the  company. 
If  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  such  court  or  board 
by  any  person  interested  that  the  insurance  commissioner  of  this 
state  has  revoked  the  authority  of  such  company  to  act  as  such 
surety  on  bonds  in  this  state,  or  that  such  company  has  law- 
fully withdrawn  from  the  business  of  becoming  surety  on  bonds 
in  the  state,  or  is  in  process  of  liquidating  its  surety  business  in 
this  state,  or  is  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  court  or  board,  upon  the  application  of  the  princi- 
pal, said  surety,  or  any  person  in  interest,  to  require  any  person 
who  has  given  such  bond  to  execute  a  new  bond  within  a  reason- 
able time,  not  exceeding  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  service  of 
:such  order  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  such  court  or  board  may 
^JL  by  order  entered  of  record,  the  penalty  of  which  bond  shall 
be  fixed  by  said  court  or  board,  and  a  copy  of  such  order  shall 
be  served  upon  the  principal  in  such  bond,  if  such  principal  be 
a  resident  of  this  state,  but  if  he  be  a  non-resident,  or  if  the 
return  of  an  officer  of  the  county  in  which  such  principal  last  re- 
sided i  nthis  state  shows  that  he  is  not  found,  then  a  copy  of  such 
order  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which 
such  bond  was  given  and  such  order  shall  also  be  posted  at  the 
front  door  of  the  court  house  of  said  county.  It  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  such  principal,  within  the  period  of  time  fixed  by 
such  order,  to  give  such  new  bond  with  surety  or  sureties  as  re- 
quired by  law.  If  such  bond  be  not  given  within  sixty  days, 
or  other  period  fixed  in  said  order,  from  the  date  of  service,  or 
from  the  date  of  the  last  publication,  as  the  case  may  be,  of 
such  order,  then  such  court  or  board  shall,  in  the  case  of  all 
bonds,  except  bonds  given  by  some  state,  county,  district  or  muni- 
cipal officer,  and  may  in  its  discretion  in  the  case  of  bonds  given 
by  any  state,  county,  district  or  municipal  officer,  enter  an  order 
termiTiating  the  authority  of  such  principal  to  perform  any  duties 
or  exercise  any  powers  in  connection  with  which  such  bond  was 
given  and  from  and  after  the  entry  of  said  order  terminating 
authority,  no  new  liability  shall  accnie  under  said  bonds.  Any 
unearned  premium  shall  be  refunded  by  such  company  upon  the 
ent^v  of  said  order.  The  costs  of  any  proceedings  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  paid  by  any  person  or  persons  in  interest  as  such 
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court  or  board  may  order,  except  the  costs  of  inspection  herein 
above  provided  for.    (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  11.  Oath  as  surety. — Whenever  any  company  is  offered  a» 
surety  to  any  court  or  clerk  thereof,  the  president,  vice-presidentr 
secretary  or  treasurer  of  such  company  shall,  either  in  person, 
before  such  court  or  clerk,  or  before  any  officer  authorized  to- 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation,  take  the  oath  or  make  the 
affirmation  required  by  law  to  be  made  by  any  such  surety. 
(Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  12.  Certificate,  deposit  and  statement  required  from  surety^ 
company. — No  company  incorporated  under  sections  nine,  ten, 
eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen,  sixteen  and  seventeen 
of  this  chapter  shall  exercise  any  such  power  or  ri^ht  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh, 
eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
clauses  of  section  nine  of  this  chapter  until  there  has  been  filed 
with  the  secretary  of  state  a  duly  authenticated  certificate  show- 
ing^ the  capital  of  such  company  to  be  at  least  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  fully  paid  and  unimpaired,  and  unless  there- 
be  on  deposit  with  the  auditor  of  the  state,  to  secure  the  faithful 
performance  of  its  obligations,  at  least  twenty  per  centum  of  its 
paid  up  capital  in  cash,  or  bonds,  of  the  United  States,  or  bonds 
of  some  county,  magisterial  district,  school  district,  independent 
school  district  or  municipal  corporation  in  the  state  of  West 
Virginia,  or  the  bonds  of  some  railroad  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  West  Virginia  and  operated  in  said 
state,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  public  works ;  the  interest 
accruing  on  such  bonds  or  securities  so  deposited  to  be  received 
by  the  company  making  such  deposit.  But  such  deposit  shall 
not  be  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  need  not  exceed  sev- 
enty-five thousand  dollars  in  any  case.  And  such  duly  authentic 
cated  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  in  the 
month  of  January  of  every  year  thereafter.  The  said  board  of 
public  works  shall  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  deemed  neces- 
sary, investigate  all  such  deposits  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  any  such  deposit  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  act,  the  company  making  the  same  shall  not  exercise  any^ 
such  power  or  right  as  mentioned  in  section  one  until  it  shalF

have  deposited  such  other  or  additional  security  of  the  nature 
above  required,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  will  make  the 
value  of  the  deposit  equal  to  the  deposit  required.  The  face 
value  of  the  security  to  be  so  kept  on  deposit  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  deposit  required  by  this  act.  Every  company  exercis- 
ing rights  or  powers  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  first,  second, 
third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh, 
twelfth,  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  clauses  of  section  nine  of  this 
chapter  shall,  before  commencing  business,  and  thereafter  with- 
in the  first  ten  days  of  each  of  the  months  of  January  and  July 
of  each  year,  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  of  each 
county  in  this  state,  a  statement  certified  by  the  secretary,  treas- 
urer or  other  officer  of  such  corporation,  under  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  company  on  the  first 
day  of  the  month  in  which  such  statements  is  filed;  which  state- 
ment shall  show  all  the  resources  and  liabilities  of  the  company 
and  the  nature  of  its  investments,  and  such  statement  shall  be 
made  a  part  of  the  public  records  of  each  county,  and  be  recorded 
in  a  well  bound  book  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose,  and  to  be 
called  '* Title  and  Surety  Company  Statements;''  for  which  filing 
and  recording  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  be  allowed  a  fee 
of  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  company  making  such  statement. 
Any  officer  or  employee  of  any  such  company  who  shall  know- 
ingly make  any  fraudulent,  false  or  misleading  statement,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars.    (Acts  1019,  e.  80.) 

§  13.  Restrictions  on  powers  of  surety  companies. — No  com- 
pany which  may  be  hereafter  engaged  in  this  state  in  the  business 
of  title  insurance,  fidelity  insurance,  or  suretyship  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  any  office,  shall  accept  money  on  deposit,  or 
act  in  any  fiduciary  or  other  capacity  not  specifically  permitted 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  14.  Violations  of  act. — Any  company  exercising  or  attempt- 
ing to  exercise  any  of  the  risrhts  or  powers  mentioned  in  the 
first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth, 
tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  and  fourteenth  clauses  or 
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section  nine  of  this  chapter,  without  having  fully  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  section  four  hereof,  by  filing  the  certificate  re- 
quired with  the  secretary  of  state  or  by  making  the  deposit  re- 
quired with  the  auditor,  or  by  making  and  filing  the  statements 
required  to  be  made  and  filed  with  the  clerks  of  the  county  courts, 
or  any  company  violating  the  provisions  of  section  thirteen  here- 
of, by  accepting  money  on  deposit,or  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  himdred  dollars;  and  in  such  cases 
whether  or  not  there  be  a  prosecution  for  the  misdemeanor,  the 
auditor,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  facts,  shall  publish  by  at 
least  two  insertions,  at  the  expense  of  such  company,  in  a  paper 
of  general  circulation  in  each  of  the  cities  of  Wheeling,  Parkers- 
burg,  Huntington,  Charleston,  Bluefield,  Sistersville  and  Martins- 
burg,  West  Virginia,  an  advertisement  of  the  fact  that  such  com- 
pany is  not  entitled  to  exercise  the  powers  and  rights  mentioned 
in  section  nine,  or  is  transacting,  or  attempting  to  transact,  a 
banking  or  other  business  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion thirteen,  as  the  case  may  be.    (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  15.  Supervision  of  surety  companies  by  insurance  commis- 
sioner.— All  companies  which  may  be  hereafter  engaged  in  this 
state  in  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  rights  or  powers  mentioned 
in  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth* 
ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  clauses 
of  section  nine  of  this  chapter  and  all  other  companies  of  similar 
character  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  examination  and  supervis- 
ion by  the  insurance  commissioner  as  is  now  provided  for  fire 
insurance  companies  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
West  Virginia.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  16.  Process  against  resident  surety  companies. — Every  such 
company  exercising  the  powers  and  rights  mentioned  in  the  first, 
ftecond,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth, 
eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  clauses  of  section 
nine  of  this  chapter  shall  by  a  power  of  attorney  duly  acknowl- 
('dp:ed  and  aufhenticated,  and  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  appoints  some  person  residing  in  the  state  to  ac- 
cept service  of  process  and  notice,  for  the  said  company;  and 
by  the  same  instrument  shall  decree  its  consent  that  service  of 
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aay  process  or  notice  in  this  state  on  said  attorney^  or  iiis  ac- 
ceptance of  service  endorsed  thereon,  shall  have  the  same  effect  as 
if  served  on  him  in  the  county  where  the  surety  is  given  or  where 
the  suit  is  instituted,  and  shall,  in  all  respects,  have  the  same  ef- 
fect as  service  thereof  upon  the  company.  And  thereafter  such  ac- 
ceptance by  the  said  attorney,  or  service  upon  him,  anywhere  in 
this  state,  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  service  in  the  county  where 
the  suit  was  brought.  And,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  code, 
any  suit  may  be  instituted  and  process  directed  against  any  such 
company  in  the  county  in  which  the  cause  of  action  arises.  And 
the  process  may  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  where 
such  company  has  its  principal  oflSce,  or  where  its  attorney  in 
fact  resides.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  17.  Approval  of  security. — In  any  case  where  the  approval 
of  any  security  by  any  corporation,  court,  oflScer,  or  body,  is  now 
required  by  law,  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
dispense  with  such  approval.     (Acts  1919,  e.  80.) 

§  18.  Foreign  surety  companies. — Any  fidelity,  guaranty, 
surety  or  other  company  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  any 
other  state  or  territory,  of  the  United  States  or  District  of  Colum- 
bia, having  under  its  charter  the  power  to  become  surety  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  upon  complying 
fully  with  all  the  laws  of  West  Virginia  made  in  relation  to 
domestic  corporations  incorporated  for  the  same  purpose,  to  ex- 
ercise all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  that  are  conferred  by 
law  upon  corporations  duly  incorporated  under  the  law.4  of  this 
state,  and  not  otherwise;  provided,  that  such  companies  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  any  other  state,  or  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  subject  to  examination,  supervision  and  regulation,  by 
the  auditor  of  the  state  under  all  the  provisions  of  law  applicable 
to  fire  insurance  companies  of  other  states  doing  business  in  this 
state.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

S  19.  Contracts  by  forei^  companies. — All  contracts  and  agree- 
ments made  by  any  foreisrn  corporation  in  this  state,  before  such 
corporation  shall  have  fully  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
this  act,  and  all  acts  made  in  relation  to  such  corporations,  shall 
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be  absolutely  void  and  incapable  of  being  enforced  by  either 
party. 

§  20.  Process  against  foreign  surety  companies. — Said  company 
shall,  by  power  of  attorney  duly  acknowledged  and  authenti- 
cated, and  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  auditor,  appoint  some 
person  residing  in  the  state  to  accept  service  of  process  and  no- 
tice, in  this  state,  for  the  said  company ;  and  by  the  same  instru- 
ment shall  declare  its  consent  that  service  of  any  process  or 
notice  in  this  state  on  said  attorney,  or  his  acceptance  of  service 
endorsed  thereon,  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  served  on  him 
in  the  county  where  the  surety  is  f?iven  or  where  the  suit  is  insti- 
tuted, and  shall,  in  all  respects,  have  the  same  effect  as  service 
thereof  upon  the  company.  And  thereafter  such  acceptance  by 
the  said  attorney,  or  service  upon  him,  anywhere  in  this  state, 
shall  be  equivalent  to  service  in  the  coimty  where  the  suit  was 
brought,  and  for  all  purposes,  to  service  upon  its  principal. 
(Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  21.  Fidelity  insurance  in  case  of  employee  of  common  car- 
rier.— If  any  common  carrier  authorized  to  do  business  in  this 
state  shall  employ  any  person  in  any  position  of  trust  in  this 
state,  and  shall  apply  to  any  surety  company  for  surety  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  duty  by  such  employee,  or  for  any  form 
of  fidelity  insurance,  and  such  surety  company  shall  refuse  to 
become  responsible  for  such  employee  or,  having  become  respon- 
sible for  such  employee,  shall  thereafter  cancel  such  responsibility, 
such  surety  company  shall  furnis'h  to  such  employee  a  statement 
in  writipg  of  the  reasons  therefor,  which  statement  shall  be  sent 
by  re^ristered  mail  to  such  place  as  he  shall  designate,  addressed 
to  such  employee,  promptly  on  his  demand  therefor,  in  writing 
sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  head  office  of  such  surety  company 
addressed  to  such  surety  company  or  officer  thereof;  and,  im- 
IcFS  such  common  carrier  shall  have  other  reasons  for  refusing  to 
employ  such  employee  then  the  facts  of  said  refusal  of  such 
surety  company  to  so  become  or  continue  responsible  for  such 
employee,  such  common  carrier  shall,  on  request  of  such  employee, 
accept  as  security  for  the  fidelity  of  such  employee,  a  bond  or 
obligation  in  the  same  form  or  substantially  in  the  same  form  as 
that  under  which  such  surety  refused  to  become  or  continue  re- 
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sponsible  for  such  employee,  when  duly  executed  and  acknowl- 
edged by  any  other  solvent  surety  company  authorized  to  exe- 
cute such  bond  or  obligation  in  this  state,  or  a  personal  bond  with 
satisfactory  surety  and  furnish  to  such  common  carrier  by  such 
employee  without  cost  or  expense  to  such  common  carrier;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  surety  company  shall  not  be  required  to 
disclose  the  sources  of  its  information  regarding  such  employee, 
and  that  all  communications,  written  or  verbal,  between  such 
surety  company  or  any  officer  or  representative  thereof  and  such 
common  carrier  or  any  officer  or  representative  thereof  or  such 
employee  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  mentioned  in  any 
statement  made  by  such  employee  to  such  surety  company  shall 
be  deemed  privileged  communications ;  and  providedi  further,  that 
no  action  or  legal  proceeding  for  libel  or  slander  shall  lie  against 
such  surety  company  or  such  common  carrier  by  reason  thereof. 
Any  surety  company  or  any  common  carrier  which  shall,  by  its 
officers  or  representatives,  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hun- 
dred dollars.     (Acts  1919,  c.  80.) 

§  22.  Demand  by  surety  that  creditor  sue ;  judgment  not  bind- 
ing on  a  surety  not  a  party. — The  surety  or  guarantor  or  in- 
dorser  (or  his  personal  representative)  of  any  person  bound  by 
any  contract  may,  if  a  right  of  action  has  accrued  thereon,  re- 
quire the  creditor  (or  his  persona  Irepresentative).  by  notice  in 
writing,  forthwith  to  institute  suit  thereon;  and  if  he  be  bound 
in  a  bond  with  collateral  condition  or  for  the  performance  of 
some  collateral  undertaking,  he  shall  also  specify  in  such  requisi- 
tion the  breach  of  the  condition  or  undertaking  for  which  he 
requires  suit  to  be  brought;  provided,  however,  that  whether  the 
surety,  guarantor  or  indorser  (or  his  personal  representative) 
shall  have  given  notice  or  not,  no  judgment  or  decree  or  recovery 
rendered,  ente^'ed  or  had  in  any  suit,  action,  prosecution  or  pro- 
ceeding, to  which  the  surety,  guarantor  or  indorser  (or  his  per- 
sonal representative)  was  not  a  party  regularly  served  with  pro- 
cess, shall  be  in  any  wise  binding  on  such  surety,  guarantpr  or 
indorser  (or  his  personal  representative),  and  notwithstanding 
such  decree,  judgment  or  recovery  the  suretv,  guarantor  or  in- 
dorser shall  be  allowed  to  make  any  such  defense  in  any  action, 
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suit  or  proceeding  instituted  against  him,  that  could  have  been 
made  in  the  suit  in  which  such  decree,  judgment  or  recovery  was 
had.    (Code  1916,  c.  101.) 

§  23.  Same:  discharge  of  surety  for  failure  to  sue.— If  such 
creditor  or  his  representative  shall  not,  in  a  reasonable  time  after 
such  requisition,  institute  suit  against  every  party  to  such  con- 
tract who  is  a  resident  in  this  State,  and  not  insolvent,  and  pros- 
ecute the  same  with  due  diligence  to  judgment  and  by  execution, 
he  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  demand  of  such  surety  or  his  estate, 
and  all  his  co-sureties  and  their  estates,  the  money  due  by  any 
such  contract  for  the  payment  of  money,  or  the  damages  sus- 
tained by  any  breach  of  the  collateral  condition,  or  undertaking 
specified  as  aforesaid.  But  the  conditions,  rights,  and  remedies 
against  the  principal  debtor  shall  remain  unimpaired  thereby. 
(Code  1916,  c.  101.) 

§  24.  Remedies  of  surety  making  payment. — If  any  person 
liable  as  bail,  surety,  guarantor,  or  indorser,  or  any  sheriff  liable 
for  not  taking  sufficient  bail,  or  the  heir  or  personal  representa- 
tive of  any  so  liable,  shall  pay,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  judgment, 
decree,  or  execution  rendered-  or  awarded  on  account  of  such 
liability,  the  person  having  right  of  action  for  the  amount  so 
paid  may,  by  motion  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  obtain 
judgment  or  decree  against  any  person  against  whom  such  right 
of  action  exists  for  the  amount  so  paid,  with  interest  from  the 
time  of  payment,  and  five  per  centum  damages  on  said  amount. 
(Code  1916,  e.  101.) 

§  25.  Judgment  by  confession  or  default. — If  any  such  surety 
(other  than  bail),  or  his  heir  or  personal  representative,  shall 
confess  judgment,  or  suffer  judgment  to  go  against  him  by  de- 
fault, without  giving  notice  to  his  principal  (if  he  be  a  resident 
of  this  State),  or  his  personal  representative,  to  defend  the  suit, 
and  after  such  principal  offers  to  defend  the  suit,  and  tenders 
counter  security,  approved  by  the  court  in  which  the  suit  is 
pending,  the  said  principal,  or  his  heirs  or  representatives,  may 
have  the  benefit  of  every  defense  against  the  motion  or  suit  of 
such  surety,  or  his  representatives  against  him,  that  he  might 
have  had  against  the  creditor.     And  in  all  cases  in  which  any 
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principal  debtor,  or  his  representatives  or  heirs,  knowing  of  the 
pendency  of  any  suit  against  his  surety,  or  the  heir  or  personal 
representative  of  such  surety,  shall  not  offer  to  defend  such  suit, 
he  shall  be  precluded  from  making  any  defense  to  the  claim  of 
the  surety,  which  he  might  have  made  against  the  suit  of  the 
creditor.     (Code  1916,  c.  101.) 

§  26.  Insolvency  of  principal. — If  the  principal  debtor  be  in- 
solvent, any  surety,  or  his  personal  representative,  against  whom 
a  judgment  or  decree  has  been  rendered  on  the  contract  for 
which  he  was  surety,  may  obtain  a  judgment  or  decree  by  motion, 
in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  against  any  co-surety  or  his 
personal  representative,  for  his  share,  in  law  or  equity,  of  the 
amount  for  which  the  first  mentioned  judgment  or  decree  may 
have  been  rendered;  and  if  the  same  has  been  paid,  for  such 
share  of  the  amount  so  paid,  with  interest  thereon  from  time  of 
such  payment.     (Code  1916,  c.  101.) 


OHAPTEB    4. 

LOAN  AND  MUTUAL  INVESTMENT  ASSOCIATIONS. 

§  1.  Incorporation;  powers. — ^Any  number  of  persons,  not  less 
than  nine,  may  form  a  building  and  loan  association  for  the  pur- 
pose of  encouraging  industry,  frugality  and  home  building,  and 
saving  among  its  members.  Building  and  loan  associations 
formed  under  this  chapter  shall  have  the  right  and  power  of 
loaning  to  its  stockholders  thereof,  the  moneys  accumulated 
from  time  to  time,  as  well  as  the  right  and  power  to  purchase 
land  or  erect  houses,  and  to  sell,  convey,  lease  or  mortgage  the 
same  at  their  pleasure,  to  their  stockholders,  or  others  for  the 
benefit  of  their  stockholders.  Such  associations  may  acquire, 
hold,  convey  and  encumber  all  such  property,  real  and  personal, 
as  may  be  taken  as  security,  or  may  be  otherwise  transferred  to 
it  in  the  due  course  of  its  business,  and  may  secure  the  payment 
of  loans  and  the  performance  of  the  other  conditions  upon  which 
loans  are  to  be  made,  or  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money  for 
any  property  sold,  by  taking  personal  security,  or  by  a  mortgage 
or  deed  of  trust  upon  real  or  personal  property,  or  by  a  transfer 
or  pledge  of  its  stock.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 
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§  2.  Loaxui. — Every  such  association  shall  have  the  power  to 
provide  by  its  by-laws  for  selling  to  the  stockholders,  who  shall 
bid  the  highest  premium  therefor,  the  money  in  the  treasury,  or 
in  default  of  bidders  at  or  above  a  minimum  premium,  may  award 
to  a  member  the  value  of  any  shares  held  by  him  less  such  mini- 
mum premium;  the  minimum  premium,  and  the  mode  of  making 
the  award  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws.  Or  such  association  may 
charge  and  receive  the  premium  bid  by  a  stockholder  for  the 
priority  of  right  to  such  loans,  in  periodical  installments;  but 
the  by-laws  of  every  association  shall  set  forth  whether  the 
premium  bid  for  the  prior  right  to  a  loan  shall  be  deducted  there- 
from in  advance,  or  be  paid  in  periodical  installments.  But 
whether  the  premium  be  deducted  from  the  loan,  or  paid  in 
periodical  installments,  the  transaction  shall  not  be  deemed 
usurious,  although  any  and  all  the  dues,  fines,  premium  and  in- 
terest, shall  exceed  the  legal  rate  of  interest  on  the  amount  of 
money  received  by  the  stockholders.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  3.  Dues,  interest  and  fines. — Every  such  association  may  levy, 
assess  and  collect  from  its  stockholders,  periodical  dues  upon 
every  share  of  it?  stock;  the  amount  of  such  dues  to  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws ;  but  no  periodical  payment  to  exceed  two  dollars  upon 
each  share;  and  said  stock  may  be  paid  off  and  retired  as  the 
by-laws  shall  direct;  and  may  levy,  assess  and  collect  from  mem- 
bers to  whom  loans  have  been  made,  interest  upon  the  par  value 
of  the  shares  so  loaned;  and  may  levy,  assess  and  collect  fines 
for  the  non-payment  of  periodical  dues,  or  for  failure  to  comply 
with  or  perform  any  other  obligation  or  duty  to  the  association. 
The  amount  of  the  respective  fines  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws, 
and  they  shall  be  imposed  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the 
by-laws;  but  such  fines  shall  be  uniform,  and  where  they  are  im- 
posed for  default  in  the  payment  of  dues,  shall  be  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  the  dues  for  the  failure  to  pay  which  they  are 
impost ;  but  no  member  shall  be  fined  more  than  once  for  the 
same  default.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  4.  Renajrment  of  loans;  withdrawsil;  default. — A  borrower 
from  such  association  may  repay  the  loan  at  any  time;  and  in 
ca^e  of  the  repayment  thereof  before  the  maturity  of  the  shares 
pledged  for  said  loan,  there  shall  be  refunded  to  such  borrower, 
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in  case  the  premium  shall  have  been  deducted  in  advance,  such 
proportions  of  the  premium  bid,  as  the  by-laws  may  determine; 
but  the  borrower  shall  receive  the  withdrawing  value  of  the 
shares  pledged  for  said  loan,  and  the  shares  shall  revert  back 
to  the  association.  Stockholders  withdrawing  voluntarily  shall 
receive  such  proportions  of  the  profits  of  the  association,  or  such 
rate  of  interest  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws.  In  case  of 
default  of  a  borrower  to  pay  dues,  interest  or  premium,  for  the 
period  of  three  months,  payment  of  the  same,  together  with  the 
full  principal  of  the  loan,  may  be  enforced  by  proceedings  on 
the  securities  according  to  law;  and  the  money  so  received  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  association;  and  if  the  moneys 
so  recovered  shall  exceed  the  amount  it  would  have  required  to 
repay  the  loan  under  the  first  part  of  this  section,  together 
with  all  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  association,  such  excess 
shall  be  paid  to  such  borrower.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  6.  By-laws. — Every  such  association  shall  adopt  by-laws, 
which  shall  embrace  all  the  provisions  of  the  four  preceding  sec- 
tions, and  such  further  provisions  for  its  government  and  the 
management  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  these  sections, 
as  it  may  deem  proper.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.)

§  6.  Supervision  and  examination  by  comjnissioner. — ^AU  build- 
ing and  loan  associations  and  mutual  investment  associations  do- 
ing business  in  this  state  shall  be  subject  to  state  supervision  as 
follows :  Every  such  association  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  and  desiring  to  operate  within  the  state,  shall  file  with  the 
commissioner  of  banking  a  certified  copy  of  its  charter,  constitu- 
tion, and  by-laws.  Said  commissioner  shall  carefully  examine 
the  same  and  if  he  find  that  they  provide  a  just  and  equitable 
plan  for  the  management  of  the  association's  business,  he  shall 
issue  to  such  association  a  certificate  of  authority  permitting  it 
to  begin  business.  But  if  he  find  the  provisions  of  said  charter, 
constitution  and  by-laws  to  be  impracticable,  unjust  or  in- 
equitable, or  oppressive  to  any  class  of  shareholders,  he  shall  with- 
hold his  certificate  of  authority.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
association  hereafter  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  for 
the  purpose  above  set  forth,  to  transact  any  business  except  the 
execution  of  its  articles  of  incorporation,  the  adoption  of  its  con- 
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stitution  and  by-laws,  and  the  election  of  directors  and  officers, 
until  it  shall  have  procured  the  certificate  of  authority  above  pro- 
vided for,  nor  shall  any  amendment  of  the  charter,  constitution 
or  by-laws  of  any  such  association  become  operative  until  a  copy 
of  the  same  shall  have  been  filed,  and  a  certificate  of  authority 
obtained,  as  above  provided  in  regard  to  original  charter,  con- 
stitution and  by-laws.  Any  such  bank,  association  or  trust  com- 
pany violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  in  addition  thereto  the  officer  or  officers  of  such  associa- 
tion violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  more  than  six  months.  Every  building  and  loan 
association  or  mutual  investment  association  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  and  operating  within  the  state,  shall  at  least 
twice  a  year,  at  such  times  as  may  be  designated  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking,  file  in  the  office  of  said  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  his  request  for  same, 
a  statement  verified  by  its  president  or  secretary  and  approved 
by  three  of  its  directors,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescibed  by 
said  commissioner,  setting  out  its  actual  financial  condition  and 
the  amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  furnish  such  other 
information  as  to  its  affairs  as  the  said  commissioner  may  require, 
which  reports,  in  the  same  form  in  which  they  are  transmitted 
to  the  commissioner  of  banking,  shall  be  printed  and  circulated 
among  all  the  stockholders  of  the  association.  Every  person 
who  shall  wilfully  or  knowingly  subscribe  or  make,  or  cause  to 
be  made,  any  false  statements  or  any  false  entries  in  any  books 
of  any  association,  last  above  mentioned,  or  exhibit  false  papers 
with  the  intent  to  deceive  any  person  authorized  to  examine  into 
the  affairs  of  such  association,  or  shall  make,  state  or  publish 
any  false  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  such  association, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  and,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  be  imprisoned  in  the  state  peuiten- 
tiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years.  (Code  1916, 
c.  54.) 
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§  7.  Same:  time  and  mann^  of  examination;  insolvency. — ^At 
least  twice  in  every  year  the  commissioner  of  banking,  eitiier  in 
person  or  by  competent  assistant,  shall  make  a  thorough  examina^ 
tion  of  the  books  and  affairs  of  every  association  mentioned 
in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this  act.  He  shall  carefully  ex- 
amine all  notes  and  mortgages  and  all  other  assets  of  the  con- 
cern, and  shall  ascertain  the  full  amount  of  its  liabilities.  He 
shall  see  that  the  books  are  kept  properly  posted  and  balanced,, 
and  that  complete  trial  balances  are  struck  at  regular  intervals. 
If  at  any  time  he  shall  find  one  of  these  institutions  in  an  insol- 
vent conditions,  he  shall  deal  with  it  according  to  the  manner 
prescribed  in  section  26,  c.  1  hereof.    (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  8.  Foreign  associations  and  trust  companies. — ^It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  foreign  building  and  loan  association,  or  mutual 
investment  association  or  trust  company  to  transact  any  businesa 
ji  this  state,  directly  or  indirectly,  without  first  procuring  a  cer- 
tificate of  authority  from  the  commissioner  of  banking.  Before 
obtaining  such  certificate  such  foreign  association  shall  furnish 
the  commissioner  of  banking  an  itemized  statement  of  its  finan- 
cial condition  and  all  such  other  information  touching  its  affairs, 
as  the  said  commissioner  may  require,  which  statement  and  in- 
formation shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  president  or  secre- 
tary of  the  association.  Such  foreign  association  shall  also  file 
with  the  commissioner  of  banking  a  certified  copy  of  the  lawa 
of  the  state,  territory  or  government  under  which  it  is  incor- 
porated, and  of  its  constitution  and  by-laws  and  all  amendments 
thereto;  and  shall  appoint  an  attorney  in  each  county  in  which 
it  transacts  or  solicits  business,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  such 
county.  It  shall  file  with  the  commissioner  of  banking  a  written 
instrument,  duly  signed  and  sealed,  authorizing  such  attorney 
of  such  association  to  acknowledge  service  of  process  in  behalf 
of  such  association,  consenting  that  the  service  of  process,  mesne 
or  final,  upon  such  attorney  shall  be  taken  and  held  as  if  served 
upon  the  association,  according  to  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other 
state,  and  waiving  all  claim  or  right  of  error  by  reason  of  such 
acknowledgment  of  service.  If,  after  examination  of  such  state- 
ment, and  certified  copy  of  instruments,  and  after  such  associa- 
tion shall  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  with 
reference  to  the  appointment  of  an  attorney  or  attorneys,    the 
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commissioner  of  banking  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  association 
is  solvent  and  that  the  capital  and  investments  are  secure,  and 
that  the  laws,  charters,  articles  of  incorporation,  constitution 
and  by-laws  governing  it  afford  as  ample  protection  to  the  in- 
terests* of  its  members  as  is  afforded  by  the  laws  of  this  state 
to  members  of  associations  chartered  by  and  doing  business  in 
this  state,  he  may  grant  such  an  association  a  certificate  of  author- 
ity permiting  it  to  transact  business  in  this  state  until  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  the  next  succeeding  December;  but  the  same  state- 
ments and  the  same  certificates  shall  be  renewed  every  year  as  long 
as  such  association  shall  continue  to  do  business  in  this  state; 
and  for  every  certificate  issued  the  commissioner  of  banking 
shall  collect  a  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  pay  the  same  into 
the  treasury  of  the  state.  Any  person,  agent  or  company  doing 
business  or  attempting  to  do  business  in  this  state  for  any 
foreign  building  association,  mutual  investment  company  or  trust 
company,  which  shall  not  at  that  time  be  a  holder  of  a  valid  cer- 
tificate of  authority,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offense.     (Code  1916,  c.  54.) 

§  9.  Contingent  fund;  permit  from  banking  commissioner. — It 

shall  be  lawful  for  a  building  and  loan  association  to  set  aside 
in  its  treasury  out  of  the  dues,  fines,  interest  and  premiums  paid 
by  its  stockholders,  a  contingent  fund  which  shall  be  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  losses  and  necessary  expense  incurred 
in  the  maturing  of  any  of  its  series  of  stock,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  stabilizing  and  making  equal,  as  near  as  may  be,  the 
time  of  maturity  of  all  of  said  series;  but  said  contingent  fund 
shall  at  no  time  exceed  eight  per  centum  of  the  outstanding 
loans.  All  building  and  loan  associations,  incorporated  or  unin- 
corporated, and  all  persons,  firms,  partnerships,  associations, 
trustees,  or  combinations  of  persons  whatsoever,  which  or  who 
transact  a  building  and  loan  business,  or  a  business  of  like  kind 
or  character,  or  where  by  its,  or  their,  charter,  constitution,  by- 
laws, or  by  a  declaration  of  trust,  or  other  device,  or  by  a  con- 
tract or  agreement,  the  members  or  customers  are  required  to 
pay  weekly,  monthly  or  refrular  installments  to  a  common  fund 
or  series,  from  which  fund  or  series  loans  are  made  to  said  mem- 
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bers,  customers  or  to  others,  for  the  purpose  of  building  homes 
or  buildings,  purchasing  building  sites,  paying  off  liens  or  debts 
against  real  estate,  or  for  other  purposes,  shall  obtain  from  the 
commissioner  of  banking  a  permit  or  certificate  of  authority,  be- 
fore doing  any  business  in  this  state  directly  or  indirectly  which 
permit  or  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  given  only  and  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  like  conditions,  regulations  and  dis- 
cretion, and  upon  the  filing  of  like  papers,  documents  and  state- 
ments as  set  out  in  section  78-a  (8)  of  this  chapter,  requiring 
foreign  building  and  loan  associations  to  obtain  certificate  of 
authority  before  beginning  business.  Failure  to  procure  such 
permit  or  certificate  of  authority  before  beginning  or  continuing 
business  (if  already  begun  when  this  act  goes  into  effect)  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor  and  subject  the  offender,  its  or  their  oflScers, 
agents  and  representatives,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars  nor  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  month 
such  failure  shall  continue.  And  all  such  persons,  firms,  part- 
nerships, associations,  trustees  or  combinations  of  persons,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  examination,  visitation  and  control,  and 
pay  the  same  fees  and  charge  therefor  as  now  required  of  build- 
ing and  loan  associations  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
state.    (Acts  1919,  c.  87.) 


OHAPTEB    5. 

MONEY  AND  INTEREST;  PUBLIC  FUNDS. 

§  1.  Money  of  account. — The  money  of  account  of  this  State 
shall  be  the  dollar,  cent  and  mill;  all  accounts  by  public  officers 
shall  be  so  kept.     (Code  1916,  c.  96.) 

§  2.  Failure  to  express  sums  in  money  of  account. — No  writing 
shall  be  valid,  nor  the  force  of  any  accoiuit  or  entry  be  impaired, 
because  of  a  sum  of  money  is  expressed  therein  otherwise  than  in 
the  said  money  of  account.     (Code  1916,  c.  96.) 

§  3.  Ascertainment  of  value  of  foreign  currency. — In  any  suit 
for  a  sum  of  money  expressed  in  any  foreign  currency,  or  other- 
wise than  in  the  money  of  account  of  this  State,  the  jury,  if  there 
be  one  impaneled  for  any  other  purpose,  and  if  not,  the  court. 
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shall  ascertain  the  value  in  the  said  money  of  account  of  the  sum 
80  expressed,  making  such  allowance  for  the  difference  of  ex- 
change as  shall  be  just;  and  the  judgment  or  decree  may  either 
be  for  what  may  be  so  ascertained,  or  for  the  sum  of  money  ex- 
pressed as  aforesaid,  to  be  discharged  by  the  sum  so  ascertained. 
(Code  1916,  c.  96.) 

§  3a.  Silver  coin  as  legal  tender. — That  the  silver  coin  issued 
by  the  government  of  the  United  States  shall  be  a  legal  tender 
for  the  payment  of  all  debts  heretofore  or  hereafter  contracted 
by  the  citizens  of  this  State,  and  the  same  shall  be  received  in 
payment  of  all  debts  due  to  the  citizens  of  this  State,  and  in  sat- 
isfaction of  all  taxes  levied  by  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  this 
State.     (Code  1916,  c.  96.) 

§  4.  Bate  of  interest. — ^Legal  interest  shall  continue  to  be  at  the 
rate  of  six  dollars  upon  one  hundred  dollars  for  a  year,  and  pro- 
portionably  for  a  greater  or  less  sum,  or  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
time,  and  no  person  upon  any  contract,  shall  take  for  the  loan  or 
forebearance  of  money,  or  other  thing,  above  the  value  of  such 
rate.  Provided,  a  charge  of  one  dollar  may  be  made  for  any 
loan  or  forbearance  of  money  or  other  thing,  where  the  interest 
at  the  rate  aforesaid  would  not  amount  to  that  sum,  and  the  same 
shall  not  be  a  usurious  charge  or  rate  of  interest.  (Acts  1917, 
c.  55.) 

§  5.  Usury. — All  contracts  and  assurances  made  directly  or  in- 
directly for  the  loan  or  forbearance  of  money  or  other  thing  at 
a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent.,  except  where  such 
greater  rate  is  now  allowed  by  law,  shall  be  void  as  to  any  ex- 
cess of  interest  agreed  to  be  paid  above  that  rate,  and  no  further. 
(Code  1916,  c.  96.) 

§  6.  Same  pleadings;  evidence;  issues;  trial. — Any  defendant 
may  plead  in  general  terms  that  the  contract  or  assurance  on 
which  the  action  is  brought,  was  for  the  payment  of  interest  at 
a  greater  rate  than  is  allowed  by  law,  to  which  plea  the  plaintiflF 
shall  reply  generally,  but  may  give  in  evidence  upon  the  issue 
made  up  thereon,  any  matter  which  could  be  given  in  evidence 
under  a  special  replication ;  under  the  plea  aforesaid,  the  de- 
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fendant  may  give  in  evidence  any  fact  showing,  or  tending  to 
jshow,  that  the  contract,  or  assurance,  or  other  writing  upon  which 
the  action  was  brought,  was  for  an  usurious  consideration.  And 
upon  such  plea  the  court  shall  direct  a  special  issue  to  try  and 
ascertain:  1.  Whether  or  not,  the  contract,  assurance  or  other 
writing  is  usurious.  2.  If  usurious,  to  what  extent.  3.  Whether 
•or  not  interest  has  been  paid  on  said  contract,  assurance  or  other 
writing,  above  six  per  cent.,  and  if  so,  to  what  extent.  And  if 
a  verdict  be  found  upon  the  plea  of  usury,  for  the  defendant,  a 
judgment  shall  be  rendered  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  principal  sum 
due,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
if  any  interest  has  been  paid  above  the  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  the  excess  over  and  above  that  rate  shall  be  entered 
as  a  credit  on  the  sum  due,  and  if  nothing  be  foimd  due  after 
applying  all  credits  and  all  excesses  of  interest  paid  above  six 
per  cent.,  judgment  shall  be  entered  for  the  defendant.  (Code 
1916,  c.  96.) 

§  7.  Same:  remedy  in  equity;  injunction. — Any  borrower  of 
money  or  other  thing  may  exhibit  a  bill  in  equity  against  the 
lender,  and  compel  him  to  discover  upon  oath  the  money  or  thing 
really  lent,  and  all  bargains,  contracts,  or  shifts  relative  to  such 
loan,  and  the  interest  or  consideration  of  the  same;  and  if  it 
appear  that  more  than  lawful  interest  was  reserved,  the  lender 
shall  recover  his  principal  money  or  other  thing  with  six  per 
cent,  interest  only,  but  shall  recover  no  costs.  If  property  has 
been  conveyed  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  debt,  and  a  sale 
thereof  is  about  to  be  made,  or  is  apprehended,  an  injunction  may 
be  awarded  to  prevent  such  sale  pending  the  suit.  (Code  1916, 
c.  96.) 

§  8.  State  depositories. — The  board  of  public  works  may  des- 
ignate any  national  bank  or  banks  and  any  bank  or  banks  char- 
tered pursuant  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  with  paid  up  capitals 
of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  as  depositories  of  money 
belonging  to  the  gtate  and  shall  contract  with  said  banks  for  the 
payment  of  interest  thereon,  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  two  per 
cent,  per  annum,  for  such  time  as  any  deposit,  or  part  thereof, 
may  remain  in  such  banks.  Before  allowing  any  money  to  be 
deposited  with  them  they  shall  require  said  depositories  to  give 
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bond  with  good  security  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  public 
works,  in  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  pay- 
able to  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  conditioned  for  the  prompt 
payment,  whenever  lawfully  required,  of  any  State  money,  or 
part  thereof,  that  may  be  deposited  with  them ;  which  bond  shall 
be  renewed  at  least  every  two  years  from  its  date,  and 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary  of  state  in  a  book  kept  in  his 
oflBce  for  the  purpose,  and  a  copy  of  such  bond  or  record  thereof, 
certified  by  such  secretary,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
execution  and  contents  of  such  bond  in  any  suit  or  legal  pro- 
ceeding. The  amount  of  deposits  in  any  bank  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  three-fourths  of  the  amount  of  the  penalty  of  said  bond; 
and  all  such  bonds  shall  be  examined  by  the  board  of  public 
works  at  least  once  in  every  three  months,  and  whenever  the 
bond  is  deemed  insuflficiont  by  the  board  of  public  works  addi- 
tional bond  shall  be  required.  Any  depository  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  discontinued  as  a  State  deposi- 
tory.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  9.  Same:  how  payments  made  and  credited. — All  payments 
shall  be  **to  the  credit  of  the  treasury  of  West  Virginia,"  and 
the  person  making  a  payment  shall  take  a  certificate  of  deposit 
from  the  proper  officer  of  some  bank,  designated  as  a  State  de- 
pository, and  present  the  same  to  the  auditor  who  shall  by  en- 
dorsement thereon,  direct  upon  what  account  or  accounts  the 
treasurer  shall  receipt  for  the  payment;  and  if  on  more  than  one 
account,  he  shall  direct  what  amount  is  to  be  credited  on  each. 
Upon  presentation  to  him  of  such  certificate  the  treasurer  shall 
retain  and  file  the  same,  charging  the  amount  specified  therein 
to  the  proper  bank,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  auditor  a  receipt,  in 
duplicate,  for  the  amount,  stating  the  amount  to  be  credited 
on  each  account  according  to  the  direction  of  the  auditor,  en- 
dorsed on  the  certificate.  The  auditor  shall  endorse  on  the  orig- 
inal receipt  as  follows  '*A  duplicate  hereof  has  been  filed  in 
the  auditor's  office,*'  and  affix  his  signature  and  the  proper  date 
of  such  endorsement,  which  original  receipt  he  phall  then  deliver 
to  the  person  presenting  the  certificate  of  deposit,  and  retain 
and  file  the  duplicate  in  his  office,  and  charge  the  amount 
thereof  to  the  treasurer's  account.  And  no  receipt  of  the  treas- 
urer shall  be  an  acquittance  or  discharge  to  any  person  for  any 
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sum  of  money  due  this  State,  unless  ordered  by  the  auditor  as 
aforesaid ;  and  any  person  liable  to  pay  money  into  the  treasury, 
who  shall  pay  the  same  otherwise  than  according  to  this  chapter, 
shall  remain  liable  for  such  money,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
fine,  penalty,  f oref eiture  or  damages  to  which  he  would  have  been 
subject  if  he  had  not  paid  the  same.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  10.  Same:  report  of  depository;  transfer  of  money. — ^Each 
depository  of  state  funds  shall  once  in  every  three  months  report 
to  the  board  of  public  works  by  its  president  or  cashier,  the 
amount  of  state  funds  then  on  deposit  therein,  and  said  report 
shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  officer  making  it,  for  fail- 
ure so  to  report,  the  board  of  public  works  in  their  discretion, 
may  cause  all  state  funds  to  be  withdrawn  from  any  depository 
so  failing.  They  shall  issue  their  order  to  the  auditor  directing 
him  to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  treasurer  for  the  full  amounts 
of  the  deposits  held  by  depositories  neglecting  or  refusing  to 
give  the  security  at  any  time  required,  or  to  pay  either  principal 
or  interest  whenever  lawfully  required.  Said  order  shall  also 
designate  the  depositories  to  which  said  amounts  shall  be  trans- 
ferred and  what  amount  to  each.  The  board  of  public  works  may 
also  thus  cause  transfers  to  be  made  whenever  it  becomes  neces- 
sary in  order  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  State;  and  if  at  any 
time  when  the  legislature  is  not  in  session  they  be  of  opinion 
that  the  safety  of  the  public  funds  requires  that  no  more  money 
shall  be  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  treasury  into  any  one  or  more 
of  the  depositories  specified  in  this  chapter,  the  governor  shall 
announce  the  fact  by  proclamation  to  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper printed  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  after  such  procla- 
mation is  published,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  pay  any  sum  of 
money  on  State  account  into  any  depository  to  which  such  pay- 
ment shall  be  thereby  forbidden,  and  the  auditor  shall  promptly 
notify  all  sheriffs  and  collectors  of  moneys  belonging  to  the  State 
by  mail  of  any  such  discontinuance,  but  all  such  proclamations 
and  orders  shall  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter,  be  submitted  to 
the  legislature.  The  money  collected  in  any  senatorial  district 
of  this  State  shall  be  deposited  in  some  lawful  depository  of  state 
funds  situate  therein,  if  there  be  such;  but  if  from  any  cause 
there  be  no  such  depository,  or  no  safe  depository  therein  then 
said  money  shall  be    deposited    or  transferred    to  some    lawful 
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depository    or  depositories    in  a  different  district  or  districts 
in  the  State.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  11.  Accounts  of  state  treasurer  and  auditor. — The  treasurer 
shall  keep  in  his  oiBce  separate  accounts  with  each  depository, 
and  also  a  general  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the 
State,  and  when  money  is  paid  into  the  treasury,  it  shall  be 
charged  to  the  proper  depository  and  credited  to  the  said  general 
account.  The  auditor  shall  keep  in  his  oiBce  separate  account 
of  the  particular  heads  or  sources  of  revenue,  and  a  general  ac- 
count with  the  treasurer,  beside  such  individual  accounts  with 
officers  and  persons  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  charge  every 
sum  of  money  received  for  the  State  as  aforesaid,  to  the  treas- 
urer's account,  and  credit  it  under  the  particular  head  of  revenue 
to  which  it  properly  belongs,  distinguishing  especially  in  distinct 
accounts  the  receipts  on  account  of  the  capital  of  the  school  fund 
and  those  on  account  of  the  income  of  said  fund  subject  to  an- 
nual distribution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  on  all 
certificates  of  deposit  of  interest  on  deposits  to  indicate  to  the 
treasurer  to  receipt  for  one-half  of  the  amount  of  such  certificate 
as  of  interest  on  state  fund,  and  one-half  as  interest  on  general 
school  fund.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  12.  manner  of  payment  from  treasury. — ^Every  person  claim- 
ing to  receive  money  from  the  treasury  of  the  State,  shall  apply 
to  the  auditor  for  a  warrant  for  same ;  and  the  auditor  shall  there- 
upon examine  the  claim,  with  the  vouchers,  certificate  and  evi- 
dence, if  any,  offered  in  support  thereof;  and  for  so  much  there- 
of as  he  may  find  to  be  justly  due  by  the  State,  if  payment  there- 
of be  authorized  by  law,  and  there  be  an  appropriation  not  ex- 
hausted or  expired  out  of  which  it  is  properly  payable,  he  shall 
issue  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer,  specifying  to  whom  and  on 
what  account  the  money  mentioned  therein  is  to  be  paid,  and  to 
what  appropriation  the  same  is  to  be  charged.  On  the  presenta- 
tion of  such  warrant  to  the  treasurer,  he  shall  ascertain  whether 
the  same  has  been  drawn  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  made 
by  law,  and  if  he  find  it  to  be  so,  he  shall  in  that  case,  but  not 
f)therwise,  ondorso  his  cheek  upon  said  warrant,  directed  to  some 
depository,  which  cheek  shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of  the  per- 
son who  is  to  receive  the  money  therein  specified.    If  said  check 
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should  not  be  presented  for  payment  within  three  years,  it  shall 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  again  charge  it  to  the  deposi- 
tory on  which  it  was  drawn,  and  credit  the  State  fund  with  the 
amount,  and  immediately  notify  the  auditor  to  make  correspond- 
ing entries  on  his  books.  And  no  state  despository  shall  pay  a 
check  unless  it  is  presented  within  three  years  after  it  was  drawn, 
and  the  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  cover  into  the  treasury 
by  appropriate  entries,  all  checks  that  have  been  outstanding  for 
three  years  or  over.  All  claims  required  by  law  to  be  allowed 
by  any  court,  and  payable  out  of  the  State  treasury,  shall  have 
the  seal  of  the  court,  allowing  or  authorizing  the  payment  of  the 
same,  affixed  by  the  clerk  of  such  court  to  his  certificate  of  its 
allowance ;  and  no  such  claims  shall  be  audited  and  paid  by  the 
auditor  unless  the  seal  of  such  court  be  thereto  attached  as  afore- 
said. No  tax  or  fee  shall  be  charged  by  the  clerk  for  affixing  his 
seal  to  the  certificate  referred  to  in  this  act.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  13.  Same:  necessity  of  warrant  and  check. — The  treasurer 
shall  draw  no  check  on  any  depository  unless  there  be  Ynoney 
enough  therein  to  the  credit  of  the  treasury  to  pay  such  check. 
And  no  depository  holding  money  to  the  credit  of  the  treasury 
shall  pay  out  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  except  upon  a  check 
of  the  treasurer  endorsed  on  a  warrant  of  the  auditor  authoriz- 
ing such  check.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  14.  Same:  requisition  on  auditor — ^in  general. — When  appro- 
priation has  been  made  by  law,  subject  to  the  order  or  payable 
on  the  requisition  of  a  particular  officer,  board,  or  person,  the 
order  or  requisition  in  writing  of  such  officer,  board,  or  person 
shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  the  auditor  to  issue  his  warrant 
for  the  same  or  any  part  thereof:  Provi'^ed,  The  appropriation 
has  not  expired  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  be  exceeded. 
(Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  16.  Same :  requisition  by  state  boards  and  institutions ;  state- 
ment of  expenses. — The  appropriations  herein  made  to  or  for  any 
state  board  or  institution  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  upon 
the  requisition  of  the  proper  officers  thereof  made  upon  the 
auditor  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  for  which  such  appropriations  are  made;  and 
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the  auditor  shall  pay  the  amount  named  in  any  such  requisition 
at  such  times  and  in  such  installments  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  for  which  any  such  appropriation  is  made.  But  all 
requisitions  for  appropriations  for  new  buildings  and  substantial 
betterments,  except  such  as  are  under  control  of  the  board  of 
control,  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  architect's  estimate  that 
the  amount  named  in  such  requisition  is  needed  for  immediate 
use.  The  auditor  shall  not  issue  his  warrants  to  pay  any  money 
out  of  the  state  treasury  unless  the  same  is  needed  for  present 
use.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  16.  Expiration  of  unexpended  appropriation. — Every  appro- 
priation or  so  much  thereof  as  may  remain  undrawn  at  the  end 
of  three  years  after  the  passage  of  the  act  by  which  such  appro- 
priation was  made,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  expired  and  no  war- 
rant shall  thereafter  be  issued  upon  it.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  17.  When  claim  against  state  barred;  allowance  by  legisla- 
ture.—rNo  claim  shall  be  allowed  by  the  auditor  after  five  years 
from  the  time  when  it  might  by  law  have  been  presented  for  pay- 
ment. No  petition  shall  be  received  in  either  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature claiming  a  sum  of  money,  or  praying  the  settlement  of  un- 
liquidated accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied  with  a  certificate 
of  disallowance  by  the  auditor,  or  by  the  officer,  board,  or  person 
whose  order  or  requisition  was  necessary  to  authorize  payment 
thereof,  stating  the  reason  why  it  was  rejected.  Nor  shall  a  peti- 
tion be  presented  to  the  legislature  for  the  payment  of  any  claim 
against  the  State  which  might  have  been  asserted  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  code,  unless  it  be  ac- 
companied by  a  copy  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
proper  court  upon  such  claim.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  18.  Auditor  to  administer  oaths;  seal. — The  auditor  may  ad- 
minister oaths  in  relation  to  any  claim  presented  to  him  in  his 
official  character.  He  may  have  and  use  an  official  seal,  which 
JT.av  be  affixed  to  any  official  certificate  or  other  paper  intended 
to  be  used  outside  of  this  state.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  10.  Expenditures  in  excess  of  appropriations. — It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  the  superintendent,  manager,  any  officer,  board  of 
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directors,  regents,  or  any  person  or  persons,  board  or  body,  act- 
ing or  assuming  to  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  any  institution  kept 
or  maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  this  state,  to  expend  for 
any  fiscal  year  any  greater  sum  for  the  maintenance,  or  on  ac- 
count of  such  institution,  than  shall  have  been  appropriated  by 
the  legislature  therefor  for  such  year;  except  it  be  necessary  for 
current  expenses,  and  then  only  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  duly  entered  of  record  in  its  proceedings 
before  the  expenditure  or  any  part  thereof  shall  have  been  made. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  officer,  board,  body  or  person 
to  expend  for  the  erection,  improvement  or  repair  of  any  build- 
ing or  structure,  or  for  the  purchase  of  any  real  estate  or  other 
property,  or  upon  any  contract  or  undertaking  whatsoever  to 
be  performed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  any  sum  exceed- 
ing that  which  shall  have  been  appropriated  or  authorized  there- 
for by  the  legislature,  nor  shall  they  incur  any  debt  or  obligation 
on  any  such  account,  not  expressly  authorized  by  the  legislature, 
nor  use  in  part  payment  only  upon  the  purchase  or  construction 
of  any  land  or  structure  any  sum  which  shall  have  been  appro- 
priated or  authorized  by  the  legislature  in  full  payment  for  such 
object.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  20.  Unlawful  expenditures  by   county   courts   and   boards 
of  education;  incurring  debt  in  excess  of  available  funds. — It 

shall  be  unlawful  for  any  county  court  or  board  of  education 
to  expend  any  money  or  incur  any  obligation  or  indebtedness 
not  expressly  authorized  by  law  to  be  paid  or  incurred  by  such 
body.  Nor  shall  such  county  court  or  board  of  education  make 
any  contract,  express  or  implied,  the  performance  of  which,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  money  in 
excess  of  funds  legally  at  the  disposal  of  such  county  court  or 
board  of  education,  as  the  case  may  be.  Any  such  officer  or  per- 
son who,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
expend  any  sum  or  amount  of  money,  incur  any  debt  or  obliga- 
tion, or  make  or  participate  in  the  making  of  any  such  contract, 
or  shall  be  party  to  any  such  in  any  official  capacity,  shall  be 
personally  liable  therefor,  both  jointly  and  severally  and  an 
action  may  be  maintained  therefor  by  the  state,  county,  district, 
or  any  person  prejudiced  thereby,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  and  such  official  shall  further  be  guilty  of  a  mis-

demeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may  be  confined  in  jail 
not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  one  year,  and,  in  addition 
to  the  penalties  hereinbefore  provided,  such  official  or  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  his  office. 
And  there  shall  be  no  liability  upon  the  state,  county  or  district 
or  the  funds  thereof,  on  account  of  any  such  debt,  obligation  or 
contract.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  21.  Acconnt  of  appropriations. — The  auditor  and  treasurer 
shall  each  keep  in  books  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  exclusively, 
an  account  of  every  appropriation  made  by  law,  and  of  the  sev- 
eral sums  drawn  thereon,  so  that  the  said  books  may  show  at 
all  times  the  balance  undrawn  on  each  appropriation.  The  ac- 
count so  kept  shall  be  compared  every  quarter  year  and  the 
errors,  if  any,  be  corrected.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  22.  Account  of  each  public  expenditure. — When  the  treas- 
urer issues  his  check  on  a  depository,  he  shall  credit  the  same  to 
the  account  of  such  depository,  and  charge  it  to  the  general  ac- 
count of  receipts  and  disbursements  mentioned  in  the  twelfth  sec- 
tion of  this  chapter.  The  auditor  shall  keep  accounts  of  the  par- 
ticular heads  of  expenditures,  and  when  he  issues  his  warrant 
on  the  treasurer,  shall  credit  the  treasurer's  account  therewith 
and  charge  the  same  under  the  particular  head  of  expenditure 
to  which  it  properly  belongs,  distinguishing  especially  the  dis- 
bursements on  account  of  the  capital  and  the  annual  income  of 
the  school  fund,  as  before  directed  in  relation  to  the  receipts  be- 
longing to  the  said  fund.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  23.  Comparison  of  books  of  state  auditor  and  treasurer. — ^At 
the  end  of  every  quarter  of  the  year,  the  general  account  of  the 
treasurer  kept  on  the  books  of  the  auditor's  office  shall  be  com- 
pared with  the  general  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
kept  by  the  treasurer,  and  the  errors,  if  there  be  any  in  either, 
corrected,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  quarter  be  ad- 
justed and  ascertained,  and  a  balance  be  struck  showing  the 
amount  then  in  the  treasury,  which  balance  shall  be  carried  for- 
ward in  the  books  of  both  offices  to  the  account  for  the  next 
quarter.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 
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§  24.  Settlements  with  state  depositories;  reports  as  to  de- 
posits.— The  treasurer  shall  cause  his  account  with  each  deposi- 
tory to  be  settled  at  the  end  of  every  quarter  of  the  year  and 
the  balance  in  such  depository  to  the  credit  of  the  treasury  to 
be  carried  forward  to  the  account  of  the  next  quarter.  The  state 
treasurer  shall  in  his  semi-annual  report  of  money  on  deposit  in 
each  depository,  show  the  rate  of  interest,  and  the  amount  and 
character  of  security,  including  the  penalty  of  the  bond  and  the 
names  of  the  securities  given  by  each  depository.  lie  shall  also, 
at  least  once  in  every  two  months,  report  to  said  board  the 
amount  of  state  funds  in  each  depository  so  far  as  appears  by 
the  papers  and  records  in  his  office.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  26.  Individual  accounts  with  state. — There  shall  be  kept  in 
the  auditor's  office  all  necessary  and  proper  accounts  of  persons 
having  pecuniary  transactions  with  the  State,  and  especially  the 
auditor  shall  audit,  adjust  and  settle  the  accounts  of  all  per- 
sons employed  in  the  collection  of  any  part  of  the  public  revenue, 
including  the  school  fund,  and  keep  proper  accounts  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  in  case  of  the  default  made  by  any  sheriff  in  the  prompt 
payment  of  the  money  due  from  him  as  such  sheriff  of  his  county, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  within  sixty  days  after  default 
is  made  by  such  sheriff,  to  notify  the  sureties  on  the  official  bond 
of  said  sheriff.  In  said  notice  to  the  sureties  the  amount  of  in- 
debtedness of  said  sheriff  shall  be  stated,  including  all  the  funds 
due  to  the  State  from  said  sheriff,  and  the  auditor  shall  also 
lodge  a  copy  of  said  notice  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  tjonrt 
of  the  county  of  said  defaulting  sheriff.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  26.  Annual  report  of  auditor  to  governor. — The  annual  re- 
port of  the  auditor  shall  be  furnished  to  the  governor  within  one 
week  after  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  It  shall  contain  a  state- 
ment of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  under  the  proper  genornl 
heads,  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  show  the  balance 
in  the  treasury  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  that  year.  It  shall 
also  contain  an  estimate  of  the  revenue  and  expenditures  for 
the  current  year,  with  similar  statements  and  estimates  respect- 
ing the  school  fund.  It  shall  show  the  indebtedness  of  the  State 
and  the  balances  standing  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  cretlit 
of  the  several  unexpired  appropriations,  specifying  in  each  ease 
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the  date  when  the  appropriation  was  made.  The  report  shall 
be  accompanied  w4th  such  remarks  as  may  serve  to  explain  the 
amounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  the  balances  and  esti- 
mates reported.  In  it  the  auditor  shall  point  out  any  defects 
which  may  occur  to  him  in  the  revenue  laws  and  sucr^TCst  the 
proper  remedies,  and  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  future  revenue  be 
likely  to  prove  insufficient,  he  shall  recommend  plans  for  increas- 
ing the  revenue  and  suggest  such  new  subjects  of  taxation,  or 
such  additional  taxes  on  the  old  as  he  may  deem  proper.  (Code 
1916,  c.  17.) 

§  27.  Office  hours  of  auditor  and  treasurer. — ^The  hours  for  | 

transacting  business  in  the  offices  of  the   auditor  and   treasurer  | 

shall  be  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  three  o'clock  iii 
the  afternoon,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of 
November,  and  from  nine  in  the  morning  until  three  in  the  after- 
noon during  the  remainder  of  the  year.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  28.  Absence  of  auditor  or  treasurer. — When  it  is  necessary 
for  .either  of  the  said  officers  to  be  ^absent  the  other  shall  be  in- 
formed thereof.  During  such  absence  the  duties  of  the  officer  so 
absent  may  be  performed  by  the  clerk  in  his  office,  or  by  the  chief 
clerk  if  there  be  more  than  one.  But  if  such  absence  be  for  more 
than  a  day  at  any  one  time,  the  governor  may  appoint  a  proper 
person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  such  officer  during  his  absence 
In  either  case  the  absent  officer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  linble 
for  any  malconduct  or  neglect  of  the  clerk  or  person  so  acting 
in  his  place.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  29.  Fiscal  year. — The  fiscal  year  for  the  state  shall  commence 
on  the  first  day  of  July  and  end  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June, 
and  all  reports,  settlements,  accounts  and  statements  whieli  are 
now,  or  that  hereafter  may  be  required  by  law,  shall  be  kfti)t  and 
made  to  conform  thereto.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  Juu«^  thir- 
tieth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  each  of  the  officers 
or  boards  now  or  hereafter  required  by  law  to  compile  a  bifntoial 
report  shall  compile  a  report  covering  the  twenty-one  preceding 
months,  arid  every  two  years  thereafter  the  biennial  reports  shall 
be  made  for  the  two  preceding  years.  The  fiscal  year  for  all 
counties,   districts,   school   districts   and   municipalities  in    this 
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state  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  July  and  end  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June,  and  all  reports,  settlements,  accounts  and 
statements  of  such  bodies  which  are  now,  or  that  thereafter  may 
be  required  by  law,  shall  be  kept  and  made  to  conform  thereto. 
(Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  30.  Requisitions :  statements  of  funds,  available. — No  requisi- 
tion shall  be  made  upon  the  auditor  for  any  money  appropriated 
for  the  penitentiary,  the  university  or  preparatory  branches 
thereof,  the  West  Virginia  schools  for  the  deaf  ami  the  blind, 
the  West  Virginia  asylum,  the  reform  school,  the  iri<lustrial  home 
for  girls,  the  several  normal  schools,  colored  institutes,  hospital 
for  the  insane,  and  miners'  hospitals,  or  for  any  ether  pubjic  in- 
stitution for  education,  charity  or  correction,  unless  such  re- 
quisition shall  be  accompanied  by  the  statement  iu  writing,  of 
the  treasurer  or  other  financial  officer  of  such  institution,  show- 
ing the  amount  of  money  in  his  hands  to  the  credit  of  such  in- 
stitution, or  otherwise  in  its  control,  on  the  day  such  requisition 
is  forwarded  for  payment.    (Code  1016,  c.  17.) 

§  31.  Same:  certificate  as  to  need  and  use  of  money. — ^Every 
board  of  regents,  board  of  directors,  or  other  boards  or  officers 
authorized  by  law  to  issue  requisitions  upon  the  auditor  for  pay- 
ment of  money  out  of  the  state  treasury,  shall,  before  any  such 
money  is  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury,  certify  to  the  auditor 
that  the  money  for  which  such  requisition  is  made  is  needed 
for  present  use,  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  appropriated, 
and  the  auditor  shall  not  issue  his  warrant  to  pay  any  money 
out  of  the  state  treasury  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  the  same  is 
needed  for  present  use  for  such  purposes.     (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  32.  Examination  by  state  auditor  of  financial  transactions  of 
public  institutions  and  offices. — The  auditor,  in  person  or  by 
clerk  deputed  for  the  purpose,  shall  examine  the  financial  trans- 
actions, affairs  and  condition  of  every  public  institution,  and 
shall  examine  the  financial  transactions  and  affairs  of  everv 
officer  or  person  authorized  to  disburse  moneys  received  from 
the  state  treasury,  so  far  as  such  transactions  and  affairs  relate  to 
the  duties  of  his  office,  appointment,  position  or  authority  under 
the  state;   and  shall   ascertain  whether  the  fund   received  bv 
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every  such  institution,  olKeer  or  person  from  the  state  treasury 
were  needed  when  drawn  and  were  expended  properly  and  in 
compliance  with  law.  To  this  end  the  auditor,  or  such  clerk, 
may  require  the  production  before  him  of  all  books,  vouchers 
and  papers  relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  and  may  require  a 
written  statement,  under  oath,  as  to  any  matter  he  may  deem 
pertinent.  The  auditor  shall  instruct  the  accounting  and  dis- 
bursing officers  of  all  state  institutions  as  to  the  form  and  man- 
ner in  which  their  reports  and  receipts  and  disbursements  shall 
be  made  to  the  governor  for  the  use  of  the  legislature.  The 
auditor  shall  give  instructions  to  all  such  officers,  and  to  the 
accounting  and  disbursing  officers  of  counties,  respecting  the 
methods  of  keeping  their  accounts  and  making  their  statements, 
which  instructions  shall  set  forth  all  provisions  of  law  relating 
thereto,  and  such  further  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law 
as  to  the  auditor  may  seem  proper.  The  auditor  shall  furnish  to 
all  institutions  and  persons  concerned  blanks  and  forms  for  mak- 
ing reports,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  for  keeping  accounts;  and 
all  such  officers  shall  keep  their  accounts  and  make  their  reports 
in  the  form  so  prescribed,  and  upon  the  blanks  furnished  for 
the  purpose.  The  auditor  shall  set  forth  in  his  biennial  report 
a  summary  of  the  results  of  the  examinations  hereinbefore 
directed,  and  shall  report  specially  to  the  governor  upon  any 
such  matter  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  proper,  or  whenever  he 
may  be  required  by  the  governor  to  do  so.    (Code  1916,  c.  17.) 

§  33.  Payment  into  state  treasury  of  money  received  by  state 
officers;  how  paid  out. — ^AU  moneys  received  by  state  officers, 
commissions  and  boards  from  any  source  shall  be  paid  into  the 
state  treasury  at  least  once  each  month.  All  of  said  moneys 
which  are  by  law  authorized  to  be  expended  by  said  officers,  com- 
missions and  boards,  and  the  moneys  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ury through  the  state  board  of  control  are  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  the  treasury.  The  appropriations  herein  made  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  treasury  upon  the  requisitions  of  the  proper 
officer,  or  officers,  made  upon  the  auditor  at  such  times  and  in 
such  amounts  as  are  needed  for  the  purpose  of  any  of  the  in- 
stitutions, officers,  commissions  and  boards  for  which  such 
moneys  are  received.  But  no  moneys  received  on  account  of 
one  institution,  commission,  officer  or  fund,  shall  be  used  for  any 
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other  institution,  commission,  officer,  or  fund,  or  contrary  to  a 
specific  requirement  of  law.  All  moneys  on  hand  and  received 
by  state  officers,  commissions  or  boards  not  having  an  office  at 
the  state  capitol,  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  through 
the  state  board  of  control.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  July  first, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen.  Section  five  hundred 
and  forty-eight  of  the  code  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
six  [sec.  8  of  this  chapter]  shall  not  apply  to  this  act.  (Code 
1916,  c.  17.) 

§  34.  County  depositories;  designation. — The  county  court  of 
each  county,  by  order  of  record,  shall  designate,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  a  bank,  or  banks,  or  trust  companies  situated 
in  the  county  and  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
or  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  a  depository,, 
or  depositories  of  public  moneys;  providedi  that  in  any  county 
where  no  such  bank  or  trust  company  exists,  or  where  such  bank 
or  banks  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  all  of  the  provi- 
sions and  conditions  of  this  act,  the  county  court  shall  designate 
any  other  convenient  bank,  or  banks,  or  trust  companies  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  located  and  doing  business  in  the  state ;  and, 
provided,  further,  that  no  such  depository  shall  have  on  deposit 
at  any  time  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  public 
moneys.  A  depository  to  be  eligible  for  designation  hereunder 
must  be  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  is  described  in  this  section. 

Not  later  than  July  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine- 
teen, and  annually  thereafter,  the  sherilSf  of  every  county  shall 
file  with  the  county  court,  or. tribunal  in  lieu  thereof,  a  statement 
in  writing  naming  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  within 
his  county  in  which  he  desires  to  deposit  public  funds,  and  there- 
upon, and  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  the  county  court  shall 
designate  the  same  county  depository  or  depositories;  provided, 
said  bank,  banks  or  trust  companies  comply  with  all  of  the  pro- 
visions and  requirements  of  this  act.  If  the  banks  or  trust  com- 
panies named  in  said  statement  filed  by  the  sheriff  do  not  com- 
ply with  all  of  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  act,  then 
the  county  court  shall  designate  any  other  bank,  banks  or  trust 
companies  within  the  county  as  county  depository  or  depositories.

when  they  comply  with  the  requirements  and  provisions  of  this 
act. 

If  there  are  no  banks  or  trust  companies  within  the  county 
tiligible  for  county  depository  or  depositories,  or,  if  eligible  to  be 
designated  as  such,  either  decline  to  be  designated,  or  if  desig- 
nated, fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  and 
provisions  hereof,  then 'the  sheriff  shall  file  with  the  county  court 
a  statement  naming  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  con- 
venient to  his  county,  within  the  state,  in  which  he  desires  to 
deposit  the  public  funds.    Thereupon,  the  county  court  shall  des- 
ignate the  same  county  depository  or  depositories ;  provided,  said 
bank,  banks  or  trust  companies  comply  with  all  of  the  require- 
ments and  provisions  of  this  act.    If  the  banks  or  trust  companies 
named  in  said  statement  filed  by  the  sheriff  do  not  comply  -with 
the  requirements  and  provisions  of  this  act,  then  the  county  court 
shall  designate  any  other  bank,  banks  or  trust  companies  con- 
venient to  the  county,  and  within  the  state,  as  county  depository 
or  depositories,  when  they  comply  with  all  of  the  requirements 
and  provisions  of  this  act. 

Risks  and  expense  of  making  deposits  in  county  depositories 
located  outside  of  the  county  seat  shall  be  borne  by  the  bank  or 
banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  the  deposits  are  made. 

If  the  sheriff  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  file  the  statement  provided 
for  by  the  second  section  hereof,  by  the  time  provided  in  said 
section,  naming  eligible  county  depository  or  depositories,  then 
the  county  court  shall  name  some  bank,  banks  or  trust  companies, 
within  the  state,  as  county  depository  or  depositories.  The  depos- 
itories named  by  the  county  court  shall  be  located  in  the  county 
if  any  therein  are  eligible  and  willing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments and  provisions  of  this  act.  When  any  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany has  been  named  by  the  county  court  as  provided  for  by  this 
section,  and  has  complied  w^ith  all  of  the  requirements  and  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  court  shall  designate  it  a  county  depository. 

The  county  court  of  any  county  may  be  required  by  mandamus 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon  the  petition  of 
any  citizen  and  taxpayer  of  the  county,  or  any  officer  charged 
with  the  duty  of  enforcing  compliance  with  the  laws  relating  to 
the  collection  and  disbursement  of  public  moneys.  (Acts  1919, 
c.  97.) 
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§  35.  Same:  bond  of  depository. — No  such  designation  shall 
be  binding  on  such  county,  nor  shall  any  public  money  be  de- 
posited thereunder  until  the  hypothecation  of  the  bonds  provided 
for  in  section  37  of  this  chapter,  or  until  there  is  executed  by  the 
bank,  or  banks,  or  trust  companies  designated,  bond  with  good 
and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  accepted  and  approved  by  the  county 
court,  payable  to  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  in  such  sum  as  the 
county  court  shall  direct,  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
maximum  sum  that  shall  be  deposited  in  the  depository  at  any 
one  time;  such  bond  shall  be  executed  by  at  least  four  resident 
freeholders  as  sureties;  or,  by  a  fidelity  or  indemnity  company 
authorized  to  do  such  business  within  the  state,  satisfactory  to, 
and  acceptable  by  the  county  court,  and  having  not  less  than 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  capital  ;and  such  bond  shall  be 
conditioned  for  the  receipt,  safe-keeping  and  payment  over  of 
all  money  which  may  be  deposited  in  or  come  under  the  custody 
of  the  bank  or  trust  company  designated  a  county  depository 
under  the  provisions  hereof,  together  with  the  interest  thereon 
at  the  rate  specified  by  this  act;  and  such  bond  shall  be  further 
♦conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  by  the  bank  or  trust 
company  so  designated,  of  all  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act 
upon  a  depository  of  public  moneys.  An  action  shall  lie  on  such 
boni  at  the  instance  of  the  county  court,  or  the  sheriff,  for  the 
recovery  of  any  money  deposited  in  the  depository,  upon  failure 
or  default  of  the  depository  to  fully  and  faithfully  account  for 
and  pay  over  any  and  all  public  moneys  deposited  by  the  sheriff, 
and  of  all  interest  earned  and  accrued  thereon  as  required  by 
this  act.  Such  bond  shall  not  be  accepted  by  the  county  court 
until  it  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  prosecuting  attorney, 
and  certified  by  him  to  be  in  due  and  legal  form,  and  conform- 
able to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  en- 
dorsed thereon,  and  if  any  bank  or  trust  company  designated  as 
aforesaid,  fail  to  execute  bond  as  required  hereby,  to  the  satis- 
faction and  acceptance  of  the  county  court,  or  fail  to  hypothecate 
the  bonds,  as  provided  in  section  37  of  this  chapter,  within  thirty 
days  from  the  time  the  designation  is  made,  the  county  court 
shall  designate  other  depository  or  depositories  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 
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§  36.  Same:  failure  of  depository  to  comply  with  act;  removal 
of  moneys ;  cessation  of  business. — The  bank,  banks  or  trust  com- 
panies designated  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,    shall, 
upon  the  acceptance  by  the  county  court  of  the  bond,  or  upon 
the  hypothecation  of  the  bonds  as  provided  for  herein,  be   the 
depository  or  depositories   of   public   moneys,   and  remain  such 
for  two  years,  and  until  the  bond  of  its  successor  or  successors 
is  accepted  by  the  county  court;  but  the  county  court,    at  any 
time  it  deems  the  same  necessary,  may  require  additional  security 
from  a  depository  in  such  sum  as  the  court  shall  by  order  desig*- 
nate;  and  if  a  depository  refuse  or  neglect,  for  the  period  pre- 
scribed by  the  court,  to  give  such  additional  security,  or  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  court  may  order  the  re- 
moval of  the  public  moneys  therefrom  to  some  other  depository, 
and  if  no  county  depository  is   available   at     the   time,   then    to 
some  reliable  bank  or  banks  or  trust  companies  to  be  the  depos- 
itory thereof  temporarily.    Such  removal,  and  all  other  removals, 
ordered  by  the  county  court  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  made  by  order  of  record  upon  the  check  of  the  county 
treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk,  after  ninety  days' 
notice  to  said  depository.    In  event  any  coimty  depository  shall 
cease  to  do  business,  or  shall  suspend  business,  the  county  treas- 
urer and  county  court  at  once  shall  designate  and  approve,  re- 
spectively, another  bank  as   a    depository    in   place   of  the  sus- 
pended depository.    But,  in  such  event,  and  pending  the  desig- 
nation and  approval  of  another  depository   (when  there  is  no 
other  approved  depository  in  the  county)  the  treasurer  shall  de- 
posit public  funds  coming  into  his  hands,  in  some  reliable  bank 
or  trust  company,  eligible  to  be  a  county  depository,  as  a  tem- 
porary depository,  until  a  depository  is  designated  and  approved 
in  the  manner  herein  prescribed.    If  the  money,  in  case  of  such 
removal,  be  deposited  in  a  bank  designated  as  a  depository,  tem- 
porarily, such  bank  or  trust  company  shall,  before  the  receipt  by 
it  of  any  such  money,  enter  into  a  bond  or  hypothecate  the  bonds 
as  required  by  this  act;  but  if  no  bank  or  trust  company  be  so 
designated,  the  money  shall  be  kept  in  the  county  treasury,  and 
steps  at  once  taken  by  the  county  court  to  create  a  new  deposi- 
tory under  this  act.     (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 
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§  37.  Same:  hypothecation  of  bonds  as  security.— The  county 
.court  may  in  lieu  of  the  bond  provided  for  by  preceding  sections, 
accept  as  security  for  money  deposited  as  aforesaid,  interest- 
bearing  securities  of  the  United  States,  or  a  state  county,  district 
or  municipal  corporation,  the  indebtedness  whereof  does  not  ex- 
ceed five  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation;  the  face  value  of 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  specified  in  section  35  of 
this  chapter  as  the  amount  to  be  named  in  the  bond  in  lieu  of 
which  such  bonds  are  accepted ;  or  they  may  accept  such  bonds  as 
partial  security  to  the  extent  of  their  face  value  for  the  money  so 
deposited,  and  require  bond  for  the  remainder  of  the  full  amount 
specified  in  said  section,  to  be  named  in  the  bond;  and  in  the 
bond  so  required,  such  acceptance  of  bonds  as  partial  security, 
and  the  extent  thereof  shall  be  set  forth.  The  hypothecation  of 
such  bonds  shall  be  by  proper  legal  transfer  as  collateral  to  pro- 
tect and  indemnify  by  trust  any  and  all  loss  in  case  of  any  default 
on  the  part  of  the  bank  in  its  capacity  as  depository  as  aforesaid, 
and  such  collateral  shall  be  released  only  by  order  of  record  of 
the  county  court  when  satisfied  full  and  faithful  accounting  and 
payment  of  all  the  moneys  has  been  made  under  the  provisions 
hereof.  The  county  court  shall  make  ample  provision  for  tne 
safekeeping  of  such  hypothecated  bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon 
when  paid  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  bank  or  trust  company,  so 
long  as  it  is  not  in  default  as  aforesaid.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  38.  Same:  deposit  and  disbursement  of  moneys. — The  treas- 
urer upon  receipt  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  county 
court,  showing  that  a  depository  or  depositories  have  been  desig- 
nated and  bond  accepted  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  naming  the  depository  or  depositories  shall  deposit 
therein  to  the  credit  of  the  county  treasurer,  all  public  money  in 
his  possession,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current 
demands;  and,  thereafter,  he  shall  make  daily  deposits  in  the 
public  depositories  of  all  public  money  received  by  him,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  the  deposit  of  such  money  to  be  made 
as  early  as  practicable  after  the  receipt  or  collection  thereof,  and 
such  money  shall  be  payable  by  the  depository  only  on  an  order 
"issued  by  the  county  court,  or  board  of  education  after  said  order 
has  been  endorsed  by  the  treasurer  directing  payment  by  the 
•depository.    If  at  any  time  the  cash  in  hands  of  the  treasurer  is 
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not  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  demands,  he  is  authorized,  to 
withdraw  sufficient  cash  from  the  depository  to  meet  said   cur- 
rent demands,  such  withdrawal  to  be  made  by  check  drai^xi  by 
the  treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk.    The  said 
current  demands  shall  not  be  anticipated  more  than  a  week  in 
advance.    All  moneys  due  the  treasurer  are  to  be  drawn  from  the 
depository  on  an  order  issued  by  the  county  court  and  endorsed 
by  the  treasurer.    At  the  end  of  each  month  the  president  and 
clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  sign  proper  orders  on  the  treas- 
urer, in  his  favor,  to  pay  him  the  moneys  due  him.    All  moneys- 
belonging  to  the  state,  or  any  municipality,  shall  be  disbursed 
from  the  depository  on  a  check  drawn  by  the  county  treasurer, 
payable  to  the  auditor  of  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  or  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  municipality.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  39.  Same:  interest  on  deposits. — All  money  dei)()sited  in  any 
depository  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per- 
annum,  to  be  computed  on  daily  balances,  and  such  interest  shall 
be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  county  treasurer  on  the  first  day 
of  each  calendar  month,  or  at  any  time  when  the  account  may 
be  closed.     When  the  interest  is  credited  to  the  treasurer  the- 
depository  shall,  in  writing,  notify  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
and  treasurer,  each  separately,  the  amount  thereof,  before  noon 
of  the  next  business  day,  and  all  such  interest  shall  be  credited 
to  the  general  county  fund  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  and- 
treasurer.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  40.  Same :  monthly  statement  of  amount  of  deposits. — On  the 

first  business  day  of  each  month  a  county  depository  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  furnish  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  a  written  statement,  showing  the  amount  on  deposit  to 
the  credit  of  the  county  treasurer  at  the  close  of  each  day  of 
the  preceding  month,  which  statement  shall  be  filed  and  kept  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  as  part  of  the  public 
records.     (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  41.  Same:,   account  of   deposits    and   disbursements. — The 

treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  with  each  depository  showing 
each  deposit  and  disbursement;  the  depository  upon  payment  of 
any  order  or  draft  drawn  by  authority  of  the  county  court  orr 
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board  of  education  on  the  treasurer,  and  endorsed  by  him  for 
payment,  or  upon  payment  of  any  check  drawn  by  the  treasurer 
for  the  purposes  herein  authorized,  shall  cancel  the  same,  show- 
ing clearly  the  payment  thereof  and  the  date  of  payment.  The 
orders  or  drafts  and  checks  so  paid  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
depository  to  the  treasurer  upon  his  demand,  and  the  orders  or 
drafts  shall  be  by  him  preserved  for  settlement  with  the  county 
court,  and  the  checks  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  as  part  of 
the  records  of  his  oflSce.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  42.  Same:  mftaning  of  ''public  moneys"  and  "county  court." 

— The  term  ''public  moneys,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  all 
money  which  by  law  the  sheriff  in  his  capacity  as  such,  and  as 
treasurer  of  the  county  and  districts,  is  authorized  to  collect, 
receive  and  disburse  for  public  purposes,  including  state,  county, 
districts,  school  districts,  independent  school  districts  and  munici- 
palities. The  term  "county  court,"  shall  include  all  tribunals  in 
lieu  thereof.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  43.  Same:  liability  of  officers  for  violations  of  act. — If  any 

sheriff  shall  wilfuUy  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  and  provisions  hereof,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars,  or  confined  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both,  and  shall  forfeit  his  oflSce.  When  the 
sheriff  shall  have  fully  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  he  shall  not  be  held  personally  liable  on  account  of  any  loss 
that  the  county  or  any  district  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the 
default  or  failure  of  any  such  depository  that  has  given  bond 
approved  by  the  county  court.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
sheriff  or  member  of  a  county  court  to  demand  or  receive  any 
gift,  reward,  token,  or  thing  of  value  from  any  county  depository, 
or  from  any  bank  or  trust  company,  for  naming,  designating  or 
accepting  it  as  a  county  depository.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  sheriff,  or  mem- 
ber of  a  county  court,  either  for  the  nomination,  or  election  to 
the  office  after  nomination,  to  demand  or  receive  any  gift,  reward, 
token,  or  thing  of  value  from  any  bank  or  trust  company  eligible 
for  designation  as  a  county  depository.  Upon  conviction  for  any 
violation  of  this  section,  the  person  convicted  shall  be  fined  not 
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more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  confined  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
and  in  addition  thereto  shall  forfeit  his  office.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 

§  44.  Same:  sheriff  to  collect  and  disburse  school  moneys;  ad- 
ditional bond. — The  sheriff  of  the  county  shall  receive,  collect 
and  disburse  all  school  money  for  the  county  and  the  several  dis- 
tricts therein.  But,  before  receiving  or  collecting  any  school 
money,  he  shall  give  in  addition  to  his  bond  as  collector  of  the 
state  and  county  taxes,  a  bond  with  security  to  be  approved 
by  the  county  Court  or  other  tribunal  in  lieu  thereof,  in  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  said  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  court 
or  other  tribunal  in  lieu  thereof.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven,  chapter  twenty-seven,  acts  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eight,  relating  to  sheriff's  bonds,  as  treasurer  for  school  moneys, 
in  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  this  section,  is  hereby  repealed. 
All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. But  this  act  shall  not  be  effective  until  July  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen.    (Code  1916,  c.  39.) 


CHAPTER  6. 

NEGOTIiVBLE  INSTRUMENT  LAW. 

Title  I. — Negotiable  Instruments  in  General. 

ARTICLE  I.— FORM  AND  INTERPRETATION. 

§  1.  Requirements  of  negotiable  instruments. — ^An  instrument 
to  be  negotiable  must  conform  to  the  following  requirements  x 

(1)  It  must  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  maker  or  drawer; 

(2)  must  contain  an  unconditional  promise  or  order  to  pay  a 
sum  certain  in  money;  (3)  must  be  payable  on  demand  or  a  fixed 
or  determinable  future  time;  (4)  must  be  payable  to  order  of  a 
specified  person  or  to  bearer;  and  (5)  where  the  instrument  is 
addressed  to  a  drawee,  he  must  be  named  or  otherwise  indicated 
therein  with  reasonable  certainty.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  2.  When  sum  payable  is  a  sum  certain. — The  sum  payable  is 
a  sum  certain  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  although  it  is  to  be 
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paid:  (1)  with  interest;  or  (2)  by  stated  installments;  or  (3)  by 
stated  installments,  with  a  provision  that  upon  default  in  pay- 
ment of  any  installment  or  of  interest  the  whole  shall  become 
due;  (4)  with  exchange,  whether  at  a  fixed  rate  or  at  the  cur- 
rent rate;  or  (5)  with  cost  of  collections  or  an  attorney's  fee  in 
case  payment  shall  not  be  made  at  maturity.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  3.  When  order  or  promise  to  pay  is  unconditional. — ^An  un- 
qualified order  or  promise  to  pay  is  unconditional  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act  though  coupled  with,  (1)  an  indication  of 
a  particular  fund  out  of  which  reimbursement  is  to  be  made, 
or  a  particular  account  to  be  debited  with  the  amount;  or  (2)  a 
statement  of  the  transaction  which  gives  rise  to  the  instrument. 
But  an  order  or  promise  to  pay  out  of  particular  fund  is  not  un- 
conditional.   (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  4.  When  instrument  is  payable  at  determinable  future  time. 

— ^An  instrument  is  payable  at  a  determinable  future  time  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act  which  is  expressed  to  be  payable,  (1)  at  a 
fixed  period  after  date  or  sight;  or  (2)  on  or  before  a  fixed  or 
determinable  future  time  specified  therein;  or  (3)  on  or  at  a 
fixed  period  after  the  occurrence  of  a  specified  event  which  is 
certain  to  happen,  though  the  time  of  happening  be  uncertain. 
An  instrument  payable  upon  a  contingency  is  not  negotiable,  and 
the  happening  of  the  event  does  not  cure  the  defect.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  6.  Facts  affecting  negotiability. — ^An  instrument  which  con- 
tains an  order  or  promise  to  do  any  act  in  addition  to  the  pay- 
ment of  money  is  not  negotiable;  but  the  negotiable  character 
of  an  instrument  otherwise  negotiable  is  not  affected  by  a  pro- 
vision which,  (1)  authorizes  the  sale  of  collateral  securities  in 
case  the  instrument  be  not  paid  at  maturity;  or  (2)  authorizes  a 
confession  of  judgment  if  the  instrument  be  not  paid  at  maturity ; 
or  (3)  waives  the  benefit  of  any  law  intended  for  the  advantage 
or  protection  of  the  obligor;  or  (4)  gives  the  holder  an  election 
to  require  something  to  be  done  in  lieu  of  payment  of  money. 
But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  validate  any  provision  or  stipu- 
lation otherwise  illegal.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  6.  Same.— The  validity  and  negotiable  character  of  an  in- 
strunient  are  not  affected  by  the  fact  that,  (1)  it  is  not  dated; 
or  (2)  does  not  specify  the  value  given,  or  that  any  value  has 
been  given  therefor;  or  (3)  does  not  specify  the  place  where  it 
is  drawn  or  the  place  where  it  is  payable;  or  (4)  bears  a  seal; 
or  (5)  designates  a  particular  kind  of  current  money  in  which 
payment  is  to  be  made.  But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  alter 
or  repeal  any  statute  requiring  in  certain  cases  the  nature  of  the 
consideration  to  be  stated  in  the  instrument.  (Acts  1907,  Reg- 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  7.  When  instrument  payable  on  demand. — An  instrument  is 
payable  on  demand,  (1)  where  it  is  expressed  to  be  payable  on 
demand,  or  at  sight,  or  on  presentation;  or  (2)  in  which  no  time 
for  payment  is  expressed.  Where  an  instrument  is  issued,  ac- 
cepted or  indorsed  when  over  due,  it  is  as  regards  the  person  so 
issuing,  accepting  or  indorsing  it,  payable  on  demand.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  8.  When  payable  to  order. — The  instrument  is  payable  to 
order  where  it  is  drawn  payable  to  the  order  of  a  specified  per- 
son or  to  him  or  her  order.  It  may  be  drawn  payable  to  the 
order  of,  (1)  a  payee  who  is  not  maker,  drawer  or  drawee; 
or  (2)  the  drawer  or  maker;  or  (3)  the  drawee;  or  (4)  two  or 
more  payees  jointly;  or  (5)  one  or  more  of  several  payees; 
or  (6)  the  holder  of  an  office  for  the  time  being.  Where  the 
instrument  is  payable  to  order  the  payee  must  be  named  or  other- 
wise indicated  therein  with  reasonable  certainty.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  9.  When  payable  to  bearer. — The  instrument  is  payable  to 
bearer,  (1)  when  it  is  expressed  to  be  so  payable;  or  (2)  when 
it  is  payable  to  a  person  named  therein  or  bearer;  or  (3)  when 
it  is  payable  to  the  order  of  a  fictitious  or  non-existing  person 
and  such  fact  was  known  to  the  person  making  it  so  payable; 
or  (4)  when  the  name  of  the  payee  does  not  purport  to  be  the 
name  of  any  person;  or  (5)  when  the  only  or  last  indorsement 
is  an  indorsement  in  blank.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  10.  Language  or  statute  not  essential. — The  negotiable  in- 
strument need  not  follow  the  language  of  this  act,  but  any  terms 
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are  sufficient  which  clearly  indicate  an  intention  to  conform  to 
the  requirements  thereof.    (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  11.  Date:  as  prima  fade  evidence. — ^When  the  instrument 
or  an  acceptance  or  any  indorsement  therein  is  dated,  such  date 
is  deemed  prima  facie  to  be  the  true  date  of  the  making,  draw- 
ing, acceptance  or  indorsement  as  the  case  may  be.  (Acts  1907, 
Keg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  12.  Same:  instrument  ante-dated  or  post-dated. — ^The  instru- 
ment is  not  invalid  for  the  reason  only  that  it  is  ante-dated  or 
post-dated,  provided  this  is  not  done  for  an  illegal  or  fraudulent 
purpose ;  the  person  to  whom  an  instrument  so  dated  is  delivered 
acquires  the  title  thereto  as  of  the  date  of  delivery.  (Acts  1907, 
Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  13,  Same:  insertion  of  date. — ^Where  an  instrument  expressed 
"to  be  payable  at  a  fixed  period  after  date  is  issued  undated  or 
ivhere  the  acceptance  of  an  instrument  payable  at  a  fixed  period 
after  sight  is  undated,  any  holder  may  insert  therein  the  true 
•date  of  issue  or  acceptance  and  the  instrument  shall  be  payable 
accordingly;  the  insertion  of  a  wrong  date  does  not  avoid  the 
instrument  in  the  hands  of  a  subsequent  holder  in  due  course, 
but  as  to  him,  the  date  so  inserted  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  true 
date.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  14.  Incomplete  instnunent:  filing  blanks. — ^Where  the  in- 
strument is  wanting  in  any  material  particular,  the  person  in 
possession  thereof  has  a  prima  facie  authority  to  complete  it  by 
filling  up  the  banks  therein;  and  a  signature  on  a  blank  paper 
delivered  by  the  person  making  the  signature  in  order  that  the 
paper  may  be  converted  into  a  negotiable  instrument  operates 
as  a  prima  facie  authority  to  fill  it  up  as  such  for  any  amount; 
in  order,  however,  that  any  such  instrument  when  completed 
may  be  enforced  against  any  person  who  became  a  party  thereto 
prior  to  its  completion  it  must  be  filled  up  strictly  in  accordance 
^th  the  authority  given  and  within  a  reasonable  time ;  but  if  any 
auch  instrument  after  completion,  is  negotiated  to  a  holder  in 
due  course  it  is  valid  and  effectual  for  all  purposes  in  his  hands 
and  he  may  enforce  it  as  if  it  had  been  filled  up  strictly  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  authority  given  and  within  a  reasonable  time. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  16.  Delivery:  who  must  make;  explanation  by  parol  evi- 

plete  instrument  has  not  been  delivered  it  will  not,  if  completed 
and  negotiated  without  authority,  be  a  valid  contract  in  the  hands 
of  any  holder  as  against  any  person  whose  signature  was  placed 
thereon  before  delivery.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  16.  Delivery;  who  must  make;  explanation  by  parol  evi- 
dence; presumptions. — Every  contract  on  a  negotiable  instru- 
ment is  incomplete  and  revocable  until  delivery  of  the  instrument 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  thereto.  As  between  immediate 
parties  and  as  regards  a  remote  party  other  than  a  holder  in 
due  course,  the  delivery,  in  order  to  be  effectual  must  be  made 
either  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  party  making,  drawing, 
accepting  or  indorsing  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  in  such  case  the 
delivery  may  be  shown  to  have  been  conditional  or  for  a  special 
purpose  only  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  the  prop- 
erty in  the  instrument ;  but  where  the  instrument  is  in  the  hands 
of  a  holder  in  due  course,  a  valid  delivery  thereof  by  all  parties 
prior  to  him  so  as  to  make  them  liable  to  him,  is  conclusively  pre- 
sumed; and  where  the  instrument  is  no  longer  in  the  possession 
of  a  party  whose  signature  appears  thereon,  a  valid  and  inten- 
tional delivery  by  him  is  presumed  until  the  contrary  is  proved. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  17.  Rules  of  construction. — ^Where  the  language  of  the  in- 
strument is  ambiguous  or  there  are  omissions  therein  the  follow- 
ing rules  of  construction  apply:  (1)  Where  the  sum  payable  is 
expressed  in  words  and  also  in  figures  and  there  is  a  discrepancy 
between  the  two  the  sum  denoted  by  the  words  is  the  sum  pay- 
able ;  but  if  the  words  are  ambiguous  or  uncertain,  reference  may 
be  had  to  the  figures  to  fix  the  amount.  (2)  Where  the  instru- 
ment provides  for  the  payment  of  interest  without  specifying 
the  date  from  which  interest  is  to  run,  the  interest  runs  from  the 
date  of  the  instrument  and  if  the  instrument  is  undated,  from 
the  issue  thereof.  (3)  Where  the  instrument  is  not  dated  it  will 
be  considered  to  be  dated  as  of  the  time  it  was  issued.  (4)  where 
there  is  a  conflict  between  the  written  and  printed  provisions 
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of  the  instrument,  the  written  provisions  prevail.  (5)  Where 
the  instrument  is  so  ambiguous  that  there  is  doubt  whether  it 
is  a  bill  or  a  note,  the  holder  may  treat  it  as  either  at  his  elec- 
tion. (6)  Where  a  signature  is  so  placed  upon  the  instrument 
that  it  is  not  clear  in  what  capacity  the  person  making  the  same 
intended  to  sign,  he  is  ta  be  deemed  an  endorser.  (7)  Where  an 
instrument  containing  the  words  **I  promise  to  pay''  is  signed 
by  two  or  more  persons  they  are  deemed  to  be  jointly  and  sev- 
erally liable  thereon.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  18.  Signature:  necessity;  when  in  trade  or  assumed  name. — 

No  person  is  liable  on  the  instrument  whose  signature  does  not 
appear  thereon  except  as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided; 
but  one  who  signs  in  a  trade  or  assumed  name  will  be  liable  to 
the  same  extent  as  if  he  had  signed  in  his  own  name.  (Acts  1907^ 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  19.  Same:  by  agent. — The  signature  of  any  party  may  be 
made  by  a  duly  authorized  agent;  no  particular  form  of  appoint- 
ment is  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and  the  authority  of  the 
agent  may  be  established  as  in  other  cases  of  agency.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  20.  Personal  liability  of  agent. — Where  the  instrument 
contains,  or  a  person  adds  to  his  signature  words  indicat- 
ing that  he  signs  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  principal  or  in  a 
representative  capacity,  he  is  not  liable  on  the  instrument 
if  he  was  duly  authorized ;  bubt  the  mere  addition  of 
words  describing  him  as  an  agent  or  as  filling  a  representative 
character  without  disclosing  his  principal,  does  not  exempt  him 
from  personal  liability.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  21.  Signature  by  procuration  as  notice. — A  signature  by 
procurataion  operates  as  notice  that  the  agent  has  but  limited 
authority  to  sign,  and  the  principal  is  bound  only  in  case  the  agent 
in  so  signing  acted  within  the  actual  limits  of  his  authority.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  22.  Negotiation  by  corporation  or  infant. — The  indorsement 
or  assignment  of  the  instnmient  by  a  corporation  or  by  an  infant 
passes  the  property  therein,  notwithstanding  that  from  want  of 
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capacity  the  corporation  or  infant  may  incur  no  liability  thereon. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  23.  When  signature  forged  or  made  without  aathority. — 

Where  a  signature  is  forged  or  made  without  the  authority  of 
the  person  whose  signature  it  purports  to  be,  it  is  wholly  inopera- 
tive and  no  right  to  retain  the  instrument  or  to  give  a  discharge 
therefor  or  to  enforce  payment  thereof  against  any  party  thereto, 
can  be  acquired  through  or  under  such  signature  unless  the  party 
against  whom  it  is  sought  to  enforce  such  rights  is  precluded  from 
setting  up  the  forgery  or  want  of  authority.  (Acts  1907,  Beg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  n.— CONSroERATION. 

§  24.  Presumption  of  consideration. — Every  negotiable  instru- 
ment is  deemed  prima  facie  to  have  been  issued  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  and  every  person  whose  signature  appears  thereon 
to  have  become  a  party  thereto  for  value.  (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  25.  What  is  value. — ^Value  is  any  consideration  sufficient  to 
support  a  simple  contract ;  an  antecedent  or  pre-existing  debt  con- 
stitutes value,  and  is  deemed  such,  whether  the  instrument  is 
payable  on  demand  or  at  a  future  time.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  26.  When  one  holder  for  value. — Where  value  sas  at  any 
time  been  given  for  the  instrument,  the  holder  is  deemed  a  holder 
for  value  in  respect  to  all  parties  who  became  such  prior  to  that 
time.     (Acts  1907,  Reg  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  27.  Same;  holder  of  lien. — Whether  the  holder  has  a  lien  on 
the  instrument,  arising  either  from  contract  or  by  implication  of 
law,  he  is  deemed  a  holder  for  value  to  the  extent  of  his  lien. — 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  28.  Failure  of  consideration  as  matter  of  defense. — ^Absence 
or  failure  of  consideration  is  a  matter  of  defense  as  against  any 
person  not  a  holder  in  due  course,  and  partial  failure  of  con- 
sideration is  a  defense  pro  tanto,  whether  the  failure  is  an  ascer- 
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tained  and  a  liquidated  amount  or  otherwise.     (Acts  1907,  Beg. 
Sess.,  e.  81.) 

§  29.  Who  accommodation  party;  liability. — ^An  accommoda- 
tion party  is  one  who  has  signed  the  instrument  as  maker,  drawer, 
acceptor  or  indorser,  without  receiving  value  therefor,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  lending  his  name  to  some  other  person;  such  a 
person  is  liable  on  the  instrument  to  a  holder  for  value,  notwith- 
standing such  holder,  at  the  time  of  taking  the  instrument,  knew 
him  to  be  only  an  accommodation  party.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  m.— NEGOTIATION. 

§  30.  When  instrument  negotiated. — ^An  instrument  is  nego- 
tiated when  it  is  transferred  from  one  person  to  another  in  such 
manner  as  to  constitute  the  transferee  the  holder  thereof;  if  pay- 
able to  bearer  it  is  negotiable  by  delivery;  if  payable  to  order 
it  is  negotiated  by  the  indorsement  of  the  holder,  completed  by 
delivery.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  31.  Indorsements;  place;  signature  sufficient. — The  indorse- 
ment must  be  written  on  the  instrument  itself  or  upon  a  paper 
attached  thereto;  the  signature  of  the  indorser,  without  addi- 
tional words,  is  a  sufficient  endorsement.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  32.  Same:  must  be  of  entire  instrument. — The  indorsement 
must  be  an  indorsement  of  the  entire  instrument ;  an  indorsement 
which  purports  to  transfer  to  the  endorsee  a  part  only  of  the 
amount  payable,  or  which  purports  to  transfer  the  instrument 
to  two  or  more,  endorsees  severally,  does  not  operate  as  a  nego- 
tiation of  the  instrument ;  but  where  the  instrument  has  been  paid 
in  part,  it  may  be  indorsed  as  to  the  residue.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  33.  Same:  may  be  in  blank  or  special. — ^An  indorsement  may 
be  either  in  blank  or  special ;  and  it  may  also  be  either  restrictive 
or  qualified,  or  conditional.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  34.  Special  or  blank  indonements. — ^A  special  indorsement 
specifies  the  person  to  whom  or  to  whose  order  the  instrument  is 
to  be  payable;  and  the  indorsement  of  such  indorsee  is  necessary 
to  the  further  negotiation  of  the  instrument;  an  indorsement  in 
blank  specifies  no  indorsee,  and  an  instrument  so  indorsed  is  pay- 
able to  bearer,  and  may  be  negotiated  by  delivery.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  36.  Conversion    of    blank    into    special    indorsement. — The 

holder  may  convert  a  blank  indorsement  into  a  special 
indorsement  by  writing  over  the  signature  of  the  indorser 
which  either,  (1)  prohibits  the  further  negotiation  of  the  in« 
dorsement.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  36.  Restrictive  indorsements. — An  indorsement  is  restrictive 
which  either,  (1)  prohibits  the  further  negotiation  of  the  in- 
strument ;  or  (2)  constitutes  the  indorsee  the  agent  of  the  indorser; 
or  (3)  vests  the  title  in  the  indorsee  in  trust  for  or  to  the  use 
of  some  other  person;  but  the  mere  absence  of  words  implying 
power  to  negotiate  does  not  make  an  indorsement  restrictive. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  37.  Rights  under  restrictive  indorsement. — A  restrictive 
indorsement  confers  upon  the  indorsee  the  right,  (1) 
to  receive  payment  of  the  instruments;  (2)  to  bring 
any  action  thereon  that  the  indorser  could  bring;  (3)  to  trans- 
fer his  rights  as  such  indorsee  where  the  form  of  the  indorse- 
ment authorizes  him  to  do  so.  But  all  subsequent  indorsees  ac- 
quire only  the  title  of  the  first  indorsee  under  the  restrictive  in- 
dorsement.   (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,,  c.  81.) 

§  38.  Qualified  indorsement. — ^A  qualified  indorsement  consti- 
tutes the  indorser  a  mere  assignor  of  the  title  to  the  instrument ; 
it  may  be  made  adding  to  the  indorser 's  signature  the  words 
** without  recourse"  or  any  words  of  similar  import;  such  an 
indorsement  does  not  impair  the  negotiable  character  of  the 
instrument.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  39.  Conditional  indorsement. — ^Where  an  indorsement  is  con- 
ditional, a  party  required  to  pay  the  instrument  may  disregard 
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the  condition,  and  make  a  payment  to  the  indorsee  or  his  trans- 
feree, whether  the  condition  has  been  fulfilled  or  not;  but  any 
person  to  whom  an  instrument  so  indorsed  is  negotiated,  will 
hold  the  same,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  subject  to  the  rights  of 
the  persons  indorsing  conditionally.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  40.  How  instrument  indorsed  specially  further  negotiated. — 

Where  an  instrument,  payable  to  bearer,  is  indorsed  specially,  it 
may  nevertheless  be  further  negotiated  by  delivery ;  but  the  per- 
son indorsing  specially  is  liable  as  indorser  to  only  such  holders 
as  make  title  through  his  indorsement.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  41.  Instrument  payable  to  several  persons. — ^Where  an  instru- 
ment is  payable  to  the  order  of  two  or  more  payees  or  indorsees 
who  are  not  partners,  all  must  indorse  linless  the  one  indorsing 
has  authority  to  indorse  for  the  others.  Acts  1907,  Reg  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  42.  Instrument  drawn  and  payable  to  ' '  cashier. ' ' — Where  an 
instrument  is  drawn  or  indorsed  to  a  person,  as  ''cashier*'  or 
other  fiscal  ofiicer  of  a  bank  or  corporation,  it  is  deemed  prima 
facie  to  be  payable  to  the  bank  or  corporation  of  which  he  is  such 
officer;  and  may  be  negotiated  by  either  the  indorsement  of  the 
bank  or  corporation,  or  the  indorsement  of  the  oflScer.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  43.  Mode  of  writing  signatures. — Where  the  name  of  the 
payee  or  indorsee  is  wrongly  designated  or  mispelled,  he  may  in- 
dorse the  instrument  as  therein  described  adding,  if  he  think  fit, 
his  proper  signature.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  44.  Indorsement  in  representative  capacity. — ^Where  any  per- 
son is  under  obligation  to  indorse  in  a  representative  capacity, 
he  may  indorse  in  such  terms  as  to  negative  personal  liability. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  45.  Negotiation  prima  facie  precedes  maturity. — ^Except 
where  an  indorsement  bears  date  after  the  maturity  of  the  in- 
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strument,  every  negotiation  is  deemed  prima  facie  to  have  been 
effected  before  the  instrument  was  overdue.  (Acts  1907,  Beg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.)

§  46.  Indorsement  presumed  made  at  place  of  date. — ^Except 
where  the  contrary  appears,  every  indorsement  is  presumed  prima 
facie  to  have  been  made  at  the  place  where  the  instrument  is 
dated.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  47.  Duration  of  negotiability. — An  instrument  negotiable  in 
its  origin  continues  to  be  negotiable  imtil  it  has  been  restrictively 
indorsed  or  discharged  by  payment  or  otherwise.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  48.  Striking  out  indorsement ;  effect. — ^The  holder  may  at  any 
time  strike  out  any  indorsement  which  is  not  necessary  to  his 
title;  the  indorser  whose  indorsement  is  struck  out,  and  all  in- 
dorsers  subsequent  to  him  are  thereby  relieved  from  liability  on 
the  instrument.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  49.  Transfers  made  without  indorsement. — ^Where  the  holder 
of  an  instrument  payable  to  his  order  transfers  it  for  value  with- 
out indorsing  it,  the  transfer  vests  in  the  transferees  such  title 
as  the  transferrer  had  therein,  and  the  transferee  acquires,  in  ad- 
dition, the  right  to  have  the  indorsement  of  the  transferrer;  but 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  transferee  is  a  holder 
in  due  course,  the  negotiation  takes  effect  as  of  the  time  when 
the  indorsement  is  actually  made.    (Acts  1907,  Reg  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  50.  Be-issue  of  instrument  n^fotiated  back  to  prior  party. — 
Where  an  instrument  is  negotiated  back  to  a  prior  party,  such 
party  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  re-issue  and  fur- 
ther negotiate  the  same,  but  he  is  not  entitled  to  enforce  payment 
thereof  against  any  intervening  party  to  whom  he  was  personally 
liable.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.)

ARTICLE  IV.— RIGHTS  OP  THE  HOLDER. 


§  61.  Hold^  may  sue  in  own  name;  discharge  by  payment  to 
him. — The  holder  of  a  negotiable  instrument  may  sue  thereon  in 
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his  own  name  and  payment  to  him  in  due  course  discharges  the 
instrument.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  52.  Who  holder  in  due  course. — A  holder  in  due  course  is  a 
holder  who  has  taken  the  instrument  under  the  following  condi- 
tions: (1)  That  the  instrument  is  complete  and  regular  upon  its 
face;  (2)  that  he  became  the  holder  of  it  before  it  was  overdue 
and  without  notice  that  it  had  been  previously  dishonored,  if 
such  was  the  fact;  (3)  that  he  took  it  in  good  faith  and  for  value; 
(4)  that  at  the  time  it  was  negotiated  to  him  he  had  no  notice 
of  an  infirmity  in  the  instrument  or  defect  in  the  title  of  the 
person  negotiating  it.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  53.  Same:  time  of  negotiation. — ^Where  an  instrument  payable 
on  demand  is  negotiated  an  unreasonable  length  of  time  after  its 
issue,  the  holder  is  not  deemed  a  holder  in  due  course.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  54.  Same:  notice  of  infirmity. — ^Where  the  transferee  receives 
notice  of  any  infirmity  in  the  instrument  or  defect  in  the  title 
of  the  person  negotiating  the  same  before  he  has  paid  the  full 
amount  agreed  to  be  paid  therefor,  he  will  be  deemed  a  holder 
in  due  course  only  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  theretofore  paid 
by  him.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  55.  When  title  deemed  defective. — The  title  of  a  person  who 
negotiates  an  instrument  is  defective  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act  when  he  obtained  the  instrument  or  any  signature  thereto, 
by  fraud,  duress,  or  force  and  fear,  or  other  unlawful  means,  or 
for  any  illegal  consideration  or  when  he  negotiates  it  in  breach 
of  faith,  or  under  such  circumstances  as  amount  to  a  fraud.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  56.  What  is  notice  of  infirmity. — To  constitute  notice  of  an 
infirmity  in  the  instrument  or  defect  in  the  title  of  the  person 
negotiating  the  same,  the  person  to  whom  it  is  negotiated  must 
have  had  actual  knowledge  of  the  infirmity  or  defect,  or  knowl- 
edge of  such  facts  that  his  action  in  taking  the  instrument 
amounted  to  bad  faith.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  57.  What  are  rights  of  holder  in  due  course.— A  holder  in 
due  course  holds  the  instrument  free  from  any  defect  of  title  of 
prior  parties,  and  free  from  defenses  available  to  prior  parties 
among  themselves  and  may  enforce  payment  of  the  instrument 
for  the  full  amount  thereof  against  all  parties  liable  thereon. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 


§  68.  Rights  of  one  not  holder  in  due  course. — ^In  the  hands  of 
any  holder  other  than  a  holder  in  due  course,  a  negotiable  in- 
strument is  subject  to  the  same  defenses  as  if  it  were  non-nego- 
tiable ;  but  a  holder  who  derives  his  title  through  a  holder  in  due 
course,  and  who  is  not  himself  a  party  to  any  fraud  or  illegality 
affecting  the  instrument,  has  all  the  rights  of  such  former  holder 
in  respect  of  all  parties  prior  to  the  latter.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  69.  Proof  of  title;  presumption. — Every  holder  is  deemed 
prima  facie  to  be  a  holder  in  due  course;  but  when  it  is  shown 
that  the  title  of  any  person  who  has  negotiated  the  instrument 
was  defective,  the  burden  is  on  the  holder  to  prove  that  he  or 
some  person  under  whom  he  claims  acquired  the  title  as  a  holder 
in  due  course;  but  the  last  mentioned  rule  does  not  apply  in 
favor  of  the  party  who  became  bound  on  the  instrument  prior  to 
the  acquisition  of  such  defective  title.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  v.— LIABILITIES  OP  PARTIES. 

§  60.  Maker. — The  maker  of  a  negotiable  instrument  by  mak- 
ing it  engages  that  he  will  pay  it  according  to  its  tenor,  and  ad- 
mits the  existence  of  the  payee  and  his  then  capacity  to  endorse. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  61.  Drawer. — The  drawer  by  drawing  the  instrument  admits 
the  existence  of  the  payee  and  his  then  capacity  to  endorse,  and 
engages  that  on  due  presentment  of  the  instrument  it  will  be 
accepted  or  paid,  or  both,  according  to  its  tenor,  and  that  if  it  be 
dishonored,  and  the  necessary  proceedings  on  dishonor  be  duly 
taken,  he  will  pay  the  amount  thereof  to  the  holder,  or  to  any 
subsequent  indorser  who  may  be  compelled  to  pay  it;  but  the 
drawer  may  insert  in  the  instrument  an  express  stipulation  nega- 
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tiving  or  limiting  his  own  liability  to  the  holder.     (Acts  1907, 
Eeg.  Sess.,  e.  81.) 

§  62.  Acceptor. — The  acceptor  by  accepting  the  instrument  en- 
gages that  he  will  pay  it  according  to  the  tenor  of  his  acceptance, 
and  admits  (1)  the  existence  of  the  drawer,  the  genuineness  of 
his  signature,  and  his  capacity  and  authority  to  draw  the  instru- 
ment; and  (2)  the  existence  of  the  payee  and  his  then  capacity 
to  endorse.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  63.  Who  deemed  indorser. — A  person  placing  his  signature 
upon  instrument  otherwise  than  as  maker,  drawer  or  acceptor, 
is  deemed  to  be  an  indorser,  unless,  he  clearly  indicates  by  ap- 
propriate words  his  intention  to  be  bound  in  some  other  capacity. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  64.  Liability  of  indorser.— Where  a  person,  not  otherwise 
a  party  to  an  instrument,  places  thereon  his  signature  in  blank 
before  delivery,  he  is  liable  as  indorser  in  accordance  with  the 
following  rules:  (1)  If  the  instrument  is  payable  to  the  order 
of  a  third  person,  he  is  liable  to  the  payee  and  to  all  subsequent 
parties.  (2)  If  the  instrument  is  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
maker  or  drawer,  or  is  payable  to  bearer,  he  is  liable  to  all  parties 
subsequent  to  the  maker  or  drawer.  (3)  If  he  signs  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  payee,  he  is  liable  to  all  parties  subsequent  to 
the  payee.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  65.  Warranties  of  person  negotiating  instrument  by  delivery. 
— Every  person  negotiating  an  instrument  by  delivery  or  by  a 
qualified  indorsement,  warrants  (1)  that  the  instrument  is  gen- 
uine and  in  all  respects  what  it  purports  to  be;  (2)  that  he  has 
a  good  title  to  it;  (3)  that  all  prior  parties  had  capacity  to  con- 
tract ;  (4)  that  he  has  no  knowledge  of  any  fact  which  would  im- 
pair the  validity  of  the  instrument  or  render  it  valueless;  but 
when  the  negotiation  is  by  delivery  only,  the  warranty  extends 
in  favor  of  no  holder  other  than  the  immediate  transferee.  The 
provisions  of  sub-division  three  of  this  section  do  not  apply  to 
persons  negotiating  public  or  corporate  securities,  other  than 
bills  and  notes.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  66.  Warrantiai  of  indoxBer. — ^Eyery  indorser  who  indorsoB 
without  qualification,  warrants  to  all  subsequent  holders  in  due 
course,  (1)  the  matters  and  things  mentioned  in  subdivisions, 
one,  two  and  three  of  the  next  preceding  section;  and  (2)  that 
the  instrument  is  at  the  time  of  his  indorsement  valid  and  sub- 
sisting. And,  in  addition,  he  engages  that  on  due  presentment, 
it  shall  be  accepted  or  paid,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  accord- 
ing to  its  tenor  and  that  if  it  be  dishonored  and  the  necessary 
proceedings  on  dishonor  be  duly  taken,  he  will  pay  the  amount 
thereof  to  the  holder,  or  to  any  subsequent  indorser,  who  may  be 
compelled  to  pay  it.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  67.  When  liabilities  of  indorser  incurred. — ^When  a  person 
places  his  endorsement  on  an  instrument  negotiable  by  delivery 
he  incurs  all  the  liabilities  of  an  indorser.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  68.  Order  of  liability  of  indorsers. — As  respects  one  another, 
indorsers  are  liable  prima  facie  in  the  order  in  which  they  in- 
dorse; but  evidence  is  admissible  to  show  that  as  between  or 
among  themselves  they  have  agreed  otherwise.  Joint  payees  or 
joint  indorsers  who  indorse  are  deemed  to  indorse  jointly  and 
severally.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  69.  Where  agent  negotiates  instrument. — Where  a  broker  or 
other  agent  negotiates  an  instrument  without  indorsement,  he 
incurs  all  the  liabilities  prescribed  by  section  sixty-five  of  this 
act,  unless  he  discloses  the  name  of  his  principal,  and  the  fact 
that  he  is  acting  only  as  agent.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  VI.— PRESENTMENT  FOR  PAYMENT. 

§  70.  Presentment:  necessity. — ^Presentment  for  payment  is 
not  necessary  in  order  to  charge  the  person  primarily  liable  on 
the  instrument;  but  if  the  instrument  is,  by  its  terms,  payable 
at  a  special  place,  and  he  is  able  and  willing  to  pay  it  there 
at  maturity,  such  ability  and  willingness  are  equivalent  to  a 
tender  of  payment  upon  his  part ;  but  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  presentment  for  pajrment  is  necessary  in  order  to 
charge  the  drawer  and  indorsers.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  71.  Same:  time. — Where  the  instrument  is  not  payable  on 
demand,  presentment  must  be  made  on  the  day  it  falls  due ;  where 
it  is  payable  on  demand,  presentment  must  be  made  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  its  issue,  except  that  in  the  ease  of  a  bill 
of  exchange,  presentment  for  payment  will  be  sufficient  if  made 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  last  negotiation  thereof.  (Aets 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  72.  Same;  how  made. — ^Presentment  for  payment  to  be  suf* 
ficient,  must  be  made  (1)  by  the  holder  or  by  some  person  author- 
ized to  receive  payment  on  his  behalf;  (2)  at  a  reasonable  hour 
on  a  business  day;  (3)  at  a  proper  place  as  herein  defined;  (4) 
to  the  person  primarily  liable  on  the  instrument,  or  if  he  is  ab- 
sent or  inaccessible,  to  any  person  found  at  the  place  where  the 
presentment  is  made.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.)

§  73.  Same:  place. — Presentment  for  payment  is  made  at  the 
proper  place  (1)  where  a  place  of  payment  is  specified  in  the 
instrument  and  it  is  there  presented ;  (2)  where  no  place  of  pay- 
ment is  specified  but  the  address  of  the  person  to  make  payment 
is  given  in  the  instrument  and  it  is  there  presented;  (3)  where 
no  place  of  payment  is  specified  and  no  address  is  given  and 
the  instrument  is  presented  at  the  usual  place  of  business  or  resi- 
dence of  the  person  to  make  payment;  (4)  in  any  other  case,  if 
presented  to  the  person  to  make  payment  wherever  he  can  be 
found,  or  if  presented  at  his  last  known  place  of  business  or  rem- 
dence.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  74.  Same:  exhibition  and  delivery  of  instrument. — The  in- 
strument must  be  exhibited  to  the  person  from  whom  payment 
is  demanded,  and  when  it  is  paid  must  be  delivered  up  to  the 
party  paying  it.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  75.  Same:  instrument  payable  at  bank. — ^Where  the  instni- 
ment  is  payable  at  a  bank,  presentment  for  payment  must  be 
made  during  banking  hours,  unless  the  person  to  make  payment 
has  no  funds  there  to  meet  it  at  any  time  during  the  day,  in  which' 
case  presentment  at  any  hour  before  the  bank  is  closed  on  that 
day  is  sufficient.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  76.  Same:  when  person  liable  is  dead. — Where  the  person 
primarily  liable  on  the  instrument  is  dead,' and  no  place  of  pay- 
ment is  specified,  presentment  for  payment  must  be  made  to 
his  personal  representative  if  such  there  be,  and  if  with  the 
exercise  of  reasonable  diligence  he  can  be  found.  (Acts  1907> 
Reg.  Sess.,  e.  81.) 

§  77.  Same:  where  persons  liable  are  partners. — ^Where  the  per- 
sons primarily  liable  on  the  instrument  are  liable  as  partners, 
and  no  place  of  payment  is  specified,  presentment  for  payment 
may  be  made  to  any  one  of  them,  even  though  there  has  been 
a  dissoluation  of  the  firm.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  78.  Same:  where  several  persons  not  partners  are  liable. — 

Where  there  are  several  persons,  not  partners,  primarily  liable, 
on  the  instrument,  and  no  place  of  payment  is  specified,  present- 
ment must  be  made  to  them  all.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 


§  79.  When  presentment  not  required. — ^Presentment  for  pay^- 
ment  is  not  required  in  order  to  charge  the  drawer  where  he  has 
no  right  to  expect  or  require  that  the  drawee  or  acceptor  will  pajl 
the  instrument.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  80.  Same;  accommodation  paper. — Presentment  for  payment 
is  not  required  in  order  to  charge  an  indorser  where  the  instrument 
was  made  or  accepted  for  his  accommodation,  and  he  has  no 
reason  to  expect  that  the  instrument  will  be  paid  if  presented. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  81.  When  delay  in  presentment  ezcnsed. — Delay  in  making 
presentment  for  payment  is  excused  when  the  delay  is  caused 
by  circumstancs  beyond  the  control  of  the  holder  and  not  im» 
putable  to  his  default,  misconduct  or  negligence ;  when  the  cause 
of  delay  ceases  to  operate,  presentment  must  be  made  with  rea- 
sonable  diligence.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  82.  When  presentment  dispensed  with. — ^Presentment  for 
payment  is  dispensed  with  (1)  where  after  the  exercise  of  rea- 
sonable diligence  presentment  as  required  by  this  act  can  not  be 
made ;  (2)  where  the  drawee  is  a  fictitious  person ;  (3)  by  waiver 
of  presentment,  express  or  implied.    (Acts  1907,  Reg  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  83.  What  dishonor  by  non-payment. — The  instrument  is  dis- 
honored by  non-payment  when  (1)  it  is  duly  presented  for  pay- 
ment and  payment  is  refused  or  can  not  be  obtained ;  or  (2)  pre- 
sentment is  excused  and  the  instrument  is  overdue  and  unpaid. 
(Acts  1907,  Res.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  84.  Becourse  on  dishonor. — Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  when  the  instrument  is  dishonored  by  non-payment,  an  im- 
mediate right  of  recourse  to  all  parties  secondarily  liable  thereon, 
accrues  to  the  holder.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  85.  Day  for  payment. — ^Every  negotiable  instrument  is  pay- 
able at  the  time  fixed  therein  without  grace.  When  the  day  of 
maturity  falls  upon  Sunday,  or  a  holiday,  the  instrument  is  pay- 
able on  the  next  succeeding  business  day;  instruments  falling 
due  on  Saturday  are  to  be  presented  for  payment  on  the  next 
succeeding  business  day,  except  that  instruments  payable  on  de- 
mand may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  be  presented  for  payment 
before  twelve  o^clock  noon  on  Saturday  when  that  entire  day 
is  not  a  holiday.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  86.  Calculation  of  period  for  payment. — ^Where  the  instru- 
ment payable  at  a  fixed  period  after  date,  after  sight,  or  after 
the  happening  of  a  specified  event,  the  time  of  payment  is  deter- 
mined by  excluding  the  day  from  which  the  time  is  to  begin  to 
run,  and  by  including  the  date  of  payment.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  87.  Instrument  payable  at  bank. — Where  the  instrument 
is  made  payable  at  a  bank  it  is  equivalent  to  an  order  to  the 
bank  to  pay  the  same  for  the  account  of  the  principal  debtor 
thereon.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  88.  What  is  payment  in  due  course. — ^Payment  is  made  in  due 
course  when  it  is  made  at  or  after  maturity  of  the  instrument 
to  the  holder  thereof  in  good  faith  and  without  notice  that  his 
title  is  defective.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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ARTICLE  Vn.— NOTICE  OP  DISHONOR. 

§  89.  To  whom  giveiL — ^Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided, 
when  a  negotiable  instrument  has  been  dishonored  by  non-accept- 
ance or  non-payment,  notice  of  dishonor  must  be  given  to  the 
drawer  and  to  each  indorser,  and  any  drawer  or  indorser  to 
whom  such  notice  is  not  given  is  discharged.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  90.  By  whom  giy«a. — The  notice  may  be  given  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  holder,  or  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  party  to  the 
instrument  who  might  be  compelled  to  pay  it  to  the  holder,  and 
who  upon  taking  it  up,  would  have  a  right  to  reimbursement 
from  the  party  to  whom  the  notice  is  given.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  91.  Notice  by  agent. — ^Notice  of  dishonor  may  be  given  by 
an  agent  either  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  party  to 
to  give  notice  whether  that  party  be  his  principal  or  not.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  92.  For  whose  ben^t  notice  mures. — ^Where  notice  is  given 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  holder,  it  enures  for  the  benefit  of  all  sub- 
sequent holders  and  all  prior  parties  who  have  a  right  of  re- 
course against  the  party  to  whom  it  is  given.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  93.  Same;  notice  by  person  other  than  holder.— Where  notice 
is  given  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  party  entitled  to  give  notice,  it 
enures  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  and  all  parties  subsequent  to 
the  party  to  whom  notice  is  given.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  94.  Instmrnent  dishonored  in  hands  of  agent.— Where   the 

instrument  has  been  dishonored  in  the  hands  of  an  agent,  he  may 
either  himself  give  notice  to  the  parties  liable  thereon,  or  he 
may  give  notice  to  his  principal;  if  he  gives  notice  to  his  prin- 
cipal, he  must  do  so  within  the  same  time  as  if  he  were  the  holder, 
and  the  principal,  upon  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  has  himself 
the  same  time  for  giving  notice  as  if  the  agent  had  been  an  inde* 
pendent  holder.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  96.  Sufflctency  of  notice. — ^A  written  notice  need  not  be 
signed,  and  an  insufficient  written  notice  may  be  supplemented 
and  validated  by  verbal  communication ;  a  mis-description  of  the 
■'.strument  does  not  vitiate  the  notice  unless  the  party  to  whom 
the  notice  is  given  is  in  fact  misled  thereby.  (Acts.  1907,  Beg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  96.  Modes  of  givino  notice. — The  notice  may  be  in  writing  or 
merely  oral  and  may  be  given  in  any  terms  which  sufficiently 
identify  the  instrument  and  indicate  that  it  has  been  dishonored 
by  non-acceptance  or  non-payment;  it  may  in  all  cases  be  given 
by  delivering  it  personally  or  through  the  mails.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  97.  Notice  to  agent. — Notice  of  dishonor  may  be  given  either 
to  the  party  himself  or  to  his  agent  in  that  behalf.

§  98.  When  party  is  dead. — When  any  party  is  dead,  and  his 
death  is  known  to  the  party  giving  the  notice,  the  notice  must 
be  given  to  a  personal  representative,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  with 
reasonable  diligence,  he  can  be  found ;  if  there  be  no  personal  rep- 
resentative, notice  may  be  sent  to  the  last  residence  or  last  place 
of  business  of  the  deceased.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  99.  Notice  to  partners. — Where  the  parties  to  be  notified  are 
partners,  notice  to  any  one  partner  is  notice  to  the  firm,  even 
though  there  has  been  a  dissolution.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  8.1.) 

§  100.  Notice  to  other  joint  parties. — Notice  to  joint  parties 
who  are  not  partners  must  be  given  to  each  of  them,  imless  one 
of  them  has  authority  to  receive  such  notice  for  the  others.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  101.  Notice  to  bankrupt  or  insolvent. — ^Where  a  party  has 
been  adjudged  a  bankrupt  or  an  insolvent,  or  has  made  an  assign- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  notice  may  be  given  either  to 
the  party  himself  or  to  his  trustee  or  assignee.  (Acts  1907, 
Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  102.  Time  for  notice. — Notice  may  be  given  as  soon  as  the 
inatrument  ia  dishonored,  and  unless  delay  is  excused  as  herein- 
after provided,  must  be  given  within  the  time  fixed  by  this  aet. 
(Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  e.  81.)

§  103.  Same;  residents  at  same  place. — Where  the  person 
giving  arid  the  person  to  receive  notice  reside  in  same  place, 
notice  must  be  given  within  the  following  times:  (1)  If 
given  at  the  place  of  business  of  the  person  to  receive 
notice,  it  must  be  given  before  the  close  of  business  hours 
on  the  day  following;  (2)  if  given  at  his  residence  it 
must  be  given  before  the  usual  hours  of  rest  on  the  following 
day;  (3)  if  sent  by  mail,  it  must  be  deposited  in  the  post  office 
in  time  to  reach  him  in  the  usual  course  of  the  day  following. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  104.  Same;  residents  at  different  places. — Where  the  per- 
son giving  and  the  person  to  receive  reside  in  different 
places,  the  notice  must  be  given  within  the  following  times: 
(1)  If  sent  by  mail,  it  must  be  deposited  in  the  post  office 
in  time  to  go  by  mail  the  day  following  the  day  of  dis- 
honor or  if  there  be  no  mail  at  a  convenient  hour  on  that  day, 
by  the  next  mail  thereafter.  (2)  If  given  otherwise  than  through 
the  post  office,  then  within  the  time  that  notice  would  have  been 
received  in  due  course  of  mail,  if  it  had  been  deposited  in  the 
post  office  within  the  time  specified  in  the  last  subdivision.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c  .81.) 

§  106.  Notice  by  mail;  sufficiency. — ^Where  notice  of  dishonor 
is  duly  addressed  and  deposited  in  the  post  office,  the  sender 
is  deemed  to  have  given  due  notice,  notwithstanding  any  mis- 
carriage in  the  mails.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  106.  Same;  receipt  by  post  office. — Notice  is  deemed  to  have 
been  deposited  in  the  post  office  when  deposited  in  any  branch 
post  office  or  in  any  letter  box  under  the  control  of  the  post 
office  department.    (Acts  1917,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  107.  Time  for  notice  by  party  receiving  notice  of  dishcmor. — 

Where  a  party  receives  notice  of  dishonor,  he  has,  after  the  re- 
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ceipt  of  such  notice,  the  same  time  for  giving  notice  to  antecedent 
parties  that  the  holder  has  after  the  dishonor.  (Acts  1907,  Beg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  108.  Address  to  which  notice  is  sent. — ^Where  a  party  has 
added  an  address  to  his  signature,  notice  of  dishonor  must  be 
sent  to  that  address;  but  if  he  has  not  given  such  address,  then 
the  no  tic  must  be  sent  as  follows:  (1)  either  to  the  post  office 
nearest  to  his  place  of  residence  or  to  the  post  office  where  he  is 
accustomed  to  receive  his  letters,-  or  (2)  if  he  lives  in  one  place, 
and  have  his  place  of  business  in  another,  notice  may  be  sent 
to  either  place;  or  (3)  if  he  is  sojourning  in  another  place,  notice 
may  be  sent  to  the  place  where  he  is  sojourning;  but  where  the 
notice  is  actually  received  by  the  party  within  the  time  specified 
in  this  act,  it  will  be  sufficient,  though  not  sent  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  109.  Waiver  of  notice. — Notice  of  dishonor  may  be  waived, 
either  before  the  time  of  giving  notice  has  arrived,  or  after  the 
ommission  to  give  due  notice,  and  the  waiver  may  be  express  or 
implied.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  110.  Waiver  in  instrument. — Where  the  waiver  is  •embodied 
in  the  instrument  itself,  it  is  binding  upon  all  parties;  but  where  it 
is  written  above  the  signature  of  an  indorser  it  binds  him  only. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  e.  81.) 

§  111.  Scope  of  waiver. — A  waiver  of  protest  whether  in  the 
<;ase  of  a  foreign  bill  of  exchange  or  other  negotiable  instrument, 
is  deemed  to  be  w-aiver  not  only  of  the  formal  protest,  but  also 
of  a  presentment  and  notice  of  dishonor.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
<;.  81.) 

§  112.  When  notice  dispensed  with. — ^Notice  of  dishonor  is  dis- 
pensed with  when,  after  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence  it 
can  not  be  given  to  or  does  not  reach  the  parties  sought  to  be 
•charged.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  113.  When  delay  in  giving  notice  excused.— Delay  in  giving 
notice  of  dishonor  is  excused  when  the  delay  is  caused  by  circum- 
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vtances  beyond  the  control  of  the  holder  and  not  imputable  to 
his  default,  misconduct  or  negligence.  When  the  cause  of  delay 
ceases  to  operate,  notice  must  be  given  with  reasonable  diligence. 
(Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  114.  Whi0n  notice  to  drawar  not  required* — ^Notice  of  dis- 
honor is  not  required  to  be  given  to  the  drawer  in  either  of  the 
following  cases:  (1)  Where  the  drawer  and  the  drawee  are  the 
same  person;  (2)  where  the  drawee  is  a  fictitious  person  or  a 
person  not  having  capacity  to  contract;  (3)  where  the  drawer 
18  the  person  to  whom  the  instrument  is  presented  for  payment; 
(4)  where  the  drawer  has  no  right  to  expect  or  require  that  'the 
drawee  or  acceptor  will  honor  the  instrument;  (5)  where  the 
drawer  has  countermanded  payment.  (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess., 
e.  81.) 

§  116.  When  notice  to  indorser  not  required. — ^Notice  of  dis- 
honor is  not  required  to  be  given  to  an  indorser  in  either  of  the 
following  cases:  (1)  Where  the  drawee  is  a  fictitious  person  or 
a  person  not  having  capacity  to  contract  and  the  indorser  was 
aware  of  the  fact  at  the  time  he  indorsed  the  instrument;  (2) 
where  the  indorser  is  the  person  to  whom  the  instrument  is  pre* 
sented  for  payment;  (3)  where  the  instrument  was  made  or  ac^ 
cepted  foi*  his  accommodation.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  116.  Dishonor  by  non-acceptance;  notice  of  subsequent  dis- 
honor by  non-payment  unnecessary. — ^Where  due  notice  of  dis- 
honor by  non-acceptance  has  been  given,  notice  of  a  subsequent 
dishonor  by  non-payment  is  not  ncessary,  unless  in  the  mean- 
time the  instrument  has  been  accepted.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 


§  117.  Same:  omission  to  give  notice. — ^An  omission  to  give 
notice  of  dishonor  by  non-acceptance  does  not  prejudice  the 
rights  of  a  holder  in  due  course  subsequent  to  the  omission.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  118.  Protest  for  non-acceptance  or  non-payment. — Where 
any  negotiable  instrument  has  been  dishonored  it  may  be  pro- 
tested for  non-acceptance,  or  non-payment  as  the  case  may  be; 
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but  protest  is  not  required  except  in  the  case  of  foreign  bills  of 
exchange;  and  where  protest  of  any  negotiable  instrument  is 
made,  the  certificate  of  protest  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
what  is  stated  therein  or  on  the  foot  or  on  the  back  thereof  in 
relation  to  the  presentment,  dishonor  and  notice  thereof.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  Vin.— DISCHARGE  OF  NEGOTL^LE  INSTRU- 
MENTS. 

§  119.  How  instmnimts  discharged. — ^A  negotiable  instrument 
is  discharged  (1)  by  payment  in  due  course  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  principal  debtor;  (2)  by  payment  in  due  course  by  the  party 
accommodated,  where  the  instrument  is  made  or  accepted  for 
accommodation;  (3)  by  the  intentional  cancellation  thereof  by 
the  holder;  (4)  by  any  other  act  which  will  discharge  a  simple 
contract  for  the  payment  of  money;  (5)  when  the  principal  debtor 
becomes  the  holder  of  the  instrument  at  or  after  maturity  in  hia 
own  right.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  120.  How  persons  secondarily  liable  discharged. — A  person 
secondarily  liable  on  the  instrument  is  discharged  (1)  by  any 
act  which  discharges  the  instrument;  (2)  by  the  intentional  can- 
cellation of  his  signature  by  the  holder;  (3)  by  the  discharge 
of  a  prior  party;  (4)  by  a  valid  tender  of  payment  made  by  a 
prior  party;  (5)  by  a  release  of  the  principal  debtor,  unless  the 
holder's  right  of  recourse  against  the  party  secondarily  liable 
is  expressly  reserved;  (6)  by  any  agreement  binding  upon  the 
holder  to  extend  the  time  of  payment,  or  to  postpone  the  holder's 
right  to  enforce  the  instrument,  unless  made  with  the  assent 
of  the  party  secondarily  liable  or  unless  the  right  of  recourse 
against  such  party  is  expressly  reserved.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,. 
c.  81.) 

§  121.  Payment  by  party  secondarily  liable. — ^When  the  in> 
strument  is  paid  by  a  party  secondarily  liable  thereon,  it  is  not 
discharged;  but  the  party  so  paying  it  is  remitted  to  his  former 
rights  as  regards  all  prior  parties,  and  he  may  strike  out  his 
own  and  all  subsequent  indorsements,  and  again  negotiate  the 
instrument;  except   (1)   where  it  is  payable  to  the  order  of  a 
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third  person,  and  has  been  paid  by  the  drawer;  and  (2)  where 
it  was  made  or  accepted  for  accommodation,  and  has  been  paid 

by  the  party  accommodated.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 


§  122.  Benuncifttion  of  rights  by  holder. — The  holder  may  ex- 
pressly renounce  his  rights  against  any  party  to  the  instrument 
before,  at,  or  after  its  maturity.  An  absolute  and  unconditional 
renunciation  of  his  rights  against  the  principal  debtor  made  at 
or  after  the  maturity  of  the  instrument,  discharges  the  instru- 
ment; but  a  renunciation  does  not  affect  the  rights  of  a  holder 
in  due  course  without  notice.  A  renunciation  must  be  in  writ- 
ing, unless  the  instrument  is  delivered  up  to  the  person  pri- 
marily liable  thereon.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  123.  Cancellation. — A  cancellation  made  unintentionally,  or 
under  a  mistake,  or  without  the  authority  of  the  holder,  is  in- 
operative but  where  an  instrument  or  any  signature  thereon  ap- 
pears to  have  been  cancelled,  the  burden  of  proof  lies  on  the 
party  who  alleges  that  the  cancellation  was  made  unintention- 
ally or  under  a  mistake  or  without  authority.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  124.  Effect  of  alteration. — Where  a  negotiable  instrument  is 
materially  altered  without  the  assent  of  all  parties  liable  there- 
on, it  is  avoided  except  as  against  the  party  who  has  himself 
made,  authorized  or  assented  to  the  alteration  and  subsequent 
indorsers;  but  when  an  instrument  has  been  materially  altered 
and  is  in  the  hands  of  the  holder  in  due  course,  not  a  party 
to  the  alteration,  he  may  enforce  payment  thereof  according  to 
its  original  tenor.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  126.  Materiality  of  alteration. — Any  alteration  which  changes 
(1)  the  date;  (2)  the  sum  payable,  either  for  principal  or  interest; 
(3)  the  time  or  place  of  payment;  (4)  the  number  or  the  relations 
of  the  parties;  (5)  the  medium  or  currency  in  which  payment  is  to 
be  made;  or  which  adds  a  place  of  payment  where  no  place  of 
payment  is  specified,  or  any  other  change  or  addition  which 
alters  the  effect  of  the  instrnmeni  in  any  respect,  is  a  material 
alteration.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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Title  n.— Bills  of  Exchange. 

ARTICLE  L— FORM  AND  INTERPRETATION. 

§  126.  Definition. — ^A  bill  of  exchange  is  an  unconditional 
order  in  writing  addressed  by  one  person  to  another,  signed  by 
the  person  giving  it,  requiring  the  person  to  whom  it  is  ad- 
dressed to  pay  on  demand,  or  at  a  fixed,  determinable  future 
time,  a  sum  certain  in  money  to  order  or  to  bearer.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  127.  Bill  not  assignment  of  fund. — A  bill  of  itself  does  not 
operate  as  an  assignment  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  drawee 
available  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  the  drawee  is  not  liable 
on  the  bill  unless  and  until  he  accepts  the  same.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  128.  Bill  addressed  to  several  drawees. — A  bill  may  be  ad- 
dressed to  two  or  more  drawees  jointly,  whether  they  are  part- 
ners or  not;  but  not  to  two  or  more  drawees  in  the  alternative 
or  in  succession.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  129.  What  are  inland  and  foreign  bills. — ^An  inland  bill  of 
exchange  is  a  bill  which  is,  or  on  its  face  purports  to  be,  both 
drawn  and  payable  within  this  state ;  any  other  bill  is  a  foreign 
bill.  Unless  the  contrary  appears  on  the  face  of  the  bill,  the 
holder  may  treat  it  as  an  inland  bill.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  130.  When  bill  may  be  treated  as  promissory  note. — Where 
in  a  bill  drawer  and  drawee  are  the  same  person,  or  where  the 
drawee  is  a  fictitious  person,  or  a  person  not  having  capacity 
to  contract,  the  holder  may  treat  the  instrument  at  his  option, 
either  as  a  bill  of  exchange  or  a  promissory  note.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  131.  Beferee  in  case  of  need. — The  drawer  of  a  bill  and  any 
indorser  may  insert  thereon  the  name  of  a  person  to  whom  the 
holder  may  resort  in  case  of  need,  that  is  to  say,  in  case  the 
bill  is  dishonored  by  non-acceptance  or  non-payment;  such  per- 
son is  called  the  referee  in  case  of  need;  it  is  in  the  option  of 
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the  holder  to  resort  to  the  referee  in  case  of  need  or  not,  as 
he  may  see  fit.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  II.— ACCEPTANCE. 

§  132.  Definition  and  reqnisitea. — The  acceptance  of  a  bill  is 
the  signification  by  the  drawee  of  his  assent  to  the  order  of 
the  drawer;  the  acceptance  must  be  in  writing  and  signed  by 
the  drawee;  it  must  not  express  that  the  drawee  will  perform 
his  promise  by  any  other  means  than  the  payment  of  money. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 


§  133.  Written  acceptance   on   bill   may   be   required. — The 

holder  of  a  bill  presenting  the  same  for  acceptance  may  require 
that  the  acceptance  be  written  on  the  bill,  and  if  such  request 
is  refused,  may  treat  the  bill  as  dishonored.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  134.  Effect  of  separate  acceptance. — ^Where  an  acceptance  is 
written  on  a  paper  other  than  the  bill  itself,  it  does  not  bind  the 
acceptor  except  in  favor  of  a  person  to  whom  it  is  shown  and 
who,  on  the  faith  thereof,  receives  the  bill  for  value.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  135.  Promise  to  accept  bill  before  drawn. — An  unconditional 
promise  in  writing  to  accept  a  bill  before  it  is  drawn  is  deemed 
an  actual  acceptance  in  favor  of  every  person,  who,  upon  the 
faith  thereof,  receives  the  bill  for  value.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  136.  Time  for  acceptance. — The  drawee  is  allowed  twenty- 
four  hours  after  presentation  in  which  to  decide  whether  or  not 
he  will  accept  the  bill;  but  the  acceptance,  if  given,  dates  as  of 
the  day  of  presentation.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  137.  Destruction  or  retention  as  an  acceptance. — ^Where  a 
drawee  to  whom  a  bill  is  delivered  for  acceptance  destroys  the 
same,  or  refuses  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  delivery, 
or  within  such  other  period  as  the  holder  may  allow,  to  return 
the  bill  accepted  or  non-accepted  to  the  holder,  he  will  be 
deemed  to  have  accepted  the  same.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  138.  Acceptance  of  bill  incomplete,  overdue,  or  dishonered.— 

A  bill  may  be  accepted  before  it  has  been  signed  by  the  drawer, 
or  while  otherwise  incomplete,  or  when  it  is  overdue,  or  after 
it  has  been  dishonored  by  previous  refusal  to  accept,  or  by  non- 
payment; but  when  a  bill  payable  after  sight,  is  dishonored  by 
non-acceptance  and  the  drawee  subsequently  accepts  it,  the 
holder,  in  the  absence  of  any  different  agreement,  is  entitled  to 
have  the  bill  accepted  as  of  the  date  of  the  first  presentment. 
{Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  139.  General  acceptance. — An  acceptance  is  either  general 
or  qualified;  a  general  acceptance  assents  without  qualification 
to  the  order  of  the  drawer;  a  qualified  acceptance  in  express 
terms  varies  the  effect  of  the  bill  as  drawn.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  140.  Acceptance  for  payment  at  particular  place. — An  ac- 
ceptance to  pay  at  a  particular  place  is  a  general  acceptance 
unless  it  expressly  states  that  the  bill  is  to  be  paid  there  only  and 
not  elsewhere.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  141.  Qualified  acceptance. — ^An  acceptance  is  qualified; 
iv^hich  is,  (1)  conditional,  that  is  to  say,  which  makes  payment 
by  the  acceptor  dependent  on  the  fulfillment  of  a  condition  there- 
in stated;  (2)  partial,  that  is  to  say,  an  acceptance  to  pay 
part  only  of  the  amount  for  which  the  bill  is  drawn;  (3)  local, 
that  is  to  say,  an  acceptance  to  pay  only  at  a  particular  place; 
(4)  qualified  as  to  time;  (5)  the  acceptance  of  some  one  or  more 
•of  the  drawees,  but  not  of  all.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  142.  Rejection  of  qualified  acceptance. — The  holder  may 
refuse  to  take  a  qualified  acceptance,  and  if  he  does  not 
obtain  an  unqualified  acceptance,  he  may  treat  the  bill  as  dis- 
lionored  by  non-acceptance;  where  a  qualified  acceptance  is  taken, 
the  drawer  and  indorsers  are  discharged  from  liability  on  the 
bill,  unless  they  have  expressly  or  impliedly  authorized  the 
holder  to  take  a  qualified  acceptance,  or  subsequently  assent 
thereto;  when  the  drawer  or  an  indorser  receives  notice  of  a 
•qualified  acceptance,  he  must  within  a  reasonable  time  exprss  his 
dissnt  to  the  holder,  or  he  will  be  deemed  to  have  assented  thereto. 
<Acts  1907.  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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ARTICLE  III.— PRESENTMENT  FOR  ACCEPTANCE. 

§  143.  When  necessary. — Presentment  for  acceptance  must  be 
made  (1)  where  the  bill  is  payable  after  sight,  or  in  any  other 
case  where  presentment  for  acceptance  is  necessary  in  order 
to  fix  the  maturity  of  the  instrument;  or  (2)  where  the  bill 
expressly  stipulates  that  it  shall  be  presented  for  acceptance; 
or  (3)  where  the  bill  is  drawn  payable  elsewhere  than  at  the 
residence  or  place  of  business  of  the  drawee.  In  no  other  ease 
is  presentment  for  acceptance  necessary  in  order  to  render  any 
party  to  the  bill  liable.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  144.  Time  for. — Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the- 
holder  of  a  bill  which  is  required  by  the  next  preceding  section: 
to  be  presented  for  acceptance  must  either  prsent  it  for  accept- 
ance or  negotiate  it  within  a  reasonable  time;  if  he  fails  to  do- 
so,  the  drawer  and  all  indorsers  are  discharged.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  146.  When  and  to  whom  made. — Presentment  for  acceptance 
must  be  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  holder  at  a  reasonable  hour, 
on  a  business  day,  and  before  the  bill  is  overdue,  to  the  drawee 
or  some  person  authorized  to  accept  or  refuse  acceptance  on  his- 
behalf;  and  (1)  where  a  bill  is  addressed  to  two  or  more- 
drawees  who  are  not  partners,  presentment  must  be  made  to 
them  all,  unless  one  has  authority  to  accept  or  refuse  accept- 
ance for  all,  in  which  case  presentment  may  be  made  to  him 
only;  (2)  where  the  drawee  is  dead,  presentment  may  be  made- 
to  his  personal  representative;  (3)  where  the  drawee  has  been 
adjudged  a  bankrupt  or  an  insolvent,  or  has  made  an  assign- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  presentment  may  be  made 
to  him  or  to  his  trustee  or  assignee.

§  146.  Days  on  which  may  be  made. — ^A  bill  may  be  presented 
for  acceptance  on  any  day  on  which  negotiable  instruments 
may  be  presented  for  payment  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
seventy-two  and  eighty-five  of  this  act;  when  Saturday  is  not 
otherwise  a  holiday,  presentment  for  acceptance  may  be  made 
before  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  that  day.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,. 
c.  81.) 
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§  147.  When  delay  excused. — Where  the  holder  of  a  bill  drawn 
payable  elsewhere  than  at  the  place  of  business  or  the  residence 
of  the  drawee  has  not  time,  with  the  exercise  of  reasonable  dili- 
gencCy  to  present  the  bill  for  acceptance  before  presenting  it  for 
payment  on  the  day  that  it  falls  due,  the  delay  causd  by  pre- 
senting the  bill  of  acceptance  before  presenting  it  for  payment 
is  excused  and  does  not  discharge  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg  .Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  148.  When  presentment  excused. — Presentment  for  accept- 
ance is  excused  and  a  bill  may  be  treated  as  dishonored  by 
non-acceptance,  in  either  of  the  following  cases:  (1)  Where 
the  drawee  is  dead,  or  has  absconded,  or  is  a  fictitious 
person  or  a  person  not  having  capacity  to  contract  by  bill; 
(2)  where  after  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence,  pre- 
sentment can  not  be  made;  (3)  where  although  present- 
ment has  been  irregular,  acceptance  has  been  refused  on  some 
other  ground.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  149.  Dishonor  by  non-acceptaxice. — A  bill  is  dishonored  by 
non-acceptance  (1)  when  it  is  duly  presented  for  acceptance  and 
such  an  acceptance  as  is  prescribed  by  this  act  is  refused  or  can 
not  be  obtained;  or  (2)  when  a  presentment  for  acceptance  is 
excused  and  the  bill  is  not  accepted.  Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 

§  150.  Acceptance  not  within  prescribed  time. — ^Where  a  bill 
is  duly  presented  for  acceptance  and  is  not  accepted  with- 
in the  prescribed  time,  the  person  presenting  it  must  treat 
the  bill  as  dishonored  by  non-acceptance,  or  he  loses  the  right 
of  recourse  against  the  drawer  and  indorsers.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  0.  81.) 

§  161.  Effect  of  dishonor. — When  a  bill  is  dishonored  by  non-  ac- 
ceptance, an  immediate  right  of  recourse  against  the  drawers  and 
indorsers  accrues  to  the  holder,  and  no  presentment  for  pay- 
ment is  necessary.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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ARTICLE  IV.— PROTEST. 

§  162.  When  necessary. — Where  a  foreign  bill  appearing  on 
its  face  to  be  such  is  dishonored  by  non-acceptance,  it  must  be 
duly  protested  for  non-acceptance,  and  where  such  a  bill  which 
has  not  previously  been  dishonored  by  non-acceptance  is  dis- 
honored by  non-payment,  it  must  be  duly  protested  for  non- 
payment. If  it  is  not  so  protested,  the  drawer  and  indorsers 
are  discharged;  where  a  bill  does  not  appear  on  its  face  to  be 
a  foreign  bill,  protest  thereof,  in  case  of  dishonor,  is  unnecessary.

§  163.  Requisites. — The  protest  must  be  annexed  to  the  bill,  or 
must  contain  a  copy  thereof,  and  must  be  under  the  hand  and 
seal  of  the  notary  making  it  and  must. specify  (1)  the  time 
and  place  of  presentment;  (2)  the  fact  that  presentment 
was  made  and  the  manner  thereof;  (3)  the  cause  or  reason  for 
protesting  the  bill ;  (4)  the  demand  made  and  the  answer  given, 
if  any,  or  the  fact  that  the  drawee  or  acceptor  could  not  be 
found.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  164.  By  whom  made. — Protest  may  be  made  by  (1)  a  notary 
public;  or  (2)  by  any  respectable  resident  of  the  place  where 
the  bill  is  dishonored  in  the  presence  of  two  or  more  credible 
witnesses.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  8L) 

§  166.  Time  of  protest. — When  a  bill  is  protested,  such  pro- 
test must  be  made  on  the  day  of  its  dishonor,  unless  delay  is  ex- 
cused as  herein  provided;  when  a  bill  has  been  duly  noted,  the 
protest  may  be  subsequently  extended  as  of  the  date  of  the 
noting.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  166.  Place  of  protest. — A  bill  must  be  protested  at  the  place 
where  it  is  dishonored,  except  that  when  a  bill  draw  npayable  at 
the  place  of  business  or  residence  of  some  person  other  than  the 
drawee,  has  been  dishonored  by  non-acceptance,  it  must  be  pro- 
tested for  non-payment  at  the  place  where  it  is  expressed  to  be 
payable;  and  no  further  presentment  for  payment  to,  or  dmand 
on,  the  drawee  is  necessary.    (Acts  1907.  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  167.  Protest  for  non-payment. — A  bill  which  has  been  pro- 
tested for  non-acceptance  may  be  subsequently  protested  for 
non-payment.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  168.  Protest  for  better  security. — Where  the  acceptor  has 
been  adjudged  a  bankrupt  or  an  insolvent  or  has  made  an  as- 
signment for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  before  the  bill  matures, 
the  holder  may  cause  the  bill  to  be  protested  for  better  security 
against  the  drawer  and  indorsers.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  160.  When  protest  dispensed  with  or  excused. — Protest  is 
dispensed  with  by  any  circumstances  which  would  dispense  with 
notice  of  dishonor;  delay  in  noting  or  protesting  is  excused 
when  delay  is  caused  by  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of 
the  holder  and  not  imputable  to  his  default,  misconduct  or 
negligence;  when  the  cause  of  delay  ceases  to  operate,  the  bill 
must  be  noted  or  protested  with  reasonable  diligence.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  160.  Protest  where  bill  lost  or  destroyed. — Where  a  bill  is 
lost  or  destroyed,  or  is  wrongly  detained  from  the  person  en- 
titled to  hold  it,  protest  may  be  made  on  a  copy  or  written  par- 
ticulars thereof.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  v.— ACCEPTANCE  FOR  HONOR. 

§  161.  When  allowed. — ^Where  a  bill  of  exchange  has  been 
protested  for  dishonor  by  non-ncceptance,  or  protested  for  better 
security,  and  is  not  overdue,  any  person  not  being  a  party 
already  liable  thereon,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  holder,  inter- 
vene and  accept  the  bill  supra  protest  for  the  honor  of  any 
party  liable  thereon  or  for  the  honor  of  the  person  for  whose 
account  the  bill  is  drawn;  the  acceptance  for  honor  may  be  for 
part  only  of  the  sum  for  which  the  bill  is  drawn,  and  where 
there  has  been  an  acceptance  for  honor  for  one  party,  there  may 
be  a  further  acceptance  by  a  different  person  for  the  honor  of 
another  party.    (Acts  1907,  Reg  Sess.,  c.  81.) 


§  162.  Requisites. — ^An  acceptance  for    honor    supra     protest 
must  be  in  writing  and  indicate  that  it  is  an  acceptance  for 
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honor,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  acceptor  for  honor.     (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  163.  When  it  does  not  state  for  ^iiose  honor  made. — ^Where 
an  acceptance  for  honor  does  not  expressly  state  for  whose 
honor  it  is  made,  it  is  deemed  to  be  an  acceptance  for  the  honor 
of  the  drawer.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  164.  Liability  of  acceptor  for  honor. — The  acceptor  for 
honor  is  liable  to  the  holder  and  to  all  parties  to  the  bill  sub- 
sequent to  the  party  for  whose  honor  he  has  accepted.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  166.  Same;  nature  of  liability. — The  acceptor  for  honor  by 
such  acceptance  engages  that  he  will,  on  due  presentment,  pay 
the  bill  according  to  the  terms  of  his  acceptance;  provided,  it 
shall  not  have  been  paid  by  the  drawee,  and  provided  also,  that 
it  shall  have  been  duly  presented  for  payment  and  protested  for 
non-payment  and  notice  of  dishonor  given  to  him.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  166.  Maturity  of  sight  bill  accepted  for  honor. — ^When  a 
bill  payable  after  sight  is  accepted  for  honor,  its  maturity  is 
calculated  from  the  date  of  the  noting  for  non-acceptance  and 
not  from  the  date  of  the  acceptance  for  honor.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  167.  Protest  for  non-payment  before  acceptance  for  honor  or 
reference  in  case  of  need. — Where  a  dishonored  bill  has  been 
accepted  for  honor  supra  protest  or  contains  a  reference  in  case 
of  need,  it  must  be  protested  for  non-payment  before  it  is  pre- 
sented for  payment  to  the  acceptor  for  honor  or  reference  in 
case  of  need.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  168.  Presentment  for  pajrment  to  acceptor  for  honor. — ^Pre- 
sentment for  payment  to  the  acceptor  for  honor  must  be  made 
as  follows:  (1)  If  it  is  to  be  presented  in  the  place  where  the 
protest  for  non-payment  was  made,  it  must  be  presented  not 
later  than  the  day  following  its  maturity;  (2)  if  it  is  to  be 
presented  in  some  other  place  than  the  place  where  it  was  pro- 
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tested,  then,  it  must  be  forwarded  within  the  time  specified  in 
section  one  hundred  and  four.    (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  169.  Same:  when  delay  oumsed. — The  provisions  of  seetioii 
eighty-one  apply  where  there  is  delay  in  making  presentment 
to  the  acceptor  for  honor  or  referee  in  case  of  need.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  170.  Protest  of  bill  dishonored  by  acceptor  for  honor. — ^When 

the  bill  is  dishonored  by  the  acceptor  for  honor  it  must  be  pro- 
tested for  non-payment  by  him.    (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ABTICLE  VI.— PAYMENT  FOB  HONOB. 

§  171.  When  permissable. — Where  a  bill  has  been  protested 
for  non-payment,  any  person  may  intervene  and  pay  it  supra 
protest  for  the  honor  of  any  person  liable  thereon  or  for  the 
honor  of  the  person  for  whose  account  it  was  drawn.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  172.  Attestation  by  notarial  act. — The  payment  for  honor 
supra  protest  in  order  to  operate  as  such  and  not  as  a  mere 
voluntary  payment  must  be  attested  by  a  notarial  act  of  honor 
which  may  be  appended  to  the  protest  or  form  an  extension 
to  it.     (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  173.  Same;  declaration  by  payer  for  honor. — ^The  notarial 
act  of  honor  must  be  founded  on  a  declaration  made  by  the  payer 
for  honor  or  by  his  agent  in  that  behalf  declaring  his  intention 
to  pay  the  bill  for  honor  and  for  whose  honor  he  pays.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 


§  174.  Preference  among  persons  offering  to  pay. — ^Where  two 
or  more  persons  offer  to  pay  a  bill  for  the  honor  of  different 
parties,  the  person  whose  payment  will  discharge  most  parties  to 
the  bill  is  to  be  given  the  preference.     (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess., 

c.  81.) 

§  175.  Effect  of  pajrment. — ^Where  a  bill  has  been  paid  for 
honor,  all  parties  subsequent  to  the  party  for  whose  honor  it  is 
paid  are  discharged,  but  the  payer  for  honor  is  subrogated  for, 
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and  succeeds  to,  both  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  holder  as 
regards  the  party  for  whose  honor  he  pays  and  all  parties  liable 
to  the  latter.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  176.  Refusal  of  holder  to  receive  payment. — ^When  the  holder 
of  a  bill  refuses  to  receive  payment  supra  protest,  he  loses  his 
right  of  recourse  against  any  party  who  would  have  been  dis- 
charged by  such  payment.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  177.  Bight  of  payer  to  receive  bill  and  protest. — The  payer 
for  honor,  on  paying  to  the  holder  the  amount  of  the  bill  and 
the  notarial  expenses  incidental  to  its  dishonor,  is  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  bill  itself  and  the  protest.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

ARTICLE  Vn.— BILLS  IN  A  SET. 

§  178.  Parts  constitute  one  bill. — Where  a  bill  is  drawn  in  a 
set,  each  part  of  the  set  being  numbered  and  containing  a  refer- 
ence to  the  other  parts,  the  whole  of  the  parts  constitutes  one 
bill.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  170.  Where  parts  of  set  negotiated  to  diiferent  holders. — 
Where  two  or  more  parts  of  a  set  are  negotiated  to  different 
holders  in  due  course,  the  holder  whose  title  first  accrues  is,  as 
between  such  holders,  the  true  owner  of  the  bill;  but  nothing 
in  this  section  affects  the  rights  of  a  person  who  in  due  course 
accepts  or  pays  the  part  first  presented  to  him.  (Acts  1907,  Beg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  180.  Liability  on  different  parts.— Where  the  holder  of  a  set 
indorses  two  or  more  parts  to  different  persons  he  is  liable  on 
every  such  part,  and  every  indorser  subsequent  to  him  is  liable 
on  the  part  he  has  himself  indorsed,  as  if  such  parts  were  separate 
bills.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  181.  Acceptance. — The  acceptance  may  be  written  on  any 
part  and  it  must  be  written  on  one  part  only;  if  the  drawee 
accepts  more  than  one  part,  and  such  accepted  parts  are  nego- 
tiated to  different  holders  in  due  course,  he  is  liable  on  every 
such  part  as  if  it  were  a  separate  bill.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess., 
c.  81.) 
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§  182.  Payment  without  delivery  of  part  bearing  acceptance. — 
When  the  acceptor  of  a  bill  drawn  in  a  set  pays  it  without  requir- 
ing the  part  bearing  his  acceptance  to  be  delivered  up  to  him, 
and  that  part  at  maturity  is  outstanding  in  the  hands  of  a  holder 
in  due  course,  he  is  liable  to  the  holder  thereon.  (Acts  1907, 
Eeg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  183.  Discharge  of  one  part  discharges  whole  bilL — ^Except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  where  any  one  part  of  a  bill  drawn 
in  a  set  is  discharged  by  payment  or  otherwise,  the  whole  bill 
is  discharged.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

Title  ni. — ^Promissory  Not^  and  Ohecks. 

§  184.  Definition  of  promissory  note. — A  negotiable  promissory 
note  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  is  an  unconditional  promise, 
in  writing  made  by  one  person  to  another,  signed  by  the  marker, 
engaging  to  pay  on  demand  or  at  fixed  or  determinable  future 
time,  a  sum  certain  in  money  to  order  to  bearer;  where  a  note 
is  drawn  to  the  maker's  own  order,  it  is  not  complete  until 
indorsed  by  him.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  186.  Definition  of  Check. — A  check  is  a  bill  of  exchange  drawn 
on  a  bank  payable  on  demand;  except  as  herei  notherwise  pro- 
vidd,  the  prviesions  of  this  act,  applicable  to  a  bill  of  exchange 
payable  on  demand,  apply  to  a  check.  (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c. 
SI.) 

§  186.  Presentment  of  check. — A  check  must  be  presented 
for  payment  within  a  reasonable  time  after  its  issue,  or  the 
drawer  will  be  discharged  from  liability  thereon  to  the  extent 
of  the  loss  caused  by  the  delay.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  187.  Certification  of  check. — Where  a  check  is  certified  by 
the  bank  on  which  it  is  drawn,  the  certification  is  equivalent  to 
an  acceptance.     (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  188.  Effect  of  certification  or  acceptance. — Where  the  holder 
of  a  check  procures  it  to  be  accepted  or  certified,  the  drawer  and 
all  indorsers  are  discharged  from  liability  thereon.  (Acts  1907, 
Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  189.  Ohoek  not  aMdgnment  ci  fimcL — ^A  check  of  itself  does 
not  operate  as  an  assignment  of  any  part  of  the  funds  to  the 
eredit  of  the  drawer  with  the  bank,  and  the  bank  is  not  liable 
to  the  holder,  unless  and  until  it  accepts  or  certifies  the  check. 
(Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

Title  IV. — Oeneral  Provisions. 

§  190.  Title  of  act. — This  act  shall  be  known  as  the  negotiable 
instrument  law.    (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  191.  Definition  of  terms. — In  this  act,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires:  ^'Acceptance"  means  an  acceptance  com- 
pleted by  delivery  or  notification.  ** Action"  includes  counter- 
claim  and  set-off.  ''Bank"  includes  any  person  or  association 
of  persons  carr3dng  on  the  business  of  banking,  whether  incor- 
porated or  not.  "Bearer"  means  the  person  in  possession  of  a 
bill  or  note  which  is  payable  to  bearer.  "Bill"  means  bill  of 
exchange,  and  "note"  means  negotiable  promissory  note.  "De- 
livery" means  transfer  of  possession,  actual  or  constructive,  from 
one  person  to  another.  "Holder"  means  the  payee  or  indorsee 
of  a  bill  or  note,  who  is  in  possession  of  it,  or  the  bearer  thereof. 
"Indorsement"  means  an  indorsement  completed  by  delivery. 
"Instrument"  means  negotiable  instrument.  "Issue"  means 
the  first  delivery  of  the  instrument,  complete  in  form,  to  a  per- 
son who  takes  it  as  a  holder.  "Person"  includes  a  body  of  per- 
sons, whether  incorporated  or  not.  "Value"  means  valuable 
consideration.  "Written"  includes  printed,  and  "writing"  in- 
cludes print.    (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  192.  Who  "primarily"  liable.— The  person  "primarily" 
liable  o  nan  instrument  is  the  person  who,  by  the  terms  of  the 
instrument,  is  absolutely  required  to  pay  the  same;  all  other 
parties  are  "secondarily"  liable.    (Acts  1907,  Beg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  193.  What  is  a  "reasonable  time." — In  determining  what  is 
a  "reasonable  time"  or  an  "unreasonable  time,"  regard  is  to  be 
had  to  the  nature  of  the  instrument,  the  usage  of  trade  or  business, 
if  any,  with  respect  to  such  instrument  and  the  facts  of  the  par- 
ticular case.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 
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§  104.  When  time  for  act  falls  on  Sunday  or  holiday.— Where 
the  day,  or  the  last  day,  for  doing  an  act  herein  required  or  per- 
mitted to  be  done  falls  on  Sunday  or  on  a  holiday,  the  act  may 
be  done  on  the  next  succeeding  secular  or  business  day.  (Acts 
1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  105.  ETiHting  instruments. — The  provisions  of  this  act  do 
not  apply  to  negotiable  instruments  made  and  delivered  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  and  this  act  shall  not  take  effect 
until  January  1st,  1908.    (Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  106.  Law  merchant  to  supplement  act. — ^In  any  case  not  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  the  rules  of  the  law  merchant  shall  govern. 
(Acts  1907,  Reg.  Sess.,  c.  81.) 

§  107.  Repeal. — Section  nine  of  chapter  ninety-nine  of  the 
code  of  West  Virginia  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict 
herewith  are  hereby,  to  that  extent,  repealed.  (Acts  1907,  Reg. 
Sess.,  c.  81.) 


CHAPTER   7. 

LIENS  AND  CONTRACTS. 

§  1.  Form  of  deed  of  trust. — ^A  deed  of  trust  to  secure  debts 
or  indemnify  sureties,  may  be  in  the  following  form  or  to  the 

same  effect:    **This  deed  made  the day  of ,  in 

the  year ,  between (the  grantor)  of  the  one 

part,  and ,  (the  trustee)  of  the  other  part,  witnesseth: 

That  the  said (the  grantor)  doth  (or  do)  grant  unto 

the  said  (the  trustee)  the  following  property  (here 

describe  it).  In  trust  to  secure  (here  describe  the  debts  to  be 
secured  or  the  sureties  to  be  indemnified,  and  insert  covenants, 
or  any  other  provisions  the  parties  may  agree  upon.)  Witness 
the  following  signatures  and  seals  (or  signature  and  seal.)  (Code 
1916,  c.  72.) 

§.2.  Sales  under  trust  deeds. — The  trustee  in  any  such  deed 
shall,  whenever  required  by  any  creditor  secured  or  any  surety 
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indemnified  by  the  deed,  or  the  personal  representative  of  any 
such  creditor  or  surety,  after  the  debt  due  to  such  creditor  or 
for  which  such  surety  may  be  liable,  shall  have  become  payable 
and  default  shall  have  been  made  in  the  payment  thereof,  or  any 
part  thereof,  by  the  grantor,  sell  the  property  conveyed  by  the 
deed,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  at  public  auction, 
upon  such  terms  as  are  mentioned  in  said  deed;  and  if  no  terms 
are  therein  mentioned,  then  upon  the  following  terms,  to-wit: 
If  the  property  to  be  sold  be  real  estate,  one-third  of  the  pur- 
chase money  cash  in  hand,  one-third  thereof  with  interest  in  one 
year,  and  the  residue  thereof,  with  interest,  in  two  years  from 
the  day  of  sale,  taking  from  the  purchaser  his  notes,  with  good 
security,  for  the  deferred  payments,  and  retaining  the  legal  title 
as  further  security ;  the  legal  title  may  be  conveyed,  reserving  in 
the  deed  a  lien  for  the  deferred  purchase  money,  or  otherwise 
securing  the  same;  and  if  the  property  to  be  sold  be  personal 
estate,  then  for  cash,  having  first  given  notice  of  such  sale  as 
hereinafter  prescribed ;  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds  of  sale,  first 
to  the  payment  of  expenses  attending  the  execution  of  the  trust, 
including  a  commission  to  the  trustee  of  five  per  centum  on  the 
first  three  hundred  dollars,  and  two  per  centum  on  the  residue 
of  the  proceeds,  then  pro  rata  (or  in  the  order  of  priority,  if  any 
prescribed  by  the  deed)  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  secured  and 
the  indemnity  of  the  sureties  indemnified  by  the  deed,  and  shall 
pay  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  the  grantor,  his  heirs,  personal  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns;  Provided,  That  no  trustee  shall  receive 
any  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  until  he,  if  required  by  the 
grantor  or  any  cestui  que  trust,  give  bond  in  a  penalty  equal  at 
least  to  the  full  value  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  with  good 
security,  before  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county  where 
said  property  is,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  his 
duty  as  such  trustee,  and  account  for  and  pay  over  as  required 
by  law,  all  money  that  may  come  into  his  hands  in  the  execu- 
tion of  such  trust.  And  no  sale  shall  be  made  by  such  trustee, 
who  is  required  to  give  bond,  until  such  bond  and  security  has 
been  given  and  approved  by  the  clerk ;  and  every  notice  of  such 
sale  shall  have  appended  to  it  the  certificate  of  such  clerk  that 
bond  and  security  has  been  given  by  the  trustee  as  required  by 
law,  if  such  bond  be  required  as  aforesaid.  The  grantor,  or 
any  cestui  que  trust,  may  at  any  time  after  the  execution  of  the 
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trust,  by  notice  in  writing,  require  any  trustees  to  give  such  bond, 
and  upon  his  failure  to  do  so  for  twenty  days  after  such  notice, 
the  power  of  such  trustee  shall  cease,  and  another  trustee  may 
be  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  of  any  county  wherein  such 
deed  of  trust  is  recorded,  or  by  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
to  execute  said  trust,  upon  the  application  of  any  cestui  que  trust, 
or  the  grantor,  if,  upon  the  hearing  of  such  application,  the  fail- 
ure of  the  trustee  to  give  such  bond  be  made  to  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  such  court  or  judge,  by  affidavit  or  otherwise.  At 
least  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of  such  application  shall  be 
given  to  the  trustee,  grantor  and  to  all  cestui  que  trust  in  such 
deed  if  they  be  residents  of  the  county,  stating  the  court  or  judge 
before  whom  such  application  is  to  be  made.  If  the  said  trustee 
and  grantor,  or  either  of  them,  are  not  residents  of  such  county, 
the  notice  as  to  them,  or  the  one  not  a  resident,  may  be  published 
for  two  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  in  such 
county,  or  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  therein,  if 
none  be  published  in  the  county.  Of  the  trustee  so  appointed, 
bond  shall  be  required  in  the  penalty  of  at  least  the  full  value  of 
the  property  which  may  come  into  his  hands,  which  bond  may 
be  given  before  and  approved  by  the  said  court  or  judge,  or  be 
given  before  and  approved  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of 
such  county,  upon  the  order  of  such  circuit  court  or  judge,  and 
shall  be  recorded  as  above  provided  as  to  the  bond  given  by  a 
trustee  named  in  such  deed,  and  shall  be  with  like  condition. 
Every  such  bond  shall  be  filed  by  said  clerk  in  his  office,  and  re- 
corded by  him  in  the  book  in  which  the  bonds  of  the  adminis- 
trators are  recorded.  Every  such  notice  of  sale  shall  show  the 
following  particulars:  (1)  The  time  and  place  of  sale;  (2)  the 
names  of  the  parties  to  the  deed  under  which  it  will  be  made; 
(3)  the  date  of  the  deed;  (4)  the  office  and  book  in  which  it  is 
recorded;  (5)  the  quantity  and  description  of  the  land  or  other 
property,  or  both,  conveyed  thereby;  and  (6)  the  terms  of  sale. 
And  in  all  cases  where  a  debtor  conveys  all  his  property  to  a 
trustee  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors;  or  where  he  conveys  all 
his  property  except  what  is  exempt  from  execution  or  other 
process,  every  such  trustee  shall  settle  his  account  before  a  com- 
missioner of  accounts  of  the  county  in  which  such  bond  is  re* 
corded,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter  eighty-seven  of  the  Code 
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of  West  Virginia,  as  amended,  shall  apply  to  such  settlement  as 
far  as  applicable.    (Code  1916,  c.  72.) 


§  3.  Qualification  of  trostoe  of  insolvent;  appraisal  of  estate. — 

That  a  person  appointed  by  an  insolvent  debtor  as  trustee  in 
any  assignment,  conveyance,  transfer,  or  other  act  of  such  in- 
solvent debtor,  which  is  intended  to  operate  as  an  assignment  of 
all  such  debtor's  property  for  the  benefit  of  all  of  his  creditors, 
or  which  does  so  operate  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  not 
have  the  power  of  such  trustee  until  he  qualifies  as  such  by  tak- 
ing an  oath  and  giving  a  bond  in  a  penalty  double  the  amount 
of  the  ascertained  estate,  with  sufficient  surety,  before  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  assignment,  con- 
veyance, transfer  or  other  instrument  is  or  should  be  recorded, 
or  such  act  is  done,  in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  as  a  per- 
sonal representative  of  the  estate  of  a  decedent  is  qualified.  And 
in  case  such  person  so  appointed  trustee  by  such  insolvent  debtor 
fails  or  refuses  to  so  qualify  the  said  county  court  shall  appoint 
such  trustee  upon  the  application  of  any  person  interested.  The 
oath  of  such  trustee  shall  be  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  the  ofSce  of  trustee  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment, 
and  will  account  for  and  pay  over  all  money  that  comes  to  his 
hands  as  such  trustee.  Said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  said 
court,  and  conditioned  that  said  trustee  shall  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  trustee  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment  and 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  money  that  may  come  to  his  handa 
as  such  trustee.  Upon  the  qualification  of  such  trustee,  there 
shall  be  appraisers  appointed  to  appraise  the  estate  of  the  in- 
solvent debtor  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority 
that  appraisers  are  appointed  for  the  estate  of  a  decedent,  and 
such  appraisers  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  perform 
the  same  duties  that  appraisers  of  the  estate  of  a  decedent  are 
governed  by  and  are  required  to  perform.  And  all  such  trustees 
as  aforesaid  shall  appear  before  some  one  of  the  commissioners 
of  account  of  the  county  court  before  which  he  qualified  as  such 
trustee  and  lay  before  such  commissioner  a  report  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  his  vouchers  for  the  same,  in  all  respects 
and  with  like  effect  as  is  provided  for  fiduciaries  generally  by 
chapter  87  of  the  code  of  West  Virginia.  In  the  vacation  of  the 
county  court,  the  clerk  thereof  shall  perform  the  duties  in  the 
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appointment  and  qualification  of  such  trustee,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  appraisers,  that  said  clerk  is  now  required  by  law 
to  perform  in  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  personal  rep- 
resentatives of  decedents,  and  appraisers  of  their  estates.  (Code 
1916,  c.  72.) 

§  4.  Notice  of  trait  lale. — When  any  property  is  about  to  be 
sold  under  a  deed  of  trust,  the  trustee  shall,  unless  it  be  otherwise 
provided  in  the  deed  of  trust,  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustee  the 
property  to  be  sold  be  of  less  value  than  three  hundred  dollars, 
publish  a  notice  of  such  sale  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
the  county,  if  there  be  one  which  will  publish  the  notice  at  the 
rates  prescribed  by  law.  Such  notice  shall  be  published  at  least 
once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks  preceding  the  day  of  sale, 
and  a  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  front  door  of 
the  court  house  for  a  like  period;  but  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  be  none  that  will  publish 
such  notice  at  the  rates  prescribed  by  law,  or  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  trustee,  the  property  be  of  less  value  than  three  hundred 
dollars,  such  a  notice  of  sale  shall  be  posted  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  thereto  on  the  front  door  of  the  court  house  of  the  county 
in  which  the  property  to  be  sold  is,  and  at  three  other  public 
places  at  least  in  the  county,  one  of  which  shall  be  as  near  the 
premises  to  be  sold  (in  case  the  sale  be  of  real  estate)  as  prac- 
ticable ;  and  in  all  cases,  whether  the  notice  be  published  or  not, 
a  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  served  on  the  grantor  in  the  deed, 
or  his  agent  or  personal  representative,  if  he  or  they  be  within 
the  county,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the  sale.  (Code  1916, 
c.  72.) 

§  5.  Form  of  trustee's  deed. — ^Every  deed  for  real  estate  sold 
under  a  deed  of  trust  may  be  made  in  the  following  form,  or  to 
the  same  effect:

B ,  trustee   (or  to  Q H trustee,  as  the  case

in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county  of 
,  and  bounded  and  described  therein  as  follows:  (here  in- 
sert the  description  and  quantity  as  set  forth  in  the  deed  of 
trust,    and    any  further  description  deemed  necessary.)

§  6.  Vendor's  lien. — If  any  person  convey  any  real  estate  and 
the  purchase  money  or  any  part  thereof,  remain  unpaid  at  the 
time  of  the  conveyance,  he  shall  not  thereby  have  a  lien  for  such 
unpaid  purchase  money,  unless  such  lien  is  expressly  reserved  on 
the  face  of  the  conveyance.    (Code  1916,  c.  75.) 

§  7.  Decrees  to  have  effect  of  judgments ;  enforcement. — A  de- 
cree for  land  or  specific  personal  property  and  a  decree  or  order 
requiring  the  payment  of  money,  shall  have  the  effect  of  a  judg- 
ment for  such  land,  property  or  money,  and  be  embraced  by  the 
word  ** judgment"  where  used  in  this  or  any  of  the  three  suc- 
ceedings  chapters.  But  a  party  may  proceed  to  carry  into  execu- 
tion,  a  decree  or  order  in  chancery,  other  than  for  the  payment  of 
money,  as  he  might  have  done  if  this  and  the  following  section 
had  not  been  enacted.  The  persons  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  any 
decree  or  order  requiring  the  payment  of  money,  shall  be  deemed 
judgment  creditors,  although  the  money  may  be  required  to  be 
paid  into  a  court,  or  a  bank  or  other  place  of  deposit.  In  such 
case,  an  execution  on  the  decree  or  order  shall  make  such  recital 
thereof,  and  of  the  parties  to  it  as  may  be  necessary  to  designate 
the  case ;  and  if  a  time  be  specified  in  the  decree  or  order  within 
which  the  payment  is  to  be  made,  the  execution  shall  not  issue 
until  the  expiration  of  that  time.     (Code  1916,  c.  139.) 
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§  8.  What  obligations  ''judgments"  include. — In  the  following 
section  the  word  ** judgment"  shall  include  any  undertaking, 
bond  or  recognizance  which  has  the  force  of  a  judgment.  (Code 
1916,  c.  139.) 

§  0.  Furnishing  abstract  and  docketing  of  judgment. — The 

clerk  of  every  circuit  and  municipal  court  shall,  without  delay, 
make  out  and  deliver  a  duly  certified  abstract  of  every  judgment 
rendered  by  such  court,  and  every  justice  of  the  peace  shall^ 
without  delay,  make  out  and  deliver  a  duly  certified  abstract  of 
every  judgment  rendered  by  him,  or  by  any  other  justice,  the 
docket  of  which  is  in  his  possession  and  under  his  control,  to  any 
person  interested  therein  who  may  demand  the  same,  and  pay 
or  tender  the  fee  therefor,  in  which  abstract  shall  be  stated  the 
names  in  full  of  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  and  the  defendant  or 
defendants,  as  they  appear  in  the  papers  and  proceedings  in  the 
cause,  and  if  the  defendants  are  sued  as  partners,  the  partnership 
name  shall  be  stated ;  the  amount  of  the  judgment  and  the  amount 
of  the  costs,  stating  each  separately;  the  value  of  specific  prop- 
erty (if  any)  recovered  by  it,  and  the  damages  (if  any)  for  its 
detention;  the  date  of  the  judgment  and  the  court  in  which,  or 
the  justice  by  whom,  the  judgment  was  rendered.  Any  clerk  or 
justice  who  shall  fail  to  deliver  such  abstract  as  herein  required, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  fifty  dollars.  And 
the  clerk  of  every  county  court  shall  keep  in  his  office  in  a  well 
bound  book  a  judgment  docket,  in  which  he  shall  docket  with- 
out delay  any  judgment  rendered  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
eourt  of  this  state  or  by  any  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United 
States  within  this  state,  upon  the  delivery  to  him  of  such  authen- 
ticated abstract  thereof  for  that  purpose,  and  the  payment  or 
tender  of  his  fee  therefor.  In  such  docket  there  shall  be  stated, 
in  separate  columns:  1.  .The  names  in  full  of  the  plaintiff  or 
plaintiffs,  and  the  defendant  or  defendants,  as  they  are  stated 
in  such  abstract,  and  if  it  appear  by  such  abstract  that  the  de- 
fendants were  sued  as  partners,  their  partnership  name  shall  also 
be  stated.  2.  The  amount  of  the  judgment  and  of  the  costs, 
stating  each  separately.  3.  The  value  of  any  specific  porperty 
recovered  by  the  judgment,  and  the  damages  (if  any)  for  its 
detention.  4.  The  date  of  the  judgment.  5.  The  court  in  which 
or  the  justice  by  whom  it  was  rendered.    6.  The  date  of  docket- 
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ing  the  judgment.  Every  judgment  docketed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  as  aforesaid,  shall  at  the  same  time  be  indexed  by 
him  in  an  index  to  be  kept  in  or  annexed  to  said  judgment 
docket,  in  the  full  name  of  the  defendant,  and  if  more  than  one 
defendant,  in  the  full  name  of  each,  as  they  appear  in  the  said 
abstract.  If  the  defendants  are  sued  as  partners,  it  shall  also  be 
indexed  in  the  partnership  name  appearing  by  such  abstract. 
Any  clerk  of  a  county  court  failing  to  perform  any  duty  required 
of  him  by  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be 
fined  fifty  dollars;  and  he  and  his  securities  in  his  official  bond 
shall  moreover  be  liable  to  any  person  injured  by  such  failure 
for  all  such  damages  as  he  may  sustain  by  reason  thereof.  (Code 
1916,  c.  139.) 


§  10.  Lien  of  judgment  on  real  estate;  issoanoe  and  filing  of 
execution. — Every  judgment  for  money  rendered  in  this  State 
heretofore  or  hereafter,  against  any  person,  shall  be  a  lien  on  all 
real  estate  of  or  to  which  such  person  shall  be  possessed  or  en- 
titled  at  or  after  the  date  of  such  judgment,  or,  if  it  was  rendered 
in  court,  at  or  after  the  commencement  of  the  term  at  which  it 
was  so  rendered,  except  as  follows:  No  judgment  shall  be  a 
lien  on  real  estate  as  against  a  purchaser  thereof  for  valuable 
consideration  without  notice,  unless  it  be  docketed  according 
to  the  eighth  or  ninth  sections  of  this  chapter,  in  the  county 
wherein  such  real  estate  is,  either  within  sixty  days  next  after  the 
date  of  such  judgment  or  before  a  deed  therefor  to  said  purchaser 
is  delivered  for  record  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court.  Provided, 
that  the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  shall  not  be  a  lien 
on  real  estate  against  such  purchaser  until  the  same  is  docketed 
as  aforesaid,  and  Provided,  further,  that  no  judgment  which  is 
a  lien  on  real  estate  shall  continue  a  lien  on  such  real  estate, 
in  case  execution  issue  thereon,  unless  the  execution  issued  on 
said  judgment,  or  a  copy  thereof  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  wherein  such  real  estate  is  situate, 
within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  said  judgment  or  in  case  other 
executions  have  theretofore  issued  on  said  judgment,  then  within 
ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  last  execution  so  issued  thereon. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  wherein 
such  real  estate  is  situate,  to  note  on  the  page  of  the  judgment 
docket  where    such  judgment  is  docketed,  the  date  on  which 
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said  execution  was  issued  and  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  same 
in  said  office,  and  for  said  service  the  clerk  shall  receive  a  fee 
of  twenty-five  cents  to  be  paid  by  the  person  filing  such  execu- 
tion or  copy.    (Code  1916,  c.  139.) 

§  10a.  Execution  or  scire  facias  on  judgment. — On  a  judg- 
ment, execution  may  be  issued  within  ten  years  after  the  date 
thereof.  Where  execution  issues  within  ten  years  as  aforesaid, 
other  executions  may  be  issued  on  such  judgment  within  ten 
years  from  the  return  day  of  the  last  execution  issued  thereon, 
on  which  there  is  no  return  by  an  officer  or  which  has  been  re- 
turned unsatisfied.  An  action,  suit  or  scire  facias  may  be  brought 
upon  a  judgment  where  there  has  been  a  change  of  parties  by 
death  or  otherwise  at  any  time  within  ten  years  next  after  the 
date  of  the  judgment;  or  within  ten  years  from  the  return  day 
of  the  last  execution  issued  thereon  on  which  there  is  no  return 
by  an  officer  or  which  has  been  returned  unsatisfied.  But  if 
such  action,  suit  or  scire  facias  be  against  the  personal  represen- 
tative of  a  decedent,  it  shall  be  brought  within  five  years  from 
the  qualification  of  such  representative.    (Acts  1919,  c.  20.) 

§  11.  Suits  to  enforce  judgment;  sale  of  real  estate. — The  lien 
of  a  judgment  may  be  enforced  in  a  court  of  equity  after  an 
execution  of  fieri  facias  thereon  has  been  duly  returned,  to  the 
office  of  the  court  or  to  the  justice  from  which  it  issued,  showing 
by  the  return  thereon  that  no  property  could  be  found  from 
which  such  execution  could  be  made;  Provided,  That  such  lien 
may  be  enforced  in  equity  without  such  return,  when  an  execu- 
tion or  fieri  facias  has  not  issued  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  the  judgment.  If  it  appear  to  such  court  that  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  real  estate  subject  to  the  lien  will  not  satisfy  the 
judgment  in  five  years,  the  court  may  decree  the  said  estate,  or 
any  part  thereof,  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  judgment.  In  every  such  suit  all  persons  having 
liens  on  the  real  estate  sought  to  be  subjected  by  judgment  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  made  parties,  plaintiff  or  defendant,  or  if 
the  number  of  such  persons  exceed  ten  the  suit  may  be  brought 
by  any  one  or  more  of  them,  for  the  benfit  of  himself  and  such 
other  lien  holders  as  will  come  in  and  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  suit.    And  whether  the  suit  be  so  brought  or  not,  every 
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such  lien  holder,  whether  he  be  named  as  a  party  to  the  suit  or 
not,  or  whether  he  be  served  with  process  therein  or  not,  may 
present,  prove  and  have  allowed  any  claim  he  may  have  against 
the  judgment  debtor,  which  is  a  lien  on  such  real  estate,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  from  and  after  the  time  he  presents  any  such 
claim  he  shall  be  deemed  a  party  plaintiff  in  such  suit.  No  de- 
cree for  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  such  real  estate  shall 
be  made  until  a  notice  to  all  persons  holding  liens  on  the  real 
estate  of  the  judgment  debtor  be  posted  and  published,  under 
a  decree  of  the.  court,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  notice  shall 
be  sufficient  if  it  be  in  form  or  effect  as  follows: 

To  all  persons  holding  liens  by  judgment  or  otherwise,  on  the 
real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  A B : 

In  pursuance  of  a  decree  of  the  circuit  court  of county, 

made  in  a  cause  therein  pending,  to  subject  the  real  estate  of 

the  said  A B to  the  satisfaction  of  the  liens  thereon, 

you  are  hereby  required  to  present  all  claims  held  by  you  and 

each  of  you  against  the  said  A B ,  which  are  liens 

on  his  real  estate,  or  any  part  of  it,  for  adjudication  to  me,  at 
my  office  in  the  county  (or  city,  town  or  village,  as  the  case 
may  be),  of ,  on  or  before  the day  of . 

Given  under  my  hand  this day  of . 

C D ,  commissioner. 


Such  notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each  week,  for  four 
successive  weeks,  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county,  or 
if  none  be  printed  therein,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  county,  and  posted  at  the  front  door  of  the  court 
house  of  such  county  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  day  men- 
tioned in  the  notice;  and  such  publishing  and  posting  of  such 
notice  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  personal  service  thereof  on  all 
persons  holding  liens  on  any  such  real  estate,  unless  the  court 
shall  in  the  decree  directing  such  notice  to  be  so  published  and 
posted  otherwise  order.  The  commissioner  to  whom  the  case  is 
referred  by  such  decree  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  said 
notice  is  published  and  posted  as  aforesaid,  or  served  in  such 
manner  as  the  court  may  order,  proceed  to  ascertain  and  report 
all  the  liens  on  the  real  estate  or  any  part  thereof  of  the  judg- 
ment debtor,  the  holders  of  such  liens,  the  amount  due  to  each, 
and  the  priorities  thereof,  and  such  other  matters  and  things  as 
the  court  by  its  decree  may  direct,  and  the  same  proceedings 
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shall  be  had  on  such  report  as  in  other  suits  in  chancery.  When 
the  report  of  any  such  commissioner  is  confirmed,  if  the  claims 
therein  reported  (if  any)  be  not  paid,  the  court  shall  decree  that 
the  real  estate  of  the  judgment  debtor,  subject  to  such  lien  or 
liens,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  rented  or  sold,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof  distributed  among  the  several  lien  holders  who 
have  appeared  and  proved  their  liens  and  claims,  according  to 
their  several  priorities  (if  any) ;  which  decree  shall  be  a  bar  to 
the  claim  of  any  lien  holder  who  has  not  appeared  and  presented 
his  claim  to  said  commissioner,  as  required  by  said  notice,  except 
that  if  a  surplus  remain  after  the  payment  of  the  claims  so  pre- 
sented and  proved,  and  confirmed  by  the  court,  the  lien  holder 
so  failing  to  appear  may  share  in  such  surplus,  upon  proving 
his  claim  at  any  time  before  a  final  decree  in  the  case,  in  such 
manner  as  the  court  shall  direct.  But  if  he  fail  to  present  his 
claim  before  such  final  decree,  he  shall  be  forever  barred  of  all 
right  to  participate  in  the  proceeds  of  such  real  estate  so  far  as 
the  other  creditors  of  said  judgment  debtor,  holding  liens  on  his 
real  estate,  who  have  not  so  failed,  are  concerned,  and  so  far 
as  the  creditors  at  large  of  such  judgment  debtor  are  concerned. 
If  pending  any  such  suit,  a  judgment  at  law  be  recovered  by  any 
person  against  such  judgment  debtor,  such  person  may  present 
his  claim  to  the  commissioner  and  have  it  adjudicated  and  allow-« 
ed  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  judgment 
had  been  obtained  before  the  institution  of  such  suit.  And  he 
may  present  such  claim  to  the  court  after  the  report  is  made,  and 
before  the  entering  of  a  decree  distributing  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  such  real  estate,  and  have  the  same  adjudicated  and 
passed  upon  by  the  court,  and  if  found  to  be  correct  and  a  lien 
upon  such  real  estate,  the  court  jshall  allow  and  confirm  the 
same,  and  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  the  decree  of 
sale  and  distribution.  If  after  the  commencement  of  such  suit, 
any  lien  holder  commence  any  other  suit  or  proceeding  in  or  out 
of  court  to  enforce  a  lien  claimed  by  him  on  the  real  estate,  or  any 
part  thereof,  of  the  judgment  debtor,  upon  which  a  lien  is  sought 
to  be  enforced  by  such  suit,  the  court,  or  the  judge  thereof  in 
vacation,  may  enjoin  him  from  so  doing,  and  require  him  to  come 
in  and  assert  his  lien  in  such  suit,  or  make  such  order  or  decree 
in  relation  thereto  as  to  such  court  or  judge  may  seem  right  and 
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proper  to  protect  the  interest  of  all  parties  having  such  liens. 
(Code  1916,  c.  139.) 

§  12.  Same:  order  of  liability  of  real  estate. — Where  the  real 
estate  liable  to  the  lien  of  a  judgment  is  more  than  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  same,  and  it,  or  any  part  of  it,  has  been  aliened,  as 
between  the  alienees  for  value,  that  which  was  aliened  last  shall, 
in  equity,  be  first  liable,  and  so  on  with  other  successive  aliena- 
tions until  the  whole  jndjnnent  is  satisfied.  And  as  between 
alienees  who  are  volunteers  under  such  judgment  debtor,  the 
same  rule  as  to  the  order  of  liability  shall  prevail.  But  any  par^ 
of  such  real  estate  retained  by  the  debtor  himself  shall  be  first 
liable  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judgment.    (Code  1916,  c.  139.) 

§  13.  Lien  of  judgment  docketed  on  same  day. — Where  two 
or  more  judgments  are  rendered  against  the  same  person,  and  the 
lien  thereof  on  his  real  estate  commences  on  the  same  day,  the 
creditors  having  such  judgments  shall  be  entitled  to  satisfaction 
out  of  said  real  estate  ratably.    (Code  1916,  c.  139.) 

§  14  Limitation  on  enforcement  of  judgment. — On  a  judg- 
ment, execution  may  be  issued  within  two  years  after  the  date 
thereof,  or  if  none  be  so  issued,  the  court  in  which  the  judgment 
was  rendered  may  thereafter,  and  within  ten  years  from  the  date 
of  the  judgment,  upon  ten  days  notice  to  the  party  against  whom 
the  same  is,  order  an  execution  to  issue  thereon  for  such  sum 
as  remains  unpaid.  Where  execution  issues  within  two  years 
as  aforesaid,  other  executions  may  be  issued  on  such  judgment 
without  notice,  within  ten  years  from  the  return  day  of  the  last 
execution  issued  thereon,  on  which  there  is  no  return  by  an 
officer,  or  which  has  been  returned  unsatisfied.  And  an  action, 
suit  or  scire  facias  may  be  brought  upon  a  judgment  on  which 
no  execution  issued  within  the  said  two  years,  or  where  there 
has  been  a  change  of  parties  by  death  or  otherwise,  at  any  time 
within  ten  years  next  after  the  date  of  the  judgment.  But  if 
such  action,  suit  or  scire  facias  be  against  a  personal  representa- 
tive of  a  decedent,  it  shall  be  brought  within  five  years  from 
the  qualification  of  such  representative.  No  execution  shall  issue, 
nor  any  action,  suit  or  scire  facias  be  brought  on  any  judgment 
in  this  State  after  the  time  prescribed  herein,  except  that  in 
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computing  the  time,  the  period  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  this  Code,  and  any  time 
during  which  the  right  to  sue  out  execution  on  the  judgment 
is  suspended  by  the  terms  thereof,  or  by  legal  process,  shall  be 
omitted  from  the  computation;  and  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth, 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  sections  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
four  of  this  Code  shall  apply  to  the  right  to  bring  such  action, 
suit  or  scire  facias,  in  like  manner  as  to  any  right,  action,  suit  or 
scire  facias,  mentioned  in  those  sections;  and  except  that  when 
the  judgment  is  for  the  penalty  of  a  bond,  but  to  be  discharged 
by  the  payment  of  what  is  then  ascertained,  and  such  sums  as 
may  be  afterwards  assessed  or  found  due  upon  a  scire  facias 
on  the  judgment,  assigning  a  further  breach  of  the  bond,  such 
scire  facias  may  be  brought  within  ten  years  after  such  breach. 
(Code  1916,  c.  139.) 

§  15.  Sajne:  motions  for  failure  to  return  ezecntions. — ^A  mo- 
tion against  an  officer  or  his  sureties,  or  his  or  their  representa- 
tives, for  failure  to  return  an  execution,  shall  be  made  within 
ten  years  from  the  return  day  thereof  and  not  after.  (Code 
1916,  c.  139.) 

§  16.  Notice  of  lis  pendens. — The  pendency  of  an  action,  suit, 
attachment  or  proceedings  to  subject  real  estate  to  the  payment 
of  any  debt  or  liability,  upon  which  a  previous  lien  shall  not 
have  been  acquired  in  some  one  or  more  of  the  methods  pre- 
scribed by  law,  shall  not  bind  or  affect  a  purchaser  of  such  real 
estate,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  without  notice,  unless  and 
until  a  memorandum,  setting  forth  the  title  of  the  cause;  the 
court  in  which  it  is  pending;  the  general  object  of  the  suit,  at- 
tachment, or  other  proceeding,  the  location  and  quantity  of  the 
land,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  the  name  of  the  person  whose 
estate  therein  is  intended  to  be  affected  by  the  action,  suit,  at- 
tachment or  proceeding,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  The 
clerk  of  every  such  county  court  shall  without  delay  record  the 
said  memorandum  in  the  deed  book,  and  index  the  same  in  the 
name  of  both  the  parties.     (Code  1916,  c.  139.) 
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§  17.  Ezecntion  of  floi  facias;  levy;  endonement  on  writ; 
levy  on  mon^. — ^By  a  writ  of  fieri  facias,  the  officer  shall  be  com- 
manded to  make  the  money  therein  mentioned  out  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  person  against  whom  the  judgment  is.  The 
writ  may  be  levied  as  well  on  the  current  money  and  bank  notes 
as  on  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  person ;  and  as  against  pur- 
chasers for  valuable  consideration  without  notice  and  creditors, 
shall  bind  what  it  may  be  levied  on  only  from  the  time  the  writ 
is  delivered  to  the  officer  to  be  executed.  If  the  levy  be  upon 
gold  or  silver  coin,  the  same  shall  be  accounted  for  at  its  par 
value  as  so  much  money  made  under  the  execution.  If  it  be 
upon  bank  notes,  and  the  creditors  will  not  take  them  at  their 
nominal  value,  they  shall  be  sold  and  accounted  for  as  any  other 
property  taken  under  execution.  Every  officer  shall  endorse  on 
each  writ  of  fieri  facias  the  year,  month,  day,  and  time  of  day^ 
he  receives  the  same.  If  he  fails  to  do  so,  the  judgment  creditor 
may,  by  motion,  recover  against  him  and  his  sureties,  jointly  and 
severally,  in  the  court  in  which  the  judgment  was  rendered,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  per  centum  upon  the  amount  of  the 
execution.    (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  18.  Same:  order  of  levy  of  several  writs;  pro  rata  satisfac- 
tion.— Of  writs  of  fieri  facias,  that  which  was  first  delivered  to  the 
officer,  though  two  or  more  be  delivered  on  the  same  day,  shall 
be  first  levied  and  satisfied;  and  where  several  such  executions 
are  delivered  to  the  officer  at  the  same  time,  they  shall  be  sat- 
isfied ratably.    (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  19.  Same:  return;  payment  of  proceeds. — ^Upon  a  writ  of 
fieri  facias,  the  officer  shall  return  whether  the  money  therein 
mentioned  is  or  can  not  be  made ;  or  if  there  be  only  part  thereof 
which  is  or  can  not  be  made,  he  shall  return  the  amount  of  such 
part.  With  every  execution  under  which  money  is  recovered  he 
shall  return  a  statement  of  the  amount  received,  including  his 
fees  and  other  charges,  and  such  amount,  except  the  said  fees 
and  charges,  he  shall  pay  to  the  person  entitled,  or  to  his  agent 
or  attorney.     (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  20.  Same :  re-sale  on  non-compliance  with  purchase. — If  at 

any  sale  by  an  officer,  the  purchaser  shall  not  comply  with  the 
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terms  of  sale,  the  officer  may  sell  the  property,  either  forthwith 
or  under  a  new  advertisement,  or  return  that  the  property  was 
not  sold  for  want  of  bidders.  If,  on  a  re-sale,  the  property  be  sold 
for  less  than  it  sold  for  before,  the  first  purchaser  shall  be  liable 
for  the  difference  to  the  creditor,  so  far  as  is  required  to  satisfy 
him,  and  to  the  debtor  for  the  balance.  This  section  shall  not 
prevent  the  creditor  from  proceeding  as  he  might  have  done  if 
it  had  not  been  enacted.     (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  21.  Venditioni  exponas. — When  it  appears  by  the  return  on 
an  execution,  that  property  taken  to  satisfy  it  remains  unsold, 
a  writ  of  venditioni  exponas  may  issue ;  whereupon  the  like  pro- 
-ceedings  shall  be  had  as  might  have  been  had  on  the  first  execu- 
tion, except  that  if  it  issue  upon  a  return  of  no  sale  for  want  of 
bidders,  or  of  a  sufficient  bid,  the  notice  shall  state  the  fact,  and 
that  the  sale  will  be  made  peremptorily.  If  an  officer,  taking 
property  under  execution,  die  before  the  sale  thereof,  and  there 
be  no  deputies,  of  such  officer  )  acting  in  the  case,  upon  a  sugges- 
tion of  the  fact,  a  writ  of  venditioni  exponas  may  be  directed  to 
such  sheriff  or  other  officer  of  the  county  wherein  the  property 
was  taken,  as  may  be  in  office  at  the  time  the  writ  issues.  Where- 
upon the  representatives  of  the  officer  so  dying  shall  deliver  the 
property  to  the  officer  to  whom  the  writ  is  directed.  If  they 
fail  so  to  do,  on  his  producing  the  said  writ,  and  executing  a 
receipt  for  the  property  to  them,  or  if,  after  three  months  from 
the  death  of  such  officer,  he  have  no  personal  representative, 
upon  a  return  of  the  fact,  execution  may  be  issued,  by  virtue 
of  which  such  sheriff  or  other  officer  of  the  county,  may  seize 
the  said  property.  An  officer  seizing  or  receiving  property  under 
this  section,  shall  sell  it  and  account  therefor  as  if  the  levy  on 
it  had  been  by  himself.     (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  22.  payment  to  debtor  of  surplus,  or  of  sum  received  before 
stay  or  injunction  or  appeal. — Where  an  officer  has  received 
money  under  execution,  if  any  surplus  remain  in  his  hands  after 
satisfying  the  execution,  such  surplus  shall  be  repaid  to  the 
debtor ;  and  if  the  debtor  or  his  personal  representative  obtain  an 
injunction  or  appeal  staying  an  execution  in  whole  or  in  part, 
before  money  received  under  it,  or  any  part  of  it,  is  paid  over 
to  the  creditor,  the  officer  shall  repay  such  debtor  the  money 
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so  received  and  not  so  paid  over,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  in- 
junction or  appeal  may  extend  to,  unless  othervrise  directed  by 
law,  or  the  order  of  the  court.    (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  23.  Pajrment  by  officer,  under  execution,  to  be  made  within 
county. — No  officer  receiving  money  under  execution,  when  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  payable  resides  in  a  different  county  from 
that  in  which  the  officer  resides,  shall  be  liable  to  have  any 
judgment  rendered  against  him  or  his  sureties  for  the  non-pay- 
ment thereof,  until  a  demand  of  payment  be  made  of  such  officer 
in  his  county  by  such  creditor,  or  his  attorn ey-at-1  aw,  or  some 
person  having  a  written  order  from  the  creditor.  (Code  1916, 
c.  140.) 

§  24.  Successive  executions. — Subject  to  the  limitations  pre- 
scribed by  law,  a  party  obtaining  an  execution,  may  sue  out 
other  executions  at  his  own  costs,  though  the  return  day  of  ^ 
former  execution  has  not  arrived;  and  may  sue  out  other  execu- 
tions at  the  defendant  \s  costs,  where  on  a  former  execution  there 
is  a  return  by  which  it  appears  that  the  writ  has  not  been  exe- 
cuted, or  that  it  or  any  part  of  the  amount  thereof  is  not 
levied,  or  that  property  levied  on  has  been  discharged  by  legal 
process,  which  does  not  prevent  a  new  execution  on  the  judgment. 
In  no  case  shall  there  be  more  than  one  satisfaction  for  the  same 
money  or  thing.     (Code  1916,  c.  140.) 

§  25.  Quashing  execution. — A  motion  to  quash  an  execution 
may,  after  reasonable  notice  to  the  adverse  party,  be  heard  and 
decided  by  the  court  whose  clerk  issued  the  execution,  or  if  in 
a  circuit  court,  by  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation;  and  such  court 
or  judge  may,  wnthout  such  notice,  make  an  order  staying  pro- 
ceedings on  the  execution  until  such  motion  can  be  heard  and 
determined.  A  copy  of  the  order  so  made  must  be  served  upon 
the  officer  in  whose  hands  the  execution  is.     (Code  1916,  c.  140.)

§  26.  Lien  of  execution  on  personal  property;  execution 
docket;  termination  of  lien. — Every  writ  of  fieri  facias  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  effect  which  it  has  under  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty  of  the  Code,  be  a  lien,  from  the  time  it  is  delivered  to  the 
sheriff   or   other  officer   to  be    executed,    upon  all  the  personal 
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estate  of  which  the  judgment  debtor  is  possessed,  or  to  which 
he  is  entitled,  and  upon  all  which  he  may  acquire  on  or  before 
the  return  day  thereof,  although  not  levied  on  nor  capable  of 
being  levied  on  under  that  chapter,  except  in  the  case  of  a  hus- 
band or  parent,  such  estate  as  may  have  been  listed  and  set 
apart  as  exempt  from  distress  and  levy  under  the  provisions  of 
law,  and  except  that  as  against  an  assignee  of  such  estate,  for 
valuable  consideration,  or  a  person  making  a  payment  to  a  judg- 
ment debtor,  the  lien,  by  virtue  of  this  section  shall  be  valid  only 
from  the  time  that  he  has  notice  thereof,  and  as  to  all  property 
upon  which  a  lien  is  hereby  given,  the  said  lien  shall  continue 
after  the  return  day  of  the  execution.  But  a  purchaser  of  such 
property,  for  value  and  without  notice,  after  the  return  day  of 
the  execution,  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  lien  acquired  under 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty,  or  under  this  chapter,  unless  the 
execution  be  docketed  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  if  docketed, 
it  shall  be  an  abiding  and  continuing  lien  as  against  such  pur- 
chaser upon  the  property  owned  by  the  judgment  debtor,  in  the 
county  at  the  time  the  execution  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
sheriff  or  other  officer,  or  acquired  by  him  on  or  before  the  re- 
turn day  thereof,  from  the  time  it  was  docketed,  and  shall  have 
preference  over  such  purchaser.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court 
of  every  county  shall  keep  in  his  office  in  a  well  bound  book,  an 
execution  docket  in  which  he  shall  docket  without  delay,  any 
execution  in  this  State,  when  he  shall  be  required  so  to  do  by 
any  person  interested,  on  such  person  delivering  to  him  an  authen- 
ticated abstract  of  it,  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fee  as  for  docketing  a  judgment.  In  such  abstract  and 
docket  there  shall  be  stated  in  separate  columns:  1.  The  full 
name  of  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  and  of  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants, and  if  the  defendants  are  sued  as  partners,  the  name 
of  the  partnership.  2.  The  amount  of  execution.  3.  The  date 
of  the  execution.  4.  The  day  and  hour  when  received  by  the 
sheriff  or  other  officer.  5.  When  returnable.  6.  The  date  of 
docketing.  This  section  shall  not  impair  a  lien  acquired  by  an 
execution  creditor  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the 
Code.  The  lien  acquired  under  the  preceding  section  shall  cease 
whenever  the  right  of  the  judgment  creditor  to  levy  the  writ  of 
fieri  facias,  under  which  the  said  lien  arises,  or  to  levy  a  new 
execution  on  his  judgment,  ceases  or  is  suspended  by  a  forth- 
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coming  bond  being  given  and  forfeited,  or  by  an  appeal  or  other- 
wise.    (Code  1916,  c.  141.) 

§  27.  Release  of  liens:  manner  and  requisites  of  release. — Any 

person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  any  lien  on  any  estate  real  or 
personal,  or  to  the  money  secured  thereby,  whether  the  lien  was 
created  by  conveyance,  judgment,  decree,  lis  pendens,  notice  of 
attachment  or  otherwise,  may  release  such  lien  by  a  writing 
sijmed  by  him  and  acknowledpred  before  a  clerk  of  a  county  court, 
or  other  person  authorized  to  take  acknowledgement  of  deeds, 
and  admitted  to  record,  in  the  proper  county.  Such  writing 
ahall  be  known  as  a  release  and  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  if  it 
describe  the  lien  to  be  released  by  any  words  that  will  identify 
and  show  an  intent  to  discharge  the  same.  Nothing  in  this  chap- 
ter contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  discharge  of 
any  lien  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  instrument  under  which 
the  lienor  claims,  or  to  impair  or  affect  the  validity  of  any  deed 
of  release,  or  other  writing  discharging  any  lien  in  this  chapter 
mentioned,  either  heretofore  or  hereafter  created  or  made.  (Code 
1916,  c.  76.) 

§  28.  Same:  forms   of   releases   and    acknowledgments. — Be- 

leases  and  their  acknowledgments  may  be  in  form  or  effect  as 
follows :

§  29.  Sajne:  disability  of  lien-holder. — ^In  case  of  the  death, 
insanity,  or  infancy  of  the  person  entitled  to  the  lien,  the  re- 
lease may  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  personal  repre- 
sentative, committee,  or  guardian  of  such  person,  as  the  case 
may  be.     (Code  1916,  c.  76.) 

§  30.  Same:  recordation. — When  the  release  has  been  so 
signed  and  acknowledged,  it  may  be  presented  for  record  to  the 
clerk  in  whose  office  the  lien  thereby  intended  to  be  released,  is 
recorded  or  docketed,  and  from  and  after  the  time  the  same  is 
so  left  for  record  (which  time  the  clerk  shall  endorse  thereon) 
the  said  lien  shall  be  discharged  and  extinguished,  and  the  estate, 
of  whatever  kind,  bound  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  vested  in  the  former  owner  or  those  claiming  under  him, 
as  if  such  lien  had  never  existed.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court 
shall  record  and  properly  index  all  releases  under  this  chapter, 
and  deeds  of  release  admitted  to  record  in  his  office,  in  a  well- 
bound  book  to  be  kept  exclusively  for  the  purpose,  and  when 
any  release  or  deed  of  release  is  recorded,  he  shall  note  the  fact 
on  the  margin  of  the  record  or  docket  of  the  lien  discharged 
thereby,  with  a  reference  to  the  book  and  page  where  the  same 
is  recorded.     (Code  1916,  c.  76.) 

§  31.  Same:  refusal  to  execute  release;  execution  by  county 
clerk. — In  case  of  the  refusal  of  the  party  holding  such  lien  to 
execute  a  release  upon  request  of  the  party  entitled  thereto,  the 
circuit  court  having  jurisdiction  may,  on  motion,  after  reasonable 
notice  to  the  party  so  refusing,  and  if  no  good  cause  be  shown 
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against  it,  direct  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  to  execute  such 
release,  and  it  shall  thereupon  have  the  effect  of  releases  exe- 
cuted under  section  27.  The  proceedings  shall  be  at  the  cost  of 
the  party  so  refusing.     (Code  1916,  c,  76.) 

§  32.  Satisfaction  of  execution;  notation  on  judgment  docket. 

— When  an  execution  issued  upon  a  judgment  or  decree,  which 
has  been  entered  in  the  judgment  lien  docket  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  is  returned  satisfied,  the  clerk  to 
whose  office  such  return  is  made,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  such  return  shall  be  entered  by 
the  said  clerk  in  the  margin  of  the  docket  of  such  judgment  or 
decree.  Any  officer  failing  in  his  duty  under  this  section  shall 
be  fined  twenty-five  dollars,  and  he  and  the  sureties  in  his  official 
bond  shall  be  liable  to  any  party  injured  for  all  damages  caused 
by  such  failure.     (Code  1916,  c.  76.) 

§  33.  When  contract  must  be  in  writing. — No  action  shall  be 
brought  in  any  of  the  following  cases : 

1.  To  charge  any  person  upon  or  by  reason  of  a  representation 
or  assurance  concerning  the  character,  conduct,  credit,  ability, 
trade,  or  dealings  of  another,  to  the  intent  or  purpose  that  such 
other  may  obtain  thereby  credit,  money,  or  goods ;  or, 

2.  To  charge  any  person  upon  a  promise  made,  after  full  age, 
to  pay  a  debt  contracted  during  infancy;  or  upon  a  ratification 
after  full  age,  of  a  promise  or  simple  contract  made  during  in- 
fancy; or, 

3.  To  charge  a  personal  representative  upon  a  promise  to 
answer  any  debt  or  damages  out  of  his  own  estate;  or, 

4.  To  charge  any  person  upon  a  promise  to  answer  for  the 
debt,  default,  or  misdoings  of  another;  or, 

5.  Upon  any  agreement  made  upon  consideration  of  marriage ; 
or, 

6.  Upon  any  contract  for  the  sale  of  real  estate,  or  the  lease 
thereof,  for  more      than  a  year;  or, 

7.  Upon  any  agreement  that  is  not  to  be  performed  within  a 
year; 

Unless  the  promise,  contract,  agreement,  representation,  assur- 
ance, or  ratification,  or  some  memorandum  or  note  thereof  be  in 
writing  and  signed  by  the  party  to  be  charged  thereby  or  his 
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agent.  But  the  consideration  need  not  be  set  forth  or  expressed 
in  the  writing  and  it  may  be  proved  (where  a  consideration  is 
necessary)  by  other  evidence.     (Code  1916,  c.  98.) 

§  34.  Contracts  made  on  Sunday. — ^And  no  contract  shall  be 
deemed  void  because  it  is  made  on  the  Sabbath  day.  (Code  1916^ 
c.  149.) 

§  36.  Instruments  recordable. — The  clerk  of  the  county  court 
of  any  county  in  which  any  deed,  contract,  power  of  attorney, 
or  other  writing  is  to  be,  or  may  be  recorded,  shall  admit  the 
same  to  record  in  his  office  as  to  any  person  whose  name  is  signed 
thereto,  when  it  shall  have  been  acknowledged  by  him  or  proved 
by  two  witnesses  as  to  him,  before  such  clerk  of  the  county  court. 
(Code  1916,  c.  73.) 

§  36.  Acknowledgment  of  writing;  who  may  take;  certificate* 

— Such  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  also  admit  any  writing  to 
record  as  to  any  person  whose  name  is  signed  thereto,  upon  the 
request  of  any  person  interested  therein,  upon  a  certificate  of 
his  acknowle'dgment  before  a  justice,  notary  public,  recorder^ 
prothonotary  or  clerk  of  any  court  within  the  United  States,  or 
a  commissioner  appointed  within  the  same  by  the  governor  of 
this  State,  written  or  annexed  to  the  same,  to  the  following 
effect,  to-wit :

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pointed  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  to  any  foreign 
country,  or  of  the  proper  officer  of  any  court  of  such  country, 
or  of  the  mayor  or  other  chief  magistrate  of  any  city,  town  or 
corporation  therein,  that  the  said  writing  was  acknowledged  by 
such  person,  or  proved  as  to  him  by  two  witnesses,  before  any 
person  having  such  appointment,  or  before  such  court,  mayor, 
or  chief  magistrate.  If  the  acknowledgment  be  before  a  notary 
without  the  State,  he  shall  certify  the  same  under  his  official  seal. 
(Code  1916,  c.  73.) 

§  37.  Remedies  on  contracts :  form  of  action  at  law. — An  action 

of  debt  or  assumpsit  may  be  maintained  on  any  note  or  writing-, 
whether  sealed  or  not,  by  which  there  is  a  promise,  undertaking, 
or  obligation  to  pay  money,  if  the  same  be  signed  by  the  party 
who  is  to  be  charged  thereby,  or  his  agent.  That  an  action  of 
trespass  on  the  case  in  assumpsit  may  be  brought  in  all  cases 
to  recover  damages  for  the  breach  of  any  contract  sealed  or  un- 
sealed, express  or  implied.    (Code  1916,  c.  99.) 

§  38.  Same:  judgment;  interest;  damages. — Upon  any  such 
note  which,  on  its  face,  is  payable  at  a  particular  l^ank,  or  at  a 
particular  office  thereof  for  discount  and  deposit,  or  at  the  place  i 

of  business  of  a  savings  institution,  or  savings  bank,  and  upon 
any  bill  of  exchange,  whether  such  note  or  bill  be  payable  in 
or  out  of  this  State,  if  the  same  be  protested,  an  action  of  debt 
or  assumpsit  may  be  maintained,  and  judgment  given  jointly 
against  all  liable  by  virtue  thereof,  whether  drawers,  endorsers, 
or  acceptors,  or  against  any  one  or  any  intermediate  number 
of  them,  for  the  principal  and  charges  of  protest,  with  interest 
thereon  from  the  date  of  such  protest;  and  in  the  case  of  such 
bill,  for  the  damages  also.    (Code  1916,  c.  99.) 

§  39.  Writings  payable  to  person  dead  at  time  of  execution. — 

A  bond,  note  or  other  writing  to  a  person  or  persons  who,  or 
some  of  whom,  are  dead  at  the  time  of  its  execution,  shall  be 
as  valid  as  if  such  person  or  persons  were  then  alive,  and  may 
be  proceeded  on  in  the  name  of  the  personal  representative  of 
such  person,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor,  or  the  representative  of 
the  last  survivor  of  such  persons.     (Code  1916,  c.  99.)

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§  40.  Liability  of  estates  of  joint  obligors.— The  representative 
of  one  bound  with  another,  either  jointly  or  as  a  partner,  by 
judgment,  bond,  note,  or  otherwise,  for  the  payment  of  a  debt^ 
or  the  performance  or  forbearance  of  an  act,  or  for  any  other 
thing,  and  dying  in  the  lifetime  of  the  latter,  may  be  charged 
in  the  same  manner  as  such  representative  might  have  been 
charged,  if  those  bound  jointly  or  as  partners,  had  been  bound 
severally  as  well  as  jointly,  otherwise  than  as  partners.  (Code 
1916,  c.  99.) 

§  41.  Assignments;  action  by  assignee;  defenses;  joinder  of 
causes  of  action. — The  assignee  of  any  bond,  note,  account,  or 
writing,  not  negotiable,  may  maintain  thereupon  any  action  in 
his  own  name,  without  the  addition  of  ** assignee,"  which  the 
original  obligee  or  payee  might  have  brought;  but  shall  allow  all 
just  discounts,  not  only  against  himself,  but  against  the  assignor, 
before  the  defendant  had  notice  of  the  assignment.  In  every  such 
action  the  plaintiff  may  unite  claims  payable  to  him,  individually, 
with  those  payable  to  him  as  such  assignee.  Any  such  assignee 
may  recover  from  any  assignor  of  such  writing ;  but  only  joint 
assignors  shall  be  joined  as  defendants  in  one  action,  and  a  re- 
mote assignor  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  same  defense  as  if 
the  suit  had  been  instituted  by  his  immediate  assignee.  (Coda 
1916,  c.  99.) 

§  42.  Remedies  in  equity. — A  court  of  equity  shall  not  have 
jurisdiction  of  a  suit  upon  a  bond,  note,  or  writing,  by  an  assignee 
or  holder  thereof,  unless  it  appear  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  an 
adequate  remedy  thereon  at  law.     (Code  1916,  c.  99.) 

§  43.  Limitation  of  actions. — ^Every  action  to  recover  money, 
which  is  founded  upon  an  award,  or  on  any  contract  other  than 
a  judgment  or  recognizance,  shall  be  brought  within  the  follow- 
ing number  of  years  next  after  the  right  to  bring  the  same  shall 
have  accrued,  that  is  to  say:  If  the  case  be  upon  an  indemni- 
fying bond  taken  under  any  statute,  or  upon  a  bond  of  an  exec- 
utor, administrator  or  guardian,  curator,  committee,  sheriff  or 
deputy  sheriff,  clerk  or  deputy  clerk,  or  any  other  fiduciary  or 
public  officer,  within  ten  years ;  if  it  be  upon  any  other  contract 
by  writing  under  seal,  executed  before  the  first  day  of  April,  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  within  twenty  years; 
but  if  executed  on  or  after  that  day,  within  ten  years;  if  it  be 
upon  an  award,  or  upon  a  contract  by  writing,  signed  by  tlie 
party  to  be  charged  thereby,  or  by  his  agent,  but  not  under 
seal,  within  ten  years;  and  if  it  be  upon  any  other  contract,  with- 
in five  years,  unless  it  be  an  action  by  one  party  against  his  co- 
partner for  a  settlement  of  the  partnership  accounts,  or  upon 
accounts  concerning  the  trade  of  merchandise  between  merchant 
and  merchant,  their  factors  or  servants,  where  the  action  of  ac- 
count would  lie,  in  either  of  which  cases  the  action  may  be 
brought  until  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  a  cessation  of  the 
dealings  in  which  they  are  interested  together,  but  not  after. 
(Code  1916,  c.  104.) 

§  44.  Acts  void  as  to  creditors;  bona  fide  purchasers. — ^Every 

gift,  conveyance,  assignment,  or  transfer  of,  or  charge  upon,  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  every  suit  commenced,  or  decree,  judg- 
ment, or  execution  suffered  or  obtained,  and  every  bond  or  other 
-writing  given,  with  intent  to  delay,  hinder,  or  defraud  creditors, 
purchasers,  or  other  persons,  of  or  from  what  they  are  or  may 
be  lawfully  entitled  to,  shall  as  to  such  creditors,  purchasers,  or 
other  persons,  their  representatives  or  assigns,  be  void.  This  sec- 
tion shall  not  affect  the  title  of  a  purchaser  for  valuable  consider- 
ation, unless  it  appear  that  he  had  notice  of  the  fraudulent  in- 
tent of  his  immediate  grantor,  or  of  the  fraud  rendering  void  the 
title  of  such  grantor.     (Code  1916,  c.  74.) 

§.45.  Definition  of  ''transfer"  and  ''charge;''  voluntary  con- 
veyance ;  transfers  or  preferences  by  insolvents ;  suits  to  set  aside ; 

limitations. — In  this  section  the  word  "transfer''  shall  be  taken 
to  include  every  gift,  sale,  conveyance  and  assignment,  and  the 
word  "charge"  shall  be  taken  to  include  every  confessed  judg- 
ment, deed  of  trust,  mortgage,  lien  and  incumbrance.  Every 
transfer  or  charge  which  is  not  upon  consideration  deemed  valu- 
able in  law,  shall  be  void  as  to  creditors  whose  debts  shall  have 
been  contracted  at  the  time  it  was  made ;  but  shall  not  upon  that 
account  merely  be  void  as  to  creditors  whose  debts  shall  have 
been  contracted,  or  as  to  purchasers  who  shall  have  purchased 
after  it  was  made;  and  though  it  be  decreed  to  be  void  as  to  a 
prior  creditor,  because  voluntary,  it  shall  not  for  cause  be  decreed 
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to  be  void  as  to  subsequent  creditors  or  purchasers.  Every  trans- 
fer or  charge  made  by  an  insolvent  debtor  attempting  to  prefer 
any  creditor  of  such  insolvent  debtor  or  to  secure  such  a  creditor 
of  any  surety  or  indorser  for  a  debt  to  the  exclusion  or  prejudice 
of  any  other  creditor,  shall  be  void  as  to  such  preference  or  secur- 
ity, but  shall  be  taken  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  all  creditors  of 
such  debtor,  and  all  the  property  so  attempted  to  be  transferred 
or  charged  shall  be  applied  and  paid  pro  rata  upon  all  the  debts 
owed  by  such  debtor  at  the  time  such  transfer  or  charge  is  made, 
Provided,  That  any  such  transfer  or  charge  by  an  insolvent 
debtor  shall  be  valid  as  to  such  preference  or  priority  unless  a 
creditor  of  such  insolvent  debtor  shall  institute  a  suit  in  chancery 
within  one  year  after  such  transfer  or  charge  was  made  to  set 
aside  and  avoid  the  same  and  cause  the  property  so  transferred 
or  charged  to  be  applied  toward  the  payment  pro  rata  of  all  the 
debts  of  such  insolvent  debtor  existing  at  the  time  such  transfer 
or  charge  is  made,  subject,  however,  to  the  provision  hereinafter 
contained  with  reference  to  creditors  uniting  in  such  suit  and 
contributing  to  the  expenses  thereof.  But  if  such  transfer  or 
charge  be  admitted  to  record  within  eight  months  after  it  is 
made,  then  such  suit  to  be  availing  must  be  brought  within  four 
months  after  such  transfer  or  charge  was  admitted  to  record. 
Every  such  suit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  brought  in  behalf  of  the 
plaintiff  and  all  other  creditors  of  such  insolvent  debtor,  but  the 
creditor  instituting  such  suit  or  proceeding,  together  with  all 
creditors  of  such  insolvent  debtor,  who  shall  come  into  the  suit 
and  unite  with  the  plaintiff  before  final  decree  and  agree  to  con- 
tribute to  the  costs  and  expenses  of  said  suit,  shall  be  entitled 
to  have  their  claims  first  paid  in  full  pro  rata  out  of  the  property 
so  transferred  or  charged,  in  preference  to  any  creditor  of  such 
debtor  who  shall  before  final  decree  decline  or  fail  to  so  unite 
and  agree  to  contribute  to  the  costs  and  expenses  of  said  suit, 
but  not  in  preference  to  such  creditor  as  may  attempt  to  sustain 
the  preference  given  him  by  such  transfer  or  charge;  Provided 
further.  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  making  of  a  preference  as  security  for  the  payment  of  pur- 
chase money  or  a  bona  fide  loan  of  money  or  other  bona  fide  debt 
contracted  at  the  time  such  transfer  or  charge  was  made  or  as 
security  for  one  who  at  the  time  of  such  transfer  or  charge  be- 
comes an  indorser  or  surety  for  the  payment  of  money  then  bor- 
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rowed;  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  section  contained 
shall  be  taken  to  affect  any  transfer  of  bonds,  notes,  stocks,  secur- 
ities or  other  evidences  of  debt  in  payment  of  or  as  collateral 
security  for  the  payment  of  a  bona  fide  debt  or  to  secure  any  in- 
dorser  or  surety  whether  such  transfer  is  made  at  the  time  such 
debt  is  contracted  or  indorsement  made  or  for  the  payment  or 
security  of  a  pre-existing  debt.     (Code  1916,  v.  74.) 

§  46.  Loan,  sale  or  other  transfer  of  chattels;  recordation  of 
reservation  of  title. — Where  any  loan  of  goods  or  chattels  is  pre- 
tended to  have  been  made  to  any  person  with  whom,  or  those 
claiming  under  him,  possession  shall  have  remained  five  years 
without  demand  made  and  pursued  by  due  process  of  law  on  the 
part  of  the  pretended  lender,  or  where  any  reservation  or  limita- 
tion is  pretended  to  have  been  made  of  a  use  or  property,  by  ivay 
of  condition,    reversion,    remainder,   or  otherwise,   in  goods  or 
chattels,  the  possession  whereof  shall  have  so  remained  in  an- 
other as  aforesaid,  the  absolute  property  shall  be  taken  to  be 
with  the  possession,  and  such  loan,  reservation  or  limitation, 
void  as  to  creditors  of,  and  purchasers  from,  the  person  so  re- 
maining in  possession,  unless  such  loan,  reservation,  or  limita- 
tion, be  declared  by  will,  deed  or  other  writing,  duly  recorded. 
And  if  any  sale  be  made  of  goods  and  chatties,  reserving  the  title 
until  the  same  is  paid  for,  or  otherwise,  and  possession  be  de- 
livered to  the  buyer,  such  reservation  shall  be  void  as  to  credi- 
tors of,  and  purchasers  without  notice  from,  such  buyer,  unless 
a  notice  of  such  reservation  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  the  property  is,  or  in 
case  said  goods  and  chattels  consist  of  engines,  cars  or  other  roll- 
ing stock  or  equipment  to  be  used  in  or  about  the  operation  of 
any  railroad,  unless  such  notice  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  who  in  such  case  shall  record  the  same  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  five 
dollars  for  so  doing.    (Code  1916,  c.  74.) 

§  47.  Sale  of  merchandise  in  bulk ;  when  fraudulent ;  duties  of 
seller  and  buyer. — The  sale  in  bulk  of  any  part  or  the  whole  of 
a  stock  of  merchandise  otherwise  than  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  trade  and  in  the  regular  and  usual  prosecution  of  the  seller's 
business,  shall  be  fraudulent  and  void  as  against  the  creditors. 
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of  the  seller,  unless  the  seller  and  purchaser  at  least  five  days 
before  the  sale,  make  a  written  statement  showing  the  nature  and 
character  of  the  sale  and  property  to  be  sold  and  the  price  to 
be  paid  therefor,  and  unless  the  purchaser  demands  and  receives 
from  the  seller  a  written  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  creditors 
of  the  seller,  with  the  amount  of  indebtedness  due  or  owing  to 
each  and  certified  by  the  seller  under  oath,  to  be,  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  a  full,  accurate  and  complete  list 
of  his  creditors  and  of  his  indebtedness ;  and  unless  the  purchaser 
shall  at  least  five  days  before  taking  possession  of  such  mer- 
chandise or  paying  therefor,  notify  personally  or  by  registered 
mail,  every  creditor  whose  name  and  address  is  stated  in  said  list^ 
of  the  proposed  sale  and  of  the  price,  terms  and  conditions 
thereof.  Sellers  and  purchasers  under  this  act  shall  include  cor- 
porations, associations,  co-partnerships  and  individuals,  but  noth- 
ing contained  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  sales  by  executors,  admin- 
istrators, receivers,  assignees  under  a  voluntary  assignment  for 
the  benefit  of  creditors,  trustees  in  bankruptcy  or  by  any  public 
officer  under  judicial  process.     (Code  1916,  c.  74.) 

§  48.  Recordation  of  property  transfers ;  effect. — ^Any  contract 
in  writing,  made  in  respect  to  real  estate  or  goods  and  chattels, 
in  consideration  of  marriage,  or  made  for  the  conveyance  or  sale 
of  real  estate,  or  a  term  therein  of  more  than  five  years,  shall, 
from  the  time  it  is  duly  admitted  to  record,  be,  as  against  credi- 
tors and  purchasers,  as  valid  as  if  the  contract  was  a  deed  con- 
veying the  estate  or  interest  embraced  in  the  contract.  (Code 
1916,  c.  74.) 

§  49.  Same:  writing  invalid  as  to  creditors  until  recorded. — 
Every  such  contract,  every  deed  conveying  any  such  estate  or 
term,  and  every  deed  of  gift,  or  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage,  con- 
veying real  estate  or  goods  and  chattels,  shall  be  void  as  to 
creditors  and  subsequent  purchasers  for  valuable  consideration 
without  notice,  until  any  except  from  the  time  that  it  is  duly 
admitted  to  record  in  the  county  wherein  the  property  embraced 
in  such  contract  or  deed  may  be.     (Code  1916,  c.  74.) 

§  50.  Same:  effect  as  to  property  in  other  county  where  trans- 
fer not  recorded. — ^Notwithstanding   any  such  writing  shall  be 
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duly  admitted  to  record  in  one  county  wherein  there  is  real 
estate,  or  goods  or  chattels,  it  shall  nevertheless  be  void  as  to 
such  creditors  and  purchasers  in  respect  to  other  real  estate  or 
goods  or  chattels  without  the  same,  until  it  is  duly  admitted  to 
record  in  the  county  wherein  such  other  real  estate,  or  goods  or 
chattels,  may  be.     (Code  1916,  c.  74.) 

§  61.  Same:  remoyal  of  property  from  county;  penons  under 
disability. — If  any  goods  or  chattels  mentioned  in  such  writing, 
be  removed  from  a  county  in  which  it  is  admitted  to  record,  the 
said  writing  shall,  within  three  months  after  such  removal,  be 
admitted  to  record  in  the  county  to  which  the  property  is  so  re- 
moved; otherwise  the  same,  for  so  long  as  it  is  not  admitted  to 
record  in  such  last  mentioned  county,  shall,  as  to  the  property 
so  removed,  be  void  as  to  such  creditors  or  purchasers.  But 
such  writing  shall  not  be  so  void  in  respect  to  the  interests  o£ 
any  married  woman,  infant  or  insane  person,  if,  before  the  end 
of  three  months  after  the  diability  shall  cease,  the  writing  be 
recorded  in  the  county  to  which  the  property  is  removed.  (Code 
1916,  c.  74.) 

§  52.  Same:  priorities  of  several  writings  recorded  on  sanie 
day. — ^Where  two  or  more  writings  embracing  the  same  property, 
are  admitted  to  record  in  the  same  county  on  the  same  day,  if 
the  previous  sections  do  not  provide  for  the  case,  that  which  was 
first  admitted  to  record  shall  have  priority  in  respect  to  the 
property  in  such  county.     (Code  1916,  c.  74.) 

§  53.  Construction  of  words  ''creditors"  and  "purchasers." — 

The  words  ** creditors"  and  ''purchasers,"  where  used  in  any 
previous  section  of  this  chapter,  shall  not  be  restricted  to  thQ 
protection  of  creditors  of,  and  purchasers  from,  the  grantor,  but 
shall  extend  to  and  embrace  all  creditors  and  purchasers  who, 
but  for  the  deed  or  writing,  would  have  had  title  to  the  property 
conveyed,  or  a  right  to  subject  it  to  their  debts.  (Code  1916, 
c.  74.) 

§  54.  When  purchasers  not  affected  by  record. — ^A  purchaser 
shall  not,  under  this  chapter,  or  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  Code, 
be  affected  by  the  record  of  a  deed  or  contract  made  by  a  person 
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under  whom  his  title  is  not  derived,  or  by  the  record  of  a  deed  or 
contract  made  by  any  person  before  the  date  of  a  deed  or  contract 
made  to  or  with  such  person,  which»is  duly  admitted  to  record, 
and  from  which  the  title  of  such  person  is  derived.  (Code  1916, 
c.  74.) 


OHAPTEB   8. 
NOTARIES  PUBLIC. 

§  1.  Appointment  of  notaries;  term.-^The  notaries  now  in 
office  shall  continue  therein  until  the  thirty-first  of  December,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine,  when  their  respective  terms  of 
office  shall  expire;  unless  otherwise  sooner  removed  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law.  Provided,  that  the  term  of  office  of  all 
notaries  commissioned  since  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  shall  continue  for  a  period 
of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  such  commission.  The  governor 
shall  appoint  and  commission  so  many  notaries  in  this  state,  and 
for  such  counties  as  he  may  deem  proper,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  respectively  for  a  term  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  their 
commission,  but  may  be  removed  or  their  office  vacated,  pursuant 
to  the  third  and  tenth  sections  of  chapter  seven,  or  the  twenty- 
first  and  twenty-second  sections  of  chapter  ten  of  the  code.  Pro- 
vided, that  before  such  appointment  is  made,  the  applicant  shall 
obtain  from  the  county  court  of  his  county,  a  certificate  showing 
the  applicant  to  be  a  person  competent  to  perform  the  duties  of 
such  office,  of  good  moral  character  and  a  resident  of  the  county 
from  which  the  appointment  is  made.    (Code  1916,  c.  51.) 

§  2.  Powers. — When  any  oath  may  lawfully  be  administered, 
or  affidavit  or  deposition  taken,  within  any  county,  it  may  be 
done  by  a  notary  thereof,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided 
by  law.  A  notary  under  the  regulations  prescribed  by  law,  may 
take  within  his  county,  acknowledgments  of  deeds  and  other 
writings,  and  the  privy  examination  of  married  women  respect- 
ing the  same.  He  shall  also  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within 
his  county,  and  as  such  conservator  shall  exercise  all  the  powers 
conferred  by  law  upon  justices  of  the  peace.    (Code  1916,  c.  51.) 
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§  3.  Seal. — The  certificate  of  a  notary  of  this  State  in  the  cases 
specified  in  the  two  preceding  sections,  may  be  under  his  signa- 
ture, without  his  notarial  se^  being  affixed  thereto.  (Code  1916, 
c.  51.) 

§  4.  Protests. — Notaries  shall  have  authority  to  demand  ac- 
ceptance of  foreign  and  inland  bills  of  exchange,  including 
checks,  and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and  of  negotiable  prom- 
issory notes,  and  protest  the  same  for  non-acceptance  or  non- 
payment, as  the  case  may  require ;  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  by  the  law  of  nations  or  commercial  usage  may  be  performed 
by  notaries  public.  The  protest  in  the  case  of  a  bill  of  exchange, 
or  negotiable  promissory  note,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  o^ 
what  is  stated  therein  (or  at  the  foot  or  on  the  back  there, 
if  signed  by  the  notary)  in  relation  to  presentment,  dishonor, 
and  notice  thereof.     (Code  1916,  c.  51.) 

§  5.  Notarial  records. — On  the  death  of  a  notary,  or  the  termi- 
nation of  his  office  by  resignation,  removal  from  office  or  other- 
wise, his  records  and  official  papers  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county;  and  copies 
thereof  certified  by  such  clerk  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if 
certified  by  the  notary.  A  notary  who  for  three  months  after  the 
termination  of  his  office,  neglects  so  to  deposit  his  records  and 
official  papers,  and  the  personal  representative  of  a  deceased 
notary,  who  for  three  months  after  his  qualification  as  such  rep- 
resentative, neglects  so  to  deposit  the  records  and  official  papers 
of  the  deceased  which  have  come  to  his  hands  or  control,  shall 
each  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.  Who- 
ever knowingly  destroys,  defaces  or  conceals  the  records  or  offi- 
cial papers  of  a  notary,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  be  liable  in  damages  to  any  person  injured 
thereby.     (Code  1916,  c.  51.) 

§  6.  Signatiure  of  notary  to  state  date  of  expiration  of  com- 
mission.— The  official  signature  of  any  notary  shall  state  the 
date  of  expiration  of  his  commission,  but  a  mis-statement  of  such 
dates  shall  not  invalidate  any  official  act  of  such  notary;  provided, 
his  commission  be  at  the  time  thereof  in  force.  It  shall  be  tHe 
duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  notify,  before  December  first, 
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one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine,  all  notaries  commissioned 
since  December  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three, 
by  letter  mailed  to  last  known  address,  of  the  date  of  expiration 
of  their  respective  commissions.     (Code  1916,  c.  51.) 

§  7.  Fees  for  services. — ^When  there  is  a  protest  by  him,  for  the 
record  thereof,  making  out  instrument  of  protest  under  his 
official  seal  and  notice  of  dishonor  to  one  person  besides  the 
maker  of  a  note  or  acceptor  of  a  bill,  $1.00 ;  for  every  additional 
notice,  10c;  for  taking  and  certifying  the  acknowledgment  of 
any  deed  or  writing,  or  taking  and  certifying  the  privy  examina- 
tion and  acknowledgment  of  a  married  woman,  50c ;  for  admin- 
istering and  certifying  an  oath,  unless  it  be  the  affidavit  of  a 
witness,  25c ;  for  taking  and  certifying  affidavits  or  depositions 
of  witnesses  (except  as  provided  in  chapter  sixty-six  of  the  Code) 
at  the  rate  for  each  hour  actually  employed  in  taking  the  same, 
of  75c;  for  other  services,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law 
to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  similar  services.  (Code  1916, 
c.  137.) 


CHAPTER    9. 

OFFENSES  RELATING  TO  MONEY  OR  GOODS. 

§  1.  Larceny. — ^If  a  person  commit  simple  larceny  of  goods  or 
chattels,  he  shall,  if  they  be  of  the  value  of  twenty  dollars  or 
more,  be  deemed  guilty  of  grand  larceny  and  be  confined  in  the 
penitentiary  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  years;  and  if 
they  be  of  less  value,  be  deemed  guilty  of  petit  larceny,  and  be 
confined  in  jail  not  exceeding  one  year.     (Code  1916,  c.  145.) 

§  2.  Same:  notes,  checks  or  other  papers. — If  any  person  steal 
any  bank  note,  check,  or  other  writing  or  paper  of  value,  or  any 
book  of  accounts  for  or  concerning  money  or  goods  due  or  to 
be  delivered,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  larceny  thereof,  and 
receive  the  same  punishment,  according  to  the  value  of  the  thing 
stolen,  that  is  prescribed  for  the  punishment  of  larceny  of  goods 
or  chattels.  In  a  prosecution  under  the  preceding  section,  the 
money  due  on  or  secured  by  the  writing,  paper,  or  book,  and  re- 
maining unsatisfied,  or    which  in  any  event  might  be  collected 
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thereon,  or  the  value  of  the  property  or  money  affected  thereby, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  value  of  the  article  stolen.  (Code  1916, 
c.  145.) 

§  3.  Same:  things  savoring  of  realty. — Things  which  savor  of 
the  realty,  and  are  at  the  time  they  are  taken,  part  of  the  free- 
hold, whether  they  be  of  the  substance  or  produce  thereof,  or 
affixed  thereto,  shall  be  deemed  goods  and  chattels,  of  which 
larceny  may  be  committed,  although  there  be  no  interval  betuveen 
the  severing  and  taking  away.    (Code  1916,  c.  145.) 

§  4.  Beceiving  stolen  goods. — If  any  person  buy  or  receive 
from  another  person,  or  aid  in  concealing,  any  stolen  goods  or 
other  thing,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  stolen,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  larceny  thereof,  and  may  be  proceeded  against^ 
although  the  principal  offender  be  not  convicted.  (Code  1916, 
c.  145.) 

§  5.  Embeszlement. — If  any  officer,  agent,  clerk  or  servant  of 
this  State,  or  of  any  county,  district,  school  district  or  municipal 
corporation,  or  of  any  incorporated  bank,  or  other  corporation, 
or  any  officer  of  public  trust  in  this  State,  or  any  agent,  clerk  or 
servant  of  any  firm  or  person,  or  company  or  association  of  per- 
sons not  incorporated,  embezzle  or  fraudulently  convert  to  his 
own  use,  bullion,  money,  bank  notes,  security  for  money,  or  any 
effects  or  property  of  any  other  person,  which  shall  have  come 
into  his  possession,  or  been  placed  under  his  care  or  manage- 
ment, by  virtue  of  his  office,  place  or  employment,  he  shall  be 
guilty  of  larceny  thereof.  In  the  prosecution  of  any  such  officer, 
agent,  clerk  or  servant,  charged  with  such  embezzlement,  fraud- 
ulent conversion  or  larceny,  if  it  appear  that  the  possession  of 
such  bullion,  money,  bank  notes,  security  for  money  or  other 
property  is  unlawfully  withheld  by  such  officer,  agent,  clerk  or 
servant,  from  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  and  that 
such  officer,  agent,  clerk  or  servant  has  failed  or  refused  to  re- 
store or  account  for  such  bullion,  money,  bank  notes,  security 
for  money  or  other  property,  within  thirty  days  after  proper 
demand  has  been  made  therefor,  such  accused  officer,  agent,  clerk 
or  servant  shall  be  presumed  to  be  guilty  of  such  offense;  but 
the  accused  may  rebut  such  presumption  by  disproving  any  such 
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facts,  or  by  other  competent  testimony  germane  to  the  issue, 
upon  the  trial.  An  indictment  for  such  oflPense  shall  be  suf- 
ficient if  it  be  in  form  or  effect  as  follows: 

'*  State  of  West  Virginia, 

County  of ,  to-wit : 

The  grand  jurors  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  in  and  for  the 

body  of  the  coTinty  of ,  upon  their  oaths  present  that  A. 

B.,  on  the day  of ,  19 — ,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  did, 

feloniously  embezzle,  convert  to  his  use  and  steal  certain  bullion, 
money,  bank  notes,  securities  for  money  and  other  effects  and 

property  of  and  belonging  to  ,  to-wit.  (here  describe  the 

property,)   of  the  value  of  dollars,  he,  the  said  A.  B., 

having  then  and  there  in  his  possession  such  bullion,  money, 
bank  notes,  securities  for  money  and  such  other  effects  and  prop- 
erty, by  virtue  of  a  certain  ofSce,  place  and  employment,  to-wit  : 
(here  state  office,  place  or  employment) ;  against  the  peace  and 
dignity  of  the  State." 

And  whenever  any  officer,  agent,  clerk  or  servant  of  this  State, 
or  of  any  county,  district,  school  district,  or  municipal  corpora- 
tion, shall  appropriate  or  use  for  his  own  benefit,  or  for  the  bene- 
fit of  any  other  person,  any  bullion,  money,  bank  notes,  security 
for  money,  or  funds  belonging  to  this  State  or  to  any  such  county, 
district,  school  district  or  municipal  corporation,  he  shall  be  held 
to  have  embezzled  the  same,  and  be  guilty  of  the  larceny  thereof, 
and  the  failure  of  any  such  officer,  clerk  or  servant  to  account 
for  or  pay  over,  as  required  by  law,  any  such  bullion,  money, 
bank  notes,  security  for  money  or  funds  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  he  has  so  appropriated  or  used  the  same  for  his 
own  benefit  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  other  persons.  (Code  1916, 
c.  145.) 

§  6.  Same:  by  carrier  or  other  person. — If  any  carrier  or  other 
person  to  whom  money  or  other  property  which  may  be  the  sub- 
ject of  larceny,  may  be  delivered  to  be  carried  for  hire,  or  any 
other  person  who  may  be  intrusted  with  such  property,  embezzle 
or  fraudulently  convert  to  his  own  use  or  secrete  with  intent  to 
do  so,  any  such  property,  either  in  mass  or  otherwise,  before 
delivery  thereof  at  the  place  at  which,  or  to  the  person  to  whom, 
they  were  to  be  delivered,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  larceny 
thereof.     (Code  1916,  c.  145.) 
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§  7.  False  acooimto. — If  any  officer,  clerk  or  agent  of  this 
State,  or  of  any  county,  district,  school  district  or  municipal  cor- 
poration thereof,  or  of  any  bank  or  incorporated  company,  or 
any  clerk  or  agent  or  firm  or  person  or  association  of  persons  not 
incorporated,  make,  alter  or  omit  to  make  any  entry  in  any  book 
of  account  of,  or  in  any  account  kept  by  such  State,  county,  dis- 
trict, school  district,  municipal  corporation,  bank,  incorporated 
company,  firm  or  person,  or  association  of  persons,  or  mutilate, 
destroy  or  conceal  any  such  account  or  book  of  accounts,  with 
intent  in  so  doing  to  conceal  the  true  state  of  any  account,  or  to 
defraud  the  State  or  any  county,  district,  school  district,  munici- 
pal corporation,  bank  company,  firm  or  person,  or  with  intent 
to  enable  or  assist  any  person  to  obtain  money  to  which  he  was 
not  entitled,  such  officer,  clerk,  or  agent  shall  be  confined  in  the 
penitentiary  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  years.  (Code 
1916,  c.  145.) 

§  8.  Destroying  or  conoealing  will ;  embezzlement  by  flduciaiy. 

— If  a  person  fraudulently  destroy  or  conceal  any  will  or  codicil, 
with  intent  to  prevent  the  probate  thereof,  he  shall  be  confined 
in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  years. 
If  any  guardian,  personal  representative,  or  other  fiduciary,  shall 
wilfully  and  knowingly  fail  to  make  and  return  an  inventory  of 
any  personal  property  (of  which  an  inventory  is  required  by  law 
to  be  made)  which  may  come  to  his  hands  as  such,  or  shall  wil- 
fully and  knowingly  fail  or  refuse  to  produce  any  such  property 
for  appraisement  in  the  manner  required  by  law,  or  shall  wilfully 
and  knowingly  conceal  or  embezzle  any  such  property,  he  shall 
be  guilty  of  the  larceny  thereof;  and  the  failure  of  any  such 
guardian,  personal  representative  or  other  fiduciary,  to  account 
for  or  to  pay  over  or  deliver  when  directed  by  the  court,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  any  money,  bullion,  bank  notes  or  other  property, 
determined  by  the  proper  officer  or  court  to  be  due  or  payable, 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  guardian,  personal  repre- 
sentative or  other  fiduciary  has  embezzled  the  same.  (Code  1916, 
c.  145.) 

g  9.  Cheating  by  false  pretenses. — If  any  person  obtain  from 
another,  by  any  false  pretense,  token  or  representation,  with  in- 
tent to  defraud,  money,  goods  or  other  property  which  may  be

the  subject  of  larceny,  or  if  he  obtain  from  another  any  money, 
goods  or  other  property,  which  may  be  the  subject  of  larceny, 
on  credit,  by  representing  that  there  is  money  due  him,  or  to 
become  due  him,  and  shall  assign  his  claim  for  such  money,  in 
"writing,  to  the  person  from  whom  he  shall  obtain  such  money, 
goods  or  other  property,  and  shall  afterwards  collect  the  same 
without  the  consent  of  such  assignee,  with  intent  to  defraud,  he 
shall  in  either  case  be  deemed  guilty  of  larceny ;  or  if  any  person 
obtain  by  any  false  pretense,  token  or  representation,  with  intent 
to  defraud,  the  signature  of  any  other  person  to  a  writing,  the 
false  making  whereof  would  be  forgery ;  every  person  so  offend- 
ing against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  years,  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  be 
confined  in  jail  not  more  than  one  year  and  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars.  And  any  person  who  shall  remove  any 
of  his  property  out  of  any  county  with  intent  to  prevent  the 
same  from  being  levied  upon  by  any  execution,  or  who  shall  se- 
crete, assign  or  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  his  prop- 
erty with  intent  to  defraud  any  creditor  or  prevent  such  property 
being  made  liable  for  payment  of  his  debts,  and  any  person 
who  shall  receive  such  property,  with  such  intent,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  one  year. 
And  when  the  property  so  removed,  secreted,  concealed,  assigned, 
conveyed,  received  or  otherwise  disposd  of,  shall  be  worth  fifty 
dollars  or  less  such  offense  shall  be  tried  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  the  mode  prescribed  for  the  trial  of  other  criminal  of- 
fenses in  chapter  fifty  of  the  code  of  West  Virginia;  provided, 
that  upon  conviction  for  such  offense  before  a  justice  of  the  peace 
the  person  so  convicted  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
and  confined  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  But 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  any  creditor  from 
proceeding  against  any  such  fraudulent  debtor  as  is  provided  in 
sections  thirty  to  thirty-seven,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  six,  and  sections  four  to  seventeen,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  code,  or  of  any  other  remedy  at 
equity  or  law  now  existing.     (Code  1916,  c.  145.) 
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§  10.  Giving  wortblett  check. — If  any  person  make,  issue  and 
deliver  to  another  for  value  any  check  or  draft  on  any  bank, 
and  thereby  obtain  from  such  other  any  credit,  money,  goods  or 
other  property  of  value,  and  have  no  funds,  or  insufficient  funds, 
on  deposit  to  his  credit  in  said  bank  with  which  such  draft  or 
check  may  be  paid,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  if  the 
amount  of  such  check  or  draft  be  under  twenty-dollars,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
and  confined  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  one  day  nor  more 
than  thirty  days,  and  if  the  amount  of  such  check  or  draft  be 
twenty  dollars  or  over  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony  and  confined 
in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  two 
years,  and  the  drawer  of  such  check  or  draft  shall  be  prosecuted 
in  the  county  in  which  he  delivers  the  same.  Provided,  however, 
that  if  the  person  who  makes,  issues  and  delivers  any  such  check 
shall,  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  he  receives  actual  notice, 
verbal  or.  written,  of  the  protest  of  such  check,  pay  the  same,  he 
shall  not  be  prosecuted  under  this  section,  and  any  prosecution 
that  may  have  been  instituted  within  the  time  above  mentioned, 
shall,  if  payment  of  said  check  be  made  as  aforesaid,  be  dismissed 
at  the  cost  of  the  defendant. 

Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  misde- 
meanors hereunder.    The  following  form  of  indictment  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient:

§  11.  False  statement  as  to  credit. — Any   person    who    shall 
knowingly  make    or    cause    to    be  made,  either  directly  or  in- 
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directly,  or  through  any  agency  whatsoever,  any  false  statement 
in  writing,  with  intent  that  it  shall  be  relied  upon,  respecting- 
the  financial  condition,  or  means  or  ability  to  pay,  of  himself,, 
or  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation,  in  whom  or  in  which  he 
is  interested,  or  for  whom  or  for  which  he  is  acting,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  in  any  form  whatsoever,  either  the  delivery  of 
personal  property,  the  payment  of  cash,  the  making  of  a  loan 
or  credit,  the  extension  of  a  credit,  the  discount  of  an  account 
receivable,  or  the  making,  acceptance,  discount,  sale  or  indorse- 
ment of  a  bill  of  exchange,  or  promissory  note,  for  the  benefit 
of  either  himself  or  of  such  person,  firm  or  corporation ;  or  who,, 
knowing  that  a  false  statement  in  writing  has  been  made,  re- 
specting the  financial  condition  or  means  or  ability  to  pay,  of 
himself,  or  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  in  which  he  is  in- 
terested, or  for  whom  he  is  acting,  procures,  upon  the  faith 
thereof,  for  the  benefit  either  of  himself,  or  of  such  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  either  or  any  of  the  things  of  benefit  mentioned 
herein;  or  who,  knowing  that  a  statement  in  writing  haa 
been  made,  respecting  the  financial  condition  or  means  or  ability 
to  pay  of  himself  or  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  in  which 
he  is  interested,  or  for  whom  he  is  acting,  represents  on  a  later 
day,  either  orally  or  in  writing,  that  such  statement  theretofore 
made,  if  then  again  made  on  said  day,  would  be  then  true,  when 
in  fact,  said  statement  if  then  made  would  be  false,  and  procurer 
upon  the  faith  thereof,  for  the  benefit  either  of  himself  or  of  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  either  or  any  of  the  things  of  benefit 
mentioned  herein,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  year  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
both,  fine  and  imprisonment.     (Code  1916,  c.  145.) 

§  12.  False  advertising. — Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association,  or  their  agents  or  employees,  who  with  intent  ta 
sell,  or  in  any  wise  dispose  of  merchandise,  securities,  service,  or 
anything  offered  by  such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  public  for  sale  or  distribution,  or 
with  intent  to  increase  the  consumption  thereof,  or  to  induce  the 
public  in  any  manner  to  enter  into  any  obligation  relating  there- 
to, or  to  acquire  title  thereto,  or  an  interest  therein,  causes, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  be  made,  published,  disseminated,  cir- 
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culated,  or  placed  before  the  public,  in  this  state,  in  a  newspaper 
or  other  publication,  or  in  the  form  of  a  book,  notice,  hand-bill, 
poster,  bill,  circular,  pamphlet  or  letter,  or  in  any  other  way, 
an  advertisement  of  any  sort  regarding  merchandise,  securities, 
service,  or  anything  so  offered  to  the  public,  which  advertise- 
ment contains  any  assertion,  representation  or  statement  of  fact 
which  is  untrue,  and  deceptive,  knowing  or  having  reason  to 
believe  that  such  assertion,  representation  or  statement  is  un- 
true or  deceptive,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  such  violation, 
by  an  agent  or  employee,  shall  be  deemed  an  offense  as  well  by 
the  principal  or  employer,  and  they  may  be  indicted  for  the 
same,  either  jointly  or  severally.

fined in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten 
years.

§  14.  Forgery  of  official  seals. — If  a  person  forge,  or  keep  or 
conceal  any  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  forging,  the  seal  of  a 
court,  or  of  any  public  ofiice  or  body  politic  or  corporate  in  this 
State,  he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  ten  years.

§  15,  Counterfeiting. — If  any  person  forge  any  coin,  current 
by  law  or  usage  in  this  State,  or  any  note  or  bill  of  a  banking 
company,  or  fraudulently  make  any  base  coin,  or  note  or  bill 
purporting  to  be  the  note  or  bill  of  a  banking  company,  when 
such  company  does  not  exist;  or  utter  or  attempt  to  employ  as 
true,  or  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver,  or  offer  to  sell,  exchange  or 
deliver,  or  receive  on  sale,  exchange  or  deliver,  with  intent  to 
utter  or  employ  or  to  have  the  same  uttered  or  employed  as  true, 
-any  such  false,  forged  or  base  coin,  note  or  bill,  knowing  it  to

block,  press  or  other  thing  adapted  and  designed  for  the  forging 
and  false  making  of  any  writing  or  other  thing,  the  forging  or 
false  making  whereof  is  punishable  by  this  chapter;  or  if  such 
person  have  in  his  possession  any  such  plate,  block,  press,  or 
other  thing,  with  intent  to  use,  or  cause  or  permit  it  to  be  used^ 
in  forging  or  false  making  any  such  writing  or  other  thing,  he 
shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  ten  years.

§  17.  Forgery  or  uttering  of  other  writings. — ^If  a  person  forge 
any  writing,  other  than  such  as  is  mentioned  in  sections  13  and 
14  of  this  chapter,  to  the  prejudice  of  another's  right,  or  utter 
or  attempt  to  employ  as  true,  such  forged  writing,  knowing  it 
to  be  forged,  he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  ten  years.     (Code  1916,  c.  146.) 

§  18.  Possession  of  counterfeit  with  intent  to  utter. — If  a  per- 
son have  in  his  possession  forged  bank  notes,  or  pieces  of  forged 
or  base  coin,  such  as  are  mentioned  in  section  15  of  this  chap- 
ter, knowing  the  same  to  be  forged  or  base,  with  intent  to 
utter  or  employ  the  same  as  true,  or  to  sell,  exchange,  or  deliver 
them,  so  as  to  enable  any  other  person  to  utter  or  employ  them 
as  true,  he  shall,  if  the  number  of  such  notes  or  pieces  of  coin 
in  his  possession  at  the  same  time  be  ten  or  more,  be  confined 
in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years^ 
and  if  the  number  thereof  be  less  than  ten,  be  punished  as  for  a 
misdemeanor.

§  19.  Unchartered  banks. — ^AU  members  of  any  association  or 
company  that  shall  trade  or  deal  as  a  bank,  or  carry  on  banking, 
without  authority  of  law,  and  their  officers  and  agents  therein, 
shall  be  confined  in  jail  not  more  than  six  months,  and  fined  not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  (Code 
1916,  c.  151.) 
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§  20.  Usauthoriied  cuireney:  iisiiiiiff,  pacring  or  reoehrixig.— 

If  any  person  shall,  without  authority  of  law,  issue  any  note  or 
other  security  purporting  that  money  or  other  thing  of  value, 
is  payable  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  person  with  intent  thereby  to 
ereate  a  circulating  medium,  or  shall  issue  or  deliver  to  any  per- 
son in  his  employ  or  in  the  employ  of  any  person  or  company 
of  which  he  is  agent  or  otherwise,  any  written,  printed  or 
stamped  check,  ticket  or  other  thing  to  represent  money  or  to 
be  used  in  lieu  thereof,  purporting  that  money  or  other  thing 
of  value  will  be  paid  by  such  person  or  company,  he  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  confined  in  jail  not  more  than  six 
mionths,  and  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars;  and  the  acceptance  of  any  such  note,  security, 
check,  ticket  or  other  thing,  shall  not  operate  as  a  payment  of 
any  debt  or  claim  due  or  to  become  due  to  the  person  so  accept- 
ing the  same.  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  section  contained, 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  giving  of  bank  checks, 
promissory  notes,  single  bills,  bonds,  orders,  drafts  or  bills  of 
exchange  in  payment  of  debts  or  claims  due  or  to  become  due.

His  Excellency,  John  J.  Cornwell, 

Governor  of  West  Virginia. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  first  biennial 
report  as  State  Librarian  for  the  calendar  years  1917  and  1918. 

Itemized  distribution  of  the  appropriations  for  each  of  the  fiscal 
years  ending  June  30,  1917,  and  June  30,  1918,  being  for  purchase 
and  binding  books  for  the  Law  Library  at  Charleston,  as  well  as 
for  contingent  expenses  and  clerk  hir^  were  given  in  a  report  made  by 
me  to  Your  Excellency  at  the  close  of  each  of  these  respective  fiscal 
years,  and  such  information  also  fully  appearing  in  the  published 
"Annual  Financial  Report  of  the  Auditing  Department'*  of  the  State 
Tax  Commissioner's  office  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  burden  this  report 
with  such. 

No  books  mentioned  in  Section  11,  Chapter  15A,  Bamre's  Code, 
have  been  sold  or  exchanged  during  said  two  calendar  years  embraced 
in  this  report. 

West  Virgima  Reports  Recewed  and  Distribuied. 

Since  my  term  of  oflBce  began,  March  26,  1917,  to  December  31, 
19.18,  there  have  been  delivered  to  the  State  Librarian  Volumes  76, 
77,  78,  79  and  80  (five  volumes  in  all),  several  more  volumes  than 
have  heretofore  been  published  and  delivered  during  a  similar  period 
I  am  also  advised  that  Volume  81  will  be  ready  for  distribution  within 
thirty  days.  Copies  of  each  of  these  volumes  have,  by  the  State 
Librarian,  been  distributed  to  all  State  officials  and  heads  of  depart- 
ments, judges  of  courts  and  libraries  of  other  States  and  United 
States  insular  possessions,  as  well  as  to  such  other  libraries  as 
authorized  by  law. 

For  supplying  all  entitled  to  copies  of  these  reports  it  requires  170 
copies  of  each  volume,  making  a  total  of  850  copies  sent  out  by  the 
present  state  Librarian,  and  in  additipn,  fifty  copies  of  Volume  76 
were  delivered  to  me  for  supplying  such  as  had  not  therefore  been 
furnished  with  such,  thus  making  the  total  distribution  900  copies. 

The  distribution  of  these  reports  requires  not  only  considerable 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  State  Librarian  and  his  stenographer  (no 
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assistance  being  furnished),  but  a  large  amount  of  expressage  and 
parcel  postage,  paid  out  of  tbe  contingent  fund  of  this  oflBce.  A 
complete  record  is  made  of  each  copy  of  these  reports  sent  out  and  a 
receipt  taken  and  filed  in  this  office  by  the  card  index  system,  so  it  is 
definitely  shown  where  all  copies  of  West  Virginia  Beports,  distributed 
by  the  State  Librarian,  go. 

NKKI>S  OF   THE   STATE   LIBRAUIAN's   DEPART^fBN'T. 

Purchasing  and  Binding  Law  Books. 

The  $2,50(),()00  heretofore  appropriated  annually  for  purchase  and 
binding  books  for  the  Law  Library  at  Charleston  (see  sec.  20,  cha]). 
2,  p.  13,  Acts  2d  Extra  Sessiwi,  1917)  is  deemed  essential,  and  this 
sum  for  each  of  the  two  vears  is  recommended. 

Besides  the  new  law  books  and  revisions  of  others  required  for 
the  Supreme  Court  there  are  still  some  1,000  law  books  in  the  library' 
badly  needing  rebinding. 

Salary  of  Stenographer. 

An  appropriation  for  $1,200,000  each  year  is  requested  as  salar^^' 
for  stenographer  to  the  State  Librarian,  which  is  deemed  reasonable 
and  proper. 

Messenger  to  the  Librarian, 

I  also  ask  for  $900.00  each  year  as  salary  for  messenger  to  the 
State  Librarian  and  trust  such  may  be  provided. 

A  great  many  attorneys  being  granted  the  privilege  of  using  the 
books  in  the  library  expect,  and  are  reasonably  entitled  to  have 
spch  books  as  needed  put  upon  the  library  tables,  and  these,  together 
wiih  {hose  used  by  the  judges  of  the  court,  are  to  be  replaced  in 
their  proper  position  on  the  shelving,  on  an  average  from  50  to  300 
volumes  a  day,  so  handled  by  the  office  force  of  the  State  Librarian, 
render  the  sen'ice  of  a  messenger  practically  indispensible. 

The  duties  of  the  State  Librarian  and  his  stenographer  require 
their  entire  time  in  official  work  and  I  feel  it  should  not  be  asked 
of  either  to  perform  duties  property  belonging  to  a  messenger.  Should 
a  messenger  be  provided  such  will  be  required,  in  addition  to  the 
dtities  mentioned,  to  keep  the  23,000  law  books  and  shelving  clean. 

The  cases  and  shelving  in  the  library  are  constructed  of  steel 
with  no  doors  to  protect  against  the  dust  and  no  way  of  providing 
such.  One  side  of  the  library  has  five  large  windows  fronting  on  a 
street  that  is  neither  cleaned  nor  sprinkled,  and  while  the  windows 
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are  kept  down  yet  dust  seeps  through  the  crevices,  requiring  the  clean- 
ing of  the  shelving  quite  frequently. 

Fv/mAivare. 

For  furniture  for  the  year  1920  $225.00  and  for  1921  $75.00  is 
needed  for   purchasing  additional  tables  and  new  chairs  for  the 
library,  the  chairs  now  in  use  being  dilapidated  and  wholly  unsuited, 
for  library  purposes.     Some  rugs  and  other  articles  are  also  neces- 
sary. 

Cwrreni  <md  Contmgent  Expenses, 

Of  the  $500.00  prescribed  by  law  annually  for  the  contingent  fund 
for  the  State  Librarian  I  suggest  that  with  the  provision  for  fur- 
niture asked  for  $450.00  each  fiscal  year  is  deemed  suflScient  for 
this  purpose. 

Salary^  of  Libraaiaai  at  Charles  Town. 

As  to  the  $500.00  salary  of  librarian  at  Charles  Town,  in  Sec. 
20,  Chap.  2,  p.  13,  for  1918  and  1919,  no  good  reason  appears 
why  this  appropriation  should  be  made  to  the  State  Librarian ;  there- 
fore it  is  suggested  that  whatever  sum  may  be  allowed  for  this  pur- 
pose be  appropriated  under  some  other  heading. 

Increase  in  Salary  of  State  Libraaiaai  Recommended. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted,  and  I  trust  it  may  be  agreed,  that 
the  salary  of  $1,800.00  a  year,  now  being  paid  the  State  Librarian,  is 
inadequate  to  the  responsibilities  imposed  upon  and  the  services 
rendered  by  him. 

No  other  head  of  a  State  department  and  some  of  the  employees 
receive  so  meager  a  sum.  I  am  led  confidently  to  hope  an  exception 
may  not  be  made  in  the  case  of  the  State  Librarian.  The  entire 
time  of  the  present  official  is  devoted  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  with 
his  work  increasing  all  the  while. 

I  earnestly  request  that  the  saalry  of  the  State  Librarian  be  fixed 
at  at  least  $2,500.00  for  each  of  the  years  ending  June  30,  l£i20,  and 
1921,  and  sincerely  hope  such  may  be  provided. 

An  appendix  is  subjoined  showing  the  number  of  law  books  added 
to  the  State  Library  during  the  years  1917  and  1918,  both  by  pur- 
chase and  on  exchange.

West  Virginia  State  Road  Commission 

Summary  of  Operations  During  the  Period  From 

JULY  1,  1917  TO  JULY  1.  1919. 


FOREWORD 


The  organization  of  the  State  Road  Commission  was  authorized  by 
Chapter  66,  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  1917.  This  law,  called  the  "Road 
Law",  defines  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission  as  well  as  the 
power  of  the  county  courts  in  road  construction. 

On  June  1,  1917,  the  Governor,  Hon,  John  J.  Comwell,  appointed  the 
first  commissioners,  Mr.  A.  D.  Williams  and  Mr.  T.  S.  Scanlon.  Work 
was  immediately  begun  on  the  establishment  of  the  present  Class  A  road 
system  of  the  State.  Through  cooperation  with  government  engrineeni 
and  the  various  counties,  this  system  is  now  practically  complete,  so  that 
the  network  of  Class  A  roads  covers  the  entire  state. 

During  the  war  period  there  was  necessarily  very  little  road  work  done. 
In  February  of  this  year,  however,  the  passage  of  the  Bankhead  Bill  by 
Congress  gave  a  great  impetus  to  road  building  through  the  counties. 
This  impetus  has  reached  West  Virginia  as  seen  by  the  many  bond  issues 
proposed  and  voted  on  this  last  spring  (1919). 

In  order  to  give  equal  advantage  to  all  counties  the  Legislature  passed 
House  Bill  No.  46  during  their  last  session,  1919,  so  that  all  counties 
could  receive  their  proportion  of  State  and  Federal  Aid,  provided  they 
raised  their  maximum  Class  A  road  levy  of  twenty-five  cents  per  $100 
valuation. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  organization  of  the  Commission,  as  outlined  in  the  organization 
chart,  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  on  February  21,  1919.  The  duties  of 
the  various  bureaus  and  departments  are  as  follows: 

State  Road  Commission.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  road  commis- 
sion to  meet  in  executive  session  at  such  times  as  they  may  determine  to 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  work.  The  secretary-treasurer  shall  cause 
a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  minutes  of  these  meetings  and  all  decisions  with 
reference  to  policy,  administration,  and  appointments,  and  such  other 
matters  as  the  commission  may  determine  shall  come  before  it  for  action. 

Engineer  Chairman.  The  engineer  chairman  shall  administer  and 
direct  all  of  the  engineering  work  of  the  commission.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Plans,  Specifications  and  £}stimates.  He  will 
have  direction  of  the  division  engineers  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  en- 
gineering and  such  other  matters  as  the  commission  as  a  whole  may  del- 
egate to  him.    He  will  have  the  administration  of  the  engineering  branch, 
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inelndiiiff  the  review  and  preparation  of  all  plana.  Bpeciflcationa,  and  es- 
timatee  for  projects,  and  the  superintendance  of  all  work  under  construc- 
tion. 

Becretarif'Treantrer.  In  addition  to  the  duties  of  keeping  a  record  of 
the  meetings  of  the  commission,  the  secretary-treasurer  shall  act  as  the 
administratlTe  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Automohile  Licenses  and  the  Bureau 
of  Audit  and  Accounts.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  licenses  are  col- 
lected and  that  a  proper  record  is  kept  of  all  licences  granted.  It  will 
also  be  his  duty  to  audit  and  pass  upon  all  expense  accounts  and  vouchers 
oovering  other  expenses  of  the  commission  other  than  construction  Touch- 
ers.   He  will  deal  with  the  division  engineers  direct  on  these  matters. 

Chief  Clerk,  The  duties  of  the  chief  clerk  shall  be  those  assigned  to  him 
from  time  to  time  by  the  commission.  He  will  receive  and  open  all 
mail  and  refer  it  to  the  proper  commissioner.  He  will  have  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  secretary-treasurer  the  active  direction  of  the  Bureau  of 
Automobile  Licenses  and  Bureau  of  Audit  and  Accounts.  In  the  case  of 
either  commissioner  being  absent  important  matters  will  be  referred  to 
the  commissioner  present. 

'  Bureal  of  Teats.  Tests  of  all  materials  to  be  used  in  construction  and 
other  material  necessary  for  a  general  study  of  road  materials  available 
throughout  the  state  shall  be  made  under  the  directian  of  the  engineer 
chairman,  either  at  Morgantown  University  or  such  other  testing  labora- 
tory as  the  commission  may  deem  advisable  to  select. 

Bureau  of  Plans,  Specifications  and  Estimates.  The  duties  of  this  bu- 
reau will  consist  in  review  of  all  plans,  specifications  and  estimates.  It 
also  will  be  the  duty  of  this  bureau,  under  the  direction  of  the  engineer 
chairman,  to  prepare  all  standards  for  road  and  bridge  constructions, 
also  standard  specifications  and  such  other  information  and  data  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  instruction  and  guidance  of  the  division  engi- 
neers. Th6  office  engineer  will  be  in  direct  charge  of  this  bureau.  He 
will  receive  all  of  his  instructions  and  make  all  of  his  reports  directly  to 
the  engineer  chairman.  All  additional  draftsmen,  file  clerks,  and  others 
necessary  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  this  bureau  shall  be  under 
his  direction  and  charge. 

Bureau  of  AutomoMle  Licenses.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  this  bureau  to 
handle  all  applications  for  license,  issue  same,  and  collect  fees  and  keep 
the  proper  records.  The  chief  clerk  will  be  the  active  head  of  this  bureau 
and  will  take  his  orders  and  report  to  the  secretary-treasurer  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  licensing  of  automobiles.  The  clerks  and  stenog- 
raphers of  this  bureau  will  be  under  his  immediate  direction  and  charge. 

Bureau  of  Audit  and  Accounts.  The  duties  of  this  bureau  shall  be  to 
audit  and  check  all  expense  accounts,  and  all  other  bills  of  the  commis- 
sion. The  active  head  of  this  department  shall  be  the  chief  clerk  and  all 
other  clerks  and  stenographers  in  this  bureau  shall  be  under  his  direction 
and  charge.  He  will  report  directly  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  this 
bureau  to  the  secretary-treasurer. 

Division  Engineer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  division  engineer  to  su- 
perintend the  preparation  of  all  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  for 
projects  in  his  division.  He  will  also,  as  directed  by  the  engineer  chair- 
man, superintend  the  making  of  all  surveys  necessary  for  projects  for 
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which  the  coramission  are  authorized  to  prepare  the  plaiiB  by  thd  coiiiity. 
It  win  also  be  his  duty  to  Buperintend  all  construction  work  done  oa. 
projects  that  have  been  approved  by  the  comiulBslon  and  to  advise  the 
county  englneera  from  time  to  time.  He  will  have  diiect  charge  of  ill 
work  done  UDder  the  county  engineers  on  which  Stale  or  Fedei-al  fun'lu 
are  Involved,  and  his  direction  and  instructions  must  be  carried  out  by 
the  county  englneera.  It  will  be  liis  duty  Lu  approve  all  vuiiclieTs  and 
recommend  Tor  final  payment  the  final  estimate  on  all  such  inojects, 

Vaiinly  Engineer,  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  county  engineer  lo  make 
all  surveys,  prepare  all  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  lur  Slate  and 
Federal  projects,  and  to  superviFe  and  infpeel  all  such  piojeclK  during 
construction.  He  will  have  direct  charge  of  all  men  in  the  r>eld  who  are 
fn  charge  of  such  projects,  and  he  will  direct  all  such  v.o,;;  iiii 'e.'  Mich 
orders  as  may  be  given  him  by  the  division  engineer.

AUTOMOBILE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  automobiles  in  this  state  has  practically  doubled  in  the 
last  two  years.  In  the  year  1917,  25,089  licenses  were  issued.  For  the 
year  1918,  36,386  licenses  were  issued,  and  for  the  year  1919,  45,019  licenses 
were  issued. 

In  1917,  the  income  from  license  fees  was  $137,975.10,  while  for  1919  it 
was  $517,204.55,  or  nearly  four  times  as  much.  It  is  expected  that  60,- 
000  licenses  will  be  issued  for  1920. 

The  Commission  has  issued  the  following  traffic  rules  and  regulations 
as  provided  by  Chapter  66,  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1917,  as  amended  in 
1919.  These  rules  have  been  amended  from  time  to  time,  but  are  printed 
here  as  revised  to  July  1,  1919. 

LOADS. 

1.  (a)  Section  126  of  said  Chapter  provides  no  vehicles  in  excess  oC 
ninety  (90)  inches  in  width  without  a  special  permit  shall  be  operated 
upon  the  public  road. 
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(b)  No  vehicles,  including  Its  own  weight,  shall  be  operated  upon  the 
public  road  in  excess  of  fifteen  (15)  tons — thirty  thousand  (30,000) 
pounds. 

(c)  No  vehicles  bearing  a  load  in  excess  of  six  hundred  (600)  pounds 
per  inch  width  of  tire  shall  be  operated  upon  the  road. 

(d)  No  vehicles  in  violation  of  provision  of  such  Section  shall  be  op- 
erated without  a  special  permit  and  the  owner  and  operator  of  such  ve- 
hicles shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  done  to  the  public  highway. 

(e)  In  describing  the  load  limit  the  law  specifies  the  six  hundred  (600) 
pounds  per  inch  width  of  tire  to  be  distributed  over  the  entire  vehicle  no 
as  to  bear  uniformity  on  each  tire.  Any  load  concentrating  weight  upon 
any  one  tire  in  excess  of  six  hundred  (600)  pounds  per  inch  of  width 
bearing  upon  the  surface  of  the  road  is  a  violation  of  the  law  and  shall 
not  be  permitted  without  special  permit  as  authorized  in  said  section 
of  the  law. 

TRACTION  ENGINES,  HEAVY  TRAFFIC. 

2.  (a)  Traction  engines,  road  rollers,  tractors,  trucks  ^i  ^^.ner  ve- 
hicles shall  not  have  cleats  on  the  wheels  in  excess  of  one  inch  in  depth 
and  not  less  than  one  and  one  quarter  inch  in  width  shall  extend  across 
the  face  of  the  wheel  at  an  angle  of  at  least  30  degrees.  When  placed 
diagonally  across  the  entire  face  of  the  driver,  or  when  placed  in  two  (2) 
sections  similar  to  the  letter  "V",  the  cleats  shall  not  be  spaced  over  nine 
(9)  inches  apart  from  center  to  center,  measured  at  right  angles  to  the 
cleats.  When  the  cleats  are  placed  on  the  drivers  in  two  (2)  sections, 
known  as  the  staggard  type  of  cleat,  they  shall  not  be  spaced  over  fifteen 
(15)  inches  apart  from  center  to  center,  measured  at  right  angles  to 
the  cleats.  No  bolt-heads,  nuts,  or  rivet  heads  shall  be  allowed  to  project, 
neither  on  the  guide  wheels  or  on  the  drivers. 

(b)  ^0  traction  engine,  tractors,  trucks,  or  other  vehicles  having 
cleats  on  the  wheels  ehereof,  shall  be  driven  upon  any  concrete,  brick 
asphaltic  concrete,  asphaltic  macadem,  warrenlte,  macadam  or  other  im- 
proved surface  of  any  road  within  the  state  without  first  removing  from 
the  wheels  the  said  cleats  or  placing  cushions  upon  said  wheels  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  cleats  will  not  come  in  contact  with  the  pavement  so  as 
to  scar,  indent,  crack,  mar  or  injure  the  pavement  in  any  manner. 

(c)  Ice-picks,  spuds,  rough  lock  chains,  chain  wrapped  wheels  or  other 
metal  projecting  beyond  the  cleats  or  main  surface  of  the  wheel  shall  be 
prohibited  except  on  roads  which  are  not  macadamized  or  paved,  and  then 
only  when  the  ground  is  frozen  and  so  covered  with  ice  as  to  prevent  the 
road  from  being  torn  or  marked  by  the  use  of  such  appliances. 

(d)  No  person,  persons,  firm,  firms,  corporation  or  corporations,  shall 
drive  upon  any  paved  or  unpaved  improved  surface  road  (improved  sur- 
face here  meaning  a  road  that  has  been  crowned,  ditched  and  prepared 
for  travel  by  smoothing  the  surface)  any  wagon,  wagons,  motor  vehicles, 
tractor,  tractors,  truck,  trucks,  road  roller,  bus  or  any  other  vehicle  so  as 
to  cause  more  than  the  usual  wear  on  said  road  without  obtaining  from 
the  county  court,  patrolman,  county  road  supervisor  or  county  engineer, 
pedmisslon  and  agreeing  to  place  thereon  sufilcient  section  men  and  to 
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proTide  necessary  material  of  the  kind  of  which  the  surface  of  the  road 
Is  constructed  and  to  keep  the  same  In  repair. 

(e)  No  vehicles,  including  Its  own  weight,  shall  be  driven  upon  any 
earth  surface  road  when  the  surface  is  wet  and  muddy,  when  the  combined 
load  on  any  one  tire  exceeds  six  hundred  (600)  pounds  per  inch  width 
of  tire  without  the  person  operating  said  vehicle  first  obtaining  from 
the  county  court,  road  patrolmen,  county  engineer  or  county  supervisor, 
permission  to  use  said  vehicle  with  loads  in  excess  thereof  and  providing 
for  diagglng  and  repairing  the  roeul. 

(f)  The  Intent  of  the  law  Is  to  prevent  unusual  and  unreasonable  load 
on,  or  usage,  of  the  public  road.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  be  coo- 
stiued  as  to  authorize  any  use  of  the  road  that  would  be  destructive  or 
injurious  to  the  road,  and  persons  making  such  use  of  the  road  shall  be 
liable  for  damages  to  the  roeul  by  reason  of  earless,  negligent  or  wanton 
operation  of  any  vehicle,  motor  driven  or  otherwise. 

(g)  The  county  court  of  each  county,  the  council  of  each  city,  town 
or  village  may  classify  the  roads  in  said  county,  city,  town  or  village 
and  designate  such  class  of  vehicles,  kind  of  wheel  base  or  bearing  and 
loading  that  may  pass  thereon. 

(h)  The  county  court  of  any  county  or  the  authorities  of  any  munici- 
pality, at  their  discretion,  may  grant  permission  for  the  moving  of  extra 
heavy  engines,  trailers,  loads,  objects  or  structures,  over  the  public  roads 
or  streets  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  which  regula- 
tions shall  provide  for  the  protection  or  repair  of  such  roads  or  streets. 

SECTIONS  THREE  TO  SEVEN  REPEALED  AND  THE  FOLLOWING 
REGULATION  SUBSTITUTED: 

Pneumatic  tire  cars  take  same  fee  as  the  regular  state  automobile  li- 
cense. Any  machine  with  solid  tire  drive  wheels  classed  as  ^lid  tired 
machine. 

FEES  OF  SOLID  TIRED  TRUCKS. 

Weight  of  car  without  load  not  exceeding  2500  pounds  or  less  than  one 
ton  capacity,  the  regular  state  license  fee  will  be  charged. 

Truck  exceeding  2500  pounds  weight  of  one  ton  capacity.  Issued  be- 
tween July  1,  1919  and  December  31,  1919,  for  18  months,  $22.50;  January 
1,  1920  and  August  31,  1920,  1  year  |15.00;  September  1,  1920  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1920,  4  months  $7.50. 

Truck  exceeding  2500  pounds  weight,  over  1  to  2 Ms  ton  capacity  issued 
between  July  1,  1919  and  December  31,  1919  for  18  months,  $37.50;  Janu- 
ary 1,  1920  and  August  31,  1920,  1  year  $25.00 ;  September  1,  1920  and  De- 
cember 31,  1920.  4  months  $12.50. 

Truck  exceeding  2500  pounds  weight  of  over  2Y2  to  3%  ton  capacity,  is- 
sued between  July  1,  1919  and  December  31,  1919  for  18  months  $60.00; 
January  1,  1920  and  August  31,  1920,  1  year  $40.00;  September  1,  1920  and 
December  31,  1920,  4  months  $20.00. 
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Truck  ezceediniT  2500  pounds  weight,  over  3Vj  to  5  ton  capacity,  issued 
between  July  1,  1919  and  December  31,  1919,  for  18  months.  1112.50; 
January  1,  1920  and  August  31,  1920,  1  year  $75.00;  September  1,  1920 
and  December  31,  1920,  4  months  137.50. 

Truck  exceeding  2500  pounds  weight,  over  5  to  7  ton  capacity  issued 
between  July  1,  1919  and  December  3i,  1919  for  18  months  $187.50;  Jan- 
uary 1,  1920  and  August  31.  1920,  1  year  1125.00;  September  1,  1920  and 
December  31,  1920,  4  months  $62.50. 

Truck  exceeding  2500  pounds  weight,  over  7  ton  capacity,  issued  between 
July  1,  1919  and  December  31,  1919  for  18  months,  $300.00;  January  1, 
1920  and  August  31,  1920,  1  year  $200.00;  September  1,  1920  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1920,  4  months  $100.00. 

All  license  plates  under  this  head  will  read  COM.  W.  VA.  1919-20. 

REPAIR. 

8.  Persons  hauling  or  transporting  over  the  Class  A  roads  or  main  coun« 
ty  roads,  improved  county  roads,  roads  and  streets  within  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  timber,  logs,  lumber,  stone,  sand,  coal  or  any 
other  material  from  a  fixed  point  to  a  fixed  destination,  which  transporta- 
tion calls  for  the  daily  use  of  the  public  highways,  shall,  when  such  trans- 
portation is  made  by  vehicles  not  covered  by  the  privilege  class  herein 
provided,  place  upon  said  road,  assistants  or  section  men  as  is  requested 
or  required  by  the  county  court  and  keep  said  road  in  repair  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  partolman,  county  road  supervisor  or  county  road  engi- 
neer and  the  court,  or  the  officers  of  any  municipality. 

9.  No  motor  vehicle  shall  have  extension  bodies  or  equipment  appli- 
ances added  to  it  so  as  to  increase  the  capacity  over  or  beyond  that 
which  is  quoted  or  given  in  the  application  for  special  permit. 

LOADS  ON  BRIDGES. 

10.  The  county  court  or  authority  having  charge  or  control  of  the 
paved  or  improved  roads  or  bridges  may  maintain  notice  at  the  end  o£ 
such  paved  or  improved  roads  or  bridges  legible  at  a  distance  of  at  least 
fifty  (50)  feet  stating  maximum  weight  of  any  vehicle  with  load,  which 
such  paved  or  improved  roads  or  bridges  will  safely  carry.  The  owner 
of  any  such  vehicle  shall  be  responsible  for  any  damage  done  to  such 
paved  or  improved  roads  or  bridges  if  the  weight  of  such  load  or  vehicle 
exceeds  the  weight  on  the  notice  and  the  amount  of  such  damage,  includ- 
ing penalties,  may  be  collected  as  provided  by  law. 

VIOLATIONS. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county  engineer,  county  road  super- 
visor or  road  patrolman  to  report  violations  of  the  road  law  or  rules  of 
this  Commission  to  the  proper  authorities  within  the  county  and  to  the 
Commission. 
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REVOKING, 

12.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  law  or  these  rules  relating 
to  the  operation  of  any  special  permit  herein  authorised,  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  Chapter  66»  Acts  of  1917»  and  in  addition 
thereto*  the  Commission  may  upon  proof  of  such  violation  revoke  the 
permit  or  license  granted  under  tbese  rules,  and  may  refrain  from  re- 
newing or  issuing  such  permit. 

WIDTH  OP  BRIDGES. 

13.  All  bridges  on  class  A  roads  shall  be  constructed  with  not  less  than 
16  feet  clear  roadway  and  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  ton  safe  load  capacity. 

SPEED  ON  BRIDGE. 

14.  No  vehicle  with  a  pneumatic  tire  having  a  gross  weight  load  ex- 
ceeding four  (4)  tons  shall  be  operated  on  any  bridge  at  a  rate  of  speed 
exceeding  16  miles  per  hour,  and  no  vehicle  equipped  with  tires  of  hard 
rubber  or  other  similar  substances  shall  be  operated  on  any  bridge  at  a 
rate  of  speed  to  exceed  12  miles  per  hour,  and  no  vehicle  equipped  with 
iron  or  steel  tires  having  a  gross  weight  exceeding  six  (6)  tons  shall  be 
operated  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  six  (6)  miles  per  hour  over  any 
bridge. 

DUTY  OF  LOCAL  OFFICERS. 

15.  The  local  road  officials  and  civil  officers  are  requested  and  expected 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  Sections  166  to  182,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  66, 
relating  to  obstruction  of  the  public  road  and  the  traveled  way,  the  care 
and  protection  of  the  road,  and  Sections  117  to  142  inclusive,  relating  to 
traffic. 

TRANSFER  OF  LICENSE, 

16.  Under  section  130  of  Chapter  66,  the  Commission  upon  receipt  of  an 
application  for  a  motor  vehicle  license,  assigns  to  such  vehicle  a  number. 
This  number  is  not  assigned  to  the  individual.  Therefore,  when  the 
vehicle  is  sold  or  transferred,  the  license  and  number  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  purchaser  of  the  vehicle.  The  person  selling  the  machine 
should  surrender  to  the  State  the  license  card  containing  the  number,  give 
the  name,  address  of  the  purchaser,  accompanying  the  card  with  one 
<  11.00)  Dollar  for  the  transfer  fee,  so  that  the  Commission  can  transfer 
the  license  to  the  new  owner.  Where  a  person  trades  a  vehicle  to  a  dealer 
for  a  new  car,  the  license  goes  with  the  car  and  the  purchaser  of  the  new 
car  should  make  application  for  a  new  set  of  license  for  the  new  car 
and  transfer  his  license  to  the  dealer,  wbo,  when  he  sells  the  car  can  trans- 
fer it  to  his  customer.  The  license  number  should  only  be  changed  from 
a  vehicle  when  the  vehicle  i?  destroyed  or  removed  from  the  State  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  135.  Automobile  owners  and  dealers  will  save  them- 
selves and  this  Commission  much  inconvenience  by  following  instructions, 
because  this  Is  the  only  method  in  which  we  can  keep  a  record  that  will 
protect  the  owners  of  machines  from  theft  and  misrepresentation. 
CITY  COUNCIL. 

17.  Nothing  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  construed  to  in- 
terfere with  the  rights  of  any  council  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  to 
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pass  such  ordinances  or  rules  inconsistent  with  law,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  relating  to  vehicles  operating  wholly  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  city  or  town. 
OTHER  STATES. 

18.  (Sec.  136  of  the  Road  Law.)  Any  foreign  vehicle  bearing  native 
tag  or  mark  showing  that  it  has  complied  with  the  laws  of  the  State  or 
County  from  which  it  came,  relating  to  the  registration  and  licensing  of 
vehicles,  may  use  the  roads  and  streets  of  this  state  without  obtaining  ad- 
ditional license  or  registration  within  this  state,  for  such  a  period  as  the 
State  or  county  from  which  such  vehicle  came  permits  vehicles  from 
other  states  to  remain  within  that  state  or  country  without  re-licensing 
therein;  provided,  such  state  or  county  extends  like  consideration  to  ve- 
hicles from  this  state. 

CHAUFFEURS. 

19.  The  Commission  has  also  .ruled  that  Section  17  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  shall  apply  also  to  chauffeurs. 

VEHICLES  IN  TRANSIT. 

2.  Whebeas,  Representation  has  been  made  to  this  Commission  by  au- 
tomobile dealers  that,  owing  to  the  abnormal  freight  conditions,  it  is  nec- 
essary for  them  to  drive  cars  from  factories  to  their  places  of  business 
and  the  Commission  being  of  the  opinion  that  cars  in  transit  from  factory 
or  distributing  point  of  manufacturer  to  the  home  or  garage  of  the  dealer 
should  be  considered  freight  in  transit. 

Thereupon,  It  is  hereby  ordered  that  cars  bearing  manufacturers'  tags 
or  placard  showing  the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  giving  the  date  of 
starting  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  dealer  to  whom  the  car 
has  been  sold,  consigned  and  is  in  transit  from  the  factory  to  the  home  of 
such  dealer,  shall  be  considered  freight  in  transit  and  not  liable  for  license 
charge  or  penalties  of  the  law  for  passing  over  roads  in  the  State  of  West 
Virginia  from  any  factory  or  freight  depot  within  the  State  or  from  the 
border  of  the  state  when  from  a  factory  without  the  State  to  the  home 
of  said  dealer  within  the  state  or  passing  from  one  border  of  the  State 
through  to  another  border  of  the  state  into  an  adjoining  state  when  such 
dealer  resides  in  another  state,  provided  like  privilege  is  granted  dealers 
of  this  state,  by  such  adjoining  state  and  any  dealer  either  resident  or 
non-resident  carries  identification  certificate  and  dealers'  tags,  showing 
that  he  is  a  regular  licensed  dealer.  Such  emergency  placards  shall  be 
used  only  as  herein  provided,  not  being  valid  for  more  than  six  days  from 
the  date  entered  by  the  manufacturer,  if  in  transit  from  factory  and  not 
more  than  two  days  from  date  entered  by  the  depot  agent  when  unloading 
a  freight  car  and  then  only  between  the  depot  and  garage. 

Any  person  violating  this  rule  shall  be  subject  to  such  penalties  as  are 
prescribed  to  enforce  the  rules  of  this  Commission  and  for  running  auto- 
mobiles without  license. 

AUTOMOBILE  CARRYING  FREIGHT. 

21.  **Any  automobile  carrying  regularly  over  three  hundred  pounds 
of  freight,  personal  or  other  baggage,  or  any  change  made  in  or  addi- 
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tion  to  the  body  of  a  pleasure  automobile  other  than  attaching  personal 
baggage,  so  as  to  provide  a  freight  receptacle  or  body,  thereby  increasing 
and  changing  its  carrying  capacity,  is  making  an  extrordinary  use  of  the 
vehicle  and  applying  to  such  vehicle  a  classification  not  provided  for  or 
contemplated  by  the  manufacturer,  therefore  such  vehicle  when  so  altered 
becomes  extraordinary  and  should  be  classed  as  a  truck  and  taxed  as  a 
special  privilege  vehicle  according  to  its  weight  and  use. 

The  above  does  not  apply  to  delivery  automobiles  over  wholesale  and 
retail  delivery  districts. 

CHANGES. 

22.  The  Commission  may  change  or  amend  these  Rules  and  Regulations 
atany  time  it  may  see  fit  to  do  so. 

FILING. 

23.  A  copy  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be  filed  with  the  Sec- 
retary  of  State,  a  copy  mailed  the  Clerk  of  each  County  Court,  and  every 
member  of  each  County  Court,  each  county  road  engineer,  each  county 
road  supervisor  and  each  county  prosecuting  attorney.  These  rules  shall 
take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  June  1918. 

ENOINEEBINO  DEPABTISENT. 

CONSTRUCTION  CONDITIONS  DURING  PERIOD.  The  years  1917- 
1918  were  full  of  trials  and  tribulations  to  the  road  builder.  Contractors 
found  themselves  with  contracts  based  on  pre-war  prices  while  the  cost 
of  materials  had  doubled.  Most  of  them  were  unable  to  stand  this  bur- 
den and  went  into  bankruptcy.  Most  of  these  contracts  are  being  com* 
pleted  either  by  county  forces  or  by  the  bondsmen. 

During  1918,  highway  construction  was  limited  by  the  Government  to 
work  that  was  absolutely  essential.  West  Virginia  fully  co-operated  with 
the  Government  in  this  policy.  The  only  roads  built  were  those  in  the 
coal  regions.  The  increased  output  of  coal  was  greatly  helped  by  some 
of  the  roads  built  in  1918. 

The  year  1919  opens  with  a  great  prospect  for  road  building.  With  the 
encouragement  given  road  building  by  the  allotment  of  one  million  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars  to  this  state  by  the  Government,  West  Virginia 
will  soon  be  on  its  way  to  a  state  wide  system  of  good  roads. 

ENGINEERING  STANDARDS.  With  the  road  work  of  the  state  under 
fifty-five  different  county  engineers,  it  Is  natural  that  in  the  past  engineer- 
ing standards  have  varied  greatly.  The  Commission  has  studied 
the  best  standards  of  highway  engineering  in  conjunction  with  the  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  As  a  result  of  this  study  they  have  adopted 
as  a  standard  double  track  section  the  sixteen  foot  pavement.  Experience 
has  proven  that  more  narrow  roads  are  not  justifiable.  The  concensus 
of  opinion  is  now  in  favor  of  eighteen  and  twenty  foot  roads.  The 
mountainous  character  of  West  Virginia,  however,  makes  it  hard  to  ob- 
tain a  greater  width  than  sixteen  feet.    The  standard  graded  width  be- 
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tween  banks  for  the  sixteen  foot  pavement  is  twenty-six  feet,  although 
in  big  cuts  this  may  be  reduced  to  twenty-four  feet. 

For  those  roads  that  do  not  Justify  a  double  track  road,  the  Commission 
has  adopted  a  standard  width  of  nine  feet,  with  a  graded  section  of  twenty 
feet    This  may  be  reduced  to  eighteen  feet  in  big  cuts. 

The  most  common  engineering  fault  the  Commission  has  observed  in 
its  work  of  reviewing  the  plans  prepared  by  the  various  county  engi- 
neers, is  inadequate  drainage  plans.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  cul- 
verts be  provided  at  the  right  places  and  that  they  be  of  the  correct  size 
to  carry  the  amount  of  water  that  will  accumulate  behind  them.  The 
Commission  insists  on  careful  study  of  the  drainage  of  all  roads  which 
the  state  aid  is  given.  In  time  it  is  hoped  to  overcome  this  tendency 
on  the  part  of  the  county  engineers. 

MAINTENANCE.  Very  few  af  the  counties  of  the  state  have  anything 
like  a  maintenance  system.  Many  counties  have  spent  thousands  of  dol- 
lars on  their  roads  but  nothing  to  maintain  them.  If  something  is  not 
done  they  will  lose  their  original  investment.  This  whole  report  might 
be  devoted  to  this  subject  and  yet  be  worth  while.  The  counties  must 
keep  the  bad  spots  in  the  pavement  repaired,  the  ditches  open,  shoulders 
repaired  and  their  culverts  clean,  else  the  pavment  will  soon  be  valueless^ 

DIVISION  ENGINEERS.  The  first  organization  of  the  Commission  in- 
cluded fourteen  Division  Engineers.  Under  the  organization  adopted  in 
March,  1919,  the  number  of  Division  Engineers  was  reduced  to  five,  all  of 
whom  devoted  their  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  Commission. 

The  present  division  engineers  are  the  points  of  contact  between  the 
Commission  and  the  various  county  engineers  and  county  courts.  It  is 
their  duty  to  supervise  the  preparation  of  plans  and  estimates  and  the 
construction  of  state  and  federal  aid  roads. 

TESTING  ENGINEER.  At  present  the  testing  department  of  the  Com^ 
mission  is  located  at  the  West  Virginia  University,  Morgantowu,  W.  Va. 
with  which  it  cooperates.  Lack  of  funds  has  prevented  the  Commission 
from  establishing  as  complete  a  testing  laboratory  as  it  would  like  to  have. 
However,  by  cooperating  with  the  University,  and  using  their  apparatus 
in  conjunction  with  the  apparatus  of  the  Commission,  the  testing  engi- 
neer can  make  tests  of  practically  all  road  building  material. 

This  work  of  the  Commission  Is  a  very  important  one  as  the  economic 
side  of  the  road  construction  depends  greatly  upon  the  materials  used. 
If  a  road  is  constructed  of  poor  stone  it  soon  goes  to  pieces,  and  the  money 
spent  in  construction  is  wasted.  The  testing  of  all  materials  entering 
the  building  of  roads  and  bridges  saves  thousands  of  dollars  that  might 
have  been  lost  through  use  of  poor  material. 

The  Commission  is  planning  to  test  all  possible  sources  of  road  build* 
ing  material  throughout  the  state.  The  results  will  be  charted  and  pub- 
lished so  that  West  Virginia  can  develop  its  resources  along  this  line  to 
the  greatest  extent. 

OFFICE  ENGINEER.  The  office  engineer  reviews  all  plans  submitted 
to  the  Commission,  prepares  specifications  and  booklets  on  highway  work, 
collects  data  In  regard  to  highway  work  throughout  the  state,  prepares 
standard  plans  and  maps  and  supervises  the  preparation  of  bridge  plans. 
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He  also  audits  estimates  of  work  done  on  state  and  federal  aid  projects 
and  records  the  payments  based  on  these. 

All  road  plans  submitted  are  carefully  reyiewed  for  errors  in  design. 
In  case  of  plans  to  be  submitted  to  the  Government,  there  are  numerous 
requirements  that  have  to  be  met.  The  office  engineer  sees  that  all  these 
are  fulfilled  thus  avoiding  delay  in  getting  Government  approval  of  road 
plans. 

The  Commission  adopted  a  standard  set  of  specifications  early  in  19  IS. 
These  were  approved  by  the  Government.  However,  they  were  made  up 
rather  hurriedly  due  to  the  great  need  of  them  at  that  time.  The  Ck>m> 
mission  is  now  studying  their  revisions  and  hopes  to  improve  greatly 
upon  the  present  standards,  especially  in  their  arrangement 

Numerous  bulletins  have  been  printed  such  as  forms  and  procedure 
for  County  and  District  bend  elections,  maintenance  of  roads,  bridge 
specifications,  instructions  for  the  making  of  road  plans,  etc.  A  perma- 
nent file  is  also  kept  of  data  on  the  financial  condition  of  the  county,  the 
status  of  state  and  federal  aid  road  construction,  quantities  of  material 
moved,  costs,  etc. 

The  Commission  has  prepared  sample  plans  and  sketches  to  guide  the 
county  engineer  in  making  plans.  They  have  also  prepared  standards  of 
design  which  govern  the  construction  of  all  state  and  federal  aid  projects. 
A  map  has  been  drawn  showing  all  the  class  A  roads  In  the  state  and 
the  mileage  improved.  This  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer.  To  pro- 
vide the  large  amount  of  blue-printing  required,  the  Commission  has  in- 
stalled one  of  the  most  up-to-date  blue-printing  machines  in  the  state. 
Blue-printing  is  done  for  all  the  counties  at  cost 

BRIDGE  ENGINEER.  The  work  of  the. bridge  engineer  comprises  the 
designing  of  various  types  of  bridges,  besides  checking  over  a  great  many 
designs  submitted  for  approval  and  the  making  of  inspection  and  reports 
on  existing  bridges. 

During  1917-18,  forty-four  concrete  arch  bridges  were  designed  of  total 
value  $242,600.00.  During  1918-19,  thirty-five  arches  have  been  designed 
of  total  value  $175,000.00.  West  Virginia  probably  leads  all  other  states 
in  percentage  of  concrete  arches  built  Reference  is  made  to  the  table 
diagrams  within  the  appendix  showing  complete  work  of  this  department. 

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  above,  the  bridge  engineer  has  pre- 
pared standard  plans  and  has  written  bulletins  regarding  bridge  construc- 
tion throughout  the  state.  At  the  present  time  standards  are  available 
for  concrete  box  culverts  up  to  10  x  10  feet  for  slabbridges  up  to  30  feet, — 
for  girder  bridges  up  to  50  feet.  With  all  the  standards,  tables  showing 
the  quantities  of  materials  and  various  spans  have  been  prepared.  The 
services  of  the  bridge  engineer  are  free  to  all  the  counties. 

CONSTRUCTION  EQUIPMENT.  At  the  close  of  the  war  the  Govern- 
ment had  large  quantities  of  surplus  construction  materials  that  it  could 
not  use.

Barbour   County,   on   account   of   its   geugiaphlcal    position    and    abun- 
dance of  hard  cand-ftone  finds  uEphaltlc  macadam  loads  most  economical 
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of  construction.  Hard  sand-atone  tor  base  course  is  available  throughout 
the  county  and  the  Oreenbrler  limestone  in  the  eastern  part  ot  the  county 
offers  a  most  excellent  material  (or  the  top  course.  In  1915  Barker  Di3- 
trfct.  of  which  Belington  is  the  chief  industrial  center,  voted  (130.000  for 
IS  miles  ol  road.  This  fund  is  being  supplemented  by  Class  A  funds 
together  with  State  and  Federal  Aid  and  the  roads  are  now  being  con- 
structed by  county  forces,  under  the  direction  ot  the  County  Road  Engi- 
neer. Very  satisfactory  results  are  being  obtained  and  the  Improvbments 
which  have  been  completed  have  been  made  at  a  comparatively  low  cost. 
The  roads  are  being  constructed  ot  bituminous  macadam,  penetration 
method. 


A  Few  ot  the  Trucks  Received  from  the  War  Department 
In  Phillppt.  the  county  seat,  the  streets  have  been  paved  with  brick  with 
a  sand  Alter  and  without  any  special  foundation  construction.  These 
streets  are  at  present  In  very  satisfactory  condition,  the  trafflc  being 
rather  light.  However,  should  heavy  truck  traflic  develop  it  Is  doubtful 
It  these  streets  would  survive  very  long.

County  Road  Engineer,  S.  E.  Bradley,  Madison,  W.  Va. 

Boone  County  is  situated  in  one  of  the  most  mountainous  and  unde- 
veloped sections  of  the  State.  Its  principal  resource  is  its  coal  mines, 
and  these  have  by  no  means  been  fully  developed.  The  County  is  tapped 
by  the  Coal  River  Branch  of  the  C.  &  O.  Railroad,  which  runs  through  the 
entire  county. 

This  county  has  no  hard  surfaced  roads,  and  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word,  no  roads  at  all.  at  the  present  time.  Their  road  levys  in  the  past 
have  been  spent  in  dribs  upon  their  dirt  roads,  which  are  not  on  the 
most  practical  location. 

Project  1048,  consists  of  two  steel  bridges  over  Little  Coal  River,  one 
opposite  the  Court  House  at  Madison,  and  the  other  near  the  Southern 
Corporation  line  of  the  Town  of  Danville.  The  sub-structure  of  the 
Madison  Bridge,  which  consists  of  two  105  foot  spans,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  two  abutments  of  the  Danville  Bridge,  which  consists  of 
two  126  foot  spans,  have  been  completed.  A  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  super-structure  of  these  two  bridges  was  let  to  Roanoke 
Bridge  and  Iron  Company  on  June  6.  1919.

The  court  In- 
tends to  expend  every  effort  to  complete  a  road  to  the  Kanawha  County 
line  before  doing  any  other  construction  work  in  the  County.  This  road 
will  be  entirely  re-located  on  a  very  difDcult  territory.  At  this  rate  it  will 
take  about  three  years  to  reach  the  Kanawha  County  line  with  a  graded 
road  20  feet  wide.

The  Public  Highways  of  Braxton  County  consist  of  unimproved  dirt 
roads,  some  of  them  little  better  than  trails.  No  hard-surfaced  roads 
have  yet  been  built.  In  the  southeast  part  of  the  county  the  existing 
wagon  roads  are  generally  narrow,  rough  and  poorly  graded. — often  fol- 
lowing the  bed  of  the  streams  thus  making  it  difficult  and  dangerous  to 
tiavel  over  them  in  vehicles,  especially  during  the  spring  and  winter 
months. 

The  policy,  therefore,  of  the  county  officials  is  to  locate  the  main  roads 
properly,  grade  them  to  a  width  of  at  least  20  feet  and  wider  where  the 
cost  is  not  excessive,  and  to  provide  permanent  drainage  structures.  This 
work  is  being  done  by  the  county's  own  forces  under  the  supervision  ot 
J.  V.  Tulley.  This  arrangement  has  proven  very  satisfactory  and  much 
permanent  improvement  has  been  made  with  the  limited  funds  available 
for  road  work. 

In  May,  191S.  State  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $7,980.00  was  approved  on 
State  Aid  Project  1044  for  the  grading  and  drainage  of  a  section  of  the 
Sutton-Bulltown  road.  In  May,  1919,  State  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $13,- 
080.00  was  approved  on  State  Aid  Projects  1087  and  1088.

This  county  will  grade  with  their  levy  for  1918-1919,  assisted  by  State

next  year  amounting  to  $39,000.00,  which  together  with  State  and  Federal 
Aid,   will  be  enough  to  grade   about   six   miles  of   road. 

BROOKE  COUNTY. 

County  Road  Engineer,  George  W.  Steenrod,  Wellsburg,  W.  Va. 

In  1916  this  County  decided  that  Road  improvement  was  essential  to 
the  development,  welfare  and  comfort  of  its  citizens.  To  obtain  these 
roads  a  County  Bond  Issue  of  over  $800,000.00  was  voted  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Roads  in  Buffalo  and  Cross  Creek  Districts,  which  are  divided 
by  the  Washington  Pike.  Different  types  of  roads  are  being  constructed 
depending  upon  the  local  conditions.  Brooke  County  has  a  large  Road 
Program  which  is  being  worked  out  to  bring  about  a  wise  expenditure 
of  the  money  voted  for  this  purpose. 

Work  in  Brooke  County  was  virtually  at  a  standstill  during  the  period 
of  hostilities  abroad.  When  the  restrictions  on  road  work  were  raised 
the  contractors  found  themselves  bound  by  contracts  made  before  the 
changed  scale  of  values.  This  condition  has  done  more  to  retard  road 
work  than  any  other  single  element.  In  Brooke  County  certain  relief 
was  given  and  the  work  begun  in  1917  in  some  cases  is  being  completed 
by  the  contractors.

On  acocunt  of  the  war  conditions  during  1918  no  road  construction  was 
attempted  in  this  county.  The  county's  apportionment  of  the  State  Road 
Fund  was  applied  on  the  maintenance  of  certain  Class  A  hard  surfaced 
roads  in  the  amount  of  $6,555. 

Berkeley  County  has  an  abundance  of  natural  resources  in  road  build- 
ing material,  particularly  limestone  wiiich  is  widely  distributed  and  gen- 
erally easily  accessible.  A  large  percentage  of  the  main  roads  are  old 
macadamized  turnpikes  which  afford  a  splendid  foundation  for  bituminous 
wearing  surfaces  and  can  be  thus  improved  at  moderate  cost.  There  are 
still  a  few  old  toll  roads  in  operation  but  these  are  being  gradually  taken 
■over  by  the  county  and  made  free  public  thoroughfares. 

There  is  a  prospect  of  the  inter-state  toll  bridge  across  the  Potomac 
River  at  Williamsport  being  taken  over  by  the  States  of  West  Virginia 
and  Maryland  to  be  operated  as  a  free  bridge.  The  1919  Legislatures  oi 
the  two  States  appointed  a  special  commission  to  investigate  Jointly  the 
feasibility  of  this  proposition  and  render  a  report  at  the  next  session  of 
the  respective  legislatures.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  report  will  be 
favorable  to  the  acquirement  of  this  bridge  to  be  thrown  open  for  the 
free  use  of  the  public. 

The  county  maintains  a  road  department  organization  in  charge  of  a 
county  engineer  and  owns  considerable  road  building  equipment.  Most 
of  the  road  improvement  is  done  by  county  forces.

The  program  proposed  for  the  next  two  or  three  years  contemplates 
building  first  class  road  connections  with  the  adjacent  counties  of  Morgan 
and  Jefferson,  and  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

CABELL  COUNTT. 

J.  N.  Oliver.  County  Surveyor 

This  County  has  so  far  designated  20  miles  out  of  the  67  miles  pro- 
posed by  the  Commission  as  Class  A  roads.  Of  the  67  miles,  48  miles  are 
now  constructed  as  16  foot  brick  roads  with  a  curb  on  each  side.  The 
brick  surfaces  are  very  good.  The  width  of  travelled  way  being  limited 
<o  16  feet  will  not  be  adequate  for  the  traffic  to  be  expected  in  the  near 
future. 

This  County  was  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  first.  County  in  the  State 
to  undertake  road  construction  on  a  modern  scale.  A  bond  issue  of 
$300,000  was  voted  in  May.  1911,  and  another  of  $600,000  in  May.  191-3. 
These  bond  issues  netted  about  $663,000  of  which  $28,774  remains.  There 
has  been  constructed  about  48  miles  of  brick  road. 

Cabell  County's  allottment  for  the  three  fiscal  years  ending  June  30. 
1920,  is  $12,800.  Arrangements  are  made  to  file  a  Federal  Aid  project 
for  the  construction  of  one  mile  on  the  Huntington-Hamlin  Road.  During 
the  past  two  years  about  $22,000  has  been  raised  for  Class  A  levies,  which 
will  furnish  the  County's  share  of  this  cost.

There  are  no  hard  surfaced  roads  in  Calhoun  County  and  until  the 
beginning  of  this  fiscal  year  no  permanent  road  work  had  been  under- 
taken. A  start  has  been  made  on  the  road  from  the  Roane  County  Line 
at  the  Henry*s  Fork  Bridge  in  the  direction  of  Arnoldsburg.  Another 
start  has  been  made  beginning  at  Grantsville  and  working  toward  Brooke^ 
ville.  Only  an  improved  dirt  road  will  be  undertaken.  Additional  sections 
of  these  roads  will  be  undertaken  as  funds  become  available. 

Possibly  no  other  county  in  the  state  is  so  dependent  upon  roads.  No 
railroad  enters  the  county  and  the  Little  Kanawha  River  is  navigable 
for  light  draft  boats  less  than  half  the  year.  There  is  an  extensive  de- 
velopment of  the  oil  and  gas  resources  with  the  incident  heavy  hauling. 
The  county  consumes  more  foodstu^s  and  forage  than  it  raises.  The  mall 
Is  carried  over  long  stretches  of  road  which  are  always  bad  and  frequently 
in  bad  weather  is  delayed  for  several  days. 

There  is  evidence  a  plenty  of  a  desire  to  get  the  roads  out  of  the  mud. 
-The  near  future  will  show  that  Calhoun  County  intends  to  better  its 
transportation  facilities.

CONSTRUCTION    PROGRAM 

Project  1045  on  the  Elk  River  road  was  started  in  the  summer  of  1918. 
The  idea  of  this  project  was  to  improve  the  worst  parts  of  the  Elk  River 
Roads,  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  grading  from  Whetstone  to  Groves,  and 
from  Sycamore  to  Shelton.    This  work  is  being  done  by  county  forces. 

State  Aid  to  the  extent  of  $7,790.00  was  extended  on  the  above  road. 
A  similar  project  is  being  submitted  on  the  above  road,  the  amount  of  aid 
requested  being  14.680.00.  and  this  work  is  being  done  as  a  preliminary 
to  ftnal  construction.  The  width  of  grading  is  narrow  but  is  on  the 
proper  grade.  Location  and  final  construction  will  consist  simply  of 
widening  out  or  preliminary  work.  A  preject  on  the  Middle  Creek  be- 
tween Hartland  and  Lick  Branch  has  been  submitted.  The  length  of  this 
project  is  four  miles  and  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  is  |9,360.00. 
A  Federal  Aid  Project  on  the  Clay-Wallback  Road  has  been  submitted, 
this  project  will  cover  four  and  one-half  miles,  and  the  estimated  cost  of 
construction  is  $47,150.00.  This  road  when  completed  will  be  graded  to  a 
width  of  twenty  feet  between  ditches  and  will  have  a  maximum  gradient 
of  IVc.

Doddridge  County  was  among  the  flret  counties  In  West  Virginia  *o 
build  cement  concrete  pavements  and  tliis  type  of  pavement  has  been  used 
almost  exclusively  in  the  improvement  of  not  only  the  county  roads,  but 
the  streets  of  West  Union  as  well.  In  1914  West  Union,  the  county  seat* 
voted  $62,000  in  bonds,  $52,000  of  which  was  expended  for  paving  the 
streets  of  the  town.  Few  bond  issues  have  been  expended  with  better 
results  and  with  more  satisfaction  to  the  people.  Some  of  the  streets  were 
paved  with  concrete  and  on  one  street  concrete  paving  was  laid  on  a 
grade  of  ISMt^c  Other  streets  were  paved  with  brick  on  crushed 
stone  and  gravel  base. 

In  1916  West  Union  District  voted  $200,000  In  bonds  'or  the  paving  ')f 
about  19^2  miles  of  road,  of  which  17 Vj  miles  are  now  Class  A  roads  and 
miles  are  district  or  Class  **B"  roads.  Approximately  $80,000  of  this  bond 
issue  has  been  expended  to  date  for  the  completion  of  about  five  miles  of 
road,  other  roads  are  now  under  construction. 

In  1916.  Grant  District  voted  $175,000  for  the  improvement  of  about 
Sixteen  miles  of  road,  of  which  six  miles  are  Class  A  roads.  None  of 
this  bond  issue  has,  as  yet.  been  expended  on  account  of  war  conditions, 
which  followed  the  voting  of  the  bonds. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  of  the  roads  which  have  been  voted  in  these 
two  bond  issues  cannot  be  improved  at  present  prices  with  the  money 
available,  it  Is  the  plan  to  supplement  the  bond  issue  with  Class  A  funds 
and  with  State  and  Federal  aid.  To  this  end  Federal  aid  has  been  ex- 
tended to  West  Union  District  on  Federal  Aid  Project  No.  20  to  the  amount 
of  $6,700  and  to  Grant  District  on  Fderal  Aid  Project  No..  39  to  the  amount 
of  $29,780. 

Doddridge  County,  like  many  other  counties  in  the  state  has  sadly 
neglected  he  maintenance  of  the  roads  which  have  been  built.  Some  of 
these  roads  are  fast  deteriorating  and  unless  properly  maintained  in  the 
near  future  the  people  will  only  realize  a  small  percentage  of  the  possible 
life  of  the  improved  road.

Fayette  County  is  situated  in  the  southern-central  portion  of  the  state 
and  is  one  of  the  largest  producers  of  coal  in  he  state.  It  is  very  moun* 
tainous  with  high  ridges.  The  C.  &  O.  and  Virginian  Railroads  and  their 
numerous  branches  cover  practically  the  entire  county.  Fayette  County 
has  no  limestone,  but  is  using  a  local  sand  stone  for  all  their  hard  surface 
work. 

Fayette  County  has  completed  22  miles  of  hard  surface  roads.  The 
majority  of  these  are  in  good  condition  and  at  the  present  time  it  has 
about  16  miles  of  road  under  construction.  At  the  end  of  this  season  will 
see  completed  a  hard  surface  road  from  Beckwith  to  the  Raleigh  County 


Line,  &  distance  of  13  miles,  which  will  make  one  at  the  longest  stretchM 
o(  hard  surface  roads  wltbln  the  stale.

Gilmer  County  has  very  little  railroad  facilities  and  therefore  its 
highways  are  the  main  arteries  of  travel.  The  Parkersburg  and  Staunton 
Turnpike  and  the  Ravenswood,  Spencer  and  Glenville  Turnpike  are  two 
very  important  roads  in  the  county.  These  are  two  roads  that  should 
be  improved  inasmuch  as  they  are  important  links  in  the  state  system. 

Dirt  roads  are  hard  to  maintain  in  this  county  due  to  the  heavy  hauling 
incident  to  the  oil  and  gas  fields.  Many  of  these  roads  become  impassible 
in  the  winter  months. 

The  county  so  far  has  made  little  progress  under  the  new  road  law  to- 
wards the  improvement  of  its  highways.  The  Class  A  levy  for  this  year 
was  12c,  but  this  does  not  provide  suflicient  funds  for  much  improve-

Reconstruction  of  south  abutment  ot 
South  Branch  River  bridge  at  Petersburg,  involving  the  placing  of  a  con- 
crete foundation  under  a  stone  masonry  abutment  The  latter  rested 
upon  wood  piling  and  had  been  under  scoured  by  the  water  flow  until 
it  was  in  a  dangerous  condition.  The  work  was  completed  1918  by  the 
Farris  Bridge  Company,  Cost  $8»737.00.    State  Aid,  $4,368.00. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1056.  Patterson  Creek  Pike.  This  project  cov- 
ered chiefly  the  construction  of  two  concrete  bridges  at  Medley  and  For- 
man,  and  the  grading  of  a  re-located  section  of  the  road  near  Williams- 
port.  The  bridges  have  been  completed  by  the  Enterprise  Construction 
Company  and  the  grading  section  will  be  completed  this  season.  $8,770.00 
will  be  available  including  State  Aid. 

State  Project  No.  1080.  Petersburg-Franklin  road.  This  project  covers 
the  proposed  construction  of  a  50  ft.  span  concrete  bridge  across  filiU 
Creek  near  Pansy  P.  O.  together  with  a  re-location  of  the  present  road  at 
that  point.  The  project  is  under  construction  and  will  be  completed  this 
season.    $4,250.00  will  be  available  including  State  Aid. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1081.  Petersburg-Frank  road  in  the  town  of  Pe- 
tersburg. This  section  was  intended  to  cover  a  missing  link  between 
the  proposed  Petersburg  Cumberland  and  Petersburg-Franklin  projects. 
It  is  now  proposed  to  cover  this  section  with  the  1919-20  Federal  Aid 
Project  passing  through  Petersburg.  Under  the  latter  it  is  expected  to 
improve  a  section  of  8  or  9  miles,  extending  north  and  south  from  Peters- 
burg toward   adjacent  counties,  particularly  toward   Pendleton   County 
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and  the  Virginia  State  line,  as  this  section  of  road  receives  the  through 
t  raffle  from  three  main  roads  con  verging  at  Petersburg.  About  $49,- 
000.00  will  be  available  including  Federal  Aid. 

The  county  road  construction  and  maintenance  will  shortly  be  placed 
under  the  direction  of  a  county  road  engineer.  Extensive  improvement 
is  being  planned.

Greenbrier  County  is  situated  in  the  eastern-central  part  of  the  state. 
Its  principal  industry  is  agriculture.  It  is  one  of  the  few  counties  in  the 
state  that  has  a  limestone  deposit.  They  have  quarries  that  ship  limestone 
all  over  the  state.  This  county  was  the  first  to  submit  and  complete  a 
federal  aid  project. 

Projects  1  and  1069  were  the  first  two  projects  in  the  state  to  be  com- 
pleted. They  are  on  the  Ronceverte-Lewlsburg  road,  length  2.63  miles. 
The  cost  of  construction  was  $30,913.00  and  aid  granted,  $9,246.48.  At 
the  time  this  project  was  submitted  the  apportionment  had  not  been  made 
so  that  it  was  necessary  to  submit  an  additional  project — No.  1069  ia

order  for  the  county  to  receive  its  first  year's  apportionment.  Additional 
aid  for  $2,153.53  was  granted  on  this  project.  Tlie  road  completed  is  of 
hituminous  macadam.

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It  is  expected  that  all  of  this  bond  Issue  money,  with  the  exception  oC 
the  money  of  Meadow  Bluff  District  will  be  expended  during  this  construc- 
tion season. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROGRAM 

Project  1086  is  2.75  miles  of  James  Rirer-Kanawha  Turnpike  between 
Lewisburs  and  Central  School.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  is  $29,568.00  on 
which  $14,280.00  aid  has  been  granted.  This  road  is  now  under  con- 
struction, the  work  being  done  by  county  forces.  When  completed  it  will 
be  of  bituminous  macadam  made  with  a  local  limestone  16  feet  wide. 

It  is  proposed  to  submit  a  project  of  2  miles  of  Marlins  Bottom  Turn- 
pike located  between  Lewisburg  and  Frankfort.  This  will  complete  a 
hard  surface  road  from  Lewisburg  to  Lewisburg  District  line.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  same  is  $31,000.00,  upon  which  Federal  Aid  to  the  extent 
of  $15,000.00  will  be  requested.  This  work  will  be  advertised  and  will,  in 
all  probability,  be  done  by  contract. 

A  project  will  be  submitted  for  a  portion  of  the  James  River  and  Ka- 
nawha Turnpike  at  the  west  end  of  Project  1086.  The  estimated  cost  of 
this  will  be  $50,000.00  and  aid  to  the  extent  of  50%  will  be  requested.

Road  improvemtn  in  Hampshire  County  includes  the  following  proj- 
ects: 

State  Aid  Project  No,  1033.  Concrete  bridge  and  approaches  over  South 
Branch  of  Potomac  River  near  Romney  on  Northwestern  Pike,  3-arch 
bridge,  200  ft  span  constructed  1918-19  by  Enterprise  Construction  Co., 
Elkins,  W.  Va.  This  bridge  supplements  the  present  steel  bridge  in  pro- 
viding additional  water  way  for  the  river  at  flood  stage  and  the  graded  ap- 
proaches raise  the  old  road  above  high  water,  where  the  latter  foremerly 
stopped  traffic.  Cost  of  bridge,  $20,255.  Approach  fills,  $4,745  (est.) 
Total  $25,000.    State  Aid  $11,000. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  10S4,  Northwestern  Pike  from  Romney  to  Capon 
Bridge,  23^  miles.  This  project  contemplated  chiefly,  the  construction  of 
bridges  and  culverts  and  improvement  of  certain  sections  of  road.  Con- 
crete bridges  have  been  completed  at  Shanks  P.  O.,  Frenchburg  and  Pine 
Draft  Run.  A  re-location  of  the  road  has  been  made  at  Frenchburg  elimi- 
nating two  crossings  of  Little  Capon  River.  It  is  planned  to  complete 
the  above  project  under  Federal  Aid  of  $42,500  available  in  addition  to 
$7,500  State  Aid  already  granted. 

Abundance  of  good  local  road  building  material  is  to  be  found  quite 
widely  distributed  throughout  the  county.  A  splendid  grade  of  gravel 
occurs  all  along  the  South  Branch  River  and  numerous  shale  deposits  are 
to  be  found  throughout  the  western  half  of  the  county.  The  Northwestern 
Pike,  built  about  1833,  passes  through  this  formation  of  West  of  Romney. 
This  road  has  carried  the  main  traffic,  both  local  and  through  traffic  across 
the  county  for  85  years  with  very  little  maintenance  and  has  remained 
constantly  in  a  condition  of  a  first  class  water-bound  macadam  road.    It 
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affords  a  good  example  of  the  possibilities  in  road  surfaces  by  the  use 
of  suitable  local  material  and  it  is  expected  to  make  wide  use  of  this 
particular  form  of  shale  in  the  surfacing  of  the  roads  of  the  county. 

Road  maintenance  is  done  under  supervisory  control  of  the  county 
engineer  who  has  entire  charge  of  all  county  road  work,  including  district 
roads.

Hancock  County  has  under  construction  this  season  two  sections  of  the 
New  Cumberland-Chester  Road.    That  section  beginning  at  the  plant  of- 
the  Mack  Brick  Company  will  be  constructed  of  brick  surface  on  con- 
crete base.    The  section  at  Pughtown  will  be  built  of  cement  concrete.. 

They  are  isolated  stretches  of  hard  surface  roads.    The  approaches  to. 
the  towns  of  New  Cumberland  and  Chester  are  paved.    The  road  from 
Brooke  County  line  to  the  bridge  over  Kings  Creek  Is  paved  through 
Wierton. 

Butler  District  has  voted  bonds  with  which  to  pave  certain  roads.  One 
of  these  is  the  road  from  Kings  Creek  bridge  toward  New  Cumberland.

CONSTRUCTION   PROGRAM 

The  county  proposes  to  build  two  miles  of  the  New  Cumberland- Wierton 
Road  with  a  9  foot  brick  pavement  estimated  cost  $55,000.00.  Federal 
Aid  being  granted  in  the  sum  of  $18,300.00.  The  balance  of  the  money 
will  be  spent  by  surfacing  and  grading  roads  throughout  the  county. 
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HASDY  COUNTY. 

County  Road  Engineer,  J.  P.  Stoker,  Afoorefleld,  W.  Va. 

Two  state  aid  projects  are  under  construction  in  Hardy  County,  Project 
1051  covers  the  Moorefleld-Wardensville  Pike  from  Moorefleld  to  Virginia 
State  line  via  Wardensville  about  30  miles.  The  work  contemplated  in< 
eludes  the  improvement  of  certain  sections  of  this  road  by  widening  to 
standard  widths,  revising  grades  and  alignments  and  installing  proper 
drainage.  The  section  between  Needmore  and  Baker's  Run,  about  3  miles 
will  be  re-located  on  a  new  line  above  high  water,  which  will  elim- 
inate three  of  the  present  five  crossings  over  Baker's  Run  and  provide  a 
bridge  connecting  this  road  with  a  Class  A  road  from  the  Lost  River  Val-> 
ley.  The  funds  originally  available  are  not  adequate  for  the  work  contem- 
plated. 

Project  1077  covers  the  section  of  the  Petersburg-Moorefield-Romney 
road  between  the  South  Branch  River  bridge  southwest  of  Moorefleld  to 
Reymonds  Gap  north  of  Oldfleld,  a  total  distance  of  about  8  miles.  This 
is  a  link  in  the  so-called  "Cumberland-Hot  Springs  Highway"  projected 
from  Cumberland,  Md.,  to  Hot  Springs,  Va.,  and  passing  through  the 
counties  of  Mineral,  Hampshire,  Hardy,  Grant  and  Pendleton  to  the  Vir- 
ginia line.  The  improvements  contemplated  on  the  above  section  includes 
the  construction  of  a  16  ft.  gravel  surface  built  with  native  material  which 
occurs  in  abundance  at  several  points  within  short  haul  of  the  road.  It 
is  proposed  to  expend  the  county's  share  of  State  and  Federal  Aid  for  the 
year  1919-1920  amount  to  $31,875.00  in  the  completion  of  the  above  road. 

Hardy  County  has  embarked  under  a  new  system  of  handling  future 
county  road  work  by  placing  the  entire  work  of  construction  and  mainte- 
nance under  a  county  road  engineer  as  responsible  head  of  its  road  depart- 
ment, the  county  court  acting  merely  as  an  advisory  board.  Since  this 
plan  has  been  in  effect  good  results  have  been  obtained  and  general  road 
improvement  is  apparent  over  the  county.  The  fleld  work  and  office  ac- 
counting is  carried  on  in  a  systematic  manner  in  contrast  to  the  former 
hap-hazard  method  where  work  was  attempted  without  a  responsible 
head  in  charge. 

It  is  expected  to  employ  local  material  as  far  as  possible  in  the  im- 
provement of  the  road;  shale  and  gravel  deposits  occur  in  many  parts  of 
the  county  and  will  provide  a  satisfactory  surface  for  moderate  traffic 
roads  at  a  very  small  cost.  Some  experimental  sections  have  been  built 
using  from  9"  to  12"  of  so-called  black  shale  for  surfacing  and  results  have 
been  very  satisfactory;  similar  experiments  using  stream  bed  gravel  have 
also  given  excellent  results.  It  is  planned  to  further  experiment  with 
shale  surfacing  by  application  of  an  oil  treatment  after  construction.

When  West  Virginia  began  to  permanently  improve  its  roads  several 
years  ago  Harrison  County  adopted  the  policy  of  building  its  roads  by 
direct  levy  rather  than  by  district  bond  issues.  Therefore,  only  one  dis- 
trict bond  issue  has  been  voted  to  date  in  Harrison  County.  This  bond 
issue  was  voted  in  Clay  District  in  the  amount  of  |300,000  and  provided 
for  the  improvement  of  about  10  miles  of  road,  three  miles  of  which  has 
been  constructed. 

Other  roads  leading  to  Clarksburg,  the  county  seat,  have  been  improved 
by  direct  levy.  The  roads  improved  were  constructed  of  Tarvia  and  water 
bound  macadam,  but  proper  attention  was  not  paid  to  the  drainage  of 
these  roads  and  most  of  the  roads  built  prior  to  1916  are  in  very  poor  con- 
dition. At  present  Harrison  County  is  building  roads  16'  wide  of  cement 
concrete  and  of  brick  on  a  concrete  base,  of  the  most  approved  and  mod- 
em designs.  These  roads,  however,  are  very  expensive  and  are  only  con- 
structed on  the  roads  which  are  at  present  or  promise  in  the  future  to  be 
heavy  traffic  roads. 

Although  Harrison  County  in  th^  past  has  shown  less  interest  in  road 
building  than  many  of  the  less  wealthy  counties  of  the  state,  the  people 
of  the  county  are  now  awakening  to  the  necessity  of  Improving  the 
county  roads  and  a  county  bond  issue  is  now  proposed  to  vote  |4,000,000 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Class  A.  roads  in  the  county  and  another  bond 
issue  in  the  amount  of  $900,000  is  proposed  for  the  streets'  and  bridges  in 
the  City  of  Clarksburg. 

The  Engineering  department  of  Harrison  County  is  well  organized 
under  the  County  Road  Engineer  and  its  patrol  system  of  maintaining 
dirt  roads  is  very  complete  and  extensive, — ^the  roads  having  been  divided 
into  more  than  80  districts,  each  district  in  charge  of  a  separate  patrolman.

1918;  and  as  provided  by  law,  it  being  understood  that  the  mileage  ot 
said  Class  B  road  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  basis  for  distribution  ot 
State  and  Federal  Aid  Funds.

There  has  been  no  permanent  Improvement  of  roads  in  this  County  out- 
side of  the  Town  of  Ripley  until  this  year.  During  this  calendar  year 
there  will  be  completed  one  mile  of  cement  concrete  road  beginning  at 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Ravens  wood  and  extending  toward 
SandyviUe,  and  one  mile  beginning  at  the  corporate  limits  of  Ripley  and 
extending  toward  Charleston.  There  will  also  be  undertaken  the  im- 
provement of  one  mile  and  a  half  of  streets  within  the  towns  of  Ripley 
and  Ravenswood.  These  streets  are  connecting  parts  of  the  class  "A" 
Road  System.  The  county's  share  of  the  funds  for  these  improvements 
is  to  be  supplied  by  the  municipalities  of  Ravenswood  and  Ripley,  re- 
spectively. This  county  is  fully  aware  of  the  value  of  good  roads  and  the 
care  to  be  exercised  in  their  construction.  Much  will  be  done  by  Jack- 
son County  toward  relieving  the  condition  of  its  roads  throughout  most 
of  the  year. 

The  roads  are  all  earth  roads  which  are  too  narrow,  crooked  and  uneven. 
They  are  passably  good  in  the  Summer  and  Fall  and  quite  bad  In  the 
Winter  and  Spring.

War  conditions  prevented  Jefferson  County  from  doing  any  road  con- 
struction during  the  year  1918  and  its  share  of  the  State  Road  Fund  for 
the  year  ending  July  1,  1918,  was  expended  in  maintenance  of  certain 
Class  A  harQ  surfaced  roads. 

It  is  expected  to  merge  the  1918-19  Aid,  amouuting  to  $8,520,  with  the 
State  and  Federal  Aid  for  1919-20,  of  $30,175  amounting  altogether  to 
138,695,  for  application  on  the  Harper's  Ferry-Charles  Town-Berryville 
road,  an  old  macadam  turnpike.  This  will  cover  about  7  miles  at  an  es- 
timated cost  of  $87,430,  for  resurfacing  with  a  bituimnous  macadam  wear- 
ing surface. 

Jefferson  County  has  about  80v;  of  its  main  roads  imroved  with  water 
bound  macadam.  The  entire  county  is  apparently  underlaid  with  lime- 
stone which  out-crops  almost  everywhere  within  easy  reach  of  the  roads 
and  can  be  quarried,  crushed  and  placed  on  the  road  at  low  coe^t.  Most 
of  the  main  roads  are  old  water  bound  macadam  turnpikes  and  afford  ex- 
cellent foundations  for  bituminous  macadam  wearing  surfaces.  The 
county  with  the  help  of  State  and  Federal  aid,  plans  to  improve  all  of 
these  main  roads  within  the  next  few  years  and  provide  connections  with 
neighboring  counties  and  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

There  is  a  prospect  of  the  inter-state  toll  bridges  across  the  Potomac 
River  at  Shepherdstown  and  Harper's  Ferry  being  taken  over  by  the 
States  of  West  Virginia  and  Maryland  to  be  operated  as  free  bridges. 
The  1919  Legislature  of  the  two  states  appointed  a  special  commission  to 
investigate  Jointly  the  feasibility  of  this  proposition  and  render  a  report 
at  the  next  session  of  the  respective  legislatures.  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  report  will  be  favorable  to  the  acquirement  of  these  bridges  to  be 
thrown  open  for  the  free  use  of  the  public. 

Maryland  is  now  constructing  a  concrete  road  from  the  west  end  of 
the  Frederick  road  near  Wpverton,  Md.,  to  Harper's  F  erry.  State  lino 
bridge  which  will  provide  a  hard  surfaced  road  outlet  east  to  the  Na- 
tional Pike  at  Frederick. 

The  county  road  department  is  under  direction  of  a  county  engineer 
who  has  charge  of  all  road  construction  and  maintenance.

Kanawha  County  is  situated  in  the  western  central  part  of  the  State. 
Coal  Mining  and  the  production  of  oil  are  the  principal  industries  of 
this  county.  It  is  crossed  by  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad  with  its 
numerous  branches,  covering  practically  the  entire  county;  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  and  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railroads  both  cross  sections  of  this 
county.  The  principal  towns  are  Charleston,  capital  of  the  State,  and  St. 
Albans. 

It  has  a  Federal  Aid  Project  located  on  the  Sissonville  Road,  length 
2.96  miles.  The  estimated  cost  is  $69,971.48,  and  aid  to  the  extent  of 
130,000  has  been  granted.  The  work  is  being  done  by  county  forces,  using 
county  prison  labor.  An  asphaltic  concrete  surface,  upon  a  plain  cement 
concret  base  is  being  used  for  a  pavement. 
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Permanent  road  construction  was  commenced  in  1914.  At  that  time 
the  county  court  applied  to  the  State  Bureau  for  an  engineer,  and  Mr.  P.  J. 
Walsh  was  employed  as  engineer  of  permanent  construction.  Road  work 
in  this  county  since  that  time  has  progressed  very  rapidly,  and  today 
Kanawha  County  Is  one  of  the  most  forward  counties  in  this  state  in  road 
movement.

The  county  proposes  to  improre  three  miles  of  Elk  Road  northeast  of 
Charleston.  Federal  Aid  will  be  granted  on  the  road.  It  is  expected 
to  finish  the  concrete  road  from  Maiden  to  Belle. 

LEWIS  OOUNTT. 

Connty  Road  Engineer,  W.  K.  Spaur,  Weston,  W.  Va. 

When  Lewis  Connty  began  to  build  ito  hard  surfaced  roads  in  1913 
the  court  adopted  a  width  of  16  feet  and  constructed  the  roads  of  brick 
on  a  concrete  base.  Within  the  last  year  one  road  has  been  built  of 
cement  concrete.  At  the  present  time  the  county  has  approximately 
six  miles  of  permanently  improved  roads  outside  of  the  city  of  Weston. 
The  policy  has  been  to  build  the  more  important  roads  leading  out  of 
Weston  in  four  directions,  namely, — to  Upshur,  Harrison,  Gilmer  and 
Braxton  Counties. 

The  first  roads  constructed  were  built  by  contract,  but  since  1916  most 
of  the  work  has  been  done  by  county  forces  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Road  Engineer.  In  1916  the  brick  roads  cost  approximately 
126,500  per  mile.  In  1917  the  same  type  of  road  was  constructed  by  the 
county  organization  at  a  cost  of  124,500  per  mile,  and  in  1918  a  16  foot 

concrete  road  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $28,000.  The  present  estimated  cost 
of  brick  is  about  $40,000.00  per  mile. 

With  the  exception  of  a  slip  on  one  of  the  roads  all  of  the  roads  which 
have  been  improved  are  in  very  good  condition  and  are  giving  excellent 
service. 

Lewis  County  to  date  has  voted  no  bond  issues  for  road  improvement 
and  all  of  the  work  done  has  been  by  direct  levy.  Federal  and  State  Aid 
has  been  extended  to  the  county  in  the  amount  of  $31,600  on  Federal  Aid 
Projects  21  and  31.    Both  of  these  projects  are  now  under  construction. 

The  city  of  Weston  has  paved  most  of  its  streets  with  brick  and 
macadam  and  dirt  foundation.  At  the  present  time  these  streets  are 
in  excellent  condition  and  although  they  have  been  subjected  to  a  very 
heavy  truck  traffic  they  have  not  deteriorated  like  similar  types  of  pav- 
ing in  other  cities.  The  city  not  only  maintains  its  streets  in  good  con- 
dition, but  spends  considerable  money  in  cleaning  and  sprinkling  them.

LINCOLN  COUNTY. 

County  Road  Engineer,  T.  J.  Bartrug,  Hamlin,  West  Virginia. 

Prior  to  May  1,  1917  there  were  no  roads  worthy  of  the  name  in  Lincoln 
County.  On  that  date  the  voters  of  the  County  authorized  a  bond  issue 
of  $675,010  for  the  construction  of  county  roads.  At  this  time  con- 
tracts for  the  grading,  bridges  and  culverts  on  50  miles  of  road  have  been 
let,  and  about  half  of  this  mileage  completed.  All  of  these  roads  have 
been  graded  to  a  width  of  24  feet,  and  one-half  mile  of  concrete  paving  has 
been  laid  near  Hamlin. 

The  roads  under  contract  or  complete  are  as  follows: 

Hamlin- West  Hamlin,  5.5  miles 

Hamlin-Griffithsville,  12.5  miles 

Mud  River,  14.0  miles 

Guyandotte  River,  15.0  miles 

W.  Hamlin-Cabell  County  line,  3.5  miles. 

Of  the  bond  issue  authorized,  $352,000.00  has  been  expended  leaving  a 
balance,  including  accrued  interest  available  for  construction  of  approx- 
imately $382,000.00. 

Total  expenditures  on  Class  A  roads  during  the  past  two  years,  are  ap- 
proximately $437,000.00. 
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For  the  three  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  ahout  166,560.00  aid 
has  been  apportioned  to  this  County  by  the  Commission.  To  meet  this. 
Federal  Projects  No.  25  and  26  have  been  filed  for  aid  on  placing  a  16 
foot  concrete  pavement.  Project  25  will  connect  Hamlin  and  West  Hamlin, 
towards  Grifflthsville.  Plans  have  been  filed  for  )*roject  25.  and  contracts 
let  for  3.0  miles  of  It.  Plans  have  not  yet  been  filed  for  Project  No.  26. 
Sufficient  funds  are  on  hand  to  complete  the  grading  work  under  con- 
tract, and  the  paving  on  the  two  Projects.  All  of  this  work  ought  to  be 
completed  by  the  fall  of  1920. 

This  County  has  bonded  to  three-fourths  of  the  indebtedness  allowable 
under  the  law,  and  will  have  built  about  50%  of  its  Class  A  roads.  Of 
this  50%  about  one-fourth  will  be  concrete,  the  balance  good  earth  roads.

This  County  has  83  miles  of  Class  A  road, — none  of  it  improved  with 
a  hard  surface.  There  are  no  roads  at  present  leading  to  the  county  seat 
adequate  for  the  traffic. 

In  April  1916  Logan  District  voted  a  bond  issue  of  |200,000  for  the 
construction  of  roads.  With  this  money  there  has  been  constructed  in 
the  past  two  years  8  miles  of  road  between  Logan  and  Boone  over  a  diffi- 
cult mountain  location,  and  7  concrete  bridges.  This  money  is  now  ex- 
hausted. For  1918,  no  Class  A  levy  was  collected,  and  the  Class  A  levy  for 
1919,  amounting  to  approximately  125,000.00  has  been  used  on  general 
maintenance  work. 

There  has  been  apportioned  to  this  county  for  the  three  fiscal  years 
ending  June  30,  1920,  the  sum  of  about  $53,120.00. 
State  Project  No.  1059  has  been  approved  involving  the  construction  oC 
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two  bridges  near  Logan  on  the  Clase  A  road  leading  towards  Mingo 
County;  State  Aid  amounting  to  15,362.96  has  be^n  paid  on  this  project 
Arrangements  are  now  being  made  toflle  another  project  to  cover  the 
balance.

Marion  County  was  one  of  the  first  counties  in  West  Virginia  to  rote 
district  bonds  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  its  roads.  In  1913  Man- 
nington  District  voted  a  bond  issue  of  1300,000.  Since  that  year  the 
county  has  maintained  its  lead  among  the  counties  of  the  state  and  in 
all  has  voted  approximately  $2,000,000.00  in  bonds  for  permanent  road  con- 
struction, besides  raising  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  by  direct  levy. 

The  bond  Issues  which  have  been  voted  provide  for  the  improvement  of 
approximately  48  miles  of  Class  A  roads  and  62  miles  of  Class  B  roads, 
total  of  approximately  110  miles.  Of  this  mileage  approximately  32  miles 
of  Class  A  roads  and  18  miles  of  Class  B  roads  have  been  constructed  to 
date.  There  remains  to  be  expended  of  these  bond  issues  approximately 
11.000,000. 

The  type  of  construction  used  in  the  permanent  road  improvement  has 
been  brick  on  concrete  base,  asphalt,  Warrenite  and  concrete.  Most  of 
the  roads  have  been  built  to  a  width  of  15'  although  some  are  12  and  some' 
10'  wide.  A  few  of  the  roads  recently  constructed  are  16'  in  width.  As 
a  general  rule  these  roads  show  careful  construction  and  are  giving  good 
service.  The  narrow  widths,  however,  make  the  maintenance  problems 
very  troublesome  and  as  traffic  increases  the  expense  of  maintenance  will 
doubtless  grow  porportionately.  Some  of  the  brick  praving,  especially 
within  the  city  limits  of  Fairmont,  is  of  especially  good  construction  and 
the  City  of  Fairmont  boasts  of  some  of  the  best  paved  streets  of  any 
city  of  West  Virginia.

The  Ohio  River  Road  had  been  hard  surfaced  with  brick  on  earth 
foundation,  but  the  increased  traffic,  both  in  number  and  weight  of  ve- 
hicles, rapidly  destroyed  the  road.    The  work  of  rebuilding  is  now  in 
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progress  and  will  be  completed  from  the  south  end  of  the  Narrows  to  the 
McMechen  line  this  calendar  year.  The  River  road  from  MoundsTille 
north  will  then  be  hard  surfaced  throughout  to  eight  miles  north  of 
Wheeling.  That  part  of  this  road  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Mc- 
Mechen and  Benwood  is  in  very  poor  condition. 

Washington  and  Clay  Districts  are  to  vote  on  the  question  of  bonds, 
the  majority  of  the  proceeds  from  which  will  be  spent  on  the  Class  *'A'* 
roads.  Cameron  District  will  probably  take  similar  action.  Webster 
District  will  then  be  the  only  district  along  the  main  east  and  west  road 
of  the  County  which  will  not  have  provided  for  its  part  of  the  improve- 
ment.

This  County  has  87  miles  of  Class  A  roads,  a  few  miles  of  which  are 
good  earth  roads.    There  are  no  hard  surface  roads  in  the  county  as  yet 

In  the  spring  of  1917,  Lewis  District  voted  $150,000.00  In  bonds  for 
the  construction  of  its  Class  A  roads.    To  date  there  has  been  spent 
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about  130,000.00  and  about  4  milea  of  grading  and  culvert  work  are 
partly  completed,  work  of  laying  concrete  pavement  is  now  under  way. 
$70,000.00  was  voted  in  Waggoner,  and  $67,000.00  in  Graham  Districts 
for  road  work  in  June,  1919,  but  no  work  has  yet  been  done. 

During  the  past  year  about  $46,000.00  has  been  spent  on  maintenance  of 
old  earth  roads,  widening  and  placing  cinders  and  gravel,  and  construct- 
ing some  earth  roads  on  new  locations. 

For  the  3  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  there  has  been  allotted  this 
County  the  sum  of  $55,680.00.  Federal  Project  10  on  the  surfacing  of  5.6 
miles  of  the  Clarksburg  road  in  Lewis  District  has  been  approved.  Grad- 
ing and  culvert  work  is  now  under  way,  but  no  pavement  is  likely  to  be 
laid  this  season. 

The  Districts  of  this  County  have  bonded  themselves  to  40%  of  their 
allowable  amount,  and  there  will  probably  be  constructed  about  20  miles 
of  road.

This  county  has  96  miles  of  Class  A  road.  44.7  miles  of  waterbonnd  or 
bituminous  macadam,  of  widths  from  10  to  14  feet. 

In  December.  1913.  there  was  voted  a  bond  issue  of  |500»000.00  and  In 
May  1915,  an  additional  issue  of  1350,000.00.  With  this  money  there  was 
constructed  52.5  miles  of  watertwund,  and  bituminous  macadam  roads 
from  10  to  14  feet  wide.  Grading  to  some  extent  was  also  done  on  about 
59  additional  miles  of  road.  At  present  Mercer  County  has  one  of  the 
best  road  systems  of  any  county  in  the  southern  part  ol  the  state. 

In  the  past  two  years,  no  construction  work  has  been  done,  and  on  ac- 
count of  insufficient  provisions  for  maintenance  funds,  the  macadam 
roads  have  suffered  very  much. 

During  the  past  year,  about  $35,000.00  has  been  expended  in  mainte- 
nance on  the  Class  A  roads,  largely  on  the  macadam.  Both  the  water- 
bound  and  bituminous  macadam  roads  are  very  much  in  need  of  surface 
treatments,  which  would  prolong  their  life,  and  considerably  reduce  maia- 
tenance  expenditures. 

There  has  been  apportionened  to  this  county  for  the  three  fiscal  years, 
ending  June  30.  1920.  the  sum  of  $61,440.00.  In  the  spring  of  1918.  the 
Commission  approved  Projects  1038.  1039.  1040.  1041  and  1060.  These 
projects  were  maintenance  projects,  and  were  approved  only  because  due 
roads  already  built  were  in  danger  of  being  lost. 

There  has  been  paid  on  these  projects,  a  total  of  $7,773.33,  and  the 
projects  are  closed.  Federal  Project  44  for  the  construction  of  six  miles 
of  waterbound  road  from  Princeton  towards  Raleigh  County,  requesting 
$40,350.00  aid.  has  been  approved  but  plans  are  not  yet  filed. 

State  projects  for  the  building  of  a  new  top  course  on  two  sections  of 
the  Princeton  Bluefield  road,  and  one  section  of  the  Princeton-Athens 
road  has  been  approved,  and  plans  will  be  filed  shortly.  These  projects 
will  cover  all  of  the  aid  which  is  allotted  above.

About  IVi  miles  of  this  road  has  been  graded  with  the  funds 
available.  The  road  was  constructed  on  an  entirely  new  location  along 
a   steep    mountain    side   eliminating   steep   grades    and    Involved    heavy 
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grading  work  in  difficult  material.  Cost  $18,000,  including  State  Aid  of 
19,000. 

New  Creek  District  Bond  Issue,  $200,000.  Under  this  bond  issue  the 
New  Creek  Pike  has  been  improved  with  a  14  ft.  oiled  macadam  surface 
from  Keyser  to  ClaysTille  on  the  Northwestern  Pike,  about  9  miles  con- 
tinuing with  an  improvement  on  the  latter  road  to  the  Elk  District  line 
at  top  of  Allegheny  Mountain,  about  4  miles  consisting  mainly  of  re- 
grading  and  drainages.  Also  the  Keyser-Piedmont  road  between  Keyser 
and  Piedmont  District  line,  about  3%  miles  was  reconstructed  and  paved 
with  16  ft.  oiled  macadam.    Concrete  and  brick  pavements   were  laid  ! 

on  several  streets  in  Keyser.  With  the  balance  on  hand  of  the  bond 
money  it  is  contemplated  to  construct  an  oiled  macadam  surface  on 
the  Keyser-Burlington  road  between  the  New  Creek  Pike  and  the 
Northwestern  Pike,  about  3  miles. 

Elk  District  Bond  Issue  $137,000.  Under  this  bond  issue  recently 
voted,  it  is  contemplated  to  improve  the  main  roads  of  the  district  with 
hard  surface,  concrete  or  penetration  macadam,  particularly  the  road 
leading  from  the  Northwestern  Pike  via  Elk  Garden  to  Blaine  on  the 
Maryland  State  line. 

Road  maintenance  under  the  patrol  system  is  being  adopted  and 
is  now  in  effect  on  all  hard  surfaced  roads.

CONSTRUCTION   PROGRAM 

The  proposed  Federal  Aid  Project  for  the  year  1919-20  will  cover  the 
road  from  Cumberland.  Md.,  via  Ridgeley,  W.  Va.,  to  Alaska,  about  12 
miles,  being  part  of  the  so-called  "Cumberland-Hot  Springs  Highway", 
the  improvement  contemplated  including  the  grading  to  standard  width 
and  gravel  surfacing,  $74,000  will  be  available,  including  Federal  aid. 

BUNGO  COUNTY. 

County  Road   Engineer,  L.  C.   Linkous,  Williamson,  W.   Va. 

In  the  spring  of  1917  there  were  no  roads  other  than  trails  in  Mingo 
County.  On  May  10  of  that  year  the  voters  of  this  county  voted  a  bond 
issue  of  $1,000,000.00  for  the  construction  of  a  road  system.  Mingo 
County  is  one  of  the  most  mountainous  counties  in  the  state,  and  one  of 
the  most  difficult  for  road  construction. 

There  are  now  complete  or  under  contract,  about  42  miles  of  earth  road 
construction,  and  six  bridges.  The  amount  of  bond  money  spent  is  ap- 
proximately $460,000.00,  leaving  a  balance,  including  accrued  interest 
available  for  construction  of  approximately  $555,000.00.  The  road  from 
Williamson  up  Tug  River  to  the  Wayne  County  line,  is  now  under  con- 
tract or  complete,  part  of  it  being  a  Class  A  road.  The  Class  A  road  from 
Williamson  to  Burch  is  also  under  construction.  A  road  is  virtually 
complete  from  Williamson  to  Matewan,  and  from  Matewan  to  Pigeon 
Creek. 

The  balance  of  the  bond  issue  fund  should  be  used  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Class  A  road  on  Pigeon  Creek  to  the  McDowell  County  line, 
in  an  effort  to  construct  one  road  across  the  county  from  the  McDowell 
County  line  to  the  Wayne  Line.  There  are  not  sufficient  funds  available 
to  Justify  any  paving  work. 

The  WIlllamson-Burch  road  4.0  miles  long  has  been  approved  as  Fed- 
eral Aid  Project  No.  14,  and  work  is  now  half  complete.    The  Kermlt- 
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Naugutuck  road  4.0  miles  has  been  approved  as  Project  1096,  but  no  plans 
for  it  have  yet  been  submitted ;  $27,000  aid  has  been  allotted  each  of  these 
projects. 

The  total  allotment  of  state  and  federal  aid  to  Mingo  County  for  the 
three  years  ending  June  30,  1920,  is  $54,400.00,  which  has  been  taken  up 
by  these  two  projects. 

There  are  85  miles  of  Class  A  roads  in  Mingo  County.  None  of  it  has 
hard  surfaces,  about  42  miles  are  under  construction,  or  complete  as 
graded  earth  roads,  22  feet  wide.

The  county  proposes  to  complete  33^2  miles  of  graded  earth  road  and 
build  three  bridges.  They  also  propose  to  lay  a  maximum  levy  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  maintenance.

Monongalia  County,  of  late  years,  has  been  very  fortunate  in  the  elec- 
tion of  its  County  Commissioners  to  get  men  of  good  sound  business  acu- 
men. This  fact  is  particularly  demonstrated  in  its  late  President,  John 
C.  Price,  and  its  present  Commission,  A.  W.  Bowlby,  to  whose  joint  ef- 
forts is  largely  due  the  efficiency  of  its  road  department  Prior  to  1918 
practically  all  of  the  improved  roads  constructed  in  the  county  had 
been  built  by  contract.  In  1918,  due  to  war  conditions,  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  award  contracts  for  road  work.  The  County  Court  realizing 
the  necessity  of  improved  roads,  not  only  as  a  peace  measure,  but  as  a 
war  necessity  as  well,  decided  to  orgainze  its  own  forces— to  mee^  the 
war  conditions  and  continue  its  road  program.  In  1918  river  transporta- 
tion was  used  to  ship  in  the  gravel  and  sand,  thus  relieving  the  railroads; 
Jail  prisoners  were  used  to  supply  the  lack  of  labor,  and  machinery  for 
unloading  gravel  and  sand  and  handling  material  helped  to  take  the 
place  of  large  forces  of  men.  In  this  manner  the  county  forces,  during 
the  summer,  built  nearly  two  miles  of  concrete  roadway  16'  feet  wide, 
besides  building  a  number  of  bridges  and  drainage  structures.  The 
road  constructed  in  1918  is  a  part  of  Federal  Aid  Project  No.  5,  on  which 
Federal  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $18,000  was  granted. 

Encouraged  by  the  success  of  its  1918  experience  the  Court  has  this 
summer  more  than  doubled  its  road  building  equipment  and  now  owns  two 
large  pavers,  two  rollers,  trucks  and  other  equipment  necessary  to  build 
from  six  to  ten  miles  of  road  per  year.  A  part  of  its  road  building  organi- 
zation consists  of  a  well  organized  bridge  department  by  which  county 
forces,  under  the  derection  of  a  practical  bridge  builder  is  building  almost 
all  of  the  new  bridges  in  the  county.  This  organization  has  been  very 
efficient  a  fid  excellent  results  have  been  obtained.  The  type  of  roads 
built  in  Monongalia  County  are  cement  concrete  (reinforced)  and  brick 
on  concrete  base  with  cement  sand  cushion  and  cement  grout  filling. 
Roads  of  this  type  16'  wide  in  1916  cost  from  $22,000  to  $28,000  per  mile, 
but  these  costs  have  been  well  justified  by  the  amount  of  traffic  which 
have  made  use  of  the  roads.  One  of  these  roads  built  in  1916,  carried  an 
average  of  100,000  tons  of  coal  per  day,  besides  the  general  traffic,  during 
the  period  of  war  needs.  The  coal  alone,  at  the  rate  of  8c  per  ton  per 
mile  paid  for  the  cost  of  this  road  in  a  single  year. 

The  County's  Class  A  road  levy  at  the  present  rate  of  16c  produces 
nearly  $90,000.00  per  year.  A  25c  levy  will  produce  nearly  $150,000.00 
per  year.  In  addition  to  the  direct  levy  Morgan  District,  in  1915,  voted 
$300,000  in  bonds  for  the  improvement  of  certain  roads.  Cass  District, 
in  1919,  voted  $300,000  and  Grant  District  will  soon  vote  on  a  $325,000 
bond  issue.  To  encourage  the  district  bond  issues  the  county  has  adopted 
a  plan  similar  to  the  state  and  federal  aid  plan,  namely:  to  supplement 
the  district  bond  issues  with  the  Class  A  road  funds  in  amounts  propor- 
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tionate  to  the  needs  of  the  district  on  the  Class  A  road  to  be  improred. 
This  relieves  the  district  of  a  portion  of  the  burden  of  improving  the 
main  county  roads  and  permits  the  district  to  improve  many  of  the  Class 
B  roads.

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CONSTRUCTION  PROGRAM. 

Fire  milee  of  construction  remains  to  be  done  by  Morgan  District  bond 
issue.  Since  there  is  only  $91,000.00  remaining,  the  county  is  considering 
building  either,  roads  only  nine  foot  in  width  or  they  will  appropriate 
additional  money  from  their  levy.  It  is  proposed  17%  miles  of  concrete 
road  with  the  Cass  District  bond  issue  supplemented  by  Class  A  funds. 
Nineteen  miles  of  road  is  to  be  built  in  a  similar  manner  is  proposed  for 
the  Qrant  District  Bond  Issue.  The  Class  A  funds  will  be  used  to  supple- 
ment state  and  federal  aid. 

MONBOE  OOUNTT. 

County  Road  Engineer,  Jack  W.  Hancock,  Union,  West  Va. 

Monroe  County  is  situated  in  the  Blue  Grass  section  of  the  state  and  a 
large  percentage  of  the  county  consists  of  fine  grazing  land.  The  valleys 
are  wide  and  rolling.  The  principal  Industry  is  the  raising  of  cattle  and 
grain.  There  are  practically  no  mines  in  this  county.  The  main  line  of 
the  C.  ft  O.  R.  R.  passes  through  the  northern  portion  of  the  county,  and 
»  branch  line  of  the  N.  ft  W.  R.  R.  passes  through  the  extreme  eastern 
portion  of  the  county. 

Project  1065  on  the  Union-Salt  Sulphur  Road  is  one  and  five-tenths 
miles  in  length  and  starts  at  the  town  of  Union  and  extends  toward  Salt 
Sulphur  Springs.  The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  this  road  is  $15,- 
374.48  and  this  has  been  about  50%  completed.  This  work  is  being 
done  by  the  county  forces. 

One  quarter  of  a  mile  of  this  road  is  already  hard  surfaced  with  a  wa- 
terbound  macadam  surfacing  16  feet  wide  and  is  in  excellent  condition. 
This  road  was  built  with  local  limestone,  which  comes  in  large  quantities 
along  the  road  side.    State  Aid  of  $7,125.00  was  granted  on  this  road. 

Maintenance  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  carried  on  in  a  more  or 
less  systematic  manner,  by  dragging  and  the  use  of  a  scraper  and  as  a 
result  the  majority  of  the  Class  "A"  roads  of  the  county  are  in  good 
shape  for  earth  roads.  All  the  construction  work  in  this  county  has 
been  done  by  force  account  and  a  very  creditable  showing  was  made 
with  this  work. 

Project  No.  34  on  the  Union-Ronceverte  Road  is  two  miles  in  length,  and 
starts  at  the  town  of  Union  and  extends  toward  Ronceverte  a  distance 
of  two  miles.  The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  this  road  is  $19,- 
200.00.  Work  on  the  project  was  begun  by  county  forces  on  May  14th, 
1919,  and  is  progressing  very  rapidly  and  is  now  aboupt  15%  waterbound 
macadam  surface  of  local  limestone.  Federal  Aid  of  $9,600.00  has  been 
granted  on  this  project. 

A  project  will  be  submitted  in  the  near  future  to  cover  the  1920  ap- 
portionment of  state  and  federal  aid  and  the  1920  class  "A"  levy.  This 
project  will  begin  at  the  end  of  project  34  and  extend  towards  Ronceverte.

MORGAN  COUNTY. 

County  Road  Engineer,  C.  A.  Rothrock,  Berkeley  Springs,  W,  Va. 

Morgan  County  expended  its  first  allotment  of  State  Aid  under  Project 
No.  1049  for  the  construction  of  three  concrete  bridges  at  a  cost  of  |17,- 
446  plus  $3,787  for  grading  approaches  or  total  of  |21,233,  on  which  |10,- 
287  State  Aid  was  applied.    These  were  completed  during  1918. 

The  past  year's  aid  was  covered  by  State  Aid  Project  No.  1090,  for 
1500  feet  of  concrete  pavement  on  a  section  of  the  Warm  Spring  Run  road 
connecting  with  paved  street  at  Berkeley  Springs.  This  will  be  completed 
about  July  15,  1919. 

A  bond  election  has  been  advertised  July  8,  1919  to  vote  on  $500,000  to 
finance  a  proposed  county  road  improvement  covering  the  main  roads  of 
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the  county.  This  will  be  supplemented  by  State  and  Federal  Aid  accruing 
to  the  county  during  the  next  two  years. 

Morgan  County  has  rich  resoruces  of  local  road  building  materials 
such  as  limestone,  hard  sandstone  and  sand  and  is  well  situated  to  build 
hard  surfaced  roads  at  comparatively  low  cost. 

The  county  road  department  is  under  efficient  management  of  a  county 
engineer  and  is  planning  an  extensiye  program  of  systematic  road  im- 
proYement  providing  connections  with  adjacent  counties  and  the  States 
of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

There  is  a  prospect  of  the  interstate  toll  bridges  across  the  Potomac 
River  at  Hancock  being  taken  over  by  the  States  of  West  Vir^fnla  and 
Maryland  to  be  operated  as  a  free  bridge.  The  1919  Legislatures  of  the 
two  states  appointed  a  special  commission  to  investigate  Jointly  the  feasi- 
bility of  this  proposition  and  render  a  report  at  the  next  session  of  the 
respective  legislatures.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  report  will  be  favorable 
to  the  acquirement  of  this  bridge  to  be  thrown  apen  for  the  free  use  of  the 
public.

Roads  In  exlstance  up  to  a  Tew  years  ago.  were  mountain  trails  ot  almost 
Impossible  grade  and  alignment. 

In  the  spring  of  1915  bond  laeuea  aggregating  almost  f455.U00.00  were 
voted  In  two  districts,  and  In  the  spring  of  1917.  additional  issues  were 
voted  In  five  other  districts,  bringing  the  total  amount  of  funds  from  bond 
Issues,  including  Interest  accrued  to  date,  to  approximately  11.955,000.00. 

There  has  been  constructed  to  date  70  miles  of  earth  roads  16  feet  wide. 


Tug  River  Road.  McDowell  County 
and  33  miles  of  concrete  paving.  9  feet  wide  on  a  16  foot  graded  width; 
there  are  also  43  miles  ot  graded  road  under  contract,  which  are  now  more 
than  60%  complete. 

The  bond  Issue  funds  are  now  nearly  exhausted,  and  the  existing  con- 
tracts will  be  finished  by  current  levies,  and  state  aid.  During  the  past 
two  years,  there  has  been  expended  for  construction  purposes  consider- 
ably over  fl.GDO.OOO.OO. 

State  aid  to  the  amount  ot  (54,400.00  has  been  allotted  to  this  county 
tor  the  three  years  ending  June  30,  1920.  The  Commission  approved  Pro- 
ject 1050  tor  the  Welch  Davy  road,  one  and  one-half  miles  of  concrete,  but 
plans  have  not  yet  been  submitted.  It  Is  planned  to  use  state  aid  tor  the 
completion  ot  grading  and  bridges  on  the  road  leading  from  Welch  to  the 
Mingo  County  line. 
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Project  lOSn  has  been  approved  lor  the  cradliiK  of  2.7  mile*  of  thts  road, 
and  two  bridges  on  It.  Another  project  has  been  aubtnltted  lor  0.2  miles 
of  grading  and  one  bridge— this  road  la  the  most  Important  road  In  the 
county- 
McDowell  has  SG  milea  of  Class  A.  Roads;  24  mtles  of  concrete.  9  feel 
wide  on  a  16  foot  graded  section  completed,  end  32  miles  of  graded  earth 
under  coDtract  or  comp]et«,  leavlnc  27  miles  not  yet  provided  tor. 

The  general  width  of  pavement  baa  been  eatabllahed  at  9  feeL  Throngb 
several  corporate  towns,  provision  was  made  during  construction  tor  In- 
creased widths  at  tbe  expense  of  the  town.

Nicholas  County  is  situated  in  the  central  part  of  the  State.  Its  prin- 
cipal industries  are  coal,  timber  and  agriculture.  The  coal  and  timber 
in  Nicholas  County  is  just  beginning  to  be  developed.  There  are  very 
many  tracts  of  virgin  timber  In  the  county.  The  B.  A  O.  railroad  crosses 
the  extreme  eastern  part  of  the  county  and  a  branch  of  the  C.  ft  O. 
crosses  the  extreme  western  part  of  the  county.  Nicholas  County  has  no 
limestone,  but  has  a  sandstone  that  could  be  used  in  bituminous  pavement 
or  concrete. 

Project  1031  is  located  on  the  Summersville-Richwood  road  between 
Fenwick  and  Nettie.  This  project  has  been  completed.  The  work  was 
done  by  county  forces  and  at  a  very  reasonable  rate.  Maintenance  for 
the  past  two  years  has  been  carried  on  on  the  main  roads  leading  out  of 
Summersville.  These  roads  are  poorly  located  and  it  is  very  hard  to 
maintain  them  properly. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  County  Court  to  spend  their  1919-1920  aid 
upon  the  Summersville-Nettie-Fenwick-Rlchwood  road.  This  road  will 
be  graded  to  a  width  of  18  and  20  feet.  The  project  for  this  work  will 
soon  be  submitted.    There  are  no  bond  issues  in  this  county.

This  county  has  had  road  construction  under  way  for  several  years 
and  its  Class  "A"  Roads  are  for  the  most  part  improved  with  hard  sur- 
faces.   The  work  of  resurfacing  and  maintaining  is  in  progress. 

The  work  contemplated  for  this  season  includes  the  construction  of 
a  concrete  pavement  between  the  12th  and  13th  mile  posts  from  Wheeling 
along  the  National  Road,  which  is  a  Federal  and  State  Aid  Project. 

The  roads  of  Ohio  County  are  in  general  in  good  condition.  Road 
making  materials  are  convenient  There  has  been  a  most  insistent  de- 
mand for  roads  over  which  to  transport  large  numbers  of  people  living  in 
the  suburban  districts  around  Wheeling.  The  growth  of  motor  trans- 
port has  been  an  important  feature  in  the  extension  of  road  building.

PENDLETON  COUNTY.

The  road  Improvement  In  Pendleton  County  at  Present  is  being  done 
on  the  Franklln-Petershurg  road,  (part  of  the  proposed  "Cumberland- 
Hot  SpringH  Hightway"),  between  Franklin  and  Upper  Tract.  Thla  sec- 
tion. 12  miles  In  length.  Is  covered  by  Federal  Aid  Project  No.  3  with 
exception  of  about  2%  miles  at  Ruddle,  which  was  segregated  under  State 
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Aid  Project  No.  1035  and  is  being  completed  by  J.  L.  Richmond,  Con- 
tractor. The  road  is  located  along  the  South  Branch  of  Potomac  River 
and  was  below  high  water  line  in  several  places  or  went  orer  high  bluffs 
to  avoid  such  conditions.  A  new  location  was  made  on  a  maximum  grade 
of  5%  and  a  standard  width  road  constructed  on  good  alignment.  To 
protect  the  roadbed  from  erosion  by  hlghwater,  the  embankment  slopes 
adjacent  to  the  river  were  heavily  riprapped  for  a  distance  of  about  one 
mile.  The  road-bed  is  made  of  either  gravel  or  shale  with  surface  of 
selected  material  generally  20  feet  wide  on  top.  Practically  all  excava- 
tion was  handled  by  steam  shovel  and  hauled  by  wagons.  Two  concrete 
bridges,  1-22  ft.  span  and  1-30  ft.  span*  are  included  in  the  work  done. 
The  cost  of  this  section  will  be  about  |20»000  per  mile.  The  remainder 
of  the  project  can  be  built  for  about  one-third  this  amount  per  mile  as  no 
more  such  heavy  and  difficult  construction  will  be  encountered. 

It  is  proposed  to  apply  this  year's  State  and  Federal  Aid  amounting  to 
$40,375,  on  the  completion  of  this  project,  which  with  county  funds  will 
make  about  $48,000  available.  The  road  is  the  most  important  in  the 
county,  connecting  the  county  seat  with  the  nearest  railroad  point,  Peters* 
burg,  30  miles  distant  and  is  the  only  outlet  in  that  direction. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1082  covers  a  40  ft.  span  concrete  bridge  across 
Smith  Creek  on  an  extension  of  above  road  south  of  Franklin,  recently 
completed  at  a  cost  of  $3,264  plus  $517  for  approaches,  total  $3,781. 

Pendleton  County  has  an  abundance  of  good  road  building  material, 
but  its  revenues  are  not  sufficient  to  improve  but  a  small  percentage  of  its 
large  mileage.  There  is  a  growing  sentiment  for  a  county  bond  issue 
of  sufficient  amount  to  begin  a  general  improvement  of  all  of  the  im- 
portant roads.  State  and  Federal  Aid  will  be  applied  on  the  two  main 
roads  both  North  and  South  and  East  and  West  through  the  county  seat 
and  leading  toward  the  two  nearest  railroad  points,  Petersburg  and  Harri- 
sonburg. Va.,  distance  from  the  county  seat  30  miles,  and  42  miles^  re- 
spectively. Perhaps  no  other  county  in  the  State  has  to  depend  as  much 
upon  its  roads  for  transportation  as  this  county  does  and  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  these  two  main  arteries  of  travel  be  completed  as 
rapidly  as  possible.

PLEASANTS  COUNTY 

County  Road  Engineer,  Lewis  Carpenter,  St.  Marys,  W.  Va. 

There  has  been  placed  four  miles  of  concrete  road  on  the  EUenboro 
Pike  beginning  at  St.  Marys.  The  funds  for  this  Improvement  were  pro* 
vlded  from  sale  of  Washington  District  bonds.  Beyond  the  concrete  sur* 
face  the  road  is  improved  for  a  distance  of  one  mile  with  State  Aid.  The 
continuation  of  this  road  is  in  good  condition  during  the  summer 
and  fall,  but  becomes  rutted  and  washed  during  the  winter  and  spring. 

The  river  road  has  been  surfaced  with  cement  concrete  from  St.  Marys 
toward  Belmont  for  a  distance  of  one  mile  with  Washington  District  Bond 
Money.  For  one  mile  beyond  the  concrete  surface  the  road  Is  graded  as 
an  improved  dirt  road  with  State  Aid.  The  River  road  will  be  improved 
from  St.  Marys  to  Bens  Run,  a  distance  of  nearly  seven  miles  during  this 
calendar  year.  There  will  be  constructed  a  form  of  waterbound  macadam 
using  Ohio  River  Gravel  for  the  surfacing.  This  stretch  of 
road  is  impassable  for  any  vehicle  in  late  winter  and  early  spring.  Funds 
for  this  improvement  will  be  provldedby  voluntary  subscription  of 
$5,000.00  by  the  citizens  along  the  road  and  by  the  county  with  Federal 
and  State  Aid. 

The  road  up  Middle  Island  Creek  will  be  graded  as  an  improved  earth 
road  for  two  miles  beginning  at  St.  Marys.    State  Aid  will  be  given. 

Beyond  the  improved  roads,  the  highways  of  Pleasants  County  are  in 
bad  condition.  They  need  re-alignment,  grading,  surfacing  and  above  all 
draining. 

The  roads  of  this  county  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  citizens  in 
such  a  way  as  to  insure  improvement.  Great  interest  is  shown  through- 
out the  County  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  acquaint  the  people  with 
the  successful  efforts  of  other  counties.

POCAHONTAS  OOUNTT.

This  County  has  three  State  Aid  Projects  covering  grading,  paving  and 
bridges. 

Project  1068  covers  the  grading  and  macadamizing  of  two  and  one- 
quarter  miles  of  the  Marlin*s  Bottom  Turnpike,  from  the  end  of  the  mac- 
adam about  two  miles  south  of  Marlinton,  through  Buckeye  to  and  acrosa 
the  Rush  Run  Bridge.  The  paving  will  be  16  feet  wide.  The  estimated 
cost  is  $26,886.85  and  state  aid  is  granted  for  50%. 

Project  1097  covers  the  grading  of  five  miles  of  the  Marlinton-Hunt- 
ersville  road.  The  width  of  grading  is  20  feet  The  estimated  cost  Is 
$19,910.00.    State  aid  has  been  granted  for  50%. 

Project  1092  covers  the  construction  of  the  Knapp's  Creek  concrete 
bridge  near  Frost,  constructed  on  State  Road  Commission  Plan  386.  The 
estimated  cost  is  $7,115.00,  and  state  aid  was  granted  for  $3,557.50. 

The  main  roads  of  Pocahontas  County  are  generally  in  fairly  good  con- 
dition, but  lacking  drainage.  Bridges  of  both  steel  and  concrete  have  been 
provided  across  the  many  streams  and  one  seldom  encounters  a  ford. 

Part  of  the  Marlin's  Bottom  Turnpike,  between  Marlinton  and  HiUsboro, 
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has  been  macadamized,  as  well  as  the  road  from  Marlinton  to  Edray. 

Two  miles  of  road  at  Oreendale  has  also  been  macadamized,  using  a 
quartzite  found  in  the  locality.  A  limestone  ledge  lies  almost  through 
the  center  of  the  county,  running  north  and  south,  which  will  provide 
an  excellent  road  building  material.

PRESTON  OOUNTT. 

County  Road  Engineer,  H.  E.  Wilhelm,  Ringwood,  West  Virginia. 

Preston  County  for  the  most  part  has  excellent  soil  conditions  for  road 
improvement.  The  soil  is  sandy,  porous  and  drains  well.  Moreover 
good,  hard  sand-stone  is  available  in  almost  every  section  of  the  county, 
suitable  not  only  for  foundation  and  base  course,  but  also  for  surface  con- 
struction. The  hard-surfaced  road  constructed  has  been  limited  almost 
entirely  to  two  districts,  namely,  Kingwood  and  Portland.  Kingwood 
District,  in  1916,  voted  $164,000  in  bonds  and  the  same  year  Portland  Dis- 
trict voted  $280,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  principal  roads  in  these 
two  districts.  The  Kingwood  District  bond  issue  has  been  expended  for 
the  construction  of  asphaltic  macadam,  "penetration  method."  The  roads 
Improved  consist  of  approximately  18  miles.  The  road  surface  is  10'  wide 
with  stone  and  earth  shoulders. 

The  traffic  on  these  roads  is  comparatively  light  and  the  type  and  de- 
signs have  been  admirably  selected  to  suit  local  conditions.  Except 
in  a  few  places  where  the  drainage  is  poor,  th^e  roads  are  in  good  con- 
dition, but  steps  should  be  taken  immediately  to  provide  the  proper  main- 
tenance to  prevent  unnecessary  depreciation  of  these  roads. 

In  Portland  District  the  roads  are  being  constructed  of  concrete  15'  in 
width.  In  addition  to  the  hard-surface  improvements,  Preston  County  is 
re-grading  and  re-locating  some  of  its  roads  preparatory  to  surfacing  at 
a  future  time.  Federal  and  State  Aid  has  been  extended  to  Preston  County 
as  follows: 

$10,000.00  on  Federal  Aid  Project  24,  $15,000.00  on  State  Aid 
Project  1028  and  $15,000  on  Federal  Aid  project  No.  33.  In  ad- 
dition there  is  available  to  this  county  at  the  present  time  ap- 
proximately $31,000  State  and  Federal  Aid.

The  original  program  for  the  Portland  bond  issue  was  to  complete  28 
miles  of  road,  but  since  there  remains  only  $150,000  in  this  fund,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  this  much  road  can  be  completed  without  additional 
funds.  The  county  proposes  to  use  its  class  A  levy  to  match  Federal 
and  State  Aid  in  the  improvement  of  the  Kingwood-Terra  Alta  Road.

G.  H.  Davis,  District  Engineer,  Curry  District. 
This  County  has  75  miles  of  Class  A  road,  1%  miles  of  which  are  con- 
crete, the  remainder  now  earth  roads. 
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PocaUlico  District  in  September,  1916,  TOted  990,000.00  in  bonda  for 
road  conatruction,  and  Curry  District  TOted  $95,000.00  In  1917.  The  lat- 
ter bond  issue  was  held  up  for  some  time  by  a  technical  question  of  le- 
gality, but  is  now  ayallable.  By  the  Pocatallco  District  bond  issue,  $53,- 
808.00  has  been  spent.  There  has  been  completed  1.5  miles  of  9  foot  con- 
crete road,  and  1  mile  of  earth  road  18  feet  wide,  and  2%  miles  of  earth 
road  is  now  90%  complete.  With  the  balance  of  the  funds,  about  3  addi- 
tional miles  of  9  foot  concrete  road  will  be  built.  During  the  past 
two  years,  there  has  been  spent  about  |23,000  on  general  maintenance 
work  on  earth  roads. 

There  has  been  apportioned  to  this  county  for  the  3  years  ending  Jane 
30,  1920,  the  sum  of  $48,000.  State  Project  1063  for  grading  has  been  filed 
and  later  withdrawn  with  the  permission  of  the  Commission.  Federal 
Project  45  for  the  construction  of  4  miles  of  hard  surfaced  road  froni 
the  Cabell  County  line  through  Hurricane  has  been  approred,  and 
plans  filed. 

This  County  has  bonded  Itself  through  its  districts  to  about  one-third 
of  its  allowable  amount,  and  will  complete  possibly  10  miles  out  of  75  of 
Its  Class  A  system.

RALEIGH  OOUNTT. 

County  Road  Engineer,  C.  L.  Scott,  Jr.,  Beckley,  W.  Va. 

Raleigh  County  is  situated  In  the  southern  portion  of  the  State,  and  the 
majority  of  this  county  consists  of  high  plateau  land.  Mining  is  the 
principal  Industry.  The  Virginian  Railroad,  and  a  branch  of  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Railroad,  cover  various  portions  of  the  county. 

Hard  surface  road  work  in  Raleigh  County  was  first  begun  In  1916,  when 
the  districts  of  Town,  Trap  Hill,  Shady  Springs  and  Slab  Fork  voted  a 
total  of  $835,000  worth  of  bonds.  The  services  of  C.  L.  Scott,  Jr.  as  high- 
way engineer  were  then  secured  and  road  construction  work  was  begun 
in  earnest. 

A  bituminous  macadam  pavement  (penetration  method)  has  been  laid 
from  Beckley  to  Shady  Springs,  a  distance  of  eight  miles.  This  road  was 
commenced  in  1917  and  finished  in  1918.  The  road  from  Shady  Springs 
to  the  Mercer  County  line,  a  distance  of  9.6  miles,  the  road  from  Beckley 
to  Prosperity,  a  distance  of  five  miles,  and  the  road  from  Beckley  to  the 
Wyoming  County  line,  a  distance  of  18  miles,  have  all  been  graded  and 
the  contract  let  for  hard  surface.  This  work  will  in  all  probability  be 
completed  this  construction  season.  These  roads  are  being  paved  nine 
feet  wide,  with  a  three  foot  stone  shoulder  on  either  side,  pavement  being 
laid  on  a  graded  width  of  22  feet. 

Project  1037  4s  a  portion  of  the  Giles,  Fayette  and  Kanawha  Turnpike* 
and  extends  2.63  miles,  begrinning  at  the  town  of  Beckley,  towards  the 
Fayette  County  line.  This  Project  has  recently  submitted  2.63  miles  of 
road,  to  be  constructed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $36,000,  upon  which  aid  lo 
the  extent  of  $17,815.00  has  been  requested.    The  contract  for  this  work 
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has  been  let  and  construction  work  will  be  commenced  within  the  next 
month. 

Project  42  is  on  the  Giles,  Fayette  and  Kanawha  Turnpike,  and  begins 
at  the  north  end  of  Project  1037,  extending  5.24  miles  in  a  northerly  di- 
rection to  the  Fayette  County  line.  The  estimated  cost  of  construction 
is  $53,600.  The  amount  of  aid  requested  is  $26,700.  This  aid  is  to  be 
applied  to  bituminous  macadam  surfacing  and  drainage  structures  only. 
The  contract  for  this  work  was  let,  and  construction  will  in  ail  probability 
be  completed  this  season. 

Project  43  is  on  the  Marshes  and  Surveyor  road  and  is  located  between 
Covey's  St.  and  the  forks  o  fthe  road  near  Marshes,  and  covers  1.43  miles. 
The  estimated  cost  of  construction  is  $17,200.00  upon  which  aid  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $8,500.00  has  been  requested.  This  aid  is  to  be  applied  upon  bi- 
tuminous macadam  surface  and  drainage  structures  only.  The  contract 
for  this  work  has  recently  been  let  and  construction  work  will  be  begun 
immediately.

With  the  funds  remaining  from  these  bond  Issues  it  is  proposed  to  com- 
plete their  Class  ^A  system  of  roads  so  that  beginning  at  the  Fayette 
County  line  there  will  be  a  Class  A  road  to  Beckley,  the  county  seat,  and 
from  Beckley  to  the  Wyoming  County  lines  and  the  road  will  be  com- 
pleted to  within  four  miles  of  the  Summers  County  line. 

RANDOLPH  00UNT7. 

County  Road  Engineer,  F.  A.  Parsons,  Elkins,  West  Virginia. 

The  road  work  in  Randolph  County  comprises  improvement  under  one 
Federal  Aid  and  five  State  Aid  projects  as  follows: 

Federal  Aid  Project  No.  SO,  Seneca  Pike,  between  Elkins  and  the  Pen- 
dleton County  line  beginning  at  the  East  end  of  the  concrete  payement 
about  two  miles  east  of  Elkins  and  extending  easterly  about  1%  miles. 
The  work  contemplated  at  this  time  consists  in  grading  and  preparation 
for  a  9  ft.  hard  surfaced  road  way  to  be  built  later.  A  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  project  will  be  new  location.  Total  estimated  cost  about  $9,000 
including  $4,334  Federal  Aid. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  IO46,  Street  car  road  between  Elkins  and  Roar- 
ing Creek  Junction,  b%  miles.  This  project  covers  the  re-location  of  an 
abandoned  street  car  grade  utilizing  the  old  road  bed  for  a  highway,  the 
work  consisting  in  widening  the  road  bed  and  surfacing  with  hard  cin- 
ders, connecting  at  Roaring  Creek  Junction  with  Class  A  Roads  leading 
to  Upshur  and  Barbour  Counties.  The  estimated  cost  of  improvement 
was  about  $12,000  including  about  $6,000  State  Aid.  The  grading  is 
nearly  completed  and  over  one-half  of  the  distance  is  cinder  surfaced. 
After  considerable  service  the  latter  appears  to  be  giving  satisfactory 
results. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1072,  Marlinton-Huttonsville  Pike  beginnfng  at 
the  Pocahontas  County  line  and  extending  northerly  toward  Elkins  1% 
miles.  The  work  contemplated  includes  grading  and  the  construction  of 
a  9  ft.  water  bound  macadam  surface.  The  latter  width  has  been  recently 
changed  to  14  ft.  The  estimated  cost  is  iibout  $16,000  including  $3,933 
State  Aid.  The  remainder  of  the  road  leading  down  the  Riger  River  Val- 
ley to  Elkins  is  in  very  good  condition  and  well  maintained.  The  abore 
project  will  complete  a  good  road  to  the  Pocahontas  County  line;  this 
road  is  now  under  construction  and  will  be  completed  this  season,  1919. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  107S,  Beverly-Fairmont  Pike.  This  is  a  short 
project  of  only  three-tenths  mile  extended  to  cover  a  relocation  eliminating 
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bad  aligmnent  and  steep  grrades  between  Elkins  and  Beverly.  EiStimated 
cost  about  $6,000  including^  about  $3,000  State  Aid.  Construction  is  ex- 
pected to  be  done  this  season. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1089,  extension  of  street  car  road  from  Roarding 
Creek  Junction  to  the  Barbour  County  line  about  two  miles.  This  im- 
provement is  intended  to  fill  in  the  connecting  link  between  roads  con- 
necting the  county  seats  of  Randolph  and  Barbour  Counties.  The  work 
covers  grrading  only  and  is  now  under  construction.  Estimated  cost 
of  about  $18,000  including  $5,000  State  Aid. 

Considerable  hard  surface  roads  have  been  constructed  under  district 
bond  issues  Leadsville,  $220,000;  Dry  Fork  $130,000.  The  type  of  road 
built  chiefly  was  concrete.  Randolph  County  has  a  large  mileage  of 
earth  roads  which  are  generally  maintained  in  excellent  condition  under 
the  direction  of  a  county  road  engineer.  First  class  road  building  ma- 
terials are  to  be  found  in  many  parts  of  the  county.

CONSTRUCTION   PROGRAM 

The  federal  Aid  projects  for  the  funds  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1,  1919  include  a  section  of  the  Elklns-Parsons  road  between  Montrose 
and  the  Tucker  County  line  at  Haddiz  about  three  miles  for  an  improved 
grading  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $20,000  including  $10,000  State  and  Fed- 
eral Aid.  also  a  portion  of  the  Staunton-Parkersburg  Pike  not  yet  detei^ 
mined  for  which  about  $83,700  will  be  available  includig  $41,850  State  and 
Federal  Aid.

The  Northwestern  Pike  has  been  improved  from  the  Fair  Grounds, 
West  of  Pennsboro,  through  Peensboro  to  Tollgate,  a  distance  of  5  miles. 
Cement  concrete  is  the  material  used.  A  stretch  of  this  road  from  the 
Pennsboro  Fair  Grounds  to  Ellenboro  will  be  improved  this  year  by  grad- 
ing and  surfacing  with  concrete,  a  distance  of  5  miles.  Clay  District 
Bond  money  will  be  supplemented  with  Federal  Aid  and  be  used  for  this 
improvement.  The  branch  of  this  road  from  Pennsboro  toward  Mole  Hill 
has  been  paved  with  cement  concrete  a  distance  of  5  miles. 

The  road  from  Nutter  Farm  to  Harrisville  passing  through  Cairo  is 
being  re-built  as  an  improved  earth  road  with  state  aid. 

Work  will  be  begun  this  calendar  year  on  the  road  from  Harrisville  to 
Smithville.    Four  miles  of  improved  earth  road  will  be  constructed. 

The  unimproved  roads  in  this  county  are  in  fair  condition  during  the 
Summer  and  Fall  but  become  impassable  for  motor  vehicles  in  the  winter 
and  spring.    All  these  roads  need  to  be  realigned,  surfaced  and  drained.

The  county  will  concentrate  its  work  on  the  Northwestern  Turnpike 
and  the  Harrisville  and  Smithville  Road.

The  Spencer  toward  Reedy  road  has  been  improved  with  a  surface  of 
Portland  Cement  concrete  a  distance  of  about  three  miles  and  from  Spen- 
cer toward  Walton,  a  distance  of  nearly  six  miles.  The  branch  road  up 
Left  Fork  has  been  improved  in  the  same  manner  for  a  distance  of  two 
miles.  The  work  was  done  with  Spencer  District  Bond  funds  of  which 
there  remains  a  small  amount  to  be  added  to  the  Class  "A"  levy  and  the 
State  and  Federal  Aid  for  the  completion  of  the  hard  surface  to  the  Wal- 
ton District  line.  This  improvement  will  be  begun  this  year.  Contracts 
for  the  work  have  been  made. 

That  part  of  the  road  which  lies  within  Reedy  District  is  to  be  improved 
as  a  dirt  road  from  the  proceeds  of  a  bond  election  to  be  held  this  June. 

That  part  of  the  road  which  lies  within  Walton  District  is  to  be  im- 
proved from  the  proceeds  of  a  bond  Fund  of  $208,000.  There  are  seventeen 
miles  of  this.  Grading  contracts  for  nine  miles  have  been  made  this 
year.  The  remainder  of  the  money  will  be  held  to  supplement  State  and 
Federal  Aid  at  a  future  time,  so  as  to  secure  the  maximum  amount  oC 
road  surface  practicable. 
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The  Spencer  and  GlenviUe  Pike  and  its  continuation  to  Jackson  County 
has  been  improved  with  a  cement  concrete  surface  for  three  miles  in  the 
direction  of  Calhoun  County  and  about  two  miles  in  the  direction  ot 
Jackson. 

The  roads  are  generally  in  poor  condition  with  the  exception  of  that 
from  Spencer  to  Reedy.  A  great  amount  of  work  is  needed  to  render 
some  of  the  roads  passable  for  motor  vehicles. 

The  work  in  this  county  is  somewhat  handicapped  by  the  scarcity  ot 
suitable  road  making  material.  Recently  a  sand-stone  has  been  found 
which  promises  to  give  excellent  results.  It  will  be  used  in  the  four 
miles  of  construction  in  Spencer  District.  Sand  must  be  brought  from 
the  Ohio  River. 

There  is  an  awakening  of  interest  in  this  County  and  much  will  be  ac- 
complished during  the  remainder  of  this  calendar  year.  Work  was  Yir<i 
tually  suspended  during  the  period  of  hostilities  and  some  dissatisfaction 
was  expressed  on  account  of  the  failure  to  get  as  much  road  for  the  bond 
money  as  was  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  election.

Summere  County  is  situated  In  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  Its  prin- 
cipal industries  are  cattle  raising,  timber  and  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road shops.  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad  covers  a  portion  of  the 
county. 

In  1915  Talcott  and  Greenbrier  Districts  voted  bond  issues  for  $100,- 
000.00  and  $150,000.00  respectively.  This  has  all  been  expended  with 
the  exception  of  a  balance  of  120.000  in  Greenbrier  District,  and  $16,000 
in  Talcott  District.  The  proceeds  from  these  bond  issues  have  graded 
and  hard  surfaced  about  Ave  miles  of  road,  and  graded  ten  miles  of 
road. 

Jumping  Branch  District  recently  voted  $30,500  bonds,  and  there  is  a 
proposed  bond  issue  to  be  voted  upon  June  14th,  in  Pipestem  District 
for  $23,700.00. 

Project  1067  on  the  Hinton-Raleigh  County  road,  a  distance  of  ten  miles 
and  with  an  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  $53,600.00.  Aid  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $6,745.00  was  requested  on  this  road.  So  far  nothing  has  been  done 
upon  this  project.

CONSTRUCTION  PROGRAM 

With  the  remaining  bond  issues,  It  is  proposed  to  complete  a  road  from 
Hinton  to  the  Raleigh  County  line,  so  that  there  will  be  a  hard  sur- 
faced road  from  Hinton  the  county  seat  of  Summers  County,  through 
to  Beckwith,  about  ten  miles  from  Kanawha  County  line. 


TAYLOR  COUNTY. 

County  Road  Engineer,  James  A.  Sincell,  Grafton,  W.  Va. 

In  1917  the  Grafton  Business  Men's  Association,  In  co-operation  with 
the  Taylor  County  Court,  decided  to  permanently  improve  some  of  the 
Class  A  roads  in  Taylor  County.  Prior  to  that  date  the  County  had  no 
hard  surfaced  roadi^  outside  the  City  limits  of  Grafton.  The  Northwest- 
ern Turnpike  traverses  the  county  from  the  Harrison  County  line  on 
the  west,  to  the  Preston  County  line  on  the  east.  This  road  was  built  by 
the  state  of  Virginia  many  years  ago  and  is  destined  to  be  a  most 
important  through  state  highway. 

The  Northwestern  Turnpike  between  Fetterman  and  Pruntytown,  a 
distance  of  a  little  less  than  three  miles  was  selected  for  Improvement 
first.  At  the  request  of  the  County  Court  the  State  Road  Commission 
co-operated  with  the  county  of  Taylor  to  make  the  necessary  surveys 
and  plans  for  this  improvement  The  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
Business  Men's  Association,  acting  on  broad  minded  principles,  de- 
cided to  build  the  paving  18'  in  width,  with  brick  surface  on  a  con- 
crete base,  of  the  best  type  of  construction.    The  right  of  way  was  so  well 
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erraded  that  the  average  width  of  the  traveled  roadway  is  not  less  than  28' 
so  this  piece  of  road  is  in  striking  contrast  to  the  narrow  roads  which 
prevail  in  most  parts  of  the  state. 

The  county  started  work  in  the  fall  of  1917  to  build  the  Pruntytown 
road  with  its  own  forces  and  requested  Federal  Aid  thereon  to  the  amount 
apportioned  to  Taylor  County.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  labor  and 
materials,  due  to  the  war,  has  greatly  delayed  the  completion  of  the  road, 
but  it  will  likely  be  completed  this  summer. 

The  State  Board  of  Control  provided  for  the  use  of  about  twenty  boys 
from  the  State  Reform  School  at  Pruntytown  to  assist  in  the  construction 
of  this  road  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  only  highway  for  travel 
between  the  railroad  and  the  Reform  School.  These  boys  were  used  on 
the  surveying  party  in  the  location  and  construction  of  the  road  as  well 
as  in  the  work  of  grading  and  building  the  road,  and  it  is  thought  that 
considerable  training  in  road  building  will  thus  be  given  these  boys, 
which  may  be  useful  to  them  hereafter.

Tucker  County's  proposed  road  improvements  are  covered  by  the  fol- 
lowing projects: 

STATE  AID  PROJECT  NO.  1025— Parson-Hend ricks  road  over  Hamble- 
ton.  This  project  covers  the  re-location  of  a  section  of  road  about  one- 
half  mile  in  length  west  of  Hambleton.  The  old  county  road  rig:ht-of-way 
at  this  place  was  occupied  by  the  Western  Md.  Railroad  along  the  base  of 
a  high  cliff  and  the  road  was  thrown  to  one  side  at  the  foot  of  the  railroad 
embankment  along  the  Black  Water  River  on  a  grrade  about  eight  feet 
below  high  water  which  was  blockaded  by  ice  floes  each  winter  and  fre- 
quently impassable.  The  change  also  introduced  two  dangerous  railroad 
crossings.  The  only  alternate  location  to  eliminate  the  railroad  crossing 
was  along  the  top  of  the  cliff  which  necessitated  a  high  bridge  at  the  West 
end  across  Roaring  Run  and  a  deep  cut  through  that  end  of  the  cliff  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  grade.  The  project  is  under  construction  and  will 
be  completed  this  season,  the  bridge  having  already  been  completed.  Es- 
timated cost,  grading  and  culverts.  $15,500;  bridge  $6,355;  total  $21,655. 
S?tate  Aid  granted.  $3,500.  It  is  expected  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
railroad  company  in  bearing  part  of  the  cost  of  restoring  this  road. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1066,  Contemplates  the  improvement  of  the  Par- 
sons-St.  George  road.  This  road  traverses  the  richest  agricultural  dis- 
trict of  the  county,  the  Cheat  River  Valley  and  continues  on  to  the  Preston 
County  line  near  Rowlesburg.  $16,000  will  probably  be  available  for  im- 
proving the  flrst  section  of  this  road  Including  $8,000  State  aid. 

State  Aid  Project  No.  1019.  Covers  the  section  of  the  Davis-Canaan 
Valley  road.  The  present  road  goes  over  a  mountain  summit  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  3,600  feet.  The  purpose  of  this  project  was  to  re-locate  the  road 
around  the  foot  of  the  mountain  via  the  BlacU  Water  Valley  on  a  water 
grade.    $10,000  was  made  available,  including  $4,000  State  aid. 

Dry  Fork  District  Bond  Issue:  $60,000.  Under  this  bond  issue  a  water- 
bound  macadam  road  nine  feet  wide  is  being  constructed  through  the 
Canaan  Valley  beginning  at  the  Davis  District  line.  This  will  serve  a  well 
settled  rich  agricultural  region  and  connect  with  the  Dry  Fork  Valley 
road  leading  westward  to  Hendricks  and  Parsons  and  eastward  to  Grant 
County.  The  Dry  Fork  road  is  being  improved  but  presents  many  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  eliminating  steep  grades  and  securing  proper  widths 
of  road-way.  Much  relocation  was  necessary  to  secure  this  and  the  bond 
issue  funds  will  not  be  suf&cient  to  construct  the  proposed  improvements 
without  State  Aid.  The  Canaan  Valley  section  has  abundance  of  good 
road  building  lime  stone  easily  accessible,  which  also  occurs  in  the  Dry 
Fork  Valley. 
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Fairfax  District  Road  Bond  Issue,  $150,000,  With  this  fund  it  is  ex- 
pected to  construct  a  concrete  road  from  the  Davis  District  line  Tia 
Thomas  to  the  Preston  County  line  on  the  route  connectingr  with  the  Mary- 
land State  road  system,  Davis  District  plans  to  muild  the  connecting 
link  of  about  one  mile  between^  the  District  line  and  the  town  of  Davis. 
It  is  expected  to  complete  the  grading  of  this  project  this  season  and  per- 
haps construct  a  section  of  the  pavement 

Tucker  County  has  a  large  mileage  of  roads  difficult  to  maintain  and 
expensive  to  improve.  Its  revenues  are  insufficient  to  undertake  ex- 
tensive improvements  at  any  on  time.

The  proposed  Federal  project  for  the  year  1919-20  contemplates  the  im- 
pro^ment  of  the  Parsons-Blkins  road,  beginning  at  the  Randolph 
County  line,  and  extending  toward  Parsons  as  far  as  the  money  will  go. 
About  $61,000  will  be  available  including  Federal  Aid.

Short  stretches  of  these  roads  have  been  improved  above  and  below  Sis- 
tersvlUe.  Concrete  surface  was  used.  The  road  from  Middleboume  to- 
ward Salem  is  being  rebuilt  for  a  distance  of  2%  miles  from  Middleboume. 
This  road  will  have  Penetration  Bituminous  Macadam  surface  of  sla^ 
and  Mermudez  Asphalt  on  an  8  inch  rolled  sandstone  sub-base  course. 
An  addition  to  this  work  will  be  undertaken  this  year.  It  will  constat  ot 
grading  an  improved  earth  road  and  placing  all  drainage  sturctures  over 
a  length  of  two  miles. 

The  roads  which  have  not  been  reconstructed  are  in  genarally  good  con- 
dition during  dry  weather.  They  are  all  earth  roads  having  the  common 
fault  of  short  curves,  steep  grades  and  narrow  surface.  Insufllcient  drain- 
age facilities  cause  the  greatest  damage.  Heavy  traffic  on  narrow  tires 
cuts  deep  ruts  from  which  it  is  usually  impossible  to  keep  out  because  of 
the  narrow  road  bed. 

Interest  in  this  county  is  aroused  and  more  work  of  a  permanent  kind 
will  be  done  in  the  future.  The  terrain  offers  no  unusual  difficulties. 
The  hills  do  not  have  the  steep  slopes  that  are  found  in  the  regions  further 
east,  and  which  make  side  hill  work  a  considerable  undertaking.

Upshur  County  at  present  time  has  no  hard  surfaced  roads  outside  of 
the  City  of  Buckhannon.  In  1917  a  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $180,000 
was  voted  by  the  people  of  Buckhannon  District  for  the  improyement  of 
12^  miles  of  road,  of  which  nine  miles  are  Class  A  roads.  None  of  this 
bond  issue  money  has  been  expended  at  the  present  time  and  it  is  the 
plan  of  the  county  court  in  order  to  counteract  the  increased  cost  of  con- 
struction to  supplement  this  bond  issue  with  its  state  and  federal  aid. 
To  this  end  two  projects  have  been  approyed,  namely — State  A}d 
Project  1052  in  the  amount  of  14750.00  and  Federal  Aid  Project  36  in  the 
amount  of  $28,800.  It  is  expected  to  start  construction  on  both  of  these 
projects  in  the  near  future. 

At  the  present  time  the  engineering  department  of  the  county  is  making 
a  special  effort  to  properly  maintain  its  dirt  roads  and  to  re-locate  the 
present  roads  so  as  to  place  them  on  a  permanent  location.  It  is  the  in- 
tention to  build  the  bridges  and  drainage  structures  on  these  roads  after 
they  have  been  properly  located  with  a  view  to  permanently  improving 
the  roads  at  a  later  time.  For  the  maintenance  of  dirt  roads  the  county 
has  acquired  two  largb  tractors  and  graders,  together  with  other  equip- 
ment and  has  inaugurated  the  district  road  patrol  system.

There  are  94  miles  of  Class  A  road  in  Wayne  Couny— -0  miles  of  brick 
16'  wide,  the  balance  of  unimproTed  earth. 

The  only  hard  road  in  the  county  at  this  time  is  that  running  from  tbe 
Cabell  County  line  through  Ceredo  and  KenoTa  to  the  Kentucky  line. 
The  only  construction  work  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  on  this 
road. 

A  bond  issue  of  $1,000,000.00  was  voted  on  May  29,  1918,  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads  in  this  County — none  of  the  money  has  yet  been  ex- 
pended. 

The  Class  A  Lery  for  1918  was  expended  upon  the  Cabell  County-K<>ii- 
tucky  State  line  road,  and  upon  general  maintenance  work  throughout  the 
county.    No  levy  was  laid  for  1919. 

Since  the  voting  ot  the  bond  issue  some  preliminary  engineering  work 
has  been  done,  and  on  June  Ist,  a  large  increase  in  the  engineering  or- 
ganization was  determined  upon,  in  order  to  get  construction  work  under 
way  rapidly. 

There  has  been  apportioned  to  this  County  for  the  first  three  fiscal 
years,  the  sum  of  160,160.00  from  the  state  road  fund.  Federal  Project 
No.  8  involving  the  construction  of  two  miles  of  road  through  the  village 
of  Wayne  has  been  approved,  plans  filed,  contract  let,  and  construction 
work  is  now  under  way — 130,000.00  aid  will  be  given  on  this  Project  An- 
other Project  for  a  graded  earth  road  three  and  one-fourth  miles  long,, 
between  Ft  Gay  and  East  Lynn  has  also  been  filed,  requesting  $30,000.00 
aid,  but  plans  have  not  yet  been  received. 

The  bond  issue  should  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  graded  earth 
road  from  Wayne  to  Ceredo,  and  then  on  graded  earth  construction  over 
the  other  Class  A  Roads  of  the  county. 

The  most  important  road  to  be  built  in  this  County  is  the  one  con- 
necting Wayne  with  the  Ohio  River  at  Ceredo.  TheObond  issue  will  not 
be  sufficient  to  grade,  drain  and  construct  proper  bridges  of  all  the  Clasa 
A  roads  in  the  county.

Webster  County  with  a  total  of  101  miles  of  Class  A  roads  distributed 
over  a  large  area  has  few  populous  centers  and  therefore  the  connecting 
roads  have  been  improved  very  little.  The  rough  topography  of  most  ot 
the  county  makes  highway  construction  very  difficult  The  county's  efforts 
at  present  are  directed  mainly  towards  securing  a  system  of  properly  lo- 
cated dirt  roads.  Much  improvement  has  been  made  on  the  Class  A  roads, 
leading  out  of  Webster  Springs,  but  the  county  does  not  have  sufficient 
funds  to  improve  a  very  great  mileage  of  these  roads  each  year. 

The  County's  funds  available  are  provided  by  direct  levy,  as  no  bond 
issues  have  been  proposed  or  voted  in  the  county. 
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State  Aid  Project  1043  was  approved  Hay  5,  1918.  A  large  part  of  the 
permanent  Improvement  to  date  has  been  done  on  this  project.  State 
Aid  to  the  amount  of  |9,500.00  has  been  paid  the  county. 

State  Aid  Project  1094  was  approved  June  6»  1919.  This  provides  (or 
the  construction  of  a  section  of  the  Cowen- Webster  Springs  road.  This 
work  is  on  an  entirely  new  location  of  the  road  and  is  an  example  of  the 
county *s  policy  of  getting  the  roads  properly  located  before  large  funds 
are  expended  on  them.  The  state  aid  furnished  on  this  project  is  |12,-

Church  District  in  Wetzel  County  took  the  lead  in  the  building  of  per- 
manent highways.  By  the  sale  of  bonds  roads  radiating  from  Hundred 
were  built  to  the  total  of  thirteen  miles,  part  of  brick  surface  and  part 
of  cement  concrete.  The  latter  type  was  constructed  with  a  local  creek 
gravel  for  aggregate.  While  this  has  not  had  sufficient  wear  to  demon- 
strate its  ultimate  value,  the  appearance  after  a  year  of  use  Indicates  no, 
unusual  deterioration. 

The  county  begun  a  program  of  active  construction.  The  first  effort 
is  being  made  this  year  on  the  road  from  New  Martinsville  toward  Wiley- 
ville.

Sir: 

According  to  law  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  third  biennial 
report  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  years 
ending  June  30,  1918. 

The  financial  startement  required  by  law  to  be  made  showing  ap- 
propriations and  disbursements;  showing  receipts  of  fees  under  the 
operations  of  the  Fertilizer  law,  and  of  fees  arising  under  the  opera- 
tions of  Crop  pest  law.  Seed  law  and  registration  of  Breeding  Sires, 
as  well  as  distribution  thereof,  are  all  covered  by  report  of  the  fiscal 
agent  of  this  department  and  statement  of  the  auditing  department 
of  the  office  of  State  Tax  Commissioner. 

I  have  submitted  along  witli  my  own  report  statements,  reports 
and  discussions  of  work  by  agents  of  the  department  as  follows: 
W.  E.  Eumsey,  State  entomologist;  Prof.  B.  H.  Hite,  State  chemist; 
J.  v..  Stewart,  fiscal  agent;  Charles  E.  Wheeler  and  Arthur  Gold, 
special  investigation  and  work  in  the  promotion  of  the  treatment  and 
care  of  orchards ;  also  work  done  in  the  promotion  of  trucking  industry 
and  canning;  Bert  E.  Sayre,  work  of  promotion  of  trucking  industry 
of  the  State;  Charles  A.  Eeese,  assistant  entomologist  and  apiarist; 
Charles  H.  Henning,  chief  of  bureau  of  markets;  W.  H.  Somers, 
special  agent  in  marketing;  Robert  Nesbitt,  chief  of  seed  laboratories; 
N.  E. -Merhie,  department  photographer:  Dr.  C.  C.  Hudklns  and  Dr. 
P.  H.  Austin,  consulting  veterinarians  in  charge  of  the  veterinary 
work  of  the  department.

REPORT  OF  J.  H.  STEWART, 
Cammissioner  of  Agriculture. 


The  State  Agrrlcultural  Department  at  Charleston,  is  the  most  recently 
created  public  service  department  of  the  State.  From  its  organization, 
with  meagre  appropriation,  it  has  begun  excellent  work.  The  biennial 
period  ending  June  the  30th,  1918,  has  been  wonderfully  successful.  Many 
citizens  and  interests  of  the  state  have  been  served  with  marked  satisfac- 
tion to  them.  Every  call  for  service  has  received  prompt  and  efficient  at- 
tention. The  last  session  of  tfie  Legislature  enacted  many  laws  requiring 
service  to  citizens.  These  laws  have  been  Judiciously  and  effectively  en- 
forced. Various  enterprises  of  an  agricultural  nature  have  been  inaugu- 
rated, information  has  been  gathered  and  disseminated  and  producers  of 
crops  have  been  brought  in  direct  contact  with  the  buyer  and  consumer 
in  d  manner  and  degree  which  have  proved  materially  satisfactory.  Con- 
serving enterprises,  such  as  canneries,  reducing  machines  for  producers 
of  sorghum,  maple  syrup,  etc.,  have  been  established  and  operated.  Various 
supplies,  such  as  seeds,  fertilizer,  canning  outfits,  shipping  packages,  cans, 
and  other  containers  for  conserving  perishable  food,  as  well  as  spraying 
material  and  spraying  devices,  together  with  other  implements,  have  been 
purchased  through  the  Department,  as  an  agency  at  a  cost,  often  below 
that  given  the  wholesale  trade,  for  introductory  purposes  which  was,  of 
course,  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  farmer  buyer. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  peculiarly  a  constructive  work,  and  in 
no  sense  routine,  therefore,  its  management,  while  aggressive  and  pro- 
^essive,  has  been  cautious  and  conservative,  having  in  view,  economy,  as 
well  as  efficiency. 

The  war  work  of  this  department  is  wonderfully  fine,  and  having  been 
prescribed,  by  reasons  of  war  conditions  and  certain  forms  imposed,  it  is 
equal  to  what  might  have  been  probably  accomplished  under  peace  con- 
ditions. 

The  efficiency  of  the  staff  of  the  department  in  the  development  of  truck- 
ing and  gardening  in  the  state  during  this  period  has  been  wonderfully 
well  demonstrated,  and  resulted  in  an  immense  increase  in  acreage  and 
number  of  gardens  of  persons  interested  in  the  subject.  Never  before 
has  West  Virginia  been  so  nearly  able  to  supply  all  its  wants  at  home  for 
perishable  crops,  such  as  fruits  and  various  vegetables. 

The  live  stock  interests  of  the  state  were  never  studied  more  efficiently 
and  carefully,  than  during  this  time.  Live  stock,  being  shipped  into  the 
state  for  breeding  purposes,  has  been  watched  with  care  and  dealt  with 
accordingly,  as  set  out  in  the  law.  All  live  stock  shipped  out  of  the  state 
for  breeding  purposes  have  been  fairly  tested  and  certified  by  law.  -  This 
service  has  been  rendered  with  that  promptness  and  thoroughness  which 
have  been  pleasing  indeed  tc-  those  engaged  in  the  business  of  live  stock 
raising. 


BiCXMAL  KePOKT  or  THX  [W.  Va. 


The  re-pstablishinent  of  the  home  orchard  has  been  greatly  encour- 
aged and  stimulated.  Observers  have  seen  that  the  ''Home  Orchard"  in 
West  Virfcinia.  as  well  as  In  many  other  parts  of  the  country  were  well 
nigh  obsolete.  As  an  adjunct  to  the  home  farm  it  was  useful  and  helpful 
and  it  is  Important  that  the  "Home  Orchard"  should  not  be  permitted  to 
become  a  passing  thing,  and  so  the  work  of  the  department  along  this 
line  has  been  verified.  Hundreds  and  thousands  of- peach,  plum  and  ap- 
ple trees  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  against  the  spread  of  contagions 
diseases  and  injurious  pests.  The  law  governing  such  inspections  has 
been  rigidly  and  efficiently  enforced.  As  shown  by  the  State  entomologists, 
and  officer  of  this  department,  for  the  year  ending  1917,  1.854,091  fmit 
trees  were  so  inspected.  This  does  not  include  visits  to  public  and  pri- 
vate grounds  and  the  inspection  and  examination  of  trees  bein^  injured  by 
some  one  of  the  injurious  pests,  nor  does  it  include  the  work  of  the  For- 
estry Service  in  reference  to  the  spread  and  presence  of  such  destructive 
diseases  as  Chestnut  Blight,  and  White  Pine  Blister  Rust,  which  hare 
practically  wiped  out  the  Five  Leaf  Pine  Tree  and  in  some  parts  of  the 
State  have  destroyed  areas  of  chestnut  forest  equal  to  an  empire. 

Splendid  work  has  been  done  in  the  Market  Bureau.  Transportation 
facilities  have  been  secured  and  brought  within  reach  of  all  interests  of 
the  grower  and  the  producer.  Packages  for  the  shipments  of  peach  crops 
have  been  obtained  and  delivered,  so  that  the  crops  have  not  been  lost 
nor  the  grower  injured  for  the  lack  of  such  supplies.  Lists  of  the  fruit 
and  vegetable  crops,  showing  the  name  and  location  of  the  grower,  and 
his  estimated  production,  have  been  secured,  published  and  put  in  the 
hands  of  a  large  list  of  buyers,  whose  business  records  have  been  care- 
fuUy  examined  by  officers  of  the  departmnt  in  the  market  work  and  a 
like  list  showing  the  name  and  location  of  the  buyer  and  various  markets 
have  also  been  obtained,  published  and  distributed  among  growers  thus 
bringing,  in  most  cases,  the  buyer  to  the  orchard  and  shipping  point  of 
the  grower  and  the  consumer,  as  well,  to  the  point  of  shipment  and  pro- 
duction. This  has  cut  out  commissions  and  loss  in  transit,  obviating  con- 
ditions unsatisfactory  in  the  h9.ndling  of  all  of  these  perishable  products. 

Bee  Work. 

A  statute  was  passed  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature,  requiring 
inspection  of  apiaries  in  the  state,  also,  for  the  promotion  of  the  bee  in- 
dustry having  in  view  an  increase  in  the  production  of  honey.  To  the 
casual  observer,  the  keeping  of  bees  is  an  industry  thought  to  be  of  small 
value,  but  investigation  will  show  that  it  is  one  which  when  operated  on 
a  large  scale,  is  entitled  to  much  consideration  purely  from  an  economic 
standpoint.  Those  who  are  best  informed  on  the  subject  say  West  Virginia 
conditions  are  extremely  favorable  to  successful  bee  keeping  and  bee  cul- 
ture. Bees  obtain  the  major  part  of  their  supply  from  wild  trees  and 
plants,  which  abound  in  most  part,  in  West  Virginia.  Notably  among 
them  are  bass  wood,  fire  weed,  blackberries,  raspberries,  golden  rod,  asters, 
sumac,  sour  wood,  and  vipers  bugloss.  Among  the  cultivated  plants  may 
be  mentioned  sweet  clover,  white  clover,  black  locust,  apple  treed,  alsike 
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cloviBr,  etc.,  all  of  which  furnish  immense  quantities  of  valuable  honey- 
makincT  material. 

When  bees  are  properly  housed  and  looked  after,  they  can  be  kept 
through  the  winter  entirely  satisfactory.  Inspection  work  done  by  agents 
of  the  department  has  been  very  extensive  and  very  satisfactory  during 
this  period.  Fourteen  thousand  and  eighty-eight  hives  have  been 
examined  and  one  thousand,  five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  bee- 
keepers listed.  Splendid  work  has  been  done  by  conferences, 
correspondence  and  publications  to  induce  beekeepers  of  the 
state  to  abandon  the  old  been  gum  and  crude  devices,  so  often,  but 
unfortunately  used,  and  to  substitute  up-to-date  bee  houses  and 
bee  supplies,  which  have  been  fcund  to  greatly  increase  the  value  of 
the  annual  production  of  a  single  bee  colony.  It  is  not  an  uncommon 
thing  to  find  a  well  kept  bee  colony  producing  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
per  colony  per  year.  At  current  prices  for  honey,  this  would  yield  a  gross 
return  per  colony  of  $37.50.  Not  an  inconsiderable  number  have  been 
found  whose  colonies  exceed  this  return,  and  the  large  number  who  do  not 
equal  it  have  failed  to  do  so  because  they  do  not  practice  up-to-date 
methods. 

Great  interest  has  been  started  in  this  subject  through  active  and  effi- 
cient work  done  by  agents  of  the  department,  and  it  should  be  encour- 
aged, as  the  bee  is  a  conserver,  and  is  practically  inexpensive.  It  de- 
stroys nothing,  does  not  reduce  fertility  of  soil  and  in  its  work  promotes 
fruit  industry  immensely.  The  handling  of  bees  is  both  interesting  and 
profitable  as  an  economic  proposition  and  really  beneficial  from  a  moral 
and  intellectual  view  point. 

There  are  many  families  where  small  apiaries  could  be  established  and 
maintained,  from  which  sufficient  returns  can  be  had,  to  substantially  sup- 
port the  whole  family.  This  would  be  net  profit  and  is  a  matter  which 
should  not  be  overlooked  in  the  home  economics  of  our  people. 

Among  other  things  done  in  this  work,  in  the  observance  of  the  law,  has 
been  to  wipe  out  some  of  the  pests  injurious  to  bees.  Especially  is  this 
true  as  related  to  the  foul  brood,  which  is  very  destructive.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  control,  but  if  left  undisturbed  will  quickly  destroy  an  entire 
apiary. 

The  department  is  in  touch  with  the  leading  beekeepers  of  the  country 
and  has  been  the  means  of  interesting  outside  experienced  beekeepers  to 
enter  the  business  in  West  Virginia,  some  of  whom  are  well  established 
already  in  the  state.  This  sort  of  immigrant  is  of  the  most  desirable 
class. 

Cut-over  and  Other  Unused  Lands. 

ft 

The  best  estimate  indicates  that  there  are  now  between  three  and  four 
million  acres  of  de-forested  and  unused  lands  in  the  state.  In  addition 
to  this  the  United  States  has  acquired  a  very  considerable  area  of  such 
lands  in  the  more  elevated  regions,  known  as  a  part  of  the  Great  Appalach- 
ian Forest  Reserve.  The  greater  part  of  this  land  is  susceptible  to  profit- 
able use,  and  a  great  variety  of  agricultural  productions  can  be  raised  on 
them.  Most  of  this  land  is  very  fertile.  Climatic  conditions,  transpor- 
tation facilities  and  their  proximity  to  the  markets,  render  them  very  at- 
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tr»ctlT6  Indeed  tor  the  eeUblishment  of  dairy,  poultrrt  cattle  and  otber  ac- 
rlcaltnral  enterprleee.  In  addition  to  this.  Immense  areaa  of  this  land  are 
adapted  to  the  production  of  fine  fruits  and  truck  crops.  Any  of  tliMe 
lands  afford  splendid  opportunities  for  settlements.-  The  lands  are  low 
priced — ^lower  In  fact,  than  anywhere  In  the  eastern  United  States.  The 
church  and  school  facilities  and  other  social  conditions  are  most  attract- 
Ive  to  high  class  settlers,  and  the  markets  of  West  Vlralnla,  all  of  which 
are  available  to  such  lands,  are  the  best  In  the  whole  country. 

The  department  Is  enaaaed  in  the  accumulation  and  furnishing  of  in- 
formation relative  to  Individual  tracts  of  land  which  can  be  purchased, 
showing  the  location,  facilities  of  transportation,  proximity  to  markets, 
public  roads,  schools,  churches  and  other  conditions  about  which  Intelli- 
gent settlers  wish  information. 

To  the  intelligent  Inquirep  who  desires  information  on  this  subject,  a  full 
explanation  Is  necessary.  He  canivct  be  satisfied  by  the  broad  statement 
that  West  Virginia  is  an  attractive  region  for  the  settlers.  To  the  con- 
trary, he  desires  exact  information,  as  to  location  and  quality,  as  to  spe- 
cific tracts  and  areas  of  land,  which  are  for  sale.  In  order  that  he  may 
make  definite  investigation.  This  information.  In  the  form  of  mape, 
prices,  terms  of  sale,  and  other  information  coupled  with  the  actual  ex- 
amination and  reports  of  the  agents  of  the  department  are  being  made. 
Already  much  Information  of  a  very  valuable  sort  has  been  accumulated  so 
as  to  be  able  to  meet  detailed  and  specific  inquiries  from  over  the  state, 
and  others,  who  contemplate  the  establishment  of  some  sort  of  agricul- 
tural enterprise. 

This  work  should  be  continued,  until  there  has  been  established  an  ei&- 
cient  bureau  of  information  bearing  on  this  important  subject.  In  addi- 
tion to  having  such  information  in  the  office  of  the  department,  there 
should  be  sufficient  means  to  employ  agents  of  the  department,  who  would 
go  upon  these  tracts  and  exhibit  them  to  the  genuine  home  seeker,  who 
comes  to  our  state. 

Seed  Inspection  Law. 

An  Act  of  the  Legislature,  requiring  officers  of  the  department  to  Inspect 
agricultural  seeds  found  on  soils  in  the  state  and  to  make  analyses  and 
tests  of  such  samples  for  the  public  as  a  result  thereof,  has  been  enforced 
throughout  the  greater  part  of  this  biennial  period.  Heretofore,  West  Vir- 
ginia has  been  the  dumping  ground,  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  for  low 
grade;  impure  agricultural  seeds.  The  honest  seedsmen,  the  honest  re- 
tailer and  the  honest  grower  as  well,  of  course,  as  the  purchasers  of  such 
seeds,  have  suffered  great  losses  and  injury  from  this  loose  practice,  and 
in  many  instances  have  been  deceived  and  mislead  with  a  consequent  great 
loss,  because  there  was  no  legislative  protection,  such  as  now  exists. 

For  the  enforcement  of  these  laws,  thoroughly  equipped  laboratories 
have  been  established  at  the  Capitol.  This  laboratory  is  prepared  to  do 
such  work  as  thoroughly  and  efficiently  as  can  be  done  anywhere  in  the 
United  States.  The  work  has  been  in  the  hands  of  trained  men,  who  are 
fully  up  to  the  standard  and  compare  favorably  with  the  best  seed  analysts 
of  the  whole  country.    This  work  alone,  as  to  seed  corn  only,  during  the 
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year  1918,  has  been  easily  worth,  to  the  farmers  and  to  the  state,  many 
times  the  total  amount  expended  on  the  operation  in  the  entire  department. 
It  is  no  exaggeration  to  estimate  that  the  publication  of  information  and 
securing  of  supplies  of  high  grade  seed  com  in  the  testing  and  rejection 
of  inferior  seed  corn,  and  in  the  prevention  of  wholesale  distribution  of 
worthless  seed  corn  during  that  year,  has  easily  increased  the  production 
of  corn  in  the  state  by  ten  per  cent.  The  total  value  of  the  com  crop  In 
the  state  has  been  estimated  by  the  United  States  Statistical  Bureau  to  be 
fifty  million  dollars,  from  which  one  sees  readily,  the  value  of  the  service. 
This  work  has  been  especially  valuable  with  reference  to  seed  corn, 
sugar  corn,  as  well  as  field  corn.  Because  of  the  late  ripening  of  the  corn 
crop  In  1917  and  of  the  extremely  cold  long  winter,  which  resulted  in  the 
destruction  of  the  germinabllity  of  almost  the  entire  corn  crop  all  over  the  < 
country,  this  service  was  of  almost  inestimable  value. 

This  work  should  be  continued,  and  the  Legislature  in  making  appro- 
priations, will  serve  the  interest  of  the  state,  and  of  those  engaged  in  its 
agriculture  greatly,  by  encouraging  and  fostering  this  service. 

The  merchants  of  the  state  in  handling  agricultural  seeds  have  mani- 
fested great  interest  in  this  subject  and  have  almost  all  of  them,  shown 
the  greatest  willingness  to  aid  in  the  thorough  enforcement  of  this  law 
and  have  conformed  to  its  regulations  in  every  way  possible,  in  the  com- 
plete enforcement  of  the  law. 

Stock  Foods. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  fact,  at  several  recent  sessions 
of  the  Legislature,  bills  have  been  presented  requiring  the  inspection  and 
analysis  of  stock  foods,  manufactured,  shipped  into  and  sold  in  West  Vir- 
ginia, much  after  the  manner  in  which  the  Legislature  has  enacted  control 
laws  on  the  subject  of  commercial  fertilizer.  The  law  on  the  latter  sub- 
ject, which  has  been  enforced  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  the  cost 
of  which  has  been  paid  entirely  by  commercial  fertilizer  manufacturers, 
whose  business  is  entirely  outside  the  state,  has  worked  wonderful  benefits 
to  the  farmers  and  other  purchasers  of  commercial  fertilizer.  The  tricky, 
crooked  element  in  the  commercial  fertilizer  business  has  been  driven  out 
of  it  entirely  in  West  Virginia,  and  those  who  are  engaged  in  this  business 
in  the  state,  with  the  rarest  exceptions  are  men  conducting  business  on  as 
high  a  plane  as  any  business  in  the  state. 

Evidences  go  to  show,  that  this  cannot  be  said  of  the  stock  food  business 
in  its  entirety.  Quite  to  the  contrary,  immense  quantities  of  stock  food  are 
shipped  into  the  state  and  sold  to  the  consumers,  often,  to  their  deception 
and  injury.  This  is  easily  done  from  the  nature  of  the  subject,  because 
the  nutrient  contents  or  food  value  of  the  commercial  stock  food  cannot  be 
determined  by  looking  at  it.  There  are  only  two  ways  of  testing  it:  one 
is  to  feed  it  under  the  direction  of  competent  observers  and  the  other  by 
chemical  analysis.  There  is  no  sensible,  practicable  fair  stock  food  law 
in  the  state,  and  one  should  be  enacted.  The  small  expense  of  such  an  Act, 
Including  the  cost  of  administration  and  publication  and  the  result,  will 
justify  the  expenditure. 
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By  all  means,  another  Beaslon  of  the  Leicislature  ahonld  not  pass  withoat 
pome  8U('h  IPKiRlation.  Like  all  other  ccntrol  legislation,  relating  in  any 
way  to  RKrtrulture.  the  enforcement  of  the  law  should  be  imposed  in  the 
Commissioner  of  State  AKricnlture. 

• 
Tree  Surgery. 

Some  T'ork  has  been  done  by  the  department  on  the  subject  of  treatment 
of  wounds,  removal  of  dead  limbs,  trimming  and  pruning  of  shade  and 
ornamental  trees.  This  work  has  been,  thus  far,  confined  to  public 
grounds,  such  as  hospitals,  court  houses,  college  parks,  etc.  In  addition 
to  this,  except  in  a  few  instances,  demonstrations  have  been  given  of  the 
treatment  of  a  large  number  of  fruit  trees,  in  order  to  prolong:  the  useful- 
ness, therefore,  the  value  of  such  trees.  This  work  should  be  continued,  as 
it  will  necessarily  take  a  number  of  years  to  develop  some  of  the  beautiful 
trees  already  in  public  grounds.  These  trees,  in  many  instances,  will  be 
lost  from  wounds  produced  by  a  great  number  of  causes,  such  as  fires,  in- 
sects, storms,  lightning,  etc.,  if  they  are  not  cured  by  skillful  and  scientific 
surgery.  If  this  Is  followed  up,  it  will  be  f  great  value  and  satisfaction 
to  many  citizens  and  will  be  a  positive  contribution  to  the  beauty  and  at- 
tractiveness of  public  grounds  all  over  the  state. 

Cold  Storage. 

The  employment  of  cold  storage  for  the  preservation  of  food  products  has 
become  an  extensive  industry  all  over  the  country.  It  is  a  recognized  ne- 
cessity. The  proper  use  of  storage  is  proving  an  enterprise  of  great  use- 
ful ne^s  to  producers  and  consumers  of  such  products.  It  enables  the  wide 
distribution,  as  to  time,  of  such  products  and  in  many  instances,  pre- 
vents inevitable  loss  which  would  occur  In  the  absence  of  such  facilities. 
1^0  one  seems  to  possess  anything  like  exact  knowledge  of  the  location,  ca- 
pacity and  quality  of  storage  in  the  state. 

It  is  recommended  that  some  legislation,  authorizing  the  accumulation 
of  this  data  and  the  competent  Inspection  of  public  storage  enterprises 
be  established  as  to  the  respective  rights  and  duties  of  those  who  re- 
quire use  of  storage  space,  and  those  who  supply  it,  with  possible  regula- 
tion of  charges  on  such  service. 

The  enforcement  of  such  law,  should  repose  in  the  officers  of  the  State 
Agricultural  Department.  It  is  believed  that  a  small  appropriation 
for  the  accumulation  of  such  data  and  for  the  promotion  and  encourage- 
ment, as  well  as  the  establishment  of  such  an  enterprise  would  also  aid 
in  the  increase  of  this  important  work  and  therefore  improve  the  necessary 
facilities  for  the  successful  handling  of  the  food  problem  of  the  state,  and 
such  legislation  is  recommended.  Fair  legislation  on  this  subject  would 
work  wonders  and  be  valuable  to  those  who  use,  as  well  as  those  who  sup- 
ply storage. 

West  Virginia  Sire  Registration  Law. 

The  last  session  of  the  Legislature  enacted  a  law  requiring  the  registra- 
tion of  stallions  and  jacks  used  for  public  breeding  purposes.    This  law 
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also  permits,  but  does  not  require  the  registration  and  examination  of 
sires  and  other  live  stock  used  for  such  purposes.  The  law  became  effect- 
ive April  the  1st,  1918.  It  has,  thus  far,  been  enforced  efficiently  and 
carefully.  This  law  needs  some  slight  amendment.  Legislation  on  this 
subject  will  unquestionably  give  better  results.  As  it  is  now,  it  protects 
those  who  purchase  such  service  against  deception,  and  greatly  encour- 
ages those  who  are  breeders  to  handle  nothing  but  pure-bred  breeding 
live  stock  and  will  ultimately  wipe  out  the  use  of  scrubs  and  greatly  en- 
courage the  use  of  pure-bred  sires  of  splendid  type. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  report  submitted  by  the  veterinarians  on  this 
subject.  • 

Orchard  Investigation. 

The  commercial  planting  of  orchards  has,  in  the  state  of  West  Virginia 
become  quite  extensive.  The  state  is  now  one  of  the  big  producers  of 
peaches  and  is  either  third  or  fourth  on  the  list  of  states  as  a  producer  oC 
apples.  The  quality  of  both  of  these  fruits  produced  in  West  Virginia  com- 
pares most  favorably  with  that  produced  in  any  of  the  states.  The  apples 
produced  in  Oregon  and  Washington,  possibly  excel  those  produced  in  West 
Virginia  to  a  small  extent  in  appearance,  but  in  actual  quality,  they  are 
inferior  as  every  one  here  believes.  The  success  or  failure  of  the  orchard 
industry  depends  upon  the  ready  sale  of  the  product  at  a  price  giving  a 
good  margin  on  the  profit  side.  That  which  will  control  the 
price  most  is  the  supply,  following  the  well  known  rule.  The  produc- 
tion of  an  orchard  up  to  bearing  age  is  a  number  of  years.  In  the  case  of 
peaches,  four  years;  in  the  case  of  apples,  ten  years.  The  life  of  a  peach 
tree  is  short,  as  compared  with  an  apple  tree.  No  publication  in  the 
country  is  extant  showing  the  rate  of  planting  or  evidences  upon  the 
outgoing  of  the  industry  as  to  either  of  these  fruits  in  any  of  the  other 
states.  Information  as  to  the  rate  of  planting  and  as  to  specified  instances 
of  decadence,  as  to  large  orchard  enterprises,  is  extremely  important  to  our 
people.  It  would  be  of  tremendous  value  to  West  Virginia  fruit  growers, 
as  well  as  owners  of  land  finely  adapted  to  fruit  culture,  to  know  whether 
the  orchard  planting  was  likely  to  be  in  excess  of  the  fruit  demand  or  not 
and  therefore  destructive  to  the  profit  of  the  fruit  business.  Ekiually  im- 
portant would  it  be  to  know  that  decadence  was  at  an  increased  rate  in 
other  sections  of  the  country.  This  information  is  needed  by  those  inter- 
ested in  West  Virginia  to  guide  them  in  the  better  cai^of  orchards  whicjL 
they  have;  and  to  discontinue  the  planting  and  possibly  abandon  the  indus- 
try in  certain  parts  of  the  state. 

With  a  view  to  securing  this  information  a  committee  of  two  of  the  lead- 
ing orchard  men  viz:  Mr.  G.  F.  Miller  and  Mr.  Adrian  Ailes,  to  gather 
this  information.  These  are  men  of  high  character  and  fully  competent  to 
tender  the  service.  They  immediately  set  about  to  accomplish  the  work, 
but,  "while  in  the  midst  of  it,  and  before  it  was  completed,  Mr.  Aills  was 
called  to  Army  service,  which  by  agreement,  among  the  committee  and 
myself,  was  a  good  reason  for  suspending  the  investigation,  until  his  re- 
turn to  private  life.  It  is  my  intention  at  t]iat  time  to  actively  begin  this 
investigation,  bringing  it  to  a  close  so  as  to  publish  the  results.    The  par- 
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tlal  tntormatlon  on  this  stibjeet  diacloMs  some  tnterestfiis  and  yrery  im- 
porUnt  facta  which  goes  to  show  of  what  great  value  the  ultimate  report 
will  be  to  our  people,  e.  g.  the  planting  of  peach  treee  had  then,  and  has 
since,  been  practically  discontinued  throughout  the  country.     Ebcoept  in 
a  small  way  In  one  state,  the  peach  industry  in  one  large  section  in  the 
southern  states  has  practically  passed  out,  while  in  the  northern  states  it 
was  found  to  be  in  a  state  of  complete  decadence  with  no  indication  of  a 
revival.    Another  instance  gathered  from  this  important  information  is 
the  observation  that  the  "Boom  Orchard"  enterprise,  consisting  of  acreage 
and  stock  sales  have  all  ceased  operation  and  most  of  them  have  gone  into 
the  scrap  heap,  so  to  speak. 

I  hope  very  much  that  the  money  will  be  specifically  appropriated  for 
carrying  on  this  work  even  more  thoroughly  than  ever  before,  because  ot 
Its  great  importance  to  the  state  and  the  future  of  the  great  fruit  industry 
already  established  in  our  state. 

Cedar  Rust. 

Cedar  rust  Is  a  fungus  which  In  its  parasitical  life  attacks  both  the  cedar 
tree  and  the  apple.  It  seems  to  work  the  greatest  injury  to  the  latter.  It 
is  a  disease  which  spends  a  part  of  its  life  on  the  cedar  tree  and  produces 
what  is  commonly  known  as  "cedar  apple"  which  In  fact  is  a  mass  ot 
spores  which  at  a  certain  period  of  development  breaks  open  and  the 
spores  are  carried  as  much  as  a  mile.  Apple  trees  within  range  of  that 
diFtance  are  attacked  and  serious  Injury  is  done  both  to  the  foliage  and 
fruit.  Some  success  has  been  obtained  by  timely  spraying  of  trees  for  the 
purpose  of  killing  these  spores  before  they  develop  on  the  apple.  A  far 
greater  and  more  substantial,  and  in  the  end  less  costly  means  is  in  the 
destruction  of  the  cedar  trees.  This  fungus,  therefore,  would  be  wiped  out, 
since  It  must  have  cedar  trees  upon  which  to  live  during  certain  periods 
of  existence  .  Much  work  has  been  done  in  the  region  of  Berkeley,  JefFer- 
son,  Morgan  and  Hampshire  counties,  and  some  little  work  in  other  re- 
gions of  the  state  in  co-operation  with  land  owners  and  fruit  growers  in 
destroying  cedar  trees  so  as  to  wipe  out  this  great  menace  and  source  of 
serious  injury  to  the  fruit  industry.  The  work  in  the  counties  mentioned 
has  resulted  very  satisfactorily  to  all  concerned,  but  it  has  cost  cohsider- 
able  money.  In  the  region  mentioned  cedar  trees  are  very  abundant  in 
waste  places,  public  highways,  private  lanes,  fence  rows.  etc.  This  work 
has  not  been  competed  in  the  state  and  should  be  continually  pursued 
until  the  cedar  trees  are  wiped  out  in  sections  of  the  state  where  apple  cul- 
ture has  been  or  is  being  developed.  It  will  be  necessary  to  have  further 
appropriations  in  order  to  carry  on  this  work.  Authority  for  doing  It 
resides  in  what  is  known  as  the  Crop  Pest  Act  of  the  Legislature,  which 
gives  authority  and  requires  the  performance  of  duties  within  stated  for 
bringing  the  various  pests  injurious  to  orchards  and  crops  under  control 
and  where  possible  to  eradicate  them. 

In  the  past  it  was  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  for  the  whole  crop  of 
apples  in  a  number  of  orchards  to  be  so  injured.  This  attack  which  affects 
the  apple  in  such  manner  as  tg  unfit  it  for  commercial  use  results  in  thou- 
sands of  dollars  injury  to  growers.    These  injuries  have  usually  occurred 
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in  orchards  where  adjoining  property  was  not  devoted  to  apple  culture,  but 
where  a  number  of  cedar  trees  are  located,  as  above  stated.  Relatively,  the 
cedar  trees  have  but  little  value  as  compared  to  the  value  of  the  orchard, 
and  the  injury  wrought  by  this  pernicious  fruit  tree  disease. 

*'17-Year  Locust." 

Considerable  work  has  also  been  done  under  the  operation  of  the  State 
Entomologist  in  this  department  i)i  locating  and  defining  the  occurrence  of 
broods  of  so-called  17  year  old  locusts,  "Periodical  Cicada."  It  is  extremely 
necessary  that  land  owners  or  orchardists  should  know  when  this  insect 
will  make  its  appearance,  as  it  practldally  exterminates  young  apple  and 
other  fruit  trees  in  the  territory  covered  by  the  brood.  This  injury  is 
worked  by  the  thousands  of  punctures  and  wounds  made  upon  the  young 
trees  by  this  insect  in  the  process  of  depositing  eggs.  When  the  grower 
knows  the  exact  year  and  territory  within  which  this  insect  will  appear 
the  planting  of  fruit  trees  can  be  delayed  until  after  its  disappearance 
and  before  it  appears  again.  The  tfee  will  have  beocme  old  enough  to 
suffer  but  little,  if  any  injury.  There  are  a  number  of  broods  in  the  state 
and  their  location  has  been  pretty  well  worked  out,  but  new  broods  are 
likely  to  develop  and  observations  and  publications  from  year  to  year 
should  be  made  for  public  benefit. 

Orchard  Inspection. 

I  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  State  Entomologist,  W.  E.  Rumsey, 
upon  this  subject.  A  few  years  ago  West  Virginia  had  but  little  definite 
knowledge  of  the  numerous  fungus  and  insect  enemies  of  orchard  and  or- 
chard products.  An  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  passed  authorizing  the  in- 
spection of  nurseries  and  orchards  and  requiring  certicates  of  inspection 
showing  freedom  of  such  pests  by  outside  nurseries  selling  nursery  stock 
in  this  State.  It  was  a  part  of  my  duties  as  Director  of  the  Experiment 
Station,  which  position  I  held  at  that  time,  to  enforce  this  statute  and  the 
result  of  the  few  years  along  this  line  with  the  co-operation  of  a  few 
people,  enthusiastic  orchardists  and  good  citizens,  fine  results  were  quickly 
obtained  and  definite  information  in  the  form  of  bulletins,  reports  and 
circulars  were  widely  distributed.  Associations  of  fruit  growers  were 
formed;  nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State  was  closely  watched  and  in- 
spected; the  native  nurserymen  were  instructed  and  their  nurseries  in- 
ftpected  resulting  in  greater  eflajciency  in  their  work  and  field  inspection  of 
orchards  were  made  annually. 

The  present  so-called  Crop  Pest  Law  is  an  amended  revision  of  the 
original  Act  above  mentioned.  The  present  State  Entomologist  was  then 
intimately  associated  with  the  above  mentioned  work.  A  result  of  that 
work  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  orchard  interests  of  the  State, 
but  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done. 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1917  extensive  orchard  inspection  was  made 
by  the  inspectors  of  this  department  under  my  direction,  and  a  table  set- 
ting out  this  work  in  detail  by  Mr.  Rumsey  shows  the  inspection  that 
year  of  fruit  trees  amounting  to  1,854,091  trees. 
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This  was  the  first  ttaorouffh  inspection  that  had  been  made  for  seTerel 
years.  It  must  be  followed  up  by  more  or  less  complete  inspection  each 
succeeding  year  in  order  to  secure  the  best  results.  During  the  orchard 
inspection  the  owners  were  notified  of  the  results  of  the  inspection  and 
their  attention  was  directed  to  trees  marked  for  treatment  in  case  of  the 
insect  or  disease  Indicated  in  that  notice;  also  of  trees  marked  for  de- 
struction in  case  of  Peach  Yellows,  an  Incurable  disease  rery  destructive 
to  peach  trees. 

The  State  Entomologist  remarks  in  his  report  that  while  Peach  Tel- 
lows  was  found  in  abundance  in  Eastern  peach  l»elt  in  Potomac  Valley, 
San  Jose  Scale  was  "conspicuous  by  Its  absence.'*  He  says  ''during  all  my 
travels  in  this  fruit  section  since  1901,  I  have  never  known  the  scale  insect 
to  be  so  scarce  or  so  little  damage  done  by  It  as  during  the  year  1917." 
The  fruit  grower  has  learned  how  to  control  this  insect  and  put  his  infor- 
mation Into  practice;  but  for  this  work  by  the  orchard  owner  the  fruit 
business  would  have  been  wiped  out.  This  efficient  service  is  the  direct 
result  of  orchard  inspection  conducted  by  the  present  Commissioner  oC 
Agriculture  and  those  who  work  with  him.  The  good  results  flowing  from 
this  work  has  been  worth  many  times  to  West  Virginia  the  whole  expendi 
ture  that  has  ever  been  made  in  the  State  for  agricultural  work.  Without 
the  public  activity  and  the  enactment  of  sensible  law  on  the  subject  it 
would  never  have  been  possible  for  West  Virginia  to  be  famous  as  one  of 
the  great  fruit  producing  states.  Instead  of  being  the  third  producer  ot 
apples  of  the  finest  quality  found  in  the  market  anywhere  our  whole  fruit 
industry  would  have  amounted  to  naught.  An  up-to-date  orchardist  has 
no  fear  whatever  of  the  scale.  Not  so  with  the  peach  yellows.  This  is  an 
insidious  disease  that  creeps  into  the  orchard  like  a  thief  in  the  night. 
not  visible  to  the  naked  eye,  it  nevertheless  travels  from  tree  to  tree,  and 
whenever  the  tree  becomes  thus  infected  it  should  be  immediately  de- 
stroyed.   There  is  no  known  cure  for  Peach  Yellows.

Nursery  Inspection. 

While  the  Nursery  industry  in  West  Virginia  is  relatively  small  it  is 
of  considerable  importance  and  the  Statute  requiring  annual  inspection 
and  certification  of  these  nurseries  should  be  continued.  Attention  Is  call- 
ed to  the  report  of  the  State  Entomologist  of  all  nurseries  inspected.  The 
Crop  Pest  Law  under  which  this  work  is  being  carried  on  requires  the  reg- 
istration of  nurserymen  from  other  States  doing  business  in  West  Vir- 
ginia. This  is  an  important  requirement  in  behalf  of  the  purchasing  of 
nursery  trees  and  the  thoroughness  with  which  this  portion  of  the  Act  has 
been  enforced  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  buyers  of  fruit  trees  in  West  Vir- 
ginia. The  list  of  all  such  registration  filed  is  a  part  of  the  Entomologist's 
report. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  report  of  the  Entomologist  bearing  upon 
the  subject  of  Nursery  Stock  being  imported  into  West  Virginia  from 
Europe. 
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Broom  Corn. 

A  number  of  brooms  are  manufactured  at  the  penitentiary  by  convict  la- 
bor, but  with  possible  slight  exception  all  of  the  broom  corn  used  is  grown 
in  other  states,  probably  Oklahoma  and  Missouri  furnishing  the  major  part 
of  it.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  a  few  small  enterprises  operated  by 
hand  machinery  with  one  or  two  workers  in  each  case.  Most  of  the 
brooms,  therefore,  used  in  the  State  are  not  made  in  it  and  practically  all 
of  the  corn  with  the  above  noted  slight  exception  is  produced  #  in  other 
states.  Observation  and  experience  have  shewn,  however,  that  the  quality 
of  broom  corn  is  the  very  best  and  that  the  yield  per  acre  is  fully  up  to  the 
average  or  better.  The  corn  grown  in  West  Virginia  is  a  shorter  brush 
and  finer  fiber  than  most  of  the  corn  that  is  found  on  the  market.  Any 
soil  which  will  grow  field  corn  will  grow  broom  corn.  A  light  loam  «sandy 
bottom  and  upland  light  soil  produces  an  ideal  product  from  which  the 
finest  brooms  can  be  made.  Persons  who  have  reasonable  talent  for  operat- 
ing simple  machinery  can  quickly  learn  to  skillfully  perform  each  step  in 
the  manufacturing  of  a  broom.  All  the  machinery  necessary  to  perform 
the  different  steps  in  making  brooms  can  be  had  for  about  $80.00,  thus 
bringing  it  within  the  reach  of  anyone.  Manufacturers  of  the  larger  agri- 
cultural enterprises  in  the  State  can  work  the  broom  industry  as  a  State 
issue  successfully;  a  few  acres  of  corn  would  supply  sufficient  material  to 
occupy  laborers  who  would  be  needed  during  the  other  seasons  of  the 
year,  spring,  summer  and  fall,  and  during  the  bad  months  would  furnish 
them  remunerative  employment,  keeping  them  on  the  Job  at  agreeable  and 
comfortable  work,  out  of  the  mud  and  snow  so  that* they  would  be  ready 
when  the  other  activities  of  the  enterprise  began  in  the  spring,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  would  bring  in  a  very  nice  contribution  to  the  income  of  the 
enterprise. 

The  department  has  a  special  agent  who  has  had  extensive  experience  in 
growing  corn  and  manufacturing  brooms,  who  is  at  work  locating  those 
engaged  in  the  business  now  and  extending  information  on  the  subject 
with  a  view  of  inciting  many  others  to  grow  broom  corn  and  make  brooms. 
I  believe  from  information  now  in  hand  that  the  State  is  buying  from  two 
to  three  million  dollars  worth  of  brooms  from  other  states  each  year. 
These  brooms  are  no  better  in  any  respect  than  can  be  easily  made  in 
West  Virginia  at  a  profit,  and  it  is  with  a  view  of  having  the  corn  pro- 
duced and  the  brooms  made  in  West  Virginia,  thus  giving  congenial  and 
profitable  employment  to  our  own  citizens  and  keeping  this  large  sum  of 
mpney  in  the  State.  This  work  has  been  begun  and  should  be  continued 
and  intensified  until  this  result  has  been  obtained,  and  should  be  kept  up 

thereafter  with  a  view  to  having  some  brooms  to  sell  outside  of  the  State. 

* 

Agricuiturai  Associations. 

Agricultural  fairs  and  other  associations  engaged  in  producing,  advertis- 
ing and  handling  agricultural  crops,  have  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  in 
every  way.  In  many  countries  large  sums  of  money  are  expended  in  ex- 
hibits, premiums  and  expert  direction  and  assistance.  It  is  stated  that  the 
fair  and  racing  association  of  Argentine  Republic  has  been  the  chief  stimu- 
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lating  cauBe  of  the  wonderful  acricaltarml  deTelopment  in  tliat  ooantry,  es- 
pecially the  lire  stock  industry.  In  states  where  ffreat  attention  has  been 
^ven  to  state  and  county  fUrs  the  benefits  are  plainly  obvious,  ^liis  is  an 
ace  of  organisation  and  co-operation,  and  these  two  instmmentalitieB 
properly  guided  and  encouraged  will  produce  wonderful  results.  Rela- 
tively, but  little  has  been  done  in  West  Virginia  along  this  line.  Probably 
in  no  other  state  in  the  Union  would  there  l»e  a  more  ready  response  in 
substantial  improvement  to  a  sensible  and  well  sustained  effort  along  this 
line.  Wnatever  can  be  done  under  the  circumstances  to  promote  the 
grange,  live  stook.  poultry,  beekeepers  and  horticulture  societies  and 
assoi'iations  has  been  done.  Local  associations  as  subsidiary  parts  of 
state  associations,  or  even  local  and  independent  organizations  can  be 
greatly  benefitted  by  well  directed  service  from  this  department. 

Adequate  appropriations  for  carrying  on  this  important  work  for  the 
succeeding  two  years  is  therefore  earnestly  recommended. 


Weekly  Market  Bulletin. 

The  Weekly  Market  Bulletin  published  by  the  department  has  proved 
both  popular  and  useful  to  the  people  of  the  State.  It  is  now  a  printed 
bulletin  of  eight  pages,  Issued  weekly  and  having  at  this  time  a  circulation 
of  10,000  in  the  State.  The  number  of  requests  for  this  bulletin  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  The  field  of  its  work  Is  extensive  in  other  ways  and 
it  should  now  be  changed  to  a  sixteen  page  bulletin.  The  postage  is  very 
low,  as  it  is  mailed  otit  under  a  Special  Act  of  Congress  at  a  rate  so  low 
as  to  be  almost  free.  Weekly  it  publishes  a  list  of  farm  productions  and 
things  for  sale  and  a  list  of  agricultural  things  which  others  desire  to  pur- 
chase. Many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  business  has  been  the  outgrowth 
of  this  bulletin  between  those  who  have  something  to  sell  and  those  who 
wish  to  buy  and  always  without  cost  of  publication  or  commissions,  the 
financial  transactions,  of  course,  being  conducted  always  between  the  con- 
sumer and  producer  who  have  been  brought  together  by  means  of  this 
publication. 

Fertilizer  Law. 

An  Act  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  transferring  the 
fertilizer  control  from  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  to  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  under  supervision  of  the  Commissioner.  This 
law  took  effect  on  May  12,  1917.  The  inspection  work  has  been  done  by 
agents  of  the  department  operating  out  of  Charleston,  but  under  a  con- 
tract between  the  Director  of  Experiment  Station  and  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture.  The  analysis  of  the  {ertilizer  has  done  up  to  this  time  at 
the  Experiment  Station  chemical  laboratories.  The  work  has  been  en- 
tirely satisfactory  and  at  fair  cost  although  not  with  the  same  economy  or 
convenience  as  could  be  done  in  laboratories  at  the  Capitol.  Very  con- 
siderable work  has  been  done  preparing  rooms  fot^  conducting  this  work 
in  the  basements  of  the  Capitol  building. 

A  major  part  of  the  cost  of  this  work  has  been  defrayed  out  of  the  op- 
erations and  earnings  of  the  fertilizer  law.    While  this  statute  is  not  as 
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perfect  as  the  old  law,  there  having  been  some  changes  made  by  the  Leg- 
islature, still  it  is  a  good  effective  statute  and  needs  no  special  amendment 
at  this  time. 

The  receipts  arising  out  of  the  operation  of  this  law  and  disbursement 
is  reported  in  the  statement  of  the  fiscal  agent  of  this  department  and  re- 
port of  auditing  department  of  Tax  Commissioner's  Office. 

Stock  Food  Law. 

In  most  states  there  is  an  effective  law  governing  the  sale  of  stock  foods 
where  more  than  one  material  enters  into  composition.  Many  of  the 
foods  used  for  animals  found  on  market  do  not  disclose  by  their  appear- 
ance their  food  value  nor  is  it  possible  to  determine  the  material  out  o£ 
which  the  food  is  made.  It  is  believed  that  purchasers  are  often  deceived 
and  possibly  suffer  considerable  injury  from  lack  of  information  as  to 
what  the  food  value  and  contents  of  such  productions  are.  All  of  the 
states  touching  West  Virginia  have  such  laws  giving  their  citizens  protec- 
tion, while  West  Virginia  is  often  the  dumping  ground  of  food  materials 
which  cannot  be  sold  in  the  adjoining  states.  This  works  a  hardship 
upon  West  Virginia  and  a  fair  law  should  be  enacted  giving  to  our  citi- 
zens the  same  protection  as  is  given  to  citizens  In  other  states.  This  law 
need  not  be  a  burden  on  the  taxpayer,  but  the  cost  of  inspection,  analysis 
and  publications  can  be  borne  out  of  the  small  tonnage  fee  in  a  similar 
manner  to  the  law  on  fertilzers. 

Library. 

There  have  accumulated  in  the  department  a  large  number  of  books 
chiefly  relating  to  agriculture,  periodicals,  sclentic  journals,  reports  and 
publications  on  related  subjects  from  various  departments  and  scientific 
instltntlons. 

In  carrying  out  the  act  of  the  legislature,  relative  to  the  registration  of 
breeding  sires,  a  very  important  law  which,  when  understood  and  en- 
forced will  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  to  West  Virginia.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  have  stud  and  herd  books  of  the  various  live  stock  associ- 
ations of  the  country.  These  are  necessary  for  the  accurate  determination 
of  the  breeding  of  an  animal  and  for  the  purpose  of  passing  correctly  upon 
the  report  and  statement  of  the  owner  as  to  the  l)reeding  of  an  animal  for 
registration.  These  records  are  extremely  valuable  as  sources  of  infor- 
mation, therefore  a  protection  to  any  West  Virginian  who  buys  any  ani- 
mal with  an  alleged  pedigree. 

Some  of  these  annual  stud  and  herd  books  have  been  given  to  the  de- 
partment, while  many  of  them  must  be  acquired  by  purchase.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  expert  workers  to  have  easy  ac- 
cess to  a  number  of  the  best  references  upon  the  subject  in  which  they  are 
engaged.  It  is  just  as  important  for  them  to  have  such  a  working  library 
at  hand,  as  it  is  for  the  lawyer,  doctor  or  any  other  professional  man 
to  have  an  office  library. 

The  department  is  now  in  process  of  cataloguing  this  very  considerable 
library  and  making  arrangements,  shelving  and  cataloguing  other  acces- 
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stons.  Neoessarlly,  this  Is  InvolTing  m  Tery  consldermble  expense  at  this 
time  and  will  continue  to  be  a  source  of  great  outlay  from  year  to  year. 
Therefore,  provisions  must  be  made  out  of  some  fund  In  the  department 
for  carrying  on  this  work,  as  well  as  for  the  annual  subscription  cost  fbr 
current  publications.  It  must  be  remembered  that  war  conditions,  as 
enforced  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  down  our  printing  material  haye 
brought  about  regulations  prohibiting  free  exchange  of  periodical  publi- 
cation. This  necessarily  imposes  an  additional  charge  against  the  fond 
of  the  department

It  iB  prlmarllr  of  ipeclal  note  to  subintt  the  tact,  tbat  tbe  Initial  effort 
m  the  Department  ot  Acrlcultnre,  bM  bMn  att«nde<l  bj  almost  pbeoomenal 
BucceM  and  tbe  intense  fntereet  maniteeted  tn  this  branch  of  the  serrlce, 
hae  far  exceeded  the  expectatfoni  ot  the  most  skeptical.  It  Is  certain]; 
talr  to  eubmlt  that  the  results  have  b)*  far  outbalanced  the  effort. 

The  nature,  character  and  scope  ol  this  phase  of  the  work  has  been  as 
follows:  to  build  np  the  trucklDf  industry  and  to  secure  greater  food  pro- 
daetlon. 

First,  two  months  was  spent  among  the  farmers  and  truck  growers  In  an 
endeavor  to  persuade  tbem  to  plant  more  exteoslvely  and  eecnrfng  data  and

listing  potato  and  truck  growers  In  order  that  the  department  mar  set  In 
closer  touch  with  the  growers  and  assist  tbem  In  profitably  planting  their 
products. 

Realizing  early  the  great  need  of  an  opportunity  tor  truck  growing  and 
the  opportunity  tor  securing  labor  that  might  otherwise  be  lost  upon  the 
lands  owned  by  mining  and  lumber  companies  of  the  state,  a  good  part  ot 
the  time  was  devoted  to  the  assisting  of  several  companies  In  encouraging 
their  employees  to  plant  gardens,  the  result  ot  which  was  far  greater  than 
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one  had  hoped  for  and  notable  examples  were  at  the  plant  of  the  Winding 
Golf  Ck>llierleB  Company  In  Raleigh  County,  where  last  year  under  di- 
rection of  this  department,  one  hundred  and  seyenty  gardens,  which 
previous  to  this  time  no  effort  had  been  put  forth  for  food  production.  The 
Talue  of  these  gardens  expressed  in  terms  of  dollars  was  more  than  $20,- 
000.00 — in  terms  of  satisfaction  and  good  health  it  is  beyond  estimate, 
wh^n  one  realizes  the  fact  that  a  supply  of  fresh  Tegetables  had  preTious 
to  this  time  been  impossible  to  obtain.  At  this  particular  point  the  sup- 
ply of  garden  products  purchased  by  the  company  amounted  to  more  than 
two  thousand  bushels  of  potatoes,  eight  hundred  bushels  of  beans  and 
other  products  in  like  proportion — ^many  of  their  employees  canning  a.  sup- 
ply for  the  winter.  Among  the  many  other  companies  co-operating  with 
tho  department  were  the  United  States  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  Gary,  where 
there  were  more  than  one  thousand  gardens,  the  value  of  vegetables 
amounting  to  thousands  of  dollars.  At  the  plant  of  the  Superior  Poca- 
hontas Coal  Company  at  Davy,  the  Anchor  Coal  Company,  High  Coal,  the 
Lowmoor  Iron  Company,  Kaymoor,  the  Colcord  Coal  Company,  Colcord 
and  others,  splendid  results  were  obtained.  During  the  winter  months 
much  time  was  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  Bulletin  No. '31,  a  copy  of 
which  accompanies  this  report,  and  such  time  as  could  be  spared  from'  the 
above  mentioned  work  and  routine  work  of  the  office  was  devoted  to  plans- 
for  the  extension  of  work  with  mining  and  lumber  companies  along  gar- 
dening lines  this  year  and  assisting  in  the  organization  of  the  Patriotic 
Garden  League  in  the  cities  and  town  of  the  state.  Organizations  were

Logan  Mining  Company,  Logan, 
West  Virginia,  seven  hundred  gardens  at  eight  mines,  estimated  value  of 
produce  tTO.000.00.  Winding  Gulf  Collieries  Company,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-flve  gardens  with  an  estimated  value  of  produce  of  136.000.00. 
Other  companies  throughout  the  state  havd  shown  splendid  interest  and 
were  supplied  with  bulletins  from  this  department  and  great  credit  Is  due 
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to  all  for  their  heart?  cooperation  and  assistance  In  hrlnglng  abont  a 
vast  Increase  in  food  production  under  the  present  conditions  which  have 
been  forced  upon  the  counties  through  the  depredations  of  war.  In  order 
to  further  etlmulate  Interest  many  ot  these  companies  furnished  4he  land, 
plowed  and  fenced  it  free,  fertllzer  and  seeds  at  cost  and  gave  prizes 
amounting  to  us  much  as  JGOO.OO  at  some  of  the  larger  plants,  ranging  to 
{150.00  at  the  smaller  plants.

In  order  to  further  extend  this  work  as  It  should  be,  a  large  force  ot  com- 
petent men  could  be  pTofltabl?  employed  throughout  the  planting  and 
growing  season  to  properly  direct  an8  assist  in  planning,  planting  and 
maintaining  this  work.  Extension  of  this  work  is  merely  started,  not  to 
apeak  of  the  wonderful  possibilities  in  the  development  of  truck  growing 
centers  in  the  Kanawha  and  Ohio  valleys  and  other  sections  of  the  State, 
plans  for  which  have  been  undertaken. 

A  sum  not  less  than  (20,000.00  should  be  appropriated  for  the  continu- 
ance of  the  woik  of  developing  this  great  field  for  Increased  production  o{ 
food. 
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St«t*m*nt  of  CHARLES  H.  HENNINQ, 
Chltf  of  Buroau  of  Marktto. 

At  a  recent  session  of  the  Legislature  an  Act  was  iMissed  creating  as  a 
part  of  the  State  Department  of  Agricultare  a  Bureau  of  Ifarketa. 

This  act  seems  to  hare  been  borrowed  largely  from  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York  where  the  conditions  are  rery  different  to  those  existing 
In  West  Virginia. 

In  order  to  make  It  applicable  and  a  means  of  high  efllclencj  it  will 
have  to  be  materially  amended. 

West  Virginia  has  been  peculiarly  wanting  In  regulations  for  goTemin^ 
all  sorts  of  foods  of  agricultural  production.    This  is  true  almost  without 
exception.    We  hare  never  had  a  food  law  or  stock  food  law,  and  until 
this,  nothing  in  the  nature  of  market  regulations  except  some  municipal 
laws  In  a  few  of  the  larger  cities.    With  very  few  exceptions  there  are 
no  market  houses  In  West  Virginia.    As  a  rule  those  who  hare  been 
handling  the  food  proposition  are  not  very  friendly  to  the  Idea  of  public 
markets.    In  order  that  anything  be  accomplished  we  must  pass  throosh 
an  era  of  education.    My  idea  is  that  the  work  of  a  Bureau  like  this  has 
a  dual  purpose;  first  To  Incite  proper  production.    Second.  To  bring  the 
producer  to  the  consumer  with  the  least  cost  and  Inconvenience  to  both. 

During  the  short  period  of  the  operation  of  this  law  since  my  appoint- 
ment much  good  work  has  been  done.  The  names  and  addresses  of  large 
numbers  of  producers  of  the  various  West  Virginia  agricultural  products 
have  been  listed.  In  the  case  of  peach  and  apple  production  which  is 
rery  extensive  in  the  State,  this  has  been  very  greatly  worked  out  by  my 
co-laborer,  Hon.  W.  H.  Somera.  The  result  was  published  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  copies  have  been  supplied  to  a  large  number  of  West  Virginians 
and  outside  buyers  of  these  two  Important  productions. 

A  special  work  has  been  done  by  the  Bureau  in  securing  the  right 
kind  of  transportation  and  handling  of  these  and  other  perishable  prod- 
ucts; also  In  obtaining  supplies,  barrel  shook  and  other  packages  such 
as  peach  and  tomato  baskets,  cabbage  crates,  etc.  The  transportation  was 
made  much  more  difficult  during  tlie  war  than  in  normal  times,  nevei^ 
theless  this  service  has  been  exceptionally  good  during  this  period. 

Much  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  the  Bureau  to  other  offices  ot; 
the  Department  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  truckinsr, 
truck  growers  associations,  canning  enterprises  and  horticultural  work, 
and  very  considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  encourage  the  storage  ot 
perishable  products  in  or  near  the  community  where  produced  rather  than 
to  encourage  the  sale  of  Immediate  surplus  to  remote  markets  and  which 
would  be  followed  inevitabljr  by  the  re-shipment  of  the  same  product  to 
supply  the  local  houses  until  the  ripening  of  the  next  crop.  In  order 
that  this  can  be  done  there  is  much  'that  can  be  done  by  the  State  on  the 
subject  of  storage.  The  establishment  of  small,  efficient  storage  enter- 
prises to  take  care  of  local  production  thus  avoiding  the  expense  and  loss 
from  transportation  should  be  encouraged  and  will  be  of  wonderful  benefit 
to  the  State.  Information  bearing  on  this  subject  has  been  accumulated 
with  a  view  of  a  publication  for  general  distribution. 
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The  establishment  of  canneries  equipped  to  handle  all  of  the  surplus 
of  trucking  and  orchard  enterprises  will  go  a  long  way  to  solving  this 
problem.  Several  Truck  Growers'  Associations  are  being  developed  as 
well  as  ifeveral  new  panning  enterprises  and  it  is  the  expectation  of  this 
Bureau  to  operate  freely  with  those  having  such  work  in  charge. 

A  number  of  Instances  have  developed  where  a  surplus  of  potatoes  were 
shipped  out  of  this  State  and  immediately  following  those  shipments  car 
loads  of  potatoes  were  received  from  remote  places  like  Michigan,  Wis^ 
consin,  Minnesota  and  even  as  far  as  Ck>lorado.  To  break  up  this  un- 
profitable way  of  handling  perishable  products  will  require  time.  It  is 
very  ol^vious  from  Investigations  already  made  that  there  should  be  a 
law  of  the  State  requiring  the  inspection  and  empowering  the  regulation 
of  storage  houses.  Probably  a  license  fee  or  some  other  small  charge 
measured  by  the  volume  of  business  done  by  each  of  said  enterprises 
could  be  Imposed  by  the  Legislature  sufficient  to  bear  the  cost  -of  the 
administration  of  the  law. 

Very  much  good  has  been  accomplished  by  the  operation  of  this  Bureau 
consideri]|g  the  short  period  during  which  it  has  been  a  law  and  the 
very  meager  appropriation  for  carrying  on  the  work.  Unquestionably 
there  is  a  great  demand  and  necessity  for  this  kind  of  work  in  the 
State;  the  demand  is  unquestionably  popular  and  the  work  can  be  car- 
ried on  in  a  successful  and  efficient  way  among  those  who  are  most 
affected  by  it 

Units  of  collection  and  distribution  of  small  products  like  fresh  eggs 
can  be  made  with  great  benefit  to  the  State  to  both  consumer  and  pro- 
ducer. Such  work  will  encourage  greater  production,  will  standardize  the 
production  and  the  manner  of  handling  it  and  will  unquestionably  serve  a 
long  felt  want  among  many  consumers.  This  should  not  be  confined  to 
poultry  products  alone  but  should  be  extended  to  small  fruits,  dairy  prod- 
ucts and  possibly  to  other  products.  Some  work  has  been  done  along  this 
line,  enough  to  indicate  the  possibility  of  sufficient  operation  along  this 
11^  in  almost  every  part  of  the  State. 

Transportation  facilities  are  not  entirely  satisfactory  all  over  the  State 
but  some  of  it  can  be  handled  through  the  Post  Office  Depaftihent 

AGRICULTURAL  WORK  AMONG  NEGROES. 

There  are  approximately  100,000  Negroes  in  West  Virginia,  of  whom 
but  a  very  few  live  in  the  country.  They  live  almost  entirely  about  cities, 
towns  and  centers  employing  much  labor.  Perhaps,  one-half  of  one  per- 
cent would  represent  all  of  the  actual  farmers  of  the  race  in  the  State. 
This  race  hits  demonstrated  beyond  any  question  its  ability  to  carry  on, 
in  a  most  successful  way,  almost  every  form  of  agriculture.  They  have 
shown  marked  ability  along  the  line  of  raising  live  stock,  poultry,  in 
horticulture,  breeding  and  training  of  horses  and  in  swine  culture  and 
truck  gardening,  they  excel. 

It  has  long  been  obvious  that  there  was  a  fine  field  for  agriculture  among 
this  people.  Outside  of  a  very  limited  amount  of  work,  which  is  being 
carried  on  at  the  West  Virginia  Collegiate  Institute,  limited  because  of 
facilities  and  area,  nothing  has  been  done  by  government,  either  State  or 
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national  In  West  Vtrslnia  to  «neonrm(e  improremsnt  unonc  this  psople  In 
ftgrlculture. 

DurlDK  ibe  past  biennial  period,  both  %n«ii  and  women  haT«  beeo  em- 
ployed lor  this  purpoM  tj  thla  DepartmenL  Ther  have  dellT«Fe^lectarea. 
held  conferencM,  given  d«moastratlona  and  In  manr  other  waya,  pro- 
tnolad  a  greater  Intereat  In  this  work  among  their  people.  Leadera  Is 
churcbei,  educational  work,  protaealonal  and  bnalneaa  men  of  the  raca 
have  taken  hold  of  tbis  subject  with  much  Interest  and  have  lent  enconi^ 
agement  and  aid  in  many  ways. 

Of  course,  the  war  In  this  case,  as  In  erery  other,  has  Impeded  the 
progress  of  this  movement  greatly,  but  even  with  thla  handicap,  a  sincere 
and  working  Interest  has  been  aroused,  and  It  should  be  liberally  anp- 
ported.  That  the  Negroes  are  taking  kindly  to  thla  proposition  Is  erl- 
denced  by  the  Increased  amount  of  products  raised  by  them.  In  the  last  two 
years  and  tbe  many  demands  made  upon  this  Departmrait  for  advice  and 
asslBtance.  The  Americanism  displayed  by  these  people  daring  our  war 
was  magolBcent  They  have  been  called  and  have  answered  the  call  to 
arftis  In  a  manner  not  excelled  by  any  other  of  our  population.,  I  do  not 
recall  an  Instance  of  a  Negro  slacker  In  all  the  war  demands  upon  tbem. 
It  seems  to  me  that  now  Is  the  opportune  time  to  turn  their  attention  ez- 
teOBlvely  toward  agriculture  as  a  profitable  industry.  Our  nation  and 
State  can  be  materially  aided,  and  the  standard  of  educated  cltlzenabip 
elevated  by  helping  them  to  help  themselves,  and  In  no  better,  war  can 
this  be  done  than  by  teaching  them  the  value  of  producing  something 
and  by  stimulating  them  to  be  producers  aa  well  as  consumers.  There 
are  fourteen  members  of  this  race  who  have  from  time  to  time  been 
engaged  by  this  Department  In  this  work.  They  were  selected  with 
reference  to  their  training  and  experience  and  they  have  done  splendid 
work  and  obtained  fine  results.

Orchard  Inspection. 

Owing  to  the  negligence  and  Indifference  of  many  of  the  smaller  fmlt 
growers  to  destroy  trees  affected  with  peach  yellows  this  disease  again 
began  to  raise  havoc  with  the  peaeh  Industry  of  the  eastern  pan-handle 
and  other  portions  of  our  State  during  the  summer  of  1916.  Therefore, 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  decided  to  make  an  effort  to  check  this 
trouble  by  looking  up  the  diseased  trees  and  seeing  that  they  were 
promptly  destroyed. 

The  orchard  Inspection  work  began  July  2nd,  1917,  in  the  eastern  pan- 
handle and  was  continued  In  that  section  until  the  last  of  September. 
Much  more  territory  was  covered  and  more  thorough  work  done  In  this 
inspection  than  heretofore  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Inspectors  were 
kept  in  groups  and  transported  to  and  from  their  work  and  between 
orchards  In  automobiles. 

While  peach  yellows  was  found  In  abundance  throughout  the  eastern 
peach  belt,  San  Jose  scale  was  "conspicious  by  its  absence.".  During  all 
the  writer's  travels  in  this  fruit  section  since  1901  he  has  never  known 
the  scale  to  be  so  scarce  and  so  little  damage  done  by  it  as  was  apparent 
during  the  summer  of  1917.  Spraying  regularly  for  the  San  Jose  scale  is 
one  of  the  principal  items  on  the  program  of  the  eastern  fruit  grower  and 
it  is  surely  bringing  results.  In  this  section  the  up-to-date  orchardlst  has 
no  fear  of  this  scale — ^not  so  with  the  peach  yellows.  This  disease  enters 
his  orchard  like  a  thief  in  the  night  and  spreads  from  tree  to  tree.  The 
only  remedy  for  this  trouble  is  in  the  removal  of  the  affected  trees.  Hence 
the  necessity  of  the  little  peach  grower  as  well  as  the  big  ones  to  keep 
an  eye  open  and  destroy  a  yellows  tree  as  soon  as  it  can  be  detected.  The 
picture  on  page  44  gives  a  good  Idea  of  the  appearance  of  a  peach  tree  in 
an  advanced  stage  of  the  yellows.  Note  the  wiry  shoots  and  the  narrow 
leaves. 

During  the  winter  of  1917-18  much  of  the  Inspected  territory  in  the 
east  was  visited  to  learn  if  the  diseased  peach  trees  marked  by  the  In- 
spectors the  previous  simmer  had  been  removed  by  the  owners.  This 
follow-up  work  showed  that  nearly  all  the  yellows  trees  had  been  d^ 
stroyed  or  were  being  cut  out  at  the  time  the  owners  were  visited. 

In  other  portions  of  the  State  where  Inspection  was  carried  on  In  1917 
more  attention  was  given  to  hunting  out  the  San  Jose  scale.  This  pest 
was  found  to  be  doing  considerable  damage  in  some  of  the  southern  coun- 
ties of  the  State  where  heretoforje  but  little  inspection  work  had  been 
undertaken.  Orchard  owners  in  these  counties  were  given  definite  in- 
structions as  to  when  and  how  to  spray  for  this  orchard  pest  and  what 
materials  to  use.  Spraying  demonstrations  were  held  to  te^h  the  or- 
chardlsts  how  to  control  not  only  the  San  Jose  scale  but  the  codling 
moth,  curculio  and  other  Insects  and  also  plant  diseases.

Nursery  Inspection. 

The  number  of  West  Virginia  nurseries  are  growing  less  and  less  each 
year.  As  stated  in  my  last  biennial  report  (1915-16)  there  were  twenty- 
two  nurseries  in  our  State  in  1915.  The  following  year  they  dropped  to 
twenty  and  in  1917  we  had  but  thirteen.  It  is  the  "side  line"  nursery- 
men who  have  discovered  that  that  kind  of  a  nursery  business  does  not  pay 
and  are  dropping  out  of  the  race  one  by  one. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  tables  giying  the  nurseries  in- 
spected in  1916  and  1917.  These  tables  give  the  kinds  and  amount  oC 
stock  grown  and  also  the  acreage  of  each  nursery.

Re-sale  of  Nursery  Stock. 

Under  our  Crop  Pest  Law  West  Virginia  nurserymen  who  purchase  stock 
either  within  or  without  the  State  to  fill  their  orders  can  not  legally  handle 
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this  stock  under  their  nursery  inspection  certificate  without  it  first  having 
been  examined  by  a  duly  authorized  West  Virginia  inspector.  A  majority 
of  our  nurserymen  grow  all  the  stock  they  sell  or  ignore  this  part  of  our 
law  for  we  have  had  but  few  calls  to  inspect  nursery  stock  purchased 
for  re-sale.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  (July  1,  1916-June 
30,  1918)  we  have  been  notified  to  examine  stock  of  this  character  less 
than  a  half  dozen  times.  In  all  these  cases  the  parties  who  make  the  re- 
quest grow  but  a  garden  spot  of  trees  and  depend  on  purchasing  from  out- 
side sources  to  fill  their  orders.  Such  nurserymen  appear  to  the  public  as 
large  growers  because  they  take  orders  for  anything  desired  and  deliver 
the  goods.

Registration  of  Nurserymen. 

To  do  a  legal  business  in  our  State  all  nurserymen  must  register  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  pay  a  fee  of  Twenty  Dollars.  This 
includes  both  our  home  nursexles  and  those  of  other  states.  Below  is  a 
list  of  the  nurserymen  who  have  complied  with  our  law  for  the  period 
covered"  by  this  report,  in  so  far  as  registering  is  concerned.

Nursery  Stock  Imported  from  Europe  for  West  Virginia. 

The  amount  of  nursery  stock  shipped  Into  West  Virginia  from  foreign 
countries  shows  a  marked  decrease  in  consignn^ents  since  the  last  bien- 
*  nial  report.  Between  July  1,  1914,  and  June  30,  1916,  there  were  forty- 
two  shipments  from  Europe  consigned  to  West  Virginia  Vhile  during  the 
last  biennial  period  July  1,  1916,  to  June  30^  1918,  only  twenty-nine  ship- 
ments arrived.  Only  five  of  which  were  shipped  during  1917  and  all 
these  arrived  before  the  first  of  April.  Up  to  June  30th  no  stock  had  ar- 
riyed  for  1918.  Our  entering  the  "World  War"  seems  to  lu^ye  stopped 
the  foreign  importation  of  nursery  stock  into  West  Virginia. 

Below  is  a  table  giying  information  concerning  the  imported  nursery 
stock  which  has  been  delivered  in  West  Virginia  during  the  period  covered 
by  this  report.    As  in  previous  years  the  stock  has  been,  in  most  cases, 
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appartfUIy  tree  from  daacoroiiBly  injurious  inaoets  and  plant  dlHoawMi,  In 
MTana  caaoa,  liowat«r»  tho  atoek  mm  injurad  In  timnait,  althar  bj  being 
orarhaatod  in  tha  ahipa  or  troian  anronta  from  broker  to  deetlnation-  A 
f  lanoe  at  tha  table  will  ahow  that  Anlaaa  and  Rbododendroaa  eonatitma 
the  principal  planta  imported  which  are  for  green  hooae  trade.  As  stated 
in  my  prerioos  report  only  one  nnrsery  concern  of  West  Ylrsinta  pardiaae 
fbreisn  fmit  tree  stocks  f6r  propagation.

Cedar  Rutt  Work. 

DnrlnK  the  winter  &nd  spring  of  1917-191S  ihousandB  of  cedar  trees  ven 
cut  In  some  of  the  orchard  sectlone  ct  Berkeler  county  by  the  coopemtin 
work  of  the  Commlee loner  of  Agriculture  and  the  fruit  growers  ot  thai 
section.  The  cutting  of  cedars  to  prevent  the  cedar  or  apple  mat  troB 
seriously  injuring  the  apple  crops  of  Berkeler  and  Jefferson  counties  bu 
been  In  progress  for  some  time. 

In  the  commercial  apple  orchard  sections  of  Berkeley  connty  bat  s  com' 
paratlvely  tew  cedar  trees  can  now  be  found.  In  this  locality,  before  the 
outbreak  of  cedar  rust  and  the  organized  light  to  check  this  trouble  by  tli« 
cooperative  work  of  the  State  and  fruit  growers,  cedars  were  abundaot 
along  the  public  highways,  private  lanes,  fence  rows;  they  covered  rociJ 
outcrops  and  crowded  oat  grass  In  old  pasture  fields.  See  lUustratloiu  id 
^ges  63  and  64  of  this  report. 

The  cedar  mst  haTlng  begun  <o  make  Itself  obnoxious  to  apple  gro«en 
tn  certain  parts  of  Hampshire  and  Morgan  counties  the  Commissioner  ot 
Agriculture  also  turned  his  attention  to  this  section  and  men  were  pot  *" 
the  fieia  to  assist  the  orchardlBts  in  destroying  the  cedar  trees  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  apple  orchards.  There  are  but  few  cedars  In  these  t«o 
counties  as  compared  with  Berkeley  and  Jefferson  so  it  will  not  be  »  ex- 
pensive a  proposition  to  keep  down  the  trouble.

A  brood  of  U)l8  Insect  occurred  in  the  Bontli  and  aoutheaatem  part  oC 
the  Stata  In  191S.  It  was  present  In  Faretta,  Raleigh,  McDowell,  Mercer, 
Summera,  Monroe,  Oreenbrler,  Pocahontas  and  Bandolph  counties.     In 


these  counties  it  waa  more  or  less  abundant  while  scattered  individaalB 
were  obserrad  In  some  other  portions  of  the  State.  Conalderable  damage 
waa  done  to  ronng  orchards  in  some  of  the  southern  counties. 

Another  brood  of  the  cicada  will  appear  In  man?  states  in  1918  and  In 
the  main  areas  covered  b7  It  there  wlU  be  enormous  numbers  of  In- 
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dlTldnalft.  Oa«  of  thoM  artM  incladot  tho  following  counties  in  West 
VirclnUi:  Jofferaon,  Berkeley,  Morgui,  Bflnernl;  northern  and  eeaten 
IMurt  of  Hardy;  and  the  northeastern  portion  of  Orant  This  heins  in  the 
principle  fmit  section  of  the  State  it  behooTee  the  orchards  to  keep  in 
mind  the  cominf  of  this  army  of  "locnets".  It  would  be  advisable  to 
defer  pmnlng  this  winter  and  spring  and  likewise  put  off  the  planting  of 
new  orchards  until  the  fall  of  1919. 

A  more  detailed  account  of  the  periodical  cicada  and  the  1919  hrood 
will  appesr  in  a  forthcoming  bulletin  of  this  department.

Brood  Disease  of  Bee*. 

The  Beason  has  been  favorable  tor  making  a  pronotmced  beginnlnK  In 
tbe  check  o(  brood  diseases  of  bees— European  foul  brood  and  American 
foul  brood.  In  order  to  secure  a  definite  knbwledge  of  the  general  pre- 
valence of  brood  dleeases  as  well  as  the  present  status  of  beekeeping  In 
West  Virginia,  It  was  necessary  to  Inaugurate  a.  systematic  and  concen- 
trated method  of  Inspection.  Profiting  by  the  mfstakea  of  other  states 
where  scattering  Inspection  had  been  tried  and  proved  rather  unsatisfac- 
tory, the  State  was  divided  Into  districts  according  to  the  congressional 
gerrymandering  and  an  Inspector  appointed  tor  each  district  The  In- 
spection as  planned  was  not  only  to  Include  bee  diseases,  but  a  general 
survey  of  beekeeping,  as  races  of  bees,  number  of  colonies,  type  of  hives 
used,  and  prevailing  nectar  producing  plants.  E^ach  district  inspector  was 
Inptructed  as  far  as  poBsible  to  visit  each  and  evet7  beekeeper,  to  complete

the  survey  (or  each  county  before  proceeding  Into  another,  and  where 
disease  was  found,  to  make  a  very  caretnl  Inspection  of  every  colony 
within  the  vicinity  so  as  to  ascertain  the  prevalence  of  disease.  All 
diseased  colonies  were  either  treated  or  destroyed,  depending  upon  the 
prevailing  condition.  Localities  where  diseases  was  known  to  be  pre- 
valent were  Inspected  before  starting  Into  unknown  territory.  Aiter  the 
State  has  been  covered.  Its  status  in  relation  to  other  states  will  be  fixed.

Jefferson  and  Randolph.  The  algniacance  of  these  reports  show  that  with 
the  exception  of  one  Inetance  that  all  oountles  showing  Infection  were 
border  counties,  and  la  a  strong  Indication  that  disease  waa  Introduced 
from  the  aurrounding  atatea.  Three  of  the  bordering  statee  have  Coal 
brood  lawa,  and  It  Is  only  a  question  of  a  few  years  nntll  the  remaining 
two  will  have  laws  regulating  bee  disease,  as  legislation  Is  being  sought  at 
the  present  time.  The  three  bordering  states  having  foul  brood  regnla- 
tions,  however,  have  been  more  or  less  disinclined  to  show  any  coopera- 
tion In  combatting  disease  In  their  border  countiea. 

In  addition  to  the  countiea  already  mentioned,  European  foul  brood 
was  found  in  aeveral  districts  of  Pocahontas,  Uercer  and  Hancock  counties. 
In  fact  the  severest  outbreak  seems  to  be  centered  in  Pocahontas  county 
at  the  present  time.    Upon  investigating  the  diseased  apiaries  reported  by 
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Dr.  PbllUpe  It  vas  found  that  In  many  localltlea  foul  brood  liad  d»- 
Btroyed  nearly  all  the  bees. 

In  the  past,  eflorts  to  eradicate  the  disease  have  been  entirely  Individual 
and  more  or  lesa  periodic.  Individual  efforts  can  never  aocompUsh  the  - 
desired  end  and  It  la  also  discouraging  to  the  beeheeper  and  to  all  who 
watch  his  efforts.  Success  In  elimination  of  bee  diseases  requires  the 
cooperation  and  systematic  effort  of  every  beekeeper  in  the  community. 
A  separated  dlTlslon  of  Apiculture  as  at  present  time  aSUIated  with  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture,  will  furnish  the  medium  of  cooperation 
and  the  added  opportunity  of  Instruction  and  assistance  to  bring  about 
better  methods  of  productive  beekeeping. 

The  topography  and  latitude  of  West  Virginia  form  an  ideal  combina- 
tion tor  extensive  beekeeping.  This  State  is  situated  In  the  heart  of  the 
Appalachian  or  deciduous-leaved  forest  region  of  the  United  States.  This 
particular  region  supports  a  magnificent  forest  of  deciduous  trees,  which 
Is  unsurpassed  elsewhere  In  North  America.  The  number  of  species  and 
abundance  of  trees  is  unrivaled  only  by  the  forests  of  tlie  tropics. 

Naturally,  the  principal  honey  producing  plants  are  trees,  however, 
much  ot  the  forest  is  being  removed,  but  this  does  not  materially  injure 
the  honey  producing  flora,  bnt  on  the  contrary  has  the  tendency  to  Increase    . 
It  by  additional  numbers  of  species  of  shrubs  and  herbaceous  plants  which 
soon  apiKar. 


Good  Bee  Radob. 

The  great  mass  of  spontaneous  shrubs  and  herbaceous  plants  provide 
an  excellent  honey  flora  which  supplies  a  temporary  pasturage  until  the 
second  growth  of  deciduous  trees  attains  the  flowering  and  fruitage  stage. 
Reforested  areas  are  far  superior  to  the  original  forest  for  supplying 
nectar,  because  the  trees  bloom  more  profusely.     In  addition  to  these 
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natural  conditions  much  of  the  wasto  land  along  road  •Idea,  railroad  em- 
bankments and  bare  billtidea  can  be  made  prodnctlTe  by  liberal  seeding 
of  sweet  dorer.  Sweet  cloTer  which  at  one  time  was  listed  as  an  obnoxious 
weed,  is  the  only  plant  that  the  beekeeper  is  realy  justified  In  sowing  to 
provide  forage  for  bees.  When  this  plant  becomes  well  established 
throughout  this  State.  West  Virginia  will  hare  no  equal  as  a  honey  pro- 
ducing state. 

Mr.  Kennith  Hawkins,  a  federal  field  sgent  in  bee  culture,  who  had 
traveled  over  fifteen  southern  states  in  the  interest  of  stimulating  greater 
production  of  honey,  before  making  a  survey  of  West  Virginia,  made  the 
following  statement:  "Out  of  the  entire  territory  which  I  have  covered, 
I  have  seen  no  equal  to  what  West  Virginia  has  to  offer  in  the  way  of 
forage  for  bees,  and  the  opportunities  for  extensive  beekeeping  are  un- 
limited." This  statement  speaks  for  Itself  and  needs  no  further  com- 
ment 

The  writer  can  speak  likewise  in  comparing  West  Virginia  with  the 
north  central  states  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.  There  are  many  localities 
which  atrord  bee  pastures  which  are  capable  of  producing  a  continuous 
flow  of  nectar  from  the  earliest  spring  flowers  till  frost  Unlike  most 
sections  of  this  nature,  the  areas  are  not  confined  tc  small  limits  but 
cover  hundreds  of  square  miles.  Much  of  this  territory  is  entirely  devoid 
of  bees,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  that  have  escaped  from  domestication. 

The  census  reports  for  the  past  two  decades  show  a  marked  decrease  in 
the  number  of  colonies  in  the  State.  This  condition  can  be  attributed 
largely  to  the  ravages  of  disease,  improper  winter  protection  and  mis- 
management on  the  part  of  the  beekeeper. 

In  reality  the  greatest  problem  which  this  Department  has  to  face  is 
the  one  of  education.  The  fact  that  bees  are  subject  to  infectious  diseases, 
and  these  are  depressing,  destructive  and  annihilating  to  the  beekeeping 
industry  in  reality  is  a  small  matter  towards  better  beekeeping.  Yet 
disease  is  not  responsible  for  all  the  beekeepers'  troubles  and  "Bad  Luck", 
mismanagement,  Improper  wintering  make  up  the  bulk  of  failures.  The 
way  to  relieve  the  situation  is  to  inform  the  beekeeper,  educate  him  to 
know  the  diseases  In  all  its  stages,  show  him  how  to  treat  and  guard 
against  them.  Intimately  associated  with  inspection  is  the  opportunity  to 
educate  along  other  lines  of  apiculture.  In  the  survey  work  of  the  past 
season  each  district  inspector  was  instructed  to  give  the  beekeepers  an  in- 
sight into  modem  methods  showing  "short  cuts,"  new  Impliments,  give 
directions  how  to  increase  their  harvest  to  more  nearly  what  it  should  be, 
how  to  protect  their  bees  during  the  winter  and  kindred  subjects,  as  well 
as  actual  inspection  of  bees  for  disease. 

In  many  instances  it  has  been  found  absolutely  necessary  to  instruct 
in  what  might  seem  the  most  trivial,  simple,  beginners'  subjects,  as  for 
instance,  the  difference  between  the  worker  and  drones,  designating  the 
queen,  and  In  many  cases  demonstrating  the  value  of  the  modem  hive  in 
its  relation  to  "Hollow  Log,"  store  box,  barrel,  or  common  box,  merely 
illustrates  what  beekeeping  needs.  It  thus  becomes  evident  that,  while 
the  Inspection  for  disease  should  be  regarded  primarily  important,  this  is 
only  but  one  slight  phase  of  the  general  betterment  of  the  industry.  This 
is  one  of  the  many  illustrations  of  the  ideals  of  educational  methods. 
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namely,  taking  the  results  of  scientific  Investigation  Into  tbe  field  to  the 
man  who  Is  benefited  by  their  use — the  (armor,  the  beekeeper.  In  order 
to  contlnne  the  work  already  begun,  It  Is  desired  that  ample  provision 
and  appropriation  be  made  tor  the  general  educational  beneflta  which 
should  accompany  Inspection  of  bees  for  disease;  this  will  assure  a  normal, 
well  rounded  and  balanced  advance  In  beekeeping  rather  than  a  one  side 
development. 

Beekeeper  Aeeoclatlon. 

In  order  to  bring  about  a  better  understanding  and  cooperation  amoi^ 
the  beekeepers  of  West  Virginia,  a  state-wide  Beekeepers'  Aeeociatlon  was 
oi^:anlzed  and  incorporated  under  the  State  laws.  The  objects  of  this 
organization  as  set  forth  In  the  charter  are,  "to  assist  In  checking  the 
spread  of  bee  diseases,  to  spread  Information  concerning  Improved  meth- 
ods of  production,  to  assist  Its  members  In  marketing  their  crops,  to  secure 
recognition  of  the  Industry  at  state  and  county  fairs,  to  Instruct  Its  mem- 
bers in  their  legal  rights  and  to  aesist  when  necessary  In  securing  them, 
to  Inform  the  public  as  to  the  value  of  honey  as  food,  of  the  Importance  of 
the  business  of  honey  production  and  the  value  of  bees  to  other  crops;

and  to  elevate  the  business  of  beekeeping  to  a  place  of  eminence  among 
agricultural  activities;  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  and  Incident  to 
the  welfare  and  operations  of  this  association."  The  membership  Is  open 
to  each  and  every  person  who  is  Interested  in  bee  culture.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  110  paid  up  memberships.  Considering  the  short  time  this 
organization  has  been  In  existence  this  Is  a  very  good  showing.  Many 
states  which  have  had  an  organization  of  this  nature  for  a  number  ot 
years,  cannot  boast  of  as  many  members.    New  applications  for  member- 
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ship  are  being  receiTed  regaUrly  and  the  proepecU  for  a  •trong  01 
Uon  are  exceptionally  bright  at  the  present  time.

Incoming  and  outgoing  letters 
have  approximately  numbered  1,000,  which  when  it  is  considered  that 
little  was  known  of  this  division  of  work  for  the  first  few  weeks  means, 
on  a  basis  of  a  year,  a  large  amount  of  detail  in  excess  of  the  other  roatixte 
work.

Publications. 

That  the  beekeepers  of  this  State  might  have  a  concise  and  condensed 
text  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  beekeeping,  nature,  treatment  and 
methods  of  control  of  bee  diseases,  the  writer,  prepared  during  the  winter 
months,  for  publication.  West  Virginia  Department  of  Agriculture  Bulle- 
tin No.  33,  entitled  "Beekeeping  for  West  Virginia,"  over  10,000  copies 
have  been  distributed. 

A  number  of  articles  relative  to  West  Virginia  beekeeping,  referring 
especially  to  excellent  prospects  for  extensive  commercial  beekeeping  in 
the  mountainous  sections  were  submitted  for  publication  in  Bee  Journals. 
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Quite  a  number  ol  seaBoned  beekeepers  espressed  their  desire  to  visit 
thlB  State  vltb  eipectatlon  of  selectlas  some  suitable  locality  In  which. 
to  move  their  eztenalve  apiaries.  Lengthy  and  detailed  correspondence 
pertaining  to  particular  localities  wae  carried  on  with  many  commercial 
beekeepers  of  other  states,  Canada  and  Porto  Rico.  Several  made  preitara- 
tlons  to  vfeit  this  State,  but  owing  to  existing  war  coadltloas  and  sub- 
marine actlTltles,  the  proposed  visits  were  postponed  Indefinitely,  how- 
ever, one  commercial  beekeeper  moved  bis  equipment  from  a  boundary 
state,  and  has  ezpreBsed  himself  as  being  well  satisfied  with  his  present 
location.  At  the  present  time  he  has  every  prospect  of  securing  a  far 
greater  crop  of  honey  this  season  tlum  In  his  previous  locations. 

Winter  Loaa. 

Many  beekeepers  lost  a  large  percentage  of  their  bees  this  past  winter, 
which  can  be  attributed  to  numerous  causes,  chief  of  wblcb,  however,  is 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  beekeepers  to  properly  protect  their  bees 
from  the  low  temperatures  which  were  unusual  during  the  winter  months. 
Also,  the  unusual  prevailing  high  price  of  honey,  attracted  a  number  of

beekeepers  to  take  nearly,  it  not  all  the  honey  from  their  bees  expecting 
to  supply  winter  stores  with  sugar.  The  sugar  famine  became  active 
about  tbls  time  and  made  It  Impossible  to  furnish  the  bees  with  the  re- 
quired amount  of  food  needed  to  supply  sustenance  through  the  period  of 
nonproductlon,  and  consequently  many  colonies  perished. 

In  some  sections  of  the  State  the  losses  were  serious,  some  beekeepers 
losing  all  of  their  bees,  while  In  other  localities  few  or  no  colonies  per- 
ished. Beekeepers  who  sheltered  their  bees  with  additional  insulation  and 
abundance  of  packing  material  were  amply  repaid  for  their  trouble.

SuHMted   Lima  of  Work  to  b«  Included  With  the   Inapectlon   Service. 

There  are  a  number  of  different  llnea  of  work  which  ahoald  be  Inclndeal 
with  what  baa  alreadr  been  done.  Too  much  cannot  be  done  to  asain 
onr  beekeeper  to  brlns  the  Induatr?  to  a  blsher  aUuUlard.  With  the 
preaent  aoKar  condltlona.  and  eyery  Indication  that  It  will  contlnne  for 
Bome  time  In  the  future,  even  If  the  war  came  to  an  end  within  a  tew 
month*.  Honey  la  a  predlgeated  concentrated  ansar,  which  la  gathered 
and  atored  br  the  honey  bee.  It  la  a  product  secured  from  nectejiee  ot 
Oowera,  which  cannot  be  produced  by  any  other  a«ency.  There  ta  e  splen- 
did fortune  dried  up  In  the  flowers  every  year,  because  there  are  do  bees 
to  harreat  It.  It  la  estimated  that  In  Weat  Virginia  a  minlmam  if 
ll.EOOO.OOO  of  honey  might  be  harreated  annually.  Where  once  there 
were  hundreds  of  colonies,  there  are  only  a  tew.    This  enormouB  decrease

la  not  all  due  to  depredations  of  disease,  but  largely  to  the  neglect  on  tbe 
part  of  the  beekeeper,  Improper  housing  conditions  and  outdoor  wintering 
without  proper  protection.  In  order  to  Increaae  the  production  ot  honey 
and  relieve  the  existing  conditions,  the  following  lerrices  would  stimulate 
the  Industry  to  almost  unlimited  expansion.

Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  a  State  Apiary. 

In  order  to  safe-guard  the  interest  of  West  Virginia  beekeepers,  and 
perhaps  eliminate  the  possible  transmission  and  dissemination  of  infec- 
tious disease  of  bees,  through  the  introduction  of  queens  reared  without 
the  State,  and  increase  production  through  superior  races  of  bees,  the 
State  should  maintain  an  apiary  where  high  grade  queens  could  be  pro- 
duced for  distribution  in  West  Virginia.     The  current  price  of  queens 
has  increased  to  such  a  degree  that  many  beekeepers  hesitate  to  pur- 
chase new  stock  from  year  to  year.    This  would  be  a  long  ways  in  re- 
ducing the  price,  as  they  could  be  distributed  at  cost.    State  queen  rearing 
is  not  new;  the  project  has  been  taken  up  by  State  and  provincial  gov- 
.   ernments.    For  several  years  many  states  have  reared  and  distributed 
queens  to  their  beekeepers.    One  province  of  Canada  has  procured  and 
distributed  superior  queens  to  the  members  of  the  Provincial  Beekeepers' 
Society. 

West  Virginia  has  had  for  several  years,  an  acknowledged  reputation  of 
having  from  two  to  five  queen  producers,  lately  these  have  discontinued 
their  business  for  several  reasons,  and  but  very  few  queens  are  now 
locally  produced  for  sale. 

Concerning  this  subject.  West  Virginia  has  peculiarly  appropriate  locali- 
ties for  the  production  and  mating  of  pure  stock.  Should  this  service  be 
undertaken,  every  emphasis  should  be  laid  on  procuring  stock  high  in 
honey  producing  qualities,  and  resistant  to  European  Foul  Brood. 

A  state  apiary  should  not  be  limited  only  to  production  of  queens,  but 
should  also  be  used  as  a  means  of  demonstrating  the  proper  use  of  equip- 
ment in  producing  a  maximum  crop,  as  well  as  testing  new  apparatus. 

Wax  Rendering 

Wax  rendering  has  been  carried  on  in  a  number  of  different  states,  and 
has  proved  successful  in  many  ways.  In  this  State  about  50%  of  the 
bees  are  kept  in  box  hives,  and  hollow  logs.  Many  beekeepers,  keeping 
under  such  conditions  have  already  transferred,  and  many  more  will  do 
so  in  the  next  few  years.  This  will  mean  vast  quantities  of  raw  material 
to  be  reduced  to  a  marketable  form.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  about  90% 
of  this  raw  material  will  be  destroyed  if  there  are  no  facilities  for  render- 
ing offered.  This  service  alone,  would  mean  a  saving  of  at  least  |10,000.00 
for  the  beekeepers. 

The  rendering  of  old  combs  in  small  quantities,  or  even  in  large  quan- 
tities is  a-  dirty,  tedious,  tiresome  process,  even  if  the  beekeeper  happens 
to  have  the  proper  equipment  .  Eiquipment  for  wax  rendering  costs  more 
than  the  majority  of  our  beekeepers  would  be  warranted  in  purchasing. 
A  central  rendering  plant  would  serve  a  double  purpose  to  the  bee- 
keeper: First — a  higher  percent  of  marketable  wax  can  be  obtained  than 
is  possible  to  obtain  by  home  rendering  process.  Second — it  would  be 
cheaper  to  pay  a  nominal  fee  for  the  service  and  the  transportation 
charges  than  to  render  wax  haphazardly  by  home  processes.  Besides 
shipments  to  wax  dealers  and  foundation  factories  could  be  made  in 
larger  quantities  and  at  a  cheaper  transportation  rate,  than  the  bee- 
keeper can  get  for  his  small  shipment. 
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Several  sUtet  have  placed  this  eenrlce  at  the  dispoaal  of  their  bee- 
keepers, and  It  has  proved  entirely  satisfactory. 

Honey  and  the  Public 

The  critical  sugar  situation  this  past  season,  has  no  doubt,  been  more 
instrumental  than  any  other  factor  in  Interesting  the  public  in  the  utilisa- 
tion of  honey  than  heretofore.  To  the  surprise  of  most  beekeepers  the 
demand  for  their  products  far  exceeded  their  supply,  even  at  the  adrance 
In  price.  Only  a  small  portion  of  the  honey  consumed  in  the  state  is 
locally  produced,  however,  the  output  can  be  increased.  According  to 
statistics  compiled,  the  average  production  of  honey,  was  15.5  pounds  per 
colony,  the  total  production  for  the  state  was  approximately  900  tons. 

It  might  well  be  the  function  of  this  department  to  further  the  public 
attitude  in  utilisation  of  honey  and  the  producers'  interest  in  marketing. 

Work  of  the  Season. 

Six  assistants  have  been  employed  during  the  season;  Adam  J.  Yahn, 
Triadelphia,  1st  District;  Stephen  Davis,  Morgantown,  2d  District;  Grant 
Luzader,  Pennsboro,  3d  District;  P.  L.  Jones,  Parkersburg,  4th  District: 
T.. Kelly  Massie,  Hatcher,  &th  District;  Luther  D.  Sharp,  6th  District; 
even  if  field  work  was  started  late  in  the  season,  we  were  favored  by 
a  prolonged  honey  flow,  which  made  It  favorable  to  work  until  the  fifteenth 
of  October,  when  labor  In  the  field  was  suspended.  The  good  results  of 
the  survey  and  inspection  will  t>e  apparent  next  season.  The  following 
summary  gives  in  detail  the  res.ults  accomplished.

To  Summarize. 

• 

The  work  thus  far  has  revealed  the  fact  that  the  disease  situation  has 
covered  but  limited  areas  of  the  state,  and  the  situation  in  those'  localities 
may  be  controlled  in  West  Virginia  successfully,  as  demonstrated  in  other 
states,  but  a  specific  and  liberal  appropriation  will  be  essential  for  the 
best  results  in  the  future.  The  sooner  general  enlightenment  is  afforded, 
not  only  the  quicker  will  be  the  recovery  of  the  industry  and  grreater  the 
returns,  but  less  the  aggregate  expenditure.  That  early  spring  and  sum- 
mer is  the  most  suitable  time  for  work  and,  results  have  not  been  empha- 
sized, yet  this  is  the  key  to  success.  It  is  urgent  that  the  services  of  ad- 
ditional trained  men,  as  provided  by  the  existing  legislation,  to  assist  in 
expanding  the  work  as  planned.  To  permit  this  work  being  done  to  best 
advantage  along  lines  indicated,  $12,000.00  should  be  appropriated. 
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Acknowledgmentt.

Consulting  Veterinarians. 

The  Control  of  Contacione  and  Infections  Diseases  In  Domestic  Animals 
in  West  Virginia  and    what    PreTentive    Measures    are    E^m- 
ployed  by  the  State  DeiMirtment  of  Agriculture  through 

its  Veterinary  Conw. 

In  creating  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Le^ialature 
made  it  one  of  the  duties  of  the  office  to  perrent  and  eradicate  so  fiar  as 
possible,  contagious  and  infectious  diseafes  in  West  Virginia,  bat  not 
until  the  legislative  session  in  1915  was  there  sufficient  authority  given 
the  department  to  allow  it  to  act  freely  in  the  work  of  eradication  of 
such  diseases  among  animals  of  the  state  and  then  the  appropriation  was 
ina<iequate  and  there  could  be  no  systematic  campaign  instituted  as  there 
should  have  been.  But  with  limited  appropriations  since  the- passage  of 
the  Live  Stock  Sanitation  Law  of  1915  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  ac- 
complished, and  with  the  appropriation  of  the  legislature  of  1917,  greater 
progress  is  expected  this  year  than  ever  before  in  the  eradication  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  among  stock. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  all  practicing  veterinarians,  county,  dis- 
trict and  town  officials  to  report  promptly  to  the  department  all  cases  of 
communicable  diseases  among  domestic  animals.  The  department  has  en- 
deavored to  give  as  wide  publicity  as  possible  to  this  law  and  thus  ac- 
quaint live  stock  owners  of  the  state  of  its  provisions,  There  are  OTer 
two  hundred  practicing  veterinarians  in  the  state  quite  widely  distributed 
and  the  instructions  furnished  them  has  enabled  the  department  to  obtain 
more  prompt  information  than  formerly  about  outbreaks  of  diseases  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  state.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  the  Consulting  Vet- 
erinarians of  the  department  to  make  a  report  upon  blanks  furnished,  of 
all  diseased  stock  examined  and  treated  under  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sioner and  thus  the  department  is  enabled  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
the  work  done  and  to  keep  pace  with  existing  conditions.  Since  July  I, 
1916,  to  June  30,  1918,  the  Consulting  Veterinarians  have  inspected  and 
treated  live  stock  affected  with  the  following  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  described  under  their  respective  headings. 

Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  is  a  specific  infectious  disease  with  a  world  wide  distribu- 
tion, affecting  all  animals  and  man  (the  horse  rarely,  if  at  all).  Dairy 
cows  are  affected  to  an  alarming  degree.  This  is  of  special  interest,  as 
there  is  scarcely  any  doubt  about  all  bacillus  tuberculosis  coming  under 
the  same  general  head,  differing  only  in  size  due  possibly  to  environment 
The  bacterium  in  man  is  slightly  larger  than  those  of  the  bacillus,  tuber- 
culosis bovis  (bovine),  and  T.  B.  Suis  (swine).  The  swine  probably  be- 
comes infected  by  being  allowed  to  follow  the  cows  during  the  winter 
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months,  thus  ingesting  bacterium  which  is  found  in  the  waste  material 
passed  by  the  cows  affected  with  this  disease. 

It  is  needless  to  say  here  that  tuberculosis  will  never  be  stamped 
out  in  the  human  family  by  our  physicians  as  long  as  the  milk  supply  re- 
mains contaminated.  The  yeterinarlans  cannot  correct  this  evil  without 
the  co-operation  of  the  legislature  in  supplying  adequate  funds  for  test- 
ing all  milch  cows  over  the  entire  state.  The  farmers,  too,  can  help  mate- 
rially by  proYlding  the  greatest  amount  of  sunshine  possible  in  their 
barns.  It  is  known  that  the  tuberculosis  bacilli  cannot  live  in  the  presence 
of  sunshine.    Fresh  air  also  an  important  factor. 

This  department,  during  the  period  of  July  1,  1916,  to  June  30,  1918, 
tested  1661  head  of  cattle  for  tuberculosis,  cf  which  58  were  tubercular. 

Symptomatic  Anthrax — Black   Leg. 

Symptomatic  Anthrax  is  an  acute  infectious  disease  of  young  cattle  from 
two  weeks  to  two  years  old — rarely  sheep — rapidly  fatal  in  most  cases. 

The  treatment  is  entirely  preventiye.  There  has  been  no  curative 
treatment  discovered  thus  far.  The  vaccine  will  immunize  and  the  appli- 
cation is  fairly  simple,  but  due  to  the  antiseptic  precautions  that  are 
essential  for  the  best  results,  the  veterinarian  should  be  called  to  ad- 
minister this  treatment 

If  vaccination  treatment  is  kept  up  for  several  years  the  animal  resist- 
ance to  the  organism,  Bacillus  Symtomaticus  Anthrasus.  would  bcome  so 
high  and  at  the  same  time  the  virulency  of  the  organism  would  become 
necessarily  lower  due  to  remaining  out  of  the  animal  body  that  it  would 
be  unable  to  produce  disease  resulting  Anally  in  entirely  stamping  out 
this  disease.  If  the  pasture  land  so  infected  was  kept  well  limed  for  a 
year  or  so  it  woUld  be  decidedly  helpful  in  obtaining  the  desired  end. 

This  Blackleg  vaccine  must  not  be  lost  In  the  soil  or  grass  on  account 
of  the  virulency  of  the  material  of  which  these  pellets  are  made  is  only 
mildly  attenuated  (weakened)  and  could  reproduce  the  disease. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  keeping  in  stock  blackleg  vaccine 
and  blackleg  vaccine  injectors  and  is  dispensing  them  to  the  farmers  at 
cost,  which  is  fifty  cents  per  vial  of  ten  doses  each.  The  injectors  are  $1.50 
each.    In  all  cases  check  or  money  order  should  accompany  order. 

Contagious   Abortion    (Cattle). 

This  is  a  specific  contagious  disease  caused  by  the  bacillus  of  bang. 
This  disease  is  peculor  to  cattle,  although  it  is  transmissible  to  other 
animals  by  inoculation.  Abortion  usually  occurs  between  the  fifth  and 
seven  m-cnths  of  gestation.  Contagious  abortion  is  similar  to  contagious 
granular  vaginitis  in  action,  but  the  clinical  symptoms  differ  widely  in 
that  the  former  shows  no  indisposition  whatever.  The  appetite  and  gen- 
eral condition  remain  good,  while  the  latter  present  certain  clinical  symp- 
toms, temperature,  Inappetence,  loss  of  condition  etc. 

The  treatment  consists  in  the  administration  of  contagious  abortion  bac« 
terin  which  has  proved  very  efficient.

Tlita  dlseaae  alwaya  proTea  ezoaedlnsly  tronbleaome,  anceeedinc  in 
traat  wara.  Conaeqaently  it  will  reqaire  the  sreataat  aoarcr  of  the  De-

ataff  to  keep  Weat  Virginia  free  from  this  disease. 

There  bare  bem  nine  suspected  cases  of  glanders  reported  to  the  D» 
partment  of  Agriculture,  all  of  which  were  tested  with  malllen  -and 
were  found  to  be  free  from  glanders.  It  appears  that  Weat  Virginia  it 
practically  free  from  this  loathsome  dlseaae  at  this  time,  except  the  one 
caae  shown  here.  It  an  animal  reacts  to  the  malllen  teat  it  Is  wralMd, 
puld  for  and  destroyed,  according  to  law.

Hog  Cholera. 

Hog  cholera  1b  a  epeclflc,  acute,  contaglouB,  or  Infectloue  (transmlB- 
Hlble)  dieeaae  ol  swine  caused  bj  a  Alterable,  u  1  tram Icroacopl cat  fixed  Tims, 
not  prevalent  In  the  atmoBphere,  eaelly  transmlBslble,  never  occurring 
sporadical!;,  virulent  aud  very  fatal. 

According  to  late  Inveatlgatlona  the  mortality  rat«  Is  very  high.  No 
drug  Is  known  to  science  that  will  cure  or  abort  the  disease.  The  simul- 
taneous method  o(  treatment  by  vaccination  of  unaffected  herds  le  a 
specific  preventive.  Sows  treated  by  this  method  before  farrowing  confer 
more  or  less  Immunity  to  their  young  while  nursing. 

Qreat  care  must  be  exercised  fn  dlagnoalng  cholera.  The  clinical  symp- 
tome  ot  bemmorhagic  septicemia,  (swine  plagne)  pig  typhna,  or  swine 
erysipelas,  are  very  slimlar  and  calculated  to  mislead  the  untrained 
observer. 

There  cannot  be  a  cheaper  and  more  thorough  insurance  against  loss 
from  hog  cholera  than  the  services  of  a  competent  and  legally  anthorlied 
veterinarian  to  treat  the  hogs  by  the  simultaneous  vaccination  method. 
This  Is  a  sure  preventive  operation  or  a  prophylactic  practice  which  is 
recommended  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  In  all  cases  ot  hog  cholera 
out-breaks. 

Simultaneous  Treatment. 

The  treatment  that  has  been  applied  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
Is  known  as  the  simultaneous  treatment.  This  line  of  treatment  is  the 
only  true  prophylactic  (preventive)  measure  that  has  been  developed  thus 
far  and  Is  the  one  reoommended  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.

Sire  Registration  Law. 

The  Les^islature  of  1917  passed  an  Act  known  as  the  Sire  Registration 
Law.  This  Act  provides  that  every  person,  association,  firm,  or  corpora- 
tion standing  or  offering  any  stallion  or  jack  for  public  service  shall  be 
registered.  # 

It  also  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture to  enroll  t&e  breeding  and  pedigrees  of  all  stallions;  to  Inspect  cer- 
tificates of  conditions  of  soundness;  to  issue  license  certificates  and  to 
provide  suitable  forms  for  same  and  to  make  all  suitable  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  to  perform  other  such  duties  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  Act 

It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  fraudulently  represent  an^ 
animal,  horse,  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  to  be  pure  bred,  or  any  person  who 
shall  post  or  publish,  or  cause  to  be  posted  or  published  any  false  pedi- 
gree or  certificate,  or  shall  use  any  stallion  for  public  service,  exchange 
or  transfer  any  such  animal  for  service  within  the  State  of  West  Virginia, 
representing  such  animal  to  be  pure  bred  without  first  having  such  animal 
registered  and  obtain  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned 
In  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the 
county  in  which  the  violation  takes  place  to  prosecute  the  action. 

This  Act  went  into  effect  April  Isf,  1917,  and  up  to  this  time  there  have 
been  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  stallions  and  jacks  registered.

Report  of  the  activities  and  progress  of  the  Motion  Picture  Publicity  and 
Photographic  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  for  the 
period  ending  June  30,  1918,  as  follows: 

While  this  work  is  but  ten  months  old,  it  has  been  of  much  benefit  to 
the  State  of  West  Virginia,  through  the  national  and  local  Motion  Picture 
Publicity,  Bulletin  Illustrations  and  Motion  Picture  lectures. 

Early  this  year  a  contract  was  closed  with  the  Unlyersal  Film  Manu- 
facturing Company,  of  New  York  City,  for  the  exhibition,  in  10,000  thea- 
ters throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada,  of  motion  picture  subjects, 
showing  the  manufacture  of  steel  in  Wheeling,  the  production  and  trans- 
portation of  coal  from  West  Virginia  fields  to  seaboard,  and  of  the  West 
Virginia  fruit  industry.  These  have  been  shown  in  the  various  theatres 
since  March,  1918,  and  are  still  being  exhibited  by  the  above  company. 
From  ten  to  twelve  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid  by  several  other  states 
for  similar  publicity,  but  in  this  instance,  no  charge  was  made  for  the 
exhibition  of  these  subjects.  *  The  Department  has  copies  of  the  above 
subjects  which  may  be  issued  for  local  use,  and  can  be  shown  on  curtain 
at  any  time,  in  the  Department's  Museum  Hall. 

Motion  Pictures. 

The  Department  has  now,  approximately  20,000  feet  of  additional  motion 
picture  films  showing  diversified  scenery,  rivers,  agriculture,  horticulture, 
coal  production,  coke  making,  bee  culture,  cities  and  many  industrial  en- 
terprises of  the  State.  These  have  been  shown  in  sixty  cities  and  towns  in 
this  State,  to  large  audiences  with  great  success,  and  having  been  made 
in  forty  counties  of  the  State,  are  of  great  educational  value.  In  addition 
there  have  been  made  approximately  3,000  feet  of  motion  picture  films 
showing  orchards,  fruit  picking,  packing,  storing  and  loading  for  ship- 
ment, mining  cf  glass  sand,  water  cress  ponds,  lime  kilns  and  lime  quar- 
ries being  operated,  harvesting  beans,  tree  surgery,  marl  beds,  and  of 
sheep  and  other  live  stock,  of  shipping  coal  out  of  Kanawha  River  to  Ohio 
River  markets,  on  "artificial  wave,"  manufacture  of  salt  from  the  natural 
brines  found  in  deep  wells,  pictures  of  herds,  of  swine,  also,  illustrations 
of  treatment  for  preventing  hog  cholera,  post  mortem  pictures  of  diseased 
anlmalB  under  direction  of  State  Veterinarians. 

Lectures. 

A  lecture  was  given,  Illustrated  by  Motl>on  Pictures,  to  the  Eastern 
Fruit  Growers  Association  at  Martinsburg  this  year,  which  was  very  much 
Appreciated.  During  the  spring  months  of  this  year  these  motion  pictures 
were  a  great  aid  in  the  publicity  campaign  of  the  Patriotic  Garden  League 
of  West  Virginia,  and  aided  greatly  in  promoting  productions  of  Garden 
and  Truck  crops. 
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Six  hundred  slides  for  use  in  the  Tarions  theaters  of  the  State  were 
made  and  distributed  to  three  hundred  theaters  in  the  aprin^  of  this 
year,  urging  people  of  West  Virginia  to  Join  the  Patriotic  Qarden  T<eagne 
and  to  plant  **War  Gardens."  The  theaters  through  the  efforts  of  th.Ia  De- 
partment, responded  nobly  and  exhibited  these  slides  witboat  charge. 
Unquestionably  this  did  great  good  in  this  behalf. 

Illuatratloneu 

Prom  three  to  six  different  illustrations  suitable  for  the  Weekly  Market 
Bulletin,  are  furnished  to  the  editor  of  the  Weekly  each  ireek.  These 
consist  of  horticulture,  live  stock,  and  various  other  subjects  of  agriciu- 
tural  interests.  , 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Department  to  attain  further  progress  in  demon- 
strating to  the  people  of  West  Virginia,  as  well  as  those  without  the 
State,  through  the  medium  of  Motion  Pictures  and  Illustrations,  what 
West  Virginia  has  done,  is  doing  and  what  it  can  and  will  do. 

Every  section  of  this  State  is  anxious  and  wants  to  know  what  every 
other  section  has  and  is  doing.  The  Department  hopes  to  show  them  and 
other  States  as  well,  by  holding  exhibition^  of  pictures  at  fairs,  conven- 
tions, institutions,  theaters,  schools  and  other  public  places.  This  will 
assist  very  materially  in  bringing  before  the  general  public  "WEST 
VIRGINIA.  THE  LAND  OF  OPPORTUNITY.'

Special  inveetlgation  of  Fruit  Growing  Possibilities  In  Certain  Sections 
of  the  8tate  Where  8uch  Industry  Has  Been  Seriously  Neglected. 

A  very  large  Qart  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia  has  been  neglected  as  a 
fruit  growing  poBBibllity  and  recent  inyestlgations  have  clearly  proved 
the  statement  In  the  Potomac  Valley  and  a  few  local  fmit  growing 
communities  have  been  found  splendid  and  profitable  orchards  but  the 
State  as  a  whole  has  not  been  doing  what  it  should  in  developing  this 
great  industry. 

Investigations  have  shown  that  the  soil  and  climate  of  the  State  are 
very  favorable  to  apple  growing,  and  in  many  parts  of  the  State  peaches, 
plums,  cherries  and  almost  all  small  fruits  and  berries  would  grow  in 
abundance. 

It  is  also  clearly  demonstrated  that  no  state  in  the  Union  or  no  country 
in  the  world  can  equal  West  Virginia  in  producing  fruits  with  more  per- 
fect color  and  flavor.  Therefore,  unlimited  opportunities  are  ready  to  be 
taken  over  and  profitable  Industries  for  the  citizens  are  waiting  to  be 
developed. 

For  the  purpose  of  stimulating  and  encouraging  the  growing  of  fruit 
special  investigations  were  made  last  year  beginning  about  the  first  of 
September,  1917,  and  continuing  to  the  close  of  this  period  and  extensive 
cperations  of  similar  kind  should  be  continued  until  the  people  are  suf- 
ficiently aroused  and  will  take  the  matter  in  hand  and  push  it  to  a  suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

The  entire  range  of  the  great  Allegheny  mountains,  as  well  as  all  other 
uplands,  are  naturally  adapted  to  growing  apples  and  berries  of  the  finest 
grades,  but  the  small  orchards  of  the  citizens  are  now  seriously  infected 
with  scale  insects  and  fungus  diseases,  so  much  so  that  unless  spraying  is 
resorted  to  at  once,  the  orchards  will  die.  In  fact,  hundreds  of  valuablo 
trees  have  already  died  for  the  lack  of  proper  spraying.  To  encourage 
spraying  and  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  it,  special  inducements  were  * 
held  out  to  the  people.  A  number  of  the  leading  manufacturers  of  spray- 
ers and  spray  material  very  kindly  gave  special  prices  through  the  Depfurt- 
ment  on  their  factory  output  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  process  of 
spraying  for  the  control  of  such  diseases  as  are  destroying  the  orchards. 
To  this  end,  agents  of  the  Department  went  into  Kanawha,  Fayette,  Sum- 
mers, Monroe,  Mercer,  Greenbrier,  Putnam,  Cabell,  Mason,  Mingo,  McDowell, 
Ohio  and  certain  communities  in  other  counties  to  advise  with  the  people 
upon  the  important  matter  of  saving  their  orchards  by  spraying  them 
properly,  and  as  a  means  of  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  the  Department 
assisted  in  organizing  community  co-operative  associations  and  the  buy- 
ing of  a  good  power  sprayer.  By  this  plan  six  good  power  sprayers  were 
bought  as  follows:

To  aid  In  the  work  of  Introdnclnc  the  importance  of  apraytits.  samples 
ot  spray  material*  from  all  of  the  leading  manulactarers  and  dealers 
thronchont  the  United  States  have  been  aecnred  and  placed  on  exhibition 
in  the  Department  ol  Agriculture  as  a  means  of  explaininc  to  the  people 
who  visit  this  ofBce  the  proper  kind  ol  material  to  use  In  controlIinK  in*

»ect  peats  and  tungua  diseases  which  infest  the  farms,  gardens  and  or- 
chards. 

In  consequence  of  this  work,  great  Btores  of  valuable  food  will  be  added 
to  the  available  supply  and  the  depleted  condition  ot  the  conntry  incident 
to  the  war  will  be  relieved. 

Investlgatlona  set  forth  that  a  well  matured  orchard  under  good  cultiva- 
tion, well  pruned  and  sprayed  and  bearing  a  normal  crop  will  prodnce 
as  much  food  per  acre  as  will  be  produced  per  acre  In  a  field  of  wheat 
yielding  fifty  bushels  to  the  acre.  A  Kood  yield  of  apples  will  prodnce 
from  eight  hundred  to  a  thousand  buahela  per  acre  under  proper  condltieu 
and  with  the  unlimited  market  facilities  ot  the  country  permanently  st 
hand,    fruit    growing    Is    a    profitable    bualness.    Not    only    ia    hortl- 
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culture  profitable,  but  it  Is  inyltlng  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoiat 
It  furnishes  interesting  food  for  the  mind  and  habits  cf  men 
and  a  happy  man  is  the  man  who  Is  making  a  success.  The  successful 
man  is  the  man  who  does  things  right.  It  Is  both  successful  and  right 
to  spray  scientifically.  It  is  the  outgrowth  of  industry  and  the  fruits  of 
economy.  Man,  since  the  day  he  was  placed  in  the  garden  of  Eden  has 
admired  the  beautiful  and  who  can  picture  a  more  sublime  scene  than  a 
bunch  of  luscious  purple  grapes  swinging  to  and  fro  in  bowers  of  green, 
or  a  delicious  apple,  peach  or  plum  reddened,  ripened  and  finished — 
nursed  in  the  lap  of  cultivation,  rocked  in  the  cradle  of  nature  and  kissed 
from  the  odorous  blossoms  of  infancy  on  to  maturity  by  the  soft  beams  of 
the  life-giving  sun  on  the  verdant  hills  of  the  great  mountain  state.  It 
should  be  a  pleasure  and  it  is  a  profit  to  grow  fruit. 

Some  day  we  will  appreciate  the  necessity  of  forty-five  centimeter  ideas 
in  pest  fighting.  People  have  not  properly  learned  to  fear  things  that 
are  not  clearly  in  view.  If  army  worms  were  occasionally  the  size  of  boa- 
constrictors  and  if  house  files  could  for  a  few  hours  be  as  big  as  army 
tanks  and  fruit  scales  suddenly  swell  to  the  dimensions  of  whales,  then 
things  could  be  seen  in  their  'true  proportions.  Worms,  scales,  beetles, 
weevils  and  rodents  annually  gnaw  a  billion  dollar  hole  in  the  world's 
purse.  They  are  the  silent  partners  of  agriculture  and  horticulture  and 
manage  to  get  more  than  an  even  break.  But  because  they  are  individu- 
ally so  insignificant,  we  do  not  consider  their  numbers  and  acquaint 
ourselves  with  the  appalling  fact  that  every  American  pays  as  much  to 
board  these  pests  as  he  expends  on  his  own  table. 

To  follow  up  creating  widespread  Interest  in  general  spraying  through- 
out the  State,  we  prepared  a  bulletin  on  the  subject  which  was  issued  by 
the  Department  as  Bulletin  No.  35,  entitled  "Handy'  Spray  Calendar  and 
General  Information  on  Spraying  Orchards  and  Gardens." 

Ten  thousand  copies  were  printed  in  the  first  edition.  These  were  soon 
exhausted  and  a  second  edition  of  three  thousand  were  printed  and  dis- 
tributed. 

A  more  complete  and  exhaustive  treatise  on  this  important  subject  Is 
contemplated  for  this  year,  both  as  to  the  spraying  of  orchards  and  of 
gardens. 

The  Ettablithment  of  Cannerieeu 

The  conservation  of  perishable  food,  fruits  and  vegetables  is  equally 
important  as  its  production.  Markets  are  sometimes  overrun  with  fresh 
food  during  the  season  of  its  ripening  and  in  many  instances  a  great 
quantity  is  lost,  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  facilities  for  taking  care  of  the 
temporary  surplus.  To  overcome  this  state  of  affairs,  it  was  decided  that 
canning  plants  should  be  installed  for  the  purpose  of  canning  and  pre- 
serving all  surplus  or  unsold  products.  To  this  end  cooperative  produc- 
tion, canning  and  preserving  work  was  begun  the  spring  of  1918  with 
farmers  and  land  owners  near  King  Shoals,  Kanawha  county,  in  the  Elk 
Valley.  Like  work  was  begun  at  Kingston  in  Fayette  county.  The  White 
Sulphur  Springs  Hotel  Company  has  purchased  outright  a  canner  of 
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Ave  tbousand  eapftclt;  per  dAy  to  b«  oMd  In  connection  with  the  tftrm  pro- 
dnctlon  of  that  splendid  resort  All  of  this  work  is  leadlos  np  to  the 
Htabliihmeni  of  and  extensive  production  and  preserTing  of  food  Btnff. 

Tbeae  are  permanently  ealabllihed  Inttltntlona  owned  and  operated  bj 
nasocfatlon*  and  lodiTldnalB  bat  their  purchase  and  inatallfttion  wu 
plooeered  throusb  the  acenclea  of  the  Department  of  Asrlcnltnre. 

In  addition  to  the  permanent  orsanlution,  the  Department  has  bouKht 
Are  small  canneries  which  were  used  In  condnctlnf  commanlt]'  kiteben 
demonstration  work  tbrouchovt  the  Indnstrla]  centers  of  tbe  State.  Tbii 
latter  work  has  been  directed  for  the  special  beneOt  of  the  colored  cltlieng 
of  the  State  and  produced  most  gratityinK  results.  Hundreds  of  demoa- 
stratlons  have  been  made  to  like  numbers  of  people  and  thonsands  of  auu 
of  frnlt  and  vegetables  have  been  canned  and  preserved. 


Home  Canmm;. 

A  modern  and  complete  sorghum  plant  has  been  Installed  at  Kenney,  by 
the  Elk  River  Food  Producing  Association  through  the  Instrumental  I  ties 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  As  a  result  of  which,  about  two  hun- 
dred acres  were  planted  to  sorghum  cane.  Duplicate  of  this  plant  is  con- 
templated for  many  parts  of  the  State. 


Food  Produclna  Aasociation. 

Truck  Growers  AeBociatlons  and  Community  Food  Producing  Organlu- 
tlona  should  be  Instituted  In  all  of  the  localities  In  the  state  where  soil  coo- 
dltlons  and  available  lands  are  at  hand.  The  enormous  waete  of  opportunltf 
to  produce  fresh,  wholesome  food  Is  appalling  and  especially  at  aucli  time 
as  this,  when  the  world  Is  calling  for  aomethlng  to  eat. 
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In  order  that  none  ol  tbe  cropa  may  be  lost  on  account  of  temporary 
dull  market  due  to  a  large  production,  canning  and  preserving  plants 
f^hontd  be  Installed  to  take  care  of  all  surplus  until  such  time  as  It  will 
be  needed.  Fresh  Tegetablee  and  many  Tarletiea  of  fruits  are  "In  season" 
only  a  few  days  or  a  few  weeke,  and  then  gone.  Unless  proper  and 
adequate  preparation  ia  made  to  market,  can  and  preserve,  a  great  lose 
will  ensue  and  many  people  will  want. 

Alert  orchardlBts  always  provide  cold  storage  for  their  apples,  for 
either  one  or  two  purposes,  or  hoth — -that  of  taking  care  of  the  crop  and 
saving  up  for  the  beat  market.  So  likewise,  every  large  truck  grower  or 
truck  BSBoclatlon  should  provide  a  cannery  to  take  care  of  the  products 
of  their  labor. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  trucking  in  the  great  river  Talleys. 
The  soil  In  all  of  the  valleye  Is  well  suited  for  such  enterprise.  Food 
producing  associations  should  be  organized  on  a  large  scale  at  Huntington, 
Point  Pleasant,  New  Haven,  New  Martinsville  and  Wheeling  in  the  Ohio 
Valley;  at  Charleston,  St.  Albans,  Montgomery,  In  the  Kanawha  Valley;

at  Elk  Ins,  Martlnaburg,  Clarksburg,  Fairmont,  Bluefield,  Morgan  town 
and  many  other  cities  and  towns  in  populated  districts  and  Industrial 
centers,  t 

There  should  be  established  smaller  community  associations  hy  the  hun- 
dreds throughout  the  State.  The  cost  of  the  little  machinery  needed 
would  more  than  he  paid  back  In  excess  profits  and  savings  the  first 
year.  The  necessity  for  this  activity  Is  most  eloquently  told  in  the  fact 
that  less  than  one  percent  of  canned  beans  used  In  West  Virginia  are 
canned  In  the  State  and  less  than  ten  percent  of  all  canned,  preserved  and 
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dri«d  tmlts  and  TageUblM  ar«  pnt  on  the  market,  bonsht  and  naed  hr  tbe 
citixena  of  the  SUte  are  prepared  within  lit  borders  There  ia  no  better 
product  on  the  market  than  that  grown  in  the  State. 

Sorahom  and  maple  tyrup  reducing  machinery  ahoold  be  naed  In  pvo- 
ducina  a  Tory  high  grade  of  molasses  and  syrups.  The  Ynlieys  and  dales 
of  West  Virginia  possess  all  of  the  soil  requirements  for  the  beat  of  sor- 
ghum cane  and  no  finer  sugar  maple  forests  are  found  in  any  land. 

All  of  these  opportunities  are  present  among  the  citizens  of  the  Staie 
and  are  only  iuTiUng  the  people  to  embrace  them. 

A  modem  oTaporator  for  reducing  maple  sap  to  syrup  has  been  in- 
stalled by  the  White  Sulphur  Hotel  Company  at  White  Sulphur  Springs. 

There  are  many  thousands  of  sugar  maples  in  the  State  that  would 
yield  hundreds  of  gallons  of  syrup  and  many  tons  of  sugar  of  the  finest 
quality.    This  project  should  be  liberally  encouraged. 

To  further  promote  the  activities  of  the  Department  along  the  lines 
mentioned  herein,  liberal  appropriations  are  needed.  Natural  resources, 
heretofore  undeyeloped,  are  waiting  to  supply  the  needs  and  wants  of  the 
people  of  this  State  and  the  peoples  of  other  states  and  countries. 
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Report  of 

R.  F.  NE8BIT 

In  Charge  Seed  Laboratory. 

The  Seed  Laboratory  of  the  West  Virginia  Department  of  Agriculture, 
while  yet  In  Its  Infancy,  has  accomplished  a  great  amount  of  good,  for  the 
farmers  of  West  Virginia.  Due  to  the  congested  conditions  in  the  carry- 
ing of  shipments,  the  necessary  apparatus  for  this  work  was  lost  in 
transit;  In  fact  some  parts  were  purchased  here,  having  been  lost  entirely 
and  for  that  reason  were  unable  to  make  any  germinating  test  of  field 
seed  other  than  corn  until  June  1st.  At  the  present  time  West  Virginia 
has  one  of  the  most  complete  and  best  equipped  seed  testing  laboratories 
in  the  United  States,  and  in  the  future  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  any 
and  all  samples  submitted  for  analysis,  and  be  able  to  report  the  same 
within  the  shortest  possible  time  after  receiving  the  samples.  This  lab- 
oratory tested  approximately  ten  thousand  samples  of  seed  com  during 
the  spring  of  1918,  for  the  farmers  and  truck  growers  of  West  Virginia, 
and«nore  than  two  hundred  samples  of  field  seeds  have  been  tested  for 
purity  and  germination.  Crops  In  West  Virginia  can  be  greatly  increased 
by  the  farmers  and  gardeners  sending  their  seed  to  this  laboratory  for 
test  West  Virginia  has  unquestionably  one  of  the  best  seed  laws  in  the 
United  States  and  possibly  from  this  source  as  much,  if  not  greater  benefit 
may  be  derived  to  the  farmers  through  the  building  up  of  better  strains 
of  seed,  if  they  will  take  advantage  of  securing  better  seed.  Seed  may  be 
poor  in  two  ways,  viz:  It  may  be  Impure  or  it  may  be  of  low  germinating 
power;  either  fault  is  bad  enough,  but  believe  that  more  loss  is  sustained 
annually  from  the  last  mentioned  fault  than  from  any  Insect  pest  with  * 
which  farmers  and  gardeners  have  to  contend. 

Purity,  with  reference  to  farm  or  garden  seed  applies  to  its  contents  In 
foreign  matter.  A  quantity  of  seed  may  be  ninety-five  percent  pure,  that 
is,  there  is  ninety-five  percent  of  the  seed  supposed  to  make  up  the  whole, 
and  five  percent  foreign  matter,  the  foreign  matter  Is  in  turn  divided  into 
two  parts,  foreign  seed  and  inert  matter. 

Foreign  seed  naturally  constitutes  all  weed  seed  and  those  of  agricul- 
tural kinds  other  than  that  making  up  the  bulk  of  the  lot  This  fbrm  of 
Impurity  is  a  great  source  of  danger,  for  it  is  in  this  way  that  many  of 
the  most  noxious  weeds  are  Introduced  into  plots  where  they  will  in  time 
gain  complete  control  unless  extraordinary  efforts  are  taken  toward  their 
eradication.    All  garden  seed  should  be  practically  free  from  weed  seed. 

Inert  matter  consists  of  sticks,  stones,  broken  seeds,  etc  There  is  no 
particular  loss  sustained  from  this  form  of  Impurity  other  than  the 
amount  of  space  it  occupies  in  a  given  quantity  of  seed. 

Low  seed  vitality  is  possibly  the  greatest  source  of  loss  to  farmers  and 
gardeneni.  It  is  a  very  simple  matter  to  buy  seed  showing  a  high  per- 
centage of  purity,  but  with  a  germinating  power  scarcely  worthy  of  men- 
tion. Low  germination  may  be  caused  in  several  wajrs,  viz:  the  seed  may 
have  been  Immature  when  taken  from  the  mother  plant  as  is  often  the 
case  with  home  grown  seed.    The  germ  may  be  killed  by  undue  heat 
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moulded  by  dampness  or  Just  naturally  die  of  old  a^,  as  is  freqaently 
the  case.  In  whatever  way  it  might  have  died.  It  is  a  source  of  loos  to 
the  farmer  and  gardener.  For  the  reason  stated  abore,  this  laboratory 
urges  the  people  to  have  all  seed  tested  before  planting. 

With  a  small  and  still  decreasing  labor  supply,  the  people  of  West  Vir- 
ginia are  expected  to  bring  about  a  production  In  1919  equal  to.  if  not 
g'^eater  than  that  of  1918.  In  addition  this  increased  production  must  be 
grown  from  a  seed  supply  curtailed  by  many  thousands  of  bushels.  This 
can  be  brought  about  by  applying  the  principles  of  efficiency  In  erery  in- 
stance, particularly  in  the  matter  of  seed  selection — seed  selection  either 
In  the  field,  crib  or  dealer's  bin  is  possibly  of  greater  importance  than  any 
other  Item  connected  with  the  production  of  a  good  agricultural  crop. 
Seed  that  will  not  germinate  will  not  produce,  hence  the  reason  for  making 
every  possible  effort  to  secure  the  seed  which  shows  the  highest  percent- 
age of  germination.  Neither  will  seed  produce,  that  contains  weed  seeds, 
which  will  in  time  crowd  out  the  seedlings  of  the  main  plant  It  is  ad- 
visable at  all  times,  for  the  main  crop,  to  plant  seed  of  a  known  and  tried 
variety  and  those  adapted  to  soil  and  climatic  conditions.  Introducini? 
Beed  from  outside  sources  particularly  from  mail  order  houses  and  otlters 
with  whose  reliability  one  is  not  entirely  familiar,  may  result  in  the  in- 
troduction of  noxious  weeds  and  seed  that  may  take  years  to  eradicate. 
It  Is  suggested  that  the  farmers  and  gardeners  purchase  as  far  as  possible, 
tested  seeds  of  their  home  dealers  whose  reputations  for  reliability  are 
known. 

The  agricultural  prosperity  of  the  State  depends  upon  the  successful 
and  profitable  production  of  plants  which  directly  or  Indirectly  provide  its 
people  with  food,  clothing,  shelter  and  other  Important  but  less  tangible 
necessities  of  present  day  civilization.  Successful  and  profitable  produc- 
tion of  plants,  necessitates  the  proper  selection.  Correlation  and  propor- 
tioning of  several  factors,  not  the  least  important  is  the  seed  used.  To 
provide  for  the  proper  development  of  seeds  into  mature,  valuable  plants, 
farmers  expend  in  labor  and  material  far  more  than  the  initial  cost  of 
the  seed.  Possibly  the  reason  herein  lies  for  a  more  or  less  general  lack 
of  proper  interest  and  action  in  connection  with  this  particular  factor. 
Obviously  the  quality  of  the  seed  used,  as  measured  by  its  ability  to  de- 
velop into  vigorous  plants  of  the  desired  kind  and  variety  and  without 
undue  contamination  from  weed  seeds  and  rubbish,  Is  of  utmost  import- 
ance to  the  crop  producer  and  to  the  State.  The  seed  law  is  an  instrument 
operating  primarily  as  a  measure  for  giving  to  the  purchasers  of  seeds  in- 
formation as  to  quality. 

The  results  in  this  effort  are  much  more  general  than  could  be  other- 
wise attained.  A  f^  purchases  from  certain  sources  might  have  this 
advantage  without  the  law.  With  the  law,  every  purchaser  has  an  op- 
portunity to  study  certain  factors  of  quality  in  definite  terms  and  ac- 
cording to  the  needs  of  his  own  interests  and  presumably  therefore,  the 
law  will  act  to  the  advantage  of  the  State. 

In  purchasing  agricultural  seed  for  sale  or  personal  use,  it  is  suggested 
that  the  following  standards  of  purity  be  used  as  a  guide.  These  per- 
centages are  minimum  for  high  grade  seed.     Seed   showing  a  lower 
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standard  of  either  purity  or  germination  should  be  proportionately  re- 
duced in  price.

The  Seed  Laboratory  of  West  Virginia  was  instituted  and  the  major 
operations  have  been  rendered  under  the  direction  of  Cecil.  W.  Wood,  for- 
mrely  of  Hedgesville,  West  Virginia,  but  who  is  now  with  the  Colors,  being 
located  at  Paris  Island,  So.  Carolina. 

A  complete  report  of  all  tests  analyzed,  will  be  published  at  a  later  date 
in  a  special  bulletin. 

In  conclusion  it  is  suggested  that  the  next  Legislature  make  an  appro- 
priation of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  in  order  to  further  carry 
out  the  work  that  is  already  started  under  the  present  seed  law.

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  before  any  systematic  effort  was  made 
toward  the  protection  of  our  forests,  that  in  1908, 1,703,850  acres  were  burned  over 
with  a  destruction  of  $5,991,525,  and  that  under  present  conditions,  for  the  past 
two  years,  but  220,599  acres  have  been  burned  over,  with  $202,508.55  worth  of 
forest  products  destroyed.  If  this  were  all  the  benefit  derived  from  this  depart- 
ment, it  would  certainly  amply  pay  for  all  the  money  it  has  expended.  But  this 
is  but  one  of  the  many  things  it  has  accomplished.

SUGGESTIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Afl  has  been  heretofore  said  by  my  predecessor,  this  State  has  a  splendid  code  cf 
game  and  fish  laws,  but  which  laws,  have  certain  weak  points,  which  should  be, 
and  doubtless  will  be  modified  and  remedied,  by  our  Legislature,  when  properly 
called  to  its  attention. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  certainly  should  not  hesitate  to  restore  the 
resident  hunter's  license,  as  by  so  doing,  ample  revenue  would  be  derived  thei^ 
from,  to  give  sufOcient  protection  to  our  game  and  fish,  as  well  as  sufficient  pro- 
tection to  our  forests.  It  is  suggested  that  such  resident  hunter's  license  be 
placed  at  the  siun  of  one  dollar,  which  amount,  would  be  suflficient  to  raise  ail 
nccessar>'  funds,  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  department.  And  ^iih- 
out  which,  it  now  appears,  that  the  work  of  this  department  will  not  only  be  ^'e^' 
seriously  retardod,  but  brought  almost  to  a  standstill. 

Such  a  resident  hunter's  license,  would  likely  produce  in  round  numbers,  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  sum,  would  not  only  provide  the  neces- 
sary funds,  with  which  to  protect  the  game  and  fish,  but  would  pennit  this 
department,  to  have  suflTicient  money,  to  better  protect  the  vast  forests  of  the 
State,  by  building  new  lookout  stations  and  establishing  new  and  better  patrol 
routes,  and  also  building  new  and  better  telephone  lines,  connecting  our  lookout 
stations,  thus  giving  very  much  better  service,  and  thereby  much  better  protection 
to  the  forests,  than  under  present  conditions. 

Such  a  resident  hunter's  license,  would  also  enable  this  department  to  have  a 
very  much  Ix^tler  deputy  sN-stem,  which  it  so  badly  needs,  and  thus  enable  it  to 
better  enforce  the  law^  of  the  State.  The  present  deputy  system,  is  entirely  in- 
adequate, for  the  protection  of  the  game  and  fish,  simply  because  of  insuflicient 
money,  with  which  to  properly  enforce  the  laws. 

Under  our  pre^sent  system,  we  cannot  hope  to  properly  supply  our  streams  »"ith 
fish,  because  we  have  insufficient  funds  with  which  to  get  or  produce  them,  in 
sufficient  quantities  to  properly  stock  our  streams.  Neither  have  we  sufficient 
money  with  which  to  properly  protect  our  game,  and  in  consequence  thereof,  we 
have  but  a  limited  number  of  game  animals.  T^or  the  same  reason,  our  game  birds 
are  neglected  to  such  an  extent  that  we  have  but  few  in  our  woods  at  the  present 
time. 

The  non-resident  hunting  and  fishing  lic45nse,  as  under  the  present  la^'t  ^  ^" 
by  many  to  be  too  high,  and  that  it  should  be  reduced,  and  thus  bring  about  good 
results,  and  at  the  same  time  produce  more  revenue.  This  I  am  not  willing  to  ad- 
vise, as  I  believe  it  is  now  within  the  reach  of  all  who  have  any  willingness  or  desire 
to  lawfully  hunt  and  fish  in  this  State.    However,  the  law,  as  it  stands,  should  be 
vigorously  enforced    against  those  living  outside  the  State,  and  who  make  a 
practice  of  coming  into  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  and  fishing,  and  wth- 
out  having  first  purchased  a  state  license  for  that  purpose.    It  has  been  repo^ 
to  this  department,  that  as  late  as  last  fall,  in  one  of  the  adjoining  counties,  there 
were  at  least  five  hundred  non-resident  hunters,  hunting,  and  that  only  seventeeo 
of  this  number  had  secured  non-resident  hunter's  licenses  in  the  county  in  which 
said  hunting  was  said  to  have  been  done.    This  would  lead  to  the  belief  that 
many  who  were  hunting  in  this  county  were  doing  so  without  having  first  secured 
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a  license  therefor.  This  certainly  should  not  be  permitted,  and  such  steps  are 
novr  being  taken  by  this  department,  as  will  prevent  a  repetition  thereof.  It  is 
necessary  under  our  present  law  for  all  non-resident  hunters  and  fishers  to  first 
purchase  the  necessary  license  before  hunting  or  fishing  in  this  State,  and  they 
'will  all  be  required  to  make  such  purchase  before  himting  or  fishing.  The  whole 
license  system  is  intended  for  the  specific  purpose  of  producing  revenue,  there- 
fore, the  impropriety  of  permitting  non-resident  hunters  and  fishers  to  hunt  and 
fish  without  the  necessary  licenses  therefor. 

IMany  and  frequent  complaints  have  come  to  this  department  during  the  present 
season  concerning  persons  having  violated  the  fishing  laws,  because,  as  they  say, 
our  Grovcrnraent  has  advised  the  eating  of  more  fish,  thus  conserving  the  meat 
supply.  This  has  no  bearing  whatever  on  our  laws  and  those  who  have  been 
evading  them,  for  such  reason?  certainly  should  be  vigorously  prosecuted.  I 
have  called  special  attention  to  the  prosecuting  attorneys  of  the  counties  in  which 
such  violations  have  occurred.  It  does  seem  however,  from  reports  coming  to 
this  department  that  certain  violations  have  been  committed,  without  any  notice 
being  taken  to  it,  by  county  officials,  which  would  lead  to  the  belief  that  this 
department  is  without  proper  support  in  certain  of  the  counties  of  the  State. 

The  minimum  per  diem  wage  for  fire  fighting  certainly  should  be  incxeased 
because  men  certainly  cannot  afford  to  fight  fires  for  such  a  small  remuneration 
as  the  present  law  provides  for  this  character  of  work.  Such  a  sum  might  have 
been  sufTicienL  when  the  present  law  was  enacted,  but  now,  with  the  ever  increas- 
ing cost  of  living  expenses,  and  the  great  advance  of  wages  for  all  kinds  of  work  it 
seems  that  those  who  are  summoned  for  the  purpose  of  fighting  fires  should  be 
paid  a  sufficient  sum  for  their  work  to  enable  them,  at  least  a  living  wage.  Cer- 
tain violations  of  the  law  have  been  reported  to  this  department  by  men  who 
have  refused  to  work  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  when  summoned  so  to  do, 
because  of  the  low  wages  paid  for  such  services. .  I  would  advise  an  increase  for 
such  work. 

There  should  undoubtedly  be  some  changes  made  in  the  open  and  closed  season 
for  hunting,  and  I  would  advise  that  the  open  season  for  hunting  squirrels  be 
changed,  so  that  they  might  be  killed  from  September  the  first  to  December  the 
first.  I  make  this  suggestion  because  of  the  disappearance  of  the  mast  before 
the  date,  at  which  under  the  present  law,  they  may  be  legally  killed,  and  for  the 
reason  also,  that  those,  knowing  of  these  conditions,  and  who  have  no  regard  for 
the  law,  hunt  and  kill  them  before  the  hunting  season  under  the  present  law 
opens. 

Special  care  should  also  be  taken  by  all  local  deputies  during  this  period  in 
the  protection  of  the  young  wild  turkey,  as  reports  are  made  to  the  effect  that 
persoa«^  who  have  no  regard  for  the  law  kill  these  young  birds  before  the  hunting 
season  for  them  opens. 

I  want  also  to  call  attention  to  the  habit  of  catching  trout  undersize  in  violation 
of  the  law,  and  would  suggest  as  a  prevention  against  such  violations,  and  as  a 
protection  to  the  small  trout  the  establishment  of  certain  well  marked  places  at 
or  near  the  headwaters  of  the  trout  streams,  and  so  marked  by  proper  markers  as 
to  be  distinctly  discemable,  and  above  which  well  established  and  marked  places, 
fishing,  at  any  time,  would  be  a  violation  of  the  law.  I  have  been  infoqned  that 
all  small  trout  are  naturally  found  at,  or  near  the  headwaters  of  the  trout  streams 
and  remain  there  until  they  are  large  enought  to  protect  themselves,  then  they 
gradually  drop  down  the  stream.    As  to  just  what  portion  of  the  headwaters  of 
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these  streams  should  be  thus  set  aside  I  am  not  able  to  properiy  advise,  hovev? 
it  might  be  proper  to  say  from  two  to  three  miles,  for  the  largest  streams,  iess 
for  the  smaller  ones.  This  is  only  a  suggestion,  however,  as  I  am  not  famDiar 
with  the  matter,  sufficiently,  to  properly  advise.  In  this  vr^y  it  seems  to  me  thai 
we  might  be  pble  to  give  very  much  better  protection  to  the  small  trout  than  uoder 
present  methods.  Many  persons  now  catching  small  trout  keep  them.  UiKkr 
the  system  advocated  to  be  found  fishing  above  the  established  places,  propffiy 
marked,  would  be  a  violation  of  the  law  for  iK^ch  the  person  so  fishing  should  be 
vigorously  prosecuted.  However  under  the  present  fin^^^^l  condition  of  tias 
department  it  is  impossible  to  get  fish  in  sufficient  quantities  to  supply  our  present 
needs,  and  we  must  therefore,  do  the  next  best  thing,  protect  our  young  fish,  as 
above  suggested. 


HUNTING  AND  FISHING  LICENSE 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  department  has  become  so  large,  and  that  it  require 
so  much  money  to  properly  run  it,  with  any  degree  of  success,  it  would  seem  that 
the  best  way  to  properly  finance  it  would  be  by  the  sale  of  licenses,  as  such  a 
method  has  been  tried  and  is  now  being  successfully  operated  in  many  of  the 
states,  and  is  working  admirably,  and  is  producing  all  the  revenue  required  ^ 
which  to  run  their  departments.  In  this  way  the  citizens  of  the  State  are  relieved 
of  the  taxation  necessarily  required  to  run  this  department,  as  the  burden  thereof, 
falls  upon  thoses  who  hunt  and  fish.  And  certainly  no  true  sportsman  wDuld 
object  to  the  payment  of  a  small  license  tax  to  be  used  in  the  protection  and 
propagation  of  the  game  and  fish  of  our  State. 

During  the  years  1909  and  1910  we  had  in  operation  such  a  law,  and  it  product 
sufficient  money  with  which  to  make  many  improvements  in  the  State  in  the  way 
of  bmlding  lookout  stations,  patrol  routes,  and  the  equipping  of  telephone  s\v 
tems,  for  the  better  protection  of  our  forests,  and  which  must  now  either  have 
money  to  support  them,  or  be  abandoned,  and  since  they  have  given  such  good 
service,  and  have  so  well  protected  our  forests,  they  certainly  should  not  now  be 
abandoned,  as  such  abandonment  would  mean  a  great  financial  loss  to  the  State, 
as  well  as  a  great  loss  to  the  forest  protection  of  the  State. 

I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  enact  such  a  law  for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue, 
sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  department,  economically  administered, 
and  which  would  at  the  same  time  better  protect  the  game  and  fish  as  well  as  the 
forest  of  the  State,  and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  such  a  law  be  enacted  as 
would  provide  a  license  fee  of  one  dollar  for  all  resident  hunters  and  fishers,  the 
one  dollar  to  cover  both  the  hunting  and  fishing  license,  and  to  be  State  ^ide,  so 
that  when  a  license  were  purchased  it  would  entitle  the  holder  to  hunt  or  fish  ij 
any  county  in  the  entire  State.   And  if  this  be  done  I  would  also  suggest  that  bU 
non-resident  hunters  be  required  to  pay  as  under  the  present  law  the  sum  w 
sixteen  dollars  before  he  should  be  permitted  to  hunt  in  this  State;  and  that  tne 
non-resident  fishing  license  remain  at  five  dollars,  as  under  the  present  law. 
has  been  said  that  the  non-resident  himting  and  fishing  licenses  are  too  high  hu 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  those  holding  such  licenses  are  almost  invariably  not  tax 
payers  of  the  State  it  seems  to  me  that  no  change  should  be  made  in  the  matter 
of  the  non-resident  licenses.    It  is  also  said  that  many  persons  from  border  states 
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are  in  the  habit  of  hunting  and  fishing  in  this  State  without  having  first  purchased 
a  license  so  to  do  and  therefore  special  effort  wiU  at  once  be  made  to  prevent 
such  violations  by  the  oiganization  of  a  very  strong  deputy  system  whidi  is  the 
only  way  to  prevent  such  violations. 


INCREASE  OF  FISH  AND  GAME 

From  reports  reaching  this  department  it  would  seem  that  in  many  sections  of 
the  State  game  and  birds,  as  well  as  fish,  are  abundant,  but  not  sufficiently  so  as 
to  supply  our  ever  increasing  demands.  While  in  certain  other  sections  the  fish 
have  ei)^irely  disappeared  from  some  of  the  very  best  fish  producing  streams  by 
reason  of  the  pollution  of  such  streams  by  the  coal  mines,  tanneries,  chemical 
plants,  and  possibly  other  factories.  How  best  to  remedy  this  deplorable  condi- 
tion is  one  of  the  very  grave  problems  confronting  this  department  since  it 
appears  that  very  large  sums  of  money  have  been  expended  in  the  opening, 
equipping  and  putting  in  operation  of  these  various  plants.  And  to  stop  sudi 
pollution,  caused  by  the  owners  and  operators  indiscriminately  throwing  into 
these  streams  the  discharge  of  their  plants,  such  as  acids,  lime,  and  other  matter, 
deleterious  to  the  propagation  of  fish  is  indeed  a  very  serious  question  and  should 
at  once  be  properly  remedied  by  legislation. 

Many  complaints  are  continuously  coming  to  this  department  concerning  the 
pollution  of  various  streams  by  such  methods,  and  to  best  handle  this  condition 
is  a  very  perplexing  problem  indeed.  However,  it  is  suggested  that  persons  who 
have  erected  such  plants  or  factories  and  who  are  continually  polluting  our 
streams  be  required  to,  in  some  way,  filter  the  discharge  from  such  plants  before 
permitting  it  to  enter  the  streams.  In  this  way  such  pollution  might,  at  least,  in 
a  measure  be  avoided  or  at  least  reduced  to  such  an  extent  that  the  fish  in  such 
streams  would  not  all  be  lolled  by  such  pollution. 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  also  to  suggest  that  such  legislation  be 
enacted  as  would  prevent  other  plants  of  this  kind  being  erected  on  the  fish 
producing  streams  of  the  State,  unless  those  building  them  be  required  to  erect 
such  reservoirs  or  systems  of  filtration  as  would  ef&ciently  provide  proper  filtra- 
tion, thus  relieving  the  water  of  all  matter  injurious  to  the  propagation  of  fish 
before  discharging  into  the  streams. 

Xhis  pollution  of  certain  streams  of  this  State  has  become  so  bad  that  their 
waters  has  been  almost  entirely  destroyed  so  far  as  being  useful  for  domestic 
purposes  is  concerned.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  should  never  have  been  permitted 
in  the  first  instance  but  having  been  permitted  those  in  charge  and  responsible 
for  such  conditions  should  be  made  provide,  as  above  stated,  ef&cient  filtration 
systems.  And  our  Legislature  should  enact  such  a  law  that  will  compel  such 
plants  to  properly  filter  their  water  otherwise  abandon  such  plants  until  such 
time  as  proper  filtration  plants  are  provided. 

Certainly  all  the  pure  water  streams  of  the  State  should  not  be  polluted  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  their  waters  for  domestic  purposes.  It  is 
a  notorious  fact  that  certain  streams  of  this  State  have  been  so  completely 
polluted  by  the  discharge  from  coal  mines,  tanneries,  pulp  mills  and  chemical 
plants  that  the  water  flowing  therein  b  rendered  absolutely  unfit  for  domestic 
purposes,  and  the  Legislature  of  this  State  is  certainly  able  and  competent  to 
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solve  this  important  problem,  and  enact  such  legiriaUon  that  '™H'l^i^,t 
fair  not  only  to  the  industries  of  the  State,  but  to  the  citiren*  and  farmer  »ho 
Uv-e  alona  those  streams,  and  who  are  dependant  upon  tht  watei*  of  these  rfmjri 
for  their  slock  and  their  domesUc  use.  This  department  has  had  njore  tn>«N. 
with  this  subject  than  any  other  quesUon  arising  and  it  is  to  be  hop«i  that  the 
Executive  will  submit  these  questions  to  the  serious  and  earnest  considoation  of 
the  Legislature  for  legislation  thereon,  as  it  may  deem  proper,  so  that  there  may 
be  no  dUscriminalion  bet^-een  the  different  industries  and  the  citizens  of  the  Sta^ 
Unless  present  condiUons  are  changed  it  will  only  be  a  matter  of  Ume  until  .L 
the  fish  in  our  streams  will  be  destroyed  by  this  continued  poUuUon. 

BREEDING  GAME  FOR  FOOD  AND  PROFIT 

In  order  to  encx)urage  the  breeding  and  sale  of  game  it  is  again  urged  that  the 
Legislature  pass  a  law  permitting  the  shipment  of  birds  and  game  out  of  the  Stil. 
when  raised  in  captivity.  Other  states  have  such  lav,-s  and  have  greaUy  en- 
couraged the  raising  of  game  and  birds  in  capUvity.  

During  such  times  as  the  present  when  our  liN-ing  expenses  have  become  so 
high  any  encouragement  that  might  be  given  the  pubUc  M*ich  ^oidd  induce  o^ 
ic  to  in  anv  way  provide  more  food,  such  as  game  and  birds  or  fish,  should  be 
5n  and  .t  I  therefore  advised  that  such  a  law  as  wiU  permit  the  «i«ng  o  m^ 
fndbinls  in  captivity  to  be  shipped  out  of  the  state  be  enacted  by  the  LegBlatur^^ 
This  should  be.  done  if  for  no  longer  period  than  the  duration  of  the  war.  In  this 
^•ay  the  scarcity  of  meat  may  at  least,  to  a  small  extent,  be  overconae 

Such  a  law  would  undoubtedly  encourage  many  persons  **o  are  thi» jorf^^ 
to  assist  in  the  production  of  more  food  who  are  at  the  present  time  domgnoto.^ 
in  the  wav  of  producing  food.    Many  persons  who  are  now  doing  n«"^  ■" 
produce  food  would  engage  in  the  business  of  raising  birds  and  game  and  thus 
very  valuable  business  might  spring  up. 

Not  only  this,  but  such  encouragement,  if  given  by  an  act  of  the  Iff^^ 
wuld  be  a  great  source  of  revenue  which  we  do  not  now  have  and  at  the  «m, 
time  give  employment  >vilh  a  good  wage  to  many  persons  who  are  not  ph>-sicau. 
able  to  do  any  other  kind  of  work. 


GAME  SANCTUARIES 

We  have  a  law  which  was  enacted  by  our  Legislature  in  1915.  P^^!'^;'''^' 
establishment  of  Game  Sanctuaries  or  Refuges,  and  which  is  <^^l\^  ■, 
commendable  law.  and  which  if  executed  as  was  mteiided  when  enacted  ^^ 
a  very  large  measure,  solve  the  game  and  bird  problem  of  ""^sV^.  ^.4 
however,  has  never  been  properly  tested  ^P^V^^^^^^'f^'^fJ^^ 
which  to  put  into  operation  this  law.   If  property  executed  this  law  woddW^ 
ho^e  to  !he  peoples  of  this  State  just  what  this  department  ««Wdo  ^J 
proper  condiUons.  but  mider  present  conditions,  with  no  funds  wiA '^  ^P^ 
it  inworking  order  the  law  has  amounted  to  absolutely  nothing.  No  douM» 
it  was  enacted  it  was  thoroughly  understood  that  the  hunters  hcense  w»» 
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made  available  with  which  to  provide  the  game  and  birds  to  properly  stock  these 
sanctuaries. 

Such  sanctuaries  have  been  tried  in  other  states,  and  have  been  highly  recom- 
mended by  those  competent  to  judge. 

If  these  sanctuaries  were  properly  located  fish  might  also  be  propagated  and 
raised  in  unlimited  numbers. 

Such  sanctuaries,  of  course,  should  always  be  located  in  sections  best  adapted 
to  the  propagation  of  game,  birds  and  fish. 

Such  game  sanctuaries,  properly  located  and  protected,  would  in  a  very  short 
time  produce  an  abundant  supply  of  both  game  and  birds,  as  well  as  fish,  thus 
solving  the  entire  question  of  game  and  birds  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  establishment  of  such  sanctuaries  or  refuges  upon  which  game  and  birds 
could  be  properly  propagated  would  permit  their  spreading  to  adjacent  and  coter- 
minous lands,  and  in  this  manner  it  would  not  be  a  great  while  until  the  real 
sportsmen  of  the  state  would  have  the  pleasure  of  not  only  hunting  but  shooting 
and  killing  as  well.  In  order  to  get  plenty  of  game  and  birds,  it  seems  that  some 
scientific  method  must  be  followed  and  the  establishments  of  such  sanctuaries 
seems  to  be  the  very  best  solution  of  the  entire  problem.  Such  sanctuaries  to  be 
established  in  accordance  with  the  present  law.  But  for  the  limited  supply  of 
money  with  which  this  department  is  run  no  doubt  such  sanctuaries  would  now 
be  established  in  many  sections  of  the  State.  But  under  present  conditions  it 
may  be  years  before  much  benefit  is  derived  from  this  law. 


GAME  LAWS  IN  MANY  STATES  BEING  REVISED 

A  very  unp>ortant  matter  in  these  days  of  complicated  game  legislation  when 
our  laws  are  being  amended  at  nearly  every  session  of  our  Legislature  is  to 
simplify  them  as  far  as  possible,  by  revision  or  codification,  so  as  to  bring  and  keep 
them  together,  eliminating  confUcting  provisions  and  simplifying  the  wording  so 
as  to  be  readily  understood  by  the  average  citizen. 

Very  important  progress  along  these  lines  has  been  made  in  certain  of  the 
states  very  recently.  Maine,  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin  have  codified  their 
entire  game  laws;  New  Hampshire  and  Utah  have  revised  their  statutes,  and 
Minnesota  has  appointed  a  commission  to  prepare  a  codification  of  the  game  laws. 
Nevada  very  recently  has  established  a  department  of  game  and  fish.  In  Illinois, 
the  fish  commission  has  been  abolished  and  the  work  of  this  department  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Agricultural  Department  with  a  chief  game  and  fish 
warden  in  direct  charge.  In  New  Jersey  the  board  of  fish  commissioners  has 
been  increased  from  four  to  seven  members.  In  Pennsylvania  the  provision 
requiring  game  protectors  to  enforce  the  fish  and  forestry  laws,  as  well  as  the  game 
laws  has  been  materially  strengthened,  and  made  more  explicit. 

The  salary  of  the  commissioner  of  inland  fisheries  and  game  in  the  state  of 
Maine  has  been  recently  increased  to  $2,500.00;  that  of  the  State  Warden  of 
South  Dakota  to  $2,400.00,  and  that  of  the  chief  game  and  fish  protector  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  to  $5,000.00. 

In  the  state  of  Florida  the  county  warden  system  has  been  re-established,  and 
it  appears  to  be  the  best  system  under  present  circumstances  and  conditions  in 
that  state. 
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The  Department  of  Forestry,  Game  and  Fish  in  this  state  should  have  such 
assistance  in  a  financial  way  as  will  enable  it  to  have  fish  hatcheries,  game  aod 
iMid  sanctuaries,  and  all  modem  methods  for  the  propagation  of  fish  and  game 
because,  under  our  present  sv'stem,  we  cannot  hope  to  ever  have  an  amply  supply 
of  game  and  fish.  The  number  of  fish  supplied  by  the  National  Government  to 
this  state  is  entirely  too  small  to  supply  our  ever  increasing  demands  aod  such 
supply  is  intended  only  for  breeding  purposes.  And  the  state  thus  supplied  will 
never  have  the  required  number  of  fish  in  its  streams  because  they  are  caught  oot 
faster  than  the  Government  can  supply  them.  From  this  report  it  might  hovew, 
be  thought  that  vast  numbers  of  fish  are  furnished  to  this  state  by  the  Govern- 
ment, which  is,  in  a  measure,  true,  but  our  demands  are  so  much  greater  tfaao  this 
supply  that  there  will 'always  be  a  scarcity  of  fish  if  we  do  not  in  some  vay 
provide  different  methods,  and  not  depend  solely  upon  this  supply  furnished  as 
by  the  Federal  Government.  The  better  way  is  to  protect  and  propagate  by  a 
strict  enforcement  of  our  present  laws,  and  by  the  enactment  of  additional  legisla- 
tion which  will  improve  present  conditions. 

Many  violations  of  the  fishing  laws  have  been  reported  to  this  department 
v«rith  the  advice  to  strictly  enforce  the  present  laws  against  all  violators. 


SUSPENSION  OF  GAME  AND  FISH  LAWS 

Nfany  inquiries  have  come  to  this  department  from  time  to  time  from  nearly 
every  section  of  the  State,  as  whether  or  not  the  game  and  fish  laws  have  bees 
suspended  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Birds,  as  well  as  game  and  fish,  being  comparatively  scarce  in  the  State,  it  wooid 
certainly  not  be  advisable  to  think  of  such  suspension  of  the  present  laws  for  the 
period  of  the  war.  Such  a  step  would  undoubtedly  work  a  very  great  hami  to 
the  game  and  fish  of  the  State  and  this  department  is  certainly  opposed  to  any 
such  suspension. 

The  disappearance  of  the  buffalo,  wild  pigeon  and  many  other  birds  and 
animnlR,  is  due  almost  entirely  to  carel^s  hunting  and  any  suspension  of  the  la^ 
of  tlus  state  would  lead  to  the  extinction  of  the  game,  fish  and  birds.  It  would 
almost  entirely  destroy  a  very  valuable  asset  which  is  destined  to  grow  more  and 
more  valuable  under  proper  protection  and  propagation  as  the  years  go  by. 


INSECTIVOROUS  BIRDS 

Because  of  the  greatly  increased  number  of  herbivorous  insects  during  the  last 
few  years  it  might  be  well  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  insectivorous  birds 
should  be  protected  to  the  fullest  extent. 

It  appears  from  reports  from  different  sections  of  the  state  that  insectivoroas 
birds  have  very  rapidly  increased  within  the  past  four  or  five  years,  and  this  w 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  our  people  have  at  last  learned  that  such  birds  are  w 
untold  benefit  to  plant  life  and  that  they  destroy  numerous  multitudes  of  inlets 
which  prey  upon  the  plant  and  fruit  life  throughout  the  country. 

It  certainly  is  very  true  indeed  that  few  birds  do  more  harm  than  good, 
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generally  speaking,  the  good  they  do,  overbalances  the  evil.  The  hawks,  of  course, 

sliovild  be  destroyed,  as  they  prey  upon  our  poultry;  the  English  Sparrow  should 

alTvays  be  destroyed  because  they  drive  other  birds  away  and  are  filthy,  noisy  and 

destructive.    And  while  there  is  a  bounty  paid  for  killing  crows  many  persons 

advocate  the  protection  of  these  birds,  claiming  that  "crows  are  neither  all  bad 

xior  all  good",  and  that  they  are  the  most  human  of  all  birds.    The  robin  and 

certain  other  birds  sometimes  eat  and  seriously  injure  the  cherries  and  other 

small  fruit  but  this  might  be  overcome  by  planting  a  few  extra  trees  for  the  birds 

or  hanging  a  "scarecrow"  in  the  trees. 

H,Their  good  however,  seems  to  exceed  any  injury  they  cause  in  the  way  of 
destroying  our  fruits.  Many  persons,  however,  are  in  favor  of  the  killing  of  the 
bird,  locally  known  in  the  section  as  the  "crow  blackbird",  claiming  that  it 
destroys  fruit,  pulls  up  com,  and  in  many  ways  injures  the  growing  crops.  If  this 
be  true  and  it  does  more  injury  than  good  it  should  be  destroyed.  This  is  however 
a  very  different  bird  from  what  is  locally  known  as  the  "red  wing  blackbird" 
-which  is  a  very  valuable  bird. 

Most  of  our  birds  are  our  friends  in  a  real  sense,  and  they  work  at  least  ten 
hours  each  day  and  without  pay  destroying  insects  by  the  million,  keeping  down 
weeds,  digging  up  worms,  and  assisting  nature  in  its  battle  with  the  parasites. 
The  total  economic  value  of  the  birds  in  this  matter  runs  up  into  the  millions  of 
dollars  each  year,  therefore,  the  importance  of  their  protection.  No  matter  how 
we  feel  when  the  birds  dig  up  a  few  hills  of  com,  or  destroy  a  few  cherries,  senti- 
ment should  be  left  entirely  out  of  it  when  it  comes  to  the  matter  of  protecting 
the  birds  of  our  state. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  crops  eaten  by  the  insects  on  American  farms 
each  year  would  feed  the  starving  Belgians;  would  pay  for  the  education  of 
twenty  milUon  children,  and  that  the  annual  loss  from  insects  amounts  to  the 
enormous  sum  of  $1,104,869,300.00  or  more  than  half  the  first  Liberty  Loan. 
How  can  this  enormous  loss  be  remedied?  The  answer  is  too  plain  to  be  con- 
troverted. It  cannot  be  completely  overcome  but  it  may  be  materially  reduced 
by  merely  allowing  the  birds  to  live  and  eat  bugs  and  raise  more  birds  to  eat  more 
bugs.  According  to  statistics  the  total  saving  to  the  crops  ea6h  year  with  even 
our  limited  number  of  birds  is  $444,000,000.00,  which  might  easily  be  doubled 
by  the  proper  protection  and  care  of  our  birds. 

This  does  not  include  however  the  great  saving  that  would  be  brought  about 
in  the  way  of  spraying,  if  our  birds  were  properly  protected,  which  is  said  to 
amount  to  about  the  sum  of  $8,250,000.00  each  year.  Had  we  the  proper  number 
of  birds  with  proper  protection  this  enormous  sum  would  also  be  saved. 

With  starvation  staring  us  in  the  face  from  the  East  it  seems  that  we  should 
double  our  eneigy  in  the  protection  of  our  birds  being  so  valuable  as  they  are  in 
the  saving  of  so  many  millions  of  dollars  in  the  preservation  of  our  crops  for  our 
fanners. 

Illinois,  the  great  com  producing  state,  has  recently  very  recently  issued 
imperative  instructions  to  all  game  wardens  and  all  public  officials  to  arrest  any 
person  who  takes  the  life  of  any  bird.  The  ministers  of  the  state  have  also  been 
requested  to  ask  from  the  pulpit  that  all  the  citizens  of  Illinois  be  required  to 
protect  the  birds  as  never  before  because  of  their  value  in  the  destruction  of 
insects  and  worms.  It  is  pointed  out  that  fully  one-third  of  the  com  crop  of  this 
state  is  destroyed  by  the  grub  worm  each  year  all  because  there  are  not  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  birds  there  to  destroy  these  worms. 
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**Protert  the  birds;  increase  the  crops:  win  the  war.'*  That  is  the  slogai)  of 
Illinois.  The  newspapers,  school  teachers,  pupils.  Boy  Scouts,  and  in  fact  even 
organization  has  been  enlisted  for  the  protection  of  the  birds.  It  might  be  ^'eil  fw 
IVest  Virginia  to  profit  by  such  a  campaign  in  behalf  of  the  birds. 


FIRE  WARDENS 

The  local  deputy  s\'stem  has  been  ven*  much  more  thoroughly  organized  and 
is  ver>'  much  more  efficient  than  the  fire  warden  system.  This  matter  ^ill  receive 
proi)cr  and  immwiiate  attention  as  through  the  fire  warden  s>'Stem  our  forest 
fires  must  be  cx)ntrolled,  if  at  all.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  fire  wardens  to  take  im- 
mediate charge  of  all  fut?s  occurring  in  their  territory  and  to  summon  men  for  the 
extinguishment  thereof.  They  have  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  \iolations  of 
the  game  and  fish  laws.  For  this  reason  they  having  charge  of  the  fire  situation 
there  certainly  should  be  a  ver>'  strong  organization  and  one  which  will  be  able 
at  all  times  to  have  the  fm»  under  pcrfex^t  control.  It  will  be  one  of  the  chifi 
objects  of  this  dop;u'tment  to  build  up  and  maintain  such  a  system  or  organization. 

All  fire  wardens  should  pay  particular  attention  to  all  instructions  concermiwf 
their  official  duties  and  the  necessity  of  prompt  action,  also  the  necessity  of 
making  prompt  reports  of  all  fires  occurring  under  their  jurisdiction.  Never  in 
the  histor>'  of  this  State  has  there  been  a  better  time  for  vigilance  on  the  part  of 
the  firc  wardens,  than  at  the  present  time,  and  each  and  every  fire  warden  is  now 
in  position  to  render  valuable  service  to  his  State. 

This  Ls  not  only  true  as  to  fire  wardens  but  equally  true  and  applicable  to  all 
citizens  of  the  State.  Each  and  every  citizen  of  the  State  should  make  special 
effort  to  co-operate  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  preservation  of  our  forests  and  the 
prevention  of  all  unnecessary  fires. 

Fire  wardens  receive  no  pay  except  when  in  actual  service  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  then  only  the  mere  pittance  of  two  dollars  per  day,  a  sum  entireiy 
too  small  to  justify  the  services  of  good  men.  This  pay  should  be  increased  in 
conformity  with  the  ever  increasing  li\ing  expenses,  as  well  as  the  wages  paid  for 
other  and  similar  services.  It  has  been  very  difficult  to  get  men  to  fight  fires  at 
the  small  sum  they  receive  when  at  the  same  time  they  can  get  much  better  wages 
at  other  work. 

Public  school  teachers  could  be  of  great  service  in  the  prevention  of  fires  by 
calling  frequently  to  the  attention  of  their  pupil?  the  consequences  of  carelessness 
in  the  handling  of  fire,  many  times  through  the  carelessness  of  the  children  them- 
selves, with  matches,  campfires  and  firearms. 


WARDEN  SYSTEM 


No  effort  has  been  made  to  embody  in  this  report  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  local  deputies  because  many  resignations  have  been  tendered  and  accepteOf 
some  few  appointments  made,  but  in  the  main,  the  old  men  who  have  been  in  the 
service  for  a  number  of  years,  are  still  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  game  and 
fish  laws. 


JUMM 
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Just  as  soon  as  possible  attention  will  be  given  to  the  appointment  of  a  number 
of  local  deputies  for  the  different  counties  ^ith  a  view  to  perfecting  an  organiza- 
tion which  will,  at  all  times,  be  able  to  properly  protect  the  game  and  fish  and 
at  the  same  time  protect  the  forests  of  the  State  from  disastrous  fires. 

Certain  sections  of  the  State  are  without  sufficient  warden  protection  and  it  is 
frequently  very  difficult  to  get  good  men  to  take  such  positions  because  under 
the  present  system,  such  positions  pay  nothing  unless  prosecutions  are  made,  and 
violators  convicted  then  one-half  the  fine  goes  to  the  warden  making  such  arrest. 
This  method  of  enforcing  the  law  has  no  doubt  been  very  much  abused,  and 
possibly  has  been  at  times  very  justly  criticised,  as  there  have  been  some  appoint- 
ments made  where  men  have  sought  such  positions  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making 
prosecutions,  and  have  thus  brought  into  disrepute  the  warden  system.  However, 
if  great  care  be  taken  and  good  judgment  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the  local 
deputy  wardens  I  can  see  no  better  plan,  and  I  have  nothing  better  to  offer.  I  do 
believe  however,  that  a  better  warden  sjrstem  can  be  had  by  educating  the  people 
of  the  State  to  give  this  department  their  hearty  support.  I  believe  that  if  the 
peoples  of  the  State  fully  understood  the  woridngs  of  this  department,  as  well  as 
its  accomplishments,  and  what  can  and  will  be  accomplished,  if  properly  supported 
the  violations  of  the  forest,  game  and  fish  laws  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

There  are  many  good  men  now  in  the  service  who  have  been  performing  the 
duties  of  local  wardens  who  have  given  their  time  and  attention  to  their  duties, 
as  such,  but  who  have  never  received  a  single  penny  for  their  continued  services. 
This  seems  to  be  an  imposition  but  under  the  present  conditions  there  seems  to 
be  nothing  better  in  sight. 

The  western  section  of  the  State  is  almost  entirely  without  warden  protection, 
there  being  few,  and  in  many  cases  no  wardens.  This  should  be  remedied  and  it 
will  be  just  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  order  to  have  a  complete  protection  against  fires  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  have  a  perfect  warden  system,  and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  by  having 
numerous  wardens,  properly  located,  so  as  to  give  quick  and  proper  service. 

The  present  sjrstem  of  the  payment  of  the  local  deputy  wardens  has  been  and 
always  will  be  open  to  criticism,  whether  justly  so  or  not,  I  cannot  say.  However, 
some  system  should  be  devised  for  the  pajinent  of  local  deputies  other  than 
paying  them  one-half  the  fine  assessed,  when  convictions  are  made,  as  under  the 
present  law.  Just  how  this  should  be  done  is  a  matter  of  opinion  because  to  pay 
such  local  deputies  for  each  and  every  arrest  made  might  be  the  cause  of  very 
bitter  friction  between  neighbors  unless  it  were  possible  to  always  get  proper 
men,  to  serve  as  such  local  deputies.  And  this  is  not  always  possible  as  in  the 
appointment  of  some  seven  or  eight  hundred  men  mistakes  are  liable  to  be 
frequently  made,  through  great  care  be  taken  in  these  appointments. 

The  local  deputy  system  is  not  as  efficient  as  desired  yet  in  time  it  is  hoped  to 
make  it  almost  a  perfect  system  and  at  all  times  responsive  to  the  objects  for  which 
it  is  intended. 

It  certainly  would  be  almost  absolutely  impossible  to  enforce  the  laws  if  it  were 
not  for  the  local  deputy  system.  And  there  seems  to  be  no  other  or  better  way  of 
enforcing  the  laws  under  our  present  plan. 
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SPECIAL  DEPUTY  SYSTEM 

The  Forest,  Game  and  Fish  Department  of  the  State  is  at  the  present  time  oot 
supplied  with  sufTicieot  money  with  which  to  give  proper  attentioa  and  protectioa 
to  the  game  and  fish  of  the  State  as  well  as  proper  protection  to  our  forests,  coo- 
sequently  many  things  have  been  in  a  measure  neglected. 

My  predecessor,  Mr.  J.  A.  Viquesney,  had  three  Special  Deputy  Inspecton, 
and  was  therefore  in  position  to  accomplish  more  than  I  have  been  able  to  acccm- 
plish  with  but  two.  We  have  however  done  a  great  amount  of  vtrork  since  taJdng 
char]^  of  this  department  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1918*  and  I  believe  there 
is  not  a  lookout  station  nor  a  patrol  route  in  the  State  which  has  not  been  visited 
by  these  Special  Inspectors. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Landacre,  the  State  Forester,  has  been  busy  every  day  and  has 
certainly  made  an  excellent  record  for  a  new  man.  He  is  a  real  forester  having 
had  years  of  experience  in  the  forests  of  the  State  as  well  as  general  infcnmatkn 
He  is  a  practical  woodsman  and  one  of  the  best  qualified  men  for  this  position, 
no  doubt  in  the  State. 

Mr.  Chas.  M.  Murphy,  one  of  the  Chief  Deputies,  is  a  lawyer  having  been  in 
active  practice  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  and  is  therefore  well  qualified  to  give 
general  advice  to  this  department  with  reference  to  such  matters  as  are  daOy 
brought  before  it. 

Mr.  Frank  C.  Turley,  the  other  Chief  Deputy,  lives  at  Romney,  West  Viiginia, 
and  is  largely  depended  upon  when  it  comes  to  a  matter  of  questions  arising 
concerning  fish.  He  is,  in  other  words,  at  the  head  of  the  fishing  department  and 
has  given  entire  satisfaction.  He  very  recently  planted  30,000  bass  in  the  South 
Branch  of  the  Potomac.   Mr.  Turiey  gets  the  fish. 

Mr.  Garfield  Skidmore,  one  of  the  Chief  Deputy  Inspectors,  is  located  at  Elkins, 
West  Virginia,  and  certainly  has  been  very  proficient  in  his  work.  He  is  well 
qualified  to  fill  the  position  to  which  he  was  appointed  and  can  always  be  de- 
pended upon  to  give  a  good  account  of  himself. 

Mr.  L.  H.  Rogers,  of  Charieston,  West  Viiginia,  is  the  other  Chief  Deputy 
Inspector  and  has  given  entire  satisfaction  though  he  has  been  very  much  over- 
woriced,  his  territory  being  entirely  too  large  for  one  man  to  get  over  and  do  it 
justice.  Mr.  Rogers  certainly  should  have  assistance,  but  our  financial  shortage 
prevents  other  appointments. 


THE 

FORESTS   OF  WEST   VIRGINIA 

INTRODUCTION  BY 

MR.  W.  HOYT  WEBER 
Field  Manager 

Central  West  Virginia  Fires  Protective  Association. 


To  discuss  the  forest  conditions  of  West  Vii^ginia  and  how  to  preserve  and 
develop  the  forests  is  to  put  into  words  what  your  department  and  our  associa- 
tion have  been  working  for  during  the  past  four  years.  I  therefore  feel  a  certain 
amount  of  assurance  in  approaching  the  subject. 

No  matter  what  the  conditions  of  any  forest  development,  any  place,  at  any 
time,  the  first  step  in  any  forest  policy  must  be  the  protection  of  the  forest. 
There  is  no  sense  in  spending  time  and  money  on  forest  development  where  the 
product  of  that  labor  and  the  return  on  that  money  is  doomed  to  be  wiped  out. 
You  must,  therefore,  safeguard  your  forest  before  doing  anything  for  it. 

This  is  fundamental.  It  is  in  line  with  the  facts  of  life.  Just  as  no  group  of 
individuals,  no  nation  can  last  long  unless  it  is  strong  enough  to  protect  itself 
against  destructive  forces. 

The  first  question  that  arises  when  we  consider  the  matter  of  protection  is  this : 
^^11  the  results  obtained  from  protective  work  warrant  the  work  and  money 
expended?  In  other  words,  are  the  dangers  so  great,  and  the  results  obtained  so 
small  that  the  protection  fails  to  return  a  profit? 

In  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  the  answer  to  this  question  is  readily  given. 
From  actual  experience  we  have  found  in  the  forest  covered  areas  of  the  state  the 
cost  of  protection  amounts  to  no  more  than  two  cents  per  acre  per  year. 

We  may  state,  without  much  fear  of  contradiction,  that  any  matins  forest  land 
is  worth  at  least  twenty  dollars  per  acre.  Let  us  consider  for  argument's  sake  that 
this  forest  land  is  stationary  in  value.  At  a  cost  of  two  cents  per  acre  per  year 
or  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent,  of  its  value  protection  from  destruction  may  be  said 
to  pay. 

Again,  let  us  say  that  in  sixty  years,  potential  forests  will  acquire  a  value  of 
twenty  dollars  per  acre  in  timber  products.  This,  for  argument's  sake,  is  ultra 
conservative.  Then  each  year  this  land  puts  on  33  1-3  cents  per  acre  in  value. 
Compounded  at  a  cost  of  two  cents  per  acre  per  year  there  is  still  a  margin  of 
31  1-^  cents  per  year  in  increment  which  is  again  satisfactory,  provided  the  land 
is  good  only  for  forest  growth.  We  are  then  justified  in  spending  the  necessary 
time  and  money  to  insure  forest  protection. 
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A.S  to  the  present  condition  of  the  forested  portion  of  the  state  the  foUoviiu? 
fifiures  are  enlightening.  In  1917,  out  of  the  total  area  of  15,771»616  acres  in  the 
slate,  l.MT/iy,*)  were  said  to  be  in  xirgin  forest,  2,882,030  cut  over,  5,097,013  m 
wood  lots  and  6.228,277  cleared  land. 

From  ol>sor\'alion  I  should  judge  the  cut  over  area  is  increasing  rapidly,  so 
rapidly  in  fart  that  West  Virginia  is  fast  approaching  the  condition  of  a  cut  over 
timber  state.  Most  of  the  uncut  timl>er  is  in  strong  hands  and  I  know  of  co 
company  that  hopes  to  continue  to  cut  virgin  timber  more  than  twenty  voor. 
There  are  possibly  two  or  thrw^  operations  only  that  will  continue  as  long  as  that 
on  virjjm  growth,  the  majority  ^nll  be  cut  over  in  the  next  ten  years. 

Now,  from  the  alx>vc,  it  can  be  see>n  that  a  forest  policy  should  be  direrted 
towartl  the  building  up  of  cut  over  lands  in  those  sections  where  the  land  is  h^^ 
suited  for  fon»st  cover. 

The  p(H)ple  of  the  state  will  bct^ome  more  and  more  interested  in  being  shown 
ways  and  means  of  developing  and  utilizing  their  second  growth  forest  lan^k 
Any  policy  that  takes  into  account  present  and  future  conditions  is  sure  to  become 
more  po|)ular  as  time  g<»es  on.  and  from  i)ast  exjKirience  it  would  appear  that  an 
intelligent  resiK)n.se  will  be  given  to  any  good  development  i>olicy  as  forest  pro- 
ducLs  iH'come  more  scarce. 

This  statement  is  not  guess  work.  We  know  that  there  are  iaiige  stores  of  coni- 
ferous timber  similar  to  hemUxk  and  spnice  covering  the  mountain  slopes  of  the 
Pacific  coast.  These  will  sui)i)ly  the  nation's  neoxls  when  ^ruce  and  hemlock 
disapi)ear  but  there  are  no  furUier  reser\T  stocks  of  hardwoods  to  fall  back  on 
when  the  prescMit  supply  of  eastern  hardwoods  is  gone.  Hardwoods  will  continue 
to  have  an  increasing  value  and  the  wood  lot  and  second  growlh  timber  will  ^'ell 
pay  any  careful  attention  given  to  it. 

1  aking  protection  of  the  forests  as  a  cornerstone,  what  shall  be  the  next  step 
with  the  existing  and  future  forest  conditions  of  West  Virginia? 

Nature,  originally  covered  all  the  hills  with  timber,  and  apparently  forests  once 
removwl  return  again,  unless  prevented  by  injur>'  or  destruction.  There  is  no 
argument  necexsiiry  to  convince  us  of  this.  Go  out  to  the  hills  for  an  answer  and 
we  find  everywhere  a  sturdy  second  growth  following  after  the  remo\'aI  of  the 
oriainal  forest  cover,  so  sturdy  that  in  most  cases  there  can  be  nothing  more  asked 
of  the  land. 

We  have  natural  n^gene ration  taking  place  in  about  every  section,  and  further- 
more regeneration  of  the  more  valuable  kinds  of  trees. 

Our  answer,  then  is  simple:  Brielly  put,  it  is  merely  this:  Give  your  forests  a 
good  chance  and  leave  them  to  their  own  determination,  and  the  results  are 
satisfactory.  This  statement  is,  of  coui-se,  true  only  in  a  big  way.  There  are 
e  xce[)tion<  to  its  rule. 

Forest  land  once  injured  docs  not  reproduce  as  many  trees  or  as  valuable  trees 
as  uninjured  land.  Forest  land  which  has  been  left  with  too  much  forest  wreckage 
upon  it  likewise  presents  a  proi)lem  and  an  exception  to  the  normal  forest  condi- 
tion of  the  State. 

In  the  southern  and  western  portions  of  the  State  where  the  hardwoods  piT?- 
dominate  the  problem  of  a  forest  policy  almost  answers  itself.  The  coniferous 
forests  of  hemlock  and  spruce,  in  some  instances,  will  need  a  more  formal  policy  of 
development  applied  to  reach  their  full  production  in  a  second  generation. 

Forast  reconstruction  is  necessar\'  wherever  the  one  real  menace  to  the  forests 
of  the  State  has  appeared,  i.e.,  after  fires.   Wherever  this  red  hand  of  destructioQ

lias  reached,  wherever  its  fingers  have  crept  through  the  underbrush,  there  we 
see  its  scars.  The  fine  oaks  and  chestnuts  become  wormy,  the  young  saplings 
dwindle  and  die,  the  beach  and  maple  show  dead  rifts  in  their  stately  crowns  and 
the  ground  itself  becomes  hard  and  baked  and  sour. 

Fire  in  the  slashings  of  the  coniferous  forests  of  spruce  and  hemlock  is  the  cause 
of  permanent  and  serious  destruction,  since  the  flames  sweep  the  land  clear  of 
everything  except  the  bare  rocks. 

Fire  is  a  menace  and  lire  is  prevalent,  and  following  protection,  the  next  item 
to  be  considered  in  a  policy  to  better  forest  conditions,  is  the  reclaiming  of  territory 
that  has  been  damaged  by  fires.  In  the  coniferous  forests  planting  will  be  neces- 
sary in  places,  and  where  seed  trees  have  been  burned,  and  the' land  left  destitute 
except  for  blackberry  bushes  and  green  briars,  it  will  be  necessary  to  use  judgment 
in  a  proper  planting  plan.  Among  the  hardwoods,  Honey  Locust  and  North 
Carolina  Poplar  might  be  suggested  as  worth  trial  by  planting  from  seed,  and 
among  the  conifers  in  high  altitudes,  the  European  Larch,  European  Spruce  and 
American  White  Pine  appear  to  have  produced  good  results.  This  planting  should 
apparently  be  done  from  seed  spots  and  not  from  yoimg  planted  stock,  and  as 
suggested  is  only  supplementary  to  heal  over  rapidly  scars  caused  by  bad  fire 
damage  or  where  new  growth  fails  to  come  in. 

Again,  on  devasted  and  apparently  worthless  areas,  the  State  might  well  con- 
sider the  gradual  acquiring  of  reserve  areas.  These  scattered  through  the  State 
could  be  used  as  breeding  sanctuaries  for  game  and  the  land  built  up  by  planting 
suitable  tree  seeds  at  small  cost  after  careful  protection  had  been  provided.  We 
suggest  that  these  reserve  areas  be  small  and  scattered  throughout  the  State  since 
they  would  then  be  miniature  object  lessons  to  the  citizens  as  to  what  might  be  done 
on  devastated  land  and  serve  as  experiment  grounds  for  different  sorts  of  forest 
cover.    Such  experimental  areas  have  proved  helpful  in  some  Eastern  States. 

Again,  we  believe  that  the  grazing  of  cattle  in  forest  land  might  be  well  made  an 
item  of  study.  If  properly  handled,  the  natural  forest  areas  of  the  State  might 
return  a  certain  revenue  from  grazing  while  producing  forest  growth. 

The  scope  of  this  chapter  is  too  narrow  to  permit  of  any  further  detailed  dis- 
cussion of  methods,  but  aside  from  such  supplementary  help  as  the  healing  of 
forest  scars  and  the  demonstrating  of  various  means  to  that  end,  the  forest  con- 
dition of  West  Virginia  is  such  that  the  forests  need  only  to  be  protected  to  per- 
petuate themselves  for  the  com^g  generation. 

Protection  and  better  protection  should  be  the  slogan  of  the  forest  policy. 
Without  protection  the  forests  disappear. 

This  State  must  have  a  certain  amount  of  forest  cover  to  prevent  erosion  of  the 
steeper  mountain  slopes.  Forest  cover  must  be  protected  in  West  Virginia  to  have 
any  continued  forest  wealth  in  the  next  generation.  Forest  cover  must  be  pro- 
tected if  game  is  to  exist.  Forest  cover  must  be  protected  if  the  crowning  glory  of 
those  hills  of  which  West  Virginia  is  so  justly  proud,  is  to  be  preserved  and  if  she 
is  still  to  be  the  envy  of  her  less  fortunate  neighbors  whose  less  favored  regions 
can  show  only  barren  crags  and  arid  wastes. 


NEW  NATIONAL  FORESTS  ESTABLISHED 

President  Wilson  has  issued  a  proclamation  establishing  three  new  National 
forests.  In  the  East,  the  White  Mountain,  in  Maine  and  New  Hampshire;  the 
Shenandoah  in  Virginia  and  West  Virginia;  and  the  Natiu^  Bridge,  in  Virginia. 
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Proclaiming  the  forests  is  the  final  step  in  carrying  out  the  law  for  building  up 
Eastern  National  forests  through  the  purchase  of  lands  in  the  mountains.  Ever 
since  the  law  was  enacted,  in  19 11,  the  Government  has  been  enaged  in  aoqmnsg 
lands  about  the  headwaters  of  the  principal  rivers,  both  in  Xew  England  as  well 
as  the  Southern  Appalachians.  As  these  lands  are  purchased  or  contracted  f<»^. 
they  are  put  under  administration  as  "Purchase  Areas'*,  pending  the  time  vben 
their  accumulation  has  reached  a  point  justifying  a  proclamation  gf^ong  them  tJhezr 
final  status.  The  Pisgah  National  Forest  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  Alabama 
National  Forest,  in  Alabama,  are  the  only  Eastern  areas  having  received  this 
status. 

The  White  Mountain  National  Forest  is  located  in  Grafton,  Carroll  and  Cook 
counties.  New  Hampshire,  and  Oxford  county,  Maine.  Tlie  Gfovemment  has 
actually  taken  title  to  about  267,000  acres,  and  about  124,000  acres  more  ha\7 
been  approved  for  purchase,  making  a  total  of  391,000  acres  under  Federal  pro- 
tection. 

The  Shenandoah  National  Forest  is  situated  in  Roddngham,  Augusta,  Bath 
and  Highland  counties.  Viiginia,  and  Pendleton  county,  >Vest  Virginia.  The 
Government  has  acquired  to  date  slightly  in  excess  of  100,000  acres  and  an 
additional  area  of  about  65,000  acres  has  been  approved,  making  a  total  area  d 
about  165,000  acres  now  under  Federal  protection.  These  forest  tracts  are  for  the 
most  part  on  the  water  sheds  of  the  Shenandoah,  the  Potomac  and  the  James 


The  Natural  Bridge  National  Forest  is  situated  in  Rockingham,  Neboo. 
Amherst,  Botetout  and  Bedford  counties,  A^rginia,  and  has  acquired  title  to  a  little 
over  73,000  acres,  and  has  an  additional  approved  area  of  about  29,000  acres, 
making  a  total  of  about  102,000  acres.  The  area  takes  its  name  after  the  Naturai 
Bridge,  located  in  close  proximity  to  its  boundary. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  cut  of  lumber  in  West  Mr^ginia,  for  the  foUoviag 
yean:

This  does  not  include  however,  anything  except  cut  timber,  and  therefore  does 
not  include  ties  and  poles  upon  which  there  appears  to  be  no  statistics  as  they  are, 
as  a  rule,  cut  by  individuals,  such  as  farmers,  and  tie  cutters  who  do  not  make  a 
regular  business  of  such  work  and  it  is  therefore  very  hard  to  get  proper  statistics 
concerning  this  part  of  the  timber  industry. 


FOREST  PROTECTION  IN  TIME  OF  WAR 

It  has  been  said,  and  no  doubt  truly  said,  that  had  France  no  forests  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  present  war  she  would  today  be  completely  devastated  and  the 
German  armies  would  be  feasting  in  the  city  of  Paris.  The  great  forests  of  France 
has  thus  undoubtedly  saved  her  from  such  a  condition  as  would  have  followed 
the  occupation  of  her  chief  city.  "Victory",  writes  J.  M.  Toumey,  director  of  the 
Yale  School  of  Forestr\%  in  the  American  Forestr>'  Magazine,  "is  with  the  anny 
whose  countrv'  h  is  the  greatest  areas  of  waving  grain  and  an  abundance  of'^rood  . 

Of  all  products  of  a  nation  in  time  of  war.  wood  is  the  only  product  that  cannot 
be  readily  and  rapidly  increased  under  necessity  and  by  the  employment  oi 
adequate  labor.  Therefore,  the  wisdom  of  our  Government  in  its  present  attitude 
in  the  conservation  of  the  forests,  and  in  its  getting  vast  areas  of  timber  land  by 
which  it  will  be  able  to  supply  its  needs  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  army 
and  the  nav\'. 

It  is  very  necc^isary  to  have  a  conservative  development  of  the  nation's  forests, 
and  such  a  development  requires  a  very  great  outlay  in  money  but  will  certainly 
pay  for  such  an  investment. 

England  has  for  years  and  years  paid  but  little  attention  to  her  wood  supply 
and  now  when  shv,  needs  wood  as  never  before  in  her  history  she  is  compelled  to 
cut  the  last  remnimt  of  her  standing  forests,  or  get  her  supply  beyond  the  seas  as 
she  has  done  before.  When  the  war  is  over  and  peace  reigns  again  in  the  land 
England  will  no  doubt  have  learned  a  lesson  and  will  again  clothe  her  idle  lands 
with  a  new  growth  of  forests. 

France,  unlike  England,  has  made  in  times  past  special  effort  to  preserve  bee 
vast  wooded  areas,  and  when  the  present  war  broke  out,  she  had  sufficient  forests 
from  which  to  draw  to  supply  all  her  present  requirements.  Such  forests  ^^ 
vital  to  her  very  existence. 
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dundreds,  yes,  thousands  of  American  foresters  from  every  state  in  the  Union, 
are  now  in  France,  busily  engaged  behind  the  Western  front  hurrying  wood  from 
the  forests  of  France  to  the  front.  This  product  of  the  forests  of  France  is  now 
b^ng  used  in  supporting  not  only  France  but  England  and  America  as  well.  Had 
it  not  been  for  the  wisdom  of  France,  in  thus  preserving  her  forests  it  is  very 
doubtful  whether  or  not  the  Allies  could  have  held  the  German  armies  in  check 
long  enough  to  have  supplied  this  timber.  As  it  is  we  should  be  thankful  for  the 
forest  preservation  thus  made  and  kept  by  France  as  it  ^11  undoubtedly  mean 
the  winning  of  the  war. 

Our  own  country  has  suffered  very  seriously  from  the  indiscriminate  devastation 
of  her  stately  foresUi  until  we  now  find  many  sections  of  our  own  land  without 
adequate  timber  supplies.  Our  Government  has  at  last  begun  the  systematic  pur- 
chase of  large  forest  areas, 

BALD  KNOB  STATION 

TUb  station  is  located  in  Green  Bank  District,  Pocahontas  county,  seven  miles 
from  Cass,  and  four  and  one-balf  miles  from  Spruce,  and  is  now  under  the  super- 
vi^on  of  Garfield  Skidmore,    Special  Deputy    and  Inspector,    The    elevation

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H  4,800  fMt,  and  commands  a  view  of  approximately  900  square  miles.  The 
watchman,  W.  B.  RatlilT,  hasbe«n  on  duty  there  for  a  number  of  years,  is  thor' 
ough]>  acquainted  with  the  terntor>'>  and  has  become  very  pro6cient  in  this 
kindofworit.   He  receives  his  mail  at  Spmcc. 

The  neatest  telegraph  olTice  is  Cass,  West  Virginia,  and  a  message  can  be 
delivered  to  the  station  by  phone  in  a  vrry  few  moments  after  it  is  received  at 
Cais.    Mr.  RatUD  makes  his  home  at  the  station  while  on  duly.  Q 

Among  the  targe  land  owners  protected  by  this  station  are:  The  West  Vii^inia

■ens,  and  each  of  said  companies  have  shown  a  willingness  to  assist  in  every  way 
possible  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  the  forests  by  fires. 

BRIERY  KNOB  STATION 

This  station  is  located  in  Little  Levels  District,  Pocahontas  county,  twelve 
miles  fnxn  Seebert,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  C  E.  Landacre,  State  FcMester. 


1  Lookout  Station. 
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The  elevation  of  this  section  is  4,534  feet  and  commands  a  view  of  approxiinatcly 
1,000  square  miles.   This  station  may  be  reached  by  carriage  or  on  horseback. 

The  watchman,  S.  A.  Sparks,  lives  at  Lobelia,  three  miles  distant,  and  stays  at 
the  station  at  night,  only  when  there  is  great  danger  from  fire.  In  order  to  get  a 
fuU  view  of  his  territory,  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  patrol  about  one  quarter  of  a 
mile  three  or  four  times  daily.  He  receives  his  mail  daily  at  Lobelia  and  tele- 
grams can  be  delivered  to  him  by  phone  from  Seebert. 

The  following  companies  own  valuable  timber  lands  in  the  territory  covered  by 
this  station,  viz. :  The  Cherry  River  Boom  and  Lumber  Company;  Rapage  Land 
Con^any;  Spruce  Lumber  Company;  Warrea  Lumber  Company;  RynnLomber 
Company;  Preston  Clark.

JOB'S  KNOB  STATION 

This  station  is  located  in  Williamsburg  District,  Greenbrier  county,  nineteen 
miles  from  Richwood,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  C.  E.  Landacre,  State 
FOTester.   This  station  may  be  reached  by  carriage  or  on  horseback,  from  Rich-

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wood.  The  elevation  is  1.388  feel,  and  commands  a  view  of  approximatciy  STm 
square  milc»  of  territon-.  James  McMillian  sun's  at  the  station  day  and  night 
during  the  fire  season.  I  le  receives  his  mail  at  Trout,  West  Virginia,  once  a  week, 
and  telegrams  can  t)e  delivered  at  the  station  from  Henick,  West  Mrginia. 

Twelve  and  one  half  miles  of  telephone  line  has  been  built  by  the  State  to  this 
station,  and  is  now  in  good  working  condition. 

Land  owners  protected  by  this  station  are:  Part  of  the  holdings  of  the  Cheir\' 
River  Boom  and  [.timber  (>>mpany ;  10,000  acres  belonging  to  the  Williams  heirs; 
90,000  acres,  o^Tied  by  Ciaulcy  Coal  and  Land  Association;  F'enwick  Lumber 
Company;  F.  H.  .\nschutz  and  the  Meadow  River  Lumber  Company.  These 
land  owners  have  contributed  to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  this  station 
and  telephone  lines. 


LICK  KNOB  STATION 

This  station  is  located  in  Qear  Fork  District  of  Raleigh  Count>%  almost  on  the 
boundary  line  between  that  county  and  Fayette,  three  miles  from  Kingston,  on  an 
elevation  of  3,150  feet,  and  commands  an  excellent  view  of  the  territory  in  that 
section  of  the  State,  and  is  now  under  the  supervision  of  L.  H.  Rodgers,  Special 
Deputy  and  Inspector. 

This  station  may  be  reached  on  foot  from  Kingston.  E.  N.  Wriston,  of  King- 
ston, West  Virginia,  is  the  l^ookout  Watchman.  He  receives  his  mail  at  Kingstoiu 
and  may  be  reached  by  telegraph,  by  sending  messages  to  Kingston  and  have  them 
telephoned  from  Kingston  to  the  station. 

All  the  land  owners  in  this  territor>'  have  organized  an  association  for  the 
protection  of  forests  from  fire,  and  have  raised  a  considerable  sum  of  money  with 
which  to  pay  additional  watchmen  and  patrolmen  in  this  territor>% 


McGOWAN  MOUNTAIN  STATION 

This  station  is  located  in  Tucker  county,  about  three  miles  from  Hambleton^ 
and  is  under  the  supervision  of  Garfield  Skidmore.  The  elevation  is  3,354  feet, 
and  commands  a  view  of  approximately  600  square  miles.  The  watchman,  W.  H. 
Philipps,  lives  at  Hambleton,  and  stays  at  the  station  at  night  only  during  very 
dry  weather.  He  receives  his  mail  each  day  at  Hambleton,  and  telegrams  can  be 
delivered  to  him  at  the  station,  either  from  Hambleton  or  Hendricks  in  a  few 
minutes  by  phone. 

This  station  overlooks  approximately  27,000  acres  of  Government  land,  25,000 
acres  belonging  to  the  Babcock  Lumber  Company,  and  16,000  acres  belonging  to 
the  Laurel  River  Lumber  Company;  6,000  acres  owned  by  the  Raine  Andrews 
Lumber  Company;  3,500  acres  ovmed  by  the  Wilson  Lumber  Company;  15,000 
acres  held  by  the  Kendall  Lumber  Company;  4,400  acres  owned  by  the  Clove  Run 
Lumber  Company,  and  practically  all  of  these  companies  are  in  hearty  co-opera- 
tion with  this  department  in  preventing  forest  fires.  It  will  be  noted  that  most 
of  the  forests  in  this  section  have  been  cut-over,  and  it  is  very  necessary  that  the 
second  growth  of  timber,  now  growing  upon  the  hills  should  be  protected.

MOUNTAIN  VIEW  STATION 

This  station  b  located  in  Edra  Dbtncl,  Pocahontas  county,  four  miles  from 
KflarliDton.  and  is  under  the  superviMon  of  Garfield  Skidmore,  Special  Deputy 
and  Inspector.  This  station  is  built  upon  an  elevation  of  3,198  feet,  and  com- 
mands a  view  of  approximately  430  square  miles,  and  may  be  reached  on  foot  or 
horseback  from  Marlinton.  The  watchman,  Warwick  Batlift,  receives  his  mail 
daily  at  Marlinton,  from  which  point  telegrams  can  be  delivered  to  him  at  the 
station  in  a  few  moments  by  pbone.
